FOREWORD 


IN  offering  this  work  of  the  men  and  women  who  served 
in  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  our  country  in 
the  late  war,  to  the  people  of  Columbia  County,  and 
to  such  others  as  may  have  a  particular  interest  in  its 
contents,  the  Home  Defense  Committee  is  convinced  that 
some  statement  should  be  made  at  the  outset  that  will 
indicate  how  the  matter  within  its  covers  was  gotten 
together,  how  and  in  what  circumstances  it  was  compiled 
and  published,  and  the  purpose  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
have  had  to  do  with  it. 

There  is  no  intention  of  telling  all  of  the  methods  and 
means  used  to  secure  the  data  herein  presented,  because 
every  avenue  of  information  that  was  conceived  by  the 
different  members  of  the  Committee  and  others  acting  in 
concert  with  them  from  time  to  time  was  pursued  or 
explored  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  to  light  the  facts 
necessary  to  reproduce  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
atmosphere  of  the  stirring  days  through  which  we  passed 
from  the  opening  of  the  war  until  its  close,  and  to  be  able 
to  tell  as  fully,  accurately,  and  impartially  as  possible  the 
stories  of  those  who  represented  our  county  in  the  greatest 
military  conflict  of  the  ages.  But  it  is  intended  to  relate 
here  some  of  the  methods  adopted  and  means  used  which 
will  serve  to  indicate  the  character  and  persistency  of  the 
effort  made  to  produce  a  record  not  only  worth  while,  but 
as  complete  and  accurate  as  one  might  expect  such  a  record 
to  be. 

This  work  is  not  official  in  the  sense  that  it  has  any 
connection  with  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States ;  but  it  is  produced  by  the  Home  Defense  Committee 
of  Columbia  County,  New  York,  aided  by  the  co-operation 
of  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  with  the  encouragement 
and  endorsement  of  the  department  of  education  of  this 
State,  and  with  the  unqualified  approval  of  the  state 
historian  of  New  York.  In  this  effort  the  Home  Defense 
Committee  have  acted  solely  in  their  official  capacity,  and 
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in  the  performance  of  what  they  regard  as  an  important 
duty  devolving  upon  them,  and  this  without  remuneration 
in  any  form  whatever.  The  biographies  herein  contained 
were  prepared  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  also  assumes  responsibility  for  the  various 
chapters  on  war  activities  in  the  county,  which  were 
prepared  upon  its  request  by  responsible  and  trusted  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  county,  who  were  intimately  connected  with 
the  various  movements  and  achievements  described. 

This  book  will  not  have,  and  is  not  intended  to  have, 
the  character  of  a  public  record  in  a  strict  sense,  but 
rather  a  story  compiled  from  such  sources  and  written  in 
such  circumstances  as  to  make  it  fairly  complete  and  rea¬ 
sonably  accurate.  The  Committee  had  in  mind  two  pur¬ 
poses  in  undertaking  the  work,  i.  e.,  to  preserve  a  reason¬ 
ably  accurate  and  full  record  of  the  accomplishments  of 
our  county  in  the  war,  and  to  erect  an  enduring  monument 
to  the  men  and  women  who,  under  God,  took  their  places 
in  the  danger  zone  and  offered  themselves  as  a  barrier 
between  the  safety  of  our  country  and  an  enemy  who  would 
destroy  not  only  our  country  but  our  very  civilization. 

It  was  recognized  at  an  early  time  as  imperative  that 
any  work  of  this  kind  to  be  measurably  successful  must 
be  undertaken  at  once,  as  almost  any  delay  would  have 
rendered  any  worth  while  success  utterly  impossible. 
Although  this  record  was  in  contemplation  and  under  dis¬ 
cussion  for  a  year  before  the  end  of  the  war,  and  was 
actually  put  under  way  within  a  month  after  the  Armis¬ 
tice,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  observations  and  exhibits 
that  follow,  with  what  difficulty  and  labor  the  material 
was  gathered,  incomplete  as  it  is  in  some  particulars. 
One  needs  but  know  tlie  pitiful  lack  of  any  personal  record 
of  the  men  from  this  county  who  participated  in  the  Civil 
War  to  deeply  regret  the  omission  and  failure  of  that 
day.  The  Home  Defense  Committee  resolved  formally  on 
its  minutes  in  December,  1918,  and  individually  deter¬ 
mined  that  this  failure  should  not  be  repeated  in  respect 
of  the  participants  in  the  World  War.  And  in  this  resolu¬ 
tion  and  determination  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  concurred,  and  in  sustaining  this  attitude  the  board 
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have  co-operated  and  given  such  help  as  was  in  their  power 
to  give. 

When  attempting  to  tell  the  story  of  the  men  and  women 
who  served  as  soldiers,  sailors,  marines  and  nurses  in  the 
recent  war,  one  would  upon  first  thought  have  recourse  to 
the  Local  Board  records  for  information;  and  of  course 
that  is  what  was  done  by  the  Home  Defense  Committee. 
But  almost  at  a  glance  it  became  apparent  that  only  a  few 
facts  were  officially  recorded  of  any  person  inducted  into 
the  service  through  that  channel,  and  the  record  ended  in 
most  instances  with  the  statement  that  a  registrant  had 
been  received  at  a  military  or  naval  station  or  camp.  To 
pursue  the  activities  of  our  men  and  women  in  the  official 
military  and  naval  records  would  mean  to  explore  the 
records  of  the  land,  sea,  and  air  forces  of  the  United  States, 
as  made  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe.  It  was  thus 
seen  that  the  Local  Board  records  were  wholly  inadequate 
for  the  purpose  and  that  the  task  of  investigating  the 
national  records  was  not  within  the  means  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  or  any  local  agency.  And  again  it  was  found  that 
the  Local  Board  had  records  of  only  about  850  registrants, 
whereas  there  were  about  1,700  men  and  women  who 
entered  the  service  from  this  county.  The  Local  Board 
had  records  only  of  those  who  were  called  or  volunteered 
through  that  agency,  but  had  no  records  of  those  from  this 
county  who  entered  the  service  in  another  county  of  the 
State  or  in  some  other  state  or  country.  And  those  enter¬ 
ing  the  service  through  foreign  jurisdictions  equalled  in 
number  those  who  were  enlisted  at  home.  It  was  also 
found  that  many  who  enlisted  in  this  county  were  men 
who  were  here  only  temporarily,  such  as  employees  for 
the  season  in  the  brick  yards,  traveling  salesmen,  and 
others,  sojourning  for  one  reason  or  other  for  the  time 
being,  and  who  properly  would  have  no  conspicuous  place 
in  this  book.  For  these  and  other  reasons  it  was  soon 
discovered  that  other  methods  and  sources  must  be 
resorted  to  if  a  personal  record  of  value  and  large  interest 
was  to  be  written. 

The  decision  as  to  the  particular  form  that  this  volume 
should  take  was  arrived  at  only  after  a  great  deal  of  con¬ 
sideration,  and  after  much  work  of  gathering  material 
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had  been  accomplished,  and  after  it  was  learned  that  the 
necessary  information  concerning  our  own  boys  and  girls 
could  be  made  available.  It  was  then  decided  that  an 
individual  record  should  be  made  as  far  as  possible,  which 
would  give  briefly  the  history  of  every  man  and  woman 
of  Columbia  County  who  entered  the  military  or  naval 
service,  and  that  this  history  should  include  the  age,  birth¬ 
place,  residence,  family  relations,  citizenship,  education, 
occupation,  military  record  before  the  war,  status  in  the 
service,  participation  in  the  war,  unusual  experiences,  and 
return  home,  of  the  person  under  consideration,  and  that 
this  matter  should  be  further  personalized  by  photographs 
when  available. 

Accordingly  an  extensive  campaign  was  begun  in  the 
newspapers  throughout  the  county,  giving  notice  of  the 
intention  of  the  Home  Defense  Committee  and  asking  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  known  by  anyone  to 
have  been  inducted  into  the  service  otherwise  than  through 
the  Local  Board.  This  brought  to  light  the  names  of  many 
of  whom  there  was  no  local  record. 

A  questionnaire  was  then  prepared  and  forwarded  by 
mail  to  every  soldier,  sailor,  marine,  or  nurse  from  this 
county  so  far  as  known  to  the  Committee,  directed  to  the 
person  in  question,  inclosed  in  an  envelope  indicating  the 
work  in  hand,  and  upon  this  envelope  was  endorsed  a 
notice  to  the  postmaster  and  also  to  the  family  of  the  per¬ 
son  addressed.  A  copy  of  the  matter  on  this  envelope  is 
given  below.  In  the  questionnaire  submitted  was  a  direct 
request  for  the  names  of  men  and  women  who  entered  the 
service,  who  were  not  inducted  by  the  Local  Board,  such  as 
men  not  of  draft  age,  those  entering  the  service  before 
June  5,  1917,  and  regular  army  men  and  sailors,  nurses, 
and  others.  This  questionnaire  brought  back  to  the  office 
the  names  of  many  who  were  unknown  to  the  Committee 
up  to  that  time. 

Following  is  an  exact  copy  of  the  questionnaire  which 
was  submitted  to  all  soldiers,  sailors,  marines  and  nurses, 
and  their  families:

If  he  is  unable 
to  do  so,  then  it  should  be  carefully  and  accurately  answered  by  his  father, 
mother,  brother,  sister,  or  other  near  relative  or  friend,  as  far  as  possible, 
and  signed  by  such  person,  with  a  statement  of  the  relationship,  and  the 
reason  why  it  is  not  answered  by  the  soldier  or  sailor  addressed.  Answers 
in  ink  are  preferred. 

If  help  be  needed  in  answering  the  Questionnaire,  such  help  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  any  member  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board,  or  by  the  Home 
Defense  Committee,  at  its  office  in  the  County  Court  House,  Hudson,  N.  Y., 
where  every  aid  and  courtesy  will  be  gladly  extended.  A  representative 
wTill  be  in  attendance  every  day. 

This  Questionnaire  should  be  completely  and  accurately  answered  and 
returned  to  the  Home  Defense  Committee,  County  Court  House,  Hudson, 
N.  Y.,  within  ten  days  from  the  date  thereof.

To  the  Men  and  Women  in  the  Military  and  Naval  Service , 
and 

To  Their  Families: 

Enclosed  herewith  you  will  please  find  a  questionnaire,  a  return 
envelope,  and  a  list  of  members  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board  of  this 
County.  We  ask  that  the  questionnaire  when  filled  out  as  far  as  possible 
be  returned  to  the  Home  Defense  Committee  in  the  return  envelope. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Home  Defense  Committee  that  this 
questionnaire,  at  least  so  far  as  necessary,  be  made  a  matter  of  family 
interest,  so  that  it  may  be  filled  out  to  the  best  possible  advantage,  and 
returned  to  the  Committee  within  ten  days. 

If  the  soldier,  sailor,  marine  or  nurse  in  question  is  still  in  the  serv¬ 
ice,  but  has  a  definite  mailing  address  in  the  United  States,  such  as  New 
York  City,  Camp  Devens,  Pe^am  Bay  Naval  Station,  etc.,  the  ques¬ 
tionnaire  and  this  letter  may  be  re-mailed  to  him  or  her  so  that  he  or 
she  may  fill  it  out  and  return  it  personally. 

If,  however,  the  soldier,  sailor,  marine  or  nurse  is  still  on  foreign 
soil,  or  on  the  high  seas,  the  questionnaire  should  be  filled  out  by  the 
family,  as  far  as  possible.  It  is  probable  that  in  most  cases,  with  the 
exception  of  the  “  War  Record,”  this  can  be  done  by  the  family  quite 
as  well  as  by  the  boy  or  girl  in  question.  Whoever  fills  out  the  question¬ 
naire  should  return  it  within  ten  days. 

If  the  boy  or  girl  in  question  is  overseas  or  on  the  high  seas  now, 
we  urgently  ask  the  family  to  notify  the  Home  Defense  Committee  of 
his  or  her  return  home,  just  as  soon  as  he  or  she  gets  back,  so  that  we 
may  get  in  touch  with  him  or  her,  and  have  the  complete  “  War  Record  ” 
inserted  in  the  questionnaire. 

The  sole  purpose  of  securing  answers  to  this  questionnaire  is  to  pre¬ 
serve  in  permanent  form  information  concerning  the  lives  of  the  men 
and  women  from  this  county  on  whom  our  Country  leaned  in  a  special 
manner  in  the  hour  of  its  distress.  And  further,  it  is  our  fond  hope 
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that  when  this  information  shall  have  been  gathered,  it  may  be  put  into 
a  fine  volume  of  “  Columbia  County’s  History  in  the  War,”  and  in 
this  form  distributed  among  the  people  of  our  county  and  State,  with¬ 
out  pecuniar}'  profit  or  gain  to  any  one,  but  solely  as  an  enduring 
monument  to  the  men  and  women  who  offered  themselves,  and  who  so 
served  as  to  endear  them  to  their  fellow  citizens.  The  task  is  difficult, 
and  the  labor  is  great;  but  we  know  the  object  is  worth  all  of  it,  and 
more.  We  want  you  to  help  in  the  manner  indicated.

Enclosed  also  with  the  questionnaire  and  letter  of  May 
9th  was  a  return  envelope  addressed  to  the  Committee,  a 
list  of  the  members  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board  in  the 
various  communities  throughout  the  county,  together  with 
instructions  that  each  service  man  and  woman  could 
secure  aid  in  the  preparation  of  his  questionnaire,  if  that 
were  found  necessary,  by  applying  to  the  associate  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board  who  happened  to  be 
most  accessible.  Arrangements  had  been  previously  com¬ 
pleted  with  the  members  of  the  Board  to  render  such 
service  when  called  upon.  The  names  of  the  members  of 
this  board,  with  assignment  of  members,  appear  in  the 
article  entitled  “Legal  Advisory  Board,”  in  the  second 
chapter  of  this  book. 

The  questionnaire,  letter,  return  envelope,  and  list  of 
advisors  were  enclosed  in  a  large  envelope  upon  which  was 
printed  in  addition  to  the  name  and  address  of  the 
addressee,  matter  as  follows :

NOTICE: — If  the  Soldier,  Sailor,  or 
Nurse  addressed  has  no 
definite  mailing  address 
in  the  United  States,  his 
or  her  family  should  open 
this  Envelope. 
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Although  at  the  time  of  mailing  the  foregoing  matter  a 
large  part  of  the  participants  in  the  war  had  returned 
home,  and  others  were  arriving  almost  daily,  there  were 
many  who  were  still  in  service,  both  in  this  country,  in 
Europe  and  at  sea.  And,  further,  it  was  realized  that  the 
migratory  spirit  had  grown  in  many  of  our  boys,  and  that 
work  must  be  done  rapidly  to  secure  information  while  the 
boys  were  within  reach.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  an 
early  return  of  answers  and  photographs  was  urged,  and 
the  time  of  return  fixed  at  ten  days.  But  even  then  the 

matter  mailed  as  above  mentioned  failed  of  deliverv  to 

«/ 

many,  and  large  numbers  of  the  envelopes  were  returned 
marked  “unclaimed,”  “unknown,”  “left  town,”  “ad¬ 
dress  unknown,”  etc.  These  return  markings  came 
from  nearly  every  town  in  the  county.  Thereupon  letters 
were  forwarded  to  active,  well  known,  and  patriotic  citi¬ 
zens  in  the  various  communities  of  the  county  asking  that 
efforts  be  made  to  discover  the  mailing  address  of  those 
who  had  not  been  reached.  And  acting  upon  information 
thus  received  other  addresses  were  tried,  often  with  no 
better  result,  yet  many  times  with  success.  The  endeavors 
in  this  direction  required  the  writing  of  great  quantities 
of  letters,  telephone  calls,  and  personal  inquiries. 

When  it  was  thought  that  sufficient  time  had  elapsed, 
and  reasonable  effort  had  been  made  to  get  the  first  letter 
and  questionnaire  into  the  hands  of  everyone  who  entered 
the  military  or  naval  service,  another  letter  was  sent  to 
each  one  who  had  failed  to  respond,  and  to  their  families, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  copy:

To  the  Soldiers ,  Sailors,  Marines  and  Nurses  Who  Have  Returned 
and 

To  The  Families  of  Those  Who  Have  Not  Returned: 

On  the  9th  day  of  May  last  The  Home  Defense  Committee  sent  a 
questionnaire  to  the  home  of  each  soldier,  sailor,  marine,  and  nurse  who 
had  entered  the  Military  or  Naval  service  of  the  United  States  during  the 
War.  With  this  questionnaire  each  received  an  urgent  request  to  return 
the  questionnaire  within  ten  days,  either  filled  out  completely,  or  as  far 
as  possible  in  those  cases  where  the  boy  or  girl  was  still  away  from 
home.  A  considerable  number  have  failed  to  comply  with  this  request 
up  to  this  time. 

It  may  be  that  some  believe  that  it  will  do  just  as  well  to  return  these 
questionnaires  in  a  week,  a  month,  or  six  months  later.  Some  may  say, 
our  boy  or  girl  will  be  home  soon,  and  Ave  will  Avait  and  then  he  or 
she  can  do  it  personally,  and  that  Avill  be  better.  Those  avIio  think  that 
are  mistaken.  It  Avill  not  be  as  good,  or  better,  and  this  delay  may  exclude 
these  boys  and  girls  from  their  places  on  the  permanent  records  of  this 
county,  the  places  Avhich  they  haATe  won  and  Avhich  the  Committee  and 
People  Avant  them  to  have. 

The  Home  Defense  Committee  noAV  has  an  organization,  and  a  system 
by  which  this  Avork  as  mapped  out  can  be  done;  Ave  cannot  give  any 
assurance  Iioav  long  Ave  shall  be  able  to  continue  this  A\7ork.  Please  do 
not  alloAV  your  girl  or  boy  to  lose  his  or  her  place  in  the  most  vital  part 
of  the  history  of  this  County.  Get  the  questionnaire  back  to  us  at  once. 

If  you  haATe  mislaid  your  questionnaire,  or  have  spoiled  it,  drop  the 
Committee  a  card,  or  telephone,  and  another  Avill  be  sent  to  you.  Or  you 
may  call  at  the  office  of  the  Committee  in  the  County  Court  House,  and 
get  one. 

Please  do  not  delay  any  further,  for  any  reason  ;  because  you  are  making 
the  Committee’s  work  more  difficult  and  expensHe  and  running  the  risk  of 
being  too  late.  Help  the  Committee  to  provide  your  boy  or  your  girl  a 
lasting  place  of  honor  that  has  been  so  clearly  and  dearly  Avon.

The  Home  Defense  Committee  of  Columbia  County  is  Avriting  you 
this  letter  to  make  sure  that  you  Avill  know  that  you  have  not  filed  with 
the  Committee  a  questionnaire  including  your  war  record;  and  also  to 
make  sure  that  you  will  knoAv  the  time  Avhen  the  official  list  of  Columbia 
County  service  men  will  close,  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  Columbia 
County’s  record. 

As  you  perhaps  knoAv  the  purpose  in  securing  this  questionnaire  is  to 
compile  “  Columbia  County’s  History  in  the  War,”  and  it  is  our  hope 
that  we  shall  be  able  to  publish  the  matter  in  the  form  of  a  book  of  indi- 
A'idual  biographies,  and  thus  erect  a  monument  to  these  men  and  women 
that  will  be  very  \i\id  and  personal  in  its  character.  We  A\*ant  you  to 
have  your  place  in  this  work,  but  Ave  are  unable  to  provide  that  place 
without  your  co-operation. 

We  now  have  on  file  the  questionnaires  of  nearly  1400  men  and 
Avomen.  There  are  a  few  who  have  not  responded,  and  you  are  one  of 
these. 

We  shall  cease  our  efforts  in  this  direction  and  the  list  Avill  close  on 
January  1,  1920. 

I  trust  you  Avill  not  let  pass  this  opportunity  of  filing  your  question¬ 
naire,  and  fail  to  secure  the  place  that  belongs  to  you  in  this  permanent 
record,  which  will  be  a  glory  not  only  to  you  but  to  your  children  and 
grandchildren.  In  any  event,  if  you  fail  to  secure  your  place,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  wants  to  make  certain  that  this  failure  Avill  occur  in  spite  of 
their  efforts  to  secure  it  for  you. 

Will  you  not  therefore  make  use  of  the  enclosed  questionnaire,  fill 
out  the  answers,  and  return  it  to  the  Committee  at  once.  It  seems  to 
the  Committee  that  should  you  fail  to  do  this,  you  will  deprive  your 
children  and  grandchildren  of  a  distinction  that  should  belong  to  them. 
Come  on  now,  and  do  it !  Don’t  omit  the  matter  of  a  photograph.

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In  many  instances  difficulty  was  experienced  in  securing 
photographs,  not  only  in  cases  where  the  family  had  none, 
but  also  where  there  was  perhaps  only  one,  and  this  one 
treasured,  and  preserved  with  much  care.  It  frequently 
happened  that  such  a  photograph  was  promised  for  use 
when  needed,  but  the  owner  would  not  trust  it  to  the  files 
of  the  Committee.  This  condition  necessitated  a  great 
amount  of  extra  work  in  keeping  records,  and  in  subse¬ 
quent  correspondence.  One  of  numerous  letters  written 
in  this  connection,  and  in  the  general  effort  to  secure 
photographs,  is  here  given  as  a  specimen :

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record  requested,  but  did  give  the  “personal”  history 
sought.  Thus  there  was  on  file  a  great  number  of  records 
which  were  incomplete,  and  which  often  could  not  be  com¬ 
pleted  until  the  return  home.  This  also  added  to  the  com¬ 
plexity  of  the  files,  and  necessitated  not  only  careful 
classification,  but  a  greatly  increased  correspondence.  A 
specimen  of  hundreds  of  letters  used  in  this  connection 
reads :

My  Dear  Sir: 

This  letter  is  addressed  to  a  small  number  of  those  who  served  in  the 
late  war  from  this  county,  and  concerning  whom  Ave  have  little  informa¬ 
tion.  The  questionnaire  that  was  submitted  to  every  soldier,  sailor  and 
nurse  which  was  sent  to  your  home  more  than  a  year  ago  has  never 
been  completely  filled  out;  and  a  few  were  never  returned  at  all.  We 
desire  this  information  touching  your  Avar  record,  etc.,  so  that  your 
biography  may  be  completely  Avritten,  in  the  same  Avay  that  Ave  have 
already  written  the  records  of  about  1,400  men. 

Enclosed  hei’ewith  Ave  are  sending  you  a  questionnaire,  Avhich  is  blank 
or  partly  filled  out  in  your  behalf.  Will  you  fill  out  this  blank  or  answer 
the  balance  of  the  questions,  as  accurately  as  you  can,  and  return  this 
questionnaire  to  us  at  once? 

Unless  Ave  hear  from  you  within  one  Aveek  from  the  time  when  this 
questionnaire  is  mailed,  we  will  consider  that  the  desired  information 
concerning  you  is  not  available.  And  if  we  do  not  get  questionnaire 
returned,  Avith  the  necessary  ansAvers,  your  record,  AA'hen  the  County  His¬ 
tory  is  published,  will  be  incomplete  and  unsatisfactory.  The  Committee 
wants  you  to  have  the  benefit  of  your  full  record,  and  is  now  asking  you 
for  the  last  time  for  the  necessary  information  to  gi\7e  your  proper 
place  in  the  history  of  your  county. 

It  is  not  essential  that  this  questionnaire  be  filled  out  and  returned 
by  the  soldier  or  sailor  personally;  but  it  may  be  filled  out  and  returned 
by  any  member  of  his  family  who  is  able  to  answer  the  questions. 

If,  for  any  reason,  every  question  cannot  be  answered,  answer  the 
questions  as  far  as  possible.

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In  January,  1922,  another  such  letter  was  sent  to  every 
one  whose  photograph  had  not  been  received  as  requested 
or  promised,  and  a  final  effort  in  this  particular  was  made 
in  March,  1922,  when  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  all 
to  whom  it  applied :

Bear  Sir: 

The  .Home  Defense  Committee  of  Columbia  County  is  writing'  you 
this  letter  to  make  sure  that  you  will  know  that  the  questionnaire  which 
you  filed  with  this  Committee  some  time  ago  is  not  accompanied  by  a 
photograph.  As  you  know,  the  purpose  in  securing  these  questionnaires 
and  photographs  is  to  compile  “  Columbia  County  in  the  World  War.” 
and  it  is  our  hope  to  be  able  to  publish  the  matter  in  the  form  of  a 
book  of  individual  biographies  We  are  anxious  to  have  the  war  record 
and  photograph  of  every  Columbia  County  ex-service  man  in  this  otlicial 
history. 

We  now  have  on  file  the  photographs  of  nearly  1,000  men  and  women. 
There  are  a  few  whose  photographs  are  not  in  our  files,  but  who  said 
they  were  available,  and  you  are  one  of  these.  All  material  for  this 
book  must  be  in  our  office  before  the  11th  of  March,  1922,  and  we  are 
making  the  last  effort  to  collect  available  photographs.  Please  send 
your  photograph  to  this  office  before  the  above  date.

As  early  as  the  summer  of  1919  arrangements  were  com¬ 
pleted  with  all  the  photographers  of  the  county  to  make  a 
picture  for  the  Committee  of  any  soldier,  sailor  or  nurse 
for  use  in  this  book,  and  to  do  so  without  charge.  This 
generous  offer  was  communicated  by  letter  to  each  one 
whose  photograph  was  not  in  hand  or  promised.  Through 
the  generosity  of  the  photographers  the  Committee  was 
able  to  secure  the  pictures  of  a  large  number  of  men,  from 
plates  that  were  on  file  in  the  various  studios;  and  for 
these  prints  no  charge  whatever  was  made.  Indeed,  there 
was  no  quarter  where  more  generosity  or  a  finer  spirit  of 
co-operation  was  displayed  than  among  the  men  who 
make  pictures  professionally  in  this  county.  They  have, 
without  compensation,  done  much  to  achieve  whatever  of 
attractiveness,  of  interest,  and  of  value,  this  book  may 
possess. 
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But  the  impression  must  not  be  gathered  from  what  has 
been  said  that  the  data  concerning  the  hoys  and  girls  in 
the  service  were  obtained  entirely  from  the  questionnaire 
sent  and  received  through  the  mail,  and  by  the  writing  of 
letters.  That  would  be  an  error  indeed.  Even  during  the 
earlier  days  when  it  seemed  that  all  had  been  done  that 
could  be  done  to  secure  the  information  necessary  for 
these  biographies,  groups  of  young  girls  were  enlisted  by 
the  Committee  to  attend  public  functions  in  different 
parts  of  the  county  where  large  numbers  of  soldiers  were 
gathered,  and  to  solicit  answers  and  signatures  to  the 
questionnaire.  These  young  women  had  with  them  a  care¬ 
fully  prepared  list  showing  what  soldiers  or  sailors  in  the 
neighborhood  in  question  had  not  submitted  their  answers. 
The  home  coming  celebrations  were  the  most  profitable 
occasions  for  this  purpose.  For  instance,  a  large  group  of 
girls  were  present  at  the  home  coming  given  to  the 
returned  soldiers  and  sailors  at  the  armorv  at  Hudson, 
and  many  questionnaires  were  answered  and  signed, 
which  could  not  be  secured  before.  So  at  similar  celebra¬ 
tions  in  Chatham,  Philmont,  Valatie,  and  other  parts  of 
the  county,  the  girls  attended  in  large  groups,  and  as  a 
result  of  their  work  large  numbers  of  the  questionnaires 
were  secured  which  previously  did  not  appear  to  be  avail¬ 
able.  Representatives  of  the  Committee  spent  weeks  in 
going  from  house  to  house  in  Hudson,  Philmont,  Chatham, 
Valatie,  Ivinderliook  and  other  neighborhoods,  to  induce 
soldiers  to  return  their  answers. 

Without  recourse  to  these  and  other  methods  that  might 
be  regarded  as  unusual  the  list  of  biographies  would  have 
been  so  brief  as  to  be  of  doubtful  interest  or  value.  It 
may  be  thought  strange  that  resort  to  such  methods,  and 
to  such  a  varietv  of  methods  was  necessarv.  But  it  is  not 
so  strange  when  one  considers  the  reticence  that  has  been 
noticeable  among  the  men  and  women  who  served,  in 
regard  to  their  experiences  in  the  war.  As  a  class  they 
are  not  inclined  to  discuss  the  shares  that  came  to  them 
as  individuals ;  and  from  a  perusal  of  the  hundreds  of  per¬ 
sonal  records  on  file,  there  is  perhaps  no  general  quality 
so  apparent  in  the  answers  as  the  simplicity  and  modesty 
of  statement,  Yet,  among  all  those  who  entered  the  serv- 
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ice  from  this  county,  the  Committee  came  into  contact  with 
only  two  who  refused  to  give  answers  to  the  questionnaire. 

The  last  effort  of  a  general  character  was  the  sending 
of  a  letter  to  each  clergyman  in  Columbia  County  attached 
to  a  church,  asking  his  co-operation,  and  sending  a  corre¬ 
sponding  article  to  each  newspaper  published  in  the 
county.  The  clergymen  were  asked  to  read  the  Commit¬ 
tee’s  letter,  and  to  announce  to  their  congregations  that 
the  record  for  this  work  was  about  to  close,  and  to  induce 
their  parishioners  to  report  to  him  or  the  Committee,  the 
names  of  any  boys  or  girls  who  had  been  in  the  service, 
but  who  had  not  responded  to  the  questionnaire;  or  if  a 
photograph  had  not  been  furnished,  to  provide  one  at 
once.  A  similar  announcement  and  request  were  contained 
in  the  newspaper  item.  The  various  newspapers  printed 
the  article  conspicuously,  as  they  did  all  of  the  other  arti¬ 
cles  preceding,  without  compensation.  The  Committee 
feels  an  especial  obligation  to  the  publishers  of  the  Hudson 
Evening  Register,  The  Weekly  Gazette,  the  Hudson  Morn¬ 
ing  Republican,  the  Columbia  Republican .  the  Chatham 
Courier ,  the  Philmont  Sentinel,  the  Yalatie  Rough  Xotes 
and  the  Hillsdale  Harbinger  for  their  unstinted  help,  and 
the  great  amounts  of  space  which  they  contributed  from 
time  to  time  to  make  this  book  possible. 

The  succeeding  boards  of  supervisors,  who  have  been  in 
office  during  the  period  that  this  record  was  being  com¬ 
piled  have  shown  the  deepest  interest  in  the  undertaking, 
and  at  no  time  failed  to  render  whatever  assistance  was 
necessary,  both  financially  and  through  the  advice  and 
counsel  of  its  committee, —  John  Gibbons  of  Stuyvesant, 
Harrison  E.  Pratt  of  Chatham,  ^Vessel  Ten  Broeck,  Chair¬ 
man,  of  Greenport,  Dr.  Roseoe  E.  AVaterbury  of  Kinder- 
hook,  and  Harold  ilson  of  Clermont.  TVere  it  not  for 
the  sense  of  pride  and  gratitude  felt  by  the  people  of  the 
county  as  expressed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  in  their 
official  action,  for  the  loval  service  rendered  bv  the  vouns: 
men  and  women  from  Columbia  Countv  in  the  war.  the 
Home  Defense  Committee  would  not  have  had  the  courage 
to  undertake  this  great  task;  because  it  required  not  only 
much  labor  and  perseverance,  but  much  money  as  well. 
And  this  the  board  provided,  after  the  full  investigation 
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and  mature  thought,  in  such  amounts  as  thev  found  neces- 
sarv.  Justice  could  not  be  done  without  allotting  to  the 
board  of  supervisors  a  large  share  in  the  success  that  has 
attended  the  prosecution  of  this  work. 

In  carrving  out  the  detail  and  dailv  grind  necessarv  to 
collect  the  data,  file,  classify,  and  give  it  shape,  in  carry¬ 
ing  on  the  endless  corresponding,  personal  interviews,  and 
guidance  of  those  willing  to  give  some  of  their  effort  and 
time  to  perpetuate  a  memory  of  their  fellow  Columbians, 
the  Committee  is  especially  and  deeply  indebted  to  several 
young  women  associated  with  the  office  for  considerable 
periods.  These  are  Mrs.  George  Mulry,  nee  Mary  Kear¬ 
ney,  now  of  Xew  York,  formerly  of  Hudson;  Miss  Martha 
M.  Murphy,  of  Hudson;  and  Miss  Mildred  C.  Barry,  of 
Hudson.  Their  work  was  essential  to  success,  and  faith¬ 
fully  done.  In  the  final  task  of  guarding  against  errors, 
reading  proof,  and  advising  in  the  detail  of  the  volume, 
the  Committee  gladly  recognizes  and  records  here  its 
appreciation  of  the  continued  and  steadfast  service  of  Miss 
Catherine  S.  Murphy  of  Hudson. 

The  early  part  of  the  work  in  organizing  the  office,  of 
locating  men  still  in  service  or  their  relatives,  in  getting 
in  a  large  part  of  the  questionnaires,  rectifying  errors  in 
the  files,  and  in  many  other  ways  the  Committee  recog¬ 
nizes  and  acknowledges  the  invaluable  services  rendered 
whenever  required  by  Mr.  Charles  N.  Traver  of  Hudson. 
His  unselfish  expenditure  of  time  and  effort  did  much  to 
relieve  others  of  heavy  tasks  and  anxiety. 

The  task  of  preparing  this  work  was  greatly  lightened, 
the  interest  in  it  greatly  heightened,  its  tone  and  style  sub¬ 
stantially  varied  by  articles  or  chapters  that  were  written 
by  a  number  of  citizens  of  this  county  who  co-operated 
whole-heartedly  with  the  Committee  in  the  undertaking. 
Other  work  was  done  for  the  Committee  with  much  skill 
and  learning  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  who  made 
translations  of  various  documents  from  the  French.  All 
of  these  things  are  acknowledged  with  gratitude.  To 
retain  the  impersonal  character  of  the  endeavors  in  mak¬ 
ing  this  record  no  names  are  identified  with  any  item  of 
the  contents.  But  the  Committee  feels  justified  in  mak- 
ing,  and  obligated  to  make  note  of  those  who  made  sub- 
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stantial  contributions  to  the  effort  which  this  publication 
represents.  The  Committee  feels  especially  indebted  to 
the  following:

It  is  earnestly  and  confidently  hoped  that  the  soldiers, 
sailors,  marines  and  nurses  in  whose  honor  and  for  a 
memory  of  whom  this  work  was  done,  and  the  serious- 
minded  public  who  will  be  edified  by  the  facts  presented, 
will  be  generous  in  their  consideration  of  those  who  have 
assumed  the  responsibility  for  the  undertaking.  It  is  the 
work  of  many  hands,  the  contribution  of  many  hearts;  and 
doubtless  will  contain  manv  inaccuracies,  and  rnanv  omis- 
sions.  But  in  so  far  as  these  appear,  they  will  be  evidence 
only  of  faulty  judgment,  inability  to  secure  the  necessary 
information  and  inexperience  in  this  line  of  endeavor. 
Thev  will  not  indicate  anv  lack  of  desire  or  zeal  to  write 
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down  permanently  the  glorious  achievements  of  Columbia 
County  in  the  World  War,  and  the  unpayable  debt  of  grati¬ 
tude  that  is  owing  to  the  boys  and  girls  who  served. 
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CHAPTER  I 

HOME  DEFENSE  COMMITTEE 


ALMOST  immediately  upon  the  declaration  by  Con¬ 
gress  of  the  existence  of  the  state  of  war  between 
the  United  States  and  the  German  Empire,  the 
legislature  of  New  York  passed  an  act  setting  up  the  State 
Council  of  Defense  consisting  of  seven  members  to  serve 
without  compensation,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
and  of  which  the  Governor  should  be  chairman.  The  State 
Council  was  given  by  this  act  broad  powers  in  marshalling 
the  military  possibilities  of  the  State,  and  was  directed  to 
investigate  the  means  of  transportation,  the  production 
of  materials  for  military  supplies,  and  to  plan  and  arrange 
for  the  co-operation  and  co-ordination  of  the  military, 
industrial,  agricultural  and  commercial  resources  of  the 
State  in  time  of  war.  The  Council  was  given  power  to 
appoint  subordinates,  and  availed  itself  of  this  power  by 
providing  for  a  council  in  each  county  of  the  State,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  to  be  known  as  the  Home 
Defense  Committee. 

Governor  Whitman  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  early  war  measure  appointed  a  Home  Defense  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Columbia  County,  consisting  of  the  following 
members :  Albert  S.  Callan,  editor  of  the  Chatham  Courier, 
of  Chatham,  William  E.  Carney,  merchant,  of  Philmont, 
Charles  S.  Harvey,  Mayor  of  Hudson,  Daniel  V.  McNamee, 
County  Judge,  of  Hudson,  Alfred  T.  Ogden,  farmer,  of 
Kinderhook,  Frank  S.  Sherman,  farmer,  of  Copake,  and 
Wessel  Ten  Broeck,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors,  of  Greenport.  All  of  these  members  served  through¬ 
out  the  war  and  are  still  serving  as  this  work  goes  to  press, 
with  the  exception  of  Major  Callan,  who  resigned  to  accept 
a  commission  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States, 
whereupon  Governor  Whitman  appointed  William  B.  Daley, 
lawyer,  of  Chatham,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

No  attempt  will  be  made  here  to  enumerate  all  of  the 
activities  with  which  the  Committee  was  engaged,  or  even 
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all  of  the  kinds  of  things  undertaken;  because  that  would 
require  an  extent  of  articles  which  would  be  inappropriate 
in  a  work  intended,  in  so  far  as  civilians  are  concerned,  to 
give  only  the  atmosphere  pervading  our  county  at  the 
time,  hut  whose  prime  and  ultimate  purpose  is  to  preserve 
the  record  of  those  who  became  a  part  of  the  military  and 
naval  forces  of  the  Xation.  What  is  said  here,  however, 
will  indicate  the  purpose  with  which  the  Committee  was 
appointed,  and  the  general  character  of  its  functions. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Home  Defense  Committee  of 
Columbia  County  was  held  on  April  18th,  1917,  in  the 
library  of  the  County  Court  House  in  Hudson,  with  all  the 
members  present,  at  which  time  organization  was  effected, 
by  the  election  of  Daniel  V.  McXamee  as  chairman,  Charles 
S.  Harvey  as  vice-chairman,  Albert  S.  Callan  as  Secre- 
tarv,  and  William  E.  Carnev  as  Treasurer.  At  this  meet- 
ing  the  Committee  established  headquarters  in  the  County 
Court  House,  a  proclamation  was  issued  to  the  people  of 
the  county  in  harmony  with  the  wish  and  action  of  the 
State  Council  of  Defense,  calling  upon  the  people  to 
co-operate  in  placing  the  county  in  a  condition  of  military 
and  economic  preparedness.  From  that  time  until  now  a 
great  many  meetings  have  been  held,  frequently  more  than 
one  in  a  single  day;  although  after  the  Spring  of  1919, 
meetings  occurred  at  much  longer  intervals,  when  the  work 
of  preparing  this  volume  became  its  principal  concern. 

With  scarcely  any  delay  the  Home  Defense  Committee 
was  called  upon  by  the  governor  to  undertake  the  work 
in  this  county  of  taking  and  reporting  the  State  military 
census  and  inventory.  This  activity  entailed  a  huge  quan¬ 
tity  of  work,  and  involved  the  enrollment  of  every  man 
and  woman  of  the  county,  between  the  ages  of  16  and  50 
years,  and  an  inventory  of  the  military  resources  of  the 
county  such  as  automobiles,  auto  trucks,  motor  launches, 
vans,  heavy  wagons  and  trucks,  draft  and  saddle  horses, 
mules,  etc.  Plans  were  perfected  to  visit  every  home  in 
Columbia  County,  and  personally  canvass  every  person 
within  the  prescribed  age  limits.  For  this  purpose  the 
county  was  divided  into  districts,  and  a  publicity  and  edu¬ 
cational  campaign  was  inaugurated.  Because  of  the 
feverish  state  of  the  public  mind  this  was  essential,  to 
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reassure  many  people  that  they  were  not  being  drafted 
into  military  service,  or  that  their  property  was  not  being 
commandeered  for  war  purposes.  In  this  work  nearly  600 
persons  were  employed  throughout  the  county,  and  from 
one  to  three  visits  made  to  practically  every  home  in  the 
county,  many  of  these,  of  course,  being  in  the  most 
inaccessible  sections.  Through  the  intensive  effort  of  City 
Judge  John  J.  Moy,  director  of  the  military  census,  of  the 
publicity  and  transportation  committees,  and  the  chief 
enumerator  acting  in  each  ward,  town,  and  village,  and  the 
loyal  and  untiring  work  of  the  army  of  enumerators  the 
work  was  completed  and  all  reports  made  within  the  small 
number  of  days  prescribed.  The  magnitude  of  the  under¬ 
taking  cannot  be  sensed  without  knowing  that  each  of  more 
than  30,000  persons  was  seen  one  or  more  times,  and  called 
upon  to  answer  and  verify  twenty-seven  questions,  and 
give  a  list  of  the  various  kinds  of  property  owned  which 
might  be  useful  for  war  purposes  in  case  of  need. 

While  the  Home  Defense  Committee  was  not  called  upon 
to  undertake  any  other  single  task  of  equal  magnitude  with 
the  military  census,  its  activities  continued  throughout  the 
war  and  afterward  and  were  of  the  most  diversified  char¬ 
acter.  It  had  much  to  do  in  the  way  of  co-operating  with 
the  farmers  of  the  county  in  securing  help  to  plant  and 
harvest  corps,  to  gather  the  fruit,  in  providing  tractors 
for  plowing  where  they  could  be  of  special  service,  and  in 
stirring  up  the  farmers  in  the  million-acre  wheat  campaign, 
in  providing  instructions  for  and  encouraging  the  preserv¬ 
ing  of  fruits  and  other  canned  goods  in  the  general  effort 
of  food  preservation,  and  in  providing  the  farmers  and 
others  with  seeds.  When  it  became  practically  impossible 
to  secure  desirable  seed  potatoes,  and  then  only  at  prohibi¬ 
tive  prices,  the  Committee  co-operating  with  the  Mayor’s 
Food  Committee  of  New  York,  were  able  to  procure  several 
carloads  of  potatoes  from  Maine  for  the  spring  planting 
of  1918,  and  these  were  distributed  throughout  the  county, 
and  brought  a  yield  of  many  thousands  of  bushels.  The 
Committee  was  compelled  to  buy  and  pay  for  these  pota¬ 
toes,  as  was  done  with  other  seeds,  before  delivery,  and  to 
do  so  was  compelled  to  borrow  large  sums  from  the  banks 
on  the  personal  responsibility  of  the  members.  These 
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obligations  at  times  amounted  to  five  and  six  thousand 
dollars.  A  similar  course  was  pursued  with  reference  to 
wheat  seed  and  other  grains  to  ensure  full  crops  for  the 
farmer  in  the  fall  of  1918  and  the  following  season.  A 
large  committee  on  agriculture  was  formed,  representing 
every  town,  through  which  the  needs  of  the  farmers  were 
made  known,  and  the  surplus  help  and  seeds  of  the  county 
were  made  accessible  to  those  requiring  assistance. 

On  September  19th,  1917,  the  Committee  organized  a 
monster  patriotic  meeting  at  the  City  Hall  in  Hudson  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  the  people  accurate  information  as 
to  the  seriousness  of  our  position  as  a  participant  in  the 
war,  and  the  intentions  of  the  government,  and  to  impress 
upon  the  people  the  necessity  of  thwarting  the  German 
government  in  every  possible  way,  and  in  particular  to 
warn  the  people  against  the  insidious  character  of  German 
propaganda  that  was  being  met  with  in  the  most  unexpected 
quarters.  The  speaker  presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  was  Dr.  James  Sullivan,  State  Historian  of  New 
York. 

The  Home  Defense  Committee  was  made  a  clearing  house 
for  offers  of  assistance  and  requests  for  help  of  various 
kinds,  as  well  as  for  the  complaints  and  fears  based  upon 
the  alleged  disloyalty  or  indifference  of  citizens  and 
inhabitants.  During  the  white  heat  of  1917  and  1918  it 
required  only  a  slight  divergence  from  the  straight  and 
narrow  path  of  intensive  loyalty  to  attract  the  attention 
of  ardent  neighbors.  And  sometimes  the  most  innocent 
conduct,  if  at  all  unusual,  was  sufficient  to  place  the  actor 
in  the  class  of  suspects.  And  all  these  observations 
brought  messages  or  letters  to  the  Committee  or  its  mem¬ 
bers,  coupled  generally  with  statements  or  reports  of  the 
various  possibilities  and  evil  purposes  indicated.  The 
presence  of  persons  at  unexpected  places,  the  appearance 
of  a  fight  at  night  on  a  distant  hill  or  in  an  out  of-the-way 
neighborhood,  the  possession  of  a  high-power  photographic 
lens,  the  coming  into  the  hills  of  Gallatin  of  a  stranger 
said  to  be  a  chemist,  and  many  other  such  phenomena  were 
the  causes  of  anxiety  and  of  demands  for  immediate  investi¬ 
gation.  All  such  matters  and  many  others  widely  different 
the  Committee  heard  and  investigated,  and  then  took  such 
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action  as  appeared  to  be  warranted  by  facts.  In  one  such 
case  a  sensitive  and  patriotic  soul  reported  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  when  meat  was  scarce  and  expensive  and  people 
were  saving  food  that  the  soldiers  might  have  more,  that 
an  inhabitant  of  this  county  owned  74  dogs,  and  was  feed¬ 
ing  these  on  cereals  and  round  steaks.  If  the  practice  as 
described,  and  to  the  extent  indicated,  was  ever  pursued, 
it  ceased  immediately  following  that  time. 

The  Committee  was  made  an  agency  for  the  securing  of 
help  and  positions  in  the  munition  factories  and  the  ship¬ 
yards  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  and  directed  many 
to  these  industries,  and  filled  many  places  therein.  It 
directed  the  campaign  for  food  conservation  in  the  county 
with  the  aid  of  the  press  and  many  helpers,  and  by  means 
of  posters,  the  distribution  of  literature,  and  pledge  cards 
carried  to  the  homes  and  places  of  public  gatherings.  The 
Committee  co-operated  with  the  Food  Administrator  of  the 
county,  William  H.  Hearn,  Esq.,  whom  it  made  a  sub¬ 
committee,  in  preventing  the  hoarding  of  food  stuffs,  and 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  sale 
and  use  of  substitutes  in  food. 

The  Committee  was  charged  with  oversight  in  the 
organization,  and  with  the  recommendation  of  the  per¬ 
sonnel  of  the  Home  Defense  Corps  of  the  county,  of  which 
two  were  formed,  one  in  Chatham  and  one  in  Hillsdale,  and 
these  are  referred  to  in  another  chapter  of  this  work.  When 
the  convoys  of  motor  trucks  began  their  movement  from 
the  shops  of  Buffalo  and  the  West  to  Baltimore  and  other 
points  to  the  South,  Hudson  was  made  a  bivouac  town,  and 
the  Committee  was  charged  by  the  military  authorities  with 
the  obligation  of  receiving,  feeding,  and  housing  the 
soldiers  during  their  stay  in  Hudson. 

When  war  restrictions  were  placed  upon  the  sale  and  use 
of  building  materials,  it  became  incumbent  upon  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  to  pass  upon  the  necessity  of  all  new 
construction  in  the  county  and  to  recommend  the  grant  or 
the  refusal  of  all  permits  for  the  use  of  building  material. 

The  Committee  and  its  members  were  appealed  to  in 
numerous  instances  by  families  of  those  who  were  serving 
in  the  State  Guard,  so  called,  to  secure  relief  from  service, 
when  a  voung  bov  or  the  breadwinner  of  the  familv  was 
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led  by  his  war  spirit  and  patriotism  to  enlist,  and  thus  to 
forget  his  obligations  to  his  home  and  dependents,  or 
perhaps  after  his  elder  brother  had  been  called  into  the 
National  Army.  These  cases  were  always  carefully  investi¬ 
gated,  and  in  many  instances  they  were  found  to  be  sources 
of  hardships  upon  those  left  at  home.  A  request  to  the 
Adjutant  General  with  a  showing  of  good  cause  always 
resulted  in  considerate  action  on  the  part  of  those  whose 
duty  it  was  to  decide.  Many  cases  of  pronounced  distress 
were  relieved  in  this  way. 

After  young  men  were  inducted  into  the  military  and 
naval  service,  and  allotments  of  pay  were  made  by  the 
soldiers  and  allowances  granted  by  the  government  to 
dependents  at  home,  difficulty  was  experienced  by  many 
dependents  in  securing  these  payments  accurately  and  on 
time,  owing  to  the  vast  quantity  of  work  cast  upon  the 
Bureau  of  War  Bisk  Insurance.  Adequate  facilities  were 
not  available  in  Washington,  and  no  man  or  group  of  men 
was  or  could  be  prepared  to  meet  the  emergency,  because 
nothing  similar  of  corresponding  magnitude  was  ever 
attempted  if  indeed  conceived  before.  Thus  mistakes  and 
delays  occurred,  and  numerous  requests  for  help  came  to 
the  Committee  and  its  members  from  different  parts  of  the 
county,  each  of  which  entailed  conferences  with  the  appli¬ 
cant  and  correspondence  with  the  Bureau,  and  always  with 
the  result  that  the  dependent  was  provided  against  distress. 
Frauds  upon  the  government  were  discovered  throughout 
the  country,  committed  in  many  instances  by  women  claim¬ 
ing  to  be  the  wife  of  each  of  several  soldiers,  and,  using 
his  name,  claiming  an  allotment  of  his  pay  and  an  allow¬ 
ance  based  upon  his  service.  This  led  to  a  country  wide 
investigation,  and  the  work  was  assigned  to  this  Committee 
to  help  guard  against  frauds  in  this  county,  and  to  help 
check  up  the  suspected  cases.  Much  work  was  done  in  this 
connection. 

The  Committee  would  not  have  their  fellow  citizens,  and 
especially  those  young  men  and  women  who  served  in  the 
war,  believe  that  this  volume  is  the  result  of  haphazard 
effort,  or  hasty  conclusion.  Doubtless  it  will  contain  many 
inaccuracies,  and  it  will  lack  many  of  the  earmarks  of  a 
finished  work.  It  may  be  and  probably  will  be  incomplete 
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in  many  particulars.  But  these  and  any  other  defects  it 
may  contain  should  not  be  accepted  as  evidence  that  it  is 
not  the  outcome  of  long  and  persistent  endeavor.  The 
first  reference  to  a  memorial  to  those  who  served  was  made, 
and  the  matter  was  discussed,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Home 
Defense  Committee  on  November  17t,h  1917,  and  the  subject 
has  been  in  mind  since  that  time.  But  it  was  not  until  a 
month  after  the  armistice  was  signed  that  the  proposition 
took  definite  form,  when  it  was  unanimously  resolved  “  that 
a  suitable  and  adequate  record  of  Columbia  County  in  the 
war  be  compiled,”  and  provision  for  the  inauguration  of 
the  work  was  made.  Since  that  time  the  effort  has  not 
ceased;  on  the  contrary,  when  the  rush  and  talk  of  war 
had  ended,  and  the  boys  and  girls  were  again  settled  in 
their  homes,  the  grind  that  seemed  to  be  endless  continued. 
The  undertaking  began,  or  at  least  seemed  to  begin,  in  a 
sense  of  patriotic  duty  to  preserve  the  record  of  those  from 
this  County  who  had  done  work  worth  while;  in  carrying 
it  on  many  difficulties  were  met  with  which  are  referred  to 
on  another  page;  and  now  as  the  work  comes  to  a  close, 
and  the  Home  Defense  Committee  can  see  the  final  pur¬ 
pose  of  its  own  existence  drawing  near,  it  has  a  deep  and 
abiding  sense  that  all  it  has  done  in  an  effort  to  preserve 
even  poorly,  the  record  and  the  memorv  of  the  boys  and 
girls  of  our  county,  was  from  the  beginning  a  labor  of 
love  and  gratitude  prompted,  sustained,  and  abundantly 
rewarded  by  the  worthiness  of  those  to  whom  that  work 
and  this  volume  are  dedicated.

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CHAPTER  II 

LEGAL  ADVISORY  BOARD 


WHEN  America  entered  the  World  War  on  April  6th 
1917,  there  were  sixty-eight  members  of  the  Bar 
in  Columbia  County.  Of  these  five  entered  the 
service  of  the  Government  in  the  army  or  navy.  One  died 
in  France  and  one  was  severely  wounded  at  St.  Quentin. 
It  is  a  fair  statement  to  make  that  all  the  others  were 
either  past  military  age  or  so  clearly  entitled  to  deferred 
classification  as  to  be  warranted  in  making  such  claim. 

In  all  the  activities  of  the  war  at  home  in  the  Liberty 
Bond  drives,  in  raising  money  for  the  Red  Cross,  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  Knights  of  Columbus  and  all  the  auxiliary  fields  of 
service  the  members  of  the  legal  profession  in  the  country, 
as  in  all  other  crises  in  our  history,  took  an  active  and 
leading  part. 

War  was  a  tonic  to  the  nation.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
of  that.  No  other  impulse  than  to  help  win  it  would  have 
caused  the  general  acquiescence  in  all  forms  of  sacrifice, 
the  saving  of  money,  food  and  fuel,  the  restraint  of  display 
and  self  indulgence,  the  broadening  and  democratizing  of 
the  views  of  the  people  and  their  general  helpfulness  to  the 
nation  and  to  each  other.  The  war  “  Rang  out  old  shapes 
of  foul  disease.” 

In  all  this  the  lawyers  of  the  country  in  leadership, 
example  and  advice  took  by  no  means  an  exclusive,  yet  not 
a  minor  part. 

Until  November,  1917,  there  seemed,  however,  no  war 
work  for  them  to  do,  as  lawyers.  The  complicated  and 
technical  nature  of  the  questionnaires  issued  under  the 
draft  law  to  all  men  of  military  age  educated  or  illiterate, 
intelligent  or  otherwise,  prompt  compliance. with  which  was 
necessary,  caused  the  authorities  to  mobilize  the  legal  pro¬ 
fession  for  the  aid  and  instruction  of  registrants. 

The  Provost  Marshal  General  says  in  his  report:  “  No 
doubt  was  ever  entertained  as  to  the  willingness  of  the 
lawyers  of  the  country  to  contribute  their  services.”  A 
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formal  call  to  lawyers  for  their  services  was  issued  by  the 
President  on  November  8tli  1917,  and  the  response  was 
unanimous.  Columbia  County’s  part  in  this  was  as  follows : 

Three  members  of  the  Bar  were  appointed  by  the 
President  as  permanent  members  of  the  Legal  Advisory 
Board  of  the  county.  They  were :

The  duties  of  this  Board  were  to  associate  with  themselves 
other  members  of  the  Bar  in  the  county  and  qualified  lay¬ 
men,  where  necessary,  and  organize  them  to  aid  and 
instruct  registrants  in  the  return  of  the  questionnaires. 

This  Board  met  at  the  Court  House  in  Hudson  on  Decem¬ 
ber  6th  1917,  and  selected  X.  H.  Browning  as  its  secretary. 
At  this  and  subsequent  meetings  of  the  Permanent  Board 
during  the  war  the  lawvers  and  selected  lavmen  of  the 
county,  'who  responded  with  equal  alacrity  and  efficiency, 
were  organized  as  follows :

The  work  of  these  Boards  began  on  the  17th  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1917,  continued  for  one  month  and  was  fully  and  satis¬ 
factorily  completed. 

In  June,  1918,  the  Legal  Advisory  Boards  were  called 
upon  to  assist  and  advise  the  Local  Board  by  reviewing 
and  reporting  upon  the  questionnaires  of  registrants  who 
had  been  given  deferred  classification.  This  work  was 
almost  exclusively  performed  by  the  lawyers  whose  train¬ 
ing  particularly  qualified  them  for  it.  It  involved  the 
examination  of  many  hundreds  of  questionnaires  and 
accompanying  papers  and  the  judicial  determination  and 
report  or  advice  to  the  Local  Board  on  questions  of  law 
and  fact. 

In  the  summer  of  1918  the  questionnaires  of  registrants 
from  32  to  36  years  of  age  inclusive,  were  issued  and 
returned  with  the  same  assistance  of  the  Legal  Advisory 
Boards,  and  later  in  the  fall  of  1918,  those  of  men  from  37 
to  46  and  boys  of  18  and  19  years  were  issued  and  their 
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preparation  and  return  was  proceeding  and  all  the  Legal 
Advisory  Boards  of  the  county  were  actually  in  session  and 
at  work  when  the  armistice  was  signed. 

In  all  this  work  there  were  no  slackers  in  Columbia 
County  and  no  delay.  Every  one  called  upon  laid  aside 
his  business  and,  without  compensation,  willingly  gave  it 
his  first  attention. 

No  better  statement  of  the  result  of  this  work  throughout 
the  Nation,  and  of  the  appreciation  of  it,  can  be  made  than 
that  contained  in  the  Second  Report  of  the  Provost  Marshal 
General  to  the  Secretary  of  War  on  the  operations  of  the 
Selective  Service  Law,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  all  lawyers 
and  laymen  who  aided  in  the  work  of  the  Legal  Advisory 
Boards  to  quote  it  in  closing  this  article.  He  says  on  page 
298  of  the  report: 

“  There  is  no  brighter  chapter  in  this  history  of  the 
draft  than  that  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  lawyers 
of  the  country.  Legal  advisers  richly  deserve  the 
credit  for  upholding  the  tradition  of  American  fairness 
in  the  administration  of  her  laws.  Not  only  did  the 
expert  advice  accorded  by  the  lawyers  of  the  country 
contribute  toward  the  expeditious  creation  of  an  army ; 
but  the  impression  of  equity  engendered  by  their  serv¬ 
ices  was  of  inestimable  value  in  developing  and  in  main¬ 
taining  a  healthy  morale  in  the  body  politic.  On  the 
honor  list  of  the  war  must  be  numbered  the  thousands 
of  lawyers  and  other  public-spirited  citizens  who, 
without  emolument  and  without  the  glory  of  the  battle¬ 
field,  served  their  country  by  supporting  and  aiding 
in  the  administration  of  the  most  drastic  legislation 
of  the  last  half  century.”

The  first  three  men  whose  pictures  appear  above  constituted  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  from  the  time  of  its  organization,  July  5th,  1917,  to  October  12th, 
1917.  The  second  group  of  three  were  the  personnel  of  the  Board  from  the  latter  date 
until  April,  1919,  when  the  Board  was  disbanded.  John  C.  Tracy,  Esq.,  was  the 
Government  Appeal  Agent  throughout  the  war. 


CHAPTER  III 

LOCAL  BOARD 


IN  tlie  feverish  heat  which  surrounded  the  activities  of 
our  people  during  the  first  year  of  the  war,  and  even 
in  the  later  days,  it  was  not  possible  for  the  citizens 
of  this  county  to  realize  the  multitude  of  duties  and  the 
perplexity  of  problems  which  beset  the  Local  Board  in 
their  attempt  to  comply  with  the  Selective  Service  Law, 
and  to  justly  find  the  boys  from  this  county  who  should 
enter  the  military  and  naval  service. 

With  the  advice  that  notification  would  be  sent  to  a 
registrant  to  report,  the  Local  Board  took  up  its  next  duty 
which  always  lay  close  at  hand.  il  Duty,”  how  well  that 
word  seemed  to  fit  every  moment  of  the  day,  as  well  as 
many  hours  of  the  night.  Never  before  had  its  full  mean¬ 
ing  been  so  profusely  illustrated  to  the  members.  To  be 
sure  there  were  instances  when  the  duty  of  the  local  board 
was  plain,  and  plainly  set  forth  in  the  Statute ;  but  just  how 
to  perform  that  duty  was  a  problem  to  perplex  and  annoy. 
There  were  cases  when  the  question  arose  what  was  to  be 
done  with  John,  when  he  suddenly  altered  his  plan  of 
living  and  became  a  hard  working  boy,  to  the  great  aid  of 
his  family,  perhaps  to  a  widowed  mother.  True,  perhaps 
the  family  or  the  mother  should  have  this  support  which 
John  brought  home,  but  would  he  continue  his  industry 
if  the  board  exempted  him  from  military  service?  Thus 
there  were  cases  of  “  gambling  in  futures,”  coupled  with 
the  question  “  What  was  the  duty?”  The  allotment  and 
half  his  pay  in  the  Army  might  give  the  needed  financial 
support  to  the  mother, —  but  what  about  the  protection  and 
comfort  she  might  derive  from  John’s  presence  in  the 
home  in  his  now  industrious  mood.  The  army  might 
bring  to  John  the  much  needed  discipline  and  again 
it  might  not.  To  every  positive  there  cropped  out 
many  a  negative  and  vice  versa.  The  mother’s  present 
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comfort  or  John’s  future!  The  country’s  need  for  men 
and  whether  John  would  fill  that  need  in  a  larger  measure 
than  he  would  fill  the  need  of  the  mother  and  the  home. 

Not  only  in  the  home  life  did  this  measuring  process  go 
steadily  on,  but  also  in  the  factory,  on  the  farm  and  in  every 
phase  of  life.  Over  eight  thousand  lives  must  needs  be 
separately  measured.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  Board  mem¬ 
bers  to  so  measure  that  neither  the  economic  nor  the  mili¬ 
tary  needs  of  the  country  should  be  unduly  disturbed. 

Only  one  of  the  duties !  In  addition  there  were  the  end¬ 
less  signing  of  documents,  forms  and  letters ;  the  continu¬ 
ous  study  of  regulations  and  each  “  after  breakfast 
bulletin  ”  and  after  that  telegrams  of  instructions;  classi¬ 
fying  questionnaires;  registering;  physical  examinations; 
mobilization ;  issuing  passport  permits ;  writing  cover 
sheets ;  and  on  and  on  forever  on,  simulating  the  brook 
made  famous  by  the  English  poet  —  and  through  each 
hour  of  the  day  and  night  the  tinkle  of  the  telephone  bell. 
Yes,  the  members  of  the  Local  Board  learned  fully  the 
true  meaning  of  the  word  “  Duty.” 

That  summons  which  came  to  form  a  new  Local  Board  for 
Columbia  County  on  October  12th  1917, — a  summons  made 
imperative  by  the  rapid  increase  of  work  which  the  fall 
and  winter  months  meant  for  William  J.  Kline,  the  Sheriff, 
Luther  N.  Meyers,  the  County  Clerk,  and  Dr.  George  E. 
Swift,  the  Hudson  Health  Officer,  each  of  whom  had  been 
endowed  with  the  task  of  registering,  selecting  and  mobiliz¬ 
ing  that  first  draft  of  men  made  upon  Columbia  County, — 
in  short,  to  be  the  pioneers  in  that  work  for  their  County. 
Those  pioneers  facing  amidst  their  other  manifold  duties  a 
grim  task, — a  task  to  which  they  gave  hours  and  days  of 
hard  unremitting  toil  —  a  task  which  required  of  them 
every  ounce  of  energy,  patriotism;  and  when  at  last  they 
laid  aside  this  task,  it  was  with  the  feeling  of  work  well 
done  and  a  testimonial  to  that  effect  came  to  them  from 
headquarters  in  the  capitol  at  Albany. 

None  of  the  members  of  the  new  board  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  Honorable  Charles  Whitman,  to  take  over  the 
work  will  forget  that  dark,  glowering  day  when  they  met  to 
formulate  their  plans,  take  their  oath  of  office  and  forward 
to  headquarters  the  necessary  telegram  stating  that  the 
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Local  Board  for  Columbia  County  was  duly  re-formed,  and 
that  all  the  formalities  prescribed  by  the  Regulations  had 
been  complied  with. 

Then  Charles  N.  Traver  of  Hudson,  Dr.  Sherwood  V. 
Whitbeck  of  Hudson,  and  Charles  F.  Hunter  of  Old 
Chatham,  began  their  real  work.  The  process  of  going  over 
the  records  was  started.  Haste  became  the  order  of  each 
day  and  night,  for  soon  Columbia  County  must  send  another 
contingent  to  Camp.  Orderly  and  systematically  the  list 
was  made  up  and  notices  summoning  the  registrants  and 
their  families  to  appear  were  mailed.  Then  came  the  time 
when  the  days  and  evenings  were  spent  in  orally  examin¬ 
ing  each  man  whose  name  appeared  on  the  list.  Carefully 
going  into  the  merits  of  each  case,  selecting  this  one, 
refusing  that  one,  the  Board  slowly  but  surely  and  without 
favoritism  of  any  kind  obtained  a  list  of  men  belonging 
to  the  first  class.  Then  came  the  preparing  of  notices  to 
appear  for  physical  examination,  and  then  the  day  to  hold 
such  examination. 

Short  boys,  tall  boys,  lean  boys  and  fat  boys,  each  in 
their  turn  passed  through  the  many  and  varied  tests  of  the 
physicians.  How  clearly  will  those  boys  recall  the  Court 
Room  on  that  first  morning  of  examination.  It  must  be 
confessed  that  the  room  was  not  as  warm  as  it  might  have 
been  and  overcoats  were  put  on,  adding  a  touch  which  one 
who  was  not  a  witness  might  find  it  hard  to  visualize. 

Hardly  had  the  last  boy  passed  the  eye  of  the  last  physi¬ 
cian  when  the  scrutinizing  of  the  physical  examination 
forms  had  been  begun  by  the  Local  Board.  Notices  were 
within  twenty-four  hours  on  their  way  to  each  boy  appris¬ 
ing  him  of  the  outcome.  Fast  upon  the  heels  of  this  notice 
came  the  one  to  appear  for  mobilization  and  the  induction 
into  the  service  of  his  country. 

Under  date  of  the  second  of  November,  1917,  the 
President  wrote :  “  The  swiftness  with  which  the  machinery 
for  its  (the  Selective  Service  Law’s)  execution  had  to  be 
assembled,  however,  left  room  for  adjustment  and  improve¬ 
ment.”  A  more  complete  inventory  of  the  man  power  of 
the  Nation  became  imperative  — and  so  new  Regulations, 
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new  forms,  new  methods,  must  be  brought  to  bear.  No¬ 
where  in  the  history  of  the  world  had  such  an  exhaustive 
and  comprehensive  system  been  devised  to  bring  into  serv¬ 
ice  the  talents  and  forces  which  had  become  necessary  to 
stem  the  tide  of  battle  which  was  being  waged  on  the  blood- 
soaked  fields  of  France  and  Belgium.  This  system  not 
only  called  for  men  to  fight,  but  men  to  battle  in  the  factory, 
the  shipyard  and  in  the  field.  Armies  must  be  clothed, 
must  have  implements  with  which  to  wage  war,  must  have 
ships  and  must  be  fed.  And  these  new  regulations  covered 
the  essential  points  with  which  the  end  sought  must  be 
gained. 

Nine-tenths  of  the  work  of  selecting  this  army  was  still 
to  be  accomplished  —  one-tenth  had  been  done  under  the 
old  regulations.  An  estimate  of  sixty  days  had  been  given 
for  the  completion  of  this  work.  Stout  hearts  quailed  — 
“  it  can’t  be  done  ”  was  the  cry  that  went  up  all  over  the 
country  from  the  hearts  of  those  who  had  been  selected  to 
carry  it  on, —  from  the  hearts  of  men  alreadv  tired  unto 
death  from  the  work  of  the  past  months.  “  The  Country 
calls — -it  must  be  done”  and  these  men  took  on  new 
courage,  new  hope,  and  buckled  down  to  their  man-sized 
job. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  piece  of  brain-work  under  these  new 
Regulations  was  the  questionnaire.  Questions  and  state¬ 
ments  of  fact  made  so  comparatively  simple  to  answer,  but 
withal  so  cunningly  strung  together  that  to  the  trained 
classifier  the  many  forms  of  possible  evasion  were  made 
apparent.  Those  who  best  could  serve  at  home ;  those 
who  best  could  serve  somewhere  in  the  industrial  world; 
those  who  best  could  serve  in  the  ranks,  by  that  question¬ 
naire  were  selected  for  that  phase  of  the  work  in  hand 
where  such  services  might  be  of  greatest  importance  to  the 
Country. 

No  little  task  was  it  to  address,  send,  have  returned  on 
the  given  date,  to  classify  and  then  to  send  to  each  regis¬ 
trant  the  classification  which  had  been  given.  Then  too,  all 
questionnaires  which  in  any  form  contained  an  industrial 
claim  must  be  sent  to  the  District  Board  for  the  decision 
on  that  claim,  and  when  it  was  finally  returned  by  that 
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board  to  the  Local  Board  another  notification  must  be  sent 
to  the  registrant.  Each  step  in  the  work  must  needs  be 
journalized  for  the  regulations  provided  also  for  a  book¬ 
keeping  system. 

In  passing  by  this  subject  of  the  questionnaire  it  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  that  while  Columbia  County  is  one  of  the 
small  counties  of  the  State,  it  was  found  that  nearly  all 
the  trades  and  professions  known  were  represented.  To  the 
Local  Board  it  became  a  matter  of  only  passing  inter¬ 
est  to  note  that  somewhere  on  a  farm  in  a  remote 
portion  of  the  county  was  an  analytic  chemist ;  in  the  town 
quietly  working  in  a  factory  perhaps  might  be  found  a 
trained  agriculturist.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  question¬ 
naire  was  the  means  of  discovering  a  German  spy,  but 
where  he  disappeared  to  several  days  after  discovery  only 
the  records  of  some  internment  camp  can  testify.  Minis¬ 
ters  must  have  been  overworked  during  the  period  com¬ 
prising  the  latter  part  of  April  to  the  middle  of  June  of  the 
year  1917 ;  and  the  farmers  of  the  County  had  little  need 
to  bewail  the  lack  of  help  during  that  planting  and  its 
succeeding  harvest  time.  In  fairness,  however,  to  the 
very  large  majority  of  these  boys,  it  must  be  said  that  when 
they  became  fully  awake  to  the  dire  needs  of  their  country, 
they  voluntarily  waived  all  claims  they  might  have  estab¬ 
lished  and  the  later  contingents  going  to  camp  and  training 
schools  were  made  up  in  large  numbers  of  these  boys.  It 
was  in  this  and  many  other  ways  that  the  questionnaire 
proved  its  worth. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  and  trying  positions  under  the 
Selective  Service  Regulations  was  that  of  Appeal  Agent 
of  the  Local  Board.  His  was  the  unenviable  work  of  con¬ 
vincing  the  members  of  the  Local  Board  that  in  certain 
cases  they  had  made  a  faulty  decision  by  placing  a  regis¬ 
trant  in  the  first  class,  but  where  the  decision  of  the  Local 
Board  had  placed  a  registrant  in  a  more  deferred  class 
and  his  knowledge  and  information  might  show  that  such 
registrant  belonged  in  the  first  class,  then  he  must  also 
convince  the  Local  Board  that  an  error  in  judgment  had 
been  made  by  them,  and  if  such  error  was  not  made  con¬ 
vincing  to  the  Local  Board  then  he  must  appeal  the  decision 
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to  the  District  Board.  Tactful  he  must  needs  be,  but  per¬ 
sistent;  weighing  the  evidence  brought  before  him  by  the 
interested  registrant  or  his  family  against  the  judgment 
and  decision  of  the  Local  Board;  doing  everything  pos¬ 
sible  that  justice  and  justice  only  be  meted  out  to  the  regis¬ 
trant,  and  where  doubt  might  enter  in  then  to  resolve  this 
doubt  in  favor  of  the  Government.  Too  much  praise  can¬ 
not  be  given  the  Appeal  Agent  for  the  County  of  Columbia, 
John  C.  Tracy,  Esq.,  for  the  manner  in  which  he  looked 
after  the  interests  of  his  Nation  and  the  interests  of  the 
individuals  his  Nation  appointed  him  to  safeguard.

Every  effort  was  made  by  the  Government  to  bring  to 
registrants  all  the  assistance  and  help  that  was  possible. 
Not  only  did  it  appoint  an  Appeal  Agent,  but  it  also  pro¬ 
vided  a  Legal  Advisory  Board  whose  function  was  to 
advise  “  registrants  of  the  true  meaning  and  intent  of  the 
Selective  Service  Law.”  Well  chosen  were  the  members 
of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board  for  Columbia  County  —  Hon. 
Daniel  V.  McNamee,  Noah  H.  Browning,  Esq.,  and  Hon. 
George  McClelland, —  all  men  who  had  before  served  their 
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county  well  and  faithfully.  Immediately  their  appoint¬ 
ment  became  effective  they  selected  their  associate  mem¬ 
bers  throughout  the  County.  Lawyers  and  laymen, 
ministers  and  physicians,  the  best  the  County  could  afford 
were  brought  together  and  instructed  as  to  their  duties. 
Ably  did  they  aid  the  registrants  with  their  legal  and 
superior  knowledge  of  the  law.  Night  and  day  did  they 
devote  their  services  to  the  registrants  that  their  answers 
to  the  questionnaire  might  be  full  and  truthful.  So  well 
was  this  work  done  that  few,  if  any,  questionnaires  bear¬ 
ing  the  name  of  one  of  the  members  or  associate  members 
of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board  were  returned  by  the  Local 
Board  to  the  registrant  for  correction.  One  not  a  member 
of  a  Local  Board  cannot  appreciate  what  that  help  meant 
to  the  Nation  and  to  the  Local  Board  of  the  County.  The 
Government  and  every  registrant  may  well  congratulate 
themselves,  as  does  the  Local  Board  for  Columbia  County, 
upon  the  personnel  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board  and  their 
associates. 

Nothing  truer  could  have  been  said  than  “  the  law  was 
workable  because  the  people  wanted  it  to  work.”  Every 
call  made  upon  the  people  of  Columbia  County  for  help 
met  with  immediate  and  intelligent  response.  Especially 
was  this  true  as  regards  the  physicians.  Large  numbers 
of  men  had  of  necessity  to  be  examined  and  by  the  regu¬ 
lations  prescribed  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army. 
That  these  examinations  might  be  conducted  in  as  limited 
time  as  was  possible  for  thoroughness,  Dr.  Whitbeck,  the 
professional  member  of  the  Local  Board,  out  of  his  full 
experience  in  military  examinations,  took  entire  charge  of 
this  branch  of  the  work.  Marshalling  to  his  assistance  such 
medical  men  of  note  in  the  County  as  Drs.  Collins,  John¬ 
son,  Van  Hoesen,  Bossman,  Wheeler,  and  others,  he  per¬ 
fected  a  medical  organization  which  was  deemed  to  be  one 
of,  if  not  the  best,  in  the  State.  The  decisions  of  these 
medical  men  were  taken  to  be  final  by  the  higher  Medical 
Advisory  Board  in  Albany. 

Few  of  the  residents  of  the  County  realize  that  there 
were  many  minor  and  not  a  few  major  operations  per¬ 
formed  upon  registrants,  no  charges  being  made  therefor, 
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that  these  registrants  could  be  made  fit  to  serve  their 
country  in  the  manner  dear  to  their  hearts.  Many  of  the 
boys  of  Columbia  County  cherish  in  their  hearts  a  warm 
sense  of  gratitude  for  this  kindly  service  so  skillfully  and 
voluntarily  rendered  by  Dr.  Whitbeck  and  his  colleagues 
And  many  were  the  words  of  praise  and  thanks  for  the 
attention  and  care  given  them  by  the  nurses  and  attend¬ 
ants  of  the  Hudson  City  Hospital. 

Dr.  L.  R.  James,  ably  assisted  by  his  colleague,  Dr. 
VanVleck,  and  others  of  the  dental  profession  of  the 
County  carefully  examined  the  teeth  of  each  registrant 
and  where  dental  work  was  necessary,  such  work  was  done 
by  the  dentists  of  the  County  as  their  contribution  to  the 
country’s  need. 

As  the  work  progressed  unforeseen  and  unplanned  for 
necessities  arose  —  necessities  which  needs  must  be  taken 
care  of  with  dispatch.  Thus  in  the  rush  of  classifying 
registrants  came  the  call  for  the  indexing  on  forms  sup¬ 
plied  for  the  occupational  vocations  of  the  registrants.  It 
was  without  the  range  of  human  endeavor  for  the  Local 
Board  members  to  do  this.  To  fill  this  need  the  teachers 
of  the  public  schools  of  Hudson  volunteered  their  services, 
—  working  after  their  school  duties  for  the  day  were 
finished.  Hour  after  hour,  day  after  day,  did  they 
patiently  go  about  this  monotonous  work  until  it  was 
completed. 

Fortunate  indeed  was  the  selection  of  the  Court  House 
in  the  County  Seat  for  the  Headquarters  of  the  Local 
Board.  The  Supervisors  of  the  County  were  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  give  the  Government  every  possible  help. 
Ample  accommodations  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  work 
under  the  old  regulations  were  supplied  and  when  the 
increased  demands  for  more  space  under  the  new  regu¬ 
lations  arose  willingly  and  gladly  did  they  give  the  com¬ 
modious  library  space  on  the  second  floor  together  with  a 
small  office  which  adjoined  for  the  use  of  the  Board.  In 
the  Court  Room  the  Board  found  the  splendid  light  and 
accommodations  so  necessary  to  the  conducting  of  phys¬ 
ical  examinations. 

Countv  Judge  McMamee  turned  over  his  private  office 
communicating  with  the  Library  and  Sheriff  Drumm  and 
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his  helpers,  ever  efficient  and  immediate  in  response  for 
help,  made  the  work  in  the  County  much  lighter  and 
more  enjoyable. 

A  word  of  praise  for  the  courteous  and  faithful  service 
rendered  by  Miss  Gertrude  K.  Gaffney,  the  Chief  Clerk  of 
the  Board,  and  her  loyal  assistants  is  not  out  of  place  in 
this  record.  Albert  B.  Lamasure,  the  Limited  Service  man, 
detailed  to  the  Board  lent  valuable  and  efficient  aid. 

Why  should  not  the  draft  have  been  a  success?  Never 
before  had  a  law  met  with  such  response  from  everyone. 
A  need  arose,  that  need  was  supplied  by  the  people.  An 
army  was  to  be  raised  to  carry  forward  the  principle  of

right  and  justice,  and  in  the  heart  of  every  true  American 
man  and  every  true  American  woman  a  torch  was  lighted, 
—  a  torch  whose  flame  illumined  the  path  of  duty.  Always 
before  when  the  path  of  duty  had  been  so  plainly  marked 
had  the  true  American  marched  along  its  way.  And  now 
true  to  tradition  the  determined  tread  of  marching  America 
proclaimed  to  the  world  that  Victory  was  assured. 

Many  were  the  deeds  of  heroism  of  our  Columbia  County 
draft  boys  on  those  battlefields  far  from  their  homes  — 
too  many  to  be  detailed  here,  but  in  the  hearts  of  loved 
ones  and  neighbors  each  deed  is  fondly  cherished.  Of 
those  who  gave  their  more  than  all  what  can  be  said !  The 
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annals  of  untold  generations  will  cherish  their  memories; 
their  flag  will  forever  be  “  more  red,  more  white,  more 
blue  ”  because  of  what  they  gave. 

While  statistics  must  of  necessity  be  difficult  and  “  dry  ” 
reading,  yet  no  account  of  the  activities  of  the  execution 
of  the  Selective  Service  Law  in  the  County  would  be  com¬ 
plete  without  a  small  portion  of  them. 

There  were  four  registration  days  appointed.  The  first 
of  these  days  came  on  June  5th  1917,  and  on  that  day 
between  certain  specified  hours  men  who  willingly  volun¬ 
teered  their  services  registered  3,281  men  between  the  ages 
of  21  and  31.  A  year  later  to  a  day  all  boys  who  had 
attained  the  age  of  21  during  that  year  were  required  to 
register,  and  it  was  found  that  232  hoys  had  attained  their 
majority.  On  August  24th  1918,  another  registration  was 
ordered  of  those  boys  who  had  become  21  sinee  June  5, 
1918,  and  62  boys  were  added  to  the  records  of  the  Local 
Board. 

So  great  was  becoming  the  need  of  men  that  on  Sep¬ 
tember  12th  1918,  (the  age  limit  having  been  extended) 
another  registration  was  held.  This  time  all  boys  from 
19  to  21  and  men  from  31  to  45  were  compelled  to  enroll 
their  names  with  the  Local  Board.  This  last  registration 
was  the  largest,  adding  to  the  Columbia  County  records 
4,750  names.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  Columbia  Countv 
registered  a  total  of  8,325  men. 

Of  these  registered  men,  1,005  were  in  actual  service, 
having  been  entrained  from  September  8th  1917,  to  Novem¬ 
ber  9th  1918.  The  latter  date  was  just  two  days  prior  to 
the  signing  of  the  armistice. 

Columbia  County  suffered  94  casualties  of  registered 
men;  39  of  these  were  killed  or  died  of  disease;  55  were 
wounded  or  gassed.  Of  those  registered  and  in  service  38 
men  stepped  from  the  ranks  to  commissioned  officers  and 
7  of  the  registrants  were  cited  or  decorated  for  bravery. 

Is  it  not  a  record  of  which  Columbia  County  should  be 
proud?  And  Columbia  County  is  proud. 

Four  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-eight  Local  Boards 
in  the  United  States,  each  doing  the  same  work,  under  the 
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same  regulations,  must  of  necessity  encounter  the  same 
difficulties,  their  experiences  must  be  similar  and  only  in 
their  statistics  and  personnel  will  their  histories  differ. 
Thus  this  brief  'account  of  the  activities  of  the  execution 
of  the  Selective  Service  Law  in  Columbia  County  must  in 
general  be  the  history  of  the  full  number  of  the  Boards  of 
the  Country.  How  wonderfully  this  shows  to  the  whole 
world  that  we  are  in  truth  One  Nation,  under  One  Flag, 
devoted  to  One  Cause,  and  that  the  cause  of  Truth  and 
Right. 


CHAPTER  IV 

MEN  AND  WOMEN  IN  THE  WORLD  WAR 


William  John  Abele 

William  Jolm  Abele  came  from  Mellenville.  He  was 
born  in  that  village  on  the  22d  day  of  September,  1892,  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Abele  of  Mellenville.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  school  of  Mel¬ 
lenville  and  from  then  until  his  enlistment  into  service 
was  connected  with  an  electrical  firm  at  Pittsfield,  Mass. 
There  he  married  Miss  Evelyn  Flack  on  November  28th, 

1917.  Abele  was  selected  for  military  service  on  May  24th, 

1918,  through  the  local  board  of  Columbia  County.  He 
trained  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  for  six 
weeks  and  became  a  member  of  the  1st  Pioneer  Infantry 
Band.  His  unit,  which  sailed  for  Brest,  France,  on  July 
9tli,  1918,  later  entrained  for  the  front  and  took  active 
part  in  the  Aisne-Marne,  Oise-Aisne,  and  Meuse-Argonne 
offensives  from  July  26tli,  1918,  until  November  11th,  1918. 
Private  Abele  returned  to  the  U.  S.  on  the  7th  of  July  and 
was  honorably  discharged  on  the  16th  of  July,  1919. 


Edward  C.  Abrams 

Edward  C.  Abrams  was  born  in  Chatham  on  the  9th  day 
of  December,  1896,  the  oldest  son  of  Charles  E.  and  the 
late  Anna  Abrams  of  Chatham.  He  received  his  early 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  village  and  after 
completing  a  two-year  course  in  the  Chatham  High  School, 
was  employed  as  machinist  in  the  Abrams  Garage.  He 
remained  there  until  December  11th,  1917,  when  he  enlisted 
at  Fort  Slocum  as  a  volunteer  member  of  the  224th  Aero 
Squadron,  1st  Army  Corps.  As  a  part  of  this  unit  he 
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trained  from  December  lltli,  1917,  until  March  27th,  1918, 
at  Kelly  Field,  Texas ;  Mineola,  Long-  Island ;  and  at  Camps 
Merritt,  Mills  and  Upton.  The  unit,  which  went  overseas 
on  March  28th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Liverpool,  England, 
served  at  the  following  air  stations:  Camp  Romsey, 
Cronden,  Stockbridge,  East  Bourne,  Colony  and  London, 
England.  Following  his  return  to  the  United  States  in 
December,  1918,  Sergeant  Abrams  was  disabled  for  a 
month  and  a  half  with  influenza  at  the  government  hospital 
at  Camp  Mills.  Upon  recovering  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  on  April  lltli,  1919. 


Harry  James  Abrams 

When  Co.  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train  embarked  for 
overseas  service,  Harry  James  Abrams  of  Chatham,  was 
part  of  it.  He  was  born  December  4th,  1897,  the  son  of 
Charles  E.  and  the  late  Anna  Abrams  of  Chatham.  After 
completing  the  common  school  course  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  nativs  town  he  became  affiliated  with  the  Abrams 
Garage  in  the  village  as  auto  mechanic,  which  position  he 
held  until  June  1st,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  and  became 
a  member  of  Co.  F,  l.Otli  Regiment,  New  \  ork  National 
Guard.  The  first,  four  months  of  his  military  training  were 
spent  at  Fort  Niagara.  On  October  27th,  1917,  Private 
Abrams  was  transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth  where  he 
became  identified  with  Co.  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27tli 
Division.  The  unit  which  went  overseas  on  June  14th,  1918, 
and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  took  active  part  in  the  1  erdun, 
Saint  Miliiel,  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives  from  Septem¬ 
ber  16th,  1918,  to  November  11th,  1918.  Corporal  Abrams 
fought  in  engagements  at  Le  Claire,  Chattancourt,  L  Moit 
Homme,  Cote  295,  Marre,  Charny,  Cumiers,  Bois  de 
Forges,  Gerecourt,  Bras,  Vacherauville,  Sanogneux, 
Haumont,  Brabant,  Consenvoye,  Cripion,  Etraye,  Ormont 
Farms  and  Revile.  Return  to  the  States  was  made  in 
March,  1919.  On  April  3rd,  1919,  Abrams  was  honorably 
discharged. 
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Walter  Gearing  Abriel 

Walter  Gearing  Abriel  comes  from  the 
village  of  Chatham,  where  he  was 
horn  on  April  29tli,  1880,  the  son  of 
Charles  M.  and  Margaret  A.  Abriel 
of  that  village.  Abriel  attended  the 
district  school  at  East  Chatham  and 
after  completing  a  course  in  teleg¬ 
raphy  at  the  Whitman  school 
secured  a  position  as  train  dis¬ 
patcher  in  the  office  of  the  federal 
manager  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad,  which  position  he  held  until  April  29th,  1918, 
when  he  enlisted  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  and 
received  a  commission  of  2nd  Lieutenant  in  the  Engineers 
Corps.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  A,  39th  Engineers, 
15th  Grand  Division,  Transportation  Corps.  After  training 
a  month  at  Camp  Upton,  the  unit  went  overseas  on  June 
7th,  1918.  Landing  was  made  at  Brest,  France,  from  where 
they  later  entrained  to  the  engineering  camp  at  Callaway, 
and  later  to  Montchavin,  where  they  served  until  1919. 
when  return  was  made  to  the  States.  Lieutenant  Abriel 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  10th,  1919. 


Jesse  Edwin  Adriance 


Although  Jesse  Edwin  Adriance  was 
born  in  the  town  -of  Westerlo, 
Albany  County,  Valatie  justly  claims 
him  as  one  of  her  boys.  After  leav¬ 
ing  school  he  was  employed  as  an 
auto  mechanic  and  chauffeur.  His 
parents  both  died  several  years  ago. 
He  married  Mae  Sagendorph  on 
June  1st,  191G.  Adriance  was 
selected  for  military  service  on  Sept¬ 
ember  4th,  1918,  and  served  at  the 
Syracuse  Recruit  Camp  with  the  83rd  Co.,  20th  Battalion, 
from  September  4th,  1918,  to  November  8th,  1918,  when  he 
was  transferred  to  the  Air  Service  Aircraft  Production 
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with  which  he  served  until  December  3rd,  1918,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Motor  Transport  Corps  at  Camp  Meigs* 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia.  Adriance  served  as 
part  of  this  unit  until  February  19th,  1919,  on  which  date 
he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Justus  B.  Agar 

Pitcliie,  Illinois,  is  the  birthplace  of 
Justus  B.  Agar.  He  was  born  in 
that  town  on  April  8th,  1884,  the 
son  of  the  late  Justus  and  of  Laura 
Agar  now  of  Valatie.  tie  attended 
the  Valatie  public  schools  and  com¬ 
pleted  a  two  year  course  in  the  high 
school,  after  which  he  held  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  chauffeur  until  the  time  of 
his  enlistment.  On  August  3rd,  1917, 
Agar  volunteered  as  Machinist’s 
Mate  2nd  class,  Naval  Aviation.  After  training  3  months 
at  Pensacola,  Florida,  the  unit  sailed  overseas  on  October 
9th,  1917  and  landed,  at  Liverpool,  England.  Agar  served 
at  the  Naval  Aviation  Stations  at  Pauillac  and  Le  Croisic, 
France,  for  over  a  year.  Return  to  the  States  was  made 
early  in  February,  and  an  honorable  discharge  was  given 
him  on  February  26th,  1919. 

Arthur  Louis  Aiken,  Jr. 

The  26th  Massachusetts  National 
Guard  known  in  the  War  as  the 
Yankee  Division,  numbered  Arthur 
Louis  Aiken,  Jr.,  as  one  of  its  mem¬ 
bers.  He  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
the  1st  of  November,  1888,  the  son 
of  Arthur  and  Emma  Aiken  of  542 
Union  Street,  Hudson.  After  com¬ 
pleting  the  elementary  course  in  the 
Hudson  public  schools,  Aiken  fin¬ 
ished  one  year  of  advanced  work  in 
the  Hudson  high  school,  and  later  took  a  special  course  in 
telegraphy  at  which  he  was  employed  for  several  years. 
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On  December  14th,  1917,  he  was  selected  for  military  serv¬ 
ice  by  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board.  Military  train¬ 
ing  followed  for  about  a  month  and  a  half  at  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts.  Aiken  became  identified  with  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Division  as  1st  Class  Private  of  Co.  C,  101st  Field 
Signal  Battalion,  26th  Division,  after  he  had  sailed  over¬ 
seas  on  February  7th,  1918,  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire, 
France.  After  a  brief  rest  the  unit  entrained  for  the  front 
and  took  active  part  in  the  Aisne-Marne,  St.  Mihiel  and 
Meuse- Argonne  offensives  from  May  15th,  1918,  until 
November  11th,  1918.  Return  to  the  States  was  made  on 
April  17th,  1919  and  Aiken  was  honorably  discharged  on 
April  29th,  of  that  year. 


Barton  Taylor  Aken 

Barton  Taylor  Aken,  who  is  the  son  of 
James  and  Ida.  Aken  of  Philmont, 
was  born  in  Torrington,  Connecticut, 
on  the  9th  of  July,  1899.  Aken 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Glens 
Falls  and  in  1914  completed  the 
grammar  school  course.  From  then 
until  his  enlistment  he  was  employed 
as  an  operator  in  the  Philmont 
knitting  mills,  during  which  time  he 
was  a  member  of  Co.  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  with  which  he  served 
at  Vails  Gate.  While  there  Aken  volunteered  for  federal 
service  and  became  a  member  of  Company  F,  422  Tele¬ 
phone  Battalion,  with  which  he  trained  at  Fort  Hamilton, 
New  York  and  Fort  Slocum.  His  unit,  which  went  over¬ 
seas  on  October  20th,  1918  and  landed  at  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land,  served  at  Fontaine  en  Slogne,  France,  until  January, 
1919  when  they  returned  to  the  United  States.  Private 
Aken  was  given  an  honorable  discharge  on  Februarv  8th, 
1919. 
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James  Nelson  Aken 

Philmont  is  the  home  of  James  Nelson  Aken.  He  was 
born  on  February  23rd,  1895,  the  son  of  Mary  and  the 
late  Nelson  K.  Aken  of  Philmont.  His  early  education 
was  received  in  the  Philmont  and  Chatham  public  schools 
and  he  was  later  a  member  of  the  Class  of  ’17,  Union 
College.  While  there  he  specialized  in  electrical  engineer¬ 
ing  at  which  profession  he  was  occupied  until  he  volun¬ 
teered  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  as  an  electrician  on  a 
government  naval  cruise.  Aken  entered  military  service  on 
April  29th,  1918,  through  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  and  trained  three  months  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey 
as  a  private  and  later  as  a  Corporal  of  Company  B,  312tli 
Infantry,  78th  Division.  In  August,  1918,  he  was  com¬ 
missioned  2nd  Lieutenant,  transferred  to  the  Ordnance 
Department  and  assigned  to  duty  at  Aberdeen  Proving 
Grounds,  Aberdeen,  Maryland,  where  he  served  until 
February  23rd,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably  released  from 
active  service.  Lieutenant  Aken  then  became  a  member 
of  the  Officers  Beserve  Corps,  United  States  Army. 


Henry  Jacob  Akins 

Henry  Jacob  Akins  is  the  son  of 
Louise  E.  and  the  late  Mr.  Akins  of 
22  Allen  street.  He  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  the  7th  of  October,  1894. 
Akins  received  his  education  in  the 
Hudson  public  schools,  which  he  left 
in  1912  to  accept  a  position  as  clerk, 
which  position  he  held  until  his 
enlistment.  On  April  23rd,  1915, 
Akins  became  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  and  on  July  20th,  1917,  he  was 
called  into  federal  service  by  presidential  proclamation. 
The  company  left  Hudson  on  July  29th,  1917,  for 
Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed  for  three  months. 
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In  October  the  company  entrained  for  the  South,  where 
the  regiment  was  to  be  concentrated  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  period  of  training 
there,  Akins  became  a  1st  Class  Private  in  Company  A, 
106th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division,  which  unit 
sailed  for  France  on  May  10th,  1918.  After  landing  at 
Brest  on  May  23rd  following  the  unit  entrained  for  the 
front,  where  they  took  active  part  in  the  actions  at 
Mt.  Ivemmel,  Vierstadt  Cross  Road,  Hindenburg  Line, 
Dickebush  and  East  Poperinghe  Line.  Akins’  unit  also 
saw  service  with  the  British  in  Flanders,  on  the  Arras 
front  and  in  Belgium.  He  returned  to  the  States  on 
March  21st,  1919.  Private  Akins  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  on  April  2nd  following. 


Michael  Alderesio 

From  Circello  in  Italy  came  Michael 
Alderesio.  He  was  born  in  that 
town  on  July  1st,  1895,  the  son  of 
Giovannia  and  Nunziata  Alderesio. 
After  attending  a  district  school  in 
Italy  for  a  short  time,  Michael  came 
to  America  and  made  Hudson  his 
home.  While  here  he  was  employed 
as  a  metal  polisher  until  July  14th, 
1918,  when  he  was  called  into  mili¬ 
tary  service  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County.  The  contingent,  which  left  for  Fort 
Slocum,  trained  at  Newport  News,  Virginia.  While  there 
Alderesio  became  a  private  in  Battery  C,  47th  Regiment, 
Coast  Artillery.  On  October  12th,  1918,  the  day  he 
sailed  for  France  he  was  made  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States.  Michael  served  in  France  as  private  in  Battery  C, 
47th  Regiment,  Coast  Artillery,  which  unit  returned  to  the 
States  on  February  15th,  1919,  and  on  March  12th,  1919. 
he  was  honorably  discharged. 
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Harry  Allen 

Harry  Allen  was  born  in  Claverack  on  tlie  22nd  of 
January,  1893,  the  son  of  Adam  and  the  late  Mrs.  Adam 
Allen  of  902  Warren  street,  Hudson,  New  York.  Allen 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Hudson,  leaving  in  1907  to 
accept  a  position  as  teamster  with  a  Hudson  contracting 
firm.  He  was  thus  employed  until  May  24tli,  1918  when 
he  was  selected  by  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  for 
military  service.  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  was 
the  contingent’s  destination.  Allen  was  assigned  to  Co. 
I),  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  Intensive  military  training  fol¬ 
lowed  until  the  last  of  June  when  Company  B,  307th  Supply 
Regiment,  77th  or  “  Liberty  ”  Division  of  which  Allen  was 
then  a  member  sailed  overseas.  Landing  was  made  at 
Bordeaux,  France.  At  the  front  where  the  unit  took  active 
part  in  the  Oisne-Aisne,  Vesle  and  Meuse-Argonne  offen¬ 
sives  from  July  18th,  1918  until  November  11th,  1918.  The 
unit  sailed  for  home  in  the  spring  of  1919.  While  in  the 
service  Private  Allen  contracted  diphtheria  and  was  dis¬ 
abled  in  a  government  hospital  for  about  a  month.  Upon 
recovering  Allen  was  honorably  discharged  on  April  9th, 
1919. 


John  Allen 

John  Allen  came  from  Mellenville  where  he  was  born  on 
October  12th,  1886,  the  son  of  the  late  Edward  and  Jennie 
Allen  of  that  village.  After  completing  an  elementary 
course  in  the  Mellenville  and  Hudson  schools  he  became 
employed  in  the  Philmont  knitting  mills.  On  November 
27th,  1909,  he  married  Miss  Mable  Maisenbacher,  and  they 
now  have  one  son,  Elmer  W.  Allen.  On  September  21st,, 
1917,  Allen  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the 
Columbia  County  Local  Board.  The  contingent’s  destina¬ 
tion  was  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained 
from  September  22nd,  1917,  until  November  7th,  1917, 
when  he  entrained  for  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  at  which 
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place  Allen  became  a  private  in  Company  M,  327th 
Infantry,  82nd  Division.  He  trained  there  from  Novem¬ 
ber  11th,  1917,  until  April  27th,  1918,  when  they  left 
America  for  overseas.  Landing  was  made  at  Liverpool, 
England.  At  the  front  they  took  active  part  in  the 
following  offensives:  St.  Mihiel,  Argonne  Forest,  and  other 
divisional  encounters  from  June  25th  to  October  30th,  1918. 
Private  Allen  was  wounded  by  a  machine  gun  bullet,  which 
severely  lacerated  his  left  leg  and  ankle  and  because  of 
these  wounds  he  was  disabled  and  was  in  government 
hospitals  from  October  8th,  1918  until  March  24tli,  1919, 
on  which  day  he  returned  to  the  United  States  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  Casual  Company.  Allen  was  honorably  discharged 
on  April  4th,  1919. 


Malcolm  Henry  Allen 

Ghent  was  the  birthplace  of  Malcolm 
Henry  Alien,  who  was  born  on  the 
17th  of  March,  1893,  the  son  of  Ella 
V.  and  the  late  Mr.  Allen.  He 
attended  the  Ghent  public  school  and 
was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1911 
of  the  Chatham  High  School.  His 
chief  occupation  after  he  left  school 
was  auto-tire  repairing  which  trade 
he  continued  until  July  26th,  1917, 
when  he  enlisted  at  the  Albany 
Naval  Recruiting  Station  as  2nd  Musician  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  duty  at  the  United  States 
Naval  Base  at  Philadelphia,  and  later  served  at  the  United 
States  Training  Station  at  St,  Helena,  and  also  at  the 
United  States  Naval  Base  at  Norfolk,  Virginia.  Allen 
served  with  the  United  States  Naval  Band,  which  furnished 
music  for  Red  Cross  and  Liberty  Loan  drives,  and  also 
helped  to  entertain  soldiers  and  sailors  at  the  various 
war  camp  community  houses.  He  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge  April  9th,  1919.

Reuben  Pierce  Allen 

Reuben  Pierce  Allen  of  Client,  New 
York,  was  born  in  that  town  on  the 
16th  of  November,  1894,  the  son  of 
Reuben  Monroe  Allen  and  Ella  Van 
Deu, sen  Allen  of  Ghent.  He  attended 
the  district  school  near  his  home 
until  1910,  A  few  years  later  he 
accepted  a  position  as  shipping- 

clerk  with  the  American  Locomotive

Company  at  Schenectady.  He  was 
thus  occupied  until  August  7th,  1917, 
when  he  enlisted  at  the  Albany  Recruiting  Station  as  2nd 
Class  Musician  in  the  United  States  Navy.  While  in  serv¬ 
ice  Allen  was  assigned  to  and  served  at  the  following 
places :  Receiving  Ship  Philadelphia,  two  months  at  the 
Newport  Training  Station,  and  one  year  at  the  Submarine 
Base,  New  London,  Connecticut,  where  Allen  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Yeoman.  He  later  was  assigned  to  duty 
aboard  the  United  States  Ship  Fulton,  on  which  he  served 
until  honorably  discharged  on  August  19th,  1919. 


Stanley  Garner  Allen 

Stanley  Garner  Allen  comes  from  the 
town  of  Chatham,  where  he  was 
born  on  April  12th,  1892,  the  son  of 
C.  H.  and  Grace  B.  Allen  of  that 
village.  He  attended  the  Chatham 
schools,  and  also  the  Mount  Pleas¬ 
ant  Military  Academy  for  three 
years,  and  later  was  a  member  of 
the  class  of  1915,  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  took  a 
course  in  accounting  and  auditing, 
at  which  profession  he  was  employed  by  an  accounting 
firm  until  the  14th  of  May,  1917,  when  Allen  registered  as 
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a  student  cadet  at  the  First  Officers  Training  Camp,  Madi¬ 
son  Barracks,  New  York,  and  after  completing  the  course 
of  training  earned  a  1st  Lieutenancy.  On  October  22nd, 
1917  Lieutenant  Allen  married  Corinne  Bliss  at  Albany, 
New  York.  Later  he  was  assigned  to  the  Infantry  and 
served  for  about  three  months  at  Camp  Dix  in  New  Jersey 
and  at  Camp  Johnston  in  Florida,  from  where  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps  and  assigned 
to  duty  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  one 
of  the  officers  who  had  charge  of  the  handling  of  supplies 
for  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces.  His  service  there 
ended  on  October  30th,  1919,  when  Lieutenant  Allen  was 
given  an  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Arthur  Amasa  Almstead 

Arthur  Amasa  Almstead  was  born  in 
Greenport  on  the  8th  day  of  July, 
1893,  the  son  of  Coert  and  Ida  Jane 
Almstead  of  that  town.  Almstead 
received  his  education  in  a  Green- 
port  district  school.  He  was  em¬ 
ployed  as  an  engineer  until  May 
16th,  1918,  when  he  volunteered  for 
military  service  through  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County.  He 
was  assigned  to  duty  at  Camp 
Lauree,  Maryland,  where  military  training  followed  for 
about  six  weeks.  Here  Almstead  became  a  private  in  the 
74th  Company,  66th  Engineers.  He  sailed  overseas  June 
28th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  After  the  front 
was  reached  he  was  stationed  on  the  Verdun  sector  where 
he  served  from  July  5th,  1918,  until  November  11th,  1918. 
His  unit  returned  to  the  States  July  5th,  1919,  and  Alm¬ 
stead  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  17th  of 
the  same  month. 
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Coert  Almstead 

Coert  Almstead  was  born  in  Hudson  on  March  24th,  1891, 
the  son  of  Coert  and  Ida  Jane  Almstead  of  Greenport.  lie 
attended  the  Greenport  district  school  until  1912  after 
which  he  became  employed  as  teamster  with  a  Hudson 
contracting  firm.  He  was  thus  employed  until  the  6tli  of 
September,  1917,  when  he  was  selected  by  the  Columbia 
County  Local  Board,  for  military  service  and  assigned  to 
duty  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts.  He  trained  there  for 
ten  months,  first  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  301st  Machine 
Gun  Battalion,  76th  Division,  and  later  as  a  1st  Class 
Private  in  the  160th  Transportation  Corps.  The  unit  went 
overseas  on  July  5th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land.  They  served  at  the  front  in  the  Argonne  offensive, 
and  also  took  part  in  other  divisional  encounters.  Return 
to  the  States  was  made  on  July  29th,  1919,  and  Private 
Almstead  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  on  August 
5th,  1919. 


Vernon  Almstead 

Vernon  Almstead  was  born  in  Claverack  on  October 
16th,  1891,  the  son  of  George  and  the  late  Helen  Almstead 
of  Mellenville.  After  completing  the  elementary  course 
in  the  district  school  of  that  village  he  became  interested 
in  farming  and  was  thus  occupied  until  the  24th  of  May, 
1918,  when  he  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County.  The  contingent  left 
Hudson  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where 
Almstead  became  identified  with  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer 
Infantry,  which  trained  there  for  about  six  weeks.  The 
unit  went  overseas  on  July  14th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France.  While  overseas  they  were  stationed  at  Camp 
St.  Sulpice  and  Goronde,  France.  Almstead  was  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Private.  The  unit  arrived  home  on 
July  4th,  1919,  and  Almstead  was  honorably  discharged 
on  July  9th,  1919. 
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Harold  Benedict  Alvord 

Although  Harold  Benedict  Alvord  was 
born  in  New  York  City  on  the  i7th 
day  of  March,  1895,  the  son  of 
Jennie  and  the  late  Cornelius 
Alvord.  Stockport  claims  him  as 
one  of  her  boys.  He  attended  a 
public  school  in  New  York  City,  and 
later  was  a  student  at  a  preparatory 
school  in  Massachusetts,  which  he 
left  in  1912  to  manage  the  Alvord 
farm  in  Stockport.  On  March  3rd, 
1916,  Alvord  became  a  volunteer  member  of  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  with  which  he 
served  fourteen  months  as  Private,  and  later  as  Corporal. 
In  July,  1917,  the  company  was  called  into  federal  service 
by  presidential  proclamation.  The  company  left  Hudson 
July  29th,  1917,  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  they  trained  until 
October  19th,  1917,  when  they  were  ordered  to  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  While  there  Corporal  Alvord 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant,  and  assigned  to 
Company  B,  3rd  Anti-Aircraft  Machine  Gun  Battalion. 
Intensive  military  training  followed  until  August  1.3th, 

1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest. 
From  there  the  company  was  assigned  to  the  machine 
gun  school  at  Langres,  where  they  served  until  May  1st, 

1919,  and  then  returned  to  the  States.  Sergeant  Alvord 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge  May  7th  following. 


John  Frederick  Ames 

John  Frederick  Ames  was  born  in  Canaan,  New  York, 
on  the  7th  of  May,  1898,  the  son  of  Albert  B.  and  Daisy 
Ames.  The  family  later  moved  to  East  Chatham,  where 
they  have  made  their  home.  Ames  attended  the  East  Chat¬ 
ham  district  school  and  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1918 
at  Chatham  High  School,  and  is  at  present  a  student  at 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute.  On  October  4tli,  1918, 
while  pursuing  his  studies  at  this  institute,  Ames  enlisted 
in  the  Students’  Army  Training  Corps,  connected  with 
the  school,  lie  served  there  as  a  private  until  honorably 
discharged  on  December  14th,  1918. 
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Andrew  M.  Anderson 

Andrew  Melcher  Anderson  came  from 
Sweden  where  he  was  born  on 
January  30th,  1889.  His  father  lives 
at  Borensberg,  Sweden,  where  his 
mother  died  in  1909.  Anderson 
received  his  early  education  in  the 
schools  of  his  native  country  after 
which  he  came  to  this  country  and 
made  Hudson  his  home.  While  here 
he  attended  the  public  schools  of  the 
city,  and  later  became  employed  by  a 
Hudson  firm.

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Mark  V.  Arkinson 

Hudson  is  the  home  of  Mark  V.  Arkin¬ 
son,  who  was  horn  on  July  19th, 
1896,  the  son  of  James  and  Mary 
Arkinson  of  96  North  Third  Street. 
Mark  attended  St.  Mary’s  Academy, 
Hudson,  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1913.  He  then  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  electrical  work  and  was  thus 
employed  until  July  9tli,  1918,  when 
he  enlisted  at  the  Albany  recruiting- 
station  as  a  3rd  Class  Electrician  in 
the  United  States  Navy.  Arkinson  was  assigned  to  duty  at 
the  Naval  Supply  Base  No.  6,  Bayridge,  and  Bensonhurst, 
Long  Island,  and  also  served  as  electrician  on  United  States 
destroyers  until  July  29th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably 
discharged. 


Elbert  James  Arnold 

From  Ghent,  New  York,  came  Elbert 
James  Arnold.

He  received  his  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools  of  Chat¬ 
ham,  and  was 'a  member  of  the  class 
of  1911  of  Albany  High  School. 
From  then  until  his  enlistment 
Arnold  was  employed  as  electrician.  On  June  9th,  1916,  he 
enlisted  in  a  Machine  Gun  Company  attached  to  the  2nd 
New  York  Infantry.  The  “  Old  Second  ”  was  called  into 
Federal  Service  by  presidential  proclamation,  was 
entrained  for  the  South,  and  was  located  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina,  where  Arnold  became  a  1st  Class 
Private  in  the  105th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division. 
The  unit,  which  trained  at  Camp  Wadsworth  for  ten 
months,  sailed  overseas  on  May  17th,  1918,  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France.  Upon  reaching  the  front  the  unit  served 
actively  from  May  27th,  1918,  to  November  11th,  1918,  on 
the  following  sectors :  Mt.  Kemmel,  St.  Maurice,  Vierstadt 
Cross  Road,  Hindenburg  Line,  Flanders,  and  with  the 
English  in  Picardy.  He  fought  also  at  La  Selle  River, 
Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge,  Guillemont  and  East  Poperinghe  Line. 
After  retiring  from  active  service  Arnold  developed 
“  trench  ”  fever,  which  held  him  in  a  hospital  at  Rouen, 
France,  for  a  month  and  a  half.  Upon  recovery,  he 
returned  to  the  States.  On  the  1st  of  April,  1919,  Arnold 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Harvey  Kilmer  Avery 

Harvey  K.  Avery  was  born  in  Valatie 
on  the  2nd  of  August,  1890.  Averv 
attended  the  district  school  and  later 
the  high  school  in  Valatie,  which  he 
left  in  1905.  On  August  23rd,  1906, 
he  enlisted  as  seaman  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  and  served  in  this 
capacity  during  the  revolution  in 
China  in  1911  and  1912,  and  later 
saw  active  service  in  the  Mexican 
Campaign  from  1914  until  1917, 
when  he  re-enlisted  at  the  Albany  Recruiting  Station  on 
June  12th,  1917.  Avery  was  assigned  to  duty  aboard  the 
United  States  Ship  Buffalo  and  later  on  the  United  States 
Ship  Raleigh  on  which,  ship  he  sailed  overseas  on  June 
23rd,  1917.  He  later  returned  to  the  States  and  on  February 
8th,  1919,  married  Miss  Jessie  Frances  Beck  at  Brooklyn, 
New  York.  During  service  in  the  recent  war  Avery  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Chief  Boatswain’s  Mate.  He  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge  but  has  re-enlisted  and  is  at 
present  stationed  at  the  Great  Lakes. 


Joseph  Badalementi 

Joseph  Badalementi  came  from  Torretta,  Italy,  where  he 
was  born  September  19th,  1897,  the  son  of  Christina  and 
the  late  Joseph  Badalementi.  In  1907  Badalementi  left  his 
native  town  and  came  to  America  to  make  Hudson  his  home. 
While  here  he  became  an  American  citizen  and  was 
employed  as  a  knitter  in  the  Union  Knitting  Mills  until 
August  29th,  1918,  when  he  was  selected  for  military  serv¬ 
ice  by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County.  Military 
training  followed  at  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.,  where  Badalementi 
became  a  Private  in  Company  K,  134th  Infantry,  34th  or 
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Sandstorm  Division.  After  two  months  of  duty  in  the 
United  States  the  unit  sailed  overseas  the  latter  part  of 
October.  They  were  concentrated  at  Castres  where  he 
served  until  November  11th,  1918.  Return  to  the  States 
was  made  in  March,  1919,  and  on  the  22nd  of  that  month 
Badalementi  was  honorably  discharged. 


Oscar  Bailey 

From  Austerlitz,  N.  Y.,  came  Oscar 
Bailey.  He  was  born  in  that  town 
July  4th,  1892,  the  son  of  Hannah 
Amelia  and  Horace  Bailey.  He 
attended  the  district  school  at 
Austerlitz  until  1909  when  he  became 
interested  in  agriculture.  Bailey 
married  Miss  Hazel  R.  Westover  of 
Chatham,  N.  Y.,  on  September  4th, 
1917,  and  they  now  have  one  daugh¬ 
ter  Muriel  C.  On  November  7tli, 

1917,  Bailev  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  and  assigned  to  duty  at  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  served  for  one  month  with 
the  Infantry.  He  was  later  transferred  to  the  174th  Aero 
Squadron,  Aviation  Corps,  with  which  he  trained  at  Kelly 
Field,  Texas,  Chainte  Field,  Illinois,  and  Garden  City, 
Long  Island,  from  December,  1917,  until  February  26tli, 

1918,  when  the  squadron  left  America  and  landed  at  Liver¬ 
pool,  England.  While  abroad  Bailey  served  at  the  fol¬ 
lowing  air  stations :  Ramsey,  Codford  and  Oxford,  England, 
and  at  Le  Havre,  St.  Maxon,  Poillac  and  Bordeaux,  France. 
The  unit  returned  to  the  States  April  4th,  1919,  and  ten 
days  later  Bailey  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Clinton  George  Bainer 

Clinton  George  Bainer  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Ancram,  New  York,  on  the 
15th  of  June,  1896,  the  son  of  Jacob 
and  Ella  Bainer,  both  of  Ancram. 
After  completing  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  school  of  his 
native  town  Bainer  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  farming  at  which  he  was 
employed  until  his  enlistment  in  the 
United  States  Navy  at  Albany,  New 
York,  on  February  14th,  1918. 

Bainer  served  throughout  the  war  on  the  United  States 
Ships  Bagley  and  Chicago  and  is  at  present  a  member  of 
the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Andrew  Philip  Baker 

Andrew  Philip  Baker  was  born  on 
December  22nd,  1893,  in  New  York 
City,  the  son  of  Mary  Jane  and  the 
late  A.  Baker  of  347  State  St.,  Hud¬ 
son.  Baker  attended  the  public 
schools  in  New  York  City  and  was 
later  a  member  of  the  Hudson  High 
School  which  he  left  in  1909  to 
enlist  in  Uncle  Sam’s  Navy 
Baker  served  in  this  capacity  until 
June  25th,  1917,  when  he  was  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  but  re-enlisted  the  same  day  at  the 
Albany  Recruiting  Station.  He  was  given  the  naval  rating 
of  Chief  Petty  Officer  and  was  assigned  to  the  United  States 
Ship  Vedette,  which  left  this  country  in  August,  1917,  for 
foreign  waters.  The  Vedette’s  service  consisted  mostly  of 
patrol  duty  off  the  coast,  of  France.  In  December,  1918, 
Baker  returned  to  the  States,  and  is  still  in  the  service  of 
his  country  aboard  the  United  States  Ship  Kroonland. 
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Floyd  Jay  Baker 

Stockport,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Floyd  Jay  Baker.  He  was 
born  in  that  town  on  the  8th  of 
February,  1900,  the  son  of  Edward 
and  Grace  Baker,  both  of  whom  now 
reside  at  341  State  Street,  Hudson. 
Baker  completed  the  course  in  the 
public  schools  of  Hudson  and  was  a 
student  at  the  Hudson  High  School 
for  a  year  after  which  he  accepted 
employment  in  a  meat  market.  He 
was  thus  employed  until  the  12th .  of  April,  1918,  on 
which  date,  at  Newburgh,  he  enlisted  in  the  Quar¬ 
termaster’s  Corps.  Prior  to  his  enlistment  in  the 
Quartermaster’s  Corps  he  had  served  from  August  7th, 
1917,  to  April  12th,  1918,  as  a  member  of  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  Baker  was  assigned 
to  the  309th  Mobile  Unit,  78th  Division  with  which  he 
trained  at  Camp  Meigs,  Washington,  D.  C.,  until  August 
8th,  1918,  on  which  date  the  unit  left  the  States  for  foreign 
service.  Landing  was  made  first  at  a  port  of  England  and 
later  at  a  port  of  France.  The  309th  then  entrained  for 
Camp  No.  1  at  St.  Nazaire,  France,  where  most  of  their 
foreign  service  was  spent.  After  the  close  of  the  war, 
Baker  returned  to  the  States  and  shortly  afterwards 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frederick  Edward  Baker 

From  Sansborough,  Berkshire  County,  Massachusetts, 
came  Frederick  Edward  Baker.  He  was  born  there  on  the 
27th  of  April,  1887,  the  son  of  Mary  Agnes  and  William 
Baker.  He  attended  the  elementary  school  at  Philmont  and 
was  later  a  student  at  the  high  school  of  that  village.  After 
completing  his  course  he  was  employed  at  the  Philmont 
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knitting  mills  until  the  21st  of  September,  1917,  when 
our  Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  The 
detachment’s  destination  was  Camp  Devens,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  where  he  received  military  training  for  ten 
months,  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th 
Division.  The  unit,  which  sailed  overseas  July  5th,  1918, 
and  landed  at  London,  England,  was  stationed  at  St.  Agnes, 
France,  and  Winchester,  England.  It  served  there  until 
June  29th,  1919,  when  it  returned  to  the  States.  Private 
Baker  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  9th,  1919. 


George  Arthur  Baker 

George  Arthur  Baker  was  born  in  New 
York  City  on  the  25th  of  October, 
1893,  the  son  of  Maria  and  Marshall 
Baker,  now  of  Claverack.  Baker 
attended  a  public  school  in  New  York 
City  until  1907,  when  he  left  to  assist 
his  father  at  their  Claverack  farm. 
He  was  thus  occupied  until  October 
of  1917  when  he  enlisted  as  a  3rd 
Class  Machinist’s  Mate  in  the  United 
.  States  Navy.  Training  followed  for 
two  months  at  the  naval  base  at  New  London,  Connecticut, 
and  two  months  at  Bermuda.  Following  this  training 
Baker  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Machinist  ’s 
Mate  and  assigned  to  duty  aboard  the  submarine  chaser  No. 
103,  on  which  he  sailed  overseas  May,  1918,  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France.  They  served  at  Lorient,  France,  and  then 
at  the  Naval  Base  at  Plymouth,  England,  where  they 
remained  doing  submarine  patrol  duty  in  English  waters 
until  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Baker  returned  to  the 
States  in  August,  1919,  and  was  given  his  honorab7''  dis¬ 
charge  the  28th  day  of  the  same  month. 
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Thomas  Baldwin 

From  the  town  of  Bridgend,  Glamorganshire  County, 
Wales,  came  Thomas  Baldwin.  He  was  horn  in  that  town 
on  the  20th  of  March,  1888,  the  son  of  Elizabeth  and  the 
late  Edward  Baldwin  of  Wales.  He  received  his  education 
in  the  schools  of  Great  Britain  which  he  left  in  1901  to 
come  to  America.  Baldwin  settled  in  Hudson  where  he 
was  employed  as  clerk  by  the  Gifford-Wood  Co.  While  a 
resident  of  Hudson  he  forswore  his  allegiance  to 
Great  Britain  and  became  an  American  citizen. 
Later  he  became  a  volunteer  member  of  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  with  which 
he  served  as  Sergeant  at  the  New  York  Aqueduct  from 
August  7th,  1917,  to  June  12th,  1918,  when  he  enlisted  as 
a  Private  in  Company  A,  328th  Battalion,  First  Brigade, 
Tank  Corps.  Training  followed  at  Camp  Colt,  Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Camp  Summerall,  Tobvhanna,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  until  August,  1918,  when  his  unit  sailed  overseas. 
After  landing  at  Brest  he  advanced  to  the  front  and  served 
actively  on  the  Argonne  sector  during  the  twelve  days  prior 
to  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  This  unit  of  the  Tank  Corps 
returned  to  the  States  March  17th,  1919,  and  on  the  11th 
of  the  following  month  Baldwin  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Peter  Dionysius  Balos 

From  ancient  Sparta,  Greece,  came  Peter  Dionysius 
Balos.  He  first  saw  the  light  of  Sparta  on  New  Year’s  Day 
1893.  He  is  the  son  of  Mary  and  Dionysius  Balos,  both  of 
Sparta.  Balos  attended  school  at  Sparta  and  after 
completing  one  year  of  high  school  work  in  1907,  came  to 
America  and  opened  a  shoe  shining  parlor  in  Hudson. 
He  was  proprietor  of  this  concern  for  nine  years,  during 
which  time  he  became  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United 
States.  On  October  25th,  1918,  Balos  was  selected  for 
military  service  by  our  Local  Board  and  assigned  to  Camp 
Wheeler,  where  he  served  with  the  Infantry  for  seven 
weeks,  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey,  where  lie  became  a  Private  in  the  13th  Co.,  4th 
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Battalion,  153rd  Depot  Brigade,  with  which  unit  he  served 
until  January  21st,  1919,  when  he  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Donald  Vance  Bame 

Hudson  is  the  home  of  Donald  Vance 
Bame,  who  was  horn  August  1st, 
1896,  the  son  of  Margaret  and 
Charles  William  Bame  of  833 
Warren  Street.  He  attended  the 
Hudson  public  schools  until  he 
became  interested  in  mechanical 
work  at  which  he  was  occupied 
until  his  enlistment.  October,  1917, 
Bame  married  Miss  Beatrice  Albina 
Myers  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey.  The 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military 
service  on  August  9th,  1918.  His  contingent  left  Hudson 
the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum  where  they  were 
assigned,  Bame  becoming  a  member  of  Headquarters  Co., 
35th  Field  Artillery,  12th  Division.  He  was  assigned  to 
duty  at  Camp  McClellan,  Georgia.  Private  Bame  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal  and  served  in  this 
capacity  until  January  14th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably 
discharged. 


Harry  James  Bannister 


Harry  James  Bannister  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Wednesburg,  Safford- 
shire  County,  England,  on  the  20th 
of  February,  1897,  the  son  of 
Florence  and  John  Henry  Bannister, 
now  of  304  State  Street,  Hudson, 
New  York.  After  the  family  came  to 
America  they  located  in  Hudson 
where  Harry  became  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  through  the  natural¬ 
ization  of  his  father.  He  attended 
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the  Hudson  public  schools  until  1913  when  he  became 
employed  as  sheet  iron  worker  with  a  local  concern.  On  the 
22nd  of  March,  1916,  Bannister  became  a  volunteer  member 
of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
when  they  were  recruiting  to  war  strength.  He  trained  at 
Camp  Whitman,  New  York,  for  nine  weeks  and  at  Corn¬ 
wall,  New  York,  for  eleven  weeks.  On  July  20th,  1917, 
Company  F  was  called  into  federal  service  by  presidential 
proclamation.  It  left  Hudson  on  July  29th,  1917, 

for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed  for  three 
months  and  in  October  the  Company  entrained  for 
the  South  where  the  rgeiment  was  concentrated  at 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  ten 
months  training  there  Bannister  became  a  Corporal  in 
Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th  Army  Corps,  with 
which  unit  he  sailed  overseas  July  26th,  1918.  After  land¬ 
ing  at  Brest,  France,  the  unit  left  for  the  front  where  they 
served  actively  on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Moselle,  and  Toul  sectors 
from  September  12th,  1918,  until  November  11th,  1918. 
They  returned  to  the  States  in  July,  1919,  and  on  the  9tli 
of  the  same  month  Corporal  Bannister  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged. 


Elvin  Barden 

Spencertown,  New  York,  is  the  home  of  Elvin  Barden, 
who  was  born  on  September  5th,  1893,  the  son  of  Frank  and 
the  late  Mrs.  Barden  of  that  town.  He  attended  the 
Spencertown  district  school,  after  which  he  became  inter¬ 
ested  iu  farming.  On  April  15th,  1917,  Barden  married 
Miss  Myrtle  Westover  at  Spencertown,  New  York.  On 
August  15th,  1918,  he  enlisted  as  a  Private  in  Bap 
tery  B,  13th  Field  Artillery.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  technical  school  at  Potsdam,  New  York,  where  he 
served  for  two  months.  He  was  later  transferred  to  Camp 
Jackson  where  his  service  continued  until  January  2nd, 
1919,  on  which  date  he  was  honorably  discharged. 
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Harold  Charlesworth  Baringer 

Hudson  is  the  home  of  Harold  Charlesworth  Baringer, 
who  was  born  there  on  April  19tli,  1899,  the  son  of  Henry 
R.  and  Elizabeth  H.  Baringer  of  530  Union  Street.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Hudson  and  was  graduated 
from  the  Hudson  High  School  in  1917.  On  October  4th, 
1918,  while  a  student  at  the  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Insti¬ 
tute,  Baringer  enlisted  as  a  Private  in  the  Students  Army 
Training  Corps,  connected  with  the  college,  and  trained 
with  this  unit  until  December  21st,  1918,  when  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Thomas  Barksdale 


Prom  Paytonsburg,  Virginia,  came 
Thomas  Barksdale,  who  was  born 
there  on  August  12th,  1889,  the  son 
of  Eppie  and  the  late  Eliza  Barks¬ 
dale  of  Paytonsburg,  Va.  He 
received  his  early  education  in  a 
Virginia  district  school  which  he  left 
in  1904  to  move  north.  After  becom¬ 
ing  a  resident  of  Hudson  he  found 
employment  with  the  Atlas  Cement 
Company.  On  April  28, 1918,  Barks¬ 
dale  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board 
of  the  county.  The  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  they  were  stationed  four¬ 
teen  days.  Barksdale  was  transferred  to  Camp  Upton 
where  training  followed  for  one  month  and  a  half,  dur¬ 
ing  which  time  he  became  identified  with  Company  D,  367th 
Infantry,  92nd  Division.  The  unit  left  America  June  10th, 
1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  from  which  place  they 
entrained  for  the  front.  They  served  actively  for  twenty- 
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one  days  on  tlie  La  Chappelle  sector  and  stood  in  reserve 
in  the  battle  of  the  Argonne  Forest.  Barksdale  was 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Private.  He  returned  to 
this  country  with  his  unit  on  March  1st,  1919,  and  on  the 
12th  of  the  same  month  he  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


John  Drury  Barnard 

John  Drury  Barnard  of  Claverack  is 
one  of  the  young  men  of  our  country 
who  entered  the  United  States  Navy 
as  an  Apprentice  Seaman  and  then 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  Ensign.  He 
was  born  in  the  town  of  Claverack 
on  April  26tli,  1896,  the  son  of 
Charles  Edward  and  Nina  Bates 
Barnard.  Both  his  parents  died 
before  he  reached  the  age  of  thirteen, 
his  mother  in  1901  and  his  father  in 
1909,  but  his  stepmother,  Airs.  Katherine  T.  Barnard  is 
still  living.  He  graduated  from  the  Hudson  High  School 
and  also  attended  Cornell  University,  where  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Ithaca  Militia.  Upon  leaving  college  in 
1916  he  engaged  in  farming,  but  the  following  year  on  July 
26th,  1917,  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the  Navy  at  Bock- 
land,  Maine,  as  an  Apprentice  Seaman.  He  was  first 
stationed  at  Rockland,  but  was  sent  later  to  the  Radio 
School  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Naval  Headquarters, 
New  York,  and  the  Submarine  Base  and  Connecticut  State 
Pier  at  New  London,  Connecticut.  He  was  engaged  chiefly 
in  Hydrophone  Duty  in  the  3rd  Naval  District,  and 
received  an  Ensign’s  commission.  Although  he  was 
released  from  active  service  on  March  6th,  1919,  he  is  still 
a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve. 
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Joseph  Barneck 

Beneath  one  of  the  white  crosses  in 
Magdalene  Hill  Cemetery  at  Win¬ 
chester,  England,  sleeps  Joseph 
Barneck.  He  was  born  in  Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  the  son  of  Stanley  and 
the  late  Victoria  Barneck  of  that 
city.  After  completing  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  Pittsburg  public 
schools  he  came  to  Hudson  to  live 
with  his  sister,  Mrs.  Mary  Logan  of 
252  Montgomery  Street.  While  in 
Hudson  he  was  employed  by  a  local  concern  as  painter. 
During  the  Mexican  campaign  Barneck  was  a  member  of  a 
national  guard  unit  which  saw  active  service  on  the 
Mexican  border.  On  July  14th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  Com¬ 
pany  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  and  as 
a  part  of  this  Company  was  called  into  federal  service 
by  presidential  proclamation  July  20th,  1917.  Nine  days 
later  Company  F  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where 
training  followed  for  three  months.  In  October  the 
unit  entrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where 
Barneck  became  a  member  of  Company  G,  107th  Infantry, 
27th  Division.  He  trained  at  Spartanburg  until  May  of 
1918  when  he  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France. 
Barneck  advanced  with  his  unit  to  the  front  where  they 
took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the  Dickebush,  La 
Selle  River,  Poperinghe,  Vierstadt  Cross  Road,  and 
Hindenburg  Line  sectors.  On  September  29th  while  in 
action  at  the  Hindenburg  line  Barneck  was  severely 
wounded  by  a  machine  gun  bullet.  He  was  removed  to 
Base  Hospital  No.  33  at  Portsmouth,  England,  where  it 
was  found  that  Barneck ’s  lung  had  been  perforated. 
Pneumonia  developed  to  which  he  succumbed  on  December 
5th,  1918.  Interment  was  made  in  the  Magdalene  Hill 
Cemetery  where  Private  Barneck  was  laid  to  rest  with  full 
military  honor.  His  wife  and  young  son,  Stanley  Barneck 
survive  him. 
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Thurlow  Weed  Barnes 

Thurlow  Weed  Barnes  was  born  in  Albany  on  the  6th 
of  June,  1889,  the  son  of  William  and  Grace  Barnes  of 
Albany.  He  received  his  early  education  in  his  native 
town  and  was  a  student  at  St.  Mark’s  school  at 
Southboro  and  was  later  graduated  with  the  class  of  1912, 
Harvard  University.  From  1913  until  his  enlistment 
Barnes  was  manager  and  owner  of  a  dairy  farm  at  Niver- 
ville,  New  York.  On  July  11th,  1913,  he  married  Miss 
Elizabeth  Dale  Glover  at  Cleveland.  Ohio,  and  they  now 
have  two  children,  William  Barnes,  2nd,  and  Thurlow 
Weed  Barnes,  Jr.  On  September  23rd,  1918,  he  enlisted  as 
a  Private  in  Student  Company  No.  1.  Ouartermaster ’s 
Corps  and  served  at  Camp  Johnson,  Florida,  in  this  capac¬ 
ity  until  December  7th,  1918,  when  Private  Barnes  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


William  Tompkins  Barnes 

Washington,  Dutchess  County,  New  York  is  the  place 
where  William  Tompkins  Barnes  was  born  on  the  8th  of 
January,  1888.  He  is  the  son  of  Sarah  E.  and  the  late 
Willis  H.  Barnes  of  Chatham.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school  course  in  the  district  schools  of  Dutchess 
County,  leaving  in  1904  to  pursue  the  occupation  of  farm¬ 
ing.  On  May  18th,  1917,  Barnes  enlisted  in  the  Engineers 
Corps.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  B,  1st  Engineers, 
1st  Division,  which  trained  for  a  short  period  on  this  side. 
The  unit  left  America  August  7th,  1917,  for  St.  Nazaire, 
France.  From  there  they  moved  to  the  front  where  they 
took  part  in  the  actions  at  Tout,  Caiitingy,  Chateau 
Thierry  and  Soisson.  Barnes  served  with  his  unit 
until  July  18th,  1918,  when  he  was  severely  wounded  in 
action  by  a  gun  shot  wound  in  the  right  thigh.  He  was 
cared  for  at  a  hospital  in  France  for  five  months.  Barnes 
was  later  advanced  to  the  rank  of  1  st  Class  Private.  Upon 
recovery,  return  to  the  States  was  made  on  March  24th, 
1919,  and  on  May  6th  Barnes  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 
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Jacob  Richard  Barringer 

Jacob  Richard  Barringer  was  born  in 
Germantown  on  the  1st  of  November, 
1 896.  His  father  Otis  Barringer 
died  in  1906  at  North  Germantown. 
Barringer  lives  with  his  mother,  now 
Mrs.  William.  Ashley  of  German¬ 
town.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  Germantown  district 
school  after  which  he  was  a  student 
at  the  Hudson  High  School  until 
1915.  He  was  then  employed  by  a 
large  commercial  house  until  his  enlistment  in  the  United 
States  Air  Service  on  November  19th,  1917.  Barringer  was 
assigned  to  the  135tli  Aero  Squadron  with  which  he  trained 
for  a  month  at  Hazelhurst  Field,  Long  Island,  and  ten 
days  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas.  The  squadron  embarked  for 
overseas  service  January  31st,  1918,  and  landed  at  Liver¬ 
pool,  England.  While  in  Great  Britian  Barringer  served 
for  seven  months  at  the  British  Airdrome,  where  he  com¬ 
pleted  his  course  in  Aviation  Motor  Repair,  at  the  Old 
Sarum,  Yatesbury,  and  Lake  Down  Airdromes.  The 
Squadron  crossed  the  English  Channel  and  landed  at  Cher¬ 
bourg,  and  advanced  to  the  front,  where  they  saw 
active  service  on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Toul,  and  Argonne 
sectors  from  September,  1918,  until  November  11th,  1918. 
Barringer  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Private. 
He  returned  to  the  States  with  his  Squadron  May  6th,  1919, 
and  shortly  afterwards  was  honorably  discharged. 


Russell  Harra  Barringer 

Russell  Harra  Barringer  was  born  in  Breakabeen,  Scho¬ 
harie  County,  New  York  on  the  11th  of  November,  1892,  the 
son  of  the  Reverend  Russell  and  Alice  M.  Barringer,  now 
of  East  Schodack.  He  attended  Hartwick  Seminary  and 
was  later  graduated  from  the  State  College,  Albany,  with 
the  class  of  1917.  And  from  then  until  his  enlistment  he 
was  engaged  in  the  profession  of  teaching.  For  a  time  he 
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was  principal  of  the  Hartford  High  School,  Hartford,  Con¬ 
necticut,  and  later  principal  of  the  Junior  High  School, 
Cascadilla,  Ithaca,  New  York.  On  April  3rd,  1918,  Bar¬ 
ringer  was  selected  by  our  Local  Board  for  military  service 
and  assigned  to  duty  at  Camp  I)ix,  New  Jersey,  where  lie 
became  a  member  of  Company  1),  310th  Infantry,  78th 
Division.  Training  followed  there  until  May  20th,  1918, 
when  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Southampton, 
England,  and  four  days  later  landed  at  Calais,  France. 
After  a  brief  rest  the  unit  started  for  the  front  where  they 
served  actively  at  the  St.  Miliiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  offen¬ 
sives.  Barringer  was  assigned  to  duty  at  the  78th 
Divisional  Headquarters  for  two  months.  While  in  the 
service  he  suffered  from  facial  neuralgia,  and  because  of 
this  malady  was  held  at  Base  Hospital  No.  13  and  Evacua¬ 
tion  Hospital  No.  78  for  eleven  months.  Barringer  returned 
to  the  States  August  24th,  1919,  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  August  29th,  1919. 


Charles  Reuben  Barton 

Stottville  is  the  home  of  Charles  Reuben  Barton.  He  was 
born  January  12th,  1890,  the  son  of  Eliza  and  the  late 
William  Henry  Barton  of  that  village.  He  attended  the 
Stottville  school  until  1904  when  he  obtained  employment 
at  mill  work.  He  was  thus  occupied  until  July  14th,  1918, 
when  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  him  for 
military  service.  Barton  was  assigned  to  the  technical 
training  school  connected  with  New  York  University. 
When  the  course  of  training  was  completed  Barton  became 
a  member  of  Company  A,  37th  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  with 
which  he  served  at  the  following  artillery  camps:  Stuart, 
Eustis,  and  Fort  Wright  and  Fort  Hancock,  Georgia,  until 
December  7th,  1918  when  he  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge.  He  then  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream. 
Barton  married  Miss  Bertha  Andrews  several  years  ago  at 
Stottville.  She  has  since  died  leaving  beside  her  husband 
one  son,  Donald. 
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George  Bennet  Barton 

The  second  of  the  Barton  family  of 
Stottville,  New  York,  to  serve  with 
the  colors  was  George  Bennet  Bar¬ 
ton.  He  was  born  in  Stottville  on 
the  1st  of  September,  1891,  the  son 
of  Eliza  and  the  late  William  Henry 
Barton  of  that  village.  He  attended 
the  district  schools  of  his  birthplace 
until  1906,  when  he  became  employed 
at  the  woolen  mills  at  Stottvile.  On 
May  24th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  Barton  for  military  service.  The  contingent  left 
Hudson  May  25th,  1918,  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  where  Barton  became  a  Private  in  Company  D,  2nd 
Pioneer  Infantry.  Military  training  followed  at  the  south¬ 
ern  camp  for  about  a  month.  On  June  30th,  1918,  the  unit 
left  America  for  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France, 
from  where  they  entrained  for  Camp  St.  Sulpice  near  Bor¬ 
deaux.  His  unit’s  overseas  service  was  spent  mostly  at 
this  camp.  While  stationed  here  Private  Barton  contracted 
pneumonia  which  held  him  at  the  Government  hospital  at 
St.  Sulpice  for  seven  weeks.  The  unit  returned  to  the 
States  July  4th,  1919,  and  on  the  9th  of  the  same  month 
Barton  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Arthur  C.  Bates 


Arthur  C.  Bates  was  born  in  New 
Lenox,  Massachusetts,  on  the  9th  of 
August,  1885.  His  father  died  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago,  and  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Mary  Bates  now  resides  at 
Standish,  Michigan.  He  attended 
the  New  Lenox  School  and  after 
completing  the  elementary  course 
accepted  a  position  with  the  Electric 
Company  of  Plainville,  Connecticut. 
On  June  3rd,  1917,  Bates  enlisted  in

Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
which  was  federalized  on  July  20th,  1917.  Nine  days 
later  the  company  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara, 
New  York,  where  military  training  followed  for  three 
months.  In  October  of  1917,  the  unit  detrained  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  Bates  served  for 
the  following  eight  months,  during  which  time  he  became 
a  member  of  Company  F,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division. 
On  May  3rd,  1918,  the  unit  left  an  American  port  of 
embarkation  for  overseas  service.  Landing  was  made  at 
Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  Upon 
arriving  at  the  front  the  107th  saw  active  service  at  the 
Vierstadt  Cross  Road,  Mt.  Kem.mel,  St.  Maurice,  and  Hind- 
enburg  Line  and  Poperinghe  Line.  While  in  action  dur¬ 
ing  the  attack  on  the  Hindenburg  Line,  Bates  was  severely 
wounded  by  a  machine  gun  bullet.  He  was  removed  to  a 
Government  Hospital  back  of  the  lines  but  died  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day,  September  30th,  as  a  result  of  wounds  received 
in  action.  Bates  was  laid  to  rest  with  full  military  honors 
in  an  American  Cemetery  in  France. 


Charles  LeRoy  Battershall 

Charles  LeRoy  Battershall  was  born 
in  the  town  of  Richmond,  Berkshire 
County,  Massachusetts,  on  the  3rd 
day  of  January,  1889,  the  son  of 
Chloe  and  Henry  Battershall,  but 
Chatham  claims  him  as  one  of  her 
boys.  He  received  his  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  jiublic  schools  of  that 
village,  and  was  a  graduate  of  the 
Chatham  High  School,  class  of  1911. 
And  from  then  until  1917  he  held  a 
clerical  position  with  the  American  Locomotive  Company 
of  Schenectady.  On  the  14th  of  June,  1917,  Battershall 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy,  rating  as  a  1st  Class 
Yeoman.  He  was  assigned  to  the  duty  of  censoring  cable 
despatches  at  20  Broad  Street,  New  York  City,  from  July

lltli,  1917,  until  May  12th,  1919.  As  a  reward  for  efficient 
service  Yeoman  Battershall  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Chief  Yeoman  and  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Callao  which 
sailed  for  St.  Nazaire  and  Brest,  France,  in  May  of  1919. 
Returning  from  France  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Callao  he  was 
assigned  to  duty  on  the  U.  S.  Receiving  Ship  at  New  York 
and  served  here  from  September  20th,  1919,  until  Septem¬ 
ber  30tli,  1919,  when  he  was  released  from  active  service. 
Yeoman  Battershall  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Naval  Reserve  Force  and  subject  to  his  Country’s 
call  at  any  time. 


Harrison  Miller  Battershall 

Harrison  Miller  Battershall  was  born 
in  Chatham  on  the  4th  of  September, 
1892,  the  son  of  Chloe  and  Henry 
Battershall  of  that  village.  He 
completed  the  elementary  course  in 
a  Chatham  school  and  had  two  years 
high  school  training  in  the  high 
school  of  that  village,  after  which 
he  held  a  clerical  position  with  the 
American  Locomotive  Company  at 
Schenectady,  New  York,  until  June 
15th,  1917,  at  which  date  he  enlisted  as  Private  in  the 
Engineering  Corps.  Battershall  was  stationed  at  Albany 
for  two  months  and  later  trained  for  eight  months  at  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  became  a  Private 
in  the  102nd  Engineers’  Train,  27th  Division.  The  unit 
sailed  overseas  May  30th,  1918,  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire, 
France.  After  the  front  was  reached  it  served  actively 
at  the  following  places:  Mt.  Kemmel,  Vierstadt  Cross 
Road,  in  Flanders,  on  the  Hindenburg  Line  and  at  Rheins. 
After  retiring  from  active  service  Battershall  developed 
pneumonia  to  which  he  succumbed  in  a  Government  Hos¬ 
pital  on  the  15th  of  November,  1918.  He  was  laid  to  rest 
in  an  American  Cemetery  in  France  'with  full  military 
honors. 
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Raymond  J.  Battershall 

The  third  of  the  Battershall  boys  of 
Chatham  to  enlist  in  the  service  of 
his  country  was  Raymond  J.  Batter¬ 
shall.  He  was  born  in  Richmond, 
Massachusetts,  on  the  25th  of  March, 
1890,  the  son  of  Chloe  and  Henry 
Battershall.  He  attended  the  Chat¬ 
ham  school  and  was  graduated  from 
the  Chatham  High  School  with  the 
class  of  1910.  He  afterward  became 
employed  as  a  member  of  the  clerical 
force  of  the  American  Locomotive  Company,  Schenectady, 
New  York.  He  was  thus  occupied  until  October  4th,  1917, 
when  he  enlisted  at  Fort  Slocum  as  a  Volunteer  in  the 
Quartermaster’s  Corps.  Military  training  followed  for 
four  months  at  Madison  Barracks,  New  York,  from  which 
Battershall  emerged  a  1st  Class  Sergeant  in  the  306th 
Supply  Company,  Service  of  Supplies.  The  unit  sailed 
overseas  January  12th,  1918,  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire, 
from  where  they  entrained  for  Montoir,  France.  Their 
overseas  service  was  confined  to  this  one  supply  station. 
Return  to  the  States  was  made  September  15th,  1919.  On 
the  24th  of  the  same  month  Battershall  was  given  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Augustus  William  Bauer,  Jr. 


Augustus  William  Bauer,  Jr.,  was 
born  in  Kinderhook,  New  York,  on 
the  21st  of  February,  1900,  the  son 
of  Mary  Iv.  and  Augustus  Bauer  of 
that  village.  He  received  his  early 
education  in  the  Kinderhook  schools, 
and  was  graduated  from  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Brothers  Academy,  Albany,  and 
was  later  a  student  at  Niagara  Uni¬ 
versity,  Niagara,  New  York.  On 
October  14th,  1918,  while  pursuing 
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his  studies  there  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company  A, 
Students  Army  Training  Corps  attached  to  Niagara  Uni¬ 
versity.  Shortly  after  his  enlistment  Bauer  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  He  served  in  this  capacity  until 
December  18th,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged. 


Gregory  Phipps  Baxter 

Gregory  Phipps  Baxter  was  born  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  on  the  27th 
of  December,  1896,  the  son  of  Abby 
N.  and  Henry  E.  Baxter  now  of 
Kinderhook.  He  attended  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  Montclair,  New  Jersey, 
and  Valatie,  New  York.  He  was 
also  a  student  at  Iowa  College  and 
later  at  Cornell  University.  In 
April,  1916,  Baxter  enlisted  in  Com¬ 
pany  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  and  served  with  this  unit  for  three  months 
at  Ashokan  Dam.  After  service  there  Baxter  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  because  of  illness.  On  August  29th,  1918, 
he  was  selected  by  our  Local  Board  for  military  service. 
Training  followed  for  two  months  at  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey.  He  left  America  October  12th,  1918,  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France.  While  overseas  Baxter  became  a  private 
in  Company  C,  168th  Infantry,  42nd  or  Bainbow  Division 
and  served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  on  the  Bhine. 
During  his  stay  there  Baxter  developed  a  form  of  neuritus, 
which  disabled  him  for  about  a  month  in  a  hospital  in 
Germany,  and  later  for  a  month  in  a  hospital  in  France. 
Upon  recovery,  in  April  of  1919,  Baxter  returned  to  the 
States.  On  the  13th  of  May  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 
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Joseph  Howard  Beaucage 

Joseph  Howard  Beaucage  was  born 
in  Lee,  Berkshire  County,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  on  the  17th  of  August, 
1892,  the  son  of  the  late  F.  H.  and 
Mrs.  Beaucage.  He  attended  the 
public  "schools  until  1908  when  he 
left  to  accept  a  position  as 
bridgeman.  On  July  2nd,  1914, 
Beaucage  married  Miss  Catherine 
Hanor  at  Dalton,  Massachusetts.  The 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service  on  the  21st  of  September, 
1917.  On  the  22nd  of  September  the  contingent  left  Hudson 
for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts.  Military  training  fol¬ 
lowed  there  until  July  14th,  1918,  when  Beaucage  held  the 
rank  of  1st  Class  Sergeant  in  the  Headquarter’s  Detach¬ 
ment,  301st  Engineers,  76tli  Division.  The  unit  sailed  over¬ 
seas  July  14th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Liverpool,  England. 
Advance  to  the  front  was  made,  where  the  unit  served 
actively  on  the  Toul  and  St.  Mihiel  sectors  from  September 
12th,  1918,  until  November  11th,  1918.  While  overseas 
Beaucage  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Master  Engineer, 
Junior  Grade.  The  unit  returned  to  the  States  June  13th, 
1919,  and  on  the  20th  of  June,  1919,  Beaucage  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged. 


Ephraim  Joseph  Beaufre 


Ephraim  Joseph  Beaufre  was  born  in 
Cohoes,  New  York,  on  the  6th  of 
May,  1894.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Cohoes  and  completed  a 
two  year  course  in  the  Cohoes  High 
School.  His  father  died  in  that 
city  in  1909,  and  afterwards  the 
family  moved  to  Valatie  where  they 
have  since  made  their  home.  While 
here  he  learned  the  trade  of  gun¬ 
smith  at  which  trade  he  was 
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employed  until  his  enlistment.  Beaufre  served  three  years 
as  a  private  in  Company  B,  2nd  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard.  He  married  Mary  C.  Cook  on  August  7th, 
1916,  at  Valatie.  The  Hartford  District  Board  selected 
Beaufre  for  military  service  on  the  19th  of  October,  1917, 
and  the  following  day  the  contingent  left  for  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts.  Military  training  followed  there  until 
December  22nd,  1917,  when*  Beaufre  was  transferred  to 
Camp  Greene,  North  Carolina.  While  there  he  became  a 
private  in  Company  H,  1st  Army  Headquarters,  4th  Divi¬ 
sion,  which  trained  at  Camp  Greene  until  March  22nd,  1918, 
when  it  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire,  France. 
While  a  part  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  it  was 
stationed  at  the  following  camps :  St.  Nazaire,  Blois, 
Nante,  and  Limoges.  The  unit  later  advanced  to  the  front 
and  took  active  part  in  the  Marne  Offensive  for  about  three 
months.  Beaufre  also  served  as  French  interpreter  at 
Bordeaux.  The  unit  left  France  for  America  June  10th, 
1919,  and  on  July  3rd,  1919,  Beaufre  was  given  his  honor- 


Joel  Curtis  Becker 

Joel  Curtis  Becker  was  born  in  Hills¬ 
dale,  New  York,  on  the  7th  of  Febru¬ 
ary,  1891,  the  son  of  Allen  and  the 
late  Mrs.  Allen  Becker,  of  Chatham. 
He  attended  the  district  school  until 
1904  when  he  left  to  accept  a  position 
in  a  knitting  mill.  He  was  thus  occu¬ 
pied  until  the  24th  of  May,  1918, 
when  our  Local  Board  selected  him 
for  military  service.  He  reported  at 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina, 
where  he  became  a  private  in  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer 
Infantry.  Military  training  followed  there  until  June  30th, 
1918,  when  the  unit  left  America.  After  landing  was  made 
at  Brest  they  advanced  to  St.  Loubes  and  Bayonn,  and 
Camp  St.  Sulpice  where  they  spent  most  of  their  foreign 
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service.  The  unit  returned  to  the  States  July  4th,  1919, 
and  ou  the  9th  of  July,  1919,  Becker  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 

Peter  Benjamin  Becker 

The  second  of  the  Becker  family  from  Chatham  to  serve 
in  the  World  War  was  Peter  Benjamin  Becker.  He  was 
born  in  Hillsdale  in  1895,  the  son  of  Allen  and  the  late 
Mrs.  Allen  Becker  of  Chatham,  New  York.  He  received 
his  elementary  education  in  the  district  school  which  he 
left  to  take  up  farming.  He  was  a  member  of  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry.  New  York  National  Guard,  and  served 
with  them  at  Camp  Whitman  during  the  Mexican  cam¬ 
paign,  and  as  a  part  of  this  National  Guard  he  was  mus¬ 
tered  into  federal  service  on  August  6th,  1917.  The  unit 
left  Hudson  for  F ort  Niagara  where  training  followed  until 
December  5th,  1917,  when  Becker  was  transferred  to 
Camp  Wadsworth.  South  Carolina.  He  trained  here  as  a, 
private  in  Company  E,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division,  until 
June  7th,  1918,  when  he  sailed  overseas  and  landed 
at  Brest,  France.  They  later  advanced  to  the  front  lines 
and  served  actively  from  July  1st  to  November  11th.  They 
saw  service  at  the  battle  of  the  La  Selle  River,  on  the 
East  Poperinghe  Line  in  the  Diekebush  sector,  and  also 
cn  the  Hindenburg  Line.  Return  to  the  States  was  made 
early  in  March  of  1919,  and  on  April  2nd,  1919,  Becker 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  Harold  Begley 


John  Harold  Begley  is  the  son  of  John 
and  Nellie  C.  Begley  of  249  Warren 
Street,  Hudson.  He  was  born  in 
Gloversville,  Fulton  County,  on  the 
3rd  of  September,  1893.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the 
Gloversville  grammar  school  and 
was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1909, 
of  St.  Mary’s  High  School,  Hudson. 
And  from  then  until  his  enlistment 
into  service  he  was  connected  with 
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the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company  in  the  traffic 
division.  On  September  17th,  1917,  Begley  volunteered  as 
a  private  in  the  United  States  Army  Ambulance  Service, 
Section  557,  with  headquarters  at  the  Concentration  Camp 
at  Allentown,  Pennsylvania.  He  served  with  this  unit  until 
March  31st,  1918,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the  Army 
Railroad  Traffic  and  Transport  Service,  and  assigned  to 
duty  at.  New  York  City,  where  he  served  until  discharged. 
While  connected  with  this  branch  of  the  service  Begley  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Quartermaster’s  Sergeant.  On 
February  27th,  1919,  he  married  Frances  Lillian  Atwood 
of  Hudson  and  they  now  have  a  daughter,  Frances  Lillian. 
Begley  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service 
January  9th,  1919. 


Arthur  Joseph  Belanger 

Arthur  Joseph  Belanger  was  bom  in 
Cohoes,  New  York,  on  the  17th  of 
January,  1889,  the  son  of  Oliver  and 
Delema  Belanger  of  that  city.  He 
attended  the  Cohoes  grammar  school 
until  he  left  to  accept  a  position  as 
machinist  with  a  local  firm.

at  Hudson.  He  was  assigned  to  Camp  Jackson,  South 
Carolina,  where  he  became  a  member  of  Company  C,  1st 
Battalion,  1st  Provisional  Development  Brigade.  While 
training  at  this  camp  Belanger  developed  influenza  which 
held  him  in  the  Government  hospital  at  the  camp  for  about 
two  months.  He  served  at  Camp  Jackson  until  November 
26th,  1918,  when  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 
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Robert  Morgan  Belcher 

Hudson  is  the  home  of  Robert  Morgan 
Belcher.  He  was  born  in  that  city 
on  the  2nd  of  August,  1899,  the  son 
of  Grace  and  Hugh  Belcher  of 
8  South  First  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  district  school  of 
Ancram  until  1914,  when  he  left  to 
become  a.  knitter  in  the  Union  Mills 
of  this  pity.  He  was  employed  here 
until  July  16th,  1918,  when  he  volun¬ 
teered  at  Albany  as  a  private  in  the 
Infantry.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  L,  33rd  Infantry, 
at  Fort  Slocum  where  he  was  stationed  for  about  ten  days 
and  then  to  Camp  Nicholas,  New  Orleans,  where  he  served 
for  about  fifteen  days.  He  later  served  at  Norfolk,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  for  a  short  time  and  finally  at  Camp  Gaillard, 
Panama  Canal  Zone,  where  he  served  as  1st  Class  Private 
for  thirteen  months.  While  at  this  camp  he  developed 
influenza,  which  held  him  in  the  Ancon  Hospital  in  the 
Canal  Zone  for  about  a  month.  Belcher  was  given  his  hon¬ 
orable  discharge  October  1st,  1919. 


Sheldon  Cadman  Belcher 

Ancram,  New  York,  is  the  birthplace  of  Sheldon  Cadman 
Belcher.  He  was  born  in  that  village  on  the  9th  of  June, 
1898,  the  son  of  Sarah  and  the  Reverend  F.  J.  Belcher  of 
Ancram.  He  received  his  early  education  in  a  New  York 
public  school  and  was  later  a  graduate  of  the  Pennington 
Preparatory  School  and  is  at  present  a  student  at  Williams 
College.  On  October  1st,  1918,  he  volunteered  through  the 
District  Board,  No.  1,  of  North  Adams,  Massachusetts,  as 
private  in  the  Student’s  Army  Training  Corps  connected 
with  Williams  College,  and  served  in  this  capacity  for 
about  a  month.  He  was  later  transferred  to  the  46th  Train-

mg  Battery  Field  Artillery,  Central  Officers  Training 
School,  at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor,  where  he  served  until 
December  3rd,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged. 


Harold  Chester  Belknap 

Harold  Chester  Belknap  was  born  on 
the  17th  of  April,  1898,  in  the  village 
of  Philmont,  New  York,  the  son  of 
Carrie  and  Chester  Belknap  now  of 
427  State  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  completed  one  year  of  high 
school  work  after  which  he  took  up 
the  trade  of  carpenter.  He  was  thus 
employed  until  his  enlistment  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard,  on  July  17th,  1917,  which  company 
three  days  later  was  called  into  Federal  service  by  presi¬ 
dential  proclamation.  The  company  left  Hudson  July  29th, 
1917,  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed  for  three 
months.  In  October  the  company  entrained  for  the  South 
where  the  division  was  to  be  concentrated  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina.  On  November  10th,  1917,  Belknap 
was  transferred  to  a  machine  gun  company  attached  to 
the  105th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  Military  training  fol¬ 
lowed  at  Camp  Wadsworth  until  May  15th,  1918,  when  the 
unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  After 
the  front  lines  were  reached  the  unit  served  actively  on 
the  Flanders  and  Dickebush  sectors  also  at  the  La  Selle 
River  and  the  Hindenburg  Line.  On  September  29th,  1918, 
Belknap  was  wounded  in  the  leg  by  shrapnel  and  also 
gassed.  His  wounds  held  him  in  a  Government  hospital  for 
about  two  months.  Return  to  the  States  was  made  March 
6th,  1919,  and  on  April  1st,  1919,  Belknap  was  given  his 
honorable  discharge. 
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Archibald  Douglas  Bell 

Archibald  Douglas  Bell  was  born  in 
Hillsdale,  New  York,  on  the  22nd  of 
October,  1895.  He  is  the  son  of 
James  Donald  Bell  and  the  late  Mary 
Jane  Bell  of  Hillsdale.  He  attended 
the  district  schools  of  his  native 
town,  graduating  from  the  Hillsdale 
High  School  in  1913.  He  then 
enrolled  as  a  student  at  Cornell 
University,  graduating  on  war 
schedule  from  that  institution  with 
the  class  of  1917.  While  a  student  at  Cornell  Bell  served 
as  Sergeant  Major  of  the  Cadet  Corps  connected  with  that 
University.  On  May  9th,  1917,  Bell  applied  for  admission 
as  a  student  officer  at  the  1st  Officers  Training  Camp  at 
Madison  Barracks,  and  was  accepted.  At  the  completion 
of  the  three  months  course  Bell  was  commissioned  2nd 
Lieutenant  and  assigned  to  Company  C,  309th  Infantry, 
78th  Division,  then  training  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey. 
After  eight  months  of  service  at  this  camp,  on  May  20th, 
1918,  the  unit  left  America  and  landed  at  Grave’s  End, 
England,  and  later  at  a  French  port.  They  then  proceeded 
to  the  signal  school  at  Chatillon-sur-Seine,  France,  where 
they  made  an  intensive  study  of  military  signaling.  Upon 
reaching  the  front  Bell  saw  active  service  with  his  unit 
on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Limey,  Puvenelle,  Grandpre,  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  sectors  from  July  7th,  1918,  until  November  11th, 
1918.  While  in  active  service  at  the  front  Bell  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Lieutenant.  While  in  France  he 
contracted  influenza  and  was  cared  for  at  Base  Hospital 
No.  47  for  five  weeks  and  for  six  weeks  at  Base  Hospital 
No.  104.  Upon  recovery  Lieutenant  Bell  returned  to  the 
States  and  on  the  18th  of  March,  1919,  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Joseph  G.  Belska 

Cora,  Poland,  is  the  birthplace  of 
Joseph  G.  Belska.  He  was  born  in 
that  village  on  the  23rd  of  December, 
1889,  the  son  of  the  late  Bridget  and 
Adam  Belska  of  14  Tanner’s  Lane, 
Hudson.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  St.  Mary’s  Academy. 
He  then  learned  the  machinists 
trade  at  which  he  was  employed 
until  May  27  th,  1918,  when  at 
Detroit,  Michigan,  he  was  selected 
for  military  service.  The  contingent  was  stationed  at 
Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  where  Belska  became  a  1st  Class 
Private  in  the  Headquarters  Company,  328th  Infantry, 
82nd  Division.  Military  training  followed  at  this  camp 
until  September  15,  1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and 
landed  at  Brest,  Prance.  While  abroad  they  served  in 
the  Toul  and  Marbache  sectors  and  St.  Mihiel,  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  offensives.  On  May  18th,  1919,  they  returned  to 
the  United  States  and  on  the  10th  of  June,  1919,  Belska 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Edson  Loran  Bennett 


Edson  Loran  Bennett  was  born  in  East 
Nassau,  Rensselaer  County,  New 
York,  on  the  5th  of  January, 
1888,  the  son  of  Marcus  A.  and  Clara 
L.  Bennett.  He  attended  the  East 
Nassau  schools  until  1901  when  he 
left  to  learn  the  machinist’s  trade, 
at  which  trade  he  was  employed  by 
a  Hudson  firm  until  the  time  of  his 
enlistment.  On  February  19th,  1915, 
Bennett  married  Miss  Edna  Barnard 
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Potts  of  Hudson.  The  Local  County  Board  selected  him 
for  military  service  on  November  6tli,  1917.  The  contin¬ 
gent  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts,  where  Bennett  became  a  Corporal  of  the 
320th  Motor  Transport  Corps.  Training  followed  here 
for  about  a  month  and  a  half.  He  was  then  transferred 
to  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he  served  for  a  month 
and  a  half,  and  also  served  at  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey, 
until  February  12th,  1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  overseas 
and  landed  twelve  days  later.  While  stationed  at  Bordeaux 
Bennett  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Electrician  Sergeant, 
Senior  Grade.  Their  service  was  concentrated  at  Base 
No.  705  Bordeaux  where  Bennett  was  superintendent  and 
assistant  inspector  of  motor  vehicles.  Return  to  the  States 
was  made  early  in  July  of  1919,  and  on  the  17th  of  same 
month  Bennett  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Harold  Livingston  Bennett 

New  York  City  was  the  birthplace  of 
Harold  Livingston  Bennett.  He  was 
born  in  that  citv  on  the  26th  of  June, 
1898,  the  son  of  Theodore  and  Edna 
Bennett  now  of  Columbiaville,  New 
York.  He  attended  the  district 
school  at  Rossman  until  1914  when 
he  left  to  accept  a  position  as  auto 
truck  driver.  On  July  14th,  1917, 
Bennett  married  Miss  Muriel  Elinor 
Iliscox  at  Columbiaville.  He  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  on  April  3rd,  1916,  and  on  July  20th,  1917, 
with  his  company  was  called  into  federal  service  under  the 
presidential  proclamation.  The  company  left  Hudson  July 
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29th,  1917,  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed  for 
three  months.  In  October  the  company  entrained  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  eight  months  of 
training  there  Bennett  became  a  private  in  Company  D, 
102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27tli  Division.  The  unit  sailed  for 
France  June  14tli,  1918.  After  landing  was  made  at  Brest, 
France,  the  unit  entrained  for  the  front,  where  they  took 
active  part  from  September  26th  to  November  11th,  1918, 
in  the  following  engagements :  Chattancourt,  Reville,  Bra¬ 
bant,  Verdun,  St.  Mihiel,  Etraye  and  Gerecourt.  The  unit 
returned  to  the  States  early  in  March  of  1919,  and  on 
April  3rd,  1919,  Bennett  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Walter  Van  Ness  Benson 

Pawling,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace 
of  Walter  Van  Ness  Benson.  He 
was  born  in  that  town  on  the  31st 
of  January,  1894,  the  son  of  Mary 
and  Walter  Benson  now  of  Chatham. 
He  attended  the  Chatham  public 
schools  and  was  a  member  of  the 
graduating  class  of  1913,  Chatham 
High  School  and  was  later  gradu¬ 
ated  with  the  class  of  1917,  Cornell 
University;  While  there  he  special¬ 
ized  in  civil  engineering  at  which  profession  he  was 
employed  until  January  3rd,  1918,  when  he  volunteered  at 
a  New  York  Naval  Recruiting  Station  as  electrician  in  the 
United  States  Navy.  Benson  served  for  six  weeks  at 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  for  eight  weeks  at  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  and  for  a  short  time  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Fulton.  Later 
he  was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  Submarine  base 
at  New  London,  Connecticut,  where  he  served  for  fourteen 
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months.  While  there  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Chief 
Electrician.  Benson  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  on 
July  24th,  1919. 


Walter  Henry  Berger 

Walter  Henry  Berger  was  born  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  on  the  24th  of 
October,  1900,  the  son  of  Anna  and 
Henry  Berger  now  of  Canaan,  New 
York.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  a  Brooklyn  public  school 
and  also  one  year  of  high  school 
work  in  a  Brooklyn  high  school.  In 
1914  he  accepted  a  clerical  position 
and  was  thus  employed  until  Sep¬ 
tember  12th,  1917,  on  which  date  he 
volunteered  as  private  in  the  Infantry.  He  was  stationed 
at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  became  a 
member  of  Company  H,  106th  Infantry,  27th  Division. 
Military  training  followed  at  this  camp  until  May  10th, 
1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest  on 
the  24th  of  May,  1918.  They  advanced  to  the  front  lines 
where  they  took  active  part  in  engagements  at  Mt.  Kemmel, 
Ypres,  St.  Quentin,  Cambrai,  Vierstadt  Cross  Road, 
Guillemont  Farm  and  on  the  East  Poperinglie  Line.  While 
in  combat  with  the  enemy  at  the  breaking  of  the  Hinden- 
burg  Line,  Berger  was  severely  wounded  by  shrapnel, 
which  lacerated  his  back  in  three  different  places.  He  was 
held  in  a  hospital  because  of  these  wounds  for  three 
months.  On  March  6th  he  returned  to  the  States  and  on 
the  2nd  of  April,  1919,  Berger  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge. 
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Delmar  L.  F.  Berlin 

Delmar  L.  F.  Berlin  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Kinderhook  on  the  6th  of 
December,  1894,  the  son  of  Deha  and 
Frank  Berlin  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  Valatie,  New  York. 
After  completing  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  school  of  that 
village  he  became  employed  in  a 
Valatie  grocery  as  clerk.  On  Sep-, 
tember  12th,  1917,  Berlin  married 
Miss  Laura  M.  Cramer  at  Valatie. 
He  volunteered  on  August  9th,  1918,  through  the  Local 
Board  of  the  county  and  left  Hudson  August  15th,  1918, 
for  technical  training  at  Cornell  University.  After  that 
destination  was  reached  Berlin  was  assigned  to  Company 
B,  Training  Detachment  at  Cornell  University,  Ithaca, 
where  he  served  until  October  12th,  1918,  when  it  was 
discovered  that  Berlin  was  suffering  from  an  advanced  case 
of  influenza.  The  best  medical  attention  was  given  him, 
but  on  October  14th,  1918,  he  succumbed.  Berlin  was  laid 
to  rest  with  full  military  honors ;  and  before  his  name  on 
the  honor  roll  of  our  county  shines  the  gold  star. 


Frederick  H.  Berlin 


The  second  of  the  Berlin  family  of 
Valatie  to  serve  with  the  colors  was 
Frederick  Henry  Berlin.  He  was 
born  in  the  town  of  Kinderhook  on 
the  14th  of  December,  1891,  the  son 
of  Delia  and  Frank  Berlin.  He 
attended  the  Kinderhook  district 
school  until  1906  when  he  took 
a  course  of  business  training.  He 
then  became  affiliated  with  a  tex¬ 
tile  plant  at  Valatie  as  foreman. 
He  was  thus  occupied  until  the  time  of  his  enlistment. 
Berlin  married  Miss  Cora  Mae  Crosby  at  Kinderhook  on 
the  2nd  of  November,  1918.  He  applied  through  the  Local 
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Board  of  Columbia  County  for  induction,  and  on  the  14th 
of  June,  1918,  he  left  Hudson  for  Ithaca,  New  York,  with 
a  special  training  detachment.  Upon  arriving  Berlin  was 
made  a  member  of  Company  F,  Infantry  unassigned,  with, 
which  he  served  at  Ithaca  for  two  months.  He  was  then 
transferred  to  the  Swarthmore  Textile  Plant  at  Valatie  as 
inspector  of  the  Government  work.  He  served  in  this 
capacity  for  four  and  one-half  months,  when  he  was  again 
transferred  to  Camp  Upton  where  he  was  stationed  until 
January  4th,  1919,  on  which  date  he  was  given  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 


Henry  Christian  Berlin 

Henry  Christian  Berlin  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Stuyvesant,  New  York,  on 
the  22nd  of  January  1890,  the  son  of 
Katherine  and  Frank  Berlin.  He 
attended  the  Stuyvesant  district 
school  until  1906  when  he  left  to 
become  employed  as  cooper  with  a 
Stuyvesant  firm.  He  was  employed 
at  this  trade  until  April  2nd,  1918, 
on  which  date  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  Berlin  for 
military  service.  The  contingent  left  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  training  followed  for  six  and 
one-half  weeks.  During  this  time  Berlin  became  a  Private 
in  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division,  which  sailed 
overseas  May  19th,  1918.  Landing  was  made  at  Folkstone, 
England.  After  a  short  rest  they  crossed  the  channel  and 
landed  at  Calais,  France.  From  here  they  were  assigned 
to  the  camp  at  Monche-Breton  where  they  trained  for  a 
short  time.  After  the  advance  to  the  front,  the  310th 
served  actively  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Argonne  offensives 
for  seventeen  days.  Berlin  was  severely  wounded  in  action 
during  the  Argonne  offensive,  both  of  his  legs  being 
severely  lacerated.  Because  of  these  wounds  he  was  a 
patient  at  a  hospital  for  seven  months.  Upon  recovery, 
return  to  the  States  was  made  on  February  14th,  1919,  and 
on  the  22nd  day  of  May,  Berlin  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge. 
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John  Frederick  Berlin 

John  Frederick  Berlin  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Stuyvesant  on  the  2nd  of 
February,  1897,  the  son  of  Katherine 
and  Frank  Berlin.  After  completing 
the  elementary  course  in  the  Stuy¬ 
vesant  district  school  he  became 
employed  in  1911  as  a  cooper  with  a 
Stuyvesant  concern.  After  two  years 
of  cooperage  work  he  accepted  a 
position  as  chauffeur,  which  position 
he  held  until  November  19th,  1917, 
when  he  volunteered  for  military  service.  He  trained  at 
Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts  for  four  months.  After  two 
weeks  at  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey,  the  unit  sailed  over¬ 
seas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of 
February,  1918.  He  became  a  Private  in  Company  L, 
104th  Infantry,  26th  or  Yankee  Division  and  went  to  the 
front,  where  he  saw  active  service  at  Chateau  Thierry, 
Seicheprey  and  Soissons.  On  July  17th,  1918,  Berlin 
was  severely  wounded  in  action  by  shrapnel  from  which 
wounds  he  died  July  18th,  1918,  in  a  base  hospital  back 
of  the  lines.  On  July  18th,  1918,  final  taps  were  sounded 
for  John  Frederick  Berlin  and  he  was  laid  to  rest  in  an 
American  cemetery  in  France  with  full  military  honors. 


George  John  Berninger 

Ghent,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace 
of  George  John  Berninger.  He  was 
born  in  that  village  on  the  14th  of 
February,  1898,  the  son  of  Anna  B. 
and  Christian  L.  Berninger.  He 
completed  the  elementary  course  in 
the  district  school  at  Ghent  after 
which  he  enrolled  as  a  student  at  the 
Albany  Business  College  from 
which  institution  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1916.  From  then  until 
his  enlistment  he  was  employed  as  an  accountant.  On  July 
16th,  1917,  he  voluntered  as  a  chauffeur  in  the  Engineering 
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branch  of  the  United  States  Army.  And  as  part  of  the 
Combat  Engineers  served  two  months  with  Troop  B  at  the 
Albany  Armory,  and  one  month  at  the  8th  Coast  Artillery 
Armory  in  New  York  City.  From  here  Berninger  was 
transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where 
he  became  a  member  of  Company  A,  102nd  Engineers,  27th 
Division.  Training  followed  at  this  camp  until  May  10th, 
1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  St. 
Nazaire,  France.  They  proceeded  to  the  front  where  for 
three  months  they  took  active  part  in  the  Somme  and  Ypres 
offensives  at  Kemmel  Hill  and  on  the  Hindenburg  Line 
offensives.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  Berninger 
was  transferred  to  General  Headquarters  of  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces  at  Chaumont,  where  he  served  until 
September  10th,  1919,  when  the  return  to  the  States  was 
made.  On  September  14th,  1919,  Berninger  was  honorably 
discharged. 


Leo  Paul  Bernockie 

Leo  Paul  Bernockie  was  born  in  Hudson,  New  York  on 
the  1st  of  April,  1895,  the  son  of  Paul  and  the  late  Ida 
Bernockie  of  this  city.  He  attended  the 'Hudson  public 
schools  until  1909,  when  he  became  a  clerk  with  a  local 
firm.  On  June  23rd,  1918,  he  enlisted  at  Brooklyn,  New 
York  as  a  Private  in  the  Tank  Corps.  He  was  assigned 
to  Camp  Colt,  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  became 
a  Private  in  Company  A,  330th  Battalion,  Tank  Corps. 
Training  followed  at  this  camp  for  two  months  after  which 
he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Meade,  Maryland.  The  unit 
was  stationed  there  for  only  two  weeks,  and  then  sailed 
overseas  on  August  28th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France. 
They  were  sent  to  Camp  Chamberlain,  the  tank  center  at 
Bourg,  France,  and  later  to  Camp  Covington,  Marseilles,  at 
which  camps  they  trained  about  a  month.  Bernockie  was 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Private  and  transferred 
to  the  334tli  Battalion,  Tank  Corps.  This  outfit  went 
to  the  front  and  as  a  member  of  it  Bernockie  saw  six  days 
of  fighting  on  the  St.  Mihiel  sector.  The  unit  returned  to 
the  States  on  March  13th,  1919,  and  on  the  10th  of  April, 
1919,  Bernockie  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Clifford  Charles  Best 

Hudson  is  the  birthplace  of  Clifford 
Charles  Best.  He  was  born  in  this 
city  on  the  23rd  of  January,  1897, 
the  son  of  Russell  and  Fannie  Best 
now  of  Claverack.  He  attended  the 
district  school  of  the  village  until 
1916,  when  he  left  to  accept  employ¬ 
ment  on  his  father’s  farm.  On 
December  26th,  1918,  Best  married 
Miss  Olive  Elizabeth  Miller  at  Hud¬ 
son,  New  York.  When  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard  was  recruiting  to 
war  strength  and  on  the  15th  of  July,  1917,  Best  volunteered 
his  services.  On  July  20th,  1917,  the  unit  was  called  into 
federal  service  by  presidential  proclamation.  It  left  Hud¬ 
son  on  July  29th,  1917,  for  Fort  Niagara  where  training 
followed  for  three  months.  Best  was  transferred  to  the 
51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he 
served  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  Best  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Supply  Sergeant  and  assigned  to 
the  Headquarters  Troop,  Pay  Department  for  Corps  and 
Army  Troops.  He  served  in  this  capacity  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth  until  January  4th,  1919,  on  which  date  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Edward  Best 


Edward  Best  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Claverack,  New  York  on  the  21st  of 
March,  1889,  the  son  of  Ella  M.  and 
Frank  Best  of  511  Union  Street, 
Hudson.  He  attended  the  Hudson 
public  schools  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Hudson  high  school.  In  1904  he 
accepted  a  position  with  a  local 
manufacturing  concern.  He  also  was 
employed  by  the  Government  as 
Armorer  at  the  State  Armory, 
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Hudson.  On  April  1st,  1913,  Best  became  a  member  of 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  and 
in  this  Company  served  as  Sergeant  the  four  following 
years.  On  July  20th,  1917,  the  National  Guards  were 
called  into  federal  service  by  presidential  proclamation. 
They  left  Hudson  on  July  29th,  1917,  for  Fort  Niagara, 
where  training  followed  for  three  months  during  which 
time  Best  served  with  the  Headquarters  Company,  Corps 
and  Army  Troops.  In  October  the  Company  entrained  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  Best  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Company  B,  3rd  Anti-Aircraft  Machine  Gun 
Battalion.  Intensive  military  training  followed  at  this 
camp  until  August  13th,  1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  over¬ 
seas  and  landed  at  Brest.  From  there  the  Company  was 
assigned  to  the  Machine  Gun  school  at  Langres,  where 
they  served  until  May  1st,  1919,  when  they  returned  to  the 
States.  Sergeant  Best  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
on  May  8th,  1919.  On  June  24th,  1920,  Sergeant  Best 
married  Miss  Laura  Atwood  at  All  Saints  Chapel,  Hudson, 
New  York. 


Francis  Milton  Best,  Jr. 

Francis  Milton  Best,  Jr.,  was  born  in 
Hudson,  New  York  on  the  14th  of 
February,  1889,  the  son  of  Nellie  and 
the  late  Francis  Milton  Best  of 
124  Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  was  graduated  from  the  Hudson 
high  school  with  the  class  of  1903, 
and  later  studied  at  the  Rensse¬ 
laer  Polytechnic  Institute  at  Troy 
with  the  class  of  1907.  While  there 
he  specialized  in  electrical  engineering  and  from  1907  until 
the  time  of  his  enlistment  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  V.  R. 
Browning  Company  as  electrical  superintendent.  Best 
married  Miss  Kathryn  Milham  of  Claverack  on  the  17th  of 
September,  1914.  He  volunteered  his  services  on  the  13th 
of  December,  1917,  and  on  the  17th  received  a  commission 
of  1st  Lieutenant  in  the  Ordnance  Department,  where  he 
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served  until  January  12th,  1918.  He  was  then  transferred 
to  a  detachment  of  engineers,  with  headquarters  at 
West  Point,  and  which  instructed  cadets  in  all  engineering 
work.  Lieutenant  Best  served  as  instructor  at  West  Point 
until  May,  1918,  when  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Lee, 
Virginia,  where  he  served  with  an  engineering  outfit  until 
discharged  from  service. 


LeRoy  Best 

LeRoy  Best  was  horn  in  Claverack,  New  York  on  the 
7th  of  October,  1892,  the  son  of  Fannie  and  Russell  Best 
of  that  village.  He  completed  the  elementary  course  in 
the  district  school  at  Claverack  after  which  he  became 
employed  on  the  Best  farm.  Best  later  enlisted  in  the 
Regular  Army,  5tli  Cavalry  and  served  with  this  branch  for 
six  years.  On  June  25tli,  1916,  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  and  later  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Com¬ 
pany  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  On 
July  20th,  1917,  the  Company  was  called  into  federal  serv¬ 
ice  by  presidential  proclamation  and  left  Hudson  July  29th, 
1917,  for  Fort  Niagara  where  training  followed  for  three 
months.  In  October  the  Company  entrained  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  Best  became  a  Sergeant 
in  Company  B,  3rd  Anti-Aircraft  Machine  Gun  Battalion. 
Intensive  military  training  followed  at  this  camp  and  also 
at  Camp  Stewart  until  August  13th,  1918,  when  the  unit 
sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  From  here 
he  was  assigned  to  the  Machine  Gun  school  at  Langres, 
where  he  served  until  July  7th,  1919,  when  he  returned 
to  the  States.  Sergeant  Best  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  July  17th,  1919. 
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Dean  Henry  Betz 

Dean  Henry  Betz,  son  of  Minerva  and 
Henry  Bergman  Betz  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  Stottville  on  January 
25th,  1893.  He  was  educated  in  the 
Hudson  schools  and  was  later 
employed  in  the  cement  mills  of 
Greenport  as  a  cement  tester.  Betz 
was  selected  by  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board,  and  entered  military 
service  on  April  2nd,  1918.  He  was 
soon  transferred  to  Company  F, 
303rd  Engineers,  78th  Division.  After  training  for  seven 
weeks  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  Betz  sailed  overseas  on 
May  26th,  1918.  While  in  Europe  Private  Betz  served  in 
the  Limey  Sector,  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
Offensives,  and  stood  in  reserve  at  Ypres  and  Arras. 
On  June  6th,  1919,  this  soldier  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  was  honorably  discharged  on  June  12th  fol¬ 
lowing. 


Clifford  Lee  BeVier 

Plymouth,  Ohio,  was  the  home  town  of  Clifford  Lee 
BeVier  who  was  born  there  on  February  4th,  1899,  to 
Georgia  F.  BeVier  and  A.  T.  BeVier  now  of  Fairview 
avenue,  Hudson,  New  York.  He  received  his  education  in 
the  schools  of  Iola,  Kansas  and  Hudson,  and  later  learned 
the  trade  of  machinist.  He  enlisted  for  military  service 
on  October  1st,  1918,  and  was  assigned  to  the  Students 
Army  Training  Corps  and  stationed  at  the  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute  at  Troy.  He  remained  there  until 
December  14th,  1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge. 
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Antonio  Biancofiore 

St.  Giovanni,  Rotondo,  Italy,  was  the 
natal  place  of  Antonio  Biancofiore 
who  was  born  there  on  December 
18th,  1890,  the  son  of  the  late  Danto 
and  Marie  Biancofiore  of  the  same 
town.  He  was  educated  in  his  native 
country.  After  coming  to  the  United 
States  he  was  employed  at  railroad 
construction  in  Hudson.  He  was 
selected  by  the  Local  Board  for  mili¬ 
tary  service  and  entered  the  Army 
on  February  22nd,  1918.  He  became  a  member  of  Company 
A,  305th  Infantry,  77th  Division.  Biancofiore  was  first 
sent  to  Camp  Devens  and  later  to  Camp  Upton  where  he 
received  his  citizenship  papers.  While  in  camp  he  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Private.  On  April  16th, 
1918,  he  was  sent  to  Liverpool,  England  and  from  there 
directly  to  France  and  the  Lorraine  front.  He  then  served 
on  the  Baccarat  and  Yesle  Sectors,  and  in  the  Oise-Aisne 
and  Meuse-Argonne  Offensives.  When  in  active  service 
he  was  gassed  and  sent  to  the  hospital  for  two  weeks.  On 
April  25th,  1919  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  May  9th  of  the  same 
year. 


Frank  Alvia  Bidwell 

One  of  the  men  whose  name  now  bears 
the  gold  star  was  Frank  A.  Bidwell. 
He  was  born  in  Hollowville  on  March 
17tli,  1882,  to  Homer  A.  and  Frances 
Bidwell  of  Craryville,  N.  Y.  He 
attended  grammar  and  high  school 
and  also  took  a  course  in  bookkeep¬ 
ing.  Later  Bidwell  held  the  position 
of  fireman  in  Troy.  On  July  19th, 
1910,  he  married  Claire  Elizabeth 
Sharkey  at  Troy,  N.  Y.  On  June 
22nd,  1916,  Bidwell  enlisted  in  Company  A,  of  the  2nd  New 
York  Infantry.  He  served  in  this  Company  for  six  months 
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spending  a  part  of  this  time  on  the  Mexican  Border.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  World  War,  Bidwell  belonged  to  Company  A,  105th 
Regiment,  27th  Division.  He  spent  nine  months  at  Camp 
Wadsworth.  On  May  18th,  1918,  his  unit  was  ordered  over¬ 
seas.  He  landed  at  Brest,  France,  and  was  stationed  in  the 
British  sector  for  nine  months.  Private  Bidwell  served 
in  the  battles  on  the  East  Poperinghe  Line  in  the  Dickebush 
sector,  at  Vierstadt  Ridge,  Kemmel  Hill  and  on  the 
Hindenburg  Line.  After  fighting  gallantly  through  these 
hazardous  engagements  he  was  severely  wounded  while  in 
action  and  died  upon  entering  the  hospital.  Bidwell  was 
laid  to  rest  in  an  American  cemetery  in  France  with  full 
military  honors. 


William  Trimble  Biesel 

William  Trimble  Biesel  is  the  son  of 
August  and  Emma  Trimble  Biesel  of 
Niverville,  New  York.  He  was  born 
in  Kinderhook,  on  May  10th,  1894. 
After  completing  his  grammar  and 
high  school  education  Biesel  entered 
Syracuse  University  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1915.  Although  he 
was  an  attorney  by  profession,  he 
had  experience  also  in  manufactur¬ 
ing  and  engineering.  Upon  enlist¬ 
ing  in  the  1st  New  York  Cavalry  he  was  sent  to  the  Mexican 
border  and  while  there  received  severe  wounds  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  his  being  invalided  out  of  active  service  on  April 
9th,  1917.  Then  assigned  to  the  Adjutant-General’s 
office,  State  of  New  York,  and  entered  the  Ordnance 
Department  as  a  2nd  Lieutenant,  serving  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  throughout  the  war.  On  July  10th,  1919,  Lieutenant 
Biesel  married  Marie  Louise  Shelton  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
On  August  4th,  1919,  was  promoted  to  a  Captaincy  in  the 
United  States  Army.  While  in  service  he  has  been  sta¬ 
tioned  on  the  Mexican  border,  at  Rock  Island  Arsenal,  in 
Washington,  D  C.,  New  York  City,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
After  the  close  of  the  World  War  Captain  Biesel  continued 
his  military  services  as  special  assistant  to  the  Claims 
Board, 
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Wells  Anderson  Bingham 

One  gold  star  in  the  service  flag  of 
Columbia  County  was  placed  there 
by  the  bravery  of  Wells  Anderson 
Bingham.  He  was  born  on  Novem¬ 
ber  7th,  1890,  in  Bloomfield,  New 
Jersey,  the  son  of  Catherine  and 
the  late  Wells  Anderson  Bingham. 
He  received  his  education  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  Bloomfield,  N.  J.,  Glens 
Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  Albany  Business 
College,  and  studied  at  the  Art 
Students  League  in  New  York  City.  When  in  Bloomfield, 
Bingham  received  military  training  for  two  years  in  a 
boys’  private  cadet  corps.  While  he  was  studying  com¬ 
mercial  art  in  New  York,  Bingham  was  selected  to  go  with 
the  first  contingent  of  men  who  were  chosen  by  the  Local 
Board  of  this  county  and  was  sworn  into  federal  service 
on  September  22nd,  1917.  He  served  as  a  1st  Class  Private 
in  the  Intelligence  Section,  Headquarters  Company,  327th 
Infantry,  82nd  Division.  After  training  for  several  months 
at  Camp  Devens  and  Camp  Gordon,  on  May  3rd,  1918,  he 
was  ordered  overseas.  He  served  in  the  Toul  and  Mar- 
bache  sectors  and  St.  Mihiel  and  Argonne  offensives. 
On  October  10th,  1918,  at  the  campaign  of  the  Argonne 
Forest,  while  carrying  a  dispatch,  which  he  volun¬ 
teered  to  deliver,  Bingham  was  severely  wounded.  After 
two  months  in  the  government  hospital  at  Savenay  and  on 
December  12th,  1918,  he  died  from  his  wounds.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  14th  at  9  o’clock  in  the  morning  Private  Wells  Ander¬ 
son  Bingham  was  buried  in  France  with  full  military 
honors. 


John  Alwin  Bingle 

John  Alwin  Bingle  of  Canaan,  the  son  of  the  late  Moritz 
and  Anna  Bingle,  was  born  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island, 
on  January  28th,  1900.  He  studied  at  the  State  Line  Hill 
School  and  later  took  a  position  as  salesman.  On  January 
28th,  1918,  Bingle  enlisted  in  the  Army  in  Albany.  He 
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served  as  a  Private  in  the  15th  Cavalry,  Troop  L.  After 
training  at  Fort  Slocum  and  Camp  Merritt  he  started  over¬ 
seas  on  March  28th,  1919.  In  France  Private  Bingle  was 
stationed  at  Sampigney  and  Meuse.  When  his  question¬ 
naire  came  in  to  the  committee  he  was  still  doing  military 
duty  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  Sam¬ 
pigney,  France. 

Edward  Blair 

Edward  Blair,  the  son  of  William  and  Alice  Blair  of 
Maryland,  was  born  in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia, 
on  March  30th,  1891.  He  was  educated  in  the  schools  of 
our  national  capital.  Later  he  followed  the  fireman’s 
trade  and  worked  also  as  a  cement  packer.  Before  the 
World  War  Blair  served  for  three  and  a  half  years  at 
Washington  in  Company  K,  9th  Cavalry.  When  the  World 
War  was  in  progress  Blair,  who  by  that  time  was  a  resident 
of  Columbia  County,  was  selected  for  the  United  States 
Army  by  the  Local  Board  of  this  county.  On  April  29th, 
1918,  he  left  Hudson  to  receive  military  training.  Blair 
became  a  Private  in  Company  C,  367th  Infantry,  92nd 
Division.  After  training  at  Camp  Upton  he  sailed  for 
France  on  .Tune  19th,  1918.  While  overseas  he  fought  on 
the  Alsace-Lorraine  front,  at  Vosges  Mountains,  and  in  the 
Argonne  Forest  campaign.  On  March  16th,  1919,  he 
returned  to  America  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  the  United  States  Army  on  March  27th  following. 


Roscoe  Westover  Blashfield 


The  native  town  of  Roscoe  Westover 
Blashfield  is  Ghent,  where  he  was 
born  on  September  20th,  1890.  His 
parents  were  Carrie  E.  and  the  late 
George  Crane  Blashfield  of  Ghent. 
This  young  soldier  was  educated  in 
the  schools  of  his  home  town.  In 
1906  he  graduated  from  the  Albany 
Business  College  at  Albany.  After 
his  graduation  he  worked  as  an 
accountant  and  auditor.  On  August 
15th,  1918,  Blashfield  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army 
through  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson.  He  took  up  special 
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training  in  radio  operation.  For  two  months  he  trained 
at  Syracuse  University.  The  remainder  of  his  time  in 
service  he  spent  at  the  Ben  Franklin  cantonment,  Camp 
Meade,  Maryland.  Blashfield  served  as  a  Private  in  the 
Headquarters  Company,  426th  Telegraph  Battalion,  Signal 
Corps.  On  January  22nd,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge.  _ 

Ward  B.  Blass 

Ward  B.  Blass,  son  of  Theodore  G.  and 
Olive  H.  Blass  of  Ancram,  was  born 
in  that  village  on  July  9th,  1895. 
After  completing  the  course  in  the 
schools  of  his  native  town  in  1910 
Blass  became  a  paper  maker.  After 
his  selection  by  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  he  left  Hudson  on  May 
24th,  1918,  to  enter  the  United  States 
Army.  Blass  became  a  Private  in 
Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry, 
For  five  weeks  he  received  military 
training  at  Camp  Wadsworth  and  on  July  1st,  1918,  he 
commenced  his  voyage  overseas.  After  his  arrival  at  Brest, 
France,  Private  Blass  was  stationed  at  Camps  St.  Sulpice, 
Bayonne  and  St.  Loubes.  On  July  4th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  the  United  States  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
on  July  9th  following.  _ 

George  Blessing 

George  Blessing,  the  son  of  George 
Blessing,  senior,  of  Sidney,  New 
York,  was  born  in  New  York  City 
on  July  18th,  1899.  His  mother  died 
at  Liberty,  New  York,  in  1902.  He 
was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Port 
Chester,  and  later  became  an 
employee  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad  Company.  On  June  7th, 
1917,  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years, 
Blessing  enlisted  in  the  regular 
Army  at  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.  He  was  a  Private  in 
Company  E,  38th  Infantry,  3rd  Division.  After  receiving 
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his  military  training  at  Camp  Green  in  North  Carolina, 
Blessing  was  ordered  overseas.  He  fonght  at  the  Aisne 
Defensive  from  the  1st  to  the  5th  of  June  and  from  June 
6th  to  July  14th,  1918,  at  Chateau  Thierry.  On  July 
15th,  1918,  he  entered  the  second  battle  of  the  Marne. 
Private  Blessing  was  stationed  on  the  river  bank  with  two 
automatic  rifle  teams.  He  remained  at  his  post  checking 
the  advance  of  the  enemy  until  he  was  struck  by  a  German 
shell.  Private  George  Blessing  died  in  action  on  July  15th, 
1918,  in  the  battle  of  the  Marne.  He  is  believed  to  be  the 
youngest  boy  from  Columbia  County  who  yielded  up  his 
life  in  the  World  War. 


Philo  Buel  Blinn 

Philo  Buel  Blinn,  the  son  of  John  and 
Elizabeth  Blinn  of  Chatham,  was 
born  in  that  village  on  April  6th, 
1887.  After  completing  his  course  in 
the  Chatham  schools  Blinn  married 
Miss  Mabel  Bailey.  He  worked  as 
an  automobile  mechanic  until 
September  10th,  1917,  when  he 
enlisted  as  a  Private  in  the  Artillery. 
On  January  5th,  1918,  Blinn  left  the 
United  States  for  overseas  service. 
After  his  arrival  at  Glasgow,  Scotland,  he  was  sent  to 
a  French  port  and  from  there  to  the  front.  Blinn  belonged 
to  Company  E  of  the  Mallett  Reserve.  This  unit,  which 
was  attached  to  the  French  Army,  was  equipped  with  auto 
trucks  and  field  pieces.  Its  duty  was  to  place  the  seventy- 
five  millimeter  guns,  supply  ammunition  and  to  strengthen 
the  line  wherever  it  became  weak.  The  Mallett  Reserve 
worked  all  along  the  battle  line  from  Amiens  to  Chateau 
Thierry,  sometimes  merely  acting  as  a  supply  train  but 
usually  fighting  in  the  depleted  ranks.  Blinn  served  with 
his  unit  at  Amiens,  Chateau  Thierry,  Noyon,  Soissons,  Ham 
and  in  Belleau  Wood.  After  his  being  injured  in  a  gas 
attack  Sergeant  Blinn  had  to  retire  to  a  hospital.  On 
January  14th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  February  10th  fol¬ 
lowing. 
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Charles  Robert  Blunt 


Charles  Robert  Blunt  of  Bloomfield, 
New  Jersey,  was  born  in  Albany  on 
February  7th,  1882.  He  is  the  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stephen  H.  Blunt  of 
Hudson  and  received  his  grammar 
and  high  school  education  in  this 
city.  He  was  graduated  from  Rut¬ 
gers  College  in  1904.  On  December 
21st,  1905,  he  married  Ar  della  T. 
Randolph.  He  later  became  editor 
and  manager  of  the  “  Independent 
Press  ”  of  Bloomfield.  From  1907  to  1910  he  served  as  a 
Private  and  Corporal  in  Battery  A,  of  the  New  Jersey 
National  Guard  in  East  Orange.  During  the  World  War 
he  was  called  into  service  as  a  Captain  and  held  that  rank 
in  Battery  E,  112th  Field  Artillery,  29th  Division.  Blunt 
was  stationed  •  at  Sea  Girt,  Camp  McClellan,  and  at  the 
School  of  Fire  at  Fort  Sill.  In  April,  1918,  he  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  Major.  In  June,  1918,  he  was  ordered 
overseas  and  sailed  leaving  besides  his  wife  three  small 
sons,  Robert,  Richard  and  Charles.  After  landing  at 
Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  French  port,  he  was 
stationed  at  the  following  schools  and  camps :  Poitiers, 
Camp  Mencon,  Trampot  and  Jersey.  On  May  21st,  1919, 
Blunt,  then  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  110th  Field  Artil¬ 
lery,  returned  to  the  United  States  and  remained  at  Camp 
Dix. 


William  Washington  Bluto 


William  Washington  Bluto  of  Hudson 
was  born  in  Churubusco,  New  York, 
on  February  22nd,  1896.  He  is  the 
son  of  Napoleon  and  Katherine 
Bluto  of  8  Union  Street,  Hudson. 
Bluto  finished  his  course  at  Hudson 
high  school  in  1914  and  then  studied 
telegraphy.  Sometime  after  his 
enlistment  in  the  Army  in  June  of 
1917,  he  was  assigned  to  Company 
C,  303rd  Field  Signal  Battalion,  78th 
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Division.  Corporal  Bluto  trained  at  Camp  Dix  from  Octo¬ 
ber,  1917,  until  May  27th  following  when  he  crossed  to 
Liverpool  and  continued  from  there  to  the  battle  front. 
During  the  war  Bluto  served  on  the  Arras,  St.  Mihiel  and 
Limey  Sectors  from  September  12th  to  October  24th.  He 
engaged  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  and  the  St.  Mihiel  offen¬ 
sives.  On  May  13th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States 
and  on  May  18th  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Robert  Henry  Bogardus 

Robert  Henry  Bogardus  of  Stockport, 
the  son  of  William  and  Anna 
Bogardus  of  that  town,  was  born  at 
Stuyvesant  Falls  on  November  22nd, 
1894.  After  completing  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  Stottville  schools  he 
learned  the  paper  making  trade. 
Before  the  recent  war  Bogardus 
joined  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard,  and  spent 
two  months  of  military  life  at  Camp 
Whitman.  On  April  27th,  1917,  he  re-enlisted.  After  his 
regiment  was  federalized,  Private  Bogardus  underwent 
military  training  at  Fort  Niagara  and  in  Camps  Wadsworth 
and  Stewart  for  almost  ten  months,  during  which  time  he 
was  assigned  to  Company  F,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division. 
On  May  10th,  1918,  he  left  this  country  bound  for  Brest, 
France.  Bogardus  served  in  the  Dickebush  Sector  at  Vier- 
stadt  Crossroads,  Mount  Kemmel,  Somme,  and  on  the 
Hindenburg  Line.  While  in  France  he  became  ill  and  was 
compelled  to  stay  in  the  hospital  at  Etaples  for  two 
months.  On  March  25th,  1919,  Bogardus  returned  to  the 
United  States  and  on  April  7th,  1919,  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged. 
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Eugene  Thomas  Boice 

On  January  28th,  1897,  Eugene 

Thomas  Boice,  now  of  Pliilmont,  was 
born  in  Catskiil,  New  York.  He  was 
the  son  of  Elmer  and  Mary  Boice  of 
Pliilmont.  He  attended  the  public 
grammar  and  high  schools  at  Chat¬ 
ham  after  which  he  became  engaged 
in  electrical  work,  and  at  newspaper 
pressing.  On  July  24th,  1917,  Boice 
enlisted  as  a  Private  in  the  United 
States  Engineering  Corps  at  Albany, 
New  York.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  102nd  Field 
Signal  Battalion  for  a  month,  after  which  he  was  assigned 
to  the  102nd  Engineers  Train,  27th  Division.  His  training 
on  this  side  consisted  of  about  a  month  at  New  York,  two 
months  at  Albany  and  about  eight  months  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina,  after  which  Boice  left  the  States 
for  foreign  service  on  May  17th,  1918,  and  landed  at  St. 
Nazaire  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  As  a  member 
of  the  102nd  Ammunition  Train  Boice  'Served  actively  on 
the  Belgium,  Flanders  and  Western  front'  taking  active 
part  in  the  battles  at  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Dickebush, 
Vierstadt  Ridge,  Kemmel  Hill,  Hindenburg  Line,  La  Selle 
River  and  St.  Souplet.  On  March  1st,  1919,  Boice  returned 
to  the  States.  He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  April  5th,  1919. 


Guy  A.  Boice 

Ancram  was  the  birthplace  of  Guy  A. 
Boice,  the  son  of  Clara  M.  and  the 
late  Obed  Boice  of  that  town.  He 
was  born  there  on  August  16th,  1895. 
He  was  graduated  from  the  Pine 
Plains  high  school  in  1913  and 
shortly  after  entered  the  school 
teaching  profession.  On  March  29th, 
1918,  he  married  Edna  Alice  Louck 
at  Poughkeepsie.  The  following 
May  24th  the  Local  Board  selected 
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him  for  service  in  the  United  States  Army.  He  was 
assigned  to  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  Second 
Army  Corps,  and  after  training  with  Company  D  for  two 
months  at  Spartanburg,  Boice  was  ordered  to  France  in 
July,  1918.  When  he  arrived  in  France  Private  Boice  was 
sent  to  Camp  St.  Sulpice  and  later  to  Gironde.  After  the 
signing  of  the  Armistice  Boice ’s  service  closed  with  his 
return  to  the  United  States  and  his  honorable  discharge  on 


Lee  Boice 

The  native  town  of  Lee  Boice,  another 
son  of  Clara  M.  and  the  late  Obed 
Boice,  was  also  Ancram.  He  was 
born  there  on  July  19th,  1890.  He 
attended  the  Ancram  district  school 
and  then  took  a  position  with  a  paper 
making  firm.  On  September  21st, 
1917,  Boice  left  Hudson,  where  he 
had  been  selected  by  the  Local  Board 
for  Army  service,  and  began  mili¬ 
tary  training  at  Camp  Devens.  He 
began  his  trip  overseas  on  July  7th,  1918.  He  landed 
first  at  England,  then  France.  Boice  with  Company  K, 
303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division,  was  stationed  in  the  central 
part  of  France,  and  later  was  moved  to  Mont  Richard, 
and  finally  stationed  at  Brest,  with  the  Army  Service 
Corps  where  he  remained  until  his  return  home  on  Septem¬ 
ber  26th,  1919.  Private  Boice  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  the  service  on  November  18th  of  that  year.

Charles  John  Bollinger 

On  October  30th,  1888,  Charles  J.  Bollinger  was  born  in 
Hudson.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Lena  M.  Bollinger,  resides  in 
Hudson  and  his  father  died  in  this  city  in  1903.  In  1904 
Bollinger  finished  his  schooling  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools  and  since  he  has  worked  chiefly  as  a  motorman.  On 
June  27th,  1917,  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the 
United  States  Infantry,  in  New  York  City.  From  July 
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9th,  1917,  to  April  15th,  1918,  he  trained  at  Chick- 
amauga  Park  in  Georgia  with  Headquarters  Com¬ 
pany,  11th  Infantry,  5th  Division.  On  the  24th  of  April, 
1918,  Bollinger  sailed  for  France  where  he  served  as 
Sergeant  in  Company  G  of  the  lltli  Infantry.  Sergeant 
Charles  Bollinger  served  on  the  Arnould  Sector  from  June 
15th  to  July  16th,  on  the  St.  Die  Sector  from  the  latter 
date  to  August  23rd,  and  on  the  Marbach  Sector  from 
July  26th  to  September  7tli,  1918.  He  fought  in  the  St. 
Mihiel  Offensive  from  the  12th  to  the  17th  of  September, 
in  the  Meuse- Argonne  Offensive  from  October  14th  to 
October  22nd  and  again  in  the  same  offensive  from  October 
27th  to  November  11th,  1918.  On  November  14th,  1919, 
Sergeant  Charles  Bollinger  became  a  member  of  the  Army 
of  Occupation  and  served  with  it  until  July  4th,  1919. 
On  July  20th  of  that  year  he  returned  to  the  States  and 
here  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  26th,  1919. 


William  George  Bollinger 

William  George,  the  second  son  of 
Mrs.  Lena  Bollinger  to  serve  in  the 
World  War,  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
October  12th,  1896.  His  father  died 
in  this  city  in  1903.  After  complet¬ 
ing  his  schooling  in  Hudson,  Bol¬ 
linger  accepted  a  clerical  position 
with  the  American  Railway  Express 
Company.  On  July  13th,  1918,  he 
volunteered  for  service  in  the  United 
States  Tank  Corps.  He  was  assigned 
to  the  Training  Detachment  at  New  York  University  and 
later  to  Camp  Colt,  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
trained  in  Company  B,  335th  Battalion,  Tank  Corps.  In 
September,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England,  and 
then  to  France,  where  he  was  stationed  at  the  310th  Tank 
Center  at  Bourges  serving  with  the  335th  Battalion,  in  the 
rank  of  Sergeant.  Sergeant  William  G.  Bollinger  served 
on  the  Meuse-Argonne  sector  and  after  the  signing  of  the 
Armistice,  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  at  Coblenz,  Monta- 
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bar  and  Niederhousen  in  Germany.  In  August  of  1919,  he 
returned  to  the  United  States  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  the  13th  of  that  month. 


Arthur  Bondsman 

Hudson  was  the  natal  place  of  Arthur  Bondsman,  the 
son  of  Helen  and  the  late  John  Bondsman  of  the  same 
place.  He  was  born  here  on  January  19th,  1889.  After 
finishing  his  education  in  the  Hudson  public  schools  he 
learned  the  tinsmith’s  trade  and  followed  that  occupation 
until  his  selection  by  the  Local  Board  of  our  county.  This 
occurred  on  September  21st,  1917,  and  he  was  assigned  to 
Company  F,  301st  Engineers,  76th  Division.  On  July  14th, 
1918,  when  ten  months  of  training  at  Camp  Devens  were 
accomplished  Bondsman  was  sent  overseas.  He  landed 
at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  French  port.  From 
there  he  advanced  to  the  front  where  he  engaged  in  the 
St.  Mihiel  Offensive  from  September  12th  to  16th  and 
fought  on  the  Toul  sector  from  September  16th  to  Novem¬ 
ber  11th,  1918.  After  the  fighting  ceased  he  was  assigned 
to  the  Army  of  Occupation.  On  June  13th,  1919,  Bonds¬ 
man  returned  to  the  United  States  and  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  on  the  20th  day  of  that  month. 


George  Lyle  Booth 

George  Lyle  Booth  formerly  of  An- 
cram,  was  born  in  Overlook,  New 
York,  on  March  9th,  1899.  His  par¬ 
ents  are  Boy  Frederic  and  Sarah 
Sophia  Booth  of  16  Cabot  Street, 
Hartford,  Connecticut.  Booth  at¬ 
tended  the  Lakeville  High  School 
and  then  took  a  preparatory  course 
at  the  Hotchkiss  School  at  Lakeville. 
For  four  months  he  was  attached  to 
the  Hotchkiss  Training  Battalion. 
He  volunteered  his  services  to  the  Navy  at  Pelham  Bay 
on  March  7th,  1918.  Booth,  who  enlisted  as  a  1st  Class 
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Seaman,  was  placed  in  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  United 
States  Naval  Reserve  Force.  In  August,  1918,  he  became 
a  signalman.  He  spent  one  month  each  at  Pelham  Bay  and 
Key  West,  and  two  months  at  Hampton  Roads.  He  served 
on  United  States  Ships  Pennsylvania  and  Perkins.  On 
December  4th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest,  France,  aboard 
the  United  States  Ship  Pennsylvania  which  convoyed 
President  Wilson  who  was  on  his  way  to  France  aboard 
the  George  Washington.  Booth  won  his  gold  service  chev¬ 
ron  for  service  on  the  high  seas  in  the  submarine  zone. 
On  July  18,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
the  Navy. 


Hubert  Alfred  Boucher 

Hubert  Alfred  Boucher,  the  son  of 
Margaret  and  Hubert  A.  Boucher 
of  Albany,  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
May  5th,  1894.  He  studied  at  Saint 
Mary’s  Academy  in  Hudson,  and 
then  took  a  position  at  clerical  work. 
For  two  years  commencing  in  July, 
1915,  he  belonged  to  Company  A, 
10th  Regiment,  New  York  National 
Guard.  With  the  opening  of  the 
World  War  he  became  associated 
with  Company  A,  106th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th 
Division.  On  May  10th,  1918,  after  training  at  Camp 
Wadsworth,  Boucher  who  was  then  a  1st  Class  Private,  left 
the  United  States  for  France.  He  served  on  the  Flanders 
and  Picardy  fronts  for  three  months.  He  fought  in  the 
battles  of  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Dickebush  Sector,  Vier- 
stadt  Ridge,  Mount  Ivemmel,  and  the  Hindenburg  Line. 
Private  Boucher  went  through  the  campaigns  of  the 
27th  Division  until  October  14th,  1918,  when  he  was 
so  severely  stricken  with  influenza  that  he  was  forced  to 
withdraw  from  the  trenches  and  retire  to  the  hospital. 
The  disease  had  advanced  too  far  for  recovery  and  two 
days  later,  on  October  16th,  1918,  Private  Hubert  Boucher 
died  in  the  service  of  his  country. 
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John  Edmund  Boucher 

John  Edmund  Boucher  of  Schenectady, 
another  son  of  Margaret  and  Hubert 
Alfred  Boucher  of  Albany,  was  born 
in  Hudson  on  December  18th,  1888. 
He  studied  at  Saint  Mary ’s  Academy 
in  his  home  town  and  later  took  up 
the  plumbing  business.  Boucher 
was  selected  for  army  service  by  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County. 
On  April  3rd,  1918,  he  left  Hudson 
for  Camp  Dix,  where  he  became  a 
a  member  of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division, 
which  was  an  intelligence  company.  On  May  20th,  1918, 
he  sailed  for  Southampton,  England,  and  from  there  to 
Calais,  France.  Boucher  soon  went  to  the  firing  line  where 
he  served  with  his  company  as  a  Corporal.  Cor¬ 
poral  Boucher  engaged  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Argonne 
offensives  besides  serving  on  the  Arras  front.  At  the 
battle  of  Argonne  Forest  on  October  18th,  1918,  he  was 
severely  gassed  and  remained  for  two  months  in  a  French 
hospital.  On  February  1st  of  the  following  year  he 
returned  to  the  United  States  still  ill  from  the  gas 
attack.  Corporal  Boucher  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  February  13th,  1919.  On  March  4th,  1919, 
he  married  Marian  Elizabeth  Feller  at  Palm  Beach. 


Edward  Brabender 

On  August  28th,  1897,  Edward  Brabender,  the  son  of 
Louise  and  the  late  Henry  Brabender  of  Hudson,  was  born 
in  this  city.  After  completing  his  education  in  the  Hudson 
public  schools  Brabender  followed  the  occupation  of  team¬ 
ster.  Shortly  after  his  selection  for  military  duty,  on 
August  29th,  1918,  bv  our  Local  Board,  Brabender  left 
Hudson  with  a  contingent  of  selected  men  who  were  bound 
for  Camp  Dix.  At  camp  on  August  31st,  1918,  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 
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Theodore  H.  Brabender 

Theodore  H.  Brabender  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  the  11th  of  May,  1890, 
the  son  of  Philip  and  Bertha  Bra¬ 
bender  of  13  North  Sixth  Street, 
Hudson.  He  attended  the  local  pub¬ 
lic  schools  until  1908,  when  he  left 
to  learn  the  plumber’s  trade.  He 
was  thus  occupied  until  April  29th, 
1918,  when  he  was  selected  by  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
for  military  service.  The  contingent 
left  Hudson  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  training 
followed  for  two  months.  Brabender  became  a  Private 
in  Company  P,  147th  Infantry,  37th  Division.  On  the  7th 
of  June,  1918,  he  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France.  His  unit  advanced  to  the  front  where  they  served 
actively  with  the  French  in  Flanders.  They  also  took 
active  part  in  the  fighting  at  the  Escaut  River  and  later 
served  with  the  English  in  Belgium.  On  the  10th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1918,  Brabender  was  killed  in  action.  He  was  laid  to 
rest  with  full  military  honors  in  an  American  Cemetery  in 
France. 


Ben  H.  Brackett 


On  April  12th,  1889,  Ben  Brackett, 
now  of  Columbiaville,  New  York, 
was  born  in  Waynesville,  North 
Carolina.  His  mother  died  several 
years  ago  in  West  Virginia,  but  his 
father,  T.  B.  Brackett,  still  resides 
in  Waynesville.  He  gained  his 
schooling  in  his  home  state.  On 
July  5th,  1909,  at  the  Columbus 
Barracks  in  Ohio,  he  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Coast  Artillery 
Corps.  After  serving  in  that  branch  of  the  Regular 
Army  for  three  years,  Private  Brackett  was  transferred 
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to  the  G.  S.  J.  stationed  at  the  Columbus  Barracks  in  Ohio. 
During  the  World  War  he  served  in  the  Panama  Canal 
Zone.  On  March  3rd,  1920,  Private  Brackett  returned 
to  the  States  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service.  Since  the  close  of  his  military  life  he  has  made 
his  home  in  Columbiaville  and  on  April  1st,  1921,  at  Hud¬ 
son,  he  married  Anna  Brandt  of  that  place. 


Arthur  W.  Bradley 

Churchtown,  New  York,  is  the  birthplace  of  Arthur  W. 
Bradley.  He  was  born  in  that  village  on  the  23rd  of 
January,  1882,  the  son  of  John  M.  and  the  late  Jennie 
Bradley  of  Mellenville.  He  received  his  education  at  the 
district  school,  after  which  he  became  employed  as  sign 
painter.  On  September  6th,  1914,  Bradley  married  Miss 
Mabel  Elms  at  Canaan,  New  York.  Shortly  after  this 
he  accepted  a  position  as  salesman  at  which  he  was 
employed  until  the  3rd  of  May,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  as 
Private  in  the  Infantry.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  L, 
35th  Infantry  from  which  he  was  transferred  to  Company 
L,  86th  Infantry,  18th  Division  on  the  14th  of  May,  1917, 
when  the  company  was  assigned  to  guard  duty  at  the 
Government  copper  mines  at  Brisbee,  Arizona.  There 
he  served  until  August  1st,  1918,  where  he  entrained 
for  Camp  Travis,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  where  service  con¬ 
tinued  until  February  1st,  1919,  when  he  was  honorablv 
discharged. 


Lincoln  Maurice  Bradley 

Lincoln  Maurice  Bradley  was  born  in  the  town  of  Tagh- 
kanic,  New  York,  on  the  12th  of  February,  1898,  the  son 
of  Edgar  and  Eugenia  Bradley,  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  Detroit,  Michigan.  After  completing  the 
elementary  course  in  the  Hudson  public  schools  Bradley 
accepted  employment  here,  and  while  a  resident  of  Hudson 
he  married  Miss  Myrtle  Leona  Paul  and  they  now  have 
one  daughter  Myrtle  Leona  Bradley.  While  Company  F, 
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10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard  was  mobilizing  to 
war  strength  Bradley  enlisted  and  served  with  them  for 
several  months.  He  was  then  given  his  honorable 
discharge,  but  shortly  afterwards  he  volunteered  in  the 
Canadian  Highlanders  and  he  served  overseas  throughout 
the  war  in  the  capacity  of  machine  gunner.  While  serving 
at  the  front  he  was  wounded  and  gassed.  Shortly  after 
the  close  of  the  war  Bradley  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


Oliver  Avery  Bradley 

Oliver  Avery  Bradley  came  from  Gal¬ 
latin  where  he  was  born  on  the  3rd 
of  September,  1895,  the  son  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Carrie  E.  Bradley  now  of 
Gallatin.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  district  school, 
after  which  he  became  a  student  at 
the  Pine  Plains  High  School,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  with  the 
class  of  1914.  He  accepted  a  clerical 
position  in  1914  and  was  employed 
at  such  work  until  the  24th  of  May,  1918,  when  he  was 
selected  for  military  service  by  our  Local  Board.  His 
contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  where  Bradley  became  a  private  in  Company  D,  2nd 
Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  Military  training 
followed  at  Camp  Wadsworth  until  the  30th  of  June,  1918, 
when  the  unit  left  America  and  landed  at  Brest,  France. 
From  there  they  entrained  to  Camp  St.  Sulpice,  where 
Bradley  served  as  1st  Class  Private  until  the  summer  of 
1919  when  they  returned  to  the  States.  Bradley  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  on  July  9th,  1919. 


Otis  Howard  Bradley 

Doctor  Otis  Howard  Bradley  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
September  27th,  1863.  His  parents  were  the  late  Colonel 
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Leman  Bradley  and  Katharine  Livingston  Bradley.  The 
Hudson  public  schools,  Exeter  Academy  and  Columbia 
University  furnished  his  education.  After  his  graduation 
from  Columbia  University  in  1889  he  became  a  practicing 
physician  and  surgeon.  In  1894,  Dr.  Bradley  married 
Sarah  Guernsey  Hubbel  at  Hudson,  New  York.  His  initial 
military  experience  started  with  his  enlistment  in  the 
local  company  of  the  New  York  National  Guard  when  he 
was  about  twenty-one  years  old.  Shortly  after  Congress 
declared  war  on  the  Central  Powers  of  Europe  in  1917 
he  re-enlisted,  this  time  in  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps. 
Dr.  Bradley  was  commissioned  a  1st  Lieutenant  and 
assigned  as  Battalion  Surgeon  to  the  10th  Headquarters 
Battalion  at  Camp  Merritt.  Lieutenant  Bradley  served  in 
this  capacity  throughout  the  war  and  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  on  December  21st,  1918. 


H  arry  David  Braker 

Harry  David  Braker,  the  son  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Ruth  Braker  of  258  Robin¬ 
son  Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in 
Seigfried,  Northampton  County, 
Pennsylvania,  on  the  4th  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1899.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools  in  1913,  after  which  he  was 
employed  as  a  carpenter  with  a  local 
firm.  On  July  20th,  1917,  Braker 
volunteered  as  a  private  in  Com¬ 
pany  P,  at  Hudson.  He  served  for  the  following  five 
months  at  Fort  Niagara,  New  York.  He  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  with  his  company,  then  a  part  of  the  Federal  army, 
to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  became 
a  Private  in  Company  B,  106th  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 
27th  Division.  Intensive  training  followed  here  until  May 
10th,  1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France.  From  here  they  advanced  to  the  front 
where  they  served  actively  on  the  Flanders  and  Belgian 
fronts  and  on  the  Hindenburg  Line  from  May,  1918  until 
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November  11th,  1918.  Private  Braker  returned  to  the 
States  on  the  18th  of  March,  1919,  and  on  the  2nd  of  April, 
1919,  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  August  Brandley,  Jr. 

On  January  16th,  1899,  John  August  Brandley,  Junior, 
now  of  Schodack  Landing,  New  York,  was  bom  in  Poels- 
burg,  Columbia  County.  His  parents  were  John  A.  and 
the  late  Sarah  Brandley.  He  was  a  pupil  in  the  school 
near  his  home  and  after  completing  his  schooling  he  took 
up  agricultural  work.  Just  prior  to  the  war  Brandley 
was  in  business  operating  a  hay  press.  On  February  22nd, 
1918,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  enrolled  him  in  the 
American  Army.  After  training  for  one  month  at  Camp 
Devens  and  for  an  equal  length  of  time  at  Camp  Upton, 
Private  Brandley  sailed  for  France  as  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  L,  305th  Infantry,  77th  Division.  Overseas  he  served 
in  the  Argonne,  at  Chateau  Thierry  and  on  the  Lorraine 
sector  taking  active  part  in  battles  in  all  these  regions.  On 
February  2nd,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  where 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  the  21st  of 
that  month.  The  day  before  Christmas,  1919,  John  A. 
Brandley  married  Gladys  Otty  in  Kinderhook.  They  have 
since  become  the  parents  of  one  child,  Ella  May  Brandley. 


John  Henry  Brandon 

John  Henry  Brandon,  comes  from 
Halifax  County,  Virginia,  where  he 
was  born  on  the  12th  of  October, 
1886,  the  son  of  Henry  and  the  late 
Delilah  Brandon  of  Virginia.  He 
attended  a  district  school  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  until  1900  when  he  came  to 
Hudson  and  obtained  employment  as 
chauffeur.  Brandon  married  Miss 
Doris  Ming  at  Hudson.  He  was 
occupied  as  a  chauffeur  until  July 
31st,  1918,  when  he  was  selected  for  military  service  by 
our  Local  Board.  The  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp 
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Upton,  Long  Island,  where  Private  Brandon  was  assigned 
to  the  21st  Company  Department  Service  which  trained  at 
Camp  Upton  for  about  a  month  and  a  half.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  20th,  1918,  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France.  From  there  they  went  to  Nalobond  where  they 
served  until  August  of  1919,  when  they  returned  to  Amer¬ 
ica.  On  the  30th  of  August,  1919,  Brandon  was  given  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Albert  Otis  Brandow 

Albert  Otis  Brandow  is  the  son  of 
Theodore  and  Ellia  Brandow  of  330 
Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He  was 
born  in  Greenport  on  the  26th  of 
June,  1895.  He  attended  the  district 
school  of  that  town  until  1914  when 
he  left  to  take  up  farming  on  the 
Brandow  farm  in  Greenport.  He 
was  employed  in  this  capacity  until 
the  25th  of  May,  1917,  when  he 
volunteered  as  a  Private  in  the 
Infantry.  He  was  assigned  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina,  where  he  became  a  member  of  Company  D,  107th 
Infantry,  27th  Division.  Training  followed  at  this  camp 
until  April  27th,  1918,  when  the  unit  left  America  and 
landed  at  Brest,  France.  After  a  brief  rest  they  advanced 
to  the  front  where  they  served  actively  at  the  East  Poper- 
inghe  Line,  Dickebush,  LaSelle  Biver,  vicinity  of  Bony, 
and  St.  Maurice.  They  also  took  active  part  in  the  fight¬ 
ing  at  the  Hindenburg  Line,  and  with  the  English  in 
Flanders  and  Belgium,  where  Private  Brandow  received 
a  slight  wound  while  in  action.  The  unit  arrived  in 
America  on  the  6th  of  March,  1919,  and  on  the  2nd  of 
April,  1919,  Brandow  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Frank  Brandt 

From  Ancram  Lead  Mines,  New  York, 
came  Frank  Brandt.  He  was  born 
there  on  the  15th  of  August,  1889, 
the  son  of  John  A.  and  the  late 
Lucretia  Brandt  of  Ancram.  After 
attending  the  district  school  at 
Ancram  until  1902,  lie  was  employed 
as  a  glass  blower.  He  was  occupied 
at  this  trade  until  August  11th, 
1917,  at  which  time  he  volunteered 
his  services  in  a  machine  gun  com¬ 
pany.  He  was  stationed  at  Fort  Slocum  for  a  short  time, 
and  was  later  transferred  to  the  machine  gun  company 
of  the  55tli  Infantry,  7th  Division.  Military  training 
followed  at  Chickamauga  Park,  in  Georgia  and  Camp 
McArthur  in  Texas  and  Fort  Slocum  until  July  20th, 
1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France.  They  advanced  to  the  front  and  served 
actively  for  thirty-one  days  on  the  Toni  sector,  twenty- 
four  days  on  the  Poureville  sector  and  nine  days  near  Metz. 
Brandt  received  a  shrapnel  wound  below  the  knee  while  in 
active  fighting  on  the  Toul  sector.  He  was  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  1st  Class  Private.  The  unit  returned  to  the 
States  on  the  20th  of  June,  1919,  and  on  the  27th  of  the 
same  month  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Robert  Vincent  Branion 


Robert  Vincent  Branion,  son  of  Harry 
A.  and  Mary  Vincent  Branion  was 
born  in  Chatham  on  the  23rd  of 
April,  1900.  He  received  his  early 
education  in  the  Chatham  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  and  was  later  a  member 
of  the  graduating  class  of  1918  at 
Chatham  High  School.  Branion  then 
enrolled  as  a  student  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Syracuse,  and  while  pursuing 
liis  studies  there  enlisted,  on  the  2nd 
of  October,  1918,  in  the  Students  Army  Training  Corps 
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connected  with  the  University.  Previous  to  his  enlistment 
he  had  trained  about  a  month  in  a  boys  ’  military  camp  at 
Peekskill.  Branion  was  assigned  to  Company  G,  Students 
Army  Training  Corps  connected  with  Syracuse  University 
and  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal,  in  which  capacity 
he  served  until  December  9th,  1918,  when  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged.  Branion  is  at  present  a  student  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 


Stanley  Bratton 

Stanley  Bratton  was  born  in  Leeds, 
England,  on  the  7th  of  July,  1897. 
He  is  the  son  of  Robert  G.  and 
Louisa  Bratton  of  91  South  Third 
Street,  Hudson.  He  attended 
school  in  Hudson  until  1912  when 
he  left  to  take  up  mechan¬ 
ical  work.  On  the  26th  of  June, 
1916,  Bratton  enlisted  as  a  member 
of  Co.  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard.  On  July  20  th, 
1917,  the  Company  was  called  into  federal  service  by 
presidential  proclamation,  and  on  the  29th  of  the  same 
month  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  fol¬ 
lowed  for  three  months.  In  October  the  Company 
entrained  for  the  South  where  the  regiment  was  to  be  con¬ 
centrated  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During 
the  eight  months  of  training  there,  Bratton  became  a 
Corporal  in  Co.  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th 
Division.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on  June  14th,  1918, 
and  landed  at  Brest  after  which  they  entrained  to  Camp 
De  Souge.  A  brief  rest  was  taken  there,  after  which  they 
advanced  to  the  front  and  took  active  part  in  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  offensive  serving  at  Gerecourt  and  at  Verdun. 
The  unit  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  for  about  two 
months,  and  on  the  11th  of  March,  1919,  returned  to  the 
States.  On  the  3rd  of  April,  1919,  Bratton  was  given  his 
honorable  discharge. 
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Thomas  Bratton 

The  second  of  the  Bratton  family  to  serve  with  the 
102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division  was  Thomas.  He 
was  born  in  Leeds,  England,  on  the  16th  of  December, 
1898,  the  son  of  Robert  and  Louisa  Bratton  now  of  91 
South  Third  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the  Greenport 
district  school  until  1915,  when  he  left  to  learn  the  carpen¬ 
ter’s  trade.  About  this  time  Bratton  took  out  his  natural¬ 
ization  papers  and  became  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 
He  was  employed  as  a  carpenter  until  April  20th,  1918, 
when  he  volunteered  for  service  and  was  assigned  to  Co. 
A,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division.  Military 
training  followed  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina 
for  about  a  month  and  a  half,  and  for  three  weeks 
at  Camp  Stuart.  On  June  14th,  1918,  the  unit  left 
America  for  Brest,  where  they  landed  on  the  28th  of  the 
same  month.  From  there  they  entrained  for  Camp  De 
Souge,  where  they  enjoyed  a  very  brief  rest.  After  this 
they  advanced  to  the  front  and  took  active  part  in  the 
fighting  at  Verdun,  Champagne,  Chattencourt  and  Gere- 
court,  until  November  11th,  1918.  On  the  11th  of  March, 
1919,  the  unit  returned  to  the  States  and  on  the  3rd  of 
April,  Bratton  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Everett  Breizy 


Everett  Breizy  was  born  in  Stock- 
port  on  the  5th  of  September,  1894. 
He  is  the  son  of  Mrs.  Elfreda  Breizy 
of  that  town.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  the  district 
school  at  Stockport  which  he  left  in 
1910  to  accept  a  position  in  the  ship¬ 
ping  room  of  a  woolen  cloth  manu¬ 
facturing  plant.  He  was  employed 
by  this  firm  until  June  14th,  1918, 
when  he  was  selected  by  Columbia 
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County’s  Local  Board  for  military  service.  Breizy 
was  assigned  to  Cornell  University  where  he  took  a 
special  course  in  carpenter  work  for  two  months.  He 
was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where 
he  served  for  about  six  months  as  a  machine  gunner  in 
the  32nd  Company,  Machine  Gun  Training  Corps.  After 
the  armistice  was  signed  Breizy  served  for  three  months 
in  the  Demobilization  office  of  Headquarters  Company. 
He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  February 
3rd,  1919. 


Edgar  George  Brennan 

Edgar  George  Brennan  was  born  in 
Germantown,  New  York,  on  the  27tli 
of  September,  1895,  the  son  of  John 
and  Dora  Brennan,  both  of  whom 
now  reside  on  the  Hudson  R.  F.  D. 
Route  No.  2.  He  attended  the  dis¬ 
trict  schools  of  his  native  town  leav¬ 
ing  in  1911  to  accept  a  position  as 
auto  mechanic.  Brennan  was  later 
employed  on  a  farm.  He  served  for 
eleven  months  as  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  part  of 
which  time  he  did  guard  duty  with  the  Company  at  Corn¬ 
wall,  New  York.  On  August  16th,  1918,  the  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County  selected  Brennan  for  military  service. 
He  was  assigned  to  Syracuse  University  where  he  served 
for  over  two  months  with  Companies  A  and  M  of  the 
Students  Army  Training  Corps.  Brennan  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  an  engineering  unit  with  which  he  served  until 
honorably  discharged  on  January  28th,  1919. 
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Frank  J.  Brennan 

The  Bronx,  New  York  City,  was  the 
birthplace  of  Frank  J.  Brennan, 
now  of  Hollowville.  He  was  born 
there  on  the  25th  of  December,  1889, 
the  son  of  Jeremiah  and  Sarah 
Brennan.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  public  school  No.  7, 
the  Bronx.  The  family  then  moved 
to  Hollowville  where  Brennan 
became  interested  in  farming.  He 
was  thus  employed  until  the  2nd  of 
April,  1918,  when  the  Local  Board  of  the  County  selected 
him  for  military  service.  The  contingent  left  Hudson  for 
Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  training  followed  for  a 
month,  during  which  time  Brennan  became  a  Private  in 
Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  The  unit  left 
Hoboken  on  May  19th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Southampton, 
England,  on  June  4th,  1918,  and  four  days  later  left  for 
Calais,  France.  From  here  they  advanced  to  the  Limey 
Sector,  and  later  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  in  the 
Meuse-Argonne  and  St.  Mihiel.  Brennan  volunteered  his 
services  as  company  runner  and  served  in  this  capacity 
until  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  The  return  to  the 
States  was  made  on  May  28th,  1919  and  on  the  5th  of  June, 
1919,  Brennan  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


William  Patrick  Brennan 

The  Reverend  William  Patrick  Brennan  was  born  in 
Canaan,  New  York,  on  the  30th  of  September,  1875,  the 
son  of  Thomas  and  the  late  Honora  Brennan  of  Philmont. 
Father  Brennan  received  his  early  education  in  the  schools 
of  Philmont  and  was  later  graduated  with  the  class  of  1897 
from  Emmitsburg  College,  Maryland.  Shortly  after  this 
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he  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood,  and  from  then  until  his 
enlistment  was  assistant  pastor  of  several  Roman  Catholic 

churches  throughout  the  Albany 
diocese.  In  December  of  1917, 
Father  Brennan  volunteered  his 
services  as  Army  Chaplain  through 
the  Knights  of  Columbus  and 
received  his  commission  from  the 
government.  Father  Brennan  was 
assigned  to  duty  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina,  where  he 
served  for  the  following  eleven 
months.  Early  in  November  of  1918, 
Father  Brennan  sailed  overseas  as  divisional  chaplain  and 
landed  at  Bordeaux,  France.  From  there  entrainment 
was  made  to  Laiffol  La  Grand  where  Father  Brennan 
served  as  a  chaplain  for  five  months.  Return  to  the  States 
was  made  May  21st,  1919,  and  on  the  22nd  of  May,  1919, 
he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge.  Father  Brennan 
is  at  present  pastor  of  St.  John’s  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
Albany,  N.  Y. 


Hillard  Bresky 

Hudson  is  the  birthplace  of  Hillard  Bresky.  He  was 
born  in  this  city  on  the  1st  of  March,  1899,  the  son  of 
Morris  and  Lillian  Bresky  of  59  Allen  Street.  He  attended 
the  Hudson  public  schools  and  was  a  member  of  the  gradu¬ 
ating  class  of  1917,  Hudson  High  School,  and  is  at  present 
a  student  at  Columbia  University,  Medical  Department. 
On  October  16th,  1918,  while  pursuing  his  studies  at  Colum¬ 
bia  University,  Bresky  became  a  Corporal  in  Company  B, 
Student’s  Army  Training  Corps,  attached  to  the  university. 
He  served  in  this  capacity  until  December  11th,  1918,  when 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Alfred  James  Brignull 

London,  England  is  the  birthplace  of 
Alfred  James  Brignull.  He  was  born 
there  on  the  27th  of  August,  1893, 
the  son  of  John  T.  and  Florence 
Brignull,  now  of  Valatie,  New  York. 
He  attended  a  public  school  in  Lon¬ 
don  until  1907  when  the  Brignull 
family  left  England  and  made 
Valatie  their  home.  While  here  he 
became  interested  in  weaving,  at 
which  trade  he  was  employed  until 
his  selection  for  military  service.  The  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service  on  October 
5th,  1917,  and  on  the  following  day  the  contingent  left  Hud¬ 
son  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  Brignull 
received  his  last  naturalization  papers,  making  him  a 
United  States  citizen.  Intensive  military  training  at  this 
camp  continued  for  the  following  ten  months.  Later 
Brignull  became  a  Private  in  Headquarters  Company, 
103rd  Infantry,  26th  or  Yankee  Division.  On  December 
2nd,  1917,  Brignull  married  Miss  Mary  Irene  Gabriellini  at 
Kinderhook.  On  July  5th,  1918,  he  sailed  overseas  and 
landed  at  Tilbury  Docks,  London,  and  thence  crossed  the 
channel  to  Prance.  After  the  unit  reached  the  front  lines 
they  took  active  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne 
drives.  The  unit  returned  to  America  on?  the  5th  of  April, 
1919,  and  on  the  28th  of  the  same  month  Brignull  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 
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Edward  Ernest  Brignull 

Edward  Ernest  Brignull  was  born  in 
London,  England,  on  the  26th  of 
December,  1894,  the  son  of  John  T. 
and  Florence  Brignull  now  of 
Valatie.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  a  London  school  and 
after  the  Brignull  family  came  to 
America  he  continued  his  education 
at  the  Valatie  High  School  until  1910 
when  he  left  to  learn  the  weaving 
trade.  On  April  3rd,  1916,  Brignull 
was  naturalized  at  Hudson.  He  was  employed  as  a  weaver 
until  September  4th,  1918,  when  he  was  selected  by  the 
Local  Board  of  our  county  for  military  service.  The  con¬ 
tingent  left  Hudson  for  the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp  where 
Brignull  trained  for  two  months  in  the  medical  depart¬ 
ment.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Embarkation  Hospital 
No.  4,  New  York  City,  where  he  served  as  Private  in  a 
medical  detachment  until  June  19th,  1919,  on  which  day 
he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


John  William  Brignull 

The  third  of  the  Brignull  family  of  Valatie  to  serve 
Uncle  Sam  was  John  William.  He  was  born  in  London, 
England,  on  the  22nd  of  July,  1892,  the  son  of  John  T. 
and  Florence  Brignull.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  a  London  school,  came  to  America  with  his 
parents  and  settled  in  Valatie,  New  York.  While  there 
he  was  employed  as  a  weaver  until  the  5th  of  October,  1917, 
when  the  Local  Board  of  our  County  selected  him  for  mili¬ 
tary  service.  His  contingent’s  destination  was  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  Brignull  became  a  Private 
in  Company  C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  Training 
followed  at  this  camp  for  the  next  nine  months  during 
which  time  Brignull  received  his  final  naturalization  papers 
making  him  an  American  citizen.  On  July  5th,  1918, 
the  unit  sailed  from  America’s  shores  and  landed  at  Til- 
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bury  Docks,  London,  from  where  they  crossed  the  channel 
to  Le  Havre,  France.  From  there  they  advanced  to  St. 
Arrnard  where  they  served  as  a  depot  division  until  the 
signing  of  the  armistice.  On  November  15th,  1918,  Brignull 
was  transferred  to  the  1st  Repair  Depot  at  St.  Aignan, 
where  he  served  as  Sergeant  until  July  of  1919  when  the 
unit  returned  to  the  States.  Brignull  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  July  17th,  1919. 


Albert  Crane  Bristol 

Claverack,  New  York,  is  the  birthplace  of  Albert  Crane 
Bristol.  He  was  born  in  that  village  on  the  8th  of  January, 
1898,  the  son  of  Albert  E.  and  Elizabeth  Crane  Bristol.  He 
completed  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  school  at 
Claverack,  after  which  he  was  a  student  at  the  Hudson 
High  School,  graduating  from  there  with  the  class  of  1915. 
He  then  entered  Cornell  University  and  while  pursuing  his 
studies  there  as  sophomore  served  in  the  Cornell  Cadet 
Battalion.  On  May  23rd,  1917,  Bristol  enlisted  as  Appren¬ 
tice  Seaman  at  the  Naval  Recruiting  Station  at  Rockland, 
Maine,  where  he  trained  for  four  months.  From  there 
Bristol  was  transferred  to  the  Pelham  Bay  Training  Sta¬ 
tion  at  Pelham  and  later  detailed  on  a  coast  cruise  which 
lasted  for  three  months.  At  the  termination  of  this  cruise 
Bristol  was  commissioned  Ensign  and  assigned  to  trans¬ 
port  duty  aboard  the  IT.  S.  S.  Pennsylvania.  The  first  trip 
over  was  on  April  19th,  1918.  Landings  were  made  at  both 
Southampton,  England,  and  Brest,  France.  Bristol  made 
fourteen  trips  across  during  the  period  of  war.  He  was 
transferred  later  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Northern  Pacific,  also 
doing  transport  service.  And  while  one  of  her  crew  helped 
in  the  rescue  work  for  nineteen  days  when  she  went 
aground  at  Fire  Island  on  New  Years  Day  of  1919.  On 
November  7th,  1918,  Bristol  married  Miss  Gladys  Van 
Hoesen  at  Hudson  and  they  now  have  a  daughter,  Bernice 
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Crane  Bristol.  The  last  trip  to  the  States  was  in  March  of 
1919,  and  on  the  14th  of  April,  1919,  Ensign  Bristol  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Charles  Britt 

Pine  Plains,  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Charles  Britt.  He  was  born  in  that  place  on 
the  1st  of  August,  1886,  the  son  of  the  late  Jacob  and  the 
late  Rose  Britt  of  Elizaville,  New  York.  He  attended  the 
Pine  Plains  school  until  1902  when  he  became  associated 
with  an  automobile  firm  as  auto  mechanic.  Britt  who  was 
left  a  widower  in  1909  has  one  daughter,  Margaret.  The 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military 
service  on  the  24th  of  May,  1918,  and  on  the  following  day 
the  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina.  Britt  served  there  for  a  short  time  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps, 
but  in  France  he  became  a  Corporal  in  Company  H,  307th 
Infantry,  77th  Division.  Military  training  followed  at 
Camp  Wadsworth  until  June  30th,  1918,  on  which  date  he 
sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  first 
week  of  July.  From  there  he  went  to  Camp  St.  Sulpice 
where  he  trained  for  a  short  time.  He  reached  the 
front  lines  by  the  1st  of  August,  1918,  where  he  took 
active  part  in  the  fighting  at  Vesle,  and  also  at  the  Meuse- 
Argonne.  His  unit  returned  to  the  States  on  May  5th, 
1919,  and  on  the  9th  of  May,  Britt  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge.  Corporal  Britt  was  awarded  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross  and  the  Croix  de  Guerre  for  extraordinary 
heroism  near  Remilly,  France,  where  he  swam  the  Meuse 
River  to  repair  a  foot  bridge.  His  exploit  was  accomplished 
under  severe  fire  by  enemy  machine  guns  and  artillery 
but  his  act  enabled  the  patrol  to  cross  the  river  and  return 
with  information  of  the  utmost  value.  For  the  same  feat 
of  heroism  he  received  a  citation  from  General  Petain, 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  French  Armies  of  the  East. 
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Charles  Briwa 

Charles  Briwa,  the  son  of  Michael  and 
Augusta  Briwa  was  born  in  the  town 
of  Greenport,  New  York,  on  the  24th 
of  October,  1897.  He  attended  the 
Hudson  public  schools  and  was  later 
graduated  from  the  Hudson  High 
School  with  the  class  of  1915.  He 
then  continued  his  studies  at  Rut¬ 
gers  College  where  he  specialized  in 
agriculture.  He  was  graduated 
from  there  in  1919.  While  a  student 
at  Rutgers  he  served  for  two  years  as  Sergeant  in  the 
Rutgers  Cadet  Corps.  He  then  became  District  Super¬ 
visor  of  Agriculture  which  position  he  held  until  June  3rd, 
1918,  when  he  was  ordered  by  the  commandant  at  Rutgers 
to  report  at  Plattsburg  for  military  training.  While  at 
Plattsburg  Briwa  became  a  private  in  Company  L,  Reserve 
Officer’s  Training  Corps,  in  which  capacity  he  served  for 
six  weeks.  He  was  transferred  to  the  Student’s  Army 
Training  Corps  attached  to  Rutgers  College,  where  he 
served  until  November  18th,  1918.  On  this  date  Briwa  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


William  D.  Briwa 


William  D.  Briwa  was  born  in  Green- 
port,  New  York,'  on  the  16th  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1898,  and  is  also  the  son  of 
Michael  and  Augusta  Briwa  of  that 
town.  He  received  his  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  the*  Hudson  public  school 
and  was  later  a  student  at  the  Hud¬ 
son  High  School,  which  he  left  when 
a  junior  to  attend  a  preparatory 
school  in  the  East.  After  graduat¬ 
ing  from  there  with  the  class  of  1917 
he  went  to  Rutgers  College,  and  while  there  he  served  as 
private  in  the  Reserve  Officer’s  Training  Corps.  On 
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August  2nd,  1918,  Briwa  enlisted  through  the  commanding 
officer  at  Plattsburg  as  private  in  the  infantry.  He  was 
assigned  to  the  Infantry  Replacement  Troop,  in  which 
capacity  he  served  for  the  following  two  months.  He  was 
then  transferred  to  the  Central  Officers  Training  School 
at  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  where  he  served  as  Sergeant  and 
later  candidate  for  a  commission,  until  the  signing  of  the 
Armistice.  Briwa  was  honorably  discharged  from  service 
November  23rd,  1918. 


Lee  Brizzie 

Pine  Plains,  New  York,  is  the  birthplace  of  Lee  Brizzie. 
He  was  born  in  that  village  on  the  26th  of  April,  1895, 
the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  Brizzie,  now  of  Ancram 
Lead  Mines.  He  completed  the  elementary  course  in  the 
schools  of  Pine  Plains  which  he  left  in  1910  to  become 
manager  of  a  restaurant.  On  the  21st  of  March,  1918, 
Brizzie  married  Miss  Lena  Murphy  at  Waterbury,  Con¬ 
necticut.  He  volunteered  his  services  in  the  Infantry  on 
the  29th  of  March,  1918,  and  was  assigned  to  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  later  becoming  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  B,  39tli  Infantry,  4th  Division.  On  May  10th,  1918, 
he  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At  the  front  he  took  active 
part  in  the  fighting  on  the  Aisne-Marne,  Meuse-Argonne, 
Vesle,  Chateau-Tliierry,  and  St.  Miliiel  sectors.  During 
the  last  drive  Private  Brizzie  was  severely  wounded  by  a 
machine  gun  bullet  which  lacerated  his  right  shoulder  to 
such  an  extent  that  he  was  held  in  a  hospital  in  France 
for  the  following  three  months  for  treatment.  Upon 
recovery  Brizzie  returned  to  the  States  the  latter  part  of 
July,  1919,  and  on  the  2nd  of  August,  1919,  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 
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Henry  Brooks 


Henry  Brooks  of  Germantown,  the  son 
of  Peter  Brooks  of  Athens,  was  born 
in  Athens  on  March  4th,  1887.  His 
mother  died  in  Hudson  several  years 
later.  When  a  hoy  he  attended  the 
Athens  schools  and  later  took  up 
farming.  He  was  selected  by  the 
Columbia  County  Local  Board  and 
entered  military  service  on  Decem¬ 
ber  14th,  1917.  He  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  59th  Coast  Artillery, 
Battery  E.  When  his  training  at  Camp  Devens,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  was  completed  he  started  for  France  on  Febru¬ 
ary  7th,  1918.  After  landing  at  Saint  Nazaire,  Brooks 
soon  went  to  the  front  where  he  served  in  the  Saint  Mihiel 
and  Meuse- Argonne  offensives.  On  January  25th,  1919, 
he  returned  to  America  and  on  January  30th  following  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States  Army. 


Charles  William  Broomfield 

Charles  William  Broomfield,  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Broomfield,  was 
born  in  Southampton,  England,  on 
April  8th,  1881.  He  was  educated 
in  the  schools  of  his  native  city  after 
which  he  followed  the  trade  of  a 
seaman  and.  did  transport  service 
for  the  British  Government  for  three 
years  during  the  Boer  War.  After 
he  came  to  this  country  Broomfield 
obtained  his  first  citizenship  papers. 
He  gave  up  the  sea  and  became  a  mill  employee.  On  May 
29th,  1916,  he  married  Miss  Frances  Nichols  at  Hudson. 
On  January  5th,  1918,  Broomfield  enlisted  as  a  private  in 
the  Canadian  Expeditionary  Forces.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  1st  Quebec  Depot  Battalion,  Company  E,  and  was  sent 
to  England  in  February  of  1918.  There  he  was  transferred 
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to  the  23rd  Reserve  Corps  and  sent  to  camps  at  Branshott 
and  at  Whitby.  England.  Broomfield  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  British  Army  on  Xovember  7th,  1918, 
and  the  next  day  returned  to  the  United  States. 


M  arx  Frederick  Broszio 

Marx  Frederick  Broszio  of  Hudson, 
Xew  York,  was  born  in  Berlin,  Ger¬ 
many,  on  May  25th,  1883.  He  was 
the  son  of  Mrs.  Minnie  Broszio  of 
Albany.  His  father  died  in  1903. 
Broszio  became  a  citizen  through  his 
father’s  naturalization  in  1888.  He 
attended  the  grammar  and  high 
schools  of  this  city,  and  then  fol¬ 
lowed  the  druggist’s  profession.  On 
August  4th.  1906,  Marx  Broszio  married  Amelia  Gertrude 
Schools  in  Hudson.  For  fifteen  years  he  was  a  Quarter¬ 
master  Sergeant  of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  Xew  York 
Xational  Guard,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  served  at 
Camp  Whitman,  Xew  York,  during  the  Mexican  trouble, 
and  also  at  Cornwall,  Xew  York,  where  the  company 
guarded  the  Xew  York  City  aqueduct.  On  September  3rd, 
1915.  Sergeant  Broszio  began  his  third  enlistment.  On 
.Julv  20th.  1917.  his  unit  was  called  into  Federal  service  bv 
presidential  proclamation.  On  July  29th  the  Hudson  com¬ 
pany  left  for  Fort  Xiagara  where  it  trained  for  three 
months.  In  October,  Company  F  was  transferred  to 
Camp  Wadsworth.  Here  Sergeant  Broszio  became  affili¬ 
ated  with  Company  F.  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th  Army 
Corps.  On  July  26th.  1918.  he  departed  for  Brest,  France, 
leavinor  besides  his  wife  two  children,  Mildred  and  Robert. 
From  Brest  he  moved  into  the  fighting  sectors  where  he 
served  as  Mess  Sersreant.  Broszio  took  part  in  the  Saint 
Mihiel  offensive  and  served  in  the  Meuse,  Woerve  and 
Moselle  sectors.  He  was  then  sent  into  Germany  with  the 
Army  of  Occupation.  On  July  3rd,  1919,  Sergeant  Broszio 
returned  to  this  country  where  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  July  9th,  191 9. 
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Charles  Brower 

Miller  ton,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Charles  Brower  who  was 
born  there  on  April  17th,  1897.  His 
parents  are  Florentine  and  the  late 
Charles  Brower  of  Ancram  Lead 
Mines  of  which  village  Brower  is 
now  a  resident.  He  attended  the 
school  at  Ancram  until  1914  when  he 
took  a  position  as  a  brakeman. 
Brower  was  selected  by  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  to  serve 
his  country.  He  left  Hudson  on  August  28th,  1918,  and 
subsequently  received  his  training  at  Camp  Gordon  and 
Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  Indiana,  where  he  served  with 
Company  G,  147th  Engineers.  Private  Brower  married 
Miss  Cora  Brown  on  April  19th,  1919,  at  Matamorse, 
Pennsylvania.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  December  12th  of  the  preceding  year. 


Ernest  Vivian  Brown 

On  November  17  th,  1900,  Ernest 
Vivian  Brown,  the  son  of  Homer 
and  the  late  Mrs.  Homer  Brown  of 
New  Lebanon,  was  born  in  that  vil¬ 
lage.  He  attended  the  New  Lebanon 
School  until  his  enlistment  on 
November  l-2th,  1917.  Brown  be¬ 
came  a  private  in  the  Cavalry  and 
trained  at  Fort  Orange.  After  five 
months  there  he  was  sent  to  Camp 
Colt  and  transferred  to  the  Tank 
Corps,  in  which  branch  of  the  service  he  served  for  the 
rest  of  his  enlistment,  except  for  a  little  over  a  month 
which  he  spent  in  the  Coast  Artillery.  From  Camp  Colt  he 
was  sent  to  Camp  Mead  and  later  to  Camp  Mills.  On 
August  30th,  1918,  Brown  sailed  for  Brest,  France.  He 
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was  then  stationed  at  Brest,  Pontanezan  Barracks,  Camp 
Chamberlain,  and  at  Camp  Covington.  At  the  front 
Brown,  who  ranked  as  a  Machine  Gunner  in  Company  B 
of  the  330th  Battalion  of  the  Tank  Corps,  served  on  the 
Saint  Mihiel  sector.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  on 
March  13th,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
the  4th  day  of  the  following  month. 


Floyd  E.  Brown 

Floyd  E.  Brown  of  Hudson,  was  born 
in  Taghkanic,  New  York,  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  21st,  1896.  His  parents  are 
Emmett  and  Etta  Brown  of  94 
North  7th  Street,  Hudson.  Brown 
attended  the  public  schools  and  then 
followed  the  tinsmith’s  trade.  On 
December  15th,  1917,  he  enlisted  at 
Poughkeepsie  and  was  assigned 
to  the  11th  Company,  3rd  Air 
service  Mechanic’s  Regiment.  Brown 
trained  at  Camps  Dix,  Hancock  and  Greene.  On  July 
9tli,  1918,  he  left  this  Country  for  Brest,  France.  Over¬ 
seas  Private  Brown  was  stationed  at  the  Aerial  Gun¬ 
nery  School,  Air  Production  Center  No.  2  and  Saint  Jean 
De  Monts,  and  Romorantin.  On  June  26th,  1919,  he 
returned  to  America  and  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  July  5th,  1919. 


Philip  Brown,  Jr. 

Philip  Brown,  Jr.,  of  Hudson,  was 
born  in  that  city  on  March  11th, 
1896.  His  parents  were  Grace  and 
the  late  Philip  Brown.  He  studied 
in  the  Hudson  public  schools  and 
later  became  a  professional  musi¬ 
cian.  Brown  married  Miss  Dorothy 
May  Whitbeck  at  Hudson.  On  April 
28th,  1918,  after  his  selection  for 
army  service  by  the  Local  Board, 
he  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Upton. 
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Later  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Devens  and  on  June 
10th,  1918,  he  was  sent  to  Brest,  France.  Private  Brown 
belonged  to  Company  H  of  the  367th  Regiment  of  the 
92nd  Division.  He  served  in  Saint  Die,  Vosges  sector,  and 
the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive.  On  March  8th,  1919,  Brown 
returned  to  the  United  States  where  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service  on  March  15th,  1919. 


Thomas  Joseph  Brown 

Thomas  Joseph  Brown  of  Stottville, 
was  born  in  that  village  on  August 
23rd,  1893.  His  parents  are  Thomas 
and  Elizabeth  Brown  of  the  same 
village.  He  attended  the  Stottville 
school  and  later  graduated  from  the 
Albany  Business  College.  From 
then  until  the  time  of  his  selection 
by  the  Local  Board  he  was  employed 
at  clerical  work.  On  April  29th,  1918, 
he  left  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey, 
where  he  became  a  Private  in  the  312th  Infantry,  78th 
Division,  serving  in  Company  E  and  a  part  of  the  time 
in  the  Headquarters  Company  of  that  regiment.  On  May 
20th,  1918,  Brown  sailed  for  England  where  he  was 
stationed  at  Dibgate  Camp.  When  he  arrived  in  France, 
he  was  stationed  at  Calais,  Senlecques,  Hericourt,  Habarg, 
Jonville,  Gernhanvilliers  and  Balleville.  He  served  on  the 
Limey  sector  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  and  St.  Mihiel 
offensives.  Private  Brown  was  two  months  in  Base  Hos¬ 
pital  No.  32  at  Contrexeville  ill  with  influenza  and  pneu¬ 
monia.  On  May  25th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  May  31st, 
1919.  On  September  16th,  1919,  he  married  Miss  Helen 
Rose  Conine  at  Hudson. 
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Joseph  William  Brugger 

Joseph  William  Brugger,  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  that  city  on  February 
22nd,  1895.  He  is  the  son  of  Mrs. 
Barbara  Brugger,  of  New  York  City, 
and  the  late  William  Brugger,  of 
Hudson.  The  schools  of  New  Jersey 
furnished  his  education  and  after 
leaving  them  he  became  a  steel  con¬ 
struction  worker.  Brugger  married 
Miss  Anna  Gertrude  Coleman  at 
Hudson.  Before  the  war  he  served 
for  three  years  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard.  He  was  selected  for  service  during  the 
recent  war  and  left  Hudson  on  September  21st,  1917. 
Brugger  trained  for  eight  months  in  Camps  Devens  and 
Upton.  On  April  25th,  1918,  he  was  sent  to  France  and 
there  served  at  Camp  De  Souge.  Corporal  Brugger 
served  in  Company  B,  302nd  Ammunition  Train,  77th 
Division.  He  was  engaged  in  the  Oise-Aisne  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  offensives  and  on  the  Baccarat,  Vesle  and  Lor¬ 
raine  sectors.  On  May  6th,  1919,  Brugger  returned  from 
France  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
May  19th,  1919.

Miltimore  Witherell  Brush 

Miltimore  Witherell  Brush,  of  Germantown,  was  born  in 
Greenwich,  Connecticut,  on  October  5th,  1890.  His  parents 
were  Edward  and  the  late  Susie  Alice  Brush,  of  Green¬ 
wich.  He  studied  at  the  Andover  Preparatory  School,  was 
later  graduated  from  Yale  with  the  class  of  1912,  and 
completed  a  course  in  agriculture  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  in  1915.  While  in  Wisconsin  he  was  for  two 
years  a  Private  in  a  Cadet  Corps.  Miltimore  Brush  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Jeanne  McLeod  Bumsted  in  Jersey  City  on 
April  6th,  1915,  and  they  now  have  one  son,  Edward  Brush, 
2nd.  From  that  year  until  his  enlistment  on  November 
28th,  1917,  he  engaged  in  fruit  growing  on  a  farm  in 
Germantown.  Brush  volunteered  in  the  Naval  Aviation  at 
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the  navy  recruiting  office  in  Washington,  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia.  His  assignment  placed  him  in  Flight  11  at  the  Ground 
School  in  the  United  States  Naval  Aviation  Detachment 
at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Te’chnology.  He  was  also 
stationed  at  the  United  States  Naval  Air  Station  at  Key 
West,  Miami  and  Pensacola.

William  John  Bubb 

William  John  Bubb,  of  Hudson,  was 
born  in  that  city  on  September  7th, 
1895.  He  resides  at  354  Warren 
Street,  Hudson,  with  his  father, 
John  George  Bubb.  His  mother, 
Catherine  Bubb,  died  at  Hudson 
in  November  of  1915.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  of  his  native 
town.  On  May  24th,  1918,  Bubb  left 
Hudson  with  a  contingent  of  men 
who  had  been  selected  by  the  Local 
Board  to  serve  their  Country.  He  trained  at  Camps  Wads¬ 
worth  and  Stewart.  Although  Bubb  was  first  placed  in 
Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry  and  was  later  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Company  I,  302nd  Infantry,  76th  Division,  he 
served  at  the  front  with  Company  F,  319th  Infantry,  80th 
Division.  On  June  12th,  1918,  Bubb  left  for  Brest,  France. 
He  was  stationed  at  Camp  Saint  Sulpice  and  then  sent  to 
the  front  where  he  served  with  the  rank  of  corporal  in  the 
Meuse-Argonne  offensive.  On  June  2nd,  1919,  he  returned 
to  America  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
June  9th  following. 
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Henry  Carl  Buckman 

Henry  Carl  Buckman,  the  son  of  Ada 
L.  and  Cortez  Buckman,  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  that  city  on  October  2nd, 
1890.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
Hudson  High  School  in  1909,  and 
from  then  until  his  enlistment  en¬ 
gaged  chiefly  in  stenographic  work, 
holding  a  position  in  the  freight 
office  of  the  Catskill  Evening  Line. 
On  December  8th,  1917,  Buckman 
enlisted  at  Fort  Slocum  as  a  Private 
in  the  Quartermaster  Corps  and  was  stationed  at  Camps 
Johnson  and  MacArthur.  Buckman ’s  outfit  was  Auxiliary 
Remount  Depot  No.  324  of  the  Remount  Service.  It  was 
the  duty  of  this  branch  of  the  service  to  furnish  and  ship 
draft  and  riding  animals  for  army  use.  During  his  term 
of  service  Buckman  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class 
Private  and  later  to  the  rank  of  Corporal.  On  May  21st, 
1919,  Corporal  Carl  Buckman  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Daniel  Nicholas  Bugel 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Daniel 
Nicholas  Bugel  who  was  born  there 
on  September  3rd,  1889.  His  par¬ 
ents  are  Daniel  W.  and  Emma 
Geiger  Bugel  of  the  same  city. 
Bugel  was  graduated  from  the 
Hudson  High  School  in  1910 
and  later  worked  as  a  station¬ 
ary  engineer.  On  December  8th, 
1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Naval 
Aviation  through  the  Navy  Recruit¬ 
ing  Office  at  Albany  and  held  the  rank  of  Landsman.  He 
was  assigned  to  the  United  States  Naval  Aeronautical 
Station  at  Bay  Shore,  Long  Island,  and  later  to  the  Phila- 
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delphia  Navy  Yard.  On  April  23rd,  1918,  Bugel  started 
across  the  Atlantic  on  the  United  States  Ship  Henderson. 
Just  outside  the  harbor  of  Brest  the  Henderson  sank  a 
German  submarine.  Bugel  served  at  United  States  Navy 
Air  Stations  at  Pauillac,  France,  and  Porto  Corsini,  Italy. 
At  the  latter  place  Bugel  took  part  in  two  air  raids.  He 
was  stationed  in  Italy  for  four  months.  His  service 
also  included  numerous  raids  and  submarine  patrol 
duty.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  on  January  23rd, 
1919,  but  remained  in  service  at  the  United  States  Naval 
Training  Station  on  the  Great  Lakes  where  he  ranked  as 
a  Machinists’  Mate,  1st  Class.  Bugel  has  since  been  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


John  Buika 

From  Lazduny,  Russia,  came  John  Buika  who  was  born 
there  on  May  6th,  1895.  His  parents  are  Samuel  and  Rosa 
Buika  of  the  same  place.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  school 
days  in  Russia,  Buika  came  to  this  Country  and  became 
an  employee  of  a  local  mill.  On  May  25th,  1918,  he,  with 
a  group  of  other  men  who  were  selected  by  the  Local 
Board  for  army  service,  started  from  Hudson  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  Buika  was  placed  in  the 
Headquarter’s  Company,  1st  Pioneer  Infantry.  On  July 
9th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest,  France.  He  soon  reached 
the  battle  region  and  there  served  in  the  Aisne-Marne, 
Oise-Marne,  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  At  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  war  Buika  was  made  a  1st  Class  Private  and 
was  sent  into  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  and 
remained  with  that  military  group  from  February  to  May, 
1919.  On  the  following  July  7th,  he  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
July  16th,  1919. 
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Stephen  Bujnosky 

Tlie  birthplace  of  Stephen  Bujnosky 
was  Szent  Mihaly,  Hungary,  where 
he  was  born  on  May  6tli,  1893,  to  the 
late  Stephen  and  Mary  Bujnosky. 
The  schools  of  Hungary  furnished 
his  early  education.  Upon  coming 
to  this  country  Bujnosky  worked  at 
the  blacksmith’s  trade,  studied 
nights  in  the  night  school  of  this 
city,  and  took  out  his  first  citizen¬ 
ship  papers.  While  a  resident  of 
Hudson  Bujnosky  resided  at  932  Columbia  Street.  On 
October  5th,  1917,  he  joined  the  Infantry  after  being- 
selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board.  Only 
three  weeks  of  his  service  were  spent  in  the  Infantry. 
Then  he  was  transferred  to  Company  A,  301st  Engineers, 
76th  Division,  with  which  unit  he  was  stationed  at  Camp 
Devens  for  eight  months.  On  June  25th,  1918,  Private 
Bujnosky  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Frank  Benjamin  Bullinger 

Frank  Benjamin  Bullinger  was  born  in  New  York  City 
on  July  4th,  1890.  His  parents  are  Theodore  and  Mar¬ 
garet  Bullinger  of  Hillsdale.  When  his  studies  in  the 
grammar  and  high  schools  of  Yonkers  were  completed, 
he  worked  on  the  Bullinger  farm  at  Hillsdale.  Having 
been  selected  for  military  service  by  our  Local  Board,  this 
young  man  left  for  Camp  Devens  on  April  3rd,  1918.  He 
was  later  assigned  to  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th 
Division,  and  on  May  17th,  1918,  sailed  for  Southampton, 
England.  Private  Bullinger  then  went  to  Prance  where 
he  served  as  a  runner  at  St.  Mihiel  and  Thiancourt  from 
September  15th  to  October  1st,  1918.  While  on  duty 
on  October  1st,  Private  Bullinger  was  struck  by  a 
high  explosive  shell  which  tore  his  right  ankle,  thigh, 
abdomen,  forearm,  shoulder,  elbow  and  destroyed  the  sight 
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of  his  right  eye.  He  lay  in  the  hospital  for  eight  months, 
and  had  not  yet  recovered  on  his  return  to  this  country 
on  March  26th,  1919.  Bullinger  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  June  10th  following. 


Louis  Napoleon  Bullinger 

Hillsdale  is  the  home  of  Louis  Napo¬ 
leon  Bullinger  who  was  born  in  New 
York  City  on  February  11th,  1894, 
to  Theodore  and  Margaret  Mary 
Bullinger  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  Hillsdale.  He  attended 
the  schools  of  Yonkers  and  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Yonkers  High  School  in 
1912.  He  then  took  up  farming  at 
Hillsdale  and  gave  up  this  occupa¬ 
tion  only  when  he  was  selected  by 
the  Local  Board  of  our  county  for  military  service.  On 
December  14th,  1917,  Bullinger  entered  the  army, 
serving  for  three  months  with  a  veterinary  unit  and 
for  the  next  three  months  with  an  ammunition  train.  His 
military  training  was  received  at  Camp  Devens.  On  July 
8th,  1918,  Private  Bullinger  of  the  Machine  Gun  Company 
of  the  39th  Infantry,  4th  Division,  sailed  for  London. 
From  there  he  was  sent  to  France  where  he  served  at  the 
Vesle  River  and  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
offensives.  Bullinger  was  wounded  in  the  left  foot  by  a 
machine  gun  bullet.  He  was  in  the  hospital  for  a  month, 
ill  from  this  wound.  He  had  not  entirely  recovered  from 
it  on  his  return  to  the  United  States  on  July  13th,  1919. 
On  July  21st  of  the  same  year  Bullinger  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Theodore  Martin  Bullinger 

Theodore  Martin  Bullinger,  another  son  of  Margaret  and 
Theodore  Martin  Bullinger  now  of  Hillsdale,  was  born 
in  New  York  City  on  June  13th,  1888.  In  1907  he  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  Yonkers  High  School  and  later  took  up 
the  work  of  building  and  farming.  Most  of  his  farm  work 
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was  done  on  the  Bullinger  farm,  at  Hillsdale.  Bullinger 
was  selected  by  the  Local  Board  for  military  duty  and  left 
Hudson  on  April  3rd,  1918,  to  receive  military  training  at 
Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey.  On  May  17th,  1918,  1st  Class 
Private  Bullinger  of  Company  D,  310tli  Infantry,  78th 
Division  sailed  for  Southampton,  England.  After  crossing 
the  channel  to  France  he  was  sent  to  the  front.  There  he 
served  at  St.  Mihiel  and  Thiancourt.  After  fighting  for 
several  days  on  the  St.  Mihiel  sector  Private  Bullinger 
received  a  severe  hip  wound  from  shrapnel  which  kept 
him  in  a  French  hospital  for  six  months.  On  February 
11th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  on  the  following  April  11th. 


Michael  Thomas  Bunk 

Michael  Thomas  Bunk  was  born  in 
Germany  on  the  22nd  of  September, 
1892,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Rose 
Bunk  now  of  Ivinderhook,  New 
York.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  school  at 
Stockport.  He  then  took  up  the  car¬ 
penter’s  trade  and  weaving  at  which 
he  has  since  been  employed.  Bunk 
also  became  an  American  citizen. 
He  married  Miss  Anastasia  Witkow- 
ski  at  Stuyvesant  Falls.  On  the  9th  of  March,  1918,  Bunk 
was  selected  for  military  service  “by  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  and  through  the  Board  applied  for  enlistment 
in  the  Aviation  section  which  he  obtained.  He  trained  the 
following  two  months  at  Camp  Sevier  and  one  month  at 
Hempstead,  Long  Island.  He  was  then  transferred  to  the 
aviation  camp  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  where  he  trained  for 
two  months  as  a  Private  in  Company  L,  2nd  Construction 
Battalion.  On  the  29th  of  June,  1918,  the  unit  left  America 
and  landed  at  Liverpool,  England.  From  there  they 
entrained  for  the  camp  at  Salisbury  Plains,  where  they 
continued  their  service  until  the  18th  of  March,  1919. 
They  then  returned  to  the  States  and  on  the  1st  of  April, 
1919,  Bunk  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Everett  Bunt 

Greendale,  New  York,  is  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Everett  Bunt.  He  was  born 
there  on  the  23rd  of  January, 
1899,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Minnie 
Bunt,  now  of  524  Warren  Street, 
Hudson.  He  attended  school  until 
1915,  when  he  left  to  learn  the  car¬ 
penter’s  trade,  at  which  he  has  since 
then  been  employed.  On  May  10th, 
1917,  Bunt  enlisted  in  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  which  on  July  20th,  1917,  was  called  into  Federal 
service  by  presidential  proclamation.  The  company  left 
Hudson  July  29tli,  1917,  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training 
followed  for  three  months.  In  October  the  company 
entrained  for  the  South,  where  the  regiment  was  to  be 
concentrated  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  seven  months  of  training  there  Bunt  became  a 
member  of  Company  C,  106th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th 
Division,  which  unit  sailed  for  France  May  10th,  1918. 
After  landing  was  made  at  Brest,  the  unit  entrained  for 
the  front  where  they  served  actively  for  the  following  six 
months  on  the  Hindenburg,  Dickebush,  LaSelle  River,  and 
Kemmel  sectors,  taking  part  in  nine  different  battles.  The 
unit  landed  in  New  York  on  the  18th  of  March,  1919,  and 
on  the  2nd  of  April,  1919,  Bunt  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge. 

Willis  Nelson  Burdick 

Willis  Nelson  Burdick  came  from  the 
town  of  Copake,  New  York,  where 
he  was  born  on  the  22nd  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1896,  the  son  of  the  late  Alvin 
C.  and  Marv  E.  Burdick.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the 
district  school  at  Copake  which  he 
left  to  accept  a  position  as  chauf¬ 
feur,  at  which  he  was  employed  until 
September  '19th,  1918,  when  he 
became  a  Private  in  the  Motor 
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Transport  Corps.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  B,  Train¬ 
ing  Detachment,  connected  with  New  York  University. 
He  trained  in  this  capacity  until  December  19tli,  1918,  when 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


George  Harder  Burdwin 

George  Harder  Burdwin,  son  of  the 
late  Arthur  W.  and  the  late  Mary 
Burdwin  was  born  in  Hudson  on  the 
8th  of  January,  1895.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  of  Hudson  until 
1912,  when  he  left  to  accept  a  posi¬ 
tion  with  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad  as  clerk  and  mechanical 
helper.  He  was  thus  employed  until 
December  14th,  1917,  when  the  Local 
Board  of  the  County  selected  Burd¬ 
win  for  military  service.  On  the  following  day  the  con¬ 
tingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts, 
where  training  followed  for  the  nest  two  months.  Later 
Burdwin  became  a  member  of  Company  M,  102nd 
Infantry,  26th  Division.  He  sailed  overseas  February 
27tli,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  From  there  he 
went  to  Romorantin,  Puy-de-Dome,  and  the  aviation  camp 
at  Clermont  Ferrand.  He  was  in  action  on  the  Toul  sector 
from  the  18tli  of  April,  1918  to  June  28th,  1918.  From 
July  2nd,  1918  until  July  10th,  1918  he  fought  actively  on 
the  Chateau  Thierry  sector,  and  while  in  the  Toul  sector 
he  took  active  part  in  the  battle  of  Seicheprey.  Burdwin 
was  transferred  to  the  227th  Aero  Squadron,  Aviation  Sec¬ 
tion,  with  which  branch  he  continued  his  foreign  service. 
The  unit  returned  to  the  States  on  the  28th  of  June,  1919, 
and  on  July  7th,  1919,  Burdwin  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 
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Harold  Edmund  Burke 

Harold  Edmund  Burke  was  born  in 
Chatham,  New  York,  on  the  22nd  of 
December,  1885,  the  son  of  Thomas 
Burke  and  the  late  Julia  Burke,  of 
545  Union  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Hud¬ 
son  and  was  later  graduated  with 
the  class  of  1907,  Hudson  High 
School,  after  which  he  specialized  in 
civil  engineering  at  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity,  graduating  from  there  in 
1911.  He  was  then  employed  by  the  New  York  State 
Highway  Department  as  highway  engineer  and  later  by 
the  State  of  Maine  as  highway  engineer.  He  was  also 
stationed  at  the  Hawaiian  Islands  as  civil  engineer  in  the 
employ  of  the  United  States  Government.  While  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Hudson,  Burke  had  served  four  and  a  half  years 
as  a  member  of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard.  On  the  15th  of  May,  1917,  Burke  regis¬ 
tered  as  a  candidate  for  a  commission  at  the  Officer’s 
Training  Camp  at  Madison  Barracks.  He  trained  there 
a  month,  after  which  he  received  a  commission  of  1st 
Lieutenant.  He  was  then  transferred  to  the  American 
University  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  where  he 
served  for  two  months.  After  that  he  served  for  a  short 
time  at  Washington  Barracks,  at  Camp  Meade  for  five 
months,  and  at  the  engineering  center  at  Camp  Humphreys 
for  a  month  where  he  was  assigned  to  Company  C, 
23rd  Engineers.  Lieutenant  Burke  was  then  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Captain.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  January 
23rd,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  From  there  the 
23rd  Engineers  advanced  to  the  front,  where  they  served 
actively  on  the  Toul  sector  for  eight  and  a  half  months, 
taking  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offen¬ 
sives  and  the  defense  of  Seicheprey.  They  returned  to 
the  States  June  9th,  1919,  and  on  the  2nd  of  July,  1919, 
Captain  Burke  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Thomas  Robert  Burke 

London,  England,  is  the  birthplace  of  Thomas  Robert 
Burke.  He  was  born  there  on  the  29th  of  November,  1894, 
the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Burke  of  u  Hawthorne,” 
Amberley  Grove,  Croydon,  England.  Burke  received  his 
early  education  in  a  London  school  and  was  later  graduated 
from  Eton  College,  England,  with  the  class  of  1910.  He 
studied  one  year  at  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music,  London, 
and  three  months  at  the  Conservatory  of  Music,  Leipsig, 
Germany.  Burke  then  came  to  America,  where  he  was 
engaged  as  a  musician.  Here  he  met  Miss  Genevieve  Spil- 
lane  of  Chatham,  whom  he  married  on  the  28th  of  January, 
1918.  Burke  has  forsworn  his  allegiance  to  England  and 
is  now  an  American  citizen.  On  the  6th  of  September,  1917, 
he  volunteered  as  a  private  in  the  Canadian  engineers  at 
Kingston,  Ontario.  He  was  assigned  to  the  2nd  Company, 
1st  Division  of  Canadian  engineers.  The  division  trained 
on  this  side  until  February  1st,  1918,  when  they  sailed 
overseas  and  landed  at  Glasgow,  Scotland.  Training  fol¬ 
lowed  at  Sunningdale  and  Bramshott,  England.  From 
there  they  crossed  the  channel  and  advanced  to  the  front 
where  they  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  eight  months  on  the  Arras,  Amiens,  Cambrai,  Hinden- 
burg  Line  and  Canal  du  Nord,  and  Valenciennes  sectors. 
Burke  was  wounded  in  action  three  different  times,  two 
injuries  being  slight  shrapnel  wounds  in  the  right  hand  and 
right  foot  and  the  other  a  bullet  wound  in  the  head.  Burke 
was  treated  at  a  dressing  station  back  of  the  lines.  The 
unit  landed  at  Halifax,  on  the  21st  of  April,  1919,  and  on 
the  24th  of  the  same  month  Burke  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  at  Toronto,  Ontario. 
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James  Clarence  Burns 


James  Clarence  Burns  was  born  in 
Chatham,  New  York,  on  the  8th  of 
May,  1884,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  Burns,  now  of  Chatham  Center. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course 
at  the  district  school  at  Chatham 
Center,  which  he  left  in  1900  to  be¬ 
come  a  stockkeeper.  He  was  thus 
employed  until  October  25th,  1918, 
on  which  date  he  was  selected  for 
military  service  by  the  Local  Board 
of  the  County.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  the  following 
day  for  Camp  Wheeler,  Georgia,  where  Burns  became  a 
private  in  the  9th  Company,  99th  Replacement  Division. 
He  served  in  this  capacity  at  Camp  Wheeler  until  Decem¬ 
ber  6th,  1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


William  Francis  Burns 

Hudson,  New  York,  is  the  birthplace 
of  William  Francis  Burns  who  was 
born  here  on  the  9th  of  May,  1887, 
the  son  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Burns  of  18  Tanner’s  Lane.  He 
attended  St.  Mary’s  Academy  until 
1902  when  he  left  to  become  an 
employee  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad  Company.  He  was  occu¬ 
pied  in  this  position  until  the  24th 
of  May,  1918,  when  the  Local  Board 
of  the  County  selected  him  for  military  service.  His  con¬ 
tingent’s  destination  was  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  where  training  followed  for  a  month,  during  which 
time  Burns  became  a  Private  in  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer 
Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  This  unit  sailed  from  Newport 
News,  Virginia,  on  the  30th  of  June,  1918,  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France.  From  .there  they  went  to  Camp  St. 
Sulpice  where  they  served  guarding  warehouses  until  July 
4t,h,  1919,  when  they  returned  to  the  States.  Burns  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge  July  9th,  1919. 
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William  Thomas  Burns 

William  Thomas  Burns  was  born  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  on  the  5th  of 
October,  1899,  the  son  of  the  late 
Thomas  and  the  late  Mary  Burns. 
He  attended  the  public  schools  of 
Brooklyn  until  1912  when  his  par¬ 
ents  died  after  which  Burns  moved 
to  Chatham  where  he  continued  his 
education.  In  1916  he  obtained  a 
position  as  tin  foil  cutter,  at  which 
he  was  employed  until  the  20th  of 
March,  1918,  when  he  volunteered  in  the  Infantry. 
He  was  assigned  to  Camp  Sevier,  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  where  training  followed  for  the  next  four  months 
during  which  time  Burns  became  a  Private  in  Company  K, 
50th  Infantry,  20th  Division.  He  was  transferred  to 
Potomac  Park,  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  served  for  five 
months,  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Dix, 
New  Jersey,  where  he  served  until  June  28th,  1919,  on 
which  date  Burns  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Edward  Charles  Bueh 

Edward  Charles  Bush  came  from 
Stockport,  New  York,  where  he  was 
born  on  the  6th  of  March,  1894. 
After  the  death  of  his  parents  he 
made  his  home  with  his  uncle, 
George  Bush  of  Columbiaville.  He 
attended  the  district  school  at  Ross- 
man  until  1910  when  he  left  to  learn 
the  cooper’s  trade.  He  was  em¬ 
ployed  at  this  trade  and  later  at 
motor  assembling  until  the  5th  of 
May,  1918,  when  he  volunteered  as  a  Private  in  the  Marine 
Corps.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Marine  Barracks  at  Paris 
Island,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  as  a  part  of  the 
142nd  Company  for  the  following  two  months.  Bush  was 
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then  transferred  to  the  Naval  District  Base  at  New  Lon¬ 
don,  Connecticut,  where  he  served  for  the  following  eight 
months.  He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  28th 
of  February,  1919.  On  June  14th,  1919,  at  Flint,  Michigan, 
he  married  Rachel  Beatrix  Roser. 


Harry  Jobes  Bush 

Harry  Jobes  Bush  is  the  son  of  Peter 
and  the  late  Valeria  Bush  of  Tagh- 
kanic,  New  York.  He  was  born  in 
Churchtown,  Columbia  County,  on 
the  8th  of  November,  1891.  He 
attended  the  district  school  at  West 
Taghkanic  until  1907  when  he  left  to 
take  up  farming  in  his  native  town. 
While  there  Bush  married  Miss  Etta 
May  Leach  of  West  Taghkanic.  He 
was  employed  as  a  farmer  until 
September  21st,  1917,  when  the  Local  Board  of  the  County 
selected  him  for  military  service.  His  contingent  left  Hud¬ 
son  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts, 
where  training  followed  for  the  next  twelve  weeks.  Bush 
was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  where  he 
trained  for  five  months,  during  which  time  he  became  a 
Private  in  Company  B,  327th  Infantry,  82nd  Division.  The 
unit  sailed  overseas  April  25th,  1918,  and  landed  first  at 
Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  Le  Havre,  France.  After 
a  brief  period  of  training  at  Lahar  and  Champlatte  they 
advanced  to  the  Toul  sector.  They  later  served  in  the 
Marbache  sector  and  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offen¬ 
sives,  being  in  the  Argonne  from  October  6  to  October 
30th.  After  leaving  the  front  Bush  developed  influenza 
which  held  him  at  a  hospital  at  Bordeaux  for  about  a 
month.  The  unit  returned  to  the  States  on  March  24th, 
1919,  and  on  the  19th  of  April  Bush  was  given  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 
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William  Joseph  Byfornski 

William  Joseph  Byfornski  was  born 
on  the  20tli  of  February,  1896,  in 
the  town  of  Paryz,  Poland.  He  is 
the  son  of  John  and  Rose  Byfornski, 
now  of  Stuyvesant  Falls.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  district  school  at  Stuyves¬ 
ant  Falls  until  1911  when  he  left  to 
take  up  work  on  a  farm.  He  was 
thus  employed  until  May  31st,  1918, 
when  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  selected  him  for  military 
service.  He  was  assigned  to  a  Veterinary  Hospital 
Detachment  and  stationed  at  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  where 
he  trained  for  the  following  five  months.  On  the  14th  of 
October,  1918,  Byfornski  sailed  overseas  with  his  unit  and 
landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month. 
From  there  they  were  assigned  to  the  University  of  the 
American  Expeditionary  Forces  at  Beaune,  where  they 
were  instructed  until  July  2nd,  1919,  when  the  unit  returned 
to  the  States.  Private  Byfornski  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  on  July  10th,  1919. 


Ciro  Eloy  Cadalso 

Ciro  Eloy  Cadalso  was  born  in  Canaan, 
New  York,  on  the  1st  of  July,  1897. 
He  received  his  early  education  in 
the  Canaan  district  school  which  he 
left  to  learn  the  machinist’s  trade. 
After  completing  his  term  of 
apprenticeship  he  was  employed  as 
machinist  by  an  Albany  machine 
company.  While  there  in  1916,  he 
enlisted  as  a  Seaman  in  the  United 
States  Navy  at  the  Albany  Recruit¬ 
ing  Station.  Cadalso  was  assigned  to  duty  aboard  the  U.  S. 
S.  Prometheus  which  did  convoy  duty  during  the  war, 
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landing  at  Brest,  France,  each  time.  Cadalso  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Machinist  Mate,  and  was  at 
Norfolk,  Virginia,  when  last  heard  from  by  the  Committee. 


Henry  Cade 

Ancram,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Henry  Cade. 
He  was  borne  in  that  town  on  the  24th  of  December,  1897. 
He  attended  the  district  school  of  his  native  town  until 
1911,  when  he  left  to  work  on  a  farm.  He  was  so  occupied 
until  the  14th  of  July,  1918,  when  Columbia  County’s  Local 
Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  The  following 
day  the  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Slocum,  from 
where  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Funston,  Kansas, 
where  he  became  a  Private  in  Company  D,  30th  Machine 
Gun  Battalion,  10th  Division.  Training  followed  at  this 
camp  and  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  until  the  24th  of 
January,  1919,  when  Cade  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Albert  Stevens  Callan 

Albert  Stevens  Callan,  son  of  Peter  and  the  late  Frances 
Callan  of  46  North  Pearl  Street,  Albany,  was  born  in  that 
city  on  the  27th  of  July,  1884.  He  received  his  early 
education  at  the  Albany  Academy  from  which  he  was  grad¬ 
uated  in  1903.  He  then  entered  Hobart  College  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1907.  He  later  became  interested  in 
publishing  work  and  since  then  has  been  editor  of  the 
Chatham  Courier  and  other  papers.  On  July  19th,  1915, 
Callan  married  Mrs.  Anna  McCullough  at  St.  Stephen’s 
Church,  New  York  City,  and  they  now  have  one  son, 
Albert  Stevens,  Jr.  On  February  1st,  1906,  Callan  enlisted 
in  Company  B,  2nd  Regiment,  New  York  National  Guard, 
and  on  December  14th  following  he  was  promoted  to  a 
2nd  Lieutenancy.  Callan  was  transferred  to  the  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  and  while  serving  with 
this  unit  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Lieutenant  on 
July  28th,  1911,  and  of  Captain  on  February  2nd,  1912. 
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In  January  of  1917,  Callan  was  placed  on  the  reserve  list 
of  the  National  Guard  and  he  was  not  called  into  active 
service  until  July  12th,  1917,  on  which  date  he  was  assigned 
to  the  Quartermasters  ’  Corps  as  Captain.  On  August  5th 
following  with  his  company  was  called  into  Federal  service 
by  presidential  proclamation,  and  was  later  assigned  to 
Camp  Mills  as  Captain  in  the  Quartermasters’  Corps, 
where  he  was  in  charge  of  transportation,  supervising  the 
departure  of  550,000  men  and  later  the  return  of  70,000. 
Callan  was  given  his  honorable  release  from  active  service 
on  February  12th,  1919,  but  at  present  is  a  Major  in  the 
Quartermasters’  Corps,  United  States  Army  Reserve. 


Francis  Marvin  Callan 

Albany,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace 
of  Francis  Marvin  Callan.  He  was 
born  in  that  city  on  the  12th  of  July, 
1889,  the  son  of  Peter  J.  and  the 
late  Frances  Callan  of  46  North 
Pearl  Street,  Albany.  He  attended 
the  Albany  Academy,  graduating  in 
1905.  While  a  student  there,  he  had 
seven  years  of  military  training. 
Callan  then  attended  Hobart  College 
from  which  he  graduated  with  the 
class  of  1909.  He  has  since  then  been  interested  in  real 
estate  work  with  an  office  at  Albany.  Callan  married  Miss 
Elizabeth  McClure  Williams  and  they  now  have  one  daugh¬ 
ter,  Elizabeth  Marvin  Callan.  He  had  two  years  of 
National  Guard  training  as  2nd  Lieutenant.  On  May  3rd, 
1917,  he  was  commissioned  1st  Lieutenant  in  the  United 
States  Reserve  Corps.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  C, 
45th  Infantry,  stationed  at  Presidio,  California,  where  he 
served  for  the  following  three  months.  He  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  served  for 
three  months,  and  later  to  Fort  Niagara  where  service 
continued  for  eight  months.  From  there  Lieutenant  Callan 
was  transferred  to  Baltimore,  Maryland,  where  he  served 
until  March  of  1919,  when  he  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 
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John  Lansing  Callan 

John  Lansing  Callan  is  another  son  of  Peter  J.  and  the 
late  Frances  Callan  of  46  North  Pearl  Street,  Albany. 
He  was  born  in  Cohoes,  New  York,  on  the  8th  of  June, 
1886.  He  attended  the  Albany  Academy  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1904.  While  a  student  there,  he  had  five 
years  of  military  training  as  a  1st  Class  Sergeant.  Callan 
was  then  employed  at  the  National  Exchange  Bank  at 
Albany  for  two  years  and  for  the  next  three  years  was 
in  the  employ  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company,  after  which  he 
was  employed  by  the  Curtiss  Areoplane  Company  as  pilot 
and  instructor  in  charge  of  training  at  the  Curtiss  School; 
and  he  was  later  the  representative  of  the  Curtiss  Aero¬ 
plane  Company  in  Italy.  Callan  served  for  three  years 
as  a  Private  in  Troop  B,  at  Albany.  On  the  20th  of 
February,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Flying  Corps.  He  received  his  commission  as  1st 
Lieutenant  and  reported  for  duty  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Seattle, 
which  cruiser  equipped  for  aviation  duty,  left  America  on 
June  14th,  1917,  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire.  Callan  served 
on  the  Seattle  until  July  10th,  1917,  when  he  reported  to 
the  Commander  of  United  States  Navy  Aeronautic  Detach¬ 
ment  No.  1  at  Paris,  and  was  assigned  there  to  assist  the 
French  authorities  in  drawing  up  plans  for  the  United 
States  Naval  Air  Stations  at  Le  Croisic  and  Montchic, 
France.  He  served  as  commanding  officer  of  the  United 
States  Naval  Air  Stations  at  Montchic,  lie  Tudy  and  Le 
Croisic,  France,  after  which  he  took  charge  of  the  detail¬ 
ing  of  flying  personnel  of  the  Navy  in  Europe,  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  Paris.  From  April  to  November,  1918,  he 
served  as  Commander  of  United  States  Naval  Aviation 
Forces  in  Italy,  where  he  assisted  in  the  organization  of 
training  and  operations  for  aviation  in  the  Italian  Navy. 
He  was  attached  to  the  American  Aviation  Mission  in  Italy, 
France  and  England.  In  appreciation  for  his  services 
Callan  was  awarded  the  Italian  war  cross,  the  cross  of  the 
Order  of  St.  Maurice  and  St.  Lazarus  and  the  Italian  Cam¬ 
paign  decoration.  He  was  also  proposed  for  the  French 
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Legion  of  Honor  and  awarded  the  United  States  Navy 
Cross.  At  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  Callan  represented 
the  Navy  Department  on  a  board  appointed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  to  draft  a  proposed  act  to  cover  Air  Navigation  in 
the  United  States  and  its  dependencies.  He  also  served 
on  the  aeronautic  commission  at  the  Peace  Conference. 
Callan  returned  to  the  States  on  the  10th  of  August,  1919, 
and  was  honorably  released  from  active  duty  the  following 
day.  He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States 
Naval  Reserve  Corps. 


Francis  Joseph  Candlen 

Francis  Joseph  Candlen  was  born  at  Shelbourne  Falls, 
Massachusetts,  on  the  27th  of  February,  1896,  the  son  of 
James  and  Margaret  Candlen.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  St.  Mary’s  Academy  and  after  finishing  two 
vears  in  St.  Mary’s  High  School,  he  became  interested  in 
electrical  work  at  which  he  was  employed  until  September 
21st,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Army  at  Meridan,  Con¬ 
necticut.  Military  training  followed  at  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts,  where  Candlen  became  a  Private  in  Com¬ 
pany  B,  301st  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  76th  Division. 
This  unit  sailed  overseas  July  1st,  1918,  and  landed  first 
at  Liverpool,  England,  and  then  at  St.  Nazaire,  France. 
Candlen  was  later  transferred  to  Headquarters  Company, 
76th  Division,  which  advanced  to  the  front  the  latter  part 
of  July.  They  took  active  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  Drive, 
and  at  the  Meuse-Argonne  Drive  from  September  12th, 
1918,  until  November  11th,.  1918.  The  unit  returned  to  the 
States  on  June  21st,  1919,  and  on  July  1st,  1919,  Candlen 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 
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John  Henry  Cannon 

Hudson,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace 
of  John  Henry  Cannon.  He  was 
born  in  this  city  on  the  6th  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1888,  the  son  of  Thomas  and 
Rebecca  Cannon.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  St.  Mary’s 
Academy  in  1903,  when  he  left  to 
learn  construction  work.  He  was 
employed  as  an  ironworker  until  the 
31st  of  May,  1917,  when  he  volun¬ 
teered  his  services  at  Syracuse  as 
Private  in  the  Infantry.  Training  followed  at  the  Syracuse 
Camp  for  the  next  three  months  and  during  this  time 
Cannon  became  a  Corporal  in  Company  C,  9th  Infantry, 
2nd  Division.  On  the  7th  of  September,  1917,  the  unit 
sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire,  France.  After 
a  short  period  of  training  in  France  the  unit  advanced  to 
the  front  where  they  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  at 
Chateau  Thierry,  St.  Mihiel,  Belleau  Woods,  Mont  Blanc 
Ridge,  Argonne  and  Soissons,  during  which  Cannon 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  1st  Sergeant.  Cannon  returned 
to  the  States  on  the  23rd  of  February,  1919,  and  on  the  5th 
of  March,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Michael  Edward  Canny 

Valatie,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Michael 
Edward  Canny.  He  was  born  there  on  the  29th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1887,  the  son  of  Mrs.  Mary  Canny  of  Valatie.  He 
attended  the  district  school  in  his  native  town  until  1902 
when  he  left  to  accept  a  position  as  salesman  with  a  shoe 
manufacturing  concern.  He  was  in  their  employ  until  the 
24th  of  July,  1918,  when  he  was  selected  for  army  service 
by  the  Local  Board  at  Schenectady.  He  was  assigned  to 
10 
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Camp  Meade,  Maryland,  where  he  became  a  Private  in 
Battery  D,  31st  Field  Artillery,  11th  Division.  He  served 
in  this  capacity  at  Camp  Meade  for  the  following  six 
months.  In  December  of  1918,  Canny  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Joseph  Thomas  Cappelli 

Joseph  Thomas  Cappelli  was  born  in  Philmont,  New 
York,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1891,  the  son  of  Mary  and 
the  late  John  Cappelli.  He  attended  the  public  schools 
in  the  village  and  was  graduated  from  the  Philmont  High 
School  with  the  class  of  1909.  He  then  took  up  a  com¬ 
mercial  course  in  the  Albany  Business  College,  after  which 
he  became  affiliated  with  the  Cappelli  grocery  business  at 
Philmont.  On  the  2nd  of  April,  1918,  the  Local  Board 
of  the  county  selected  Cappelli  for  military  service.  His 
contingent’s  destination  was  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where 
training  followed  for  the  next  two  months,  during  which 
time  he  became  a  Private  in  Company  D,  310th  Infantry, 
78th  Division.  On  May  18th,  1918,  the  unit  left  for  over¬ 
seas  and  landed  first  at  Southampton,  England.  After 
crossing  the  channel  and  arriving  at  Calais  and  training 
with  the  British  Army  for  two  and  a  half  months,  they  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  front  line,  where  they  served  actively  on  the 
Argonne,  St.  Mihiel,  Arras  and  Toul  sectors  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  three  months.  Because  of  Cappelli ’s  mechanical 
knowledge  he  was  transferred  to  Company  D,  303rd  Motor 
Supply  Train,  which  carried  ammunition  to  the  front.  He 
served  in  this  capacity  until  the  signing  of  the  armistice. 
Cappelli  contracted  influenza  which  later  developed  into 
pneumonia  and  caused  his  being  held  in  the  Government 
hospital  No.  65  at  Semur,  France,  for  about  two  months. 
Upon  recovery  Cappelli  returned  to  the  States  with  his 
unit  on  the  1st  of  June,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  the  6th  of  June,  1919. 
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Paul  Eugene  Cappelli 

Paul  Eugene  Cappelli  was  born  in  Philmont,  the  son  of 
Mary  and  the  late  John  Cappelli  of  Philmont.  He  attended 
the  Philmont  schools  until  1910  when  he  left  to  assist 
with  the  grocery  business  of  his  father.  He  was 
occupied  with  this  work  until  the  4th  of  September,  1918, 
when  Columbia  County’s  Local  Board  selected  him  for 
military  service.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  for  the  Syra¬ 
cuse  Recruit  Camp,  where  Cappelli  became  a  Private  in 
the  81st  Company,  20th  Battalion,  with  which  unit  he 
trained  until  the  24th  of  October,  1918,  when  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


Frank  Joseph  Cardinale 

Frank  Joseph  Cardinale,  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Antonio  Cardinale  of  6 
West  Chapel  Street,  Hudson,  was 
born  in  that  city  on  the  6th  of  July, 
1889.  He  completed  the  elementary 
school  course  in  St.  Mary’s  Acad¬ 
emy,  after  which  he  accepted  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  fireman  on  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad.  On  the  10th  of 
December,  1917,  Cardinale  enlisted 
as  2nd  Class  Fireman  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  Goat  Island,  California, 
where  he  trained  for  the  following  three  months.  He  was 
then  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Roanoke,  on  which  he  left 
America  May  3rd,  1918,  for  overseas  service.  Landing  was 
made  at  Lamlash,  Scotland.  Cardinale  was  assigned  to 
duty  at  the  Naval  Bases  No.  17  and  No.  18  at  Inverness 
and  Inver  Gordon,  Scotland,  where  he  served  from  May 
18th,  1918,  until  December  17th,  1918.  Cardinale  returned 
to  the  States  on  December  30th,  1918,  and  on  March  22nd, 
1919,  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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George  Michael  Cardinale 

George  Michael  Cardinale  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Hudson  on  the  25tli  of 
January,  1897,  the  son  of  Frances 
Mary  and  Michael  Cardinale.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Jersey 
City  and  was  later  a  student  at  St. 
Patrick’s  Academy,  Cat  skill,  and  also 
was  a  member  of  the  Hudson  High 
School  until  1910  when  he  left  to 
learn  the  carpenters’  and  woodwork¬ 
ers  ’  trade.  He  was  employed  in  this 
capacity  until  the  22nd  of  May,  1918,  when  he  enlisted  as 
musician  in  the  United  States  Navyr.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  United  States  Naval  Recruit  Band,  which  was  then 
tourinu  the  East  on  recruiting  duty.  He  also  served  with 
the  U.  S.  S.  Recruit,  Union  Square,  New  York  City,  until 
November  9th,  1918,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the  Naval 
Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  where  he 
served  for  about  a  month  and  a  half.  He  was  then  assigned 
to  transport  service  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Mallory  and  landed 
at  the  following  ports :  Bordeaux,  Brest,  Porto  Del  Gado, 
and  the  Azores.  Cardinale  returned  to  America  the  latter 
part  of  April  and  on  May  5th,  1919,  was  given  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 


Clifford  Harry  Carle 

West  Copake,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Clifford 
Harry  Carle.  He  was  born  there  on  the  16th  of  August, 
1895,  the  son  of  Harry  and  Blanche  Carle  now  of  Green- 
port.  After  completing  the  elementary  course  in  the  Hud¬ 
son  public  schools  he  became  employed  as  mechanic  and 
engine  repairer.  On  May  24th,  1918,  through  Local  Bonrd 
of  the  County  Carle  volunteered  for  military  service.  His 
contingent  left  Hudson  the  25th  day  of  May  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  Left  America  on  June 
28th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the 
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first  week  of  July.  He  became  a  private  in  Company 
H,  307 tli  Infantry,  77th  Division.  After  a  brief  rest  his 
unit  served  actively  on  the  Vesle,  Baccarat,  Oisne-Aisne, 
and  Meuse-Argonne  sectors  from  July  4tli,  1918,  until 
November  lltli,  1918.  During  the  fighting  on  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  sector  Carle  was  gassed.  He  returned  to  America 
with  his  unit  on  April  28tli,  1919,  and  on  the  9th  of  May, 
1919,  Carle  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Wesley  Scott  Carle 

Wesley  Scott  Carle,  of  Greenport,  was 
born  in  Taglikanic  on  July  13th, 
1896.  His  parents  are  Emerick  A. 
and  Ida  Carle,  of  Hudson,  Rural 
Free  Delivery  Route  No.  2.  When 
Carle  concluded  his  studies  in  the 
schools  of  Taghkanic  and  of  Glenco 
Mills,  he  took  a  course  in  tree  surg¬ 
ery  and  later  worked  as  a  tree 
surgeon  with  the  Davey  Tree  Ex¬ 
pert  Company  of  Ohio.  He  was 
selected  by  the  Local  Board  of  Portage  County  in  Ohio 
and  was  assigned  to  Company  I,  1st  Gas  Regiment,  Chem¬ 
ical  Warfare  Service.  Private  Carle  was  stationed  at 
Camp  Sherman  from  September  5tli  until  December  16tli, 
1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Elise  E.  Carlson 

Miss  Elsie  E.  Carlson  was  born  in  Germantown,  New 
York,  on  the  18th  of  April,  1895,  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Mina  Carlson,  both  of  Germantown.  Miss  Carlson  attended 
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the  public  schools  of  Hudson  graduating  from  the  Hudson 
High  School  in  1914,  after  which  she  entered  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses  connected  with  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
New  York  City,  and  was  graduated  from  there  in  1917 
with  a  degree  of  Registered  Nurse.  Miss  Carlson  was  on 
the  nursing  staff  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  until  her  enlistment 
in  the  Army  Nurses  Corps  on  July  1st,  1918.  As  an  army 
nurse  Miss  Carlson  served  in  the  hospitals  at  Camp  Gor¬ 
don,  Georgia,  Fort  McPherson,  Georgia,  and  at  Fort  Sher¬ 
idan,  Illinois,  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
December  11th,  1919. 


Raymond  John  Carlson 

Raymond  John  Carlson,  of  Clermont, 
was  born  in  that  village  on  Septem¬ 
ber  18th,  1893.  His  parents,  John 
and  Mina  Carlson,  are  residents  of 
the  same  village.  He  attended  Dis¬ 
trict  School  No.  4  at  Clermont  and 
later  took  a  position  with  a  railroad 
company.  The  Local  Board  selected 
him  for  army  service  and  he  left  for 
Camp  Devens  on  September  22nd, 
1917.  For  six  months  Carlson  was 
a  Private  in  Company  K  of  the  303rd  Infantry.  Then  he 
was  transferred  to  Company  A  of  the  16th  Engineers  of 
the  First  Army  Corps.  On  February  27th,  1918,  he  sailed 
for  Brest,  France.  He  served  at  the  Ypres  sector  and  in 
the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive.  He  helped  construct  a 
bridge  across  the  Meuse  River  so  the  infantry  could  cross, 
and  worked  at  the  repairing  of  the  Verdun  and  Sedan  rail¬ 
road  during  the  German  retreat.  On  April  20th,  1919, 
Carlson  returned  to  the  United  States  and  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  on  May  5th  of  the  same  year. 
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Floyd  Archie  Carlton 

Floyd  Archie  Carlton,  of  New  Leb¬ 
anon,  was  one  of  those  who  gave  up 
his  life  in  the  great  war.  He  was 
born  in  Hancock,  Massachusetts,  on 
September  18th,  1889.  His  parents, 
George  A.  and  Emma  D.  Carlton,  are 
residents  of  Lebanon  Springs.  Carl¬ 
ton  studied  at  the  district  school 
and  later  entered  the  employment  of 
D.  J.  Walsh  at  Pittsfield,  Mass.  He 
received  military  training  at  Camps 
Devens,  Greene  and  Merritt.  In  April,  1918,  Private 
Carlton  sailed  for  France  as  a  member  of  Company  B, 
61st  Infantry,  5th  Division.  Overseas  he  served  on  the  St. 
Die  and  Arnould  sectors  from  July  12th  to  August,  22nd, 
and  on  the  St.  Mihiel  sector  from  September  12th  to  the 
17th.  On  October  12th  while  fighting  at  Bois  de  Foret, 
west  of  Cuuel,  he  was  killed  in  action.  He  was  laid  to  rest 
with  full  military  honors  in  the  soil  of  the  land  he  helped 
defend. 


Augusto  Carlucci 

Augusto  Carlucci  came  to  America 
from  Cerreto  D’Esi,  Italy,  where  he 
was  bom  on  October  27th,  1887.  His 
parents,  Nicola  and  Angela  Carlucci, 
resided  in  the  same  town.  He  was 
educated  in  his  native  land  and  after 
coming  to  this  country  he  worked 
as  a  carpenter.  Carlucci  was  se¬ 
lected  by  the  Local  Board  to  serve 
in  the  American  army.  He  left  Hud¬ 
son  for  Camp  Hancock  on  July  15th, 
1918.  There  he  received  intensive  military  training  and 
became  a  Private  in  the  17th  Company  of  the  Machine  Gun 
Training  Corps.  On  January  4th,  1919,  Private  Augusto 
Carlucci  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States 
Army. 
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Ralph  Carmell 

Cantanzaro,  Italy,  was  the  birthplace 
of  Ralph  Carmell.  He  was  born 
there  on  November  5th,  1897.  His 
parents  Pasquale  and  Antonia 
Carmell  are  of  the  same  village.  The 
schools  of  Italy  gave  him  his  educa¬ 
tion.  After  coming  to  this  country 
Carmell  obtained  a  position  in  a  mill 
and  worked  until  he  enlisted  at 
Hudson  on  July  14th,  1918.  His 
assignment  placed  him  m  the  Head¬ 
quarters  Company,  Croup  2  of  the  Machine  Gun  Training 
Detachment.  He  was  stationed  at  Camps  Hancock  and 
Dix  and  at  Fort  Slocum.  On  January  2nd,  1919,  Private 
Ralph  Carmell  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


John  Henry  Carpenter 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  John  Henry  Carpenter, 
the  son  of  Edward  and  Alice  Carpenter  of  the  same  place. 
He  was  born  there  December  23rd,  1893,  was  graduated 
from  Hudson  High  School  in  1910,  studied  chemistry  and 
engaged  in  laboratory  work.  On  July  24th,  1917,  Carpen¬ 
ter  volunteered  in  Allentown,  Pennsylvania,  enlisting  as  a 
Musician  in  the  Regimental  Band.  He  trained  for  three 
months  at  Gettysburg  and  later  at  Camps  Greene  and 
Mills.  On  May  10th,  1918,  Carpenter  was  sent  to  England 
and  from  there  to  France.  He  served  at  the  front  as 
Band  Sergeant  in  the  Headquarters  Company  of  the  58th 
Infantry,  Fourth  Division,  taking  part  in  the  Aisne-Marne, 
Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  offensives  and  serving  on 
the  Vesle,  Meaux  and  Tout  sectors.  Carpenter  later  served 
in  Germany  as  a  member  of  the  Army  of  Occupation.  On 
August  1st,  1919,  Sergeant  John  Henry  Carpenter  returned 
to  the  United  States.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  August  9th  of  the  same  year. 
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Henry  Sheridan  Cashman 

Henry  Sheridan  Cashman  of  Brook¬ 
lyn,  is  the  son  of  Mrs.  Mary  Cash- 
man  of  New  Lebanon.  He  was  born 
in  New  Lebanon  on  January  28th, 
1898.  His  father  Patrick  Henry 
Cashman  died  there  in  1914.  He 
attended  school  in  New  Lebanon 
and  in  New  York  City,  and  then 
worked  as  a  machinist,  although 
since  his  return  from  war  he  has 
become  an  aeroplane  fitter.  On 
November  19th,  1917,  Cashman  volunteered  in  the  avia¬ 
tion  corps  and  served  as  a  1st  Class  Private  of  the  163rd 
Aero  Squadron.  LTp  to  the  time  of  his  overseas  service 
he  trained  at  Fort  Slocum,  Kelly  Field.  Wilber  Wright 
Field  and  Camp  Mills.  On  February  25tli,  1918,  Cash- 
man  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England.  For  a  time  he  trained 
at  Marborough  and  then  at  Crail  in  Scotland.  On  the  con¬ 
tinent  Cashman  landed  at  Brest  and  went  forward  to  the 
fighting  sectors.  He  served  with  his  squadron  on  the  Tout 
sector  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  and  the  Saint  Mihiel 
offensives.  On  June  22nd,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  five  days  later  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  Howard  Cashman 


John  Howard  Cashman  of  Brooklyn, 
was  born  in  New  Lebanon  on  May 
5th,  1894.  His  parents,  Mary  and 
the  late  Patrick'  Henry  Cashman, 
were  residents  of  New  Lebanon.  His 
education  which  consisted  of  a 
grammar  school,  high  school  and 
business  course,  was  furnished  by 
the  schools  of  New  Lebanon,  Pitts¬ 
field,  Brooklyn  and  the  Alexander 
Hamilton  Institute.  He  later  held 
positions  as  purchasing  agent  and  sales  manager.  On 
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May  14th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  in 
Brooklyn  and  became  a  2nd  Class  Machinist’s  Mate  in  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force.  He  served  at  Pelham 
Bay  Training  Station  and  on  United  States  Submarine 
Chaser  No.  49.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  war  Cashman  had 
risen  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Machinist’s  Mate.  On 
December  30th,  1918,  he  was  released  from  active  duty. 


William  Russell  Cashman 

William  Russell  Cashman  of  Brooklyn, 
was  born  in  New  Lebanon  on 
August  30th,  1895.  His  parents  are 
Mary  and  the  late  Patrick  Henry 
Cashman  of  New  Lebanon.  William 
Cashman  attended  school  in  New 
Lebanon  and  Springfield  and  then 
took  a  position  with  a  coffee  firm. 
While  in  Brooklyn  he  belonged  to 
the  23rd  Infantry  of  the  New  York 
State  National  Guard.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  13th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Motor  Mechanics  Aviation 
Service  at  Brooklyn.  He  trained  at  Camps  Dix,  Hancock 
and  Greene,  and  sailed  for  Brest  on  June  19th,  1918.  He 
was  stationed  at  Romorantin  where  he  served  with  the 
6th  Company,  3rd  Motor  Mechanics  Regiment.  Cashman 
was  transferred  to  Company  D,  11th  Regiment  of  the 
Marines  on  September  28th,  1918.  On  March  30th,  1919, 
he  was  transferred  to  Cavalry  Troop  L.  After  the 
conclusion  of  the  war  on  June  29th,  1919,  he  returned  home 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  ninth  of  the 
following  month.  William  Cashman  was  the  third  of  his 
family  to  serve  with  the  colors. 
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Cecil  Charles  Caul 

It  was  in  Bhilmont  on  New  Years 
Day  1894,  that  Cecil  Charles  Caul 
was  born.  His  parents  are  Homer 
B.  and  Catherine  E.  Caul  of  Glen- 
wood  Boulevard,  Hudson.  Caul  was 
graduated  from  the  Hudson  High 
School  in  1911,  and  after  that  en¬ 
gaged  in  clerical  work.  He  was 
employed  as  a  stenographer  and 
typewriter  by  the  General  Electric 
Company,  Schenectady,  when  war 
was  declared.  On  May  11th,  1917,  at  Albany,  he  volun¬ 
teered  for  naval  service  and  was  sent  to  the  Yeoman  School 
at  Newport,  Rhode  Island.  He  was  at  the  Newport  Naval 
Station  six  months  and  was  later  attached  to  the  U.  S. 
Ship  Calamares.  On  April  12th,  1918,  his  ship  sailed  for 
Europe  and  his  first  stop  on  foreign  soil  was  at  St.  Nazaire, 
France.  He  held  the  rank  of  Yeoman,  1st  Class,  when  last 
heard  from  by  the  Committee. 


Luther  Ceaser 

When  Luther  Ceaser  entered  military  service  he  was 
twenty-eight  years  of  age  and  a  resident  of  Ghent.  He 
was  born  in  the  town  of  Coxsackie,  Greene  County,  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Albany  and  after  coming 
to  Ghent  was  engaged  in  farm  work.  He  was  inducted  into 
service  through  the  Local  Board  on  May  19th,  1918.  As  a 
Private  with  the  49th  Company,  13th  Battalion,  he  spent 
nine  months  at  Camp  Dix.  About  one  year  after  enter¬ 
ing  the  Army  he  was  honorably  discharged  and  is  again 
engaged  in  farming  in  the  town  of  Ghent. 
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Charles  Cellela 

Charles  Cellela  was  born  at  Amorosi, 
Benevento,  Italy,  on  August  22nd, 
1894,  the  son  of  Pasquale  and  An¬ 
tonia  Cellela.  He  attended  school 
in  Italy,  and  after  coming  to  this 
country  worked  as  a  knitter  in  fac¬ 
tories.  Sometime  before  war  was 
declared  he  left  Columbia  County 
and  became  a  resident  of  Rochester. 
It  was  through  the  Local  Board  for 
District  No.  2  of  that  city  that  he 
entered  military  service  on  June  27th,  1918.  In  the  follow¬ 
ing  month  he  was  naturalized.  He  served  first  at  Camp 
Upton  and  then  went  overseas,  where  he  was  a  member  of 
Company  E,  166th  Regiment,  42nd  Division.  After  going 
overseas  he  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  spent  one 
week  at  Manchester,  and  then  traveled  over  to  Prance. 
There  he  took  part  in  battles  at  St.  Mihiel,  the  Argonne 
and  Sedan..  After  hostilities  ceased  and  on  April  25th, 
1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States,  where  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  May  14tli,  follow¬ 
ing.  Again  he  is  a  civilian  and  following  his  former 
occupation  in  Hudson. 


Salvatore  Cesternino 


1918,  when  he  was 


Salvatore  Cesternino  is  another  Amer¬ 
ican  citizen  who  was  born  in  Europe 
on  December  28th,  1890.  His  native 
town  was  St.  Giovanni  Rotondo, 
Province  Di  Foggia  in  Italy  and  his 
parents  were  Nardo,  now  deceased, 
and  Angela  Cesternino  of  Italy. 
Before  crossing  to  this  country  he 
served  twenty-nine  months  in  the 
Italian  cavalry  in  the  war  with  Trip¬ 
oli.  It  was  on  September  16th, 
27  years  of  age,  that  he  was  selected 
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for  service  in  the  United  States  Army  and  was  a  member 
of  the  68th  Company,  17th  Battalion  and  later  a  member 
of  the  153rd  Depot  Brigade.  He  served  only  at  Camp 
Dix,  where  he  was  admitted  to  citizenship  on  September 
21st,  1919.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
November  28th  of  the  same  year  and  returned  to  Hudson. 


Charles  Edward  Childs 

Charles  Edward  Childs  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Stockport  on  June  6th, 
1892,  his  parents  being  Lowrie  and 
Hortense  Ferguson  Childs.  But 
when  he  was  still  a  boy  he  went 
West  and  attended  grammar  school 
and  high  school  in  Omaha,  Nebraska. 
He  then  took  up  engineering  and 
during  the  four  years  just  prior  to 
enlistment  he  was  engaged  in  pro¬ 
duction  work  in  the  machine  shops 
of  the  Midvale  Steel  Company,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 
On  November  17th,  1917,  at  the  latter  city  he  volunteered 
for  military  service.  He  was  accepted  and  received  a  com¬ 
mission  as  2nd  Lieutenant  in  the  Inspection  Division  of 
the  Ordnance  Department.  In  September  of  1918,  while 
stationed  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  he  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  1st  Lieutenant  and  two  months  later  transferred 
to  duty  at  Toledo,  Ohio.  At  the  time  of  his  honorable 
discharge  on  June  26th,  1919,  he  was  stationed  at  Cleve¬ 
land,  Ohio.  Lieutenant  Childs  is  married,  his  wife  having 
been  Miss  Helen  Goodwin  Hammond. 
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Benjamin  Chodecov 

While  Benjamin  Chodecov  is  now  a 
United  States  citizen,  he  was  at  the 
opening  of  the  war  a  subject  of  the 
Itussian  Empire,  having  been  born 
at  Birsie,  Bussia,  on  New  Years  Day 
1895,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Martha 
Chodecov.  After  coming  to  this 
country  and  for  about  six  years 
prior  to  the  war,  he  was  in  business 
as  a  dry  goods  merchant  in  Hudson. 
Then  on  July  14th,  1918,  he  was 
selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board,  was  made 
a  member  of  the  14th  Company,  153rd  Depot  Brigade,  and 
while  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  was  admitted  to  citizen¬ 
ship  of  the  United  States.  Chodecov  also  served  at  Fort 
Slocum.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  serv¬ 
ice  at  Camp  Dix  on  Christmas  Eve,  1918. 


Justino  Ciancetta 

On  May  10th,  1894,  in  Pescara,  Italy, 
Justino  Ciancetta  was  born.  His 
parents  are  Carmino  and  Marian- 
tonia  Ciancetta  of  the  same  place. 
He  received  his  education  in  Italy, 
and  after  coming  to  Hudson  did 
repair  work  at  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Cement  Company’s  plant. 
On  May  24th,.  1918,  he  was  selected 
for  service  through  the  Local  Board 
and  became  a  member  of  Company 
A,  307th  Infantry,  77th  Division  after  going  overseas. 
For  twenty-five  days  he  was  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina.  On  June  30tli,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Europe  and 
landed  at  Brest.  For  a  time,  before  going  to  the  front, 
he  was  at  St.  Sulpice.  He  served  for  twenty-seven  days  in 
the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive  and  also  took  part  in  the 
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Vesle  offensive.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  on 
April  28th,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
May  9th,  1919. 


Joseph  Cistone 

Joseph  Cistone  was  born  in  Italy  on 
the  18th  of  February,  1888,  the  son 
of  Janies  and  Mary  Cistone,  both 
of  whom  reside  at  73  Courtland 
Street,  Tarrytown,  New  York.  The 
public  schools  of  that  place  fur¬ 
nished  Cistone ’s  education.  In  1902 
he  accepted  employment  and  con¬ 
tinued  working  until  September  21st, 
1917,  on  which  date  the  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for 
military  service.  Cistone  trained  at  Camp  Devens,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  until  the  7th  of  July,  1918,  on  which  date  he  sailed 
overseas  as  a  member  of  Company  K,  303rd  Infantry,  76th 
Division.  Landing  was  first  made  at  England,  and  later 
at  a  port  in  France.  While  overseas  Cistone  served  with 
his  unit  at  St.  Amant  and  Montrond  until  the  30th  of 
July,  1919,  on  which  date  he  returned  to  the  States.  On 
August  4th  following,  Sergeant  Cistone  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Clinton  Clapper 

Clinton  Clapper  was  born  in  the  town 
of  Stockport  on  the  1st  of  October, 
1893,  the  son  of  Marvin  and  Leila 
M.  Clapper  of  122  North  Fifth 
Street,  Hudson,  New  York.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  district  school  at  Stock- 
port,  and  later  took  an  accounting 
course  at  the  Hudson  High  School, 
after  which  he  learned  telegraphy. 
For  the  following  five  years  he  was 
employed  by  a  local  firm  as  account¬ 
ant.  On  April  26th,  1918,  Clapper  enlisted  in  the 
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Medical  Corps  He  was  assigned  to  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  served  until  September  5th,  1918, 
as  a  part  of  a  divisional  medical  supply  unit.  Clapper 
was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Beauregard,  Louisiana, 
where  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Private. 
While  at  this  camp  he  had  charge  of  dental  supplies  of  the 
17th  Division.  Clapper  served  in  this  capacity  until  the 
10th  of  February,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Harry  Clapper 

Coxsackie,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Harry  Clap¬ 
per.  He  was  born  there  on  the  19th  of  October,  1895, 
the  son  of  David  and  Margaret  Clapper  of  Columbiaville. 
He  attended  the  district  school  of  Columbiaville  until 
1910,  when  he  left  to  accept  employment  in  a  knitting  mill. 
He  was  thus  occupied  until  the  24th  of  May,  1918,  when 
the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for 
military  service.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  the  follow¬ 
ing  day  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina  where 
Clapper  became  a  member  of  Company  C,  1st  Pioneer 
Infantry.  Military  training  followed  at  this  camp  until 
July  9th,  1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  overseas  aboard  the 
Leviathan  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  The  unit  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  front,  where  it  served  on  the  Toul  Sector. 
Clapper  also  served  for  a  short  time  with  a  detachment 
of  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps.  After  the  Armistice  was 
signed  Private  Clapper  developed  pneumonia  which  held 
him  at  Base  Hospital  No.  56  for  about  two  months.  Upon 
recovery  he  returned  with  his  unit  to  the  States  on  the 
6th  of  May,  1919,  and  on  the  19th  of  the  same  month  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frederick  Holley  Clark 

Millerton,  Dutchess  County,  was  the  birthplace  of  Fred¬ 
erick  Holley  Clark.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  10th 
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of  May,  1897,  the  son  of  Edward  and  Emma  Clark.  He 
received  his  early  education  in  the  grammar  school  at 
Walton,  New  York,  and  after  one  year  of  high  school  work 
took  a  course  in  scientific  farming  and  dairying.  He  then 
became  employed  on  a  farm  at  Copake  Palls,  where  he 
was  occupied  until  the  28th  of  July,  1918,  when  he  was 
selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board  of  Colum¬ 
bia  County.  The  contingent  left  Hudson  the  following  day 
for  Camp  Forrest,  Georgia.  Military  training  followed 
here  for  about  a  month  after  which  Clark  was  transferred 
to  Camp  Sheridan,  Alabama.  During  the  five  months  of 
training  here,  Clark  was  a  Private  in  the  Headquarters 
Company,  209th  Engineers,  9th  Division.  He  served  at 
this  camp  until  the  first  of  February,  1919,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  Camp  Upton.  Service  here  ended  the  13th 
of  February,  1919,  when  Clark  was  honorably  discharged. 


Frank  Dederick  Clarkson 

Frank  Dederick  Clarkson  son  of  George  and  Sarah 
Clarkson  of  Chatham,  New  York,  was  born  in  the  town 
of  Dover,  Dutchess  County  on  the  7th  of  March,  1895. 
Clarkson  attended  the  public  schools  of  Dover  and  was 
later  graduated  with  the  class  of  1914,  Dover  Plains  High 
School.  He  then  took  a  course  in  mechanical  training  after 
which  he  was  employed  at  mechanical  work,  until  July 
26th,  1917,  on  which  date  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the 
Infantry.  He  was  assigned  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  the  following  ten  months 
as  a  Private  in  Company  C,  102nd  Engineers,  27th  Division. 
On  May  17th,  1918,  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed 
at  St.  Nazaire,  France.  It  proceeded  to  the  front,  where 
for  the  following  six  months  it  took  active  part  in  the 
Somme,  Ypres,  Bellicourt,  Flanders,  Kemmel  Hill  and 
Hindenburg  Line  Offensives.  The  unit  returned  to  the 
States  March  1st,  1919,  and  on  the  3rd  of  April,  1919, 
Clarkson  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Louis  Vincent  Clarkson 

Louis  Vincent  Clarkson  was  born  in 
Dover  Plains  on  the  18th  of  August, 
1897,  being  another  son  of  George 
and  Sarah  Clarkson  of  Chatham. 
He  received  his  early  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  town 
and  after  finishing  a  two  years 
course  in  the  Dover  Plains  High 
School  became  interested  in  elec¬ 
trical  work.  He  was  employed  at 
this  trade  until  the  9th  of  November, 
1918,  when  he  was  selected  at  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts, 
for  service  and  became  a  Private  in  the  Infantry.  He  was 
unassigned  at  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  Armistice. 
Private  Clarkson  was  honorably  discharged  November 
11th,  1918. 


Richard  Clayton 

Richard  Clayton  was  a  resident  of  North  Carolina.  He 
was  born  in  that  State  some  twenty  years  ago  the  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard  Clayton.  He  attended  the  district 
school  in  his  native  town  until  1907,  when  he  came  North 
and  obtained  employment  with  the  Railway  Steel  Spring 
Company  of  Hudson,  New  York.  He  was  employed  by 
this  company  until  the  1st  of  October,  1918,  when  he 
applied  for  induction  through  the  Local  Board  of  Colum¬ 
bia  County.  Clayton  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Upton,  New  York.  He  contracted  influenza  very 
shortly  after  his  arriving  at  camp  and  died  from  the  effects 
of  the  disease  on  the  18th  of  October,  1918. 
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William  Francis  Cleary 

William  Francis  Cleary  was  born  in 
the  hamlet  of  Newton  Hook  on  the 
19th  of  June,  1896,  the  son  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Frances  Cleary.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the 
Goxsackie  schools  and  finished  a 
three  year  course  in  the  Coxsackie 
High  School.  He  then  obtained  em¬ 
ployment  with  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad  as  inspector  at  West 
Albany.  He  was  occupied  in  this 
capacity  until  the  15th  of  August,  1918,  when  he  volun¬ 
teered  in  the  Coast  Artillery.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  Camp  at  Syracuse  and  later  became  a  member 
of  Battery  F,  42nd  Brigade,  33rd  Coast  Artillery  Corps: 
Cleary  served  at  the  following  Forts :  Revere,  Strong, 
Banks  and  Heath,  also  at  Boston  Harbor  and  Camp  Custer, 
Virginia.  Private  Cleary  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Corporal,  and  served  in  this  capacity  at  Camp  Custer, 
Virginia,  until  the  18th  of  December,  1918,  when  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Clarence  Lewis  Closson 

Clarence  Lewis  Closson  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Copake  on  the  17th  day 
of  April,  1893,  the  son  of  Lewis  and 
Margaret  Closson.  After  complet¬ 
ing  the  elementary  course  in  the 
Copake  and  later  the  Hillsdale  dis¬ 
trict  schools,  Closson  learned  the 
carpenters  ’  trade.  He  was  employed 
in  this  occupation  by  the  Barnum- 
Pitcher  Company  of  Lakeville,  Con¬ 
necticut,  until  the  2nd  of  April,  1918. 
On  that  date  the  Local  Board  of  the  County  selected  him 
for  military  service.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  the  fol- 
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lowing  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  training 
followed  for  the  next  four  months,  during  which  time  Clos- 
son  became  a  Private  in  Company  F,  310th  Engineers, 
85th  Division.  He  left  the  United  States  for  foreign  serv¬ 
ice  on  July  22nd,  1918.  The  regiment  arrived  at  Liver¬ 
pool,  England,  on  August  the  3rd  and  on  the  7th  of  August, 
crossed  the  channel  and  landed  at  Le  Havre.  From  here 
they  proceeded  to  St.  Satur,  where  they  were  put  through 
intensive  infantry  and  engineer  drilling.  On  September 
9th,  1918,  the  regiment  entrained  for  the  front,  where  it 
served  actively  on  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  sec¬ 
tors  until  the  lltli  of  November,  1918.  After  the  signing  of 
the  Armistice  the  regiment  was  given  orders  to  march  into 
Germany  where  it  was  to  form  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupa¬ 
tion.  While  doing  guard  duty  at  Wehngerobe,  Closson 
contracted  influenza.  He  was  transferred  to  Evacuation 
Hospital  No.  3  at  Wittlich,  Germany,  where  he  died  on 
January  14tli,  1919,  of  bronchial  pneumonia. 


Elbert  John  Clum 

Elbert  John  Clum  was  born  in  the 
the  village  of  Philmont,  New  York, 
on  the  1st  of  March,  1896.  Clum 
lives  in  that  village  with  his  father, 
James  Clum.  His  mother  Mrs.  Ida 
Clum  died  at  Philmont  about  twenty 
years  ago.  He  completed  the  ele¬ 
mentary  course  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  village  after  which  he 
became  a  mill  operative  in  one  of  the 
Philmont  knitting  mills.  Clum  was 
thus  occcupied  until  the  18th  of  October,  1918,  on  which 
date  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  him  for 
military  service.  He  was  assigned  to  the  18th  Salvage 
Regiment,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  served  at  Camp 
Jackson,  South  Carolina,  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  March  29th,  1919. 
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Phillip  Clum 

Livingston,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Frederick 
Phillip  Clum.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  2nd  of 
June,  1896,  the  son  of  Stephen  and  Lillian  Clum.  He 
attended  the  district  school  of  his  native  town  until  1912. 
At  this  time  he  became  interested  in  automobile  work  and 
was  employed  at  this  trade  until  the  24th  of  May,  1917, 
when  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  On  July  20th,  1917,  the  com¬ 
pany  was  called  into  Federal  service  by  presidential  proc¬ 
lamation.  They  left  Hudson  July  29th,  1917,  for  Fort 
Niagara  where  they  trained  for  the  following  four  months. 
On  September  20tli,  1917,  Clum  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service.  He  married  Miss  Beulah  Smith  of  Hudson, 
NeAV  York,  on  the  5th  of  February,  1918. 


Harold  Vernon  Cobb 

Harold  Vernon  Cobb  was  born  in 
Gardiner,  Maine,  on  the  7th  of 
October,  1892,  the  son  of  Charles 
and  the  late  Mrs.  Charles  Cobb. 
After  completing  the  high  school 
course  Cobb  enrolled  as  a  student  at 
the  University  of  Maine,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1914.  He  later 
took  a  course  in  physical  education 
at  Cornell  University,  graduating 
from  there  in  1920.  Since  then  he 
has  been  on  the  board  which  has  charge  of  the  physical 
education  for  the  public  schools  of  New  York  State.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  years  1916  and  1917,  he  had  charge  of  physical 
training  of  the  Hudson  High  School.  Cobb  had  three  years 
of  military  training  as  a  member  of  a  company  of  the 
National  Guard  of  the  State  of  Maine.  In  June  of  1918,  he 
enlisted  in  the  Heavy  Coast  Artillery,  and  was  assigned 
to  the  Officers  Training  School  at  Fortress  Monroe,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  where  he  completed  the  officer’s  course  and  was  com- 
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missioned  2nd  Lieutenant.  Lieutenant  Cobb  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service  in  December,  1918. 


Francis  Cochrane 

Francis  Cochrane  was  born  in  Hudson 
on  the  19th  of  January,  1892,  the 
son  of  Judge  Aaron  V.  and  Mar¬ 
garet  M.  Cochrane.  He  attended  the 
Hudson  public  schools  until  1908, 
when  he  enrolled  as  a  student  at 
Hotchkiss  School,  Lakeville,  Con¬ 
necticut,  from  which  he  graduated 
in  1910.  He  continued  his  education 
at  Yale  University,  New  Haven, 
graduating  with  the  class  of  1914. 
For  the  following  three  years,  Cochrane  was  employed  as 
civil  engineer  with  the  engineering  department  of  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad.  On  May  2nd,  1917,  he  applied  as 
a  candidate  at  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Camp  at 
Madison  Barracks,  New  York,  and  after  a  three  months 
course  of  military  training  was  commissioned  2nd  Lieuten¬ 
ant.  He  served  for  about  a  month  at  the  mobilization  camp 
at  Syracuse,  New  York,  and  was  then  transferred  to  Camp 
Merritt,  New  Jersey,  where  he  was  stationed  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  eight  months,  during  which  time  he  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  49th  Infantry,  83rd  Division.  He  was  then 
assigned  to  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma,  where  he  received  a 
special  course  of  Infantry  training  with  a  result  that  he 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Lieutenant.  Cochrane 
also  served  at  Camp  ITpton,  New  York,  for  about  a  month. 
He  left  the  United  States  for  foreign  service  July  26th, 
1918.  After  landing  at  Brest,  France,  the  unit  entrained 
for  Le  Mans  where  they  served  with  the  2nd  Depot  Divi¬ 
sion  until  October  11th,  1918.  Cochrane  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  106th  Infantry,  27th  Division,  and  served 
with  this  regiment  until  the  6tli  of  March,  1919,  on  which 
date  they  returned  to  the  States.  Lieutenant  Cochrane 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service  July  2nd,  1919. 
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John  Cochrane 

Coxsackie,  Greene  County,  was  the  birthplace  of  Dr. 
John  Elwyn  Cochrane.  He  was  born  in  that  place  on  the 
17th  of  August,  1870,  the  son  of  the  late  Francis  and  the 
late  Barbara  Cochrane.  He  attended  the  district  school 
of  his  native  town  after  which  he  was  a  student  at  Claver- 
ack  College  later  graduating  from  that  institution  with  the 
class  of  1888.  He  then  took  up  the  study  of  medicine. 
After  obtaining  his  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine,  he  prac¬ 
ticed  his  profession  in  Valatie,  New  York,  until  the  time 
of  his  enlistment.  On  December  1st,  1906,  Dr.  Cochrane 
married  Miss  Ida  Shafer  at  Valatie,  New  York.  Dr.  Coch¬ 
rane  enlisted  in  the  Medical  Officers  Reserve  Corps  on 
the  12th  of  July,  1917,  and  received  a  commission  of  1st 
Lieutenant.  He  was  assigned  to  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison, 
Indiana,  where  he  served  with  the  medical  corps  until 
November  18th,  1917,  when  he  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Clarence  Coffin 

Clarence  Coffin  was  born  in  Syracuse, 
New  York,  on  the  11th  of  January, 
1891,  the  son  of  George  and  Mary 
Frances  Coffin,  now  of  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  the  public 
schools  of  Syracuse.  His  family 
then  moved  to  Chatham,  New  York, 
where  Coffin  was  employed  by  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany.  He  was  thus  occupied  until 
the  17th  of  April,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  in  Troop  B,  9th 
United  States  Cavalry.  He  left  the  United  States  for 
foreign  service  on  the  27th  of  April,  1917,  and  landed  at 
Manila  in  the  Philippines.  From  here  the  unit  entrained 
for  Camp  Stotsenburg,  Philippines,  where  Coffin  served 
for  the  duration  of  the  war.  Upon  receiving  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge,  he  re-enlisted  and  is  at  present  serving  at 
Camp  Stotsenburg,  Philippines. 
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Robert  George  Anthony  Coffin 

Syracuse  was  the  birthplace  of  Robert 
G.  A.  Coffin,  but  his  life  since  early 
boyhood  has  been  spent  mostly  in 
Chatham  where  he  attended  school 
and  later  held  a  position  in  the  paper 
mill.  Coffin,  who  was  the  son  of 
George  and  Frances  Coffin,  now  of 
Philadelphia,  was  born  on  June  8th, 
1895.  On  April  20th,  1917,  the  same 
month  that  Amer:ca  entered  the  war, 
Coffin  volunteered  to  join  the  United 
States  Cavalry  at  Albany.  He  was  assigned  to  Troop  B, 
9th  Cavalry,  and  on  May  5th  of  the  same  year  was  sent 
to  Camp  Stotsenburg  in  the  Philippine  Islands  where  he 
served  until  July  18th,  1919.  On  July  31st  following, 
Private  Coffin  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
Private  Coffin  also  saw  active  service  on  the  Mexican 
border  as  a  member  of  Uncle  Sam’s  Regulars. 


Tristram  Coffin 

Hudson  has  been  the  home  of  Trist¬ 
ram  Coffin  since  his  birth  in 
this  city  on  August  12th,  1889.  His 
parents  Samuel  B.  and  Frances 
Lewis  Coffin,  reside  at  5  Willard 
Place,  Hudson.  After  graduating 
from  Hudson  High  School,  Union 
College,  and  in  1913  from  Albany 
Law  School,  he  became  associated 
with  his  father  in  the  law  firm  of 
Coffin  and  Coffin.  On  December 
29th,  1914,  he  volunteered  in  the  New  York  State  National 
Guard  and  received  a  1st  Lieutenant’s  commission.  For 
three  years  he  served  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  On  March  28th,  1917,  Lieutenant 
Coffin  married  Miss  Rachel  Anna  Jones  in  New  York  City. 
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They  now  have  one  son,  Tristram,  Junior.  On  July  20th 
of  the  year  that  the  United  States  entered  the  war  the 
New  York  State  Guard  was  called  into  Federal  service 
by  presidential  proclamation.  On  July  29th,  1917,  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Coffin  left  Hudson  with  his  company  for  Fort 
Niagara  where  they  trained  until  October  when  they  were 
ordered  to  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina.  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Coffin  trained  there  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  107th 
Infantry,  27th  Division,  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  the  following  May. 


Harry  George  Cole 

On  October  24th,  1888,  Harry  George  Cole  was  born  at 
Green  Island,  Rensselaer  County ;  but  when  still  a  boy  he 
moved  into  Columbia  County,  received  his  education  in 
the  Old  Chatham  school  and  later  worked  as  a  blacksmith 
and  an  auto  mechanic  in  Kinderhook.  His  parents,  Hiram 
and  Elizabeth  Cole,  also  resided  in  Kinderhook.  On  July 
7th,  1917,  Harry  Cole  married  Miss  Gladys  M.  Hunter  at 
Chatham.  They  now  have  one  daughter,  Louise  Marian 
Cole.  When  the  United  States  called  for  troops  during  the 
war,  Cole  was  selected  for  service  by  the  Local  Board 
and  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Devens  on  October  6th,  1917. 
In  July  of  the  following  year  he  left  this  country  landing 
at  England  and  then  continuing  to  France  where  he  was 
stationed  at  the  Engineer’s  Candidate  School  at  Langres, 
as  a  member  of  the  Headquarters  Detachment,  301st  En¬ 
gineers,  76th  Division,  4th  Army  Corps.  He  served  on  the 
Vesle  sector  and  in  the  Argonne  offensive.  At  the  close 
of  the  war,  Private  Cole  returned  to  this  country  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  June  20th,  1919. 


James  Stanley  Cole 

From  New  York  City  to  Philmont  came  James  Stanley 
Cole.  He  was  born  on  September  21st,  1896,  in  the 
Metropolis  but  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Hudson  and 
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Philmont  and  later  took  a  position  in  a  textile  mill.  His 
parents,  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jacob  Cole,  died  when  James 
was  still  a  young  boy.  On  August  29th.  1918,  he  left  Hud¬ 
son  for  Camp  Dix  with  a  group  of  men  who  were  selected 
by  our  Local  Board  for  military  duty.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  33rd  Company,  9th  Battalion,  153rd  Depot  Brigade. 
Shortly  after  Cole  entered  the  Army  the  Armistice  was 
signed  and  after  about  three  months  of  service  he  was 
honorably  discharged  on  November  29th,  1918. 


Charles  Sager  Collier 

Kinderhook  was  the  birthplace  of 
Charles  Sager  Collier,  the  son  of 
Gerrit  Sager  and  Ella  Sweet  Collier 
of  that  village.  He  was  born  on 
September  21st,  1889,  attended  Hud¬ 
son  High  School,  was  graduated 
from  Worcester  Academy  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts  in  1907,  and  from  Harvard 
College  in  1911,  traveled  extensively 
and  studied  in  Europe  on  a  Travel¬ 
ing  Fellowship  from  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  was  graduated  from  Harvard  Law  School  in 
1915.  After  practicing  law  for  one  year  in  New  York  city, 
Collier  became  a  teacher  at  the  George  Washington  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  and  later 
became  instructor  in  the  law  department  of  Cornell 
University.  On  July  23rd,  1918,  he  was  inducted  into  the 
Army  and  became  a  member  of  the  19th  Company,  Coast 
Artillery  Corps.  Collier  trained  at  Fort  Hamilton  until 
September  21st,  1918,  when  he  was  sent  to  Fortress  Mon¬ 
roe  in  Virginia  and  assigned  to  Company  B  of  the  Training 
School  Troops.  On  November  29th,  1918,  he  was  released 
from  active  service  and  given  a  2nd  Lieutenant’s  commis¬ 
sion  in  the  Coast  Artillery  Officer’s  Beserve  Corps.  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Collier  is  now  a  member  of  the  law  faculty  of 
Cornell  University. 
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John  Bernard  Colwell 

John  Bernard  Colwell,  the  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Joseph  Colwell,  of  Phil- 
mont,  was  a  resident  of  this  county 
from  his  birth  on  May  14th,  1891, 
until  his  entrance  into  the  service 
of  his  country.  He  was  born  in 
Philmont,  educated  in  the  grammar 
and  high  schools  of  that  village,  and 
later  employed  as  a  boxmaker.  Col¬ 
well  was  selected  for  military  duty 
by  our  Local  Board  and  was  as¬ 
signed  to  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  He 
trained  at  Camp  Dix  until  May  19th,  1918,  when  he  sailed 
for  Southampton,  England,  and  from  there  crossed  the 
channel  to  France.  There  he  served  as  a  runner  at  the 
Saint  Mihiel  and  Argonne  Offensives  carrying  messages 
between  headquarters  and  the  lines  while  the  battles  were 
in  progress.  After  his  return  to  the  United  States  early 
in  1919,  Colwell  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  June 
6th,  1919. 


Robert  Emmet  Colwell 

Robert  Emmet  Colwell  was  among  the 
first  Stuyvesant  men  who  volun¬ 
teered  their  services  after  the  United 
States  entered  the  war.  He  is  the 
son  of  Bridget  Anna  and  the  late 
James  Colwell,  of  Stuyvesant.  He 
was  born  in  that  place  on  February 
11th,  1893.  After  his  graduation 
from  the  public  schools  of  Stuyves¬ 
ant  and  from  Albany  Business  Col¬ 
lege,  he  accepted  a  position  with  a 
lumber  and  railroad  building  firm  in  Pittsfield  and  later 
worked  for  a  locomotive  building  business  in  Albany  and 
Schenectady.  During  the  summer  after  the  United  States 
entered  the  war  Colwell  enlisted  at  Albany.  He  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Governor’s  Island  where  he  ranked  as  Sergeant 
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with  the  Land  Transportation  Division  of  the  Eastern 
Department  Headquarters.  He  was  also  stationed  at  Fort 
Jay  and  Camp  Potomac  Park  where  he  served  with  Com¬ 
pany  B,  1st  Battalion,  22nd  Infantry  and  guarded  the 
Capitol,  White  House  and  other  important  points  in 
Washington.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Lee  in 
Virginia,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the  Infantry  Officers’ 
Training  School.  On  November  23rd,  1918,  after  hostili¬ 
ties  had  ceased  Colwell  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  as  Student  Officer  in  the  7th  Battalion,  35th 
Company. 


William  Russell  Conine 

AVilliam  Russell  Conine,  the  son  of  John  L.  and  Helen 
B.  Conine  of  210  Allen  Street,  Hudson,  was  horn  in  this 
city  on  December  12th,  1898.  He  was  graduated  from 
St.  Mary’s  Academy  of  Hudson  in  1917  and  later  entered 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  at  Troy,  where  he  enlisted 
in  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps  on  October  1st,  1918. 
Shortly  after  the  signing  of  the  Armistice  his  unit  was 
disbanded.  Private  Conine  served  with  his  unit  until 
honorably  discharged  on  December  14th,  1918. 


James  Conklin 

James  Conklin  was  born  in  the  town  of  Copake,  New 
York,  on  the  26th  of  November,  1898,  the  son  of  Anna  and 
Clarence  Conklin.  After  completing  the  elementary  course 
in  the  district  school  of  Hillsdale,  Conklin  went  to  Water- 
bury,  Connecticut,  where  he  was  employed  until  his  enlist¬ 
ment  in  the  United  States  Army.  He  served  for  some  time 
on  the  Mexican  border.  Shortly  after  America  joined  the 
Allies,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Headquarters  Company,  18tli 
Infantry,  1st  Division,  which  was  the  first  American  divi¬ 
sion  to  go  overseas.  Conklin  served  throughout  the  war 
with  his  unit  on  the  Cantigny,  Soissons,  St.  Mihiel  and 
Argonne  sectors.  He  was  wounded  in  action  but  after 
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treatment  returned  to  the  battle  front.  At  the  close  of 
the  war  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Mechanic  and 
assigned  to  the  2nd  Battalion,  Supply  Detachment  of  the 
6th  Field  Artillery,  with  which  he  served  at  Coblenz, 
Germany,  as  a  member  of  the  Army  of  Occupation.  The 
committee  believes  he  re-enlisted  and  is  in  service  abroad 


James  Connors 

James  Connors,  the  son  of  John  and  Teresa  Connors, 
of  29  Eighth  Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in  Greenport  on 
September  21st,  1889.  He  studied  at  St.  Mary’s  Academy 
in  this  city  and  was  among  the  young  men  of  Hudson  who 
volunteered  their  services  during  the  World  War.  On 
Mrcli  3rd,  1918,  Connors  enlisted  in  the  Aviation  Corps 
and  was  assigned  to  the  5th  Aero  Squadron.  He  was 
stationed  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  and  at  Souther  Field  in 
Georgia.  On  April  1st,  1919,  Private  Connors  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


Irwin  A.  Conroe 

Irwin  A.  Conroe,  of  Elizaville  was 
born  in  Philadelphia  on  March  3rd, 
1899.  His  mother,  who  has  remarried 
since  the  death  of  his  father  Mr. 
Conroe,  is  now  Mrs.  Maria  Sherman 
and  a  resident  of  Elizaville.  Con¬ 
roe’s  education  was  obtained  at  the 
Red  Hook  High  School,  and  the  Sey¬ 
mour  Smith  Academy.  Conroe  then 
entered  Alfred  University  and  was  a 
student  there  when  he  enlisted 
through  the  Local  Board  of  Allegany  County.  He  became 
a  member  of  Company  B  of  the  Student  Army  Training 
Corps.  He  was  stationed  at  Alfred  University  until  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  December  10th.  1918. 
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Clayton  Francis  Coons 

Clayton  Francis  Coons  was  born  in  Hudson  on  November 
30th,  1897.  His  parents,  John  Adrian  and  the  late  Mrs. 
John  Coons  were  residents  of  Hudson.  After  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  schools  of  this  city  was  completed,  he  was 
employed  as  an  iron  worker.  He  saw  about  ten  months’ 
service  with  Co.  F,  10th  Regiment,  New  York  National 
Guard  just  prior  to  enlisting  in  the  Quartermasters  Corps 
on  June  17,  1918,  for  World  War  service.  He  underwent 
training  at  Fort  Slocum  and  at  Camps  Joseph  E.  Johnston 
and  Hill.  On  August  14th,  1918,  Coons  sailed  for  Brest, 
France,  where  he  served  with  the  321st  Supply  Company 
of  the  Quartermasters  Corps.  He  was  stationed  at  Gievres 
and  Is-Sur-Tille  while  in  France.  On  September  18th, 
1919,  Coons  returned  to  this  country  and  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service  on  September  24th  following. 


Ernest  Charles  Coons 

Ernest  Charles  Coons  of  Greenport, 
was  born  in  Claverack  on  July  21st, 
1893.  His  parents,  James  Edward 
and  Anna  May  Coons  reside  in 
Greenport.  He  attended  Hudson 
High  School  and  the  academy  at 
Poultney,  Vermont.  Coons  then 
took  up  farming  and  continued  at  it 
until  he  was  called  to  service  by  the 
Local  Board  of  our  county.  On 
September  22nd,  1917,  Coons  left 
for  Camp  Devens  where  he  trained  with  Company  Iv  of 
the  303rd  Infantry,  until  he  was  transferred  to  Camp 
Upton  in  March  and  assigned  to  Company  K,  307th  Infan¬ 
try  of  the  77th  Division.  He  embarked  for  Liverpool  on 
April  19th,  1918,  and  from  there  sailed  to  Calais.  His 
division  was  soon  ordered  to  the  front  where  he  fought  on 
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the  Baccarat  sector  from  June  21st  to  August  4th,  in  the 
Vesle  Sector  from  August  11th  to  August  18th  and  in  the 
Oise-Aisne  offensive  from  August  18th  to  September  9th, 
1918.  On  the  latter  date  he  was  wounded  in  the  right  arm 
by  a  machine  gun  bullet  which  held  him  a  patient  in  a  hos¬ 
pital  until  September  25th.  The  next  day  he  was  again 
back  in  line  and  engaged  in  the  Argonne  offensive  until 
November  11th.  Coons  became  ill  from  the  long  period 
spent  in  the  lines  and  on  December  24th  was  obliged  to 
enter  Field  Hospital  307  where  he  remained  until  January 
2nd.  On  May  1st,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States 
and  eight  days  later  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Harold  John  Coons 

On  August  17th,  1893,  Harold  John 
Coons,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Sidney  R.  Coons,  was  born  in  Hud¬ 
son.  He  was  graduated  from  Hud¬ 
son  high  school  in  1912,  entered  a 
local  bank  and  held  a  position  there 
until  June  26th,  1917,  when  he 
enlisted  in  the  medical  service  of  the 
army  through  an  Albany  recruiting 
station.  He  was  stationed  at  Fort 
Slocum  and  Fortress  Monroe.  Later 
he  served  in  the  Base  Hospital  at  Camp  Merritt.  On 
August  12tli,  1919,  Sergeant  Coons  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  and  returned  to  Hudson. 


Harry  Philip  Coons 

Harry  Philip  Coons  was  born  in  the  town  of  Gallatin, 
New  York  on  the  6th  of  April,  1900.  His  father  died 
several  years  ago  and  since  his  death  Mrs.  Coons  ha ( 
remarried  and  is  now  Mrs.  William  Leavenworth  of  Wes*

Coons 
entered  military  service  on  May 
24th,  1918,  when  he  entrained  for 
Camp  Wadsworth  and  was  assigned 
to  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  In¬ 
fantry,  of  the  Second  Army  Corps. 
On  June  30th,  1918,  he  embarked  for  Brest,  France.  Over¬ 
seas  Coons  was  stationed  at  Bayonne,  Bordeaux,  Saint 
Sulpice,  and  Saint  Loubes.  On  June  16th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  the  United  States  where  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  on  June  21st,  1919. 


John  Cordato 

John  Cordato  came  from  the  Province  of  Pontenza  in 
Italy  where  he  was  born  on  December  10th,  1889.  His 
parents  were  the  late  Margaret  and  the  late  Joseph 
Cordato  of  Italy.  He  attended  the  schools  of  his  native 
land  and  continued  his  education  in  Jersey  City  after  com¬ 
ing  to  this  country.  In  Hudson  Cordato  conducted  a  news¬ 
paper  business  for  eight  years  until  he  was  selected  by 
the  Local  Board  for  service  and  left  Hudson  on  July  14th, 
1918,  for  Fort  Slocum.  On  July  24th,  1918,  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 
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Nick  Corniello 

Nick  Corniello  was  born  in  the  Province  of  Caserta, 
Italy,  on  July  25th,  1897.  His  father  Raffaele  Corniello 
still  lives  in  his  native  province  but  his  mother  passed 
away  while  her  son  was  in  the  American  service.  The 
schools  of  Italy  gave  him  an  elementary  education  before 
he  left  there  to  come  to  the  United  States  where  he  opened 
a.  shoe  shop  in  Philmont.  When  our  country  called  for 
soldiers  to  fight  in  the  European  conflict  Corniello  answered 
the  call  by  enlisting  in  the  Engineers  in  Albany  on  June 
5th,  1917.  He  was  sent  to  Fort  Slocum  and'later  assigned  to 
the  90th  Company,  Transportation  Corps  of  the  Fourteenth 
Division.  On  June  29tli,  1918,  he  embarked  for  Brest.  In 
France,  Corniello  was  stationed  at  Camp  De  Grass  and  in 
Tours.  After  the  armistice  was  signed  this  soldier  was 
ordered  back  to  America  on  July  17th,  1919,  and  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service  on  the  25th  of  the  same 
month. 


Louis  Corpi 

Louis  Corpi  was  born  in  Italy  in  the  month  of  April, 
of  1894.  His  mother  died  in  Italy  several  years  ago  but 
his  father  still  resides  there.  After  completing  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  district  school  of  his  native  country, 
Corpi  came  to  America  and  took  up  his  residence  at  New¬ 
ton  Hook,  where  he  became  employed  at  the  brick  yards. 
While  there  he  married  Miss  Rose  Buffa  and  they  now 
have  one  child  Pasqualina  Corpi.  In  1918  he  became  an 
American  citizen.  On  May  11th,  1918,  the  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County  selected  Corpi  for  military  service. 
He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum,  New 
York,  where  he  trained  for  a  short  time  after  which  he  was 
transferred  to  a  camp  in  Georgia,  where  he  served  with 
the  infantry  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
January  lltli,  1919. 
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Alfred  Lincoln  Corsey 

Brooklyn  was  the  birthplace  of  Alfred  Lincoln  Corsey 
of  Malden  Bridge.  He  was  born  there  on  June  20th,  1894, 
to  Peter  and  Caroline  Corsey  of  Malden  Bridge.  He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Brooklyn  and  after 
leaving  school  he  worked  chiefly  as  a  fireman.  The 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  Corsey  for 
military  duty  and  enrolled  him  in  the  United  States  Army 
on  July  14th,  1918.  After  his  arrival  at  Fort  Slocum  he 
was  assigned  to  the  Military  Police,  later  serving  in  the 
General  Ordnance,  Coast  Artillery  Corps.  He  served  with 
this  unit  until  the  cessation  of  hostilities  On  February 
9th,  1919,  Alfred  Corsey  married  Miss  Charlotte  J.  Schiff 
at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey.  On  February  28th  following  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Joseph  John  Costa 

Joseph  John  Costa  began  his  life  in  Catanzaro,  Italy, 
where  he  was  born  on  September  15th,  1894,  to  Pasquale 
and  Frances  Costa.  After  his  arrival  in  the  United  States 
Costa  swore  allegience  to  this  country  and  became  an 
American  citizen  in  Baltimore,  Maryland.  On  April  15tli, 
1918,  he  was  selected  for  army  service  by  the  Local  Board 
of  Richmond  Hill,  New  York.  Following  his  enrollment 
in  the  United  States  Infantry  Private  Costa  served  at 
Niagara  Falls;  in  Washington,  D.  C. ;  at  Aberdeen,  Mary¬ 
land;  and  at  Forts  Porter,  Dix  and  Slocum.  The  main 
part  of  his  service  was  given  as  a  member  of  Company  B, 
22nd  Infantry.  On  April  14th,  1920,  Private  Joseph  John 
Costa  was  honorably  discharged  from  military  service.  He 
and  his  wife  Mrs.  Rose  Costa,  to  whom  he  was  married  in 
Newark,  New  Jersey,  now  reside  in  Newton  Hook,  where 
he  is  employed  as  a  brick  maker. 
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Harry  Coster 

Harry  Coster  was  born  in  Livingston  on  January  18th, 
1895.  His  mother  Mrs.  Anna  Coster  is  a  resident  of 
Linlithgo,  but  his  father  died  several  years  ago  in  Living¬ 
ston.  Harry  Coster  grew  up  in  his  native  village,  attended 
school  there  and  then  engaged  in  farming  until  June  30th, 
1917,  when  at  a  recruiting  station  in  Poughkeepsie,  he 
volunteered  to  serve  his  country.  Coster  was  assigned  to 
Battery  F,  104th  Field  Artillery,  Twenty-seventh  Division 
and  was  sent  to  Camps  Meade  and  Wadsworth  for  training. 
On  June  30th,  1918,  he  boarded  a  ship  bound  for  Brest  and 
after  his  arrival  there  was  sent  to  Camp  De  Souge.  At 
the  front  Coster  served  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  offensives.  On  March  13tli,  1919,  Private  Harry 
Coster  returned  to  the  United  States  and  on  the  following 
April  1st  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Robert  Coster 

Robert  Coster  of  Claverack,  was  born 
in  Livingston  on  June  26th,  1891.  He 
attended  the  Livingston  school  and 
completed  his  education  at  Hudson 
High  School  in  1908.  Coster  married 
Miss  Rosie  M.  Bollanbecker  in 
Kingston.  From  the  time  he  left 
school  until  his  enlistment  on  Decem¬ 
ber  14th,  1917,  he  worked  as  a 
painter.  Private  Coster  was  sent  to 
C  a.  m  p  Devens  and  Green  and 
assigned  to  the  12th  Company,  152nd  Depot  Brigade  but 
afterwards  he  was  transferred  to  Company  G,  61st  Infantry 
of  the  Fifth  Division.  On  March  15th,  1918,  Coster 
embarked  for  Brest,  France.  At  the  front  he  saw  service 
in  the  Anould  and  Saint  Die  sectors,  the  Saint  Mihiel  and 
Argonne-Meuse  offensives.  He  received  severe  wounds  in 
the  left  leg  and  right  thigh  which  detained  him  in  the  hos¬ 
pital  for  three  months.  On  March  10th,  1919,  he  returned 
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to  the  United  States  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
on  the  20th  dav  of  the  same  month. 


Peter  Countryman 

Peter  Countryman,  who  lives  with  his 
mother,  Mrs.  Rose  Countryman  at 
226  Warren  street,  Hudson,  was 
born  in  Rosendale  on  April  20th, 
1895.  His  father,  William  H.  Coun¬ 
tryman,  died  in  that  place  in  1902. 
Peter  studied  in  the  public  schools 
of  Catskill  and  since  going  to  work 
has  held  employment  chiefly  as  a 
machine  operator.  Our  Local  Board 
selected  him  for  military  service  and 
on  October  25th,  1918,  he  started  for  Camp  Wheeler, 
Georgia.  Private  Countryman  was  attached  to  the  12th 
Company  of  the  Automatic  Replacement  Detachment.  He 
served  with  that  unit  at  Camp  Wheeler  until  the  close  of 
the  war  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  December 
21st,  1918. 


Peter  William  Coursen 

Peter  William  Coursen  of  Tarrytown,  the  son  of  Peter 
and  Mary  Coursen  of  the  same  place,  was  born  in  Hudson 
on  February  11th,  1897.  He  attended  Saint  Mary’s 
Academy  in  Hudson  and  then  accepted  a  position  as  clerk 
in  the  Steitz  meat  market.  Coursen  left  Hudson  on 
August  9th,  1918,  with  a  contingent  of  men  who  were 
selected  by  the  Local  Board.  He  trained  at  Fort  Slocum 
and  at  Camps  Upton  and  McClellan  being  attached  to  the 
12th  Trench  Motor  Battery  of  the  Twelfth  Division. 
Private  Coursen  served  until  the  close  of  the  war  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  the  army  on 
February  5th,  1919. 
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William  Gordon  Cox 

William  Gordon  Cox  of  New  Lebanon,  was  born  in  that 
town  on  July  15th,  1896,  the  son  of  John  Harry  and  Zip- 
porah  Cox.  He  attended  Pawling  school  and  Williams 
College,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1917.  From  then 
until  his  selection  by  our  Local  Board  he  was  employed  as 
manager  of  The  Tilden  Company,  pharmacists  and 
chemists,  at  New  Lebanon.  On  August  15th,  1918,  Cox 
became  a  Private  in  the  army  and  from  that  date  until 
October  29th  he  was  stationed  at  a  vocational  school. 
From  October  29th  until  December  2nd,  1918,  Cox  was  at  an 
Officers  *  Training  School.  He  served  with  the  52nd  Battery 
of  the  Field  Artillery,  Central  Officer’s  Training  School, 
spending  one  month  of  his  enlistment  at  Camp  Zachery 
Taylor.  Cox  rose  from  the  rank  of  Private  to  that  of 
Sergeant.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  Decem¬ 
ber  2nd,  1918. 


Charles  John  Coxon 

Charles  John  Coxon,  the  son  of 
William  G.  and  Hattie  E.  Coxon  of 
Stottville,  was  born  in  Chatham  on 
March  2nd,  1895.  He  attended 
school  in  Chatham,  later  took  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  fireman  and  continued  at  that 
employment  until  June  5th,  1917, 
when  he  enlisted.  Coxon  joined 
Company  F,.  10th  Regiment  of  New 
York  State  National  Guard.  On 
July  20th,  1917,  the  state  guards 
were  called  into  federal  service  by  presidential  proc¬ 
lamation  On  that  date  Coxon  as  a  member  of 
Company  F  entrained  at  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara.  In 
October  he  was  sent  to  Camp  Wadsworth  and  about  a 
month  later  he  was  assigned  to  Company  D,  102nd  Am¬ 
munition  Train,  Twenty-seventh  Division.  On  June  14th, 
1918,  he  embarked  for  Brest,  France,  and  from  that  sea- 
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port  went  to  Camp  De  Souge.  Private  Coxon  served  in 
the  Argonne  offensive,  taking  part  in  the  battles  of  Le 
Claire,  Chattancourt,  Charny,  Cnmiers,  Marre,  Bois  de 
Forges  and  Gerecourt.  On  March  11th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  the  United  States  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
on  April  3rd  following.  On  November  22nd,  1919,  Coxon 
married  Miss  Pearl  Frances  Lappies  at  Stottville,  New 
York. 


James  Cozza 

James  Cozza  of  Stockport,  the  son  of 
Domenico  and  Francis  Cozza  of 
Newton  Hook,  was  born  in  the  Pro¬ 
vince  of  Casenza,  Italy,  on  Decem¬ 
ber  18th,  1893.  His  education  was 
furnished  by  the  schools  of  Italy 
and  after  his  arrival  in  this  country 
Cozza  took  employment  in  a  brick 
yard.  The  Local  Board  at  Hudson 
selected  him  for  military  duty  and 
in  August  of  1918,  he  left  home  for 
Fort  Slocum,  where  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  some  days  later. 


James  Albert  Craft 

Saugerties  in  Ulster  County  was  the 
birthplace  of  James  Albert  Craft, 
who  was  born  there  in  November  of 
1890.  His  mother,  who  is  now  Mrs. 
Asa  Teetsell,  is  still  a  resident  of 
Saugerties  but  his  father  died 
several  years  ago  in  that  village. 
After  completing  his  education  in 
the  schools  of  his  home  town,  Craft 
worked  as  a  teamster  until  July  31st, 
1918,  when  he  left  Hudson  'with  a 
body  of  selected  men.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Fire  and 
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Guard  Company,  330th  Regiment  of  the  Military  Police 
service.  After  serving  in  Syracuse  for  one  month  and  in 
Camp  Mills  for  five  months,  Private  Craft  received  his 
honorable  discharge  on  January  8th,  1919. 


Alfred  Kilmer  Cramer 

Kinderhook  was  the  native  town  of 
Alfred  Kilmer  Cramer  now  of  Stuy- 
vesant.  He  was  born  in  Kinderhook 
on  November  19th,  1895.  His 

parents  are  Charles  and  Margaret 
Cramer  of  the  same  place.  He 
attended  the  Kinderhook  school  and 
left  in  1909,  to  take  up  farming.  On 
May  25th,  1918,  he  married  Miss 
Clara  Lillian  Hering  in  Albany.  On 
July  15th,  1918,  Cramer  left  Hudson 
with  a  group  of  men  who  had  been  selected  for  service  by 
the  Local  Board  of  this  county.  For  six  weeks  Private 
Cramer  served  in  the  Infantry  but  he  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  124th  School  Company  at  a  Machine  Gun 
School.  He  served  with  that  unit  at  Camp  Hancock  until 
December  31st,  1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


Edwin  Davis  Crandell 

Edwin  Davis  Crandell  was  born  in  Chatham,  on  March 
2nd,  1890.  He  attended  the  grammar  and  high  schools  of 
that  village  and  then  left  his  home  town  for  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute  in  Troy,  New  York.  After  he  was 
graduated  from  the  Institute  in  1914  as  an  electrical 
engineer,  Crandell  held  a  position  connected  with  the 
operation  of  the  Barge  Canal,  and  later  was  in  the  employ 
of  the  General  Electric  Company  of  Schenectady.  His 
parents  James  and  Hattie  Estella  Crandell  still  live  in 
Chatham  Centre.  The  year  America  entered  the  war  on 
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December  2nd  Crandell  volunteered  his  services  through 
a  recruiting  station  in  Albany  and  entered  the  Signal  Corps 
Service.  Crandell  trained  at  Camps  Dix,  Hancock  and 
Green.  On  June  23rd,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest  with  the 
2nd  Company,  3rd  Regiment  of  the  Air  Service  Mechanics. 
In  France  he  served  at  the  aviation  camp  in  Romorantin 
and  received  a  promotion  to  the  rank  of  Master  Signal 
Electrician.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July 
9th,  1919,  shortly  after  his  return  to  America. 


Arthur  Lee  Crank 

Arthur  Lee  Crank  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Virginia 
on  August  28th,  1888.  His  mother  Mrs.  Mary  Crank  is 
still  living,  but  his  father  Henry  Crank,  died  in  1915,  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Arthur  Crank  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  Jersey  City  schools  and  then  worked  chiefly 
at  the  masons’  trade,  although  during  the  early  part  of 
the  war  he  held  a  position  with  an  ammunition  factory  in 
Waterbury,  Connecticut.  He  married  Miss  Ella  Barks¬ 
dale  in  Hudson.  Crank  was  selected  by  the  Local  Board 
at  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  and  left  that  city  for  Camp 
Upton  on  July  29th,  1918.  After  serving  for  a  time  at 
Camp,  Private  Crank  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
August  3rd,  1918. 


John  Crank 

John  Crank  of  Hudson,  another  son  of  Mary  and  Henry 
Crank,  was  born  on  September  22nd,  1892  in  Houston, 
Virginia.  Crank  was  educated  in  Virginia  but  came  north 
to  make  his  livelihood.  He  worked  as  a  chauffeur  and 
mechanic  until  he  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the 
Local  Board  of  this  county.  He  trained  at  Camp  Devens 
and  left  this  country  from  Camp  Upton  on  June  10th,  1918, 
with  Company  C,  367th  Infantry,  Ninety-second  Division. 
For  about  four  months  he  served  at  the  front  in  the  Saint 
Die  and  Marbache  sectors,  and  on  the  Vosges,  Meuse- 
Argonne  and  Saint  Mihiel  Fronts.  He  also  engaged  in  the 
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offensive  operations  carried  on  in  the  direction  of  Metz. 
Crank  was  in  the  hospital  five  months  for  illness  and 
shrapnel  wounds.  On  March  13th,  1919,  he  returned  to 
this  country  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  the  27th  day  of  that  month. 


Clarence  Harvey  Craver 

Clarence  Harvey  Craver  was  born  in  Greenport,  New 
York,  on  the  8th  of  June,  1894,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Ella 
Craver,  both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of  Ghent.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Philmont  until  1910,  when 
he  left  to  engage  in  farm  work.  He  was  thus  occupied  until 
his  enlistment  in  the  United  States  Army  on  June  20th, 
1913.  He  was  sent  to  Port  Slocum  and  assigned  to  Battery 
E,  3rd  Field  Artillery,  6th  Division.  He  served  at  Fort 
Slocum,  Tobyhanna,  Plattsburg,  Port  Myer,  Virginia,  Fort 
Riley,  Fort  Sam  Houston  and  several  other  military 
camps.  On  the  28th  of  November,  1917,  Craver  married 
Miss  Cora  L.  Courtney  at  Claredon,  Virginia.  Battery  E, 
3rd  Field  Artillery,  left  the  states  for  foreign  service  on 
the  14tli  of  July,  1918,  and  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  later  at  Le  Havre,  France.  While  abroad  Cor¬ 
poral  Craver  served  with  his  unit  at  several  camps  and 
later  served  at  St.  Dizier,  where  the  unit  was  held  in 
reserve.  The  19tli  of  June,  1919,  found  Craver  again  in 
the  states.  Sergeant  Craver  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service  on  June  24th,  1920. 


Harry  Burton  Craver 

Harry  Burton  Craver  of  Ghent,  was  born  in  Claverack, 
on  April  24th,  1897.  His  parents  Peter  and  Ella  Craver 
reside  in  Ghent.  When  he  left  the  Philmont  schools  to  take 
up  work,  Craver  engaged  in  farming.  On  August  27th, 
1918,  he  left  the  farm  to  commence  military  life  at  Camp 
Gordon  where  he  went  as  a  selected  man.  At  camp  he 
served  as  a  member  of  Company  A,  Reserve  Training 
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Battalion  Number  2.  On  December  17th,  1918,  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  after  spending  a  month 
in  the  Camp  Gordon  Base  Hospital,  ill  with  acute  appen¬ 
dicitis. 


George  Edgar  Crawford 

Garnerville,  Rockland  County,  New  York  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  George  Edgar  Crawford.  He  was  born  in  that 
village  on  the  19th  of  May,  1887,  the  son  of  Bertha  and  the 
late  George  Crawford.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  Catskill  public  school.  He  then  moved  to 
Philmont  where  Crawford  was  employed  by  a  knitting  con¬ 
cern.  On  June  5th,  1917,  Crawford  enlisted  in  Company 
P,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  The 
company  was  called  into  federal  service  by  presidential 
proclamation  on  July  20th,  1917,  and  nine  days  later 
left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  N.  Y.  Military  training 
followed  at  this  camp  for  three  months,  after  which  the 
company  detrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina, 
where  intensive  training  followed  for  eleven  months  dur¬ 
ing  which  time  Crawford  was  transferred  to  Company 
F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry.  On  January  17,  1918,  Craw¬ 
ford  married  Miss  Anna  L.  Thompson  at  Mellenville,  N.  Y. 
He  left  the  United  States  for  foreign  service  July 
26th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  From  there 
his  company  advanced  to  the  front  where  they  served  in 
the  St.  Mihiel,  Meuse-Moselle,  and  Toul  sectors,  and  also 
engaged  in  operations  on  the  Woerve  sector  until  the  lltli 
of  November,  1918.  The  company  then  detrained  for 
Gulls,  Germany,  where  they  were  to  form  part  of  the  army 
of  occupation.  The  unit  returned  to  the  states  on  the  3rd 
of  July,  1919,  and  on  the  9th  of  July,  1919,  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Julius  Frederick  Crawford 

The  second  of  the  Crawford  family  to  serve  in  the 
World  War  was  Julius  Frederick.  He  was  born  in  the 
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town  of  Garnerville,  Rockland  County,  on  the  11th  of 
June,  1894,  the  son  of  Bertha  and  the  late  George  Craw¬ 
ford.  He  attended  the  Catskill  public  schools  and  after 
the  Crawford  family  moved  to  Philmont  he  continued  his 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  that  village  until  1910 
when  he  obtained  employment  in  the  Philmont  knitting 
mills.  On  December  14th,  1917,  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  selected  Crawford  for  military  service,  and 
on  the  day  following  the  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the  4th 
Company,  151st  Depot  Brigade.  Military  training  fol¬ 
lowed  at  this  camp  until  February  1st,  1918.  Overseas  he 
served  in  Company  F,  163rd  Infantry,  41st  or  Sunset  Divi¬ 
sion.  He  left  the  United  States  for  foreign  service  on  the 
10th  of  February,  1918,  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire,  France. 
From  here  they  entrained  for  St.  Aignan,  where  Crawford 
was  selected  as  a  clerk.  The  41st  Division  served  in  the 
Service  of  Supplies  for  the  First  Army  Corps,  and,  as 
Company  Mechanic  Crawford  served  with  this  division  at 
Bourre  until  February  3rd,  1919,  and  on  the  12th,  the 
Regina  brought  them  back  to  the  States.  Crawford  re¬ 
ceived  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  March  4th, 
1919. 


Arthur  Van  Voorhis  Crego 

Claverack  was  the  birthplace  of 
Arthur  Van  Voorhis  Crego.  He  was 
born  in  that  village  on  the  13th  of 
May  1893,  the  son  of  Mary  and  the 
late  Charles  Crego  of  Claverack. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  the  district  school  of  the  village, 
after  which  he  was  employed  by  the 
General  Electric  Company  of  Schen¬ 
ectady.  While  in  this  city  on  June 
2nd,  1916,  Crego  enlisted  in  the  2nd 
Regiment,  New  York  National  Guard  and  served  with  this

regiment  as  Corporal  until  federalized  in  the  summer  of 
1917,  by  presidential  proclamation.  The  regiment  was 
ordered  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina  where  they 
trained  for  the  following  six  months,  during  which  time 
he  was  transferred  to  Company  C,  102nd  Field  Signal 
Battalion,  27th  Division.  He  left  the  United  States  for 
foreign  service  on  the  20th  of  May,  1918,  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France.  From  here  the  unit  went  to  the  front 
where  it  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  at  Chainpeige,  on 
the  Marne,  Meuse-Gerecourt,  Arras  and  in  Flanders.  On 
the  17th  of  October,  1918,  near  St.  Souplet  Corporal  Crego 
was  killed  in  action.  He  was  laid  to  rest  with  full  military 
honors  in  an  American  cemetery  in  France. 


Ernest  Roy  Crego 

Ernest  Roy  Crego,  son  of  Mary  and 
the  late  Charles  Crego,  was  born  in 
Claverack,  New  York,  on  the  30th 
of  December,  1886.  He  attended  the 
district  school  at  Claverack  and  was 
later  a  student  for  two  years  at  the 
Hudson  High  School.  He  then 
became  interested  in  electrical  work 
and  later  did  experimental  work  for 
the  General  Electric  Company  at 
Schenectady,  N.  Y.  On  February 
7th,  1911,  Crego  enlisted  as  a  Private  in  Company  F,  2nd 
Regiment,  New  York  National  Guard.  He  served  in  this 
unit  until  the  1st  of  November,  1917,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  Company  F,  105th  Infantry,  27th  Division 
stationed  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  He 
trained  here  as  Sergeant  of  the  105th  Infantry  until  May 
17th,  1918,  when  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France.  They  were  stationed  at  a  training  camp 
for  a  short  time,  after  which  Crego  was  commissioned  2nd 
Lieutenant  and  assigned  to  Company  E,  7tli  Infantry, 
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3rd  Division,  with  which  he  saw  active  service  for  three 
months  in  defensive  sectors  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne, 
and  St.  Miliiel  Drives.  Lieutenant  Crego  returned  to  the 
states  August  22nd,  1919,  and  on  the  13th  of  September, 
1919,  Crego  was  given  liis  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Ralph  Nelson  Crego 

The  third  of  the  Crego  family  to  see 
active  service  in  the  late  war  was 
Ralph  Nelson  Crego.  He  was  born 
in  Ciaverack  on  the  15th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1898,  the  son  of  Mary  and  the 
late  Charles  Crego.  He  attended 
the  district  school  at  Ciaverack  and 
later  the  Hudson  High  School.  On 
the  17th  of  November,  1916,  Crego 
enlisted  as  an  apprentice  seaman  in 
the  United  States  Navy.  He  was 
first  assigned  to  land  duty  at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  where  he 
trained  for  five  months.  He  was  then  transferred  to  the 
Naval  Receiving  Ship  at  Philadelphia,  where  he  served 
for  two  months.  In  August,  1917,  Crego  was  assigned 
to  transport  duty,  and  served  aboard  the  following 
ships:  U.  S.  S.,  Texas,  Armenia,  Newport  News, 
Prairie,  Massachusetts,  and  the  William  Rockefeller,  mak¬ 
ing  landings  at  Brest,  St.  Nazaire,  Bordeaux,  Dartmouth, 
Southampton,  Plymouth,  and  Gibraltar.  While  serving 
as  one  of  the  crew  on  the  U.  S.  S'.  Armenia,  Crego  had 
the  thrilling  experience  of  being  torpedoed  twice  while 
off  the  coast  of  England.  After  drifting  around  all  night 
the  Armenia  was  towed  into  port  the  following  morning. 
While  in  the  service  Crego  contracted  influenza  which  held 
him  in  a  hospital  in  France  for  about  two  weeks.  Crego 
was  later  promoted  storekeeper.  He  made  his  last  trip  back 
to  the  states  sometime  in  October  and  on  the  20th  of 
October,  1919,  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Edward  Crosby 

Edward  Crosby  was  born  in  Valatie, 
New  York  on  the  13th  of  May,  1897, 
the  son  of  Franklin  and  Elderetta 
Crosby.  He  received  liis  education 
in  the  schools  of  Valatie  and  after 
leaving  school  he  was  employed  by 
a  large  concern  as  sign  painter.  He 
was  thus  occupied  until  the  15th  of 
March,  1918,  when  he  volunteered 
his  services  at  Pittsfield,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  as  an  Apprentice  Seaman 
in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Harbor 
Entrance  Patrol  No.  25  on  which  he  served  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  five  months.  He  was  then  transferred  to  six  months 
of  land  duty  at  the  Newport  Naval  Training  Station,  New¬ 
port,  Rhode  Island.  And  after  serving  a  month  at  Boston 
Receiving  Ship,  Boston,  Crosby  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  March  24th,  1919. 


Frank  Cross 

Stuyvesant  Falls,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Frank 
Cross.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  12th  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1893,  the  son  of  Stephen  and  Sarah  Cross.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  school  of  his 
native  town,  after  which  he  was  employed  as  shipping 
clerk  until  the  14th  of  December,  1917,  when  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  serv¬ 
ice.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for 
Cmp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  Cross  later  became  a 
1st  Class  Private  in  the  301st  Mobile  Veterinary  Section, 
76th  Division,  which  trained  at  Devens  for  the  following  six 
months.  On  the  8th  of  July,  1918,  the  unit  sailed  overseas 
and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  after  which  the  unit  was 
stationed  at  St.  Amant  for  a  short  time  as  a  Depot 
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Division.  About  the  1st  of  August,  his  unit  entrained  for 
the  Tout  sector,  where  it  served  until  the  signing  of  the 
armistice.  Cross  returned  to  the  states  with  his  unit  on 
the  13th  of  June,  1919,  and  on  the  18th  of  the  same  month 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


William  Patrick  Crouse 

William  Patrick  Crouse  was  born  in 
Hudson,  on  the  17th  of  March,  1891, 
the  son  of  Louis  and  Julia  Crouse. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course 
at  St.  Mary’s  academy  which  he  left 
in  1908,  to  learn  the  machinists’ 
trade.  At  the  conclusion  of  his 
apprenticeship  he  was  employed  by 
the  Gifford- Wood  Co.  of  Hudson, 
and  later  as  machinist  at  the  New 
York  and  New  England  Cement  and 
Lime  Company.  Crouse  married  Miss  Gussie  Deal  prior 
to  his  entering  the  service.  Mrs.  Crouse  died  at  Albany, 
N.  Y.,  while  her  husband  was  in  the  service.  The  Colum¬ 
bia  County  Local  Board  selected  Crouse  for  military  serv¬ 
ice  on  the  14th  of  December,  1917,  and  on  the  following 
day  his  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Devens,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  Five  months  of  intensive  military  training  fol¬ 
lowed  at  this  camp.  Crouse  later  became  a  part  of  Com¬ 
pany  K,  307th  Infantry,  77th  Division.  He  left  the  United 
States  for  foreign  service  on  the  18tli  of  May,  1918.  After 
landing  at  Brest,  France,  the  307th  Infantry  proceeded  to 
the  front  where  they  saw  active  service  on  the  St.  Miliiel, 
Vesle  and  Argonne  Sectors.  Crouse  was  killed  in  action 
on  the  12th  of  October,  during  the  Argonne  Drive.  He 
was  laid  to  rest  with  full  military  honors  in  one  of  the 
American  cemeteries  in  France.

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William  John  Cruise 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  William 
John  Cruise.  He  was  born  there  on 
the  26th  of  October,  1891,  the  son  of 
John  and  the  late  Catherine  Cruise, 
of  90  Gienwood  Blvd.  He  attended 
St.  Mary’s  Academy  and  was  later 
a  student  at  St.  Mary;s  High  School 
leaving  in  1909  to  specialize  in  an 
accounting  course  at  the  Albany 
Business  College.  At  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  his  course  Cruise  became 
associated  with  a  large  concern  as  accountant.  On  the 
12tli  of  June,  1917,  he  volunteered  his  services  at  the 
Albany  Recruiting  Station  as  Yeoman  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Falcon  on 
which  he  served  for  about  a  year.  He  was  then  assigned 
to  land  duty  at  the  Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport, 
Rhode  Island  where  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st 
Class  Yeoman.  After  serving  for  about  six  months  at  the 
Receiving  Ship,  New  York  City,  Cruise  was  given  his 
honorable  discharge  on  the  24th  of  April,  1919.  While  in 
the  service  Cruise  married  Miss  Eleanor  Blake  at  New 
York  city  on  October  6th,  1918. 


Charles  W.  Crumley 

Charles  W.  Crumley  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  on  the 
22nd  day  of  February,  1896,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Sarah 
Crumley  now  of  Germantown,  N.  Y.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Philadelphia  and  later  continued  his 
education  at  the  district  school  of  Livingston.  He  left  in 
1904,  to  accept  employment  in  Germantown.  On  the  2nd 
of  April,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the  County  selected 
him  for  military  service,  and  on  the  following  day  his 
contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where 
he  trained  for  the  following  three  months.  Later  Crumley 
became  a  Private  in  Company  G,  118th  Infantry,  30th  or 
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Old  Hickory  division.  He  sailed  for  Prance  the  latter  part 
of  June  and  landed  at  Brest.  Prom  there  they  entrained 
for  the  Flanders  front  where  they  served  actively  until  the 
signing  of  the  armistice.  They  also  took  part  in  the 
smashing  of  the  Hindenburg  Line.  Crumley  was  wounded 
in  his  head  by  a  machine  gun  bullet,  for  which  he  received 
treatment  at  a  hospital  for  about  a  month.  He  returned 
to  the  states  with  his  unit  on  the  27th  of  March,  1919,  and 
two  days  later  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  Cuddy 

Rosendale,  Ulster  County,  was  the  birthplace  of  John 
Cuddy.  He  was  born  there  on  the  5th  of  July,  1894,  the 
son  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cuddy.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  the  Rosendale  Schools.  Upon  the 
death  of  Cuddy’s  parents  he  came  to  West  Taghkanic, 
N.  Y.  On  the  9th  of  May,  1916,  Cuddy  enlisted  at  Port 
Ethan  Allen  in  the  2nd  United  States  Cavalry.  He 
served  in  this  unit  for  a  year  and  a  half,  after 
which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Green,  South  Carolina 
where  he  trained  for  the  following  four  months  as  a 
Private  in  Company  E,  47th  Infantry,  4th  Division.  Cuddy 
left  the  United  States  for  foreign  service  April  14th,  1918, 
and  landed  at  Brest.  The  47th  Infantry  advanced  to 
the  front  where  they  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  at 
St.  Mihiel,  Chateau  Thierry  and  the  second  battle  of  the 
Marne,  Vesle,  and  the  Argonne.  While  in  action  in  the  St. 
Mihiel  offensive,  Cuddy  was  hit  in  the  right  hip  by  burst¬ 
ing  shrapnel,  which  caused  him  to  be. held  at  a  Government 
hospital  in  Prance  for  the  following  two  months.  Corporal 
Cuddy  returned  to  the  States  on  the  24th  of  December, 
1918,  and  four  days  later  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Richard  Eugene  Cullen 

Richard  Eugene  Cullen  was  born  in  Stuyvesant  Falls 
on  the  17th  of  February,  1896.  He  is  the  son  of  William 
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and  Catherine  Cullen  of  Stuyvesant  Falls.  After  complet¬ 
ing  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  school  of  his 
native  town  he  became  interested  in  farming  at  which  he 
was  employed  until  the  5th  of  October,  1917,  when  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military 
service.  Cullen  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  training  followed  for  the 
next  ten  months,  during  which  time  Cullen  became  a 
Corporal  in  Company  C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division. 
The  unit  left  the  United  States  for  foreign  service  on 
July  5th,  1918,  and  landed  first  at  Southampton,  England, 
from  where  they  entrained  for  Winchester  where  they 
stayed  for  a  short  time,  then  the  unit  crossed  the  channel 
and  landed  at  Le  Harve,  France.  Cullen  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Company  L,  163rd  Infantry,  41st  Division.  He 
served  as  instructor  in  the  1st  and  2nd  replacement 
divisions,  which  convoyed  troops  to  the  front.  He  returned 
to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  the  16th  of  February,  1919, 
and  a  few  days  later  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Arthur  B.  Cunningham 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Arthur 
B.  Cunningham.  He  was  born  in 
this  city  on  the  3rd  of  October,  1893. 
His  father,  John  B.  Cunningham, 
died  on  January  16th,  1896.  Mrs. 
Cunningham  has  remarried  since 
the  death  of  her  husband  and  is  now 
Mrs.  Jared  Pell.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  New  York  and  was 
later  graduated  from  the  Albany 

_  High  School  with  the  class  of  1909. 

He  then  took  a  four  year  course  of  mechanical  drafting 
and  advance  mathematics  at  a  technical  school.  From  then 
until  his  enlistment  he  was  in  the  employ  of  a  large  auto¬ 
mobile  concern.  Cunningham  volunteered  on  the  12th 
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of  May,  1917,  in  the  Motor  Transport  Corps.  On 
June  27th,  1917,  he  married  Miss  Florence  E.  Connors  at 
Hudson.  Cunningham  was  later  transferred  to  Camp  Dix, 
New  Jersey,  where  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Ser¬ 
geant  and  assigned  to  the  327th  Motor  Truck  Company. 
He  served  in  this  company  for  twenty-one  months.  During 
this  time  he  contracted  pneumonia  which  later  developed 
into  empyena  and  caused  him  to  be  held  at  the  base  hospi¬ 
tal  at  Camp  Dix  for  four  months.  Cunningham  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service  on  April  16th,  1919. 


Frederick  Curtis 

Frederick  Curtis  was  born  in  the  town  of  Stockport, 
on  the  25th  of  March,  1894,  the  son  of  Frederick  and 
Violetta  Curtis  now  of  Chatham  Center.  He  attended  the 
district  school  at  Stockport  until  1909,  when  he  left  to 
learn  the  machinists  trade.  At  the  completion  of  his 
apprenticeship  he  was  employed  as  constructional  iron 
worker  with  a  bridge  building  concern.  He  was  thus 
occupied  until  the  15th  of  December,  1917,  when  he 
volunteered  at  the  Albany  Naval  Recruiting  Station  as 
Fireman  3rd  Class  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Machinist’s  Mate  and 
assigned  to  Submarine  Chaser  No.  2,  which  did  coast  patrol 
duty  during  the  war.  When  last  heard  from  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  Curtis  was  still  aboad  Submarine  Chaser  No.  2 
which  was  stationed  off  the  coast  of  Panama. 


George  Curtis 

George  Curtis,  another  son  of  Frederick  and  Violetta 
Curtis  of  Chatham,  was  born  in  Stockport  on  May  8th, 
1886,  received  his  education  in  the  Stockport  schools,  and 
was  employed  chiefly  as  a  fireman  until  he  enlisted  in  the

navy  at  Albany  on  December  8th,  1917.  After  leaving  the 
recruiting  station  at  New  York,  where  he  trained,  he  spent 
most  of  his  enlistment  at  the  Submarine  Base  at  Coco  Sola 
in  the  Canal  Zone  with  the  rank  of  2nd  Class  Fireman. 
He  returned  to  the  United  States  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  active  service  on  February  4th,  1919.  He 
married  Miss  Margaret  Sitcer  on  February  23rd,  1915, 
and  they  now  have  three  children  Margaret,  Helen  and 
James. 


Kenneth  B.  Curtis 

Kenneth  B.  Curtis,  the  son  of  Frederick  and  Violetta 
Curtis  of  Chatham  Center,  was  born  in  Stockport  on  July 
25th,  1896.  His  education  in  the  schools  of  his  native  town 
was  completed  in  the  year  1910.  Curtis  on  May  19th, 
1917,  enlisted  as  a  Fireman  at  the  Albany  Naval 
Station.  He  did  transport  duty  on  the  United  States 
Ships  Arizona,  Alabama  and  Newport  News,  carrying  our 
soldiers  across  the  Atlantic  to  France  and  bringing  them 
home  to  us  again.  He  also  served  at  the  naval  station  in 
Newport,  Rhode  Island.  On  July  19th,  1919,  Curtis  was 
honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States  Navy. 


Martin  F.  Curtis 

Martin  F.  Curtis  of  Chatham,  was  bom  on  March  29t.h. 
1899,  in  Stockport.  His  parents,  Frederick  and  Violetta 
Curtis  live  in  Chatham  Center.  Curtis,  who  received  his 
education  in  the  Stockport  school,  was  employed  in 
the  West,  when  the  navy  issued  a  call  for  men.  He 
answered  the  navy’s  call  on  December  15th,  1917,  by  volun¬ 
teering  at  the  Great  Lakes  Naval  Station  in  Illinois. 
Curtis  served  on  the  United  States  Ships  Kearsarge  and 
Teresa,  until  honorably  discharged  on  July  28th.  1919. 
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Cornelius  Dacy 

Claverack  was  the  birthplace  of  Corne¬ 
lius  Dacy,  who  was  born  there  on 
December  30th,  1892.  He  gained  his 
schooling  in  the  district  schools 
of  that  town  and  took  em¬ 
ployment  there  when  he  had 
grown  to  manhood.  His  parents 
were  John  and  Minnie  Dacy  of 
Hollowville.  The  Local  Board 
selected  him  for  service  and  he  left 
Hudson  for  Camp  Devens  on  Decem¬ 
ber  15th,  1917.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  61st 
Infantry,  5th  Division  and  was  ordered  to  Camp  Green  for 
further  training.  On  April  16th,  1918,  Dacy  embarked  for 
Brest.  At  the  front  he  served  as  a  Corporal,  fighting  on 
the  Anould  and  Saint  Die  Sectors  for  over  two  months. 
He  served  also  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
offensives.  On  May  9th,  1919,  Corporal  Dacy  returned 
to  the  United  States  suffering  from  a  severe  gun 
shot  wound  received  while  on  duty.  He  was  detained  in 
the  hospital  in  this  country  for  treatment  until  June,  1920, 
when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  and  returned 
to  his  home  in  Hollowville. 


John  Martin  Dahm 


Beneath  a  wooden  cross  lies  John 
Martin  Dahm.  He  was  bom  in 
Kinderhook  on  February  8th,  1894. 
His  father,  Joseph  Dahm,  is  still 
living  in  that  village  but  his  mother 
died  there  several  years  ago.  Dahm 
had  completed  his  schooling  in 
Kinderhook  and  was  engaged  as  a 
clerk  in  a  meat  market  when  he  was 
selected  for  service  by  the  Local 
Board.  On  April  3rd,  1918,  he  left 
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the  county  seat  for  Camp  Dix  where  he  trained  for  about 
five  weeks  and  then  sailed  for  France  on  May  18th,  1918. 
Private  Dahm  of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry  of  the  78th 
Division,  landed  in  England  and  from  there  he  crossed 
the  Channel  to  France.  While  serving  in  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  Offensive,  at  eleven  o’clock  in  the  morning  of 
October  17th,  1918,  he  was  pressing  forward  just  beyond 
Grand  Pre  when  the  fragments  of  a  high  exposive  shell 
struck  him,  and  Dahm’s  life  went  to  swell  the  ranks  of  the 
gallant  men  who  died  in  action.  He  was  buried  with  full 
military  honors  at  Saint  Juvin  in  France. 


Eugene  Reynolds  Daley 

Eugene  Reynolds  Daley,  the  son  of 
Charles  Christopher  Daley  of  Old 
Chatham,  was  born  in  Chatham  on 
September  30th,  1891.  His  mother, 
Mrs.  Maria  Daley,  died  when  her 
boy  was  ten  years  old.  Daley’s 
learning  was  gleaned  in  the  School¬ 
rooms  of  New  Lebanon.  The  year 
after  he  left  school,  he  took  charge 
of  the  poultry  on  the  farm  of 
Lemuel  E.  Quigg  in  Austerlitz.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  next  three  years  he  managed  his  own  poultry 
farm  in  Old  Chatham.  On  July  15th,  1918,  Private 
Daley  left  Hudson  to  serve  in  the  World  War.  At 
Camp  Hancock  he  was  assigned  to  the  Motor  Trans¬ 
port  Corps.  About  two  months  later  he  was  sent 
to  Camp  Funston  in  Kansas  and  there  served  with 
the  30th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  10th  Division.  At  Funs¬ 
ton  he  received  intensive  military  training  and  volunteered 
for  overseas  service.  Daley,  then  a  1st  Class  Private,  was 
waiting  for  orders  to  start  for  Europe  when  he  was 
stricken  with  pneumonia.  After  only  three  days  of  illness 
in  the  hospital  at  Fort  Riley,  on  October  5th,  1918,  Eugene 
Daley  died  in  the  service  of  his  country,  and  was  laid  to 
rest  with  full  military  honors. 
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William  Bell  Daley,  Jr. 

William  Bell  Daley,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Chatham  on  June 
6th,  1899.  His  parents,  Agnes  and  William  B.  Daley, 
Senior,  live  in  the  same  town.  Daley  had  graduated  from 
Chatham  High  School  and  was  a  student  at  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity  when  he  enlisted  for  war  service  on  July  30th, 
1918.  Previous  to  the  war  he  had  taken  military  training 
at  Cornell  University  and  at  the  Plattsburgh  Training 
Camp.  After  his  enlistment  Daley  was  sent  to  Camp  Jack- 
son  and  assigned  to  the  Machine  Gun  company,  10th  Regi¬ 
ment.  While  in  service  he  received  a  promotion  from  the 
rank  of  Private  to  that  of  Sergeant,  in  which  grade  he 
served  until  January  10th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


Abram  Samuel  Dallas 

Abram  Samuel  Dallas,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Greenport, 
New  York,  on  the  8th  of  March,  1894,  the  son  of  William 
and  Anna  Dallas,  both  of  whom  now  reside  at  14  Spring 
Street,  Hudson.  Dallas  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  the  district  school  of  his  native  town  after  which  he 
accepted  employment  as  assistant  turbin  operator.  He  was 
thus  occupied  until  the  21st  of  September,  1917,  on  which 
date  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  called  him  into 
federal  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  the 
following  eight  months.  Dallas  left  the  states  for  foreign 
service  on  July  5th,  1918,  and  landed  first  at  a  port  of 
England  and  later  at  a  port  of  France.  From  there  the 
unit  entrained  for  St.  Dizier,  France,  and  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Company  C,  17th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  6th 
Division.  Dallas  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  after 
the  close  of  the  war  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 
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Frank  Owen  Daly 

Frank  Owen  Daly  of  New  Lebanon,  was  born  in  that 
village  on  December  25th,  1892.  His  mother  Mrs.  Anna 
Daley  lives  in  New  Lebanon,  where  his  father  died  in 
1907.  Daly  left  the  school  room  of  his  home  town  to  do 
agricultural  work  and  continued  at  that  pursuit  until  April 
3rd,  1918,  when  he  left  Hudson  with  a  group  of  selected 
men  bound  for  Camp  Dix.  About  five  weeks  later,  he 
embarked  for  Southampton  and  from  there  crossed  to 
France  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th 
Division.  Private  Daley  served  on  the  Verdun  sector,  and 
at  Thiaucourt  and  Saint  Mihiel.  While  in  service  he 
spent  six  weeks  in  the  hospital,  ill  with  influenza.  On 
December  7th,  1918,  Daly  returned  to  the  United  States 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  1st,  1919. 


William  M.  Dalzell 

William  M.  Dalzell  of  Chatham,  was  born  in  Yonkers  on 
August  15th,  1898.  His  parents,  William  John  and  Alice 
Dalzell  live  in  Chatham.  He  finished  the  elementary 
course  at  the  Mount  Vernon  school,  and  then  became  a 
farmer  in  the  town  where  he  still  makes  his  home.  On 
May  21st,  1917,  Dalzell  enlisted  in  the  Navy  as  an  Appren¬ 
tice  Seaman.  He  served  at  Newport,  Norfolk,  and  at  the 
Brooklyn  Navy  Yard.  During  the  war  he  made  eight 
trips  to  France  and  back  on  ships  carrying  troops,  start¬ 
ing  transport  duty  on  November  15th,  1917.  Dalzell  sailed 
on  the  United  States  Ships  Maine  and  Powhatan,  which 
made  landings  at  Bordeaux,  Brest  and  Saint  Nazaire.  His 
last  trip  across  the  Atlantic  brought  him  back  to  America 
on  January  17th,  1919.  Dalzell  is  still  a  member  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  but  was  released  from  active  service 
on  January  24th,  1919. 
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Michael  Damalacago 

Michael  Damalacago,  a  resident  of 
Stottville,  was  born  in  Russia  on 
May  12th,  1891.  His  father  William 
Damalacago  still  lives  in  his  native 
land  but  his  mother  passed  away  in 
1912.  The  schools  of  Russia  and  the 
army  of  that  country  supplied  to 
him  schooling  and  military  training. 
When  his  term  in  the  army  was  com¬ 
pleted  he  emigrated  to  the  United 
States  and  here  worked  in  a  mill. 
During  the  World  War  Damalacago  was  selected  by  our 
Local  Board  to  serve  the  land  of  his  adoption.  He  left 
Hudson  for  Camp  Devens  on  October  5th,  1917,  and  from 
there  he  went  to  Camp  Gordon.  On  April  25th,  1918,  Pri¬ 
vate  Damalacago  left  the  latter  camp  with  Company  F, 
327th  Infanry,  82nd  Division  and  later  disembarked  at 
Liverpool.  He  served  on  the  front  for  about  six  months 
fighting  on  the  Toul,  Pont-a-Mousson  and  Verdun  sectors. 
A  mustard  gas  attack  injured  him  so  severely  that  he 
was  held  in  the  hospital  for  nearly  a  month.  On  May  18th, 
1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  on  the  26th 
of  May  received  his  honorable  discharge.  His  marriage 
to  Miss  Josephine  Single  in  the  Church  of  Our  Lady  of 
Perpetual  Help  at  Hudson  was  solemnized  on  August  3rd, 
1919. 


Irving  Clarence  Damm 

Irving  Clarence  Damm,  son  of  John 
and  the  late  Mrs.  Damm,  of  Phil- 
mont,  was  born  in  that  village  on  the 
15th  of  February,  1897.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  village  and  later  was  a  stu¬ 
dent  for  two  years  at  the  Philmont 
High  School.  He  then  enrolled  at 
Gie  Albany  Business  College,  where 
he  took  a  course  in  accounting,  at 
which  he  was  employed  until  the 
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28th  of  December,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  in  the 
Ordnance  Department.  He  was  assigned  to  Camp 
Jackson,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  three 
months,  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Hancock, 
Georgia,  for  a  month’s  training,  and  after  a  month  at  Fort 
Slocum,  he  left  the  United  States  for  foreign  service.  He 
landed  at  Liverpool,  England,  the  latter  part  of  May,  1918. 
After  crossing  the  channel  the  unit  entrained  for  Camp 
Foecy  where  it  served  for  several  months.  They  were  then 
transferred  to  Camp  Marmagne,  where  service  continued 
until  May  22nd,  1919,  on  which  date  the  unit  returned  to 
the  States.  On  the  31st  of  May,  1919,  Damm  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Park  Northrup  Darrow 

Park  Northrup  Darrow  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Chatham  on  the  10th  of 
August,  1894,  the  son  of  William 
and  Harriet  Darrow.  He  received 
his  early  education  in  the  Chatham 
public  schools  and  was  graduated 
from  the  Chatham  High  School  with 
the  class  of  1913.  He  then  enrolled 
as  a  student  at  the  Institute  of 
Musical  Art,  New  York  City,  and 
while  pursuing  his  studies  there 
enlisted  on  the  16th  of  June,  1917,  as  a  2nd  Class  Yeoman 
in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve.  He  was  assigned 
to  land  duty  in  the  pay  office  of  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard 
where  he  served  as  Chief  Yeoman  until  July  31st,  1919, 
when  Darrow  was  honorably  released  from  active  service. 
He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve. 


William  Wallace  Darrow 

William  Wallace  Darrow  was  born  in  the  town  of  Chat¬ 
ham,  New  York,  on  the  20th  of  September,  1893,  the  son 
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of  Ida  and  the  late  James  Darrow.  After  completing  the 
elementary  and  high  school  courses  in  the  schools  of  his 
native  town,  Darrow  attended  an  art  and  advertising 
school  in  New  York  City  for  about  one  year,  after  which 
he  entered  the  commercial  advertising  field.  On  April  26th, 
1917,  Darrow  married  Miss  Pauline  Jordon  Ingham,  and 
thev  now  have  one  son  James  Wallace  Darrow.  On  Janu-

ary  17th,  1918,  Darrow  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Air 
Service  at  Patterson,  New  Jersey.  He  served  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  seven  months  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  as  a  member 
of  the  353rd  and  327th  Aero  Squadrons.  He  was  trans¬ 
ferred  then  to  the  United  States  School  of  Military  Aero¬ 
nautics  at  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  from  which  he  was  grad¬ 
uated  on  November  16th,  1918.  Darrow  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  that  same  day. 


Anthony  Joseph  Dauski 

Company  D,  107  th  Infantry,  27tli 
Division  numbered  Anthony  Joseph 
Dauski  as  one  of  its  members.  He 
was  born  in  the  village  of  Catskill 
on  the  4th  of  February,  1895,  the 
son  of  Frances  and  George  Dauski 
now  of  Germantown.  He  attended 
the  Livingston  district  school  until 
1915  when  he  left  to  take  up  farm¬ 
ing  in  Livingston.  On  the  12th  of 
July,  1917,  Dauski  became  a  member 
of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
which  on  July  20tli,  1917,  was  called  into  Federal  service  by 
presidential  proclamation.  The  company  left  Hudson  July 
29th,  1917,  for  Fort  Niagara  where  training  followed  for 
three  months.  In  October  the  company  entrained  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  training  followed 
for  the  next  six  months,  during  which  time  he  became  a 
private  in  Company  D,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  He 
left  the  United  States  for  foreign  service  May  10th, 
1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  The  Regiment 
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proceeded  to  the  St.  Quentin  sector,  later  taking  active  part 
in  the  fighting  at  Kemmel  Hill,  Poperinghe  Line,  Le  Salle 
River,  Vierstadt  Crossroad  and  the  Hindenburg  Line. 
Dauski  was  wounded  in  action  at  the  Hindenburg  Line, 
and  was  detained  at  a  hospital  for  seven  weeks  for 
treatment.  On  March  6th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  States 
with  his  division  and  on  the  2nd  of  April,  1919,  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frank  Davi 

Prank  Davi  was  born  in  the  town  of  Torett,  Palermo 
Province,  Italy,  on  the  27th  of  December,  1889.  He  is  the 
son  of  Vincenzo  and  Lertz  Davi,  of  Palermo,  Italy.  He 
attended  the  district  schools  of  his  native  land  until  1905 
when  he  came  to  America  and  made  27  North  Front  Street, 
Hudson  his  home.  While  here  he  was  employed  by  one 
of  the  large  cement  plants.  On  the  22nd  of  February,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  of  the  County  selected  Davi  for  military 
service.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts,  where  they  trained  for  the  next  two  months. 
Davi  then  was  transferred  to  Camp  Upton  and  became  a 
Private  in  Company  A,  305th  Infantry,  77th  Division. 
The  division  left  the  States  on  the  16th  of  April 
and  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  Le 
Havre,  France.  The  division  then  entrained  for  the  front, 
where  they  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the  Lorraine, 
Argonne,  Chateau  Thierry,  and  Verdun  sectors.  While 
in  action  in  the  Argonne,  Davi  was  wounded  in  the  wrist 
by  a  machine  gun  bullet.  He  was  treated  for  this  wound 
in  a  hospital  back  of  the  lines  for  about  a  month.  He  again 
returned  to  the  lines  and  on  October  27th  while  in  action  at 
Verdun  he  received  a  severe  shrapnel  wound  in  the  head 
just  above  his  left  eye.  Davi  was  removed  to  a  base 
hospital  from  where  he  was  transferred  on  the  22nd  of 
December,  1918,  to  a  hospital  in  the  States.  Because  of 
this  shrapnel  wound  in  the  head  Davi  underwent  a  serious 
operation  at  one  of  the  base  hospitals  in  this  country, 
lie  remained  a  patient  at  this  hospital  for  the  following 
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eleven  months,  and  was  still  under  the  care  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  when  last  heard  from  by  the  Committee.  He 
received  his  full  citizenship  papers  on  February  23rd,  1919, 
at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey. 


Chester  Russell  Davis 

Chester  Russell  Davis  is  the  son  of 
Dewight  and  Amy  Davis,  of  Stitt- 
ville,  Oneida  County.  He  was  born 
in  the  town  of  Floyd,  New  York,  on 
the  18th  of  May,  1889.  He  attended 
the  district  schools  of  his  native 
town  until  1904  when  he  moved  to 
Canaan,  New  York.  While  there  he 
became  interested  in  farming,  at 
which  he  was  employed  until  his  en¬ 
listment  into  service.  On  August 
15th,  1917,  Davis  married  Miss  Mary  Anna  Ryan  at  New 
Lebanon,  New  York.  The  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  Davis  for  military  service  on  the  18th  of  October, 
1918,  and  on  the  following  day  he  left  Hudson  for  Camp 
Jackson,  South  Carolina,  where  Davis  became  a  Private 
in  the  6th  Company,  152nd  Depot  Brigade.  After  serving 
a  short  time  in  this  unit  he  was  transferred  to  the  18th 
Regiment,  Field  Artillery,  Reserve  Division,  with  which 
he  trained  until  December  23rd,  when  he  was  transferred 
to  Camp  Upton.  Service  here  continued  until  December 
31st,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Guy  Pratt  Davis 

Guy  Pratt  Davis  was  born  in  Potsdam,  New  York,  on 
the  26th  of  October,  1888,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  B. 
Davis  of  Potsdam.  After  completing  the  elementary  and 
high  school  courses  Davis  enrolled  as  a  student  at  Potsdam 
Normal  School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1908.  He 
then  attended  Columbia  University,  from  which  he  was 
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graduated  in  1913.  From  1914  until  1918,  Davis  was  prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Hudson  High  School.  On  June  19th,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for 
military  service.  Davis  was  assigned  to  Clarkson  College, 
Potsdam,  New  York,  where  he  was  appointed  instructor  in 
physics.  Davis  served  in  this  capacity  until  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


Lewis  Anson  Davis 

Lewis  Anson  Davis  was  born  in  Utica 
on  the  16th  of  July,  1894,  the  son 
of  Erwin  and  Mary  Davis  now  of 
129  Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  public  schools  of  Low- 
ville,  New  York,  and  later  those  of 
Hudson.  He  left  in  1910  to  continue 
his  study  of  music.  After  complet¬ 
ing  his  musical  education  he  was 
employed  as  drummer  in  the  Play¬ 
house  orchestra  at  Hudson  until  the 
8th  of  July,  1917,  when  he  volunteered  as  a  musician  in  the 
Infantry.  He  was  assigned  to  the  band  connected  with 
the  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th  Army  Corps,  and  trained 
with  them  as  1st  Class  Musician  for  a  year  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina,  and  two  weeks  at  Camp  Merritt, 
New  Jersey.  The  51st  Pioneer  Infantry  which  set  sail  for 
France  July  23rd,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France, 
served  on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Woerve,  Meuse  and  Moselle 
sectors  from  the  1st  of  August  until  the  11th  of  November, 
1918.  Davis  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  the  3rd 
of  July,  1919,  and  on  the  9tli  of  the  same  month  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frank  Blackman  Dayton 

Frank  Blackman  Dayton  was  born  in  Valatie,  New  York, 
on  the  7th  of  May,  1895,  the  son  of  Mabel  and  John  Dayton 
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of  Valatie.  He  attended  the  public  school  of  that  village 
and  was  later  a  member  of  the  Valatie  and  Waterbury 
High  Schools  until  1912  when  he  left  to  learn  the  printer’s 
trade.  He  was  employed  as  printer  until  the  12th  of 
November,  1917,  when  he  volunteered  at  the  Brooklyn 
Navy  Yard  as  Seaman  in  the  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  TJ.  S.  S.  Hildegarde  on  which  he  served  for  about  six 
months.  He  was  then  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Kestrail 
on  which  he  served  as  a  member  of  her  crew  until  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1918  when  he  was  assigned  to  land  duty  at  the 
Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  and 
later  to  the  submarine  base  at  New  London,  Connecticut, 
where  he  served  until  the  12th  of  January,  1919,  on  which 
date  he  was  honorably  released  from  active  service.  Day- 
ton  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve. 


Harry  Ellsworth  Dean 

Harry  Ellsworth  Dean,  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  Catskill  on  April  30th, 
18.93.  He  is  the  son  of  William 
Albert  and  Ida  Dean,  of  Catskill. 
After  he  completed  his  education  in 
the  schools  of  his  home  town  and 
of  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  he 
worked  as  a  painter  and  paper- 
hanger  until  May  25th,  1918,  when 
he  left  Hudson  with  a  company  of 
selected  men  to  begin  his  military 
training  at  Camp  Wadsworth.  During  the  first  two  weeks 
in  camp  Dean  belonged  to  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  In¬ 
fantry.  He  was  then  transferred  to  the  Supply  Company 
of  the  same  regiment.  On  June  14th,  1918,  while  he  was 
taking  part  in  .  an  athletic  contest,  Dean  acquired  an  acute 
foot  strain  which  laid  him  up  in  the  base  hospital  for  about 
five  months.  Upon  his  discharge  from  the  hospital  he  was 
placed  in  the  4th  Provisional  Casual  Detachment  where  he 
served  until  November  26th,  1918.  On  that  date  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Irving  Minkler  Deane 

Hillsdale  was  the  birthplace  of  Irving 
Minkler  Deane  who  was  born  there 
on  July  24th,  1892.  His  parents, 
William  E.  and  Mary  A.  Deane,  still 
reside  at  Hillsdale.  He  graduated 
from  the  high  school  of  his  native 
town  in  1910,  taught  in  the  rural 
schools  and  in  1917  completed  a 
special  agricultural  course  at  Cornel 
University.  He  engaged  in  farm¬ 
ing  and  testing  cattle  for  registry, 
and  worked  for  the  New  York  State  College  of  Agriculture. 
The  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  Deane  for 
service  and  he  left  Hudson  on  October  16th,  1918.  For 
two  months  he  served  in  the  Student’s  Army  Training 
Corps  at  Mechanics  Institute  in  Rochester,  training  as  an 
electrician.  He  was  in  the  hospital  at  Rochester  for  two 
weeks,  ill  with  influenza.  Shortly  after  Deane’s  entry  into 
the  Army  the  war  closed  and  our  government  began  dis¬ 
banding  its  war  armies.  On  December  6th,  1918,  Private 
Deane  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Bernard  Caleb  Decker 

Bernard  Caleb  Decker,  of  Bridgeport, 
Connecticut,  was  born  at  Livingston 
on  October  22nd,  1893.  His  parents 
are  Harvey  S.  and  Katharine  A. 
Decker,  of  Germantown.  Decker’s 
early  education  was  furnished  by  the 
Germantown  district  school  and 
Hudson  High  School.  In  1917  he 
was  graduated  from  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute  in  Troy  as  a 
mechanical  engineer.  On  August 
22nd  following  his  graduation,  he  enlisted  in  the  Navy  at 
the  Boston  Navy  Yard.  Decker  trained  at  Annapolis, 
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Maryland,  and  at  New  London,  Connecticut,  serving  as  a 
gas  engine  expert  and  mechanical  engineer,  and  soon 
received  an  Ensign’s  commission.  Ensign  Decker  was  still 
in  service  as  an  executive  officer  of  R-21  United  States  Sub¬ 
marine,  when  last  heard  from  by  the  Committee. 


Clarke  Harvey  Decker 

On  December  18th,  1896,  Clarke 

Decker  was  born  in  Livingston.  A 
few  years  after  his  birth  he  and  his 
parents,  Harvey  Simeon  and  Kath¬ 
arine  Ann  Decker,  became  residents 
of  Germantown.  The  year  after  his 
graduation  from  Hudson  High 
School,  Decker  was  selected  for 
military  service  by  the  Local  Board. 
On  August  18th,  1918,  he  left  Hud¬ 
son  to  join  the  Students  Army 
Training  Corps  at  New  Hampshire  College.  He  served 
there  until  the  date  of  his  honorable  discharge  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1918.  After  the  disbanding  of  the  Students  Army 
Training  Corps  Clarke  Decker  continued  his  studies  at 
New  Hampshire  College. 


Clifford  Decker 


Clifford  Decker  was  born  in  Tagh- 
kanic  on  February  16th,  1896.  He 
received  his  education  in  the  Tagli- 
kanic  school.  Later  he  and  his  par¬ 
ents,  Laban  and  Elizabeth  Decker, 
moved  to  Hudson.  On  October  20th, 
1917,  he  married  Miss  Frances 
Louise  Race  in  this  city.  Since 
November  21st,  1911,  Decker  had 
been  a  member  of  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
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On  July  29th,  lie  left  Hudson  to  begin  his  training  ah  Fort 
Niagara  and  left  the  fort  for  Camp  Wadsworth  on  October 
29th.  While  at  the  latter  camp  Decker  became  a  Corporal 
in  Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division. 
On  June  14tli,  1918,  he  left  Camp  Stuart  to  start  for  Brest, 
France.  Overseas  he  was  stationed  at  Brest  and  at  Camp 
DeSouge.  He  served  on  the  Argonne,  St.  Mihiel  and 
Verdun  sectors  and  at  Le  Claire,  Chattancourt,  Le  Mort 
Homme,  Cote  295,  Bois  de  Forges,  Chainy,  Gerecourt,  Bras, 
Etraye,  Vacherauvillie  Samogneux,  Ilaumont,  Brabant, 
Consenoys,  Armont  Farms,  Cumers  and  Reville.  On 
March  11th,  1919,  he  returned  to  America  and  received 
his  honorable  discharge  on  April  3rd  of  the  same  year. 


Earl  George  Decker 

Earl  George  Decker  is  one  of  Phil¬ 
mont ’s  ex-service  men.  He  was  born 
at  Copake  on  March  18th,  1892,  to 
Mrs.  Minnie  and  the  late  Frank 
Decker,  but  the  family  moved  to 
Philmont  when  Decker  was  still  a 
small  child.  In  1908,  when  his  school 
days  in  Philmont  were  over,  Decker 
sought  employment  as  a  chauffeur. 
On  October  7th,  1916,  he  married 
Margaret  B.  Schaffer  at  Philmont. 
On  May  25th  two  years  after  his  marriage  the  Local  Board 
at  Hudson  selected  Decker  for  military  service  and  ordered 
him  to  report  at  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina. 
There  he  became  associated  with  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer 
Infantry  and  with  that  unit  sailed  for  Brest,  France,  on 
June  30th,  1918.  Following  his  arrival  in  France,  Decker 
served  as  company  cook  at  Saint  Sulpice  and  Saint  Loubes. 
In  1919  he  came  back  to  the  United  States.  On  June  30th 
of  that  year  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Edward  Leonard  Decker 

Edward  Leonard  Decker  was  born  at  Hudson  on  March 
16th,  1894.  His  parents  John  P.  and  Amelia  K.  Decker, 
live  at  36  North  Fifth  Street  in  this  city.  After  his  gradua¬ 
tion  from  Hudson  High  School  in  1910,  he  held  a  position 
as  a  clerical  worker.  On  November  21st,  1917,  Edward 
Decker  married  Miss  Irene  Skinion  of  Hudson.  He  left 
Hudson  on  August  28th,  1918,  with  a  contingent  of  men 
selected  for  military  duty.  For  one  month  Decker  served 
with  the  Infantry,  then  he  was  transferred  to  the  153rd 
School  Company,  Machine  Gun  School,  Machine  Gun  Train¬ 
ing  Corps.  Decker  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Sergeant  Instructor  before  the  war  ended.  During  the 
war  Sergeant  Decker  served  at  Camps  Gordon,  Hancock, 
Dix  and  at  Wrightstown  in  New  Jersey.  On  December 
30th,  1918,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  and 
returned  to  Hudson  to  accept  a  position  as  purchasing 
agent  for  a  local  corporation. 


Everett  Wesley  Decker 

Everett  Wesley  Decker,  of  Kinder- 
hook,  was  born  in  that  village  on 
December  10th,  1892.  His  parents 
both  died  in  Valatie  several  years 
ago.  He  was  enrolled  at  the  Valatie 
school  where  he  studied  until  about 
1910.  From  then  until  his  induction 
into  the  Army  on  September  21st, 
1917,  Decker  worked  a  part  of  the 
time  at  farming  and  a  part  of  the 
time  as  spinner  in  a  nearby  knitting 
mill.  On  July  8th,  1916,  he  married  Miss  Margaret  Drake 
at  Valatie.  After  his  enrollment  in  the  Army  and  prior  to 
his  departure  for  France  he  trained  at  Camps  Devens  and 
Gordon  and  became  associated  with  Company  E,  328t,h 
Infantry,  82nd  Division.  On  May  6th,  1918,  he  left  this 
country,  landed  first  in  England  where  he  spent  a  short

time  in  a  rest  camp  and  continued  thence  to  Le  Havre, 
France,  and  to  the  tiring  lines.  From  August  12th  to 
September  6th,  he  served  in  the  Marne  region,  from  Sep¬ 
tember  9th  to  18th,  he  served  on  the  St.  Mihiel  sector  and 
from  the  latter  date  until  November  10th,  1918,  on  the 
Meuse-Argonne  sector.  He  fought  at  St.  Mihiel,  Meuse- 
Argonne  and  Chateau  Thierry.  While  Private  Decker 
was  overseas  his  wife  died  leaving  beside  her  husband 
one  child,  Ruth  Elizabeth.  Decker  returned  to  this  country 
on  May  20th,  1919,  and  eight  days  later  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Harry  Cornell  Decker 

Harry  Cornell  Decker  is  a  resident  of  Columbia  County. 
He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Austerlitz,  New  York,  on  the 
29th  of  December,  1895,  the  son  of  Cornell  and  Minnie 
Decker  now  of  East  Chatham.  He  attended  the  district 
school  of  Chatham  until  1912,  when  he  left  to  accept  a 
position  with  a  railroad  company  as  section  repairer. 
Decker  served  for  about  three  months  as  a  member  of 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
On  December  14th,  1917,  he  went  into  Federal  service 
through  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  on  April  16th, 
1918,  after  four  months  of  training  at  Camp  Devens,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  Decker  sailed  overseas  as  a  member  of  a 
veterinary  unit.  After  landing  at  Brest,  France,  the  latter 
part  of  the  same  month  the  unit  was  assigned  to  duty 
at  the  Base  Veterinary  Hospital  No.  1,  France,  where 
Private  Decker  served  until  June  of  1919,  when  the  unit 
returned  to  the  States.  Decker  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  on  June  13th,  1919. 


Robert  Storm  Decker 

Robert  Storm  Decker,  the  son  of  William  and  Kathrine 
Decker,  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  this  city  on  April  13th, 
1888.  He  went  through  the  grammar  school  of  Hud¬ 
son  and  after  serving  his  apprentiseship  became  a  sheet 
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metal  worker.  On  June  5th,  1917,  Decker  enlisted  in  Com¬ 
pany  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  On 
July  20th  the  State  Guards  were  automatically  Federalized 
and  nine  days  later  Decker  left  Hudson  with  the  local  com¬ 
pany  bound  for  Fort  Niagara.  During  the  following 
October  he  was  sent  to  Camp  Wadsworth  and  sis  months 
later  was  again  transfered,  this  time  to  Camp  Stuart.  When 
he  arrived  in  France  after  a  voyage  that  started  on  June 
14th,  1918,  Decker  was  stationed  at  Brest,  and  Camp  De 
Souge  with  Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th 
Division  in  which  unit  he  was  a  1st  Class  Private.  Decker 
was  then  sent  to  the  front  where  he  served  for  a  month 
each  on  the  Argonne,  St.  Mihiel  and  Verdun  sectors,  at 
Le  Claire,  Chattancourt,  Le  Mort  Homme,  Cote  295, 
Chainy,  Wavaille,  Cumers,  Bois  de  Forges,  Gerecourt, 
Bras,  Etraye,  Vacherauvillie,  Cripion,  Samogneux,  Hau- 
mont,  Briabant,  Consenvoys,  Armont  Farms  and  Reville. 
On  March  11th,  1919,  he  returned  from  France  and  on  the 
3rd  of  the  following  month  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge. 


Wilfred  Decker 

Wilfred  Decker,  the  son  of  Minnie 
and  the  late  Frank  Decker,  of  Phil- 
mont,  was  born  in  Claverack  on 
February  3rd,  1897.  He  graduated 
from  the  Philmont  High  School  in 
1913  and  prepared  himself  for  the 
electrician’s  trade.  Before  Decker 
entered  the  Federal  army  he  served 
for  a  year  as  an  orderly  in  the  New 
York  National  Guard  at  Vail’s  Gate. 
On  June  1st,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the 
Motor  Transport  Corps  and  went  on  duty  at  Fort  Slocum. 
From  there  he  went  to  an  officers  training  school  at  Jack¬ 
sonville,  Florida,  where  he  received  a  Lieutenant’s  com¬ 
mission  on  February  1st,  1918.  After  instructing  recruits 
for  some  time  he  was  detailed  to  take  an  inventory  of  the 
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mechanical  appliances  of  all  southern  camps.  On  August 
20th,  1919,  Lieutenant  Decker  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Edward  Dederick 

Edward  Dederick  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson  on 
the  19th  of  May,  1892,  the  son  of  Edward  and  Rose  Ded¬ 
erick  of  46  North  Fifth  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  city  after  which  he  completed 
a  two  year  course  at  the  Hudson  High  School.  Since  then 
Dederick  has  held  a  clerical  position  with  the  Catskill 
Evening  Line.  On  December  13th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army.  He  was  attached  to  Company  C, 
311th  Infantry,  78tli  Division,  with  which  unit  he  served  as 
Corporal  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  Camp  Meigs  and  at 
Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey.  He  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  February  18tli,  1919. 


Paolo  De  Fazio 

From  the  Province  of  Catanzara,  Italy, 
came  Paolo  De  Fazio,  the  son  of 
Frank  and  Maria  De  Fazio  of  Italy. 
He  was  born  there  on  January  5th, 
1890.  Before  coming  to  this  country 
De  Fazio  graduated  from  the  ele¬ 
mentary  and  high  schools  of  Italy 
and  served  for  three  years  as  a 
Corporal  in  Company  A,  23rd  Infan¬ 
try  of  the  Italian  Army,  with  which 
company  he  fought  in  the  Italian- 
Turkish  war.  His  wife,  Mrs.  Maria  De  Fazio  was  married 
to  him  on  July  5th,  1913,  in  Italy.  They  now  have  one 
child,  Antonetta  De  Fazio.  De  Fazio  was  selected  for 
service  by  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson,  but  he  volunteered 
to  go  ahead  of  his  call.  On  September  7th,  1917,  he  left 
Hudson  for  Camp  Devens  where  he  was  associated  with 
the  303rd  Infantry.  On  July  5th,  1918,  De  Fazio  sailed 
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for  Winchester,  England.  In  France  lie  served  as  a  1st 
Class  Private  in  Company  A,  26th  Infantry,  1st  Division, 
at  Cantigny,  Soissons,  Saint  Mihiel  and  the  Argonne.  He 
received  severe  wounds  which  kept  him  in  a  hospital  for 
four  months.  On  August  22nd,  1919,  Private  De  Fazio 
arrived  in  this  country  and  on  the  28th  of  the  same  month 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


George  De  Freest 

George  De  Freest,  of  Albany,  was  born  in  Chatham  on 
July  4th,  1897.  His  parents  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  De  Freest 
live  in  Albany.  His  education  was  furnished  by  the  dis¬ 
trict  schools  in  this  county.  During  the  World  War  De 
Freest  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board 
at  Hudson.  On  August  1st,  1918,  he  entered  the  United 
States  Army  as  Private  and  went  to  Camp  Upton  for 
military  training.  There  he  was  associated  with  Company 
A,  553rd  Engineers.  He  served  with  this  regiment  until 
the  close  of  the  war  when  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  on  March  15th,  1919. 


John  Sherman  DeLamater 

John  Sherman  DeLamater,  of  Auburn, 
New  York,  was  born  at  Hudson  on 
April  21st,  1895,  the  son  of  Ezra 
Doane  and  Anna  Van  Ness  DeLa¬ 
mater  of  this  city.  He  attended  the 
Hudson  grammar  and  high  schools, 
Pawling  School  and  Rutgers  College, 
which  he  left  in  1917  to  enlist  at  New 
York  in  the  Navy  on  May  12th  of 
that  year.  After  a  period  of  inac¬ 
tive  service  he  was  called  into  active 
service  as  a  2nd  Class  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Force.  He  served  in  that  department  at  Pelham 
Bay  until  February  4th,  1918,  when  he  was  transferred  to 
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the  United  States  Auxiliary  Reserve  Force,  Class  III,  and 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Quartermaster  3rd  Class.  From 
April  20th  to  June  15th,  1918,  he  was  again  stationed  at 
Pelham  Bay.  On  the  latter  date  DeLamater  received  an 
Ensign’s  commission  and  on  the  following  August  1st  he 
boarded  the  United  States  Ship  Mariana.  Ensign  De 
Lamater  made  two  trips  overseas  starting  from  this 
country  on  August  7tli  and  on  October  8th,  1918.  On  these 
trips  he  landed  at  Rochefort,  Nante,  Brest  and  Saint 
Nazaire  in  France;  Belfast  in  Ireland,  and  Cardiff  in 
Wales.  After  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  Ensign  DeLa¬ 
mater  was  honorably  released  from  active  service  on 
March  28th,  1919.  He  then  went  to  Auburn,  New  York, 
where  he  made  a  study  of  the  carpet  manufacturing  busi¬ 
ness  in  one  of  the  mills  of  that  city. 


Leo  Joseph  Delaney 

Hudson,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace 
of  Leo  Joseph  Delaney.  He  was 
born  in  this  city  on  the  1st  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1898,  the  son  of  Elizabeth  and 
the  late  John  Francis  Delaney.  He 
attended  St.  Mary’s  School  and  later 
St.  Mary’s  High  School  leaving  in 
1915  to  accept  employment  as  shoe 
salesman  with  an  Albany  shoe  firm. 
On  December  28th,  1917,  Delaney 
volunteered  his  services  as  a  Private 
in  the  aviation  section.  He  was  assigned  to  Camp  Mc¬ 
Arthur,  Waco,  Texas,  where  he  served  as  1st  Class  Private 
in  the  17th  Aero  Squadron  until  March  10th,  1918,  when 
he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Morrisson,  Virginia.  Train¬ 
ing  followed  at  this  camp  for  the  next  five  months  after 
which  Delaney  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal  and 
assigned  to  the  Balloon  School  in  Virginia  where  he  trained 
as  part  of  the  22nd  Balloon  Company  until  the  10th  of 
February,  1919,  on  which  date  lie  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 
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Paul  John  Delaney 

Paul  John  Delaney,  of  Hudson,  was 
born  in  this  city  on  January  15th, 
1897.  His  parents  are  Elizabeth 
and  the  late  John  Francis  Delaney 
of  Hudson.  He  graduated  from  St. 
Mary’s  Academy  in  1913,  and  im¬ 
mediately  afterwards  took  a  clerical 
position  with  the  New  York  and  New 
England  Cement  and  Lime  Company 
in  Greenport.  He  was  selected  for 
military  service  by  our  Local  Board 
and  entered  the  Army  on  August  9th,  1918.  Private 
Delaney  was  attached  to  the  Headquarters  Detachment, 
12th  Field  Artillery  Brigade,  12th  Division  and  served  at 
Camp  McClellan  for  six  months,  first  as  a  Private  and 
later  as  a  Supply  Sergeant.  On  January  23rd,  1919, 
Sergeant  Delaney  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Ralph  Delavan 

Ralph  Delavan  was  born  in  the  town  of  Castleton,  New 
York,  on  the  2nd  of  July,  1892,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ralph  Delavan  now  of  Chatham.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  public  schools  of  Chatham,  after  which 
he  was  a  student  for  a  year  at  the  Chatham  High  School. 
He  then  accepted  a  clerical  position  at  the  railroad  office 
in  Chatham  and  was  occupied  in  this  capacity  until  the 
21st  of  September,  1917,  when  the.  Local  Board  of  the 
County  selected  him  for  military  service.  The  contingent 
left  Hudson  September  22nd  for  Camp  Devens,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  where  military  training  followed  for  three 
months.  Delavan  was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Gordon, 
Georgia,  where  he  trained  for  six  months  as  a  member  of 
Battery  E,  320th  Field  Artillery,  82nd  Division.  He 
set  sail  for  France,  May  15th,  1918,  and  landed 
at  Le  Havre  the  latter  part  of  the  month.  They  then 
entrained  for  La  Courtine,  where  special  training  followed 
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at  the  artillery  camp  for  two  months.  At  the  completion 
of  their  course  they  proceeded  to  the  front  where  they 
engaged  actively  in  the  fighting  on  the  Toul,  St.  Mihiel  and 
Meuse- Argonne  sectors  from  August  21st,  1918,  to  Novem¬ 
ber  11th,  1918,  during  which  time  Delavan  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Sergeant.  The  unit  returned  to  America  May 
9tli,  1918,  and  on  the  15th  of  the  same  month  Delavan 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Pasquale  Della  Salla 

Pasquale  Della  Salla,  of  Hudson,  was 
born  in  the  town  of  Mondella,  Italy, 
on  October  4th,  1894.  His  mother, 
Mrs.  Rose  Della  Salla,  still  lives  in 
the  town  of  Mondella  but  his  father 
Salvatore  Della  Salla  died  in  1914. 
He  attended  the  Italian  schools, 
came  to  this  country  where  he  was 
employed  in  a  mill,  and  took  out  his 
citizenship  papers.  On  July  15th, 
1918,  he  left  Hudson  with  several 
other  selected  men  who  were  ordered  to  report  at  Fort 
Slocum.  Della  Salla  became  a  Private  in  the  14th  Com¬ 
pany,  2nd  Machine  Gun  Battalion.  He  served  at  Camps 
Hancock  and  Dix.  On  January  25th,  1919,  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Sabatino  Delmonaco 

From  Loreto,  Protino,  Italy,  comes  Sabatino  Delmonaco. 
He  was  bom  in  that  province  on  the  11th  of  April,  1892. 
After  attending  a  district  school  in  Italy  for  a  short  time 
Delmonaco  came  to  America  and  made  17  North  Front 
Street,  Hudson,  his  home.  While  here  he  was  employed 
at  one  of  the  large  cement  plants.  On  July  14th,  1918, 
Delmonaco  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County.  The  contingent  left  Hudson 
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the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum,  New  York,  where  train¬ 
ing  followed  for  about  a  month.  Delmonaco  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he  served  as 
private  in  the  62nd  Battalion,  153rd  Depot  Brigade,  until 
the  4th  of  January,  1919,  when  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Alexander  Robinson  De  Prosse 

Alexander  Robinson  De  Prosse  was 
born  in  San  Francisco,  California, 
on  the  24th  of  February,  1897,  the 
son  of  Margaret  and  Victor  De 
Prosse  now  of  Carroll  Street,  Hud¬ 
son.  He  received  his  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools  of  San 
Francisco  and  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  and  was  later  graduated 
from  the  Hudson  High  School  with 
the  class  of  1916.  He  then  enrolled 
as  a  student  at  Cornell  and  while  pursuing  his  studies 
there  on  the  4th  of  May,  1918,  enlisted  as  seaman  in  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  Naval  Training  Station  at  Pelham  Bay  where  he 
trained  for  the  following  five  months,  after  which  De 
Prosse  was  transferred  to  the  Rockaway  Naval  Air  Station 
where  he  served  as  1st  Class  Seaman  until  May  1st,  1919, 
when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Giovanni  De  Santis 

Giovanni  De  Santis  was  born  in  Mezzano,  Province  of 
Caserta,  Italy,  on  the  24th  of  October,  1890,  the  son  of 
Carlo  and  Mary  Commino  De  Santis  both  of  whom  still 
reside  in  Caserta.  After  completing  the  elementary  course 
in  the  schools  of  his  native  country,  De  Santis  served 
for  a  short  time  in  the  Italian  Army  after  which  he  came 
to  America  and  made  Hudson  his  home.  On  April  29th, 
1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  De 
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Santis  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following 
day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  for 
about  two  weeks  during  which  time  he  was  assigned  to 
the  Artillery  attached  to  the  78th  or  Lightning  Division. 
On  May  5th,  1918,  the  unit  left  the  States  for  overseas 
service.  Landing  was  first  made  at  Liverpool,  England, 
and  later  at  a  port  in  France.  After  the  close  of  the  war 
the  Committee  was  unable  to  locate  Private  De  Santis  to 
obtain  further  information.  He  was  believed  to  have  left 
this  country  for  Italy. 


Sherman  Edgar  De  Witt 

Germantown,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Sherman  Edgar  DeWitt. 
He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  11th 
of  May,  1897,  the  son  of  Edgar  and 
Hannah  DeWitt,  now  of  Chevoit, 
New  York.  He  attended  the  Chevoit 
public  school  until  1913.  On  July 
13th,  1918,  he  volunteered  as 

Landsman  in  the  United  States 
Naval  Reserve,  Force.  Hei  was 
assigned  to  Unit  S,  2nd  Company, 
3rd  Regiment,  stationed  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
where  he  served  for  the  following  three  months.  He  was 
then  transferred  to  the  naval  base  at  Hampton  Roads, 
Virginia,  where  he  trained  until  December  30th,  1918,  on 
which  date  DeWitt  was  honorably  released  from  active 
service.  He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States 
Naval  Reserve  Force. 
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Cornelius  Deyoe 

Cornelius  Deyoe,  son  of  Harry  and 
and  Elizabeth  Deyoe  was  born  in 
Client,  New  York,  on  the  20th  of 
December,  1896.  He  attended  the 
Ghent  and  Chatham  public  schools 
and  was  later  graduated  from  the 
Albany  High  School  with  the  class 
of  1917.  He  was  then  employed  as 
clerk  until  August  3rd,  1918,  when 
he  applied  through  the  Local  Board 
of  the  County  for  special  induction. 
He  was  assigned  to  New  York  University  where  he  took 
a  six  weeks  course  in  Coast  Artillery  training  as  part  of 
Battery  A,  37th  Artillery,  Coast  Artillery  Corps.  At  the 
completion  of  his  training  Deyoe  was  transferred  to  Bat¬ 
tery  C,  34th  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  and  served  in  this 
capacity  at  Fort  Hancock,  Georgia  and  Camp  Eustis, 
Virginia,  for  the  following  six  months.  While  at  Camp 
Eustis  Deyoe  contracted  influenza  which  later  developed 
into  pnuemonia.  He  was  a  patient  at  the  Government 
hospital  at  camp  for  about  a  month.  Deyoe  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service  December  18th,  1918. 


Harry  Diamond 


Harry  Diamond,  son  of  Max  and 
Theresa  Diamond  of  22  North 
Fourth  Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Landsford,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  on  the  15th  of  November, 
1898.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  was  a  student  at  the  local  high 
school  until  1915,  when  he  left  to 
become  affiliated  with  the  Diamond 
Garage  on  North  Fourth  Street  as 
auto  mechanic.  On  November  1st,  1918,  he  applied  for 
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induction  through  the  Local  Board  of  the  County.  He 
left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Albany,  N.  Y.  where 
he  was  assigned  to  Company  B,  Student’s  Army  Train¬ 
ing  Corps  attached  to  the  New  York  State  College  for 
Teachers.  Diamond  completed  the  technical  course  on 
December  28th  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Samuel  Diamond 

The  second  of  the  Diamond  family  to 
serve  in  the  recent  war  was  Samuel. 
He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Lands- 
ford,  Pennsylvania  on  the  22nd  of 
August,  1895,  the  son  of  Max  and 
Theresa  Diamond,  now  of  22  North 
Fourth  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended 
the  Hudson  public  schools  and  was 
later  a  member  of  the  Hudson  High 
School  until  1914,  when  he  left  to 
take  an  accounting  course  in  the 
Albany  Business  College.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  business 
training  Diamond  became  associated  with  his  father  in  the 
garage  business  on  North  Fourth  Street.  On  April  2nd, 
1918,  Diamond  was  selected  for  military  service.  He  was 
assigned  to  Company  F,  308th  Field  Artillery,  78tli 
Division  and  trained  with  this  unit  at  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey  as  Corporal  for  the  following  six  months.  He  was 
then  transferred  to  Camp  Wheeler  where  he  served  for  a 
month  as  Sergeant  in  the  Ordnance  Department.  His  next 
place  of  service  was  May’s  Landing  where  he  served  for 
two  months,  during  which  time  he  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  1st  Sergeant  He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp 
Upton,  where  he  served  for  a  week.  On  the  29th  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1918,  Diamond  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 
Sergeant  Diamond  married  Miss  Evelyn  Herzog  at  Hud¬ 
son,  N.  Y.,  on  the  24th  of  November,  1919. 
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Frederick  Dietter 

Winchester,  Connecticut  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Frederick  Dietter.  He  was 
born  in  that  town  on  the  23rd  of 
August,  1893,  the  son  of  George  and 
Mary  Dietter.  He  attended  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  at  Winsted  and  Norfolk, 
Connecticut  until  1907,  when  he 
moved  to  Ancram,  N.  Y.  While  there 
he  was  employed  as  engineer  on  the 
railroad.  On  October  3rd,  1917, 
Dietter  was  selected  for  military 
service  by  a  Local  Board  in  the  East.  He  was  assigned 
to  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts.  He  was  later  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  where  he  trained  as  a 
Private  in  Company  L,  326th  Infantry,  82nd  Division. 
On  the  26th  of  April,  1918,  the  division  left  United  States 
for  foreign  service  and  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England, 
and  later  at  Le  Havre,  France.  The  unit  advanced  to  the 
front  where  it  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the  St. 
Mihiel,  Toul,  Marbaclie  and  Meuse-Argonne  sectors  from 
June  18th,  1918,  until  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Dietter 
was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Corporal.  The  division  set 
sail  for  America  on  June  14th,  1919,  and  on  the  19th  of 
that  month,  Dietter  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Jacob  A.  Dietz 

Jacob  A.  Dietz  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Hudson  on  the  28th  of  March, 
1891,  the  son  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth 
Dietz,  of  6  Warren  Street,  Hudson. 
He  attended  the  Hudson  public 
schools  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Hudson  High  School  until  1906.  He 
then  learned  the  electrical  trade, 
after  which  he  was  engaged  in  elec¬ 
trical  contracting  at  Hudson  until 
May  24th,  1918,  when  the  Columbia 
County  Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  He

left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  two  months  as  Corporal  in 
Company  C,  318thField  Signal  Battalion,  2nd  Army  Corps. 
Dietz  left  the  United  States  for  foreign  service  July  14th, 
1918,  and  landed  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  about  a  week 
later  at  Calais,  France.  The  battalion  was  given  a  course 
of  intensive  training  at  the  Corps  Signal  School  after 
which  they  advanced  to  the  front  where  they  saw  service 
on  the  Somme  and  Wassigny  sectors.  They  also  served 
actively  with  the  4th  British  Army  and  were  in  operation 
with  the  2nd  American  Corps.  While  in  France,  Corporal 
Dietz  contracted  influenza  which  held  him  in  a  hospital  at 
Clemacy  and  he  was  later  afflicted  with  fever  for  which  he 
received  treatment  at  a  hospital  at  Brest.  Dietz  returned 
to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  the  22nd  of  March,  1919,  and 
on  the  31st  of  March,  Dietz  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


Pasquale  DiGioia 

Pasquale  DiGioia,  or  Patsy  DeJoy  as 

he  is  better  known  among  his  friends 

in  this  country,  came  to  Hudson  from 

the  Province  of  Benevento  in  Italy 

where  he  was  born  on  March  27th, 

1894.  His  parents  are  John  and 

Matilde  Riccordi  DiGioia,  of  Italy. 

Patsy  DeJoy  was  only  a  small  child 

when  he  came  to  this  country.  He 

%> 

attended  the  Hudson  schools  and 
became  an  American  citizen  through 
the  naturalization  of  his  father  in  1902.  DeJoy  was  em¬ 
ployed  in  a  local  mill  when  he  was  selected  for  military 
service  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Dix  on  April  3rd,  1918.  On 
May  20th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Southampton  and  from  there 
crossed  to  France.  At  the  front  DeJoy  who  was  a  1st  Class 
Private  in  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division, 
fought  at  the  Saint  Mihiel  Offensive,  on  the  Limey  Sector, 
and  Arras  Fronts.  While  serving  on  the  Limey  Sector 
DeJoy  was  severely  wounded  with  shrapnel  which  pene- 
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trated  his  right  Mde.  These  wounds  kept  him  in  the  hospi¬ 
tal  for  ninety-eight  days.  On  May  29th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  this  country  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
the  following  June  6  th. 


Edward  Joseph  Dillon 

Claverack  was  the  birthplace  of  Edward  Joseph  Dillon 
who  now  resides  in  Philmont.  He  was  born  in  Claverack 
on  October  13th,  1896,  to  John  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Agnes 
Dillon.  From  the  time  he  left  the  schools  of  Philmont 
until  the  date  of  his  enlistment  he  was  employed  chiefly 
at  clerical  work.  On  June  6th,  1918,  Dillon  enlisted  at  an 
Albany  recruiting  station  and  became  a  2nd  Class  Seaman 
in  the  Navy.  For  seven  months  he  served  at  Pelham  Bay 
Naval  Training  Station.  On  February  22nd,  1919,  his 
term  of  enlistment  completed,  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


George  Phillip  Dillon 

George  Phillip  Dillon,  the  son  of  John 
Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Agnes  Dillon, 
of  Philmont,  was  born  in  that  village 
on  July  4th,  1895.  After  his  'educa¬ 
tion  in  the  local  school  was  com¬ 
pleted  Dillon  took  a  position  in  one 
of  the  Philmont  Mills.  When 
America  needed  recruits  to  bring  her 
army  up  to  war  strength,  Dillon  was 
among  those  selected  for  military 
duty  by  our  Local  Board.  On  July 
15th,  1918,  he  started  for  Camp  Hancock  in  Georgia,  where 
he  was  affiliated  with  Company  D,  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 
16th  Division.  After  about  four  months  in  service,  Private 
Dillon  went  to  Camp  Kearney  in  California  where  he 
remained  until  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  February  12th,  1919. 
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Asa  Redmond  Dimock 

Asa  Redmond  Dimock  was  born  in  Waymart,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  on  the  11th  of  November,  1869,  the  son  of  the 
late  Asa  and  the  late  Jane  Dimock.  After  completing-  the 
high  school  and  college  courses,  Dimock  attended  a  medical 
college  and  received  his  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  four 
years  later.  He  then  became  a  practising  physician  of 
Valatie,  N.  Y.  Dr.  Dimock  married  Miss  Ann  Roden  at 
Valatie,  N.  Y.,  on  June  23rd,  1914,  and  they  now  have  two 
sons  Asa  and  Robert  Dimock.  On  October  15th,  1917,  Dr. 
Dimock  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Medical  Corps.  He 
was  commissioned  1st  Lieutenant.  His  service  consisted 
of  five  months  at  Camp  Oglethorpe,  Georgia;  seventeen 
months  at  Camp  Upton,  one  month  at  Plattsburg ;  and  one 
month  at  Camp  Bragg.  Dr.  Dimock  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  on  October  25th,  1919.  He  then 
became  superintendent  of  the  Saratoga  County  Tubercu- 


James  E.  Diskin 

On  May  8th,  1890,  James  E.  Diskin 
was  born  in  Chatham.  His  parents 
Patrick  and  Elizabeth  Diskin  live  in 
that  village.  He  attended  the  elemen¬ 
tary  and  high  school  of  his  home 
town  and  then  accepted  employment 
with  a  railroad  company.  He  was 
selected  for  military  service  by 
Local  Board  18  of  New  York  City 
and  became  a  member  of  the  United 
States  army  on  September  23rd, 
1917.  At  Camp  Upton  Private  Diskin  underwent  rigorous 
military  training.  On  April  6th,  1918,  he  left  camp  for 
overseas  as  a  1st  Sergeant  in  Company  A,  308th  Infantry, 
77th  Division.  This  company  was  cited  for  bravery  under 
fire.  At  the  front  Sergeant  Diskin  served  in  the  Bacarat 
Sector  from  June  21st  to  August  4th,  on  the  Vesle  Sector 
from  August  11th  to  August  18th,  and  at  the  Oise-Aisne 
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offensive  from  August  18th  to  September  12th,  1919.  On 
May  2nd,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  9th  day  of  that 
month. 


Dysart  Dixon 

Lenoir,  North  Carolina,  was  the  birthplace  of  Dysart 
Dixon,  the  son  of  Mrs.  Cenday  Dixon  of  that  town.  He 
was  born  there  on  December  15th,  1892,  and  his  father, 
Smith  Dixon,  died  in  Lenoir  several  years  later.  He  went 
through  the  elementary  school  of  his  native  town  and  for 
the  last  six  years  before  his  entrance  into  military  life 
he  worked  in  the  cement  plants  of  Hudson.  On  August 
1st,  1918,  Dixon  went  to  Camp  TTpton  with  a  group  of 
selected  men.  There  he  became  a  Private  in  Company  K, 
3rd  Development  Infantry.  After  serving  for  about  six 
months  at  Camp  Upton  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service  on  January  6th,  1919. 


Edward  Leo  Dolan 

Edward  Leo  Dolan  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Hudson  on  the  28th  of  August, 
1888,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Mary 
Dolan  of  228  Allen  Street,  Hudson. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  St.  Mary’s  Academy,  after  which 
he  learned  the  machinist’s  trade. 
He  later  became  proprietor  of  a  bil¬ 
liard  room.  While  thus  occupied 
Dolan  served  for  three  and  a  half 
years  as  Corporal  of  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  On  June  30th, 
1918,  Dolan  applied  for  induction  through  the  Local  Board 
of  the  county.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Buffalo  Technical 
Institute  where  he  trained  until  August  27th,  1918.  He  was 
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then  transferred  to  Camp  Colt,  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania 
where  he  served  until  November  14th,  1918,  as  Sergeant  of 
the  319th  Company,  Tank  Corps.  He  was  next  assigned 
to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  served  until  honorably 
discharged  on  December  5th,  1918. 


John  Walter  Dolan 

Company  B,  23rd  Infantry,  2nd 
Division  numbered  as  one  of  its 
members  John  Walter  Dolan.  He 
was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson  on 
the  20th  of  August,  1887,  the  son 
of  Peter  and  Mary  Dolan  of  228 
Allen  Street,  Hudson,  N.  Y.  He 
attended  St.  Mary’s  Academy  until 
1903,  when  he  accepted  a  position  as 
clerk  with  a  local  firm.  He  was  thus 
employed  until  the  14th  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1917.  On  this  date  the  Local  Board  of  the  county 
selected  Dolan  for  military  service.  The  contingent  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts 
where  training  followed  for  two  months.  Dolan  later 
became  a  1st  Class  Private  in  Company  B,  23rd  Infantry, 
2nd  Division.  He  embarked  for  France  February  28th, 
1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  the  seventh  of  March. 
Private  Dolan  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  at  Chatteau 
Thierry,  St.  Mihiel,  Mont  Blanc  Ridge.  He  served  also  on 
the  Toulon,  Troyon,  and  Marbache  Sectors.  While  in  action 
Dolan  was  severely  wounded  in  the  head,  back  and  should¬ 
ers  by  high  explosives.  He  was  treated  for  these  wounds 
at  a  government  hospital  for  two  and  a  half  months.  Dolan 
returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  the  10th  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1919,  and  on  the  6th  of  February,  1919,  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge. 
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William  Henry  Dolan 

Athens,  Greene  County  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  William  Henry  Dolan.  He 
was  born  in  that  village  on  the  22nd 
of  December,  1893,  the  son  of  Henry 
and  Agnes  Dolan  now  of  Valatie.  He 
attended  the  Valatie  schools  until 
1908,  when  he  accepted  a  position  in 
one  of  the  Valatie  knitting  mills.  On 
May  15th,  1915,  Dolan  enlisted  as  a 
Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
He  was  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S. 
Tacoma  on  which  he  served  as  one  of  her  crew  during  the 
war.  He  was  still  in  regular  service  in  the  United  States 
Navy  when  last  heard  from  by  the  committee. 


Max  Timothy  Doland 

Max  Timothy  Doland  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson, 
on  the  21st  of  June,  1892,  the  son  of  Mary  and  the  late 
Dr.  Thomas  Doland  of  Promenade  Hill,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Hudson  and  was  a  student 
at  the  Hudson  High  School  until  1906  when  he  became 
interested  in  the  real  estate  business.  He  was  thus 
occupied  in  Chicago,  Illinois  until  December  6th,  1917  when 
he  enlisted  in  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps.  He  was 
assigned  to  Camp  Johnson,  Jacksonville,  Florida  and 
served  here  until  transferred  to  the  Aviation  Depot  at 
Dallas,  Texas,  where  he  served  as  1st  Class  Sergeant 
until  February  14th,  1919,  on  which  date  Doland  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Anthony  Domonic 

Anthony  Domonic  was  born  in  Castagna,  Italy,  on  the 
14th  of  June,  1894,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Angela  Maria 
Domonic  of  Castagna,  Italy.  He  attended  the  district 
school  of  his  native  town.  After  he  came  to  America 
Domonic  made  Hudson  his  home  and  while  here  was 
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employed  at  one  of  the  local  cement  plants.  On  July  14th, 
1918,  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  him  for 
military  service,  and  the  following  day  he  left  Hudson 
for  Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y.  On  the  18th  of  July,  1918,  he  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Joseph  Paul  Donahue 

Hudson,  N.  Y.  was  the  birthplace  of 
Joseph  Paul  Donahue.  He  was  born 
in  this  city  on  the  20th  of  February, 
1897,  the  son  of  Timothy  and 
Josephine  Donahue  of  231  Robinson 
Street,  Hudson.  He  completed  the 
elementary  school  course  in  St. 
Mary’s  Academy  after  which  he 
accepted  a  position  with  C.  H.  Evans 
&  Sons.  Donahue  served  for  two 
years  ais  a  member  of  Co.  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  On  August  28th, 
1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  him  for  mili¬ 
tary  service.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  the  following  day 
for  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia  where  Donahue  trained  the 
following  two  months  as  a  private  in  Company  F,  331st 
Infantry,  83rd  Division.  Donahue  left  the  United  States 
for  foreign  service  October  28th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Liver¬ 
pool,  England.  From  here  the  regiment  entrained  for 
Winchester  where  they  served  a  short  time.  They  then 
crossed  the  channel  and  landed  at  Le  Havre,  France. 
While  on  the  mainland  they  served  at  Noyen,  Ferrse 
Chamere,  Lasuze,  and  at  Le  Mans.  Donahue  returned 
to  the  States  with  his  unit  January  27th,  1919,  and  on  the 
5th  of  February,  1919,  he  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


John  Francis  Donegan 

John  Francis  Donegan,  the  son  of  the  late  Michael  and 
Catherine  Donegan  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Newburgh  on 
May  21st  1895.  He  went  through  the  grammar  depart- 
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ment  of  St.  Mary’s  school  at  Hudson  and  after  completing 
an  apprenticeship  followed  the  trade  of  an  engine  repair 
man.  On  May  25th,  1918,  Donegan,  who  had  been  selected 
by  the  Local  Board  of  this  county,  went  to  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth  for  military  training.  On  June  30th,  1918,  he  left 
Camp  Stuart  to  embark  for  Bordeaux,  France.  Overseas 
Donegan  remained  for  a  time  at  Camp  Saint  Sulpice  before 
he  served  at  the  front.  In  the  war  zone  he  served  at 
Verdun  and,  engaged  in  the  Saint  Mihiel,  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  Offensives  as  a  Private  in  Company  G,  307th 
Infantry,  77th  Division.  He  was  severely  wounded  in  the 
left  knee,  thigh  and  in  the  right  foot.  These  injuries  held 
him  in  the  hospital  for  seven  months.  On  February  24th, 
1919,  he  came  back  to  the  United  States  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge  on  May  29th  following. 


Thomas  Patrick  Dougherty 

Thomas  Patrick  Dougherty  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  Catskill  on  September 
25th,  1887.  His  parents  died  in  Hud¬ 
son  several  years  ago  and  since  that 
time  he  has  made  his  home  with  the 
Conway  family  of  this  city.  When 
he  finished  the  grammar  school 
course  Dougherty  worked  for  Con¬ 
way  Brothers.  On  September  21st, 
1917,  he  went  to  Camp  Devens  for 
his  army  training.  There  he  was 
placed  in  Company  B,  301st  Supply  Train,  76th  Division. 
On  April,  1918,  Dougherty  sailed  for  London.  In  England 
he  was  stationed  for  a  time  at  Camp  Wendall.  From 
there  he  went  to  Le  Havre,  France.  While  on  French 
soil  Private  Dougherty  served  at  Saint  Amant  and  at  Mon- 
trond.  He  returned  to  this  country  on  June  28th,  1919, 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  2nd  of  July, 
1919. 
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Frank  James  Doviskie 

Frank  Jame.s  Doviskie  came  from  Stuyvesant  Falls, 
where  he  was  born  October  8th,  1896,  the  son  of  Anna  and 
Andrew  Doviskie  of  that  town.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  district  school  of  his  native  town  after 
which  he  became  employed  ait  the  knitting  mills  in  Stuy¬ 
vesant  Falls.  He  later  was  employed  as  conductor  by  the 
Albany  Traction  Company.  On  July  31st,  1918,  Doviskie 
applied  for  induction  through  the  Columbia  County  Local 
Board.  He  was  assigned  to  New  York  University  where 
he  took  a  sis  weeks  technical  training  course.  He  was 
then  transferred  to  Fort  Hancock,  where  he  trained  until 
October  2nd,  1918  as  1st  Class  Private  in  Headquarters 
Company,  37th  Regiment,  41st  Brigade  Coast  Artillery 
Corps.  As  a  member  of  this  unit  he  served  at  Camp  Eutis, 
Virginia,  Camp  Stewart,  Virginia,  and  Camp  Terry,  from 
where  Doviskie  was  honorably  discharged  on  May  12th, 
1919. 


Frank  Hopper  Doyle 

Northeast,  in  Dutchess  County  was  the 
birthplace  of  Frank  Hopper  Doyle, 
the  son  of  Benjamin  B.  and  Mary 
Agnes  Doyle  of  Stuyvesant.  He  was 
born  in  Northeast  on  July  27th,  1897, 
but  his  present  home  is  in  Stuy¬ 
vesant.  When  he  completed  the 
elementary  school  course  Doyle 
went  to  Albany  Business  College 
from  where  he  graduated  in  1915. 
He  then  worked  in  a  men’s  furnish¬ 
ing  store  at  Kinderhook.  In  June,  1918,  he  volunteered 
in  the  navy  through  an  Albany  recruiting  station.  Doyle 
served  at  the  Pelham  Bay  and  New  Haven  Naval  Stations. 
In  January,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 
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Michael  James  Doyle 

On  November  12th,  1896,  Michael 
James  Doyle,  the  son  of  John  and 
Anna  Doyle,  was  born  in  Hudson, 
New  York.  When  his  education  at 
St.  Mary’s  School  was  completed 
Doyle  served  as  an  electrical  appren¬ 
tice.  At  the  time  of  his  enlistment 
he  was  employed  as  an  electrician 
by  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company.  On  June  5th,  1918,  Doyle 
volunteered  his  services  to  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force.  He  served  as  a  2nd  Class  Electrician  at 
Pelham  Bay  and  at  the  Naval  Supply  Base  in  Brooklyn. 
On  April  21st,  1919,  he  was  honorably  released  from  active 
service. 


William  James  Doyle

Patrick  and  Mary  A.  Doyle  of  Chat¬ 
ham,  was  born  in  Canaan  on  July 
30th,  1887.  He  completed  the  com¬ 
mon  school  course  in  Chatham, 
studied  bookkeeping  and  worked 
chiefly  as  an  accountant  until  he  was 
selected  for  military  duty  by  the 
Local  Board.  He  married  Miss 
Alfraetta  H.  Sanford  of  Eagle  Mills 
on  August  18th,  1917.  Doyle  became 
a  Private  in  the  army  on  August  9th,  1918.  He  served  at 
Fort  Slocum  and  at  Camps  McClellan  and  Upton  with 
Battery  C,  36th  Field  Artillery,  12th  Division.  On 
February  6th,  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 
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Mark  Hanna  Drumm 


Mark  Hanna  Dmmm,  tlie  son  of 
Orville  and  Ruth  H.  Drumm,  was 
born  at  Stuyvesant  Falls  on  Septem¬ 
ber  7th,  1896.  He  attended  the 
grammar  and  high  school  at  Hudson, 
after  which  he  became  employed  at 
clerical  work.  On  May  29th,  1918, 
he  enlisted  in  the  navy  as  an  appren¬ 
tice  Seaman.  AVhile  at  Pelham 
Bay  Drum  was  ill  in  the  hospital 
with  influenza  and  pneumonia.  On 
March  6th,  1919,  he  was  released  from  active  service  but 
is  still  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Coert  Du  Bois 

Coert  Du  Bois  of  Sausalito,  California, 
was  bom  in  Hudson  on  November 
10th,  1881.  His  parents  were  the 
late  Dr.  John  C.  and  Emaline  K.  Du 
Bois  of  Hudson.  He  was  graduated 
from  Hudson  High  School  and  in 
1899  from  the  Biltmore  School  of 
Forestry.  He  was  a  forester  in  the 
United  States  Forest  Service  in  the 
west.  He  volunteered  for  military 
duty  and  was  assigned  to  the  10th 
Engineers,  Service  of  Supplies,  and  was  commissioned  as  a 
major.  For  one  month  he  trained  in  the  American  Uni¬ 
versity  and  on  September  10th,  1917,  embarked  for  Glas¬ 
gow,  Scotland.  When  he  reached  France,  Major  Du  Bois 
served  at  Nevens,  Nievre,  Gien  Lovet,  Orleans,  Le  Mans, 
Beauge,  and  Loire  as  a  commanding  officer  of  a  division  of 
Forest  Engineers  in  central  France.  On  September  20th, 
1918,  he  sailed  to  America  under  orders  from  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  sign  up  recruits  for  the  Engineers.  Shortly 
after  Major  Du  Bois  arrived  in  America  the  armistice  was 
signed  and  he  was  ordered  to  remain  in  this  country.  Du 
Bois  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  and 
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assigned  to  the  20th  Engineers.  He  married  Margaret  B. 
Mendell  of  Kendal  Green,  Mass.  They  now  have  two 
daughters,  Jane  and  Elizabeth.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Du 
Bois  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December 
4th,  1918.  Shortly  after  he  received  an  appointment  to 
the  Consular  Service  in  Rome,  Italy. 


Jacob  Lenard  DuBois 

Newburgh  was  the  birthplace  of  Jacob 
Lenard  Du  Bois  of  Valatie.  He  was 
born  in  December,  1886.  His 
parents  died  when  he  was  a  small 
boy.  Du  Bois  went  through  the 
elementary  school  of  his  home  town 
before  holding  a  position  there. 
He  volunteered  his  services  on 
December  13th  of  the  same  year 
that  American  entered  the  World 
War.  For  about  two  months  Private 
Du  Bois  served  with  Battery  E,  349th  Field  Artillery  at 
Camp  Dix.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Company  I,  24th 
Infantry,  Southern  Department.  With  this  outfit  Du  Bois 
served  at  Camp  Furlong  in  New  Mexico  on  the  Mexican 
Border  until  several  months  after  the  close  of  the  war. 
On  March  30th,  1919,  Private  Jacob  Du  Bois  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Jesse  Joseph  Dugan 

Jesse  Joseph  Dugan  of  Chatham  was 
born  in  Valatie  on  June  2Jth,  1894. 
His  parents,  John  and  Ann  Dugan, 
died  before  their  son  was  eighteen 
years  old.  From  that  time  Jesse 
Dugan  made  his  home  with  Mrs.  0. 
H.  Fiero  of  Chatham.  After  he  fin¬ 
ished  his  schooling  in  the  grammar 
and  high  schools  of  his  home  town 
he  worked  as  an  engineer.  On  July 
16th,  1916,  Dugan  joined  the  10th

Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  which  with  other 
national  guards  was  pressed  into  federal  service  by  presi¬ 
dential  proclammation  on  July  20th,  1917.

George  Joseph  Duggan 

George  Joseph  Duggan  of  Chatham, 
was  born  in  Pleasantville,  New 
York,  on  August  14th,  1889.  His 
father  died  in  Chatham  in  1910,  but 
his  mother,  Mrs.  Jennie  E.  Duggan, 
is  still  a  resident  of  that  village. 
Duggan  finished  his  course  in  the 
Chatham  High  School  in  1906, 
studied  highway  engineering  and 
until  his  enlistment  held  a  position 
as  highway  engineer  with  a  road 
construction  company.  On  June  13th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in 
the  army.  For  eight  months  Duggan  trained  at  Camp 
Wadsworth.  He  was  stationed  also  at  Camps  Stewart, 
Mills,  and  Upton.  On  May  17th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  France 
as  a  Sergeant  of  the  102nd  Engineer  Train,  27th  Division. 
Sergeant  Duggan  served  at  East  Poperhinge  Line,  Dicke¬ 
bush  Sector,  Vierstaat  Ridge,  Kemmel  Hill,  Zone  de  Mer 
Ridge,  the  Knoll,  Guillemont  Farm,  Hindenburg  Line,  La 
Selle  River  and  Saint  Maurice  River.  He  returned  to  this 
country  on  February  28th,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  April  3rd  following. 
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John  Charles  Duggan 

John  Charles  Duggan  of  Chatham, 
was  born  in  New  York  City  on 
February  23rd,  1888.  He  is  the  son 
of  Mrs.  Jennie  Duggan  of  Chatham. 
His  father  died  in  that  village  in 
1910.  Duggan  studied  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  and  high  schools  of  Chatham. 
He  later  entered  Albany  High 
School,  where  he  completed  his 
course  in  1905,  and  then  studied 
civil  engineering.  At  the  time  of 
his  enlistment  Duggan  was  employed  as  an  engineer  in 
the  New  York  State  Engineer’s  office.  Since  the  close  of 
the  war  he  has  held  the  same  position  with  the  State  High¬ 
way  Commission.  He  enlisted  in  the  army  on  August 
28th,  1918,  for  a  time  serving  with  the  Quartermasters 
Corps  but  later  belonging  to  the  Infantry.

His  father  died  in  Lancaster, 
South  Carolina  in  1912.  Dunlap  attended  the  schools  of 
his  home  town,  before  learning  the  carpenter’s  trade.  He 
was  selected  for  military  service  during  the  World  War 
and  became  a  soldier  of  the  United  States  Army  on  May 
24th,  1918.  He  went  to  Camp  Wadsworth  for  training. 
On  May  30th,  1918,  Private  Dunlap  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 
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Alexander  John  Dunn 

Alexander  John  Dunn,  the  son  of  John 
and  Katherine  Dunn  of  Chatham, 
was  born  in  Valatie  on  New  Years 
Day  1888.  His  education  was 
obtained  at  the  Chatham  Union 
School.  After  leaving  school  he 
worked  chiefly  as  a  railroad  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  signal  maintenance 
department.  He  volunteered  on 
December  13th,  1917,  in  the  air 
service  and  became  a  member  of  the 
19th  Company,  2nd  Regiment,  Air  Service  Mechanics.  He 
trained  at  Fort  Slocum,  Camps  Hancock  and  Morris. 
Private  Dunn  started  overseas  on  March  4th,  1918.  For 
about  five  months  he  was  stationed  at  the  Motor  Transport 
Corps  Park  in  Dijon.  At  the  front  he  served  as  a  Corporal 
with  his  outfit,  engaging  in  the  Champagne-Marne  Defen¬ 
sive,  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  offensives.  On 
June  18th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  June  28th  following. 


Joseph  Patrick  Dunn 

Joseph,  the  son  of  the  late  Jane  and  the  late  Anthoii}’ 
Dunn  of  Austerlitz,  was  born  in  that  town  on  January  21st, 
1889.  He  attended  school  near  his  home  and  spent  most  of 
his  life  in  this  county.  On  October  7th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in 
the  United  States  Infantry.  After  several  months  of  mili¬ 
tary  training  in  American  camps,  Private  Dunn  sailed  for 
France  on  April  16th,  1918,  as  a  Private  in  the  305th 
Machine  Gun  Battalion,  77th  Division.  Overseas  Private 
Dunn  fought  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Argonne  campaigns. 
On  May  24th,  1919,  his  unit  completed  the  return  voyage 
to  the  States  and  several  days  later  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 
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Walter  Francis  Dunphy 


Walter  Francis  Dunphy,  the  son  of 
Margaret  and  John  Dunphy  of  Old 
Chatham,  was  born  in  Albany  on 
May  31st,  1891.  He  attended  the 
district  school  of  South  Schodack 
and  later  held  a  position  with  a  rail¬ 
road  company.  Dunphy  volunteered 
through  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson 
on  September  4th,  1918.  He  was 
sent  to  the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp 
in  this  state  and  assigned  to  the  20th 
Battalion,  82nd  Regiment.  Private  Dunphy  received  his 
honorable  discharge  on  September  11th,  1918. 


Raymond  William  Duntz 

Raymond  William  Duntz,  the  son  of 
William  and  the  late  Minnie  L. 
Duntz  of  Copake,  was  born  in  that 
town  on  September  20th,  1894.  He 
attended  the  district  school  of 
Copake,  served  an  apprenticeship  to 
a  blacksmith  and  followed  that  trade. 
He  was  selected  for  military  duty  by 
the  Local  Board  at  Canaan,  Con¬ 
necticut.  On  July  26th,  1918,  Duntz 
became  a  Private  in  the  United 
States  Army  and  started  for  Camp  Devens  to  undergo 
military  training.  There  Private  Duntz  became  a  member 
of  Supply  Company,  42nd  Infantry,  12th  Division.  After 
four  months  of  training  at  Devens  he  was  stationed  at 
Camp  Upton  where  he  served  until  June  9th,  1919.  On 
that  date  Duntz  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 
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Charles  Edward  Durham 

Waterbury,  Connecticut  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Charles  E.  Durham  of  Phil- 
mont,  who  was  born  on  August  14th, 
1894.  His  parents,  Charles  Henry 
and  Mary  Durham,  reside  in  New 
Haven,  Connecticut.  He  completed 
his  course  in  the  Philmont  High 
School  in  1910,  and  took  a  position 
as  a  hotel  clerk.  He  was  selected 
for  service  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  and  after  his 
entrance  into  the  army  on  December  14tli,  1917,  Durham 
was  assigned  to  the  Veterinary  Corps,  Base  Hospital, 
Number  1.  He  had  trained  at  Camp  Devens  for  four 
months  when  he  embarked  for  Brest  on  April  14th,  1918. 
Overseas  Private  Durham  served  at  camps  in  Bourbon  and 
in  La  Bauir.  On  June  12th,  1919,  he  started  his  return 
voyage  to  America  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
on  the  28th  of  the  same  month. 


John  Joseph  Durkin 

John  J.  Durkin  of  Chatham  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  on  July  17th,  1890,  but  he  now  lives  in  Chatham 
where  he  attended  school  and  grew  to  manhood.  On  June 
5th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard  which  was  called  into  federal  serv¬ 
ice  in  July  following  his  enlistment.  Private  Durkin  then 
trained  at  Fort  Niagara  until  October  after  which  he  went 
to  Camp  Wadsworth  at  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina. 
There  he  was  transferred  to  Company  D,  102nd  Ammuni¬ 
tion  Training,  27th  Division,  which  sailed  for  Brest, 
France  on  June  14th,  1918.  Overseas  he  was  stationed  at 
Brest  and  Camp  de  Souge  before  advancing  to  the  front 
where  he  served  on  the  Verdun,  Meuse-Argonne,  and  St. 
Mihiel  sectors  from  September  16th  to  November  lltli, 
1919.  Private  Durkin  served  actively  in  engagements  at 
Le  Claire,  Chattancourt,  L’Mort  Homme,  Cote  295,  Bras, 
Vachirauville,  Sanognaux,  TTaumont,  Brabant,  Consinvoge, 
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Marre,  Cliarny,  Cumiers,  Bois  de  Forges,  Gerecourt, 
Cripion,  Etraye,  Ormand  Farms,  Warville  and  Reville. 
On  May  6th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  on  the 
19th  of  that  month  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Edward  Carroll  Dwyer 

Edward  Carroll  Dwyer  of  Stottville,  the  son  of  the 
late  Edward  and  Elizabeth  Dwyer  of  Hudson,  was  born 
in  Hudson  on  June  5th,  1891.  He  completed  the  grammar 
grades  and  two  years  of  high  school  at  Saint  Mary’s  High 
School.  Since  leaving  school  Dwyer  has  worked  chiefly 
as  a  mechanical  dentist.  For  four  years  he  served  as  a 
Private  in  Company  F,  lOtli  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard.  On  May  21st,  1918,  Dwyer  married  Pauline  Zegu- 
lar  of  Stottville,  N.  Y.  They  have  one  daughter.  During 
the  World  War  the  Local  Board  selected  Dwyer  for  mili¬ 
tary  duty  and  enrolled  him  in  the  army  on  May  24th,  1918. 
He  served  as  a  Sergeant  of  Company  F,  319th  Infantry, 
80th  Division.  On  June  30tli,  1918,  he  left  these  shores 
for  Brest,  France.  Overseas  Sergeant  Dwyer  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Saint  Sulpice  and  at  Saint  Amand.  He  later 
served  in  the  Argonne-Meuse  Drive.  Dwyer  was  in  Base 
Hospital  No.  49  for  five  weeks,  ill  with  influenza.  On  June 
2nd,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  seven  days  later 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 


George  Herbert  Dymond 

George  Herbert  Dymond  of  Richmond, 
Massachusetts,  was  born  in  Lebanon 
on  June  9th,  1893.  He  is  the  son  of 
George  Gideon  and  the  late  Laura 
Ann  Dymond  of  Lebanon  Springs. 
He  attended  school  in  Stephentown, 
N.  Y.,  and  later  took  up  farming. 
The  Local  Board  of  our  county 
selected  Dymond  for  military  serv¬ 
ice.  On  February  22nd,  1918,  he  left 
Hudson  for  Camp  Devens,  where  he 
remained  for  about  three  weeks,  after  which  he  went  to 
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Camp  Upton.  He  sailed  for  Liverpool  with  Company  A, 
305th  Infantry,  77th  Division  on  April  16th,  1918.  From 
England  Private  Dymond  sailed  for  France  where  he 
was  stationed  in  Calais  and  Leacques  for  training.  He 
served  on  the  Lorraine  Sector  for  about  five  weeks  and 
at  Chateau  Thierry  for  four  weeks  and  stood  in  reserve 
at  the  battles  of  Vesle  River  and  the  Aisne  River.  He 
was  in  a  Paris  hospital  for  three  months,  ill  with  rheuma¬ 
tism.  On  March  25tli,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  on  May  2nd  following  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 


George  David  Earll 

Kinderhook,  N.  Y.,  was  the  birthplace 
of  George  David  Earll.  He  was 
born  there  on  the  21st  of  October, 
1887,  the  son  of  Mary  and  the  late 
Mr.  Earll  of  Kinderhook.  He  was 
educated  at  the  Hoosic  School, 
Hoosic,  N.  Y.,  at  the  Sedgewick 
School,  Great  Barrington,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  at  Hobart  College, 
Geneva,  N.  Y.  On  April  18th,  1917, 
Earll  enlisted  in  Troop  B,  1st 
Cavalry  New  York  National  Guard  and  as  a  member  of 
this  unit  he  served  at  the  New  York  Aqueduct  during  the 
summer  of  ’17.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from  service 
in  order  to  enlist  on  December  11th,  1917,  in  Naval  Avia¬ 
tion.  He  trained  from  December  23rd,  1917,  until  February 
15th,  1918,  at  the  United  States  Naval  Air  Station  at 
Pensacola,  Florida.  Earll  sailed  overseas  on  February 
19th,  1918,  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire,  France,  the  latter 
part  of  the  same  month.  He  served  as  1st  Class  Machin¬ 
ist’s  Mate  at  the  United  States  Naval  Air  Station  at 
Pauillac,  France,  and  at  the  Naval  Air  Station  at  Porto 
Corsini,  Italy.  Earll  returned  to  the  States  on  the  21st 
of  January,  1919,  and  on  the  4th  of  March,  1919,  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Frederick  A.  Eaton 

Frederick  A.  Eaton,  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson  on  the  25th  of 
March,  1899,  the  son  of  Patrick  and 
Mary  Jane  Eaton  of  309  Warren 
Street,  Hudson.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  at  St.  Mary’s 
school  and  was  a  member  of  St. 
Mary’s  High  School  until  1915,  when 
he  left  to  learn  the  machinist’s  trade. 
At  the  completion  of  his  apprentice¬ 
ship  Eaton  was  employed  as  machin¬ 
ist  at  the  New  York  and  New  England  Cement  and  Lime 
Co.  While  in  Hudson  he  served  for  a  year  and  a  half  as 
Private  of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard.  On  July  10th,  1917,  Eaton  enlisted  as  a  Private 
in  the  Infantry.  He  was  assigned  to  the  13th  Company, 
47th  Regiment,  12th  Division  stationed  at  Camp  John¬ 
ston,  Jacksonville,  Florida,  where  he  served  for  six  months. 
He  was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  Cavalry  and  trained  with 
them  for  eight  months,  after  which  he  was  transferred  to 
Camp  Meigs,  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  served  for  six 
months  as  Sergeant  of  the  Motor  Transport  Corps.  He 
later  trained  for  two  months  with  a  machine  gun  battalion. 
His  service  continued  until  the  10th  of  May,  1919,  when 
Sergeant  Eaton  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Harry  Patrick  Eaton 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Harry  Patrick  Eaton.  He 
was  born  in  this  city  on  the  8tli  of  February,  1883,  the  son 
of  Patrick  and  Mary  Jane  Eaton  of  309  Warren  street, 
Hudson.  He  completed  the  elementary  course  at  St. Marv’s 
school  and  was  a  student  at  St.  Mary’s  High  School  for 
two  years,  after  which  he  was  employed  as  hotel  clerk 
until  the  19th  of  February.  1918,  when  he  volunteered  at 
Fort  Logan,  Colorado,  as  Private  in  the  Air  Service.  He 
was  assigned  to  the  328th  Aero  Squadron  stationed  first  at 
Kelly  Field,  Texas,  later  at  Madison  Barracks,  N.  Y.,  and 
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Longley  Field,  Virginia.  He  served  for  a  year  as  Corporal 
of  an  aero  squadron.  Their  squadron  did  aerial  mapping 
of  Norfolk,  Washington  and  Richmond.  Eaton  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Sergeant.  On  the  5th  of 
April,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Joseph  Francis  Eaton 

Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps, 
numbered  as  one  of  its  members  Joseph  Francis  Eaton  of 
Hudson.  He  was  born  in  this  city  on  the  5th  of  March, 
1892,  the  son  of  Patrick  and  Mary  Jane  Eaton  of  309 
Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  St.  Mary’s  school 
and  high  school  until  1904,  when  he  left  to  learn  the  elec¬ 
trician  trade.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  training  he  obtained 
employment  as  an  electrician,  but  later  was  employed  as 
hotel  clerk  at  The  Lincoln.  On  May  24th,  1918,  the  Local 
Board  of  the  county  selected  Eaton  for  military  service. 
The  following  day  the  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  intensive  military 
training  followed  for  a  month  during  which  time  Eaton 
became  a  Private  in  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry. 
On  the  30th  of  June,  1918,  Eaton  left  the  United  States  for 
foreign  service  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  From  there 
the  company  entrained  for  Camp  St.  Sulpice  where  they 
served  for  about  six  months.  Private  Eaton  served  on  the 
western  front  for  ten  months  and  stood  in  reserve  at  the 
battle  of  Belleau  Woods.  On  July  4th,  1919,  Eaton 
returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  and  on  the  11th  of 
the  same  month  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Martin  C.  Eaton 

The  fourth  of  the  Eaton  family  of  Hudson,  to  serve  in 
the  recent  war  was  Martin  C.  Eaton.  He  was  born  on 
the  30th  of  April,  1890,  the  son  of  Patrick  and  Mary  Jane 
Eaton  of  309  Warren  street.  He  attended  St.  Mary’s 
School  in  this  city.  On  the  27th  of  April,  1918,  he  volun- 
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teered  at  a  Naval  Recruiting  Station  in  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
as  a  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  was  assigned 
to  the  U.  S.  S.  Dothera  on  which  he  served  as  one  of  her 
crew  until  the  15th  of  February,  1919,  when  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Harold  Frederick  Eberle 

Harold  Frederick  Eberle  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Chatham  on  the  27th  of  June,  1899,  the  son  of  Ludwig  and 
Elizabeth  Eberle  of  Chatham.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  village  and  was  later  graduated  from 
the  Chatham  High  School.  He  then  registered  as  a  student 
at  Union  College  and  while  pursuing  his  studies  here  on 
October  4th,  1918,  enlisted  as  a  Private  in  the  Students 
Army  Training  Corps  connected  with  Union  College.  He 
served  in  this  capacity  until  the  7th  of  December,  1918, 
when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Carl  W.  Eberlein 

Alexandria,  Virginia,  is  the  birthplace 
of  Carl  W.  Eberlein.  He  was  born 
in  that  town  on  the  25th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1897,  the  iSon  of  Anna  and  the 
Reverend  J.  M.  Eberlein  of  Hud¬ 
son.  After  graduating  from  the 
high  school  of  his  native  town  he 
entered  the  chemistry  department 
of  Columbia  University.  In  August 
of  1918,  Eberlein  volunteered  his 
services  as  2nd  Class  Hospital 
apprentice.  He  was  assigned  to  a  medical  unit  connected 
with  the  Pelham  Bay  Hospital  at  Pelham  Bay  Naval  Train¬ 
ing  Station  and  served  in  this  capacity  until  June  of  1919, 
when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Martin  L.  Eberlein 

Martin  L.  Eberlein,  was  born  in 
Alexandria,  Virginia,  on  tlie  25th  of 
October,  1898,  the  son  of  Anna  and 
the  Reverend  J.  M.  Eberlein  now  of 
Hudson.  He  attended  a  public 
school  until  1913,  when  he  became 
interested  in  mechanical  work  and 
from  then  until  his  enlistment  was 
connected  with  an  automobile  firm 
as  auto  mechanic.  In  October  of 
1918,  Eberlein  volunteered  for  serv¬ 
ice  and  was  assigned  to  Company  B,  Students  Army  Train¬ 
ing  Corps,  at  Albany  Teachers  College.  He  served  as 
part  of  this  unit  until  honorably  discharged  on  December 
1st,  1918. 


Earl  Budd  Eckerson 

Earl  Budd  Eckerson  was  born  in  the  town  of  Joliet,  Wills 
County,  Illinois,  on  the  21st  of  July,  1895.  He  is  the  son 
of  Oscar  and  Helen  Josephine  Eckerson  now  of  Stock- 
port.  He  attended  the  district  school  at  Rossman  until 
1908,  when  he  left  to  become  employed  as  machinist  and 
papermaker  at  a  paper  mill  in  Stockport.  On  the  28th 
of  August,  1918,  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected 
Eckerson  for  military  service.  The  following  day  his  con¬ 
tingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  where 
Eckerson  trained  for  the  following,  two  months  as  private 
in  the  Infantry.  About  the  first  of  November,  he  was 
transferred  to  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  where  he  served  as 
a  member  of  Company  L,  147th  Engineers,  until  the  14th 
of  December,  1918,  when  he  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge. 
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Ernest  M.  Eckstein 

Washington,  D.  C.,  is  the  birthplace  of 
Ernest  M.  Eckstein.  He  was  born 
there  on  the  26th  of  November,  1898, 
the  son  of  Sarah  and  Ezekiel  Eck¬ 
stein  now  of  374|  Warren  Street, 
Hudson.  He  attended  the  Hudson 
public  schools  and  was  later  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Hudson  High  School. 
Eckstein  then  became  employed  as 
salesman,  at  which  he  was  occupied 
until  January  12th,  1918,  when  he 
volunteered  as  a  Private  in  the  Air  Service.  He  was 
assigned  to  the  110th  Aero  Squadron  and  trained  at  Fort 
Slocum,  Camps  Hancock  and  Merritt  until  the  1st  of  April, 
1918,  when  Eckstein  left  the  States  for  foreign  service. 
Landing  was  made  at  a  port  of  France,  on  the  14th  of 
April.  The  squadron  trained  for  about  a  month  at  Blois 
and  St.  Marant,  during  which  time  Eckstein  received 
special  instruction  as  tester  and  mechanic  of  aeroplanes, 
and  at  the  completion  of  the  course  he  was  assigned  to 
19tli  Aero  Squadron  and  made  an  Aerial  Observer.  He 
served  as  an  aerial  observer  during  the  fighting  on  the  St. 
Mihiel  and  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensives  until  November 
11th,  1918.  Eckstein  was  wounded  in  the  arm  by  a  machine 
gun  bullet,  and  was  treated  at  one  of  the  government  hos¬ 
pitals  back  of  the  lines  for  a  week.  He  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  on  the  12th  of  April,  1919',  and  on  the 
1 9th  of  the  same  month  Eckstein  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 
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William  Floyd  Edelman 

William  Floyd  Edelman  was  bom  in 
the  town  of  Gallatinville,  on  the  10th 
of  March,  1892,  the  son  of  William 
and  Cora  Edelman  of  Pine  Plains. 
He  attended  the  district  school  at 
Ancram,  and  was  a  student  for  two 
years  at  the  Pine  Plains  High 
School,  after  which  he  was  employed 
for  seven  years  as  clerk  and 
assistant  postmaster  of  Ancram, 
N.  Y.,  and  for  the  following  two 
years  he  was  proprietor  of  the  general  store  at  Ancram. 
On  the  14th  of  July,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the  County 
selected  Edelman  for  military  service.  The  contingent’s 
destination  was  Port  Slocum,  N.  Y.,  from  where  Edelman 
was  transferred  to  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia.  Training 
followed  at  this  camp  until  September  22nd,  Edel¬ 
man  later  becoming  a  private  in  Company  B,  147th 
Machine  Gun  Battalion,  41st  Division,  which  left  America 
September  26th,  1918,  for  overseas  service.  After  land¬ 
ing  at  Brest  the  Battalion  entrained  for  Selles,  Sur-Cher, 
France,  where  service  continued  until  February  28th,  1919, 
on  which  date  the  unit  returned  to  the  States.  Edelman 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  March  13th, 
1919. 


Charles  Joseph  Ederer 


Albany,  N.  Y.,  is  the  birthplace  of 
Charles  Joseph  Ederer.  He  was 
born  in  that  city  on  the  12th  of 
March,  1889,  the  son  of  John  and 
the  late  Mrs.  John  Ederer  of  West 
Lebanon.  He  received  his  education 
in  the  district  school  at  West 
Lebanon  and  later  he  was  employed 
at  a  grist  mill.  He  afterward 
became  interested  in  farming  and 
was  thus  occupied  until  the  2nd  of 
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April,  1918,  when  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  Ederer  for  military  service.  His  contingent  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey, 
where  military  training  followed  for  six  weeks.  Ederer 
later  became  a  Corporal  in  Company  D,  310th  Infantry, 
^8th  Division.  The  unit  left  the  States  for  foreign  serv¬ 
ice  on  the  20th  of  May.  They  landed  first  at  Southampton, 
England,  and  later  at  Calais,  France.  With  the  division 
he  advanced  to  the  front.  While  serving  at  Tliiaucourt 
on  September  18th,  Corporal  Ederer  was  severely  wounded 
by  shrapnel.  He  was  taken  to  a  hospital  where  he  was 
cared  for  until  the  6th  of  December.  He  returned  to  the 
States  on  the  16th  of  January,  1919,  and  on  the  29th  of 
the  same  month  Ederer  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Francis  Raymond  Edgley 

Francis  Raymond  Edgley  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Stockport,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
10th  of  September,  1897,  the  son  of 
Raymond  and  Catherine  Edgley  of 
that  village.  After  completing  the 
elementary  course  in  the  Stockport 
district  school,  he  was  a  student  for 
two  years  at  the  Hudson  High 
School.  He  then  became  interested 
in  mechanical  work  and  from  then 
until  his  enlistment  was  employed 
as  auto  mechanic  by  a  Michigan  firm.  On  November  1st, 
1918,  Edgley  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local 
Columbia  County  Board.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Com¬ 
pany  B,  Students  Army  Training  Corps,  attached  to  the 
State  College  at  Albany.  Edgeley  trained  there  until  the 
2nd  of  December,  1918,  on  which  date  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 
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John  Lounsberry  Edwards 

Randall,  Montgomery  County,  was  the 
birthplace  of  John  Lounsberry  Ed¬ 
wards.  He  was  born  in  that  town 
on  the  14th  of  August,  1885,  the  son 
of  William  and  Mary  Edwards  of 
Randall.  He  was  a  student  at  Wor¬ 
cester  Academy,  Worcester,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  was  later  graduated 
from  the  Albany  Medical  College 
with  the  class  of  1912.  He  served 
his  three  year  interneship  at  the 
Albany  City  Hospital.  For  the  following  four  and  a  half 
years  he  was  a  resident  physician  at  the  Albany  City 
Hospital.  On  June  1st,  1916,  Dr.  Edwards  located  at 
Hudson  where  he  practiced  medicine  and  surgery.  He 
married  Miss  Marie  Evelyn  Kloth.  Dr.  Edwards  volun¬ 
teered  his  services  in  August  of  1917,  and  on  the  4th  of 
that  month  he  received  his  commission  as  1st  Lieutenant 
in  the  Medical  Officers  Reserve  Corps.  On  October  15th, 
1917,  Lt.  Edwards  was  assigned  to  the  school  of  Oral  and 
Plastic  Surgery.  At  the  completion  of  the  eight  weeks 
course  he  was  transferred  to  Troop  B,  Albany  Armory. 
Lt.  Edwards  later  served  for  four  months  as  Battalion 
Surgeon  of  the  528th  Engineers.  On  March  5th,  1918,  he 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Captain,  and  2  months  later 
left  the  United  States  for  foreign  service.  After  landing  at 
Liverpool,  Captain  Edwards  was  assigned  to  the  surgical 
staff  connected  with  the  United  States  Base  Hospital  No. 
33  at  Portsmouth,  England.  He  served  in  this  capacity 
until  January  18th,  1919,  when  he  was  appointed  Chief  of 
the  Surgical  Staff  at  the  Camp  Hospital  No.  22  at  Langres, 
France.  Service  here  continued  until  June  18th,  1919,  on 
which  date  Captain  Edwards  returned  to  the  States.  He 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  10th,  1919. 
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Leonard  Percival  Edwards 

Leonard  Percival  Edwards  was  born 
in  the  city  of  Manchester,  England, 
on  the  3rd  of  June,  1895.  He  is  the 
son  of  Owen  and  Janette  Edwards 
now  of  Hudson.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  the  Greenport 
district  school  in  1909,  and  later 
worked  as  a  butcher  and  a  steeple¬ 
jack.  On  July  28th,  1918,  the  Colum¬ 
bia  County  Local  Board  selected 
Edwards  for  military  service.  He 
left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Vancouver  Barracks, 
where  he  served  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  39th  Regi¬ 
ment  Aviation  Section  Signal  Corps,  Production 
Division,  until  January  25th,  1919,  on  which  date  Edwards 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge.  Edwards  is  now  living 
at  162  Columbia  Street,  Hudson,  with  his  wife,  Mrs. 
Harriet  Edwards,  who  was  married  to  him  on  October  13th, 
1919,  at  Hudson,  New  York. 


Charles  Wiley  Egan,  Jr. 

Chicago,  Illinois,  was  the  birthplace  of  Charles  Wiley 
Egan,  Jr.  He  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  5th  of  July, 
1897,  the  son  of  Charles  Wiley  and  Leonora  Egan  now 
of  Valatie.  He  completed  the  elementary  course  in  the 
Chicago  public  schools,  after  which  he  took  a  three  year 
course  in  the  Chatham  High  School  and  was  later  a  student 
at  a  preparatory  school  in  Annapolis.  In  October  of  1917, 
Egan  enlisted  at  the  Albany  Naval  Recruiting  Station  as 
an  Apprentice  Seaman  in  the  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  H.  S.  S.  Pastures  and  did  transport  duty  as  one  of  her 
crew  during  the  war.  He  was  later  transferred  to  the 
Naval  Base  at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  where  he  served  for  a 
year  and  a  half  as  junior  instructor.  While  here  Egan 
contracted  pneumonia  which  held  him  in  a  government 
hospital  at  Norfolk  for  about  a  month.  Egan  was  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Seaman.  He  was  given  his  honor- 
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able  release  from  active  duty  and  is  at  present  a  member 
of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


John  Thomas  Egan 

John  Thomas  Egan  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson, 
on  the  13th  of  March,  1893,  the  son  of  the  late  Peter  and 
Catherine  Egan  of  234  Allen  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended 
St.  Mary’s  school  and  was  later  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s 
High  School  until  1911,  when  he  accepted  a  position  as  clerk 
with  a  local  firm.  Egan  has  now  become  a  member  of  the 
New  York  Police  Force.  On  October  10th,  1917,  he  volun¬ 
teered  through  the  District  Board  No.  134,  New  York  City, 
as  a  Private  in  the  Infantry.  He  was  assigned  to  Camp 
Upton  where  he  trained  for  the  following  six  months  as  a 
member  of  the  Headquarters  Company,  305th  Infantry, 
77th  Division.  The  unit  left  America  for  foreign  service 
on  the  16th  of  April,  1918.  Landing  was  made  at  Liver¬ 
pool,  England  and  later  at  a  port  in  France.  After  a  brief 
rest  they  entrained  for  the  front  where  they  took  active 
part  in  the  fighting  on  the  Baccarat  Vesle,  Oise-Aisne,  and 
Meuse-Argonne  sectors  from  June  22nd,  1918, until  Novem¬ 
ber  11th,  1918.  Egan  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Sergeant.  He  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  the 
24th  of  April,  1919,  and  on  May  9th  was  honorably  dis 
charged  from  service.  Egan  married  Miss  Ella  Levy, 
formerly  of  Hudson. 


Charles  Herman  Ehlers 

New  York  City  was  the  birthplace  of  Charles  Herman 
Ehlers.  He  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  18th  of  April, 
1895,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Theresa  Ehlers  now  of  West 
Hoboken,  New  Jersey.  He  attended  the  public  schools  in 
New  Jersey  until  1910,  when  he  left  to  take  up  the  trade 
of  auto  mechanics.  On  March  12th,  1918,  Ehlers  volun¬ 
teered  through  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  as  a 
Private  in  the  Air  Service.  He  was  assigned  to  Kelly 
Field,  Texas,  where  he  trained  for  three  months  as  a 
member  of  the  669th  Aero  Squadron.  He  also  served  for 
three  months  as  a  member  of  the  Motor  Transport  Corps. 
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He  then  served  for  the  following  six  months  at  Colt  Field, 
after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Wilbur  Wright  Aviation 
Field  where  his  service  continued  until  April  of  1919, 
when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


George  Lawrence  Eighmy 

George  Lawrence  Eighmy  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Kinderhook  on  the  4th 
of  October,  1896.  He  is  the  son  of 
Frank  and  Margaret  Eighmy  now  of 
Niverville,  N.  Y.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Niverville  and  was 
later  a  graduate  of  the  Valatie  High 
School,  after  which  he  took  an 
accounting  course  at  the  Albany 
Business  College.  Since  then  he  has 
been  employed  as  bookkeeper  and  as 
acting  postmaster.  On  July  1st,  1918,  Eighmy  volunteered 
his  services  as  2nd  Class  Seaman  in  the  United  States 
Naval  Reserve  Force.  He  was  assigned  to  Naval  Base 
No.  6  at  Bensonhurst,  Long  Island,  where  he  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Guard  Company,  5th  Division,  until  Decern 
ber  18th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably  released  from  active 
service.  Eighmy  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Frank  Eitleman 


Frank  Eitleman,  son  of  William  and 
Fannie  Eitleman  of  Livingston,  was 
bom  in  that  town  on  the  23rd  of 
August,  1889.  He  finished  the 
elementary  course  in  the  district 
school  of  Livingston.  On  the  2nd  of 
June,  1917,  Eitleman  enlisted  as  a 
Private  in  the  Quartermaster’s 
Corps.  The  following  day  he  married 
Miss  Alice  Melissa  Gillette  at  Hud- 


son.  Eitleman  served  as  a  member  of  the  Quartermaster ’s 
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Corps  for  the  following  three  months.  He  was  then 
transferred  to  Governors  Island  where  he  served  as  a 
Sergeant  in  the  307th  Company,  Motor  Transport  Corps, 
until  November  14th,  1917,  when  the  unit  left  the  States 
for  foreign  service.  They  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  later  at  Le  Havre,  France.  The  unit  was  sta¬ 
tioned  for  a  time  at  Tours.  They  later  served  for  three 
months  at  Paris.  The  unit  then  moved  to  the  front  and 
served  in  the  Chateau  Thierry,  St.  Mihiel,  and  Argonne 
Offensives  from  June,  1918,  until  November,  1918. 
They  returned  to  the  States  March  24th,  1919,  and  on  the 
19th  of  April,  Eitleman  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service.  On  July  23rd,  1919,  Sergeant  Eitleman  died 
at  Rochester  following  an  operation. 


Grant  Sheldon  Eitleman 

Glenco  Mills,  N.  Y.,  was  the  birthplace 
of  Grant  Sheldon  Eitleman.  He  was 
born  in  that  town  on  the  21st  of 
November,  1894,  the  son  of  Anna 
and  the  late  Louis  Eitleman.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  was  graduated  from  the  Hud¬ 
son  High  School  with  the  class  of 
1915.  And  from  then  until  his  enlist¬ 
ment  he  was  employed  as  chauffeur 
at  New  York  and  later  at  Hudson. 
On  June  27th,  1917,  he  enlisted  at  a  New  York  City  Recruit¬ 
ing  Station  in  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps.  He  was 
assigned  to  duty  at  the  94th  Street  and  Park  Avenue 
Armory  where  he  'served  until  September  7th,  1917.  He 
was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  where  he  trained  as  a  Corporal  in  Company  E,  102nd 
Supply  Train,  27th  Division,  until  May  21st,  1918.  On  this 
date  they  entrained  for  Newport  News,  Virginia,  from 
where  they  embarked  June  30th,  1918.  After  landing  at 
Brest,  they  advanced  to  La  Chapelle,  St.  Remy,  where 
they  were  stationed  for  a  short  time.  Eitleman  also  served 
at  Marseilles,  Corbie,  Pont-de-Gennes  and  Montfort.  The 
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unit  left  France  March  3rd,  1919,  and  arrived  at  Hoboken 
March  11th.  On  the  4th  of  April,  1919,  Eitleman  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Louis  D.  Eitleman 

Among  those  from  the  town  of  Livingston  in  the 
United  States  Army  was  Louis  D.  Eitleman.  He  is 
the  son  of  William  and  Fannie  Eitleman  and  was  horn  in 
the  town  of  Livingston  on  June  21st,  1892.  After  finishing 
his  education  in  the  public  school  of  Livingston,  at  the  age 
of  sixteen,  he  took  up  the  painting  trade.  He  was  still 
pursuing  this  occupation  when,  on  August  5th,  1918,  he  was 
selected  for  military  service  and  inducted  into  the  army 
through  the  Hudson  Local  Board.  As  a  Private  he  entered 
the  Quartermaster  Corps,  Company  328,  Fire  and  Guard 
Company.  He  served  twenty-seven  days  at  the  Syracuse 
Recruiting  Camp,  ten  days  at  Camp  Stewart,  and  three 
months  at  the  Army  Supply  Camp,  Norfolk,  Virginia.  On 
December  8th,  1918,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
military  service  and  returned  to  his  home  in  Livingston. 


Dennis  Timothy  Eliff 

Dennis  Timothy  Eliff  was  born  in  Hud¬ 
son  on  the  6th  of  July,  1893,  the 
son  of  Hanora  and  the  late  James 
Eliff  of  10  Warren  Street,  Hudson. 
He  was  /a  student  at  St.  Mary’s 
school  until  1902,  and  later  he 
became  employed  at  one  of  the  local 
cement  plants.  On  April  29th,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  of  the  county 
selected  Eliff  for  military  service. 
He  left  Hudson  the  following  day 
for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  for  a  month 
and  a  half  as  a  Private  in  Company  C,  148th  Infantry, 
37th  Division.  In  June,  1918,  Eliff  left  the  States  for 
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foreign  service.  After  landing  at  Brest  his  regiment 
advanced  to  the  front  and  served  actively  with  the  French 
in  Flanders  and  also  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the 
St.  Mihiel,  Argonne,  and  Meuse  sectors.  While  in  action 
on  the  Flanders  front  in  October  of  1918,  Eliff  was  stricken 
with  influenza.  He  was  removed  to  a  government  hospital 
back  of  the  lines  where  he  died  on  October  13th  of  lobar 
pneumonia.  Eliff  was  laid  to  rest  in  one  of  the  American 
cemeteries  in  France. 


Eric  James  Elliot 

Marion,  Indiana,  was  the  birthplace  of 
Eric  James  Elliot.  He  was  born 
there  on  the  8th  of  April,  1894,  the 
son  of  Jessamine  and  Alfred  A. 
Elliot  of  428  Warren  Street,  Hud¬ 
son.  He  attended  the  Hover  public 
schools  and  was  later  enrolled  at 
Stevens  School  at  Hoboken,  New 
Jersey,  with  the  class  of  1913,  after 
which  he  had  two  years  of  college 
work  at  Plymouth,  Indiana.  He 
then  became  interested  in  the  automobile  business  at  which 
he  was  employed  by  a  local  automobile  concern.  On  April 
7th,  1917,  Elliot  married  Miss  Louise  Davian  Barry  at 
Albany,  N.  Y.  Elliott  applied  for  induction  through  the 
Local  Board  and  on  June  15th,  1918,  he  was  assigned  to 
Syracuse  University  where  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Student’s  Army  Training  Corps  at  Syracuse  University. 
He  trained  with  a  technical  unit  until  December  6th,  1918, 
when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Jefferson  Bryan  Elliot 

Jefferson  Bryan  Elliot  was  born  in 
Marion,  Grant  County,  Indiana,  on 
the  8th  of  May,  1896,  the  son  of 
Jessamine  and  Albert  A.  Eliot  of 
428  Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Dover, 
New  Jersey,  and  later  was  a  student 
at  the  Hudson  High  School.  On 
April  10th,  1917,  Elliot  enlisted  as 
Apprentice  Seaman  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  He  was  stationed  at 
the  Naval  base  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  where  he  trained 
for  a  short  time,  after  which  he  was  assigned  to  the  U.  S. 
S.  New  Jersey.  The  New  Jersey  did  coast  patrol  and 
convoy  duty  during  the  war,  during  which  time  Elliot 
served  as  coxswain.  He  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service  July  23rd,  1919. 


Grover  Ellsworth 

Grover  Ellsworth  was  bom  in  the  town 
of  Clermont,  N.  Y.,  on  the  14th  of 
September,  1891,  the  son  of  George 
and  Effie  May  Ellsworth  of  Cler¬ 
mont.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  school  of  his 
native  town,  after  which  he  became 
employed  for  the  following  ten 
years  at  fruit  farming  in  Clermont. 
On  November  1st,  1918,  Ellsworth 
applied  for  induction  through  the 
Local  Board  of  the  county.  He  was  assigned  to  Company 
B,  Student  Army  Training  Corps,  at  the  State  College 
for  Teachers  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  served  there  until 
honorably  discharged  December  2nd,  1918. 
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Harry  Ellsworth 

Lansingburg,  N.  Y.,  was  the  birthplace 
of  Harry  Ellsworth.  He  was  born 
in  that  city  on  the  28th  of  August, 
1895,  the  son  of  the  late  Helen  and 
Elmer  Ellsworth  of  Bennington, 
Vermont.  Ellsworth  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Lansingburg  and 
was  a  graduate  of  the  Lansingburg 
High  School,  after  which  he  took  an 
accounting  course  at  the  Albany 
Business  College.  He  then  became  a 
member  of  the  clerical  force  of  a  large  manufacturing 
plant.  On  December  14th,  1917,  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  selected  Ellsworth  for  military  service.  He 
left  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  trained  for  about  a  month.  He  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Greene,  where  he  trained  for  three  months 
as  a  Private  in  Headquarters  Company,  61st  Infantry, 
5th  Division.  The  unit  left  the  port  of  embarkation  April 
15th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of 
April.  The  unit  advanced  to  the  front  where  they  saw 
active  service  on  the  La  Cude,  St.  Mihiel,  La  Chapelle, 
Meuse-Argonne,  and  Verdun  Sectors,  from  June  7th,  1918, 
to  November  11th,  1918.  After  the  cessation  of  hostilities 
Ellsworth  was  a  member  of  the  Army  of  Occupation.  On 
July  20th,  1919,  Ellsworth  landed  in  America  and  six  days 
later  was  given  his  honorable  discharge.

Seth  Floyd  Eltz 

Seth  Floyd  Eltz  was  born  in  Jefferson¬ 
ville,  Sullivan  County,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
28th  of  February,  1893,  the  son  of 
Philip  and  Elizabeth  Eltz  of  Jeffer¬ 
sonville,  N.  Y.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  the  district 
school  of  his  native  town  and  in 
1909  he  accepted  a  position  as  auto 
mechanic  and  chauffeur.  He  was 
thus  employed  until  May  24th,  1918, 
when  the  Local  Board  of  the  County 
selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left  the  following 
day  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he 
trained  a  month  and  a  half  in  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer 
Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps  and  was  later  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  Corporal.  He  left  the  States  for  foreign  serv¬ 
ice  on  June  30th,  1918.  After  landing  at  Brest  the  unit 
entrained  for  St.  Sulpice  where  service  continued  for  a 
short  time,  after  which  Eltz  was  transferred  to  St.  Loubes. 
He  also  served  at4  Arcachion  and  La  Teste.  Eltz  returned 
and  landed  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  on  the  4th  of  July, 
1919,  and  five  days  later  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge.  _ 

Louis  Ershler 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Louis 
Ershler.  He  was  horn  in  this  city 
on  the  1st  of  August,  1896,  the  son 
of  Mary  and  David  Ershler  of  118 
Union  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended 
the  Hudson  public  schools  and  was 
graduated  from  the  Hudson  High 
School  with  the  class  of  1912.  From 
then  until  his  enlistment  he  was 
employed  as  a  salesman.  On  May 
27th,  1918,  Ershler  enlisted  at  Buf¬ 
falo,  N.  Y.,  as  2nd  Class  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
He  was  assigned  to  the  United  States  Naval  Training  Sta¬ 
tion  at  Great  Lake,  Illinois,  where  he  served  at  1st  Class 
Seaman  until  January  25th,  1919,  on  which  date  he  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Max  Ershler 

Max  Ersliler  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  on  the 
15th  of  August,  1895,  the  son  of  Elizabeth  and  the  late 
Jacob  Ershler.  He  completed  the  elementary  course  in 
the  Hudson  public  schools  after  which  he  established  a 
wholesale  business  in  Waterbury,  Connecticut.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  19th,  1917,  the  Local  Board  of  Waterbury  selected 
Ershler  for  military  sendee.  Camp  Devens,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  was  the  contingent’s  destination,  where  Ershler 
trained  a  member  of  Company  E,  304th  Infantry,  76th 
Division,  until  December  7th,  1918,  on  which  date  Ershler 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Philip  Ershler 

Philip  Ershler,  son  of  Elizabeth  and  the  late  Jacob  Ersh¬ 
ler  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson  on  the  9th  of  December, 
1888.  He  attended  the  Hudson  public  schools  and  was 
graduated  from  the  Hudson  High  School  after  which  he 
was  a  student  at  a  preparatory  school  in  New  York  City. 
He  later  studied  law  at  the  George  Washington  University. 
After  his  graduation  from  the  university  Ershler  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  and  has  since  then  practiced  law  at 
Waterbury,  Connecticut.  While  a  student  at  Washington, 
Ershler  served  for  a  year  and  a  half  in  the  Coast  Artillery 
Corps,  District  of  Columbia  National  Guard.  On  May 
29th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Ordnance  department.  Ersh¬ 
ler  was  commissioned  2nd  Lieutenant  and  assigned  to  duty 
at  Fort  Meyer,  Virginia,  where  he  served  for  about  two 
months.  Ershler  then  resigned  his  commission  in  order  to 
enlist  and  accompany  the  first  of  the  expeditionary  forces 
to  France.  On  August  13th,  1917,  he  left  the  port  of 
embarkation  and  landed  at  Liverpool,  England.  After 
crossing  the  channel  Ershler  was  sent  to  the  front  where 
he  had  charge  of  the  First  American  Ammunition  Dump  at 
the  front.  He  also  served  actively  on  the  Lorraine,  Toul, 
St.  Mihiel,  and  Meuse-Argonne  sectors  as  Sergeant  in  the 
Ordnance  Department.  He  spent  four  months  at  Lyons 
University.  He  returned  to  the  States  the  first  part  of 
July,  1919,  and  on  the  22nd  of  July,  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 
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Cornelius  Henry  Evans,  3rd 

Cornelius  Henry  Evans,  3rd,  was  born 
in  the  city  of  Hudson  on  the  28th  of 
February,  1890,  the  son  of  Bobert 
W.  and  the  late  Carrie  Evans  of 
418  Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  later  the  Worcester  Academy 
at  Worcester,  Massachusetts.  He 
then  enrolled  at  Cornell  University, 
graduating  as  mechanical  engineer 
with  the  class  of  1913.  Prom  then 
until  his  enlistment  he  was  chief  engineer  at  the  C.  H. 
Evans  &  Sons  plant  at  Hudson.  On  April  8th,  1917,  Evans 
enlisted  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut  as  Coxswain  in  the 
United  States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Brooklyn 
Navy  Yard,  to  Bensonhurst,  Long  Island,  and  later  to  the 
Naval  Training  Station  at  Pelham  Bay,  where  he  trained 
for  about  three  months,  during  which  time  Evans  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  Ensign.  He  was  then  assigned  to  the 
U.  S.  S.  C.  No.  46  on  which  he  left  the  States  June  28th, 
1918.  Evans’  foreign  service  was  mostly  patrol  duty  in  the 
North  Sea,  Irish  Sea  and  English  Channel.  He  also  served 
on  the  U.  S.  S.  C.  No.  110  which  was  doing  coast  patrol  duty 
off  the  coast  of  Scotland.  Evans  returned  to  the  States 
early  in  June  of  1919,  and  on  the  17th  of  June,  1919,  he 
received  his  honorable  release  from  service.  He  is  at  pres¬ 
ent  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Keserve  Force. 
Ensign  Evans  was  awarded  the  Navy  Cross  for  distin¬ 
guished  service  as  Commanding  Officer  of  the  U.  S.  S.  C. 
No.  46  engaged  in  the  duty  of  patrolling  the  waters  of  the 
War  Zone1  and  operating  against  enemy  submarines. 
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Harold  Brown  Evans 

Harold  Brown  Evans,  son  of  Robert 
W.  and  the  late  Carrie  Evans  of  418 
Warren  Street,  was  born  in  Hudson 
on  the  6th  of  February,  1889.  He 
received  his  early  education  in  the 
Hudson  public  schools  after  which 
he  attended  St.  John’s  Military 
Academy  at  Manlius,  N.  Y.  He 
then  studied  at  Williams  College, 
Williamstown,  Massachusetts,  and 
was  later  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1911,  Hobart  College.  He  then  became  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  C.  H.  Evans  &  Sons  in  Hudson.  On  April  2nd, 
1907,  Evans  was  commissioned  1st  Lieutenant  and  assigned 
to  Company  F  of  the  10th  Infantry,  the  local  company  of 
the  State  Guard  in  which  he  served  for  the  next  five  years. 
On  July  16th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Infan¬ 
try,  enrolling  at  a  recruiting  office  in  Poughkeepsie.  In  this 
country  Evans  served  at  Camps  Wadsworth  and  Dix.  On 
May  10th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest  as  1st  Lieutenant  in  the 
108th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  Lieutenant  Evans  served  in 
Companies  A,  E,  and  I  of  the  108th  Infantry.  Overseas  he 
was  stationed  in  Belgium  and  at  the  Army  Infantry 
Specialists  School  at  Langres  and  at  Maine,  France.  He 
served  also  at  the  Observation  and  Sniping  Section  of  his 
regiment  and  saw  active  service  for  six  weeks  in  the  Ypres 
Salient  near  Kemmell  Hill.  On  September  7th,  1918,  he 
was  recalled  to  the  United  States  and  upon  his  return  he 
was  stationed  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  as 
Captain  of  Company  L,  384th  Infantry,  96th  Division.  On 
December  6th,  1918,  Captain  Harold  B.  Evans  was  honor¬ 
ably  relieved  of  his  commission. 


Ralph  Evans 

On  September  17th,  1891,  Ralph  Evans,  the  son  of 
Walter  and  Jennie  Evans,  was  born  in  Shenandakin,  Ulster 
County,  New  York.  He  received  his  education  in  the  schools

married  Irene  Tinker  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  On  June  14th 
of  the  following  summer  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the 
United  States  Motor  Transport  Corps,  enrolling  at  the 
Court  House  in  Hudson.  Private  Evans  served  with  Park 
Company,  Detachment  No.  1,  Motor  Transport  Corps  at 
Camp  Joseph  E.  Johnson  in  Florida.  On  January  22nd, 
1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  and  since  that 
date  he  has  resided  in  Columbiaville,  where  he  is  manager 
of  a  Columbiaville  garage. 


Robert  W.  Evans,  Jr. 

Robert  W.  Evans,  Jr.,  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson  on  the  29th  of  (Sep¬ 
tember,  1898,  the  son  of  Robert  W. 
and  the  late  Carrie  Evans  of  418 
Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He  at¬ 
tended  public  schools  and  later  the 
Pawling  Preparatory  school  at 
Pawling,  New  York.  He  then  went 
to  Hobart  College,  Geneva,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1916 . 
On  January  10th,  1916,  Evans  en¬ 
listed  as  a  Private  in  Company  B,  3rd  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard  at  Geneva,  New  York,  and  served 
with  them  later  at  Camp  Whitman  and  also  on  the  Mexi¬ 
can  Border  at  Pharr,  Texas.  Upon  returning  Evans 
entered  the  employment  of  the  Albany  Foundry  Company 
at  Albany.  On  June  23rd,  1917,  he  married  Miss  Maria 
Rose  Mellen  at  Geneva,  New  York,  and  they  now  have  a 
daughter,  Maria  Rose  and  a  son  Robert  W.  3rd.  He 
obtained  a  transfer  from  the  Geneva  Company  to  Com¬ 
pany  F.  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard  and  on 
April  19th,  1917,  Evans  was  made  2nd  Lieutenant  of  this 
unit  and  called  into  federal  service  July  20th,  1917.  The 
company  left  Hudson  July  29th,  1917,  for  Fort  Niagara, 
where  they  trained  until  October.  They  then  entrained 
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for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina  where  Evans  was 
transferred  to  Company  B,  105th  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 
27th  Division.  Intensive  military  training  followed  until 
May  10th,  1918,  on  which  date  this  company  left  the  States. 
After  landing  at  St.  Nazaire  the  105th  proceeded  to  the 
vicinity  of  Abbeville,  where  they  trained  with  the  British 
for  about  two  weeks,  after  which  they  took  active  part  in 
the  fighting  at  Ypres,  Dickebush  and  Mt.  Kemmel,  in  Bel¬ 
gium  with  the  British.  On  September  7th,  1918,  Evans 
returned  to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  1st  Lieutenant  and  assigned  to  384th  Infan¬ 
try,  96tli  Division,  then  forming  at  Camp  Wadsworth, 
South  Carolina.  On  December  6th,  1918,  Evans  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service,  and  since  then,  has 
been  a  member  of  the  firm  of  C.  H.  Evans  &  Sons. 


Henry  Everett 

Stottville  was  the  birthplace  of  Henry 
Everett.  He  was  born  there  on  the 
3rd  of  March  1892,  the  son  of  Edgar 
and  Satie  Everett  of  Stottville,  New 
York.  He  attended  the  district 
school  of  his  native  town  until  1906, 
when  he  obtained  employment  as  a 
steam  driller.  On  September  20th, 
1916,  Everret  married  Miss  May 
Ward  at  Stottville,  New  York.  The 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  Everett  for  military  service  on  July  14th,  1918, 
and  the  following  day  he  left  Hudson  with  a  training 
detachment  for  Lehigh  University  where  he  took  a  two 
months  course  in  telegraphy.  At  the  completion  of  his 
training  Everett  was  assigned  to  Company  E,  420th  Tele¬ 
graph  Battalion  Signal  Corps.  He  served  in  this  outfit 
for  two  months  at  a  southern  camp  and  a  month  at 
Camp  Vail,  New  Jersey.  On  October  20th,  1918,  Everett 
left  the  States  for  foreign  service.  After  landing  at  Liver¬ 
pool,  England  the  unit  entrained  for  a  camp  in  England 
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where  training*  followed  for  a  short  time.  The  battalion 
then  crossed  the  channel  and  were  stationed  at  a  camp  in 
France  and  later  served  at  St.  Nazarie  until  the  24th  of 
March  1919,  when  the  unit  returned  to  the  States.  Everett 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  April 
4th,  1919. 


Aaron'  Lewis  Faifitz 

Aaron  Lewis  Faifitz  was  born  in  Mirgorod,  Russia,  Jan¬ 
uary  16th,  1894.  He  was  educated  in  his  native  country, 
and  when  he  came  to  America  Faifitz  made  his  home  in 
the  suburbs  of  Hudson.  After  his  selection  for  military 
service  by  the  Local  Board  of  this  county  on  February 
22,  1918,  he  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Hevens  and  later  Camp 
Upton  where  he  became  a  Private  in  Company  I,  308th 
Infantry,  77th  Division.  Private  Faifitz  started  from 
Camp  Upton  for  bis  overseas  trip  on  April  6th,  1918.  He 
made  his  first  landing  on  foreign  soil  at  Liverpool.  When 
he  arrived  in  France  Faifitz,  served  with  his  outfit  in  the 
Oise-Aisne,  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  On  April  28th, 
1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  on  May  9t.h,  follow¬ 
ing  he  received  his  honor abe  discharge. 


James  Jay  Farrell 

James  Jay  Farrell  of  Canaan  was  born  in  To wanda, 
Pennsylvania  in  November  1892.  -His  father  died  when 
James  was  only  four  years  old  and  his  mother  died  several 
years  later.  When  he  had  completed  the  grammar  grades 
at  school  Farrell  became  interested  in  farming  and  followed 
that  pursuit  until  he  was  selected  for  army  service  by  the 
Local  Board  of  our  county.  On  October  25th,  1918,  he 
started  for  Camp  Wheeler  where  be  became  a  Private  in 
the  14th  Company,  4th  Battalion,  153rd  Depot  Brigade. 
Farrell  served  at.  Camp  Dix  as  well  as  at  Camp  Wheeler. 
On  December  21st,  1918,  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 
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John  Joseph  Farrell 

John  Joseph  Farrell  of  Utica,  New 
York,  was  born  in  Chatham  on  June 
15th,  1881.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Mary 
Farrel,  lives  in  Hudson,  but  his 
father  died  some  time  ago.  His 
schooling  was  completed  in  the  dis- 
trict  school  of  Stuyvesant  Falls. 
Before  the  war  Farrell  worked 
chiefly  as  a  cafe  employee.  On  June 
28th,  1917,  he  volunteered  to  serve 
his  country.  After  serving  two 
months  in  the  infantry  Private  Far¬ 
rell  was  transferred  to  Company  D,  5th  Machine  Gun 
Battalion,  2nd  Division.  When  his  training  at  Camp  Syra¬ 
cuse  was  finished,  on  September  18th,  1917,  he  embarked 
for  Liverpool.  At  the  front  he  engaged  in  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  and  Saint  Mihiel  Drives  and  in  the  Bouresches, 
Belleau  Woods,  and  Chateau  Thierry  battles.  On  August 
4th,  1919,  Farrell  started  his  return  voyage  to  the  United 
States  where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the 
12th  day  of  that  month. 


Sanford  Faulkner 

Sanford  Faulkner,  the  son  of  George  D.  and  the  late 
Eliza  McFale  Faulkner  of  South  Boston,  Virginia,  was 
born  in  that  place  in  April,  1887.  He  went  through  the 
elementary  school  of  his  home  town,  started  to  earn  his 
living  and  after  he  came  north  settled  in  Hudson,  New 
York.  Faulkner  married  Miss  Lorona  Dixtors.  He 
enlisted  in  the  Army  through  the  Hudson  Local  Board  on 
June  9th,  1918.  Faulkner  went  to  Camp  Dix  and  after 
three  months  of  training  on  September  3rd,  1918,  he  left 
these  shores,  bound  for  Saint  Nazaire,  France.  At  the 
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Front  Private  Faulkner  served  with  Company  G,  807th 
Pioneer  Infantry,  engaging  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and 
Argonne  Forest  Offensives.  On  July  3rd,  1919,  he  returned 
to  this  country  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  July  10th  following. 


Joseph  John  Fearon 

Joseph  John  Fearon  is  one  of  our 
boys  who  sailed  from  America  to 
find  his  final  resting  place  in  the  soil 
of  a  foreign  land.  Joseph  John 
Fearon,  the  son  of  John  and  Mary 
Fearon  of  Albany,  was  born  in 
Chatham  on  May  10th  1893,  and 
lived  there  until  his  enlistment  in 
1918.  He  completed  the  gram¬ 
mar  grades  and  two  years  of  high 
school  work  in  his  home  town.  For 
several  years  Fearon  was  employed  as  a  watch  maker. 
After  his  enlistment  on  June  14th,  1918,  he  was  stationed 
at  the  Teachers’  State  College  in  Albany,  and  at  Fort 
Joseph  E.  Johnston  in  Florida.  When  in  Albany  Fearon 
was  a  member  of  the  United  States  Training  Detachment 
but  he  served  overseas  as  a  Private  in  Motor  Supply  Train 
428,  and  Motor  Truck  Company  550.  On  September 
30th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  France.  Three  days  before  land¬ 
ing  at  Brest  Fearon  was  stricken  with  influenza.  At  Brest 
he  was  taken  to  the  Navy  Base  Hospital  No.  1.  On  October 
14th,  1918,  the  day  after  his  arrival  in  France,  Private 
Fearon  died  in  the  service  of  his  country.  He  was  buried 
in  the  American  cemetery  at  Lambezellec  beneath  a  wooden 
cross,  the  symbol  of  courage  and  sacrifice. 
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Philip  Fehl,  Junior

Philip  Fehl,  Junior,  the  son  of  Philip  and  Katherine 
Fehl  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  November  14th, 
1889.  He  graduated  from  Hudson  High  School  in  1907  and 
from  New  York  University  in  1917.  Ever  since  going  to 
work  Fehl  has  been  employed  as  an  accountant.  He  served 
one  enlistment  as  a  Private  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard.  The  Local  Board  of  our 
county  selected  Fehl  for  service  and  enrolled  him  in  the 
Army  on  October  5th,  1917.  He  trained  for  nine  months 
at  Camp  Devens,  first  as  a. Private  and  later  as  a  Sergeant 
in  Company  C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  In  July 
1918,  he  sailed  for  England.  When  he  arrived  in  France 
Fehl  was  stationed  in  camps  at  Segogne,  Lamens,  Noyon 
and  Tours,  also  in  an  officers’  training  camp  at  Langres. 
On  March  7th,  1919,  he  came  back  to  America.  Fehl  was 
released  from  active  service  on  March  25th,  1919,  but  he 
is  still  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps. 


Frederick  Feller 

Frederick  Feller  of  Bridgeport,  Con- 
necticutt,  was  born  at  Fresh  Ponds, 
New  Jersey,  on  January  7th,  1889. 
His  parents  died  several  years  ago.

B,  35tli  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  12th  Division.  Private 
Feller  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States 
Army  on  January  31st,  1919.

Ward  Lynton  Fellows 

Ward  Lynton  Fellows,  the  son  of 
George  Frederick  and  Mabel  Flint 
Fellows  of  Canaan,  was  born  in 
Canaan  on  June  25th,  1894.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  Chatham  Union  School, 
Chatham  High  School  for  one  year, 
and  Albany  Business  College.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  his  selection  by  Local  Board 
No.  1  of  Herkimer  County,  Fellows 
held  a  clerical  position  at  the  Win¬ 
chester  Plant  in  New  Haven.

Corps.  He  served  at  the  following  places:  Camp  Syra¬ 
cuse,  Meigs,  and  Washington,  District  of  Columbia.  On 
January  7th,  1919  Private  Felts  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Fillipo  Filipello

The  birthplace  of  Fillipo  Filipello  is 
Guerdia  in  the  Province  of  Bene- 
vento,  Italy,  where  he  was  born  on 
January  8th,  1895.  He  is  the  son  of 
Pietro  and  the  late  Carmella  Fili¬ 
pello  of  Guerdia.  He  finished  his 
schooling  before  coming  to  America, 
where  he  took  up  the  barbers’  trade. 
During  the  war  the  Local  Board  of 
our  County  selected  Filipello  for 
service,  and  on  February  22nd,  1918, 
he  became  a  Private  in  the  United  States  Army.  He 
served  at  Camps  Devens,  Upton,  and  Mills,  in  Company  B, 
314th  Ammunition  Train,  79th  Division.  American  citizen¬ 
ship  was  conferred  upon  Fillipo  Filipello  while  he  was  at 
Camp  Mills,  Mineola.  His  voyage  to  France  started  on 
June  29th,  1918,  and  landed  him  at  Liverpool  several  days 
later.  Soon  after  he  reached  France  Private  Filipello ’s 
outfit  was  ordered  to  the  front.

Arthur  Finch,  the  son  of  Marion  and 
Mary  Finch  of  30  Union  Street, 
Hudson,  was  born  in  Cooperstown, 
New  York,  on  the  26 th  of  July  1897.

James  J.  Finn  of  this  city  was  born  in  Poughkeepsie  on 
March  4th,  1894.  He  is  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Finn, 
residents  of  Hudson.  Finn  received  his  education  in  the 
Hudson  schools  and  worked  chiefly  as  a  spinner  in  a  local 
mill  until  he  was  selected  for  military  duty.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  22nd,  1917,  Private  Finn  entrained  for  Camp  Devens, 
Mass.  The  following  April  16th  Finn  left  for  Saint 
Nazaire  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  60th  Infantry,  5th 
Division.  At  the  front  Corporal  Finn  served  in  the  Saint 
Die  Sector  and  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
Drives.  On  July  19th,  1919,  he  embarked  for  America, 
where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  25th, 
following. 
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Patrick  Joseph  Fitzgerald 

Tipperary,  Ireland,  was  the  birthplace  of  Patrick  Joseph 
Fitzgerald,  who  was  born  there  on  March  18th,  1876.  He 
is  the  son  of  the  late  Michael  and  Mary  Fitzgerald  of 
Ireland.  He  received  his  education  in  the  schools  of  his 
native  country,  but  left  there  in  his  early  manhood  to  come 
to  America,  where  he  foreswore  allegiance  to  all  foreign 
governments  and  became  an  American  citizen  in  1904  in 
the  city  of  San  Francisco.  Fitzgerald  enlisted  during  the 
Spanish-American  War  and  served  in  Cuba.  He  after¬ 
wards  enlisted  in  the  Regular  Army  and  served  in  the 
Philippines  and  in  Mexico.  He  attended  the  officers 
school  at  El  Paso,  Texas,  and  received  a  1st  Lieuten¬ 
ant’s  commission  on  June  30tli,  1917.  For  eight  months 
Lieutenant  Fitzgerald  instructed  recruits  at  Camp  Han¬ 
cock.  On  May  3rd,  1918,  he  sailed  for  France  with 
Company  D,  108th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  28th  Division. 
There  he  served  in  the  Second  Battle  of  the  Marne,  the 
Oise  River,  Vesle,  Argonne,  Toul,  and  Aisne  battles  and 
at  Chateau  Thierry.  During  his  service  he  spent  sixteen 
days  in  a  hospital,  ill  from  being  gassed.  On  May  24th, 
1919,  Lieutenant  Fitzgerald  again  landed  in  the  United 
States  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  two  days 
later. 


Thomas  A.  Flanagan 


Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Thomas 
A.  Flanagan,  the  son  of  Mary  and 
the  late  Thomas  Flanagan.  He  was 
born  here  on  April  6th,  1882,  and 
attended  Saint  Mary’s  Academy  of 
this  city.  After  completing  a  course 
at  Saint  Charles  College  and  follow¬ 
ing  his  graduation  from  Dun- 
woodie  Seminary,  Father  Flanagan 
was  ordained  a  Catholic  priest.  In 
1917  he  applied  to  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  at  Washington  for  a  chaplaincy  in  the  United  States 
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Army.  In  December,  1917,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Third 
Division  as  Chaplain  with  the  rank  of  1st  Lieutenant. 
That  same  month  Father  Flanagan  sailed  for  Liverpool 
and  thence  to  France,  where  he  served  on  the  Lunerville, 
Marne,  Saint  Mihiel  and  Argonne-Meuse  Sectors  with  the 
30th  Infantry,  and  a  part  of  the  time  with  the  163d  Infan¬ 
try.  In  his  capacity  of  Chaplain  he  served  in  battles  of 
the  Marne,  the  St.  Mihiel,  and  Argonne-Meuse  Offensives. 
While  at  the  Front  Father  Flanagan  spent  four  weeks  in 
a  hospital,  suffering  from  the  results  of  a  gas  attack.  He 
served  also  at  the  American  Headquarters  in  Paris  and  in 
Germany.  In  August,  1919,  Father  Flanagan  returned 
home  and  that  same  month  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge.  Upon  his  return  to  civilian  life  be  became  pastor 
of  a  church  in  New  Lebanon. 


Thomas  William  Flatley 

Thomas  William  Flatley  of  New  York, 
the  son  of  Thomas  F.  and  the  late 
Mary  Flatley  of  Hudson,  was  born 
in  Cohoes  on  September  16th,  1894. 
He  attended  Saint  Mary’s  Acad¬ 
emy,  where  he  graduated  from  the 
high  school  department  in  1910. 
Flatley  completed  a  course  at 
Albany  Business  College  before 
accepting  a  position  as  an  account¬ 
ant.  Upon  his  enlistment  on  August 
23rd,  1917,  Flatley  was  sent  to  Fort  Niagara  as  a  student 
officer.  He  trained  with  the  Infantry  for  three  months 
before  he  was  commissioned  as  a  1st  Lieutenant.  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Flatley  served  also  in  the  Machine  Gun,  Cavalry  and 
Artillery  Service  at  Camps  Upton,  Perry  and  Forts  Ethan 
Allen  and  Sill.  During  this  time  he  was  associated  with 
the  following  military  outfits :  Troop  M,  310th  Cavalry ; 
59th  Field  Artillery;  and  the  304th  Machine  Gun  Battalion. 
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While  in  service  and  on  December  29th,  1917,  Lieutenant 
Flatley  married  Miss  Margaret  E.  Cunningham  of  Hud¬ 
son,  at  New  York  City.  They  now  have  one  daughter  Mary 
Flatley.  After  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  in  1918  Flatley 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  December 
12th  of  that  year. 


Horace  Fletcher 

Horace  Fletcher  of  Greenport  was 
born  in  Franklin,  New  Jersey,  on 
August  6th,  1892.  His  parents, 
Samuel  B.  and  Hannah  Fletcher, 
are  residents  of  Dixon,  Illinois.  His 
schooling  was  gained  in  the  States 
of  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania. 
After  coming  to  Hudson  Fletcher 
worked  as  a  millwright.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Florence  Horton  in  Hud¬ 
son  on  November  4th,  1916,  and  they 
now  have  one  son,  Horace  Charles  Fletcher.  Fletcher  was 
enrolled  in  the  Army  on  September  21st,  1917,  after  his 
selection  by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County. 
Although  he  served  for  two  months  in  the  Infantry  most 
of  his  period  of  enlistment  was  spent  with  the  Engineers. 
When  Private  Fletcher  had  trained  for  two  months  at 
Camp  Devens  he  was  sent  to  (Amp  Gordon  and  later  to 
Camp  Mills.  On  May  8th,  1918,  Fletcher,  who  held  the 
rank  of  1st  Class  Private,  sailed  for  Liverpool  with  Com¬ 
pany  E,  307th  Engineers,  82nd  Division  of  the  First  Army. 
In  France  he  served  on  the  Toul,  Marbache,  Saint  Mihiel, 
Meuse  and  Argonne  sectors,  taking  active  part  in  the  Saint 
Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  Drives  from  September  12th  to 
October  30th.  The  82nd  Division  spent  twenty-six  days 
in  the  line  without  relief.  Fletcher  concluded  his  return 
voyage  on  May  9th,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  the  16th  of  that  month. 
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Edwin  Folz 

Edwin  Folz  of  Cheviot,  the  son  of 
Jacob  H.  and  Mary  F.  Folz  of  Ger¬ 
mantown,  was  born  in  New  York 
City  on  January  26th,  1894.  He 
attended  grammar  and  high  school 
in  New  York  before  coming  to  the 
agricultural  regions  of  our  county. 
The  Local  Board  inducted  Folz  into 
service  on  September  21st,  1917.  He 
trained  at  Camp  Devens,  where  he 
received  a  promotion  to  the  rank  of 
Corporal  and  later  that  of  Sergeant  in  Company  K, 
303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  Sergeant  Folz  married  Miss 
Madge  Alida  Petsel  at  North  Germantown,  on  March  5th, 
1918.  Four  months  later,  on  July  8th,  he  sailed  for  Tills- 
bury,  England.  In  France  Folz  was  stationed  at  St. 
Amand,  Montrichard  and  St.  Aignan.  He  concluded  his 
return  voyage  on  May  29th,  1919,  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge  on  June  3rd  following. 


Thomas  Henry  Ford 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Thomas 
Henry  Ford,  the  son  of  Thomas 
Joseph  and  Anna  McCarthy  Ford 
of  this  city.  He  was  born  in  Lee, 
Berkshire  County,  Mass.,  on  July 
15  th,  1894.  Ford  completed  his 
early  education  in  Hudson  and 
studied  at  Columbia  University. 
Previous  to  the  World  War  he 
served  in  the  Third  New  York 
Ambulance  Company  for  eight 
months  on  the  Mexican  border.  The  month  after  Congress 
declared  war  on  the  Central  Powers  of  Europe  Ford  vol¬ 
unteered  his  services  and  joined  the  107th  Ambulance 
Company,  United  States  Army,  General  Hospital  No. 
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9,  27th  Division.  He  served  eight  months  at  Spartan- 
burgh.  The  next  fourteen  months  he  spent  on  detached 
service  in  Lakewood,  New  Jersey,  where  he  did  special 
work  as  an  electrocardiographer,  ranking  as  Sergeant. 
Ford  was  later  recommended  as  a  1st  Class  Sergeant.  On 
May  31st,  1919,  Sergeant  Ford  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Thomas  Vincent  Ford 

Thomas  Vincent  Ford  of  Hudson  was  born  in  this  city 
on  January  21st,  1892.  Ford  made  his  home  with  his 
grandmother,  Mrs.  Catherine  Comerford  of  Hudson,  since 
the  death  of  his  parents  several  years  ago.  He  attended 
Saint  Mary’s  Academy  until  he  completed  the  first  year  of 
high  school.  Ford  then  accepted  a  position  with  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  Company  and  became  foreman  of 
the  Signal  Maintenance  Department  at  Hudson.  On  June 
5th,  1918,  he  volunteered  his  services  through  a  Naval 
Recruiting  Station  in  Albany,  and  received  an  assignment 
as  second  class  electrician  in  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Force.  He  served  at  Pelham  Ray  and  at  the 
United  States  Navy  Fleet  Supply  Base  at  Brooklyn.  On 
November  6th,  1918,  Thomas  Vincent  Ford  married  Miss 
Sarah  Stanislaus  Leary  in  Hudson.  On  March  10th,  1919, 
he  was  released  from  active  service. 


Giaganto  Fortunatio 


Giaganto  Fortunatio  of  Albanv,  was 
born  in  Somellella  Coserta,  Italy,  on 
June  20th,  1896.  His  parents, 

Luffelon  and  Guell  Lina  Fortunatio, 
still  make  their  home  in  Italy.  He 
received  his  education  in  his  native 
land,  and  before  leaving  there  he 
served  in  the  16th  Company  of  a 
Signal  Battalion  in  the  Italian 
Army,  and  was  injured  and  lost  a 
finger  in  service.  While  in  service  he 
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was  severely  wounded.  Later  Fortunatio  came  to  America 
and  settled  in  this  county,  where  he  held  a  position  with  a 
railroad  company.  The  Local  Board  at  Hudson  selected 
Fortunatio  for  military  duty.  On  February  22nd,  1918,  he 
became  a  Private  in  the  Army  and  started  to  Camp  Devens. 
There  he  served  in  the  16th  Company,  152nd  Depot  Bri- 
grade.  On  August  9th  1918,  Private  Fortunatio  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Leonard  J.  Foster 

Leonard  J.  Foster  was  born  in  the 
little  town  of  New  Baltimore  on 
November  1st,  1891.  He  attended 
the  schools  of  Coxsackie  in  Greene 
county  and  later  moved  to  Stott- 
ville,  where  his  parents,  John  and 
Christina  Foster,  still  reside.  For 
two  years  previous  to  the  war 
Foster  worked  as  a  machinist  in  the 
Hoboken  paper  mills  of  Gould,  New 
York.  On  May  20th,  1917,  less  than 
two  months  after  our  country  entered  the  war,  Foster 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard.  On  July  20tli  following  the  national  guard  was 
called  into  federal  service  by  presidential  proclamation. 
Nine  days  later  Company  F  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara, 
where  they  underwent  intensive  military  training.  In 
Octobei’j  Company  F  arrived  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina.  There  Private  Foster  was  assigned  to  Com¬ 
pany  D,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  On  May  20th,  1918, 
the  unit  sailed  for  Brest,  France.  Foster  saw  service, 
fighting  at  East  Poperinghe  line,  on  the  Dickebush  sec¬ 
tor  and  at  Vierstadt  Ridge.  He  served  on  the  Hindenburg 
Line  and  fought  at.  the  La  Selle  River.  Private  Foster 
was  struck  by  a  high  explosive  shell  and  died  in  action  near 
Saint  Souplet  on  October  18th,  1918.  Foster  was  laid  to 
rest  with  full  military  honors  in  the  soil  of  the  land  he 
helped  to  defend. 
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Earl  Fowler 

Earl  Fowler  of  Philmont  was  born  in  Butler,  Missouri, 
on  December  23rd,  1890.  His  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred¬ 
erick  I.  Fowler,  also  make  their  home  in  Philmont.  After 
he  graduated  from  a  high  school  in  Connecticut  in  190'8, 
Fowler  became  interested  in  the  carpenters’  trade.  He 
volunteered  his  services  on  August  9th,  1918,  through  the 
Local  Board  at  Hudson.  Private  Fowler  trained  at  Fort 
Slocum  and  later  at  Camp  McClellan  with  the  35th  Regi¬ 
ment,  Field  Artillery,  12th  Division.  On  February  5th, 
1919,  Fowler  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  United 
States  Army. 


Harold  Van  Sandford  Fowler 

Harold  Van  Sandford  Fowler  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Kinderhook,  New  York,  on  the  ldtli  of  October,  1896,  the 
son  of  Carrie  and  the  late  Clinton  Fowler.  After  com¬ 
pleting  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  school  of  his 
native  town  Fowler  accepted  employment  as  a  clerk  in  a 
store  and  later  was  employed  by  a  railroad  company. 
Fowler  married  Miss  Hazel  Pough  at  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  in 
July  of  1917,  and  they  now  have  one  daughter,  Hazel 
Fowler.  On  August  15th,  1918,  the  Columbia  County  Local 
Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson 
the  following  dav  for  Cornell  Universitv,  where  he 
received  a  special  course  of  technical  training  at  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  which  he  was  assigned  to  the  Coast  Artillery  and 
stationed  at  Fort  Standish,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
served  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  Decem¬ 
ber  5th,  1918. 


Carl  William  Fox 

Carl  William  Fox  made  Chatham  his  home  from  the 
time  of  his  birth  there  on  August  29th,  1894,  until  his 
enlistment  in  the  Army  on  October  7th,  1917.  His  parents, 
Simeon  and  Anna  Fox,  also  live  in  that  town.  He  attended 
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school  in  his  native  village  and  completed  two  years  of 
the  high  school  course  in  the  Chatham  High  School.  After 
his  enlistment  Private  Fox  was  sent  to  Fort  Ethan  Allen,' 
where  he  served  the  Cavalry  for  about  a  month  and  a  half. 
He  next  served  at  Camp  Shelby  in  Mississippi  in  the  76th 
Field  Artillery.  On  March  17th,  1918,  Private  Fox 
received  his  honorable  discharge.  After  his  return  home 
Fox  enrolled  in  the  State  Agricultural  School  at  Coble- 
skill,  New  York. 


Paul  Fox 

Paul  Fox  ivas  born  in  Hudson  on 
August  20th,  1803.  His  parents  are 
James  Joseph  and  Ella  Benzie  Fox 
of  136  Union  Street,  Hudson.  After 
completing  his  early  education  in 
St.  Mary’s  Academy  and  Hudson 
High  School,  Fox  became  a  student 
at  Niagara  University,  Niagara 
Falls,  New  York.  He  then  took  a 
clerical  position  Avith  the  James  J. 
Fox  Company.  On  December  12th 
1917,  he  enlisted  as  a  Private  in  the  Aviation  Section 
Signal  Corps.  Three  days  after  his  enlistment  he  was 
sent  from  Fort  Slocum  to  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  where 
he  Avas  soon  transferred  to  the  Air  Service  and  assigned 
to  the  Park  Field  Flying  School  Detachment.  On  May 
16tli,  1918,  he  returned  north  to  enter  the  Armour 
School  at  the  Savage  Ammunition  Corporation  in  Utica. 
On  the  9th  of  the  following  month  he  went  to  the  Wilber 
Wright  Field  in  Ohio.  The  following  September  he 
started  service  at  Park  Field.  Memphis,  Tennessee.  While 
there  Fox  Avas  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant,  and 
served  as  an  instructor  of  aerial  gunnery,  bombs,  drop 
mechanism  and  sighting.  On  April  1st,  1919,  Sergeant 
Fox  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Walter  Fox 

Walter  Fox  of  Canaan  was  born  in  that  town  on  June 
1st,  1892.  Mrs.  Mary  Andrews  Fox,  his  mother,  lives  in 
Canaan,  but  his  father,  Philip  Fox,  died  there  in  1914. 
Walter  Fox  attended  one  of  the  district  schools  of  his 
township  and  then  took  up  agricultural  work.  The  Local 
Board  of  this  county  selected  Fox  for  military  duty  and 
on  September  21st,  1917,  he  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Devens, 
where  he  trained  and  served  with  the  military  police  for 
ten  months.  On  July  4th,  1918,  Private  Fox  sailed  for 
London  with  Company  K,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division. 
In  England  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Wendall.  In  France 
Fox  was  stationed  for  a  time  at  Caserne  Carnot.  He  was 
transferred  to  Supply  Company,  Camp  Hospital  68  of  the 
Medical  Service.  With  this  outfit  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Sanitary  Squad  at  Bourges  Cher.  Private  Fox 
returned  to  America  on  September  29tli,  1919,  and  received 
his  honorable  discharge  on  October  4th  following. 


Ward  Joseph  Fox 

Ward  J.  Fox,  the  son  of  James  J.  and 
Ella  Benzie  Fox,  was  born  in  Hud¬ 
son,  on  March  22nd,  1896.  His  edu¬ 
cation  was  gained  in  Saint  Mary’s 
Academy  and  Hudson  High  School 
in  this  citv  and  at  Niagara  Univer¬ 
sity  at  Niagara  Falls,  New  York. 
Fox  was  a  dancing  instructor  and 
also  spent  some  time  in  professional 
theatricals.  He  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Navy  on  May  22nd, 
1918,  through  the  Local  board  of  our  County.  He  was  sent 
to  the  Officers  Material  School  at  Pelham  Bay,  later  serv¬ 
ing  first  as  a  2d  Class  Seaman  and  later  as  2d  Class  Boats¬ 
wain ’s  Mate.  On  December  15th,  1918,  Fox  was  released 
from  active  service,  but  at  present  is  a  member  of  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 
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James  Chalmers  Francis 

James  C.  Francis  was  born  in  Ferry 
Hill,  Newcastle,  England,  on  Octo¬ 
ber  12th,  1893.  He  is  the  son  of 
Norman  A.  and  Louisa  E.  Francis, 
the  latter  of  whom  was  killed  in  an 
automobile  accident  in  1920.  James 
Francis  came  to  America  when  a 
child  and  attended  school  in  Omaha, 
Nebraska,  finishing  his  high  school 
education  in  1909.  For  some  time 
previous  to  the  war  he  held  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  inspector  of  railroad  freight  and  passenger  equip¬ 
ment.  On  June  3rd,  1917,  he  volunteered  for  military  serv¬ 
ice  and  immediately  began  training  with  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  State  Guards  at  Hudson  and  at  Fort 
Niagara.  After  training  with  the  51st  Pioneer  Infantry  at 
Camp  Wadsworth,  on  February  28th,  1918,  he  embarked 
for  Brest  as  a  member  of  the  31st  Engineers.  Overseas 
Corporal  Francis  served  in  Brest,  La  Rochelle,  Rochefort 
and  Paris  with  the  35th  Engineers,  the  302nd  Stevedore 
Regiment  and  the  869th  Headquarters  Transportation 
Corps.  In  the  summer  of  1919  he  was  stationed  in  Bor¬ 
deaux  with  a  Casualty  Company.  On  April  9th,  1919,  Cor¬ 
poral  James  C.  Francis  married  Mile.  Martha  E.  Girard, 
in  Rochefort,  France.  Shortly  after  his  marriage  he  was 
recalled  to  the  United  States.  On  the  21st  of  July,  1919, 
he  disembarked  at  a  southern  port  and  two  days  later 
received  his  honorable  discharge  at  Camp  Stewart.  The 
year  following  his  return  to  civilian  life  on  February  2nd, 
Francis  became  an  American  citizen,  taking  the  oath  of 
allegiance  in  the  Court  Llouse  in  Hudson. 
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Norman  William  Francis 

Norman  William  Francis  of  Chatham, 
the  son  of  Norman  and  the  late 
Louise  Francis,  was  born  in  Ferry 
Hill,  England,  on  November  14th, 
1895.  He  came  to  this  country  as  a 
small  child  and  completed  the 
grammar  school  course  in  Omaha, 
Nebraska.  Later  he  worked  as  a 
mechanic.  On  June  13th,  1917, 

Francis  volunteered  his  services 
and  joined  Company  D,  14th  Engi¬ 
neers,  1st  Army  Corps.  After  one  month  in  Camp  Rock¬ 
ingham,  New  Hampshire,  he  embarked  for  Liverpool  on 
July  27th,  1917.  He  soon  crossed  the  channel  to  France, 
where  he  camped  for  a  time  at  Bouslaux  Au  Mont.  At  the 
front  he  served  on  the  following  sectors :  Somme,  Marne, 
Argonne  and  on  the  Calia  and  Arras  sectors.  He  took 
active  part  in  the  Somme  Defensive,  and  Meuse-Argonne 
and  Aisne-Marne  Offensives.  Francis  meanwhile  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Private.  On  April  27th,  1919,  he 
again  landed  on  American  soil  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  the  2nd  day  of  the  following  month. 


James  J.  Franko,  Jr. 

James  J.  Franko,  Jr.,  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Amorosi, 
Province  of  Benevento,  Italy,  on  June  30tli,  1894.  His 
father,  James  Franko,  Sr.,  also  lives  in  Hudson.  Franko, 
Junior,  was  only  a  small  child  when  he  came  to  the  United 
States.  He  became  an  American  citizen  through  his 
father’s  naturalization  and  gained  an  American  education 
in  the  schools  of  this  city.  Previous  to  his  selection  by  our 
Local  Board  Franko  worked  in  a  local  mill.  On  April  3rd, 
1918,  he  entrained  for  Camp  Dix  in  New  Jersey.  May  19th 
following  he  sailed  for  Liverpool  and  from  there  to  Calais. 
Overseas  Franko  was  stationed  in  the  Folkston  and 
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Calais  Rest  Camps  and  in  the  Waterdale  Training  Camp. 
Private  Pranko  of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Divi¬ 
sion,  served  for  two  days  on  the  Argonne  sector  and  for 
twenty-eight  days  on  the  Saint  Mihiel  sector.  He  took 
active  part  in  the  battle  of  Grandpre,  and  the  Saint  Mihiel 
and  Argonne  offensives.  He  spent  over  four  months  in 
the  hospital  suffering  from  a  machine  gun  bullet  wound 
in  the  left  foot.  On  February  24th,  1919,  Franko  returned 
to  this  country  where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service  on  April  19th,  1919. 


William  John  Frederick 

William  John  Frederick  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  the  6th  of  June,  1892,  the 
son  of  John  and  the  late  Mary 
Frederick  of  27  South  Front  Street, 
Hudson.  He  attended  the  Hudson 
public  schools  until  1910,  when 
he  left  to  accept  a  position  as 
textile  worker.  He  was  thus 
employed  until  July  14th,  1918, 
when  the  Local  Board  of  the  comity 
selected  him  for  military  service. 
He  left  the  following  day  for  Fort  Socum,  where  he 
trained  with  the  147th  Infantry,  37tli  Division,  for  a  short 
time.  He  was  later  transferred  to  the  52nd  Infantry,  6th 
Division.  He  was  again  transferred  to  Camp  Hancock, 
Georgia,  where  he  trained  for  a  month  as  Private  in  the 
17th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  11th  Infantry  Brigade,  6th 
Division.  The  unit  set  sail  for  France  on  September  2’5th, 
1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of  Sep¬ 
tember.  After  two  weeks  of  intensive  training  at  a 
machine  gun  school  his  unit  advanced  to  the  front  and 
served  actively  for  two  weeks  on  the  Verdun  sector  and  one 
week  on  the  Argonne  sector.  On  June  12th,  1919,  Fred¬ 
erick  returned  to  America  with  his  unit  and  on  the  16th  of 
June,  1919,  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Arthur  Freinberg 

Hudson,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Arthur  Frein¬ 
berg.  He  was  born  in  this  city  on  the  15th  of  March  1839, 
the  son  of  Augusta  and  the  Reverend  Morris  Freinberg 
of  23  North  First  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the  Hud¬ 
son  public  schools  until  1904.  In  1917  he  accepted  a  posi¬ 
tion  with  a  retail  shoe  house  at  Waterbury,  Connecticut. 
On  June  1st,  1918,  Freinberg  volunteered  as  a  Private  in 
the  Medical  Corps.  He  was  assigned  to  the  medical  supply 
depot  at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor,  Kentucky,  where  he  served 
until  honorably  discharged  on  January  11th,  1919.  Frein¬ 
berg  married  Miss  Rose  Kaufman  on  June  29th,  1919,  at 
Waterbury,  Connecticut. 


Philip  Freinberg 

Philip  Freinberg  was  born  in  Hudson  on  July  28,  1895. 
His  parents  are  the  Reverend  Morris  and  Augusta  Frein¬ 
berg  of  the  same  city.  He  attended  Hudson  High  School, 
the  Carnegie  School  of  Technology  and  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh.  While  a  student  at  the  latter  place  Freinberg 
was  selected  for  military  duty  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County.  On  September  22nd,  1917,  he  went  to 
Camp  Devens  where  he  remained  until  October  31st,  1917, 
as  a  member  of  Company  K,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division. 
On  October  31st  Private  Freinberg  was  transferred  to  the 
Enlisted  Medical  Reserve  Corps  on  inactive  service  and 
sent  back  to  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  to  complete  his 
study  of  dentistry.  In  June  1919,  he  graduated  with  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery.  He  is  now  practicing 
his  profession  in  this  city. 
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Carl  Dick  Frese 

Carl  Dick  Frese  was  born  in  New  York 
City  on  April  16th,  1900.  His 
parents  are  Christian  Herman  and 
Laura  Johanna  Frese  of  421  War¬ 
ren  Street,  Hudson.  Shortly  after 
he  completed  the  grammar  school 
course  in  Brooklyn  his  family  moved 
to  this  city  where  Frese  entered 
Hudson  High  School.  On  October 
21st,  1918,  he  enrolled  in  the  Student 
Army  Training  Corps  at  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute  in  Troy,  New  York.  Private  Frese 
served  in  Company  B  at  the  Institute  until  December  14th, 
1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Christian  Herman  Frese,  Jr. 

Spring  Valley,  New  York,  was  the 
birthplace  of  Christian  Herman 
Frese,  Jr.,  who  was  born  there  on 
September  24th,  1898.  He  is  the  son 
of  Christian  Herman  and  Laura 
Johanna  Frese  of  Hudson.  His  edu¬ 
cation  was  furnished  at  the  Troy 
Academy,  where  he  took  military 
training  at  the  Rensselaer  Poly¬ 
technic  Institute,  at  the  agricultural 
departments  of  Cornell  University 
and  the  State  College  of  Agriculture  at  Cobleskill.  On 
October  4tli,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  Naval  Unit  of  the 
Student  Army  Training  Corps  at  Rensselaer  Polytechnic 
Institute  as  a  Seaman.  Frese  served  with  Company  E  of 
his  outfit  until  he  was  honorably  released  from  active  serv¬ 
ice  shortly  after  the  signing  of  the  armistice. 
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Leon  Norman  Friss 

Leon  Norman  Friss  was  born  in  East 
Cobleskill  on  October  9th,  1892.  His 
parents  Claude  M.  and  Cora  Augusta 
Friss,  live  at  Howes  Cave,  New 
York.  His  education  was  furnished 
by  the  school  of  Little  York.  Friss 
worked  chiefly  as  a  chauffeur  but  he 
has  also  engaged  in  farming.  On 
July  14th,  1918,  he  became  a  Private 
in  the  army  after  his  selection  by 
our  Local  Board.  He  served  at 
Camps  Hancock,  Sheridan  and  Upton  with  Company  A, 
25th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  9th  Division.  On  December 
23rd,  1918,  Private  Friss  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Harold  Ellsworth  Fritts 

Harold  Ellsworth  Fritts  was  born  in  Hudson  on  January 
11th,  1885.  His  parents  were  the  late  Dr.  Crawford  Ells¬ 
worth  Fritts  and  Emma  Wynkoop  Fritts  of  Hudson  He 
attended  the  Hotchkiss  School,  Colgate  University*  and  the 
law  department  of  Union  University  from  which  he  grad¬ 
uated  in  1909.  Since  1910  he  has  been  a  practicing  attor¬ 
ney  at  Hudson,  and  from  1916  to  1918  was  City  Judge  On 
September  30th,  1918,  Judge  Fritts  enlisted  in  the  Student 
Army  Training  Corps  of  New  York  University  in  which 
he  served  as  a  Private  in  Companies  C  and  F.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  7th,  1918,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Frederick  Allen  Fryman 

Frederick  Allen  Fryman  of  Claverack  was  born  in  Green- 
port  on  November  6th,  1893.  His  father  Allen  David 
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Fryman  is  still  living  but  his  mother  died  in  Albany  some 
time  ago.  He  attended  the  Claverack  school  until  he  took 
up  agricultural  work.  On  June  15th,  1918,  Fryman  volun¬ 
teered  to  serve  his  country  in  the  navy.  On  this  side  he 
served  at  Hampton  Roads,  Virginia.  Fryman  embarked 
from  an  American  port  aboard  the  United  States  Ship 
Utah  on  August  29th,  1918.  He  returned  to  America 
December  26th,  1918.  Two  davs  later  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Joseph  Fuchs 

Joseph  Fuchs  of  Hudson  was  born  in  Leoben,  Austria, 
on  March  19th,  1894.  His  parents  are  Valentine  and  Marie 
Eddlinger  Fuchs.  He  attended  high  school  and  college  in 
Austria  and  Germany.  After  he  came  to  this  country  Fuchs 
held  a  position  with  a  local  mill  until  he  became  a  Private 
in  the  Army  on  September  21st,  1917,  after  his  selection  by 
our  Local  Board.  He  trained  in  Camps  Devens,  Gordon, 
Lee  and  Hill.  On  July  14th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  London  and 
from  there  to  France.  In  France  Private  Fuchs  remained 
for  a  time  at  the  rest  camp  at  Havre  and  from  there  went 
directly  to  the  firing  line.  He  served  from  two  to  three 
weeks  on  each  of  the  following  sectors:  Saint  Miliiel, 
Verdun,  Champagne,  and  Meuse-Argonne.  He  took  active 
part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel,  Verdun,  Champagne  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  battles.  Fuchs  also  served  in  the  303rd  Infantry, 
76th  Division,  148th  Infantry,  37tli  Division  and  143rd  In¬ 
fantry,  36th  Division.  He  went  into  Germany  with  the  Army 
of  Occupation  where  he  served  with  Company  C,  9tli  Infan¬ 
try,  2nd  Division.  Because  of  his  knowledge  of  the  German 
language  he  was  appointed  interpreter  and  served  in  the 
rank  of  Corporal.  On  August  1st,  1919,  he  returned  to  the 
United  States  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the 
12th  of  that  month. 
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Charles  Buckmaster  Fuller 

varies  B.  Fuller  was  born  in  Water- 
bury,  Connecticut,  on  May  16th,  1897. 
He  gained  his  elementary  education 
in  the  schools  of  his  native  town  and 
later  moved  to  Austerlitz  in  this 
county  where  he  completed  his  edu¬ 
cation.  George  I.  Fuller,  his  father, 
resides  in  Great  Barrington,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  but  liis  mother,  Wilhelmina 
M.  Fuller,  died  in  Waterbury  before 
her  son  was  a  year  old.  Fuller  left 
the  peaceful  life  of  a  farmer  on  August  28,  1918,  to  entrain 
for  Camp  Gordon  with  a  contingent  of  men  selected  for 
military  duty.  About  ten  days  later  Private  Fuller  was 
ordered  to  Camp  Hancock.  He  served  there  with  the  28th 
Company,  Machine  Gun  Training  Corps.  In  less  than  a 
month  he  developed  the  disease  which  took  such  a  toll  of 
our  boys  from  the  training  camp  and  the  trenches.  With 
hundreds  of  others  he  lay  ill  with  influenza  and  pneumonia. 
On  November  1st,  1918,  Private  Charles  Fuller  died  in 
service  of  his  country. 


Fred  George  Funk 

Fred  George  Funk  of  Chatham  was 
born  on  March  8th,  1890,  in  South 
Egremont,  Massachusetts.  His  par¬ 
ents  are  Frederick  D.  and  Anna 
Funk  of  Lee,  Massachusetts.  He 
studied  in  the  South  Egremont 
school  until  he  took  up  agricultural 
work.  Funk  went  to  Camp  Devens 
with  a  group  of  selected  men  on  Sep¬ 
tember  22nd,  1917.  After  three 
months  he  was  sent  to  Camp  Gor¬ 
don,  assigned  to  Company  M,  327tli  Infantry,  82nd  Divi¬ 
sion,  and  in  April,  1918,  he  landed  in  France.  There  he 
served  at  Toul,  Marbach,  and  in  the  Saint  Mihiel,  and 
Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  He  returned  to  this  country  in 
1919  and  on  May  27tli  of  that  year  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 
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Harry  Benjamin  Funk 

Harry  Benjamin  Funk  of  German¬ 
town,  son  of  Edward  and  Lavina 
Funk,  was  born  in  that  village  on 
March  24th  1888.  His  wife,  was 
formerly  Miss  Hazel  Marian  Helsley 
of  Viewmont.  Funk’s  schooling  was 
gained  in  the  district  school  of  his 
native  village.  After  farming  for 
eight  years  in  his  own  township,  he 
joined  the  army  on  August  9th,  1918, 
as  a.  selected  man.  At  Fort  Slocum, 
Private  Funk  was  placed  in  Headquarters  Detachment, 
12th  Division.  He  served  at  Fort  Slocum  and  at  Camp  Mc¬ 
Clellan,  until  after  the  close  of  the  war  when  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  on  December  9th,  1918. 


Myron  Funk 

Myron  Funk,  who  now  lives  in  Hudson  with  his  parents 
Herbert  and  Elizabeth  Funk,  was  born  in  Valatie  on 
August  13th,  1894.  For  several  years  Funk  was  a  pupil  in 
the  schools  of  this  city.  When  his  school  days  were  over 
he  studied  the  practical  side  of  electricity  and  worked  for 
five  years  as  an  electrician  in  Hudson  and  in  Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts.  The  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
enrolled  Funk  in  the  army  on  June  14th,  1918.  He  was 
placed  in  the  Technical  Training  School  at  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity  for  two  months.  Later  he  was  sent  to  Camps  Jack- 
son  and  Upton.  Headquarters  Company,  73rd  Field 
Artillery,  was  Funk’s  military  outfit.  In  it  he  rose  from 
the  rank  of  Private  to  that  of  Corporal  and  later  to  the 
rank  of  Supply  Sergeant.  On  December  31st,  1918,  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Otha  Ray  Funk 

Otha  Ray  Funk  was  born  in  Germantown,  New  York,  on 
the  27th  of  February,  1887.  His  father  who  served  in  the 
Civil  War  died  in  Germantown,  in  July  of  1901.  His 
mother  Mrs.  Emma  Funk  still  resides  there.  After  com¬ 
pleting  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  schools  of  his 
native  town  Funk  became  engaged  in  fruit  farming  and 
was  thus  occupied  until  September  21st,  1917,  on  which 
date  the  Local  Board  of  the  County  of  Columbia  selected 
him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  the  following  ten 
months.  Overseas  he  became  a  member  of  Headquarters 
Supply  Company,  16th  Infantry,  1st  Division.  He  left  the 
states  for  foreign  service  in  July  of  1918.  The  last  news 
of  him  received  by  the  Committee  stated  that  he  was  still 
in  service  overseas. 


Roscoe  C.  Funk 

Roscoe  C.  Funk,  the  son  of  August  F.  and  Lucy  J.  Funk 
of  Philmont  was  born  in  that  village  on  December  5th, 
1891.  He  went  to  the  Hudson  and  Chatham  schools,  and 
in  1915  he  graduated  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
For  the  next  two  years  Doctor  Funk  practiced  dentistry 
in  New  York  City.  He  entered  the  army  as  a  volunteer  on 
May  3rd,  1917,  and  received  a  commission  as  1st  Lieu¬ 
tenant.  Lieutenant  Funk  was  first  stationed  at  a  mobili¬ 
zation  camp  and  later  moved  to  Camp  Green.  In  May  1918, 
he  sailed  for  Brest  with  Dental  Corps,  39th  Infantry,  4th 
Division.  After  spending  some  time  in  various  training 
camps  on  the  other  side,  Funk  advanced  to  the  firing  lines. 
There  he  served  on  the  Aisne-Marne,  Champagne,  Marne, 
Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  sectors  for  about  47  davs. 
He  took  active  part  in  the  Champagne-Marne,  Saint 
Mihiel,  Meuse-Argonne  and  Ainse-Marne  battles.  While 
attached  to  the  33rd  French  Division  the  flag  of  the  39th 
Infantry  was  decorated  with  the  Croix  de  Guerre  for  the 
heroic  work  from  July  18th  to  July  23rd,  1918.  After  the 
conclusion  of  the  war  Lieutenant  Funk  returned  to 
America  where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
August  27th,  1919. 
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Louis  Furtak 

Louis  Furtak  of  Hudson  was  born  in 
Lemberg,  Austria  (Poland),  on 
March  4th,  1804.  The  late  Michael 
and  Caroline  Furtak,  his  parents, 
died  in  Austria.  The  schools  of 
Lemberg  in  his  country  gave  Furtak 
his  education.  After  coming  to  the 
United  States  he  declared  his  inten¬ 
tion  of  becoming  a  citizen.  Furtak 
proved  his  loyalty  as  a  good  Amer¬ 
ican  citizen  by  enlisting  in  the  army 
on  July  31st,  1917,  in  Catskill.  He  was  assigned  to  the  40th 
Infantry,  3rd  Division,  and  sent  to  Camp  AYadsworth  in 
South  Carolina  for  training.  He  remained  there  for  seven 
months  and  for  the  three  months  following  he  served  at 
Fort  Riley,  in  Kansas.  On  June  9th,  1918,  Private  Furtak 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service.  On  October 
13th  following  he  married  Miss  Jessie  Kobiski  in  Catskill, 
New  York,  Furtak  received  his  final  citizenship  papers 

on  November  11th,  1919.

Pasquale  Gabriele 

On  New  Year’s  Day,  1894,  Pasquale 
Gabriele  was  born  in  Stockport, 
where  he  now  lives.  His  parents  are 
Domonic  and  Candio  Gabriele  of 
Newton  Hook.  When  his  education 
at  the  district  school  of  Rossman  was 
completed  Gabriele  took  employment 
in  one  of  the  brickyards  of  this 
county.  The  Local  Board  of  Colum¬ 
bia  County  selected  him  for  military 
service.  He  entrained  for  Fort 
Slocum  on  July  14th,  1918.  Private  Gabriele  trained  with 
the  63rd  Company,  Main  Training  Depot  and  was  later 
transferred  to  the  16th  Battalion,  61st  Company.  He 
served  at  Camp  Hancock  for  five  and  a  half  months.  On 
December  31st,  1918,  Private  Gabriele  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 
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George  P.  Gaddis 

George  P.  Gaddis  was  born  in  Ghent,  New  York.  He 
was  the  son  of  Isabell  and  the  late  Charles  E.  Gaddis  of 
Ghent.  The  district  schools  of  our  county  gave  him  his 
education  before  he  took  up  farming.  On  July  15th  Gaddis 
went  from  Hudson  with  a  group  of  men  who  had  been 
selected  by  our  Local  Board.  At  Fort  Slocum  Gaddis  was 
unable  to  pass  the  rigorous  tests  necessary  to  qualify  for 
overseas  service.  He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
on  July  16th,  1918.  Several  months  later  George  P.  Gaddis 
passed  away  at  his  home  in  this  county. 


Henry  Christian  Galster 

Henry  Christian  Galster,  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  Buffalo  on  February 
29th,  1888.  He  is  the  son  of  Herman 
C.  and  the  late  Sophia  Pett  Galster 
of  Erie,  Pennsylvania.  He  attended 
the  grammar  and  high  schools  of 
Erie.  In  1909  Dr.  Galster  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  New  York  Homeo¬ 
pathic  Medical  College  after  he  had 
studied  there  and  in  Flower  Hos¬ 
pital.  He  served  his  internship  in 
the  Metropolitan  Hospital  and  later  became  resident  sur¬ 
geon  in  the  New  York  Ophthalmic  Hospital.  In  1911  Dr. 
Galster  opened  his  medical  practice  in  Hudson.  On  April 
30th,  1913,  he  married  Miss  Katherine  Bella  McLeod  in 
New  York  City.  Dr.  Galster  served  for  two  and  one-half 
years  in  the  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
Albany,  and  as  First  Lieutenant  of  the  Medical  Corps 
attached  to  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard  of  this  city.  On  June  20th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the 
army  and  received  a  captain’s  commission  as  medical 
officer  in  a  Casual  Company.  Captain  Galster  was  sent 
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to  the  Army  Medical  School  at  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia,  where  he  remained  for  three  weeks. 
On  August  18th,  1917,  he  sailed  for  Liverpool.  Attached 
to  the  42nd  Division,  British  Expeditionary  Forces,  he 
served  in  the  Special  Military  Hospital  in  Liverpool.  He 
was  sent  with  the  above  detachment  to  the  Ypres,  Saint 
George’s,  Nieuport,  Pambrin  and  Somme  Sectors;  and  in 
the  Somme  offensive  most  of  the  time  he  worked  in  the  front 
line  trenches.  He  was  ill  with  influenza  in  No.  28,  British 
Red  Cross  Hospital,  Boulogne,  France,  and  in  No.  2,  United 
States  Base  Hospital,  London.  On  May  27th,  1918, 
Captain  Galster  was  awarded  the  military  cross  by  the 
British  Government.  On  February  16th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  this  country  where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
on  April  5th  following. 


John  Edward  Gannon

Hudson  has  been  the  home  of  John  E. 
Gannon  since  his  birth  here  on  Sep¬ 
tember  17th,  1889.  His  parents  are 
John  Joseph  and  Anne  Elizabeth 
Gannon  of  this  city.  He  attended 
the  Hudson  schools  until  1905. 
Gannon  then  accepted  a  position  as 
chef  in  a  restaurant.  On  September 
21st,  1917,  he  was  enrolled  in  the 
army  by  our  local  board  who  had 
selected  him  for  army  duty.  While 
training  at  Camp  Devens  Private  Gannon  was  assigned  to 
Company  K,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  In  July,  1918, 
he  sailed  for  England.  Shortly  he  was  sent  to  France, 
transferred  to  the  Supply  Company  of  the  303rd  Infantry, 
and  stationed  at  Uszay  and  Montrichard.  Later  he  served 
with  the  Headquarters  Company,  District  of  Paris.  It  was 
almost  a  year  after  the  signing  of  the  armistice  before 
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John  Gannon  returned  to  America  on  October  28th,  1919. 
The  30th  day  of  the  same  month  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Martin  Edward  Gannon 

Martin  E.  Gannon  who  was  born  in  Hudson  on  Sep¬ 
tember  8th,  1896,  still  makes  his  home  in  this  city.  His 
father  M.  Gannon,  lives  here  but  his  mother  Mrs.  Solome 
Gannon  passed  away  in  Hudson  in  1914  When  Martin 
Gannon  left  the  school  rooms  of  Hudson  he  learned  the 
trade  of  a  mill  repairman.  On  June  19th,  1916,  his  first 
military  experience  began  with  his  enlistment  in  Company 
F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  That  sum¬ 
mer  he  was  initiated  into  army  camp  life  during  a  two 
months’  stay  at  Camp  Whitman.,  With  all  other  National 
Guardsmen  Corporal  Gannon  was  called  into  Federal  serv- 
ive  on  July  20th,  1917,  by  presidential  proclamation.  The 
local  company  left  for  Fort  Niagara  on  July  29th  where 
it  underwent  intensive  training  for  three  months.  In 
October  Company  F  boarded  trains  for  Camp.  Wadsworth, 
South  Carolina.  There  Gannon  was  placed  in  Company  D. 
102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division.  With  this  unit 
he  embarked  for  Brest  on  June  14th,  1918.  For  three 
months  Gannon  served  on  the  Meuse-Argonne  sector.  He 
took  active  part  in  the  battles  of  La  Claire,  Chattaneourt, 
Le  Mort  Hommes,  (Cote  295)  Marre,  Charny,  Cumiers, 
Boise  de  Forges,  Gerecourt,  Bras,  Vacherauville,  Sanog- 
neux,  Houmont,  Fermes,  Warville,  and  Reville.  Corporal 
Gannon  embarked  for  the  United  States  in  March,  1919. 
On  April  3rd  following  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 
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Thomas  Martin  Gannon 

Thomas  M.  Gannon,  the  son  of  John 
Joseph  and  Anne  Elizabeth  Gannon 
of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Stockport  on 
June  1st,  1808,  He  gained  a  gram¬ 
mar  school  education  at  Saint 
Mary’s  Academy  in  Hudson  before 
starting  to  earn  a  livelihood.  On 
April  2'5th,  1915,  Gannon  enlisted  in 
the  local  Company  F  of  the  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
On  July  20th,  1917,  the  National 
Guardsmen  were  called  into  Federal  service  by  presi¬ 
dential  proclamation.  Nine  days  later  Company  F  went 
to  Fort  Niagara  to  receive  intensive  military  training. 
Three  months  later  it  entrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth. 
There  Private  Gannon  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  107th 
Infantry,  27th  Division.  He  served  for  ten  days  at  New¬ 
port  News  before  embarking  for  Brest.  Overseas  Gannon 
served  on  the  Belgium  front  for  five  months.  He  engaged 
in  the  battles  of  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Dickebush  sector, 
La  Selle  River,  and  the  Hindenburg  Line.  Private  Gannon 
was  wounded  three  times  and  gassed  once.  He  received 
two  wounds  in  the  hand  and  one  in  the  leg.  These  injuries 
together  with  being  gassed  held  him  in  the  hospital  for 
seven  weeks.  On  March  6th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  coun¬ 
try  and  received  his  discharge  the  second  day  of  the  month 
following  as  a  1st  Class  Private. 


David  Gardenier 

David  Gardenier,  the  son  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Rathbone 
Gardenier  of  Chatham  and  the  late  Aaron  Benedict  Gar¬ 
denier,  was  born  in  Chatham  on  May  30th,  1896.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Chatham  High  School  in  1914,  and  entered 
Union  College  in  September.  In  the  summer  of  1916  Gar¬ 
denier  went  on  a  naval  cruise.  After  studying  for  three 
years  at  Union  Gardenier  enlisted  in  the  Army  on  August 
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24th,  1917.  He  was  sent  to  the  First  Officers’  Training 
Camp  at  Madison  Barracks.  He  spent  a  short  time  at  Fort 
Lee.  While  in  training  at  Camp  Dix,  he  was  at  first  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  B,  311th  Infantry,  78th  Division,  and  later 
commissioned  as  a  1st  Lieutenant  and  assigned  as  an  intel¬ 
ligence  officer  to  the  Headquarters  Company  of  the  59th 
Pioneer  Infantry.  On  September  1st,  1918,  he  left  a 
port  of  embarkation  for  France.  Lieutenant  Gardenier 
effected  a  transfer  to  his  original  outfit,  the  311th,  78th 
Division,  which  was  then  serving  on  the  firing  line.  It  was 
just  ten  days  before  the  armistice  was  signed  that  Gar¬ 
denier  joined  his  old  outfit,  and  was  placed  in  charge  of 
Company  B.  He  fought  with  it  at  Grandpre  in  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  Offensive.  After  the  cessation  of  hostilities  he 
returned  to  this  country  where  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  July  3rd,  1919. 


Wilbur  Ambrose  Gardenier 

Mellenville  was  the  birthplace  of  Wil¬ 
bur  A.  Gardenier  who  was  born  in 
that  village  on  March  28th,  1895. 
His  mother  is  still  living,  but  his 
father,  Charles  Gardenier,  died  at 
Old  Chatham  in  1909.  Soon  after 
his  education  in  the  Hudson  gram¬ 
mar  schools  was  completed,  Gar¬ 
denier  took  a  position  as  teamster 
for  a  local  mill.  On  May  10th,  1917, 
he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  The  National  Guards 
were  federalized  on  July  20tli  of  that  year  and  on  the  29th 
of  the  same  month  the  local  company  —  “  F  ”  —  went  to 
Fort  Niagara  for  training.  In  October  Company  F  was 
ordered  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  for  further 
training.  There  Gardenier  was  assigned  to  Company  F, 
107th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  He  was  a  First  Class  Pri¬ 
vate.  On  May  10th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  France.  There  he 
served  on  the  Belgium,  Cambrai  and  Saint  Quentin  Fronts 
for  six  months.  He  served  in  battles  at  East  Poperinghe 
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Line,  Dickebush  sector,  Hindenbnrg  Line,  La  Selle  River, 
Saint  Souplet  Zone,  Kemmel  Hill,  Vierstadt  Ridge  and 
Saint  Maurice  River.  On  February  6th,  1919,  Private 
Gardenier  returned  to  this  country  and  received  his  hon¬ 
orable  discharge  on  April  2nd  following. 


William  Gardner 

William  Gardner  now  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  formerly  of  Claverack, 
was  born  in  New  York  City  on  Sep¬ 
tember  3rd,  1891.  His  father,  Dr. 
W.  S.  Gardner,  lives  in  New  York, 
but  his  mother  died  there  in  1915. 
He  went  through  the  grammar  and 
high  schools  in  New  York  and  then 
studied  chemistry  and  chemical 
engineering  at  Rensselaer  Polytech¬ 
nic  Institute  and  Columbia  Univer¬ 
sity.  He  followed  the  profession  of  a  chemical  engineer, 
manufacturing  acetylene  gas  and  oxygen.  He  gave  up  his 
civil  occupation  on  April  23rd,  1917,  when  he  volunteered 
to  serve  in  the  Medical  Corps.  He  trained  at  Camps 
Merrit.  Dix  and  at  Governor’s  Island.  Gardner  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  First  Class  Private  and  later  to  the 
rank  of  Sergeant  in  the  Post  Graduate  Unit.  On  May  29tli, 
1917,  this  unit  left  the  port  of  embarkation  for  Saint 
Nazaire,  France.  Sergeant  Gardner  served  in  the  Motor 
Transport  Service  and  at  the  General  Headquarters  in 
Chaumont,  France.  He  was  engaged  in  the  establishment 
of  Base  Hospital  No.  8,  Savenay,  and  was  also  stationed 
at  Loire,  and  Neuf chateau.  He  served  on  the  Toul,  Bac- 
carrat,  Chateau  Thierry,  Verdun  and  Saint  Mihiel  sectors. 
In  December,  1918,  he  returned  to  this  country  but  went 
back  again  to  France.  Sergeant  Gardner  finally  received 
his  honorable  discharge  in  March  of  1919. 
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Edward  Nelson  Gardner 

Edward  N.  Gardner  was  born  in  Chatham  on  September 
23rd,  189'2.  His  parents  are  Edward  N.  and  Hattie  E. 
Gardner  of  Chatham.  Shortly  after  he  left  the  Chatham 
High  School  Gardner  took  a  position  as  a  chauffeur.  When 
Congress  issued  a  call  for  soldiers,  on  May  23rd,  1917, 
he  volunteered  his  services.  He  was  immediately  ordered 
to  Fort  Totten  and  assigned  to  Company  E,  llth  Engi¬ 
neers.  On  July  14th,  1917,  he  embarked  for  France. 
Private  Gardner  served  at  Cambria,  Chateau-Thierry  and 
in  the  Saint  Miliiel  and  Argonne  Offensives.  On  April  27th, 
1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  on  May  6th  following. 


Claude  Hand  Garner 

Claude  H.  Garner,  the  son  of  Franklin 
and  Maybelle  H.  Garner  of  Chatham 
Centre,  was  born  in  Chatham  on 
July  27th,  1892.  He  attended  the 
grammar  and  high  schools  of 
Chatham  before  he  learned  the 
machinist’s  trade.  On  June  14th, 
1917,  Garner  enlisted  in  the  Medical 
Corps  in  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts. 
He  married  Miss  Kathryn  Vary  in 
that  city  on  November  27th,  1917. 
For  eleven  months  Garner  served  at  Camp  Devens  before 
he  left  these  shores  on  July  10th,  1918,  as  Sergeant  in  the 
303rd  Ambulance  Company,  301st  Sanitary  Train,  76th 
Division,  4th  Army  Corps.  After  his  debarkation  at  Car¬ 
diff,  Wales,  Garner  sailed  for  France  where  he  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Saint  Amant,  Montrond,  and  Gioussouvre,  in 
France  and  at  Andernach  in  Germany.  Sergenat  Garner 
served  from  September  26th  to  November  llth,  1918,  on 
the  Meuse-Argonne  sector.  On  June  13th,  1919,  he  landed 
in  America  where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
June  20th,  1919. 
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Nathan  David  Garnsey 

Clifton  Park,  New  York,  was  the  orig¬ 
inal  home  of  Nathan  D.  Garnsey,  the 
son  of  Mrs.  A.  S.  Garnsey  of  Round 
Lake,  New  York.  He  was  born  in 
Clifton  Park  on  February  23,  1864. 
His  father  died  there  in  1876.  Dr. 
Garnsey  went  through  the  common 
school  course  in  Clifton  Park,  at¬ 
tended  high  school  at  Union  Clas¬ 
sical  Institute  in  Schenectady, 
and  began  his  college  course  at  the 
University  of  Rochester.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
Medical  College  and  from  the  College  of  Pharmacy  in 
Albany  in  1891.  That  same  year  he  opened  his  practice 
of  medicine  in  the  village  of  Kinderliook.  On  April 
17th,  1895,  Dr.  Garnsey  married  Miss  Ella  Van  Alstyne 
Hosford  in  Kinderhook.  On  June  30th,  1917,  shortly 
after  the  United  States  entered  the  World  War  he 
enlisted  in  the  Medical  Corps  and  received  a  first,  lieu¬ 
tenant’s  commission.  He  served  at  a  base  hospital,  at 
Camp  Wheeler  and  at  the  Coast  Defenses  of  Long  Island 
Sound.  The  year  after  the  close  of  the  war  Lieutenant 
Garnsey  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  2nd, 
1919.  il  l 


Arthur  Ernest  Garrison 

Ancram  has  been  the  home  of  Arthur  E.  Garrison  since 
his  birth  there  on  May  18th,  1889.  His  mother,  Mrs. 
Merrilla  Garrison  lives  in  Ancram,  but  his  father  passed 
away  in  that  village  in  1913.  Arthur  Garrison  finished  the 
common  school  course  in  the  district  school  of  his  native 
town,  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade,  and  since  1914  has 
been  in  the  contracting  business.  His  wife  was  formerly 
Miss  Irene  B.  Farrell.  On  May  11th,  1918,  he  was  enrolled 
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in  the  Army  by  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson.  From  then 
until  his  trip  abroad  he  served  in  Camps  Hancock  and 
Upton,  and  at  Fort  Slocum.  On  July  30th,  1918,  Private 
Garrison  sailed  for  Liverpool,  with  Company  B,  109th 
Machine  Gun  Battalion,  28th  Division.  For  three  months 
he  served  on  the  Alsace  Lorraine  sector.  He  took  active 
part  in  the  battles  of  Fismes,  the  Argonne  Forest,  Thia- 
court,  and  Meuse.  On  June  29th,  1919,  he  landed  in  the 
United  States,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
May  5th  following. 


Claude  Garrison 

Claude  Garrison  of  Stockport  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
July  31st,  1890.  His  parents  are  George  Lester  and  Ada 
Garrison  of  Hudson.  He  gained  a  common  school  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  Hudson  public  schools,  then  studied  electrical 
engineering,  and  from  1916  until  the  time  of  his  enlistment 
he  held  a  position  as  a  hydro-electric  engineer,  operating  a 
hydro-electric  engine  in  the  Crescent  Power  House  of 
Waterford.  Previous  to  the  World  War  Garrison  was  for 
five  years  a  member  of  the  local  company  of  the  New  York 
National  Guard.  On  July  14th,  1918,  he  again  enlisted, 
this  time  for  federal  service.  Garrison  spent  one  month  at 
New  York  University,  receiving  special  training,  one  week 
at  Fort  Williams,  and  served  four  months  at  Fort  McKin¬ 
ley,  doing  post  guard  duty  with  the  Automatic  Replacemen i 
Company,  Coast  Artillery  Corps.  For  three  weeks  Private 
Garrison  was  ill  with  influenza  in  the  hospital  at  Fort 
McKinley.  On  December  21st,  1918,  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge.  On  August  20th,  1913,  Garrison  married 
Miss  Gertrude  Herberg  at  Stottville,  N.  Y. 
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Le  Roy  Garrison 

Le  Roy  Garrison,  the  son  of  George 
Lester  and  Ada  Mae  Garrison  of 
Hudson,  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
November  20th,  1892.  His*  educa¬ 
tion  was  gained  in  the  public  schools 
of  Hudson.  In  January,  1914,  Gar¬ 
rison  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
When  Congress  declared  war  in 
1917  he  was  still  a  member  of  this 
unit.  On  July  20th  of  that  year  the 
national  guardsmen  were  called  into  federal  service  by 
presidential  proclamation.  Nine  days  later  Garrison  went 
to  Fort  Niagara  with  Company  F  of  Hudson.  After  four 
months  the  company  was  ordered  to  Camp  Wadsworth  to 
receive  further  instructions  in  military  tactics.  Private 
Garrison  sailed  for  Brest  in  July,  1918,  attached  to  Com¬ 
pany  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry.  At  the  Front  he  served  in 
the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives  and  after 
the  close  of  the  war  he  went  into  Germany  with  the  Army 
of  Occupation.  Early  in  July,  1919,  he  landed  in  America 
with  the  rank  of  Sergeant  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  the  10th  of  that  same  month. 


Frank  Amsted  Garvey 


Chatham  is  the  native  town  of  Frank 
Amsted  Garvey,  who  was  born  on 
July  24th,  .1894.  His  parents,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Henry  John  Garvey,  died 
in  Chatham.  Before  taking  up  the 
auto  mechanic’s  trade  Frank  Gar¬ 
vey  completed  his  schooling  in  the 
Chatham  Union  School.  His  wife 
was  formerly  Miss  Vera  Everett 
Gage.  Garrison  enlisted  in  the 
Army  at  Poughkeepsie  on  December 
3d,  1917.  He  trained  at  Rock  Island,  and  at  Camp  Dodge 
20 
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in  Iowa.  On  March  10th,  1918,  he  disembarked  at  Brest 
with  a  Company  of  the  Ordnance  Department.  At  the  front 
Corporal  Garvey  served  as  a  truck  driver  in  battles  on  the 
Argonne,  Vesle  and  Toni  sectors,  in  the  battles  of  Soissons, 
Chateau  Thierry,  and  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  Drive.  Garrison 
was  wounded  in  action  on  May  1st,  when  an  ammunition 
dump  blew  up  and  a  flying  fragment  of  shell  struck  him 
injuring  his  face  and  left  eye.  Corporal  Garvey  was  ill 
with  mastoiditus  for  seven  weeks,  besides  the  time  he  spent 
in  the  hospital  with  his  wounds.  On  March  26th,  1919,  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Ralph  Garvey 

In  the  town  of  Hillsdale,  Columbia  County,  Ralph 
Garvey  was  born  on  the  22nd  day  of  December,  1895.  He 
received  his  grade  and  high  school  education  in  Kinder  - 
hook  and  Valatie  and  afterwards  engaged  in  the  work  of 
farming,  salesmanship  and  motor  mechanics.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  19tli,  1917,  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  he  volunteered  for  mili¬ 
tary  service,  and  trained  at  Camp  Sherman  from  that  date 
until  March  30th,  1918,  and  at  Camp  Devens  from  March 
30th  to  July  10th,  1918,  when  he  sailed  for  Brest,  France. 
As  a  Corporal  in  Company  A,  602nd  Engineers,  he  served 
on  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  sectors,  and  was 
on  the  latter  sector  when  the  armistice  was  declared.  He 
also  served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  until  his 
return  to  the  United  States  on  June  27th,  1919.  On  July 
21st,  1919,  he  received  his  discharge  from  service.  Mr. 
Garvey’s  parents  are  Davis  Disbrow  Garvey  and  Florence 
Garvey  of  Kinderhook.  His  wife,  to  whom  he  was  married 
on  July  9th,  1920,  at  Akron,  Ohio,  was  Lelia  Esta  Walker. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Garvey  now  reside  in  Kinderhook. 


Wright  Barnes  Garvey 

Wright  B.  Garvey  was  the  son  of  the  late  Henry  J.  and 
Delia  V.  Garvey.  He  now  makes  his  home  in  Schenectady, 
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but  spent  liis  boyhood  in  Chatham,  where  he  was  born  on 
March  5th,  1892.  Garvey  graduated  from  the  Chatham 
High  School.  Thereafter  he  was  employed  as  a  designer 
of  machinery  and  tools  until  his  selection  for  military  duty 
by  the  Local  Board  of  our  county.  On  September  21st, 
1917,  he  became  a  private  in  the  army.  He  was  with  the 
301st  Engineers,  with  the  14th  Engineers  and  also  with  the 
Enlisted  Ordnance  Corps  at  AYatertown,  at  the  Officers 
Training  School  and  at  the  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  in 
Maryland.  He  became  a  candidate  at  the  officers  training 
school.  Garvey  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  December  17th,  1918. 


William  Austin  Gaskell 

Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train, 
27th  Division,  had  on  its  roster  the 
name  of  William  Austin  Gaskell. 
He  was  born  in  Hudson,  New  York, 
on  the  26th  of  March,  1887,  the  son 
of  John  and  Carrie  Gaskell  of  15 
North  2nd  Street,  Hudson.  Gaskell 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools, 
leaving  to  accept  employment  in  a 
florist’s  shop.  He  later  was  employed 
at  one  of  the  large  knitting  mills  of 
the  city.  On  March  3rd,  1908,  Gaskell  enlisted  in  Com 
pany  P,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  Gaskell 
served  as  Corporal  of  Company  F,  at  Camp  AYhitman, 
during  the  Mexican  trouble.  Company  F  was  mustered 
into  federal  service  July  20th,  1917,  and  nine  days  later 
they  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  N.  Y.,  where  training 
followed  for  about  three  months.  The  company  left  Fori 
Niagara  in  the  fall  for  Spartansburg.  Gaskell  trained  at 
Camp  AVadsworth,  South  Carolina,  for  eleven  months, 
during  which  time  he  became  identified  with  Company  D, 
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120nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division.  The  unit  left  the 
States  for  foreign  service  on  June  14th,  1918,  and  landed 
at  Brest,  France,  thirteen  days  later.  After  training  a 
short  time  at  Camp  DeSouge,  the  unit  advanced  to  the 
front,  where  the  102nd  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  at 
Chattaucourt.  Le  Claire,  Bois  de  Forges,  the  Argonne  and 
Verdun.  Gaskell  landed  on  American  soil  March  11th, 
1919,  and  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
April  3rd,  1919.  He  has  since  re-enlisted. 


Wilfred  Gates 

Ludlow,  Massachusetts,  was  the  birtlrplace  of  Wilfred 
Gates.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  18th  of  May,  1893, 
the  son  of  Nelson  and  Louise  Gates,  now  of  Philmont.  He 
attended  the  Philmont  schools  until  1912,  when  he  accepted 
employment  in  one  of  the  knitting  mills  of  Philmont.  Gates 
married  Miss  Ada  Jones  at  Philmont.  While  employed  at 
Adams,  Massachusetts,  he  served  for  six  and  a  half  years 
with  the  Massachusetts  State  National  Guard.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  14th,  1917,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service.  His  contingent  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  where  it  was  stationed  for  about  a  month.  Gates  was 
then  transferred  to  Camp  Greene,  South  Carolina,  where 
he  trained  for  the  following  two  months,  during  which  time 
he  became  a  member  of  Company  G,  61st  Infantry,  5th 
Division.  On  May  18th,  1918,  Gates  left  the  States  with 
his  unit  for  foreign  service.  Landing  was  made  at  Brest, 
France,  the  latter  part  of  May.  From  here  they  entrained 
for  Camp  La  Poleans,  where  they  served  for  a  short  time. 
At  the  front  the  61st  saw  active  service  on  the  St.  Mihiel 
and  Meuse-Argonne  sectors.  Gates  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  on  July  20th,  1919,  and  six  days  later 
he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Walter  Charles  Gaylord 

Walter  Charles  Gaylord  who  now  lives 
with  his  parents  in  Lebanon  Springs, 
was  born  in  Stephentown,  New  York, 
on  the  9th  of  May,  1895,  the  son  of 
Mordecai  and  Delia  Gaylord.  He 
acquired  his  education  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  schools  of  Lebanon  Springs, 
leaving  in  1910  to  help  operate  the 
family  farm.  On  August  5th,  1918, 
the  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  Gaylord  for  military  serv¬ 
ice.  He  was  assigned  to  the  52nd  Company,  13th  Battalion, 
and  served  with  this  unit  a  month  at  Syracuse  Camp.  He 
later  served  a  month  at  Lakehurst,  New  Jersey.  Gaylord 
was  then  transferred  to  the  Gas  Defense  Division,  attached 
to  the  Chemical  Warfare  Service,  and  in  this  capacity 
served  at  Astoria,  Long  Island  and  Eygpt,  Pennsylvania, 
until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  March  4th, 
1919. 


Christine  Edna  Gehbauer 

Christine  Edna  Gehbauer  was  born  in 
Mellenville,  N.  Y.,  on  the  11th  of 
August,  1888,  the  daughter  of  Henry 
and  the  late  Mrs.  Henry  Gehbauer 
of  Mellenville.  Miss  Gehbauer 
received  her  early  education  in  Phil- 
mont,  and  later  was  a  student  at  the 
Hudson  High  School,  leaving  in  1901 
to  teach  school.  She  later  entered 
the  Albany  Hospital  Training 
School  for  Nurses,  graduating  as  a 
registered  nurse  in  1910.  During  the  next  seven  years  Miss 
Gehbauer  followed  her  profession  of  nursing.  On  June 
4th,  1917,  she  enlisted  as  an  Army  Nurse  at  the  U.  S.  Base 
Hospital  No.  33.  Miss  Gehbauer  left  the  States  for  over¬ 
seas’  service  May  3rd,  1918.  Landing  was  made  at  Liver- 
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pool,  England.  For  a  short  time  she  served  at  Ports¬ 
mouth,  England,  after  which  she  was  transferred  to 
France,  where  she  served  at  Base  Hospitals  Nos.  65,  69  and 
214,  at  Camp  Kerhnon,  Savenay  and  Brest.  Miss  Gehbauer 
returned  to  the  States  with  her  unit  on  August  10th,  1919, 
and  shortly  afterwards  received  her  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Philip  George  Gerlach 

Philip  George  Gerlach  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  on  the  18th 
of  July,  1898,  the  son  of  Max  and 
Frances  Gerlach  of  50  North  Second 
Street,  Hudson.  Gerlach  attended 
the  Hudson  public  schools  until 
1907,  when  he  left  to  learn  the 
plumber’s  trade.  At  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  his  apprenticeship  Gerlach 
accepted  employment  as  a  plumber 
and  has  since  then  been  occupied  at 
that  trade.  Gerlach  married  Miss  Florence  Martha  Hough- 
taling  at  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  on  the  30th  of  May,  1918.  On  the 
4th  of  October,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected 
him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following 
day  for  Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y.,  where  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  25th  Recruit  Company  until  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  the  10th  of  December,  1918. 


Jeremiah  Geron 

Company  D,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division,  numbered  as 
one  of  its  members  Jeremiah  Geron  of  Hudson,  New  York. 
Geron  was  originally  from  Brooklyn,  where  he  was  born 
on  the  6th  of  March,  1889,  the  son  of  John  and  Josephine 
Geron.  He  completed  the  elementary  course  in  the  New 
York  public  schools,  after  which  he  accepted  employment 
with  the  Hudson  Fibre  Company,  Hudson,  N.  Y.  While  a 
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resident  of  the  city  Geron  served  for  two  years  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard  and  as  part  of  this  unit  Geron  served  two 
months  at  Camp  Whitman,  N.  Y.,  during  the  Mexican  trou¬ 
ble.  The  company  was  mustered  into  federal  service  on 
July  20th,  1917,  and  nine  days  later  left  for  Fort  Niagara, 
where  they  trained  for  three  months.  They  were  then 
transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where 
Geron  became  a  member  of  Company  D,  107th  Infantry, 
27th  Division.  After  seven  months  of  intensive  training  at 
Wadsworth  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  the  25th  of  May,  1918.  At  the  front  the  107th  saw 
active  service  on  the  Dickebush,  Hindenburg  Line  and  East 
Poperinghe  sectors  in  Belgium.  Geron  returned  to  the 
states  with  his  unit  in  March,  1919,  and  on  the  2nd  of 
April,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Thomas  William  Gibbons 

Thomas  William  Gibbons  was  born  in  Stottville,  on  the 
14th  of  May,  1891,  the  son  of  Mary  and  the  late  James 
Gibbons  of  Stottville.  He  received  his  education  in  the 
district  school  of  his  native  village,  leaving  in  1906  to 
accept  employment  as  textile  worker.  He  was  thus  occu¬ 
pied  until  September  19th,  1918,  when  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  service.  He 
was  assigned  to  Company  B,  Students  Armv  Training 
Corps,  connected  with  New  York  ITniversitv.  He  trained 
in  this  capacity  in  New  York  City  until  December  19th, 
1918,  on  which  date  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Benedict  Gifford 

Benedict  Gifford  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  New 
York,  on  the  19th  of  June,  1889,  the  son  of  Marian  and  the 
late  Malcolm  Gifford  of  345  Allen  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools,  and  was  graduated 
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from  Williams  College  with  the  class  of  1910.  Since  then  he 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Gifford-Wood  Company  at  Hud¬ 
son,  N.  Y.  On  April  25th,  1916,  Gifford  married  Miss 
Frances  Lewis  Marsh  at  New  York  City  and  they  have  a 
daughter,  Frances  Lewis.  Gifford  has  served  for  several 
years  as  1st  Lieutenant  and  later  Captain  of  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  On  January  5th, 
1918,  Gifford  enlisted  in  the  United  State  Infantry.  He 
was  commissioned  2d  Lieutenant  and  assigned  to  Company 
B,  371st  Infantry.  As  a  member  of  this  unit  Gifford 
trained  at  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  for  about  ten  months,  after 
which  on  August  25th,  1918,  he  left  the  States  with  his  unit 
for  foreign  service.  After  landing  at  Brest,  France,  the 
371st  was  attached  to  the  159th  French  Division  and 
advanced  to  the  front  and  served  actively  on  the  Vosges 
sector,  and  took  active  part  in  the  battle  of  Fete  de  Faux. 
Gifford  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  February 
11th,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  serv¬ 
ice  on  February  22nd,  1919. 


Isaac  Collier  Gifford 

Isaac  Collier  Gifford  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  on  the  27th  of 
October,  1894,  the  son  of  Arthur  and 
Grace  Gifford  of  Gifford  Place,  Hud¬ 
son,  New  York.  Gifford  attended 
the  Hudson  public  schools,  the  Hud¬ 
son  High  School  and  was  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  the  Hotchkiss  Preparatory 
School  and  a  member  of  the  grad¬ 
uating  class  of  1917,  Yale  Univer¬ 
sity.  For  the  following  six  months 
Gifford  was  employed  at  the  Stewart  Davit  Corporation, 
which  was  equipping  the  United  States  Emergency  Fleet 
with  davits.  On  November  11th,  1917,  Gifford  enlisted  at 
Washington  at  a  volunteer  in  the  Ordnance  Department. 
He  was  assigned  to  the  Machine  Gun  School  at  Spring- 
field,  Massachusetts,  where  after  a  course  of  training  he 
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was  promoted  to  Sergeant  and  assigned  to  the  Technical 
Detachment  of  Ordnance,  which  department  prepared 
machine  gun  fire  control  data  for  the  American  Expedition¬ 
ary  Forces  and  also  instructed  enlisted  men  in  the  use  of 
Browning  machine  guns.  Gifford  was  commissioned  2nd 
Lieutenant  of  the  Technical  Detachment  and  in  this 
capacity  he  served  at  Camps  McClellan,  Sheridan,  Shelby, 
Meade,  Borden  Brook,  and  at  Miami,  Florida,  until  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  the  service  on  April  28th,  1919. 


Malcolm  Gifford,  Junior 

The  first  of  Hudson  boys  to  make 
the  supreme  sacrifice  was  Malcolm 
Gifford,  Jr.  He  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  on  the  7th  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  1896,  the  son  of  the  late  Mal¬ 
colm  and  Marian  Gifford  of  345 
Allen  Street.  He  attended  the  Hud¬ 
son  public  schools,  Williston  Semi¬ 
nary,  and  had  completed  his  junior 
year  at  Williams  College  when  he 
enlisted  in  the  Canadian  Artillery  at 
Montreal,  Province  of  Quebec,  on  the  7th  of  February, 
1917.  Gifford  was  assigned  to  the  79th  Battery,  Canadian 
Field  Artillery,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  left 
for  foreign  service  on  the  7th  of  April,  1917,  and 
landed  at  Liverpool,  England,  the  latter  part  of  the  same 
month.  Gifford  received  two  months  of  intensive  artillery 
training  at  Camps  Shorncliffe  and  Whitley,  England,  at 
the  completion  of  which  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
gunner  and  assigned  to  the  43d  Howitzer  Battery,  Cana¬ 
dian  Field  Artillery,  with  which  he  served  actively  for  the 
following  two  months  on  the  Ypres,  Passchendaele  Ridge 
and  Flanders  front,  where  on  the  8th  of  November,  1917, 
he  was  killed  in  action.  Gifford  was  laid  to  rest  with  full 
military  honors. 
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John  Joseph  Gilfoy 

Jolm  Joseph  Gilfoy,  who  now  lives  in  Philmont  with  his 
parents  Thomas  and  Mary  Gilfoy  was  born  in  Columbia- 
ville,  N.  Y.,  on  the  7th  of  April,  1897  He  attended  the 
Philmont  schools  until  1914,  when  he  accepted  employment 
with  a  railroad  company  On  January  25th,  1918,  Gilfoy 
volunteered  his  services  as  fireman  in  the  United  States 
Navy.  Gilfoy ’s  land  service  consisted  of  three  months  at 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  two  months  at  Philadelphia,  one 
month  at  Bay  Ridg’e,  Brooklyn,  and  two  weeks  at  Hamp¬ 
ton  Roads.  He  was  then  assigned  to  transport  duty  and 
in  this  capacity  he  served  on  the  U.  S.  ships  Maine,  Upshur, 
Mobile,  Cape  Finisterre.  Landing  was  made  on  each  trip 
at  Brest,  France.  Gilfoy  was  a  member  of  the  crew  of 
the  U.  S.  S.  Upshur,  when  she  was  the  first  ship  to  rescue 
soldiers  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Northern  Pacific,  which  was 
aground  off  Fire  Island.  Gilfoy  also  served  on  a  United 
States  patrol  boat  which  served  in  patrol  of  the  seas  during 
the  transatlantic  areo  flight.  In  this  service  landings  were 
made  at  Ponto  Delgoda.  and  the  Azores.  Gilfoy  landed  on 
American  soil  August  17th,  1919,  and  on  November  25th, 
1919,  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


John  A.  Gill 

Astoria,  Long  Island,  was  the  birthplace  of  John  A.  Gill. 
He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  28th  of  August,  1894,  the 
son  of  Matilda  and  W.  H.  Gill,  now  of  Bridgeport,  Con¬ 
necticut.  Gill  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Astoria,  leaving  in  1908  to  learn  a  mechanic’s  trade. 
At  the  completion  of  his  training  he  accepted  employment 
in  a  machine  shop  as  tool  maker.  On  September  5th,  1917, 
Gill  married  Miss  Ada  May  Iliscox  at  Ghent,  New  York. 
He  was  selected  for  military  service  in  September  of  1917. 
He  trained  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  for  about  a 
month,  during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  E,  102nd  Infantry,  26th  Division.  The  unit  landed 
at  Liverpool,  England,  October  27th,  1917,  and  a  little  later 
crossed  the  channel  and  landed  at  a  French  port.  At  the 
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front  the  102nd  saw  active  service  on  the  Chateau  Thierry, 
St.  Mihiel,  Toul,  and  Soissons  sectors,  from  March  25th 
1918,  until  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Gill  returned  to 
the  States  with  his  unit  on  April  9th  1919,  and  on  the  29th 
of  the  same  month  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


John  Henry  Gill 

John  H.  Gill,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Gill  of 
Harrisville,  New  York,  was  born  in  Harrisville  on  July 
19th,  1894.  His  schooling  consisted  of  a  grammar,  high 
school  and  business  college  education  gained  in  Harris¬ 
ville  and  Poughkeepsie.  Since  going  to  work  Gill  has  been 
employed  chiefly  as  a  stenographer.  On  July  16th,  1917, 
he  enlisted  as  a  Landsman  Quartermaster  in  the  Naval 
Aviation  Service,  through  a  recruiting  station  in  Albany. 
On  April  25th  of  the  following  year  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  because  of  inability  to  pass  the  rigorous 
physical  tests  given  early  in  the  war.  He  was  later 
inducted  into  service  on  July  27th,  1918,  and  assigned  to 
the  Headquarters  Company,  209th  Engineers,  9th  Division. 
He  served  at  Camps  Forest  and  Sheridan.  At  the  time  of 
his  honorable  discharge  on  February  9th,  1919,  John  H. 
Gill  held  the  rank  of  Color-iSergeant. 


Arthur  Delavan  Gillet 

From  New  Lebanon  came  Arthur  D. 
Gillet.  He  was  born  in  that  village 
on  May  15th,  1888,  the  son  of 
Charles  B.  and  Amanda  D.  Gillet, 
now  of  Lebanon  Springs.  He  gained 
his  elementary  education  in  the 
schools  of  his  native  village  and 
Round  Lake,  before  entering  the 
Chatham  and  Pittsfield  High 
Schools.  In  1910  Gillet  started  a 
poultry  farm  in  Lebanon  Springs 
and  continued  in  this  business  until  his  enlistment.  On 
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June  3rd,  1914,  Arthur  Gillet  married  Miss  Eva  Spier 
Crego.  During  the  war  he  was  selected  by  our  Local 
Board  for  military  duty.  Having  waived  deferred  classi¬ 
fication  he  enlisted  in  the  aviation  service  on  August  1st, 
1918.  Private  Gillet  trained  at  Kelly  Field  with  the  6th 
Company,  Casual  Detachment,  Air  Service  Aircraft  Pro¬ 
duction.  Six  weeks  later  he  was  sent  to  Buffalo,  where  he 
served  as  a  chaffeur,  holding  the  rank  of  Corporal  in  the 
15th  detachment  of  the  Air  Service,  Aircraft  Production. 
Later  he  went  on  detached  duty  for  this  same  branch  of 
the  service.  On  March  14th,  1919,  Corporal  Gillet  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Ransom  Hooker  Gillet 

Bansom  Hooker  Gillet  was  born  in  New  Lebanon  on 
February  25tli,  1877.  When  he  was  about  one 
year  old  his  father,  Silas  Wright  Gillett,  passed  away  at 
Lebanon  Springs.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Abbie  Wood  Gillet 
died  in  1907.  When  his  high  school  course  was  completed 
Gillett  studied  for  a  year  and  a  half  at  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy.  He  graduated  from  Yale  University  in 
1900,  and  afterwards  from  Albany  Law  School.  After  his 
admission  to  the  bar  of  New  York  State,  Gillet  practiced 
law  in  Troy,  Albany  and  New  Lebanon  Center.  On 
February  12th,  1908,  he  married  Miss  Florence  Helen 
Curtis  in  New  York  City.  Nine  years  later  he  was  left  a 
widower.  Prior  to  the  World  War  Gillet  served  for  seven¬ 
teen  years  with  the  New  York  National  Guard  of  Troy  in 
which  unit  he  rose  from  the  rank  of  private  to  major.  On 
July  20th,  1917,  the  National  Guardsmen  were  called  into 
federal  service.  Gillet  was  assigned  to  the  1st  and  later  to 
the  3rd  Battalion,  106th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  On  this 
side  he  served  at  Camp  Wadsworth  for  five  months.  On 
May  8th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest.  Overseas  Major  Gillet 
was  Stationed  in  Flanders  and  Picardy  and  in  the  School 
of  the  Line  at  Langres.  He  then  advanced  to  the  firing 
fine  where  he  served  for  six  months  in  Belgium  and 
Northern  France.  Gillet  took  active  part  in  the  battles  of 
Mount  Kemmel,  Vierstadt  Cross  Road,  and  the  Hinden- 
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burg  Line.  He  was  wounded  four  times,  and  retired  to 
the  hospital  with  gun  shot  wounds  in  the  right  arm  and 
chest,  a  perforated  lung,  and  gas  poisoning.  When  Major 
Gillet  returned  to  this  country  on  March  6th,  1919,  his 
hand  was  still  partially  but  permanently  paralyzed.  He 
received  a  Colonel’s  commission  which  he  now  holds  in  the 
New  York  National  Guard.  Since  his  return  to  this  coun¬ 
try  Colonel  Gillet  has  been  cited  by  the  French  govern¬ 
ment  for  bravery  under  fire. 


John  Westfield  Gillette,  Jr. 

John  Westfield  Gillette,  of  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts,  formerly  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  Greendale  on  August 
26tli,  1892.  His  parents  are  Grace 
James  Gillette  and  the  late  John  W. 
Gillette  of  Hudson.  John  Gillette 
studied  at  Hudson  High  School, 
Westminster  School  and  Williams 
College.  He  was  graduated  from 
Williams  in  1914,  took  a  course  at 
the  Cornell  Summer  School,  and  in 
1915  started  to  work  as  a  scientific  poultry  farmer  on  the 
Gillette  farm  at  Greendale.  On  October  27th,  1917,  John 
W.  Gillette,  Jr.,  married  Miss  Louise  Dawson  Black  at 
Princeton,  New  Jersey.  They  now  have  one  son,  John 
Westfield  Gillette,  3d.  On  August  10th,  1916,  Gillette 
entered  the  Plattsburgh  Civilian  Camp  as  a  Private  and 
trained  there  until  September  5th.  He  was  commissioned 
a  2d  Lieutenant  and  soon  after  the  United  States  entered 
the  war  Lieutenant  Gillette  was  called  into  active  service. 
He  was  placed  in  the  33rd  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  11th 
Division.  He  served  at  Madison  Barracks,  Fort  Ogle¬ 
thorpe,  Camps  Lee,  Hancock  and  Mead,  for  most  of  the 
time  as  an  instructor.  Lieutenant  Gillette  soon  rose  to 
the  rank  of  1st  Lieutenant,  then  to  the  rank  of  Captain 
and  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  active 
service  on  January  31st,  1919,  at  Camp  Mead  he  held  the 
post  of  Major  in  the  United  States  Army. 
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William  Gillette 

William  Gillette  was  born  in  Sckodack 
on  July  3rd,  1887.  His  mother,  Mrs. 
Mary  Gillette  makes  her  home  at 
Kinderhook,  where  his  father  died 
in  1907.  William  Gillette  studied  in 
the  district  school  of  Kinderhook, 
and  later  worked  in  a  knitting  mill 
wherei  he  rose  to  the  position  of 
foreman.  On  April  28th,  1918,  he 
was  enrolled  in  the  army  by  Local 
Board  No.  12  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
Private  Gillette  was  given  military  instructions  at  Camp 
Sherman  where  he  was  assigned  to  Company  B,  329th 
Infantry,  83rd  Division.  He  then  served  at  Camp  Devens, 
and  at  the  Water  Shops  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts. 
During  his  last  six  months  of  his  service  Gillette  was 
attached  to  Company  A,  8th  Battalion,  United  States 
Guards.  On  January  4th,  1919,  Private  William  Gillette 
received  his  honorable  discharge  at  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio. 


Charles  Norman  Girdler 

Charles  Norman  Girdler,  the  son  of  Richard  Harry  and 
Mary  Elizabeth  Girdler  of  East  Chatham,  was  born  in 
Canaan  on  February  25th,  1899.  From  the  time  he  left 
the  district  school  until  he  enlisted  Girdler  engaged  in 
agricultural  work.  On  February  26th,  1918,  he  enlisted 
in  the  Medical  Department  at  a  recruiting  station  in  Pitts¬ 
field.  After  training  at  Fort  Slocum,  Private  Girdler 
served  with  the  Medical  Corps  at  Edgewood  Arsenal  in 
Maryland,  one  of  the  army  posts  where  America  manu¬ 
factured  liquid  fire  and  gas.  Just  prior  to  his  honorable 
discharge  on  August  14th,  1919,  Private  Girdler  assisted 
in  caring  for  shell-shocked  army  men  who  had  returned 
from  overseas  at  St.  Elizabeth’s  Hospital,  Washington, 
D.  C. 
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Guy  Glover 

Guy  Glover  was  born  in  Philmont  on 
January  15th,  1891.  His  parents  are 
Isaac  Jay  and  Cora  Glover.  When 
he  left  the  Philmont  school  Glover 
took  a  position  in  a  factory.  On 
September  21st,  1917,  he  became  a 
soldier  of  the  United  States  Army 
after  his  selection  by  our  Local 
Board.  He  trained  at  Camp  Devens 
with  Company  A,  327tli  Infantry, 
82nd  Division.  On  April  25th,  1918, 
after  seven  months  of  drilling  at  Camp  Gordon,  Private 
Glover  sailed  for  England  on  the  United  States  Ship 
Baltic.  For  a  time  he  was  stationed  at  South  Hampton 
and  Winchester.  In  France  Glover  served  for  one  month 
each  on  the  Toul  and  Nancey  Sectors.  He  took  active  part 
in  the  battles  of  Verdun  and  Nancey.  Private  Glover  was 
wounded  in  the  left  foot  by  a  machine  gun  bullet.  The 
wound  detained  him  in  the  hospital  for  three  months.  On 
December  15th,  1918,  he  disembarked  at  an  American  port 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  January  21st  fol¬ 
lowing.  On  February  1st,  1919,  he  married  Marcella 
Bruise  at  Philmont. 


Horace  Thumlert  Glover 

Horace  Thumlert  Glover  was  born  in 
Newark,  New  Jersey,  on  the  5th  of 
February,  1898,  the  son  of  Grace  V. 
and  William  E.  Glover  of  Chatham. 
He  attended  the  public  schools  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  the  high 
school  of  Chatham,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1917.  On  the 
31st  of  August,  of  that  same  year, 
Glover  enlisted  in  the  United  States 
Navy  at  the  Albany  Recruiting  Sta¬ 
tion  as  an  Apprentice  Seaman.  He  was  assigned  to  the 
Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island  where 
21 
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lie  trained  for  three  months  after  which  he  was  assigned 
to  transport  duty  aboard  the  Kaiserin  Augusta  Victoria. 
Glover  served  in  this  capacity  throughout  the  war,  crossing 
the  Atlantic  several  times.  Overseas  he  served  at  Le 
Havre,  St.  Trojan  and  also  at  the  Naval  Air  Station  at 
Panillac.  His  first  trip  across  the  Atlantic  was  made  in 
December  of  1917,  and  his  last  return  trip  back  brought 
him  to  the  states  on  April  17th,  1919.  While  in  the  service 
Glover  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Seaman.  He 
was  a  patient  at  the  Naval  Hospital  at  Newport  and  also  at 
the  government  hospital  at  St.  Trojan,  France,  where  he 
was  ill  with  influenza  and  tonsilitis.  Seaman  Glover  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  September  20th, 
1919,  and  returned  to  his  studies  at  Syracuse  University. 


William  Newton  Glover 

William  Newton  Glover  was  born  in 
Claverack,  New  York  on  the  2nd  of 
February,  1894,  the  son  of  Stephen 
and  the  late  Ada  Glover,  formerly  of 
Philmont.  He  attended  the  Phil- 
mont  schools  until  1908,  when  he  left 
to  accept  employment  as  a  mill¬ 
wright,  at  which  he  was  occupied 
until  the  24tli  of  May,  1918,  on  which 
date  the  Local  Board  of  the  county 
selected  him  for  military  service. 
The  contingent  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  training  followed  for 
about  two  weeks,  during  which  time  Glover  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps. 
The  unit  left  the  states  for  foreign  service  on  June  7th, 

1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  about  the  third  week 
of  the  same  month.  While  abroad  with  the  2nd  Pioneers 
he  served  at  Camp  St.  Sulpice  and  Camp  St.  Loubes.  The 
return  to  the  states  was  made  on  July  4th,  1919.  Glover 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  July  9th, 

1919. 
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Oscar  Glynn 

Although  Oscar  Glynn  was  one  of  our  boys  who  went  out 
from  Hudson  to  serve  his  country  we  are  unable  to  give 
much  of  his  life  history  as  he  had  been  only  a  short  time 
in  this  city  before  he  became  a  member  of  the  army  and 
soon  after  his  return  to  Hudson  he  passed  away.  While 
in  this  city  Glynn  resided  on  Gifford  Place,  living  the  life 
of  a  peaceful  industrious  American  citizen.  On  April  29th, 
1918,  he  was  enrolled  in  the  army  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County.  He  served  at  Camp  Devens  until  May 
2nd,  1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge.  Glynn 
returned  to  Hudson  where  he  passed  away  the  following 
October  suffering  from  influenza  and  pneumonia. 


William  Robert  Gohl 

Not  all  heroes  die  in  battle.  To  those 
who  carry  on  to  the  end,  giving  up 
home,  pleasure  and  friends  to  serve 
a  cause  and  a  people,  the  name  of 
hero  is  justly  given.  Such  a  man 
was  William  Robert  Gohl,  the  son  of 
John  Jacob  and  Grace  V.  Gohl  of 
Hudson.  He  was  born  in  Greenport 
on  December  4th,  1895,  attended  ihe 
Hudson  public  schools,  and  then  he  d 
a  position  as  salesman  in  a  store  of 
his  home  city.  The  Local  Board-  of  Columbia  County 
selected  this  young  man  for  military  duty  and  enrolled 
him  in  the  army  on  February  22d,  1918.  After  three  weeks 
at  each  of  the  two  camps  —  Devens  and  Upton,  he 
embarked  for  France  on  April  16th,  1918,  sailing  as  a 
member  of  Company  A,  305th  Infantry,  77th  Division. 
While  overseas  he  was  stricken  with  influenza  which  devel¬ 
oped  into  pneumonia.  After  days  of  suffering  Private 
Gohl  was  honorably  released  from  all  earthly  service,  when 
he  died  in  a  hospital  of  France  on  October  6th,  1918. 
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Abraham  Gold 

Abraham  Gold  was  born  in  Russia  on 
the  15th  of  May,  1890,  the  son  of 
Lena  and  the  late  Max  Gold  of  26 
North  Front  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  later  a  Troy  High  School  until 
1906,  when  he  became  interested  in 
the  waste  material  business  in  Hud¬ 
son.  Gold  became  an  American 
citizen  through  the  naturalization  of 
his  father  in  1900.  On  May  24th, 
1918,  Gold  was  selected  by  the  Columbia  County  Local 
Board  for  military  service.  He  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  May  29th,  1918. 


William  Goldberg 

William  Goldberg,  son  of  Isaac  and  Sarah  Goldberg  of 
33  South  Front  Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in  Russia  on 
the  15th  of  October,  1895.  After  coming  to  America  with 
his  parents  Goldberg  attended  the  public  schools  of  New 
York  City,  which  he  left  in  1911,  to  become  interested  in 
the  hotel  business  in  Hudson.  On  September  21st,  1917, 
the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  Goldberg  for  mili¬ 
tary  service.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  the  following 
day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained 
for  a  short  time  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp 
Gordon.  He  trained  at  this  camp  as  a  Private  in  Battery 
C,  321st  Field  Artillery,  82nd  Division,  until  April  20tli, 
1918,  on  which  date  Goldberg  left  America.  After  landing 
at  Le  Havre,  France,  the  artillery  advanced  to  the  front 
lines  where  they  served  actively  in  the  TouT  and  Marbaclie 
sectors  and  Meuse- Argonne,  and  St.  Mihiel  offensives  from 
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May  15th,  1918,  until  November  11th,  1918.  The  unit 
returned  to  the  States  June  1st,  1919,  and  on  June  5th, 
1919,  Goldberg  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Elmer  John  Golden 

Elmer  John  Golden  was  born  in  New  York  City  on  the 
2nd  of  May,  1892,  the  son  of  Walter  and  Anna  Golden  now 
of  Valatie.  He  completed  the  elementary  school  course 
after  which  he  became  interested  in  farming  at  which  he 
was  employed  at  Chatham  Center.  On  May  11th,  1918, 
Golden  married  Miss  Mabel  Jane  Howard  at  East  Chat¬ 
ham,  N.  Y.  The  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected 
Golden  for  military  service  on  May  24th,  1918,  and  the 
following  day  he  left  Hudson  with  his  contingent  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  became  a  member  of 
Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  Golden,  on  May  30th, 
1918,  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Samuel  Goldstein 


Samuel  Goldstein  was  born  in  Russia 
on  April  11th,  1892.  Both  of  Gold¬ 
stein’s  parents  died  in  his  native 
country.  After  his  arrival  in  the 
United  States  he  worked  chiefly  at 
the  upholsterer’s  trade  until  he  was 
selected  for  army  duty  by  the 
Columbia  County  Local  Board. 
Private  Goldstein  served  at  Fort 
Hancock  and  Camp  Stewart  with 
Battery  D,  37th  Field  Artillery. 
Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  war  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 
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Joseph  Emile  Gordon 

From  Kankakee,  Illinois,  to  Stottville, 
New  York,  came  Joseph  Emile 
Gordon.  He  was  born  on  March  4th, 
1888,  and  Joseph  and  Edna  May 
Gordon,  his  parents,  both  passed 
away  several  years  later  in  Kan¬ 
kakee.  His  education  was  acquired 
in  the  common  school  and  Saint 
Vitier’s  College,  Bourbonneis,  Illi¬ 
nois.  By  occupation  he  was  a  fireman 
at  the  time  of  his  enlistment.  Joseph 
Gordon  married  Fannie  May  Johnson  at  Philmont,  New 
York,  several  years  ago  and  since  that  time  they  have 
become  the  parents  of  Harriett  Irene  and  Elsie  May 
Gordon.  On  July  14th,  1918,  at  the  age  of  30  years,  he 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  through  our  Local 
Board.  During  the  six  months  he  served  at  Camp  Han¬ 
cock,  Georgia,  Gordon  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  act¬ 
ing  Sergeant  and  was  a  Machine  Gun  Instructor  in  the 
14th  Company,  4th  Regiment.  On  December  21st,  1918, 
Sergeant  Gordon  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


William  Graf 

A  life  of  untiring  service  to  the  end 
was  that  of  William  Graf.  Graf  was 
born  in  Hudson  on  the  27th  of 
September,  1886,  the  son  of  Regina 
and  the  late  Gottlieb  Graf  of  74 
North  Sixth  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  was  a  graduate  of  the  Hudson 
High  School.  He  then  entered 
Albany  Law  School,  graduating 
from  that  institution  with  the  class 
of  1908.  Graf  was  shortly  afterwards  admitted  to  the  bar 
and  from  then  until  his  enlistment  was  a  practicing 
attorney  of  Hudson.  On  April  29th,  1918,  he  entered  the 
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federal  service  through  the  Local  Board  of  the  county.  He 
left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey, 
where  he  trained  for  about  a  month,  during  which  time  he 
became  indentified  with  Intelligence  Section,  Headquar¬ 
ters  Company,  312th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  The  latter 
part  of  May,  1918,  Graf  left  the  States  for  overseas  serv¬ 
ice.  Landing  was  made  first  at  Southampton,  England 
and  later  at  Calais,  France.  Upon  arriving  at  the  front 
he  saw  active  service  on  the  Toul,  St.  Mihiel  and  Argonne 
Sectors.  While  in  action  on  the  Toul  sector,  Graf  con¬ 
tracted  influenza  which  later  developed  into  empyema  and 
caused  his  death  at  Base  Hospital  No.  51,  France,  on 
November  29th,  1918.  His  remains  were  brought  to  this 
country  in  May  of  1921,  and  on  the  26th  of  that  month 
were  interred  in  the  Graf  plot  in  Cedar  Park  cemetery  with 
full  military  honors. 


Marco  Gravino 

From  Foggia,  Italy,  comes  Marco 
Gravino.  He  was  born  there  on  the 
25th  of  April,  1896,  the  son  of 
Leonardo  and  Arcangela  Gravino  of 
Italy.  Gravino ’s  early  education 
was  acquired  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  his  native  land,  after 
which  he  came  to  America,  and 
settled  in  Hudson  where  he  was 
engaged  in  the  shoe  repairing  busi¬ 
ness.  On  April  29th,  1918,  the 
Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  Gravino  for  mili¬ 
tary  service.  He  left  Hudson  with  his  contingent  for 
Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  Gravino  trained  for  a 
month  as  a  Private  in  Company  C,  148th  Infantry,  37th 
Division.  He  was  transferred  to  Camp  Lee,  Virginia, 
where  he  served  until  June  23rd,  1918,  when  the  unit  sailed 
on  the  “  Susquehanna  ”  for  France.  After  arriving  at 
Brest  in  the  latter  part  of  June  the  Infantry  entrained  for 
the  front  where  they  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on 
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the  Verdun,  Lorraine,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  sec¬ 
tors.  They  also  served  actively  with  the  French  in 
Flanders  and  at  the  Escaut  River.  While  in  action  on  the 
Verdun  front  Gravino  was  severely  wounded  by  a  machine 
gun  bullet  which  caused  his  being  cared  for  at  a  govern¬ 
ment  hospital  for  about  a  month.  Gravino  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  the  latter  part  of  March,  1919,  and 
on  the  4th  of  April,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Donald  McKinstry  Gray 

Donald  McK.  Gray  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  this  city  on 
September  19th,  1896.  His  parents  are  William  I.  and 
Susan  McKinstry  Gray  of  Hudson.  Donald  Gray  attended 
the  public  and  high  schools  of  this  city  and  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1918,  after  specializing 
in  the  study  of  agriculture.  On  May  14tli,  1918,  while  yet 
a  student,  Gray  enlisted  in  the  Reserve  Officers  Training 
Corps  at  Cornell  University.  He  started  his  training  as 
a  Private  in  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps,  and  he  trained 
at  Camp  Meigs  and  Fort  Sill.  When  Gray  received  his 
honorable  discharge  on  May  10th,  1919,  he  held  the  rani 
of  1st  Class  Sergeant. 


Harold  Schermerhorn  Greene 

Harold  S.  Greene  was  born  in  Catskill 
on  September  18th,  1896.  His 
parents  are  William  Cornelius  and 
Lillian  M.  Greene  of  Bridgeport, 
Connecticut.  He  attended  Hudson 
High  School  and  the  Albany  College 
of  Pharmacy,  of  which  place  he  is 
now  a  graduate  pharmacist.  On 
August  20fh,  1918,  Greene  enlisted  in 
the  United  States  Marine  Corps  and 
was  ordered  to  Paris  Island,  South 
Carolina,  where  he  spent  the  entire  period  of  his  enlist¬ 
ment.  While  on  a  furlough  Private  Greene  married  Ella 
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Hills  Vosburgh  on  December  28th,  1918,  in  New  York  City. 
On  April  12th  of  the  following  year  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Kathryn  E.  Greene 

The  only  woman  of  Columbia  County 
to  yield  up  her  life  in  the  service 
of  America  was  Kathryn  E.  Greene 
of  Philmont,  N.  Y.  Miss  Greene  was 
born  in  the  town  of  Red  Hook, 
Dutchess  County  on  the  27th  of 
June,  1887,  the  daughter  of  Mc- 
Kenery  and  the  late  Sarah  Greene. 
Miss  Greene  acquired  her  education 
in  the  Philmont  Union  Free  School 
leaving  in  1905  to  enter  the  training- 
school  for  nurses  connected  with  the  Post  Graduate  Hospi¬ 
tal,  New  York  City.  After  the  completion  of  Miss  Greene’s 
course  of  training  she  remained  at  the  Post  Graduate 
Hospital  as  a  resident  nurse  until  July  of  1917,  when  she 
enlisted  as  a  volunteer  nurse  of  the  Post  Graduate  Hospi¬ 
tal  Unit.  In  August  of  1917,  the  unit  left  the  States  for 
foreign  service.  Upon  arriving  at  St.  Nazaire,  France 
the  unit  was  assigned  to  the  United  States  'Base  Hospital 
No.  8  at  Savenay,  France,  where  Miss  Greene  served  until 
October  of  1917,  when  she  was  sent  to  the  front  on  a  special 
detail  and  served  on  the  Annal  sector  during  the  month  of 
October.  Miss  Greene  contracted  influenza  which  later 
developed  into  pneumonia.  Although  given  the  best  of 
medical  attention  Miss  Greene  succumbed  to  the  malady. 
She  was  laid  to  rest  in  an  American  cemetery  in  France 
with  full  military  honors. 


Edward  Sheppard  Gregory,  Jr. 

Edward  S.  Gregory  of  Rochester,  New  York,  was  born  in 
Winona,  Minnesota,  on  January  28th,  1893,  the  son  of 
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Edward  S.  and  the  late  Jane  Clark  Gregory  who  died 
in  Niverville.  In  1914  Gregory  graduated  from  Yale  Uni¬ 
versity  and  entered  the  banking  profession.  Before  he 
enlisted  for  war  service  he  had  passed  through  considerable 
military  training  as  a  student  in  a  military  school  and  as 
a  member  of  the  National  Guard.  On  May  12th,  1917, 
he  gave  up  his  position  as  bond  salesman  to  enlist  in  the 
United  States  Infantry.  He  received  a  2nd  Lieutenantcy 
and  advanced  rapidly  to  the  ranks  of  1st  Lieutenant  and 
Captain.  His  service  was  rendered  at  Camps  Dix,  Jack- 
son  and  Funston  and  on  detached  service  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  and  Newark,  New  Jersey.  For  eight  months  as  an 
Infantry  Officer  and  for  ten  months  a  member  of  the 
Adjutant  General’s  Department.  On  December  9th,  1919, 
Captain  Gregory  was  honorably  relieved  of  his  military 
duties.  On  the  15th  day  of  September,  1920,  his  marriage 
to  Beatrice  E.  Silsby  was  celebrated  in  Rochester. 


Earl  Schermerhorn  Groat 

Earl  Schermerhorn  Groat  was  born  in 
Stockport,  N.  Y.,  on  the  18th  of 
November,  1895,  the  son  of  Mr,  and 
Mrs.  William  Henry  Groat  of  Stock- 
port.  He  attended  the  district  school 
of  his  native  town  until  1912,  when 
he  accepted  a  position  as  paper- 
maker  in  one  of  the  Stockport  paper 
mills.  On  May  14th,  1917,  Groat 
enlisted  as  a  Private  in  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  and  with  his  company  was  mustered  into  federal 
service.  Groat  trained  at  Fort  Niagara  as  Private  in  Com¬ 
pany  F  until  October  of  1917,  when  the  company  entrained 
for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina  where  Groat  became 
a  member  of  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry.  As  part 
of  this  unit  he  served  at  Camp  Wadsworth  until  February 
4th,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged. 
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John  B.  Grogan 

John  B.  Crogan,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Mary  Grogan 
of  Philmont,  was  born  in  that  village  on  March  31st,  1897. 
His  education  was  obtained  in  the  grammar  and  high 
schools  of  his  home  town.  On  June  17th,  1918,  Grogan 
enlisted  in  the  Navy  at  an  Albany  recruiting  station  and 
became  a  1st  Class  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Force.  He  trained  at  Pelham  Bay,  the  Brooklyn 
Navy  Yard,  and  did  convoy  duty  on  the  United  States 
Ships  Dakota  and  Wicks.  On  August  15th,  1918,  Seaman 
Grogan  started  his  first  trip  overseas.  He  sailed  on  a 
United  States  war  ship  which  accompanied  a  steamer  laden 
with  soldiers.  On  his  different  voyages  Grogan  landed  at 
Brest  and  Saint  Nazaire.  He  returned  home  from  his  last 
voyage  on  November  12th,  1918,  and  was  released  from 
service  on  January  16th,  1919. 


John  William  Grogan 

John  W.  Grogan  was  born  in  Chatham 
on  March  24th,  1893,  the  son  of  Mrs. 
Ellen  Grogan  of  Old  Chatham  and 
the  late  John  Grogan.  When  he 
completed  his  schooling  in  Old  Chat¬ 
ham,  John  Grogan  took  a  position 
in  a  mill.  On  June  17th,  1918,  he 
enlisted  at  Hudson  in  the  Aviation 
Section  Signal  Corps  and  received 
order  to  report  at  Vancouver  Bar¬ 
racks  in  the  State  of  Washington. 
There  he  was  assigned  to  the  45tli  Provisional  Regiment, 
65th  Squadron,  Aviation  Section  Signal  Corps.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  13th,  1918,  Private  John  W.  Grogan  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 
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William  Gronwoldt 

New  York  City  was  the  birthplace  of 
William  Gronwoldt  who  was  born  on 
January  31st,  1897.  His  father  is 
dead  but  his  mother,  Mrs.  Emma 
Rebecca  Gronwoldt,  resides  with  her 
son  at  North  Germantown.  William 
Gronwoldt  attended  school  in  New 
York,  at  Colby  Academy  in  New 
Hampshire  and  was  a  student  at  the 
Connecticut  Agricultural  College 
when,  he  enlisted  on  August  9th, 
1918.  He  trained  at  Plattsburgh  Barracks  in  a  Company  of 
Provisional  Infantry.  Gronwoldt  received  a  2d  Lieuten¬ 
ant’s  commission  on  September  16th,  1918.  He  was 
assigned  for  duty  at  Columbia  University  and  placed  in 
command  of  a  Casual  Company,  Student’s  Army  Training 
Corps.  Lieutenant  Gronwoldt  served  in  this  capacity  until 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December 
27th,  1918.  He  then  resumed  his  studies  at  the  Connecticut 
Agricultural  College. 


Milton  E.  Grossman 

Milton  E.  Grossman,  the  son  of  Jacob 
and  Rose  Id.  Grossman  of  Green- 
port  was  born  in  Claverack  on  April 
23rd,  1898.  He  studied  in  the 
grammar  and  high  schools  of  Hud¬ 
son  until  1915,  when  he  took  up  agri¬ 
cultural  work  on  his  father’s  farm 
on  Mount  Merino.  Three  days  after 
the  United  States  declared  Avar  on 
Germany,  Grossman  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  On  July  20th,  1917,  the  National 
Guard  Avas  called  into  federal  service.  Company  F  left 
Hudson  on  July  29tli  to  undergo  military  training  at  Fort 
Niagara.  During  the  following  October  the  Company 
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reported  at  Camp  Wadsworth  where  Private  Crossman 
was  assigned  to  Company  F,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division. 
At  camp  he  suffered  a  dislocation  of  the  spine  which  kept 
him  in  the  hospital  for  three  months.  Grossman  had  not 
fully  recovered  from  his  injuries  when  he  returned  home 
after  his  honorable  discharge  on  April  1st,  1918. 


Samuel  Leslie  Grossman 

Samuel  Leslie  Grossman  was  born  in  the  city  of  Brook¬ 
lyn  on  the  23rd  of  September,  1897,  the  son  of  Adolph  and 
Rose  Grossman  now  of  531  State  Street,  Hudson.  He 
acquired  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Hud¬ 
son  and  was  graduated  from  the  Hudson  High  School 
with  the  class  of  1914.  He  then  enrolled  as  a  student  in 
the  medical  department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
While  a  senior  at  the  university  he  was  selected  by  the 
Columbia  County  Local  Board  for  military  service.  He 
served  at  Fort  Jay,  Governors  Island,  until  November  6th, 
1917,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  in 
order  to  enlist  in  the  Medical  Officers  Reserve  Corps,  which 
he  did  on  the  same  day.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Long 
Island  College  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  where  he  served  as  a 
part  of  a  medical  unit  until  April,  1919,  when  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Daniel  Niles  Groves,  Jr. 

Daniel  Niles  Groves,  Jr.,  comes  from 
Old  Chatham,  N.  Y.,  where  he  was 
born  on  the  20th  of  May,  1899,  the 
son  of  Albertina  and  Daniel  Niles 
Grcves,  Sr.,  of  Chatham.  He  fin¬ 
ished  the  elementary  course  in  the 
district  school  of  his  native  town 
and  was  later  a  student  at  the  Chat¬ 
ham  High  School  until  1915,  when  he 
left  to  become  interested  in  electri¬ 
cal  work  at  which  trade  he  was 
employed  until  April  11th,  1917,  when  he  volunteered  his 
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services  as  Private  in  the  United  States  Marines.  He 
served  with  this  branch  until  May  3rd,  1917,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  the  United  States  Navy.  Groves  was  sta¬ 
tioned  for  a  short  time  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  after 
which  he  trained  at  the  League  Island  Navy  Yard.  He 
later  served  at  the  Pelham  Bay  Naval  Training  Station. 
While  here  Groves  contracted  influenza  which  held  him 
at  the  Pelham  Bay  hospital  for  about  two  weeks.  Upon 
recovery  Groves  was  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Hartford 
on  which  he  served  as  1st  Class  Fireman  until  February 
15th,  1919,  when  he  wras  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


John  Almon  Groves 

The  second  of  the  Groves  family  of 
Chatham  to  serve  with  the  colors 
was  John  Almon.  He  was  born  in 
Rayville,  N.  Y.  on  the  25th  of 
February,  1898,  the  son  of  Albertine 
and  Daniel  Niles  Groves,  Sr.  He 
received  his  early  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  Chatham  and  was 
a  student  at  the  Chatham  High 
School  until  1916,  when  he  left  to 
take  up  the  study  of  electricity. 
After  serving  his  apprenticeship  he  was  employed  as  elec¬ 
trician  until  the  21st  of  April,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  at 
Albany,  as  a  Private  in  the  Marine  Corps.  He  trained  for 
two  months  at  the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard  during  which 
time  Groves  became  a  member  of  Headquarter’s  Company, 
5tli  Marines,  2nd  Division.  On  June  27tli,  1917,  Groves 
left  the  States  for  foreign  service.  •  After  landing  at  St. 
Nazaire,  France,  he  entrained  for  the  Radio  School 
at  Gondrecourt,  where  he  received  special  training  in 
radio  work,  after  which  he  was  given  advanced  radio 
training  at  the  Columbes-les-Bell  Radio  School  from 
which  he  emerged  a  corporal.  The  Marines  then 
received  orders  to  advance  to  the  front  where  they  took 
active  part  in  the  fighting  at  Chateau-Thierry,  Soissons, 
Pont-a-Mousson,  St.  Mihiel,  Champagne,  Meuse-Argonne, 
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Apages  and  Verdun  until  tlie  signing  of  the  armistice.  The 
5th  Marines  then  became  a  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation 
and  on  November  17th,  1918,  started  their  march  to  the 
Rhine.  They  crossed  the  German  frontier  December  13tli, 
1918.  Corporal  Groves’  organization  was  cited  for 
bravery  under  fire  by  both  the  French  and  American  gov¬ 
ernments  several  times.  Return  to  the  States  was  made 
on  August  2nd,  1919.  And  on  the  13th  of  August,  1919, 
Groves  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Carl  Gumprecht 

Carl  Gumprecht,  son  of  the  late  Minnie  and  the  late  Nor¬ 
man  Gumprecht,  was  born  in  Yonkers,  New  York,  on  the 
31st  of  December,  1894.  He  finished  the  elementary  course 
in  a  Yonkers  school.  Upon  the  death  of  his  parents  he 
came  to  Claverack,  N.  Y.,  where  he  became  interested 
in  farming  on  the  Henry  Winzel  estate.  He  was  thus 
occupied  until  December  1.4th,  1917,  when  the  Local  Board 
of  the  County  selected  him  for  military  service.  The  con¬ 
tingent’s  destination  was  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts, 
where  Gumprecht  served  as  a  member  of  the  Headquarters 
Company,  151st  Depot  Brigade,  until  June  12th,  1919,  on 
which  date  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Daniel  M.  Hack 


Another  Hudson  boy  who  gave  his  life 
that  others  might  have  peace  was 
Daniel  M.  Hack.  He  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Malden,  New  York,  on  the 
1st  of  October,  1897,  the  son  of  Law¬ 
rence  and  Helen  C.  Hack,  both  of 
whom  are  now  residents  of  Hudson. 
Hack  attended  the  public  schools  of 
Hudson  until  1912,  when  he  left  to 
accept  a  position  as  auto  mechanic. 
In  the  summer  of  1917  he  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
which  became  federalized  on  July  20th,  1917.  Nine  days 
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later  the  company  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  New 
York,  where  training  followed  until  the  fall  when  the 
company  left  for  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina.  The  unit 
trained  at  Camp  Wadsworth  and  Camp  Stewart  for 
about  seven  months  during  which  time  Hack  became  a 
member  of  Company  D,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  On 
May  10th,  1918,  the  107th  left  America  for  France.  After 
spending  a  short  time  at  a  French  camp  they  advanced  to 
the  front,  where  they  fought  actively  on  the  Le  Salle,  East 
Poperinglie,  Dickebusli  sectors.  While  in  action  on  the 
Hindenburg  Line,  Hack  was  severely  wounded.  He  was 
removed  to  a  base  hospital  where  the  best  medical  attention 
was  given  him,  but  his  injuries  proved  fatal  and  on  the 
29th  of  September,  1918,  he  passed  to  the  eternal  reward 
of  a  soldier.  Hack  was  laid  to  rest  with  full  military 
honors  in  the  American  Cemetery  at  Bony,  France. 


Jesse  Frazer  Hack 

Jessie  F.  Hack,  another  son  of  Law¬ 
rence  and  Helen  Christina  Hack  of 
Hudson,  was  born  in  West  Camp, 
New  York,  on  October  1st,  1895. 
After  finishing  the  grammar  school 
course  in  Hudson  he  learned  the  auto 
mechanic’s  trade.  Hack  was  selected 
by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  on  September  4th,  1918,  sent 
to  the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp  and 
assigned  to  the  83rd  Company,  20th 
Battalion,  Quartermaster’s  Corps,  Utility  Detachment. 
Private  Hack  served  also  at  Camp  Merritt.  During  his 
term  of  enlistment  he  was  ill  with  influenza.  On  November 
25th,  1918,  soon  after  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  Hack 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Herbert  Carle  Hageman 


Herbert  C.  Hageman  of  Schenectady, 
formerly  of  Claverack,  was  born  in 
High  Falls,  New  York,  on  June  18th, 
1898.  He  is  the  son  of  the  Reverend 
Herman  and  the  late  Rita  Amerman 
Hageman  of  Claverack.  His  educa¬ 
tion  was  furnished  by  the  Claverack 
school,  Hudson  High  School,  and 
Union  College.  On  October  1st, 
1918,  while  a  student  at  Union, 
Hageman  enlisted  in  the  Student’s 
Army  Training  Corps  at  that  college.  Private  Hageman 
served  with  this  unit  until  December  6th,  1918,  when  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Raymond  Alfred  Hagen 

Raymond  Alfred  Hagen,  the  son  of 
William  B.  and  Luella  Hagen  of 
Chatham,  was  born  in  Syracuse  on 
August  13th,  1898.  On  June  23rd, 
1916,  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years, 
Hagen  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
From  June  until  August  he  served  at 
Camp  Whitman  and  the  following 
January  he  did  guard  duty  along  the 
aqueduct  at  Cornwall-on-the-Hud- 
son.  In  June,  1917,  Hagen  was  graduated  from  the  Chat¬ 
ham  High  School.  The  following  July  29th,  nine  days  after 
the  National  Guard  companies  were  federalized  by  presi¬ 
dential  proclamation,  Company  F  entrained  for  Fort 
Niagara.  After  three  months  of  intensive  training  at  the 
Fort,  Company  F  was  ordered  to  Camp  Wadsworth.  On 
November  1st,  1917,  Private  Hagen  was  transferred  to 
Company  C,  102nd  Field  Signal  Battalion,  27th  Division. 
On  May  17th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Saint  Nazaire,  France. 
Hagen  served  in  battles  at  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Dicke- 
22 
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bush  Sector,  Vierstadt  Ridge,  Guillemont  Farm,  Saint 
Souplet,  and  the  Hindenburg  Line.  On  October  16th,  1918, 
he  was  gassed  during  a  mustard  gas  attack.  Hagen  was 
treated  for  two  months  in  a  hospital  at  Birmingham,  Eng¬ 
land.  On  March  15th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  April  4th,  follow¬ 
ing. 


Earl  Franklin  Haigh 

Stockport  is  the  home  town  of  Earl  F. 
Haigh,  who  was  born  there  on  July 
15th,  1892.  His  parents  are  Ben¬ 
jamin  F.  and  Carrie  Van  Wert 
Haigh,  both  residents  of  Stockport. 
He  received  a  common  school  educa¬ 
tion  and  then  went  to  an  automobile 
school,  after  which  he  was  employed 
by  the  Chevrolet  Motor  Car  Com¬ 
pany  at  Tarry  town,  New  York.  On 
June  14th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the 
Auto  Mechanic’s  Motor  Corps.  He  served  with  Motor 
Truck  Company  No.  520,  Auto  Mechanics’  Motor  Corps 
at  the  Cornell  Army  School  and  at  Camps  Joseph  E.  John¬ 
ston  and  Merritt.  On  September  20th,  1918,  he  sailed  for 
France  where  he  served  at  Camp  Sussex  at  La  Pallice. 
The  following  year  he  returned  to  this  country  with  the 
rank  of  Sergeant  Mechanic.  On  July  15th,  1919,  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Paul  Newton  Haigh 

Paul  Newton  Haigh,  the  son  of  Newton  D.  and  Katharine 
M.  Haigh,  was  born  in  Pliilmont  on  June  28th,  1893.  In 
1913  Haigh  was  graduated  from  the  Rensselaer  Polytechnic 
Institute  at  Troy,  New  York.  During  the  war  he  was 
selected  by  Local  Boad  No.  10  of  Seattle,  Washington,  and 
enrolled  in  the  United  States  Army  on  April  28th,  1918. 
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He  trained  at  camp  until  July,  1918,  when  he  left  an  Amer¬ 
ican  port  with  Company  E,  301st  Engineers,  76th  Division. 
Landing  was  made  at  Liverpool  and  later  at  a  French  port. 
For  two  months  Private  Haigh  served  on  the  Saint  Miliiel 
Sector.  On  June  13th,  1919,  he  sailed  into  an  American 
harbor.  On  June  20th  following,  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Benjamin  Leo  Hall 

Benjamin  Leo  Hall  of  Philmont,  was 
born  in  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  on 
January  2nd,  1892.  His  mother, 
Mrs.  Mina  Hall,  makes  her  home 
with  him  in  Philmont.  His  father 
died  at  Philmont  in  1910.  Hall 
attended  the  grammar  and  high 
school  of  Walden  and  later  worked 
at  the  tailor’s,  painter’s  and  machin¬ 
ist’s  trades.  He  enlisted  in  the  27th 
Infantry  of  the  United  States  on 
February  22nd,  1910,  and  continued  for  three  years  in  this 
branch  of  service.  His  second  term  of  enlistment  began 
on  August  12th,  1913,  when  he  joined  the  General  Recruit¬ 
ing  Service  at  Chicago.  On  June  18th  1917,  he  again 
volunteered  his  services.  This  time  his  military  outfit  was 
Company  M,  23rcl  Infantry,  2d  Division.  In  August,  1917, 
Corporal  Hall  sailed  for  Saint  Nazaire,  France.  For  a 
time  he  was  stationed  at  the  Military  School  near  Langres. 
When  Hall  reached  the  firing  lines  he  was  a  member  of  the 
28th  Infantry,  1st  Division.  For  two  months  he  served  on 
the  Lorraine  and  Toul  Sectors.  He  took  part  in  battles 
of  Seicheprey,  Cantigny  and  Soissons.  Hall  was  gassed 
twice  and  had  his  back  injured.  After  four  months  in  the 
hospital  he  had  not  yet  completely  recovered.  After  his 
return  to  this  country  in  March,  1918,  Hall  was  ill  from 
the  effects  of  being  gassed  and  from  the  strain  of  overseas 
service.  Corporal  Hall’s  military  service  terminated  when 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  May  7th,  1918. 
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Thurman  Derick  Hallenbeck 

Thurman  D.  Hallenbeck,  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  Germantown  on  June 
26th,  1891.  His  parents,  Eugene  and 
Ada  Hallenbeck,  live  at  7  Harry 
Howard  Avenue,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  this 
city  before  he  took  a  position  with  a 
local  bottling  works.  On  February 
24th,  1914,  Hallenbeck  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  He  served 
for  three  months  at  Camp  Whitman  during  the  summer 
of  1916.  The  following  year  he  was  on  duty  at  Cornwall 
guarding  the  New  York  City  water  supply.  On  July  20th, 
1917,  soon  after  all  guardsmen  had  been  called  into  federal 
service  by  presidential  proclamation,  Company  F  left  Hud 
son  for  Fort  Niagara.  There  Private  Hallenbeck  was  in 
the  hospital  for  one  month  ill  with  ear  trouble.  At  the  end 
of  a  month  he  had  not  yet  recovered  and  the  time  when 
recovery  might  reasonably  be  expected  was  indefinite.  In 
1917,  Private  Hallenbeck  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


William  Hiram  Hallenbeck 

William  H.  Hallenbeck,  the  son  of  Frederick  Sylvester 
and  Nellie  Harvey  Hallenbeck  of  450  East  Allen  Street, 
Hudson,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  July  27th,  1899.  He  was 
graduated  from  the  Hudson  High  School  in  June,  1917. 
The  following  September  he  entered  Rensselaer  Polytech¬ 
nic  Institute  at  Troy,  New  York.  On  October  1st,  1918, 
Hallenbeck  enlisted  in  the  Student’s  Army  Training  Corps 
and  served  at  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  until 
December  14th,  1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 
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John  Joseph  Hailoran 

John  Joseph  Hailoran  was  horn  in  the 
city  of  Hudson  on  the  2d  of  Febru¬ 
ary,  1900.  He  is  the  son  of  John 
Joseph  and  Mary  Hailoran  of  240 
Robinson  Street.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  St.  Mary’s 
School,  Hudson,  and  was  later  a 
student  at  St.  Mary’s  High  School. 
On  August  7th,  1918,  Hailoran 
enlisted  as  a  Seaman  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  Ho  was  assigned  to 
the  Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island, 
where  he  trained  as  a  1st  Class  Seaman  in  Company  3, 
Blue  Jacket  Guard,  until  March  8th,  1919,  on  which  date 
Hailoran  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Michael  James  Hailoran 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Michael 
James  Hailoran.  He  was  born  in 
this  city  on  the  20th  of  April,  1894, 
the  son  of  John  and  Mary  Hailoran 
of  240  Robinson  Street.  He  attended 
St.  Mary’s  school  and  was  a  student 
at  St.  Mary’s  High  School  until  1914 
when  he  left  to  learn  the  printer’s 
trade.  He  was  employed  as  printer 
at  the  Bryan  Printing  Company 
until  December  14th,  1917,  when  he 
enlisted  as  a  Private  in  the  Medical  Corps.  In  this  capacity 
he  trained  for  a  month  at  Fort  Slocum,  two  months  at  Fort 
Oglethorpe,  Georgia,  and  a  month  at  the  Hempstead  Avia¬ 
tion  Field  No.  2.  Hailoran  left  America  on  March  15th, 
1918.  Landing  was  made  at  Liverpool,  England,  after 
which  the  Corps  entrained  for  Hospital  No.  34  at  Camu 
Romsey,  England,  where  he  served  for  a  short  time.  After 
crossing  the  channel  Hailoran  received  orders  to  report  at 
Savenay,  France,  where  he  was  assigned  to  a  medical  un;t 
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connected  with  the  headquarters  detachment.  Halloran 
served  at  Savenay  until  March  28th,  1919,  on  which  date  he 
returned  to  the  States.  On  April  5th,  1919,  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge.  Halloran  has  since  married  Miss 
Anna  May  Decker  at  Hudson,  New  York. 


Thomas  Halloran 

The  third  of  the  Halloran  family  of  240  Kabinson  Street, 
Hudson,  to  serve  in  the  war  was  Thomas.  He  was  born 
in  Hudson  on  the  23rd  of  October,  1897,  the  son  of  John 
and  Mary  Halloran.  He  acquired  his  elementary  education 
in  St.  Mary’s  School,  after  which  he  was  a  student  at  St. 
Mary’s  High  School  until  1910,  when  he  left  to  learn  the 
machinist’s  trade.  At  the  completion  of  his  apprenticeship 
Halloran  accepted  a  position  as  machinist  which  he  held 
until  June  4th,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  at  New  York 
City  in  the  Engineer  Corps.  Halloran  was  assigned 
to  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  where  he  trained  four 
and  a  half  months  as  a  Private  in  Company  D,  7th 
Engineers,  5th  Division.  Halloran  was  then  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Sergeant  and  transferred  to  Fort  Slocum 
where  intensive  military  training  followed  until  March  6th, 
1918,  on  which  date  the  unit  sailed  for  overseas.  Landing 
was  made  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  Le 
Havre,  France.  They  later  entrained  for  the  front  where 
he  served  actively  on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Meuse-Argonne,  St. 
Die,  Argonne  and  Arnould  sectors  from  June  7th  until 
November  11th,  1918.  The  Company  was  cited  for  dis- 
tinguished  service  in  bridging  the  Meuse  Diver  and  Canal 
on  the  night  of  November  4th,  1918.  Sergeant  Halloran 
received  a  scalp  wound  while  in  action  at  St.  Mihiel  but 
has  fully  recovered  from  the  effects.  He  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  in  July  of  1919.  Halloran  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  August  1st,  1919. 


Peter  Halstead 

Peter  Halstead  was  born  in  Ancram,  New  York,  on  the 
18th  of  January,  1900.  His  parents  both  died  when  he  was 
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very  young  and  Charles  Stickles  of  Milton,  has  since  been 
his  guardian.  He  attended  the  Hudson  public  schools  until 
1 914  when  he  accepted  a  position  with  a  railroad  company. 
On  January  8th,  1917,  Halstead  enlisted  as  a  Private  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
As  a  member  of  the  company  he  was  called  into  federal 
service  on  August  6th,  1917,  by  presidential  proclamation. 
Halstead  trained  at  Fort  Niagara,  until  the  fall  of  1911 
when  the  company  detrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina.  Halstead  served  there  in  Company  F,  51st 
Pioneer  Infantry  until  January  20th,  1919,  on  which  date 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Enos  Depew  Ham 

Enos  Depew  Ham  was  born  in  Ger¬ 
mantown  on  the  6th  of  December, 
1895.  He  is  the  son  of  Wilson  and 
Dora  Ham,  both  of  Glenwood  Boule¬ 
vard,  Hudson.  He  received  his  early 
education  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools  and  was  a  student  at  the 
Hudson  High  School  until  1913  when 
he  left  to  accept  a  position  as  drafts¬ 
man  with  a  local  manufacturing 
company.  He  was  employed  in  this 
capacity  until  June  15th,  1918,  when  he  applied  for  induc¬ 
tion  through  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board.  He  was 
assigned  to  a  technical  unit  then  receiving  mechanical 
training  at  the  State  College  for  Teachers  at  Albany.  At 
the  completion  of  the  two  months’  course,  Ham  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Wheeler,  Georgia  where  he .  served  as  a 
member  of  Company  A,  124th  Infantry,  31st  Division,  until 
December  2d,  1918,  when  he  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 
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Headquarters  Company,  105tli  Infantry,  27th  Division, 
until  the  spring  of  1918.  He  also  served  for  a  short  time  at 
Camps  Upton  and  Mills  after  which  he  embarked  on  May 
30th,  1918,  for  overseas  service.  He  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  from  where  he  advanced  to  the  front  and  as  des¬ 
patch  bearer  of  Headquarters  Company  he  saw  active  ser¬ 
vice  on  the  Mt.  Kemmel,  Vierstadt  Cross  Roads,  Ilinden- 
burg  Line,  Soissons,  Poperinghe,  and  Flanders  sectors 
from  June,  1918,  until  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Ham 
returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  March  6th,  1919, 
and  on  the  1st  of  April  following,  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Burgess  Sylvester  Hamm 

In  the  honor  flag  of  Columbia  County 
gleams  one  gold  star  in  memory  of 
Sergeant  Burgess  S.  Ham.  He  was 
born  in  Stockport,  Columbia  County, 
and  later  moved  to  Valatie  where  he 
attended  school,  but  the  last  years  of 
his  life  were  spent  in  the  city  r1, 
Hudson.  His  father,  William  Syl¬ 
vester  Ham  died  in  Stockport,  but 
his  mother  who  has  since  remarried 
and  is  now  Mrs.  Margaret  F.  Crosby, 
lives  at  720  Columbia  Street,  Hudson.  For  three  years 
Ham  was  a  member  of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard,  but  as  his  term  of  enlistment  had 
expired  before  America  declared  war,  he  did  not  go  to 
the  front  with  his  old  comrades.  On  June  15th,  1918,  Ham 
volunteered  at  Hudson  for  service  in  the  army.  He  served 
one  month  at  the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp,  one  month  at 
Jacksonville,  Florida,  and  for  a  short  time  at  Camp  Mer¬ 
ritt.  On  September  18th,  1918,  Sergeant  Ham  of  the 
Motor  Corps  Company,  Quartermaster’s  Corps,  began  his 
voyage  to  France.  Of  his  service  in  that  country  we  know 
little,  except  that  he  did  his  duty  faithfully  and  well,  hold¬ 
ing  the  rank  of  non-commissioned  officer.  After  coming 
through  the  hardships  of  war  and  living  to  rejoice  in  its 
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victorious  close  lie  was  stricken  with  illness.  On  July  1st, 
1919,  Sergeant  Ham  died  in  service.  He  was  buried  in  the 
uniform  of  an  American  soldier,  wrapped  in  the  flag  for 
which  he  had  sacrificed  his  life. 


Clarence  Lockwood  Hamm 

Clarence  Lockwood  Hamm  was  born  in  Philmont  on  the 
4th  of  November,  1896,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Anna  Hamm, 
both  of  that  village.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of 
his  native  town  and  was  later  graduated  from  the  Philmont 
High  School.  He  then  enrolled  as  a  student  at  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute  at  Troy,  New  York.  While  pursuing 
his  studies  at  that  Institute  and  on  June  21st,  1918,  he 
enlisted  at  the  Albany  Naval  Recruiting  station  as  a  2d 
Class  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  was  assigned 
to  the  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute,  Naval  Unit,  Stud¬ 
ents’  Army  Training  Corps,  composed  of  student  engi¬ 
neers,  with  which  he  served  until  released  from  active  ser¬ 
vice  on  December  19th,  1918. 


Charles  Adam  Hamm 

Charles  Adam  Hamm  was  born  in 
Stockport,  New  York,  on  the  21st  of 
January,  1897.  His  father,  William 
Sylvester  Hamm,  died  on  June 
3rd  the  following  year.  His  mother, 
who  has  since  remarried  and  is  now 
Mrs.  Margaret  E.  Crosby,  lives  with 
her  son  at  720  Columbia  Street, 
Hudson.  Hamm  was  educated  at 
the  Yalatie  district  school  leaving 
in  1914  to  accept  employment  at  a 
meat  market.  He  was  occupied  in  this  position  until 
December  9th,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Medical  Corps. 
He  was  assigned  to  United  States  Embarkation  Hospital 
No.  1,  where  he  served  until  transferred  to  Camp  Green- 
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leaf,  Virginia.  Hamm  also  served  with  medical  units  at 
Camp  Merritt,  Hospital  Train  No.  1,  Jersey  City,  and  at 
Fort  Sheridan.  While  in  service  he  contracted  influenza 
which  held  him  at  a  government  hospital  for  about  a  month. 
Hamm  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on 
May  16th,  1919. 


Earl  Iowa  Hamm 

Earl  I.  Hamm  of  Elizaville,  was  born 
in  Copake  on  March  21st,  1895.  His 
parents  are  Virgil  and  Kathryn 
Hamm,  both  residents  of  Elizaville. 
The  school  in  the  neighborhood  of 
his  home  gave  him  his  education.  On 
July  30th,  1916,  at  Freeport,  Long 
Island,  Hamm  married  Miss  Myrtle 
C.  Bundy,  now  deceased.  Before  the 
Local  Board  of  our  county  inducted 
him  into  service  on  July  14th,  1918, 
he  was  in  the  farming  business  in  this  county.  After  his 
selection  for  military  duty,  Private  Hamm  went  to  Fort 
Slocum  for  military  training  and  from  there  to  Camp  Han¬ 
cock  in  Georgia,  where  he  served  for  about  six  months  'with 
the  38th  Company,  Machine  Gun  Training  Corps.  On 
January  2d,  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Floyd  Emmett  Hamm 

Floyd  E.  Hamm,  who  now  lives  in 
Waterbury,  Connecticut,  was  born 
in  Copake  on  February  23rd,  1891. 
His  parents,  Norman  and  Catherine 
Hamm,  also  reside  in  Waterbury. 
After  completing  his  schooling  in 
Caryville,  Floyd  Hamm  learned  the 
metal  finishers’  trade  and  later  made 
a  study  of  salesmanship.  On  July 
15th,  1918,  he  was  inducted  into  the 
army  through  the  Local  Board  at 
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Hudson.  Private  Hamm  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  at 
Fort  Slocum  and  a  few  days  later  he  went  to  Camp  Han¬ 
cock  in  Georgia,  where  he  trained  in  a  machine  gun  corps, 
and  advanced  to  the  rank  of  sergeant.  After  several 
months  of  service  during  which  he  was  not  assigned  to  any 
particular  unit,  Sergeant  Hamm  came  north  to  Camp  Dix 
and  there  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  January 
2d,  1919.  On  April  19th,  following  his  return  to  civilian 
life,  he  married  Elizabeth  Young  in  Philmont.  They  now 
have  an  infant  daughter,  Catherine  Anna. 


Harold  Barclay  Hamm 

Harold  Barclay  Hamm  was  born  in  Hudson  on  the  27th 
of  March,  1894.  His  mother  died  in  June,  1911,  and  his 
father  died  in  July  of  1912,  and  since  then  Hamm  has  made 
his  home  at  85  North  Seventh  Street.  He  attended  the 
Hudson  public  schools  until  1909,  when  he  accepted  employ¬ 
ment  with  a  local  firm.  On  May  19th,  1917,  Hamm  enlisted 
as  a  Private  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  which  was  called  into  federal  service  by 
presidential  proclamation  on  July  20th,  1917.  The  com¬ 
pany  left  Hudson  nine  days  later  for  Fort  Niagara,  whew 
training  followed  for  three  months.  In  October  the  com¬ 
pany  entrained  for  the  South  where  the  regiment  was  to  be 
concentrated  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  period  of  training  there,  Hamm  became  a  member 
of  Company  D,  102d  Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division. 
After  a  month  of  intensive  artillery  training  at  Camp 
Stuart,  Hamm  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  and 
landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of  June,  1918. 
His  unit  served  for  a  short  time  at  Camp  De  Souge  after 
which  they  entrained  for  the  front  where  he  served  actively 
on  the  Argonne  Sector.  He  returned  to  the  States  with  his 
company  on  the  11th  of  March,  1919,  and  on  April  3rd  fol¬ 
lowing,  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service 
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Rudolph  Hamm 

Rudolph  Hamm,  son  of  Robert  and  Ida 
Hamm  of  Valatie,  was  born  on  the 
6th  of  September,  1889,  in  the  village 
of  Valatie.  He  completed  the  ele¬ 
mentary  course  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  town  and  was  a  student 
at  the  Valatie  High  School  until  1905 
when  he  left  to  accept  employment 
in  the  Valatie  Knitting  Mill.  While 
resident  of  that  village,  Hamm  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Anna  May  Smith,  now 
deceased.  On  June  5th,  1917,  Hamm  enlisted  as  a  Private 
in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
which  was  called  into  federal  service  by  presidential  proc¬ 
lamation  on  July  20th,  1917.  Nine  days  later  the  com¬ 
pany  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  fol¬ 
lowed  for  three  months.  Hamm  trained  as  a  1st  Class 
Private  in  Company  D,  107th  Infantry,  27tli  Division,  at 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  until  May  10th,  1918, 
when  the  unit  left  America  for  overseas  service.  After 
arriving  at  Brest,  France,  preparations  were  made  for  the 
march  to  the  front  where  the  division  saw  active  service 
on  the  East  Poperinghe,  Dickebush,  Hindenburg  Line,  La 
Selle  River,  St.  Souplet  and  Mt.  Kemmel  sectors.  Hamm 
also  took  part  in  the  fighting  in  Flanders  on  the  Arras 
front  and  in  Belgium.  While  in  action  he  was  severely 
wounded  by  shrapnel  which  lacerated  his  shoulder,  head, 
back  and  arms.  Hamm  was  removed  to  a  hospital,  where 
he  received  treatment  for  about  two  months.  On  March 
6th  1919,  Hamm  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit,  and  on 
April  5th,  1919,  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Thomas  William  Hamm 

Thomas  William  Hamm  was  born  in 
Valatie,  New  York,  on  the  11th  of 
March,  1897,  the  son  of  William  and 
Elizabeth  Hamm  of  Valatie.  He 
acquired  his  early  education  in  the 
district  schools  of  his  native  town 
and  was  later  a  member  of  the  class 
of  1913,  Valatie  High  School.  From 
then  until  his  enlistment  into  service 
he  followed  the  weaver’s  trade.  On 
March  19th,  1918,  Hamm  enlisted  at 
the  Albany  Naval  Recruiting  Station  as  a  2d  Class  Seaman 
in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  served  at  the  Bay  Ridge 
Receiving  Ship  for  about  a  month  after  which  he  trained 
for  about  a  month  at  the  Pelham  Bay  Naval  Training 
Station.  He  was  later  a  member  of  the  Armed  Guard 
then  stationed  at  Brooklyn  Barracks.  And  after  three 
months  of  intensive  naval  training  at  Key  West,  Florida, 
Hamm  was  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Huntington  on  which 
he  served  until  December  17th,  1918,  on  which  date  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


William  James  Hamm 

William  James  Hamm  lives  with  his 
parents,  George  and  Ida  Hamm  at 
Stottville.  He  was  born  in  Valley 
Falls,  New  York,  on  the  31st  of 
October,  1893.  He  received  his  edu¬ 
cation  at  the  public  schools  which  he 
left  in  1907  to  learn  the  carpenter’s 
trade.  On  May  20th,  1915,  Hamm 
enlisted  as  a  Private  in  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  which  unit  he  became  federa¬ 
lized  on  July  20tli,  1917.  Nine  days  later  the  company 
left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed 
for  three  months,  after  which  the  company  entrained 
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for  Camp  Wadsworth.  South  Carolina.  Intensive 
military  training  followed  at  this  camp  for  eight 
months  during  which  time  Hamm  became  a  Private  in  the 
102d  Trench  Mortar  Battery,  27th  Division.  After  a  short 
period  of  training  at  Camp  Stuart,  the  unit  left  Newport 
News  for  overseas.  After  landing  at  St.  Nazaire,  Prance, 
they  entrained  for  Camp  De  Souge  where  they  received 
instructions  in  trench  artillery  range,  and  from  which  they 
advanced  to  the  front  lines  where  they  fought  actively  on 
the  Verdun,  Meuse-Argonne,  and  Belleau  Woods  sectors 
from  September  18th,  1918  to  November  11th,  1918.  Early 
in  January  of  1919,  the  .  unit  returned  to  the  States  and 
on  the  4th  of  February,  1919,  Hamm  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Leland  Goodrich  Haner 

Leland  G.  Haner  was  born  in  Kinder- 
hook,  although  he  now  makes  his 
home  in  Chatham  Center.  He  was 
born  on  July  17th,  1895,  to  Mrs.  Car¬ 
rie  G.  and  the  late  Norman  L. 
Haner.  He  attended  the  Chatham 
Union  School,  was  a  student  for 
three  years  at  the  Chatham  High 
School  and  completed  his  education 
in  1915  at  Albany  Business  College. 
From  that  time  until  the  date  of  his 
enlistment,  Haner  was  occupied  with  the  manufacturing  of 
paper  at  Chatham  Center.  On  December  11th,  1917,  he 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  at  Albany,  New  York, 
entering  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps.  He  served  at  Camp 
Johnston  in  Florida,  for  three  months,  and  at  Camp  Cody 
in  New  Mexico  for  about  a  year  as  Corporal  and  Sergeant 
doing  detached  service  with  the  2d  Motor  Corps  Detach¬ 
ment.  He  was  stationed  also  at  Fort  Slocum.  By  the  time 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  January  24th,  1919, 
Haner  had  advanced  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Sergeant. 
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William  John  Haner 

William  John  Haner  of  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  was 
born  in  Mellenvilie  on  February  6tli,  1897.  Mrs.  Louise 
Haner,  lus  mother,  still  lives  in  that  village  but  his  father 
passed  away  on  February  24th,  1916.  In  1915  Haner  com¬ 
peted  his  course  at  the  Philmont  High  School.  Two  years 
later,  on  July  3rd,  1918,  when  the  United  States  Navy 
was  in  the  midst  of  a  recruiting  campaign  he  enlisted  at 
Pittsfield.  After  a  month’s  training  at  Bensonhurst, 
Brooklyn,  on  November  6th,  1918,  he  boarded  the  United 
States  Ship  Natoma  from  which  he  disembarked  several 
days  later  at  Bordeaux,  France.  Upon  his  return  to  this 
country  on  December  20th,  1918,  Seaman  Haner  was 
stationed  at  the  Marine  Base,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  where 
he  continued  his  service. 


Lewis  Christopher  Hannett 

Lewis  C.  Hannett,  the  son  of  Mrs. 
Catherine  Anna  and  the  late  Lewis 
August  Hannett,  lives  in  the  village 
of  Stottville.  His  schooling  was 
acquired  in  the  district  school  of 
Ghent.  Prior  to  the  war  Hannett 
worked  as  a  motorman  for  the 
Albany  Southern  Railroad.  On 
December  10th,  1917,  he  enlisted  as  a 
2d  Class  Mechanic’s  Mate  in  the 
United  States  Naval  Aviation  Corps 
and  received  an  assignment  to  Company  15,  stationed  at 
Pensacola,  Florida.  There  he  was  detailed  as  a  flight 
mechanic  on  the  large  seaplanes.  After  thirteen  months 
of  service  at  Pensacola,  on  January  30th,  1919,  Hannett 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Patrick  William  Hannon 

Patrick  William  Hannon  was  born  in  Newfoundland, 
Canada,  on  March  25th,  1888.  His  parents  were  the  late 
23 
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Edward  and  tlie  late  Margaret  Hannon.  Hannon  gained 
liis  education  in  the  schools  of  his  native  province  before 
coming  to  this  country  where  he  made  his  home  in  Hudson 
and  worked  at  the  carpenter’s  trade.  Hannon  was  selected 
for  army  duty  by  our  Local  Board  and  was  sworn  into 
service  at  Camp  Devens  on  September  22d,  1917.  At  camp 
he  received  an  assignment  to  Company  F,  25th  Engineers, 
with  which  regiment  he  sailed  for  Brest  on  February  26th, 
1918.  In  France,  Hannon  was  stationed  first  at  Saint  Sul- 
pice.  He  later  served  for  three  months  on  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  and  Verdun  sectors  taking  active  part  in  the 
Meuse-Argonne  Offensive.  On  May  24th,  1919,  Private 
Hannon  returned  to  this  country  and  on  June  2d  following, 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Quincy  Collins  Hapeman 

Quincy  C.  Hapeman,  who  lives  with 
his  parents,  William  R.  and  Alice 
May  Hapeman  on  North  Fifth 
Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in  Hills¬ 
dale  on  September  26th,  1895.  He 
studied  in  the  public  schools  of  Hud¬ 
son  and  later  worked  there  as  a 
painter.  On  January  29th,  1914, 
Hapeman  enlisted  in  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard.  On  July  20th,  1917,  Corporal 
Hapeman,  as  a  member  of  the  National  Guard,  was  called 
into  federal  service.  On  July  29tli  Company  F  started  for 
Fort  Niagara.  The  following  October  the  company  went  to 
Camp  Wadsworth  where  Hapeman  was  transferred  to 
Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division.  On 
June  13th,  1918,  the  unit  sailed  for  Brest,  France.  Over¬ 
seas  Hapeman ’s  company  was  stationed  at  Camp  De  Souge 
before  it  advanced  to  the  front.  Then  for  twTo  months 
Hapeman  served  on  the  Saint  Mihiel,  Argonne,  Meuse  and 
Verdun  sectors.  Corporal  Hapeman  went  into  Germany 
with  the  Army  of  Occupation,  He  returned  to  this  country 
on  May  1st,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
seven  days  later.

Frank  Mesick  Harder 

Frank  M.  Harder,  wlio  is  the  son  of  Christopher  and 
Mary  Harder  of  Valatie,  was  born  in  that  village  on 
September  26th,  1897.  He  completed  the  grammar  course 
of  the  village  school,  learned  the  machinist’s  trade,  and 
later  opened  a  contracting  business.  On  August  9th,  1918, 
Harder  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy,  being  sworn 
into  service  at  an  Albany  recruiting  station.  He  served 
as  an  Apprentice  Seaman  at  the  Great  Lakes  station,  and 
at  the  Naval  Base  at  Hampton  Roads,  and  aboard  the 
United  States  Ships  Amphion  and  Northern  Pacific.  On 
February  4th,  1919,  Harder  boarded  the  transport  Ohio 
which  was  used  to  carry  the  American  soldiers  home  from 
France.  After  landing  at  Brest  where  she  took  on  our 
troops,  the  Ohio  completed  her  return  voyage  to  the  States 
on  March  13th,  1919.  From  then  until  the  following  May 
5th  Seaman  Harder  continued  his  naval  transport  duties 
in  American  waters.  On  the  last  mentioned  date  he  was 
honorably  released  from  active  service,  but  is  at  present 
a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


George  Harder 

George  Harder  was  born  in  Valatie  on  February  5th, 
1892.  His  parents  Christopher  and  Mary  Harder  of 
Valatie  had  three  sons  in  the  service  during  the  war. 
George  Harder  attended  the  school  of  his  native  village, 
learned  the  baker’s  trade  and  worked  chiefly  as  a  baker 
until  he  answered  the  call  for  military  duty.  On  June 
19th,  1916,  Harder  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard,  in  which  company  he  rose  to 
the  rank  of  Corporal.  On  July  20th,  1917,  the  New  York 
National  Guard  was  called  into  federal  service  and  nine 
days  later  Company  F  entrained  at  Hudson  for  Fort 
Niagara.  After  three  months  at  the  Fort  the  company 
went  to  Camp  Wadsworth.  On  July  28th,  1918,  Corporal 
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Harder  sailed  for  Brest  with  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer 
Infantry,  4th  Army  Corps.  In  France  he  served  on  the 
Saint  Mihiel  sector  from  September  12th  to  September 
16th  and  on  the  Meuse-Argonne  Sector  from  September 
16th  to  November  11th.  After  the  armistice  was  signed 
Harder  went  into  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupa¬ 
tion.  While  at  Coblenz  he  was  ill  with  influenza.  On 
July  3rd,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  July  9th  fol¬ 
lowing. 


George  Albert  Harder 

George  A.  Harder,  the  son  of  Frank 
L.  and  L.  Pulver  Harder  of  Phil- 
mont,  was  born  in  that  village  on 
July  13th,  1899.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  Philmont  High  School  in 
June,  1917,  and  on  the  14th  of  the 
following  month  he  enlisted  in  the 
Medical  Corps  through  an  Albany 
recruiting  station.  At  Fort  Ogle¬ 
thorpe  in  Georgia,  Private  Harder 
trained  for  five  months  in  the 
Officers  Training  Camp.  Before  sailing  for  France 
he  trained  for  six  months  at  Camp  Logan  in  Texas.  On 
June  4th,  1918,  Harder  left  on  the  Mauretania  for  Liver¬ 
pool  and  Le  Havre,  sailing  with  Ambulance  Company  25, 
5th  Sanitary  Train,  5th  Division.  In  France,  Harder, 
who  was  now  a  1st  Class  Private  served  for  several  months 
on  the  Saint  Die,  and  Meuse-Verdun  sectors.  He  engaged 
in  the  battle  of  Frapelle  and  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and 
Argonne-Meuse  Offensives.  After  the  enemy  was  driven 
across  the  Rhine,  Harder  went  into  Germany  with  the 
Army  of  Occupation.  During  his  period  of  enlistment 
his  only  illness  was  an  attack  of  influenza  which  disabled 
him  for  two  weeks.  Harder  returned  to  America  in  1919 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  28th  of  that 
year. 
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George  Harold  Harder 

George  H.  Harder  of  Philmont  was 
born  on  September  6th,  1892  in  that 
village,  where  his  parents  Frank 
B.  and  Fanny  E.  Harder  reside.  In 
1913,  George  Harder  was,  gradu- 
dated  from  Williams  College.  That 
same  year  he  entered  the  High 
Rock  Knitting  Company  plant  at 
Philmont  and  became  general  man¬ 
ager.  On  December  30th,  1916,  he 
married  Miss  Margaret  T.  Toby 
and  they  now  have  one  son,  George  Harold  Harder, 
Junior.  On  April  22nd,  1918,  by  voluntary  induction 
Harder  became  a  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He 
served  at  Pelham  Bay  for  two  months,  aboard  the  United 
States  Ship  Winters,  at  the  3rd  Naval  District  Head¬ 
quarters,  and  at  the  United  States  Naval  Board  for  com- 
mandering  for  three  months.  During  this  time  he  became 
a  Yeoman,  Quartermaster,  and  finally  an  Ensign.  On 
January  15th,  1919,  Ensign  Harder  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  the  United  States  Navy. 


Irwin  Martin  Harder 

Irwin  Martin  Harder  was  born  in  Valatie,  New  York, 
on  the  27th  of  September,  1899,  the  son  of  Christopher 
and  Mary  Harder  of  that  village.  He  finished  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  public  school  of  his  native  town,  and 
was  a  student  at  the  Valatie  High  School  until  1915,  when 
he  left  to  accept  employment  as  baker  in  a  Valatie  bakery. 
On  August  6th,  1918,  Harder  enlisted  at  the  Albany 
Recruiting  Station  as  Apprentice  Seaman  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  After  serving  a  short  time  at  the  Naval 
Base  at  Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  and  the  Great 
Lakes  Naval  Training  Station.  Harder  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  2nd  Class  Fireman  and  assigned  to  trans¬ 
port  duty.  He  served  in  this  capacity  aboard  the  United 
States  Ships  Ohio,  Northern  Pacific,  and  Amphion,  land- 
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ing  at  both  Brest  and  St.  Nazaire.  While  in  service  at 
the  Great  Lakes  Training  Station,  Illinois,  Harder  con¬ 
tracted  influenza.  He  was  a  hospital  patient  for  about  a 
month.  Harder’s  last  transport  trip  back  to  the  States 
ended  on  June  16th,  1919.  And  the  same  day  he  was 
honorably  released  from  active  service.  He  is  at  present 
a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Lee  Kisselburgh  Harder 

Lee  Kisselburgh  Harder  was  born  in  the  town  of  Ghent, 
New  York,  on  the  15th  of  June,  1897,  the  son  of  Elbert 
and  Martha  Harder  of  Ghent.  He  acquired  his  early 
education  in  the  district  school  of  his  native  town,  later 
graduating  from  the  Hudson  High  School  with  the  class 
of  1915.  He  then  took  an  accountant  course  in  the  Albanv 
Business  College,  after  which  he  was  employed  as  clerk 
and  accountant  until  August  6th,  1918,  when  he  enlisted 
at  the  Albany  Recruiting  Station  as  a  Landsman  Yeoman 
in  the  United  States  Navy.  Harder  was  assigned  to  the 
Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  where 
he  served  as  a  member  of  the  1st  Company,  6th  Regiment 
until  February  17th,  1919,  on  which  date  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Lewis  Frank  Harder 

Company  C,  302nd  Engineers,  77th 
Division  numbered  as  one  of  its 
officers  Lewis  Frank  Harder  of 
Pliilmont,  New  York.  He  was  born 
in  that  village  on  the  4th  of  June 
1891,  the  son  of  Frank  B.  and 
Fannie  E.  Harder.  He  received  his 
early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  village  after  which  he 
attended  the  Hill  Preparatory 
School  and  was  later  graduated  as 
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mechanical  engineer  from  Yale  University  with  the  class 
of  1914.  From  then  until  his  enlistment  he  was  affiliated 
with  the  Harder  Knitting  Mills  at  Pliilmont.  On  May 
12th,  1917,  Harder  registered  as  a  student  at  the  Platts¬ 
burgh  Officers  Training  Camp.  At  the  completion  of  his 
course  of  training  he  was  commissioned  as  1st  Lieutenant 
in  the  Engineer  Corps.  On  August  14th,  1917,  Harder 
married  Miss  Gertrude  Burbank  Harris  and  they  now  have 
one  son,  Lewis  Bradley  Harder.  He  was  assigned  to 
Camp  Upton  where  he  served  for  eight  months  during 
which  time  he  became  an  officer  of  Company  C,  302nd 
Engineers,  77th  Division.  On  March  28th,  1918,  Harder 
left  the  States  with  his  unit  for  foreign  service.  Landing 
was  made  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  port 
in  Prance.  From  there  they  entrained  for  the  front  where 
they  engaged  actively  on  the  Toul,  Vesle,  Aisne,  and 
Argonne  sectors.  During  one  of  the  divisional  encounters 
Harder  was  severely  wounded  by  a  high  explosive  which 
lacerated  his  back,  arms,  legs  and  face.  He  was  taken 
to  Base  Hospital  No.  27  where  he  was  cared  for.  On 
February  22nd,  1919,  Harder  returned  to  the  States  with 
his  unit  and  the  12th  of  March  following  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Stanley  Hess  Harder 

On  April  8th,  1899,  Stanley  H.  Harder, 
was  born  in  Stottville  where  he 
still  resides  with  his  parents  James 
H.  and  Mary  Addison  Harder. 
Stanley  Harder  attended  the  public 
schools  of  his  home  village  and  for 
one  year  studied  at  Hudson  High 
School  after  which  he  became 
employed  in  a  textile  mill.  Harder 
enlisted  in  the  army  through  the 
Local  Board  at  Hudson  on  Novem¬ 
ber  1st,  1918.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  C,  Students’ 
Army  Training  Corps  and  stationed  at  the  State  College 
for  Teachers  in  Albany.  On  December  3rd,  1918,  Private 
Harder  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Willis  Frederick  Harder 

Schodack  was  the  original  home  of 
Willis  F.  Harder,  who  was  born 
there  on  May  6th,  1890,  to  David  H. 
and  Henrietta  Harder.  His  educa¬ 
tion  was  gained  in  the  Chatham 
public  schools  which  he  .  attended 
until  about  1905.  At  the  time  of  his 
induction  by  our  Local  Board, 
Harder  was  employed  as  a  fireman. 
On  April  29th,  1918,  he  started  for 
Camp  Dix,  where  he  was  sworn  into 
service  and  given  instructions  in  military  science.  Harder 
became  a  member  of  Headquarters  Company,  312th 
Infantry,  78th  Division,  in  May  and  just  before  the  unit 
sailed  for  France.  Subsequent  to  his  arrival  in  Europe, 
Private  Harder  was  attached  to  the  Trench  Mortar 
Platoon  with  which  he  served  faithfully  and  valiantly  in 
the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  Offensives  until  he 
was  evacuated  to  hospital  No.  4,  suffering  from  a  severe 
cold.  Seven  days  later  he  died  of  lobar  pneumonia. 
Private  Harder  was  laid  to  rest  with  full  military  honors. 


Edward  Pierson  Hardy 

Edward  P.  Hardy,  the  son  of  John 
C.  and  Emma  Hardy,  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  January  18th,  1894 
After  attending  the  Hudson  gram¬ 
mar  and  high  schools  he  took  a 
course  in  business  training.  When 
his  education  was  completed  Hardy 
took  a  position  as  auditor  with  a 
firm  in  Michigan.  He  later  returned 
to  Hudson,  where  he  was  employed 
by  the  Jones  and  Hardy  Mill  Sup¬ 
ply  Company.  On  May  25th,  1918,  Hardy  was  selected 
for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board  of  the  County.  He 
was  stationed  for  one  month  at  Camp  Wadsworth  and 
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assigned  to  Company  I,  302d  Infantry,  76th  Division.  On 
June  30th,  1918,  Private  Hardy  sailed  for  Brest,  France. 
Overseas  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Saint  Sulpice  near 
Bordeaux,  and  later  billeted  near  Saint  Amand,  at  Nantes 
and  at  St.  Nazaire.  During  the  last  seven  months  of  his 
enlistment  he  served  with  the  Headquarters  Detachment, 
Transportation  Corps,  Army  Transportation  Service. 
During  this  time  Hardy  had  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
Sergeant.  On  July  23rd,  1919,  Sergeant  Hardy  returned 
to  this  country  where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
on  July  29th,  following. 


Thomas  Clarence  Hardy 

Thomas  C.  Hardy  was  born  in  Hudson  on  September 
28th,  1891.  He  is  the  son  of  Anna  and  the  late  John 
Hardy.  Thomas  Hardy  gained  his  education  in  the  Hud¬ 
son  public  schools  and  then  took  employment  as  a  fireman 
On  August  9th,  1918,  he  was  enrolled  in  the  army  by  the 
Local  Board  of  our  county.  The  following  day  he  started 
for  Fort  Slocum  with  a  group  of  selected  men.  While 
still  at  this  camp  Private  Hardy  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Maurice  Francis  Harlow 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Maurice  F.  Harlow,  the 
son  of  Julia  Agnes  and  the  late  Hubert  Harlow  of  this 
city.  He  was  born  here  on  December  3rd,  1898.  In  1916. 
when  Harlow  had  completed  two  years  of  the  high  school 
course  at  St.  Mary’s  Academy,  he  left  school  to  take  a 
position  as  yard  clerk  with  the  New  York  Central  Rail¬ 
road  Company.  The  following  year  America  entered  the 
war  and  on  December  28th,  1917,  Harlow  enlisted  in  the 
Quartermaster’s  Corps.  He  was  sent  to  Fort  Slocum  and 
assigned  to  Company  No.  301,  Quartermaster’s  Corps. 
Later  he  served  at  Camp  Meigs  in  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia,  and  at  Camp  Hill  in  Virginia.  On  January 
21st,  1919,  Private  Harlow  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 
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Marvin  David  Harmon 

Marvin  D.  Harmon  was  born  in  Chatham  on  April  5th, 
1897.  His  parents  are  Charles  M.  and  Ida  May  Harmon, 
both  residents  of  Chatham.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
Albany  College  of  Pharmacy  in  1918  and  since  that  time 
has  practiced  the  pharmacist’s  profession.  On  May  30th, 
1918,  Harmon  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He 
became  a  Seaman  in  the  2d  Company,  New  York  Division 
of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard.  He  gained  the  ranks 
of  second  and  later  first  class  Pharmacist  Mate.  After 
a  year  of  service,  Harmon  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  on  May  29th,  1919. 


Raymond  Uriah  Harmon 

Raymond  Uriah  Harmon,  the  son  of  Charles  M.  and  Ida 
May  Harmon,  was  born  in  Chatham  on  August  27th,  1898. 
He  was  a  student  at  Syracuse  University,  studying  for¬ 
estry  when  he  was  voluntarily  sworn  into  the  United 
States  Army  service  at  Fort  Slocum  on  July  30th,  1918. 
Harmon  was  sent  to  Camp  Jackson,  and  assigned  to  Com¬ 
pany  C,  59th  Field  Artillery,  20th  Brigade.  He  served 
for  six  months  at  camp  and  during  that  time  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  On  January  30th,  1919,  Sergeant 
Harmon  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Roy  William  Harmon 


Roy  W.  Harmon  of  East  Chatham, 
was  born  in  Albany  on  October  17th, 
1892.  He  is  the  son  of  Eulia  and  the 
late  Lucius  D.  Harmon.  The  rural 
school  and  Chatham  High  School 
gave  him  his  early  education  before 
he  became  a  student  at  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity,  from  which  he  was  grad¬ 
uated  as  an  agricultural  expert  in 
1916.  Prior  to  the  war  he  served 
for  two  years  as  Corporal  in  the 
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Cornell  Cadet  Corps.  On  December  12th,  1917,  Harmon 
enlisted  in  the  Air  Service  through  the  Examining  Board 
for  Air  Service  at  Ithaca,  From  the  date  of  his  enlistment 
until  June  8th,  1918,  he  served  at  the  aviation  school  at 
Ithaca,  New  York.  From  the  latter  date  until  October 
15th,  1918,  Private  Harmon  served  at  Souther  Field  in 
Georgia.  While  there  he  received  a  Second  Lieutenant’s 
commission.  He  was  next  stationed  at  the  Air  Service 
Depot  on  Long  Island.  On  December  10th,  1918,  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Harmon  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Carleton  Tilley  Harris 

On  June  24th,  1889,  Dr.  Carleton  Tilley  Harris,  the  son 
of  George  W.  and  the  late  Mrs.  George  Harris  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  this  city,  but  he  now  resides  at  315  West  106th 
Street,  New  York  City.  In  1906  Harris  left  Hudson  High 
School  to  enter  the  Mercersburg  Academy  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1909.  Four  years  later  he  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  from  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania.  In  September  of  1914,  he  married  Jean¬ 
nette  A.  Gibson  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Dr.  Harris  practiced 
his  profession  in  Hudson  for  three  years  and  during  a  part 
of  this  time  he  held  a  Second  Lieutenant’s  commission  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard  o'" 
this  city.  On  June  19th,  1917,  he  volunteered  for  service 
in  the  United  States  Dental  Corps  and  received  a  First 
Lieutenant’s  Commission.  After  training  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  Lieutenant  Harris  sailed  for  France  in  October  of 
1917  and  landed  at  Saint  Nazaire.  He  was  assigned  to  the 
369th  United  States  Reserve  Infantry  attached  to  the  161st 
Division  of  the  4th  French  Army  and  with  this  unit  left 
Camp  Cortquidan  to  enter  the  trenches.  He  served  on  the 
Rhine,  Verdun,  Alsace  and  Vosges  Mountain  sectors,  serv¬ 
ing  actively  in  the  Aisne  and  Champagne-Marne  Defen¬ 
sives,  the  Aisne  Marne,  Oise-Aisne,  Meuse-Argonne  offen¬ 
sive  and  in  the  second  battle  of  the  Marne.  He  was 
wounded  by  portions  of  bursted  shell  which  entered  his 
knee.  In  March  of  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  where 
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he  received  his  honorable  discharge  the  following  month. 
Dr.  Harris  is  now  practicing  dentistry  in  New  York  City. 


George  William  Harris 

Rochester,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  George  Wil¬ 
liam  Harris.  Pie  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  27th  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  1897,  the  son  of  Fred  R.  and  the  late  Mrs.  Harris  of 
Rochester.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  New  York 
City  until  1912,  when  he  accepted  a  position  as  salesman. 
On  September  9th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  selected  Harris  for  military  service.  He  was 
assigned  to  Camp  Jackson,  South  Carolina,  where  he 
served  for  the  following  three  months  as  a  member  of 
Headquarters  Company,  7th  Field  Artillery.  He  later 
served  at  Camp  Hill  for  a  month  and  also  at  Newport 
News,  Virginia,  where  he  was  stationed  until  honorably 
discharged  on  December  29th,  1918. 


William  Boyd  Harrison 

William  Boyd  Harrison  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Amsterdam  on  the  9th  of 
November,  1893,  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Walter  Harrison  of  90  Glen 
Avenue,  Amsterdam,  New  York.  He 
completed  the  elementary  course  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  city, 
and  for  the  .three  following  years 
was  a  student  at  the  Amsterdam 
High  School.  He  then  accepted  a 
position  as  lineman  with  a  telephone 
and  telegraph  company.  On  January  2d,  1918,  Harrison 
applied  for  induction  through  the  Columbia  County  Local 
Board.  He  was  assigned  to  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas, 
where  he  served  for  six  months  as  a  member  of  the  33rd 
and  later  the  34th  Service  Company,  Signal  Corps.  Har- 
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rison  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on  June  9th,  1918, 
landing  at  Brest,  France.  His  branch  of  the  service  kept 
in  repair  the  line  of  communication  for  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces,  extending  their  work  into  the  front 
line  trenches.  Harrison  returned  to  the  States  with  the 
unit  on  July  19th,  1919,  and  nine  days  later  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


William  Raymond  Hartigan 

William  Raymond  Hartigan  was  born  in  Ghent  on  the 
28th  of  May,  1887,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patrick  Harti¬ 
gan,  both  residents  of  Ghent.  He  attended  the  Ghent  dis¬ 
trict  school  and  was  a  student  at  the  Chatham  High  School 
until  1904  when  he  accepted  a  position  as  telegraph  oper¬ 
ator  and  agent  with  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  He 
was  occupied  in  this  capacity  until  May  1st,  1917,  when  he 
volunteered  for  service  and  became  a  Landsman  in  the 
United  States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Electrical 
School  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  where  he  studied  for 
three  months,  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Harvard 
University  where  his  course  of  training  lasted  two  months. 
Hartigan  was  then  appointed  telegraph  operator  at  the 
Navy  Department  at  Washington,  in  which  capacity  he 
served  until  December  15th,  1917,  when  he  was  assigned 
to  transport  duty  aboard  the  United  States  Ship 
Leviathan,  and  as  one  of  her  crew  crossed  the  Atlantic 
twenty-four  times,  nineteen  of  these  times  being  through 
the  war  zone.  Landings  were  made  at  Brest,  France,  and 
Liverpool,  England.  Hartigan  was  advanced  to  the  rank 
of  1st  Class  Radio  Operator.  On  June  12th,  1918,  he 
married  Miss  Virginia  C.  Boyd  at  New  York  City.  Harti¬ 
gan  ’s  last  return  trip  brought  him  to  the  States  the  latter 
part  of  February,  1919,  and  on  the  7th  of  March,  1919,  he 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Charles  J.  Hartmann 

Charles  J.  Hartmann  was  born  in  Mt.  Vernon,  New 
York,  on  the  8th  of  April,  1895,  the  son  of  John  and  Louise 
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Hartmann,  both  residents  of  Chatham.  He  received  his 
early  education  in  the  Spencertown  Academy,  leaving  in 
1915  to  take  a  business  course  at  the  Albany  Business  Col¬ 
lege.  Hartmann  also  took  a  short  course  in  practical 
farming  at  Cornell  University.  After  three  unsuccessful 
attempts  to  volunteer  in  Uncle  Sam’s  service,  he  applied 
for  induction  through  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
on  May  31st,  1918,  and  was  assigned  to  Camp  Lee,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  where  he  served  for  six  months  as  a  Private  in  the 
13th  Veterinary  Unit.  Hartmann  left  an  American  port  of 
embarkation  with  his  unit  on  October  29th,  1918,  and  landed 
at  Brest,  Prance  the  first  week  of  November.  While  in 
service  in  Prance  he  contracted  influenza  which  later 
developed  into  pneumonia,  and  held  him  a  patient  at  the 
Evacuation  Hospital  at  Nantes,  Prance,  for  six  months. 
Hartmann  returned  to  America  with  his  unit  on  June  9th, 
1919,  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  about  a 
week  later. 


Harold  W.  Hartmann 

Mt.  Vernon,  Westchester  County,  was 
the  birthplace  of  Harold  W.  Hart¬ 
mann.  He  was  born  there  on  the 
19th  of  August,  1897,  the  son  of 
John  and  Louise  Hartmann,  now  of 
Chatham.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  Spencertown 
Academy,  after  which  he  took  a  busi¬ 
ness  course  at  the  Albany  Business 
College.  He  was  employed  at  farm¬ 
ing  in  the  county  until  November 
17th,  1915,  when  Hartmann  enlisted  as  2d  Class  Seaman 
in  the  United  States  Navy.  Hartmann  served  in  this 
capacity  a  year  and  seven  months.  He  was  then  selected 
by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  for  military  ser¬ 
vice.  He  was  assigned  to  Washington  Barracks  where  he 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps  until 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  July  17th,  1919. 
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Martin  La  Verne  Harvey 

Martin  La  Verne  Harvey  was  born  in 
tlie  town  of  Austeriitz  on  the  9th 
of  October,  1895.  He  is  the  son  of 
the  late  Martin  and  Emily  Harvey 
now  of  Spencertown,  New  Vork.  ire 
attended  the  Austeriitz  district 
schooi  until  1912  when  he  accepted 
employment  as  lineman  with  a  tele¬ 
phone  and  telegraph  company.  He 
was  thus  occupied  until  May  24th, 
1918,  when  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina,  where  he  served  for  about  a  month  with  the  2d 
Pioneer  Infantry.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Company 
C,  318th  Field  Signal  Battalion,  and  as  Corporal  of  this 
company  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on  July  14th, 
1918.  Landing  was  made  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and 
later  at  a  port  in  France.  The  battalion  was  assigned  to 
the  2d  Army  Corps  school  where  intensive  training  fol¬ 
lowed  for  a  short  time,  after  which  the  battalion  was  sent 
to  the  front,  where,  with  the  4th  British  Army  they  fought 
actively  on  the  Somme  sector  from  October  10th  to  18th. 
They  also  saw  active  service  with  the  Second  American 
Army  Corps  on  the  Wassignv  sector.  While  in  service 
Corporal  Harvey  contracted  influenza  which  held  him  at  a 
Government  hospital  in  France  for  about  a  month.  Har¬ 
vey  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  July  7th,  1919, 
and  ten  days  later  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Harry  E.  Hasbrouck 

High  Falls,  Ulster  County,  was  the  birthplace  of  Harry 
E.  Hasbrouck.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  21st  of 
March,  1894,  the  son  of  William  and  Jennie  Hasbrouck. 
He  was  a  student  at  the  Philmont  schools  until  1910  when 
he  became  employed  at  a  meat  market  in  Philmont.  He 
was  thus  occupied  until  his  enlistment  into  service.  On 
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May  24th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  Hasbrouck  for  military  service.  The  contingent 
left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Wadsworth, 
South  Carolina,  where  Hasbrouck  trained  as  a  member  of 
Company  D,  2d  Pioneer  Infantry,  2d  Army  Corps,  until 
J  une  30th,  1918,  on  which  date  he  left  an  American  port  of 
embarkation  for  overseas  service.  Landing  was  made  at 
Brest,  France,  from  where  the  2d  Pioneers  entrained  for 
Camp  St.  Sulpice.  They  also  served  at  Camp  Hunt  and 
St.  Loubes.  While  in  service  at  St.  Sulpice,  Hasbrouck 
contracted  influenza  which  later  developed  into  pneumonia. 
He  was  taken  to  the  St.  Sulpice  hospital  where  he  was 
cared  for  for  about  a  month  and  a  half.  On  May  20th, 
1919,  Hasbrouck  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  and 
four  days  later  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service.  Hasbrouck  is  now  residing  at  Philmont  with  his 
wife,  Sarah  Hazel  Hasbrouck,  to  whom  he  was  married  on 
October  22d,  1916. 


Oscar  Hasbrouck 

Kingston,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Oscar  Has¬ 
brouck,  the  son  of  Ira  H.  and  Henrietta  Hasbrouck  of  that 
city.  He  was  born  there  on  November  21st,  1882,  completed 
the  grammar  and  high  school  courses,  and  in  1905  was 
graduated  from  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  civil 
engineer.  On  May  1st,  1909,  Hasbrouck  married  Miss  Hen¬ 
rietta  Schermerhorn  at  Troy,  New  York.  They  are  now 
the  parents  of  one  daughter,  Catherine  S.  Prior  to  the 
war  he  held  a  position  as  county  assistant  in  the  Columbia 
County  Division  of  the  New  York  State  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment.  On  September  29th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  army 
and  immediately  received  a  captain’s  commission.  Cap¬ 
tain  Hasbrouck  served  at  Camps  Lee  and  Humphreys  until 
August  30th,  1918,  when  he  sailed  for  Brest  in  command 
of  the  Headquarters  Company,  522d  Engineers.  On  the 
other  side  he  served  for  eight  months  on  front  sectors 
engaging  in  the  Meuse- Argonne  Offensive  and  in  the 
Toul  Sector.  In  1919  he  returned  to  the  United  States 
and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  August  1st  of  that 
year. 
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Edward  Dennis  Hassett 

Edward  D.,  the  son  of  Dennis  and  Elizabeth  Hassett 
of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Arlington,  Mass.,  on  April  3rd. 
1895.  His  education  was  acquired  in  the  schools  of  his 
native  town.  After  coming  to  Hudson,  Hassett  wTas 
employed  at  construction  work.  On  August  28th,  1918,  he 
was  selected  at  Hudson  for  service  in  the  United  States 
Army.  Private  Hassett  served  at  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and  at 
Camp  McClellan  in  Alabama,  with  the  28tli  Company, 
157th  Depot  Brigade.  While  in  service  he  was  ill  with 
influenza  for  a  month.  On  November  22d,  1918,  Private 
Hassett  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Charles  Gerard  Hatch,  Jr. 

Charles  Gerard  Hatch,  Jr.,  son  of 
Charles  and  Harriett  Hatch  of  East 
Chatham,  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Canaan  on  the  4th  of  October,  1892. 
He  was  a  student  at  the  Canaan  dis¬ 
trict  school  until  1910  when  he  left  to 
learn  the  electrician’s  trade.  At  the 
conclusion  of  his  apprenticeship  he 
accepted  a  position  as  electrician. 
He  was  thus  employed  until  Septem¬ 
ber  21st,  1917,  when  the  Columbia 
County  Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service. 
Hatch  left  Hudson  September  22d  for  Camp  Devens,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  where  he  became  affiliated  with  Company  B, 
301st  Engineers,  76th  Division.  Hatch  served  at  this  camp 
for  the  following  fourteen  months,  one  of  which  was  spent 
in  the  hospital.  On  July  11th,  1918,  Hatch  married  Miss 
Mabel  Frances  Anthony  at  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.  On 
November  22d,  1918,  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Thomas  Messer  Hathaway 

Thomas  Messer  Hathaway  was  born  in  New  York  City 
on  the  20th  of  September,  1896.  He  is  the  son  of  Frank 
and  Beulah  Hathaway  of  North  Fifth  Street,  Hudson.  , 
24 
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Hathaway  attended  the  Hudson  public  schools,  the  Hudson 
High  School  and  Colgate  University.  While  at  this  insti¬ 
tution,  Hathaway  served  as  a  member  of  the  Reserve  Offi¬ 
cers  ’  Training  Corps.  September  8th,  1918,  the  Columbia 
County  Local  Board  selected  Hathaway  for  military  ser¬ 
vice.  He  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Jackson,  South  Carolina, 
where  he  trained  as  a  member  of  Battery  B,  7th  Regiment, 
3rd  Brigade.  Hathaway  also  served  at  Camp  Hill  and 
Camp  Upton.  On  November  10th,  1918,  on  the  Kroonland 
he  left  an  American  port  bound  for  France.  Hathaway’s 
voyage  was  unexpectedly  cut  short  by  the  signing  of  the 
armistice,  and  the  Kroonland  returned  to  America  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day.  On  January  2d,  1919,  Hathaway  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


William  Hathaway 

From  the  State  of  Virginia  came  William  Hatha¬ 
way,  where  he  was  born  August  4th,  1892,  the  son  of  the 
late  Thomas  and  the  late  Sarah  Hathaway  of  Virginia. 
Hathaway  was  educated  in  his  native  state,  after  which 
he  came  North  and  made  Stuyvesant  Falls  his  home,  where 
he  obtained  employment.  On  June  10th,  1918,  he  was 
inducted  into  military  service  by  the  Local  Board  of  the 
county.  Upon  reaching  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts, 
Hathaway  was  assigned  to  Company  D,  520th  Engineers. 
After  training  a  month  at  this  camp  he  was  transferred 
to  Camp  Humphreys,  Virginia,  where  he  served  until 
August  31st,  1918,  on  which  date  the  520th  Engineers  left 
the  States  for  overseas  service.  After  landing  at  Brest, 
France,  they  entrained  for  Savennay,  where  tliey  trained 
for  a  short  time.  While  abroad  they  also  served  at  Bor¬ 
deaux  and  Grand  Chaise.  Hathaway  landed  on  American 
soil  June  26tli,  1919,  and  four  days  later  received  his  hon¬ 
orable  discharge  from  service. 


James  Hover  Hatheway 

James  Hover  Hatheway  is  the  son  of  the  Reverend 
Charles  and  Mrs.  Mary  Hatheway  of  Columbiaville.  He 
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was  born  in  that  place  on  the  5th  of  November,  1898. 
Hatheway  attended  the  Hudson  public  schools  and  was  a 
student  at  the  Holderness  Preparatory  School,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  until  1917,  when  he  returned  to  Columbiavilie  and 
became  employed  at  the  Hover  Knitting  Mills.  On  August 
6th,  1918,  Hatheway  enlisted  at  Albany  as  a  volunteer  in 
the  Field  Artillery.  He  was  then  assigned  to  Camp  Jack- 
son,  South  Carolina,  where  he  served  as  corporal  and  gas 
instructor  of  Battery  E,  2d  Regiment,  Field  Artillery, 
Replacement  Detachment,  until  honorably  discharged  on 
December  31st,  1918. 


John  Haverlick 

John  Haverlick  was  born  in  Chatham 
on  August  31st,  1890.  His  father, 
Peter  Haverlick,  lives  in  Chatham, 
but  his  mother  died  some  time  ago  at 
Holyoke,  Massachusetts.  John  Hav¬ 
erlick  was  educated  in  the  schools  of 
his  home  town.  At  the  time  of  his 
selection  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Schoharie  County,  he  was  in  the 
employment  of  the  Borden  Con¬ 
densed  Milk  Company.  For  ten 
months  Private  Haverlick  trained  at  Camp  Devens,  where 
he  was  associated  with  Company  D,  303rd  Infantry,  76th 
Division.  On  July  27th,  1918,  he  landed  in  England  and 
later  embarked  for  a  French  port.  In  France,  Haverlick 
served  at  Saint  Ammond,  Chateauneuf,  Sarzay  and  Ver¬ 
dun.  He  advanced  to  the  rank  of  sergeant.  After  the 
cessation  of  hostilities,  Sergeant  Haverlick  was  stationed 
at  Sougy  with  the  37th  Detached  Service  Company,  Army 
Service  Corps.  On  June.  30th,  1919,  the  transport  Von 
Steuben  sailed  into  an  American  port  with  Sergeant  Hav¬ 
erlick  aboard.  Four  days  later,  on  Independence  Day,  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Charles  August  Hawkes,  Jr. 

Charles,  the  son  of  Charles  A.  and 
Mary  M.  Hawkes,  of  608  Gifford 
Place,  Hudson,  was  born  in  Phil- 
mont  on  January  21st,  1895. 

Shortly  after  he  left  Hudson  High 
School  he  passed  a  government  civil 
service  examination  and  received  an 
appointment  as  post  office  clerk  in 
the  Hudson  post  office.  On  April 
2d,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  our 
county  selected  him  for  army  duty 
and  the  following  day  Hawkes  left  this  city  for  Camp  Dix. 
Six  weeks  of  military  training  was  followed  by  his  depar¬ 
ture  from  America  on  May  19th,  1918.  Hawkes  was  a 
private  in  Company  D,  310tli  Infantry,  78th  Division.  He 
served  on  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Argonne  sectors,  taking 
active  part  in  the  battles  fought  in  those  regions.  After 
fighting  bravely,  Private  Hawkes  returned  home  in  the 
summer  of  1919.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
June  6th,  1919,  and  immediately  returned  to  the  duties  of 
civilian  life.  In  the  fall  of  that  year  he  became  ill  and 
after  a  few  weeks  of  sickness  he  died  at  his  home  in  this 
city. 


William  P.  Hawley 

William  P.  Hawley  was  born  in  Chatham  on  the  1st  of 
August,  1883.  His  parents  died  when  he  was  very  young 
and  since  then  he  has  made  his  home  with  Miss  Clara  A. 
Hawley  of  Chatham.  He  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  the  district  schools  of  his  native  village  and  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  graduating  class  of  1901,  Chatham  High  School. 
For  the  following  seven  years  Hawley  was  engaged  in  the 
brokerage  business  in  New  York  City.  On  August  27th, 
1917,  he  enlisted  at  Gouvemor’s  Island  as  a  private  in  the 
Field  Artillery  and  as  a  member  of  this  branch  of  the 
service  he  trained  three  months  at  Fort  Myer,  Virginia. 
Hawley  was  then  transferred  to  the  Quartermaster’s 
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Corps,  Remount  Service,  and  in  this  capacity  he  trained 
four  months  at  Camp  Taylor,  Kentucky,  and  three  months 
at  Camp  Johnson,  Florida,  after  which  he  was  commis¬ 
sioned  1st  Lieutenant  and  later  Captain.  In  June  of  1918, 
the  207th  Field  Remount  Squadron,  of  which  Captain  Haw¬ 
ley  was  a  member  sailed  overseas.  After  landing  at  Brest, 
France,  the  unit  entrained  for  Selles  Sur  Cher,  where  most 
of  their  foreign  service  was  spent  at  Remount  Depot  No. 
21.  Hawley  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major.  The 
31st  of  March,  1919,  found  him  again  in  the  States  and  on 
the  1st  of  April,  1919,  he  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


Biard  Jacob  Hawver 

Biard  Jacob  Hawver  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Livingston  on  the  9th  of 
October,  1887.  He  is  the  son  of 
Biard  and  Minnie  Frances  Hawver 
of  720  Warren  Street,  Hudson,  New 
York.  He  attended  the  district 
school  of  Livingston  until  1903,  when 
he  left  to  learn  the  blacksmith’s 
trade.  On  June  19th,  1916,  Hawver 
enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company 
F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  and  served  with  this  unit  at  Camp  Whit¬ 
man,  New  York,  during  the  summer  of  1916,  and  at  Vails 
Gate  in  the  spring  of  1917.  On  July  20th,  1917,  Company 
F  was  called  into  federal  service  by  presidential  procla¬ 
mation,  and  nine  days  later  they  left  Hudson  for  Fort 
Niagara,  where  military  training  followed  until  October 
of  1917.  The  company  then  entrained  for  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina,  where  Hawver  served  the  following 
four  months  as  a  corporal  of  the  3rd  Company,  4th  Regi¬ 
ment,  Air  Service  Mechanics.  Hawver  also  trained  for  a 
short  time  at  Camps  Hancock  and  Greene.  On  July  15th, 
1918,  he  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  and  landed  at 
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Liverpool,  England,  the  latter  part  of  July.  While  abroad 
Hawver  served  at  Romarantin,  France,  for  the  following 
ten  months.  He  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  June 
29th,  1919,  and  eleven  days  later  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Frederick  W.  Hawver 

Frederick  W.  Hawver  was  born  in 
Taglikanic,  New  York,  on  the  23rd  of 
June,  1890.  His  parents,  William 
and  Catherine  Hawver,  live  in 
Claverack.  After  attending  the 
West  Taglikanic  district  school  until 
1905,  Hawver  became  employed  as 
chauffeur.  On  February  22d,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  selected  Hawver  for  mili¬ 
tary  service.  He  left  Hudson  the 
following  day  with  his  contingent  for  Camp  Devens,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  where  he  became  a  part  of  Company  B,  302d 
Motor  Supply  Train,  77th  Division.  Training  followed 
at  Camp  Devens  for  a  month,  after  which  the  unit  was 
transferred  to  Camp  Upton.  Service  here  continued  until 
April  24th,  1918,  on  which  date  the  unit  left  America 
for  foreign  service.  After  landing  at  Brest,  France,  the 
302d  advanced  to  the  front  where  they  engaged  actively  in 
the  Baccarat  and  Vesle  sectors  and  Oisne-Aisne  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  Offensives  from  June  21st  until  November  11th, 
1918.  The  return  to  the  States  was  made  on  the  6th  of 
May,  1919,  and  on  the  19th  of  the  same  month,  Hawver  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Raymond  Tilden  Hawver 

Claverack,  New  York,  is  the  home  of  Raymond  Tilden 
Hawver.  He  was  born  in  that  village  on  the  22d  of  March, 
1891,  the  son  of  Chancellor  and  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Haw- 
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ver  of  Claverack.  Hawver  attended  the  Hudson  public 
schools,  and  later  was  a  student  at  the  Chatham  High 
School.  He  afterwards  became  interested  in  the  fire  insur¬ 
ance  business,  and  was  occupied  in  this  business  at  Hudson 
for  the  following  three  years.  On  May  31st,  1917,  Hawver 
enlisted  as  a  2d  Class  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
Hawver ’s  training  consisted  of  two  and  a  half  months  at 
Pelham  Bay  Naval  Training  Station,  two  and  a  half 
months  at  Naval  Base  No.  6,  five  months  at  the  Naval 
Radio  School  and  a  month  of  detailed  service  with  the 
Armed  Guard.  Hawver  was  then  assigned  to  transport 
duty  as  radio  electrician  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Montclair, 
and  in  this  service  he  landed  at  ports  in  Holland,  St. 
Nazaire,  France,  and  Southampton,  England.  Hawver 
returned  to  the  States  May  20th,  1919,  on  the  U.  S.  S. 
Montclair,  and  the  fourth  of  the  following  month  he 
received  his  honorable  release  from  active  service.  Haw¬ 
ver  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Force. 


Walter  William  Hawver 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Walter 
William  Hawver.  He  was  born  in 
that  city  on  the  17th  of  April,  1898, 
the  son  of  Willis  and  Bertha  Haw¬ 
ver  of  832  Columbia  Street.  H.e 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
until  1915  when  he  left  to  learn  the 
tinsmith’s  trade.  On  May  8th,  1917, 
Hawver  enlisted  as  a  member  of 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard,  which  com¬ 
pany  was  federalized  by  presidential  proclamation  on  July 
20th,  1917,  and  nine  days  later  left  Hudson  for  Fort 
Niagara,  New  York,  where  training  followed  for  three 
months.  Company  F  then  entrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth, 
South  Carolina,  where  Hawver  trained  for  eight  months  as 
a  corporal  of  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th  Army 
Corps.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  July  26th,  1918,  and 
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landed  on  foreign  soil  August  10th,  1918.  The  51st 
Pioneers  advanced  to  the  front  where  they  saw  active  ser¬ 
vice  on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Meuse,  Moselle  and  Wo.erve  sectors 
from  September  12th,  1918,  to  November  11th,  1918.  At 
the  cessation  of  hostilities  the  51st  Pioneers  became  a  part 
of  the  Army  of  Occupation.  They  returned  to  the  States 
July  3rd,  1919,  and  seven  days  later  Hawver  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Nelson  Caul  Hay 

Nelson  Caul  Hay  was  born  in  Chatham 
on  the  1st  of  May,  1893.  He  is  the 
son  of  Edward  and  Elizabeth  Hay 
of  Chatham.  He  received  liis  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  Chatham  public  schools, 
leaving  in  1910  to  accept  employ¬ 
ment  as  trainman  with  a  railroad 
company.  On  June  27th,  1917,  he 
enlisted  as  private  in  the  Infantry. 
Hay’s  training  consisted  of  a  month 
at  Camp  Hine,  a  short  time  at  Camp 
Steward,  and  about  a  month  at  the  94th  Street  Armory  in 
New  York  City,  and  ten  months  at  Camp  Wadsworth, 
South  Carolina,  where  Hay  became  identified  with  Com¬ 
pany  D,  106th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division.  On 
May  10th,  1918,  the  unit  left  America  for  Brest,  France. 
After  landing  on  foreign  soil  the  latter  part  of  June,  the 
unit  advanced  to  the  front  and  engaged  actively  on  the 
St.  Quentin,  Ypres,  Mt.  Kemmel  and  St.  Souplet  sectors. 
While  in  active  service  at  Vierstadt  Cross  Boad,  Hay  was 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  corporal.  The  106th  also  took 
part  in  the  breaking  of  the  Hindenburg  line,  at  which 
Hay  was  severely  gassed.  On  March  26th,  1919,  the  unit 
returned  to  the  States  and  on  April  2d,  1919,  Hay  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 
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Leo  Joseph  Hayes 

Leo  Joseph  Hayes  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Greenport,  on  the  9th  of 
April,  1896.  He  lives  with  his  par¬ 
ents,  John  Joseph  and  Marion 
Hayes  of  91  South  3rd  Street,  Hud¬ 
son.  After  completing  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  St.  Mary’s  school, 
Hudson,  Hayes  became  interested  in 
motor  mechanics  and  followed  that 
trade  until  September  21st,  1917, 
when  the  Local  Board  of  the  county 
selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day  with  his  contingent  for  Camp  Devens,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  where  he  served  as  a  member  of  Company  K, 
303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division,  until  honorably  discharged 
from  service  December  29th,  1 91 7. 


Harry  Walter  Hayner 


Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Harry 
Walter  Hayner.  He  was  born  in 
that  city  on  the  13tli  of  June,  1889 
the  son  of  Jonas  and  Ella  Hayner 
now  of  Livingston,  N.  Y.  He  received 
his  elementary  education  in  the 
schools  of  Livingston,  later  taking  a 
scientific  course  at  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity.  Hayner  was  afterwards  em¬ 
ployed  at  Albany.  On  August  18th, 
1912,  he  married  Miss  Lulu  Danley 
at  Attica,  N.  Y.  Hayner  volunteered  his  services  in  the 
aviation  section  on  December  10th,  1917,  and  a  few  days 
later  he  was  assigned  to  the  13th  company,  3rd  regiment, 
Air  Service  Mechanics.  His  training  consisted  of  a  month 
at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  five  weeks  at  Camp  Hancock, 
Georgia,  and  three  months  at  Camp  Greene,  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  After  a  short  period  of  training  at  Camp  Upton, 
on  July  6th,  1918,  the  unit  sailed  overseas.  After  landing 
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at  Brest,  France,  the  regiment  served  at  Romorantin  and 
Issudonn  for  the  duration  of  the  war.  At  Romorantin 
Hayner  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal.  In  June, 
1919  he  returned  to  the  States.  Hayner  was  given  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service  June  19th,  1919. 


Freeman  Nelson  Haynor 

Freeman  N.  Haynor  who  now  resides  at  West  Lebanon 
was  born  in  New  York  City  on  November  4th,  1885,  to 
George  H.  and  Cynthia  C.  Haynor.  After  completing  his 
high  school  course  he  became  a  marine  engineer.  On  June 
4th,  1910,  Haynor  enlisted  in  the  navy  where  he  rose  to 
chief  engineer,  later  holding  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  Junior 
Grade.  Lieutenant  Haynor  sailed  with  the  Pacific  Fleet 
aboard  the  United  States  ships  AVhipple,  Decator,  Celebes 
and  Naushan.  Immediately  after  America’s  declaration 
of  war  he  was  ordered  into  foreign  waters.  On  June  10th, 
1917,  Lieutenant  Haynor  sailed  on  the  Whipple  which 
patrolled  the  North  Sea,  Bay  of  Biscay  and  off  the  post 
of  Brest.  Lieutenant  Haynor  is  still  an  officer  in  the 
United  States  Navy. 


Melburne  Morse  Hazelton 

Melburne  Hazelton,  the  son  of  William  W.  and  Mary 
Elizabeth  Hazelton,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  May  15th, 
1896.  He  attended  the  grammar  schools  and  completed 
one  year  of  the  course  at  Hudson  High  School.  Hazelton 
was  following  the  electrician’s  trade  when  he  enlisted 
in  the  air  service  on  March  12th,  1918.  He  was  assigned 
to  the  Aviation  section  of  the  Signal  Corps,  serving  with 
various  Aero  Squadrons  at  Kelly  Field,  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  where  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant. 
Sergeant  Hazelton  was  placed  on  duty  at  the  Post  Signal 
Office  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  the  telephone  system. 
On  June  27th,  1919,  he  completed  his  term  of  service,  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Walter  Philmon  Hazelton 

Walter  P.  Hazelton  was  another  son 
of  William  W.  and  Mary  E.  Hazel¬ 
ton,  who  volunteered  his  services  in 
the  war.  He  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
October  9th,  1899,  received  his 
schooling  in  this  city  and  then 
learned  the  auto  mechanic’s  trade. 
On  March  1st,  1917,  Hazelton 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infan¬ 
try,  New  York  National  Guard.  His 
first  experience  in  a  military  camp 
began  when  he  served  four  months  at  Camp  Whitman.  In 
July,  1917,  the  National  Guard  was  federalized  by  presi¬ 
dential  proclamation.  On  July  29th,  1917,  Private  Hazel¬ 
ton  boarded  a  train  for  Fort  Niagara  where  he  underwent 
intensive  training  until  October.  During  that  month  he 
was  sent  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  Spartanburg,  South 
Carolina  and  then  assigned  to  Company  D,  102nd 
Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division.  On  June  10th,  1918,  he 
sailed  for  France.  After  his  arrival  in  that  country  he 
was  stationed  for  a  time  at  Camp  De  Souge  and  Bordeaux. 
Then  the  102nd  Ammunition  Train  moved  on  to  the  fight¬ 
ing  sectors,  serving  on  the  Verdun  sector  for  three  months. 
The  27th  Division  returned  in  March,  1919.  On  April  5th, 
1919,  Private  Hazelton  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Arthur  Joseph  Hearn 


Arthur  Joseph  Hearn  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  on  the  5tli  of 
March,  1895,  the  son  of  John  and 
Elizabeth  Hearn  of  422  Union 
Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  city,  was 
graduated  from  the  Mackenzie 
School  at  Dobbs  Ferry  and  was 
graduated  from  Yale  University 
with  the  class  of  1916.  While  a 
student  at  that  University,  Hearn 
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served  three  years  with  the  Yale  Battery.  In  the  fall  of 
1916  he  entered  Johns  Hopkins  Medical  School  at  Balti¬ 
more,  Maryland,  as  a  medical  student.  While  pursuing  his 
studies  at  Johns  Hopkins  he  was  selected  for  military  serv¬ 
ice  by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County.  Under  a 
special  ruling  by  President  Wilson  during  the  summer  of 
’17  medical  students  were  assigned  to  the  medical  corps 
attached  to  their  schools  and  permitted  to  continue  their 
medical  training.  And  in  this  capacity  Hearn  served  at 
Johns  Hopkins  as  a  member  of  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps 
of  the  medical  department  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  in  May  of  1919. 


William  John  Hearn 

William  John  Hearn,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Hearn 
of  422  Union  Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hud¬ 
son,  N.  Y.  on  the  15th  of  August,  1897.  He  attended  the 
Hudson  public  schools,  Hudson  High  School,  and  was 
graduated  from  the  Exeter  Preparatory  School,  and  was 
later  a  student  at  Yale  University.  From  then  until  his 
enlistment  into  service  Hearn  was  in  the  employ  of  the 
Farmer’s  Trust  and  Loan  Company,  New  York  City.  On 
May  25th,  1918,  he  enlisted  as  a  2nd  Class  Seaman  in 
the  United  States  Navy.  In  July  of  1918,  Hearn  married 
Miss  Alice  Riley  at  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  they  now  have  a 
daughter  Elizabeth  Frances  Hearn.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  11th  Headquarters  Company  and  as  a  member  of  this 
unit  he  served  at  the  United  States  Naval  Training  Sta¬ 
tion  at  Pelham  Bay,  N.  Y.,  until  honorably  released  from 
service  on  December  11th,  1918.  Hearn  is  at  present  a 
member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Frank  Hoag  Heeney 

Frank  Hoag  Heeney  is  a  resident  of  Kinderhook  hav¬ 
ing  been  born  there  the  12tli  of  January,  1889,  the  son  of 
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William  and  Mary  Heeney  of  Kinderhook.  Heeney 
attended  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town  and  com¬ 
pleted  a  two  year  course  in  the  Kinderhook  High  School. 
He  was  employed  as  clerk  from  then  until  April  2nd,  1918, 
on  which  date  Heeney  was  selected  by  the  Local  Board 
of  the  county  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the 
following  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey  where  he  trained 
for  six  weeks  during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of 
Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78t,h  Division.  The  unit  left 
America  for  overseas  service  May  20th,  1918,  and  landed 
first  at  Southampton,  England  and  later  at  Calais,  France. 
At  the  front  the  310tli  served  on  the  Limey,  St.  Mihiel, 
and  Argonne  sectors.  While  in  action  in  the  Argonne 
Forest,  Heeney  was  wounded  by  shrapnel.  He  was 
removed  to  a  hospital  where  he  remained  a  patient  for 
about  a  month.  On  May  29th,  1919,  he  landed  on  American 
soil  and  on  June  6th,  1919,  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge. 


William  Henry  Helsley 

From  Germantown,  N.  Y.  came  William 
Henry  Helsley.  He  was  born  in  that 
town  on  the  16th  of  July,  1894,  the 
son  of  Lewis  and  Jeanette  Helsley 
of  Germantown.  After  completing 
the  elementary  course  in  the  district 
school  of  his  native  town  he  became 
interested  in  farming  and  was 
engaged  in  this  occupation  in  Ger¬ 
mantown  until  July  14th,  1918,  when 
the  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  Helsley  for  military  service.  He  served  for  a 
short  time  at  Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y.,  after  which  he  trained 
for  two  months  at  Camp  Hancock  and  later  served  at  Camp 
Devens  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  35th  Machine  Gun 
Battalion,  12tli  Division,  until  January  28th,  1919,  on  which 
date  he  was  honorably  discharged. 
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Alden  Wadsworth  Henderson 

One  of  the  Spencertown  boys  who  died 
in  the  service  of  his  country  was 
Alden  Wadsworth  Henderson.  He 
was  born  in  Austerlitz,  N.  Y.  on  the 
3rd  of  February,  1899,  the  son  of 
Marie  and  the  late  Dr.  Leonard 
Henderson  of  Spencertown.  After 
attending  the  district  school  in  Hills¬ 
dale  he  completed  a  two  year  course 
in  the  Hillsdale  High  School,  leaving 
in  1915,  to  learn  wireless  telegraphy. 
At  the  completion  of  his  training  Henderson  became 
employed  at  his  profession  in  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts  and 
was  thus  occupied  until  his  enlistment  at  Pittsfield  into  the 
air  service  on  December  6th,  1917.  Henderson’s  service 
consisted  of  a  course  of  radio  training  at  the  Radio  School, 
Austin  University,  after  which  he  took  an  advanced  techni¬ 
cal  course  as  a  member  of  Company  B,  Areo  Detachment 
at  Carnegie  Institute  at  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania.  Hender¬ 
son  was  then  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Radio  Mechanic  and 
assigned  to  Company  B,  218th  Squadron,  which  served  at 
the  Ellington  Aviation  Field  and  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas  and 
at  Mitchell  Aviation  Field  where  Henderson  died  of  pneu¬ 
monia  on  October  15th,  1918,  at  the  Red  Cross  Hospital. 
He  was  laid  to  rest  with  full  military  honors. 


William  George  Henderson 

Stockport,  N.  Y.  was  the  original  home 
of  William  George  Henderson.  He 
was  born  in  that  town  on  the  15th  of 
February,  1896,  the  son  of  George 
and  Alice  Henderson,  now  of  Kind- 
erhook.  Henderson  attended  the 
district  school  at  Stuyvesant  leaving 
in  1913  to  manage  a  general  mer¬ 
chandise  store  in  the  town  of  Kinder- 
hook.  On  July  14th,  1918,  the  Local 
Board  of  the  county  selected 
Henderson  for  military  service.  His  contingent  left  Hud- 
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son  the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum  where  they  were 
stationed  for  a  short  time.  Henderson  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Hancock  Georgia,  where  he  trained  for 
eight  months  as  a  member  of  a  machine  gun  battalion.  At 
the  completion  of  the  course  of  instruction  Henderson  was 
assigned  as  instructor  at  the  machine  gun  school  at  Camp 
Benning,  Georgia.  As  the  result  of  an  automobile  accident 
while  in  service  at  Camp  Benning,  Henderson  was  disabled 
for  about  a  month  in  a  hospital  with  a  fractured  knee. 
Upon  recovery,  on  July  26th,  1919,  Henderson  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


Irving  Hendler 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Irving  Hendler.  He  was 
born  in  that  city  on  the  21st  of  October,  1895,  the  son  of 
Jacob  and  the  late  Sarah  Hendler  of  254  Fulton  Street, 
Hudson.  He  acquired  his  education  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools  leaving  in  1907  to  accept  a  position  as  salesman. 
On  May  16th,  1918,  Hendler  applied  for  induction  through 
a  Local  Board  at  Troy,  N.  Y.  He  was  assigned  to  a 
technical  class  then  training  at  New  York  University.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  course  Hendler  was  transferred  to 
Camp  V ail  where  he  served  for  a  short  time  after  which 
he  was  assigned  to  Company  C,  209th  Field  Signal  Bat¬ 
talion,  9th  Division  training  at  Camp  Sheridan,  Alabama. 
Hendler  served  as  a  member  of  this  unit  until  honorably 
discharged  on  February  7tli,  1919.  Hendler  married  Miss 
Sadie  Pearlstein  at  Troy,  New  York,  on  June  22nd,  1919. 


Howard  Arnold  Hendrickson 

Howard  Arnold  Hendrickson  was  born 
in  New  York  City  on  the  12th  of 
December,  1898.  He  lives  with  his 
parents  S.  W.  and  Julia  Hendrickson 
at  Chatham,  N.  Y.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  White  Plains  and 
Chatham,  graduating  from  High 
School  in  1917.  He  then  enrolled  as 
a  student  at  Union  College,  Schenec¬ 
tady,  and  while  pursuing  his  studies 
there,  on  October  3rd,  1918,  enlisted 
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in  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  connected  with  the 
University.  Hendrickson  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Student’s  Army  Training  Corps  of  Union  College  until 
honorably  discharged  on  December  7th,  1918. 


Charles  Henn 

Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  was  the  birthplace  of 
Charles  Henn.  He  was  born  there 
on  the  17th  of  May,  1889.  His 
parents  died  when  Henn  was  very 
young  and  he  then  made  his  home 
with  his  sister,  Mrs.  A.  Nohacker  of 
1050  East  18th  Street,  Brooklyn. 
After  completing  the  elementary 
course  in  a  Brooklyn  school  Henn 
moved  to  Ghent,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
accepted  employment  on  a  farm.  He 
was  occupied  there  until  the  14th  of  December,  1917,  on 
which,  date  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  him  for 
military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  with 
the  contingent  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where 
Henn  served  three  months  with  a  Veterinary  unit  and  ten 
months  as  a  member  of  the  301st  Remount  Depot.  During 
the  influenza  epidemic  Henn  contracted  influenza,  which 
later  developed  into  pneumonia,  and  held  him  a  patient  at 
the  Camp  Devens  hospital  for  about  a  month.  Henn  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  May  15th,  1919. 


Otto  G.  Hennig 


Otto  G.  Hennig  is  a  resident  of  Colum¬ 
bia  County  having  been  born  in  Hud¬ 
son  on  the  24th  of  April,  1897,  the 
son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Hennig 
of  110  North  Fifth  Street,  Hudson. 
He  attended  the  Hudson  public 
schools  and  was  a  student  at  the 
Hudson  High  School  until  1915  when 
he  left  to  accept  a  position  with  the 
C.  H.  Evans  &  Sons  Company  at 
which  he  was  employed  until,  July 
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14th,  1918,  when  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected 
him  for  military  service.  Hennig  left  Hudson  July  15tli 
for  New  York  University,  New  York  City  where  he  received 
technical  training  for  the  following  three  months,  after 
which  he  was  assigned  to  a  coast  artillery  unit  stationed 
at  Fortress  Monroe,  Virginia.  After  serving  at  Monroe 
for  two  months  Hennig  was  transferred  to  Fort  Hamilton, 
where  he  served  as  a  company  clerk  until  December  17tli, 
1918,  on  which  date  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


William  Ellery  Herb 

William  Ellery  Herb  was  born  in  West  Easton,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  on  the  27tli  of  November,  1890,  the  son  of  Ella 
Elizabeth  and  the  late  William  Herb  of  Easton.  Herb 
attended  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town,  and 
Lafayette  College,  from  which  he  graduated  with  the 
degree  of  Civil  Engineer  in  1914.  From  then  until  his 
enlistment  into  service  he  was  employed  as  engineer  by 
the  Gifford-Wood  Company.  On  May  31st  1918,  Herb 
volunteered  at  a  naval  recruiting  station  in  New  York  City 
as  a  2nd  Class  Machinist’s  Mate  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
He  served  with  companies  4  and  8,  12th  Regiment  at  the 
Great  Lakes  Naval  Training  Station  for  a  year,  after  which 
he  served  on  the  U.  S.  Receiving  Ship,  Philadelphia,  until 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  June  23rd,  1919. 


John  Albert  Hering 


Stuyvesant  Falls  was  the  original 
home  of  John  Albert  Hering.  He 
was  born  there  on  the  20tli  of  April, 
1896,  the  son  of  Maxamilian  and 
Agnes  Hering  of  Stuyvesant  Falls. 
He  attended  the  district  school  of  his 
native  town  until  1915  when  he 
accepted  employment  at  the  Stuy¬ 
vesant  Falls  knitting  mills.  He  was 
thus  occupied  until  May  11th,  1918, 
on  which  date  the  Columbia  County

Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum  where  he  served 
for  a  short  time.

On  July  15th,  1918,  he  left  the  States  for 
foreign  service.  Landing  was  made  first  at  Liverpool, 
England  and  later  at  a  port  in  France.  At  the  front  he 
served  on  the  Aisne,  Argonne  and  Verdun  sectors  with 
Company  B,  109th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  28th  Division. 
While  in  service  abroad  Hering  was  a  patient  at  Base 
Hospital  No.  52  for  six  weeks  as  a  victim  of  influenza. 
He  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  June  23rd,  1919, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  June  25th, 
1919.  Hering  married  Miss  Bertha  Harvey  at  Stuyvesant 
Falls  on  July  9th,  1919. 


Lewis  Joseph  Hering 

West  Ghent,  N.  Y.,  was  the  birthplace 
of  Lewis  Joseph  Hering.  He  was 
born  in  that  town  on  the  6th  of  June, 
1894,  the  son  of  Maxamilian  and 
Agnes  Hering  now  of  Stuyvesant 
Falls.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  school  of  his 
native  town,  leaving  in  1910  to 
engage  in  mill  work  at  Stuyvesant 
Falls.  On  June  7th,  1916,  Hering 
married  Miss  Ethel  Brenley  at  Stuy¬ 
vesant  Falls.  The  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected 
him  for  military  service  on  July  14th,  1918,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day  he  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  trained  for  a  short  time.  He  was  then  transferred  to 
Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he  served  for  five  months 
with  the  17th,  54th,  and  122nd  Machine  Gun  Battalions. 
Hering  was  then  assigned  to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where 
he  was  stationed  until  honorablv  discharged  on  December 
31st,  1919.

Edward  Cooper  Hermance 

Edward  C.  Hermance  of  Hudson 
began  his  military  life  as  a  member 
of  the  local  company  of  the  State 
Guard —  Company  F,  10th  Infantry. 
In  July  of  1917,  after  he  was  mus¬ 
tered  into  federal  service  Private 
Hermance  went  to  Fort  Niagara  and 
there  began  intensive  military 
training  which  was  continued  at 
Camp  Wadsworth.  At  the  later 
place  he  was  assigned  to  Company 
F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th  Army  Corps  with  which  he 
sailed  for  Brest  in  July,  1918.  After  disembarking  at  the 
port  of  Brest,  Hermance  was  ordered  to  the  front  where 
he  served  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive,  and  on  the  Woerve 
sector.  After  the  armistice  was  signed  Private  Hermance 
entered  Germany  as  a  member  of  the  Army  of  Occupation. 
In  July  1919  he  completed  his  voyage  home  and  here 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  the  army. 


John  Harper  Hermance 

Company  C,  2nd  Engineers,  2nd 
Division  numbered  as  one  of  its 
members  John  Harper  Hermance. 
He  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson 
on  the  2nd  of  November,  1896,  the 
son  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Andrew 
Hermance  of  Hudson.  He  was  a 
student  at  St.  Mary’s  school,  Hud¬ 
son,  until  1910  when  he  left  to  learn 
the  electrician’s  trade.  Prom  the 
completion  of  his  apprenticeship  he 
was  employed  as  electrician  in  Hudson  until  November 
21st,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Engineering  Corps  at 
the  Albany  Recruiting  Station.  He  was  assigned  to  Fort 
Slocum  where  he  trained  for  three  months.  After  arriving 
in  France  he  became  a  member  of  Company  C,  2nd 
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Engineers,  2nd  Division.  Hermance  also  served  for  five 
weeks  at  Camp  Belvoil,  Virginia,  and  two  weeks  at  Camp 
Merritt,  New  Jersey.  On  April  29th,  1918,  lie  left  America 
for  overseas  service.  After  landing  at  Bordeaux,  France, 
he  entrained  for  the  engineering  school  at  Anger o,  where  he 
received  a  special  course  of  technical  training.  At  the 
front  the  2nd  Engineers  saw  active  service  on  the  Aisne- 
Marne,  Marbache,  St.  Mihiel,  Meuse-Argonne  and,  Chateau 
Thierry  sectors.  On  September  18th,  1918,  while  in  action 
in  the  Aisne-Marne  offensive.  Hermance  was  wounded  in 
the  right  cheek  and  left  wrist  by  shrapnel.  He  later  con¬ 
tracted  influenza  which  held  him  a  patient  at  Base  Hospital 
No.  45  for  about  a  month.  He  recuperated  at  base  hospital 
No.  17  at  Toul  and  later  spent  about  a  month  at  Dijon. 
As  a  member  of  the  2nd  Engineers  Hermance  marched 
from  Beaumont,  France  into  Germany,  doing  construction 
work.  His  unit  sailed  from  Brest  July  25th,  1919,  and 
landed  on  American  soil  August  4th,  1919.  Eight  days 
later  Hermance  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Myron  E.  Hermance 

Myron  E.  Hermance  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Greenport,  N.  Y.  on  the  15th 
of  May,  1896,  the  son  of  John  and 
Margaret  Hermance  now  of  525  Gif¬ 
ford  Place,  Hudson.  He  acquired 
his  education  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools,  after  which  he  was  employed 
by  a  Hudson  concern  as  machinist. 
On  February  22nd,  1916,  Hermance 
enlisted  as  a  member  of  Company 
F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  and  was  serving  as  corporal  of  this  company  on 
July  20th,  1917,  when  the  unit  was  called  into  federal  serv¬ 
ice  by  presidential  proclamation.  Nine  days  later  the  com¬ 
pany  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  N.  Y.,  where  military 
training  followed  for  three  months.  In  October  the  com¬ 
pany  entrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina, 
where  Hermance  was  assigned  to  the  102nd  Ammunition 
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Train,  52nd  Field  Artillery  Brigade,  27 tli  Division.  After 
serving  seven  months  at  Wadsworth,  Hermance  had  two 
weeks  of  artillery  training  at  Camp  Stuart,  Virginia.  On 
June  14th,  1918,  the  unit  left  the  States  for  foreign  service 
and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of  June.  The 
102nd  proceeded  to  Camp  De  Souge  where  they  received 
special  artillery  training.  Hermance  served  on  the 
Verdus  sector,  and  took  part  in  the  battles  at  Le  Claire, 
Chattancourt,  Le  Mon  Homme,  Charney,  Bois  de  Forges, 
Brabant,  Haumont  and  other  places.  His  unit  landed  on 
American  soil  March  11th,  1919  and  on  the  3rd  of  April, 
1919,  Hermance  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Paul  Edward  Hermance 

Paul  Edward  Hermance  was  born  in 
Stottville,  New  York,  on  the  29th  of 
June,  1900,  the  son  of  Jacob  and 
Bridget  Hermance,  both  of  whom  are 
residents  of  Stottville.  After  com¬ 
pleting  the  course  in  the  schools  of 
his  native  town  Hermance  accepted 
employment  at  the  Atlantic  Mills 
and  was  thus  occupied  until  his 
enlistment  in  the  United  States  Navy 
on  July  1st,  1918.  From  the  Recruit¬ 
ing  station  at  Albany,  where  Hermance  enlisted,  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Pelham  Bay  Naval  Training  Station. 
After  serving  for  a  time  at  the  Naval  Station  at  Bay  Ridge 
he  was  assigned  to  transport  duty  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Von 
Steuben.  Hermance  served  as  1st  Class  Seaman  through¬ 
out  the  war  crossing  through  the  war  zone  about  nine  times. 
Landings  were  made  each  time  at  Brest.  His  last  return 
trip  brought  him  to  the  states  on  September  1st,  1919. 
Shortly  after  that  date  Hermance  received  his  honorable 
release  from  service.  He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 
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William  Clifton  Herron 

William  Clifton  Herron  was  born  in  Austerlitz,  N.  Y., 
on  the  16th  of  February,  1888.  He  is  the  son  of  Dennis 
and  Mary  Herron,  now  of  Hillsdale,  New  York.  After 
completing  the  prescribed  high  school  course,  he  enrolled 
as  a  student  at  Highland  Park  College,  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
graduating  from  that  institution  in  1916.  From  then  until 
his  enlistment  he  has  been  interested  in  farming  at  Hills¬ 
dale.  On  June  23rd,  1917,  Herron  married  Miss  Mary  E. 
Varney  at  Chatham,  New  York.  The  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  service  on 
September  19th,  1917.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  B,  a 
training  detachment  connected  with  the  Motor  Transport 
Corps  then  training  at  New  York  University.  He  served 
as  a  part  of  this  unit  until  honorably  discharged  from  serv¬ 
ice  December  19th,  1918. 


Julius  Herzog 

Julius  Herzog  is  a  native  of  Hungary, 
having  been  born  there  in  1895.  He 
is  the  son  of  Louis  and  the  late  Mrs. 
Herzog  of  Hungary.  He  completed 
the  elementary  course  in  the  schools 
of  his  native  land  after  which  he 
served  for  two  years  in  the  Austro- 
Hungarian  army.  Herzog  then  came 
to  America  and  made  Hudson  his 
home.  While  here  he  became  an 
American  citizen,  and  married  Miss 
Sophie  Wagoner  at  Hudson,  N.  Y.  Herzog  was  employed 
as  carpenter  at  one  of  the  large  cement  plants  until  Septem¬ 
ber  7th,  1917,  when  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected 
him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following 
day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was 
assigned  to  the  301st  Infantry,  76th  Division  as  a  mechanic. 
He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  corporal  and  served  at 
Camp  Devens  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  in 
March  of  1919. 
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George  Elwood  Hickey 

Kinderhook,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  George 
Elwood  Hickey.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  5tli  of 
June,  1893,  the  son  of  George  and  Anna  Hickey  now  of  812 
Warren  street,  Hudson.  Hickey  attended  the  Hudson  pub¬ 
lic  schools  and  was  a  student  at  the  Hudson  High  School 
until  1912  when  he  left  to  accept  a  position  as  accountant 
with  the  New  York  and  New  England  Cement  and  Lime 
Company.  He  was  thus  employed  until  May  25th,  1918, 
on  which  date  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  him 
for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day 
for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained 
for  a  month,  during  which  time  be  became  a  member  of 
Company  C,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  The 
unit  left  America  for  overseas  service  June  30th,  1918, 
and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  first  week  of  July. 
While  abroad  the  2nd  Pioneers  served  at  Camp  St.  Sulpice, 
St.  Loubes,  Camp  Hunt,  La  Teste  and  Arcachon.  On 
Independence  Day  of  1919  the  unit  returned  to  the  States 
and  on  July  9th,  1919,  Hickey  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


John  Francis  Higgins 

John  Francis  Higgins  is  a  resident  of 
Columbia  County,  having  been  born 
in  Hudson  on  the  13th  of  May,  1892, 
the  son  of  James  and  Mary  Higgins 
of  15  North  3rd  Street,  Hudson.  He 
completed  the  elementary  course  in 
St.  Mary’s  school,  leaving  in  1907  to 
learn  the  electrician’s  trade.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  training  he  became 
employed  as  electrician  and  was  thus 
occupied  until  April  2nd,  1918,  on 
which  date  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  him  for 
military  service.  The  contingent’s  destination  was  Camp 
Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  Higgins  served  as  a  member  of 
Company  D,  310tli  Infantry,  78th  Division.  He  was  then 
transferred  to  Company  E,  83rd  Infantry,  17tli  Division, 
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then  training  at  Camp  Beauregard,  Louisiana  and  as  a 
member  of  this  unit  served  there  for  five  months,  after 
which  Higgins  entered  the  Officer’s  Training  Camp  at 
Camp  Lee,  Virginia  where  he  served  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  on  February  13th,  1919. 


Charles  James  Hill 

Charles  James  Hill  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Harmony,  Maine,  on  the 
27tli  of  July,  1893,  the  son  of  Perley 
and  Susan  Hill,  now  of  Chatham, 
N.  Y.  He  received  his  education 
the  public  schools  of  Maine  gradu¬ 
ating  from  the  high  school  of  Solon 
Maine  in  1913.  After  the  family 
moved  to .  Chatham,  Hill  became 
identified  with  the  manufacturing 
business.  On  December  12th,  1917, 
he  married  Miss  Inez  Almira  Sweet  at  Chatham,  N.  Y.  He 
was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  on  July  14th,  1918,  and  the  following  day 
he  left  Hudson  for  New  York  University,  where  he  received 
a  two  months  technical  course  as  a  member  of  a  training 
detachment.  At  the  completion  of  the  course  Hill  was 
assigned  to  Casualty  Department  of  the  Coast  Artillery 
Corps,  then  training  at  the  Coast  Artillery  School  at  Fort 
Hamilton.  After  serving  a  month  there  Hill  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Fortress  Monroe,  Virginia,  where  he  trained  for 
a  month  and  a  half.  After  two  weeks  of  service  at  Camp 
Upton  Hill  on  December  17th,  1918,  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Joseph  B.  Hill 

Joseph  B.,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Mary  Hill  of  Houston, 
Virginia,  was  born  in  Houston  on  November  11th,  1892 
He  attended  school  in  his  home  town.  After  coming  north 
Hill  resided  at  Newton  Hook.  Hill  married  Miss  Viola 
Marks  at  Hudson.  He  was  selected  for  military  service 
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on  July  31st,  1918,  by  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson.  During 
his  term  of  enlistment  Corporal  Hill  served  at  Camps 
Upton  and  Dix  with  Company  E,  63rd  Pioneer  Infantry. 
On  December  18th,  1918,  he  terminated  his  period  of  honor¬ 
able  service. 


Walter  John  Hill 

Minneapolis,  Minnesota  was  the  origi¬ 
nal  home  of  Walter  John  Hill.  He 
was  born  there  on  the  30th  of  June, 
1890,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Mary 
Hill  now  of  Yalatie,  N.  Y.  He 
received  his  early  education  in  the 
public  school  of  Minneapolis,  and 
was  later  graduated  from  a  Veterin¬ 
ary  College  at  Grand  Rapids,  Michi¬ 
gan.  Hill  married  Miss  Florence 
May  Monthie  on  March  28th,  1918,  at 
Albany,  N.  Y.  He  was  elected  for  military  service  by  Local 
Board  No.  3  of  Albany  on  April  5th,  1918.  Hill  served  for 
about  five  weeks  with  a  Field  Artillery  unit  after  which  he 
was  assigned  to  Company  B,  309th  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 
78th  Division.  He  trained  as  a  member  of  this  unit  at 
Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  until  May  26th,  1918,  on  which  date 
the  division  embarked  for  overseas  service.  Landing  was 
made  first  at  Southampton,  England,  and  later  at  Calais, 
France  in  the  first  week  in  June.  Hill  saw  active  service 
with  his  unit  on  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Argonne  Sectors.  While 
in  action  in  the  Argonne  Forest  Hill  was  severely  gassed 
and  shell  shocked.  He  was  taken  to  Base  Hospital  No.  25 
where  he  received  treatment  for  five  months,  later  being  a 
patient  at  Base  Hospitals  Nos.  115,  117  and  214.  Hill  was 
so  severely  gassed  that  the  time  of  recovery  was  indefinite. 
He  returned  to  the  States  February  12th,  1919,  and  on 
March  17th,  1919,  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Edward  Elroy  Hinds 

West  Rutland,  Vermont,  was  the  birthplace  of  Edward 
Elroy  Hinds.  He  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  11th  of 
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.January,  1897,  the  son  of  Zack  C.  and  Lucy  Hinds,  now  of 
140  Greene  Street,  Hudson.  H6  attended  the  Hudson  pub¬ 
lic  schools,  later  graduating  from  the  Hudson  High  School 
after  which  he  enrolled  as  a  student  in  the  medical  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  and  while  a  student 
there  served  for  a  year  as  a  member  of  Company  C, 
Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps.  On  August  6th,  1918, 
Hinds  enlisted  in  the  medical  officers  reserve  corps  at 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  and  served  in  this  branch  of  the  service 
for  the  following  three  months.  At  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term  of  the  University  of  Vermont  Hinds  was  assigned 
to  Company  D,  Students  Army  Training  Corps  connected 
with  the  university,  in  order  to  resume  his  studies.  He 
served  in  this  capacity  until  honorably  discharged  on 
December  17th,  1919. 


Zack  Clark  Hinds,  Jr. 

Zack  Clark  Hinds,  Jr.,  is  the  son  of  Zack  C.  and  Lucy 
Hinds  of  140  Green  Street,  Hudson.  He  was  born  in 
West  Rutland,  Vermont,  on  the  2nd  of  July,  1898.  He 
received  his  early  education  in  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  later  studied  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  Burling¬ 
ton.  While  a  student  at  the  university  Hinds  served  with 
the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps.  On  October  23rd, 
1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  Students  Army  Training  Corps 
attached  to  the  University  of  Vermont.  After  serving  a 
short  time  there  he  was  assigned  to  the  Artillery  Officers 
Training  Camp  at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor,  Kentucky,  where 
he  trained  as  a  corporal  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  December  3rd,  1918.  Hinds  was  later  a  member 
of  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  connected  with  the 
University  of  Vermont. 


Alfred  J.  Hinsdale 

Alfred  J.  Hinsdale  is  a  resident  of  Columbia  County, 
having  been  born  in  Gallatin  on  the  21st  of  December, 
1899,  the  son  of  Ella  and  the  late  Henry  Hinsdale.  The 
family  later  moved  to  Ancram,  N.  Y.,  where  Hinsdale 
attended  the  district  school  leaving  in  1914  to  accept 
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employment  at  the  Ancram  Paper  Mills.  On  January  23rd, 
1916,  Hinsdale  enlisted  in  the  regular  army.  He  was 
assigned  to  the  6th  Company,  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Fort  De  Lesseps,  Panama  Canal  Zone,  and  is 
at  present  serving  at  that  fort. 


Harry  K.  Hinsdale 

Battery  D,  108th  Field  Artillery,  28th 
Division,  had  on  its  roster  the  name 
of  Harry  K.  Hinsdale.  He  was  horn 
in  the  town  of  Ancram  on  the  14th  of 
August,  1894,  the  son  of  Ella  and  the 
late  Henry  Hinsdale.  He  received 
his  elementary  education  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  Philadelphia,  after 
which  he  took  a  technical  course  in 
a  Philadelphia  vocational  school. 
From  then  until  his  enlistment 
Hinsdale  was  employed  at  an  automobile  repairing  plant. 
On  January  19th,  1915,  he  enlisted  in  Company  B,  2nd 
Infantry,  Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  and  as  a  member 
of  this  company  saw  nine  months  of  active  service  on  the 
Mexican  border  during  1916  and  1917.  At  America’s  entry 
into  the  World  War  the  2nd  Pennsylvania  was  federalized 
and  after  training  three  months  was  converted  into  an  artil¬ 
lery  regiment.  Hinsdale  was  assigned  to  Battery  D,  108th 
Field  Artillery,  28th  Division,  and  as  sergeant  in  this  unit 
trained  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,,  for  ten  months.  On 
May  19th,  1918,  the  108th  left  America  for  overseas  serv¬ 
ice.  They  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  at  a 
French  port  the  latter  part  of  May.  At  the  front  they 
engaged  actively  in  the  Chateau  Thierry,  Meuse-Argonne 
and  Aisne-Marne  offensives.  Hinsdale  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  the  first  part  of  May,  1919,  and  oif  the 
25th  of  the  same  month  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 
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Clarence  Maurinus  Hoag 

Old  Chatham  is  the  native  town  of 
Clarence  M.  Hoag  who  was  born 
there  on  November  10th,  1895,  the 
son  of  Abbie  L.  and  the  late  John 
H.  Hoag.  Clarence  Hoag  completed 
the  grammar  course  in  the  schools 
of  Troy.  He  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Engineers  on  November  3rd, 
1913,  and  was  stationed  at  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Barracks  in  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia.  After  this 
country  declared  war  Hoag  trained  for  a  few  weeks  at 
Camp  Dix  and  then  sailed  for  France  on  May  19th,  1918, 
as  a  member  of  Company  L,  311tli  Infantry,  78th  Division. 
At  the  front  Sergeant  Hoag  served  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and 
Argonne  offensives.  In  October,  1918,  he  was  wounded 
in  action,  receiving  a  fractured  skull,  bursting  a  blood 
vessel  in  his  head  and  bursting  his  ear  drum.  During 
November  and  the  greater  part  of  December  he  lay  in  a 
hospital.  In  1919  Sergeant  Hoag  returned  to  this  country 
where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on 
May  30th,  1919. 


Warren  Hoag 

Warren  Hoag  was  born  in  Chatham  on  December  26th, 
1896.  His  parents  are  Henry  and  Nettie  Hoag,  now 
residents  of  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.  Hoag  graduated 
from  the  Chatham  High  School  in  1914.  For  three  years 
prior  to  the  war  he  was  postal  clerk  in  the  Chatham  post- 
office.  On  October  21st,  1917,  Hoag  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Cavalry.  He  served  at  Fort  Slocum,  Camps  Meade 
and  Oglethorpe  and  at  the  Cavalry  Officer’s  Training 
School  with  the  Machine  Gun  Troop,  11th  Cavalry.  During 
his  term  of  enlistment  he  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant. 
On  December  5th,  1918,  Sergeant  Hoag  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 
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Roy  Chancellor  Hobbie 

On  December  9th,  1895,  Roy  C.  Hobbie, 
the  son  of  Chancellor  and  Ella 
Hobbie  of  Elizaville,  was  born  in 
Livingston,  New  York.  He  attended 
the  West  Taghkanic  district  school 
and  for  some  time  previous  to  the 
war  worked  as  a  chauffeur.  On 
October  4th,  1917,  Hobbie  enlisted  in 
the  United  States  Infantry,  and  for 
the  following  seven  months  trained 
at  Camp  Green  as  a  member  of 
Company  M,  47tli  Infantry,  4tli  Division.  On  May  10th, 
1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest  and  after  his  arrival  in  France  he 
served  in  the  Aisne-Marne  offensive  from  July  29th  to 
August  2nd,  at  the  Vesle  River  from  August  6th  to  12th, 
in  the  Toulon  sector  from  September  1st  to  7th,  in  the  St. 
Miliiel  offensive  from  September  12th  to  14th  and  in  the 
Meuse  Argonne  from  September  26th  to  October  19th, 
1918.  Sergeant  Hobbie  was  gassed  in  a  mustard  gas 
attack.  He  later  was  given  a  Second  Lieutenant’s  com¬ 
mission.  On  August  5th,  1919,  Lieutenant  Hobbie  returned 
to  the  United  States.  He  is  still  in  service  as  a  Second 
Lieutenant. 


Edward  Hoffman 

Edward  Hoffman  was  born  in  Chatham,  New  York,  on 
February  10th,  1895.  His  parents  are  Jacob  Peter  and 
Mary  K.  Hoffman  of  Chatham.  When  his  school  days  in 
Chatham  were  over  Hoffman  learned  the  plumber’s  trade. 
The  Local  Board  of  this  county  selected  him  for  military 
duty  and  on  May  24th,  1918,  Hoffman  became  a  Private 
in  the  United  States  Infantry.  He  trained  at  Camps  Mills 
and  Wadsworth  with  Company  F,  1st  Pioneer  Infantry. 
On  July  9th,  1918,  Private  Hoffman  embarked  for  Brest. 
He  served  on  the  French  and  American  sectors  engaging 
in  the  Aisne-Marne  offensive  from  July  28th  to  August  6th, 
in  the  Oise-Aisne  offensive  from  August  18th  to  September 
10th  and  in  the  Meuse- Argonne  offensive  from  September 
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26th  to  November  11th,  1918.  While  overseas  Hoffman 
was  ill  with  influenza.  He  returned  to  this  country  on  July 
7th,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  16th 
day  of  that  month. 


Henry  Delan  Hoffman 

Henry  D.  Hoffman,  now  of  Omaha, 
Nebraska,  was  born  in  Chatham  on 
September  24th,  1889.  Delan  H.  and 
Kate  B.  Hoffman,  his  parents,  are 
residents  of  Chatham..  Hoffman’s 
education  was  obtained  in  the  Chat¬ 
ham  public  schools  and  at  Bethel 
Military  Academy  in  Warrentown, 
Virginia.  At  the  latter  place  he  was 
given  military  training.  After  his 
graduation  in  1908  Hoffman  took  up 
the  profession  of  journalism,  holding  positions  as  news 
writer  for  the  New  York  Sun,  Albany  Knickerbocker  Press, 
and  the  Philadelphia  North  American.  Henry  Delan  Hoff¬ 
man  married  Miss  Margaret  Carew  Foderingliam  on 
October  16th,  1910,  at  Brooklyn,  New  York.  On  July  27tli, 
1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Infantry  but  was  soon  transferred 
to  Company  B,  109tli  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  28th  Division. 
Private  Hoffman  trained  at  Camp  Hancock  for  eight 
months  before  he  departed  for  Liverpool  on  May  7tli,  1918. 
Shortly  after  his  arrival  ii?  England  he  sailed  for  the  port 
of  Calais,  France.  For  six  weeks  Hoffman  served  on  the 
Marne  Sector  where  he  was  wounded  in  action.  His 
injuries  held  him  in  a  hospital  for  six  months.  On 
February  24th,  1919,  he  returned  to  America  and  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  the  20th  day  of 
the  following  month. 
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Paul  Edward  Hoffman 

Paul  E.  Hoffman,  the  son  of  Clarence 
and  Mary  Hoffman  of  Glenco  Mills, 
was  born  in  Hudson  on  December 
13th,  1894.  He  attended  the  district 
school  of  Glenco  Mills.  On  February 
22nd,  1916,  Hoffman  enlisted  in  Com¬ 
pany  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard.  On  July  20tli  of 
the  following  year  all  national  guard 
companies  were  federalized.  Com¬ 
pany  F  entrained  for  Fort  Niagara 
on  July  29th,  1917,  received  instructions  in  military  tactics 
at  the  Fort  for  three  months,  and  in  October  started  for 
Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina.  There  Hoffman  was 
assigned  to  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th  Army 
Corps,  with  which  unit  he  sailed  for  Brest  in  July,  1918. 
Overseas  he  served  on  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Toul  Sectors, 
taking  part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offen¬ 
sives.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  he  went  into 
Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  Hoffman’s  return 
voyage  to  the  United  States  was  completed  on  July  3rd, 
1919,  and  six  days  later  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Russell  Hoffman 

Russell  Hoffman  was  born  in  Copake,  New  York,  on 
June  16th,  1891.  His  parents  are  Peter  and  Mary  Hoff¬ 
man  of  Copake.  He  received  an  elementary  education  in 
the  Copake  schools.  The  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  duty  and  on  May  24th,  1918, 
Hoffman  went  to  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina  to 
receive  military  training,  later  becoming  a  member  of 
Company  F,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  On  September  4th, 
1918,  he  embarked  for  France.  Overseas  he  served  at 
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Camps  Saint  Sulpice,  Saint  Loubes,  and  went  into  Germany 
with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  In  the  year  after  the  close 
of  the  war  Hoffman  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  at  Camp  Dix  in  New 
Jersey  on  June  24th,  1919. 


William  Hamm  an  Hoffman 

William  Hamman  Hoffman  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Ghent,  on  the  26tli  of  April,  1888.  He  is  the  son  of  Jacob 
and  Mary  Hoffman  now  of  Chatham.  He  attended  the 
Chatham  district  school  until  1903  when  he  left  to  learn 
the  blacksmith  trade,  at  the  completion  of  which  he  became 
employed  as  blacksmith.  While  in  Chatham  Hoffman 
married  Miss  Jessie  McAllister.  On  August  9th,  1918, 
Hoffman  was  selected  for  service  through  the  Columbia 
County  Local  Board.  He  was  assigned  to  Camp  McClellan, 
Alabama,  where  he  served  for  five  months  as  a  member  of 
Battery  E,  36th  Field  Artillery,  12th  Brigade.  During  the 
influenza  epidemic  Hoffman  was  transferred  to  Base 
Hospital  No.  127  where  he  served  until  December  14th, 
1918,  on  which  date  he  was  honorably  discharged. 


Nicholas  Hofstetter,  Jr. 

On  April  14th,  1894,  Nicholas  Hof¬ 
stetter  was  born  in  Claverack.  He 
now  makes  his  home  with  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Frances  Hofstetter  at  32  Fair- 
view  Avenue,  Hudson.  His  father, 
Nicholas,  Sr.,  died  in  Claverack  in 
1900.  When  Hofstetter  finished  his 
education  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools  he  became  an  apprentice 
learning  the  tinsmith’s  trade.  On 
October  6th,  1917,  he  left  Hudson  for 
Camp  Devens  with  a  contingent  of  men  who  had  been 
selected  for  the  army  by  our  Local  Board.  On  July  5th, 
1918,  after  serving  for  eight  months  in  this  country  Private 
Hofstetter  sailed  for  England  as  a  member  of  Company  C, 
303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  After  his  arrival  in  France 
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lie  was  stationed  at  Saint  Amant  and  Montrond.  On  July 
14tli,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge  on  July  18th  following. 


Herbert  Franklin  Hogeboom 

Herbert  Franklin  Hogeboom  was  born  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  on  the  27th  of  December,  1879,  the 
son  of  the  late  John  and  Elizabeth  Hogeboom  now  of 
Ghent.  He  received  his  elementary  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  city,  and  was  later  a  student  at  a 
Brooklyn  High  School  and  in  1904  he  was  graduated  from 
a  Brooklyn  college  as  chemist.  He  was  employed  at  this 
profession  until  August  20th,  1918,  when  he  volunteered  his 
service  in  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps.  He  received  a  com¬ 
mission  of  2nd  Lieutenant  the  same  day  and  was  appointed 
inspector  of  fuel  and  forage  at  Camp  McClellan,  Georgia. 
On  November  22nd  Hogeboom  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Captain.  He  served  in  this  capacity  at  Camp  McClellan 
until  February  6th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Jacob  Frederick  Holmes 

On  March  24th,  1893,  Jacob  F.  Holmes 
of  Stockport  was  born  in  Hollow- 
ville.  He  is  the  son  of  Caroline  and 
the  late  Jacob  Holmes.  After  the 
completion  of  his  education  in  the 
Greenport  and  Ghent  district 
schools,  Holmes  worked  as  a  market 
gardener  and  mechanic  until  about 
1909,  when  he  started  a  truck  farm  at 
Stottville  which  he  continued  to 
operate  for  the  next  eight  years. 
Early  in  the  year  of  1915  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard  and  in  July,  two  years 
later,  he  went  into  federal  service  when  all  National  Guard 
regiments  were  federalized.  On  July  29th,  1917,  Holmes 
entered  Fort  Niagara  to  receive  military  instructions. 
About  three  months  later  he  went  to  Camp  Wadsworth 
26 
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where  he  was  assigned  to  the  5th  Company,  3rd  Regiment, 
Air  Service  Mechanics.  After  further  training  at  Camps 
Hancock  and  Green  Sergeant  Holmes  embarked  for  France 
on  July  8th,  1918.  Overseas  he  served  with  his  outfit  at 
Romorantin,  Orly  Field  and  Brest  until  the  summer  of 
1919.  On  July  3rd,  1919,  he  arrived  in  America,  and  on 
July  9th  following  Sergeant  Holmes  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Ernest  Holsapple 

Ernest,  the  son  of  David  and  Susan  Holsapple  of  Pliil- 
mont,  was  born  in  that  village  on  November  5th,  1894. 
When  his  schooling  was  completed  he  accepted  employ¬ 
ment  with  the  High  Rock  Knitting  Company  and  learned 
the  knitter’s  trade.  On  May  24th,  1918,  Holsapple  was 
enrolled  in  the  United  States  Army  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County.  After  one  month  of  training  at  Camp 
Wadsworth  on  June  30th,  1918,  he  boarded  a  ship  sailing 
for  France,  going  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer 
Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  On  the  other  side  Private 
Holsapple  was  stationed  at  Camp  Saint  Sulpice,  Bayonne 
and  Biarritz.  On  Independence  Day  of  1919  he  landed  on 
American  shores  and  five  days  later  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Harold  Holsapple 


start  his  journey 


Harold  Holsapple  was  born  in  Phil- 
mont  on  June  2nd,  1892,  and  still 
makes  his  home  in  that  village  with 
his  parents  David  and  Susan  Hols¬ 
apple.  He  attended  the  schools  of 
his  native  town  until  1906,  when  he 
became  employed  in  a  knitting  mill. 
During  the  war  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for 
army  duty  and  on  April  2nd,  1918, 
Holsapple  entrained  at  Hudson  to 
to  Camp  Dix.  The  following  month  he 
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began  his  voyage  overseas  with  Company  D,  310th  Infantry, 
78th  Division.  Although  Private  Holsapple  first  stopped 
at  the  English  port  of  Southampton  he  soon  arrived  in 
France.  He  served  some  time  on  the  front  sectors  and 
after  four  days  on  the  Saint  Mihiel  sector  he  was  wounded 
in  the  leg,  hand  and  the  head.  Altogether  Holsapple  was 
thirteen  months  in  the  hospital  receiving  treatment  for  his 
injuries,  and  he  had  not  entirely  recovered  from  them 
when  he  returned  to  America  on  January  24th,  1919.  He 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  May  14th  following. 
He  found  it  necessary  to  return  to  a  government  hospital 
where  he  was  again  treated.  He  was  a  patient  at  this 
hospital  until  honorably  discharged  on  December  18th,  1919. 


Lloyd  Burdwin  Holsapple 

The  Reverend  Lloyd  B.  Holsapple  of 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  was  born  in  Hud¬ 
son  on  February  16th,  1884.  He  is 
the  son  of  Mrs.  and  the  late  Mr.  W. 
Frank  Holsapple  of  Hudson.  He 
was  graduated  from  Yale  University 
in  1905,  and  later  from  Saint  John’s 
College,  Oxford,  England.  Mr.  Hols¬ 
apple  followed  his  calling  as  rector 
of  Saint  Barnabas  Church  in  Omaha, 
Nebraska.  On  January  9th,  1915, 
the  Reverend  Lloyd  B.  Holsapple  married  Miss  Mary 
Langford  Peck  in  Christ  Church  at  Hudson.  On  August 
8th,  1918,  he  volunteered  his  services  to  the  United  States 
at  Camp  Cody,  New  Mexico,  and  received  a  First  Lieuten¬ 
ant’s  commission,  as  Regimental  Chaplain  of  the  134th 
Infantry,  34th  Division.  In  October  following  his  enlist¬ 
ment  Lieutenant  Holsapple  boarded  a  ship  which  landed 
first  at  Liverpool  and  later  at  a  French  port.  He  served 
at  Le  Mans  and  Bourges  until  he  received  orders  to  return 
to  the  United  States.  Lieutenant  Holsapple  resigned  his 
commission  on  July  9th,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 
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Harold  L.  Hood 

Harold  L.  Hood  of  Midland  Park,  New 
Jersey,  was  born  in  Catskill,  New 
York,  on  February  23rd,  1892.  His 
parents  are  Albert  A.  and  Eliza  H. 
Hood  of  -Urlton,  New  York.  He 
attended  school  at  South  Westerlo 
in  this  state  and  then  learned  the 
carpenter’s  trade.  After  Hood ’Is 
arrival  in  Hudson  he  joined  the 
local  company  of  the  New  York 
State  Guard  with  which  he  served 
for  three  years.  Before  the  World  War  he  moved  to 
the  state  of  New  Jersey  and  there  married  Miss  Adele 
Dorn  at  East  Orange  on  August  29th,  1917.  The  Local 
Board  at  Newark  inducted  Hood  into  service  on  July 
23rd,  1918.  Private  Hood  served  at  Camp  Dix  and  at 
Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  with  Company  I,  147th  Engineers 
until  December  12tli,  1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Max  Horn 

Polanitz,  Russia,  was  the  birthplace  of  Max  Horn,  the 
son  of  Israel  and  Pauline  Horn  of  Russia.  He  was  born 
there  on  October  16th,  1892,  attended  school  in  Poland 
and  after  coming  to  this  country  settled  in  Columbia 
County.  While  a  resident  of  this  county  Horn  worked 
as  a  butcher  until  he  was  selected  for  army  service  by 
the  Local  Board  of  the  County.  On  May  25tli,  1918,  he 
began  his  service  in  the  United  States  Army  and  started 
for  Camp  Wadsworth  to  receive  military  training.  Private 
Horn  became  associated  with  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer 
Infantry  and  served  with  that  company  until  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  on  June  5th,  1918.  On  April 
10th,  1919,  Horn  became  an  American  citizen  when  he 
received  his  final  citizenship  papers  in  the  court  house 
at  Hudson. 
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Charles  Henry  Horton 

Charles  H.  Horton,  the  son  of  Jane 
and  the  late  Edmund  Horton,  was 
born  in  Hudson  on  March  6th, 
1894.  He  attended  the  Hudson 
public  schools  and  later  took  a 
position  as  a  fireman.  During  the 
time  he  was  employed  in  this  city 
Horton  served  as  Corporal  in  Com¬ 
pany  F  for  three  years.  During 
the  war  he  was  selected  for  mili¬ 
tary  duty  by  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  and  enrolled  in  the  army  on  September  21st, 
1917.  He  trained  at  Camps  Devens  and  Gordon,  with  the 
Company  B,  327th  Infantry,  82nd  Division.  On  April 
25th,  1918,  Corporal  Horton  sailed  for  England.  From 
there  he  crossed  the  channel  to  France.  He  served  on 
the  Toul  sector  from  June  28th  to  August  9th,  on  the 
Marhach  sector  from  August  9th  to  September  11th,  and  in 
the  Saint  Mihiel  offensive  from  September  12th  to  the 
16th.  He  also  engaged  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive 
from  October  1st  to  November  1st.  On  May  26th,  1919, 
Horton  completed  his  return  voyage  to  America  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  that  same  day. 


Henry  Groat  Houghtaling 

Harry  G.  Houghtaling,  the  son  of  Frederick  and  Anna 
Groat  Houghtaling,  was  born  in  Chatham  on  January  7th, 
1899.  His  education  was  acquired  at  the  Albany  Academy 
where  he  completed  his  schooling  in  1917.  From  then 
until  his  enlistment  in  the  United  States  Navy  on  July 
31st,  1918,  Houghtaling  worked  chiefly  at  farming.  After 
enlisting  he  became  an  Apprentice  Seaman,  serving  at 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  on  the  Boston  receiving  ship,  and 
at  Hampton  Roads,  Virginia.  He  was  attached  to  the 
United  States  Ships  Virginia  and  Oklahoma.  In  1918, 
Houghtaling  started  his  first  trip  in  foreign  waters  which 
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took  him  to  Bantry  Bay,  Ireland.  On  April  14th,  1919, 
Houghtaling  returned  to  the  United  States  and  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


William  Houghtaling 

William,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Grace 
Houghtaling,  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
April  30th,  1900.  After  attending 
school  in  this  city  he  learned  the 
painter’s  trade  and  while  thus 
engaged  he  became  a  member  of 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  However  he 
enlisted  in  Albany  on  April  19th, 
1917,  for  war  service,  this  time 
enrolling  in  the  Coast  Artillery 
Corps.  After  training  at  Fort  H.  G.  Wright  for  two 
months  Private  Houghtaling  sailed  for  France  on  August 
18th,  1917,  a  member  of  the  52nd  Regiment,  Coast  Artillery 
Corps,  1st  American  Army  Corps.  Overseas  he  served 
at  Camps  Ossin  and  He  Melia,  On  January  3rd,  1919,  he 
returned  to  this  country,  where  he  remained  in  service  in 
the  United  States  Army. 


Earl  Franklyn  Hover 

Earl  F.  Hover  of  Hudson,  the  son  of 
Leonard  and  the  late  Margaret 
Hover,  was  born  in  Livingston,  New 
York,  on  February  14th,  1891.  His 
education  was  acquired  in  the  Mel- 
lenville  school.  Upon  leaving  school 
he  worked  as  a  chauffeur  until  the 
government  called  for  troops  during 
the  World  War.  He  then  enlisted 
in  the  local  company  of  the  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard 
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on  June  18th,  1917.  On  the  20th  of  the  following  month 
the  New  York  Guard  was  federalized  by  presidential 
proclamation.  Company  F  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara 
on  July  29th,  1917.  After  three  months  of  intensive  mili¬ 
tary  training  at  the  fort,  the  unit  was  ordered  to  Camp 
Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina.  Private  Hover  remained 
at  Camp  Wadsworth  for  fifteen  months.  While  there  he 
served  in  the  cavalry  and  in  the  Headquarters  Troop, 
Provisional  Depot  Corps  and  with  the  51st  Pioneer  Infan¬ 
try.  On  December  29th,  1918,  Private  Hover  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Charles  Martin  Howard 

Charles  M.  Howard  has  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  in  the  serv¬ 
ice  of  his  country  and  has  had  the 
experience  of  engaging  in  two  wars. 
He  was  born  in  Hudson  on  July  3rd, 
1878,  the  son  of  the  late  Henry  and 
the  late  Catherine  Howard.  He  at¬ 
tended  school  in  this  city  and  later 
worked  at  the  printer’s  trade.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  Spanish- American  war, 
Howard  served  with  Company  I, 
203rd  New  York  Volunteer  Regiment.  On  June  3rd,  1900, 
he  again  enlisted,  this  time  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
During  the  World  War  Howard  who  had  risen  to  the 
rank  of  Chief  Master  of  Arms',  served  on  the  United 
States  Ships,  Rhode  Island  and  Ellinor.  The  latter 
ship  was  an  army  cargo  transport  plying  between 
Bordeaux,  France,  and  the  United  States,  also  between 
Queenstown,  Ireland,  and  American  ports.  While  on  this 
ship  Howard  was  in  command  of  an  armed  guard  crew. 
He  made  numerous  trips  through  the  war  zone  landing 
at  ports  of  France,  Spain,  Ireland,  England,  and  Italy 
and  engaging  in  several  battles  with  submarine  boats.  At 
the  close  of  the  war  Howard  made  the  return  voyage  to 
this  country  where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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He  again  re-enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  and  at 
present  is  serving  as  Chief  Master-at-Arms  on  the  United 
States  Ship  Utah. 


Thomas  Vincent  Howe 

Thomas  Vincent  Howe,  the  son  of 
Thomas  and  Hannah  Howe  of  345 
State  Street,  Hudson,  was  born,  in 
Hudson  on  April  5th,  1899.  In  1917 
he  left  the  high  school  department  of 
St.  Mary’s  Academy  and  on  April 
12th  of  the  following  year  enlisted 
in  the  Quartermasters’  Corps.  Howe 
first  trained  at  Fort  Slocum  and 
from  there  went  to  Camp  Dix  where 
he  became  a  member  of  the  Utility 
Company,  Quartermaster’s  Corps.  During  his  service  he 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  On  June  7th,  1919 
Sergeant  Howe  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


William  Daniel  Howe 

William  D.  Howe,  also  a  son  of  Thomas 
and  Hannah  Howe  of  Hudson,  was 
born  in  that  city  on  March  18th, 
1897.  After  finishing  his  education 
at  Saint  Mary’s  Academy  and 
Albany  Business  College,  Howe  was 
employed  chiefly  at  clerical  work 
until  he  was  selected  for  military 
duty  by  our  Local  Board,  on 
September  9th,  1918.  Private  Howe 
served  at  Camp  Jackson  for  four 
months  as  a  member  of  Battery  D,  1st  Provisional  Division 
Brigade,  12th  Begiment.  He  had  been  in  the  army  only 
a  little  over  two  months  when  the  war  ended.  On  January 
18th,  1919,  Private  Howe  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Walter  Brown  Howland 

From  Philmont,  New  York,  came  Walter  Brown  Howland. 
He  was  born  in  Hoosick  Falls  on  the  3rd  of  November,  1890, 
the  son  of  Clarence  and  Margaret  Howland  now  of  Pliil- 
mont.  He  completed  the  elementary  course  in  the  district 
school  of  his  native  village.  On  September  21st,  1917, 
the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  Howland  for 
military  service,  and  on  the  following  day  he  left  Hudson 
with  his  contingent  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  became  identified  with  Company  K,  303rd  In¬ 
fantry,  77th  Division,  with  which  unit  Howland  trained  for 
the  following  six  months.  He  was  then  transferred  to 
Camp  Upton  where  he  served  until  April  6th,  1918,  on 
which  date  he  sailed  overseas.  After  landing  first  at 
Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  Brest,  France,  he  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  front,  where  he  took  active  part  in  the  fight¬ 
ing  on  the  Baccarat,  Vesle  Oisne-Aisne  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  sectors  from  June  21st,  1918,  until  November 
11th,  1918.  Howard  returned  to  America  with  his  unit  on 
May  1st,  1919,  and  eight  days  later  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Russell  Jacob  Hoysradt 

Ancram  was  the  birthplace  of  Russell 
Jacob  Hoysradt.  He  was  born  in 
that  town  on  the  5th  of  December, 
1895,  the  son  of  Perry  and  Anna 
Hoysradt  of  Ancram  Lead  Mines. 
He  finished  the  elementary  course  in 
the  Ancram  district  school,  and  was 
a  student  for  a  year  at  the  Pine 
Plains  High  School,  leaving  in  1912 
to  accept  a  position  as  clerk  at  the 
general  merchandise  store  at  An¬ 
cram  Lead  Mines.  On  April  2nd,  1918,  Hoysradt  was 
selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board  of  the 
County.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  with  his  contin¬ 
gent  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  as  a 
member  of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division,  until 
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May  19th,  1918,  on  which  date  he  left  the  States  for  foreign 
service.  The  division  landed  first  at  Southampton,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  later  at  Calais,  France,  from  where  they  en¬ 
trained  for  a  training  area.  After  serving  there  for  a 
short  time  they  left  for  the  front,  where  they  saw  active 
service  on  the  Yesle,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  sec¬ 
tors.  On  October  18th  while  in  action  on  the  St.  Mihiel 
salient  Hoysradt  was  severely  wounded  in  the  left  arm 
and  hand  by  a  machine  gun  bullet.  He  was  removed  to 
a  hospital  where  he  was  a  patient  until  January  10th,  1919, 
Hoysradt  arrived  at  an  American  port  on  January  22nd, 
1919,  and  on  the  13th  of  March  following  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


Ralph  Moore  Hubbard 

Ralph  Moore  Hubbard  was  born  on  the  9th  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1894,  in  the  city  of  Paterson,  New  Jersey.  He  is  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Hubbard  of  Petersburg,  N.  Y. 
Hubbard  attended  the  public  schools  of  his  native  city 
and  in  1911  was  graduated  from  a  New  Jersey  High 
School  and  four  years  later  was  graduated  from  Rutgers 
College.  For  the  following  three  years  Hubbard  was 
engaged  in  the  fruit  growing  business  at  Germantown, 
New  York.  On  August  15th,  1918,  he  was  selected  by  the 
Local  Board  of  the  County  for  military  service.  He  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Potsdam,  New  York,  where 
he  served  as  a  member  of  the  Clarkson  Training  Detach¬ 
ment,  Student’s  Army  Training  Corps  until  December  4th, 
1918,  on  which  date  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Ernest  Adams  Hudson 

Company  G,  9th  Infantry,  2nd  Division,  had  on  its  roster 
the  name  of  Ernest  Adams  Hudson.  He  was  born  in  New 
Marlboro,  Massachusetts,  on  the  7th  of  November, 
1887,  the  son  of  Charles  and  the  late  Mrs.  Charles  Hudson. 
He  acquired  his  education  in  a  Massachusetts  public 
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school  leaving  in  1904  to  take  up  farm  work  on  his  parents’ 
farm  in  Hillsdale.  Hudson  enlisted  at  Syracuse,  New 
York,  on  June  9th,  1917,  in  the  infantry.  He  trained  for 
the  following  three  months  at  the  Syracuse  Camp,  during 
which  time  Hudson,  wasi  assigned  to  Company  G,  9th 
Infantry,  2nd  Division.  In  September  of  1917  the  unit 
left  the  States  for  foreign  service,  and  on  the  2nd  of 
October  landed  at  Brest,  France.  Hudson  saw  active  ser¬ 
vice  on  the  Chateau-Thierry,  Oisne-Aisne,  Marne,  Mar- 
bache,  Mt.  Blanc  Ridge,  Champagne,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse 
Argonne  sectors.  Private  Ernest  A.  Hudson  was  cited  by 
Field  Marshal  Petain  of  France  for  bravery  under  fire. 
He  landed  on  American  soil  on  August  1st,  1919,  and  on  the 
14th  of  the  same  month  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Edward  E.  Hughes 

Edward  E.  Hughes  was  born  in  Hudson  on  the  6th  of 
July,  1889,  the  son  of  Matthew  and  the  late  Marie  Hughes 
of  106  Warren  Street,  Hudson.  Hughes  attended  St. 
Mary’s  school  until  1905,  when  he  accepted  employment 
with  C.  H.  Evans  &  Sons.  On  April  29th,  1918,  Hughes 
was  selected  by  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  for 
military  service.  The  contingent’s  destination  was  Camp 
Dix,  New  Jersey.  Hughes  later  became  identified  with  the 
Headquarters  Company,  90th  Division.  After  a  short 
period  of  training  at  Dix,  Hughes  was  transferred  to 
Camp  Mills,  where  he  served  for  a  short  time.  On  July 
6th,  1918,  on  the  U.  S.  S.  St.  Louis,  Hughes  left  America 
bound  for  France.  Upon  arriving  on  French  soil  he  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  front  and  engaged  actively  in  the  St.  Mihiel 
and  Meuse  Argonne  offensives.  After  his  unit  was 
relieved  in  the  Argonne  Hughes  was  held  a  patient  in  a 
government  hospital  for  about  a  month  with  tonsilitis. 
On  February  14th,  1919,  he  landed  at  an  American  port, 
and  on  February  23rd,  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged, 
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George  Washington  Hughs,  Jr. 

Colchester,  New  York,  is  the  home 
town  of  George  Washington  Hughs, 
Junior.  He  was  born  in  Colchester 
on  May  12th,  1892,  educated  at  East 
Brandown  and  after  learning  his 
trade  was  employed  as  an  elec¬ 
trician.  He  has  worked  also  as  a 
marine  fireman.  After  his  induction 
into  service  on  July  15th,  1918, 
through  the  Hudson  Local  Board, 
he  served  for  three  months  at  Fort 
Slocum  after  which  he  underwent  three  months  of  intensive 
training  at  an  artillery  camp  as  a  member  of  the  Coast 
Artillery  Corps.  Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  war  Private 
Hughs  concluded  his  term  of  service,  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Lewis  James  Humphrey 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Lewis 
James  Humphrey.  He  was  born  in 
that  city  on  the  27th  of  April,  1890. 
His  father  Isaac  Humphrey  died  at 
Ilollowville  on  February  22nd,  1894. 
and  his  mother  Ellen  Elizabeth  died 
at  Hudson  on  the  19th  of  December, 
1898.  Humphrey  received  his  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  Hudson  public  schools 
leaving  in  1906  to  accept  a  position 
on  a  farm.  On  April  2nd,  1918,  Hum¬ 
phrey  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board 
of  the  county.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  on  the  3rd  of 
April  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  for  the 
following  six  weeks  as  a  Private  of  Company  D,  310th 
Infantry,  78th  Division.  Humphrey  left  the  States  for 
overseas  service  May  19tli,  1918.  Landing  was  made  first 
at  Southampton,  England,  and  four  days  later  at  Calais, 
France.  Upon  reaching  the  front,  the  unit  engaged 
actively  in  the  Mon  Plaise  and  Limey  sectors,  Meuse- 
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Argonne  and  St.  Mihiel  offensives.  While  abroad  Hum¬ 
phrey  contracted  influenza  which  held  him  a  patient  in  a 
hospital  at  Beaune  for  two  weeks.  Upon  recovery  he 
returned  to  the  states  and  on  June  6th,  1919,  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service.  At  present  Hum¬ 
phrey  is  a  patient  at  a  government  hospital  at  Liberty, 
N.  Y.,  for  treatment  of  illness  contracted  in  the  service. 


Arthur  E.  Hunt 

Arthur  E.  Hunt  was  born  in  Chatham 
on  the  29th  of  June,  1894,  the  son 
of  Elmer  and  Mae  Hunt  now  of  219 
Sixth  Avenue,  Watervliet,  N.  Y. 
He  attended  the  schools  of  his  native 
town  graduating  from  the  Chatham 
High  School  with  the  class  of  1912. 
The  three  following  years  Hunt 
spent  as  an  apprentice  carpenter. 
In  September,  1915,  he  entered 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute, 
and  while  a  student  here  on  February  11th,  1918,  enlisted 
as  a  Private  in  Company  A,  Students  Army  Training 
Corps,  connected  with  the  Institute.  He  served  with  this 
unit  until  honorably  discharged  December  14th,  1918. 
Hunt  was  graduated  from  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute 
as  a  mechanical  engineer  with  the  class  of  1919,  but  on 
schedule  on  December  21st,  1918.  Hunt  is  at  present 
employed  as  engineer  in  the  department  of  Development 
and  Research  connected  with  the  American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  at  New  York  City. 


Wilson  Joseph  Hunt 

Wilson  Joseph  Hunt  was  born  in  Hudson  on  the  1st  of 
November,  1893.  His  father  died  in  Hudson  on  the  8th 
of  March,  1897.  Hunt  lives  with  his  mother  who  is  now 
Mrs.  William  Seism  of  12  Warren  Street,  Hudson.  Hunt 
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received  his  education  in  the  Hudson  public  schools,  leav¬ 
ing  in  1909  to  accept  a  position  as  structural  iron  and 
bridge  worker.  On  July  19th,  1917,  Hunt  enlisted  as  a 
Private  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard.  The  following  day  Company  F  was  called  into 
federal  service!  by  presidential  proclamation,  and  nine 
days  later  the  Company  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara, 
where  training  followed  for  three  months.  In  October, 
Hunt  was  transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina,  where  he  served  as  a  member  of  Company  F, 
51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  until  honorably  discharged  January 
30th,  1918. 


George  Spoor  Hunter 

George  S.,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Wini¬ 
fred  Hunter  of  Stuyvesant  Falls, 
was  born  in  Stuyvesant  on  July 
13th,  1893.  When  his  schooling  was 
completed  Hunter  learned  the 
embalmer ’s  business  at  which  he 
worked  until  October  5th,  1917, 
when  he  enlisted  in  the  Navy  at  an 
Albany  recruiting  station.  Hunter 
was  ordered  to  the  Philadelphia 
Navy  Yard  and  three  months  later 
to  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  On  April  13th,  1918,  he 
began  his  initial  voyage  overseas  which  landed  him  at  a 
foreign  port  on  April  26th.  He  served  abroad  as 
machinist’s  mate  at  United  States  Naval  Base  18.  While 
there  he  was  ill  with  influenza.  The  return  voyage  to 
American  shores  concluded  on  June  29th,  1919.  On  the 
16th  of  the  following  month  Hunter  finished  his  term  of 
honorable  service. 
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James  Hunter 

From  Finnoy,  County  Antrim,  Ire¬ 
land,  came  James  Hunter,  who  was 
born  in  the  Emerald  Isle  in  1893. 
His  parents  were  the  late  Alexander 
and  Mary  Jane  Hunter  of  Ireland. 
James  Hunter  did  not  leave  his 
native  land  until  he  had  completed 
his  education.  After  arriving  in 
America  he  settled  in  Hudson,  and 
became  a  naturalized  American  citi¬ 
zen.  At  the  time  of  his  induction 
on  September  21st,  1917,  Hunter  was  working  as  a  chauf¬ 
feur.  After  nine  months  of  drilling  at  Camp  Devens  his 
unit,  Company  B,  301st  Supply  Train,  76th  Division,  moved 
to  Camp  Mills  and  a  week  later  on  July  16th,  1918,  sailed 
for  Le  Harve,  France.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  voyage 
Private  Hunter  was  stationed  at  Saint  Armand  and 
Nevers.  On  June  25th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country 
and  on  July  2nd  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  T.  Hutchings 

When  a  boy  John  T.  Hutchings  lived  in  this  city  and 
here  began  his  education  in  the  public  schools.  His  parents, 
John  and  Catherine  Hutchings,  are  still  residents  of  Hud¬ 
son.  Just  before  the  War  he  was  employed  driving  racing 
cars  at  automobile  races  on  Southern  tracks  and  he 
became  the  possessor  of  a  wide  reputation  in  his  pro¬ 
fession.  During  the  World  War  Hutchings  served  over¬ 
seas  in  the  United  States  Tank  Corps  and  after  the  close 
of  the  war  he  returned  to  this  country  where  he  was  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  from  service  at  Alamogardo,  New 
Mexico.  Hutchings  then  resumed  his  former  profession 
and  while  driving  a  car  in  a  cross  country  race  only  a 
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short  time  after  his  return  to  this  country  he  was  shot  and 
killed.  Owing  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Hutchings  we  were 
unable  to  gain  any  further  information  about  his  military 
record. 


Robert  Harry  Hutchinson 

Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  was  the  original  home  of 
Robert  Harry  Hutchinson,  the  son  of  the  late  Robert  and 
the  late  Sabina  A.  Hutchinson.  He  was  born  on  October 
9th,  1891,  attended  school  in  Rutherford,  New  Jersey,  and 
later  took  a  business  course.  Although  Hutchinson’s  trade 
was  that  of  automobile  repairman  he  worked  chiefly  as  a 
railroad  brakeman.  On  April  25th,  1917,  Hutchinson 
married  Miss  Anna  Frances  Berg  at  Brooklyn,  New  York. 
On  September  21st,  1917,  he  was  enrolled  in  the  army  by 
the  local  board  at  Hudson.  After  six  months  of  training 
at  Camp  Devens,  Hutchinson  sailed  for  Brest,  France,  as 
Bugler  of  Company  B,  16tli  Engineers',  1st  Army.  Bugler 
Hutchinson  served  on  the  Lys,  Argonne  and  Meuse  Sectors 
for  about  fourteen  months.  On  April  22nd,  1919,  he  again 
entered  an  American  harbor  and  on  May  5th  following  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Clarence  Huyck 

Clarence  Huyck  of  Valatie  was  born 
in  New  York  City  on  October  20th, 
1893,  to  Frank  and  Anna  Huyck, 
now  residents  of  V  alatie.  He 
attended  one  of  the  district  schools 
of  our  county  and  subsequently 
worked  as  an  auto  mechanic.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  World  War  the  Local  Board 
at  Hudson  selected  Huyck  for  mili¬ 
tary  duty  and  on  February  23rd, 
1918,  he  started  for  Camp  Upton. 
For  the  first  two  months  of  service  Private  Huyck  was 
associated  with  the  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  Later  he  served 
with  the  6th  United  States  Cavalry  and  was  attached  to  the 
2nd  Army  Corps.  On  April  15th,  1918,  he  began  his  voyage 
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to  France.  There  he  saw  active  service  at  Kemmel  Hill, 
Bony  Flanders,  the  Hindenbug  Line  and  St.  Souplet  as  a 
motorcycle  despatch  bearer  of  the  Headquarters  Troop  of 
the  27th  Division.  On  February  19th  following  the  sign¬ 
ing  of  the  Armistice  he  returned  to  America  and  on  March 
4th,  1919,  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  Huyck 

John  Huyck  was  born  in  the  village  of 
Valatie,  New  York  on  the  30th  of 
January,  1896,  the  son  of  Frank  and 
Anna  Huyck,  both  of  Valatie.  After 
completing  a  three  year  course  in 
the  Valatie  High  School  he  accepted 
employment  as  a  silk  weaver.  Huyck 
married  Miss  Clara  May  Stahley  at 
Valatie,  N.  Y.,  in  1914,  and  they  now 
have  one  son  John  Benson  Huyck. 
The  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  Huyck  for  military  service  on  July  14tli,  1918. 
He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum  and 
later  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  he  was  assigned  to  Com¬ 
pany  B,  35th  Machine  Gun  Battalion.  He  served  a  month 
at  Camp  Hancock,  and  five  months  at  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from  serv¬ 
ice  on  January  21st,  1919. 


William  Ihlo  . 

William  Ihlo  of  Brooklyn,  the  son  of 
the  late  John  and  the  late  Emma 
Willielmina  Ihlo,  was  born  in  New 
York  City  on  August  2nd,  1891. 
When  William  was  less  than  a  year 
old  his  father  passed  away.  Ihlo 
grew  up  in  the  metropolis  attending 
grammar  school  there  and  later 
studying  at  a  commercial  school. 
He  later  came  to  this  county  and 
worked  as  both  chauffeur  and 
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artesian  well  driller  until  his  selection  by  the  Local  Board 
of  our  county  on  May  25th,  1918.  After  a  month  of  train¬ 
ing  at  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina,  Ihlo  embarked 
for  Brest  on  June  30th,  1918,  with  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer 
Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  Overseas  he  was  stationed  at 
Saint  Sulpice  until  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  On  July 
4th,  1919,  Sergeant  Ihlo  returned  to  this  country  where 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States  Army 
on  July  9th  following. 


Frederick  William  Imhof 

Frederick  William  Imhof  is  a  resident 
of  Columbia  County,  having  been 
born  in  Hudson  on  the  2nd  day  of 
December,  1895.  He  lives  with  his 
parents  John  and  Louise  Imhof  at 
18  North  Fifth  Street,  Hudson.  He 
was  educated  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools,  leaving  in  1912  to  accept 
employment  in  Hudson  as  a  sheet 
metal  worker.  On  May  21st,  1917, 
Imhof  volunteered  as  a  Private  of 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  His 
company  was  federalized  on  July  20th,  1917,  and  nine  days 
later  he  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training 
followed  for  three  .months.  In  October  the  company 
detrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where 
Imhof  served  for  eleven  months,  during  which  time  he  was 
assigned  to  Company  B,  3rd  Anti-Aircraft  Machine  Gun 
Battalion.  Imhof  sailed  overseas  as  a  member  of  this  unit 
in  August  of  1918.  After  landing  at  Brest  the  unit  was 
assigned  to  the  machine  gun  school  at  Langres,  where 
intensive  training  followed  for  about  three  months.  The 
battalion  also  served  a  short  time  at  Noident  and  in  the 
Hande  Marne.  They  returned  to  an  American  port  in  May 
of  1919  and  on  the  7th  of  May  Imhof  was  given  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 
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Claude  Ingham 

Claude  Ingham  of  Stuyvesant  Falls, 
the  son  of  John  and  Jennie  Ingham, 
was  born  in  that  village*  on  May 
10th,  1896.  From  the  year  1915, 
when  Ingham  finished  his  schooling 
at  Kinderhook,  until  September  of 
1917,  he  lived  on  a  farm  and  did 
agricultural  work.  On  March  31st, 
1917,  Ingham  married  Miss  Ethel 
McCagg  and  they  now  have  one  son, 
Claude  R.  Ingham.  On  September 
21st  of  that  year  he  was  selected  for  army  duty  by  the 
Local  Board  of  this  county.  While  in  the  United  States 
army  Private  Ingham  served  at  Camps  Devens  and 
Gordon.  By  the  time  Jie  went  overseas  on  April  25th, 
1918,  Ingham  had  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  The 
transport  carrying  Company  A,  327th  Infantry,  82nd 
Division,  of  which  Ingham  was  a  member,  landed  first  at 
Liverpool  and  later  at  a  French  port.  The  unit  soon 
reached  the  trenches  where  it  served  on  the  Toul  and  Mar- 
bache  Sectors  from  June  28th  to  September  11th,  1918. 
Sergeant  Ingham  served  also  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  offensive 
for  four  days  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive  for  over 
a  month.  During  this  time  he  received  a  shrapnel  wound 
in  the  right  temple  which  disabled  him  for  several  weeks. 
On  May  18th,  1919,  he  returned  to  America  and  on  the 
26th  of  May  following  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Charles  Gideon  Inman 


Purchase,  in  Westchester  County,  New 
York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Charles 
G.  Inman,  who  on  February  2nd, 
1891,  was  born  to  the  Reverend 
Jonas  and  Nellie  Inman  now  of  Cold 
Springs,  New  York.  Reverend  and 
Mrs.  Inman  were  residents  of 
Philmont  during  the  World  War. 
Charles  Inman  was  graduated  from 
the  Poughkeepsie  High  School,  from 
Syracuse  University  in  1911,  and 
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later  took  up  a  course  at  Columbia  University.  For  one 
year  lie  taught  at  the  Islip  High  School,  for  two  years  he 
was  principal  of  the  Fislikill  Union  School,  and  four  years 
professor  of  biology  and  hygiene  at  the  Morris  High 
School,  Bronx,  New  York.  Inman  was  inducted  into  serv¬ 
ice  by  Local  Board  No.  10  of  Bronx.  He  trained  at  Fort 
Slocum,  Camps  McClellan  and  Gordon,  serving  for  about 
three  months  with  the  Infantry  in  Company  D,  114th 
Infantry,  29th  Division  and  with  the  40th  Company,  157tli 
Depot  Brigade.  During  the  last  six  months  of  his  service 
Inman  served  with  Company  K,  Third  Battalion,  Chemical 
Warfare  Service  at  Edgewood  Arsenal  in  Maryland. 
While  there  Private  Inman  was  employed  in  manufactur¬ 
ing  mustard  gas.  He  was  severely  burned  by  the  gas  and 
had  to  spend  some  time  in  the  base  hospital  at  the  arsenal. 
But  in  spite  of  efficient  treatment  his  eyes  were  left  very 
weak  from  irritation  caused  by  the  gas.  On  February 
10th,  1919,  Inman  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Edward  Keyser  Inman 

Edward  Keyser  Inman  was  born  in  Purchase,  New  York, 
on  the  5th  of  January,  1894,  the  son  of  Nellie  and  the 
Reverend  Jonas  Inman,  both  of  whom  are  now  residents 
of  Cold  Spring,  New  York.  Inman’s  education  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  1917  when  he  was  graduated  from  Syracuse 
University.  On  May  12th,  1917,  he  applied  for  admission 
to  the  First  Officers  Training  Camp  at  Madison  Barracks, 
New  York,  and  was  admitted  as  a  candidate.  At  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  his  training  he  was  commissioned  First  Lieuten¬ 
ant  and  assigned  to  Company  M,  309th  Infantry,  78th 
Division.  He  served  on  this  side  at  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma 
and  at  Camps  Upton  and  Dix,  until  May  of  1918,  when  he 
sailed  overseas  and  landed  first  at  Tilbury-on-the-Thames 
and  later  at  a  port  of  France.  While  overseas  Inman 
served  at  the  4tli  British  Army  Musketry  School,  and  at 
the  United  States  Infantry  Specialists  School  at  Langres, 
France,  after  which  he  went  into  active  service  with  the 
309th  on  the  Arras,  Limey,  Hasbroucke,  and  'Argonne 
sectors.  While  in  action  Lieutenant  Inman  was  severely 
wounded  by  bursting  shrapnel,  a  piece  of  which  penetrated 
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his  brain.  For  the  following  eighteen  months  he  was  a 
patient  at  different  hospitals  receiving  treatment  for  a 
compound  fracture  of  the  skull.  Lieutenant  Inman 
returned  to  the  States  with  a  Casual  Company  on  Decem¬ 
ber  29th,  1918,  and  was  a  patient  at  the  Walter  Reed 
Hospital  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
February  27,  1920.  Inman  was  later  found  to  be  perma¬ 
nently  disabled  and  sent  to  the  United  States  Public  Health 
Hospital  42  at  Perryville,  Maryland. 


George  Cornelius  Inman 

Near  Mahopac  Lake  in  Putman  county  of  this  state, 
George  C.  Inman  was  born  on  New  Year’s  Day  1896,  to 
Reverend  Jonas  and  Nellie  Inman.  From  this  family  three 
boys  went  out  to  war.  On  May  9th,  1917,  Inman,  who  is 
a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University,  enlisted  in  the  Navy 
at  New  York  City.  He  first  ranked  as  a  2d  Class  Seaman 
but  before  his  discharge  he  received  an  Ensign’s  commis¬ 
sion.  During  his  service  Ensign  Inman  was  stationed  at 
Pelham  Bay  for  fourteen  months  and  on  October  20th, 
1918,  was  ordered  into  foreign  waters,  aboard  the  United 
States  Ship  Leviathan.  This  transport  landed  at  Liver¬ 
pool  and  Brest  and  returned  laden  with  home  coming 
soldiers.  He  arrived  in  American  waters  on  December 
17th,  1918,  and  on  March  1st  of  the  following  year  he  was 
released  from  active  duty.  Ensign  Inman  is  at  present  a 
member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Leland  Wesley  Irish 

Leland  Wesley  Irish  was  born  in 
Caldwell,  New  York,  on  January 
3rd,  1882,  the  son  of  Mary  W.  and 
the  late  Edward  D.  Irish.  Leland 
Irish  studied  at  Lake  George  Union 
School  and  Union  College  from 
where  he  was  graduated  in  1904  with 
a  civil  engineer’s  degree.  He  was 
engaged  as  assistant  professor  of 
civil  engineering  at  Northwestern 
University  and  as  civil  engineer  in

the  State  Department  of  Highways.  On  June  27th,  1907, 
Leland  Irish  married  Miss  Mabel  Stedman  at  Stillwater, 
New  York.  They  are  now  the  parents  of  four  children, 
John,  Margaret,  George  and  Leland  W.  Irish,  Jr.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  the  World  War,  Irish  served  for  two  years  as  a 
Private  in  Troop  B,  New  York  National  Guard  at  Albany 
and  for  eight  months  as  Corporal  in  Company  G,  22nd 
Engineers,  New  York  National  Guard.  On  February  2nd, 
1918,  he  again  volunteered  to  serve  in  the  Engineers  Corps. 
He  was  sent  to  the  American  University  in  the  National 
Capitol  and  assigned  to  the  Headquarters  Detachment, 
42nd  Engineers.  On  May  10th,  1918,  Irish  sailed  for  Brest 
as  master  engineer  of  his  company.  In  Europe  he  served 
at  Brest,  Ponteux  and  Saint  Nazaire.  On  April  19th,  1919, 
he  returned  to  this  country  and  on  the  26th  day  of  the 
same  month  terminated  his  period  of  honorable  service. 


Jacob  William  Isenhart 

Jacob  William  Isenhart  was  born  in  Claverack,  New 
York,  on  the  28th  of  May,  1897,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Dora 
Isenhart,  both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of  Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts.  He  attended  the  Philmont  district  school 
until  1915  when  he  left  to  accept  employment  as  a  winder 
in  one  of  the  large  mills  of  the  county.  On  June  18th, 
1917,  Isenhart  enlisted  in  Company  P,  10th  Regiment,  New 
York  National  Guard.  The  following  month  the  national 
guard  was  federalized  and  subsequent  to  that  Company  F 
entrained  for  Fort  Niagara,  New  York,  where  they  served 
until  October.  On  the  20th  of  October,  1917,  Isenhart 
married  Miss  Elizabeth  May  Phillips  at  Mellenville,  New 
York.  The  latter  part  of  the  same  month  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he 
trained  for  six  months,  during  which  time  he  became  a 
member  of  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th  Army 
Corps.  And  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  sailed  overseas 
on  July  26th,  1918.  Landing  was  made  at  the  port  of 
Brest,  France,  after  which  the  51st  entrained  for  the  front 
where  they  served  on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Meuse-Moselle  and 
Woerve  sectors  from  the  latter  part  of  August  until  the 
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signing  of  the  armistice,  after  which  the  51st  became  a  part 
of  the  Army  of  Occupation.  Isenhart  served  in  Germany 
for  the  following  three  months.  While  stationed  at 
Coblenz,  Germany,  he  was  stricken  with  influenza  which 
later  developed  into  bronchial  pneqmonia.  He  was 
removed  to  a  hospital  but  was  a  patient  there  for  only  two 
weeks  and  on  February  13th,  1919,  Private  Isenhart  suc¬ 
cumbed  to  his  illness.  He  was  laid  to  rest  with  full  military 
honors. 


Worthington  Hilburn  Isenhart 

Worthington  H.  Isenhart,  the  son  of  Jacob  B.  and  Dora 
M.  Isenhart,  both  of  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  was  born  in 
Philmont  on  January  5th,  1899.  He  attended  the  Phil- 
mont  school  and  completed  one  year  of  high  school  work. 
Although  his  profession  was  that  of  a  musician  Isenhart 
worked  for  a  manufacturing  company.  On  July  17th,  1917, 
he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard  at  Hudson,  volunteering  as  a  musician. 
Isenhart  served  at  Fort  Niagara,  Camps  Wadsworth  and 
Merritt.  On  July  26th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest  with  his 
outfit,  the  Headquarters  Company,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry. 
Overseas  he  served  at  Menil-la-Tour  and  on  the  Saint 
Miliiel  and  Toul  sectors.  After  the  signing  of  the  armis¬ 
tice  Isenhart  went  into  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupa¬ 
tion.  On  July  3rd,  1919,  he  sailed  again  into  an  American 
harbor  and  six  days  later  received  his  honorable  discharge.

Allen  Jacklin 

Allen,  the  son  of  Edward  and  the  late  Ella  Jacklin  of 
Hudson,  was  born  in  Greenport  on  October  25th,  1890. 
His  education  was  acquired  in  the  Greenport  school.  When 
school  days  were  over  Jacklin  moved  into  Hudson  where 
he  worked  for  . several  years.  On  November  7th,  1917,  he 
enlisted  in  the  Veterinary  Corps  through  the  Local  Board 
of  the  county.  After  several  months  of  training  at  Camp 
Devens  Private  Jacklin  embarked  for  Brest,  France,  on 
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April  16th,  1918.  He  was  stationed  at  Base  Veterinary 
Hospital  No.  1,  at  Nevers,  where  he  served  until  August 
of  1919  when  he  was  ordered  to  return  to  the  States.  On 
August  11th  following  Private  Jacklin  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 


Benjamin  Jackson 

Benjamin  Jackson,  who  lives  with  his  parents  at  446 
Diamond  Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in  this  city  on  Decem¬ 
ber  23rd,  1897.  He  attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
until  1912,  when  he  engaged  in  mason  work.  The  Local 
Board  at  Hudson  selected  him  for  military  duty  on  Septem¬ 
ber  1st,  1918.  Corporal  Jackson  served  at  Camps  Upton 
and  Dix  with  Company  A,  63rd  Pioneer  Infantry  until 
December  17th,  1918,  when  his  term  of  honorable  service 
was  concluded.  Shortly  after  his  return  to  Hudson,  on 
March  22nd,  1919,  Jackson  married  Miss  Barbara  Thomas 


Roy  Jackson 

Roy,  the  son  of  James  W.  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  B.  Jackson,  was  born  in 
Rochelle,  Virginia,  on  November 
25th,  1890.  His  schooling  was 

gained  in  Virginia.  After  going  to 
Philmont,  Jackson  worked  in  one  of 
the  local  mills  until  May,  1917.  At 
that  time,  Jackson  volunteered  to 
serve  America  in  the  war.  He 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Regi¬ 
ment,  New  York  National  Guard. 
In  July  following  Jackson’s  enlistment  the  National  Guard 
was  federalized  by  presidential  proclamation.  On  the 
29th  of  that  month  Company  F  went  to  Fort  Niagara  to 
prepare  for  overseas  service.  Later  the  company  was 
transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth.  There  Jackson  was 
assigned  to  Company  G,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division. 
Before  his  embarkation  for  Brest  on  May  10th,  1918,  he 
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did  guard  duty  at  Easton,  Pennsylvania.  After  Private 
Jackson  reached  the  front  sectors  he  saw  service  in  the 
battles  at  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Dickebush  Sector, 
Kemmel  Hill,  Vierstadt  Ridge,  La  Selle  River,  and  the 
Hindenburgh  Line.  Jackson  was  wounded  in  action  by 
machine  gun  bullets  which  struck  him  in  the  arm  and 
shoulder.  After  four  months  in  a  hospital  he  returned  to 
America  on  December  21st,  1918,  and  on  January  21st  of 
the  succeeding  year  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  Jacob 

John  Jacob  was  born  in  the  town  of  Ghent,  New  York, 
on  the  17th  of  October,  1886,  the  son  of  Julius  and 
Anna  Jacob,  both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of  Stottville. 
After  completing  the  elementary  course  in  the  district 
school  of  Ghent  Jacob  accepted  employment  in  a  mill  in 
this  county.  He  was  thus  occupied  until  July  14th,  1918, 
on  which  date  he  was  selected  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  for  military  service.  Jacob  served  at 
Fort  Slocum,  New  York,  four  months  at  Camp  Hancock  in 
Georgia,  and  five  months  at  the  Remount  -Station  at 
Belair,  Georgia,  as  a  member  of  the  15th  Company,  Quar¬ 
termaster’s  Corps.  In  1919  when  he  sent  in  his  question¬ 
naire  Jacob  was  still  in  the  service,  stationed  at  United 
States  General  Hospital  No.  16  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut. 


Henry  Ernest  Jadatz 


On  April  29th,  1899,  Henry  E.  Jadatz 
was  born  at  Stuyvesant,  New  York. 
He  is  the  son  of  Christopher  and 
Ottilie  Jadatz.  His  schooling  was 
gained  in  district  school  No.  5  of 
Stuyvesant.  Thereafter  he  worked 
chiefly  as  a  machinist’s  helper  until 
July  5th,  1918,  when  he  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Navy  at  Pitts¬ 
field,  Massachusetts.  Jadatz  became 
a  2d  Class  Seaman  and  served  at 
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Base  No.  6  at  Bensonhurst.  He  was  attacked  also  to  the 
United  States  Ships  Hanolia  and  Edith  M.  III.  On  August 
11th,  1919,  Seaman  Jadatz  completed  his  term  of  honor¬ 
able  service. 


Frederick  Philip  Jansen 

Stockport  was  the  birthplace  of 
Frederick  Philip  Jansen,  the  son  of 
Charles  and  Carrie  Jansen  of 
Columbiaville.  He  was  born  in  the 
town,  where  he  still  resides,  on 
November  25th,  1894.  When  his 
education  at  the  Columbiaville  dis¬ 
trict  school  was  completed  Jansen 
became  interested  in  farming  and 
worked  at  that  occupation  until 
July  14  th,  1918,  when  he  was 
selected  for  army  duty  by  our  Local  Board.  He  served 
first  at  Fort  Slocum  and  Camp  Hancock  and  later  at  Camp 
Lewis  as  a  Private  in  Company  C,  38tli  Machine  Gun 
Battalion  until  February  3rd,  1919,  when  his  period  of 
honorable  service  terminated. 


Stanislaw  B.  Jarocki 

Stanislaw  B.,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Adam  Jarocki  of  Lapy,  Poland,  was 
born  in  Poland  on  October  1st,  1894. 
He  attended  school'  in  his  native 
country,  later  immigrated  to  the 
United  States  and  made  his  home  in 
Hudson.  On  May  21st,  1918,  the 
Local  Board  selected  Jarocki  for 
military  duty.  He  trained  at  Camps 
Upton,  Mills  and  Wadsworth.  While 
at  Camp  Wadsworth  at  Spartan¬ 
burg,  South  Carolina,  he  received  his  final  citizenship 
papers.  On  June  30th,  1918,  Private  Jarocki  embarked  for 
France  where  he  served  with  Company  E,  307th  Infantry, 
77th  Division.  For  a  short  time  he  was  stationed  at  St. 
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Sulpice.  Jarocki  served  for  three  months  on  the  fight¬ 
ing  sectors  engaging  in  the  Vesle  and  Argonne  offensives. 
On  April  28th,  1919,  he  landed  again  on  American  soil.  On 
the  ninth  day  of  the  following  month  Private  Jarocki  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


John  Jasinski 

In  Malanov,  Russian  Poland,  John 
Jasinski  was  born  on  July  1st,  1893. 
His  parents  are  Loren  and  Mary 
Jasinski,  both  of  Poland.  He  went 
through  the  common  school  of  his 
native  town  and  then  came  to  the 
United  States  where  he  sought 
employment  in  a  cotton  mill  of  our 
county.  On  April  2nd,  1918,  Jasin¬ 
ski  went  from  Hudson  with  a  con¬ 
tingent  of  men  who  had  been 
selected  by  the  Local  Board.  At  Camp  Dix  he  was  assigned 
to  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  On  May 
18th,  1918,  this  unit  embarked  for  France,  where  it  served 
on  the  Arras  and  Limey  sectors  and  in  the  Meuse  Argonne 
and  Saint  Mihiel  offensives.  Private  Jasinski  received 
shrapnel  wounds  in  liis  right  leg  which  incapacitated 
him  for  several  weeks.  On  May  29th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  America.  On  the  6th  of  the  following  month  Private 
Jasinski  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Elmer  Leroy  Jennings 


Elmer,  the  son  of  Harvey  and  Mary 
Anna  Jennings  of  Germantown,  was 
born  in  Livingston  on  August  1st, 
1894.  He  studied  at  a  district  school 
of  Germantown  and  then  took  up 
agricultural  work.  On  April  5th, 
1918,  he  volunteered  to  assume  mili¬ 
tary  duties  enlisting  through  Schen¬ 
ectady  Local  Board  No.  2.  For  six 
weeks  Jennings  was  given  intensive 
military  training  at  Camp  Dix  and 
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was  there  assigned  to  Company  A,  309th  Machine  Gun 
Battalion,  78th  Division.  On  May  27th,  1918,  Private  Jen¬ 
nings  embarked  for  France  with  the  other  members  of  his 
outfit.  He  served  on  the  Saint  Miliiel  sector  from  Septem¬ 
ber  12th  to  the  16th,  on  the  Limey  sector  from  September 
17th  to  October  4th  and  in  the  Meuse- Argonne  offensive 
from  October  10th  to  November  6th,  1918,  and  also  at 
Grand  Pre.  On  May  27th,  1919,  he  again  reached  American 
soil.  Jennings  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
June  2nd,  1919. 


Frederick  Henry  Jennings 

Frederick  II.  Jennings,  the  son  of  the 
late  Henry  and  the  late  Mary 
Jennings,  was  born  on  September 
18th,  1891,  in  the  town  of  Clermont. 
He  attended  the  Greenport  school 
until  1908,  after  which  he  became 
interested  in  steam  engineering  and 
accepted  employment  at  road  con¬ 
struction  work.  Frederick  Jennings 
married  Miss  Rita  Huebner  at 
Ilaverstraw.  She  and  their  child 
have  since  died  at  Lexington,  New  York.  The  Local  Board 
of  this  county  selected  Jennings  for  military  service  on 
February  22nd,  1918.  He  trained  at  Camp  Devens  and 
Camp  Upton  for  about  three  months.  When  Company  C, 
302nd  Engineers,  77th  Division  sailed  for  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  from  there  to  France  it  numbered  Private 
Jennings  among  its  members.  After  a  short  period  of 
training  in  France  the  77th  Division  approached  the  fight¬ 
ing  sectors.  There  Jennings  served  on  the  Baccarat  sector 
from  June  21st  to  August  4th,  and  on  the  Vesle  sector  from 
August  11th  to  August  18th.  He  took  part  in  the  Oise 
Aisne  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives  from  September  26th 
to  November  11th,  1918,  and  also  engaged  in  the  battle  on 
the  Vesle  sector.  For  six  weeks  Jennings  was  in  the  hospi¬ 
tal  suffering  from  wounds  received  in  action,  when  he 
was  struck  on  the  right  shoulder  by  a  machine  gun  bullet. 
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On  May  1st,  1919,  Private  Jennings  landed  again  on 
American  soil  and  ten  days  later  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Merwin  Harlan  Jennings 

On  October  20th,  1918,  Private  Merwin 
Harlan  Jennings  was  killed  in  action 
north  of  the  Argonne  Forest.  Jen¬ 
nings  was  born  in  North  German¬ 
town,  New  York,  on  the  14th  of 
July,  1895,  the  son  of  Frank  and 
Grace  Jennings  both  of  North 
Germantown.  The  district  school  of 
his  native  town  furnished  his  educa¬ 
tion.  From  1910,  until  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  his  military  career,  he  was 
employed  at  farming.  On  September  21st,  1917,  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  Jennings  for  military 
service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  lie  trained  for  about  two 
months.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Gordon, 
Georgia,  where  military  training  followed  for  about  five 
months,  during  which  time  Jennings  became  a  member  of 
Company  K,  328th  Infantry,  82nd  Division.  His  unit  left 
the  states  for  foreign  service  on  the  1st  of  May,  1918,  and 
landed  first  at  a  port  in  England  and  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  month  at  a  French  port.  Preparations  were  made 
shortly  afterwards  for  the  advance  to  the  front.  The  328th 
Infantry  served  actively  on  the  Toul  and  Marbache  sectors, 
in  the  Saint  Mihiel  offensive  and  later  in  the  Meuse 
Argonne  offensive  where  Jennings  rendered  up  his  life. 
In  the  words  of  the  commanding  officer  of  his  division 
Major  General  Duncan,  we  may  conclude  the  biography  of 
this  American  soldier  by  saying,  “  Our  country  is  richer 
because  of  his  life.” 


Roy  Jennings 

Roy  Jennings  was  born  in  Kinderhook  on  June  27th, 
1891,  to  the  late  Daniel  and  the  late  Kate  Jennings.  He

attended  the  district  school  of  his  home  town  and  then 
took  up  agricultural  work.  From  April  3rd,  1912,  until 
that  same  date  in  1916,  he  served  as  a  Fireman  in  the 
United  States  Navy.  On  March  15th,  1918,  Jennings 
re-enlisted  in  the  Navy  at  a  recruiting  station  in  New  York 
city.  He  served  on  a  transport  which  carried  our  boys  to 
France  and  brought  them  home  again  at  the  close  of  the 
war.  Jennings  also  was  on  duty  aboard  a  mine  sweeper 
which  patroled  the  war  zone  in  European  waters.  On 
January  9th,  1919,  he  was  honorably  released  from  active 
service. 


William  McKinley  Jennings 

William  McKinley  Jenninlgs  now  a  resident  of  Sche¬ 
nectady  was  born  in  the  town  of  Livingston  on  October 
27th,  1896,  to  Harvey  and  Mary  Jennings.  He  attended 
school  in  Philmont  and  Germantown  before  learning  the 
machinist’s  trade.  Schenectady  Local  Board  No.  2  in¬ 
ducted  Jennings  into  service  on  August  27th,  1918.  He 
served  at  Camps  Upton,  Gordon  and  McClellan,  first  with 
the  Infantry  and  later  as  a  Corporal  of  Company  B,  36tli 
Field  Artillery,  12th  Division.  On  February  6th,  1919, 
Corporal  Jennings  was  honorable  discharged  from  service. 


Pincus  Jewell 


Pincus  Jewell  was  born  in  New  York 
City  on  February  12th,  1894.  His 
parents  are  Julius  and  Yetta  Jewell 
of  New  York  City.  He  attended 
school  in  his  native  city  and  later 
worked  as  clerk.  On  Julv  17th, 
1918,  he  was  selected  by  Local 
Board  No.  166  of  New  York  City. 
He  served  first  at  Camp  Hancock  in 
Georgia,  and  later  at  Camp  Kearney 
in  California  as  a  Private  in  Com- 
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pany  C,  47th  Machine  Gun  Battalion.  On  February  14th, 
1919,  Private  Jewell  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Abbott  Clinton  Johnson 

Abbott  C.,  the  son  of  Jerome  C.  and 
Lucretia  Johnson  of  Lebanon 
Springs,  was  born  in  Springfield, 
Massachusetts,  on  May  29th,  1897. 
He  attended  the  public  grammar 
schools  and  completed  two  years  of 
high  school  work  in  New  York  City. 
From  1915  until  1918,  Johnson 
engaged  in  farming  at  Lebanon 
Springs.  On  August  29th,  1918,  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  duty  and  sent  him  to  Camp  Dix. 
He  was  later  assigned  to  Company  Iv,  134tli  Infantry,  34th 
Division  and  afterward  to  Company  K,  330th  Infantry, 
83rd  Division.  He  sailed  for  Liverpool  with  the  latter  unit 
on  October  13th,  1918.  In  France  he  served  at  the  towns 
of  Mulsanne,  Teloche,  Monce  and  at  Brest,  until  January, 
1919,  when  he  again  entered  an  American  harbor.  On 
February  13th,  1919,  Private  Johnson  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Anthony  Johnson 

Anthony,  the  son  of  Charles  and  the  late  Ida  Johnson, 
was  born  in  Danby,  Vermont,  on  November  18th,  1896. 
He  attended  the  Weston  school  and  left  there  to  take  up 
agricultural  work.  Johnson  married  Miss  Ada  May  Bates, 
They  now  have  one  child,  Henry  Homer  Johnson.  On 
September  1st,  1918,  Johnson  entrained  at  Hudson  with  a 
group  of  selected  men  who  were  on  their  way  to  Camp 
Dix.  On  September  13th,  1918,-  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 
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Charles  Johnson,  Jr. 

Charles  Johnson,  Junior,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Johnson  of  Philmont,  was  born  in  Valatie  on  April  5th, 
1900.  He  completed  the  course  in  the  Philmont  Union 
School.  On  April  15th,  1918,  Johnson  enlisted  as  a  second 
class  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy  at  Albany.  From 
then  until  some  time  after  the  close  of  the  world  war 
Johnson  served  at  the  Pelham  Bay  Naval  Station.  While 
there  he  was  in  the  hospital  for  two  months  suffering  with 
rheumatism.  On  April  21st,  1919,  Johnson  married  Miss 
Astria  Rebecca  Thursby  at  New  Rochelle,  New  York.  On 
May  18th,  1919,  he  was  released  from  active  service. 


Clarence  Erwin  Johnson 

North  Chatham  was  the  birthplace  of 
Clarence  E.  Johnson,  the  son  of 
Minie  L.  and  Mary  L.  Johnson  of 
that  village.  He  was  born  in  North 
Chatham  on  August  10th,  1894,  at¬ 
tended  school  there  and  later  at¬ 
tended  the  Utica  Automobile  Gas 
Engine  School  at  Utica.  Thereafter 
he  worked  as  a  machinist.  On 
June  21st,  1917  he  enlisted  in  the 
Engineers  Corps.  On  July  27th, 
following  Private  Johnson  was  ordered  overseas  with 
Company  D,  14th  Engineers.  'This  unit  was  the  first 
American  regiment  to  be  under  shell  fire.  After  landing 
at  Liverpool,  the  outfit  sailed  for  a  French  port.  After 
reaching  the  fighting  sectors  Johnson  served  on  the 
Somme,  Aisne-Marne,  and  Argonne  sectors  for  twenty 
months  engaging  in  battles  of  the  Somme,  Chateau 
Thierry,  and  the  Aisne-Marne  and  Meuse-Argonne  offen¬ 
sives.  On  April  27th,  1919,  Sergeant  Johnson  returned  to 
America  and  on  May  2nd  following  completed  his  term 
of  honorable  service. 
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Charles  Everett  Johnson 

Hudson  was  tlie  birthplace  of  Charles 
Everett  Johnson,  who  was  born  there 
on  January  30th,  1899,  to  Charles 
I.  and  the  late  Ora  Johnson.  When 
his  education  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools  was  finished,  Johnson 
learned  the  automobile  mechanic’s 
trade.  In  December,  1917,  he  en¬ 
listed  at  Poughkeepsie  in  the  Motor 
Transport  Corps.  He  was  assigned 
to  the  400th  and  later  to  the  59th 
Company,  Motor  Transport  Corps  and  with  these  two 
companies  served  at  Fort  Sam  Houston  until  March  12th, 
1919,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service.  On 
the  following  day  Johnson  re-enlisted.  He  is  now  stationed 
at  Fort  Sam  Houston  in  Texas  where  his  duties  are  those 
of  a  motor  dispatcher,  and  he  at  present  holds  the  rank 
of  Sergeant. 


Edward  Johnson 

Edward,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Johnson  of 
Unionville,  Virginia,  was  born  in  Unionville  in  the  year 
1890.  He  attended  school  in  his  native  town  before  taking 
up  farm  work.  Before  the  World  War  Johnson  had  moved 
to  Columbia  County  and  selected  him  the  Local  Board  at 
Hudson  for  military  duty.  On  August  1st,  1918,  he  en¬ 
trained  at  Hudson  for  Camp  Upton.  Private  Johnson 
served  also  at  Fort  Slocum  with  the  18th  Company,  5th 
Battalion,  152nd  Depot  Brigade.  On  January  22nd,  1919, 
Private  Johnson  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


George  Allen  Johnson 

Valatie  was  the  birthplace  of  George  A.  Johnson  now  of 
Pliilmont.  He  was  born  in  Valatie  on  October  11th,  1896, 
to  George  Van  Johnson  and  Della  Johnson,  both  of  whom 
are  now  residents  of  Philmont.  He  attended  school  at 
Valatie  and  later  accepted  a  position  as  spinner  in  a  knit¬ 
ting  mill  of  this  county.  On  December  20th,  1917,  Johnson 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Cavalry  at  Albany.  He

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trained  on  this  side  at  Fort  Slocum  and  Camp  Merritt. 
On  February  14th,  1918,  Private  Johnson  sailed  for  Brest 
with  Troop  E,  15th  Cavalry  Regiment.  On  the  other  side 
he  was  stationed  at  Bordeaux,  Langres  and  Toul.  On 
June  19th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  States  and  terminated 
his  honorable  service  on  June  25th  following. 


Harold  Johnson 

Harold,  the  son  of  John  and  Almena 
Johnson  of  Philmont,  was  born  in 
that  village  on  March  16th,  1896.  He 
gained  a  common  school  education 
before  starting  out  to  earn  his  live¬ 
lihood.  On  May  25th,  1918,  Johnson 
was  selected  for  army  service  by 
our  Local  Board.  He  trained  at 
Camp  Wadsworth  and  at  Newport 
News.  On  Independence  Day,  1918, 
he  boarded  a  transport  with  his  unit 
Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  and  started  for  France. 
After  arriving  on  the  other  side  Private  Johnson  was 
stationed  at  Brest,  Saint  Sulpice,  Bayonne  and  St.  Loubes. 
On  June  25th,  1919,  he  again  entered  an  American  port 
and  on  July  2nd  following,  completed  his  term  of  honor¬ 
able  service.  _ : 


Harold  Leonard  Johnson 


Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Harold 
L.  Johnson,  son  of  Clarence  B.  and 
Naomi  Johnson  of  this  city.  He  was 
born  here  on  January  7th,  1894. 
Johnson  attended  the  grammar  and 
high  schools  of  Hudson  until  1912. 
He  then  held  a  position  with  the 
State  Highway  Department.  On 
December  14th,  1917,  Johnson  was 
inducted  into  service,  assigned  to 
the  infantry  and  two  weeks  later 
transferred  to  the  engineers.  Private  Johnson  served  at 
Camp  Devens  with  Company  D,  25th  Engineers,  1st  Army, 
until  February  26th,  1918,  when  he  sailed  for  Brest, 
France,  with  his  unit.  Overseas  the  25th  Ensrineers  were 
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stationed  at  Saint  Nazaire,  Vannes,  Gfivry,  Savenay,  and 
Brest,  before  advancing  to  the  fighting  sectors.  After 
leaving  these  camps  Johnson  served  for  two  months  on  the 
Verdun  and  Meuse-Argonne  sectors  engaging  in  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  offensive  and  the  Verdun  drive.  Private  John¬ 
son  was  gassed  in  action,  and  was  confined  in  a  hospital 
for  one  month.  On  May  25th,  1919,  he  again  landed  on 
American  soil  and  on  June  2nd  following  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Ivan  Anselm  Johnson 

Ivan  A.  Johnson,  now  of  Kinderhook, 
was  born  in  Copenhagen,  Denmark, 
on  March  22nd,  1897.  His  parents, 
Noah  A.  and  Elin  Johnson,  still 
make  their  home  at  the  Danish  capi¬ 
tal.  He  went  through  a  grammar 
school  in  his  native  country,  came 
to  the  United  States  and  settled 
near  New  York  City  where  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  citizenship  papers  in 
Bronx  County.  Johnson  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  farm  work  when  he  was  inducted  into  military 
service  on  July  31st,  1918.  He  served  at  Fort  Hamilton 
with  Battalion  C,  38th  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  43rd  Divi¬ 
sion,  at  Camp  Eustis  and  later  at  Camp  Stewart,  until 
December  14th,  1918,  when  Ivan  A.  Johnson  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


Jonas  Johnson 


Jonas  Johnson  was  born  in  Unionville, 
Virginia,  in  May,  1897.  His  wid¬ 
owed  mother,  Mrs.  Susan  Johnson, 
still  resides  in  Unionville.  He  at¬ 
tended  school  in  his  native  town  and 
then  worked  at  farming.

Battalion,  152nd)  Depot  Brigade.  He  served  with  this 
company  until  August  11th,  1918,  when  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge.  He  resided  for  some  time  at  Hudson. 


Junior  Johnson 

Junior  Johnson  of  Ghent  was  born  in 
Rapidan,  Virginia,  on  April  9tli, 
1895.  His  parents,  Albert  and  Kath¬ 
erine  Johnson,  now  live  at  Valatie. 
Junior  Johnson  attended  school  in 
Virginia  until  1907  and  then  became 
employed  at  farm  work.  For  sev¬ 
eral  years  previous  to  the  war  he 
worked  on  a  farm  at  Valatie.  His 
wife,  Mrs.  Ethel  Johnson,  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  him  on  December  13th,  1915. 
They  now  have  three  children.  On  August  31st,  1918,  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  Johnson  for 
the  army.  He  served  for  about  five  months  at  Camp  Dix 
and  for  three  months  at  Camp  Upton.  On  March  15th, 
1919,  Private  Johnson  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Leonard  Franklin  Johnson 

Leonard  F.,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Martha  Johnson, 
both  of  Hillsdale,  was  born  in  that  town  on  May  3rd,  1890. 
He  now  lives  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  In  1907  he 
was  graduated  from  the  Hillsdale  High  School.  Just  prior 
to  the  World  War  he  held  a  position  as  office  manager. 
On  August  23rd,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  infantry  and 
applied  for  admission  to  a  Reserve  Officers  Training  Camp. 
Johnson  was  admitted  to  the  training  camp  at  Fort  Nia¬ 
gara  and  after  completing  his  training  there  he  was  com- 
misioned  as  First  Lieutenant.  His  service  was  continued 
at  Camp  Upton  for  eight  months  and  at  Camp  Cody  for 
four  months.  During  this  time  he  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Captain.  Captain  Johnson  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  December  13th,  1918,  but  was 
appointed  a  Captain  in  the  Officers  Reserve  Corps. 
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Luke  Johnson 

Luke  Johnson  was  born  on  September  1st,  1895,  in 
Orange  County,  Virginia.  His  widowed  mother,  Mrs. 
Margaret  Johnson,  still  resides  at  Unionville,  Virginia. 
When  Johnson  completed  his  schooling  he  engaged  in 
farm  work  until  April  25th,  1918,  when  the  Local  Board 
of  Orange  County  selected  him  for  military  duty.  He 
received  military  training  at  Camp  Lee,  and  on  August  6th, 
1918,  he  embarked  for  France  with  Company  B,  535th 
Engineers,  Service  of  Supply.  Overseas,  Private  Johnson 
saw  service  on  the  Western  Front.  In  July  of  1919,  he 
returned  to  the  United  States  where  he  received  his  hon¬ 
orable  discharge  on  the  7th  of  that  month. 


Robert  Groat  Johnson 

Robert  G.,  the  son  of  Dr.  Henry 
Warner  Johnson  and  Anna  E.  John¬ 
son,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  July 
21st,  1899.  He  attended  the  Hudson 
High  School  and  Phillips  Exeter 
Academy  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1918.  In  the  year  previous  to 
his  graduation,  Johnson  entered  the 
Peekskill  State  Training  Camp.  For 
two  months  he  served  also  with  the 
Yale  Naval  Unit,  while  a  student 
there.  He  then  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps 
on  October  10th,  1918.  He  was  assigned  to  the  414tli  Com¬ 
pany,  14th  Regiment,  United  States  Marines,  and  sent  to 
Paris  Island.  After  serving  there  for  six  months  he  was 
transferred  to  Pensacola,  where  he  served  until  March 
1th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
Johnson  continued  his  education  at  Amherst  College. 


William  Grant  Reed  Johnson 

William  G.  R.  Johnson  was  born  at  Canaan,  New  York, 
on  February  1st,  1890.  His  father,  Hiram  S.  Johnson,  still 
lives  at  Canaan,  but  his  mother,  Mrs.  Florence  Johnson,, 
died  in  that  town  in  1900.  When  his  education  at  the  dis- 
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trict  school  was  completed  Johnson  became  a  student  at 
Albany  Business  College  and  after  graduating  from  that 
institution  he  accepted  a  position  as  an  accountant.  On 
May  24th,  1918,  he  was  selected  for  army  duty  by  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County.  He  served  at  Camps 
Wadsworth,  Merritt  and  Upton  as  well  as  at  Newport' News 
before  he  embarked  for  Brest,  France,  with  Company  I, 
302nd  Infantry,  76th  Division,  on  June  30th,  1918.  In 
France  Johnson  was  stationed  at  Saint  Sulpice,  Le  Mans, 
Brest,  Bassens  and  Cliateauroux.  For  forty  days  Private 
Johnson  lay  ill,  in  Base  Hospital  No.  9,  suffering  with 
influenza.  On  March  6th,  1919,  he  completed  the  home¬ 
ward  voyage  and  on  March  20th  of  that  year  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Herman  Ephrim  Jones 

In  the  town  of  Livingston,  Herman 
Ephrim  Jones  was  born  on  Septem¬ 
ber  18th,  1889.  His  parents  are 
now  both  dead.  Jones  left  the  school¬ 
rooms  of  Hudson  to  learn  the  paint¬ 
ers’  and  decorators’  trade.  On  July 
26th,  1915,  he  married  Miss  Shirley 
Switzer  at  Kingston,  Pennsylvania. 
He  brought  his  bride  to  Hudson 
where  they  made  their  home  until 
October  6th,  1917.  On  that  date 
Jones  went  from  Hudson  with  a  contingent  of  selected 
men  to  undergo  military  training  at  Camp  Devens 
in  Massachusetts.  There  Private  Jones  trained  with  Com¬ 
pany  C,  303rd  Infantry.  On  November  18th,  1917,  he  was 
sent  to  Camp  Gordon  in  Georgia  and  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  corporal  in  Company  K,  325th  Infantry,  82nd 
Division.  In  April  of  1918  he  returned  north  to  Camp 
Upton  on  Long  Island,  and  sailed  oversea  on  April  22nd 
following.  While  in  France,  Jones  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Sergeant.  He  served  on  the  Toul  and  Marbache 
sectors,  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives  until 
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October  14th,  1918.  On  that  day  Sergeant  Jones  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  heavy  fighting  near  Saint  Juvin  when  he  saw  a 
wounded  officer  who  was  exposed  to  the  enemy’s  fire. 
Jones  leaped  from  his  sheltered  position  and  went  to  the 
aid  of  the  officer.  He  administered  first  aid  and  made  the 
wounded  man  as  safe  and  comfortable  as  possible.  His 
work  done  Sergeant  Jones  fell  dead  from  wounds  inflicted 
by  the  enemy.  Sergeant  Jones’  bravery  was  cited  by  his 
commanding  general,  and  his  body  was  laid  to  rest  near 
the  scene  of  his  heroic  sacrifice. 


Reverend  Philip  Jonker 

Ferrysburg,  Michigan,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  the  Reverend  Philip  Jonker, 
the  son  of  Henry  and  Bernice  Lang- 
land  Jonker  of  Ferrysburg.  He  was 
born  there  on  December  21st,  1884. 
He  attended  school  at  Grandhaven 
in  his  native  state,  was  graduated 
from  Hope  College  at  Holland, 
Michigan,  and  in  1910  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  New  Brunswick  Theolog¬ 
ical  Seminary.  On  May  25th,  1910, 
the  Reverend  Philip  Jonker  married  Miss  Emily  Frances 
Ivemlo  at  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey.  That  same  month 
Mr.  Jonker  accepted  a  call  to  the  Greenport  Church.  On 
January  11th,  1914,  Mr.  Jonker  was  left  a  widower  by  the 
death  of  his  wife  in  New  York  City.  When  our  country 
was  calling  for  soldiers  in  the  World  War  he  enlisted,  and 
on  March  29t,h,  1918,  was  commissioned  First  Lieutenant 
and  awarded  the  chaplaincy  of  the  303rd  Ammunition 
Train,  78th  Division.  He  served  on  this  side  at  Camp 
Pike  in  Arkansas  and  Camp  Dix  in  New  Jersey.  On  May 
28th,  1918,  the  78th  Division  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England, 
and  from  there  to  France.  Lieutenant  Jonker  served 
first  at  Camp  Mencon  in  Brittany  and  later  saw  service  in 
the  fighting  sectors  as  follows :  on  the  Toul  sector  from 
August  28th  to  September  11th,  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  drive 
from  September  11th  to  the  14th;  in  the  Suippes  to  Moselle 
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Campaign,  on  the  Puvenelle  sector  from  September  15th 
to  October  4th;  in  the  Argonne  Campaign  including  the 
fall  of  Grandpre  and  the  capture  of  Boise  de  Loge  from 
October  13th  to  November  11th,  1918.  From  October  until 
December  Lieutenant  Jonker  was  ill  with  bronchitis.  On 
August  4th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  on 
October  24th  following,  he  closed  his  term  of  honorable 
service  by  the  resignation  of  his  commission. 


William  Nathan  Joseph 

William  N.  Joseph  was  born  in  Amsterdam,  New  York, 
on  March  11th,  1900,  to  Isaac  and  Louise  Joseph  now  of 
Hudson.  He  left  Hudson  High  School  to  continue  his  edu¬ 
cation  at  Williston  Seminary.  In  July  of  1918  he  enlisted 
as  a  second  class  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy 
through  a  recruiting  station  at  Madison,  Connecticut.  He 
served  at  the  Marine  Basin,  Ulma  Park,  Brooklyn,  and  at 
Bensonhurst  Base  No.  6  near  New  York.  He  served  also 
with  the  Yale  Naval  Training  Unit  at  New  Haven,  Connec¬ 
ticut,  and  aboard  Submarine  Patrol  803,  and  on  the  Receiv¬ 
ing  Ship  New  York.  On  December  21st,  1919,  Joseph,  who 
had  advanced  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Boatswain’s  Mate, 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Aloysius  Charles  Kane 

Aloysius,  the  son  of  Patrick  F.  and  Mary  Kane  of 
Yonkers,  was  born  in  New  York  City  on  June  19th,  1895. 
He  attended  the  grammar  and  high  schools  of  Yonkers  and 
then  became  a  licensed  chauffeur.  The  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  Kane  for  military  service  and 
on  February  22nd,  1918,  he  became  an  American  soldier. 
At  Camp  Devens  Private  Kane  became  associated  with 
Company  A,  301st  Military  Mounted  Police,  76th  Division. 
On  July  8th,  1918,  this  unit  embarked  for  Le  Havre, 
France.  After  landing  on  European  soil  Kane  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  St.  Amant  and  St.  Aigna.n.  On  August  22nd, 
1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States 
Army  at  Paris  in  order  that  he  might  enlist  in  the  Ameri- 
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can  Relief  Association.  He  served  with  this  organization 
in  the  capacity  of  chauffeur  until  August  22nd,  1919. 
After  his  return  to  the  States,  Kane  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  the  service. 


James  Bernard  Kane 

James  B.  Kane  of  Valatie  was  born  in  Chatham,  New 
York,  on  August  29th,  1898.  His  parents  are  Jeremiah 
and  Emma  J.  Kane  of  Valatie.  Kane  attended  the  Valatie 
High  School  until  1914.  On  April  23rd,  1917,  he  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Navy  at  Albany.  After  about  six 
weeks  of  training  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  Seaman  Kane 
was  transferred  to  the  United  States  Ship  Michigan,  on 
which  he  served  as  Fireman.  In  the  early  part  of  Septem 
her,  1917,  the  Michigan  was  ordered  on  convoy  duty.  She 
was  sailing  through  the  war  zone  when  her  propeller  broke. 
The  Michigan  returned  to  the  States  and  was  laid  up  for 
repairs  for  three  months  at  the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard. 
In  December  she  was  ready  for  use  and  sailed  under  orders 
to  carry  soldiers  home  from  France.  Kane  served  for 
about  a  year  on  the  Michigan,  making  several  voyages 
across  the  Atlantic  from  our  eastern  ports  to  French  ports 
on  the  Bay  of  Biscay.  He  continued  in  service  as  a  First 
Class  Fireman. 


Raymond  William  Kane 

Raymond  William,  the  son  of  Michael  S.  and  the  late 
Margaret  Kane,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  August  12th,  1896. 
He  attended  the  public  grammar  schools  and  Hudson  High 
School.  Kane  was  employed  as  an  electrician  until  August 
15th,  1918.  On  that  date  he  volunteered  his  services  in  the 
Coast  Artillery  Corps.  Private  Kane  was  sent  to  Cornell 
University  for  two  months,  then  to  Fort  Warren  for  one 
month,  and  to  Fort  Andrews  for  four  months,  serving  with 
Battalion  D,  28th  Regiment,  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  as  a 
First  Class  Private.  On  March  15th,  1919,  he  was  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  from  service. 
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Ambrose  Alfonso  Kearney 

Ambrose  A.  Kearney  of  Valatie,  New 
York,  was  born  in  the  City  of  Albany 
on  November  9tli,  1874.  He  is  the 
son  of  the  late  Henry  and  Margaret 
Carpenter  Kearney.  When  his  edu¬ 
cation  was  completed,  Kearney 
learned  the  machinist’s  trade  at 
which  he  worked  until  May  15th, 
1917,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Navy  as  Chief  Machinist’s 
Mate.  He  was  assigned  to  the 
4th  Battalion,  Naval  Militia,  and  sent  to  a  naval  camp  at 
Tarrytown,  New  York,  where  he  remained  until  October, 
1917.  He  also  served  aboard  the  United  States  Ship  Isis. 
In  1917  Kearney  was  transferred  to  the  United  States  Ship 
New  Jersey,  which  was  then  in  port  at  Yorktown,  Virginia. 
On  this  ship  he  cruised  into  foreign  waters.  His  next  serv¬ 
ice  was  at  Newport  Training  Station  in  Rhode  Island. 
There  Kearney  remained  until  January  11th,  1919,  when 
he  was  released  from  active  duty. 


Adam  Keeler 

Adam  Keeler  was  born  in  Gallatin, 
New  York,  on  September  14th,  1895. 
Ilis  mother,  Mrs.  Helen  Keeler,  re¬ 
sides  in  Elizaville,  but  his  father 
died  at  Claverack  while  Adam  was 
in  service.  Keeler  studied  at  the 
district  school  of  Gallatinville  until 
1911.  He  then  became  interested  in 
farming  and  engaged  chiefly  in 
that  work  until  he  entered  the 
army.  On  September  4th,  1917,  he 
married  Miss  Etta  May  Rightmyer  at  North  Germantown. 
On  the  following  December  15th,  Keeler  left  Hudson  for 
Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  with  a  contingent  of  men 
who  had  been  selected  by  the  Local  Board  of  this  county. 
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He  was  assigned  to  the  4th  Company,  151st  Depot  Brigade 
and  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal,  in  which  rank  he 
served  until  February  24th,  1919,  on  which  date  he  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


John  Paul  Keeler 

John  Paul,  the  son  of  James  and  Mary  Keeler  of  “Craig 
Side,”  Claverack,  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson  on  June 
26th,  1895.  He  attended  Saint  Mary’s  Academy  at  Hud¬ 
son  and  later  Niagara  University  at  Niagara,  New  York. 
In  1915  Keeler  completed  his  schooling  and  engaged  in 
clerical  work.  On  May  13th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Navy  at  a  New  York  City  recruiting  station 
and  became  a  third  class  yeoman.  Keeler  served  with  the 
3rd  Naval  Supply  Depot  at  the  New  York  Piers  at  East 
23rd  Street,  for  eleven  months,  during  which  time  he  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  First  Class  Yeoman.  On  May 
8th,  1919,  Keeler  was  released  from  active  service.  He  is 
at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve 
Force. 


George  Phillip  Keil,  Jr. 

George  Phillip  Keil  came  to  America 
from  Neu  Straub,  Russia,  where  he 
was  born  on  June  9tli,  1892.  His 
father  lives  in  Russia  but  his  mother 
died  in  her  native  province  in  1901. 
Although  Keil  was  educated  in 
Russia  he  attended  night  school  in 
this  country.  He  worked  at  both 
farming  and  at  his  own  trade  of  car¬ 
pentry.  On  May  25th,  1918,  Keil 
entrained  at  Hudson  with  a  group  of 
men  who  were  selected  for  service  by  our  Local  Board.  He 
trained  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  for  only  a 
month  and  while  there  in  June,  1918,  he  received  his  final 
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citizenship  papers.  On  June  30th,  1918,  Private  Keil  left 
a  port  of  embarkation  with  the  second  Pioneer  Infantry. 
About  three  months  after  his  arrival  in  France,  Keil  was 
transferred  to  Company  G,  307th  Infantry,  77tli  Division. 
For  a  time  he  was  stationed  at  St.  Sulpiee  but  he  soon 
entered  the  firing  lines  with  the  77th  Division.  He  served 
on  the  Vesle  and  Meuse- Argonne  sectors  for  about  one 
month,  taking  part  in  the  engagements  fought  on  those 
fronts.  Private  Keil  was  a  patient  at  Base  Hospital  No. 
90  for  ten  weeks  ill  with  typhoid  fever.  On  April  30th, 
1919,  he  returned  to  his  adopted  country  and  on  the  9th 
day  of  the  month  following,  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Rudolph  J.  Keller 

Rudolph  J.  Keller  of  Hudson,  the  son 
of  Frank  and  Tressa  Keller,  was 
born  in  Austria-Hungary,  on  May 
31st,  1897.  The  family  came  to 
America  when  Rudolph  was  a  small 
child,  so  he  gained  his  education  in 
this  country,  in  the  schools  of  Pas¬ 
saic,  New  Jersey.  When  he  left 
school,  Keller  accepted  employment 
as  a  spinner  in  a  mill  and  was  thus 
employed  until  June  18th,  1917.  At 
that  time,  about  two  months  after  America  entered  the 
World  War,  Keller  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard.  In  July  following,  the  national 
guard  companies  were  federalized  by  presidential  proc¬ 
lamation.  On  July  29th,  Company  F  went  to  Fort  Niagara. 
During  the  following  October  this  company  was  ordered 
to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  There  Keller  was 
assigned  to  the  8th  Company,  1st  Anti-Aircraft  Machine 
Gun  Battalion,  and  in  this  company  he  served  for  fifteen 
months  at  Camp  Wadsworth  and  did  guard  duty  at  Silver 
Creek.  On  June  20th,  1919,  Private  Keller  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Charles  Kellerhouse 

On  June  21st,  1895,  Charles  Kellerhouse,  the  son  of 
Charles  and  Bertha  Kellerhouse  of  Philmont,  was  born  at 
Martindale,  New  York.  In  1912  he  graduated  from  the 
Philmont  High  School,  and  from  the  following  year  until 
May  24th,  1918,  he  taught  school.  On  the  last  mentioned 
date  Kellerhouse  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  at 
Albany.  He  began  his  period  of  enlistment  as  a  first  class 
Seaman  and  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Quartermaster.  Kel¬ 
lerhouse  served  on  the  Boston  Training  Ship  and  on  the 
United  States  Ships  Meade,  El  Paso,  Boxley  and  Congaree, 
until  March  28th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


William  Lincoln  Kellerhouse 

William  L.  Kellerhouse  was  born  in 
Livingston,  New  York,  on  April  3rd, 
1897.  His  parents  are  Lester  and 
Sarah  Kellerhouse  of  Philmont  with 
whom  he  now  makes  his  home.  Kel¬ 
lerhouse  attended  the  Philmont 
school  before  he  started  to  earn  his 
livelihood  in  a  factory.  On  June 
12th,  1917,  he  gave  up  his  civil  occu¬ 
pation  to  enlist  in  the  Marines.  He 
was  assigned  to  the  94th  Company, 
7th  Regiment,  United  States  Marines  and  was  ordered  to 
Philadelphia  for  two  month’s  training.  On  August  20th 
1917,  the  United  States  Ship  Charleston  steamed  out  of 
American  waters  with  Private  Kellerhouse  aboard.  His 
first  landing  on  foreign  soil  brought  him  to  the  shores  of 
Guantanamo  Bay  in  Cuba.  He  served  at  Santiago,  Deer 
Point,  Bayamo  and  Camaguey,  all  in  Cuba.  On  October 
15th,  1919,  the  7th  Regiment  of  Marines  returned  to  the 
United  States.  With  them  came  Private  Kellerhouse  who 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  20th  day  of  that 
same  month. 
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Raymond  Austin  Kellogg 

Raymond  A.,  tlie  son  of  Alex  and  Cora 
Kellogg,  was  born  in  Lebanon  on 
February  28th,  1896.  He  attended 
school  at  Lebanon  Springs.  At  the 
time  of  his  enlistment  on  June  5th, 
1917,  in  Company  F,  New  York 
State  Guard,  Kellogg  was  employed 
as  a  chef.  After  he  volunteered 
his  Company  was  federalized  and 
he  served  at  Fort  Niagara  in  New 
York  State  for  three  months,  and 
at  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina  for  fifteen  months, 
first  with  the  Infantry  and  later  with  the  5th  Company, 
3rd  Anti-Aircraft  Machine  Gun  Battalion.  On  January 
4tli,  1919,  Private  Kellogg  was  honorably  discharged  from 
the  United  States  Army. 


Berlin  Dennis  Kelly 

Berlin  Dennis  Kelly  was  born  in 
Dover  Plains,  Dutchess  County, 
New  York,  on  the  6th  of  December, 
1895,  the  son  of  Dennis  and  Phoebe 
Kelly,  both  of  whom  are  now  of 
Chatham.  He  received  his  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  Dover  Plains. 
His  family  later  moved  to  Chatham 
where  he  accepted  employment  with 
a  manufacturing  concern.  On  May 
24th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the 
County  selected  Kelly  for  military  service,  and  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day  the  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina.  Military  training  followed  at 
Wadsworth  for  a  month,  during  which  time  Kelly  became 
a  member  of  Company  C,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd 
Army  Corps.  On  June  30th,  1918,  Kelly  left  the  states  for 
overseas  service.  Upon  arriving  at  Brest,  France,  the 
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2nd  Pioneers  were  ordered  to  Camp  St.  Sulpice  where 
most  of  their  foreign  service  was  spent.  While  in  service 
there  Kelly  contracted  influenza  which  held  him  at  the 
hospital  at  St.  Sulpice  for  a  month.  Kelly  was  transferred 
to  the  Military  Police  Corps  and  assigned  to  duty  at 
Bordeaux,  France.  He  served  there  until  July  of  1919, 
when  he  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit.  On  the  14th 
of  July,  1919,  Kelly  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


James  Edward  Kelly 

James  Edward  Kelly  was  another 
county  boy  who  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice.  He  was  born  in  Adams, 
Massachusetts,  on  June  18th,  1888, 
to  John  and  Christina  Kelly  of  40 
Elm  Street,  Adams.  The  schools  of 
his  native  town  supplied  his  educa¬ 
tion  which  he  completed  in  1902. 
For  two  years  he  was  employed  as 
a  barber  in  Hudson.  On  August 
26th,  1917,  about  four  months  after 
our  country  entered  the  war,  he  volunteered  for  service  in 
the  Infantry,  enrolling  in  the  Army  at  Albany.  After 
training  at  Fort  Slocum  and  Camp  Wadsworth  he 
embarked  for  France  in  April  of  1918,  as  a  Private  of 
Company  E,  106th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  Overseas  the 
106th  Infantry  fought  at  Kemmell  Hill,  Dickebush  sector, 
Vierstadt  Ridge,  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Hindenburg  Line 
and  at  the  La  Selle  River.  Private  Kelly  served  faith¬ 
fully  and  fought  valiantly  with  his  division  until  Septem¬ 
ber  27th,  1918,  when  he  was  killed  in  action.  He  was  laid 
to  rest  near  the  battlefield  where  he  died. 
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Titus  N.  C.  Kempf,  Jr. 

Titus  N.  C.  Kempf,  Jr.,  was  born  in 
New  York  City  on  the  30th  of  May, 
1899,  the  son  of  Titus  N.  and  Magda¬ 
lena  Kempf,  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  Niverville.  He  attended 
the  New  York  City  public  schools 
and  was  a  student  at  a  New  York 
City  high  school  until  1914,  when 
he  moved  to  Niverville,  with  his 
parents.  While  there  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  ns  a  mason  until  April  12th, 
1917,  on  which  date  he  enlisted  at  an  Albany  recruiting 
station.  He  was  assigned  to  Fort  Slocum,  where  he  served 
for  fourteen  months  in  the  Infantry.  He  was  later  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Fort  Bliss,  Texas,  where  he  served  for  six  months 
in  the  cavalry.  Kempf  was  then  assigned  to  the  21st 
Trench  Mortar  Battery,  72nd  Brigade,  stationed  at  Camp 
Jackson,  South  Carolina,  where  he  served  as  Corporal 
until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December 
31st,  1918. 


Paul  Max  Kemter 

Paul  Max  Kemter  was  born  in  Harthan,  Saxony,  Ger¬ 
many,  on  the  1st  of  January,  1887.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Mary 
Kemter,  now  lives  in  Clermont,  New  York.  He  acquired 
his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  New  York  city,  leav¬ 
ing  in  1903  to  learn  the  painter’s  trade.  Kemter  became 
an  American  citizen  through  the  naturalization  of  his 
father.  On  July  14th,  1918,  the  Columbia  County  Local 
Board  selected  Kemter  for  military  service.  He  left  Hud¬ 
son  on  the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum,  where  he  served 
for  a  short  time.  He  was  then  assigned  to  the  Machine 
Gun  School  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he  trained 
for  five  months  as  a  member  of  the  155th  Machine  Gun 
Train  in  sr  Detachment.  Kemter  was  later  transferred  to 
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Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  served  until  honorably 
discharged  oh  December  31st,  1918. 


Harold  Clark  Kennedy 

Harold  C.  Kennedy  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson,  on  the  26th  day  of 
August,  1895,  the  son  of  Alice  and 
the  late  Dennis  Harlow  Kennedy  of 
West  Court  street,  Hudson.  Kennedy 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  completed  the  preparatory 
course  at  Niagara  University  in 
1914,  and  then  entered  the  Law 
College  of  Cornell  University. 
While  there  Kennedy  served  with 
the  Cornell  University  Cadet  Corps.  On  May  4th,  1917, 
while  a  junior  at  Cornell,  he  enlisted  at  Newport,  Rhode 
Island,  in  the  United  States  Navy.  From  the  Newport 
Naval  Training  Station  he  was  assigned  to  the  Submarine 
Base,  New  London,  Conn.,  and  was  attached  to  the  U.  S.  S. 
Dubuque  and  the  U.  S.  S.  San  Francisco.  While  there 
Kennedy  was  made  Company  Commander  and  placed  in 
charge  of  Company  I,  which  constructed  and  laid  many 
miles  of  submarine  nets.  He  served  there  until  recom¬ 
mended  for  entry  into  the  Second  Naval  District  Training- 
School,  where  he  was  given  a  four  months’  course  of  inten¬ 
sive  naval  training  and  was  graduated  on  May  15th,  1918, 
with  rank  of  Ensign.  On  the  following  day  he  was  sent  to 
the  Newport  Naval  Training  Station,  where  he  was  made 
Executive  Officer  of  the  Material  Department  and  served 
until  August  31st,  1918,  when  he  reported  for  duty  aboard 
the  U.  S.  S.  Massachusetts.  Kennedy  served  on  this  ship 
in  southern  waters  until  honorably  released  from  active 
duty  on  April  28th,  1919. 
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Joseph  Bernard  Kennedy 

Joseph  Bernard  Kennedy  was  born 
August  9tli,  1888,  at  Stuyvesant, 
and  died  on  October  20th,  1918, 
in  battle  in  the  Argonne  Forest, 
France.  He  was  the  son  of  John 
and  Mary  Elizabeth  Kennedy,  both 
of  whom  are  dead.  The  com¬ 
pletion  of  his  education  at  the  Stuy¬ 
vesant  school  was  followed  by 
several  years  of  work  as  a  marine 
engineer.  On  April  2nd,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for 
army  duty.  After  six  weeks  of  training  at  Camp  Dix,  in 
May,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Southampton,  England,  and  from 
there  to  Calais,  France.  His  military  unit,  Company  D, 
310th  Infantry,  78th  Division,  went  through  some  of  the 
most  severe  battles  of  the  World  War.  Private  Kennedy 
served  on  the  Limey  and  Puvenelle  sectors,  the  Saint 
Mihiel  offensive  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive  at 
Grand  Pre  and  Saint  Juvin.  He  fought  in  the  Saint  Mihiel 
attack  from  September  12th  to  16th,  on  the  Limey  sector 
from  September  16th  to  October  4th.  On  October  16th 
he  entered  the  Argonne  Forest  to  begin  the  last  battle 
fought  by  the  78th  Division.  For  four  days  he  battled  in 
this  terrible  conflict.  On  October  20th,  1918,  Private 
Joseph  B.  Kennedy  was  killed  in  action.  He  is  listed 
among  the  honored  dead  of  our  country. 


Margaret  Kennedy 

Margaret  Kennedy  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson  on 
the  9th  of  February,  1896,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Elizabeth  Kennedy  of  14  North  4th  Street,  Hudson.  Miss 
Kennedy  attended  St.  Mary’s  School  and  was  a  student  at 
St.  Mary’s  High  School  until  1914,  when  she  left  to  enter 
the  training  school  for  nurses  connected  with  St.  Peter’s 
Hospital,  Albany,  New  York.  At  the  completion  of  the 
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course  of  training  Miss  Kennedy  was  graduated  from  St. 
Peter’s  Training  School  as  a  registered  nurse.  She  then 
accepted  a  position  as  superintendent  of  the  Catskill  Hospi¬ 
tal,  Catskill,  New  York,  and  remained  for  some  time  with 
that  institution.  Later  Miss  Kennedy  acted  as  night  super¬ 
intendent  at  the  Hudson  City  Hospital.  On  September 
18th,  1918,  Miss  Kennedy  enlisted  as  a  navy  nurse  in  the 
Red  Cross.  She  was  assigned  to  the  United  States  Naval 
Hospital  at  Narragansett  Bay,  Newport,  Rhode  Island. 
When  her  term  of  enlistment  expired,  she  re-enlisted,  this 
time  in  the  regular  naval  reserve.  She  was  later  honor¬ 
ably  released  from  service.

Raymond  Dennis  Kennedy 

Raymond  Dennis  Kennedy  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hud¬ 
son  on  the  30th  of  August,  1893.  He  is  the  son  of  Alice 
C.  and  the  late  Dennis  Harlow  Kennedy  of  West  Court 
Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  city  and  had  completed  two  years  of  high  school 
work  in  the  Hudson  High  School  when  he  entered  Holy 
Cross  Preparatory  School  at  Worcester,  Massachusetts, 
graduating  from  there  with  the  class  of  1913.  He  then 
entered  the  Catholic  University  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and 
was  graduated  from  that  University  in  1917.  From  then 
until  his  enlistment  into  service  he  was  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Hudson  Evening  Register.  On  May  11th,  1918, 
Kennedy  volunteered  for  induction  through  the  Local 
Board  of  the  County,  and  the  following  day  he  left  Hudson 
for  Fort  Slocum,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the  Ordnance 
Department.  From  there  Kennedy  was  assigned  to  the 
Ordnance  Supply  Training  School  at  Camp  Hancock, 
Georgia,  where  he  served  until  August  31st,  1918,  on  which 
date  he  left  the  states  for  overseas  service.  Landing  was 
made  at  Glasgow,  Scotland,  from  where  Kennedy  entrained 
for  Winchester  Camp,  England.  He  served  at  this  camp 
for  about  two  months’  during  which  time  he  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Corporal.  In  France  Kennedy  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Ordnance  Department  at  Sur  Yevre,  Nuhun, 
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St.  Sulpice  and  Le  Harve.  He  returned  to  the  States  on 
June  27th,  1919,  and  three  days  later  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Christopher  Joseph  Kenny 

Kinderhook  was  the  original  home  of  Christopher  Joseph 
Kenny.  He  was  born  there  on  the  30th  of  June  1896,  the 
son  of  Patrick  and  Elizabeth  Kenney  now  of  Stuyvesant. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  schools 
of  his  native  town  and  after  graduating  from  the  high 
school  took  an  accounting  course  at  Albany,  graduating’  in 
1916.  From  then  until  his  enlistment  he  was  employed  as 
accountant.  On  May  24th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the 
County  selected  him  for  military  service,  and  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day  Kenny  left  Hudson  with  his  contingent  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  He  trained  at  this 
camp  for  about  a  month,  during  which  time  he  became  a 
member  of  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army 
Corps.  On  June  30th,  1918,  the  unit  left  the  States  for 
overseas  service.  After  landing  at  Brest,  France,  the  2nd 
Pioneers  entrained  for  Camp  St.  Sulpice,  where  most  of 
their  foreign  service  was  spent.  Kenny  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  on  July  4th,  1919,  and  five  days  later 
he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frank  Leslie  Kent 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Frank  Leslie  Kent.  He 
was  born  in  that  city  on  the  9th  of  May,  1891.  His  mother, 
Margaret  Kent,  died  in  Hudson  in  1894,  and  his  father, 
James  Kent,  died  in  that  city  in  1917.  Kent  attended  the 
Hudson  public  schools  and  was  a  student  at  the  Hudson 
High  School  until  1907,  when  he  left  to  accept  a  position 
with  the  Hudson  Republican  of  which  paper  he  is  now  city 
editor.  The  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected 
Kent  for  military  service  on  July  30th,  1918,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day  he  left  Hudson  for  New  York  University  where 
he  received  a  six  weeks’  electrical  course,  after  which  he 
was  assigned  to  a  Radio  unit,  connected  with  the  Coast 
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Artillery  Corps.  Kent’s  service  consisted  of  one  month  at 
Fort  Hamilton,  two  weeks  at  Camp  Upton,  and  three 
months  at  Fortress  Monroe,  Virginia,  during  which  time 
Kent  received  a  complete  electrical  course,  including 
special  courses  in  wireless  telegraphy  and  wireless  tele¬ 
phony.  At  the  time  of  his  honorable  discharge  from  service 
on  December  18th,  1918,  Kent  was  acting  Radio-Sergeant 
with  the  Coast  Artillery,  having  received  his  government 
rating  of  radio  operator.  Kent  recently  married  Miss  Ella 
Cannon  at  Hudson,  New  York. 


Ezra  George  Kern 

Ezra  George  Kern  was  born  in  Spencertown,  New  York, 
on  the  4th  of  August,  1897,  the  son  of  George  and  Bertha 
Kern  now  of  Chatham.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  school  of  his  native  town,  leaving 
in  1914  to  accept  employment  on  a  farm.  The  Columbia 
County  Local  Board  selected  Kern  for  military  service  on 
October  15tli,  1918.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Student’s 
Army  Training  Corps  connected  with  the  Athenaeum  and 
Mechanics  Institute  at  Rochester.  Kern  served  there  as 
a  member  of  this  unit  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  December  10th,  1918. 


Floyd  Dewitt  Kern 

Hillsdale,  New  York,  was  the  original  home  of  Floyd 
Dewitt  Kern.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  4th  of  June, 
1893,  and  is  the  son  of  George  and  Bertha  Kern,  now 
of  Chatham.  He  was  a  student  at  the  Spencertown 
Academy  until  1911,  when  he  left  to  engage  in  farm  work. 
In  1915,  Kern  accepted  employment  in  a  grocery  store 
and  was  thus  occupied  until  July  23rd,  1918,  on  which  date 
he  applied  for  induction  through  the  Local  Board  of  the 
County.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Motor  Mechanics  Corps, 
and  sent  to  Clarkson  Technical  Institute  to  receive  special 
training.  Kern  served  in  this  institute  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  August  16tli,  1918.  On  June  4th, 
1919,  Kern  married  Miss  Ethel  Shufelt  at  Chatham,  N.  Y. 
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Edwin  Kerner 

Edwin  Kerner  was  born  in  Ghent  on  the  1st  of  June, 
1897,  the  son  of  Adam  and  Margaret  Kerner  of  Ghent. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  school 
of  his  native  town,  after  which  he  attended  the  Chatham 
High  School  graduating  from  there  with  the  class  of  1916. 
Kerner  then  took  a  mechanical  course  at  the  Michigan 
State  Automobile  School,  after  which  he  was  employed  as 
auto  mechanic  until  the  4th  of  October,  1918,  on  which 
date  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him 
for  military  service.  Kerner  was  assigned  to  Company  D, 
7th  Battalion,  North  Eastern  Division,  United  States 
Guards,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  served  at  Fort 
Slocum,  Fort  Adams,  Watertown,  and  Camp  Devens. 
While  in  service  at  Fort  Slocum  Kerner  contracted 
influenza  which  held  him  a  patient  at  the  Fort  Slocum 
hospital  for  about  a  month.  He  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  December  14th,  1918. 


Edmund  L.  Kerr 

Company  C,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd 
Army  Corps,  numbered  as  one  of  its 
members  Edmund  L.  Kerr.  He  was 
born  in  the  town  of  Claverack,  New 
York,  on  the  20th  of  November,  1895, 
the  son  of  John  and  Minnie  Kerr, 
now  of  33  Green  Street,  Hudson. 
After  completing  the  elementary 
course  in  the  Greenport  district 
school  Kerr  became  interested  in 
agriculture.  On  May  24th,  1918,  the 
Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  Kerr  for  military 
service.  On  the  following  day  he  left  Hudson  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  a  month, 
during  which  time  he  became  affiliated  with  Company  C, 
2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  On  June  30th, 
1918,  the  unit  left  an  American  port  of  embarkation,  and 
landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  first  week  in  July.  The 
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2nd  Pioneers  spent  most  of  their  foreign  service  at  Camp 
St.  Sulpice,  St.  Loubes,  La  Teste  and  Arcachon.  On 
Independence  Day  of  1919,  the  unit  returned  to  the  States 
and  five  days  later  Kerr  received  his  honorable  discharge.

Harold  Jerome  Kerr 

Harold  Jerome  Kerr  came  from  Kinderliook,  New  York, 
where  he  was  born  on  the  8th  of  July,  1897,  the  son  of 
Peter  Jerome  and  Mary  Kerr  of  Kinderliook.  He  attended 
the  Valatie  district  school,  leaving  in  1913  to  accept  a 
position  as  stationary  engineer.  He  was  employed  at  this 
occupation  until  his  enlistment  in  the  United  States 
Marines  in  September  of  1917.  Kerr  was  assigned  to  the 
Marine  Training  Station  at  Paris  Island,  South  Carolina, 
where  he  trained  for  eight  months,  during  which  time  he 
became  a  member  of  Company  D,  11th  Regiment.  After 
serving  about  four  months  at  the  marine  base  at  Quantico, 
Kerr  sailed  overseas  with  his  unit  in  September  of  1918. 
After  landing  at  Brest,  Prance,  the  11th  Regiment 
entrained  for  Tours  where  they  served  until  after  the 
signing  of  the  armistice.  Subsequent  to  the  close  of  the 
war  the  unit  returned  to  the  States.  Shortly  after  this 
Kerr  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


David  Kestenbaum 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  David 
Kestenbaum.  He  was  born  in  that 
city  on  the  9tli  of  December,  1895, 
the  son  Morris  and  Eva  Kestenbaum 
of  538  Prospect  Street.  He  acquired 
his  education  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools  and  was  a  student  at  the 
Hudson  High  School  until  1910.  He 
then  took  an  accountancy  course 
with  the  LaSalle  Extension  Univer¬ 
sity.  At  the  completion  of  his 
training  he  accepted  a  position  as  accountant  and  was 
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employed  in  that  capacity  until  liis1  enlistment  in 
the  Quartermaster’s  Corps  on  December  12th,  1917. 
Kestenbaum  was  assigned  to  the  Quartermaster’s  Clerical 
School  at  Florida  where  he  received  a  three  months  ’  course 
of  training  in  higher  accountancy.  He  served  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  three  months  in  the  Adjutant  General’s  Depart¬ 
ment,  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Johnston, 
Florida,  where  he  served  until  June  6th,  1918,  on  which 
date  he  left  the  States  for  foreign  service.  He  landed 
at  Brest,  France,  after  which  he  was  assigned  to  duty  at 
Gievres.  He  served  there  for  a  short  time  as  Corporal 
and  later  received  an  appointment  as  Army  Field  Clerk. 
Kestenbaum  was  then  assigned  to  the  General  Headquar¬ 
ters  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  at  Chaumont, 
where  he  served  for  about  a  year  as  pay  clerk.  Kesten¬ 
baum  returned  to  the  States  on  July  5tli,  1919,  and  on  the 
following  day  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Herbert  Herman  Kestenbaum 

The  second  of  the  Kestenbaum  family 
to  serve  with  the  colors  was  Herbert 
Herman.  He  was  born  in  Hudson, 
on  the  2nd  of  October,  1897,  the  son 
of  Morris  and  Eva  Kestenbaum  of 
538  Prospect  Street,  in  that  city.  He 
received  his  early  education  in  the 
Hudson  public  schools  after  which 
he  completed  the  prescribed  high 
school  course  in  the  Hudson  High 
School.  Kestenbaum  then  entered 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  and  while  a  student  there 
on  October  1st,  1918,  enlisted  in  the  Students  ’  Army  Train¬ 
ing  Corps  connected  with  the  Institute.  He  served  at 
Troy,  New  York,  as  a  member  of  Company  A  until  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service  on  December  14th,  1918. 


James  Herbert  Kie 

James  H.  Kie,  the  son  of  Mancer  and  Alice  B.  Kie  of 
Ancram  Lead  Mines,  was  born  in  Stanford,  New  York,  on 
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February  22nd,  1897.  He  attended  the  grammar  and  high 
schools  at  Pine  Plains.  Previous  to  the  war  he  was 
employed  mainly  as  a  factory  worker.  On  September  25th, 
1918,  he  was  selected  for  military  service  and  sent  to  Camp 
Meade.  There  Private  Kie  served  with  the  Headquarter’s 
Company,  4th  Battalion,  154th  Depot  Brigade  until  May 
29th,  1919,  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Conrad  Kiel 

Conrad  Kiel,  now  of  Philmont,  was 
born  in  Russia  on  July  27th,  1896. 
He  is  the  son  of  the  late  Henry  and 
Sophia  Kiel.  He  attended  school  at 
Stuyvesant  Falls  and  later  worked 
in  a  yarn  mill  and  also  on  a  farm. 
Kiel  married  Miss  Marion  Elizabeth 
Boice  at  Claverack  on  October  30th, 
1917.  On  September  19th,  1918,  he 
was  selected  for  military  service  and 
sent  to  New  York  University  where 
he  was  assigned  to  Company  B,  Motor  Transport  Corps. 
The  United  States  government  conferred. American  citizen¬ 
ship  upon  Private  Kiel  on  November  12th,  1918,  while  he 
was  in  service.  On  December  19th,  1918,  he  was  honorably 
discharged. 


Leon  Joseph  Kiernzel 


Leon  Joseph,  the  son  of  Leonard 
and  Mary  Kiernzel  of  Valatie,  was 
born  in  AVarsaw,  Russia,  on  April 
8tli,  1896.  The  Kiernzel  family 
came  to  America  and  made  their 
home  in  the  town  of  Valatie  when 
Leon  was  a  small  child.  He  attended 
the  schools  of  that  village.  On  July 
16th,  1917,  Kiernzel  volunteered  to 
become  a  soldier  in  the  United  States 
Army.  From  the  day  of  his  enlist- 
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ment  until  the  close  of  the  war  he  served  at  Jefferson 
Barracks,  Missouri,  Fort  Snelling  in  Minnesota;  at  Fort 
Brady,  Michigan,  and  Camp  Funston,  Kansas,  with  Com¬ 
pany  E,  41st  Infantry,  10th  Division.  On  June  20th, 
1918,  Corporal  Kiernzel  was  given  his  final  citizenship 
papers  at  Sault  Saint  Marie,  Michigan.  Subsequent  to 
the  close  of  the  war  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Chauncey  Kilmer 

On  September  6th,  1893,  Chauncey 
Kilmer,  now  of  Hudson,  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Ancram.  His  parents 
are  Daniel  F.  and  Rozzette  Kilmer 
of  512  State  Street,  Hudson.  Kil¬ 
mer  attended  the  district  school  at 
Ancram,  after  which  he  took  up  mill 
work.  For  over  three  years  prior 
to  the  war  he  belonged  to  the  local 
company  of  the  National  Guard. 
On  May  25th,  1918,  Kilmer  left 
Hudson  for  Camp  Wadsworth  with  a  body  of  men  who  had 
been  selected  by  a  Local  Board  for  military  service.  Pri¬ 
vate  Kilmer  later  became  a  member  of  Company  Iv,  363rd 
Infantry,  91st  Division.  On  June  30th,  1918,  the  91st 
Division  sailed  for  Brest.  After  a  short  rest  at  the 
Napoleon  Barracks,  the  91st  entered  the  fighting  sectors. 
Kilmer,  who  was  then  a  corporal,  and  was  later  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Sergeant,  served  in  engagements  on  the 
Flanders  fronts.  On  April  2nd,  1919,  he  returned  to 
America  and  eight  days  later  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge.  On  December  22nd  Miss  Adrienne  Edwards  be¬ 
came  the  bride  of  Chauncey  Kilmer  at  Christ  Church, 
Hudson,  New  York. 


Earl  William  Kilmer 

Earl  William,  the  son  of  William  and  Carrie  F.  Kilmer 
of  Hudson  was  born  in  Castleton,  New  York,  on  December 
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25th,  1896.  When  he  completed  the  grammar  school  course 
Kilmer  learned  the  machinist’s  trade.  On  April  27th,  1915, 
he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard.  In  the  summer  of  1917  this  company  was 
mustered  into  federal  service  and  was  sent  to  Fort  Niagara 
for  military  training.  In  October  Company  F  went  south 
to  Camp  Wadsworth  where  the  members  were  assigned 
to  new  regiments.  Corporal  Kilmer  became  associated 
with  Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division. 
In  June  of  the  following  summer  this  unit  sailed  for 
France.  Kilmer  served  on  the  Meuse-Argonne  and  St. 
Mihiel  sectors  in  engagements  at  Bethincourt,  Forges, 
Gerecourt,  Consenvoye,  Meuse  River  Section,  Brieulles, 
Bois  de  Cliaume,  Bois  Plat-Chene,  Grand-Montagne,  Vil- 
osne  Sivry,  Bois  d’Ormont,  Dun-sur-Meuse,  Haraumont 
Ridge,  Reville,  Etraye,  Crepion,  Cote  du  Romagne,  Cote 
du  Morimont  and  Cote  du  Chateau.  On  March  12th,  1919, 
Corporal  Kilmer  returned  to  this  country  and  on  April  3rd 
following  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Eiger  Van  Dyck  Kilmer 

Eiger  Van  Dyck  Kilmer,  now  of  Schen¬ 
ectady,  was  born  in  Kinderhook,  New 
York,  on  September  22nd,  1896.  His 
parents  are  Charles  W.  and  Laura 
M.  Kilmer  of  Schenectady.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  then  learned  the  machinist’s 
trade.  Before  he  became  a  soldier 
Kilmer  worked  as  a  motorcycle  re¬ 
pairman  in  a  shop  of  this  city.  On 
August  9th,  1918,  Kilmer  started  for 
Fort  Slocum  as  one  of  a  group  of  men  who  were  selected 
for  military  service.  From  the  fort  Private  Kilmer  went 
to  Camp  McClellan  in  Alabama  where  he  served  with 
Company  C,  12th  Ammunition  Train  until  March  14th, 
1919,  when  he  completed  his  term  of  honorable  service. 
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Frank  Kilmer 

Frank  Kilmer  was  the  second  son  of  William  H.  and 
Carrie  F.  Kilmer  of  Hudson,  to  serve  America  in  the 
World  War.  He  was  born  in  Hudson  on  October  10th, 
1892,  attended  school  in  this  city  and  left  here  on  May  24th, 
1918,  with  a  group  of  men  who  were  selected  for  military 
service  by  our  Local  Board.  He  trained  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina,  for  one  month  and  in  June  sailed 
for  Brest  Avitli  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd 
Army  Corps.  His  overseas  service  consisted  of  eleven 
months  at  Camp  St.  Sulpice,  Camp  St.  Loubes,  Bayonne 
and  Bordeaux.  On  July  4th,  1919,  Private  Kilmer  arrived 
back  in  the  United  States  and  five  days  later  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Frank  Merwin  Kilmer 

Frank  Merwin  Kilmer  was  the  first  of 
the  two  sons  of  Charles  W.  and 
Laura  M.  Kilmer  to  become  an 
American  soldier.  Although  he  now 
makes  his  home  in  Schenectady, 
New  York,  he  was  born  in  our  county 
in  the  village  of  Kinderhook  on  the 
15th  of  January,  1895.  He  attended 
the  schools  of  Hudson  and  later 
worked  as  salesman,  just  prior  to 
the  war,  holding  that  position  with 
the  Fleischmann  Yeast  Company  at  Schenectady.  On  May 
24th,  1918,  Kilmer  went  from  Hudson  with  a  contingent  of 
men  who  had  been  selected  for  military  service  by  the 
Local  Board  at  Hudson.  He  trained  for  one  month  at 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  and  on  June  30th,  1918, 
he  sailed  for  France  as  a  first  class  Sergeant  with  Com¬ 
pany  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  After 
his  arrival  at  Brest,  Sergeant  Kilmer  was  stationed  at 
Camp  St.  Sulpice,  Camp  St.  Loubes  and  Bayonne.  On 
July  4th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  States  where  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  on  July  9th  following.

Harry  Kilmer 


Harry,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Mary 
Kilmer  of  Stockport,  was  born  in 
Ancram,  New  York,  on  August  2nd, 
1899.  When  his  schooling  at  Stock- 
port  was  completed  he  accepted  a 
position  in  a  knitting  mill.  On  July 
24th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Navy  at  Albany  and  became 
a  first  class  Seaman.  He  first 
served  for  four  months  at  Newport, 
Rhode  Island,  and  was  later  ordered 
aboard  the  battleship  Wisconsin.  In  1917  he  started  on  his 
first  voyage  across  the  Atlantic.  On  October  4th,  1919,  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Sidney  Kilmer 

Rock  City,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Sidney  Kilmer,  the  son  of 
Tam  and  the  late  Rose  Kilmer.  He 
was  born  there  on  September  26th, 
1890,  attended  school  at  Jackson 
Corners  and  then  became  interested 
in  agricultural  work.  On  April  3rd, 
1918,  Kilmer  with  several  other  men, 
entrained  at  Hudson  for  Camp  Dis, 
New  Jersey,  where  intensive  mili¬ 
tary  training  followed.  After  two 
weeks  at  Camp  Meade  in  Maryland,  and  on  July  14th,  1918, 
Private  Kilmer  Sailed  for  Liverpool  with  Battery  E,  310th 
Field  Artillery,  79th  Division.  From  Liverpool  this  unit 
crossed  the  English  Channel  to  France  where  it  stopped 
for  a  short  rest  in  camp  before  advancing  to  the  front.  The 
79th  fought  on  the  Argonne  sector  taking  active  part  in 
the  great  Argonne  drive.  On  May  26th,  1919,  Private 
Kilmer  returned  to  his  native  land.  On  June  2nd  following 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Harry  Francis  King 

Harry  Francis  King,  wlio  now  resides 
in  New  York  City,  was  born  in  the 
metropolis  on  April  24th,  1893,  to 
John  F.  and  Sarah  King  of  New 
York.  He  gained  his  entire  educa¬ 
tion,  grammar  school,  high  school 
and  college,  in  his  native  city,  finish¬ 
ing  in  1912.  King  worked  as  a  sales¬ 
man  and  for  three  years  prior  to  the 
war  he  managed  a  farm  at  Jackson 
Corners  in  Columbia  County.  On 
May  26th,  1918,  King  married  Miss  Hazel  Gorman  in  New 
York  City.  On  August  28th  following  he  was  inducted 
into  military  service  by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County.  Private  King  trained  at  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia, 
for  seven  weeks,  and  at  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey,  for 
one  week,  before  he  left  America  with  the  329th  Infantry, 
83rd  Division.  On  October  27th,  1918,  his  unit  boarded 
the  United  States  Ship  Leviathan  which  made  its  first 
landing  at  England  before  bringing  the  soldiers  into  a 
French  port.  King  served  at  Spur  Camp  and  with  the 
Subsistence  Department  at  Le  Mans,  France.  On  July 
29th,  1919,  Corporal  King  returned  to  this  country  where 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  August  4th 
following. 


John  J.  King 

John  J.  King  of  Valatie,  the  son  of  the  late  John  and  the 
late  Alice  King,  was  born  at  Mamaroneck,  New  York,  on 
December  12th,  1895.  He  attended  school  in  his  home 
town.  After  coming  of  age  King  secured  a  chauffeur’s 
license  and  was  employed  as  a  chauffeur  in  Columbia 
County  until  April  2nd,  1918,  when  he  was  inducted  into  the 
army  by  the  Local  Board  of  our  County.  He  trained  for 
one  month  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  and  on  May  20th, 
1918,  he  boarded  a  ship  bound  for  Southampton,  England. 
From  Southampton  he  continued  on  to  France  with  Com- 
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pany  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division,  of  which  he  was  a 
member.  He  was  stationed  for  a  short  time  at  Camo, 
Calais,  and  Bordeaux  before  advancing  to  the  trenches. 
King  served  on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Limey  and  Meuse-Argonne 
sectors  taking  active  part  in  engagements  on  these  fronts. 
King  was  wounded  in  action  near  Remecourt  and  was  in  a 
hospital  for  two  months.  On  June  10th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  the  States.  On  June  13th  following,  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


William  Snyder  King 

William  S.  King,  the  son  of  Oscar  J. 
and  Emma  J.  King  of  Old  Chatham, 
was  horn  at  Coeymans,  New  York, 
on  December  21st,  1894.  After  com¬ 
pleting  his  schooling  at  the  Ravena 
grammar  school,  King  obtained  a 
clerical  position  in  the  New  York 
State  Senate  at  Albany.  On  February 
11th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  Gas 
Defense  Service.  He  was  assigned 
to  Company  C,  Kenyon  Detachment, 
Gas  Defense  Section  of  the  Chemical  Warfare  Service, 
with  which  he  served  at  Brooklyn,  New  York,  until  January 
22nd,  1919,  when  he  completed  his  term  of  honorable 
service. 


Winnie  Samuel  King 

Winnie  S.  King  was  another  son  of  Oscar  J.  and  Emma 
J.  King,  who  served  his  country  in  the  World  War.  He  was 
born  on  June  9th,  1891,  at  Coeymans,  New  York.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  Ravena  High  School  and  entered  St.  Law¬ 
rence  University,  where  he  studied  until  1912,  when  he 
secured  a  position  as  horticulturist  for  the  New  York  State 
Department  of  Agriculture.  On  Septeipber  21st,  1917,  he 
was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board  of 
our  County  and  sent  to  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts. 
There  he  was  assigned  to  Company  K,  303rd  Infantry, 
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76th  Division.  On  December  29th,  1917,  Private  King  re¬ 
ceived  his  honorable  discharge. 


George  Martin  Kinney 

George,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Lillie  Kinney  of  German¬ 
town,  was  born  in  Glasco,  New  York,  on  March  14th,  1897. 
He  attended  the  district  school  at  Germantown  until  1913. 
From  that  time  until  September  1st,  1918,  he  worked 
chiefly  at  agriculture.  On  the  above  date  he  was  inducted 
into  the  army  by  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson.  At  Camp 
Dix  he  became  associated  with  Co.  L,  34th  Infantry,  7tli 
Division,  and  with  this  unit  sailed  for  Liverpool  on  October 
13tli,  1918.  He  was  stationed  at  various  schools  and  camps 
in  Europe  throughout  the  remainder  of  his  service  there 
and  on  October  28th,  1919,  returned  to  this  country.  Private 
Kinney  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  Novem¬ 
ber  1st,  1919. 


Jacob  Kirby 

Jacob.  Kirby  was  born  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  the  4th 
of  July,  1895,  the  son  of  Rufus  and  Nancy  Kirby,  both  of 
whom  are  now  residents  of  South  Boston,  Virginia.  After 
completing  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  schools  of 
his  native  city,  Kirby  came  north  and  became  interested  in 
farming  in  the  town  of  Stuyvesant.  He  was  thus  employed 
until  the  10th  of  June,  1918,  on  which  date  the  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for  service.  He  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  where  he  trained  for  the  following  five  months  in  the 
Infantry.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey,  where  he  served  as  a  member  of  an  infantry  unit 
for  the  following  three  months,  at  the  completion  of  which 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service.  On  February 
5th  Kirby  married  Miss  Elizabeth  McCormick  of  Spring- 
field,  Massachusetts. 
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Wesley  Charles  Kisselburg 

Wesley  C.  Kisselburg,  the  son  of  Wes¬ 
ley  C.  and  Cora  Jennette  Kisselburg 
of  30  Eighth  Street,  Hudson,  was 
born  in  Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  on 
November  25th,  1900.  He  came  to 
Hudson  when  a  child  and  here  gained 
his  education  in  the  public  schools. 
He  had  been  for  some  time  a  Private 
in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard,  when  by  presi¬ 
dential  proclamation  all  national 
guardsmen  were  called  into  federal  service.  In  July  of 
1917  the  newly  federalized  Company  F  went  to  Fort  Nia¬ 
gara  for  military  training  and  several  months  later  en¬ 
trained  for  Camp  Wadsworth  in  the  South.  At  the  latter 
place  Kisselburg  was  transferred  to  Company  A,  103rd 
Ammunition  Train,  28tli  Division.  On  May  19th,  1918,  this 
unit  left  the  United  States,  and  shortly  afterwards  landed 
at  Liverpool  and  finally  disembarked  at  a  French  port. 
After  his  arrival  on  the  active  sectors,  Kisselburg  served 
near  Chateau  Thierry  from  June  26th  to  July  13th,  took 
part  in  the  advance  on  the  Vesle  from  July  28th  to  Sep¬ 
tember  9tli,  fought  in  the  Meuse  Argonne  offensive  from 
September  26th  to  October  23rd,  and  served  at  Thiaucourt 
from  the  latter  part  of  October  until  November  11th,  1918. 
On  May  7th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  on  May 
14th  of  that  year  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Carlton  Leggett  Kittle 

Carlton  Leggett  Kittle  came  from  Ghent,  New  York, 
where  he  was  born  on  the  17th  of  March,  1893.  He  is  the 
son  of  Irving  M.  and  Katherine  Kittle  now  of  Chatham. 
He  attended  the  Chatham  public  schools,  graduating  from 
the  high  school.  Four  years  later  he  was  graduated  from 
Syracuse  University.  From  then  until  his  enlistment  Kittle 
30 
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was  employed  at  forestry.  On  July  26th,  1917,  he  married 
Miss  Amy  Sarah  Montross  at  Chatham,  and  they  now  have 
one  daughter,  Caroline  Frances.  Kittle  enlisted  in  the 
Air  Service  on  December  15th,  1917,  and  as  a  member  of 
the  314th  Aereo  Squadron,  trained  one  month  at  Garden 
City,  two  months  at  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  and  six  months 
at  Kelly  Field,  Texas.  In  July  of  1918  the  squadron 
left  the  States  for  overseas  duty.  Upon  arriving  at  Liver¬ 
pool,  England,  in  the  latter  part  of  July,  the  314th  Squadron 
entrained  for  Stonehenge,  England,  where  they  received 
instructions  in  the  art  of  aerial  navigation  and  bomb  drop¬ 
ping.  Kittle  served  there  with  his  unit  until  November 
22nd,  1918,  on  which  date  they  sailed  from  Liverpool  bound 
for  an  American  port.  On  December  13th,  1918,  Kittle 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Sanford  Henry  Kittle 

Sanford  Henry  Kittle  was  born  in  the  town  of  Kinder- 
hook  on  the  22nd  of  June,  1897,  the  son  of  John  and  Mary 
Kittle  of  that  village.  He  attended  the  district  school  of 
his  native  town  until  1910  when  he  left  to  accept  employ¬ 
ment  on  a  farm  in  the  neighborhood.  Kittle  was  thus  occu¬ 
pied  until  the  29th  of  April,  1918,  on  which  date  the  Colum¬ 
bia  County  Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service. 
He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts.  After  serving  at  Devens  for  a  short  time 
Kittle  was  transferred  to  Camp  Upton,  where  he  trained 
for  a  month,  during  whch  time  he  was  assigned  to  Company 
G,  367th  Infantry,  92nd  Division.  The  unit  left  an  Ameri¬ 
can  port  of  embarkation  June  10th,  1918,  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of  June.  After  a  short 
course  of  instructions  at  the  First  Corps  School  at  Gondre- 
court,  the  367th  advanced  to  the  front  where-  they  took 
active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the  Marbache,  St.  Die,  Vosges, 
Meuse-Argonne  and  St.  Mihiel  sectors  from  the  latter  part 
of  July  to  the  11th  of  November,  1918.  Kittle  returned  to 
the  States  with  his  unit  on  the  17th  of  February  and  on  the 
27th  of  March,  1919,  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 
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Carl  H.  Klein 

Carl  H.  Klein  was  born  in  the  city  of 
Hudson  on  the  26th  of  August,  1894, 
the  son  of  Nicholas  and  Anna  Klein 
of  512  Clinton  Street,  Hudson.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  was  a  student  at  the  Hudson 
High  School  until  1916  when  he  left 
to  take  a  course  in  mechanical  engin¬ 
eering  at  the  completion  of  which  he 
entered  the  employ  of  the  Gifford- 
Wood  Company  as  mechanical  engin¬ 
eer  and  draftsman.  On  March  24th,  1916,  Klein  enlisted  as 
a  member  of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  and  as  Sergeant  of  this  company,  entered  federal 
service  on  July  20th,  1917.  Nine  days  later  the  Company 
left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara  where  training  followed  for 
about  three  months.  In  October  Company  F  detrained  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  Klein  served  for 
about  two  months.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp 
Sevier  where  he  entered  the  Officers  ’  Training  School,  grad¬ 
uating  about  three  months  later  with  a  commission  as 
Second  Lieutenant.  He  was  then  appointed  Motor  Trans¬ 
portation  Instructor  and  served  in  this  capacity  at  Camps 
Jackson,  Gordon,  Johnston,  Wheeler  and  Taylor.  Klein 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  December 
3rd,  1918. 


George  M.  Klein 

George  M.  Klein  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  New 
York,  on  the  16th  of  September,  1880.  His  father,  the 
late  Christian  Klein,  died  at  Hudson  on  the  10th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1896.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Freida  Herbs  Klein,  resides 
at  113  North  Fifth  Street,  Hudson.  Klein  completed  the 
prescribed  course  in  the  Hudson  grammar  school,  leaving 
in  1896  to  accept  employment  in  Hudson.  He  shortly 
afterwards  received  an  appointment  as  a  State  employee 
at  the  State  Armory  in  Hudson  and  has  since  then  been 
employed  in  that  capacity.  On  April  28th,  1909,  Klein 
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married  Miss  Bertha  Louise  Bach  and  they  now  have  one 
son  George  Lewis  Klein.  Klein  served  for  twelve  years 
as  a  member  of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  ranking  as  2nd  Lieutenant.  He  resigned 
from  the  company,  but  re-enlisted  and  became  1st  Sergeant 
in  1915.  Klein  served  for  about  three  months  at  Camp 
Whitman,  New  York,  during  the  Mexican  trouble  in  1916. 
As  a  1st  Sergeant  of  Company  F  he  was  called  into  federal 
service  by  presidential  proclamation  on  July  20th,  1917. 
Nine  days  later  the  company  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara, 
where  training  followed  for  three  months  after  which  the 
company  detrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina. 
During  the  eight  months  of  service  at  Wadsworth,  Klein 
became  a  1st  Sergeant  of  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  In¬ 
fantry,  4th  Army  Corps.  His  unit  sailed  overseas  on 
July  26th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  during  the 
first  week  of  August.  At  the  front  the  51st  Pioneers  saw 
service  on  the  Woerve,  Meuse-Moselle,  and  St.  Mihiel  sec¬ 
tors.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  the  51st  Pioneers 
formed  a  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation  and  with  them 
Klein  served  for  several  months  in  Germany.  The  3rd  of 
July,  1919,  found  Klein  again  in  the  States.  He  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  July  9th,  1919. 


Henry  Louis  Klein 

Henry  Lonis  Klein  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Stuyvesant  Falls,  New  York, 
on  the  2nd  of  March,  1894,  the  son 
of  George  and  Bertha  Klein  now  of 
5  Worth  Avenue,  Hudson.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the 
public  schools  of  Hudson  after  which 
he  became  employed  as  an  auto 
mechanic.  On  November  11th,  1913, 
Klein  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
and  as  a  Corporal  of  this  unit  he  was  mustered  into  federal 
service  on  July  20th,  1917.  Nine  days  later  the  company 
left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed 
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for  two  and  a  half  months  after  which  the  company  de¬ 
trained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  Intensive 
military  training  followed  there  for  seven  months  during 
which  time  Klein  became  a  Corporal  of  Company  D,  102nd 
Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division.  After  one  month  of 
training  at  Camp  Stuart,  Virginia,  the  unit  sailed  overseas 
and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  June. 
After  a  short  time  spent  at  Camp  De  Souge,  the  102nd 
proceeded  to  the  front  where  they  saw  active  service  on  the 
Chattancourt,  Gereeourt,  Brabant,  Le  Mort  Homme,  (Cote 
295)  and  Bois  de  Forges  sectors.  Klein  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  on  March  11th,  1919,  and  on  the  3rd 
of  April,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Harold  Nicholas  Klein 

The  second  of  the  Klein  family  of  512 
Clinton  Street,  Hudson,  to  serve  with 
the  colors  was  Harold  Nicholas.  He 
was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson  on 
the  7tli  of  October,  1898,  the  son  of 
Nicholas  and  Anna  Klein.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  that  city,  graduating  from 
the  Hudson  High  School  in  1916. 
He  then  accepted  a  position  with  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Hudson.  On 
October  1st,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  Klein  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the 
following  day  for  Columbia  University,  where  he  served 
as  a  member  of  Comuanv  D,  Students  Army  Training 
Corps  until  December  10th,  1918,  on  which  date  he  was 
honorably  discharged. 


William  Vincent  Klimas 

William  Vincent  Klimas  was  born  in  the  town  of  Rum 
shiski,  Russia,  on  the  15th  of  October,  1891.  His  father 
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died  on  December  20th,  1896,  and  his  mother,  Marcella 
Klimas,  is  still  living.  Klimas  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Russia,  leaving  in  1903  to  come  to  America.  He  was 
later  a  resident  of  Columbia  County  where  he  was  engaged 
in  farming.  On  November  22nd,  1917,  Klimas  married 
Miss  Mary  Petakowski  at  Paterson,  New  Jersey,  and  they 
now  have  one  child,  Carroll  Klimas.  The  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  service  on 
September  4th,  1918.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day 
for  the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp,  where  he  trained  six 
weeks  as  a  member  of  the  83rd  Company,  20th  Battalion. 
He  was  then  transferred .  to  Camp  Holabird,  Maryland, 
where  he  served  four  and  a  half  months  as  a  member  of 
Company  D,  Repair  Unit  No.  311,  Motor  Transport  Corps. 
Klimas  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on 
February  21st,  1919. 


Arnold  Manuel  Kline 

Arnold  Manuel  Kline  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson,  New  York,  on  the 
17th  of  August,  1898,  the  son  of 
Samuel  and  Rose  Kline  of  438  East 
Allen  Street.  He  acquired  his  early 
education  in  the  public  schools  oF  his 
native  city,  graduating  from  the 
Hudson  High  School  with  the  class 
of  1915.  He  then  entered  Cornell 
University  and  while  pursuing  his 
studies  there  served  for  two  years 
as  a  member  of  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps.  While 
a  junior  at  the  University,  Kline  enlisted  in  Company  G, 
Students  Army  Training  Corps,  connected  with  Cornell, 
and  served  as  a  member  of  this  unit  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  December  12th,  1918. 
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Emil  Kline 

Emil  Kline  was  born  in  the  city  of 
Hudson  on  the  5th  of  October,  1899, 
the  son  of  Samuel  and  Rose  Kline  of 
of  438  East  Allen  Street.  Kline  re¬ 
ceived  his  early  education  in  the 
public  school  of  his  native  city,  grad¬ 
uating  from  the  Hudson  High  School 
with  the  class  of  1916,  after  which  he 
entered  Cornell  University.  During 
Kline’s  course  of  instruction  there 
he  served  for  two  years  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Reserve  Officer’s  Training  Corps.  On  October 
4th,  1918,  while  a  student  at  Cornell,  Kline  enlisted  in 
Company  G,  1st  Regiment,  Students  Army  Training  Corps 
connected  with  the  University.  He  served  at  Cornell  as  a 
member  of  this  unit  until  honorably  discharged  on 
December  12th,  1918. 


Jacob  Kline 

The  102nd  Trench  Mortar  Battery,  27th  Division,  num¬ 
bered  as  one  of  its  members  Jacob  Kline.  He  was  born 
in  the  city  of  Hudson,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jacob 
Kline.  He  attended  the  Hudson  public  schools  until  1913. 
On  April  25th,  1915,  Kline  enlisted  in  Company  P,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  and  as  a  member 
of  this  unit  he  entered  federal  service  on  August  6th,  1917. 
Kline  trained  at  Port  Niagara  for  about  two  and  a  half 
months  and  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  seven 
months  during  which  time  he  was  assigned  to  the  102nd 
Trench  Mortar  Battery,  27th  Division.  Kline  left  the 
States  for  foreign  service  on  May  23rd,  1918  and  landed 
at  Brest,  Prance,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At 
the  front  the  102nd  served  actively  on  the  Toul,  St.  Mihiel, 
Meuse-Argonne  and  Verdun  Sectors.  April  26th,  1919, 
found  Kline  again  in  the  States.  He  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  March  3rd,  1919.

Manuel  Edward  Kline 

Hudson,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Manuel 
Edward  Kline.  He  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  24th  of 
December,  1893,  the  son  of  David  and  Anna  Kline  of  825 
Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of 
his  native  city  and  was  a  student  at  the  Hudson  High 
School  until  1907,  when  he  left  to  become  engaged  in  the 
automobile  business  at  Bridgeport,  Connecticut.  On 
April  27th,  1918,  Kline  enlisted  in  the  Infantry.  He  was 
assigned  to  Company  E,  113th  Infantry,  29th  Division,  and 
as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  trained  for  a  month  at  Camp 
McClellan,  Alabama,  after  which  the  unit  sailed  overseas 
and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  first  week  of  June,  1918. 
As  a  member  of  the  113th  Infantry  Kline  saw  five  months 
of  active  service  on  the  Alsace-Lorraine,  Meuse- Argonne 
and  Verdun  sectors.  May  17th,  1919,  found  Kline  again 
in  the  States.  He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  at  Camp  Upton,  on  May  24tli,  1919. 


Clyde  Joseph  Klingelsmith 

Clyde  Joseph,  the  son  of  John  A.  and 
Emma  E.  Klingelsmith  of  Chatham, 
was  born  in  Massillon,  Ohio,  on 
January  8th,  1891.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  in  Ohio.  After  going  to  work 
Klingelsmith  was  employed  chiefly 
as  a  tester  of  automobile  motors. 
On  September  10th,  1912,  he  married 
Pansy  L.  Boyce  at  Scotia,  New  York. 
The  Local  Board  selected  Klingel¬ 
smith  for  military  service  on  July 
25th,  1918.  After  one  month  of 
training  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  this  soldier  embarked 
for  Tilbury,  England,  sailing  as  a  member  of  Company 
D,  348th  Infantry,  87th  Division.  For  a  time  he  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Winchester  and  then  sent  to  France,  landing  at 
Bordeaux.  In  France,  Private  Klingelsmith  served  at 
Bordeaux,  and  at  Bassens.  On  March  8th,  1919,  he  again 
entered  American  waters.  He  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  on  March  15th  following. 
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John  Christian  Knapp 

John  Christian  Knapp  was  born  in  the  town  of  Claverack 
New  York,  on  the  15tli  of  November,  1893,  the  son  of 
Leonard  and  Rosine  Knapp  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  the  village  of  Philmont.  After  completing  the 
elementary  course  in  the  public  school  of  Philmont,  Knapp 
enrolled  as  a  student  at  the  Hudson  High  School  where  he 
completed  the  prescribed  high  school  course.  He  then 
entered  Albany  Medical  College  as  a  medical  student  and 
in  1916,  after  completing  his  studies  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  For  the  following  eighteen  months 
he  served  his  interneship  at  St.  John’s  Hospital  after  which 
he  became  a  practicing  physician.  On  the  11th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1917,  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Karche  at  Brooklyn, 
New  York.  They  now  are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Sarah 
Elizabeth  Knapp.  On  September  1st,  1917,  Knapp  en¬ 
listed  in  the  United  States  Medical  Reserve  Corps,  and  was 
given  a  1st  Lieutenant’s  commission  and  assigned  to  Camp 
Taylor,  where  he  trained  until  July  5th,  1918,  on  which 
date  Lieutenant  Knapp  left  the  states  for  overseas  service. 
Landing  was  made  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a 
port  in  France.  While  overseas  Lieutenant  Knapp  served 
as  X-Ray  physician  at  Base  Hospitals  No.  40  and  No.  69 
and  at  Camp  Hospital  No.  66  near  St.  Sulpice.  When  the 
committee  received  this  information  Lieutenant  Knapp 
was  still  in  service  abroad. 


Hollet  A.  Knight 


Hollet  Knight  was  born  in  Kinder - 
hook,  New  York,  on  May  10th,  1896. 
His  parents  are  William  and  Caro¬ 
line  Knight  of  Valatie,  who  had  two 
sons  in  active  service  in  the  World 
War.  Hollet  Knight  attended  the 
grammar  and  high  schools  of  Valatie 
and  then  became  interested  in  farm¬ 
ing.  When  the  United  States  issued 
a  call  for  troops  he  enlisted  in  the 
army  on  July  17th,  1917.  At  the 
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Syracuse  Training  Camp,  Private  Knight  became  asso¬ 
ciated  with  Company  F,  23rd  Infantry,  2nd  Division.  His 
unit  sailed  for  St.  Nazaire  on  September  7th,  191 7,  and 
.shortly  after  landing  pushed  forward  to  the  front  trenches. 
Private  Knight  took  part  in  the  Soisson,  Champagne  and 
St.  Mihiel  Campaigns,  the  battle  of  Belleau  Wood  and 
served  for  two  months  on  the  Verdun  sector.  He  was  twice 
wounded  and  gassed  while  in  action  and  as  a  result  was 
laid  up  in  a  hospital  for  five  months.  On  February  22nd, 
1919,  Knight  returned  to  the  United  States  where  he 
terminated  his  period  of  honorable  service  in  the  army  on 
March  5th  following. 


Howard  Knight 

Howard  Knight  of  Valatie  was  born  in  Kinderhook  on 
March  10th,  1894.  His  parents  are  William  and  Caroline 
Knight.  He  was  a  student  in  the  Valatie  High  School  until 
about  1908.  From  then  until  the  time  of  his  enlistment  at 
Albany  on  April  23rd,  1917,  Knight  worked  mostly  as  a 
teamster.  After  his  enlistment  Private  Knight  trained  at 
the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp  until  September  7th,  1917, 
when  he  sailed  for  Saint  Nazaire,  .France,  with  Company 
D,  23rd  Infantry,  2nd  Division.  Overseas  he  served  as  a 
Corporal  in  Company  D  engaging  in  battles  at  Bouresches, 
Belleau  Wood,  Saint  Mihiel,  Argonne  and  Verdun.  Dur¬ 
ing  these  battles  he  was  wounded  in  action  by  shapnel 
and  gassed.  But  after  spending  a  month  in  a  hospital  each 
time  he  emerged  recovered.  On  March  23rd,  1919,  Cor¬ 
poral  Knight  landed  again  on  American  shores.  He 
received  his  honorable  discharge  five  days  later. 
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William  Andrew  Knoblock 

William  A.  Knoblock  was  born  in 
Canaan,  New  York,  on  November 
2nd,  1897.  After  the  death  of  his 
father,  when  William  was  only  four 
years  old,  he  continued  to  live  in  the 
town  of  his  birth  with  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Anna  Knoblock.  Knoblock 
completed  the  grammar  school  and 
one  year  of  the  high  school  course 
before  starting  to  learn  his  trade 
which  was  that  of  a  chauffeur  and 
automobile  mechanic.  On  June  12th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in 
the  United  States  Medical  Corps  at  Pittsfield,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  Private  Knoblock  trained  for  eleven  months  at 
Camp  Devens  before  he  embarked  for  Cardiff,  Wales,  on 
June  13th,  1918.  The  time  spent  in  Wales  was  short  and 
soon  Knoblock  with  his  unit  landed  in  France.  There  he 
served  as  1st  Class  Sergeant  of  301st  Ambulance  Company, 
301st  Sanitary  Train,  76th  Division.  The  301st  Ambulance 
company  was  stationed  at  Saint  Armond  and  Decize  in 
France.  It  then  advanced  to  the  front  serving  for  three 
weeks  on  the  Meuse-Argonne  sector.  After  the  American 
army  crossed  the  Rhine  Knoblock  served  at  Coblenz  in 
Germany.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  on  June  13th, 
1919,  and  was  honorably  discharged  five  days  later. 

James  Knott 

James  Knott  of  Stottville,  was  born 
in  Ghent,  New  York,  on  January 
22nd,  1899.  His  parents,  Samuel  N. 
and  Mary  L.  Knott,  also  reside  at 
Stottville.  He  completed  his  school¬ 
ing  in  19113,,  and  then  became 
employed  in  a  local  woolen  mill.  On 
July  23rd,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Infantry,  and  was 
sent  to  Fort  Slocum.  When  he  had 
been  at  the  fort  for  eight  days,  he 
was  sent  to  Governor’s  Island  and  from  there  to  Fort 
Hamilton,  where  he  served  with  the  Headquarters  Com¬ 
pany,  22nd  Infantry  until  the  close  of  the  war.  On  June 
12th,  1919,  Private  Knott  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 
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John  Kovatch 

John  Kovatch  is  the  son  of  Martin  and 
Susie  Kovatch  who  live  along  the 
Star  Route,  Hudson,  New  York.  He 
was  born  at  Milghege,  Hungary,  on 
June  6th,  1898,  and  came  to  this 
country  as  a  child.  His  schooling 
was  gained  at  Northampton,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  Later  the  Kovatch  family 
moved  to  Hudson  where  John  was 
employed  at  a  local  cement  plant. 
After  the  United  States  entered  the 
war  Kovatch  obtained  his  first 
citizenship  papers  at  the  Columbia  County  Court 
House  so  that  he  might  become  an  American  soldier. 
At  that  time  Company  H,  71st  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard  was  stationed  at  the  State  Armory  in 
Hudson.  Kovatch  enlisted  in  this  unit  being  sworn  in  by 
Captain  Vogel  of  Company  H  on  July  25th,  1917.  He  was 
later  sent  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  and  there 
was  assigned  to  Company  G,  105th  Infantry,  27th  Division. 
During  October  of  1918,  American  citizenship  was  con¬ 
ferred  upon  Private  Kovatch.  After  serving  for  several 
months  with  the  27th  Division  Kovatch  was  transferred  to 
the  Medical  Corps,  General  Hospital  No.  42.  He  served 
with  that  unit  until  June  12th,  1919  when  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Joseph  Kovats 


Joseph,  the  son  of  John  and  Josephine 
Kovats  of  Brish,  Hungary,  was  born 
on  April  24th,  1890.  He  attended 
school  in  his  native  land  and  after 
arriving  in  the  United  States  he 
studied  at  the  Hudson  night  school. 
On  May  22nd,  1914,  Kovats  swore 
allegiance  to  the  United  States  of 
America  and  received  his  final  citi¬ 
zenship  papers.  On  April  3rd,  1918, 
he  went  from  Hudson  with  a  group 
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of  men  selected  for  military  duty.  He  reported  at  Camp 
Dix,  New  Jersey,  and  there  became  a  Private  in  Company 
L,  59th  Pioneer  Infantry.  Embarkation  on  June  7th,  1918, 
followed  two  months  of  intensive  training.  The  59th 
Pioneers  landed  at  Brest  and  after  about  five  weeks  at 
rest  camps  they  were  advanced  to  the  front.  Corporal 
Kovats  served  on  the  Meuse-Argonne  sector  during  the 
Meuse- Argonne  offensive.  On  July  6th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  the  United  States  and  three  days  later  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Earl  Abraham  Kraft. 

Earl  Abraham  Kraft  of  Hudson,  was 
born  at  Athens,  New  York,  on 
September  30th,  1899.  He  is  the  son 
of  Christian  and  Ruetta  Kraft  of 
Hudson.  When  his  schooling,  which 
was  gained  in  the  public  schools  of 
Hudson,  was  completed,  Kraft 
accepted  employment  with  a  local 
brewing  company.  Prior  to  the  war 
he  served  with  Company  F,,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
as  Bugler.  On  August  7th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  navy 
•through  the  Albany  Recruiting  Station.  On  the  23rd  of 
the  following  month  Earl  A.  Kraft  married  Maude 
Adelina  Seism  at  Hudson.  For  six  weeks  Seaman  Kraft 
served  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  for -six  weeks  at  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  and  for  some  time  aboard  the  United  States 
Ship  Great  Northern.  On  February  10th,  1919,  on  the 
Great  Northern  he  left  an  American  port  and  landed  at 
Brest,  where  he  was  stationed  for  a  short  time.  On  March 
27th,  1919,  he  again  entered  an  American  port,  and  received 
his  honorable  discharge  on  April  3rd,  1919. 
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Leonard  Christian  Kraft 


Leonard  C.  Kraft  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Claverack,  New  York,  on 
October  16th,  1893,  to  John  C.  and 
Caroline  F.  Kraft,  now  residents  of 
Mellenville.  He  attended  school  in 
Maple  Grove,  District  No.  9,  town 
of  Claverack,  and  later  took  up  farm¬ 
ing.  On  October  7th,  1916,  while  in 
California,  he  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Marines.  The  following  year 
our  country  entered  the  European 
conflict  and  sometime  during  that  year  Kraft  sailed  for 
China  where  he  served  throughout  the  war,  and  when  last 
heard  from  he  was  still  in  the  Orient  with  the  United 
States  Marines. 


Anthony  Krasnoborski 

Anthony,  the  son  of  Frances  and  the 
late  Stanley  Krasnoborski  was  born 
at  Oswiec,  Russia,  on  June  13tli, 
1891.  His  schooling  was  gained 
before  coming  to  America.  On  May 
6th,  1918,  he  was  selected  for  mili¬ 
tary  service  by  the  Local  Board  at 
Poughkeepsie,  New  York.  Private 

Krasnoborski  served  in  this  countrv

with  the  38th  Company,  152nd  Depot 
Brigade  until  December  16th,  1918, 
when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge.  On  January 
11th,  1919,  Anthony  Krasnoborski  married  Anastasia 
Dolenguwicz. 
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John  Krasowsky 

John  Krasowsky,  now  of  Hudson,  was 
was  born  at  Tornograd,  Poland,  on 
December  27th,  1888.  He  is  the  son 
of  Franezeszek  and  the  late  Maria 
Krasowsky.  Krasowsky  attended 
school  in  Poland  until  about  1901. 
Shortly  after  leaving  school  he  came 
to  the  United  States,  made  his  home 
in  Columbia  County,  and  worked  in 
a  mill  as  a  knitter.  In  1913  Ameri¬ 
can  citizenship  was  conferred  upon 
him  at  the  Columbia  County  Court  House.  The  Local 
Board  at  Hudson  inducted  Krasowsky  into  military  ser¬ 
vice  on  May  24th,  1918.  He  trained  for  one  month  at  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  before  embarking  for  Brest 
with  Co.  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  It  was  on  June  30th, 
1918,  that  he  sailed  from  America,  and  several  days  later 
he  arrived  at  a  French  port.  Private  Krasowsky  was 
stationed  at  St.  Sulpice,  St.  Loubes  and  Bayonne  where 
he  served  until  his  return  voyage  to  this  country  which 
ended  on  July  4tli,  1919.  Five  days  later  Krasowsky  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Charles  Morton  Kritzman 

On  February  15th,  1900,  Charles  M. 
Kritzman  was  born  at  Hudson,  New 
York.  His  parents  are  William  and 
Flora  Kritzman  of  531  Union  Street, 
Hudson.  Hq  attended  the  grammar 
and  high  schools  of  this  city,  a  New 
England  preparatory  school  and 
entered  Harvard  University.  For  a 
year  Kritzman  served  in  the  Har¬ 
vard  Reserve  Officers  Training 
Corps.  On  October  5th,  1918,  he 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force  through 
the  Local  Board  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  and  became 
an  apprentice  Seaman  in  the  Harvard  Naval  Unit.  As 
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Kritzm.au  had  enlisted  for  four  years  he  remained  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Corps  but  has  been  released  from 
active  service.  After  his  release  he  returned  to  Harvard 
to  resume  his  studies. 


John  James  Kukon,  Jr. 

John  James  Kukon,  Junior,  is  the  son  of  John  J.  and 
Katherine  Kukon  of  Germantown,  New  York.  He  was  born 
in  Nitria,  Austria-Hungary,  on  July  24th,  1889.  When 
John  was  a  small  child  his  people  came  to  the  United 
States  where  he  received  his  education  in  the  grammar 
and  high  schools  of  Germantown  and  of  Newark,  New 
Jersey.  Although  Kukon  is  a  mechanic  he  has  worked 
mostly  at  farming  and  for  several  years  has  followed 
agricultural  work  at  Germantown.  On  September  21st, 
1917,  he  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local 
Board  at  Hudson.  His  wife  before  her  marriage  was 
Miss  Rose  Lombardi.  From  Hudson  Kukon  went  to  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  and  then  to  Camp  Greene,  North 
Carolina,  later  being  assigned  to  Company  F,  9th  Infantry, 
2nd  Division  On  April  15th,  1918,  he  embarked  for  St. 
Nazaire.  After  landing  in  France  he  soon  reached  the 
trenches.  Private  Kukon ’s  service  included  fighting  on  the 
Anould,St.  Die,  Vosges,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
Sectors  as  well  as  at  Pont  a  Moussen.  For  several  months 
he  served  with  his  unit  in  the  Army  of  Occupation.  On 
August  1st,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
twelve  days  later  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Lewis  C.  Kurtznacker 

Lewis  C.  Kurtznacker  of  North  Chat¬ 
ham  was  born  at  Stuyvesant  Falls, 
New  York,  in  July,  1895.  He  is  the 
son  of  Christopher  and  Eva  Kurtz- 
nacher  of  the  same  village.  He  at¬ 
tended  school  at  North  Chatham 
until  about  1909.  Shortly  after  leav¬

Bella.  He  attended  the  schools  of 
his  native  country  and  after  the 
family  came  to  the  United  States, 
Tony  became  an  American  citizen 
through  his  father’s  naturalization.

Harold  Langdon  Labrie 

Harold  L.  La  Brie  was  bom  at  Hud¬ 
son,  New  York,  on  April  8th,  1893. 
His  parents  are  George  Henry  and 
Mary  Elizabeth  La  Brie  of  562 
State  Street,  Hudson.  When  his 
schooling  was  completed  he  learned 
the  painter’s  and  decorator’s  trade 
at  which  he  worked  until  February 
22nd,  1918.  On  that  date  he  was 
selected  for  military  service  by  our 
Local  Board.  On  the  day  following 
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lie  entrained  at  Hudson  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts. 
Private  La  Brie  served  at  Camps  Upton  and  Wheeler  until 
December  4th,  1918,  when  he  concluded  his  term  of  hon- 


Arthur  Lafferty 

Arthur  Lafferty  was  born  in  the  town 
of  Kinderhook,  New  York,  on  the 
22nd  of  January,  1891.  His  parents 
both  died  several  years  ago.  After 
completing  the  elementary  course  in 
the  district  school  of  his  native  town 
he  learned  'the  painter’s  trade  at 
which  he  was  occupied  until  selected 
for  military  service  by  the  Columbia 
County  Local  Board  on  September 
4th,  1918.  His  service  consisted  of 
two  months  at  Syracuse,  New  York,  where  he  served  as  a 
member  of  the  23rd  Company,  20th  Battalion,  and  two 
months  at  Fort  Adams,  Narragansett  Bay,  after  which  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December  29th, 
1918.  Lafferty  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Fowler  on  May 
15tli,  1920,  at  Kinderhook. 


Albert  Beyer  Lamasure 

Albert  B.  Lamasure  who  now  lives 
at  273  West  lltli  Street,  New  York 
City,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  March 
25th,  1887.  His  parents,  who  were 
residents  of  Hudson,  are  both  dead. 
Upon  graduating  from  Hudson  High 
School  he  entered  the  School  of 
Commerce  at  New  York  University 
where  he  took  a  three  years  course 
in  accounting.  He  was  graduated 
from  there  in  1904.  For  over  two 
years  Lamasure  held  the  position  of  cost  accountant  with 
the  Gifford-Wood  Company  in  Hudson.  He  then  accepted 
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a  position  as  bookkeeper  for  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company  in  New  York  City.  During  the  World  War  he 
worked  for  the  Draft  Board  of  Columbia  County.  The 
Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service  on  Septem¬ 
ber,  19tli,  1918.  He  served  at  camps  in  the  United  States 
until  December  21st,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


William  Edward  Lamb 

William  E.  Lamb  of  Hudson  was  born  at  Mellenville, 
New  York,  on  December  18th,  1892.  Lamb’s  father  died 
at  Mellenville,  in  1904  and  his  mother,  who  remarried,  is 
now  Mrs.  Elmer  Morrison  of  Hudson.  Lamb  attended  the 
Mellenville  district  school,  and  later  studied  at  a  night 
school  in  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.  After  going  to  work 
he  was  employed  chiefly  as  a  labor  foreman.  For  three 
years  Lamb  was  a  private  in  Company  P,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard.  On  March  14tli,  1918,  he  en¬ 
listed  in  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  through  the  Local 
Board  at  Hudson.  On  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  Lamb 
served  at  Forts  Slocum  and  Andrews,  and  Camp  Merritt 
with  Battery  A,  43rd  Coast  Artillery  Corps.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  15th,  1918,  the  unit  started  on  its  voyage  to  St.  Nazaire, 
France.  Overseas  Corporal  Lamb  was  stationed  at  Camp 
No.  2,  St.  Nazaire;  Classification  Camp  at  La  Dagorieria; 
the  Bailroad  Artillery  Camp  at  Osinis;  and  Camp  No.  1 
at  Saint  Nazaire.  He  served  on  the  Marne  and  St.  Mihiel 
Sectors  for  two  months.  On  December  21st,  1918,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  the  United  States  where  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  on  January  10th,  1919.  At  present  Lamb  is 
a  seaman  in  the  United  States  Merchant  Marine. 
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Guiseppi  Lambadini 

Guiseppi  Lambadini  was  born  in  Cer- 
retto  D’Esi,  Italy,  on  March  29tli, 
1889.  His  education  was  acquired 
in  the  Italian  schools.  When  Lam¬ 
badini  reached  the  United  States, 
he  took  up  his  residence  at  Hudson, 
where  he  worked  as  a  carpenter  for 
the  Weaver  Building  &  Supply  Com¬ 
pany.  He  declared  his  intention  of 
becoming  an  American  citizen  and 
had  citizenship  conferred  upon  him 
at  the  Columbia  County  Court  House.  On  July  14th,  1918, 
Lambadini  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local 
Board.  He  served  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  for 
seven  and  a  half  months  as  a  first  class  private  in  the 
Utility  Detachment,  Quartermaster  Corps.  On  February 
23rd,  1919,  Private  Lambadini  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Harry  William  Landeck 

On  November  9th,  1895,  Harry  William  Landeck  was 
born  at  Ghent,  New  York.  He  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs, 
George  Landeck.  He  attended  the  Ghent  District  School 
No.  7,  and  left  school  to  take  up  agricultural  work.  On 
February  22nd,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service  and  sent  him  to  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts.  From  Devens  in  Massachusetts, 
Private  Landeck  went  to  Camp  Upton  where  he  trained 
with  Company  L,  305th  Infantry,  77th  Division  until  April 
16th,  1918,  when  his  unit  embarked  for  London.  When  the 
English  Channel  had  been  crossed  and  the  77th  landed  at 
a  French  port,  the  soldiers  of  this  outfit  were  soon  ordered 
to  the  front.  There  Private  Landeck  served  on  the  Argonne 
and  Vesle  sectors  engaging  in  the  Argonne  and  Vesle 
offensives.  On  April  24th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  May  9th. 
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Leo  Bernard  Landry 

Leo  B.  Landry,  the  son  of  George  and  Margaret 

Landry  of  Rouses  Point,  New  York,  was  born  in  that 
town  on  August  20th,  1893.  He  attended  Saint  Patrick’s 
Academy,  graduating  from  there  in  1911.  Landry  then 
accepted  a  position  with  a  railroad  company  and  became 
a  car  inspector.  On  November  25th,  1917,  he  enlisted  at 
Albany  in  the  Coast  Artillery.  He  trained  at  Forts  Slocum 
and  Hancock  with  the  Band  of  57th  Regiment,  31st  Bri¬ 
gade,  Coast  Artillery  Corps.  On  May  10th,  1918  the  outfit 
sailed  for  Brest.  Until  August  the  unit  was  stationed 
at  Bordeaux  and  in  the  surrounding  country.  During  that 
month  the  men  were  ordered  to  the  front.  They  served 
in  the  Saint  Mihiel  offensive,  and  from  September  26th  to 
November  11th,  in  the  Argonne  Drive,  being  near  Stenay 
when  the  armistice  was  signed.  He  also  served  on  the 
Meuse  sector.  The  musicians  were  used  to  carry  ammuni¬ 
tion  to  the  batteries  and  were  employed  as  runners  to 
carry  messages.  On  January  14th,  1919,  Landry  again 
stood  on  American  soil.  On  the  25th  day  of  that  month 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Clifford  Hitchcock  Lane 

Clifford  H.  Lane  of  Chatham,  the  son 
of  Frederick  Randolph  Lane  and 
Mary  Cornelia  Lane  of  Ghent,  was 
born  at  Hartford,  Connecticut  on 
April  20th,  1892.  He  graduated 
from  the  Kent  School  for  Boys  in 
1909.  For  eight  years  Lane  served 
as  First  Class  FJectrician  in  the 
United  States  Navy.  On  July  4th, 
1918,  Clifford  H.  Lane  married  Miss 
Esther  Howes  Clark  at  Chatham. 
Ten  days  later  he  was  inducted  into  the  army  by  our  Local 
Board  and  assigned  to  the  air  service.  He  trained  at  Fort 
Slocum  for  two  months  and  became  associated  with  the 
299th  Aero  Squadron.  He  later  served  at  the  Carnegie 
Institute  of  Technology  and  became  a  government  licensed 
pilot  of  aeroplanes.  On  January  24th,  1919,  Lane  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Henry  Russell  Langlois 

On  October  1st,  1890,  Henry  R.  Langlois  was  born  at 
Rochester,  New  York,  to  the  date  Frank  T.  and  the  late 
Caroline  Langlois.  His  family  moved  to  Hudson  when 
Henry  was  a  small  boy.  He  attended  the  grammar  school 
and  high  school  of  this  city  until  1909,  and  subsequently 
learned  the  machinist’s  trade.  Just  prior  to  the  war, 
Langlois  was  a  hotel  proprietor.  In  1914  Henry  Langlois 
married  Anna  M.  Schefke  at  Rutherford,  New  Jersey. 
They  are  now  the  parents  of  one  child,  Caroline  E.  Some 
time  previous  to  the  war,  Langlois  served  as  a  member  of 
the  local  company  of  the  New  York  National  Guard.  On 
February  22nd,  1918,  he  was  selected  for  military  service 
by  our  Local  Board  and  sent  to  Camp  Devens  and  later 
to  Camp  Upton.  On  April  21st,  1918,  Private  Langlois 
started  the  journey  which  finally  brought  him  to  France. 
He  sailed  as  a  member  of  Company  A,  305th  Infantry, 
77th  Division.  From  June  2nd  to  August  4th,  Private 
Langlois  served  on  the  Baccarat  sector,  and  from  August 
11th  to  the  16th  on  the  Vesle  sector.  He  later  served  in 
both  the  Meuse-Argonne  and  Oise-Aisne  offensives.  Lang¬ 
lois  was  both  wounded  by  shrapnel  and  gassed.  After  nine 
weeks  in  the  hospital  he  was  discharged  as  recovered.  On 
April  25th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  on  May 
9th  following  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Harold  Elwood  Lanphear 


Harold  E.  Lanphear,  the  son  of  Har¬ 
riet  and  the  late  John  Lanphear, 
was  born  at  Tuckalioe,  New  York, 
on  November  5th,  1893.  His  school¬ 
ing,  which  consisted  of  a  grammar 
school  course,  three  years  of  high 
school  work,  and  a  business  college 
education,  acquired  at  Chatham  and 
Albany.  After  graduating  from 
business  college  in  1914  Lanphear 
did  accounting  and  other  clerical 
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work.  On  July  18th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Medical  Corps 
of  the  United  States  army.  He  served  at  Camps  Beaure¬ 
gard,  Gordon,  McClellan  and  Dix,  also  at  Forts  Slocum 
and  Ethan  Allen.  Lanphear,  who  then  held  the  rank  of 
Sergeant  First  Class,  was  transferred  from  the  medical 
service  to  an  infantry  regiment  of  the  39th  Division  as 
Regimental  Sergeant  Major  and  was  sent  to  the  Officers 
Training  School  at  Camp  Gordon  in  July,  1918.  In  October 
he  graduated  from  the  school  and  received  a  second  lieu¬ 
tenant’s  commission.  Lieutenant  Lanphear  also  served 
with  the  157th  Depot  Brigade.  On  February  17th,  1919, 
he  resigned  his  commission  in  the  infantry.  But  on  April 
7th  following,  he  was  re-commissioned  2nd  Lieutenant  and 
assigned  to  the  Infantry  Reserve  Corps. 


Charles  Dayton  Lapointe 

On  September  6th,  1888,  Charles  Day- 
ton  La  Pointe  was  born  at  West 
Haven,  Connecticut.  The  late 
Thomas  and  Mary  Ellen  La  Pointe 
were  his  parents.  La  Pointe  was 
educated  at  Essex  Junction,  Ver¬ 
mont.  He  became  a  telegraph  oper¬ 
ator  and  railroad  clerk.  For  eight 
years  prior  to  his  entry  into  the 
army,  La  Pointe  managed  a  moving 
picture  house  at  Chatham.  On  May 
8th,  1918,  he  married  Miss  Florence  Mae  Walton.  Two 
days  after  his  marriage  La  Pointe  was  inducted  into  ser¬ 
vice  by  the  Local  Board  at  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  and 
assigned  to  the  signal  corps.  He  served  at  Fort  Slocum 
and  Camp  Dix  before  sailing  overseas  on  August  26th, 
1918,  with  Company  C,  312th  Field  Signal  Battalion,  87th 
Division.  Overseas  Corporal  La  Pointe  was  stationed  at 
Ramsey  and  Southampton  in  England,  and  at  Le  Havre 
and  Saint  Nazaire  in  France.  His  unit  was  employed  at 
building  a  naval  line  between  Saint  Nazaire  and  Brest. 
On  March  24th,  1919,  La  Pointe  returned  to  this  country 
where  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  April 
4th  following. 
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Raymond  Phillip  Lappies 

On  March  17th  1899,  Raymond  P.  Lap- 
pies  was  born  at  Nassau,  New  York, 
to  Andrew  and  Laura  Lappies.  He 
completed  the'  grammar  course  and 
one  year  of  High  School  training  at 
Nassau.  From  1913  until  1917 
Lappies  worked  chiefly  in  a  paper 
mill.  On  June  5th  1917,  he  enlisted 
in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  The  follow¬ 
ing  month  all  guard  regiments  were 
federalized.  That  same  month  Company  F  entrained  for 
Fort  Niagara,  where  it  trained  intensively  until  October, 
when  it  was  ordered  to  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Car¬ 
olina.  There  Lappies  was  assigned  to  Company  D,  102nd 
Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division,  and  later  was  sent  to 
Camp  Stewart.  On  June  27th  1918,  Private  Lappies 
sailed  for  Brest.  After  arriving  there  he  was  stationed 
for  a  time  at  Camp  De  Souge  before  pushing  on  to  the 
front.  Lappies  served  on  the  Argonne  sector  and  later  on 
the  Verdun  sector  at  Le  Claire,  Chattancourt,  Le  Mort 
Homme,  Charny,  Bois  de  Forges,  Gerecourt,  Bras,  Conse- 
voye,  Cripion  Etrays,  Oermont  Farms,  and  Reville.  On 
March  3rd,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  just 
one  month  later  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Earl  E.  Lasher 


Earl  E.  Lasher,  the  son  of  Elmer  E. 
and  Minnie  L.  Lasher  of  North  Ger¬ 
mantown,  was  born  at  Germantown 
on  August  30th  1897.  He  attended 
Hudson  High  School  and  Wesleyan 
University  at  Middletown,  Connec¬ 
ticut,  where  he  had  military  training 
for  two  years  as  a  member  of  the 
Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps.  On 
October  1st  1918,  Lasher  enlisted  at 
Middletown  in  the  United  States 
Army.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Students’  Army  Training 
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Corps  at  Wesleyan  University,  where  he  served  for  the 
next  seven  months.  On  December  20th  1918,  Corporal 
Lasher  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Edward  Clark  Lasher 

Edward  C.  Lasher,  now  of  East  Orange,  New  Jersey, 
was  born  at  Valatie  on  February  4th  1888.  His  father 
died  in  New  York  City  in  1915,  but  his  mother,  Mrs.  Vinnie 
Lasher  is  still  a  resident  of  this  county,  making  her  home  in 
the  town  of  Valatie.  Lasher  attended  the  Valatie  High 
School  and  Albany  Business  College  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1903.  He  is  also  an  expert  automobile  me¬ 
chanic.  For  two  years  Lasher  ran  a  garage  at  Hartford, 
Connecticut.  On  December  13th  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Aviation  Service  and  was  sent  to  Camp 
Hancock  for  duty.  There  he  was  assigned  to  the  14th 
Company,  3rd  Air  Service  Mechanics,  attached  to  the  First 
Army.  He  serevd  also  at  Camp  Greene  before  leaving  the 
States  on  July  9th  1918.  After  arriving  overseas,  Ser¬ 
geant  Lasher  was  stationed  at  Romorantin,  Chattelon-sur- 
Seine,  and  Haussimont.  He  served  on  the  Marne  sector. 
On  June  25th  1919,  Sergeant  Lasher  returned  to  America, 
and  on  the  3rd  day  of  the  following  month  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


George  E.  Lasher 

George  E.  Lasher  was  born  in  Ger¬ 
mantown  on  the  17th  day  of  October 
1896,  the  son  of  Anna  Elizabeth  and 
Clark  D.  Lasher.  He  received  his 
education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Hudson,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1914  of  Hudson  High 
School.  After  leaving  school  he  held 
a  position  as  foreman  with  the 
General  Electric  Company  at  Pitts¬ 
field,  Mass.  On  September  4th 
1917,  he  volunteered  in  the  medical  service  and  trained  at 
the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp  and  Camp  Greene  with  the 
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Medical  Detachment  of  the  47th  Infantry.  In  April  of 

1918,  he  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest.  At  the  front 
he  served  with  Company  C,  9th  Infantry,  2nd  Division,  at 
Belleau  Wood,  Vaux,  Soissons,  Chateau  Thierry,  Arras 
and  Verdun,  and  in  the  Meuse- Argonne  and  St.  Mihiel 
offensives.  He  also  served  for  a  time  with  the  28th  Alpine 
Cassauers,  or  Blue  Devils.  He  vras  wounded  by  H.  E. 
and  machine  gun  bullets  in  the  legs  and  neck  and  received 
a  broken  finger  in  a  hand  to  hand  encounter.  In  March  of 

1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service  on  April  29th  following. 


Harry  M.  Lasher 

Harry  M.  Lasher  of  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  was  born 
on  February  27th  1891,  at  Gallatin  in  this  county.  His 
parents  are  Mrs.  Emma  and  the  late  William  H.  Lasher. 
Harry  Lasher  atteuded  the  district  school  of  Gallatin ville 
and  the  Albany  Business  College.  After  completing  his 
commercial  course  in  1911,  he  obtained  a  clerical  position 
with  the  Canadian  branch  of  Borden  Milk  Company. 
After  working  for  this  firm  he  returned  to  Columbia 
County,  making  his  home  in  Ancram  until  July  14th  1918, 
on  which  date  he  was  inducted  into  the  United  States  army 
by  the  Local  Board  of  the  County.  Private  Lasher  served 
with  the  2nd  Company,  1st  Battalion,  153rd  Depot  Brigade 
at  Camp  Hancock  and  later  at  Camp  Dix  until  December 
31st  1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Lewis  Homer  Lasher 

Lewis  H.  Lasher  of  North  Germantown  was  born  in  that 
village  on  Independence  Day,  1889.  His  parents,  Elmer 
E.  and  Minnie  L.  Lasher  are  also  residents  of  North  Ger¬ 
mantown.  Lasher  studied  at  the  district  school  of  his  own 
township  and  previous  to  the  war  he  engaged  in  fruit  growl¬ 
ing.  On  November  6th  1917,  Lasher  was  selected  for  mili- 
try  service  by  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  and  ordered  to 
report  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts.  During  the  first 
two  months  Private  Lasher  served  in  the  infantry.  At  the 
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expiration  of  that  time  lie  was  transferred  to  the  Veterinary 
Corps.  On  April  16th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest,  France. 
There  Corporal  Lasher  served  at  Base  Veterinary  Hospi¬ 
tal  No.  1  until  June  9th,  1919,  when  he  returned  to  this 
country.  On  June  13th  following,  he  concluded  his  period 
of  honorable  service.  Lewis  H.  Lasher  married  Miss  Pearl 
Hoffman  in  New  York  City  on  the  22nd  of  July  subsequent 
to  his  discharge. 


Matthew  Connor  Lasher 

Dr.  Matthew  Connor  Lasher  was  born 
in  Valatie  on  September  4th,  1895. 
His  father  passed  away  in  1915,  but 
his  mother,  Mrs.  V.  Y.  Lasher,  still 
resides  at  Valatie.  Matthew  Lasher 
graduated  from  the  high  school  of 
his  native  town  in  1912,  and  later 
entered  the  University  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  where  he  specialized  in  the 
study  of  dentistry.  After  his  grad¬ 
uation,  Dr.  Lasher  practised  den¬ 
tistry  for  two  years  in  his  home  town.  On  July  8th,  1917, 
he  enlisted  at  Philadelphia,  in  the  United  States  Army, 
and  received  a  first  lieutenant’s  commission  in  the  Dental 
Officers  Reserve  Corps  in  which  he  served  until  he  re¬ 
signed  his  commission  at  the  close  of  the  war. 


Henry  Le  Bois 

Henry  Le  Bois  of  Hudson,  the  son  of 
Sarah  and  the  late  Max  Le  Bois, 
was  born  in  Kingston,  New  York, 
on  September  2nd,  1888.  After  com¬ 
pleting  his  education  in  the  school  of 
his  home  town,  Le  Bois  became  a 
dealer  in  horses  and  continued  in 
that  business  until  December  14th, 
1917.  On  that  date  he  was  selected 
by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  for  military  service.  He 
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served  at  Camp  Devens  with  the  Veterinary  unit  attached 
to  the  301st  Ammunition  Train,  76th  Division.  While  in 
service  Private  Le  Bois  received  severe  injuries  by  being 
kicked  by  a  horse.  On  February  28th,  1918,  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


Raffaele  Leggierri 

On  April  15th,  1896,  Raffaele,  the  son 
of  the  late  Matthew  and  Celestia 
Leggierri,  was  born  at  San  Marco  in 
Italy.  He  gained  his  education  in 
his  native  country,  and  after  leaving 
there,  came  to  the  United  States, 
where  he  settled  in  Hudson  and 
took  up  the  barber’s  trade  with  his 
brother.  On  December  15th,  1917, 
he  went  from  Hudson  with  a  con¬ 
tingent  of  men  who  had  been  selected 
for  the  army  by  our  Local  Board.  Private  Leggierri  trained 
at  Camps  Devens  and  Greene  and  on  April  16th,  1918,  he 
embarked  for  France  as  a  member  of  Company  A,  61st 
Infantry,  5th  Division.  Overseas  Leggierri  served  on  the 
Argonne  sector  for  forty-seven  days,  on  the  Saint  Mihiel 
for  three  days,  on  the  Alsace-Lorraine  for  eleven  days,  and 
on  the  Meuse,  taking  part  in  the  major  engagements  on 
these  fronts.  While  abroad  he  was  made  first  class  private. 
He  was  ill  in  the  hospital  for  four  months  after  being  gassed 
in  action.  Upon  returning  to  the  United  States  he  was 
honorably  discharged  on  April  26th,  1919,  but  re-enlisted 
and  began  his  new  term  of  service  at  the  Medical  Barracks 
at  Watertown,  New  York. 
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Lincoln  L.  Lemon 

Lincoln  L.,  the  son  of  Wallace  and  Ada 
Lemon  of  Hudson,  was  born  at  North 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  on  De¬ 
cember  24th,  1895.  He  attended 
school  in  Massachusetts,  and  after 
coming  to  Hudson  he  became  an  iron 
worker  in  a  local  shop.  On  Febru¬ 
ary  12th,  1912,  Lemon  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  In  July  of 
1917,  the  National  Guard  was  fed¬ 
eralized  and  that  same  month  Company  F  was  ordered  to 
report  at  Fort  Niagara.  The  following  October  the  com¬ 
pany  was  sent  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  and  there  Corporal 
Lemon  became  associated  with  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer 
Infantry,  4th  Army  Corps.  He  served  at  Camps  Merritt, 
Mills  and  Upton  before  embarking  for  Brest  in  July,  1918. 
Overseas  Lemon  served  on  the  Toul  and  Woerve  sectors, 
for  twenty  days  on  each  front.  He  took  active  part  in  the 
Saint  Mihiel  offensive,  and  also  served  on  the  Meuse- 
Moselle  front.  After  the  armistice  he  served  for  six  months 
in  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  In  July  of  1919 
he  returned  to  America  and  on  the  ninth  day  of  that 
month  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Charles  A.  Lesoeck 


Charles  A.,  the  son  of  the  late  John 
and  the  late  Mary  Lesoeck,  was  born 
on  August  15th,  1894,  at  Trieste, 
Austria.  He  completed  the  gram¬ 
mar  and  high  school  courses  in  the 
city  of  Trieste,  graduating  in  1910. 
Although  Lesoeck ’s  trade  is  that  of 
a  steel  constructor,  previous  to  the 
war  he  worked  as  a  millwright  for 
the  Knickerbocker  Portland  Cement 
Company  at  Greenport.  On  June 
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22nd,  1916,  he  enlisted  in  the  local  company  of  the  New 
York  National  Guard.  In  July  of  the  succeeding  year  all 
national  guard  companies  were  federalized  by  presidential 
proclamation.  In  that  month  Company  F  left  Hudson  for 
Fort  Niagara.  From  there  Company  F  entrained  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  Lesoeck  was  later  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Company  D,  40th  Infantry,  14th  Division.  He 
served  at  Fort  Reilly  and  Camp  Custer.  While  at  the 
latter  place  Lesoeck  became  an  American  citizen.  He  rose 
from  the  rank  of  private  to  that  of  Corporal,  Supply  Ser¬ 
geant,  and  finally  to  the  rank  of  Battalion  Sergeant  Major. 
On  July  15th,  1919,  Lesoeck  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Clyde  E.  Levy 

In  one  of  those  spots  in  France  hal¬ 
lowed  by  the  blood  of  American 
heroes,  lies  the  body  of  Clyde  E. 
Levy.  He  was  born  at  Milan,.  New 
York,  on  April  5th,  1896.  When  he 
was  but  a  year  old  his  father,  James 
Levy,  died.  His  mother,  now  Mrs. 
Luella  Proper,  resides  at  Jackson 
Corners.  Clyde  attended  the  district 
school,  and  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
years  he  left  the  school  room  to 
his  first  wages  at  agricultural  work.  On  May  25th,  1918, 
he  entrained  at  Hudson  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Car¬ 
olina,  to  receive  instruction  in  military  duties.  After 
training  there  and  at  Newport  News,  Private  Levy  sailed 
for  Bordeaux  on  June  30tli,  1918,  as  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  A,  320th  Infantry,  80th  Division.  In  September  of 
1918,  he  first  went  into  battle,  and  on  November  7th,  1918, 
while  fighting  valiantly  in  the  great  drive  that  smashed  the 
Hindenburg  Line,  Private  Levy  was  killed  in  action,  and  in 
France  a  white  cross  rises  above  the  grave  of  him  who 
yielded  up  his  life  that  others  might  have  peace. 
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George  Lewandowski 

George  Lewandowski  was  born  in  Plock,  Poland,  on  the 
14th  of  January,  1890,  the  son  of  Anthony  and  Anna 
Lewandowski  who  are  now  residents  of  Madalin,  N.  Y. 
After  completing  the  elementary  course  in  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  country  Lewandowski  came  to 
America,  settled  in  Columbia  County  and  became  an 
American  citizen.  He  accepted  employment  as  a  painter 
and  was  occupied  as  such  until  early  in  February,  1918, 
when  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the  Polish  army.  He 
was  assigned  to  the  1st  Division,  under  General  Haller  and 
as  a  Sergeant  in  this  unit  he  served  first  at  Angiers, 
France ;  saw  active  service  on  the  Champagne  and  Chateau 
Thierry  sectors  until  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  and  later 
served  at  Warsaw,  Poland.  Lewandowski  returned  to  the 
States  on  February  18th,  1921,  and  on  the  following  day 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Harold  Nelson  Lewis 

Harold  N.,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Christopher  S.  Lewis 
of  Poughkeepsie,  was  born  at  Claverack,  New  York,  on 
January  18th,  1891.  He  completed  the  grammar  school 
course  and  one  year  of  high  school  work  at  Poughkeepsie. 
Lewis  learned  the  machinist  trade,  at  which  he  worked  for 
several  years.  He  served  for  three  years  with  Company 

C,  1st  Regiment  of  the  Virginia  National  Guard.  Harold 
Lewis  married  Miss  Freda  Vroman  at  Philmont  on  May 
29th,  1912.  On  April  21st,  1917,  only  two  weeks  after 
America  entered  the  war,  Lewis  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Cavalry  and  was  assigned  to  the  18th  Cavalry.  He 
served  at  Forts  Slocum  and  Ethan  Allen.  About  seven 
months  after  his  enlistment  Private  Lewis  was  ordered  to 
Camp  Shelby,  Mississippi,  and  there  transferred  to  Battery 

D,  76th  Field  Artillery,  3rd  Division.  While  in  service 
Lewis  contracted  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  After  four 
months  in  the  hospital  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
the  United  States  Army  on  April  13th,  1918. 
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Ezra  A.  Link 

Ezra  A.,  the  son  of  Sylvanus  and  the 
late  Ida  May  Link,  was  born  at 
Copake,  New  York,  on  October  19th, 
1892.  He  attended  the  district  school 
at  Copake  Falls,  until  about  1906, 
and  after  that  year  he  worked 
chiefly  at  farming.  On  September 
4th,  1918,  Link  was  selected  for  the 
army  by  the  Local  Board  of  this 
county  and  was  ordered  to  report  at 
Syracuse  Camp.  There  Private 
Link  became  a  member  of  the  83rd  Company,  20th  Bat¬ 
talion.  Private  Link  was  honorably  discharged  on  Septem- 
ber^llth,  1918.  _ _ 

Ecanund  Pendleton  Livingston

Edmund  Pendleton  Livingston,  of  the 
town  of  Livingston,  was  born  in  that 
place  on  October  23rd,  1889.  His 
parents  are  Herman  and  Emmeline 
C.  Livingston  of  Greendale.  Edmund 
Livingston  attended  the  Taft  School 
at  Watertown,  Connecticut,  for  three 
years,  graduating  in  1907.  In  the 
following  September  he  matriculated 
at  Yale  University  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1911.  For  three 
years  he  worked  in  Chicago  for  a  marine  insurance  com¬ 
pany  and  for  three  years  he  held  a  similar  position  in  New 
York  City.  In  July  of  1917,  Livingston  enlisted  in  the  air 
service  at  Mineola,  Long  Island.  He  became  a  flying  cadet 
at  the  Ground  School  at  Ithaca  and  then  served  at  Talia¬ 
ferro  Field  at  Hicks,  Texas.  While  there  in  February, 
1918,  Livingston  received  a  2nd  Lieutenant’s  commission. 
His  next  service  was  at  Garden  City  on  Long  Island.  In 
June  of  1918,  he  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England,  and  from 
there  to  France.  Lieutenant  Livingston  served  as  a 
casual  officer  at  the  2nd  Aero  Squadron  Camp  at  Tours 
and  the  3rd  Camp  at  Issoudun,  France.  However,  the 
greater  part  of  his  time  overseas  was  spent  as  a  staff  pilot 
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in  the  School  for  Aerial  Observers  at  Tours.  In  April 
of  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  that  same 
month  resigned  his  commission,  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Henry  Hopkins  Livingston 

Henry  H.,  the  son  of  Herman  and 
Emmeline  C.  Livingston  of  Green  - 
dale,  was  born  at  Greendale  on 
February  5tli,  1887.  In  1909,  he 
graduated  from  Yale  College.  For 
five  years  Livingston  was  employed 
by  a  marine  insurance  company.  In 
June  of  1916,  Henry  Livingston 
married  Miss  Mary  Elenor  Curran, 
in  New  York  City,  and  they  now 
have  one  son,  Henry  H.  Livingston, 
Jr.  Livingston’s  initial  military  experience  was  gained  as 
a  member  of  the  1st  Motor  Battery,  New  York  National 
Guard,  to  which  he  belonged  for  fifteen  months.  In  June 
of  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Infantry  as  a  candidate  in  the 
Reserve  Officer’s  Training  Corps.  For  five  months  he 
trained  at  the  Plattsburg  Barracks,  and  was  then  commis¬ 
sioned  1st  Lieutenant.  He  then  served  at  Camp  Stanley 
and  Kelly  Field  in  Texas,  at  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  Camp 
Perry,  Ohio,  and  Camp  Dodge  in  Iowa.  On  November  28th, 
1918,  Lieutenant  Livingston  resigned  his  commission,  and 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Robert  Reginald  Livingston 

Robert  Reginald  Livingston  was  born 
at  Clermont  on  August  4th,  1888. 
His  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  Tailer  Liv¬ 
ingston,  lives  at  Cheviot,  but  his 
father,  Robert  R.  Livingston,  died  in 
New  York  City  in  1899.  In  1910, 
Livingston  was  graduated  from 
Princeton  University  and  four 
years  later  he  was  graduated  from 
Columbia  Law  School,  and  opened 
offices  at  120  Broadway,  New  York. 
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Livingston  received  military  training  at  the  Platts- 
burg  Camp  in  1916.  In  the  following  year  he  closed 
his  practice  and  volunteered  for  service  as  a  can¬ 
didate  officer,  enlisting  through  the  Officer’s  Train¬ 
ing  Camp  Board  at  Governor’s  Island  on  April  20th, 
1917.  After  three  months  as  a  candidate  at  Plattsburg, 
Livingston  received  a  2d  Lieutenant’s  Commission.  On 
January  15th,  1918,  he  left  Camp  Upton  to  sail  for  Glas¬ 
gow,  Scotland,  as  an  officer  of  359th  Company,  407th 
Supply  Train,  Motor  Transport  Corps.  He  finally  landed 
on  the  continent  at  Le  Havre,  France.  There  he  served 
for  two  months  on  the  Chemin  des  Dames  front;  two 
months  on  the  Chateau.  Thierry  sector;  10  days  on  the 
Vosges  sector;  one  month  on  the  Saint  Mihiel  sector;  and 
for  over  six  months  with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  While 
in  France  Livingston  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  First 
Lieutenant.  After  he  was  relieved  of  the  command  of  the 
Motor  Truck  Company,  owing  to  the  fact  that  he  spoke 
the  French  language  he  was  sent  on  detached  service.  He 
was  liason  officer  with  the  6th  French  Army  and  3rd 
Division,  U.  S.  A.  The  longest  time  he  spent  with  any  one 
organization  was  from  November  2nd,  1918,  to  July  1st, 
1919,  when  he  was  Assistant  Motor  Transport  Officer  of 
the  7th  Armp  Corps,  most  of  which  time  was  spent  in 
Germany.  On  June  27tli,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  States 
and  on  July  3rd  following  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge. 


Arthur  James  Loman 


Arthur  James,  the  son  of  William  R. 
and  Celia  R.  Loman,  was  horn  on 
September  22nd,  1899,  at  Chatham. 
On  October  23rd,  1917,  while  he  was 
yet  a  student  at  the  Chatham  High 
School,  Loman  enlisted  in  Company 
F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  which  had  been  federalized  in 
the  previous  July  and  was  then  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Fort  Niagara.  During  the 
same  month  that  he  enlisted,  Private 
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Loman  went  with  Company  F  to  Camp  Wadsworth.  On 
May  9th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest  with  Company  D,  107th 
Infantry,  27th  Division.  For  a  time  he  was  stationed  at 
the  School  of  the  Line  at  Langres.  He  then  advanced  to 
the  front  where  he  took  active  part  in  the  following  battles : 
the  Hindenburg  Line  in  the  vicinity  of  Bony  on  September 
29th,  La  Selle  River  near  Saint  Souplet  on  October  17th; 
Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge  on  October  18th;  Saint  Maurice  River 
on  October  19th  and  20th,  1918.  On  March  6tli,  1919, 
Private  Loman  returned  to  this  country  where  he  com¬ 
pleted  his  term  of  honorable  service  on  April  2nd,  1919. 


Frederick  Jessup  Longley 

Frederick  J.,  the  son  of  Louis  A.  and 
Annie  J.  Longley  of  461  Allen  Street, 
Hudson,  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  on  June  7th,  1890.  The  Hud¬ 
son  public  schools,  Williston  Semin¬ 
ary  and  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  In¬ 
stitute  furnished  his  education. 
Longley  was  graduated  from  the 
latter  place  in  1912,  since  then  he 
has  been  employed  in  the  capacity  of 
a  sanitary  chemist  as  a  superin¬ 
tendent  of  water  purification  plants.  On  August  27th,  1917, 
he  volunteered  for  service  in  the  United  States  Infantry. 
He  trained  at  Fort  Niagara  until  December  when  he  was 
sent  to  Camp  Travis  in  Texas.  He  was  transferred  to 
the  Aviation  Service  in  February  of  1918,  and  received  a 
2d  Lieutenants’  Commission  in  the  271st  Aero  Bombing 
Squadron.  He  served  at  Kelly  Field  and  Ellington  Field 
in  Texas,  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  in  Maryland,  Colum¬ 
bus  in  New  Mexico  and  at  Fort  Bliss  in  Texas.  Lieutenant 
Longley  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  October 
31st,  1919. 
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Henry  Milham  Loomis 

Henry  M.  Loomis  was  worn  at  Claverack  on  July  23rd, 
1895.  He  is  the  son  of  Leavitt  R.  and  the  late  Anna  M. 
Loomis.  Henry  Loomis  had  graduated  from  high  school 
and  was  a  student  at  the  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology 
when  he  enlisted  in  the  Motor  Mechanics  Corps  on  October 
15th,  1918.  He  was  assigned  to  a  training  detachment  at 
Cornell  University.  Private  Loomis  served  with  his  unit 
until  December  8th,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Thomas  Chester  Loonie 

Thomas  C.  Loonie  was  born  at  Wap- 
pingers  Falls  on  November  22nd, 
1887.  His  parents  are  both  deceased. 
He  attended  school  in  his  home 
town  until  1903.  For  seven  years 
prior  to  the  war  Loonie  was  em¬ 
ployed  as  a  chauffeur  at  Clermont. 
On  September  21st,  1917,  he  was 
selected  for  military  service  by  Local 
Board  No.  2  of  Dutchess  County  and 
assigned  to  the  Quartermasters 
Corps  with  which  he  served  until  October  31st,  1917,  on 
which  date  he  was  transferred  to  the  Motor  Transport 
Corps.  On  November  17  th,  following  his  enlistment 
Loonie  married  Miss  Olive  Augusta  Cross  at.  Viewmonte, 
New  York.  On  January  15th,  1918,  Sergeant  Loonie  sailed 
for  Glasgow,  Scotland,  and  from  there  to  France.  After 
arriving  on  French  soil  he  was  transferred  to  the  Mallet 
Reserve,  a  unit  of  the  French  army.  Sergeant  Loonie 
served  on  the  Amiens  and  Verdun  sectors.  He  took  part 
in  the  Somme,  Aisne,  Montdidier,  Noyou  and  Champagne- 
Marne  defensives  and  in  the  Aisne-Marne,  Somne,  Oise- 
Aisne  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  On  June  19th,  1919, 
Sergeant  Loonie  returned  to  this  country,  where  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  June  25th  following. 
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Frank  Sanford  Loos 

Frank  S.  Loos,  now  of  Washington, 
D.  C.,  the  son  of  William  S.  and 
Sarah  F.  Loos,  was  born  at  Stott- 
ville  on  December  1st,  1888.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  later  obtained  a  position  as  store 
superintendent  for  the  Sanitary 
Grocery}  Company  at  Washington, 
D.  C.  On  August  7th,  1918,  Loos 
was  selected  for  military  service  by 
Local  Board  No.  9  at  Washington. 
For  a  time  Private  Loos  served  with  the  Infantry,  but  he 
was  later  transferred  to  the  Engineers  and  served  with 
the  Headquarters  Company,  606th  Engineers.  He  was 
stationed  at  Blacksburg,  Virginia,  and  at  Camp  Humphreys 
in  the  same  state.  Before  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  on  December  14th,  1918,  Loos  was  first  a  bugler 
and  then  1st  Class  Musician.  On  March  8th  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year  Frank  Loos  married  Miss  Leta  Bolin  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C. 


Harold  Stowell  Loos 

Harold  S.,  the  son  of  William  and 
Sarah  Elizabeth  Loos  of  125  Green 
Street,  Hudson,  was  born  at  Clav- 
erack  on  April  14th,  1894.  His  edu¬ 
cation  consisted  of  a  grammar  school 
course,  two  years  of  high  school 
work  and  the  study  of  music.  For 
some  time  before  his  selection  for 
army  service  Loos  was  employed  by 
a  grocery  firm  at  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia.  Upon  his  in¬ 
duction  into  the  army  Loos  was  sent  to  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth  and  assigned  to  the  Headquarters  Company,  53rd 
Infantry,  6t,h  Division,  as  a  2d  Class  Musician.  On  July 
4th,  1918,  this  unit  sailed  for  Glasgow,  Scotland,  from 
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which  port  it  embarked  for  France.  The  53rd  Infantry  was 
stationed  at  Manuirlly,  France,  before  it  was  ordered  to 
advance  to  the  fighting  sectors.  There  Loos  served  on 
the  Vosges  sector  and  on  the  Meuse-Argonne  sector  for 
nine  days.  In  the  summer  of  1919,  he  returned  to  the 
United  States  where  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service  on  July  9th,  1919. 


Herman  Lorenz 

Herman  Lorenz  was  born  in  the  town  of  Stuyvesant 
on  the  27th  of  May,  1897,  the  son  of  Gus  and  Anna  Lorenz, 
both  of  that  town.  He  received  his  education  in  the  district 
schools  of  Stuyvesant  Falls,  leaving  in  1911  to  accept 
employment  in  one  of  the  knitting  mills  of  the  county. 
On  the  15th  of  July,  1915,  he  enlisted  in  the  Army,  and 
served  at  Fort  Slocum,  until  September  of  the  same  year, 
when  he  was  ordered  to  report  for  duty  at  Texas,  where  he 
served  with  the  6th  Cavalry  throughout  the  following 
winter.  During  the  time  of  the  Mexican  trouble  Lorenz 
served  actively  for  twenty-eight  days  as  a  member  of  the 
6th  United  States  Cavalry  on  the  Mexican  border.  In  the 
spring  of  1918  he  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  a  port  in 
France  in  the  latter  part  of  March.  While  abroad  Lorenz 
served  with  the  Machine  Gun  Company  of  the  30th  Infan¬ 
try,  3rd  Division,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  saw 
active  service  on  the  Mt.  St.  Pere,  Jaulgonne,  Chateau 
Thierry  and  Meuse-Argonne  sectors.  While  in  action  on 
one  of  these  sectors  Lorenz  was  severely  wounded  and 
gassed.  He  was  removed  to  a  hospital,  where  he  remained 
a  patient  for  over  two  months.  After  the  signing  of  the 
armistice  the  30th  Infantry  formed  a  part  of  the  Army 
of  Occupation  and  Lorenz  served  several  months  in  Ger¬ 
many.  August  27th,  1919,  found  him  again  in  the  states. 
He  was  assigned  to  Camp  Pike,  Arkansas,  where  he  is 
serving  at  present. 
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James  Loveday 

James  Loveday  of  143  Colonie  Street, 
Albany,  was  born  in  Chatham  on 
November  15th,  1895.  His  mother, 
who  has  remarried  since  the  death  of 
her  first  husband,  is  Mrs.  George 
Dagne  of  Albany.  He  lived  in  Chat¬ 
ham  when  a  boy,  and  there  gained 
his  schooling.  On  June  6th,  1917,  he 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Infan¬ 
try  and  received  orders  to  report 
for  duty  at  Camp  Wadsworth  in 
South  Carolina  where  he  became  a  member  of  the  104th 
Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division.  On  May  14th,  1918, 
the  104th  Battalion  sailed  for  St.  Nazaire.  Overseas 
Private  Loveday  served  on  the  Belgian  front  taking  part 
in  the  breaking  of  the  Hidenburg  Line,  and  in  engagements 
at  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Dickebush,  La  Selle  River,  The 
Knoll,  Kemmell  Hill  and  Vierstadt  Ridge.  In  1919,  Private 
Loveday  returned  to  this  country  and  here  was  honorably 
discharged  on  April  3rd,  1919. 


Simon  Lutsker 

Simon  Lutsker,  of  Hudson,  was  born 
in  Russia  on  September  22nd,  1895. 
His  parents  are  Harris  and  Jennie 
Lutsker  of  this  city.  Lutsker ’s  edu¬ 
cation  was  gained  in  the  schools  of 
Philadelphia,  and  Hudson.  His  pro¬ 
fession  is  that  of  accountant  but  he 
was  interested  in  the  ice  business  in 
Hudson  for  four  years.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  21st,  1917,  he  was  inducted  into 
service  by  our  Local  Board.  On  this 
side  Private  Lutsker  trained  at  Camp  Devens  in  Company 
K,  303rd  Infantry,  and  at  Camp  Upton  as  a  member  of 
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Company  M,  307th  Infantry,  77th  Division.  After  arriving 
at  Calais,  France,  Lntsker  soon  went  to  the  front  where 
he  served  for  a  month  on  the  Baccarat  sector  and  for 
about  two  weeks  on  the  Vesle  sector,  engaging  in  the  battles 
on  the  latter  front.  He  took  part  in  the  Oise-Aisne  offen¬ 
sive  and  engaged  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive.  Private 
Lutsker  was  wounded  in  action,  receiving  shrapnel  wounds 
in  the  left  arm  but  after  a  month  in  the  hospital  he  was 
discharged,  as  recovered.  On  May  1st,  1919,  Lutsker 
returned  to  the  United  States  and  nine  days  later  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Harold  Macy 

On  January  23rd,  1895,  Harold  Macy  was  born  at  Hud¬ 
son.  His  parents,  Frank  W.  and  Carrie  D.  Macy,  are 
residents  of  this  city.  Upon  graduating  from  the  Hudson 
High  School  in  1913,  Macv  entered  Cornell  University 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  June,  1917,  after  making 
a  special  study  of  bacteriology.  He  took  up  work  as  a 
research  bacteriologist.  In  1917,  Macy  endeavored  to  enlist 
in  the  army  but  was  debarred  because  of  impaired  vision. 
From  December,  1917,  until  August  1st,  1918,  he  served 
with  the  Bed  Cross  Sanitary  Service,  United  States  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Service.  While  a  member  of  this  department, 
Macy  was  stationed  at  Camp  Sevier  in  South  Carolina.  On 
August  12th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  Medical  Department 
through  Monroe  County,  Local  Board  No.  2,  and  became 
associated  with  the  Laboratory  Division.  He  was  assigned 
to  Yale  Laboratory  School  for  a  course  of  instruction  for 
prospective  officers  in  the  Sanitary  Corps.  Macy  served 
as  assistant  in  histology  at  the  school.  Later  he  was  placed 
on  duty  at  the  pathological  laboratory  at  the  Base  Hospi¬ 
tal,  Camp  Devens,  where  he  specialized  in  histological  and 
gross  pathology,  and  sanitary  bacteriology.  On  May  29th, 
1919,  Private  Macy  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 
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Harold  Edward  Macy 

Harold  E.  Macy  was  born  at  Stott- 
ville  on  September  8th,  1894.  His 
parents  are  Harvey  W.  and  Anna 
Mary  Macy  of  832  Columbia  Street, 
Hudson.  He  attended  school  at 
Stottville  and  Hudson,  and  then 
learned  the  machinist’s  trade.  About 
eight  years  prior  to  America’s  entry 
into  the  World  War,  Macy  enlisted 
in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard,  in  which  com¬ 
pany  he  became  a  Sergeant.  In  July  of  1917,  when  the 
National  Guard  was  called  into  federal  service,  Sergeant 
Macy  was  still  a  non-commissioned  officer  of  Company  F 
and  went  with  this  unit  to  Fort  Niagara.  From  there  they 
went  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  Macy 
was  assigned  to  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th 
Army  Corps.  He  sailed  for  Brest  on  July  25th,  1918. 
Overseas  Macy  took  part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  offensive  and 
served  on  the  Woerve  and  Meuse-Moselle  sectors.  He 
served  for  six  months  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  and 
while  in  Germany  he  was  ill  in  the  hospital  for  about  a 
month  with  pneumonia.  On  July  3rd,  1919,  Sergeant  Macy 
landed  again  on  American  soil  and  on  July  9tli  following 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  H.  Madison 

John  H.  Madison,  the  son  of  the  late  Elmer  and  the  late 
Ida  Madison,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  December  20tli,  1895. 
His  schooling  consisted  of  a  high  school  and  college  edu¬ 
cation  besides  training  in  theatricals.  He  was  an  actor 
in  New  York  City  until  August,  1917,  when  he  sailed  for 
Liverpool,  England.  In  London  he  volunteered  for  dis¬ 
patch  service  and  was  sent  to  Winchester,  England,  and 
later  to  Le  Havre,  France.  Sergeant  Madison  served  with 
the  639th  Aero  Squadron,  Aviation  Section  Signal  Corps 
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He  also  served  as  a  runner.  Sergeant  Madison  was 
wounded  so  severely  that  he  was  detained  in  the  hospital 
for  ten  months  and  underwent  three  operations.  While 
carrying  message  he  was  blown  off  his  motor-cycle  by  a 
high  explosive  shell  and  wounded  in  the  abdomen  and 
back.  Upon  his  discharge  from  the  hospital  he  had  not 
yet  fully  recovered.  In  February  of  1919,  Madison  returned 
to  this  country  and  on  March  20th  following  he.  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Malcolm  Garabed  Magarian 

On  October  27th,  1894,  Malcolm  G. 
Magarian  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Albustan  in  Cilicia,  Armenia.  His 
parents,  Garabed  and  Altoon 
Magarian,  died  sometime  in  1914- 
1915,  when  at  the  beginning  of 
the  European  conflict  they  were 
deported  from  their  home.  Malcolm 
Magarian  reached  America  in  safety 
and  continued  in  a  school  of  Bridge¬ 
port,  Connecticut,  his  education 
which  had  begun  in  Marash,  Turkey.  After  completing  his 
high  school  course  and  learning  carpentry  in  a  trade  school 
he  came  to  Stottville  in  Columbia  County.  On  March  20th, 
1918,  he  married  Miss  Edna  Holmes  of  that  village.  Five 
days  later  he  was  inducted  into  the  United  States  Army 
by  a  local  board  of  Massachusetts.  At  Forts  Slocum  and 

Meyer,  Private  Magarian,  then  of  Company  F,  37th 

Engineers,  received  his  military  training.  On  June  30th, 
1918,  the  37tli  Engineers  sailed  for  the  port  of  Liverpool 
where  they  disembarked ;  crossed  England  to  Southampton 
and  there  boarded  a  steamer  for  Cherbourg,  France.  Soon 
after  landing  in  France  the  37th  went  to  the  front.  Private 
Magarian  served  on  the  Baccarat,  Lorraine  and  Toul  sec¬ 
tors  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  and  Saint  Mihiel  offensives. 
After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  he  was  among  the  first 
American  troops  to  enter  Coblenz.  On  March  20th,  1919, 
he  returned  to  this  country  and  on  April  3rd  following  he 
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received  his  honorable  discharge.  Magarian  became  an 
American  citizen  in  August,  1919,  when  he  took  the  oath 
of  allegiance  in  Schenectady.  He  is  now  living  in  Pontiac, 
Michigan,  where  he  conducts  a  furniture  business. 


Irving  Hannon  Magley 

One  of  this  country’s  young  men  who  served  in  the 
Medical  Corps  is  Irving  H.  Magley  of  Germantown.  He 
was  born  in  Germantown  on  December  16th,  1889,  to 
Harmon  and  Anna  Magley.  His  schooling  was  gained  at 
the  Cheviot  district  school  which  he  attended  until  1905. 
Since  that  time  he  has  followed  the  business  of  drilling 
artesian  wells.  On  May  22nd,  1918,  he  was  selected  for 
army  service  by  our  Local  Board  and  was  sent  to  Fort 
Ogeltliorpe  and  there  assigned  to  the  Medical  Corps.  Later 
he  went  to  Camp  Jackson  and  Camp  Greenleaf,  where  he 
served  until  May  6th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


John  Thomas  Mahon 

John  T.  Mahon  was  a  young  artist  who  lived  in  Hollow- 
ville,  Columbia  County.  He  was  born  at  Fort  Lee,  New 
Jersey,  on  October  3rd,  1889.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Sarah 
Mahon,  is  still  living,  but  in  the  year  1909  his  father 
passed  away  at  Fort  Lee.  After  completing  his  high  school 
course  Mahon  studied  at  Cooper  Institute  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1916.  For  the  next  two  years  he  con¬ 
tinued  painting  in  his  studio  in  this  county  and  had 
acquired  some  fame  as  an  artist,'  when  he  enlisted  in  the 
army  on  April  2nd,  1918.  Mahon  trained  at  Camps  Dix 
and  Lee  until  June,  1918,  when  he  sailed  for  France  with 
the  Headquarters  Company,  147th  Infantry,  37th  Division. 
Overseas  he  served  on  the  Flanders,  Escaut  River  and 
Argonne  sectors.  On  October  18th,  1918,  while  in  action 
in  the  battle  of  the  Argonne  Forest,  Private  John  T. 
Malion  was  struck  by  an  enemy  bullet  and  killed.  Mahon 
was  laid  to  rest  in  the  soil  of  France. 
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John  Clement  Mahoney 

John  Clement  Mahoney  was  born  in  the  town  of  Chat¬ 
ham,  New  York,  on  the  19th  of  April,  1890,  the  son  of 
the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Mahoney.  After  completing 
the  elementary  course  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
town,  Mahoney  accepted  employment  in  Chatham  and  was 
there  occupied  until  his  enlistment  into  the  Coast  Artillery 
Corps  in  August,  1914.  The  last  news  of  Mahoney  received 
by  the  committee  was  to  the  effect  that  he  was  in  the  Bed 
Cross  Hospital  in  Plattsburgh. 


Earl  Tator  Main 

(One  of  our  boys  who  yielded  up  his 
life  in  the  service  of  our  country  was 
Earl  Tator  Main  of  Hudson.  He 
was  born  in  this  city  on  December 
25th,  1893.  His  father,  John  Main, 
died  in  1906,  and  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Ruth  Anna  Main  lives  at  724  Warren 
Street,  in  this  city.  He  was  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Hudson  High  School  and  of 
Albany  Business  College.  Prior  to 
the  war,  Main  held  a  clerical  posi¬ 
tion  with  the  Jermain  Estate  at  Albany,  New  York.  On 
May  20th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  at 
Pelham  Bay  as  a  2d  Class  Seaman  and  served  with  the 
17th  Company,  2nd  Regiment.  Seaman  Main  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Yeoman  and  assigned  to 
duty  as  secretary  to  Lieutenant  Cornwall.  While  in  serv¬ 
ice  Main  contracted  influenza  which  developed  into  pneu¬ 
monia  and  meningitis.  On  November  5th,  1918,  he  died  in 
the  hospital  at  Pelham  Bay,  and  his  body  was  brought  to 
his  home  for  burial.  Main  was  laid  to  rest  in  Cedar  Park 
Cemetery  at  Hudson  with  military  honors. 
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Frank  Peter  Maisenbacher 

Frank  P.  Maisenbacher,  of  Philmont, 
was  born  at  Hudson  on  March  1st, 
1889.  His  father  passed  away  at 
Philmont  in  1915,  and.  his  mother  is 
still  a  resident  of  that  village.  Maisen¬ 
bacher  gained  his  education  in  the 
Hudson  public  schools.  Since  going 
to  work  he  has  been  employed  as  a 
spinner  in  a  mill.  On  September 
26th,  1907,  Maisenbacher  married 
Miss  Mamie  E.  Boioe  at  Philmont. 
They  are  now  the  parents  of  two  children,  Florence  May 
and  Leo  Franklin  Maisenbacher.  On  May  16tli,  1918,  Mais¬ 
enbacher  volunteered  with  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  for 
service  in  the  Ordnance  Department.  During  the  first  two 
months  after  his  enlistment  he  served  with  Company  E, 
1st  Regiment,  of  the  Ordnance  Department.  He  was  then 
transferred  to  the  Chemical  Warfare  Service.  While  in 
the  latter  department  he  was  accidentally  gassed  and  was 
disabled  for  several  days.  On  December  20th,  1919,  b 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


John  Paul  Malinoski 

John  P.,  the  son  of  Mary  Elizabeth 
and  the  late  Max  Joseph  Malinoski, 
was  born  at  Ivinderhook  on  December 
29th,  1896.  He  was  educated  in  the 
Stockport  school  and  then  took  up 
agricultural  work.  On  August  29tli, 
1918,  he  left  Hudson  with  a  group  of 
men  who  had  been  selected  for  army 
service  by  the  Local  Board  of  Col¬ 
umbia  County.  At  Camp  Dix,  Pri¬ 
vate  Malinoski  was  temporarily  as¬ 
signed  to  the  14th  Company.  On  September  3rd,  1918,  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Michael  William  Malinoski 

Michael  William  Malinoski,  the  son  of 
Mary  Elizabeth  and  the  late  Max 
Joseph  Malinoski,  was  born  at  Stuy- 
vesant  on  July  11th,  1893.  He  at¬ 
tended  school  at  Rossman  and  later 
worked  in  a  cotton  mill  until  Septem¬ 
ber  21st,  1917,  when  he  was  selected 
for  military  service  by  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County.  At 
Camp  Devens,  Malinoski  was  as¬ 
signed  to  Company  K,  303rd  Infan¬ 
try,  76th  Division,  and  later  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Corporal.  On  July  7th,  1918,  the  76tli  sailed  for  Tilbury, 
England,  and  from  England  crossed  the  channel  to  France. 
In  France  Corporal  Malinoski  was  stationed  at  Jeriolle. 
While  overseas  he  contracted  pneumonia  and  was  ill  in  a 
hospital  for  three  months.  On  February  12,  1919,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  this  country,  where  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  March  3rd  following. 


Roy  Wesley  Mallory 

Roy  W.  Mallory,  the  son  of  Mrs.  Alice 
L.  Mallory  of  Waterbury,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  and  of  the  late  Warren  Mallory, 
was  born  in  New  York  City  on  No¬ 
vember  28th,  1888.  He  attended 
school  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts. 
Mallory  married  Miss  Mary  Robbins 
at  Mellenville,  New  York,  and  they 
now  have  two  daughters,  Dorothy  L. 
and  Alice  May  Mallory.  On  April 
3rd,  1918,  Mallory  entrained  at 
Hudson  for  Camp  Dix,  going  with  a  contingent  of  men 
who  had  been  inducted  into  service  by  our  Local 
Board.  After  about  two  weeks  of  intensive  training 
at  Camp  Dix,  Private  Mallory  sailed  for  Southampton, 
England,  on  May  19th,  1918,  with  Company  D,  310th  in- 
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fantry,  78th  Division.  Soon  after  the  78th  arrived  in 
France,  it  was  sent  into  the  front  lines.  Private  Mallory 
was  severely  wounded  during  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive.  For 
eight  months  he  was  in  the  hospital  with  severe  hip  and 
ankle  wounds.  On  February  3rd,  1919,  Mallory  returned 
to  the  United  States,  but  as  he  had  not  yet  recovered  from 
his  wounds,  he  was  sent  to  the  hospital  at  Fort  McHenry, 
Maryland,  where  he  received  treatment.  Following  treat¬ 
ment  there  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


John  Henry  Malone 

John  H.,  the  son  of  William  H.  and 
Mary  E.  Malone  of  Hudson,  was  born 
at  Hudson  on  February  25th,  1887.  He 
attended  high  school  in  this  city  and 
in  1905  completed  a  course  at  Albany 
Business  College.  From  that  time 
until  1917,  Malone  held  a  position  as 
expert  accountant.  On  December 
14th,  1917,  he  was  selected  for  army 
service  by  our  Local  Board.  On 
this  side  Malone  trained  at  Camps 
Devens  and  Merritt.  Overseas  he  served  as  a  sergeant  in 
Company  E,  9th  Infantry,  2nd  Division.  On  February  26th, 

1918,  Sergeant  Malone  embarked  for  France  and  from  the 
port  of  Brest  went  to  the  front.  He  served  in  the  following 
engagements:  Chateau  Thierry  from  June  6th  to  9th; 
Aisne-Marne  offensive,  July  18th  and  19th;  Meuse-Argonne 
offensive  from  November  1st  to  11th;  Saint  Mihiel  offen¬ 
sive,  September  12th  and  13th,  1918,  and  also  in  the  Mar- 
bache  sector.  From  November  16th,  1918,  until  July  23rd, 

1919,  Sergeant  Malone  served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation. 
On  August  1st,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
twelve  days  later  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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William  Augustine  Maloney 

William  A.  Maloney  of  Binghamton, 
New  York,  was  born  at  Hudson  on 
March  2nd,  1888.  His  parents  are 
James  and  Mary  Maloney  of  this 
city.  He  studied  in  the  Hudson 
grammar  and  high  schools  until  1905. 
Since  leaving  Hudson,  Maloney  has 
been  doing  engineering  work  for  the 
highway  department.  On  October 
17,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Engineers 
Corps.  After  training  at  Fort  Slo¬ 
cum,  Camps  Meade,  Humphreys,  and  Laurel  until  March  of 
1918,  he  left  America  for  Brest,  sailing  as  a  Corporal  of 
Company  F,  23rd  Engineers,  First  Army.  In  France 
Maloney  was  stationed  at  Brest,  Nevers,  Clermont-en- 
Argonne,  Langres  and  Le  Mans.  He  served  from  October 
to  November  11th,  1918,  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive. 
On  June  16th,  1919,  Corporal  Maloney  disembarked  at  an 
American  port  and  five  days  later  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


John  Wellington  Mambert 

Dr.  John  W.  Mambert  of  Hudson  was  born  at  Livingston, 
New  York,  on  October  9th,  1884.  His  parents,  Jobe  and 
Sarah  J.  Mambert,  are  now  residents  of  Claverack.  He 
graduated  from  Hudson  High  School,  taught  in  a  rural 
school  for  two  years,  and  entered  Union  Medical  College. 
After  receiving  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  Dr. 
Mambert  opened  his  practice  at  Hudson  in  1914.  On  June 
15th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  Medical  Corps  and  received 
a  First  Lieutenant’s  commission.  Lieutenant  Mambert 
went  on  duty  at  United  States  Army  General  Hospital  No. 
30  at  Plattsburg  Barracks  where  he  was  made  chief  of  the 
medical  service  in  February,  1919.  In  the  following  May, 
Lieutenant  Mambert  was  transferred  to  General  Hospital 
No.  38  at  Eastview,  New  York,  where  he  served  until  he 
was  honorably  discharged.  After  resigning  his  commis¬ 
sion,  Dr.  Mambert  re-opened  his  office  at  Hudson. 
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Martin  Frank  Manchuk 

Martin  F.,  the  son  of  John  and  the  late 
Josephine  Manchuk,  was  born  at 
Stuyvesant  Falls  in  September  of 
1895.  Manchuk  went  to  school  at 
Stuyvesant  Falls  and  Stockport 
Center.  On  September  21st,  1917, 
the  Local  Board  of  this  county  se¬ 
lected  him  for  military  service.  On 
November  31st,  1917  following,  Man¬ 
chuk  married  Miss  Anna  M.  Yerick 
at  Hudson  and  they  now  have  one 
daughter.  Private  Manchuk  trained  at  Camp  Devens  until 
July  7th,  1918,  when  he  sailed  for  England  with  Company 
K,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  Overseas  Manchuk 
served  at  Tillbury  Dock  in  England  and  at  Jeriolle  in 
France.  In  1919  Corporal  Manchuk  returned  to  this 
country  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  September 
24th  of  the  same  year. 


Simon  Marcuschewitz 

Simon  Marcuschewitz  was  born  at  Jacobstat,  Russia,  on 
April  15th,  1890.  His  parents,  Nachman  and  Roche  Mar¬ 
cuschewitz,  both  reside  in  Russia.  Simon  received  a  high 
school  education  in  his  native  land.  After  coming  to  Amer¬ 
ica,  he  settled  in  Columbia  County.  On  September  4th, 
1918,  our  Local  Board  inducted  him  into  service  and  Mar¬ 
cuschewitz  became  a  private  in  the  United  States  Army. 
He  served  at  Syracuse  Camp  with  the  83rd  Company,  20th 
Battalion,  Quartermaster  Corps  and  with  the  301st  Guard 
and  Fire  Company  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey.  On  April 
25th,  1919,  Private  Marcuschewitz  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Benjamin  Margolis 

On  July  9th,  1893,  Benjamin  Margolis  was  born  in  New 
York  City  to  Max  and  Anna  Margolis,  now  of  Hudson.  He 
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attended  the  public  schools  of  Hudson  and  previous  to  the 
war,  held  a  position  as  salesman.  On  April  30th,  1918, 
Margolis  left  Hudson  with  a  contingent  of  men  who  had 
been  selected  for  service  by  our  Local  Board.  At  Camp 
Dix  he  was  assigned  to  Company  G,  311th  Infantry,  78th 
Division  with  which  he  sailed  for  France  on  May  18th,  1918. 
Private  Margolis  served  on  the  Arras  Sector  for  two 
months,  on  the  Saint  Mihiel  Sector  for  twenty-two  days 
and  on  the  Argonne  Sector  for  nineteen  days.  He  served 
in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  offensives.  Mar¬ 
golis  was  in  hospitals  in  London  and  France  suffering  from 
ear  trouble.  On  May  23rd,  1919,  he  returned  to  this 
country  where  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service 
on  May  29tli,  following. 


Jack  Simon  Margolis 

Jack  S.  Margolis  is  another  son  of  Max 
and  Anna  Margolis  of  Hudson.  He 
was  born  in  New  York  City  on  Janu¬ 
ary  14tli,  1895.  His  family  moved  to 
this  city  in  time  to  have  Jack  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  Hudson  public  schools. 
On  September  21st,  1917,  our  Local 
Board  inducted  him  into  service. 
Private  Margolis  trained  at  Camp 
Devens  with  Company  K,  303rd  In¬ 
fantry,  and  later  at  Camp  Greene 
with  Company  D,  60th  Infantry,  5th  Division,  until  April 
of  1918,  when  he  sailed  for  France.  Soon  after  reaching 
France  the  5tli  Division  was  ordered  to  the  front.  Mar¬ 
golis  served  on  the  Anould  and  Saint  Die  sectors.  He 
engaged  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives. 
Margolis  was  in  a  hospital  for  two  weeks  when  he  was 
ill  with  influenza.  On  July  21st,  1919,  he  returned  to  the 
United  States  and  on  the  30th  day  of  the  same  month 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Angel  L.  Markessinis 

Angel  L.  Markessinis  was  born  in 
Procopata,  Greece,  in  January  of 
1889.  His  parents  are  Lambrose  and 
Angelika  Markessinis  who  still  live 
in  Greece.  Markessinis  acquired  his 
grammar  and  high  school  education 
in  his  native  land.  After  coming  to 
America  he  became  interested  in  the 
confectionery  business  and  now  owns 
a  store  in  Hudson.  His  initial  step 
in  military  experience  was  taken 
when  he  served  for  over  two  years  as  a  Sergeant  in  the 
Greek  army.  During  the  World  War  he  was  selected  for 
military  service  by  our  Local  Board  and  sent  to  Camp  Dix, 
where  he  was  assigned  to  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th 
Division,  and  later  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal.  On 
May  19th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  England  and  later  crossed 
the  English  Channel  to  a  French  port.  He  served  in  the 
Saint  Mihiel  Drive  and  on  the  Limey  sector  from  Septem¬ 
ber  16th  to  October  4th,  and  from  October  16th  to  Novem¬ 
ber  9th,  1918,  in  the  Meuse- Argonne  offensive,  including 
the  engagement  at  Grandpre.  Corporal  Markessinis  was 
injured  in  a  gas  attack.  On  June  9th,  1919,  he  returned  to 
the  United  States  and  on  the  22nd  day  of  that  month 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  Markuson 


John  Markuson  was  born  in  Brooklyn 
on  April  29th,  1894.  His  parents, 
Andrew  and  Elevine  L.  Markuson 
are  both  dead.  John  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Brooklyn,  which  he 
left  in  1910  to  learn  the  electrician’s 
trade.  He  was  employed  by  the 
General  Electric  Company  at  Pitts¬ 
field,  Massachusetts,  until  November 
10th,  1917,  when  he  volunteered  for 
service  in  the  United  States  Navy 
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for  a  term  of  four  years.  Seaman  Markuson  served  at 
the  Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  and 
aboard  the  United  States  Ship  Walker,  on  which  he  is  still 
in  service  as  his  term  of  enlistment  has  not  expired. 


Edward  Walter  Marshall 

Edward  W.  Marshall  was  born  at  Wallingford,  Con¬ 
necticut,  on  October  22nd,  1888.  His  parents  are  both  dead 
and  he  makes  his  home  with  Mrs.  Elton  Ostrander  at 
Chatham.  Marshall  attended  school  in  Boston,  Massachu¬ 
setts.  He  later  worked  for  a  railroad  company  as  car 
inspector.  On  May  31st,  1918,  Marshall  volunteered  for 
service  in  the  Engineers  Corps  enlisting  through  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County.  Private  Marshall  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Fort  Myer  in  Virginia  until  July  8th,  1918,  when 
he  embarked  for  France  with  Company  A,  49th  Engineers. 
Ten  days  later  he  arrived  in  France  and  started  for  Camp 
Stephenson  where  he  served  until  July  of  1919.  During 
that  month  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  on  the 
19th  day  of  the  same  month  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


George  Finch  Marshall 

George  Finch  Marshall  of  Schenectady,  the  son  of  Lewis 
and  Aria  Marshall  of  Claverack,  was  born  in  Taglikanic 
on  March  13th,  1895.  He  attended  the  Livingston  district 
school  which  he  left  to  learn  a  trade  and  has  since  worked 
as  a  mechanic.  Previous  to  the  war,  Marshall  served  for 
three  years  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard.  During  the  World  War,  he  enlisted  in  the 
artillery.  Private  Marshall  served  at  Camp  McClellan  as 
a  member  of  Battery  E,  34th  Field  Artillery.  On  February 
20th,  1919,  Marshall  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Peter  John  Marshall 

Peter  John  Marshall,  the  son  of  Royal  and  Emma  Mar¬ 
shall  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Greenport  on  May  25th, 
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1892.  He  was  educated  at  the  Ghent  district  school.  After 
leaving  school  Marshall  worked  as  a  farmer,  a  weaver  in 
a  mill,  and  for  three  years  served  with  the  United  States 
Cavalry.  On  September  21st,  1917,  he  was  selected  for 
army  duty  by  the  Local  Board  of  the  County  and  sent  to 
Camp  Devens  where  he  was  assigned  to  Company  K,  303rd 
Infantry.  He  was  later  assigned  to  Headquarters  Troop, 
41st  Division.  In  June  of  1918,  Marshall  sailed  for  Cardiff, 
Wales,  and  from  there  to  France.  At  the  front,  Sergeant 
Marshall  served  with  Headquarters  Company,  55th  Bri¬ 
gade,  2Sth  Division.  After  leaving  Chateau  Nuef,  where 
his  brigade  was  stationed,  he  served  on  the  Saint  Mihiel 
sector  during  September  and  October  of  1918,  taking  active 
part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  Drive.  In  January  of  1919,  he 
went  into  Berlin  where  he  served  for  a  time  on  special 
detail.  On  June  14th  of  that  year,  Sergeant  Marshall 
returned  to  the  United  States  and  on  June  23rd  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Richard  Henry  Marshall 

Richard  Henry  Marshall  was  born  in  Hudson  on  July  1st, 
1893.  His  father  died  in  1901  in  this  city,  and  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Alice  Marshall  resides  at  229  Allen  Street,  Hudson. 
Marshall  gained  his  education  at  St.  Mary’s  Academy. 
After  graduating  from  St.  Mary’s  High  School,  Marshall 
was  employed  at  clerical  work  until  February  22nd,  1918, 
when  he  was  inducted  into  the  army  by  our  Local  Board. 
He  served  at  Camp  Devens  in  Massachusetts  and  later  at 
Camp  Grant  in  Illinois,  first  as  Corporal  and  later  as  Ser¬ 
geant  in  the  1st  Company,  151st  Depot  Brigade.  Marshall 
later  received  a  Second  Lieutenant’s  commission.  At  the 
close  of  the  war  Lieutenant  Marshall  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  active  service. 


Roy  Marshall 

Rov  Marshall  was  born  in  Taghkanic  on  April  22nd,  1897, 
to  Lewis  and  Aria  Marshall  both  of  whom  are  now  of 
Claverack.  Marshall  obtained  his  education  at  Livingston 
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after  which  he  took  up  farming  and  continued  this  until 
he  entered  military  service.  Marshall  was  selected  for 
service  on  August  28th,  1918,  and  was  stationed  at  Camp 
Hancock.  He  later  served  as  a  member  of  Company  A, 
164th  Infantry,  41st  Division.  On  November  10th,  1918, 
he  sailed  for  Liverpool.  He  served  overseas  until  Febru¬ 
ary  26th,  1919,  on  which  date  he  was  ordered  to  return  to 
America  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
March  8th,  1919. 


William  Henry  Marshall,  Junior 

William  H.  Marshall,  Jr.,  is  the  son  of 
William  and  Mary  Marshall  of  115 
Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He  was 
born  in  this  city  on  February  2nd, 
1888,  was  educated  in  the  grammar 
'and  high  schools  of  Hudson  and  was 
later  employed  at  clerical  work.  On 
December  14th,  1917,  Marshall  en¬ 
listed  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
He  served  at  the  Newport  Naval 
Training  Station  with  the  2nd  Com¬ 
pany,  7th  Regiment.  While  in  service  Marshall  became  ill 
with  rheumatism  and  was  in  the  hospital  for  several  weeks. 
In  April  of  1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Arthur  Clark  Martin 

Arthur  Clark  Martin,  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  October  5th,  1889,  to  the 
late  Luke  and  the  late  Margaret 
Clark  Martin.  He  obtained  his 
education  in  Hudson  after  which  he 
took  up  the  clothing  business  and 
continued  this  until  he  entered  the 
service.  Martin  was  selected  for 
military  service  on  October  29th, 
1918,  and  entered  the  Students  Army 
Training  Corps  at  Albany,  with 
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which  branch  he  served  as  a  member  of  Company  C. 
While  stationed  at  Albany  he  became  ill  with  influenza,  and 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December  3rd, 

1918. 


Arthur  Edward  Martin 

Arthur  Edward  Martin,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  June 
19th,  1893.  He  is  the  son  of  Martha  and  the  late  Paul 
Martin.  When  his  second  year  at  Hudson  High  School 
was  completed,  Martin  accepted  a  clerical  position  with 
the  New  York  and  New  England  Cement  and  Lime  Com¬ 
pany.  The  Local  Board  of  this  county  selected  him  for 
military  service  and  on  October  6th,  1917,  he  entrained 
at  Hudson  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts.  He  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  October  10th, 
1917. 


Leo  Clark  Martin 

Leo  Clark  Martin,  now  of  Liverpool, 
England,  was  born  in  Hudson,  on 
July  17th,  1893.  He  is  the  son  of 
the  late  Luke  and  the  late  Margaret 
Clark  Martin,  who  were  both  resi¬ 
dents  of  Hudson.  Saint  Marv’s

Academy  of  this  city  and  Niagara 
University  at  Niagara,  New  York, 
furnished  his  education.  After 
graduating  from  Niagara,  Martin 
entered  Albany  Law  School.  On 
August  24th,  1917,  he  volunteered,  in  the  United  States 
Infantry  as  a  candidate  for  a  commission.  When  his  train¬ 
ing  at  an  Officers’  Training  Camp  was  completed  Martin 
received  a  2d  Lieutenant’s  Commission.  After  serving  for 
four  months  in  the  Infantry  he  was  transferred  to  the 
Air  Service.  Lieutenant  Martin  served  at  Camp  Travis, 
Kelley  Field,  Wilbur  Wright  Field,  Selfridge  Field,  Luf- 
berry  Field  and  Hazelhurst  Field.  On  January  10th,  1919, 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service.  On 
April  23rd,  following,  Lieutenant  Martin  was  recommended 
for  a  1st  Lieutenantcy  in  the  Reserve  Officers  Corps. 
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Harold  Leonard  Mastin 

Harold  L.  Mastin  of  Poughkeepsie,  was 
born  at  Pleasant  Valley,  New  York, 
on  March  1st,  1896.  His  parents 
are  Leonard  and  Lulu  E.  Mastin  of 
Poughkeepsie.  In  1904,  he  was 
graduated  from  the  Eastman  Busi¬ 
ness  College  and  later  accepted  a 
position  as  accountant.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  1st,  1917,  the  wedding  of  Harold 
Mastin  and  Ada  Marie  Babcock 
occurred  at  Hudson.  On  August 
28th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected 
Mastin  for  military  service.  He  was  sent  to  Camp  Gordon 
and  assigned  to  the  39th  Company,  157th  Depot  Brigade. 
Corporal  Mastin  served  also  at  Camp  McClellan  in  Ala¬ 
bama.  On  December  17th,  1918,  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Francis  Robert  Masters,  Junior 

Francis  R.,  the  son  of  Francis  R.  and  Ella  King  Masters, 
was  born  at  Dobbs  Ferry  on  December  6th,  1898.  The 
Bovee  School  in  New  York,  and  Hill  School  at  Potstown, 
Pennsylvania,  furnished  his  grammar  and  high  school 
education.  Masters  was  a  student  at  Yale  University 
when  he  enlisted  in  the  Artillery  in  August  of  1917.  He 
had  already  been  through  nine  months  of  military  train¬ 
ing  in  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  at  Yale.  Upon 
enlisting  in  the  Army  Private  Masters  was  ordered  to 
report  at  Sea  Girt.  He  served  there  for  two  months,  and 
at  Camp  McClellan  for  about  ten  weeks.  In  March  of 
1918,  he  sailed  for  St.  Nazaire,  a  member  of  the  Head- 
quarter’s  Company,  112th  Heavy  Field  Artillery,  29th 
Division.  Corporal  Masters  later  served  at  Paris  with  the 
Military  Police.  After  his  return  to  the  United  States  and 
his  honorable  discharge  in  1919,  Masters  resumed  his 
studies  at  Yale  University. 
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Leland  V.  Matheis 

Lei  and  V.  Maitheis  makes  liis  home  at  Pliilmont  where  he 
was  born  on  March  3rd,  1899.  His  parents,  John  and 
Maria  Matheis  also  have  their  residence  at  Philmont. 
Leland  Matheis  completed  his  education  at  the  Philmont 
High  School  in  1916,  and  later  learned  the  electrician’s 
trade.  On  July  4th,  1917,  he  volunteered  for  service  in 
Company  P,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
That  same  month  the  national  guard  was  federalized. 
Company  P  was  sent  to  Fort  Niagara  for  military  train¬ 
ing.  The  following  October,  the  unit  went  to  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth  in  South  Carolina.  Private  Matheis  was  assigned 
to  the  102nd  Trench  Mortar  Battery,  27th  Division,  and 
sent  to  Newport  News.  On  June  19th,  1918,  he  sailed  for 
Prance.  On  the  other  side  where  he  served  as  a  1st  Class 
Private,  Matheis  was  stationed  at  Saint  Nazaire  and 
Camp  De  Souge.  Private  Matheis  served  for  three  months 
on  the  Verdun  sector  and  in  the  Meuse- Argonne  offensive. 
After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  he  was  stationed  at 
Rengsdorf  in  Germany.  On  April  19th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  the  United  States  where  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  the  29th  day  of  that  month. 


Otto  Matheis 


Otto  Matheis  was  born  in  the  village 
of  Philmont,  New  York,  on  the  22nd 
of  June,  1895,  the  son  of  John  and 
Maria  Matheis.  After  completing 
the  elementary  course  in  the  schools 
of  Philmont  and  Hudson,  he 
accepted  employment  in  one  of  the 
large  knitting  mills  of  the  county. 
Matheis  married  Miss  Anna  Eliza¬ 
beth  Johnson  and  they  now  have  a 
daughter,  Dorothy  May  Matheis. 
After  serving  six  months  as  a  member  of  Company  P,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  Matheis  enlisted  as 
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a  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy  at  Albany,  New  York, 
on  December  14th,  1917.  He  was  assigned  to  the  First 
Company,  6th  Regiment,  and  served  at  the  Naval  Train¬ 
ing  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  where  he  was 
appointed  an  assistant  instructor.  He  was  later  assigned 
to  the  Receiving  Ship  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he 
served  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  Janu¬ 
ary  30th,  1919. 


John  Elbert  Mattoon 

One  of.  our  young  men  who  served  in 
the  cavalry  during  the  World  War 
is  John  Elbert  Mattoon  of  Canaan 
who  was  born  in  that  village  on 
September  15th,  1892.  While  Mat- 
toon  was  a  soldier  in  France,  his 
father  died.  His  mother,  Mrs.  John 
E.  Mattoon,  resides  at  Canaan.  He 
studied  in  the  district  school  of  his 
native  town  and  then  held  a  position 
with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
Company.  Mattoon  enlisted  in  the  Cavalry  on  April  19th, 
1917.  He  was  assigned  to  Troop  E,  2nd  Cavalry,  with 
which  he  served  as  1st  Class  Private.  He  served  at  Fort 
Ethan  Allen  in  Vermont,  Camp  Devens  in  Massachusetts, 
and  at  Camp  Merritt.  On  May  8th,  1918,  Troop  E  embarked 
for  France.  Overseas,  Private  Mattoon  served  at  Cler¬ 
mont,  Saint  Menehould,  Is-sur-tille  and  in  various  other 
French  towns.  In  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States, 
On  July  5th,  of  that  year,  Mattoon  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  at  Camp  Devens. 


Arthur  Stuart  Mawhinney 

Arthur  S.  Mawhinney  was  born  in  New  York  City  on 
January  25th,  1898.  His  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  S. 
Mawhinney,  are  both  residents  of  Chatham.  In  1917,  he 
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completed  his  college  education  and  became  interested  in 
the  textile  business.  On  October  17th,  1918,  he  was 
enrolled  in  the  army  by  voluntary  induction  through  New 
York  City  Local  Board  No.  187  and  was  assigned  to  the 
25th  Battalion,  Field  Artillery  Corps.  Mawliinney  served 
at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor  at  the  Central  Officers’  Training 
School  where  he  received  a  2d  Lieutenant’s  Commission.. 
Our  last  news  of  him  was  that  he  was  still  an  officer  in  the 
United  States  Army. 


William  Maxfield 

William,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Minnie 
Maxfield  of  Copake  Falls,  was  born 
at  Copake  Falls  on  June  15th,  1900. 
He  completed  the  grammar  school 
course  at  the  school  near  his  native 
town.  On  April  17  th,  1917,  he 
enlisted  at  Hartford,  Connecticut. 
Maxfield  trained  at  the  Yale  Bowl 
as  a  member  of  Hospital  Detach¬ 
ment  of  Company  K,  102nd  Infantry, 
26th  Division,  ranking  as  Sergeant 
Major.  On  December  5th,  1917,  he  sailed  for  France 
While  there  he  was  stationed  at  Saint  Nazaire,  Brest, 
Savony  and  Cerlon  Village.  Maxfield  served  on  the  Toul 
and  Chateau  Thierry  sectors  for  about  seven  months.  He 
was  once  gassed  by  chlorine  gas  and  taken  to  the  101st 
Field  Hospital  and  then  to  a  base  hospital  where  he  was 
treated  for  a  month  and  a  half.  He  returned  to  the  States 
on  August  4th,  1919.  On  August  13th  following,  Maxfield 
received  his  honorable  discharge  but  he  again  enlisted  in 
the  United  States  Army. 
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Harry  Maxwell 

Harry  Maxwell,  formerly  of  Hillsdale, 
was  born  at  North  Egremont,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  on  April  20th,  1888.  His 
parents  are  Minnie  and  the  late 
John  Maxwell.  This  young  man 
gained  his  education  in  the  schools 
of  Great  Barrington.  On  May  24th, 
1918,  he  was  selected  to  bear  arms 
for  his  country  by  the  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County.  He  trained  at 
Camp  Wadsworth  and  later  with 
Company  H,  319th  Infantry,  80th  Division.  On  June  30th, 
1918,  his  unit  embarked  for  Brest  from  where  it  advanced 
to  the  front  and  served  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Argonne 
offensives.  While  overseas,  Private  Maxwell  was  ill  in  a 
hospital.  He  returned  to  Camp  Dix  in  this  country  during 
the  spring  of  1919  and  on  June  4tli  following  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Philo  Maxwell 

Philo  Maxwell  of  Claverack,  the  son  of 
Martin  and  Sarah  Maxwell  of  Phil- 
mont,  was  born  at  Hillsdale  on 
December  18th,  1893.  The  Hillsdale 
school  furnished  his  education.  In 
1908,  Maxwell  left  school  to  work  at 
farming  at  which  he  was  employed 
until  America  entered  the  World 
War.  On  December  15th,  1917,  with 
a  contingent  of  selected  men  he 
boarded  a  train  at  Hudson  for  Camp 
Devens  in  Massachusetts.  On  July  8th,  1918,  Private 
Maxwell  sailed  for  Liverpool  with  the  Veterinary  Unit 
attached  to  the  303rd  Field  Artillery,  76tli  Division.  After 
a  short  stop  in  England,  Private  Maxwell  crossed  the 
Channel  to  France.  He  was  stationed  at  Saint  Amant  and 
Montrond.  For  a  month  he  was  ill  in  the  hospital  at  Toul. 
On  April  29th,  1919,  Private  Maxwell  again  reached  these 
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shores  and  on  May  10th  following  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Frederick  J.  Mayer 

Frederick  J.  Mayer,  the  son  of  the  late  George  F.  and  the 
late  Willa  Mayer,  was  born  at  Shokan,  New  York,  on 
August  7th,  1891.  In  1910,  he  was  graduated  from  a  high 
school  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  Mayer  studied  engineer¬ 
ing  and  obtained  a  position  with  the  New  York  State  High¬ 
way  Department.  On  June  15th,  1916,  he  enlisted  in  the 
22nd  Engineers  and  spent  a  year  in  service  on  the  Mexican 
border.  On  August  5th,  1917,  the  22nd  Engineers  as  a 
unit  passed  into  federal  service.  Mayer  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Aviation  section,  made  an  aeronautics  pilot 
instructor  and  given  a  2d  Lieutenant’s  Commission.  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Mayer  served  at  Parkfield,  Tennessee,  the  Ground 
School  in  Georgia,  Taliaferro  Field  in  Texas,  Mineola,  and 
at  Post  Field  in  Oklahoma.  On  March  7th,  1919,  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Michael  Francis  McAree 

Michael  F.  McAree  is  the  son  of 
James  and  Margaret  McAree  of 
Hudson.  He  was  born  in  this  city 
on  May  12th,  1894,  studied  at  Saint 
Mary’s  Academy  until  1909,  when 
he  had  completed  one  year  of  the 
high  school  course,  and  then  learned 
the  plumber’s  trade  at  which  he 
worked  until  October,  1917.  On  the 
3rd  of  that  month  the  Local  Board 
at  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  selected 
McAree  for  military  service.  He  trained  at  Camp  Devens 
for  ten  months  and  then  embarked  for  Tilbury,  England, 
and  later  Le  Havre,  France,  sailing  as  a  Corporal  of  304th 
Infantry,  76th  Division,  and  later  served  with  the  116th 
Motor  Supply  Train.  In  France  Corporal  McAree  was 
stationed  at  the  First  Replacement  Depot.  The  duty  of 
this  unit  was  to  carry  needed  supplies  to  the  front  in  all 
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parts  of  France.  On  July  12th,  1919,  McAree  entered  an 
American  harbor  and  ten  days  later  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 


Edward  Gaul  McArthur 

Edward  McArthur  is  the  son  of  Cheru- 
bino  and  Isabella  McArthur  of  426 
Union  Street,  Hudson.  He  was 
born  in  this  city  on  August  2nd, 
1888.  Subsequent  to  his  graduation 
from  Hudson  High  School  in  1907 
McArthur  entered  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity  from  which  institution  he  was 
graduated  with  the  class  of  1911. 
The  following  November  he  opened 
his  law  office  at  Hudson  and  fol¬ 
lowed  the  practice  of  law  until  May,  1917.  On  the  8th  of 
May,  1917,  McArthur  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy 
at  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  He  was  assigned  to  the 
duties  of  cabin  steward  aboard  the  United  States  Ship 
Aloha.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Chief  Yeoman 
and  later  commissioned  as  an  Ensign.  On  November  24tli, 
1917,  Ensign  McArthur  was  transferred  to  the  office  of 
the  United  States  Cable  Censor  at  20  Broad  Street  in 
New  York  City.  He  served  there  as  Officer  of  the  Day 
until  after  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  In  1919  McArthur 
was  honorably  released  from  active  duty,  but  is  at  present 
a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Timothy  McCarthy,  Jr. 


Timothy,  Jr.,  the  son  of  the  late 
Timothy  and  the  late  Mary  Mc¬ 
Carthy  of  Chatham,  was  born  in  that 
town  on  April  30th,  1888.  He 

acquired  his  education  in  the  school 
near  his  home.  In  June  of  1917, 
McCarthy  volunteered  for  service  in 
the  United  States  Infantry.  After 
a  few  months  of  training  at  Camp 
Mills,  Long  Island,  he  sailed  for 
France  in  November  of  1917  as  a 
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member  of  Company  B,  165tli  Infantry,  42nd  or  Rainbow 
Division.  Shortly  after  their  arrival  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Atlantic  the  165th  Infantry  advanced  to  the  firing 
lines.  Private  Timothy  McCarthy  fought  valiantly  until 
July  29th,  1918,  at  the  battle  of  the  Ourcq,  when  he  was 
struck  by  an  enemy  bullet  and  killed  in  action.  Private 
McCarthy  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  soil  he  helped  defend. 


George  McClellan,  Jr. 

George  McClellan,  Jr.,  of  Chatham, 
the  son  of  George  and  Elizabeth  Mc¬ 
Clellan,  was  born  in  the  village  of 
Chatham  on  August  13tli,  1893.  His 
mother  died  before  he  was  a  year 
old.  McClellan  was  educated  at  the 
Chatham  High  School,  Mercersburg 
Academy  in  Pennsylvania,  and  at 
Syracuse  University  where  he  was  a 
student  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
After  a  voyage  across  the  Atlantic 
he  landed  at  Bordeaux  on  September  15th,  1917,  as  a 
civilian  and  two  days  later  in  the  city  of  Paris  he  enlisted 
in  the  622nd  Army  Ambulance  Service  attached  to  the 
French  army.  He  served  at  Mount  Kemmell,  Lassegny, 
the  first  attack  at  Compeign,  and  at  the  final  attack  and 
taking  of  Cliemin  des  Dames.  The  622nd  Ambulance  Serv¬ 
ice  was  cited  twice.  Private  McClellan  received  a  personal 
citation  and  the  Croix  de  Guerre  for  bravery  under  fire. 
On  May  20th,  1919,  at  Saint  Anun,  France,  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service.  McClellan  soon  returned 
to  his  native  land  and  continued  his  studies  at  Syracuse 
University. 


John  Felix  McConnell

John  F.  McConnell  was  born  at  East  Kingston,  New 

York,  on  April  11th,  1898.  His  widowed  mother  died  while 
he  was  in  service  and  McConnell  now  makes  his  home  with 
his  sister,  Miss  Katherine  McConnell  at  125  Warren 
34 
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Street,  Hudson.  He  completed  His  education  at  Saint 
Mary’s  Academy  in  1915,  and  has  since  held  a  position  as 
a  clerk.  When  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  on 
August  15th,  1918,  McConnell  was  not  without  military 
experience  as  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  New  York 
National  Guard.  In  the  navy  he  served  at  the  Newport 
Naval  Training  Station,  United  States  Naval  Ammunition 
Depot,  a  receiving  ship  and  aboard  the  United  States  Ship 
South  Haven  as  an  apprentice  Seaman.  Our  last  news  of 
Seaman  McConnell  was  that  he  was  still  in  service  at 
Hingham,  Massachusetts. 


John  William  McConnell 

On  August  26th,  1918,  one  more  Colum¬ 
bia  County  hoy  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice,  when  John  William  Mc¬ 
Connell  was  killed  in  action  in 
France.  McConnell  was  born  in  the 
village  of  Valatie  on  July  19th,  1889, 
the  son  of  the  late  Mary  T.  and 
William  McConnell.  He  attended 
first  the  grammar  and  high  schools 
of  Valatie,  then  Middlebury  college 
in  Vermont,  and  last  the  Albany 
Law  School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1916,  aild 
was  then  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  Bar.  For  a 
year  he  worked  with  the  Brooklyn  Title  and  Guarantee 
Trust  Company.  On  March  27th,  1917,  at  Yonkers,  he 
married  Miss  Margaret  Arkinson.  His  military  career 
began  on  September  5th,  1917,  when  he  was  selected  for 
service  and  inducted  into  the  army  through  a  Local  Board 
of  Brooklyn.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant 
in  Company  A,  305tli  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  77tli  Division, 
within  a  week.  Later  he  was  made  a  Sergeant  Major,  and 
he  served  six  months  in  the  Officers’  Training  School  at 
Camp  Upton.  On  March  30th,  1918,  he  sailed  with  the 
77th  Division  for  France.  For  a  while  the  77th  Division 
was  placed  with  the  British  Expeditionary  Forces  for 
training.  On  June  12th,  1918,  McConnell  received  his  com- 
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mission  as  2nd  Lieutenant  with  Company  G,  307th  Infan¬ 
try,  77th  Division.  While  advancing  in  the  open  with  his 
company  on  August  26th,  ait  a  place  called  Belle  Savoy e 
on  the  Vesle  River,  he  was  struck  and  killed  instantly.  He 
was  buried  on  the  battlefield,  the  scene  of  his  sacrifice. 


Joseph  Bernard  McConnell 

Joseph  Bernard  McConnell  was  born  at  East  Kingston, 
Ulster  County,  New  York,  on  January  30th,  1896.  His 
father,  Joseph  McConnell,  died  in  1905,  and  his  mother, 
Eleanor  McConnell,  died  on  November  11th,  1918.  He 
received  his  education  in  St.  Patrick’s  Academy,  Catskill, 
and  later  moved  with  his  people  to  Hudson  and  was  em¬ 
ployed  as  a  mill  operative.  He  was  selected  for  service 
through  the  Local  Board  on  December  14th,  1917.  He 
spent  two  months  at  Camp  Devens,  where  he  became  a 
first  class  Private.  Overseas  he  served  with  Company  E, 
9th  Infantry,  2nd  Division.  He  sailed  for  France  on 
February  29th,  1918.  He  served  on  the  Toul-Troyon  sec¬ 
tor  for  fifteen  days,  and  took  part  in  the  Aisne  defensive 
and  the  Aisne-Marne,  the  St.  Mihiel,  the  Champagne  and 
the  Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  He  later  served  with  the 
Army  of  Occupation.  On  August  1st,  1919,  McConnell 
returned  to  the  States,  where  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  August  13th  following. 


Samuel  Frank  McCoull 

Samuel  Frank  McCoull,  a  resident  of  Hudson,  was  born 
in  that  city  on  the  9th  day  of  October,  1894.  He  received 
his  education  in  the  Hudson  public  schools,  and  after  leav¬ 
ing  school  was  employed  as  a  chauffeur.  On  March  6th, 
1918,  he  volunteered  for  military  service  through  the  Col¬ 
umbia  County  Local  Board,  and  became  a  private  in  the 
1108th  Aero  Squadron.  He  was  stationed  at  Kelly  Field, 
Texas,  and  Wilbur  Wright  Field,  Dayton,  Ohio.  On  June 
22nd,  1918,  he  went  overseas,  and  on  the  Fourth  of  July, 
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landed  at  Bordeaux.  Stationed  at  the  5th  Air  Depot,  he 
was  engaged  in  mounting  machine  guns  on  aeroplanes.  On 
May  14th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
twelve  days  later  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
His  father  and  mother  are  both  dead  and  he  makes  his 
home  with  his  aunt  and  uncle,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  L. 
Horth  of  Hudson. 


Edward  James  McCue 

Edward  J.  McCue  was  bom  in  Hudson  on  May  13th, 
1886.  His  mother  is  still  a  resident  of  this  city,  and  his 
father  died  here  in  1907.  After  finishing  his  schooling  in 
Hudson,  McCue  studied  telegraphy.  In  1912  in  New  York 
City,  he  married  Emily  Veronica  Rezac.  In  August,  1917, 
McCue  was  inducted  into  service  and  assigned  to  the  Sig¬ 
nal  Corps.  For  fourteen  months  he  served  as  telegrapher 
at  the  New  York  port  of  embarkation  and  from  then  until 
the  time  of  his  discharge  he  served  at  the  Secretary  of 
War’s  office  in  Washington,  D.  C.  in  the  same  capacity. 
In  August  of  1919,  McCue  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


John  Brewer  McCullough 

John  B.  McCullough,  now  of  Albany,  was  born  in  New 
York  City  on  May  27th,  1900.  When  he  was  ten  years  old 
his  father  died.  His  mother  is  now  Mrs.  Anna  B.  Callan 
of  Chatham.  In  1916  McCullough  completed  his  education 
at  a  New  York  High  School  and  accepted  a  position  as 
purchasing  agent  and  salesman  for  a  business  firm.  On 
October  17,  1917,  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the  United 
States  Navy  as  a  first  class  Machinist’s  Mate.  For  seven 
months  he  was  on  duty  aboard  the  U.  S.  Submarine  Chaser 
C  614,  and  the  Margaret  “  0.”  He  later  served  at  the 
Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island.  For 
the  next  nine  months  McCullough  served  in  the  Naval 
Aviation  as  a  member  of  the  Naval  Flying  Corps  at  the 
Naval  Base,  Hampton  Roads,  Virginia.  He  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force  on  Octo¬ 
ber  21st,  1919,  and  honorably  released  from  active  service. 
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Harry  McDarby 

Harry  McDarby  was  one  of  tlie  Hud¬ 
son  soldiers  who  died  in  the  service 
of  his  country.  He  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Gallatin  in  Columbia  County 
on  May  30th,  1889.  His  parents  were 
the  late  Levi  and  Helen  McDarby. 
His  father  died  on  September  27th, 
1917,  and  his  mother  died  on  Janu¬ 
ary  2nd,  1919.  He  attended  the  Hud¬ 
son  public  schools  and  after  leav¬ 
ing*  school,  worked  in  that  city  until 
May  24th,  1918,  when  he  was  inducted  into  service  through 
the  Local  Board.  For  one  month  and  a  half  he  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Camp  Wadsworth.  Then  on  July  8th,  1918,  he 
sailed  for  France,  where  he  saw  service  as  a  member  of 
the  Headquarters  Company,  1st  Pioneer  Infantry.  After 
the  signing  of  the  armistice  McDarby  went  with  his  regi¬ 
ment  into  Germany.  While  there  he  contracted  influenza, 
and  on  January  30th,  1919,  after  a  short  illness,  he  died 
in  a  hospital  at  Neuweid.  His  remains  were  brought  to 
Hudson,  where  he  was  laid  to  rest  with  full  military  honors 
in  Cedar  Park  Cemetery. 


Harvey  McDarby 

Harvey  McDarby,  twin  brother  of  Harry  McDarby,  also 
served  in  the  United  States  Army  He  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Gallatin  on  the  30th  of  May,  1889,  the  son  of  the 
late  Helen  and  the  late  Levi  McDarby  .  Like  his  brother 
he  attended  the  Hudson  public  schools,  which  he  left  in 
1906  to  enter  employment  as  a  mill  operative.  He  was 
selected  for  service  by  the  Local  Board  on  September  4t.h, 

1918.  He  served  one  month  at  Syracuse,  and  seven  months 
at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Guard  and  Fire  Company,  301st  Regiment.  On  April  25tli, 

1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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William  Joseph  McDermott 

William  Joseph  McDermott,  a  resident  of  Pliilmont,  was 
born  in  Troy,  New  York,  on  September  9th,  1897.  His 
parents  are  Patrick  and  Mary  McDermott,  both  of  Troy. 
He  attended  St.  Bernard’s  High  School  and  La  Salle  Aca¬ 
demy  of  Troy.  At  the  latter  school  he  received  three  years 
of  military  training.  On  March  30th,  1917,  at  Troy,  he 
volunteered  for  service  in  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  but 
later  became  a  member  of  the  Headquarters  Company, 
Field  Artillery  Brigade,  2nd  Division.  He  was  stationed 
at  Coast  Artillery  Camp,  Fort  Williams,  Syracuse,  Fort 
Jay,  Fort  Field  and  Pine  Camp,  Watertown.  He  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  On  December  1st,  1917, 
he  went  overseas,  landing  at  Brest,  France.  He  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Samur,  Field  Artillery  Camps  Baldohn,  Coquida 
and  Amant,  and  served  in  the  Somme  and  Chateau  Thierry 
sectors,  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive,  and  in  the  battle 
of  the  Belleau  Wood.  He  was  twice  gassed  and  in  a  hand 
to  hand  encounter  received  a  pistol  wound.  On  May  4th, 
1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  was  stationed 
at  Camp  Taylor,  Kentucky,  until  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  on  March  30th,  1920. 


Charles  T.  McDonald 

Charles  T.  McDonald  is  the  son  of 
Frank  and  Rose  G.  McDonald  of 
Worth  Avenue,  Hudson.  He  was 
born  in  Hudson  on  February  2nd, 
1895,  was  educated  at  St.  Mary’s 
Academy,  Hudson,  and  at  the  time 
of  entering  the  army  was  the  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Woolworth  Store  at  Can¬ 
andaigua,  New  York.  He  was  se¬ 
lected  for  service  through  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  on  De¬ 
cember  14th,  1917.  From  his  enlistment  to  the  time  of  his 
sailing  for  France,  February  28th,  1918,  he  was  stationed 
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at  Camp  Devens.  Upon  landing  lie  was  sent  to  the  front 
where  he  served  with  Company  E,  9th  Infantry,  2nd  Divi¬ 
sion,  on  the  following  fronts:  the  Aisne  Defensive  from 
May  31st  to  June  5th,  1918,  Chateau-Thierry  from  June 
6th  to  June  9th,  1918;  the  Aisne-Marne  Offensive,  July 
18th  and  July  19th,  1918;  the  Marbache  Sector  from  Au¬ 
gust  9th  to  August  16th,  1918;  the  St.  Mihiel  Offensive, 
September  12th  and  September  13th,  1918;  Champagne 
from  October  7th  to  October  10th,  1918,  and  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  Offensive  from  November  1st  to  November  lltli, 

1918.  During  his  service  he  was  shot  by  a  German  sniper 
and  received  a  bullet  wound  in  his  head.  His  wound  re¬ 
quired  three  weeks  of  hospital  treatment.  Later  he  became 
ill  of  influenza  and  spent  another  three  weeks  at  an  army 
hospital.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  on  May  12th, 

1919,  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  five  days 
later. 


John  Gerard  McDonald 

John  Gerard  McDonald  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  February  19th,  1892.  His 
parents  were  John  and  Julia  McDon¬ 
ald,  both  of  whom  are  now  deceased. 
He  attended  St.  Mary’s  Academy 
until  the  year  1908.  Later  he  opened 
a  confectionery  store  in  Hudson  and 
after  that  became  a  clerk  in  the  dry- 
goods  store  of  his  uncle,  Patrick 
McDonald.  Through  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  he  was 
inducted  into  service  on  July  15th,  1918.  He  served  in  a 
Machine  Gun  Battalion  for  four  months  and  in  the  Ord¬ 
nance  Department  for  two  months.  He  was  at  one  time  a 
member  of  Company  C,  3rd  Provisional  Regiment.  On 
January  25th,  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 
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David  McDowell 

David  McDowell,  the  son  of  the  late 
David  and  Winifred  McDowell,  was 
horn  in  the  city  of  Hudson  on  the 
20th  day  of  January,  1889.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Hudson,  afterwards 
worked  as  a  laborer,  and  on  May 
24th,  1918,  became  a  private  in  the 
United  States  Army  by  selection  of 
the  Local  Board.  His  organization 
was  Company  C,  318th  Infantry, 
80th  Division.  For  two  weeks  he  was  stationed  at  Camp 
Wadsworth.  On  July  2nd,  1918,  he  went  overseas  and  was 
in  France  for  seven  months,  serving  on  the  Meuse-Argonne 
and  St.  Mihiel  sectors  from  September  15th  to  November 
9th,  1918.  He  went  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  into  Ger¬ 
many  and  for  five  months  was  stationed  in  Berlin.  He 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  July  18th,  1919, 
subsequent  to  his  return  to  America. 


Robert  McDowell 

Robert  McDowell,  a  younger  brother 
of  David  McDowell,  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  April  23rd,  1896.  He  is 
the  son  of  Winifred  and  the  late 
David  McDowell  He  attended  the 
Hudson  public  schools,  leaving 
about  nine  years  ago  to  be¬ 
come  a  machinist.  On  May  22nd, 
1917,  he  volunteered  for  service  for 
the  duration  of  the  war  and  became 
a  Private  in  Company  C,  30th  Infan¬ 
try,  3rd  Division.  For  about  four  months  he  was  stationed 
at  a  mobilization  camp  in  Syracuse ;  later  he  spent  two 
months  at  Camp  Greene  and  two  weeks  at  Camp  Merritt. 
He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal  and  sailed  for  the 
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other  side  on  April  2nd,  1918,  and  landed  at  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land.  From  there  he  went  to  France  and  saw  service  at  the 
front  from  June  1st  to  October  27th,  1918.  He  served  in  the 
Aisne  Defensive,  the  Champagne-Marne  Defensive,  the 
Aisne-Marne  offensive,  St.  Mihiel  offensive  and  in  the 
Meuse- Argonne  offensive.  While  at  the  front  he  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  His  company  was  cited 
for  bravery  on  the  Marne  sector  where  it  captured  a  large 
number  of  prisoners.  On  account  of  being  gassed  he  spent 
two  months  in  a  hospital  and  has  not  yet  completely  re¬ 
covered  from  the  ill  effects  of  this  injury.  He  saw  service 
in  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  and  returned  to 
the  United  States  on  August  20th,  1919,  and  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service  five  days  later. 


Arthur  Francis  McEvoy 

Arthur  Francis  McEvoy,  now  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  New 
York  City  on  February  10th,  1895. 
His  parents  are  Dennis  and  Anna 
McEvoy.  He  received  his  education 
in  the  Hudson  public  schools  and  at 
Columbia  University.  While  a  stu¬ 
dent  at  the  university  he  volunteered 
for  service  and  entered  the  Medical 
Corps  as  a  Private  on  June  29th, 
1917,  at  New  York  City.  He  was 
stationed  at  the  United  States  Army  General  Hospital  No. 
12,  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  until  July,  1918,  when  he 
went  overseas  and  landed  at  Liverpool,  England.  In 
France  he  was  stationed  at  the  Training  Schools  for  Sani¬ 
tary  Troops  at  Thezee  and  Donjeux,  France.  He  later 
served  with  Mobile  Hospital  No.  11,  attached  to  the  First 
Army.  While  serving  with  this  unit  he  received  the  rank 
of  Sergeant  First  Class,  and  he  held  this  rank  at  the  time 
of  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  June  26th, 
1919. 
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James  Joseph  McEvoy 

J ames  J.,  the  second  son  of  Dennis  and 
Anna  McEvoy,  was  born  in  New 
York  City  on  November  13th,  1899. 
In  1917  he  graduated  from  Hudson 
High  School  and  the  following  Sep¬ 
tember  entered  Columbia  .  Univer¬ 
sity.  Before  the  War  McEvoy  had 
been  a  member  of  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
forfourmonths.  In  the  summer  after 
he  entered  college,  on  July  12th,  he 
enlisted  in  the  infantry  at  the  Plattsburgh  Barracks,  Platts¬ 
burgh,  New  York.  After  six  weeks  of  training  at  the 
Barracks  McEvoy  was  transferred  to  Company  H,  2nd 
Regiment,  Student  Army  Training  Corps  at  Columbia 
University.  On  December  10th,  1918,  Corporal  McEvoy 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Patrick  Dominic  McGrath 

Patrick  Dominic  McGrath,  now  of 
Schenectady,  was  born  in  New  York 
City  on  March  1st,  1899.  His  parents 
died  in  his  infancy  and  during  his 
boyhood  McGrath  made  his  home 
with  Mr.  Edward  J.  Colbert  of  East 
Chatham.  He  attended  school  at 
New  Concord  until  1916,  and  then 
learned  the  baker’s  trade.  On  June 
17th,  1917,  McGrath  enlisted  in  the 
Field  Artillery  and  was  assigned  to 
Battery  E,  20th  Field  Artillery,  5th  Division.  When  he 
had  served  for  six  months  in  the  Field  Artillery,  Private 
McGrath  was  transferred  to  the  5th  Trench  Mortar  Bat¬ 
tery.  After  serving  at  Camps  McArthur  and  Stanley  in 
Texas,  Upton  in  New  York,  and  Merritt  in  New  Jersey,  he 
sailed  for  Liverpool  and  Le  Havre  on  June  4th,  1918. 
Overseas  Corporal  McGrath  served  on  the  Vosges,  Metz 
and  Frapelle  sectors,  and  took  active  part  in  the  Saint 
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Mihiel  and  Mense-Argonne  offensives.  He  returned  to 
this  country  on  March  12th,  1919,  and  on  March  22nd 
following  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Albert  McGuire 

Philmont  is  the  birthplace  of  Albert  McGuire,  the  son  of 
James  and  Harriet  McGuire.  He  was  born  in  that  village 
on  December  7th,  1893.  His  education  at  the  Philmont 
High  School  was  completed  in  1910.  On  May  24th,  1918, 
McGuire  was  enrolled  in  the  United  States  Army  by  our 
Local  Board.  After  training  at  Camps  Wadsworth,  Upton 
and  Merritt,  Private  McGuire  sailed  for  France  on  July 
9th,  1918,  where  he  became  a  member  of  Company  D, 
165th  Infantry,  42nd  or  Rainbow  Division.  For  a  time  he 
was  stationed  at  Toul,  and  later  served  on  the  Chateau 
Thierry  sector,  and  for  three  weeks  on  the  Saint  Mihiel 
sector.  McGuire  took  part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Argonne 
Drives.  When  the  fighting  was  over  he  served  in  Germany 
with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  He  later  returned  to  Amer¬ 
ica  and  on  April  4th,  1919,  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  the  army. 


John  Francis  McHugh 

John  F.  McHugh  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Edward  James  McHugh,  both 
of  Ancram.  Although  his  home  is 
now  at  Ancram,  McHugh  was  born 
in  Pennsylvania  in  the  town  of  New- 
hope  on  August  11th,  1893.  In  1909 
he  left  high  school  and  since  that 
time  has  worked  at  surveying  and 
bookkeeping.  On  March  29th,  1918, 
at  Albany,  he  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Navy  as  a  second  class  Sea¬ 
man.  McHugh  served  at  Pelham  Bay,  Newport,  and  at 
Bay  Ridge.  He  later  became  a  Gunner’s  Mate  and  then  a 
Third  Class  Torpedoman.  Aboard  the  United  States  Ship 
Paulding  he  went  on  convoy  duty.  On  June  3rd,  1919,  the 
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year  following  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  McHugh  re¬ 
ceived  his  honorable  release  from  service. 


Stanley  Niver  McIntosh 

Stanley  Niver  McIntosh,  the  son  of 
Cornelius  and  Patience  McIntosh  of 
Hillsdale,  was  born  at  Copake  on 
June  10th,  1886.  When  he  had  com¬ 
pleted  two  years  of  study  at  the 
Hillsdale  High  School,  he  accepted  a 
position  as  a  chauffeur.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  12th,  1917,  McIntosh  volunteered 
his  service  in  the  Aviation  Section 
of  the  Signal  Corps.  He  served  at 
Camps  Dix,  Hancock  and  Greene  be¬ 
fore  sailing  for  France  on  June  23rd,  1918,  as  a  member  of 
the  7th  Company,  3rd  Motor  Mechanics,  attached  to  the 
1106th  Aero  Squadron.  In  France  he  was  stationed  at  Orly 
and  Romorantin.  On  September  7th,  1919,  McIntosh 
landed  again  in  this  country  and  on  the  20th  of  that  month, 
terminated  his  period  of  honorable  service. 


Andrew  McKay 

Andrew  McKay  of  West  Ghent  was  born  in  Russia  on 
Christmas  Day,  1896.  When  Andrew  was  a  small  child, 
his  father  died.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  McKay,  is  still 
living  in  her  native  country.  McKay’s  education  was  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Russian  schools  before  he  came  to  America 
and  took  up  farming  in  Columbia  County.  On  October  5th, 
1917,  he  was  enrolled  in  the  army  by  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board.  McKay  trained  at  Camps  Devens  and  Gor¬ 
don.  While  at  the  latter  place  he  was  ill  for  six  months 
with  spinal  meningitis.  On  March  2nd,  1918,  he  received 
his  final  citizenship  papers.  On  July  4th,  following,  he 
embarked  for  England  with  Company  M,  137th  Infantry, 
35th  Division.  After  arriving  in  France,  the  137th  In¬ 
fantry  advanced  to  the  front,  where  Private  McKay  served 
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on  the  Saint  Mihiel,  Argonne,  Verdun,  and  Campeigne  sec¬ 
tors  and  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse  Argonne  offensives. 
He  was  for  some  time  in  the  hospital  recovering  from  the 
effects  of  being  gassed  at  St.  Mihiel.  On  April  23rd,  1919, 
Private  McKay  returned  to  America,  where  he  was  mus¬ 
tered  out  of  service  on  May  3rd  following,  and  given  his 
honorable  discharge. 


John  McKay 

John  McKay,  the  son  of  the  late  An¬ 
drew  and  Mary  McKay,  was  born  in 
Russia  in  1895.  He  attended  the 
schools  of  his  home  land  and  about 
1911  he  came  to  the  United  States, 
settled  in  Columbia  County  and  took 
up  agricultural  work  at  which  he 
was  employed  for  the  next  six  years. 
On  October  6th,  1917,  McKay  left 
Hudson  with  a  group  of  selected  men 
who  were  on  their  way  to  Camp 
Devens.  Later  he  served  with  the  Supply  Company,  325th 
Infantry,  82nd  Division,  at  Camp  Gordon,  until  shortly 
before  that  unit  embarked  for  overseas  when  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  artillery.  He  continued  his  service  in  this 
branch  of  the  service  until  March  15th,  1919,  when  he  was 
honorably  discharged. 


Augustus  Tremaine  McKinstry. 


On  January  28th,  1892,  Augustus  Tre¬ 
maine  McKinstry  was  born  at  Hud¬ 
son.  His  parents  are  Julia  S.  and 
the  late  George  A.  McKinstry.  Mc¬ 
Kinstry  ’s  education  was  furnished 
by  Hudson  High  School,  the  West 
Jersey  Academy,  Rutger’s  College, 
and  the  Pharmacy  Department  of 
Union  College,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  April  of  1913,  and  he 
then  entered  his  father’s  drug  firm. 
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On  the  29th  of  the  same  month  he  married  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McKinstry  now  have  one  daughter,  Junne.  Previous  to 
the  war  McKinstry  had  a  few  months’  military  experience 
as  a  2nd  Lieutenant  in  the  New  York  National  Guard. 
Following  his  enlistment  in  the  air  service  in  November  of 
1917,  he  was  sent  to  the  Princeton  University  School  of 
Military  Aeronautics,  to  the  Concentration  camp  at  Dallas, 
Texas,  and  to  Payne  Field  in  Mississippi.  His  training 
included  an  aerial  gunnery  course  and  advanced  flying. 
Later  he  became  an  instructor  of  flying.  While  at  Payne 
Field  he  was  given  a  Second  Lieutenant’s  commission. 
Lieutenant  McKinstry  served  at  Door  Field  in  Florida, 
Wilbur  Wright  Field  in  Ohio,  Field  No.  2  at  Garden  City, 
Long  Island,  and  Rockwell  Field  in  California.  Lieuten¬ 
ant  McKinstry  piloted  an  airplane  in  a  212  plane  forma¬ 
tion  which  is  the  largest  formation  ever  attempted  in  this 
country.  In  January,  1919,  McKinstry  was  honorably  re¬ 
leased  from  active  service,  but  he  is  still  a  member  of  the 
Reserve  Officers  Corps. 


Hugh  McLean 

Hugh  McLean  was  born  at  Dailly, 
Ayrshire,  Scotland  on  October  22nd, 
1886.  His  father,  Robert  McLean, 
who  is  now  a  widower,  lives  at  Glen- 
lochrie  Farm  in  Dailly.  McLean  at¬ 
tended  school  in  his  native  country, 
and  previous  to  his  entrance  into 
military  service,  worked  as  a  well- 
driller.  He  foreswore  allegiance  to 
his  native  country  and  received  his 
final  citizenship  papers  at  the  Colum¬ 
bia  County  Court  House.  On  April  3rd,  1918,  he  entrained 
at  Hudson  for  Camp  Dix,  going  with  a  contingent  of  men 
who  had  been  selected  for  army  service  by  our  Local  Board. 
After  a  few  weeks  of  training  on  this  side,  Private  McLean 
sailed  for  England,  and  later  for  Calais,  France.  At  the 
front  he  served  a  part  of  the  time  with  the  319th  Infantry, 
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80th  Division,  but  most  of  the  time  he  was  a  Private  in 
Company  A,  303rd  Engineers,  78th  Division.  He  served 
near  Hazebrouck,  Nielles-lez-Blequin,  until  July  19th;  at 
Arras  and  Roellecourt  from  July  19th  to  August  20th,  at 
Bourbonne-les-Bains,  American  zone,  from  August  21st  to 
31st,  1918.  McLean  took  active  part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel 
attack  from  September  12th  to  the  16th,  in  the  Limey 
sector  on  the  Saint  Mihiel  front  from  September  16tli  to 
the  27th.  He  was  burned  by  mustard  gas,  but  after  five 
weeks  in  the  hospital  he  recovered.  In  1919,  he  returned 
to  the  United  States,  where  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  June  12th  following.  On  June  30th,  1919, 
Hugh  McLean  married  Miss  Viola  Mickle  at  Germantown, 
New  York. 


George  Scholefield  McMillan 

George  Scholefield  McMillan  of  Yon¬ 
kers  and  Spencertown,  son  of  the 
Reverend  Arthur  C.  and  Virginia 
Scholefield  McMillan,  was  born  in 
Canon  City,  Colorado,  on  July  26th, 
1895.  He  attended  the  Yonkers  High 
School  and  Hamilton  College  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1916. 
Following  his  graduation,  McMillan 
held  a  position  with  a  nitrate  import¬ 
ing  firm  in  New  York  City.  On  Sep¬ 
tember  15th,  1917,  he  enlisted  at  Yonkers  in  the  Medical 
Reserve  Corps.  Private  McMillan  served  with  Hospital 
Unit  B.  at  Fort  McPherson,  Georgia,  and  at  Camps  Mer¬ 
ritt  and  Upton.  On  February  16tli,  1918,  he  sailed  for 
France  and  there  served  at  the  Hospital  Center  at  Vittel 
in  the  Vosges.  For  fourteen  months  McMillan  served  on 
the  Lorraine  Front.  While  at  Vittel  he  was  in  the  hospital 
ill  with  pneumonia  for  three  months.  Subsequent  to  his 
landing  at  Hoboken,  and  on  May  6th,  1919,  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge. 
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John  Baylies  McMillan 

John  Baylies  McMillan,  the  son  of  the  Reverend  Arthur 
C.  and  Virginia  McMillan  of  Spencertown,  was  born  in 
Canon  City,  Colorado,  on  September  2nd,  1893.  He  was 
graduated  from  Hamilton  College  in  1914,  and  then  took 
a  course  at  the  London  School  of  Economics.  Before  the 
war  McMillan  was  employed  in  Syracuse  as  a  fire  insur¬ 
ance  engineer.  On  May  14th,  1917,  at  Syracuse,  he  volun¬ 
teered  for  service  in  the  infantry.  After  training  at  Madi¬ 
son  Barracks  and  Camp  Dix  he  sailed  for  Southampton 
on  May  20th,  1918,  as  First  Lieutenant  of  the  3rd  Battalion 
Headquarters,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  Overseas 
Lieutenant  McMillan  served  for  two  months  on  the  Limey 
Sector  and  the  Grandpre  and  Saint  Juvin  sectors.  He  took 
part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives. 
On  July  18th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  on 
the  5tli  day  of  the  following  month  was  given  his  honorable 
discharge. 


David  Joseph  McNamara 

David  Joseph  McNamara  was  horn  in 
Linlithgo,  New  York,  on  March  21, 
1899,  to  the  late  George  T.  and  the 
late  Hattie  T.  McNamara.  He  ob¬ 
tained  his  education  in  the  Hudson 
schools  after  which  he  accepted  a 
position  as  postal  clerk.  McNamara 
volunteered  for  service  on  June  25th, 
1918,  in  the  United  States  Navy  and 
became  a  Radio  Operator  in  Com¬ 
pany  F,  11th  Regiment  at  the  Naval 
Training  Station  at  Pelham  Bay,  at  which  place  he  served 
for  six  months.  He  was  honorably  released  from  active 
service  on  December  26th,  1918,  but  is  at  present  a  member 
of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 
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Francis  T.  McNamara 

Francis  Thomas  McNamara  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Kinderhook,  where  he  still  resides,  on  August  30th,  1891, 
and  is  the  son  of  Katherine  Elizabeth  and  the  late  Patrick 
Thomas  McNamara.  Following  his  graduation  from  the 
Valatie  High  School  in  1909,  McNamara  opened  a  drug¬ 
store  in  Valatie,  and  managed  motion  picture  houses  in 
Valatie  and  Chatham.  On  July  30th,  1917,  he  answered 
the  call  for  troops  by  enlisting  in  the  Engineers  Corps. 
At  Camp  Wadsworth  he  became  a  Private  in  Company  C, 
102nd  Engineers,  27th  Division.  In  May  of  1918,  the  102nd 
Engineers  sailed  for  Saint  Nazaire,  France.  Following 
McNamara’s  arrival  in  France,  he  fought  at  East  Poper- 
inghe  Line  from  July  9th  to  August  20th;  at  the  Hinden- 
burg  Line  on  September  29th  and  30th,  at  the  La  Selle 
River  in  the  vicinity  of  Saint  Souplet  from  October  15th  to 
17th;  at  Jonc  De  Mer  Ridge  on  October  18th;  and  at  Saint 
Maurice  on  October  19th,  1918.  On  February  28th,  1919, 
he  landed  in  the  United  States.  On  April  3rd  following, 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Edward  N.  McNeil 


Edward  N.  McNeil  was  born  in  this 
county  on  May  4th,  1895  to  Fred 
and  Anna  E.  McNeil,  both  of 
whom  are  now  residing  at  State 
Line,  Massachusetts.  McNeil  ob¬ 
tained  his  education  at  West  Stock- 
bridge,  Massachusetts,  after  which 
he  took  up  the  grocery  business.  He 
was  selected  for  service  on  June  1st, 
1918,  and  was  assigned  to  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Police,  stationed  at  Camp  Han¬ 
cock,  Augusta,  Georgia.  He  also  served  at  Fort  Slocum 
until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  March  8th, 
1919. 
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Floyd  Sheldon  Melius 

Floyd  Melius  of  Hudson  was  born  at  Stottville,  New 
York  on  January  28th,  1892.  His  parents  are  Stephen  and 
Mary  S.  Melius  of  436  State  Street,  Hudson.  In  1911 
Melius  was  graduated  from  Hudson  High  School  and  sub¬ 
sequently  he  took  a  course  at  Albany  Business  College. 
From  his  entry  into  the  business  world  until  June,  .1917, 
he  was  employed  as  a  stenographer.  For  a  year  and  a 
half  previous  to  his  enlistment,  Melius  held  a  position  as 
stenographer  with  the  Court  of  Appeals  at  Albany.  On 
June  12th,  1917,  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the  Medical 
Corps  of  the  United  States  Army.  He  was  assigned  to  the 
Base  Hospital  No.  33  and  stationed  at  Camp  Merritt.  O 
May  3rd,  1918,  his  unit  sailed  for  Liverpool.  In  England 
he  served  at  Winchester  and  Portsmouth  in  the  base  hos¬ 
pitals  established  in  those  cities.  He  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Corporal  and  later  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  In 
1919,  Sergeant  Melius  sailed  for  an  American  port  and  on 
March  5th,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Norman  Leo  Melius 

Norman  L.  Melius,  the  son  of  Norman 
S.  and  Mary  Melius  was  born  at  Co- 
pake  on  May  21st,  1890.  His  mother 
died  while  he  was  in  service.  After 
completing  his  schooling  at  Copake 
Falls  Melius  became  a  chauffeur. 
On  April  19th,  1917,  he  applied  for 
admission  to  the  Quartermaster’s 
Corps  at  Governor’s  Island.  For 
twelve  months  Sergeant  Melius 
served  with  the  Quartermaster’s 
Corps  at  Governor’s  Island,  Camp  Merritt,  and  after  No¬ 
vember  29th,  1917,  in  France.  On  the  other  side,  Melius 
served  at  Paris  and  Tours.  He  was  transferred  to  307th 
Company,  Motor  Transport  Corps,  and  sent  to  the  Toul 
Sector.  Melius  served  on  that  front  and  during  the  Saint 
Mihiel  Offensive.  On  July  29th,  1919,  Sergeant  Melius 
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returned  to  this  country,  where  he  was  mustered  out  of 
service  on  August  1st,  1919,  and  given  his  honorable 
discharge. 


William  H.  Melius 

William,  the  son  of  Homer  J.  and  Fan¬ 
nie  Melius  of  456  Gifford  Place,  Hud¬ 
son,  was  born  at  Taghkanic  on  April 
1st,  1898.  He  attended  the  Philmont 
school  before  he  accepted  a  position 
in  a  mill.  On  May  29th,  1917,  Melius 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  In¬ 
fantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
In  the  following  July  the  national 
guard  was  federalized  and  Company 
F  was  sent  to  Fort  Niagara.  In 
October  Company  F  was  ordered  to  Camp  Wadsworth  in 
South  Carolina,  where  Melius  became  affiliated  with  Com¬ 
pany  H,  105tli  Infantry,  27tli  Division.  On  May  14th,  1918, 
he  sailed  for  France.  At  the  front,  Melius  served  for 
three  months  on  the  Ypres,  Dickebush,  Poperinghe  sec¬ 
tors  and  Hindenburg  line.  He  was  confined  to  a  hospital 
for  four  weeks  for  treatment  after  being  gassed.  On  March 
6th,  1919,  his  return  voyage  to  this  country  was  completed 
and  on  the  1st  of  April  following,  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


William  B.  Mercer 

William  B.  Mercer  of  Chicago  was  born  at  White  Plains, 
New  York,  on  October  22nd,  1895.  His  parents,  Henry  and 
Mary  Ellen  Mercer  are  both  dead.  On  May  12th,  1917, 
Mercer  enlisted  in  the  Engineers.  He  was  sent  to  Camp 
Logan,  Texas,  for  training  and  placed  in  Company  D, 
108th  Engineers,  33rd  Division.  Later  he  served  at  Camp 
Lee  in  Virginia.  Mercer  served  as  Private,  student  in  the 
Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  for  Engineer  Officers,  and 
later  as  a  Sergeant.  On  May  8th,  1918,  the  108tli  Engineers 
embarked  for  Brest.  After  arriving  in  France,  Sergeant 
Mercer  became  an  instructor  in  the  engineering  school  at 
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Clamecy.  He  served  on  tlie  Somme  sector  for  three  months 
with  the  British  and  Australians;  and  on  the  Verdun 
sector  for  two  months,  with  the  Americans  and  French; 
taking  part  in  the  Somme  and  Meuse-Argonne  Offensives, 
as  well  as  in  minor  engagements.  After  the  signing  of 
the  armistice  Mercer  was  stationed  at  Echternach  in 
Luxemburg  with  the  33rd  Division.  On  May  23rd,  1919, 
he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  on  June  8th,  follow¬ 
ing  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Ray  Welsey  Merritt 

Ray  Welsey  Merritt  was  born  in  Hudson,  on  January 
9th,  1898.  His  parents,  Robert  and  Etta  Merritt  still 
reside  at  Hudson.  Ray  Merritt  completed  the  grammar 
school  course  in  the  Hudson  public  schools.  In  1916  he 
obtained  a  position  as  cloth  inspector  with  a  firm  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  and  worked  in  that  capacity  until  August 
20th,  1918,  when  he  enlisted  through  a  Boston  recruiting 
station  in  the  United  States  Tank  Corps.  Merritt  trained 
at  Fort  Slocum  and  at  Camp  Colt,  with  Company  C,  304th 
Battalion,  Tank  Corps.  On  October  20th,  1918,  the  304tli 
Battalion  embarked  for  Liverpool,  England.  After  they 
reached  France  Merritt  was  stationed  at  the  tank  center 
in  Castillon.  His  unit  was  in  reserve  during  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  offensive.  While  in  service  Private  Merritt  was 
ill  with  appendicitis.  On  May  1st,  1919,  the  304tli  Tank 
Corps  Battalion  completed  the  return  voyage  to  this  coun¬ 
try.  On  the  21st  of  that  month  Merritt  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


Albert  Barton  Mesick 

Albert  B.,  the  son  of  Edward  B.  and  Violet  E.  Mesick  of 
Valatie,  was  born  at  Kinderhook  on  June  21st,  1891.  In 
1906  he  completed  his  schooling  at  the  Valatie  High  School, 
after  which  he  learned  the  baker’s  trade.  On  September 
8th,  1917,  he,  with  several  other  men  who  had  been  selected 
for  military  service  by  our  Local  Board,  left  Hudson  for 
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Camp  Devens.  There  he  trained  with  the  Infantry;  the 
Motor  Transport  Corps,  and  after  three  months,  with  the 
307th  Bakery  Company,  90th  Division.  On  July  18th, 
1917,  this  unit  left  this  country.  After  arriving  in  Europe 
it  was  stationed  at  Dijon,  France,  and  Dann,  Germany.  It 
was  not  until  the  summer  following  the  signing  of  the 
armistice  that  Private  Mesick  returned  to  the  United 
States.  On  June  16th,  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Henry  Thomas  Mesick 

On  October  23rd,  1889,  Henry  T.  Mesick  was  born  at 
Springfield,  Massachusetts,  to  Dewitt  and  the  late  Matilda 
Mesick.  He  passed  from  the  grammar  schools  of  Spring- 
field  to  the  Springfield  High  School  and  then  entered 
Amherst  College  from  which  he  received  his  diploma  in 
1912.  Prior  to  the  war  Mesick  was  employed  as  an 
accountant.  On  May  25th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Colum¬ 
bia  County  selected  him  for  military  duty.  Following  his 
training  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  Private  Mesick  embarked 
for  Brest  on  June  30th,  1918.  Overseas  he  was  stationed 
at  Saint  Sulpice  with  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry, 
2nd  Army  Corps.  On  Independence  Day  in  1919,  he  landed 
again  in  the  United  States  and  five  days  later  received 
his  honorable  discharge,  and  returned  to  Chatham. 


Samson  Francis  Metz 


Samson  F.  Metz  of  Wilder  Farm, 
Battleboro,  Vermont,  was  born  at 
Krist.nopol,  Austria,  on  August  9th, 
1889.  His  parents,  Albert  and 
Edyth  Metz,  both  died  in  Austria. 
He  studied  in  the  elementary  schools 
of  his  native  land,  and  in  1903  he 
completed  his  education  at  an  Ameri¬ 
can  high  school.  Metz,  who  is  an 
artist,  has  been  interested  also  in 
farming  in  Columbia  County.  Dur- 
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in g  the  World  War  he  was  selected  by  our  Local  Board 
but  was  rejected  because  he  had  not  yet  tiled  his  notice 
of  intention  to  become  naturalized.  As  he  wished  to  tight 
for  America  he  obtained  his  first  citizenship  papers  at  the 
Columbia  County  Court  House  and  applied  for  permis¬ 
sion  to  serve  in  the  army  with  the  other  boys  of  this  county. 
This  permission  was  given.  On  September  21st,  1917,  he 
left  Hudson  to  take  up  military  training  at  Camp  Devens. 
On  July  21st,  1918,  Sergeant  Metz  landed  at  Tilbury,  Eng¬ 
land,  from  where  he  embarked  for  Cherbourg  in  France. 
On  August  9th  he  was  made  Supply  Sergeant  of  Company 
Iv,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  He  was  stationed  at 
Jerriole,  Montrichard,  Calmont,  La  Pallice  Rochelle  and 
Bassens  near  Bordeaux.  On  May  21st,  1919,  he  married 
Mile.  Suzanne  Louise  Baudry  in  the  Church  of  Saint 
George  at  Charente  Inferieure,  France.  Four  months 
later  Metz  and  his  bride  arrived  in  this  country  where  he 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge  on  September  19th, 
1919. 


Otto  Peter  Mieske 

Otto  Peter,  the  son  of  Emil  J.  and  Valeria  Mieske  of 
Stuyvesant  Falls,  was  born  at  Kinderhook  on  January 
14th,  1896.  Until  1910,  he  attended  the  district  school  of 
Stuyvesant  Falls  which  he  left  in  that  year  to  work  at 
farming.  On  October  6th,  1917,  he  was  selected  for  the 
army  by  our  Local  Board  and  sent  to  Camp  Devens  for 
military  training.  There  he  served  with  Company  C, 
303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division,  until  November  6th,  1917, 
when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Richard  Mieske 

Richard  Mieske,  though  a  resident  of 
Stuyvesant  Falls,  was  born  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  on  the  4th  of 
June,  1897.  His  parents,  Edward 
and  Carolina  Mieske,  now  reside  in 
Stuyvesant  Falls.  Mieske  completed 
the  elementary  course  in  the  Brook¬ 
lyn  and  Stuyvesant  Falls  schools 
and  from  then  until  his  enlistment  he 
helped  operate  the  M’.eske  farm  at 
Stuyvesant  Falls.  On  December  20th; 

1916,  he  volunteered  liis  services  in  the  Coast  Artillery 
Corps  at  Fort  Mott,  New  Jersey.  After  training  there  for 
a  short  time  he  was  transferred  to  Fort  Slocum  where  he 
was  assigned  to  Company  H,  51st  Coast  Artillery  Corps. 
He  trained  at  Fort  Adams,  Rhode  Island,  until  July  13th, 

1917,  on  which  date  he  left  the  States  with  his  unit  for 
foreign  service.  Landing  was  first  made  at  Liverpool, 
England,  and  later  at  a  port  in  France,  from  where  they 
entrained  for  Camp  Mailly.  After  a  course  of  artillery 
training  there  the  51st  advanced  to  the  front  where  they 
took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the  Toni,  Seicheprey, 
Champagne,  Marne,  St.  Mihiel,  Meuse-Argonne  and 
Chateau  Thierry  fronts  from  May,  1918,  until  the  signing 
of  the  armistice.  While  in  France,  Mieske  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  Mieske  returned  to  the  States 
with  his  unit  on  the  5tli  of  July,  1919,  and  is  still  in 


service. 
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Arland  Jacob  Miller 

Arland  J.  Miller  of  Hudson  was 
born  at  Gallatinville  on  August 
29th,  1894.  He  is  the  son  of  Jacob 
and  the  late  Eistella  Anna  Miller. 
His  education  was  gained  in  the 
district  schools  of  this  county  and 
Hudson  High  School.  Prior  to  the 
war  Miller  held  a  position  as  repair¬ 
man  at  the  New  York  and  New  Eng¬ 
land  Cement  and  Lime  Company  in 
Greenport.  On  July  28th,  1917,  he 
volunteered  for  service  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  In  that  same  month  the  National 
Guard  was  federalized  and  Company  F  entrained  for  Fort 
Niagara.  In  the  following  October,  Company  F  reported 
at  Camp  Wadsworth  for  further  training.  He  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  the  Army  on  February  28th, 
1918,  and  on  the  same  day  enlisted  in  the  Navy.  While  a 
Seaman,  Miller  served  at  the  Training  Station  at  New¬ 
port,  Rhode  Island,  Saint  Helena  Training  Station  at  Nor- 
fork,  Virginia;  United  States  Navy  Post  Office  at  Balti¬ 
more,  Maryland,  and  on  the  Receiving  Ship  at  Brooklyn. 
Miller  served  on  the  United  States  Battleships  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  Virginia  and  the  United  States  Cargo  Ship 
Polar  Bear.  Aboard  the  latter  boat  he  sailed  for  foreign 
waters  on  December  19th,  1918,  and  while  abroad  landed 
at  Bordeaux,  Lormont,  La  Pallice,  Bassens  and  Verdon 
Roads,  and  was  also  stationed  at  Base  No.  2,  Bordeaux, 
France.  On  the  return  voyage  the.  Polar  Bear  was  crip¬ 
pled  by  a  broken  steering  engine.  For  three  days  the  ship 
was  adrift  six  hundred  miles  from  the  Bermudas,  fighting 
a  heavy  sea.  The  United  States  Ship  President  Grant 
went  to  her  rescue  and  brought  her  safely  into  port.  On 
March  4th,  1919,  Miller  reached  an  American  seaport  and 
on  April  5th  following  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 
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Barton  Miller 

North  East,  Dutchess  County,  New 
York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Barton 
Miller,  who  was  horn  there  on 
August  1st,  1893,  to  Harmon  and 
Annie  Miller,  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  Ancram  Lead  Mines. 
He  completed  a  common  school  edu¬ 
cation  before  accepting  a  position  as 
salesman.  On  May  24th,  1918,  our 
Local  Board  selected  him  for  mili¬ 
tary  service  and  sent  him  to  Camp 
Wadsworth  for  training.  There  he  was  assigned  to  Com¬ 
pany  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  with  which  he  embarked 
for  Brest  on  June  30th,  1918.  Corporal  Barton  Miller  was 
stationed  at  Camp  at  Pontanezen,  Saint  Sulpice  and  Saint 
Aignan.  On  July  18th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country 
and  six  days  later  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Charles  Miller 

Charles  Miller  of  211  Allen  Street, 
Hudson,  was  horn  near  Berlin,  Ger¬ 
many,  on  March  23rd,  1892.  His 
father  died  in  Pennsylvania  in  1913, 
and  liis  mother,  Mrs.  Anna  Miller,  is 
a  resident  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  As  the  Miller  family  came 
to  the  United  States  when  Charles 
was  a  child  he  attended  school  here, 
in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
became  an  American  citizen  through 
his  father’s  naturalization.  On  May  24th,  1918,  he  was 
selected  for  military  service  by  our  Local  Board.  After 
six  weeks  of  training  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  Private  Miller 
sailed  for  France  on  July  8th,  1918,  as  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  I,  1st  Pioneer  Infantry.  In  France  he  served  on 
the  Chateau  Thierry  sector  for  six  weeks.  After  the  armis¬ 
tice  was  signed  he  went  into  Germany  with  the  Army  of 
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Occupation.  There  Private  Miller  was  ill  with  influenza 
in  the  hospital  at  Coblenz.  On  July  8th,  1919,  he  landed 
at  Newport  News,  Virginia,  and  one  week  later  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Chester  LeRoy  Miller 

Chester  Le  Roy  Miller  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson, 
New  York,  on  the  18th  day  of  April,  1888,  the  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Le  Roy  Miller.  After  complet¬ 
ing  the  elementary  course  in  the  public  schools  of  Hudson, 
Miller  became  a  student  at  the  Hudson  High  School. 
Shortly  after  finishing  his  course  he  accepted  employment 
as  a  bookkeeper,  at  which  he  was  occupied  until  December 
16th,  1917,  on  which  date  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States 
Aviation  service.  Miller  trained  for  the  following  six 
months  at  the  aviation  fields  at  Waco  and  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  the  360th 
Aero  Squadron.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on  June  30th, 
1918,  and  landed  in  France  during  the  first  week  of  July. 
After  a  brief  period  of  training  in  France,  Miller  served 
on  the  Verdun  sector  with  his  unit.  The  last  news  of 
him  received  by  the  Committee  was  to  the  effect  that  he 
was  still  in  service  in  Trier,  Germany. 


Claudius  George  Miller 


Claudius  G.  Miller  was  born  at  Ger¬ 
mantown  on  January  9th,  1898. 
Before  he  was  twelve  years  old  both 
of  his  parents  died  and  he  has  since 
made  his  home  with  Mrs.  Benjamin 
Jennies,  his  aunt.  In  1915  Miller 
completed  his  schooling  at  the  Ger¬ 
mantown  school  and  took  up  agri¬ 
cultural  work.  On  July  10th,  1917, 
he  enlisted  at  Peekskill  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  Miller  served  on  the 
United  States  Ship  Utah  as  a  second  class  Seaman.  As  a 
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member  of  her  crew,  he  sailed  on  August  28th,  1918,  for 
Bantry  Bay,  Ireland.  After  the  close  of  the  war  on  Decem¬ 
ber  26th,  1918,  he  returned  to  this  country,  and  that  same 
day  he  was  honorably  released  from  active  service. 


Clifford  Stall  Miller 

Clifford  S.,  the  son  of  Frank  and 
Edna  Miller  of  Elizaville,  was  born 
at  Livingston  on  August  17th,  1890. 
He  attended  the  district  school  of 
Elizaville  and  then  worked  as  a  brass 
roller.  At  Waterbury  he  enlisted  in 
the  Field  Artillery  on  June  14th, 
1917.  Private  Miller  served  at  Fort 
Sam  Houston  in  Texas,  and  at  Fort 
Sill  in  Oklahoma  before  sailing  for 
Liverpool  on  July  14th,  1918,  as  a 
member  of  Battalion  A,  3rd  Field  Artillery,  6th  Division. 
Overseas  he  was  stationed  at  Winchester,  England.  On 
June  19th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  where  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  honorable  discharge  on  the  25th  day  of  that 
month. 


David  William  Miller 


March  17th,  1918. 


David  W.  Miller  is  the  son  of  Reuben 
and  Helen  Miller  of  Germantown. 
He  was  born  in  that  village  on  April 
8th,  1895,  and  at  present  is  interested 
in  farming  in  that  town.  His  school¬ 
ing  was  gained  at  Hoboken,  New 
Jersey.  On  September  21st,  1917, 
Miller  enlisted  at  Hudson  in  the  In¬ 
fantry.  His  military  training  was 
acquired  at  Camps  Merritt  and  De- 
vens  before  sailing  for  Brest  on 
In  France  he  was  stationed  at  Mon- 
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tigney  as  a  member  of  Company  E,  104th  Infantry,  26th 
Division.  He  served  for  about  a  month  each  at  Seiche- 
prey,  Belleau  Wood,  and  the  Argonne  Forest,  taking  part 
also  in  engagements  at  Chateau  Thierry,  Saint  Mihiel,  and 
in  the  Meuse-Argonne.  While  in  battle,  Miller  was  wounded 
in  the  left  hand.  On  April  4th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the 
United  States,  and  on  the  28th  day  of  that  month  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Edward  Sheldon  Miller 

One  of  the  heroes  of  the  recent  war 
was  Edward  Sheldon  Miller.  He 
was  born  in  the  town  of  Taghkanic, 
New  York,  on  the  21st  of  May,  1895. 
His  father  died  in  that  town  twenty 
years  later  and  his  widowed  mother, 
Mrs.  Carrie  Adella  Miller,  now  re¬ 
sides  in  Hudson.  Miller  attended 
the  district  school  of  his  native  town 
until  1910.  He  enlisted  in  Company 
F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  shortly  after  America’s  entry  into  the  World  War. 
As  a  member  of  this  unit  Miller  entered  federal  service 
during  the  summer  of  1917,  and  trained  at  Fort  Niagara 
until  October,  when  Company  F  was  ordered  to  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  seven  months  of 
training  there,  Miller  became  a  first  class  Private  of  Com¬ 
pany  F,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division,  and  as  a  member  of 
this  unit  he  sailed  overseas  on  May  10th,  1918,  and  landed 
at  Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At 
the  front  Miller  served  actively  with  the  107th  for  five 
months  on  the  Hindenburg  Line,  East  Poperinghe,  Dicke- 
bush  and  La  Salle  River  sectors.  In  October  of  .1918, 
Miller  was  killed  in  action  while  fighting  on  the  Belgian 
front.  He  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  soil  of  the  land  for  which 
he  died  fighting. 
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Frank  James  Miller 

Frank  J.,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Eva 
Agnes  Miller  of  Germantown,  was 
born  on  January  8th,  1895.  Saint 
Mary’s  Academy  at  Hudson  and 
Saint  Patrick’s  School  at  Catskill 
furnished  his  education.  After  leav¬ 
ing  school  Miller  took  up  farming  at 
which  he  worked  until  1918,  when  on 
March  8th  of  that  year  he  enlisted  in 
the  Aviation  section  of  the  United 
States  Army.  On  May  29th,  1918, 
after  serving  in  this  country  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  and  at 
Camp  Merritt  in  New  Jersey,  Private  Miller  of  the  377th 
Aero  Sqadron  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England.  He  served 
at  Flowerdown,  Saulisbery  Plain,  Hacknall  and  Knotty 
Ash  in  England  and  at  several  army  stations  in  France. 
On  December  11th,  1918,  he  returned  to  this  country  and 
on  the  30tli  of  that  month,  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Gilbert  Edward  Miller 


Gilbert  E.  Miller,  the  son  of  Morris 
and  Rose  Miller  of  Hudson,  was  born 
at  Stottville  on  January  10th,  1899. 
His  education  was  acquired  in  the 
Hudson  schools  prior  to  his  employ¬ 
ment  as  an  iron  worker.  Miller’s 
initial  military  service  started  on 
February  22nd,  1916,  with  his  enlist¬ 
ment  in  Company  F,  the  local  com¬ 
pany  of  State  Militia.  Previous  to 
the  World  War,  Miller  was  stationed 
for  two  months  at  Camp  Whitman.  In  July,  1917,  the 
National  Guard  was  called  into  federal  service  and  Com¬ 
pany  F  was  sent  to  Fort  Niagara  for  military  training. 
In  October  Company  F  was  ordered  to  Camp  Wadsworth 
in  South  Carolina.  There  Corporal  Miller  was  transferred 
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to  Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27tli  Division. 
On  June  14tli,  1918,  the  102nd  Ammunition  Train  sailed 
for  France.  After  arriving  at  the  port  of  Brest,  it  was 
stationed  at  Camp  De  Souge  and  then  ordered  to  the 
front.  Miller  served  for  a  month  and  a  half  on  the  Argonne 
sector  and  for  two  months  on  the  Verdun  sector,  at  Le 
Claire,  Chattancourt,  Le  Mort-Homme,  Cote  295,  Cha.rny, 
Cumiers,  Bois  de  Forges,  Gerecourt,  Bras,  Haumont,  Bra- 
bont,  Etrays,  Ormont  Farms,  and  Reville.  On  March  lltli, 
1919,  Corporal  Miller  returned  to  this  country,  where  he 
was  honorably  discharged  on  April  3rd  following. 


Harry  Parker  Miller 

H.  Parker  Miller,  the  son  of  Harry  C. 
and  Elvah  Parker  Miller  of  Hudson, 
was  born  in  this  city  on  November 
17th,  1888.  After  attending  the  Hud¬ 
son  High  School,  Miller  entered  Lake 
Forest  University  at  Chicago,  Illi¬ 
nois,  where  he  completed  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  1909.  For  several  years  he 
was  interested  in  the  hotel  business 
at  Hudson,  where  his  father  was 
proprietor  of  the  Worth  House.  On 
May  5th,  1917,  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  Miller  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  served  at  the  New  Haven 
Training  Station  and  aboard  the  United  States  Ships 
Seneca,  Gem,  and  Western  Front  as  a  Steward  and  Yeo¬ 
man.  Miller  was  serving  on  the  Seneca  when  it  was  blown 
up  by  the  explosion  of  its  boilers.  On  August  1st,  1918,  he 
started  his  first  cruise  through  the  war  zone,  which  took 
him  to  Saint  Nazaire,  France.  The  following  November, 
Miller  made  the  return  voyage  to  the  United  States.  He 
was  at  the  Brooklyn  Naval  Hospital  for  three  months  with 
an  injured  badk.  On  March  15th,  1919,  Miller  was  honor¬ 
ably  released  from  service. 
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John  Eugene  Miller 

On  June  24th,  1889,  John  E.  Miller,  the  son  of  Jacob  and 
Rachel  Miller  of  Stottville,  was  born  at  Stottville,  where 
he  attended  the  district  school.  Miller  learned  the  iron 
moulder’s  trade  but  previous  to  the  war  he  was  employed 
at  Schenectady  as  an  electrical  worker.  On  May  2nd,  1917, 
he  enlisted  at  Albany  in  the  10th  Infantry  as  a  musician. 
In  the  United  States,  Miller  served  at  Camps  Meade,  Wads¬ 
worth,  Merritt,  Mills,  and  Upton.  Before  sailing  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Headquarters  Company,  51st  Pioneer 
Infantry,  4tli  Army  Corps,  which  embarked  for  Brest  on 
July  26th,  1918.  Miller,  soon  after  landing  in  France, 
reached  the  Toul  sector  on  which  he  served  for  four 
months.  He  also  took  part  in  the  Saint  Miliiel  offensive, 
and  served  in  the  Meuse-Moselle  and  Woevre  sectors,  and 
later  served  in  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation. 
On  July  3rd,  1919,  he  completed  the  return  voyage.  Seven 
days  later  Miller  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


John  Henry  Miller 

John  H.  Miller  was  born  at  Casstown, 
Ohio,  on  December  27th,  1895.  His 
father  died  in  1903,  and  he  now 
makes  his  home  with  his  mother  and 
stepfather,  Alexander  and  Minnie  H. 
Smith  of  16  Promenade  Hill,  Hud¬ 
son.  Miller  attended  the  grammar 
and  high  schools  of  this  city,  and 
Albany  Business  College.  After 
completing  his  course  at  the  business 
college  in  1913,  he  accepted  employ¬ 
ment  as  a  bookkeeper.  On  March  13th,  1918,  our  Local 
Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  served  at 
Forts  Warren,  Andrews  and  Revere  with  the  28th  Regi¬ 
ment,  Coast  Artillery  Corps.  Sergeant  Miller  was  about 
to  sail  for  France  with  his  unit  when  the  armistice  was 
signed.  On  January  17th,  1919,  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 
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Joseph  Leo  Miller 

Joseph  L.,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Eva  Miller  of  German¬ 
town,  was  born  in  Livingston  on  January  7th,  1893.  When 
his  grammar  school  education  was  finished  he  obtained 
employment  as  a  chauffeur  and  worked  chiefly  as  such  until 
April  18th,  1917,  a  few  days  after  our  government  declared 
war,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Engineers.  On  June  14th, 
1917,  he  started  his  journey  overseas  as  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  C,  11th  Engineers,  1st  Army  Corps,  and  several  days 
later  landed  at  Plymouth,  England,  from  where  he  sailed 
for  Prance.  Miller  served  on  the  Somme,  Arras,  Verdun 
and  Argonne  sectors.  Qn  April  27th,  1919,  he  landed  in 
the  United  States,  and  on  May  6th  following  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


Levi  Miller 

Levi  Miller  was  born  in  Greenport  on  April  8th,  1883. 
He  is  the  son  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  Miller  of  Troy  and  of 
the  late  Levi  Miller  who  died  at  Greenport  in  1913.  When 
his  education  in  the  Hudson  public  schools  was  completed 
Miller  learned  the  carpenter ’s  trade.  Some  time  before  the 
war  he  served  in  the  United  States  Navy.  On  January 
20th,  1917,  Miller  enlisted  at  Port  Slocum  in  the  Coast 
Artillery.  After  training  with  several  units  at  Forts  Du¬ 
pont,  Adams  and  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  on  August 
14th,  1917,  Private  Miller  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England. 
He  was  there  stationed  at  Camp  Borden  and  later  at  Camp 
De  Souge,  France.  Corporal  Miller  advanced  to  the  front 
with  the  Supply  Company,  2nd  Battalion  Headquarters, 
57th  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  serving  for  four  months  on  the 
Saint  Mihiel  and  Toul  Fronts  and  for  two  and  a  half 
months  on  the  Meuse  Argonne  sector,  and  taking  active 
part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  Drives.  Mil¬ 
ler  was  burned  by  gasoline,  which  had  been  exploded  by  a 
shell,  and  after  two  months  in  the  hospital  he  emerged 
with  impaired  eyesight.  On  the  last  day  of  the  year  1918, 
Sergeant  Miller  returned  to  this  country  where,  on  January 
20th,  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Lloyd  Lasher  Miller 

Lloyd  L.  Miller  of  Germantown  was  born  at  Poughkeep¬ 
sie  on  December  9th,  1894,  to  Victor  and  Lillian  Miller, 
both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of  Germantown.  He  at¬ 
tended  school  in  his  native  city  and  later  was  a  pupil  in  the 
district  schools  of  Germantown  and  Linlithgo.  Previous  to 
the  war  he  managed  a  fruit  farm.  In  January,  1918,  Miller 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  through  our  Local 
Board  and  received  orders  to  report  at  Camp  Greene  in 
North  Carolina.  After  examination  by  the  camp  doctors, 
he  was  excused  from  service,  but  in  the  following  April  he 
was  selected  by  the  Local  Board  and  sent  to  Camp  Dix. 
The  following  month  Private  Miller  sailed  for  Tilbury 
Docks  as  a  member  of  the  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division,  in 
which  regiment  he  served  with  Company  D,  and  later  with 
the  Supply  Company.  In  France  he  served  on  the  Argonne 
and  Saint  Mihiel  sectors  for  about  three  months.  He  took 
active  part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  Drive  from  September  12th 
co  the  16th,  and  in  the  engagement  at  Mon  Plaise  on  Sep¬ 
tember  22nd,  1918.  In  May,  1919,  Private  Lloyd  L.  Miller 
arrived  in  this  country,  and  on  June  6tli  following,  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Malcolm  Rockefeller  Miller 

Malcolm  R.  Miller  of  Livingston  was  born  in  that  town 
on  May  29th,  1895.  His  parents,  Russel  and  Catherine 
Miller  are  both  dead.  He  was  a  pupil  in  the  district  school 
at  Glenco  Mills  until  1909,  when  he  took  up  farming.  After 
his  enlistment  in  the  army  on  December  15th,  1917,  Pri¬ 
vate  Miller  served  with  the  Cavalry  and  Quartermaster’s 
Corps  at  Camp  Dix  and  Forts  Brown  and  Bliss.  On  March 
4th,  1919,  while  in  the  army,  Private  Malcolm  Miller  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Theresa  Webber  at  Marfa,  Texas.  On  May  3rd 
following  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Merle  Miller 

Merle  Miller  was  the  first  son  of  Alclen  W.  and  the  late 
Mary  Miller  to  serve  America  in  the  World  War.  He  was 
born  at  Cheviot  on  June  26th,  1888,  and  attended  school  in 
his  native  town.  Miller,  who  had  been  an  auto  mechanic 
and  marine  engineer  previous  to  the  war,  volunteered  on 
June  28th,  1918,  for  service  in  the  United  States  Navy,  and 
later  received  an  Ensign’s  commission.  Ensign  Miller  was 
an  officer  of  the  United  States  Ship  Wabash  on  which  he 
served  in  foreign  waters.  After  cruising  through  the  war 
zone  he  landed  at  Saint  ~N azaire,  France.  Following  the 
signing  of  the  armistice,  Miller  returned  to  the  United 
States,  where  he  was  honorably  released  from  active  duty 
on  February  14th,  1919.  Miller  married  Miss  Helen  Vic¬ 
toria  Gottliebsen. 


Norman  Wallace  Miller 

Norman  W.  Miller,  now  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  was  born  at  Germantown 
on  July  28th,  1896.  His  mother, 
Mrs.  Marv  Miller,  died  when  he 
was  two  years  old.  His  father, 
Alden  Wallace  Miller,  is  a  resident 
of  Cheviot.  Miller  attended  the 
district  school  at  Cheviot  before 
working  as  a  marine  fireman.  On 
August  27tli,  1918,  one  of  the  local 
boards  of  Brooklyn  selected  him 
for  military  service.  For  three  months  Private  Miller 
served  with  a  Depot  Brigade  and  for  two  months  he 
served  with  the  2nd  Company,  Quartermaster’s  Corps. 
He  was  stationed  at  Camp  Gordon  in  Georgia,  Camp  Mc¬ 
Clellan  in  Alabama,  and  Camp  Meigs  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  On  January  5th,  1919,  he  completed  his  term 
of  honorable  service. 
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Stanton  William  Miller 

On  March  18th,  1897,  Stanton  W.  Mil¬ 
ler,  the  son  of  Aaron  C.  and  Hattie 
Miller  of  619  State  Street,  Hudson, 
was  born  in  this  city.  He  attended 
the  Hudson  public  schools  until  1914. 
On  May  31st,  1918,  Miller  enlisted  as 
a  first  class  Seaman  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  enrolling  at  an  Albany 
recruiting  station.  He  served  at  Pel 
ham  Bay,  Cape  May,  and  aboard  the 
United  States  Ship  Philippine  on 
which  he  served  in  the  war  zone.  Miller  crossed  the  Atlan¬ 
tic  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  In  1919,  after  returning 
to  the  United  States,  he  was  honorably  released  from  active 
service. 


William  Miller 

William  Miller  of  Philmont  was  born 
at  Catskill,  New  York,  on  September 
22nd,  1892.  His  parents  are  Charles 
and  the  late  Laura  Miller.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  Philmont  schools  until 
1905,  when  he  became  interested  in 
the  mill  business  and  has  since  been 
a  mill  operative  in  the  county.  On 
June  2nd,  1915,  William  Miller  mar 
ried  Miss  Beulah  Best  at  Philmont. 
While  in  New  York  on  April  17th, 
1918,  he  enlisted  as  a  Second  Class  Seaman  in  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force.  After  serving  at  Bensonhurst  and  Bay 
Ridge,  Miller  became  attached  to  the  United  States  Ship 
Sierra  on  which  he  made  several  trips  to  France,  landing 
at  Saint  Nazaire,  Brest,  and  Bordeaux.  For  a  month 
Miller  was  ill  with  the  influenza  in  the  Willard  Parker 
Hospital,  New  York  City.  He  returned  from  his  last 
voyage  overseas  on  September  23rd,  1919.  On  September 
30th  following,  he  was  honorably  released  from  active 
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Ward  Winthrop  Millias 

Dr.  Ward  W.  Millias  now  resides  at 
Valatie  in  this  county,  but  his  orig¬ 
inal  home  was  Schenectady,  where 
he  was  born  on  January  5th,  1888. 
He  is  the  son  of  Bursina  D.  and  the 
late  Winthrop  L.  Millias.  In  1904  ’ 
Millias  was  graduated  from  the  Val¬ 
atie  High  School.  He  then  entered 
Union  College  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1909.  He  then  took  up 
the  study  of  medicine  at  the  Albany 
Medical  College  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1912. 
Later  Dr.  Millias  opened  his  office  at  Borne,  New  York, 
and  began  a  general  practice  of  medicine.  On  May  25th, 
1918,  he  married  Miss  Florence  Sellick  at  Borne.  Prior  to 
the  war  he  served  for  two  years  with  the  National  Guard 
at  Albany.  Upon  volunteering  for  service  in  the  Medical 
Corps  on  August  4th,  1918,  he  was  given  a  First  Lieuten¬ 
ant’s  commission.  Lieutenant  Millias  served  at  Camps 
Mills,  Doniphan,  Logan  and  Greenleaf,  specializing  as  an 
examiner  in  cases  of  mental  and  nervous  diseases.  After 
the  cessation  of  hostilities,  Lieutenant  Millias  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


David  Brown  Milne 

At  Paisley,  Ontario,  Canada,  David  B.  Milne  was  born 
on  January  8th,  1881,  to  William  B.  and  Anna  Milne,  both 
of  Paisley.  When  his  high  school  education  was  completed, 
Milne  left  Canada  to  study  at  the  Art  Students’  League 
in  New  York  City.  On  August  3rd,  1912,  he  married  Miss 
May  Frances  Hegarty  at  New  Bochelle,  New  York.  For 
eight  years  Milne  worked  at  his  art  in  New  York.  In  1917, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Milne  established  their  residence  at  Boston 
Corners  in  this  county  where  Mr.  Milne  continued  his 
work  as  an  artist.  On  February  21st,  1918,  he  enlisted  in 
the  Canadian  Army,  being  sworn  into  service  at  the  British- 
Canadian  Becruiting  Office  at  West  42nd  Street,  New 
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York.  That  same  month  Private  Milne  sailed  for  Liver¬ 
pool.  In  England  he  was  stationed  at  Ripon  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  B,  2nd  Depot  Battalion,  1st  Division,. 
Lieutenant  Milne  was  still  in  service  when  last  heard  from 
by  the  committee. 


Edward  F.  Miner 

Edward  P.  Miner  of  Hudson  was 
born  in  this  city  on  June  17th,  1893. 
to  Edward  and  the  late  Mary  Miner. 
His  education  at  the  Hudson  public 
schools  completed,  Miner  worked  as 
a  teamster.  The  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for 
military  service,  and  on  April  3rd, 
1918,  he  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Dix. 
He  served  at  Camps  Dix,  Merritt 
and  Upton  before  sailing  for  Eng¬ 
land  on  May  19th,  1918,  with  Company  E,  312th  Infantry, 
78th  Division.  After  crossing  the  Channel  to  France, 
Private  Miner  served  on  the  Albert  sector  of  the  English 
front  for  two  weeks.  While  in  France  he  was  in  General 
Hospital  No.  16  ill  with  influenza.  On  January  26th,  1919, 
Miner  returned  to  the  United  States  and  on  February 
2nd,  1919,  he  Avas  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


William  Miner 


SeAreral  years  before  we  entered  the 
war,  William  Miner  was  a  soldier  in 
the  United  States  Army.  He  Avas 
born  at  Hudson  on  July  7th,  1897, 
and  his  father,  EdAvard  Miner,  is  still 
a  resident  of  this  city.  His  mother 
passed  aAvay  here  in  1910.  William 
Miner  gained  his  education  in  the 
Hudson  public  schools.  On  March 
31st,  1914,  he  enlisted  in  Company 
I,  22nd  Infantry.  On  October  5th  of 
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the  year  following  his  enlistment  Private  Miner  sailed  for 
Chingwongtoa,  China.  In  China  he  was  stationed  at  Tien- 
stin.  In  1916  Miner  was  transferred  to  Company  D,  15th 
Infantry,  hut  he  remained  in  the  Orient  until  1918,  when 
he  returned  to  this  country  on  December  24th.  Private 
Miner  is  still  in  the  United  States  Army. 


Eugene  Minkler 

Eugene  Minkler  of  Philmont  was  born  at  West  Stock- 
bridge,  Massachusetts,  on  April  2nd,  1888.  lie  is  the  son 
of  Calvin  and  the  late  Sara  Minkler.  His  education  was 
obtained  in  the  schools  of  Troy  and  West  Stockbridge. 
He  was  selected  for  military  service  on  May  24th,  1918,  by 
the  Local  Board  at  Hudson.  On  June  29th,  1918,  after 
training  at  Camp  Wadsworth  for  six  weeks,  Minkler  sailed 
for  Brest  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infan¬ 
try.  Overseas  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Saint  Sulpice, 
Saint  Loubes  and  at  Camp  Hunt.  In  1919  he  returned  to 
the  United  States  and  on  July  9th  of  that  year  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Guy  Minkler 

Another  Columbia  County  boy  who  gave  his  life  in  the 
world  war  was  Guy  Minkler,  formerly  of  Philmont.  He 
was  born  in  Stockbridge,  Massachusetts,  on  the  22nd  of 
August,  1891,  the  son  of  Calvin  and  the  late  Sara  Minkler. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  school 
of  Philmont.  Minkler  later  married  Miss  Florence  Coyn, 
and  beside  her  he  is  survived  by  their  son,  George  Minkler. 
In  March  of  1914,  Minkler  enlisted  in  the  United  States 
Army,  and  as  a  Sergeant  in  the  Infantry  he  served  in  the 
Philippines,  in  Texas,  in  Mexico  and  at  Fort  William 
McKinley.  In  1916  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Syracuse, 
New  York,  where  he  was  stationed  for  a  year  and  a  half, 
during  which  time  he  became  associated  with  Company  A, 
9th  Infantry,  2nd  Division.  His  unit  left  the  States  for 
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foreign  service  in  September  of  1917.  Landing  was  made 
at  a  French  port  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At 
the  front  he  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  at  Bonresches, 
Belleau  Wood,  on  the  Marne,  and  at  Chateau  Thierry.  At 
Chateau  Thierry  on  July  18th,  1918,  Sergeant  Minkler  was 
killed  in  action,  thus  bringing  to  an  heroic  close  the  life  of 
a  true  American  soldier. 


Samuel  Molesky 

Samuel,  the  son  of  Robert  Molesky  of  New  York  City, 
was  born  in  New  York  on  May  30th,  1895.  His  mother 
died  while  he  was  in  service.  In  his  native  city  Molesky 
gained  a  grammar  and  high  school  education,  and  while  a 
student  at  the  Hawthorne  School  at  Hawthorne,  New  York, 
he  was  given  his  initial  knowledge  of  military  training. 
On  May  31st,  1918,  Molesky,  who  had  been  a  railroad 
employee,  enlisted  in  the  Railroad  Engineers.  He  trained 
at  Camp  Mead  with  Company  A,  68th  Engineers.  In 
July,  1918,  the  68th  Engineers  embarked  for  Liverpool. 
Private  Molesky  was  on  detached  service  during  most  of 
his  stay  in  France.  In  July  of  1919  he  arrived  back  in  the 
United  States  and  that  same  month  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Frederick  Colbert  Moll 

Frederick  Colbert  Moll  is  the  son  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary 
Moll  and  of  Frederick  Moll,  with  whom  he  makes  his  home 
at  12  Charter  Oak  Place,  Hartford,  Connecticut.  He  was 
born  in  Chatham  on  March  14th,  1899,  and  attended  school 
in  that  village  until  1914,  when  he  was  in  the  second  year 
of  his  high  school  course.  On  March  7th,  1917,  Moll  enlisted 
in  the  Infantry  at  Fort  Slocum,  New  York.  After  nine 
months  of  training  at  Eagle  Pass,  Texas,  Moll  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Fort  Sam  Houston  in  the  same  State.  After  fur¬ 
ther  training  at  Camp  Gordon  Private  Moll  sailed  for 
Europe  on  April  16th,  1918,  and  after  landing  at  Liverpool 
he  embarked  for  a  French  port.  In  France  he  fought  with 
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Company  B,  13th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  5th  Division, 
which  served  on  the  Anould  and  Saint  Die  sectors  and  took 
part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  On 
July  21st,  1919,  Sergeant  Moll  returned  to  this  country, 
where  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Gordon  in  Georgia. 
When  last  heard  from  by  the  Committee  he  was  still  in 
service. 


Wilbur  Ludlam  Molyneaux 

Wilbur  L.  Molyneaux  was  born  in  New 
York  City  on  April  23rd,  1891.  His 
father  died  in  1906  and  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Adeline  Molyneaux,  is  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  New  York.  In  1909  Moly¬ 
neaux  graduated  from  high  school 
and  became  interested  in  salesman¬ 
ship.  Previous  to  the  war  he  held  a 
position  as  sales  manager  in  the  Cen¬ 
tral  States  for  the  Bankers’  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  Company.  On  June  14th,  1918, 
Molyneaux  became  a  soldier  by  voluntary  induction  into 
the  army.  He  went  from  Hudson  to  Cornell  University, 
which  he  left  after  two  months  to  be  assigned  as  chauffeur 
to  the  Quartermaster ’s  Corps  at  Camp  Joseph  E.  Johnston 
in  Florida,  and  three  weeks  later  Molyneaux  was  sent  to 
the  Officers’  Training  School  at  the  camp,  and  on  October 
29th,  1918,  he  was  commissioned  as  a  2nd  Lieutenant. 
Lieutenant  Molyneaux  was  sent  to  Hoboken  for  duty  as 
Transport  Quartermaster.  He  served  in  that  capacity  on 
this  side  and  in  France,  for  which  countrv  he  sailed  on 
December  18th,  1918,  and  where  he  was  stationed  at 
La  Pallice.  On  February  12th,  1919,  he  returned  to  the 
United  States  and  on  the  25th  of  that  month  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge.  On  March  8th  following  his 
return  Miss  Helen  Marie  Buschman  became  the  bride  of 
Wilbur  Ludlam  Molyneaux  at  the  Marble  Collegiate 
Church  in  New  York  City. 
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William  Edward  Montague 


William  E.  Montague  of  Philmont,  the 
son  of  Alice  B.  and  the  late  John 
William  Montague,  was  horn  at 
Catskill  on  January  27th,  1899.  In 
1915  he  completed  his  education  at 
the  Philmont  High  School.  On 
December  14th,  two  years  later,  at 
an  Albany  recruiting  station,  Mon¬ 
tague  enlisted  in  the  navy  as  a  1st 
Class  Seaman.  He  served  at  New¬ 
port,  Rhode  Island,  and  aboard  the 
United  States  Ship  Atlantic  until  March  25th,  1919,  when 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Victor  Montaldo 

rictor  Montaldo  was  born  at  Catan- 
zaro,  Italy,  on  the  6th  of  April,  1895. 
His  father,  Giovanni  Montaldo,  died 
in  that  province  a  few  years  ago,  and 
his  widowed  mother,  Mrs.  Anna 
Montaldo,  still  resides  there.  Mon¬ 
taldo  obtained  his  education  in  the 
schools  of  his  native  country.  After 
coming  to  America  he  settled  in  Hud¬ 
son,  where  he  was  employed  for  a 
time  in  a  foundry.  On  May  25th, 
1918,  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  Montaldo 
for  military  service.  He  entrained  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  a 
month,  during  which  time  he  became  a  musician  in  the  band 
of  the  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  After  four 
days  at  Newport  News,  Virginia,  the  unit  left  the  States 
for  foreign  service  on  July  1st,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  on  the  13th  of  the  same  month.  While  overseas 
Montaldo  served  at  Is-Sur-Tille,  St.  Loubes  and  Dijon, 
until  January  of  1919,  when  he  returned  to  the  States.  On 
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September  2nd,  1919,  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service.  In  that  same  year  he  became  an  American 
citizen.  On  July  7th,  1920,  Montaldo  married  Miss  Joseph¬ 
ine  Veraldi,  at  Mechanics ville,  New  York. 


Herman  Lawrence  Monthie 

Herman  L.  Monthie  of  Kinderhook,  the 
son  of  Herman  and  Pauline  Monthie 
of  the  same  village,  was  born  at 
Stuyvesant  Falls  on  November  26th, 
1896.  His  schooling  was  gained  at 
the  district  school  of  Sunnyside, 
which  he  left  in  1911  to  take  up  agri¬ 
cultural  work.  The  Local  Board  of 
this  county  selected  Monthie  for 
service  and  on  August  31st,  1918,  he 
went  to  Durham,  New  Hampshire, 
for  military  training.  Private  Monthie  served  there  until 
December  7th,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Floyd  Snyder  Moon 


Floyd  S.  Moon  of  Hudson  was  born  at 
Catskill  on  November  20th,  1888,  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Moon,  now  of 
Cementon,  New  York.  His  school¬ 
ing  at  Cementon  completed,  Moon 
came  to  Hudson,  where  he  was 
an  employee  of  the  Atlas  Portland 
Cement  and  Lime  Company  until 
June  of  1918.  On  the  30th  of  that 
month  he  enlisted  at  Hudson  in  the 
United  States  Army.  Private  Moon 
was  sent  to  a  technical  high  school  at  Buffalo  and  then  to 
a  machine  gun  school  at  Camp  Taylor.  He  was  later  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant  in  Battery  B,  84th  Field 
Artillery,  with  which  Battery  he  served  at  Camp  Sheridan, 
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in  Alabama,  until  December  17th,  1918,  when  he  was  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  from  service.  Floyd  Moon  married 
Miss  Viola  Curran  at  Hudson  on  May  7th,  1919. 


Francis  Morton  Moon 

Francis  Morton  Moon,  now  of  Tenafly,  New  Jersey,  the 
son  of  Frank  D.  and  Annie  M.  Moon,  was  born  at  New 
Britain,  Connecticut,  on  April  18th,  1895.  When  his  high 
school  education  at  Englewood,  New  Jersey,  was  com¬ 
pleted,  Moon  enrolled  at  the  New  York  State  Agricultural 
College,  at  which  he  was  a  student,  for  two  years.  For 
over  three  years  he  ran  a  farm  in  Taghkanic.  On  March 
12th,  1918,  Moon  enlisted  at  Hudson  in  the  Air  Service. 
Two  months  of  intensive  training  at  Kelly  Field  in  Texas 
completed,  Private  Moon  sailed  for  Bordeaux,  France,  on 
May  24th,  1918,  with  the  13th  Aero  Squadron.  Overseas  he 
served  on  the  Toul,  St.  Mihiel,  Meuse-Argonne  and  Verdun 
sectors,  and  took  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
offensives.  He  was  ill  with  influenza  in  the  hospital  at 
Colombey-les-Belles  for  three  weeks.  On  May  3rd,  1919, 
Private  Moon  arrived  in  this  country,  landing  at  Newport 
News.  Seven  days  after  landing  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


James  Edward  Moore 

James  E.  Moore  of  Hudson  was  born 
at  Tivoli,  New  York,  on  May  25th, 
1893.  His  parents  are  George  R. 
and  Estella  E.  Moore  of  Hudson. 
In  1908  he  finished  his  schooling  in 
the  Tivoli  public  schools  and  shortly 
afterward  came  to  Hudson.  On 
March  6th,  1913,  Moore  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  State  National  Guard,  and 
when  the  United  States  entered  the 
World  War  in  April  of  1917  Moore  was  still  a  member  of 
Company  F.  When  the  National  Guard  was  federalized 
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and  Company  F  was  sent  to  Fort  Niagara,  Private  Moore 
went  with  them.  The  following  October  he  went  to  Camp 
Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina.  From  there  he  was  sent 
to  Fort  Slocum  where  he  became  a  Corporal  in  the  21st 
Recruiting  Company  with  which  he  served  until  the  close 
of  the  war.  Corporal  Moore  then  returned  to  Hudson 
where  he  is  still  a  member  of  the  Local  Company  of 
militia. 


Lucius  Moore 


Lucius  Moore  was  born  in  the  city  of 
Hudson  on  the  29tli  of  April,  1894, 
the  son  of  James  and  Adelaide 
Moore  of  421  Allen  Street,  Hud¬ 
son.  He  attended  the  Hudson  pub¬ 
lic  schools,  was  graduated  from  the 
Hudson  High  School,  from  Peddie 
Institute  in  1913  and  from  Cornell 
University,  where  he  specialized  in 
architecture,  in  1917.  While  a  stu¬ 
dent  at  Cornell  Moore  served  a 
year  with  the  Cornell  University  Cadet  Corps.  On  May 
13th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  and  en¬ 
tered  the  Officers  Training  School  at  Madison  Barracks, 
New  York.  At  the  completion  of  the  course  of  training, 
on  August  15th,  1917,  Moore  was  commissioned  2nd  Lieu¬ 
tenant  and  assigned  to  Battery  A,  309th  Field  Artillery, 
78tli  or  Lightning  Division.  As  a  member  of  this  unit  he 
served  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  for  eight  months,  with 
the  exception  of  two  weeks  spent  at  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma. 
On  December  25th,  1917,  Moore  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  1st  Lieutenant.  He  left  the  states  for  foreign  service  on 
June  4th,  1918,  and  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England, 
and  later  at  Le  Havre,  France.  The  309'th  Field  Artillery 
was  stationed  at  Camp  Rumsey,  England,  and  at  Camp 
de  Mencon,  France.  On  August  28th,  1918,  Battery  A 
went  into  action  and  served  at  the  front  until  the  signing 
of  the  armistice.  They  served  actively  on  the  St.  Mihiel, 
Grand  Pre,  Meuse-Argonne  and  Toul  sectors1.  Lieutenant 
Moore  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  May  10th, 
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1919,  and  five  days  later  he  received  Ills  honorable  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Percy  John  Moore 

In  December  of  1891  Percy  John 
Moore  was  born  at  Mellenville,  New 
York,  to  John  and  Virginia  Moore 
of  the  same  village.  He  attended 
the  Mellenville  district  school  and 
took  a  course  in  telegraphy  at  the 
Chatham  Telegraph  School.  In 
1906  he  accepted  a  position  with 
the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company  for  which  he  worked  un¬ 
til  1917.  On  December  12th  of  that 
year  he  enlisted  at  Syracuse,  New  York,  as  landsman  in 
the  electrical  radio  service,  United  States  Navy.  He  was 
sent  to  the  technical  school  at  Harvard  University  to  take 
a  course  in  radio  operating.  Moore  served  at  Newport, 
Rhode  Island,  and  aboard  the  United  States  Ship  Con¬ 
stellation.  On  Independence  Day  of  1918  the  Leviathan, 
numbering  among  her  crew  Landsman  Percy  Moore, 
sailed  from  the  United  States  to  Brest,  Prance.  Moore 
served  on  this  ship  until  after  the  close  of  the  war.  When 
last  heard  from  he  was  still  serving  in  the  United  States 
Navy. 


Ralph  J.  Moore 


On  one  of  the  white  crosses  in  the 
American  cemetery  of  Glorieux, 
France,  is  the  name  of  Private 
Ralph  J.  Moore.  He  was  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Columbia  County,  having 
been  born  in  Ghent,  New  York, 
on  the  20th  day  of  September,  1895, 
the  son  of  William  and  Emma 
Moore,  both  of  Ghent.  After  com¬ 
pleting  the  elementary  course  in 
the  district  schools  of  his  native 
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town  he  became  interested  in  the  cooper’s  trade.  He  was 
thus  employed  until  the  Local  Board  of  Pittsfield,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  selected  him  for  military  service.  Moore  was 
later  assigned  to  Battery  B,  105th  Field  Artillery,  27th 
Division.  He  trained  three  weeks  at  Fort  Slocum,  New 
York,  and  nine  weeks  at  Camp  Jackson,  South  Carolina, 
after  which  he  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  in  the  second  week  of  September.  As  a  member 
of  Battery  B,  Moore  served  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  Offen¬ 
sive.  While  in  action  on  the  31st  of  October,  1918,  Moore 
was  severely  wounded  by  shrapnel.  He  was  removed  to 
a  hospital  back  of  the  lines,  where  he  lived  but  a  few  hours. 
Private  Moore  was  laid  to  rest  in  an  American  cemetery 
in  France. 


Van  Rensselaer  Moore 

Van  Rensselaer  Moore  was  born  at 
Hudson  on  October  18th,  1895, 

to  James  C.  and  Adelaide  G. 
Moore  of  421  Allen  Street,  Hudson. 
After  graduating  from  Hudson 
High  School  he  received  an  ap¬ 
pointment  to  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis, 
Maryland.  In  1918  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  academy,  receiving  an 
Ensign’s  commission.  He  then 
served  on  the  United  States  Ships  New  Orleans  and  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  Moore  soon  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Lieuten¬ 
ant  (Junior  Grade).  During  the  war  he  was  an  officer 
aboard  the  United  States  Ship  Christabel,  which  did 
coastal  convoy  and  patrol  duty  off  the  coast  of  France. 
The  Christabel  is  officially  credited  with  sinking  a  Ger¬ 
man  Ud)oat.  In  July,  1919,  Lieutenant  Moore  sailed  for 
Europe,  where  he  was  stationed  at  Brest,  at  Paris  with 
the  Peace  Mission  and  at  Vienna  in  Austria.  He  is  still 
serving  his  country  as  an  officer  in  the  United  States 
Navy. 
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William  Reuben  Moore 

William  R.  Moore,  the  son  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  and  the  late  Amasa  Moore,  was 
bom  at  Ghent  on  September  28th, 
1895.  In  1913  he  left  the  Chatham 
High  School  to  take  np  farming  at 
Ghent,  where  he  worked  at  agricul¬ 
tural  occupations  until  1917.  On 
December  12th,  1917,  Moore  en¬ 
listed  in  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps.  He  served  at  Paris  Island 
in  South  Carolina  as  a  member  of 
the  82nd  Drill  Company,  and  at  the  Government  Magazine 
on  Saint  Julian’s  Creek  in  Virginia,  until  April  11th,  1919, 
when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


William  E,  Morgan 

William  E.  Morgan  of  Germantown, 
the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph 
John  Morgan,  was  born  at  Burden, 
New  York,  on  October  5th,  1893. 
His  mother  died  in  1916.  Morgan 
attended  the  district  school  at  Bur¬ 
den  until  1907,  when  he  left  to  take 
up  agricultural  work.  During  the 
war  Morgan  was  living  in  the  State 
of  Illinois.  The  Local  Board  at 
Woodstock,  Illinois,  selected  him 
for  military  service  on  June  26th,  1918.  He  trained  at 
Camp  Grant,  Illinois,  and  at  Camp  Mills  on  Long  Island. 
On  September  9tli,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Liverpool,  and  from 
there  to  Prance,  where  he  was  assigned  to  Company  D, 
317th  Infantry,  80th  Division.  Private  Morgan  served  in 
the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive.  On  June  1st,  1919,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  America  and  on  the  17th  of  that  same  month  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Antonio  Morgillo 

Antonio,  the  son  of  Conchetta  and  the  late  Nicholas 
Morgillo,  was  born  at  San  Felice,  Italy,  on  February 
11th,  1893.  He  gained  his  schooling  in  his  home  land, 
served  for  three  months  in  the  Italian  army  and  there 
married  Audreane  Fraeonne  at  San  Felice  in  1913.  They 
now  have  one  child,  Nicholene.  Soon  after  his  marriage 
Morgillo  came  to  the  United  States  and  became  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Columbia  County.  During  the  World  War  our 
Local  Board  selected  Morgillo  for  military  service,  and  on 
August  9th,  1918,  he  entrained  at  Hudson  for  Fort 
Slocum.  Private  Morgillo  served  at  Fort  Slocum,  Camps 
Dix  and  McClellan,  as  a  member  of  the  following  outfits  — 
68th  Company,  7th  Battalion;  the  153rd  Depot  Brigade 
and  the  36th  Field  Artillery.  While  at  Camp  McClellan 
he  was  ill  with  grippe  for  two  months.  On  February  7th, 
1919,  Private  Morgillo  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service.  On  April  lOtli  of  that  year,  at  Hudson,  he  swore 
allegiance  to  the  United  States  and  received  his  final 
citizenship  papers. 


Michael  Moriarity 

Michael  Moriarity  was  born  in  the 
village  of  Valatie,  New  York,  on 
the  12th  of  December,  1889,  the  son 
of  Mary  and  the  late  John  Moriar¬ 
ity.  After  completing  the  elemen¬ 
tary  and  high  school  courses 
Moriarity  enrolled  as  a  student  at 
Fordham  University.  He  later 
took  an  accounting  course  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  after 
which  he  accepted  employment  as 
sales  manager  for  an  automobile  firm.  He  was  thus 
employed  until  June  30th,  1918,  when,  through  the  Local 
Board  at  Hudson,  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the  army. 
Plis  service  was  given  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  in  the 
17th  Company,  Central  Machine  Gun  Officers’  Training 
School.  On  November  27th,  1918,  Private  Moriarity  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Pasquale  M.  Morgillo 

Pasquale  M.  Morgillo  was  born  at 
Mapple,  Italy,  in  October,  1887. 
His  mother,  Mrs.  Conchetta  Mor¬ 
gillo,  still  lives  in  Italy,  but  his 
father  died  in  1902.  After  coming 
to  this  country  Morgillo  worked  for 
railroad  companies  and  in  the  lum¬ 
ber  camps.  On  October  6th,  1917, 
he  enlisted  in  New  York  City.  He 
trained  at  Camp  Devens,  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  at  Camp  Gordon  in 
Georgia,  where  he  was  assigned  to  Company  I,  325th 
Infantry.  On  May  17th,  1918,  his  regiment  sailed  for 
Liverpool  as  a  part  of  the  82nd  Division.  After  arriving 
in  France  Private  Morgillo  served  on  the  Toul  and  Mar- 
bache  sectors',  and  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
offensives.  While  in  action,  on  October  12th,  1918,  he  was 
wounded  in  the  right  arm  by  a  machine  gun  bullet.  His 
injuries  confined  him  to  the  hospital  for  eight  months. 
After  Morgillo ’s  return  to  this  county  in  February  of 
1919,  and  while  a  patient  at  the  Cape  May  Hospital,  he 
swore  allegiance  to  the  United  States  and  received  his 
final  citizenship  papers.  Private  Margillo  was  honorably 
discharged  from  the  United  States  Army  on  June  19th, 
1919. 


Joseph  Morris 


Joseph,  the  son  of  James  T.  and  the 
late  Elizabeth  Morris,  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  November  6th,  1884. 
He  gained  his  education  in  the 
Hudson  public  schools',  which  he 
left  in  1902  to  learn  the  barber’s 
trade.  On  May  2nd,  1918,  at 
Poughkeepsie  Morris  volunteered 
for  service  in  the  Infantry.  He 
served  at  Fort  Slocum  and  Camp 
Hill  until  June  5th,  1918,  when  he 
sailed  for  Brest  with  the  806th  Regiment.  Overseas  Pri- 
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vate  Morris  served  for  two  weeks  on  the  fighting  sectors. 
During  the  time  he  was  in  Europe  he  was  stationed  at 
St.  Nazaire.  He  spent  some  time  at  Base  Hospital  101 
suffering  with  eye  and  ear  trouble.  On  July  22nd,  1919, 
Private  Morris  returned  to  the  United  States,  where  he 
was  honorably  discharged  on  July  31st  following. 


Thomas  Earl  Morris 

Thomas  Earl  Morris  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  the  14th  of  July,  1893, 
the  son  of  Charles  and  Eliza  Morris 
of  88  North  Seventh  Street.  After 
completing  the  prescribed  course  in 
the  Hudson  High  School,  he  en¬ 
rolled  as  a  student  in  the  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute,  from  which 
institution  he  was  graduated  in 
1914.  In  September  of  the  same 
year  Morris  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  army.  He  was  assigned  to  the  machine  gun  com¬ 
pany  attached  to  the  25th  Infantry  and  served  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  three  years  as  a  Sergeant  at  Fort  Slocum,  Fort 
McDowell,  Port  Des  Moines,  and  in  Honolulu,  in  the 
Hawaiian  Islands.  At  America’s  entry  into  war  Morris 
was  transferred  to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he 
served  for  a  short  time  with  the  7th  Battalion,  153rd  Depot 
Brigade,  and  later  with  the  machine  gun  company  of  the 
367th  Infantry,  92nd  Division.  He  spent  four  months  at 
Camp  Dix,  and  five  months  at  Camp  Upton  and  received 
a  Captain’s  commission.  His  unit  left  the  States  for  for¬ 
eign  service  on  June  10th,  1918..  Landing  was  made  at 
Brest  in  the  latter  parj  of  June.  A  special  course  of  ma¬ 
chine  gun  training  was  given  the  unit  in  the  First  Corps 
Schools  at  Gondrecourt.  While  training  here  Captain  Mor¬ 
ris  invented  a  new  method  for  laying  Vickers  Machine 
Guns  for  indirect  fire.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  training  the 
367th  advanced  to  the  front,  where  they  fought  actively  on 
the  St.  Die,  Vosges,  Meuse- Argonne,  Marbache,  and  St. 
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Mihiel  sectors  until  November  11th,  1918.  Captain  Morris 
returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  March  1st,  1919, 
and  on  April  22nd,  1919,  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Arthur  Jerome  Morrison 

Arthur  J.  Morrison,  the  son  of  Mrs.  Bridget  Morrison 
of  308  State  Street,  Hudson,  was  born  at  Hudson  on  July 
19th,  1897.  His  father  died  in  this  city  in  1915.  Until 
1913  Morrison  attended  the  Hudson  public  schools,  which 
he  left  that  year  to  accept  a  clerical  position.  On  October 
15tli,  1918,  he  was  voluntarily  inducted  into  the  United 
States  Army  by  our  Local  Board.  From  October  15th 
until  December  9th,  1918,  Private  Morrison  served  in  Sec¬ 
tion  B,  Student’s  Army  Training  Corps  at  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity.  On  the  latter  date  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Oscar  Paul  Morrison 

Oscar  Paul  Morrison  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson,  New  York,  on  the 
4th  of  May,  1895,  the  son  of  Bertha 
and  the  late  Frank  Morrison  of 
Hudson.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  this  city  until  1913,  when 
he  left  to  accept  employment  as 
inspector  on  a  railroad.  He  later 
took  up  pharmacy.  October  of 
1917  found  Morrison  a  volunteer  in 
the  Ambulance  Corps.  He  was 
assigned  to  Company  8,  Ambulance  Corps,  and  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  unit  trained  at  Camp  Upton,  New  York,  and  at 
Camp  Shelby,  Mississippi.  Morrison  served  for  over  a 
year  at  Corazal,  Canal  Zone,  Panama,  after  which  he 
returned  to  the  States  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 
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Sanford  C.  Morrison 

Sanford  C.  Morrison  of  Chatham  was 
born  in  the  town  of  Claverack  on 
the  25th  of  November,  1887,  the  son 
of  John  and  Ruby  Morrison,  now  of 
Chatham.  The  district  school  of 
Mellenville  furnished  liis  education. 
When  he  left  school  in  1904  he 
accepted  a  position  as  railroad  fire¬ 
man.  A  Rensselaer  County  Board 
selected  him  for  military  service  on 
September  21st,  1917.  He  trained 
five  months  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  and  sailed 
overseas  on  March  12th,  1918,  landing  at  Brest,  France, 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  He  was  assigned  to 
Company  H,  166tli  Infantry,  42nd  Division,  and  took 
active  part  in  the  fighting  at  St.  Hiliare  Le  Grand  and 
Loringes.  Morrison  received  a  slight  shrapnel  wound  and 
was  severely  gassed  and  shell  shocked  at  St.  Hiliare 
Le  Grand.  He  was  removed  to  a  base  hospital,  in  France, 
from  where  he  was  brought  back  to  the  States  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  Casual  Company  on  October  12th,  1918.  He 
was  taken  to  a  base  hospital  on  this  side,  where  he  re¬ 
mained  a  patient  for  over  four  months.  On  March  27th, 
1919,  Morrison  received  a  citation,  signed  by  General 
Pershing,  for  gallantry  in  action  at  St.  Hiliare  Le  Grand 
in  July  of  1918.  Morrison  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service  on  Christmas  Day  of  1918. 


Clifford  Morris  Mosier 

Stottville  is  the  birthplace  of  Clifford 
Morris  Mosier.  He  was  born  there 
on  the  6th  of  September,  1898.  His 
father,  Peter  Mosier,  died  in  Stott¬ 
ville  in  September,  1905,  and  his 
mother,  Wealtha  Mosier,  died  in 
the  same  place  on  November  22nd, 
1912.  He  attended  the  district 
school  at  Stottville,  and  later  was  a 
student  in  the  public  schools  of 
Newark,  New  Jersey.  After  leav- 
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ing  school  he  was  employed  as  repairman  and  in  farming. 
On  June  26th,  1917,  Mosier  enlisted  in  the  Infantry.  He 
was  assigned  to  Company  H,  105th  Infantry,  27th  Divi¬ 
sion,  and  as  a  1st  Class  Private  of  this  unit  he  trained  for 
about  ten  months  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina. 
The  unit  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on  May  18th, 
1918,  and  landed  ait  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
same  month.  At  the  front  the  105th  saw  active  service 
on  the  Ypres,  St.  Quentin,  Mt.  Kemmel,  Hindenburg  Line 
and  La  Selle  River  sectors.  On  October  18th,  1918,  Mosier 
was  severely  wounded  in  action,  receiving  deep  lacerations 
on  his  back,  left  leg  and  right  arm.  He  was  removed  to  a 
base  hospital  and  brought  back  to  the  States  as  a  member 
of  a  Casual  Company  on  December  1 6th,  1918,  and  he 
was  taken  to  the  base  hospital  at  Camp  Upton,  Long 
Island.  He  was  a  patient  there  until  the  summer  of  1919, 
when  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Charles  T.  Mossman 

Charles  T.  Mossman  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Taghkanic,  on  the  24th  of 
November,  1895,  the  son  of  William 
and  Jane  Mossman,  now  of  Phil- 
mont.  He  attended  the  district 
school  at  Cra.ryville,  leaving  in  1910 
to  engage  in  mill  work  and  farming. 
On  July  1st,  1918,  Mossman  enlisted 
in  the  Merchant  Marine,  and  in  this 
branch  of  the  service  he  served  on 
the  United  States  Ships  Meade, 
Calvin  Austin,  Ulysses,  Governor  Cobb,  Nansmond,  Baren- 
dreoht  and  the  Manitowoc.  Mossman  made  two  trips 
abroad,  landing  at  St.  Nazaire  and  La  Pallice,  France; 
Rotterdam,  Holland;  and  at  Dartmouth,  England.  He 
returned  to  the  States  on  May  25th,  1919,  and  on  July 
15th,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 
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Cornelius  Ferris  Moul 

Cornelius  F.  Moul,  who  formerly  lived  in  Hudson, 
was  born  on  February  8th,  1896.  His  parents  were  Henry 
S.  and  the  late  Anna  M.  Moul.  When  he  moved  from 
Hudson,  Moul  was  still  a  school  boy.  On  April  8th,  1917, 
at  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  he  enlisted  in  the  army.  At 
Camp  Beauregard  he  was  assigned  to  Company  E,  156th 
Infantry,  39th  Division.  In  the  following  October  lie  was 
assigned  to  Company  K,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division. 
Arriving  in  France  Moul  fought  in  battles  at  the  Vierstadt 
Cross  Roads,  Mt.  Kemmel,  St.  Maurice,  East  Poperinghe 
Line  and  the  Hindenburg  Line.  He  returned  to  the  United 
States  on  March  9th,  1919,  and  here  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  April  5th  of  that  year.  A  few  months  later, 
on  October  9th,  1919,  Cornelius  Moul  married  Lillian  A. 
Lingenfelter  in  Gloversville,  N.  Y. 


James  Francis  Muldowney 

James  Francis  Muldowney  was  born  in  the  city  of 
Hudson  on  the  16th  of  September,  1889.  His  father  died 
in  Hudson  on  the  2nd  of  March,  1907.  Muldowney  lives 
with  his  mother,  Mrs.  Annie  Muldowney,  at  252  State 
Street,  Hudson.  He  completed  the  elementary  course  in 
St.  Mary’s  Academy,  leaving  in  1904  to  learn  the  ma¬ 
chinist’s  trade.  On  July  14th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of 
the  county  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hud¬ 
son  on  the  following  day  for  Oswego,  New  York,  where  he 
received  two  months  of  mechanical  training.  He  was  then 
assigned  to  the  22nd  Company,  Coast  Artillery  Corps  at 
Fort  Hamilton,  New  York.  Muldowney  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  unit  until  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  December  6th,  1918. 
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Konrad  Muller,  Jr. 

Konrad  Muller,  Jr.,  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson  on  the  5th  of  July, 
1896,  the  son  of  Konrad  and  Mag¬ 
dalena  Miller  of  543  Washington 
Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  town, 
leaving  in  1914  to  learn  the  ma¬ 
chinist’s  trade,  at  the  completion  of 
which  he  accepted  a  position  as 
machinist  with  a  local  firm.  On 
March  21st,  1916,  Muller  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
and  was  a  Corporal  in  this  unit  when  it  was  federalized  on 
July  20th,  1917.  Nine  days  later  the  unit  left  Hudson  for 
Fort  Niagara,  New  York,  where  training  followed  until 
October  29th,  1917,  on  which  date  the  company  entrained 
for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  Intensive  mili¬ 
tary  training  continued  until  July  26th,  1918,  during  which 
time  Muller  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  In¬ 
fantry.  On  the  latter  date  this  unit  sailed  overseas  and 
landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  first  week  of  August. 
While  a  part  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  the 
51st  Pioneers  saw  service  on  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse- 
Moselle  sectors  and  took  part  in  the  operations  in  the 
Woerve.  Six  days  after  the  signing  of  the  armistice  the 
51st  Pioneers  became  a  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation 
and  served  in  Germany  until  July  of  1919,  when  they 
returned  to  the  States.  Sergeant  Muller  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service  on  July  9th,  1919. 


Michael  Mullins 

Michael  Mullins  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson  on  the 
7th  of  April,  1892,  the  son  of  John  and  Catherine  Mullins 
of  309  State  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  St.  Mary’s 
Academy  and  was  a  student  at  St.  Mary’s  High 
School  until  1907,  when  he  left  to  accept  a  position  as 
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engineer.  He  was  thus  occupied  until  the  19th  of  June, 

1917,  on  which  date  Mullins  enlisted  in  the  Medical  Corps. 
He  was  assigned  to  Instruction  Company  No.  5  and  later 
to  Ambulance  Company  304,  301st  Sanitary  Train,  76th 
Division.  Mullins  trained  at  Fort  Slocum  and  two  months 
at  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison.  He  then  served  ten  months 
as  Drill  Sergeant  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts.  He 
left  the  States  with  his  unit  for  foreign  service  on  July 
10th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Cardiff,  Wales,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  same  month.  While  abroad  Mullins  served  with  his 
unit  at  Winchester  in  England  and  at  Havre,  St.  Amant, 
St.  Nazaire  and  Clamecy  in  France.  On  December  10th, 

1918,  this  unit  returned  to  the  States  and  six  days  later 
Sergeant  Mullins  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


William  Mulson 

William  Mulson  was  born  in  Kingston  on  the  1st  of 
April,  1895.  The  family  later  moved  to  Hudson,  where 
they  made  their  home  until  the  death  of  the  parents. 
Mulson  received  his  education  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools,  leaving  in  1911  to  accept  employment  as  a  machine 
operator  at  a  saw  mill.  Mulson  had  two  years  of  military 
training  as  a  member  of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry.  After 
receiving  his  honorable  discharge  he  re-enlisted  on  June 
4th,  1917,  in  the  same  company.  During  the  summer  of 
1917  the  National  Guard  was  called  into  federal  service  by 
presidential  proclamation.  Company  F  left  Hudson  on 
July  29th,  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed  for 
three  months.  In  October  the  company  entrained  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  military  training  fol¬ 
lowed  for  eight  months,  during  which  time  Mulson  became 
identified  with  Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th 
Division,  as  a  1st  Class  Private.  The  unit  left  an  Ameri¬ 
can  port  of  embarkation  June  14th,  1918.  and  landed  at  a 
French  port  in  the  latter  part  of  June.  After  spending  a 
short  time  at  Camp  De  Souge,  the  102nd  advanced  to  the 
front,  where  they  saw  active  service  on  the  Verdun  sector 
and  in  the  Meuse- Argonne  offensive  at  Chattancourt,  Le 
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Mort  Homme  (Cote  295),  and  Reville.  Mnlson  came  back 
to  the  States  on  March  11th,  1919,  and  on  April  3rd,  1919, 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service.  Mnlson 
married  Miss  Hazel  May  Gillette  at  Youngstown,  New 
York,  and  they  now  have  one  son,  William  Mulson,  Jr. 


John  H.  Murphy 

New  Lebanon  was  the  birthplace  of  John  H.  Murphy. 
He  was  bom  in  that  town  on  the  15th  of  March,  1895,  the 
son  of  Thomas  and  Harriet  Murphy,  now  of  East  Chat¬ 
ham.  He  attended  the  district  school  of  Lebanon  until 
1909,  when  he  left  to  accept  employment  on  a  farm.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  the  war  he  served  for  about  a  year  as  a  1  st  Class 
Fireman  in  the  Navy  at  the  Newport  Naval  Training  Sta¬ 
tion.  On  April  29th,  1918,  the  Columbia  County  Local 
Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  His  contingent 
left  Hudson  on  the  30th  of  April,  1918,  for  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey,  where  Murphy  trained  for  about  a  month,  during 
which  time  he  was  assigned  to  Headquarters’  Company, 
312th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  On  May  20th,  1918,  the 
312th  left  an  American  port  of  embarkation  bound  for 
England.  After  a  brief  stay  there  they  crossed  the  chan¬ 
nel  and  landed  at  Calais,  during  the  first  part  of  June. 
The  312th  then  advanced  to  the  front,  where  Private 
Murphy  served  actively  on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Limey  and 
Meuse-Argonne  sectors  from  September  4th,  1918,  until 
the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  November.  He  returned  to 
the  States  on  June  5th,  1919,  and  on  the  10th  of  the  same 
month  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Cyrus  Myers,  Jr. 

Cyrus  Myers,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Stottville  on  the  6th  of 
October,  1891,  the  son  of  Cyrus  and  Fannie  Myers,  now 
of  214  State  Street,  Hudson.  Myers  obtained  an  elemen¬ 
tary  education  at  the  Hudson  public  schools.  He  after- 
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ward  was  employed  as  knitter  in  one  of  the  knitting  mills 
of  this  city.  On  August  23rd,  1915,  Myers  married  Mrs. 
Mabelle  Bennett.  On  September  4th,  1918,  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  Myers  for  military 
service.  He  left  Hudson  for  the  Camp  at  Syracuse,  where 
he  was  assigned  to  the  83rd  Company,  20th  Battalion. 
After  a  few  months  of  training  there  Myers  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  aviation  field  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  where  he 
served  until  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
January  9th,  1919. 


Harry  Myers 

Harry  Myers  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Ancram  on  the  27th  of  September, 
1895.  His  father  died  in  that  same 
town  on  the  17th  of  December,  1918. 
His  mother,  who  is  now  Mrs. 
Edward  Funk,  lives  at  Silvernails, 
New  York.  He  attended  the  Pine 
Plains  schools  and  was  graduated 
from  the  Pine  Plains  High  School, 
after  which  he  was>  employed  as 
bookkeeper  at  Falls  Village,  with 
the  Borden  Company,  and  at  electrical  work  at  Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts,  and  while  a  resident  of  Pine  Plains  served 
as  a  member  of  the  State  Guard.  On  December  11th,  1917, 
Myers  enlisted  as  a  Fireman  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
He  trained  for  about  four  months  at  the  United  States 
Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  after 
which  he  was  assigned  to  the  United  States  Ship  Pueblo, 
as  an  electrician.  He  served  for  over  a  year  on  transport 
duty,  crossing  the  ocean  fifteen  times.  Myers  is  still  in 
service  at  the  Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode 
Island. 
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Paul  Nack 

Paul,  the  son  of  William  and  Dora 
Marie  Nack  of  North  Germantown, 
was  born  at  North  Germantown  on 
July  1st,  1896.  He  attended  the  dis¬ 
trict  schools  of  his  native  town  until 
1911,  after  which  date  he  held  a  po¬ 
sition  as  a  chauffeur.  On  July  14th, 
1918,  Nack  was  voluntarily  inducted 
into  the  army  by  our  Local  Board 
and  sent  to  New  York  University 
where  he  served  in  Company  B  of 
the  Training  Detachment  until  the  13th  of  the  following 
September.  At  that  time  Corporal  Nack  was  assigned  to 
the  380th  Tank  Corps  at  Camp  Colt  in  Pennsylvania.  His 
next  service  was  given  at  Camp  Meade,  Maryland,  where 
he  remained  until  October  20th,  1918,  when  he  sailed  for 
Liverpool,  England,  and  from  there  to  a  French  port.  He 
served  at  Camp  Chamberlain  in  France.  On  March  13th, 
1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  where  he  was  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  from  service  on  April  9th  following. 
On  August  24th,  1919,  the  wedding  of  Paul  Nack  and  Sarah 
Requa  Dedrick  took  place  at  Hudson,  New  York. 


Charles  Carl  Nadler 

Charles  C.,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hugo  Nadler  of  State  Line,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  was  born  in  Greenport  on 
January  7th,  1894.  He  left  the  dis¬ 
trict  school  of  Austerlitz  in  1910  to 
work  at  farming.  The  Local  Board 
at  Hudson  on  November  7th,  1917, 
selected  Nadler  for  military  service 
and  sent  him  to  Camp  Devens  in 
Massachusetts.  On  March  16th, 
1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest  with  Base 
Veterinary  Hospital  No.  1.  Overseas  Nadler  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Never s  until  June,  1919.  On  the  8th  of  that 
month  he  landed  in  the  United  States  and  six  days  later 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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De  Lloyd  Daniel  Nash 

De  Lloyd  D.  Nash,  who  is  the  son  of  Isaac  and  Alleta 
Nash  of  Ghent,  was  born  at  Craryville  on  December  14th, 
1889.  Upon  graduating  from  the  Hillsdale  High  School 
he  entered  Syracuse  University  where  he  completed  a 
course  in  electrical  engineering  in  1915.  From  that  year 
until  September  1st,  1917,  when  he  enlisted  at  Wilkins- 
burg,  Pennsylvania,  as  a  Cadet  in  the  Reserve  Officers 
Training  Corps,  Nash  worked  at  his  profession.  Follow¬ 
ing  his  enlistment  he  took  three  months  of  intensive  train¬ 
ing  at  Fort  Oglethorpe  before  receiving  a  Second  Lieu¬ 
tenant’s  commission.  For  six  months  Lieutenant  Nash 
served  with  an  artillery  regiment  at  Camp  Jackson,  South 
Carolina.  He  was  then  transferred  to  the  Aviation  Serv¬ 
ice  and  served  at  aviation  fields  in  Oklahoma  and  at  Mount 
Clemens,  Michigan.  On  September  1st,  1918,  he  started 
on  the  journey  overseas  which  brought  him  to  Liverpool 
and  finally  to  a  port  of  France.  In  France  Nash  served 
at  the  2nd  C.  A.  S.,  at  the  2nd  A.  I.  C.  and  as  an  officer  of 
the  Headquarters  Company,  316th  Artillery,  81st  Divi¬ 
sion.  In  February,  1919,  Lieutenant  Nash  came  back  to 
the  United  States  and  on  the  25th  of  that  month  he  re¬ 
signed  his  commission. 


Joseph  Navarra 

Joseph  Navarra  was  born  in  the 
Province  of  Golfo,  Italy,  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  5th,  1889.  His  parents,  Calo- 
gara  and  Josephine  Navarra,  are 
now  residents  of  East  Chatham, 
New  York.  Navarra  was  only  a 
school  boy  when  his  family  came  to 
America  and  he  continued  his  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  schools  of  New  York 
City.  In  this  county  he  worked  as 
a  barber  until  December  14th,  1917, 
when  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him 
to  become  a  soldier  in  the  American  Army.  He  trained  at 
Camp  Devens  where  he  received  his  final  citizenship 
papers  the  June  before  he  sailed.  Navarra  embarked  for 
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France  on  July  14th,  1918,  as  a  member  of  Battery  A, 
301st  Field  Artillery,  76th  Division.  In  France  Private 
Navarra  was  stationed  for  two  months  at  Tours.  On 
January  5th,  1919,  Navarra  completed  the  return  voyage 
to  this  country  and  on  the  18th  of  that  month  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Frank  Lawrence  Nawrockey 

The  78th  Division  was  honored  by  the 
heroism  of  Frank  Lawrence  Naw¬ 
rockey.  He  was  a  resident  of  Co¬ 
lumbia  County,  having  been  born  in 
Stuyvesant  Falls,  New  York,  on  the 
30th  of  October,  1895,  the  son  of 
Martin  and  Fannie  Nawrockey,  both 
of  whom  still  reside  at  Stuyvesant 
Falls.  Nawrockey  attended  the  dis¬ 
trict  school  of  his  native  town,  leav¬ 
ing  in  1909  to  accept  employment  in 
one  of  the  mills  of  the  county.  On  April  2nd,  1918,  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  Nawrockey  for 
military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  for  about  six 
weeks,  during  which  time  he  was  assigned  to  Company  D, 
310th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  And  as  a  member  of  this 
unit  he  sailed  overseas  on  May  19th,  1918,  and  landed  first 
at  Southampton,  England,  and  the  latter  part  of  May  at 
Calais,  France.  After  a  short  period  of  training  the  310th 
proceeded  to  the  front  where  they  took  active  part  in  the 
fighting  on  the  Limey,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
sectors,  where  Nawrockey  fought  as  a  first  class  Private 
of  the  310th.  On  October  18th,  1918,  while  in  action  in  the 
Argonne  Forest  he  volunteered  to  lead  a  patrol  for  the 
purpose  of  locating  an  enemy  machine  gun  nest.  While 
accomplishing  this  hazardous  task  he  was  killed  by  ma¬ 
chine  gun  fire  in  the  Bois  de  Forges.  He  was  laid  to  rest 
in  France,  and  during  the  summer  of  1921  his  body  was 
brought  back  to  this  country  and  buried  with  full  military 
honors  in  St.  Mary’s  Cemetery,  Stuyvesant  Falls,  New 
York. 
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Robert  Horton  Near 

Robert  H.  Near  was  born  at  Claverack  on  March  10th, 
1886.  His  father,  Jerome  Near,  died  at  Mellenville  in  1888. 
His  mother,  who  re-married,  is  now  Mrs.  Mary  Philips  of 
Philmont.  Near  attended  high  school  and  was  a  student 
at  Albany  Business  College  until  1907  when  he  graduated. 
From  1915  until  1917  he  was  in  the  insurance  business  at 
Hudson.  On  September  24th,  1917,  he  enlisted  at  New 
York  City  in  the  ambulance  service.  After  training  at 
Fort  Porter  in  Buffalo  and  on  January  1.5th,  1918,  Corporal 
Near  sailed  for  Glasgow,  Scotland,  with  Mobile  Hospital 
No.  10,  and  he  was  later  attached  to  the  5th  Corps,  1st 
Army.  From  Scotland  Near  sailed  for  France  where  he 
saw  service  at  Paris,  Vitrey,  and  for  five  months  on  the 
Saint  Mihiel  sector.  On  May  28th,  1919,  Sergeant  Near 
returned  to  the  United  States  where  he  was  honorably 
discharged  on  June  13th  following. 


Cornelius  James  Nelson 

Cornelius  J.  Nelson,  the  son  of  Elmer 
Nelson  of  Philmont,  was  born  at 
Taghkanic  on  July  9th,  1897.  When 
his  education  at  the  Craryville  dis¬ 
trict  school  was  completed  he 
learned  the  painter’s  trade  at  which 
he  worked  until  July  4th,  1918.  On 
the  above  date  Nelson  enlisted  as  a 
fireman  in  the  United  States  Mer¬ 
chant  Marine.  He  served  aboard  the 
United  States  Army  Transport 
Dora  on  which  he  made  trips  into  foreign  waters  starting 
August  21st,  September  28th,  1918,  and  January  7th,  1919. 
Almost  his  entire  period  of  enlistment  was  spent  aboard 
the  Dora.  On  April  17,  1919,  Nelson  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 
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Frank  Nemeth 

On  April  22nd,  1894,  Frank,  the  son  of 
Alexander  and  Margaret  Zimits 
Nemeth  was  born  at  Voralja,  Hun¬ 
gary.  His  education  was  gained  in 
Hungary  and  the  United  States.  In 
this  country  Nemeth  worked  as  a 
shoemaker  until  the  Local  Board  at 
Hudson  selected  him  for  service  in 
the  army.  Nemeth  left  Hudson  for 
Camp  Devens  in  Massachusetts  on 
September  21st,  1917.  There  he 
served  with  the  48tli  Company,  12th  Battalion,  151st  Depot 
Brigade,  until  November  12th,  1918,  when  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Domenico  Nero 

Domenico,  the  son  of  Giuseppe  and  the 
late  Maria.  Nero,  was  born  at  Am- 
brosie,  Italy,  on  May  19th,  1893.  His 
schooling  was  gained  in  his  native 
country.  When  he  came  to  the 
United  States  Nero  took  up  agri¬ 
cultural  work  at  which  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  until  April  30th,  1918,  when 
he  was  inducted  into  the  army  by 
our  Local  Board.  He  trained  at 
Camps  Dix,  Merritt,  and  Upton.  At 
Camp  Merritt  he  received  his  final  naturalization  papers. 
On  July  17th,  1918,  Nero  sailed  for  Brest  in  France.  He 
served  on  the  Argonne  sector  for  twenty-two  days  and  took 
part  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  and  Aisne-Marne  Offensives 
as  a  member  of  Company  M,  111th  Infantry,  28th  Division. 
In  1919  Private  Nero  again  entered  an  American  port,  and 
on  May  5th  of  that  year  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 
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Frank  Nero 


Frank  Nero  was  born  at  Morosa,  Italy, 
on  September  17th,  1895,  to  Angelo 
and  Rose  Martin  Nero.  He  was  the 
possessor  of  a  common  school  edu¬ 
cation  when  he  immigrated  to  this 
country.  Here  he  found  employ¬ 
ment  in  a  knitting  mill  of  Columbia 
County.  On  May  25th,  1918,  Nero 
was  inducted  into  service  by  our 
Local  Board  and  while  in  camp  at 
Spartanburg,  he  became  an  Ameri¬ 
can  citizen.  On  June  30th,  1918,  Private  Nero  went  from 
Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina  to  the  port  of  embark¬ 
ation  with  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  After  land¬ 
ing  in  France  and  spending  a  short  time  in  training  areas, 
the  2nd  Pioneers  advanced  to  the  front.  There  Nero 
served  until  the  close  of  the  war  guarding  ammunition 
supplies  near  the  front.  On  July  4th,  1919,  he  returned  to 
this  country  where  five  days  later  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Howard  Albert  New 


Howard  A.  New  of  Valatie  was  born  at  East  Shodack 
on  April  12th,  1893.  His  mother  is  now  Mrs.  Charles  C. 
Hadfield  of  Valatie.  When  New  completed  his  schooling  at 
Valatie  he  secured  a  position  as  overseer  on  a  farm.  Before 
the  war  he  served  for  over  three  years  as  a  private  in  the 
13th  Infantry,  at  El  Paso,  Texas.  On  New  Years  Day, 
1913,  the  wedding  of  Howard  New  and  Tillie  May  Fuller 
occurred  at  Scranton,  Pennsylvania,  and  they  now  have 
two  children  Harold  and  Geneveive.  Local  Board  No.  5 
of  Scranton,  Pennsylvania,  selected  New  for  military  ser¬ 
vice.  On  this  side  he  trained  at  Camps  Mead,  Dix,  Merritt 
and  Upton,  later  being  assigned  to  Battery  B,  321st  Field 
Artillery,  82nd  Division.  On  May  10th,  1917,  the  321st 
Field  Artillery  embarked  for  France,  where  it  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Brest  S  xint  Aignan,  La-Courtine,  and  Camp  De 
Souge  near  Bordeaux.  When  he  reached  the  front  he 
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served  on  the  Marbache  sector,  on  the  Verdun  sector  for 
two  weeks,  on  the  Tout  and  Chateau-Thierry  sectors  in 
reserve.  He  took  part  in  the  St.  Miliiel  and  Meuse  Argonne 
Offensives.  Private  New  was  wounded  and  gassed  in  action. 
He  was  detained  in  the  hospital  for  two  months  before  he 
recovered.  New  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  6th,  1919,  subsequent  to  his  return  to  this  country 
on  January  22nd,  1919. 


Le  Roy  Charles  Nichols 

Le  Roy  C.  Nichols  was  born  at  Cha¬ 
tham  on  March  7th,  1899.  His 
father  died  in  this  county  in  1911, 
and  his  mother  who  lias  since  re¬ 
married  is  Mrs.  Minnie  Catherine 
Woodward  of  Albany.  Le  Roy 
Nichols  completed  the  first  year  of 
his  high  school  course  in  1915  and 
took  up  clerical  work  in  a  railroad 
office.  On  June  3rd,  1917,  he  enlisted 
in  the  local  Company  F  of  the  New 
York  National  Guard.  In  July  of  that  summer  Company 
F  was  mustered  into  federal  service  at  Hudson  and  ordered 
to  report  at  Fort  Niagara.  Later,  at  Camp  Wadsworth, 
Private  Nichols  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  107th  Infan¬ 
try,  27th  Division.  His  regiment  embarked  for  Brest  on 
May  10th,  1918.  On  the  European  continent  Nichols  served 
on  the  Belgian  Front  and  at  the  breaking  of  the  Hinden- 
burg  Line.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from  military 
service  on  April  20th,  1919,  while  in  France.  He  then 
became  associated  with  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Asso¬ 
ciation,  with  which  organization  he  is  now  serving. 


Carroll  Lalor  Nolan 

Carroll  L.,  the  son  of  John  and  Agnes  Nolan  of  Hillsdale, 
was  born  at  Mount  Vernon,  New  York,  on  August  7th,  1895. 
His  schooling  was  gained  at  Yonkers.  Nolan  is  an  electri- 
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cian,  has  worked  at  farming,  and  for  six  months  he  was  in 
the  theatrical  business  at  Mount  Vernon.  On  April  25th, 
1917,  the  same  month  that  the  United  States  declared  war 
against  the  Central  Powers  of  Europe,  Nolan  enlisted  in 
the  United  States  Navy  as  an  Apprentice  Seaman.  He 
served  at  the  Newport  Training  Station.  While  there  he 
contracted  rheumatism.  After  three  months  in  the  New¬ 
port  Naval  Hospital  and  on  July  10th,  1917,  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frank  Nolozny 

Frank  Nolozny  was  born  in  Poland  in  January  of  1896, 
the  son  of  Paul  and  Pauline  Nolozny,  both  of  that  country. 
He  attended  the  schools  of  his  native  land  until  1912  when 
he  came  to  America  and  made  Hudson  his  home.  While 
there  he  was  employed  by  the  New  York  and  New  England 
Cement  and  Lime  Company,  and  became  an  American 
citizen.  On  December  24th,  1917,  he  volunteered  through 
the  Local  Board  of  the  County  for  military  service.  No- 
lonzy  trained  for  two  weeks  at  a  camp  after  which  he 
sailed  overseas.  He  served  in  France  in  the  Infantry  until 
signing  of  the  armistice,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged 
in  order  to  re-enlist  in  the  Polish  army,  with  which  he  is 
now  serving  in  Poland. 


Harold  Nonamaker 


Harold,  the  son  of  Frederick  and  Julia 
Nonamaker  of  Harry  Howard  Ave., 
Hudson,  New  York,  was  bom  at 
Hudson  on  October  15th,  1893.  His 
education  was  gained  in  the  Sixth 
Street  School  at  Hudson.  On  May 
25th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  Company 
F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National' 
Guard.  In  July  the  National  Guard 
was  federalized  by  presidential 
proclamation.  In  that  same  month 
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Company  F  went  from  Hudson  to  Fort  Niagara  and  in  the 
following  October  the  company  moved  south  to  Camp 
Wadsworth.  There  Private  Nonamaker  was  assigned  to 
Company  F,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  On  May  10th, 
1918,  the  107th  Infantry  sailed  for  Brest,  France.  After 
arriving  in  Europe  Nonamaker  served  on  the  Belgian 
front  for  two  months,  taking  part  in  the  battles  at  the  La 
Selle  River,  the  Hindenburg  Line,  Dickebush  Sector,  East 
Poperinghe  Line  and  several  other  engagements.  In  the 
spring  of  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  here 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  April  2nd,  1919. 


William  Nonamaker 

William  Nonamaker,  who  served  in  the 
World  War  as  a  Private  of  Com¬ 
pany  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train, 
27th  Division,  is  also  a  son  of 
Frederick  and  Julia  Nonamaker  of 
Harry  Howard  Avenue,  Hudson.  He 
was  born  in  this  city  on  March  9th, 
1892.  When  his  education  in  the 
Hudson  public  schools  was  completed 
he  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade. 
On  April  3rd,  1915,  Nonamaker 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard.  In  July  of  1917,  the  National  Guard  was  called 
into  federal  service  and  Company  F  was  ordered  to  Fort 
Niagara  where  they  trained  until  the  following  October, 
when  they  were  transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth  and  there 
reassigned  to  various  military  units.  Nonamaker  became 
associated  with  Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train, 
27th  Division.  On  June  11th  he  embarked  for  the  port  of 
Brest.  Overseas  he  served  for  two  months  on  the  Argonne 
and  Verdun  sectors,  at  St.  Clair,  Chattancourt,  Charnay, 
Brabant,  and  in  other  engagements  in  which  the  102nd 
Ammunition  Train  participated.  On  March  11th,  1919, 
Private  Nonamaker  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  April  5th  following.

Charles  Luers  Nordsiek 

Although  Charles  L.  Nordsiek  was  only  21  years  old 
when  he  enrolled  in  the  Navy  in  1917,  lie  was  a  veteran 
hero  of  the  service.  Charles  Nordsiek  was  born  in  New 
York  city  on  April  19th,  1896,  to  Frank  C.  Nordsiek, 
now  of  Valatie,  and  the  late  Margaret  Nordsiek,  who  died 
in  New  York.  In  1911,  he  left  one  of  the  high  schools  of 
the  metropolis  to  follow  the  call  of  the  sea.  Before  the 
World  War,  Nordsiek  served  for  almost  four  years  in 
the  United  States  Navy  holding  ranks  from  Seaman  to 
Quartermaster.  He  was  awarded  a  Congressional  Medal 
of  Honor  for  extraordinary  heroism  at  the  seizure  of  Vera 
Cruz  in  April,  1914,  during  the  Mexican  trouble.  On  May 
24th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Naval  Auxiliary  Reserve  and 
received  an  Ensign’s  Commission.  Ensign  Nordsiek  was 
an  officer  aboard  the  United  States  Supply  Ships  William 
Isom,  Lake  Silver,  and  the  army  transport  City  of 
Savannah.  During  the  war  he  made  three  voyages  from 
the  United  States  through  the  war  zone  to  Europe  leaving 
this  country  in  September  and  December,  1917,  and  in 
August,  1918.  After  the  war  Nordsiek,  who  had  been  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant,  served  on  the  Receiv¬ 
ing  Ship  at  New  Orleans.  In  1919  he  was  released  from 
active  duty.  He  was  then  granted  a  government  license 
to  command  ocean  going  steamers  in  the  merchant  service 
and  entered  that  service  as  a  captain. 


Anthony  Stephen  Novak 

Anthony,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary 
Novak  of  Stuyvesant  Falls,  was 
born  at  Kinderhook  on  December 
20th,  1896.-  He  left  the  district 
school  of  his  native  town  in  1910 
to  take  a  position  in  a  mill  at  Stuy¬ 
vesant  Falls.  On  May  24th,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service  and 
sent  him  to  Camp  Wadsworth  for 
military  training,  where  he  was  sta¬ 
tioned  until  June  4th,  1918,  where  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  the  army.

Edward  J.  Novine 

Edward  J.  the  son  of  William  and 
Mary  Novine  of  Valatie,  was  born 
at  Stuyvesant  Falls  on  August  26th, 
1897.  In  1914  he  left  the  Valatie 
High  School  to  take  up  mill  work. 
On  June  22nd,  1916,  he  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  In  July  of 
the  following  year  Company  F  was 
mustered  into  federal  service  at  the 
Hudson  armory.  That  month  the 
company  went  to  Fort  Niagara  and  from  there  to  Camp 
Wadsworth.  On  December  7th,  1917,  Private  Novine  was 
transferred  to  Company  C,  106th  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 
27th  Division  and  on  May  10th  following  this  battalion 
was  ordered  overseas.  In  France,  Novine  served  at  the 
front  at  the  East  Poperinghe  Line,  the  Dickebush  Sector, 
Vierstadt  Ridge,  La  Selle  Piver,  Kemmel  Hill  and  the 
Hindenburgh  Line.  On  March  18th,  1919,  Novine  returned 
to  this  country  and  on  April  2nd  following  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


Walter  Obuhski 


One  of  the  small  white  crosses  in  an 
American  Cemetery  in  France  bears 
the  name  of  Private  Walter  Obuhski. 
He  was  a  native  of  Russia,  having 
been  born  there  in  1891,  the  son  of 
William  and  Josephine  Obuhski, 
both  of  Russia.  He  received  his 
education  in  the  schools  of  his  native 
country  after  which  he  came  to 
America  and  made  his  home  at  251 
Robinson  Street,  Hudson,  with  his 
sister,  Mrs.  Padolski.  While  in  Hudson,  Obuhski  was 
employed  at  one  of  the  knitting  mills.  On  October  6th, 
1917,  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  Obuhski 
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for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day 
for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  a 
short  time,  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Greene, 
North  Carolina.  During  the  training  there  Obuhski  became 
a  member  of  Company  A,  61st  Infantry,  5th  Division,  which 
unit  left  the  states  for  foreign  service  on  April  16th,  1918. 
After  landing  at  St.  Nazaire,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of 
April,  the  61st  proceeded  to  the  front,  where  they  saw 
active  service  on  the  St.  Die,  Anould,  Pont-a-Mousson  and 
St.  Mihiel  sectors.  While  in  action  on  the  St.  Miliiel  salient 
he  was  severely  wounded  by  shrapnel.  He  was  removed 
to  a  hospital  back  of  the  lines,  but  succumbed  to  his 
injuries  in  the  latter  part  of  October,  1918.  Private 
Obuhski  was  laid  to  rest  in  an  American  cemetery  in 
France. 


Tony  Ochibovi 

Tony,  the  son  of  Giuseppe  and  Carmena  Ochibovi,  was 
born  in  the  Province  of  Caserta,  Italy,  on  January  17th, 
1897.  His  education  was  furnished  by  the  schools  of  his 
native  land.  In  this  country  he  was  employed  in  a  mill 
until  he  was  selected  for  military  service  by  our  Local 
Board.  On  July  14th,  1918,  Ochibovi  left  Hudson  for  Fort 
Slocum  where  he  became  a  Private  in  the  16th  Ordnance 
Guard  Company.  He  served  at  the  fort  until  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  the  United  States  Army  on  March 
22nd,  1919. 


Thomas  Joseph  O’Connell 

Thomas  J.  O’Connell,  was  born  at  Chatham  Center  on 
June  6th,  1894,  to  Patrick  and  Bridget  O’Connell  both  of 
Chatham  Center.  When  his  education  in  the  school  of  his 
native  town  was  completed  he  became  an  employee  of  a 
paper  making  firm.  On  October  18th,  1918,  the  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County  selected  0  ’Connell  for  military  service. 
He  served  at  Camp  Jackson  with  the  Headquarters  Com¬ 
pany,  18th  Regiment,  Field  Artillery  Reserve  until  Janu¬ 
ary  2nd,  1919,  on  which  date  he  received  his  honorable  dis- 
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charge  from  service.  Thomas  J.  O’Connell  married  Miss 
Mae  Ethel  Van  Slyck  at  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  on 
March  3rd,  1919. 


Charles  Bradford  O’Connor 

Charles  B.  O’Connor  was  born  at 
Chatham  Center  on  December  4th, 
1895.  His  parents  are  James  and 
Margaret  O’Connor  of  Chatham. 
He  went  to  school  in  his  native  town 
until  1912,  when  he  left  school  to 
accept  a  clerical  position.  On  March 
4th,  1918,  he  volunteered  for  service 
in  the  Navy  as  a  3rd  Class  Fireman. 
He  served  at  Newport  News,  Hamp¬ 
ton  Roads,  and  aboard  the  United 
States  Ships  Wisconsin,  Powhatan  and  Richmond.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  war  O’Connor  made  several  cruises  into  foreign 
waters  landing  at  St.  Nazaire,  Brest  and  Bordeaux  in 
France;  at  Antwerp  in  Belgium,  Rotterdam,  in  Holland, 
and  at  ports  of  Spain.  On  August  31st,  1919,  after  return¬ 
ing  to  this  country  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


James  Edward  O’Connor 


James  E.  O’Connor  of  Chatham  was 
born  at  Chatham  on  March  4th, 
1894  to  James  and  Margaret  T. 
O’Connor  of  the  same  village.  He 
went  to  school  at  Chatham  Center 
until  1908,  when  he  accepted  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  a  store  clerk.  On  May  24th, 
1918,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson 
selected  O’Connor  for  army  service. 
At  Camps  Wadsworth  and  Merritt 
he  received  military  training  as  a 
member  of  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  with  which 
he  sailed  for  France  on  July  26th,  1918.  Tn  France  he 
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served  on  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  sectors  tak¬ 
ing  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  Offensives. 
After  the  cessation  of  hostilities  Private  O’Connor  went 
into  Germany  with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  He  arrived 
in  the  United  States  on  July  3rd,  1919.  Six  days  later 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


William  Joseph  O’Connor 

William,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Eliza  L.  O’Connor  of 
455  East  Allen  Street,  Hudson,  was  born  at  Hudson  on 
June  5th,  1887.  After  graduating  from  Hudson  High 
School  he  entered  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  where 
he  completed  a  course  in  civil  engineering  in  1910.  From 
then  until  April  18th,  1918,  O’Connor  was  interested  in 
civil  engineering  and  architecture  at  Hudson.  On  the  latter 
date  he  volunteered  at  Hudson  for  service  in  the  Meteoro¬ 
logical  Section,  Signal  Corps.  At  College  Station  and 
Waco,  Texas,  O’Connor  served  with  this  department  until 
September  1st,  1918,  when  he  sailed  for  Brest,  France. 
Overseas  he  was  stationed  for  a  time  at  the  2nd  Army 
Corps  Schools  and  then  served  on  the  Lorraine  Sector. 
He  returned  to  this  country  on  May  1st,  1919,  and  on  the 
15th  of  that  month  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Robert  Ogden 

Robert  Ogden  of  Hudson  was  born  in 
New  York  City  on  May  3rd,  1891. 
His  mother  is  Mrs.  Louise  Harvey 
Ogden,  and  his  father  died  in  New 
York  when  Robert  was  two  years 
old.  Ogden  .  attended  the  Clermont 
School  and  then  became  employed  in 
a  mattress  factory.  On  October 
25th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  this 
County  selected  him  for  military 
service.  Private  Ogden  served  at 
Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  and  later  at  Camp  Wheeler, 
Georgia,  with  the  14th  Company,  153rd  Depot  Brigade. 
He  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December 
21st,  1918. 
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Joseph  Albert  Oldriek 

Joseph  A.  Oldriek  was  born  at  Stuy- 
vesant  on  March  3rd,  1897.  He  is 
the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Michael 
Oldriek,  the  latter  of  whom  died  in 
1917.  When  Oldriek  left  the  district 
school  at  Sunnyside  he  accepted 
employment  in  a  mill  where  he 
worked  until  the  summer  of  1918. 
On  June  1st,  1918,  he  married  Miss 
Lillian  Brearley  at  Stuyvesant  Falls. 
On  July  31st  following  his  marriage 
Oldriek  enlisted  in  the  army  through  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County.  Private  Oldriek  was  ordered  to  report 
at  New  Hampshire  College,  where  he  served  with  Company 
B,  Training  Detachment  until  December  7th,  1918,  when 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States  Army. 


William  Joseph  Oldreik 

William  Joseph  Oldreik,  who  is  another 
son  of  Michael  Oldreik  of  Kinder- 
hook,  was  born  at  Stuyvesant  on 
February  5th,  1892.  The  Second 
District  School  of  Stuyvesant  fur¬ 
nished  his  education.  When  his 
schooling  was  completed  he  worked 
in  a  mill  and  later  became  a  licensed 
chauffeur.  On  May  24th,  1918,  the 
Local  Board  at  Hudson  inducted 
Oldreik  into  the  United  States  army. 
He  trained  first  at  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina 
and  after  four  days  at  Camp  Stuart  in  Virginia,  on  June 
30th,  1918,  he  left  the  embarkation  port  of  Newport  News. 
His  company,  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  landed 
at  Brest  and  went  on  duty  at  Base  Section  No.  2  at  St. 
Sulpice,  at  St.  Loubes  and  at  Bayonne.  Oldreik  arrived 
in  the  United  States  on  July  4th,  1919.  On  July  9th  fol¬ 
lowing  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Charles  Augustus  Oliver 

Charles  A.  Oliver  was  born  at  Chat¬ 
ham  on  September  21st,  1894.  His 
parents  are  Smith  A.  and  Effie 
Beatrice  Oliver  of  Old  Chatham.  In 
1913  Charles  Oliver  graduated  from 
the  Chatham  High  School  and 
accepted  employment  at  clerical 
work.  For  three  years  he  was  a 
bookkeeper  for  the  Borden  Milk 
Company  and  for  about  one  year  he 
held  a  similar  position  with  the 
General  Electric  Company  at  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts. 
On  December  11th,  1917,  Oliver  volunteered  for  service  in 
the  Aviation  Section.  He  trained  at  Camps  Dix,  Hancock, 
and  Green  with  the  7th  Company,  3rd  Regiment,  Air  Serv¬ 
ice  Mechanics.  On  June  23rd,  1918,  Corporal  Oliver  sailed 
for  France  and  landed  at  Brest,  on  July  5th.  Overseas  he 
was  stationed  at  Orly  and  Romorantin.  On  June  26th, 
1919,  he  completed  the  return  trip  to  the  United  States, 
where  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  7th  of 
the  same  year. 


Ellwood  Hendrick  Oliver 

Ellwood  Hendrick  Oliver,  the  son  of 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ellwood  Oliver  of 
Ancram,  was  born  on  the  28th  day 
of  February,  1897,  in  the  town  of 
Ancram,  Columbia  County.  Oliver 
received  his  early  education  in  the 
public  school  at  Ancram,  and  later 
was  a  student  at  the  Pine  Plains 
High  School,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  1917  graduating  class  of  the 
Albany  High  School.  He  would 
have  graduated  in  June,  1917,  but  left  his  studies  to  answer 
his  Country’s  call,  and  on  the  26th  day  of  April,  1917, 
enlisted  in  the  Medical  Corps  in  which  he  was  later  pro- 
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moted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  He  served  first  at  Fort 
Ethan  Allen,  Vermont,  as  a  member  of  a  medical  nnit  in 
the  Field  Medical  Corps  from  May  1st  to  September,  1917, 
at  which  time  he  was  transferred  to  the  Medical  Detach¬ 
ment  at  the  base  hospital  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where 
he  served  from  September  1,  1917,  until  June  16th,  1919. 
On  June  16th,  1919,  Sergeant  Oliver  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  Medical  Department  to  receive  an 
appointment  as  Army  Field  Clerk  in  the  Adjutant  Gen¬ 
eral’s  Department  at  Headquarters  at  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey,  where  he  was  stationed  until  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service  on  December  22nd,  1919. 


Edward  Ernest  Olm 

Edward  E.,  the  son  of  Ernest  and 
Emma  Olm  of  Hudson,  was  born  in 
this  city  on  January  14th,  1890.  He 
was  a  pupil  at  the  Fourth  Street 
School  in  Hudson.  His  education 
completed,  Olm  found  employment 
with  the  local  branch  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Express  Company.  His  wife 
was  formerly  Miss  Blanche  P. 
Pangburn  of  Hudson,  and  they 
have  one  daughter,  Emma  Belle.  On 
May  24tli,  1918,  our  Local  Board  inducted  him  into  serv¬ 
ice.  Olm  went  to  Camp  Wadsworth  at  Spartanburg, 
South  Carolina.  After  a  month  of  training  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  Private  Olm  embarked  for  Brest  on  June  30th, 
1918,  with  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  In  France 
he  was  stationed  at  St.  Sulpice  from  July  22nd  to  Decem¬ 
ber  2nd,  1918,  at  Bayonne  from  the  latter  date  until  Janu¬ 
ary  11th,  1919,  and  at  St.  Loubes  from  January  11th  until 
June  18th,  1919.  During  this  time  his  duties  were  those 
of  guarding  the  ammunition  and  food  depots  at  these 
places.  On  June  4th,  1919,  Private  Olm  returned  to  this 
country  where  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service 
on  July  9th  following. 
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Otto  Ludwig  Olson 

Otto  Olson  wlio  now  lives  at  Hillsdale  was  born  at  Tryde, 
Sweden,  on  April  10th,  1896.  When  a  child  he  came  to 
this  country  with  his  parents,  Mrs.  Bertilda  Olson  who 
still  resides  in  Hillsdale  and  his  father  who  died  in  that 
village  in  1912.  Olson  studied  at  the  district  school  until 
1912,  since  when  he  has  worked  as  both  carpenter  and 
farmer.  On  May  24th,  1918,  he  received  his  final  citizen¬ 
ship  papers  at  the  Court  House  in  Hudson  and  on  the 
following  day  he  entrained  at  Hudson  for  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth  with  a  contingent  of  men  selected  for  army  service. 
At  camp  Private  Olson  was  assigned  to  Headquarters  Com¬ 
pany,  1st  Pioneer  Infantry.  On  July  8th,  1918,  he 
embarked  for  Brest.  In  France  he  served  in  the  Aisne- 
Marne,  Oise-Aisne,  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  After 
the  signing  of  the  Armistice  Private  Olson  went  to  Cob- 
lentz,  Germany,  with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  On  July 
7th,  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country,  and  on  the  16tli  of 
that  month  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Thomas  Anthony  O’Neil 

Hudson  was  the  birthplace  of  Thomas 
Anthony  O’Neil.  He  was  born  in 
this  city  on  the  9th  of  October,  1892, 
the  son  of  James  and  Mary  Eliza¬ 
beth  O’Neil  of  36  Fulton  Street. 
O’Neil  received  his  education  at  St. 
Mary’s  school  and  after  having 
completed  one  year  of  advanced 
work  at  St.  Mary’s  High  School  he 
learned  the  electrician’s  trade. 
O’Neil  engaged  in  electrical  work 
until  May  24th,  1918,  on  which  date  the  Local  Board  of 
the  county  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  about  six  weeks  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  O’Neil  was  then 
transferred  to  Company  C,  318th  Field  Signal  Battalion, 
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with  which  unit  he  left  America  on  July  14th,  1918,  for 
foreign  service.  The  unit  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  later  at  a  port  in  France.  They  entrained  for 
the  2nd  Army  Corps  school  where  they  received  training. 
At  the  completion  of  their  training  the  318th  advanced  to 
the  front  where  they  saw  active  service  on  the  Somme 
and  Wassigny  sectors  with  the  2nd  American  Army  Corps 
and  the  4th  British  Army  Corps  from  October  lOtli,  1918, 
until  the  cessation  of  hostilities  on  November  11th.  O’Neil 
returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  March  24th,  1919, 
and  seven  days  later  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Joseph  Opszonski 

Joseph  Opszonski  was  born  in  Ohongto, 
Russia,  on  the  4th  of  March,  1888, 
the  son  of  John  and  Sophia  Opszon¬ 
ski  both  of  Ohongto.  He  attended 
the  district  schools  of  his  native 
country  after  which  he  came  to 
America  and  made  Stuyvesant  Falls 
his  home.  While  there  he  was 
employed  in  one  of  the  large  knit¬ 
ting  mills  of  the  town.  He  became 
an  American  citizen  and  on  October 
6th,  1917,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected 
him  for  military  service.  He  trained  for  four  months  at 
Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  as  a  member  of  Company 
C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division,  after  which  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Greene  where  he  trained  for  the  following 
three  months  and  became  a  member  of  Company  A,  61st 
Infantry,  5th  Division.  His  unit  sailed  overseas  on  April 
16th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  same  month.  At  the  front  the  61st  Infantry  saw  active 
service  on  the  St.  Mihiel,  Sedan  and  Meuse- Argonne  sec¬ 
tors.  While  in  the  latter  sector  Opszonski  was  wounded  in 
the  hand,  by  a  machine  gun  bullet.  His  unit  landed  at  an 
American  port  in  July  of  1919,  and  on  the  26th  of  the  same 
month  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Private  Joseph  Opszonski  was  cited  for  extraordinary 
heroism  and  bravery  in  attacking  an  enemy  machine  gun 
nest  on  October  23rd,  1918. 


James  Bernard  O’Reilly 

James  O’Reilly  was  born  at  Kinder- 
hook  on  March  17th,  1886.  His 
parents  are  both  dead.  Upon  gradu¬ 
ating  from  the  Christian  Brother’s 
Academy  in  Albany,  O’Reilly  took  a 
commercial  course  at  Albany  Busi¬ 
ness  College.  He  then  became  a 
member  of  the  O’Reilly  Brothers 
brokerage  firm  in  New  York  City. 
On  June  4th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the 
Medical  Corps  and  went  to  the  1st 
Field  Hospital  Armory  in  New  York  where  he  trained 
until  February  5th,  1918,  when  he  sailed  for  Glasgow,  Scot¬ 
land,  and  from  there  to  France.  Private  O’Reilly  served 
with  Operating  Team  No.  40,  Base  Hospital  No.  3,  at 
Chateau  Thierry,  Soissons,  St.  Mihiel,  and  in  the  Argonne 
Forest.  In  March  of  1919,  he  left  the  European  continent 
for  the  United  States  and  on  April  4th,  1919,  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Floyd  Peter  Orsted 

Floyd  P.  Orsted,  the  son  of  Peter  T.  and  Augusta  C. 
Orsted  of  Ancram,  was  born  at  Ancram  on  October  17th, 
1888.  He  was  a  pupil  in  the  school  at  Suydam,  Columbia 
County,  until  1902,  after  which  he  took  up  agricultural 
work.  On  September  19th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  at  Hud¬ 
son  selected  Orsted  for  military  service  and  sent  him  to 
New  York  University  as  a  member  of  the  Training  Detach¬ 
ment  at  the  University  and  he  trained  there  until  Decem¬ 
ber  19th,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 
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Wiliam  Peter  Ossenfort 

William  Peter  Ossenfort  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  on 
the  3rd  of  January,  1896,  the  son  of 
John  H.  and  Christine  M.  Ossen¬ 
fort,  both  of  whom  are  now  resi¬ 
dents  of  Woodhaven,  Long  Island. 
After  completing  the  elementary 
course  in  a  public  school  of  Brook¬ 
lyn  he  accepted  employment  as  a 
clerk  in  the  delicatessen  store  of 
Mr.  Christian  Freese  of  this  city. 
The  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  Ossenfort  for 
military  service  on  September  21st,  1917.  He  left  Hudson 
on  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  trained  for  the  next  eight  months  as  a  member  of 
Company  K,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  The  unit 
sailed  overseas  on  July  8th,  1918,  and  landed  at  a  port  of 
France  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  For  the  fol¬ 
lowing  fourteen  months  Ossenfort  served  in  France  as  a. 
1st  Class  Private,  first  in  the  303rd  Infantry,  and  later  in 
the  Headquarters  Company  Service  Detachment,  attached 
to  the  American  Peace  Commission  at  Paris.  When  last 
heard  of  by  this  Committee,  Private  Ossenfort  was  still  in 
service  abroad. 


Frank  Ostrander 

Frank  Ostrander  was  born  in  Hudson  on  February  22nd, 
1893.  His  widowed  mother  is  Mrs.  Mary  Ostrander  of 
Utica.  He  left  the  district  school  at  Hand  Hollow  to 
take  up  agricultural  work  and  for  eight  months  in  1917 
he  carried  on  farming  at  Canaan  in  this  county.  On 
December  14th,  1917,  Ostrander  was  selected  by  our  Local 
Board  for  military  service.  At  Camp  Devens  he  was 
assigned  to  the  7th  Company,  151st  Depot  Brigade  from 
which  unit  he  was  often  sent  on  detached  duty.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  11th,  1918,  Private  Ostrander  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 
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George  William  Ostrander 

George  William  Ostrander  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Martindale,  New  York,  on  the  24th  of  December,  1888,  the 
son  of  Elton  and  Susan  Ostrander,  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  Chatham.  After  completing  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  school  of  his  native  town  Ostrander 
accepted  employment  with  a  railroad  company  and  was 
thus  occupied  until  selected  for  military  service  by  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  on  September  21st,  1917. 
He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  was  assigned  to  Company  K, 
303d  Infantry.  He  later  served  with  the  22nd  Company, 
20th  Engineers.  After  a  short  period  of  training  at 
Devens,  Ostrander  was  transferred  to  Camp  Gordon, 
Georgia,  where  he  served  until  February  of  1918,  when  his 
unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France.  When 
last  heard  of  by  the  Committee,  Ostrander  was  still  in 
service  overseas. 


Wallace  Ostrander 

Wallace  Ostrander  of  Chatham,  the  son  of  George  W. 
and  the  late  Mary  Ostrander,  was  born  at  New  Castle, 
Pennsylvania,  on  March  24th,  1889.  He  moved  to  Chat¬ 
ham  when  a  boy  and  there  attended  the  village  school. 
Prior  to  the  war  Ostrander  held  a  position  with  a  meat 
firm.  On  August  1st,  1918,  Local  Board  No.  2  at  Troy 
selected  him  for  military  duty  and  sent  him  to  Camp  Upton 
for  training.  Until  after  the  close  of  the  war  Private 
Ostrander  served  at  Camp  Upton,  first  in  the  Quarter¬ 
master’s  Cook  School  and  then  in  the  152nd  Depot 
Brigade.  When  hostilities  ceased  Ostrander  remained  in 
service. 
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Settimio  Luigi  Ottaviano 

Settimio  L.  Ottaviano  was  born  at 
Duronia  in  Italy  on  February  19tli, 
1890  to,  Beatrice  and  the  late 
Francensco  Ottaviano.  When  his 
education  in  the  schools  of  his 
native  land  was  completed  he 
learned  the  cabinet  maker’s  trade. 
After  Ottaviano  came  to  the  United 
States  he  worked  at  his  trade  and 
in  1916,  he  became  an  American  citi¬ 
zen.  During  the  World  War  he  was 
living  at  Watervliet,  New  York.  There  he  was  inducted 
into  the  army  on  July  22nd,  1918.  At  Camp  Meade,  Pri¬ 
vate  Ottaviano  served  with  Battery  F,  31st  Field  Artillery, 
11th  Division,  until  after  the  close  of  the  war  when  on 
December  7th,  1918,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
He  then  came  to  Hudson  'to  make  his  home  with  his  brother, 
the  pastor  of  the  church  of  Our  Lady  of  Mt.  Carmel. 


William  Van  Oxbrough 

William,  the  son  of  the  late  Charles  and  the  late 
Cornelia  Oxbrough,  was  born  at  Hudson  on  March  3rd, 
1889.  He  completed  the  grammar  course  in  the  Athen’s 
school  in  1905.  On  May  30th,  1912,  Oxbrough  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard  in 
which  he  served  for  three  years  as  Private  and  Corporal. 
On  October  14th,  1917,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  selected 
him  for  army  service  and  sent  him  to  Camp  Devens,  where 
he  became  associated  with  the  301st  Remount  Station, 
Veterinary  Corps,  with  which  unit  he  served  until  after 
the  close  of  the  war.  On  June  2nd,  1919,  Private  Oxbrough 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service.

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John  Joseph  Padaliski 

John  J.,  tlie  son  of  Andrew  and  Sarah 
Padaliski  of  Stuyvesant  Falls,  was 
born  in  that  village  on  May  17th, 
1893.  His  schooling  was  gained  at 
the  Stuyvesant  Falls  district  school, 
which  he  left  in  1907,  later  learning 
the  anto  mechanic’s  trade.  He  was 
employed  at  his  trade  in  his  native 
town  when,  on  October  6th,  1917,  our 
Local  Board  selected  Padaliski  for 
military  service,  and  ordered  him  to 
report  for  duty  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts.  After 
five  weeks  of  training  at  Devens,  Private  Padaliski  went 
to  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  where  he  became  a  member  of 
Company  F,  307th  Ammunition  Train;  82nd  Division.  On 
April  5th,  1918,  Padaliski  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Peter  Paladucci 

Peter,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Fannie  Paladucci  of  Hud¬ 
son,  was  born  at  Poughkeepsie,  on  October  2nd,  1891.  His 
education  was  gained  in  the  city  of  his  birth  and  in  Hudson. 
When  his  schooling  was  finished  Paladucci  found  employ¬ 
ment  in  a  knitting  mill.  On  July  17th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  A 
few  days  after  his  enlistment  the  National  Guard  was 
mustered  into  federal  service  and  Company  F  was  sent  to 
Fort  Niagara  and  from  there  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina.  On  May  10th,  1918,  Private  Paladucci  sailed  for 
Brest  with  Company  F,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  In 
France  he  served  on  the  Belgian  front  and  Hindenburg 
Line  for  two  months  and  took  part  in  engagements  at  the 
La  Selle  River,  Dickebush  Sector,  Vierstadt  Ridge, 
Kemmel  Hill,  and  the  Hindenburg  line.  On  March  6th, 
1919,  Private  Paladucci  arrived  in  the  United  States  and 
on  April  2nd  following  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 
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Charles  Louis  Palatsky 

Charles  L.  Palatsky  was  born  at  Mentz,  Russia,  on 
March  25th,  1887  to  Jennie  and  the  late  Harris  Palatsky. 
The  Palatsky  family  came  to  this  country  in  time  to  give 
Charles  an  American  education  in  the  Hudson  schools. 
Prom  1912  until  1918,  he  was  in  the  dry  goods  and  shoe 
business  at  Watervliet,  New  York.  On  July  22nd,  1918, 
lie  enlisted  in  the  Field  Artillery.  At  Camp  Meade  in 
Maryland  he  became  associated  with  Battery  D,  31st  Field 
Artillery,  11th  Division.  On  December  7th,  1918,  Private 
Palatsky  completed  his  service  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  the  United  States  Army. 


David  Palatsky 

David,  another  son  of  Jennie  and  the  late  Harris 
Palatsky,  was  born  at  Hudson  on  September  12th,  1896. 
From  Hudson  High  School  Palatsky  went  to  a  prepara¬ 
tory  school  and  then  to  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute 
at  Troy  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  a  civil  engi¬ 
neer’s  degree  in  1918.  While  at  school  he  took  military 
training  for  several  months.  On  August  24th,  1918,  Pal¬ 
atsky  was  inducted  into  service  by  the  Local  Board  at 
Waterbury,  Connecticut.  On  this  side  he  trained  at  Camp 
Greenleaf,  with  the  medical  corps  until  September  26th, 
1918.  On  that  date  Private  Palatsky  started  the  voyage 
overseas  which  brought  him  first  to  Brest  and  then  to 
Paris  where  he  was  stationed  at  the  Headquarters,  District 
of  Paris,  Medical  Corps.  On  August  3rd,  1919,  he  arrived 
in  this  country  and  on  August  8th,  following,  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Ralph  Palatsky 

Ralph  was  another  of  the  three  sons  of  Jennie  and  the 
late  Harris  Palatsky  who  served  the  United  States  in  the 
World  War.  He  was  born  at  Hudson  on  November  12th, 
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1892,  attended  the  schools  of  this  city,  and  for  eight  years 
previous  to  the  war  he  was  a  merchant  in  Hudson.  On 
December  15th,  1917,  Palatsky  was  inducted  into  the  army 
by  our  Local  Board.  On  this  side  he  was  stationed  at 
Camps  Devens  and  Merritt.  In  March,  1918,  he  sailed  for 
France,  where  he  landed  at  Bordeaux,  and  then  served  at 
Chaumont  with  Company  A,  Headquarters  Battalion,  Gen¬ 
eral  Headquarters  and  later  he  served  on  the  advanced 
sectors.  Palatsky  returned  to  this  country  on  July  2nd, 
1919,  and  on  July  11th  following,  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Virnest  Palen 

Virnest  Palen  was  born  at  Ghent  on 
September  13th,  1899.  He  now  re¬ 
sides  at  Mellenville  with  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Minnie  Palen.  His  father  died 
in  that  village  on  March  28th,  1913. 
In  1915  Palen  left  the  Mellenville 
district  school  to  work  in  a  factory. 
On  June  26th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in 
the  Field  Artillery.  Private  Palen 
served  at  Camp  Lee,  and  at  Camp 
Jackson  in  South  Carolina  as  a 
member  of  the  8th  Regiment,  24th  Battalion,  until  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service  on  December  9th,  1918. 


Clarence  Bedford  Palmer 

Clarence  Bedford  Palmer,  who  resides  at  Philmont  with 
his  mother,  Mrs.  Sarah  Jeanette  Palmer,  was  born  at  New 
Paltz,  New  York,  on  March  30th,  1898.  His  father,  Dr. 
Elton  John  Palmer,  died  in  this  county  in  1917.  Clarence 
Palmer  attended  school  in  Philmont  and  later  worked  as  a 
plumber  and  chauffeur.  On  December  7th,  1917,  the  Local 
Board  at  Shrevport,  Louisiana,  selected  him  for  military 
service.  Private  Palmer  began  the  duties  of  a  soldier  as 
a  member  of  the  461st  Motor  Transport  Corps  and  was 
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stationed  at  Fort  Myer  and  at  Camp  Devens.  On  March 
6th,  following  his  entrance  into  the  army,  he  sailed  for 
Bordeaux,  Fra.nce.  There  Palmer  served  as  a  private  in 
his  original  company  and  in  the  683rd  and  617th  Motor 
Transport  Corps.  Overseas  he  was  stationed  at  the  Head¬ 
quarters  garage  in  Paris.  On  November  3rd,  1919,  Palmer 
again  landed  at  an  American  port.  Three  days  later  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Earl  Schuyler  Palmer 

Earl  Schuyler  Palmer  is  the  son  of 
Alfred  and  Eliza  Palmer,  both  of 
Martindale.  He  was  bom  in  that 
town  on  October  15th,  1889.  In  1915 
he  was  graduated  from  Colgate  Uni¬ 
versity  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.  In 
the  summers  of  1916  and  1917  he 
studied  at  the  Columbia  summer 
school,  meanwhile  holding  a  position 
as  head  of  the  history  and  economics 
departments  at  the  Jamestown  High 
School.  Palmer  was  also  president  of  the  City  Teachers’ 
Association.  On  September  27th,  1917,  he  was  inducted 
into  the  army  at  Jamestown,  New  York.  As  a  first  class 
Private  he  served  at  Camp  Dix  with  the  Headquarters 
Troop,  78th  Division,  acting  as  company  clerk  until  May 
19th,  1918.  On  the  20th  of  May,  Private  Palmer  boarded 
the  United  States  Ship  Northland  on  which  he  crossed  the 
Atlantic  to  London  and  from  there  sailed  for  France.  He 
was  in  Toul  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  office 
for  the  Adjudant  General  of  the  2nd  Army  and  was 
assigned  to  the  Adjutant  General’s  Depot.  On  March 
1st,  1919,  Sergeant  Palmer  was  sent  to  the  University  of 
Besancon  in  France,  where  he  remained  until  June  when 
he  sailed  for  America.  On  July  27th,  1919,  Sergeant 
Palmer  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Frank  Van  VIeck  Palmer 

Frank  Van  VIeck  Palmer,  the  son  of  Sarah  Jeanette 
and  the  late  Dr.  Elton  J.  Palmer,  was  born  at  New  Paltz, 
New  York,  on  July  25th,  1888.  He  went  through  the  gram¬ 
mar  course  at  New  Paltz  Normal  School,  and  after  leaving 
school  he  worked  as  both  clerk  and  chauffeur.  On  August 
9th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  selected  him  for 
military  service.  At  Camp  McClellan,  where  he  served 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  war,  Private  Palmer  was 
assigned  first  to  Battery  D,  36th  Heavy  Artillery,  and  later 
was  transferred  to  Company  C,  Development  Battalion. 
On  December  5th,  1918,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Oscar  Zimmerman  Palmer 

Oscar  Z.  Palmer,  one  of  the  three  sons  of  Sarah  Jeanette 
and  the  late  Dr.  Elton  John  Palmer,  who  served  in  the 
war,  was  born  at  New  Paltz  on  September  4th,  1889,  but 
he  now  resides  at  Philmont.  He  completed  his  education 
in  the  Philmont  High  School  in  1910.  On  November  11th, 
1911,  he  married  Miss  Laura  Jessie  Fowler  in  the  village 
of  Philmont.  On  September  4th,  1918,  the  Local  Board 
inducted  him  into  service  and  on  the  following  day  he  left 
Hudson  for  the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp.  In  November  of 
1918,  Private  Palmer  sailed  for  Liverpool  with  the  Army 
Service  Corps.  He  remained  in  service  abroad  until  July 
30th,  1919,  when  he  returned  to  America,  and  on  August 
15th  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  sendee. 


Francis  Ward  Parke 


Francis  Ward  Parke  of  Chatham  is 
the  son  of  Dr.  William  B.  and  Mary 
Hall  Parke  of  the  same  village.  He 
was  born  in  Chatham  on  March  7th, 
1897,  and  attended  school  in  that 
town,  graduating  from  the  high 
school  in  1916.  On  June  26th  of  the 
same  year  he  enlisted  at  Hudson  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  In  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  his  enlistment  Corporal  Parke 
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spent  July  and  August  on  military  duty  at  Camp  Whitman 
and  from  February,  1917,  to  April,  1917,  he  served  at  the 
aqueduct  near  Cornwall.  In  July,  1917,  the  National  Guard 
was  federalized  by  presidential  proclamation.  On  the  29th 
of  July,  Company  F  went  to  Fort  Niagara.  From  there 
this  company  went  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  where  Parke 
became  a  member  of  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry. 
He  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant  and  spent  three 
months  as  a  student  at  an  officers’  training  school.  On 
July  26th,  1918,  he,  with  his  unit,  embarked  for  Brest, 
France,  where  they  served  at  the  front  from  August  to 
November,  1918,  taking  part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  Offensive 
and  serving  in  the  Toul,  Woevre,  Meuse  and  Moselle  sec¬ 
tors.  At  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice  Sergeant 
Parke  was  near  Thiaucourt.  From  there  his  Regiment 
marched  to  the  Rhine,  entered  Germany  with  the  first 
American  Troops  to  reach  German  soil,  and  remained  there 
as  a  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation  until  May  2'5th,  1919. 
In  the  summer  of  that  year  Parke  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  on  July  9th  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


William  Hall  Parke

Dr.  William  H.  Parke  of  New  York  was  born  in  that  city 
on  June  20th,  1893,  to  Dr.  William  B.  and  Mary  Hall  Parke, 
now  of  Chatham.  From  the  Chatham  High  School  Parke 
went  to  the  University  of  Maryland  at  Baltimore  where 
he  studied  dentistry.  In  the  year  our  country  entered  the 
World  War  he  gave  up  his  studies  at  college  to  enlist  in 
the  Dental  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army  on  December 
19,  1917.  Parke  served  at  Camp  Greenleaf  in  Georgia, 
where  he  was  promoted  to  Sergeant  and  finally  commis¬ 
sioned  as  First  Lieutenant  in  the  Dental  Corps.  In  June, 
1918,  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dentistry  from 
the  University  of  Maryland.  On  December  16th  of  that 
same  year,  after  hostilities  ceased,  Lieutenant  Parke 
resigned  his  army  commission  to  begin  the  general  practice 
of  his  profession.  He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service  on  December  16th,  1918. 
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Charles  George  Parry 

Charles  G.,  the  son  of  Theodore  H.  and  Millicent  Parry  of 
Hudson,  was  born  at  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  in  February, 
1899.  In  1917  he  was  graduated  from  the  Genoa  High 
School  and  was  afterwards  engaged  as  a  bookkeeper.  Parry 
enlisted  in  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps  on  April  13th,  1918, 
and  was  assigned  to  Camp  Meigs,  Washington,  D.  C.,  where 
he  served  with  the  5th  Company,  Quartermaster’s  Corps. 
He  later  served  at  General  Hospital  No.  3,  Rahway,  New 
Jersey,  as  a  first  class  Private.  Two  months  of  Parry’s 
term  of  enlistment  were  spent  at  Colonia,  New  Jersey, 
where  he  was  ill  with  influenza.  He  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  May  22nd,  1919. 


George  W.  Parslow 

George  W.Parslow  was  born  in  Hudson 
on  September  16th,  1890.  In  1910, 
his  schooling  completed,  he  accepted 
a  position  with  a  detective  agency. 
Just  prior  to  September  4th,  1918, 
when  he  was  called  into  service  by 
the  Local  Board  at  Hudson,  Parslow 
was  employed  by  the  Washington  De¬ 
tective  Bureau  of  Niagara  Falls,  New 
York.  He  entered  the  service  at 
Camp  Syracuse  and  while  there  was 
in  the  hospital  for  almost  a  month  ill  with  influenza.  He 
was  later  promoted  to  the  rank  of  first  Sergeant  and  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  water  supply  of  Camp  Merritt.  The 
remainder  of  his  service  was  given  at  Camp  Mills,  Hoboken, 
and  the  Army  Supply  Base  in  Brooklyn.  On  June  12th, 
1919,  Sergeant  Parslow  received  his  honorable  discharge 
at  Camp  Upton  on  Long  Island. 
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Charles  Ellsworth  Patten 

Charles  Ellsworth  Patten,  the  son  of 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Patten,  was 

born  at  Hudson  on  September  9th, 

1806.  His  mother  died  in  this  citv 

«/ 

while  he  was  in  France.  Patten  left 
Hudson  High  School  to  accept  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  salesman  for  a  local  shoe 
firm.  On  December  10th  of  the  year 
the  United  States  entered  the  World 
War,  he  enlisted  at  New  York  City 
in  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps. 
Private  Patten  trained  at  Camp  Joseph  E.  Johnston,  and 
after  eight  months  in  service  he  was  transferred  to  the 
Motor  Transport  Corps.  As  a  member  of  Motor  Truck 
Company  414,  Patten  sailed  for  Bordeaux  on  May  25th, 
1918.  In  Prance  he  was  stationed  at  Lusiant  and  Is-sur- 
Tille  until  he  was  ordered  to  the  front.  On  the  Champagne- 
Marne,  Aisne-Mame,  and  Chateau  Thierry  sectors,  Private 
Patten  served  from  July  4th  to  August  5th,  1918,  during 
which  time  he  took  part  in  the  Aisne  Marne  Offensive. 
While  in  Prance  Patten  had  the  misfortune  to  break  his 
wrist  and  for  eight  weeks  received  treatment  in  hospitals 
at  Dijon  and  Saint  Nazaire.  He  returned  to  this  country 
May  20th,  1919,  and  on  June  2nd  following  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


David  Chapin  Patterson 

David  Chapin  Patterson  was  born  at  Hudson  on  January 
24th,  1889,  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  Patterson.  His  father 
resides  in  Hudson,  where  his  mother  passed  away  on  May 
25th,  1910.  A  few  years  after  completing  his  education 
in  the  public  schools,  Patterson  became  a  contractor  and 
carried  on  this  business  in  Hudson  until  1918.  Prior  to  the 
war  he  served  for  four  years  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  'Guard,  in  which  company  he  held  the 
rank  of  Sergeant.  On  October  ’30th,  1914,  David  C.  Patter¬ 
son  married  Miss  Rose  K.  Schmidt  and  they  have  since 
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become  the  parents  of  one  child,  David  Chapin  Patterson, 
Junior.  On  May  24th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  selected  Patterson  for  service  and  ordered  him  to 
report  for  duty  at  Camp  Wadsworth.  At  Camp  Wadsworth 
Patterson  was  assigned  to  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infan¬ 
try,  2nd  Army  Corps,  which  sailed  for  France  on  June  30th, 
1918.  After  landing  at  Brest,  he  served  at  Saint  Sulpice 
until  the  spring  following  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  On 
April  7th,  1919,  Sergeant  Patterson  arrived  in  this  country 
and  on  the  12th  of  that  same  month  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Andrew  Louis  Patton 

Andrew  L.  Patton  was  born  in  Hudson 
on  February  20th,  1889,  and  makes 
his  home  /at  48  Allen  Street  in  this 
city.  His  parents,  Andrew  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Patton,  both  died  here  within  the 
last  few  years.  When  his  schooling  in 
the  Hudson  public  schools  was  fin¬ 
ished,  lie  accepted  a  position  as  clerk 
with  a  local  firm.  On  October  6th, 
1917,  Patton  was  selected  for  mili¬ 
tary  service  by  our  Local  Board.  At 
Camp  Devens  where  he  trained  for  nine  months,  Private 
Patton  was  assigned  to  Company  C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th 
Division.  His  unit  left  this  country  on  July  6th,  1918,  landed 
at  Winchester,  England,  and  continued  from  there  to  the 
coast  of  France.  On  the  Continent  Private  Patton  was 
stationed  at  Montrichard,  Saint  Aignan  and  Brest  through¬ 
out  the  remainder  of  the  war  and  for  several  months  after 
its  close.  On  October  4th,  1919,  Patton  returned  to  the 
States,  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
October  10th  following. 
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Esmond  Franklin  Paul 

Esmond  F.,  the  son  of  Harry  and  Edna  Paul  of  Chatham, 
was  born  at  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  on  May  7th,  1897. 
His  education  was  gained  in  the  Chatham  schools.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  his  enlistment  in  the  United  States  Marines  on 
June  15th,  1917,  Paul  was  employed  at  farming.  Private 
Paul  served  at  the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard  for  two 
months,  at  Quantico  for  one  month,  aboard  the  U.  S.  S. 
Minnesota  for  eight  months  and  at  Paris  Island  for  one 
year.  On  April  23rd,  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Harold  Ernest  Payn 

Though  a  resident  of  Germantown, 
New  York,  Harold  Ernest  Payn 
was  born  in  Finderne,  Somerset 
County,  New  Jersey,  on  the  10th  of 
August,  1893.  His  father,  Cor¬ 
nelius  Payn,  died  at  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  in  1914,  and  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Carrie  Payn,  died  at  Doyles- 
town,  Pennsylvania,  in  1904.  Payn 
attended  the  Clermont  district 
school  until  1911  when  he  left  to 
learn  the  electrician’s  trade.  On  April  14th,  1917,  Payn 
enlisted  at  Philadelphia,  as  first  class  Radio  Electrician 
in  the  Naval  Aviation  Corps.  He  trained  for  three  months 
at  Harvard  University,  after  which  he  was  promoted  to  be 
Chief  Radio  Observer.  Payn  left  the  States  for  foreign 
service  on  October  15th,  1917,  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire, 
France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  He  trained 
for  a  short  time  at  the  United  States  Naval  Air  Stations 
at  Le  Croisic  and  He  Tudy,  after  which  he  was  made  an 
Observer,  manipulating  machine  gun  radios  and  bomb 
dropping  on  sea  planes.  Payn  was  officially  credited  with 
the  destruction  of  two  German  submarines.  He  returned 
to  the  States  on  December  26th,  1918,  and  was  given  his 
honorable  release  from  active  service  on  January  22nd, 
1919. 
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Rector  Lewis  Payne 

Rector  Lewis  Payne,  son  of  the  late 
George  and  the  late  Fannie  Payne, 
was  born  in  Jersey  City  on  the  8th 
of  July,  1891.  He  attended  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  New  York  City  and 
Valatie,  completing  a  two-year  high 
school  course.  He  then  accepted  a 
clerical  position  and  was  Deputy 
Clerk  in  the  Columbia  County 
Clerk’s  Office  at  the  time  of  his 
selection  for  service.  While  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  New  York  City  Payne  served  for  a  year  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  101st  Battalion.  On  October  2nd,  1912,  he 
married  Miss  Mildred  M.  Peterson.  The  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  Payne  for  military  service  on 
May  11th,  1918,  and  the  following  day  he  left  Hudson  with 
a  contingent  for  Fort  Slocum,  where  he  trained  for  a 
short  time.  He  was  then  transferred  to  the  Machine  Gun 
Training  Center  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he 
trained  for  the  following  ten  months,  first  as  a  Corporal 
of  the  6th  Company,  and  later  as  Sergeant  of  Head¬ 
quarter’s  Company.  He  later  served  at  this  camp  as 
instructor  until  March  14th,  1919,  on  which  date  Payne 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Otis  C.  Pectal 


Otis  C.  Pectal  was  born  in  the  town 
of  Claverack,  New  York,  on  the 
31st  of  August,  1894,  the  son  of 
Cassius  and  Charity  Pectal,  now  of 
Craryville.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  district  school  of  his 
native  town,  leaving  in  1908  to  help 
operate  the  Pectal  farm.  He  was 
thus  employed  until  July  30th,  1918, 
on  which  date  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for 
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military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for 
the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp  where  he  trained  for  six 
weeks  after  which  he  was  assigned  to  the  Chemical  War¬ 
fare  Service  and  stationed  at  the  Edgewood  Arsenal 
where  he  served  for  the  next  four  months,  after  which 
Pectal  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frederick  Pederson 

From  Vallo,  Denmark,  came  Frederick  Pederson.  He 
was  born  there  on  the  10th  of  January,  1893.  His  father 
died  on  January  14th,  1918,  in  the  village  of  Vallo,  where 
Pederson’s  widowed  mother  still  resides.  Pederson  was 
educated  in  the  schools  of  Denmark,  leaving  in  1907  to 
come  to  America.  He  made  Hudson  his  home  until  July 
14th,  1918,  on  which  date  the  Columbia  County  Local 
Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  served  for 
the  following  six  months  as  a  member  of  Company  A, 
40th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  14th  Division,  then  training 
at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia.  From  there  he  was  assigned 
to  Camp  Custer,  Michigan,  where  he  was  transferred  to 
the  Quartermaster’s  Corps.  Pederson  served  in  the 
Quartermaster’s  Corps  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  June  5th,  1919. 


Charles  Christian  Peper 


Stuyvesant  was  the  birthplace  of 
Charles  Christian  Peper.  He  was 
born  there  on  the  10th  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1894,  the  son  of  John  and 
Bertha  Peper,  now  of  Kinderliook. 
He  received  his  education  in  the 
district  schools  of  his  native  town, 
leaving  in  1909  to  help  operate  the 
Peper  farm.  For  the  three  years 
prior  to  his  enlistment  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  as  shipping  clerk  at  the 
General  Electric  Plant  at  Schenectady.  On  July  1st, 
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1918,  Peper  enlisted  in  the  Ordnance  Department.  He 
was  assigned  to  the  7th  Heavy  Mobile  Ordnance  Repair 
Unit.  His  service  in  the  States  consisted  of  two  months’ 
mechanical  training  at  the  Buffalo  Technical  High  School, 
a  month  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  and  a  short  time  at 
Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey.  On  September  26th,  1918, 
Peper  left  the  States  with  his  unit  for  foreign  service. 
While  abroad  the  unit  served  at  Brest,  St.  Nazaire, 
Somme,  La  Grande  and  Angonleme,  and  later  served  one 
month  on  the  Verdun  sector.  Peper  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  on  January  21st,  1919,  and  on  the  3rd 
of  February  following  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Lawrence  Rockefeller  Perlee 

Although  a  resident  of  Linlithgo,  New 
York,  Lawrence  Rockefeller  Perlee 
was  born  in  the  town  of  Livingston 
on  the  2nd  of  May,  1897,  the  son 
of  H.  L.  and  Lottie  Perlee.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  Linlithgo  public  school 
and  later  took  a  bookkeeping  course 
at  the  Albany  Business  College. 
He  then  accepted  a  position  as 
bookkeeper  with  the  Havens  Elec¬ 
tric  Company,  of  which  firm  he  is 
at  present  treasurer.  On  June  10th,  1918,  Perlee  married 
Miss  Rachael  Virginia  Mercier  at  Albany.  Just  a  month 
later  he  volunteered  his  services  as  2nd  class  Seaman  in 
the  United  States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Naval 
Training  Station  at  Bensonhurst,  Brooklyn,  where  he 
served  until  December  20th,  1918,  on  which  date  he  was 
honorably  released  from  service.  Perlee  is  at  present  a 
member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


William  Walter  Perry 

William  Walter  Perry  was  born  in  Hudson  on  the  18th 
of  March,  1892,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Mary  Perry  of  51 
Green  Street,  Hudson.  Perry  attended  the  public  schools 
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of  Hudson  and  was  a  student  at  the  Hudson  High  School 
until  1907,  when  he  left  to  study  draftsmanship,  and  for 
the  following  four  years'  was  employed  as  draftsman  by 
the  General  Electric  Company  at  Schenectady.  Perry 
enlisted  in  Company  P,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  on  October  12th,  1915,  and  as  Sergeant  of  the  com¬ 
pany  was  mustered  into  federal  service  on  July  20th, 
1917.  The  company  left  Hudson  nine  days  later  for  Fort 
Niagara,  where  training  followed  fqr  three  months.  In 
October  the  company  entrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth, 
South  Carolina,  where  Perry  trained  for  the  following 
ten  months,  during  which  time  he  completed  the  course 
of  training  at  the  Officers  ’  Training  School,  at  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  which  he  was  commissioned  2nd  Lieutenant  and 
assigned  to  Company  B,  3rd  Anti-Aircraft  Machine  Gun 
Battalion.  After  serving  a  short  time  at  Camps  Stewart 
and  Upton  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  in  the  early  part  of  August,  1918.  From  here  the 
battalion  entrained  for  the  Machine  Gun  Training  School 
at  Langres,  France,  where  Perry  served  until  May  of 
1919,  when  he  returned  to  the  States.  Perry  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service  on  May  29th,  1919. 


Eli  William  Peters 

Eli  William  Peters  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Albany  on  the  17th  of  March, 
1892.  His  father  died  on  the  14th 
day  of  December,  1899,  and  his 
iHother  died  on  June  9th,  1909. 
Since  the  death  of  his  parents 
Peters  has  made  his  home  with  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Aaron  D.  Anker,  of  Niver- 
ville.  He  attended  the  Albany  pub¬ 
lic  schools  until  1908,  when  he  left 
to  learn  the  machinists’  trade.  He 
was  employed  at  this  trade  until  the  date  of  his  enlist¬ 
ment.  While  employed  in  Albany  Peters  served  for  three 
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years  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  National  Guard. 
On  December  28th,  1917,  Peters  enlisted  as  a  Machinist 
Mate  in  the  United  States  Naval  Aviation.  Peters’  serv¬ 
ice  consisted  of  three  weeks  at  the  Bay  Ridge  Naval 
Training  Station,  Brooklyn,  and  eighteen  months  at  Camp 
Bennett,  Pensacola,  Florida,  where  he  served  with  Com¬ 
pany  No.  6,  Squadron  A.  While  in  the  service  Peters 
contracted  influenza  and  was  a  patient  in  one  of  the  camp 
hospitals  for  over  a  month.  He  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  on  July  10th,  1919. 


Robert  Morgan  Peterson 

Robert  Morgan  Peterson,  son  of  Rose 
and  Morgan  Peterson,  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Austerlitz,  New  York, 
on  the  1st  of  June,  1896.  Peterson  at¬ 
tended  the  Chatham  schools  and  was 
a  student  at  the  Chatham  High 
School  until  1916,  when  he  became 
interested  in  farming,  at  which  he 
was  occupied  until  August  12th,  1917, 
on  which  date  he  enlisted  in  the  Med¬ 
ical  Corps.  Peterson  served  for 
three  weeks  at  Fort  Ogelthorpe,  Georgia,  after  which  he 
was  assigned  to  the  Base  Hospital  at  Camp  Sheridan,  Ala¬ 
bama,  where  he  served  with  the  Medical  Corps  for  the 
following  thirteen  months.  Peterson  was  then  assigned  to 
the  Central  Officers’  Training  School  at  Camp  Gordon, 
Georgia,  where  he  served  as  a  Corporal  of  Company  C, 
7th  Battalion,  Replacement  Troops,  until  November  29th, 
1918,  on  which  date  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service.  On  October  11th,  1919,  Peterson  married 
Miss  Katherine  Dolores  Wilson  at  Hillsdale,  New  York. 
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Martin  John  Petry 

Martin  John  Petry  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Hudson,  New  York,  on  the  27th  of 
January,  1896,  the  son  of  Sophie  and 
the  late  Martin  Petry  of  Hudson.  He 
received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Hudson,  and  after  com¬ 
pleting  a  year  of  high  school  work, 
became  interested  in  mason  work. 
He  was  employed  at  his  trade  until 
April  l‘7th,  1917,  on  which  date  he  en¬ 
listed  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit 
was  called  into  federal  service  on  July  20th,  1917,  and  nine 
days  later  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara.  Training  followed 
at  this  camp  for  the  next  three  months,  after  which  the 
company  entrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina, 
where  Petry  trained  for  the  following  ten  months  as  a  1st 
class  Private  of  Company  D,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Divi¬ 
sion.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on  May  9th,  1918,  and  landed 
at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At 
the  front  the  107th  saw  active  service  on  the  East  Poper- 
inghe,  Dickibush,  St.  Maurice,  La  Selle  River,  and  Hinden- 
burg  Line  sectors  for  the  two  and  a  half  months  preceding 
the  cessation  of  hostilities.  On  March  6th,  1919,  Petry 
landed  on  American  soil  and  on  the  2nd  of  April,  1919,  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Kenneth  Homer  Petsel 

Kenneth  Homer  Petsel,  son  of  Maude  and  John  Petsel, 
Jr.,  of  Germantown  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  14tli  of 
January,  1896.  He  attended  the  district  school  at  German¬ 
town,  and  later  was  a  student  at  the  Hudson  schools  until 
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1912,  when  he  left  to  accept  employment  with  a  railroad 
company.  He  was  selected  for  military  service  on  May 
24th,  1918,  by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County.  The 
contingent  left  Hudson  May  25th  for  Camp  Wadsworth, 
South  Carolina,  where  training  followed1  for  about  a  month, 
during  which  time  Petsel  became  a  member  of  Company  D, 
2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  The  unit  left  an 
American  port  of  embarkation  on  June  30th,  1918,  and 
landed  at  Brest,  France.  From  there  they  entrained  for 
Camp  St.  Sulpice,  where  most  of  their  foreign  service  was 
spent.  They  later  served  for  a  short  time  at  St.  Loubes. 
Petsel  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  July  4th, 
1919,  and  five  days  later  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Stanley  Conrad  Petsel 

Stanley  Conrad  Petsel  was  born  at  North  Germantown 
on  January  16th,  1891.  He  was  the  son  of  Mr.  and  the 
late  Mrs.  John  Petsel,  Senior,  of  Germantown.  The  dis¬ 
trict  school  of  Cheviot  was  the  source  of  his  education. 
From  the  time  he  left  school  until  he  became  a  soldier, 
Petsel  was  engaged  in  agricultural  work  in  Columbia 
County.  On  May  4th,  1911,  he  married  Myrtle  Adele  Miller  at 
Rensselaer,  New  York,  and1  two  children  have  been  born  to 
them.  On  August  9th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  this  county 
selected  Petsel  for  military  service.  He  was  sent  to  Fort 
Slocum  and  later  to  Camp  McClellan  in  Alabama  and  there 
assigned  to  Battery  A,  36th  Field  Artillery.  Through  the 
hard,  rigorous  days  of  training  and  military  duty  he  served 
faithfully  and  cheerfully.  In  the  latter  part  of  October, 
Private  Petsel  became  ill  with  pneumonia  and  was  taken 
to  a  hospital  where  he  died  on  October  30th,  1918.  His 
remains  were  sent  home  and  interred  in  the  cemetery  near 
his  home.  Private  Petsel  was  buried  in  his  uniform  with 
full  military  honors. 
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Stephen  Petucha 

From  Antopol,  Russia,  came  Stephen 
Petucha.  He  was  born  there  on  the 
5th  of  January,  1893,  the  son  of 
Zachary  and  Anna  Petucha,  both  of 
Antopol,  Russia.  He  attended  the 
schools  of  his  native  town  until  1908, 
when  he  became  interested  in  farm¬ 
ing.  He  shortly  afterwards  came  to 
America  and  made  Stottville,  New 
York,  his  home.  While  there  he  was 
employed  at  one  of  the  Stottville 
woolen  mills.  On  October  6th,  1917,  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  Petucha  for  military  service. 
He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  where 
he  trained  for  some  time,  later  becoming  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  A,  61st  Infantry,  5th  Division.  The  unit  sailed  over¬ 
seas  on  the  16th  of  April,  1918,  and  landed’  at  Brest,  France, 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At  the  front  with 
the  61st  Infantry,  he  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the 
Anould,  St.  Die,  St.  Mihiel,  Vosges,  Meuse-Argonne  and 
Verdun  sectors.  Petucha  was  wounded  in  action,  and 
removed  to  a  base  hospital  where  it  was  discovered  that 
his  right  arm  and  elbow  bone  were  broken.  He  remained  a 
patient  at  the  hospital  for  seven  months.  April  14th,  1919, 
found  Petucha  again  in  the  states.  He  received  his  hon¬ 
orable  discharge  from  service  on  May  14th,  1919. 


John  Van  Ness  Philip 

J.  Van  Ness  Philip  of  Claverack  was  born  in  Washington, 
D.  C.,  on  April  18th,  1866.  His  parents  were  the  late  Colonel 
William  H.  and  Elizabeth  Worthington  Philip.  He  attended 
school  in  Claverack,  at  Carden  City,  and  at  Princeton  Col¬ 
lege,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1889.  Four  years 
later  Philip  received  his  degree  of  LL.  B.  After  com¬ 
pleting  his  education,  Philip  engaged  in  law  practice, 
farming  and  real  estate  business.  He  served  as  a  Lieuten- 
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ant  and  Adjutant  in  the  United  States  Infantry  in  Cuba 
in  1898-1899  and  later  as  a  Major  holding  a  command  in 
the  Philippines  from  1899  to  1907.  During  the  recent 
World  AVar  Major  Philip  again  entered  active  service.  In 
May  of  1918,  he  left  this  country  as  an  officer  of  the  8th 
Brigade,  4th  Division,  1st  Army  Corps,  landed  in  England, 
and  later  continued  the  journey  to  France.  He  served  on 
the  British,  French  and  American  fronts  and  rendered 
active  service  in  engagements  at  Chateau-Thierry,  Soisson, 
Trugny,  Epieds,  Croix  Blanche  Ferine,  Sergy,  and  in  the 
Champagne,  Marne  and  Aisne-Marne  Offensives.  After 
the  signing  of  the  Armistice  he  continued  his  service  over¬ 
seas  until  February  of  1919,  when  he  returned  to  the  United 
States.  Major  Philip  is  still  a  reserve  officer  in  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Army.  In  1920  he  married  Miss  Helen  Stott  of 
Stottville. 


Charles  John  Piester,  Jr. 

Charles  J.  Piester,  Jr.,  who  now  resides 
in  Ancrani  with  his  mother,  Mrs.  Ida. 
Louise  Piester,  was  bom  in  Clinton, 
New  York,  on  September  25tli,  1886. 
His  father,  Charles  J.  Piester,  died 
in  San  Diego,  California,  in  1918. 
Piester  was  educated  at  the  Mount 
Plermon  Boys’  School,  after  which  he 
entered  Columbia  University  and 
later  entered  Cornell  University, 
where  he  took  a  course  in  engineer¬ 
ing.  On  May  1 2th,  1917,  before  he  was  graduated  from 
college,  he  enlisted  in  the  Infantry  and  applied  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  a  training  camp  as  a  candidate  officer.  After  three 
months  at  Madison  Barracks,  Piester  received  a  2nd  Lieu¬ 
tenants  ’  commission.  After  training  at  Camp  Dix  and 
Fort  Sill,  he  left  this  country  on  May  20th,  1918,  and 
landed  at  Southampton  several  days  later,  and  from  Eng¬ 
land  he  sailed  for  the  coast  of  France.  In  Europe  Piester 
served  as  a  1st  Lieutenant  in  Headquarters  and  F  Com¬ 
panies  of  the  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  He  was  sta- 
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tioned  at  the  English  Trench  Mortar  School,  Passavant, 
and  at  Clamecy  in  France.  At  the  front  Lieutenant  Piester 
served  for  a  month  on  the  Meuse-Argonne  sector  and  fought 
in  the  battle  of  the  Argonne  Forest.  While  overseas  he 
was  ill  for  five  months  with  spinal  meningitis.  Piester 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  July  9th,  1919. 


John  Thomas  Pinkowski 

John  T.,  the  son  of  William  and  Agnes 
Pinkowski  of  Stuyvesant,  was  bom 
in  Stuyvesant  on  December  12th, 
1893.  He  attended  the  district  school 
in  the  neighborhool  of  his  home  until 
about  1907.  After  becoming  a  li¬ 
censed  chauffeur,  Pinkowski  worked 
as  such  until  the  Local  Board  of 
Rome,  New  York,  selected  him  for 
service  on  September  28th,  1917.  At 
Camp  Dix  he  trained  with  the  1st 
Company,  153rd  Depot  Brigade,  for  three  months  when  he 
was  sent  to  Camp  G-ordon  and  there  assigned  to  Company 
A,  307th  Engineers,  82nd  Division.  On  May  18th,  1918, 
the  307th  Engineers  left  this  country  for  Europe.  Pin¬ 
kowski  served  at  the  front  as  a  First  Class  Private  on  the 
Toul  Sector  from  June  25th  to  August  16th,  on  the  Mar- 
bache  Sector  from  August  17th  to  September  11th,  and  took 
part  in  the  St.  Mihiei  Offensive  from  the  12th  to  the  16th 
of  September,  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  Offensive  from 
October  3rd  to  the  6th,  1918.  He  was  wounded  in  action, 
but  after  three  weeks  in  the  hospital  he  was  able  to  return 
to  the  ranks.  Private  Pinkowski  returned  to  the  States  on 
May  9th,  1919,  and  on  May  14th  received  his  honorable 
discharge.  On  June  29th,  1919,  Pinkowski  married  Miss 
Sadie  Widowiak  in  New  York. 


Henry  Payson  Pitcher 

Henry  Payson  Pitcher,  the  son  of  Aaron  P.  and  Laura 
M.  Pitcher  of  509  Union  Street,  Hudson,  was  bom  in  this 
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city  on  June  23rd,  1887.  In  1905  he  was  graduated  from 
Hudson  High  School  and  in  1910  lie  completed  his  college 
course.  Previous  to  the  war  Pitcher  held  a  position  in  the 
Highway  Construction  Office,  and  later  he  was  connected 
with  an  efficiency  advertising  firm.  On  April  29th,  1918. 
he  was  selected  for  military  service.  At  Camp  Dix  he 
became  a  Private  in  Company  E,  312th  Infantry,  78th 
Division.  His  unit  sailed  from  America  in  May  of  1918, 
and  landed  at  Gravesend,  England,  and  later  at  Calais, 
Prance.  From  September  12th  until  November  5tli,  1918, 
he  served  on  the  Limey,  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
sectors,  fighting  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  Drive  and  in  the 
operations  near  Grand  Pre.  Private  Pitcher  received  a 
shrapnel  wound  in  the  head.  On  May  11th,  1919,  he  sailed 
for  America  and  was  stationed  at  Mineola,  Long  Island. 
Upon  receiving  his  honorable  discharge,  Pitcher  re-enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Army. 


Hubbard  McKenzie  Pitcher 

Hubbard  McKenzie  Pitcher  was  born 
at  Canaan,  New  York,  on  November 
5th,  1896.  His  parents,  Leonard  and 
Anna  Elizabeth  Pitcher,  are  resi¬ 
dents  of  East  Chatham.  When  his 
schooling  was  completed,  Pitcher  be¬ 
came  interested  in  lumbering  and 
worked  in  a  saw  mill.  He  took  up 
agricultural  work  also  for  a  short 
time.  On  July  28th,  1918,  he  appeared 
before  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  to 
volunteer  for  service  in  the  Aviation  Section  of  the  United 
States  Army.  Private  Pitcher  was  assigned  to  the  80th 
Squadron,  4th  Provisional  Regiment  and  following  three 
weeks  of  training  at  the  Vancouver  Cantonment,  he  was 
ordered  to  Camp  Oregon,  from  where  he  was  sent  on  de¬ 
tached  service.  Soon  after  the  close  of  hostilities,  Private 
Pitcher  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Harry  Stickle  Plass 

Harry  S.  Plass  who  now  lives  in  Ghent,  was  bom  in 
New  York  City,  on  April  25th,  1892,  to  Alexander  and 
Margaret  Jane  Plass.  In  1908  he  left  the  district  school 
at  Ghent  and  took  up  farming.  Plass  was  inducted  into 
the  army  by  our  Local  Board  on  May  25th,  1918.  He  first 
served  as  a  member  of  the  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry  at  Camp 
Wadsworth.  A  month  later  Private  Plass  was  transferred 
to  Company  E,  1st  Pioneer  Infantry.  With  the  latter  unit 
he  left  an  American  port  of  embarkation  on  July  9th,  1918, 
and  several  days  later  landed  at  Brest.  Plass ’s  overseas 
service  continued  until  January  of  1919.  While  abroad  he 
was  ill  with  influenza.  On  February  10th,  1919,  ten  days 
after  his  arrival  in  the  United  States,  Private  Plass  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Levi  Simons  Plass 

Levi  Simons  Plass  was  born  at  Church- 
town,  on  June  2nd,  1895.  His  father 
died  in  1907  and  his  mother,  now 
Mrs.  Mary  Miller,  resides  at  Valatie. 
Levi  Plass  completed  the  grammar 
course  at  the  Valatie  school  before 
accepting  a  position  in  a  mill.  While 
employed  at  mill  work  Plass  was  se¬ 
lected  for  service  by  our  Local  Board 
on  September  4th,  1918.  He  was  as¬ 
signed  to  the  Medical  Corps  with 
which  he  served  as  a  first  class  Private  at  the  Syracuse 
Recruit  Camp.  On  July  22nd,  1919,  Private  Plass  was 
honorably  discharged  from  the  army. 


William  Plass 

William,  the  son  of  Prank  and  Jennie  Plass  of  Johns¬ 
town,  was  born  in  Germantown  in  February,  1891.  In  1907 
he  finished  his  schooling  at  the  district  school  of  Johns¬ 
town,  On  October  4th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson 
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selected  Plaiss  for  military  service.  On  the  latter  date  lie 
went  from  Hudson  to  Fort  Slocum,  where  he  was  stationed 
until  October  14tli,  1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


Walter  Wilkinson  Platner 

Walter  W.  Platner,  who  is  the  son  of 
Truman  R.  and  Isabella  Platner, 
was  born  in  Livingston  on  July 
16th,  1896.  He  and  his  parents 
later  made  their  home  in  Linlithgo, 
where  Platner  attended  school  until 
1910,  after  which  he  worked  chiefly 
as  clerk  and  chauffeur.  On  Novem¬ 
ber  21st,  1917,  he  married  Miss 
Martha  Catherine  Flick.  They  now 
have  a  son,  Beekman  Whitney 
Platner.  On  July  15th,  1918,  he  volunteered  for  service 
in  the  army  through  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson.  He  was 
sent  to  the  New  York  University  and  served  there  as  a 
mechanic  in  a  training  detachment.  After  two  months  of 
training  at  the  University  Private  Platner  was  sent  to 
Camp  Colt  in  Pennsylvania,  from  where  he  started  for 
Liverpool,  England,  on  October  27th,  1918,  as  a  member 
of  Company  C,  337th  Battalion,  Tank  Corps.  In  France 
the  337th  Battalion  was  stationed  at  Longeau  and  Cas- 
tillon.  There  Platner  served  until  his  return  voyage  to 
this  country,  which  was  completed  on  May  1st,  1919.  Six¬ 
teen  days  later  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Edward  Plemley 

Edward  Plemley  of  Philmont  was  born  in  Claverack 
on  March  19th,  1889.  His  parents,  Ezra  and  Helen  Plem¬ 
ley,  are  both  deceased.  Before  his  enlistment  Plemley 
was  an  operator  of  moving  picture  machines  and  lived  in 
Philmont  with  his  wife,  Mrs.  Alice  Plemley.  On  May  1st, 
1917,  he  enlisted  at  Hudson  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
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New  York  National  Guard.  On  July  20th  following  the 
National  Guard  was  federalized,  and  on  the  29th  of  July 
Company  F  went  to  Fort  Niagara  for  intensive  military 
training.  In  October  this  company  moved  south  to  Camp 
Wadsworth.  From  there  Private  Plemley  started  his 
journey  to  Brest  in  May,  1918,  with  Company  F,  107tli 
Infantry,  27tli  Division.  On  the  fighting  sectors  Plemley, 
who  was  detailed  as  a  stretcher-bearer,  saw  service  at 
East  Poperinghe  Line,  Dickebush  sector,  Vierstadt  Ridge, 
La  Selle  River,  and  the  Hindenburg  Line.  He  was 
wounded  in  action  and  spent  almost  two  months  in  a  hos¬ 
pital  while  having  his  injuries  cared  for.  In  March,  1919, 
Private  Plemley  again  landed  in  his  native  country  where 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  April  2nd 
following  his  return. 


John  Plemley 

John  Plemley,  who  now  lives  in  Philmont,  was  born  at 
Claverack  on  December  20th,  1891.  Both  of  his  parents 
died  in  this  county  several  years  ago.  When  his  educa¬ 
tion  at  the  village  school  of  Claverack  was  completed  in 
1906,  Plemley  sought  employment  in  a  knitting  mill.  On 
May  24th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service  and  sent  him  to  Camp 
Wadsworth.  On  June  31st,  1918,  after  a  month  of  training 
at  this  southern  camp  Private  Plemley  started  his  voyage 
to  Brest,  France.  He  served  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  Offensives  with  Company  B,  320th  Infantry,  80th 
Division.  Plemley  returned  to  this  country  on  May  30th, 
1919,  and  on  the  11th  of  the  succeeding  month  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge. 


David  Anin  Plotz 

David  A.  Plotz,  who  was  born  in  Hungary  on  October 
23rd,  1896,  and  who  now  resides  at  12  Fulton  Street,  Hud¬ 
son,  with  his  mother,  Mrs.  Bessie  Plotz,  became  an  Ameri¬ 
can  citizen  through  his  father’s  naturalization.  He  received 
his  education  in  the  Hudson  schools.  At  the  beginning  of 
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the  World  War,  Plotz,  who  was  then  a  printer,  volunteered 
for  service  in  the  Aviation  Section  at  the  Albany  Recruit¬ 
ing  Station.  He  was  not  accepted  then,  but  on  August 
29th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  inducted  him  into  service  and 
sent  him  to  Camp  Dix.  There  Private  Plotz  was  assigned 
to  the  14th  Company,  4th  Battalion,  153rd  Depot  Brigade, 
until  September  3rd,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Peter  Podlek

Peter  Podlek  of  Hudson  was  bora  in 
Russian  Poland  on  November  26th, 
1897,  to  Wicenty  and  Axlewadera 
Podlek  of  Tykocin,  Russian  Poland. 
Peter’s  schooling  was  acquired  in  his 
native  land  before  he  came  to  the 
United  States.  On  October  18th, 
1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  inducted  Podlek  into  the 
army.  With  a  contingent  made  up 
of  selected  men  he  went  to  Camp 
Jackson,  where  he  served  in  Company  A,  1st  Battalion, 
Depot  Brigade.  While  in  camp,  on  March  15th,  1919,  Pri¬ 
vate  Podlek  became  an  American  citizen.  He  served  his 
country  until  May  15th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


A.  Fleming  Popham 

A.  Fleming  Popham  was  born  at  Scarsdale,  New  York, 
on  July  14th,  1866.  His  parents,  Lewis  C.  and  Ann  Flem¬ 
ing  Popham,  died  at  Scarsdale  about  twenty  years  ago. 
After  completing  his  high  school  course,  Popham  was  a 
student  at  Trinity  College,  New  York,  until  1884.  For  the 
uext  twenty  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  coal  business  in 
the  metropolis  where  he  lived  with  his  wife,  formerly  Miss 
Victoria  Whitney,  whom  he  married  at  White  Plains  on 
April  19th,  1892.  They  have  three  children,  Lewis,  Vic¬ 
toria  and  Esther.  At  the  beginning  of  the  World  War  the 
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Pophams  were  living  at  their  summer  home  in  Kinder- 
liook.  On  October  2nd,  1917,  Popham  volunteered  at  Camp 
Upton  for  service  in  the  Red  Cross.  While  in  camp  at  the 
request  of  the  War  Department,  Popham  was  appointed 
Transportation  Officer  of  the  77th  Division  and  given  a 
captain’s  commission.  On  April  15th,  1918,  he  embarked 
for  Liverpool,  crossed  the  channel  to  France  and  shortly 
afterward  went  to  the  front.  From  July,  1918,  until 
November  11th  of  that  year  he  served  on  the  Arras  Front, 
at  Chateau  Thierry,  on  the  Vosges  Sector,  in  the  Meuse- 
Argonne  Offensive  and  at  De  Lons.  Captain  Popham  was 
wounded  by  shrapnel  and  gassed.  On  May  20th,  1919,  he 
returned  to  this  country  where  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  June  15th  following. 


Lewis  Charles  Popham 

Lewis  Charles  Popham,  who  now  resides  in  Kinderhook 
with  his  parents,  A.  Fleming  and  Victoria  Whitney  Popham, 
was  born  at  Scarsdale,  New  York,  on  February  12th,  1897. 
He  acquired  his  education  in  New  York  and  Kinderhook, 
graduating  from  high  school  in  1915.  Previous  to  the  war 
Popham  received  military  instructions  at  the  Junior  Camp 
at  Plattsburgh,  New  York.  On  April  6th,  1917,  he  volun¬ 
teered  for  service  in  Squadron  A,  New  York  National 
Guard.  In  the  following  July  the  National  Guard  was 
called  into  federal  service.  Private  Popham  trained  at 
Camp  Wadsworth,  where  he  was  placed  in  Company  A, 
105th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division,  with  which 
unit  he  embarked  for  Plymouth,  England,  on  May  12th. 
1918.  In  France  he  served  for  four  months  on  the  Belgian 
Front  serving  in  battles  at  the  Hindenburgh  Line,  La  Selle 
River,  June  de  Mer  Ridge,  Vierstadt  Ridge,  Mount  Kem- 
mell,  the  Knoll,  Geullimont  Farm,  Saint  Maurice  River, 
East  Poperinghe  Line  and  Dickebush.  Popham  required 
hospital  treatment  for  eight  weeks  after  his  being  gassed. 
On  April  1st,  1919,  Private  Popham  landed  again  in 
America  where  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service 
on  April  7th  following. 
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Frank  Porter 

Frank  Porter  of  Kinderhook  was 
born  in  the  State  of  Illinois  on 
Christmas  Day,  1896,  to  Frank  and 
Vera  Porter,  who  are  now  deceased. 
Following  his  father’s  death  in 
1906  Porter  made  his  home  with 
Jasper  A.  Smith  of  NiverviUe. 
While  there  he  attended  school. 
From  1914  until  October,  1918,  he 
worked  as  a  farmer.  On  the  25th 
of  that,  month  Porter  was  inducted 
into  the  army  by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County. 
He  was  later  assigned  to  the  16th  Battalion,  153rd  Depot 
Brigade,  and  served  at  Camps  Wheeler  and  Dix  until 
December  23rd,  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Joel  Parker  Porter 

Joel  Parker  Porter,  who  now  resides  in  Yonkers,  New 
York,  was  born  in  Ancram  on  August  26th,  1888,  to  Mrs. 
Mary  W.  and  the  late  Parker  Porter.  He  attended  school 
at  Ancram,  Poughkeepsie,  and  Albany.  In  1914  Porter 
was  offered  a  position  as  steward  of  the  Leake  and  Watts 
Orphan  Home  at  Yonkers,  which  employment  he  accepted 
and  held  until  July  18th,  1918,  when  he  was  inducted  into 
service  by  the  Local  Board  No.  1  of  Yonkers.  Private 
Porter  was  sworn  into  service  at  Fort  Slocum.  At  Camp 
Hancock  he  served  in  the  52nd  Company  and  the  Head¬ 
quarters  Company,  5th  Group,  Motor  Transport  Detach¬ 
ment,  Machine  Gun  Training  Corps,  and  while  at  Camp 
Dix  he  was  a  member  of  the  4th  Company,  1st  Battalion, 
153rd  Depot  Brigade.  On  December  31st,  1918,  he  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Ernest  Potts 

Ernest  Potts  was  born  in  the  town  of  Livingston,  New 
York,  on  the  23rd  of  August,  1889,  the  son  of  Albert  and 
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the  late  Mrs.  Albert  Potts.  When  his  high  school  course 
was  completed  Potts  took  a  two-year  agricultural  course 
at  Cornell  University,  after  which  he  managed  and  oper¬ 
ated  a  farm  at  Livingston  and  later  a  farm  at  Modesto, 
California.  Potts  married  Miss  Marion  B.  Hodskins  at  Liv¬ 
ingston,  New  York,  on  October  16th,  1913,  and  they  now 
have  one  son,  Robert  Austin  Potts.  Potts  was  occupied 
at  farming  until  his  enlistment  in  the  United  States  Navy 
at  Albany,  New  York,  on  October  15th,  1917.  He  served 
on  the  U.  S.  S.  Louisiana  and  the  U.  S.  S.  Nevada.  He 
sailed  overseas  for  the  first  time  in  March  of  1918  and 
landed  first  in  Ireland.  While  serving  in  foreign  waters 
Potts  witnessed  the  surrender  of  the  German  fleet.  He 
returned  to  the  States  on  Christmas  Day  of  1918  and  re¬ 
ceived  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  in  the  following 
month. 


Everett  Conrad  Potts 

Everett  C.,  the  son  of  Dudley  A.  and 
Carrie  Potts  of  Germantown,  was 
born  in  that  village  on  December 
12th,  1897.  At  District  School  No. 
4  of  Germantown  he  received  his 
schooling.  From  about  1913  until 
his  enlistment  in  the  army  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  7th,  1918,  Potts  worked  as  a 
carpenter.  On  the  latter  date  he 
appeared  before  the  Local  Board 
at  Hudson  to  volunteer  for  service 
in  the  medical  corps.  Potts  was  sent  to  the  army  Medical 
School  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  received  a  course 
of  training,  specializing  in  X-ray  work.  On  September 
20th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest  with  Base  Hospital  No.  88. 
In  France  Sergeant  Potts  was  stationed  with  his  hospital 
unit  at  Langres  and  Savenay.  In  the  summer  of  1919  he 
returned  to  the  States,  where  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  on  July  30th,  1919.  Potts  is  now  employed  as 
an  X-  ray  operator  in  a  hospital  in  this  State. 
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Floyd  Potts 

Floyd  Potts  of  343  State  street,  Hudson,  is  the  son  of 
Charles  and  the  late  Mary  Potts.  He  was  born  in  German¬ 
town  on  April  19th,  1898.  Potts  was  a  student  in  the  Hud¬ 
son  public  schools  until  1915,  when  he  learned  the  carpen- 
tersr  trade.  On  April  19th,  1915,  he  joined  Company  F,  1  Oth 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  On  July  20th,  1917, 
the  National  Guard  was  federalized  by  presidential 
proclamation  and  on  the  29th  of  that  month  Company  F 
was  ordered  to  entrain  for  Fort  Niagara.  In  October  this 
unit  was  sent  to  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina, 
where  Private  Potts  was  transferred  to  Company  B, 
105tli  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27t,h  Division.  On  May 
18th,  1918,  his  battalion  started  its  voyage  to  the  port  of 
Saint  Nazaire.  Private  Potts  fought  at  the  Hindenburg 
line,  La  Selle  River,  Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge,  Vierstadt  Ridge, 
Mount  Kemmel,  the  Knoll,  Guillimont  Farm,  Quennemont 
Farm,  Saint  Maurice  River,  East  Poperinghe  Line  and 
Dickebush  sector.  Private  Potts  returned  to  the  United 
States  in  the  spring  of  1919.  On  April  1st  of  that  year 
shortly  after  he  arrived  in  the  United  States,  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


Frederick  Richard  Potts 

Frederick  R.,  the  son  of  Egbert  and 
Amanda  Potts  of  Cheviot,  was  born 
at  Germantown  on  August  13th, 
1888.  In  1903  he  finished  the  gram¬ 
mar  course  at  the  Germantown 
district  school  and  learned  the 
coopers’  trade,  which  he  followed 
for  several  years.  Potts  married 
Miss  Elsie  May  Miller  at  Hudson  on 
August  6th,  1917.  On  October  25th 
of  the  next  year  he  was  inducted 
into  the  army  by  our  Local  Board.  He  served  at  Camp 
Wheeler,  Georgia,  and  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  as  a 
Private  in  the  14th  Company,  4th  Battalion,  153d  Depot 
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Brigade,  until  December  21st,  1918,  when  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


Roger  Elroy  Potts 

On  February  14th,  1893,  Roger  Elroy 
Potts,  now  of  East  Orange,  New 
Jersey,  was  born  in  Germantown, 
where  his  parents,  William  H.  and 
Elizabeth  Potts,  still  reside.  In 
1909  he  finished  his  schoolng  at  the 
Germantown  district  school.  On 
September  7th,  1917,  Potts  gave  up 
the  machinists’  trade  at  which  he 
had  worked  and  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  inducted  him  into 
service.  He  trained  at  Camp  Devens  for  ten  months  as 
a  member  of  Company  C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division. 
He  later  served  in  Company  E,  163rd  Infantry,  41st  Divi¬ 
sion.  When  he  sailed  for  London  on  July  5th,  1918,  Potts 
held  the  rank  of  First  Sergeant.  In  France  Sergeant 
Potts  was  stationed  at  Saint  Amant,  Montrichard  and 
Pontlavoy  until  February,  1919,  when  he  returned  to  this 
country.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
March  3rd,  1919. 


Vernon  Edward  Potts 


Vernon  E.,  the  son  of  Edward  and 
Mary  Gertrude  Potts,  of  232  Union 
Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in  Green- 
port  on  January  13th,  1899.  After  he 
left  the  public  schools  of  Hudson, 
Potts  learned  the  sheet  iron  workers’ 
trade,  at  which  he  was  employed  in 
this  city  for  several  years.  On  May 
18tli,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  local 
company  of  New  York  National 
Guard.  On  July  20th,  1917,  the 
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National  Guard  was  federalized.  After  training  at  Fort 
Niagara,  and  Camp  Wadsworth,  this  soldier  started  for 
France  on  May  10th,  1918,  as  a  member  of  Company  F, 
107th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  Private  Potts  served 
on  the  Flanders  Front  for  nine  months,  taking  part  in 
battles  at  Mount  Kemmell,  Hindenburg  Line,  La  Selle 
River,  Saint  Souplet,  Jonc  de  Mere  Ridge,  and  Saint  Mau¬ 
rice  River.  He  was  wounded  in  action  but  recovered 
entirely  from  his  injuries.  On  March  8th,  1919,  Private 
Potts  arrived  again  in  the  United  States  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge  in  April  following. 


Charles  Daniel  Poultney 

Charles  Daniel  Poultney  was  born  in  Hudson,  on  the 
6th  of  December,  1878,  and  is  the  son  of  Charles  and  the 
late  Mrs.  Charles  Poultney  of  Hudson.  He  attended  the 
Hudson  grammar  and  high  schools  until  1896.  Two  years 
later  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish  American  War  Poult¬ 
ney  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  and  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  twenty-two  years  followed  the  call  of  the  sea  during 
which  time  he  served  through  the  Philippine  Insurrection, 
the  Pekin  Relief  Expedition  and  at  the  Second  Occupation 
of  Cuba.  On  February  26th,  1908,  Poultney  married  Miss 
Louise  E.  Sykes  at  Memphis,  Tennessee.  During  the  World 
War  Poultney  served  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Melville  and  the  U.  S. 
S.  Black  Hawk  as  a  member  of  the  Destroyer  Force  oper¬ 
ating  between  the  French  and  Irish  coasts  and  in  the  North 
Sea.  Poultney  served  for  three  months  at  the  Naval  Head¬ 
quarters  at  London  and  at  Base  No.  6  at  Queenstown,  Ire¬ 
land,  and  also  on  convoy  duty.  He  had  both  wrists  and  his 
left  leg  broken  as  the  result  of  the  explosion  of  a  Germain 
mine.  His  injuries  detained  him  in  a  hospital  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  time.  Poultney  served  as  Flag  Yeoman  to  both 
Admiral  Sims  and  Admiral  Strauss.  At  the  cessation  of 
hostilities  he  was  assigned  to  the  Mine  Sweeping  Force 
whose  duty  was  to  sweep  the  sea  of  mines.  He  served 
in  this  capacity  until  the  1st  of  December,  1919,  on  which 
date  he  returned  to  the  states.  Chief  Yeoman  Poultney  was 
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honorably  released  from  active  service  on  June  30th,  1920, 
but  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Fleet 
Reserve. 


William  Marshall  Powell 

William  M.  Powell,  now  a  resident  of 
Chatham,  New  York,  was  bom  in 
Cayuga,  Illinois,  on  July  17th,  1892. 
His  parents,  William  Joseph  and 
Carrie  Delia  Powell,  now  live  in 
Chatham.  He  was  graduated  from 
high  school  at  Pontiac,  Illinois,  in 
1910  and  since  then  has  been 
employed  chiefly  as  an  automobile 
mechanic. .  On  December  12th,  1917, 
Powell  volunteered  for  service  in  the 
United  States  Army  and  was  sent  first  to  Fort  Slocum.  As 
a  private  and  later  as  corporal  in  the  350th  Aero  Squadron 
he  served  for  three  months  at  Kelly  Field  in  Texas  and  for 
the  same  length  of  time  at  Garden  City  on  Long  Island. 
On  July  16th,  1918,  the  350th  Aero  Squadron  sailed  for 
Bristol,  England,  where  Corporal  Powell  was  stationed  at 
airdromes  at  Oxford  and  Hounslow  Heath.  On  December 
4th,  1918,  he  returned  home  and  on  the  10th  of  December 
received  his  honorable  discharge.  The  year  following  his 
discharge  from  the  army  Powell  married  Miss  Frances 
Miller  Ostrander  on  September  14th  at  Spencertown,  New 
York.  They  now  have  one  child,  Frances  Marshall  Powell. 


Rocco  Prestigiacomo 

Rocco  Prestigiacomo,  now  of  Marcus  Hook,  Pennsylvania 
was  born  in  Lorretta,  Italy,  on  July  4th,  1894.  His  parents, 
Francesco  and  Epifania  Prestigiacomo,  still  reside  in  Italy. 
In  1912  Prestigiacomo  finished  his  education  in  the  schools 
of  Italy  and  shortly  afterward  he  came  to  America  and 
found  employment  in  this  county.  He  was  selected  for 
military  service  by  the  Local  Board,  and  on  April  3rd,  1918, 
41 
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he  left  Hudson  to  take  up  military  training  at  Camp  Dix. 
On  May  19th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  England,  where  he  landed 
at  Liverpool.  After  reaching  the  continent  he  served  as  a 
1st  Class  Private  of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th 
Division,  on  the  Saint  Mihiel  Sector  from  September  12th 
to  16tli,  on  the  Limey  Sector  from  September  17tli  to 
October  5th,  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  Offensive  from 
October  11th  to  17th,  1918.  Prestigiacomo  was  wounded  in 
action  by  a  machine  gun  bullet  which  struck  him  in  the  left 
knee.  After  two  months  in  the  hospital  he  recovered  from 
his  injury.  Although  Prestigiacomo  was  an  Italian  subject 
when  he  sailed  for  France  he  returned  to  this  country  on 
May  29th,  1919,  as  an  American  citizen,  having  received  his 
final  papers  while  in  Europe.  In  June  of  1919,  Private 
Prestigiacomo  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  the 
United  States  Army. 


Harold  Price 

Harold  Price,  who  lives  at  249  Montgomery  Street,  Hud¬ 
son,  was  born  in  this  city  on  December  13th,  1891.  His 
widowed  mother  has  since  remarried  and  is  now  Mrs. 
Margaret  B.  Crounse  also  of  Montgomery  Street,  The 
schools  of  his  native  town  gave  him  his  education  which  he 
completed  in  1905.  Price  served  for  over  three  years  as 
Private  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  before  the  beginning  of  the  World  War.  He  married 
Miss  Irma  Brandow  at  Climax,  New  York,  on  October  17th, 
1917.  The  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him 
for  service  on  August  9th,  1918,  and  sent  him  to  Fort 
Slocum.  .  After  leaving  Fort  Slocum  he  served  at  Camp 
McClellan  as  a  member  of  Battery  E,  35th  Field  Artillery, 
12th  Division,  and  later  at  Camp  Upton.  On  February  6th, 
1919,  Private  Price  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Emilio  Primo 

From  Lenilo,  Italy,  came  Emilio  Primo, 
He  was  born  there  on  the  27th  of 
July,  1894,  the  son  of  Maria  and 
Vincenzo  Primo.  He  received  his 
education  in  the  district  schools  of 
his  native  land,  after  which  he  came 
to  America.  He  made  Hudson,  New 
York,  liis  home  and  while  there  was 
employed  as  section  laborer  on  the 
railroad.  On  July  14th,  1918,  the 
Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  Primo  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the 
following  day  for  Fort  Slocum,  where  he  trained  for  a 
short  time.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Hancock, 
Georgia,  where  he  was  assigned  to  Remount  Depot  No.  308, 
Quartermaster’s  Corps.  Primo  served  at  Camp  Hancock 
with  this  unit  until  honorably  discharged  on  April  8th, 
1919.  While  in  the  service  Primo  became  an  American 
citizen. 


Harold  James  Prior 

Hillsdale,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Harold  James  Prior.  He 
was  born  in  that  village  on  the  28th 
of  June,  1891,  the  son  of  Theodore 
and  Agnes  Prior  of  Hillsdale.  He 
attended  the  district  school  of  his 
native  village  until  1908,  when  he  left 
to  learn  the  carpenters’  trade.  On 
October  2nd,  1917,  Prior  married 
Miss  Hazel  M.  Johnson  at  Chatham. 
He  was  occupied  as  a  carpenter  until 
May  24th,  1918,  when  the  Local  Board  of  the  county 
selected  Prior  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  May 
25th  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he 
trained  for  a  month.  He  left  the  States  for  overseas  serv¬ 
ice  on  July  1st,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  two 
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weeks  later.  From  there  he  entrained  for  Camp  St.  Sulpice, 
where  he  was  stationed  for  a  short  time.  Prior  was  then 
transferred  to  Company  H,  306th  Infantry,  77th  Division, 
with  which  unit  he  served  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  Offensive. 
Prior  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  April  2'5th, 
1919,  and  on  May  9th  following  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Willard  Francis  Prior 

The  second  of  the  Prior  family  of  Hills¬ 
dale  to  enter  service  was  Willard 
Francis.  He  was  born  in  Hillsdale 
on  the  7th  of  September,  1901,  the 
son  of  Theodore  and  Agnes  Prior. 
He  received  his  early  education  in 
the  district  schools  of  his  native 
village  and  was  later  a  member  of 
the  class  of  1918,  Hillsdale  High 
School.  Prior  enrolled  as  a  student 
at  Union  College,  Schenectady,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  and  while  pursuing  his 
studies  there  on  October  1st,  1918,  enlisted  in  Company  B, 
Students  ’  Army  Training  Corps  connected  with  the  college. 
Prior  served  as  a  member  of  this  unit  until  December  6th, 
1918,  on  which  date  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Irving  Samuel  Proper 

Irving  Samuel  Proper,  son  of  James  and  Minnie  Proper, 
was  born  in  the  town  of  Claverack,  New  York,  on  the  19th 
of  March,  1894.  Proper  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  the  district  school,  after  which  he  became  interested  in 
farming.  Prior  to  his  enlistment  he  was  employed  at  one 
of  the  knitting  mills  in  Philmont.  The  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  Proper  for  military  service  on 
October  25th,  1918,  and  on  the  following  day  he  left  Hudson 
for  Camp  Wheeler,  Georgia,  where  he  served  for  two 
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months  as  a  member  of  the  67 th  Company,  17th  Battalion. 
He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  and 
assigned  to  the  153rd  Depot  Brigade,  with  which  unit  he 
served  until  honorably  discharged  on  December  29th,  1918. 


Myron  Peter  Proper 

Myron  Peter  Proper,  now  a  resident  of 
Craryville,  N.  Y.,  was  born  in  Hills¬ 
dale  on  the  23rd  of  September,  1892, 
the  son  of  Cora  Proper,  now  of 
Great  Barrington,  Massachusetts, 
and  the  late  Martin  Proper,  formerly 
of  Great  Barrington.  Proper  attend¬ 
ed  the  district  school  of  Hillsdale, 
leaving  in  1906  to  engage  in  farm 
work.  On  December  15th,  1917,  the 
Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  Proper  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the 
following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
trained  for  the  following  four  months.  He  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Veterinary  Corps,  and  on  April  16th,  1918, 
left  the  states  for  foreign  service.  Landing  was  made  at 
Brest,  Prance,  the  latter  part  of  April.  While  abroad 
Proper  served  at  Base  Veterinary  Hospital  No.  1,  and  saw 
service  on  the  Chateau  Thierry  sector  for  thirty  days.  He 
returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  May  6th,  1919,  and 
six  days  later  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Theodore  Proper 

Theodore  Proper,  who  lives  with  his  mother  at  Great 
Barrington,  Massachusetts,  was  bom  at  Hillsdale,  New 
York,  on  March  31st,  1893.  His  father  died  several  years 
ago.  In  1914  Proper  left  the  Hillsdale  school,  after  which 
he  learned  the  metal  rolling  trade,  but  worked  chiefly  at 
farming.  On  April  2nd,  1918,  he  left  Hudson,  one  of  a 
contingent  of  selected  men  to  go  to  Camp  Dix,  where  he 
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received  military  training.  On  May  19th,  1918,  Private 
Proper  of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division, 
embarked  for  England.  After  his  arrival  in  France, 
Proper  served  as  a  1st  Class  Private  in  the  Saint  Mihiel 
and  Meuse- Argonne  Offensives.  During  the  latter  engage¬ 
ment  he  was  wounded  in  action  and  spent  three  weeks  in 
the  hospital  recovering  from  his  injuries.  On  May  29th, 
1919,  he  returned  to  America,  where  shortly  after  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Burton  E.  Pultz 

Burton  E.  Pultz  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Hudson  on  the  2nd  day  of 
December,  1889,  the  son  of  Fred  E. 
and  Blanche  Pultz  of  348V2  War¬ 
ren  street,  Hudson.  Pultz  attended 
the  public  schools  of  Hudson  and 
was  a  student  at  the  Hudson  High 
School  until  1906,  when  he  left  to 
accept  employment  as  bookkeeper. 
He  was  employed  by  the  Atlas  Port¬ 
land  Cement  Company  at  the  time  of 
his  enlistment  into  service.  On  September  1st,  1917,  Pultz 
marled  Miss  Virginia  M.  Brusie  at  Pittsfield,  Massachu¬ 
setts.  He  served  for  three  and  a  half  years  as  a  Corporal 
of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
On  June  14th,  1918,  Pultz  volunteered  through  the  Local 
Board  of  the  county.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Cornell 
Training  Detachment  connected  with  Cornell  University, 
with  which  he  trained  for  two  months.  He  was  then 
transferred  to  the  Machine  Gun  Training  Center  at  Camp 
Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he  trained  for  the  following  five 
months  as  a  member  of  the  28th  Company,  3rd  Group, 
Main  Training  Depot.  Pultz  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service  on  December  31st,  191.8. 
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John  Frank  Pultz 

John  Frank  Pultz,  now  of  Valatie,  was  born  in  Spencer- 
town  on  the  16th  of  January,  1890.  His  mother  died  in 
1901  and  his  father,  Alfred  Pultz,  now  lives  in  the  town 
of  Chatham.  Pultz  attended  the  Spencertown  Academy 
until  1908,  when  he  became  interested  in  farming.  He 
married  Miss  Jeannette  Whiting  Tompkins  at  Kline  Kill 
on  October  22nd,  1916,  and  they  now  have  one  son.  On 
August  9th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected 
Pultz  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following 
day  for  Fort  Slocum,  where  he  trained  for  a  short  time. 
He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp  McClellan,  Alabama, 
where  he  served  as  a  member  of  Headquarters  Company, 
36th  Field  Artillery,  until  February  5th,  1919,  on  which 
date  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Arthur  John  Pulver 

Arthur  John  Pulver  was  born  at  Liv¬ 
ingston  Manor,  Sullivan  County, 
on  the  21st  of  June,  1915,  the  son 
of  Alonzo  and  Sylvia  Pulver.  He 
received  his  education  at  the  New¬ 
burgh  Academy,  leaving  in  1913. 
On  July  31st,  1917,  Pulver  enlisted 
in  the  Medical  Corps  and  was 
assigned  to  the  medical  detach¬ 
ment  of  the  23rd  Infantry,  2nd 
Division.  His  service  in  the  States 
consisted  of  two  weeks  at  Fort  Slocum  and  two  weeks  at 
the  Syracuse  camp.  On  the  7th  of  September,  1917,  Pulver 
left  the  States  for  foreign  service.  After  landing  at  St. 
Nazaire,  France,  the  unit  entrained  for  Bourmont,  where 
they  trained  for  a  short  time,  after  which  Pulver  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  At  the  front  his  unit  saw 
active  service  on  the  Champagne,  Aisne-Marne,  Marbache, 
St.  Mihiel,  Meuse-Argonne,  Chateau- Thierry  and  Toulon 
sectors.  At  Belleau  Wood  Pulver  was  attached  to  the  5th 
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Marines.  He  was  wounded  in  the  right  knee  by  a  hand 
grenade.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  his  outfit,  the 
23d  Infantry,  formed  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation. 
Pulver  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  August 
8th,  1919,  and  four  days  later  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


Benjamin  Pulver 

Benjamin  Pulver  was  born  in  Napa- 
noch,  Ulster  County,  New  York,  on 
May  29th,  1887.  He  and  his 

parents,  Alonzo  and  Sylvia  Pulver, 
now  reside  in  Cambridge,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  For  a  time  he  lived  in 
Stottville.  When  his  schooling  at 
Rifton,  New  York,  was  completed, 
Pulver  learned  the  boilermakers’ 
trade  and  was  thus  employed  until 
July  18th,  1918,  when  he  enlisted  in 
the  Coast  Artillery.  After  enrolling  in  the  army  he 
served  for  four  months  at  Camp  Wadsworth  and  for  the 
same  length  of  time  at  Fortress  Monroe  in  the  Coast 
Artillery  Corps  and  later  with  Company  I,  2nd  Infantry. 
On  March  14th,  1919,  Private  Pulver  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Edward  James  Pulver 

Edward  James  Pulver  was  born  in  the  town  of  Ghent, 
New  York,  on  the  4th  of  January,  1889,  the  son  of  Edward 
and  Augustine  Pulver,  both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of 
Chatham.  He  attended  the  Chatham  schools  and  after 
completing  a  two-year  course  in  the  Chatham  High 
School  he  accepted  employment  as  clerk  in  a  freight  office. 
On  June  3d,  1917,  Pulver  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  and  as  part  of  this 
unit  was  mustered  into  federal  service  on  July  20th, 
1917.  Nine  days  later  the  company  entrained  for  Fort 
Niagara,  where  military  training  followed  until  October, 
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when  Company  F  was  transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth, 
South  Carolina.  Pulver  trained  there  for  the  following 
seven  months,  during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of 
Company  C,  102nd  Field  Signal  Battalion,  27th  Division. 
Pulver  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on  May  17th, 
1918.  Landing  was  made  at  St.  Nazaire,  France,  in  the  lat¬ 
ter  part  of  May.  At  the  front  the  102nd  Field  Signal 
Battalion  saw  active  service  on  the  East  Poperinghe  Line, 
Hindenburg  Line,  St.  Maurice  River,  Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge, 
La  Selle  River,  Vienstadt  Cross  Roads  and  Dickebusih 
sectors.  While  serving  on  the  Belgian  front  Pulver  was 
severely  gassed.  In  March,  1919,  he  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  and  on  the  4th  of  April  following 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frederick  Pulver 

Copake,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Frederick  Pulver.  He  was 
born  in  that  town  on  the  4th  of 
June,  1895,  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred¬ 
erick  Pulver.  He  received  his  edu¬ 
cation  at  the  Chatham  school,  leav¬ 
ing  in  1911  to  engage  in  farming  at . 
Copake.  On  June  5th,  1917,  Pulver 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infan¬ 
try,  New  York  National  Guard,  and 
as  a  member  of  this  unit  was  called 
into  federal  service  on  July  20th,  1917.  The  company  then 
left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed 
for  three  months.  In  October  the  company  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where 
Pulver  served  for  seven  months,  during  which  time  he 
became  a  first  class  Private  in  Company  D,  107th  Infan- 
trv,  27th  Division.  Pulver  left  America  for  overseas 
service  on  May  15th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France, 
in  the  laitter  part  of  May.  At  the  front  the  107th  served 
actively  on  the  East  Poperinghe,  Dickebush,  La  Selle 
River,  Hindenburgh  Line  and  St.  Maurice  River  sectors. 
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Pulver  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  March  20th, 
1919,  and  on  the  2nd  of  April,  1919,  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Orville  Pulver 

Orville  Pulver  was  born  in  the  town  of  Copake  on  the 
2nd  of  February,  1889.  His  father  died  at  Copake  on 
October  31st,  1917.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Augusta  Pulver, 
still  resides  at  Copake.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  school  of  his  native  town.  Pulver 
married  Miss  Florence  Van  Deusen  and  they  now  have 
one  daughter,  Hilda  Gertrude  Pulver.  The  Local  Board 
of  the  county  selected  Pulver  for  military  service  on  Sep¬ 
tember  8th,  1918,  and  he  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day 
for  Camp  Jackson,  South  Carolina,  where  he  served  with 
Company  A,  3rd  Provisional  Regiment,  156th  Depot 
Brigade.  He  was  later  transferred  to  Battery  B,  14th 
Field  Artillery,  with  which  he  served  until  honorablv 
discharged  from  service  on  January  2nd,  1919. 


Mary  McConnell  Purcell 

Mary  McConnell  Purcell,  daughter 
of  the  late  Mary  and  William 
McConnell,  was  born  in  the  village 
of  Valatie  on  the  2nd  of  August, 
1888.  Her  husband  is  Thomas  H. 
Purcell.  Mrs.  Purcell  received  her 
education  in  the  district  schools  of 
her  native  town,  and  after  two 
years  of  advanced  work  in  the 
Valatie  High  School  she  entered  a 
hospital  training  school,  graduat¬ 
ing  later  with  the  degree  of  registered  nurse.  She  prac¬ 
ticed  her  profession  of  nursing  until  her  enlistment  into 
the  Army  Nursing  Corps  on  the  25tli  of  September,  1918. 
She  was  assigned  to  United  States  General  Hospital 
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No.  6,  at  Fort  McPherson,  Georgia,  where  she  served  for 
the  following  four  months.  On  January  8th,  1919,  Miss 
McConnell  was  married  to  Lieutenant  Thomas  Purcell  at 
Atlanta,  Georgia.  Mrs.  Purcell  served  at  Fort  McPher¬ 
son  until  honorablv  discharged  from  service  on  January 
28th,  1919. 


Philip  Purcell,  Jr. 

Philip  Purcell,  Jr.,  was  born  in  the  village  of  Valatie  on 
the  23d  of  April,  1892,  the  son  of  Philip  and  Margaret 
Purcell,  both  of  Valatie.  Purcell  attended  the  schools  of 
his  native  town. and  after  graduating  from  the  Valatie 
High  School  enrolled  at  Fordham  University,  New  York, 
and  was  a  student  there  until  1912.  On  May  11th,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  Purcell  for  mili¬ 
tary  service.  He  left  on  the  following  day  for  Camp  Green- 
leaf,  Virginia,  where  he  served  for  a  short  time.  He  was 
then  transferred  to  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  where  he  served 
for  about  two  months  with  the  11th  United  States  Cav¬ 
alry,  after  which  Purcell  was  assigned  to  Advance  Veter¬ 
inary  Hospital  Unit  No.  17,  with  which  unit  he  trained 
at  Fort  Ogelthorpe,  Georgia,  until  September  11th,  1918, 
on  which  date  they  sailed  overseas.  After  landing  at 
Brest,  the  unit  was  attached  to  33rd  Division  and  the  9th 
and  10th  French  Army  Corps,  serving  on  the  Luneville 
front  until  the  close  of  the  war.  Purcell  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  on  July  4th,  1919,  and  four  days 
later  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Joseph  Quarteri 

Joseph  Quarteri  was  born  in  the  province  of  Cantan- 
zaro,  Italy,  on  the  28th  of  March,  1897,  the  son  of  Peter 
and  Mary  Quarteri,  who  still  reside  in  Italy.  Quarteri 
was  educated  in  his  native  land,  and  afterward  he  came 
to  America  and  made  Newton  Hook  his  home.  He  was 
employed  there  until  April  29'th,  1918,  when  the  Local 
Board  of  the  county  selected  him  for  military  service.

He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey,  where  he  served  for  about  a  month  with  the  153rd 
Depot  Brigade.  Quarteri  was  then  transferred  to  Camp 
Lee,  Virginia,  and  was  later  assigned  to  Company  A,  147th 
Infantry,  37th  Division.  Military  training  continued  at 
Camp  Lee  until  June  5tli,  1918,  on  which  date  Quarteri 
left  the  States  for  overseas  service.  After  landing  at 
Brest,  France,  he  proceeded  to  the  front,  where  he  took 
active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the  Verdun  sector  and  the 
Escaut  River  sector  on  the  Belgian  front.  Quarteri 
returned  to  America  on  March  19th,  1919,  and  on  the  1st 
of  April  following  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Murray  Townsend  Quigg 

Flushing,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Murray 
Townsend  Quigg.  He  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  10th 
of  July,  1891,  the  son  of  the  late  Lemuel  and  Ethel  Quigg 
now  of  New  York  City.  Quigg  was  graduated  from  the 
DeWitt  Clinton  High  School  in  New  York  City  and  in  1913 
was  graduated  from  Harvard,  after  which  he  studied  law 
at  Columbia  Law  School,  graduating  in  1916.  And  since 
then  has  been  connected  with  the  law  firm  of  Hunt,  Hill 
and  Betts  of  New  York  City.  On  May  12th,  1917,  Quigg 
was  accepted  as  a  candidate  at  Governor’s  Island  for  the 
Officers’  Training  Camp  at  Plattsburg,  New  York.  On 
October  20th,  1917,  Quigg  married  Miss  Eleanor  B.  Winier 
in  Grace  Church,  New  York  City,  and  they  now  have  one 
daughter,  Constance  Quigg.  At  the  completion  of  the 
course  of  training  Quigg  was  commissioned  a  2nd  Lieuten¬ 
ant.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps  and 
in  this  branch  served  at  Camp  Upton,  and  at  Camp 
Merritt,  where  he  was  commanding  officer  of  the  339th 
Guard  and  Fire  Company.  He  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  January  6th,  1919. 
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Leavitt  F.  Quinn 

Leavitt  F.  Quinn  was  born  in  the  town 
of  Claverack  on  the  16  th  of 
February,  1892,  the  son  of  Emma 
and  the  late  Thomas  Quinn.  Quinn 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
Hudson,  leaving  in  1908  to  accept 
employment  at  a  knitting  mill  in 
Hudson.  On  May  25th,  1918,  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  Quinn  for  military  service. 
He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  a 
month,  later  becoming  a  1st  Class  Private  in  Company  A, 
320th  Infantry,  80th  Division.  Quinn  left  the  States  for 
foreign  service  on  June  30th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  the  second  week  of  July.  Upon  reaching  the  front 
the  320th  saw  service  on  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne 
Sectors.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  Quinn 
developed  influenza  and  was  a  patient  at  abase  hospital  for 
about  two  weeks.  In  May  of  1919,  he  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  and  on  the  9th  of  June  following  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Edward  Michael  Quirk,  Jr. 

Edward  Michael  Quirk,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Chatham,  New 
York,  on  the  21st  of  August,  1895,  the  son  of  Edward  and 
Bridget  Quirk  of  Chatham.  Quirk  attended  the  Chatham 
and  Springfield  public  schools  until  1908,  when  lie  accepted 
a  position  as  clerk  in  a  store  in  Chatham.  On  May  11th, 
1918,  Quirk  was  selected  for  military  service.  He  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Fort  Slocum,  where  he  served  for  a  short  time. 
He  was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where 
he  served  for  two  months  with  a  machine  gun  battalion, 
after  which  he  was  assigned  to  the  Medical  Corps,  Infirm¬ 
ary  209,  with  which  unit  he  served  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  January  21st,  1919. 
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John  Melville  Quirk 

John  Melville  Quirk  was  born  in  the  town  of  Client,  New 
York,  on  the  16th  of  October,  1896,  the  son  of  Edward  and 
Bridget  Quirk,  both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of  Chat¬ 
ham.  He  received  his  education  in  the  Chatham  schools, 
leaving  in  1912  to  take  up  construction  work.  On  August 
29th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected 
Quirk  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following 
day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  for  a 
month.  Overseas  he  served  as  a  1st  Class  Private  in 
Company  C,  168th  Infantry,  42nd  Division.  On  October 
12th,  1918,  Quirk  sailed  for  France  and  landed  at  a  French 
port  about  a  week  later.  At  the  front  Quirk  saw  nine  days 
of  service  on  the  Sedan  front.  At  the  cessation  of  hostili¬ 
ties  Quirk’s  unit  formed  a  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation 
and  he  served  in  Germany  for  four  months.  He  returned 
to  the  States  with  the  168th  on  the  25th  of  April,  1919.  On 
the  14th  of  the  following  month  Quirk  was  given  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Christopher  E.  Race 

Christopher  E.,  the  son  of  Robert  and 
Jessie  Race  of  Hillsdale,  was  born  in 
that  village  on  April  11th,  1896.  He 
finished  his  schooling  and  worked  in 
the  neighborhood  of  his  home  until 
the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
inducted  him  into  military  service. 
On  May  25th,  1918,  Race  went  to 
Camp  Wadsworth  to  receive  mili¬ 
tary  training.  On  June  30th,  1918, 
he  sailed  from  this  country  with 
Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps,  and 
landed  at  Brest  several  days  later.  In  France  Private  Race 
was  stationed  at  Saint  Sulpice.  In  the  summer  of  1919  he 
returned  to  this  country,  where  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  July  9th  of  that  year. 
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Millard  Race 

Millard  Race,  who  lives  at  135  Warren 
Street,  Hudson,  with  his  parents 
John  and  Carrie  Race,  was  born  in 
this  city  on  June  5th,  1894.  He 
attended  the  local  public  schools  and 
then  became  employed  at  a  bottling 
works.  The  Local  Board  of  this 
County  selected  him  for  service  on 
May  24th,  1918,  and  on  the  following 
day  he  left  this  city  for  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth.  There  he  was  assigned  to 
Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  On  May  30th,  1918, 
Race  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Martin  Conrad  Radler 

artin  Conrad  Radler,  now  of  Brook¬ 
lyn,  was  born  at  Newtown,  New 
York,  on  August  26th,  1895.  His 
mother,  Mrs.  Emma  L.  Radler, 
resides  at  Stockport,  and  his  father 
died  in  Brooklyn  in  1906.  Radler 
was  graduated  from  high  school  in 
1912,  after  attending  schools  at  Ever¬ 
green  and  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and 
at  Nazareth,  Pennsylvania.  From 
1916  until  1918  he  engaged  in  execu¬ 
tive  work  and  selling.  On  October  1st  of  the  latter  year 
he  enlisted  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  the  clerical  department 
of  the  air  service.  Radler ’s  duties  throughout  the  war 
were  clerical  and  related  to  the  administration  of  the  pur¬ 
chase,  storage  and  traffic  carried  on  by  the  air  service. 
Radler  was  a  patient  in  the  Washington  hospital  suffering 
from  influenza.  On  April  19th,  1919,  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service.  At  present  Radler  holds  an  execu¬ 
tive  position  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Department,  lslt 
District  of  New  York. 
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Howard  Eugene  Rainey 

Howard  Eugene  Rainey  is  the  son  of 
Mitchell  and  Ida  M.  Rainey  of  426 
East  Allen  Street,  Hudson.  He  was 
born  in  this  city  on  August  13th, 
1895,  and  acquired  his  education  in 
the  Hudson  public  schools  and  at 
Pawling  School,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1916.  In  October  of 
that  same  year  Rainey  entered  the 
employ  of  a  bond  house  (White, 
Weld  and  Company).  On  June  12th, 
1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Ambulance  Service, 
at  a  recruiting  office  located  in  the  American  Red  Cross 
Headquarters,  36th  Street  and  5th  Avenue,  New  York.  For 
eight  months  Private  Rainey  trained  at  Allentown,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  then,  on  June  i.2th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Genoa, 
Italy,  where  his  outfit,  Section  521,  American  Ambulance 
Service,  camped  for  a  short  time.  Later  Section  521 
moved  into  France,  after  which  they  served  on  the  Saint 
Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  sectors.  This  unit  was  cited 
three  times  for  bravery  under  fire.  On  April  23rd,  1919, 
Private  Rainey  finished  his  return  voyage  to  this  country 
and  on  April  26th  following  he  completed  his  term  of 
honorable  sendee. 


Vito  Randazzo 

Vito  Randazzo,  who  makes  his  home  in  this  city,  was 
selected  for  military  service  on  July  14th,  1918.  He 
entrained  for  Fort  Slocum,  New  York,  to  begin  his  mili¬ 
tary  training  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service 
on  July  17th,  1918. 


George  E.  Rapp 

George  E.  Rapp  still  lives  in  Niverville,  where  he  was 
born  on  July  22nd,  1896,  to  George  and  Anna  Rapp  of  that 
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village.  In  the  district  school  of  his  home  town  Rapp 
received  liis  elementary  education.  When  he  was  selected 
for  military  service  on  August  29th,  1918,  by  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  he  was  employed  as  a  book¬ 
keeper.  About  two  months  after  he  began  his  military 
training  at  Camp  Dix,  Private  Rapp  was  sent  overseas. 
He  started  his  voyage  on  October  12th,  1918,  and  landed  in 
England  where  he  was  stationed  until  the  spring  of  1919. 
On  April  24th  of  that  year  Private  Rapp  landed  again  on 
American  soil  and  on  the  14th  of  the  next  month  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Guiseppe  Rappa 

Guiseppe  Rappa  was  born  on  March  10th,  1887,  in 
Palermo,  Italy,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Rappa.  He 
went  to  school  in  Italy  and  there  in  Palermo  he  married 
Serafina  Riccabana  on  April  12th,  1912.  Shortly  after  his 
marriage  Rappa  came  to  the  United  States.  Here  he 
resided  on  Mill  Street  in  Hudson,  became  an  employee  of 
the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  and1  procured  his  first 
citizenship  papers.  On  February  23rd,  1918,  Rappa 
entrained  at  Hudson  with  a  contingent  of  men  who  had 
been  selected  for  military  service  by  our  Local  Board.  He 
trained  at  Camp  Devens  for  20  days  before  going  to  Camp 
Upton,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the  77th  Division.  On 
April  16th,  1918,  Private  Rappa  of  Company  A,  305th 
Infantry,  77th  Division,  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England,  and 
thence  to  France.  After  spending  a  few  weeks  in  a  train¬ 
ing  area  the  305th  Infantry  pressed  on  to  the  front.  There 
Private  Rappa  served  on  the  Baccarat,  sector  from  June 
2nd  to  August  8th,  on  the  Vesle  Sector  from  August  11th 
to  the  18th,  in  the  Oise-Aisne  offensive  from  August  18th 
to  the  24th,  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  Offensive  from 
September  26th  to  November  11th,  1918.  On  April  25th, 
1919,  Rappa  returned  to  the  States  and  on  May  9th  fol¬ 
lowing  he  received  his  honorable  discharge.

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Lee  F.  Raught 

Lee  F.  Raught,  formerly  of  Glenco, 
enlisted  in  the  service  of  his  country 
two  months  after  our  Congress 
declared  war  and  continued  to  serve 
her  until  he  passed  from  this  life  in 
the  navy  cantonment  on  the  Great 
Lakes.  He  was  the  son  of  Fred  H. 
and  Ina  Raught  of  Glenco  Mills. 
Raught  was  born  at  Taghkanic  on 
March  1st,  1897.  In  the  town  of  his 
birth  he  attended  the  district  school, 
worked  at  farming  and  for  two  years  was  employed  as  a 
chauffeur.  On  July  8th,  1917,  at  Albany,  Raught  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  was  sent  to  Camp  Perry, 
Great  Lakes,  Illinois,  and  there  assigned  to  Company  R. 
He  served  there  for  over  a  year  when  he  was  stricken  with 
influenza.  After  only  five  days  of  illness  Landsman  Raught 
died  on  September  23rd,  1918.  He  was  laid  to  rest  with 
full  military  honors. 


Lester  Henry  Raught 

Lester  Henry  Raught  volunteered  at 
the  age  of  nineteen  years  to  serve  in 
the  American  army.  He  was  bom  at 
Claverack  on  March  8th,  1898,  to 
Lester  A.  and  Elizabeth  Raught,  who 
now  live  in  Copake.  He  attended  the 
district  school  at  Hollowville  until 
1912,  when  lie  sought  employment  in 
a  mill  near  his  home.  On  June  9th, 
1917,  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
In  the  next  month  the  National  Guard  was  federalized  by 
presidential  proclamation  and  Company  F  was  sent  to  Fort 
Niagara.  In  October  the  company  was  ordered  to  Camp 
Wadsworth.  There  Raught  became  a  Corporal  in  Com 
pany  H,  105th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  In  May  of  1918 
he  sailed  for  France  with  the  27th  Division.  Corporal

Rau ght  went  through  several  hard  battles  before  he  was 
wounded  in  action  on  September  2nd,  1918.  Suffering  from 
severe  wounds,  Raught  was  taken  to  a  hospital  at  Dartford, 
Kent,  England.  He  contracted  pneumonia  and  died  in  the 
same  hospital  on  September  27th,  1918.  He  was  laid  to 
rest  with  full  military  honors. 


Winfield  Chester  Raught 

Winfield  C.  Raught  of  Hudson,  the  sou 
of  Chester  and  Carrie  E.  Raught  oi 
44  North  Sixth  Street,  this  city,  was 
born  at  Taghkanic  on  May  14th,  1890. 
He  was  a  pupil  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools  until  1905.  On  May  24th, 
1918,  our  Local  Board  selected 
Raught  for  military  service.  At 
Camp  Devens  Raught  became  a 
Corporal  in  the  Company  I,  302nd 
Infantry,  76th  Division.  On  June 
30th,  1918,  Corporal  Raught  sailed  for  France  and  landed 
at  Brest.  From  then  until  the  summer  of  1919  he  was  on 
duty  in  France.  On  the  10th  of  July,  1919,  he  returned  to 
the  States  and  nine  days  later  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge. 


Harold  J.  Raup 


Harold,  the  son  of  Jacob  A.  and 
Sarah  Elizabeth  Raup  of  Ghent, 
was  born  in  that  town  on  November 
11th,  1891.  At  West  Ghent  he  at¬ 
tended  school  until  1908.  Later  he 
worked  at  agricultural  occupations 
and  also  learned  the  electricians’ 
trade.  On  November  29th,  1917, 
Raup  married  Miss  Lena  Fowler  at 
Valatie.  The  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  Raup  for 
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military  service  and  enrolled  liim  in  the  army  on  May  24th, 
1918.  His  military  training  was  gained  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  where  he  became  a  member  of  Company  D,  2nd 
Pioneer  Infantry.  In  July  the  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry  sailed 
for  Brest.  Overseas  Private  Raup  served  at  Brest,  Saint 
Sulpice,  Bayonne  and  Saint  Loubes.  On  June  16th,  1919, 
he  returned  to  the  States  and  five  days  later  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Oliver  T.  Reader 

Oliver  T.  Reader  of  Riversville, 
West  Virginia,  was  born  in 
Poughkeepsie  on  January  10th, 
1890.  His  father,  the  late  Thomas 
Reader,  died  in  England  in  1905, 
and  his  mother,  who  is  now  Mrs. 
Estella  Case,  is  a  resident  of  Jack- 
son  Corners  in  this  county.  He 
attended  school  at  Salt  Point,  New 
York,  near  Poughkeepsie.  Reader’s 
livelihood  was  earned  as  an  em¬ 
ployee  in  a  saw  mill.  He  married  Miss  Katie  Decker  at 
Pine  Plains  on  January  6tli,  1911.  The  Local  Board  at 
Hudson  selected  Reader  for  military  service  on  February 
22nd,  1918,  and  on  the  following  day  he  reported  for  duty 
at  Camp  Devens  in  Massachusetts.  His  departure  from 
this  country  on  July  3rd,  1918,  followed  several  months 
of  training  with  Company  H,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Divi¬ 
sion.  He  landed  at  London  and  soon  journeyed  to  France, 
where  he  was  stationed  at  Toul.  On  August  28th,  1918, 
he  was  transferred  from  the  Infantry  to  the  Hospital 
Corps.  Private  Reader  served  in  France  until  April  of 
1919,  when  he  returned  to  America  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  April  24th. 
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Frank  Hadley  Recor 

Prank  H.  Recor  of  Hudson,  was  born  at  Stottville  on 
June  19th,  1890,  to  John  and  Christine  Recor  of  363  War¬ 
ren  street,  Hudson.  He  was  a  pupil  in  the.  schools  of  his 
native  town  until  1904,  when  he  became  a  machine  operator. 
The  Local  Board  of  Columbia.  County  inducted  him  into 
military  service  on  May  25th,  1918.  His  service  was 
given  at  Camp  Dix  in  New  Jersey  and  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth  in  South  Carolina,  where  he  was  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  On  December  29th,  1918, 
Private  Recor  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


George  Leroy  Redmond 

George  L.,  the  son  of  J.  W.  and  Margaret  M.  Redmond 
of  Old  Chatham  was  born  at  Chatham  on  March  20th,  1891. 
Redmond  was  a  pupil  at  the  Old  Chatham  school  until 
1908.  For  three  years  prior  to  the  war  he  was  employed 
as  an  auto  salesman.  The  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  selected  him  for  military  service  on  October  4th, 
1918,  and  ordered  him  to  report  at  Fort  Slocum.  After 
five  weeks  of  training  at  the  fort  Private  Redmond  was 
sent,  to  the  Watertown  Arsenal  for  further  military  duty. 
He  served  at  the  Watertown  Arsenal  as  a  member  of 
Company  D,  7tli  Battalion,  United  States  Guards,  until 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December  14th, 
1918. 


Eugene  Regan 

Eugene  Regan  was  born  in  Harrison,  New  Jersey,  on 
the  30th  of  November,  1893.  His  father,  James  Regan, 
died  at  Harrison  several  years  ago,  and  Regan  now  lives  at 
121  Warren  street,  Hudson,  with  his  mother,  Mrs.  Anna 
Regan.  After  completing  the  elementary  course  in  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  town  he  accepted  employment 
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as  machinist.  He  was  thus  occupied  until  selected  for 
military  service  by  the  Catskill  local  board  on  July  24th, 
1918.  Regan  was  assigned  to  Headquarters  Company,  34th 
Coast  Artillery  Corps,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he 
served  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  Camp  Upton,  New  York, 
and  Fort  Washington,  Maryland.  Regan  was  later  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Battery  A,  36th  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  and  as 
a  member  of  this  unit  he  served  at  Camp  Eustis,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  Decem¬ 
ber  19th,  1918.  While  in  the  service  Regan  was  a  patient 
at  the  Camp  Eustis  Hospital  for  about  a  month,  where  he 
received  treatment  for  influenza  and  pneumonia. 


Green  Reid 

Green  Reid  was  born  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  Decem¬ 
ber  28th,  1888.  Both  his  parents  died  at  Clover  in  the 
State  of  Virginia.  Green  Reid  gained  a  common  school 
education  in  his  native  city.  At  the  time  of  the  World 
War  he  was  living  in  Hudson  and  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  service-  on 
April  29th,  1918.  Reid  trained  at  Camps  Devens  and 
Upton  until  the  10th  of  June,  1918,  when  he  sailed  for 
Brest  as  a  First  Class  Private  in  Company  C,  367th  Infan¬ 
try,  92nd  Division.  Private  Reid  served  for  three  months 
on  the  Saint  Die  and  Vosges  sectors  and  fought  on  the 
Alsace  front.  On  March  1st,  1919,  Reid  returned  to  this 
country  and  on  March  10th,  1919,  he  was  given  his  hon¬ 
orable  discharge. 


William  Cornelius  Reid 


William,  the  son  of  Isaac  N.  and  Anna 
Amelia  Reid  of  544  Washington 
street,  Hudson,  was  born  at  Hills¬ 
dale,  New  York,  on  August  24th, 
1894.  He  took  a  four-year  course 
at  Hudson  High  School  and  then 
for  three  years  he  studied  at  St. 
John’s  Military  School  at  Salina, 
Kansas.  He  returned  to  Hudson 
and  held  positions  as  cement  tester 
with  the  Knickerbocker  Cement 
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Company  and  the  New  York  and  New  England  Cement  and 
Lime  Company.  On  August  27th,  1917,  in  New  York  City, 
Reid  volunteered  for  service  in  the  Sanitary  Corps.  He 
was  sent  to  Camp  Wadsworth  and  assigned  to  the  107th 
Infantry,  Sanitary  Train,  27th  Division,  witli  which  he 
sailed  for  Brest  on  May  10th,  1918.  After  a  short  time 
spent  in  training,  Private  Reid  went  to  the  front  with  his 
unit,  where  he  served  as  a  1st  Class  Private  at  East 
Poperinghe  Line  from  July  9th  to  August  20th,  at  Dicke- 
bush  sector,  from  August  21st  to  the  30th,  on  the  Hinden- 
burg  Line  September  20tli  and  30th,  at  the  La  Selle  River 
October  17th,  at  Joncde  Mer  Ridge  on  October  18th,  and  at 
Saint  Maurice  River  October  19th  and  20tli,  1918.  On 
March  29th,  1919,  Private  Reid  returned  to  the  States 
and  here  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  April  2nd, 
1919.  On  August  24th  following  the  termination  of  his 
service  Reid  married  Miss  Iva  A.  Smith  at  Ghent,  New 
York. 


Charles  William  Reiss 

Charles  W.  Reiss  of  Philmont  is  the 
son  of  Louisa  and  the  late  George 
Reiss.  He  was  born  in  New  York 
City  on  April  2nd,  1894,  and  there 
received  his  education.  Prior  to 
the  war  Reiss  worked  as  a  mill  em¬ 
ployee.  The  Local  Board  of  Colum¬ 
bia  Countv  selected  him  for  mili- 
«/ 

tary  service  on  August  15th,  1918. 
Private  Reiss  served  first  at  Syra¬ 
cuse  University,  and  then  at  Camp 
Mead,  with  Company  E,  426th  Telephone  Battalion,  Army 
Signal  Corps,  11th  Division.  After  about  six  months  of 
military  service  he  was  honorably  discharged  on  January 
22nd,  1919. 
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H  arry  Henry  Reiss 

Harry  Henry  Reiss  was  another  son 
of  Louisa  and  the  late  George 
Reiss.  His  present  residence  is  at 
229  Indiana  avenue,  Washington, 
D.  C.,  hut  he  was  born  in  New  York 
City  on  January  11th,  1896.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  schools 
of  the  metropolis  and  shortly  after 
leaving  his  studies  held  a  position 
as  a  traveling  salesman.  On  June 
28th,  1916,  Reiss  enlisted  in  Com¬ 
pany  F,  lOtli  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  In 
July  of  1917  the  National  Guard  was  federalized  and 
during  that  same  month  Company  F  of  Hudson  was  sent  to 
Fort  Niagara  for  intensive  military  training.  In  October 
of  1917  this  company  reported  at  Camp  Wadsworth.  Pri¬ 
vate  Reiss  served  also  at  Camps  Whitman,  Merritt,  Upton 
and  Stuart.  On  May  9th,  1918,  he  embarked  for  Brest 
as  a  member  of  the  Sanitary  Detachment,  107th  Infantry, 
27th  Division.  After  landing  in  France  he  served  on  the 
Flanders  and  Picardy  sectors  for  six  months.  From  July 
9th  until  August  20th,  1918,  Reiss  was  in  reserve  back  of 
the  East  Poperinghe  Line.  Then  he  served  on  the  Dicke- 
bush  sector  in  front  of  Mount  Kemmel,  on  the  Hindenburg 
Line,  the  La  Selle  River,  Jonc  De  Mer  Ridge  and  the 
Saint  Maurice  River.  On  March  9tli,  1919,  he  returned  to 
the  United  States  and  here  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  on  April  2nd,  1919.  Back  in  civilian  life  Reiss 
found  employment  as  a  clerk  in  the  civil  service  depart¬ 
ment  at  Washington. 
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Harold  Oliver  Reynolds 

Harold  Oliver  Reynolds,  son  of 
Orlando  and  Ellouise  Reynolds  of 
Philmont  was  born  in  that  village 
on  the  5tli  of  May,  1885.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  Kings¬ 
ton  elementary  and  high  schools, 
and  later  in  a  business  school.  He 
became  a  stenographer,  a  salesman 
and  finally  the  manager  of  a  New 
York  bank.  Reynolds  married  Miss 
Minnie  Dittman  on  July  15th,  1913. 
He  served  for  several  years  as  a  member  of  the  71st  Regi¬ 
ment,  New  York  National  Guard.  On  September  5th,  1917, 
Reynolds  enlisted  in  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps,  and  after 
serving  at  Newport  News,  Virginia,  for  six  months  was 
commissioned  1st  Lieutenant.  In  May  of  1918  Lieutenant 
Reynolds  left  the  States  for  foreign  service,  and  landed 
at  a  French  port  in  the  latter  part  of  May.  After  serv¬ 
ing  at  Camp  4,  St.  Nazaire,  for  a  short  time  he  was 
assigned  to  Motor  Truck  Company  No.  356,  with  which 
he  served  actively  on  the  Somme-Marne  salient  for  six 
days  prior  to  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Lieutenant 
Reynolds  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  July  8th, 
1919,  and  on  July  29th  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Herbert  Edwin  Reynolds 

Herbert  Edwin  Reynolds  was  born  in  Nassau,  New  York, 
on  the  21st  of  November  1893,  the  son  of  Calvin  and  the 
late  Mrs.  Calvin  Reynolds.  He  received  his  education  in 
the  Rensselaer  schools  after  which  he  enrolled  as  a  student 
at  the  Albany  Pharmacy  College  from  which  institution 
he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1914.  From  then  until 
his  enlistment  Reynolds  was  employed  as  prescription 
clerk  with  the  Huested  Drug  Company  at  Albany.  On 
April  23rd,  1918  Reynolds  married  Miss  Belle  Roth  at  East 
Schodack.  June  5th,  1917,  saw  Reynolds  as  a  2nd  Class 
Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  trained  at  the 
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Naval  Camp  at  Tarry  town  for  six  months  as  a  member  of 
the  4th  Battalion,  4th  Division.  In  February  of  1918, 
Reynolds  was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Martha  Wash¬ 
ington,  on  which  he  did  transport  duty  making  nine  com¬ 
plete  trips  overseas.  He  served  in  this  capacity  for  the 
duration  of  war.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice 
Reynolds  was  given  his  honorable  release  from  active  duty. 
He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Force. 


Jared  Reynolds 

Jared  Reynolds  was  born  in  the  town  of  Westerlo,  New 
York,  on  the  2nd  of  March,  1895,  the  son  of  Electus  and 
Carrie  M.  Reynolds,  both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of 
Chatham.  After  completing  the  elementary  course  in  the 
public  schools  of  Albany  Reynolds  accepted  employment  as 
a  machinist  at  which  trade  he  was  occupied  until  his  enlist¬ 
ment.  in  the  United  States  Navy  on  July  28th,  1917,  at 
Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.  Reynolds  was  assigned  to  shore 
duty  and  stationed  at  Philadelphia,  where  he  trained  for 
the  following  two  months  after  which  he  was  assigned  to 
the  U.  S.  S.  Delaware  on  which  he  served  throughout  the 
war  as  3rd  Class  Fireman.  Reynolds  sailed  overseas  on 
the  Delaware  in  November  of  1917  and  landed  the  latter 
part  of  the  same  month  at  a  port  in  Scotland.  He  returned 
to  the  United  States  where  in  August  of  1919,  he  re-enlisted 
in  the  Navy. 


John  Stephen  Richardson 


John  Stephen  Richardson,  son  of 
William  and  Edna  Richardson  of 
Philmont  was  born  in  that  village  on 
the  3rd  of  June,  1900.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  of  his  native 
village  and  after  graduating  from 
the  Philmont  High  School  enrolled 
as  a  student  at  Cornell  University, 
and  enlisted  at  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term  as  a  member  of  the 
Student’s  Army  Training  Corps  at 
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the  university.  He  served  as  a  member  of  Company  D, 
1st  Regiment,  until  honorably  discharged  on  December 
16th,  1918. 


Jonathan  Benjamin  Rider 

Kingston,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Jonathan  Benjamin  Rider. 
He  was  bom  in  that  city  on  the  12th 
of  December,  1899,  the  son  of  Weston 
and  Lulu  Rider  now  of  Rider’s  Mills. 
He  attended  the  district  school  at 
Chatham  and  was  later  graduated 
from  Riverview  Military  Academy, 
after  which  he  took  a  course  at  Mon- 
clair  Academy,  New  Jersey.  Rider 
then  enrolled  as1  a  student  at 
Cornell  University  and  during  his  freshman  year  he 
trained  as  a  member  of  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps. 
On  October  10th,  1918,  Rider  enlisted  in  Company  A, 
Student’s  Army  Training  Corps  connected  with  Cornell 
University,  and  trained  at  Cornell  with  this  unit  until 
honorably  discharged  on  December  17th,  1918. 


Lloyd  Charles  Riegel 

Lloyd  Charles  Riegel  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Taghkanic,  New  York,  on  the 
8th  of  December,  1895,  the  son  of 
Fannie  and  the  late  William  Riegel. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  the  Copuke  district  school  after 
which  he  followed  the  blacksmith’s 
trade  at  Taghkanic.  The  Columbia 
County  Local  Board  selected  Riegel 
for  military  service  on  December 
14th,  1917.  The  contingent’s  desti¬ 
nation  was  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  Riegel 
trained  for  a  month  and  a  half  after  which  he  was  trans- 
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ferred  to  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey.  Tie  left  the  States 
in  February  of  1918  for  overseas  where  he  was  assigned 
to  Company  G,  1st  Engineers,  1st  Division.  Landing  was 
made  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  February. 
He  saw  active  service  on  Aisne-Marne,  Meuse-Argonne, 
Cantigny,  Soissons,  and  St.  Mihiel  sectors  from  July  18th, 
1918,  until  November  11th,  1918.  Riegel’s  unit  then  became 
part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation  and  as  a  member  of  the 
1st  Engineers  Riegel  served  in  Germany.  Not  until  August 
17th,  1919,  did  he  return  to  American  soil.  On  August 
21st,  1919,  Riegel  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Foster  Rifenburgh 

Foster  Rifenburgh  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Clermont  on  the  29th  of 
April,  1892,  the  son  of  Clarence  and 
Lillian  Rifenburgh.  He  completed 
the  elementary  course  in  the  Cler¬ 
mont  district  school  leaving  in  1909 
to  engage  in  farm  work  in  his  native 
town.  On  July  14th,  1918,  the  Local 
Board  of  the  County  selected  Rifen¬ 
burgh  for  military  service.  He  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Fort 
Slocum  where  he  trained  for  a  short  time,  after  which  he 
served  for  three  months  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts. 
He  was  then  assigned  to  Company  D,  3'6th  Machine  Gun 
Battalion,  12th  Division,  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia. 
Rifenburgh  served  as  a  member  of  this  unit  until  honor.- 
ablv  discharged  from  service  on  January  28th,  1919. 


Raymond  Rifenburgh 

Clermont,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Raymond 
Rifenburgh  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  14th  of 
August,  1894,  the  son  of  John  and  Amanda  Rifenburgh. 
He  attended  the  district  school  of  Clermont,  leaving  in 
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1912  to  engage  in  farm  work.  Rifenburgh  was  selected  for 
military  service  by  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  on 
September  21st,  1917.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day 
for  Camp  D  evens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  a 
few  months  as  a  member  of  Company  K,  303'rd  Infantry, 
76th  Division.  He  left  America  on  March  12th,  1918,  for 
foreign  service.  After  landing  at  Brest,  France,  he  was 
assigned  to  Company  D,  23rd  Infantry,  2nd  Division,  and 
took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the  Lorraine,  Verdun, 
and  Chateau  Thierry  sectors,  St.  Mihiel  offensive  and  in 
the  Argonne  forest.  Rifenburgh  was  wounded  in  the  knee 
by  a  piece  of  bursting  shrapnel  and  was  detained  seven 
weeks  in  a  hospital  back  of  the  lines.  Later  Rifenburgh 
served  with  Company  B,  49th  Infantry,  83rd  Division.  He 
returned  to  America  on  January  16th,  1919,  and  on  March 
1st,  1919  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Arthur  William  Riley 

Arthur  William  Riley,  son  of  Mary  and 
the  late  John  Riley  of  329  Union 
Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in  that  city 
on  the  28th  of  October,  1897.  He 
attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  was  a  member  of  the  graduating 
class  of  1917,  Hudson  High  School. 
He  then  enrolled  as  a  student  at 
Colgate  University,  and  while  there 
Riley  served  with  the  Student’s 
Army  Training  Corps.  On  October 
4th,  1918,  Riley  left  Colgate  and  enlisted  in  the  Artillery. 
He  was  assigned  to  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  at 
Camp  Zachary  Taylor,  where  he  completed  his  course  in 
artillery  training  and  was  commissioned  2d  Lieutenant. 
He  received  his  honorable  release  from  service  on  February 
1st,  1919,  but  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  Reserve  Officers 
Corps. 
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Donald  Barringer  Ring 

Donald  Barringer  Ring  was  born  in 
the  town  of  North  Chatham,  New 
York,  on  the  24th  of  June,  1897,  the 
son  of  John  and  Carrie  Ring  of  that 
village.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  district  school  at 
North  Chatham,  after  which  lie  took 
a  two  year  course  at  the  Albany  High 
School,  leaving  in  1914  to  engage  in 
elevator  construction  work.  On  Jan¬ 
uary  1st,  1918,  Ring  married  Miss 
Mary  Lovina  Davies  and  they  now  have  one  son,  Robert 
Hutson  Ring.  Through  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
ne  volunteered  for  service  on  October  15th,  1918.  And  on 
the  following  day  he  was  assigned  to  the  Student’s  Army 
Training  Corps  attached  to  the  Mechanic’s  Institute  at 
Rochester.  Ring  served  as  a  member  of  this  unit  until 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December  10th,  1918. 


Erik  Ring 

Copenhagen,  Denmark,  was  the  birth- 
place  of  Erik  Ring.  He  was  born  there 
on  the  7th  of  March,  1893,  the  son 
of  Mariana  and  the  late  Heinrik  Ring 
of  Copenhagen.  After  receiving  his 
education  in  the  schools  of  his  native 
country,  Ring  came  to  America  and 
for  the  following  seven  years  was 
employed  as  a  sailor  on  the  high  seas. 
Just  prior  to  his  enlistment  into  ser¬ 
vice,  Ring  was  engaged  in  farm  work 
at  Spencer  town,  New  York.  On  July  14th,  1918,  he  volun¬ 
teered  his  services  in  the  United  States  Army.  He  served 
first  at  Fort  Slocum  and  then  as  a  member  of  the  153rd 
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Depot  Brigade  at  Camp  Dix  after  which  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he  trained  for 
five  and  a  half  months  as  a  member  of  the  63rd  Company, 
16th  Machine  Gun  Battalion.  On  December  6th,  1918,  Ring 
was  made  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  at  Augusta, 
Georgia,  and  on  New  Year’s  Day  of  1919  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frederick  Rivenburgh,  Jr. 

Company  D,  25th  Engineers,  num¬ 
bered  as  one  of  its  members  Fred¬ 
erick  Rivenburgh,  Jr.  He  was  born 
in  Kinderhook,  New  York,  on  the 
25th  of  October,  1895,  the  son  of 
Fred  and  Ella  Rivenburgh,  both  of 
whom  are  now  residents  of  Chat¬ 
ham.  He  attended  the  Chatham 
schools  and  after  completing  a  two- 
year  course  in  the  Chatham  High 
School  he  became  a  plumber.  On 
December  14th,  1917,  the  Local  Board  of  the  County 
selected  Rivenburgh  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson 
the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where 
he  trained  for  two  and  a  half  months,  during  which  time 
he  became  a  member  of  Company  D,  25th  Engineers.  The 
unit  sailed  overseas  on  February  27tli,  1918,  and  landed 
at  Brest,  France,  in  the  first  week  of  March.  The  25tli 
Engineers  were  stationed  for  six  months  at  Camp  No.  3 
at  St.  Nazaire  and  for  a  short  time  at  Camp  Pontanazen,- 
after  which  they  entrained  for  the  front,  where  they  saw 
service  on  the  Meuse-Argonne  and  Verdun  sectors. 
Rivenburgh  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  May 
23rd,  1919,  and  ten  days  later  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 
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Lloyd  Horace  Rivenburgh 

One  of  those  who  yielded  up  liis  life 
in  the  service  of  his  company  was 
Lloyd  Horace  Rivenburgh.  He  was 
a  resident  of  Hudson,  having  been 
born  in  that  city  on  the  21st  of 
August,  1896,  the  son  of  Henry  and 
Harriet  E.  Rivenburgh  of  525 
Union  street.  He  attended  the 
Hudson  public  schools  and  was  a 
student  at  the  Hudson  High  School, 
after  which  he  entered  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Academy  of  Dramatic  Arts.  He  was  graduated  from 
that  academy  with  the  class  of  1918.  On  September  12th, 
1918,  Rivenburgh  left  his  professional  calling  to  enlist  in 
the  United  States  Navy.  He  volunteered  through  an 
Albany  recruiting  office  and  was  assigned  to  the  4th  Bat¬ 
talion,  Naval  Reserves.  As  bugler  of  his  unit  he  served 
at  Pelham  Bay  Naval  Training  Station  until  December 
11th,  1918,  on  which  date  he  was  removed  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  hospital  at  Pelham  Bay,  where  it  was  discovered  he 
had  developed  cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  to  which  malady 
he  succumbed  on  the  2nd  of  January,  1919.  Wrapped  in 
the  flag  of  his  country  Rivenburgh ’s  remains  were  brought 
to  Hudson,  where  he  was  laid  to  rest  in  Cedar  Park  Ceme¬ 
tery  with  full  military  honors. 


Frank  Edward  Rixon 

Frank  Edward  Rixon,  who  lives  at  White  Plains,  was 
born  in  the  town  of  Chatham  on  the  25th  of  May,  1899. 
His  mother  died  at  Chatham,  on  January  14th,  1917,  and 
his  father,  Frank  Rixon,  now  lives  at  Chatham.  Rixon 
completed  three  years  of  high  school  work  at  the  Chatham 
High  School  and  an  advanced  course  in  accounting,  after 
which  he  was  employed  as  a  checker.  On  Independence 
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Day  of  1917  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  lOtli  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit 
entered  federal  service  on  July  20th,  1917.  Nine  days 
later  the  company  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where 
military  training  followed  for  about  two  and  a  half 
months,  after  which  the  company  was  transferred  to 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  eleven 
months  of  training  there  Rixon  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Corporal  and  assigned  to  Company  D,  102nd  Ammuni¬ 
tion  Train,  27th  Division.  With  this  unit  he  sailed  over¬ 
seas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  on  June  27th,  1918. 
After  a  brief  stay  at  Camp  De  Souge  the  102nd  proceeded 
to  the  front,  where  they  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on 
the  Verdun  sector  and  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive  from 
Sepember  16th  to  November  11th,  1918.  Corporal  Rixon 
returned  to  America  with  his  unit  on  March  11th,  1919, 
and  on  the  3rd  of  April,  1919,  received  his  honorable 
discharge. 


George  Raymond  Roberts 

Watertown,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  George  R. 
Roberts,  who  was  born  on  November  24th,  1895.  He  now 
lives  in  Oswego  with  his  parents,  George  and  Emma 
Roberts.  He  attended  school  in  Oswego  and  later  learned 
the  boilermakers’  trade.  In  1915  he  gained  his  first  mili¬ 
tary  experience  as  a  member  of  a  national  guard  com¬ 
pany.  On  August  9th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  in  Hudson 
selected  Roberts,  who  was  then  living  in  Columbia  County, 
for  military  service  and  ordered  him  to  report  at  Fort 
Slocum.  From  there  Private  Roberts  went  to  Camp 
McClellan  where  he  served  with  Company  B,  65th  Infan¬ 
try.  When  he  had  been  only  a  few  months  in  service  the 
Armistice  was  signed  and  Private  Roberts  was  given  his 
honorable  discharge. 
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Harvey  Roberts 

Harvey  Roberts  of  Ancram  was  born 
in  that  town  on  January  10th,  1897. 
He  is  the  son  of  Mrs.  Abbie  Roberts 
of  Boston  Corners  and  of  the  late 
Charles  Roberts.  In  1912  he  left 
the  district  school  of  Boston  Cor¬ 
ners,  after  which  he  learned  the 
automobile  mechanic’s  trade.  On 
January  24th,  1918,  Roberts  volun¬ 
teered  for  service  in  the  Army 
Aviation  Corps.  On  this  side  he 
served  at  Camps  Hancock  and  Greene.  On  July  15tli, 

1918,  he  sailed  for  France  as  a  Corporal  of  the  11th  Com¬ 
pany,  4th  Mechanic’s  Regiment,  Aviation  Service.  The 
first  landing  was  made  at  Liverpool  and  the  final  landing 
at  a  port  of  France.  In  that  country  Corporal  Roberts 
was  stationed  at  the  3rd  Aviation  Instruction  Center  and 
Overhaul  Park  at  Le  Mans.  He  served  there  until  several 
months  after  the  close  of  the  war  when,  on  June  28th, 

1919,  he  returned  to  this  country.  On  July  7th  following 
his  arrival  in  the  United  States,  Roberts  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


Charles  John  Robinson 

Charles  J.  Robinson  of  Hudson  was 
born  at  Hornell,  New  York,  on  Oc¬ 
tober  30th,  1886,  to  the  late  Louis 
and  the  late  Mary  Robinson.  When 
his  days  of  attendance  at  the  Hud¬ 
son  public  schools  were  past  Robin¬ 
son  learned  the  auto  mechanic’s 
trade.  He  followed  his  trade  and 
did  gas  engine  work  until  July  15th, 
1918,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Coast 
Artillery  Corps.  With  the  training 
detachment  at  Oswego,  Robinson  spent  two  months.  He 
later  drilled  at  Fort  Hamilton  and  then  at  Camp  Eustis 
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with  Battery  B,  31st  Regiment,  Coast  Artillery  Corps. 
While  at  Fort  Hamilton  Private  Robinson  was  in  the 
hospital  suffering  from  influenza.  On  December  19th, 
1918,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Ralph  Foster  Rockefeller 

Ralph,  the  son  of  Harry  and  Rachel 
Rockefeller,  of  Germantown,  was 
born  at  that  town  on  March  7th, 
1897.  When  his  education  at  the 
school  in  his  neighborhood  was  com¬ 
pleted  Rockefeller  learned  the 
cooper’s  trade,  and  just  prior  to  the 
war,  worked  at  Cheviot.  On  July 
30th,  1918,  he  came  before  the  Local 
Board  at  Hudson  to  volunteer  for 
service.  Private  Rockefeller  trained 
at  Camp  Colt,  in  Pennsylvania,  and  at  Camp  Mills,  Long 
Island.  On  October  28th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  England  and 
thence  to  France  with  Company  B,  335th  Regiment,  Tank 
Corps.  In  France  he  was  stationed  at  Langres,  where  he 
remained  until  after  the  close  of  the  war.  On  July  9tli, 
1919,  Rockefeller  returned  home.  Nine  days  later  he  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Sherman  Van  Ness  Rockefeller 

Sherman  Van  Ness  Rockefeller  of  555 
Union  Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in 
this  city  oh  October  27th,  1884.  He 
is  the  son  of  Claudius  and  Lucinda 
Van  Ness  Rockefeller,  both  of  whom 
died  in  this  city.  Rockefeller’s 
education  was  begun  in  the  Hudson 
public  schools,  continued  at  Willis- 
ton  Seminary  and  completed  at 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in 
1908.  He  then  worked  at  his  profession  of  civil  engineer- 
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ing,  and  during  the  year  before  the  war  he  held  a  position 
in  Buenos  Aires,  South  America.  On  May  15th,  1918,  he 
volunteered  to  serve  in  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps.  Rock¬ 
efeller  was  given  a  First  Lieutenant’s  commission  and 
assigned  as  a  casual  officer  to  the  Service  of  Supplies.  On 
July  16th,  1918,  Miss  Alice  Reid  Delaney  became  the  wife 
of  Lieutenant  Rockefeller  at  Christ  Church,  Hudson.  On 
October  27tli,  1918,  when  five  months  of  service  at  Camp 
Alexander,  Virginia,  were  completed,  Lieutenant  Rock¬ 
efeller  sailed  for  Brest,  France.  On  the  European  con¬ 
tinent  he  was  stationed  at  Nantes,  where  he  had  charge  of 
warehouses.  On  September  9th,  1919,  Rockefeller  landed 
at  an  American  port.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  October  4th  following  his  return. 


Frank  Harper  Rodmond 

Frank  Harper  Rodmond  of  Hudson  was  born  in  this 
city  on  May  15tli,  1893,  to  James  and  Elizabeth  Rodmond, 
of  100  Green  Street.  When  Rodmond  had  finished  the 
second  year  of  his  course  at  Hudson  High  School  he 
engaged  in  clerical  work.  He  became  an  electrician  and 
during  the  years  1917  and  1918  he  held  a  position  as  elec¬ 
trician  with  the  New  York  and  New  England  Cement  and 
Lime  Company.  On  May  16th,  1918,  the  Local  Board 
inducted  him  into  service.  At  Camp  Dix  he  was  assigned 
to  Company  I,  34tli  Engineers,  which  sailed  for  Brest, 
France,  on  July  9th,  1918.  There  Sergeant  Rodmond  was 
stationed  at  the  General  Intermediate  Supply  Depot  No. 
1  at  Gievres,  and  at  Lois  et  Cher,  France,  where  he  served 
for  one  year.  On  July  10th,  1919,  Sergeant  Rodmond 
returned  to  the  States  and  was  honorably  discharged  eight 
days  later.  Following  his  return  to  civilian  life  Frank 
Rodmond  married  Miss  Lorretta  Hennessey  of  Hudson. 


Leander  Rodman 

Leander  Rodman  was  born  at  Pinetown,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  on  September  3rd,  1893.  He,  his  wife,  and  their 
infant  daughter  Emma,  now  reside  at  246  Fulton  Street, 
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Hudson.  His  parents,  Howard  and  Randy  Rodman,  live 
at  Pinetown.  Rodman  went  to  school  in  liis  native  town. 
After  coming*  north  he  was  employed  at  a  cement  plant 
near  Hudson.  On  June  9th,  1918,  he  enlisted  through  the 
Local  Board  of  this  county  in  the  artillery.  After  two 
months  at  Camp  Dix  and  two  weeks  at  Camp  Upton, 
Private  Rodman  embarked  for  Brest  with  Company  A, 
536tli  Engineers.  In  France  he  was  stationed  at  Gareuls 
until  the  summer  of  1919,  when  he  returned  to  this  country 
on  July  10th,  and  on  July  18th  following  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Harry  M.  Rodriquez 

Harry  M.  Rodriquez,  who  now  lives  at  56  Grand  Street, 
White  Plains,  New  York,  was  born  in  Chatham  on  August 
15tli,  1898,  to  Harry  and  Mary  Rodriquez  of  Chatham. 
He  was  a  student  at  the  high  school  in  his  home  town  and 
since  then  has  been  employed  chiefly  as  an  inspector  of 
water  meters.  He  enlisted  in  Company  F,  the  local  com¬ 
pany  of  the  New  York  National  Guard,  on  June  3rd,  1917. 
In  July  of  that  year  Company  F  was  federalized  and  sent 
to  Fort  Niagara.  In  October  the  Company  continued 
training  at  Camp  Wadsworth  in  the  South  where  Rodri¬ 
quez  became  a  First  Class  Private  in  Company  D,  107th 
Infantry,  27th  Division,  Machine  Gun  Battalion.  On  May 
9th,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest,  France.  In  France  Rodri¬ 
quez  fought  on  the  Hindenburg  Line,  at  East  Poperinghe 
Line,  Dickebusli  Sector,  at  the  La  Selle  River  in  the 
vicinity  of  St.  Souplet  from  September  29th  until  October 
17th,  1918,  at  Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge  on  October  18th  and  along 
the  St.  Maurice  River  in  the  vicinity  of  Cattillov  on  Octo¬ 
ber  19th  and  20tli.  He  served  in  France  until  1919  and 
arrived  in  this  country  on  March  6tli  of  that  year.  Rodri¬ 
quez  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  April  2nd, 
1919. 
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Walter  Cavert  Roe 

Walter  Cavert  Roe,  the  son  of  Nelson 
and  Hortensia  B.  Roe,  was  born  at 
Ballston,  New  York,  on  August  5th, 
1888.  In  1904  he  was  graduated 
from  the  Charlton  School,  a  private 
school  in  Charlton,  New  York. 
Since  then  he  has  been  associated 
chiefly  with  the  theatrical  profes¬ 
sion,  but  he  has  also  taught  Eng¬ 
lish,  elecution,  and  dramatics.  On 
March  10th,  1918,  Walter  Roe  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Estele  Nelson  at  Newburgh,  New  York.  On 
July  14th,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  Artillery.  He  was  sent 
to  Lehigh  University  and  there  made  instructor  of  cook¬ 
ing.  After  two  months  there  he  was  transferred  to  Fort 
Hamilton,  New  York,  where  he  served  as  cook  in  the  3rd 
Company,  Coast  Artillery  Corps.  He  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Headquarters  Company,  43rd  Artillery 
Brigade,  in  which  he  served  as  officers’  cook  and  later  as 
acting  mess  Sergeant.  At  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the 
Armistice  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Eustis  in  Virginia. 
On  December  18th,  1918,  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


John  Joseph  Rogers 

John  Joseph  Rogers,  the  son  of  James 
and  Catherine  Rogers,  of  Hudson, 
was  born  at  Shelton,  Connecticut, 
on  March  14th,  1895.  When  Rogers 
was  a  small  child  his  parents  moved 
to  Hudson,  where  he  attended  Saint 
Mary’s  Academy  until  1912,  when 
he  left  school  to  work  at  ship  fitting. 
Previous  to  the  war  he  served  as  a 
Corporal  in  Company  F,  National 
Guard,  at  Hudson.  On  June  4th, 
1917,  Rogers  volunteered  to  serve  in  the  Infantry.  After 
three  months  of  duty  in  Pennsylvania,  Private  Rogers 
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went  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  where  he  remained  until  May 
19th,  1918,  when  he  left  for  Saint  Nazaire,  France,  as  a 
member  of  the  102nd  Trench  Mortar  Battery,  27th  Divi¬ 
sion.  About  six  weeks  were  spent  at  a  training  camp  in 
France  and  then  the  102nd  Trench  Mortar  Battery  went 
to  the  front,  where  Rogers  served  on  the  Verdun  front  and 
Meuse,  Argonne  offensive,  taking  part  in  engagements  at 
Ormont  Farm,  Forges  Woods  and  at  the  crossing  of  the 
Meuse  River.  The  102nd  Trench  Mortar  Battery  was  cited 
for  breaking  up  German  machine  gun  nests  which  were 
holding  back  the  infantry  on  October  8th,  1918.  On  Feb¬ 
ruary  12th,  1919,  Private  Rogers  returned  to  this  country 
where  five  days  later  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Timothy  A.  Rogers 

Timothy  A.,  the  son  of  Anna  and  the 
late  Timothy  Rogers,  was  born  in 
Hudson  on  November  12th,  1896.  He 
attended  St.  Mary’s  Academy  in  this 
city  until  1913  when  he  accepted  a 
position  with  a  railroad  company. 
On  April  6th,  1917  Rogers  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  The  national 
guard  was  federalized  in  July  of 
1917,  and  on  the  29th  of  that  month 
Company  F  went  to  Fort  Niagara  where  they  trained  for 
three  months  before  starting  south  to  Camp  Wadsworth. 
There  Rogers  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  107th  Infantry, 
27th  Division.  With  this  unit  he  embarked  for  Brest  on 
May  10th,  1918.  From  July  until  November  of  that  year 
he  served  on  the  Mount  Kemmel,  Belgian  and  Amiens 
Sectors,  taking  part  in  battles  at  East  Poperinghe  Line 
from  July  9th  to  August  20th,  at  Dickebush  Sector  from 
August  20th  to  the  30th,  at  the  Hindenburg  Line  near  St. 
Souplet  on  September  29th  and  30th,  1918;  and  from 
September  30th  to  October  30th  at  Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge  and 
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at  the  St.  Maurice  River.  Private  Rogers  returned  to 
America  on  March  6th,  1919,  and  on  April  3rd,  1919,  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Leo  Dewey  Roney 

Leo  D.  Roney  now  of  Rensselaer  was 
born  at  Hillsdale  on  September  14th, 
1896,  to  Chauncey  and  Minnie  Roney, 
now  residents  of  Chatham.  He  at¬ 
tended  school  at  Chatham,  learned 
the  machinist’s  trade,  and  then  be¬ 
came  an  employee  of  a  railroad  com¬ 
pany.  Roney  was  selected  for  mili¬ 
tary  service  by  our  Local  Board,  on 
September  15th,  1918.  His  service 
including  two  months  in  the  artillery, 
was  rendered  at  Camps  Jackson,  Sevier  and  Cleveland,  in 
South  Carolina  and  at  Camp  Dix  in  New  Jersey.  Private 
Roney’s  unit  was  Company  K,  4th  Provisional  Regiment, 
20th  Division.  On  December  31st,  1918,  he  completed  his 
term  of  service,  and  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Carleton  Egbert  Roosa 


Carleton  E.  Roosa  of  Schenectady 
was  born  in  Hudson  on  August  15th, 
1892.  He  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  E.  Roosa.  His  father  now 
lives  in  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey,  and 
his  mother  died  in  1916.  Roosa  fin¬ 
ished  his  schooling  at  Hudson  in 
1909  and  learned  the  carpenter’s 
trade.  On  June  10th,  1914,  he  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Jennie  Lathrop  Clowe  at 
Stockport  Center.  On  February  1st, 
1916,  Roosa  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard  in  which  he  served  first  as  a  Corporal 
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and  later  as  a  Sergeant.  In  July  of  1917  the  national 
guard  was  called  into  federal  service  by  presidential  proc¬ 
lamation  and  on  July  29th,  Company  F1  went  to  Fort  Nia¬ 
gara.  In  October  the  company  moved  south  to  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth.  On  July  27th,  1918,  Roosa  sailed  for  Brest  as 
Supply  Sergeant  of  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry. 
Overseas  he  was  stationed  at  Brest,  at  forts  near  Tout,  in 
the  rear  of  the  front  lines  and  at  Saint  Nazaire.  For 
four  months  he  served  on  the  Toul,  and  Saint  Mihiel 
sectors,  taking  part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  Offensive  and 
engagements  on  the  Meuse,  Moselle  and  Woevre  sectors. 
After  the  close  of  the  war  Sergeant  Roosa  went  into  G-er- 
many  with  the  Army  of  Occupation.  On  July  3rd,  1919,  he 
returned  to  the  States  and'  six  days  later  received  his 
honorable  discharge. 


Frank  Ett  Root 

Frank  E.,  the  son  of  Franklin  D.  and  Eliza  Root  of  Va- 
latie,  was  born  at  Sharon,  Connecticut,  on  November  22nd, 
1888.  He  was  a  pupil  at  the  Sharon  Valley  school  where  he 
acquired  a  grammar  school  education,  and  previous  to  his 
enrollment  in  the  army  he  worked  in  a  factory.  On  July 
14th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected 
him  for  military  service,  and  he  was  ordered  to  report  at 
Fort  Slocum.  On  July  19th,  1918,  Root  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Frank  Ross 

Frank  Ross  is  among  the  boys  whose 
complete  service  record  could  not  be 
acquired  as  he  was  stationed  abroad 
when  the  questionnaires  were  sent 
out.  Ross  was  bom  in  Chatham  in 
1898.  In  1914  he  left  the  Spencer- 
town  Academy  and  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  agricultural  work.  On  March 
1st,  1917,  Ross  volunteered  to  serve 
in  the  navy  as  a  Seaman.  He  trained 
at  the  Newport  Naval  Training  Sta¬ 
tion  before  sailing  for  Brest  in  June  of  1917.  He  served 
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in  foreign  waters  aboard  the  United  States  Ships  Birming¬ 
ham  and  McDermott.  When  last  heard  from  he  was  still 
serving  on  the  McDermott. 


Leonard  Jacob  Rossman 

Leonard  Jacob  Rossman  was  born  at  Rossman,  on  the 
25th  of  January  1898,  the  son  of  Edgar  and  Ella  Rossman 
now  of  1  McKinstry  Place,  Hudson.  He  attended  the  Hud¬ 
son  public  schools  and  was  a  student  at  the  Peekskill  Mili¬ 
tary  Academy  until  1914.  Rossman  trained  for  six  months 
as  an  apprentice  Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy  at 
Newport,  Rhode  Island.  He  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  the  navy  in  1915  and  enlisted  in  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  As  a  member 
of  this  unit  Rossman  served  three  months  at  Camp  Whit¬ 
man,  New  York.  On  April  8th,  1917,  Rossman  married 
Miss  Lillian  Klee  and  they  now  have  a  daughter,  Ella  Gale 
Rossman.  He  was  later  transferred  to  Company  E,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  He  served  on  guard 
duty  at  Pittston,  Pennsylvania,  for  about  six  months  and 
also  served  some  time  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Caro¬ 
lina.  While  at  Spartanburg,  Rossman  was  operated  on  for 
eye  trouble.  He  was  a  patient  at  the  government  hospital 
at  Camp  Wadsworth  for  over  three  months,  after  which  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  March  16,  1918. 


Richard  Allen  Rossman 


Richard  Allen  Rossman  of  Hudson  was 
born  in  this  city  on  March  15th,  1805. 
He  is  the  son  of  the  late  John  and 
Sarah  Caroline  Rossman.  Rossman 
completed  his  course  at  Hudson  High 
School  in  1918.  For  about  two  years 
previous  he  had  been  a  member  of 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  On  March 
16th,  1918,  Rossman  enlisted  at  Hud¬ 
son  in  the  Medical  Department.  He 
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received  instructions  at  the  Army  Medical  School  for  three 
months,  served  at  the  Walter  Reed  Hospital  for  two  weeks, 
and  on  July  13th,  1918,  he  embarked  for  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land  with  Evacuation  Hospital  No.  16.  After  arriving  in 
France  Private  Rossman  served  at  Monpont,  Saint  Loubes 
and  at  Coblenz,  Grermany.  While  overseas  he  was  ill  for  a 
month  with  influenza.  On  August  10th,  1919,  he  returned 
to  this  country  where  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  August  18th  following. 


Harold  Edward  Rouse 

Harold  Edward  Rouse  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  the  late 
Mrs.  E.  H.  Rouse.  He  was  bom  in  Chatham,  where  his 
father  still  lives,  on  October  19th,  1895.  Rouse  completed 
three  years  of  study  at  the  Chatham  High  School  before 
accepting  a  position  as  bookkeeper.  In  1916  he  entered  the 
silk  business  in  New  York  City  and  continued  in  it  until 
the  following  year,  when  on  December  7th,  1917,  he  enlisted 
in  the  Air  Service.  Rouse  became  a  Corporal  in  the  55th 
Balloon  Company  and  served  at  Kelly  Field,  Camp  John 
Wire,  and  at  Camp  Morrison  until  December  24th,  1918, 
when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  Hnited  States 
Army. 


Seth  Joseph  Rouse 

Seth  J.  Rouse  who  passed  from  this  life  while  in  the 
service  of  his  country  was  born  in  Chatham  on  October 
22nd,  1888.  He  was  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  H.  Rouse 
of  Chatham,  the  latter  of  whom  died  in  1895.  His  boyhood 
was  spent  in  his  native  town,  where  he  attended  school  and 
completed  three  years  of  the  high  school  course.  On  June 
3rd,  1918,  Rouse  left  the  position  of  clerk  in  a  store  near 
his  home  to  enlist  in  the  Artillery.  He  served  at  Camp 
Curtis,  Fortress  Monroe  and  Camp  Stewart.  Private 
Rouse  of  the  55th  Coast  Artillery  left  this  country  for  a 
foreign  port  in  October  of  1918,  sailing  aboard  the  trans¬ 
port  America.  While  crossing  he  was  stricken  with  influ- 
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enza  which  developed  into  lobar  pneumonia  and  he  died  in 
mid-ocean  on  October  18th,  1918.  His  body  was  brought 
back  to  this  country  and  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  his 
home  town,  where  he  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  military 
uniform  of  his  country. 


Donald  G.  Rowe 

Kinderhook,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Donald  G. 
Rowe.  He  was  born  in  that  village  on  the  2nd  of 
January,  1898,  the  son  of  Wallace  and  the  late  Louise 
Rowe.  He  attended  the  Yalatie  schools,  and  was  a  student 
at  the  Yalatie  High  School  until  1912,  after  which  he 
learned  a  mechanic’s  trade.  He  was  employed  at  his  trade 
at  Enfield!,  Massachusetts,  until  his  enlistment  into  the 
United  States  Air  Service  on  August  3rd,  1917.  Rowe 
was  assigned  to  the  Kelly  Field  Aviation  Camp  in  Texas, 
where  he  served  as  Sergeant  of  the  244th  Aero  Squadron 
until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  Februarv  7th, 
1919. 


Floyd  Rowe 

Floyd  Rowe  was  bom  in  Ghent,  New 
York,  on  the  22nd  of  March,  1887, 
the  son  of  John  and  Helen  Rowe, 
now  residents  of  Stockport.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the 
district  school  at  Claverack,  leaving 
in  1903  to  learn  the  painter’s  trade. 
On  December  25th,  1911,  Rowe  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Bessie  M.  Kisselburgh  at 
Hudson,  and  they  now  have  one 
daughter,  Helen  Rowe.  Rowe  en¬ 
gaged  in  railroad  work  until  the  7th  of  September,  1917, 
on  which  date  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  him 
for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  September  8th  for 
Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  the 
following  ten  months,  during  which  time  he  became  a  first 
class  Sergeant  of  Company  C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Divi- 
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sion.  Oil  July  5th,  1918,  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed 
at  a  French  port.  He  later  proceeded  to  the  front,  where 
he  saw  active  service  on  the  Verdun,  St.  Mihiel,  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  sectors.  Rowe  was  gassed  and  so  severely 
wounded  by  shrapnel  that  he  was  a  patient  at  a  base 
hospital  for  about  a  month.  On  August  29th,  1919,  Rowe 
returned  to  America,  and  five  days  later  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


George  G.  Rowe 

Hudson,  New  York,  is  the  birthplace  of  George  G.  Rowe. 
He  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  8th  of  January,  1889,  the 
son  of  George  and  the  late  Katherine  Rowe.  He  completed 
the  elementary  course  in  the  public  schools,  leaving  to 
learn  the  wood  finisher’s  business.  He  served  for  a  year 
and  a  half  with  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard.  On  the  7th  of  September,  1917,  Rowe 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army  through  the  Local 
Board  of  the  County.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  C, 
17th  Battalion,  United  States  Guards.  His  service  con¬ 
sisted  of  two  months  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  five 
months  at  Camp  Gordon,  seven  months  at  Fort  McPherson 
and  two  months  at  Camp  Greene,  South  Carolina.  After 
five  days  at  Camp  Upton,  Rowe  was  given  liis  honorable 
discharge  on  J anu ary  18th,  1919. 


Percival  Rowe 

The  Rainbow  Division  numbered  as  one  of  its  members 
Percival  Rowe.  He  was  born  in  the  village  of  Kinderhook, 
New  York,  on  the  23rd  of  November,  1886,  the  son  of  Wal¬ 
lace  and  the  late  Louise  Rowe.  He  attended  the  district 
school  of  his  native  village  and  completed  his  education  at 
Harvard  University  graduating  with  the  class  of  1908. 
For  the  following  ten  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  broker¬ 
age  business  at  Sail  Francisco,  California.  On  November 
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3rd,  1917,  Rowe  enlisted  in  tlie  Signal  Corps.  He  was 
assigned  to  Company  B,  117th  Field  Signal  Battalion, 
42nd  Division.  After  two  months  of  military  training,  the 
unit  left  the  States  for  foreign  service,  and  landed  at  a 
French  port  in  the  latter  part  of  January,  1918.  At  the 
front,  the  117th  saw  active  service  for  about  six  months  on 
the  La  Raine,  Marne,  Chateau  Thierry,  St.  Mihiel  and 
Meuse- Argonne  sectors.  Rowe  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Corporal.  He  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on 
April  30th,  1919,  and  on  the  17th  of  May  following,  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


John  Joseph  Russell 

Company  D,  60th  Infantry,  5th  Divi¬ 
sion,  had  on  its  roster  the  name  of 
John  Joseph  Russell  of  Hudson,  New 
York.  Russell  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Hudson  on  the  23rd  of  October, 
1890,  the  son  of  the  late  Anna  and 
John  Russell,  now  of  544  State 
Street,  Hudson.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  St..  Mary’s 
Academy,  after  which  he  accepted 
employment  in  one  of  the  large 
cement  plants.  Russell  was  thus  occupied  until  the  22nd 
of  February,  1918,  on  which  date  the  Local  Board  of  the 
county  selected  him  for  military  service.  The  contingent’s 
destination  was  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  Rus¬ 
sell  trained  for  a  short  time,  after  which  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Greene,  North  Carolina.  During  the  train¬ 
ing  there,  Russell  became  a  member  of  Company  D,  60th 
Infantry,  5th  Division,  which  unit  left  the  States  on  April 
16th,  1918,  for  foreign  service.  After  landing  at  St. 
Nazaire,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  April,  the  60th  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  front,  where  they  saw  active  service  on  the 
Anould,  St.  Die  and  Pont-a-Mousson  sectors,  and  St.  Mihiel 
and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  While  in  action,  Russell 
was  hit  by  a  machine  gun  bullet,  which  severely  wounded 
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liis  right  thigh.  He  was  removed  to  a  base  hospital,  where 
he  was  under  medical  treatment  for  the  following  three 
months.  The  unit  landed  in  an  American  port  on  July 
20th,  1919,  and  six  days  later,  Russell  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Robert  Daniel  Russell 

Robert  Daniel  Russell  was  bom  at 
Bunker  Hill,  Rensselaer  County,  on 
the  7th  of  February,  1895,  the  son 
of  Robert  and  Edith  Russell,  now 
residents  of  North  Chatham.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  district  school  at  Valatie, 
and  later  the  Albany  High  School, 
after  which  he  took  up  a  business 
course.  Since  then,  he  has  held  a 
clerical  position.  On  May  18th,  1917, 
Russell  volunteered  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  the  4th  Battalion,  4th 
Division,  Naval  Militia.  He  trained  first  at  the  Tarry  town 
Training  Camp,  and  later  for  two  months  at  the  Naval 
Training  Station  at  Bay  Ridge,  and  one  month  at  Norfolk, 
Virginia.  Russell  was  then  assigned  to  transport  duty  as 
a  second  class  seaman,  and  crossed  the  Atlantic  several 
times  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Aeolus  and  the  II.  S.  S.  St.  Francis, 
landing  at  either  Brest  or  St.  Nazaire,  France.  His  first 
trip  across  began  on  November  26th,  1917.  Russell  was  a 
member  of  the  crew  of  the  U.  S.  S.  St.  Francis  when  she 
left  the  States  on  January  25th,  1918,  for  a  South  Ameri¬ 
can  trip,  landing  at  Peru,  later  at  Chili,  and  spending  two 
weeks  in  Cuba.  Russell  returned  to  the  States  on  April 
9th,  1919,  and  on  July  1st,  1919,  received  his  honorable 
release  from  active  service.  He  is  at  present  a  member  of 
the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 
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Thomas  James  Russell 

Thomas  James  Russell  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Hudson  on  the  24th  of 
January,  1900,  the  son  of  Ellen  and 
the  late  James  Russell.  St.  Mary’s 
elementary  and  high  schools  fur¬ 
nished  Russell’s  education.  In  1916 
he  accepted  employment  in  one  of 
the  knitting  mills  of  Hudson,  and 
was  there  occupied  until  the  7tli  of 
August,  1918,  on  which  date  he  en¬ 
listed  as  a  2nd  class  Seaman  in  the 
United  States  Navy.  He  trained  at  the  Naval  Training 
Stations  at  Boston,  Newport,  and  Hampton  Roads,  after 
which  he  was  assigned  to  the  United  States  battleship  Vir¬ 
ginia.  After  serving  as  one  of  her  crew  for  a  short  time 
Russell  was  transferred  to  battleship  Arizona,  on  which 
he  left  the  States  on  April  12th,  1918,  for  Brest,  France. 
From  here  they  sailed  to  Smyrna,  Asia  Minor,  and  then 
to  Constantinople.  Russell  returned  to  America  the  latter 
part  of  June,  1919,  and  on  the  1st  of  July,  1919,  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Willis  Warren  Russell 

North  Chatham,  New  York,  was  the 
birthplace  of  Willis  Warren  Russell. 
He  was  born  in  that  village  on  the 
10th  of  September,  1897,  the  son  of 
Robert  and  Edith  Russell,  both  resi¬ 
dents  of  North  Chatham.  He  ac¬ 
quired  his  education  in  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  village,  leav¬ 
ing  in  1913  to  engage  in  farming. 
He  was  thus  occupied  until  the  29th 
of  August,  1918,  on  which  date 
Russell  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local 
Board  of  the  county.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day 
for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  for  about  a 
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month.  He  later  became  a  member  of  Company  F,  134th 
Infantry,  34th  Division.  Russell  left  the  States  for  for¬ 
eign  service  on  October  13th,  1918,  landing  at  Liverpool, 
England,  October  24th,  and  at  a  French  port  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  month.  From  there  the  company  entrained 
for  Base  Section  No.  2  at  Camp  St.  Sulpice,  where  Russell 
was  transferred  to  the  212th  Prisoner  of  War  Escort  Com¬ 
pany,  which  unit  was  detailed  to  guard  German  war  pris¬ 
oners.  He  served  in  this  capacity  until  October  of  1919, 
in  which  month  he  sailed  for  home.  He  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  on  the 
lltli  of  October,  1919. 


Aaron  Eugene  Sackett 

Aaron  Eugene  Sackett  was  born  at 
Lebanon  Springs  on  May  31st,  1892, 
to  Frank  Eugene  and  Lydia  May 
Sackett.  When  his  grammar  and 
high  school  education  at  the  Leba¬ 
non  Springs  school  was  completed 
he  learned  the  machinist’s  and  auto 
repairman’s  trade.  From  then  un¬ 
til  his  enlistment  in  Naval  Aviation 
Sackett  worked  chiefly  at  gas  en¬ 
gine  repairing  and  assembling  auto¬ 
mobile  parts.  When  our  country  issued  the  call  for 
recruits  he  gave  up  his  employment,  and  at  the  Custom 
House  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  he  volunteered  to  serve 
in  the  Naval  Aviation.  Entering  service  as  a  second  class 
Machinists  Mate  he  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Chief  Machin¬ 
ist’s  Mate,  serving  in  the  naval  training  stations  at  Mar¬ 
blehead  and  Squantum,  Massachusetts;  Hampton  Roads, 
Pelham  Bay,  Charleston,  Great  Lakes,  Illinois,  and  aboard 
the  United  States  Ship  Granite  State.  On  May  12th,  1919, 
Chief  Machinist ’is  Mate  Sackett  was  honorably  released 
from  active  duty.

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Ransom  Gillet  Sackett 


Ransom  G.,  the  son  of  Frank  Eugene 
and  Lydia  May  Sackett,  was  born 
at  Lebanon  Center  on  November 
3rd,  1894.  In  his  own  township 
Sackett  acquired  his  education.  In 
1912  he  left  school,  and  since  then 
has  worked  chiefly  at  farming,  al¬ 
though  he  also  learned  the  auto¬ 
mobile  mechanics’  trade.  On  Feb¬ 
ruary  15th,  1918,  he  enlisted  at 
Albany  as  a  Landsman  in  the  Naval 
Aviation.  For  three  months  he  served  at  the  Naval 
Training  Station,  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and  for  ten 
months  at  the  Naval  Air  Station  on  Key  West.  While 
there  Sackett ’s  rating  was  advanced  to  that  of  Second 
Class  Quartermaster.  His  final  service  was  at  the  Naval 
Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island.  On  April 
10th,  1919,  Sackett  was  honorably  released  from  active 
service. 


Robert  Emmett  Sackett 

Robert  Emmett  Sackett  was  born  in 
the  city  of  New  Haven,  Connecticut, 
on  the  22nd  of  March,  1896.  His 
father,  Carson  Hobbart  Sackett, 
died  in  New  York  City  on  March 
23rd,  1897,  and  his  mother,  Anna 
M.,  died  in  the  city  of  Hudson 
on  April  8th,  1917.  Sackett  at¬ 
tended  the  Hudson  public  schools, 
leaving  in  1911,  to  accept  employ¬ 
ment  in  one  of  the  Hudson  knitting 
mills.  On  April  17th,  1915,  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  lOtli 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  and  as  a  member  of 
this  unit  entered  federal  service  on  July  20th,  1917.  He 
served  at  Camp  Whitman  two  months  and  at  Fort  Niagara 
three  months,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the 
seven  months  of  military  training  there  Sackett  became 
identified  with  Company  B,  106th  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 
27th  Division.  After  a  short  period  of  intensive  training 
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at  Camps  Stuart  and  Merritt,  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and 
landed  at  Brest,  France,  on  the  25th  of  May,  1918.  At  the 
front  the  106th  saw  active  service  on  the  Hindenburg  line, 
at  Gruillemont  Farm,  Dickebush,  and  East  Poperinghe,  and 
also  on  the  St.  Maurice  and  La  Selle  River  sectors. 
Sackett  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  the  18th  of 
March,  1919,  and  on  the  2nd  of  April  following  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


William  Walter  Sagendorph 

William  W.,  the  son  of  Walter  and  Ab- 
bie  Sagendorph,  of  Stockport,  was 
born  in  that  town  on  September  10th, 
1893,  and  still  resides  there.  He  at¬ 
tended  school  near  his  home.  When 
Sagendorph  laid  aside  his  test 
books  he  sought  employment  in  a 
paper  mill  where  he  learned  the 
paper  making  trade.  On  June  14th, 
1918,  the  Local  Board  of  our  county 
selected  Sagendorph  to  serve  in  the 
United  States  Army.  With  a  contingent  made  up  of 
selected  men,  Sagendorph  reported  at  Camp  Hancock  in 
Georgia,  where  lie  was  assigned  to  duty  with  the  Military 
Police.  Private  Sagendorph  continued  to  serve  in  that 
capacity  until  March  22nd,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


William  J.  M.  Sager 


William  J.  M.  Sager,  the  son  of  Mr. 
and  the  late  Mrs.  Henry  Sager,  was 
born  at  Stuyvesant  on  April  1st, 
1894,  but  his  present  home  is  at  68 
Judson  Street,  Albany,  New  York, 
where  he  resides  with  his  wife,  who 
was  formerly  Miss  Lillian  Ham- 
mann.  His  mother  died  at  her 
Stuyvesant  residence  in  1911.  Sager 
finished  his  schooling  in  his  home 
town  in  1910  and  soon  took  up  cleri- 
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cal  work,  specializing  in  bookkeeping.  On  June  26th,  1918, 
Local  Board  No.  1  at  Albany  selected  him  for  army  duty. 
His  initial  military  training  was  gained  at  Camp  Upton, 
Long  Island.  After  three  weeks  at  that  station  he  became 
a  member  of  the  47th  Company,  12th  Battalion,  153rd 
Depot  Brigade,  stationed  at  Camp  Dix.  There  Private 
Sager  served  until  November  28th,  1918,  when  he  was  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  from  service. 


Angelo  Sallerola 

Guardio,  Italy,  was  the  birthplace  of 
Angelo  Sallerola.  He  was  born 
there  on  the  11th  of  April,  1895. 
His  parents  still  reside  in  Italy. 
Sallerola  attended  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  town,  after 
which  he  came  to  America  and  made 
his  home  at  Hudson,  where  he  is 
better  known  among  his  friends 
by  the  name  of  Charles  Rowley. 
While  a  resident  of  this  city  he  ac¬ 
cepted  employment  at  the  Swansdown  Knitting  Mill.  On 
April  29th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service.  He  served  for  about  a 
month  at  Camp  Mills  and  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  during 
which  time  he  was  assigned  to  the  359th  Ambulance  Com¬ 
pany,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  left  the  States  for 
foreign  service  on  June  6th,  1918.  Landing  was  made 
first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  port  in  France. 
At  the  front  Sallerola  served  on  the  T'oul  sector  and  in  the 
St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  After  the  sign 
ing  of  the  Armistice  Sallerola  served  for  several  months 
in  Germany  with  the  Red  Cross.  He  returned  to  the 
States  on  the  16th  of  June,  1919,  and  on  the  same  day  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge.  On  November  lltli, 
1919,  Sallerola  was  made  an  American  citizen  at  Hudson, 
New  York. 
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George  Edward  Sapko 

Hudson,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  George  Edward  Sapko.  He 
was  born  in  that  city  on  the  27th  of 
April,  1896,  the  son  of  John  and 
Mary  Sapko,  of  34  Mill  Street,  Hud¬ 
son.  Sapko  attended  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  city,  leaving  to 
learn  the  machinists’  trade.  At  the 
completion  of  his  apprenticeship  he 
accepted  employment  as  machinist 
and  was  thus  occupied  until  the 
14th  of  December,  1917,  on  which  date  the  Columbia 
County  Local  Board  selected  Sapko  for  military  service. 
He  left  Hudson  on  December  15th  for  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  four  months,  during 
which  time  he  became  a  member  of  the  Veterinary  Corps. 
On  April  16th,  1918,  Sapko  left  the  States  for  foreign 
service  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of 
April.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Base  Veterinary  Hospital 
No.  1  at  Nevers,  France,  where  he  served  until  June,  1919. 
He  returned  to  America  with  his  unit  on  June  8tli  follow¬ 
ing  and  five  days  later  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Roy  Warren  Saulpaugh 

LeRoy  Warren  Saulpaugh  was  born 
in  the  city  of  Hudson  on  the  19th 
of  August,  1889,  the  son  of  Mena 
and  Samuel  Saulpaugh,  of  30  Union 
Street,  Hudson.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  the  public 
schools  of  Hudson,  leaving  in  1904 
to  learn  the  electrician’s  trade.  At 
the  conclusion  of  his  apprenticeship 
he  accepted  a  position  as  machinist 
and  electrician  and  was  thus  occu¬ 
pied  until  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  him 
for  military  service  on  December  14th,  1917.  He  left  Hud- 
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son  the  following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  trained  for  three  weeks,  after  which  he  was 
transferred  to  Fort  Myer,  Virginia.  Saulpaugh  trained 
there  for  three  months,  during  which  time  he  was  assigned 
to  Company  A,  37th  Engineers,  and  as  a  member  of  this 
unit  left  the  States  May  8th,  1918,  for  overseas  service. 
After  landing  at  Brest,  France,  the  37th  Engineers  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  front,  where  they  saw  service  on  the  Toul, 
Chateau  Thierry,  Verdun,  Argonne  and  Baccarat  sectors. 
March  20th,  '  1919,  found  the  37th  Engineers  back  in 
America.  Saulpaugh  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service  on  April  3rd,  1919.  Saulpaugh  married  Miss 
Laura  Mav  Kellev  at  New  York  City. 


Milton  Vincent  Saulpaugh 

Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry, 
4tli  Army  Corps,  numbered  as  one 
of  its  members  Milton  Vincent  Saul¬ 
paugh  of  Hudson,  New  York.  Saul¬ 
paugh  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hud¬ 
son  on  the  18th  of  March,  1896.  His 
father,  Thomas  Saulpaugh,  died  in 
Hudson  several  years  ago,  and  his 
mother,  who  is  now  Mrs.  William 
Jacobie,  resides  at  531  Warren 
Street,  Hudson.  Saulpaugh  at¬ 
tended  the  Hudson  public  schools  and  was  a  student  at  the 
Hudson  High  School  until  1915,  when  he  left  to  become 
assistant  to  Dr.  Le  Roy  James  of  603  Warren  Street.  On 
November  9th,  1915,  Saulpaugh  enlisted  in  Company  F, 
10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  and  as  a  Cor¬ 
poral  of  this  unit  entered  federal  service  on  July  20th, 
1917.  Nine  days  later  the  company  left  Hudson  for  Fort 
Niagara,  where  training  followed,  three  months  after 
which  Company  F  was  transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth, 
South  Carolina.  Saulpaugh  trained  there  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  eight  months,  during  which  time  he  was  assigned  to 
Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th  Army  Coips.  And 
as  Sergeant  of  this  company  he  sailed  overseas  on  July 
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26th,  1918.  After  landing  at  Brest,  they  entrained  for  Le 
Mans,  where  they  served  for  a  short  time.  At  the  front  the 
51st  Pioneers  served  on  the  Meuse-Moselle  at  St.  Mihiel 
sectors  and  in  the  operations  in  the  Woevre.  On  October 
18th,  1918,  Saulpangh  was  assigned  to  the  Infantry  school 
at  La  Valbonne,  where  he  entered  the  Officers  ’  Training 
School,  and  at  the  completion  of  the  course  of  training 
was  commissioned  2nd  Lieutenant.  Saulpaugh  returned 
to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  August  20th,  1919,  and  on 
the  11th  of  September  following  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Richard  Morrison  Saulpaugh 

Richard  Morrison  Saulpaugh  was 
born  in  Hudson  on  September  21st, 
1893.  His  father  died  in  1899  and 
his  mother,  who  has  since  remar¬ 
ried,  is  Mrs.  William  H.  Jacobie,  of 
531  Warren  Street,  Hudson.  The 
public  grammar  schools  of  his  home 
town  and  Hudson  High  School  fur¬ 
nished  Saulpaugh ’s  education.  In 
1912  he  left  high  school  and  ac¬ 
cepted  a  position  as  a  salesman. 
More  recently  he  has  been  employed  at  the  Petry  Garage 
as  an  automobile  salesman.  On  November  7tli,  1918,  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  inducted  him  into  mili¬ 
tary  service.

On  February  22nd,  1919,  he 
returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  and  on  the  16th  of

Carlo  Scalere 

Carlo  Scalere  of  Hudson  was  born  in 
Italy  on  September  15th,  1890.  His 
mother  is  Mrs.  Dolorosa  Scalere  of 
Italy,  but  his  father  passed  away 
several  years  ago.

Joseph  John  Scalley 

Joseph  John  Scalley  was  born  in  Athens,  New  York,  on 
November  27th,  1895.

He  rose  to  the 
rank  of  Corporal  in  the  Ordnance  Corps  and1  served  at  Port 
Slocum  for  two  weeks,  at  Sandy  Hook  Proving  Grounds 
for  two  weeks,  and  at  Aberdeen  Proving  Grounds  in 
Maryland  for  fourteen  months.  On  March  6th,  1919,  Cor¬ 
poral  Scalley  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Henry  Lawrence  Schaefer 

Hudson,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Henry  L.  Schaefer.  He 
was  born  in  that  city  on  the  5th  of 
December,  1891,  the  son  of  Fred 
and  Katherine  Schaefer  of  Wash¬ 
ington  Street,  Hudson.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  public  schools  of .  his 
native  city  and  was  later  a  student 
at  the  Hudson  High  School.  He 
afterwards  entered  St.  John’s  Mili¬ 
tary  School  at  Manlius,  New  York, 
where  he  was  a  student  until  1910.  While  at  Manlius 
Schaefer  became  a  musician  and  has  since  then  followed 
that  profession.  On  September  8th,  1917,  he  volunteered 
in  the  Medical  Corps  at  Poughkeepsie.  He  was  assigned 
to  an  Ambulance  Company  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit 
he  trained  at  Camps  McClellan  and  Spartanburg  and  at 
Chickamauga  until  July  4th,  1918,  on  which  date  Schaefer 
left  the  States  for  foreign  service.  Landing  was  made  at 
Le  Havre,  France,  in  the  third  week  of  July.  The  ambu¬ 
lance  company  of  which  he  was  a  member,  served  actively 
on  the  Vosges,  Meuse- Argonne  and  Verdun  sectors  for  three 
and  a  half  months.  July  5,  1919,  found  Schaefer  again  in 
the  States.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  the  8th  of  the  same  month. 
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Charles  Schermerhorn 

Charles  Schermerhorn  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Stockport,  New  York,  on  the 
14th  of  October,  1894,  the  son  of 
Earl  and  Josephine  Schermerhorn  of 
Stockport.  He  attended  the  Colum- 
biaville  district  school  until  1909. 
On  June  5th,  1917,  Schermerhorn  en¬ 
listed  in  the  United  States  Infantry. 
After  six  months’  service  in  the  47th 
Infantry,  he  was  assigned  to  Com¬ 
pany  B,  11th  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 
4th  Division.  His  training  on  this  side  consisted  of  five 
months  at  Camp  Syracuse,  six  months  at  Camp  Greene, 
South  Carolina,  and  two  weeks  at  Camp  Mills.  On  May  9th, 
1918,  Schermerhorn  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  the  latter  part  of  May,  from  where  they  entrained 
for  Calais.  Schermerhorn  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Ser¬ 
geant  and  appointed  instructor  in  the  use  of  heavy  machine 
guns  at  the  Machine  Gun  School  at  Lizy.  In  July,  the  11th 
Machine  Gun  Battalion  proceeded  to  the  front,  where  they 
served  actively  on  the  Soissons,  Chateau  Thierry,  Argonne, 
Oiircq  Heights  and  Vesle  sectors.  While  in  action,  Scher¬ 
merhorn  was  severely  wounded  by  the  bursting  of  an  aero¬ 
bomb,  causing  four  broken  ribs  and  deep  lacerations  on  his 
left  hip  and  arm  and  for  the  following  six  months  was  a 
patient  at  a  base  hospital.  Schermerhorn  returned  to  the 
States  on  December  9th,  1918,  and  was  not  discharged 
from  the  hospital  until  February  13th  following,  on  which 
date  he  also  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  sendee. 


Edward  Schermerhorn 

Edward  Schermerhorn  of  North  Chatham  was  bom  at 
Nassau  in  December,  1892.  His  parents,  Wesley  and 
Emma  Schermerhorn,  also  reside  in  North  Chatham.  He 
acquired  a  common  school  education,  and  then  took  up  agri¬ 
cultural  work.  The  Local  Board1  at  Pittsfield,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  selected  Schermerhorn  for  military  service.  He 
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served  in  the  infantry  at  Camp  Dix  and  at  Fort  Niagara

He  left  Pitts¬ 
field  the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum,  where  he  trained 
for  five  weeks.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Fort  Grebel, 
where  he  trained  for  five  months,  during  which  time  he 
became  a  member  of  Battery  B,  52nd  Coast  Artillery 
Corps,  and  as  a  part  of  this  unit,  lie  sailed  overseas  on 
August  17th,  1918.  Landing  was  made  first  at  Liverpool, 
England,  and  later  at  a,  French  port.  At  the  front  the 
52nd  saw  active  service  on  the  Marne,  and  the  Argonne. 
Schermerhorn  returned  to  the  States  on  January  2nd,  1919, 
and  on  the  27th  of  the  same  month  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service 


John  Eitleman  Schermerhorn 

John  Eitleman  Schermerhorn  was  born  in  the  city  of 
Hudson  on  the  30th  of  November,  1896,  tlie  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  Schermerhorn,  now  of  545  Warren 
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Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
and  was  a  student  for  three  years  at  the  Hudson  High 
School.  He  then  accepted  a  position  as  salesman  for  a 
New  York  concern.  On  September  3rd,  1918,  Schermer- 
liorn  was  selected  for  military  service  by  Board  No.  45 
of  Brooklyn.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  G,  147th 
Engineers,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit,  trained  at  Camp 
Gordon,  Georgia,  and  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  until  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  from  sendee  on  December  12th,  1918. 


Ernest  Raymond  Schilling 

Dr.  Earnest  Raymond  Schilling  was 
born  in  the  town  of  Canaan,  New 
York,  on  the  19th  of  March,  1890. 
His  parents,  Charles  and  Margaret 
Schilling,  now  reside  at  East  Cha¬ 
tham,  New  York.  He  received  his 
education  at  the  Canaan  district 
school,  Chatham  High  School  and 
Albany  Medical  College,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1915.  From 
then,  until  his  enlistment  into  ser¬ 
vice,  Dr.  Schilling  practiced  medicine  at  374  Madison  Ave¬ 
nue,  Albany,  and  while  located  there  he  served  for  three 
years  as  a  member  of  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.

Canaan,  Now  York,  was1  the  birthplace  of  Harold  Clifford 
Schilling.  He  was  bom  in  that  village  on  the  14th  of 
September,  1898,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Emma  Schilling 
of  Canaan.  He  attended  the  district  school  of  Canaan,  was 
a  member  of  the  graduating  class  of  1916,  Chatham  High 
School.  On  October  4th,  1918,  Schilling  enlisted  and 
became  a  member  of  Company  B,  Rensselaer  Polytechnic 
Institute  Battalion,  Students’  Army  Training  Corps.  He 
trained  as  a  member  of  this  unit  at  Troy,  New  York,  until 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December  14th,  1918. 


Herman  Frederick  Schmidt 

Herman  Frederick  Schmidt  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Hudson,  New  York,  on  the 
29th  of  May,  1890,  the  son  of  Louise 
and  the  late  John  Schmidt  of  329 
State  Street,  Hudson.  He  completed 
the  elementary  course  in  the  Hudson 
public  schools,  after  which  he  ac¬ 
cepted  employment  with  a  Hudson 
firm.  Schmidt  served  six  years  as  a 
member  of  Company  F,  10th  Infan¬ 
try,  New  York  National  Guard,  be¬ 
ing  honorably  discharged  from  the  unit  on  September  18th, 
1913.  On  October  24th,  1916,  Schmidt  married  Miss  Louise 
Braker  at  Hudson.  He  re-enlisted  in  Company  F  on  June 
24th,  1916,  and  as  a  Sergeant  of  this  unit  he  entered  fed¬ 
eral  service  on  July  20th,  1917.  He  served  three  months 
at  Camp  Whitman,  four  months  at  Fort  Niagara,  and  nine 
months  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he 
became  a  Sergeant  of  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry, 
4th  Army  Corps.  Schmidt  sailed  overseas  on  July  26th, 
1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  first  week  of 
August.  At  the  front  the  51st  Pioneers  served  on  the 
St.  Mihiel,  Meuse  and  Moselle  River  Sectors  and  took 
active  part  in  the  operations  in  the  Woerve.  After  the 
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signing  of  the  armistice,  the  51st  Pioneers  became  a  part 
of  the  Army  of  Occupation.  On  July  3rd,  1919,  Schmidt 
returnd  to  the  States  with  liis  unit,  and  six  days  later,  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Paul  Samuel  Schmoyer 

Macungie,  Pennsylvania,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Paul  Samuel  Schmoyer.  He 
was  born  in  that  village  on  the  10th 
of  May,  1896,  the  son  of  George  and 
Susan  Schmoyer  of  Macungie.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  Allen¬ 
town,  Pennsylvania,  leaving  in  1914 
to  take  an  accountancy  course,  at  the 
completion  of  which  he  accepted  a 
position  as  bookkeeper.

Nine 
days  later,  the  unit  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where 
they  trained  for  about  three  months,  after  which  they  were 
transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During 
the  ten  months  of  training  there,  Schmoyer  became  a  Ser¬ 
geant  of  Company  B,  3rd  Anti-Aircraft  Machine  Gun  Bat¬ 
talion.  On  August  13th,  1918,  the  unit  left  the  States  for 
foreign  service  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  latter 
part  of  August.  From  there  they  entrained  for  the  anti¬ 
aircraft  machine  gun  school  at  Langres,  France,  where 
they  received  special  instruction  in  the  use  of  machine 
guns.  Schmoyer  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on 
the  2nd  of  May,  1919,  and  five  days  later  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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John  Joseph  Shoemaker 

John  Joseph  Shoemaker,  who  is  the  son 
of  John  S.  and  Anna  Shoemaker  of 
Niverville,  was  born  in  Niverville  on 
January  29th,  1897.  After  graduat¬ 
ing  from  the  Valatie  High  School  in 
1916  he  became  interested  in  forestry 
and  followed  that  line  of  work  until 
August  15th,  1918,  when  he  volun¬ 
teered  at  Hudson  for  service  in  the 
Motor  Transportation  Corps  of  the 
army.  With  the  Quartermasters 
Corps  Private  Shoemaker  served  at  Syracuse  University 
and  at  Camp  Mills  in  New  York  State  and  at  Camp  Johns¬ 
ton  in  Florida  until  May  7th,  1919,  when  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  the  United  States  Army.

Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  drives  for  about  three  months. 
On  May  3rd,  1919,  Schoonmaker  returned  to  the  States 
with  his  unit  and  on  the  17th  of  the  same  month  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Theodore  Brousseau  Schoonmaker 

Theodore  Brousseau  Schoonmaker  was 
born  in  the  village  of  Catskill  New 
York,  on  the  26th  of  July,  1887.  His 
father  George  Schoonmaker  died  at 
Alsen,  Greene  County,  on  February 
6th,  1918,  and  his  mother  Mrs.  Jennie 
Schoonmaker  now  lives  at  Malden  on 
the  Hudson.  Schoonmaker  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  Smith’s  Landing  leaving  in 
1906  to  tqke  up  a  business  course. 
He  has  since  been  employed  at  the 
Gifford-Wood  Plant.  On  December  5th,  1909,  Schoonmaker 
married  Miss  Elizabeth  Nish  at  Catskill.  The  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County  selected  Schoonmaker  for  military 
service  on  September  21st,  1917.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
trained  for  seven  months,  during  which  time  he  became  a 
member  of  Headquarters  Company,  308 rd  Infantry,  76th 
Division.  He  also  served  for  about  two  weeks  at  Platts- 
burg,  five  months  at  South  Amboy,  New  Jersey,  and  four 
months  of  guard  duty  at  the  New  Jersey  Central  Railroad, 
Jersey  City.  Schoonmaker  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service  on  January  10th,  1919. 


Wardell  Adelbert  Schoonmaker 


Round  Top,  Greene  County,  New  York, 
was  the  birthplace  of  Wardell  Adel¬ 
bert  Schoonmaker.  He  was  born  in 
that  town  on'  the  1st  of  November, 
1893,  the  son  of  William  and  Ella 
Schoonmaker,  now  residents  of  Lin- 
lithgo.

He 
was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Local  Board  of 
the  county  on  December  14th,  1917,  and  on  the  following- 
day  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where 
he  trained  for  seven  months,  three  months  with  the 
Veterinary  Corps,  and  three  months  with  the  Field 
Artillery  and  a  month  with  the  Supply  Train  attached  to 
the  Quartermaster’s  Corps.  Schoonmaker  was  assigned  to 
Company  D,  301st  Supply  Train,  76th  Division,  and  as  a 
member  of  this  unit  sailed  overseas  in  July  of  1918,  and 
landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  French 
port.  After  serving  a  short  time  at  St.  Amant  and  Mon- 
t.rond,  Schoonmaker  was  detailed  as  a  motorcycle  dispatch 
rider  for  General  Headquarters  at  Chaumont.  He  served 
in  this  capacity  as  a  member  of  the  3rd  Replacement 
Division,  Detached  Service,  from  August  until  the  signing 
of  the  armistice.  His  duties  were  confined  mostly  to  the 
Chateau  Thierry  sector.  On  the  25th  of  June,  1919,  Schoon¬ 
maker  returned  to  American  soil  and  seven  days  later  he 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Anthony  Schwab 

Anthony  Schwab  was  born  in  the  town  of  Canaan,  New 
York,  on  the  6th  of  November,  1895,  the  son  of  Jacob  and 
the  late  Mrs.  Jacob  Schwab  formerly  of  East  Chatham. 
He  attended  the  Canaan  and  East  Chatham  district  schools 
leaving  in  1912  to  engage  in  farm  work.  On  July  14th, 
1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  Schwab  for 
military  service.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Engineer  Corps 
with  which  he  trained  for  two  weeks  at  Fort  Slocum,  a  short 
time  at  New  Rochelle,  at  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  and 
two  months  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  after  which  he  was 
transferred  to  the  145th  Company,  Transportation  Corps. 
As  a  member  of  this  unit  he  left  the  States  for  overseas 
service  on  September  29th,  1918.  After  landing  at  Brest, 
France,  the  unit  was  stationed  for  a  short  time  at  Camp 
De  Grasse  and  at  Tours.  They  then  proceeded  to  the 
45 
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advanced  sectors  and  served  for  a  month  on  the  Verdun, 
and  Argonne  sectors.  Schwab  returned  to  the  States  with 
his  unit,  and  on  the  17th  of  May,  1919,  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Charles  John  Schwab 

Charles  John  Schwab  was  born  in  the  town  of  Canaan, 
New  York,  on  the  6th  of  February,  1894,  the  son  of  the 
late  Mary  and  Jacob  Schwab.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  district  school  of  his  native  town  after 
which  he  accepted  a  position  as  fireman  with  a  railroad 
company.  He  was  thus  employed  until  selected  for  mili¬ 
tary  service  by  District  Board  No.  22  of  Brooklyn  on 
September  6th,  1918.  Schwab  left  Brooklyn  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  day  for  Camp  Upton,  Long  Island,  where  he  served  for 
one  month  as  a  member  of  the  3rd  Company,  152nd  Depot 
Brigade  and  two  months  as  a  member  of  the  Quarter¬ 
master’s  Corps.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from  service 
on  December  6th,  1918.  Schwab  married  Miss  Lillian 
Wenzel  at  Brooklyn,  New  York,  on  November  24th,  1920. 


Carlyle  Vance  Seism 

Carlyle  Vance  Seism,  was  born  in  the 
village  of  Pliilmont,  New  York,  on 
the  4th  of  August,  1893,  the  son  of 
Arthur  and  the  late  Maud  Seism. 
After  attending  the  Pliilmont  schools 
he  accepted  employment  in  one  of  the 
large  knitting  mills  of  the  county. 
Seism  married  Miss  Minnie  Anna 
Stalker.  On  the  11th  of  May,  1918, 
the  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  him  for  military  service. 
He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum, 
where  he  remained  for  the  next  nine  days.  On  the  19th  of 
May,  1918,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Frederick  Biesel  Scott 

Frederick  Biesel  Scott,  was  born  in  Niverville,  New  York, 
on  the  2nd  of  November,  1894.  His  father,  Richard  Scott 
died  at  Niverville  on  September  1st,  1909.  His  mother, 
Mrs.  Mary  A.  Scott  lives  at  Niverville.  Scott  attended  the 
district  schools  of  his  native  village,  Albany  High  School 
and  took  a  technical  course  at  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Insti¬ 
tute.  He  then  took  a  higher  accountancy  course  with  Pace 
and  Pace,  New  York  City.  He  then  accepted  employment 
as  an  accountant  with  the  General  Electric  Company, 
Schenectady,  and  was  thus  employed  until  the  15th  of 
December,  1917,  on  which  date  he  enlisted  in  the  Aviation 
Corps.  Scott  was  assigned  to  108th  Aero  Service 
Squadron,  Aviation  Corps,  and  as  a  member  of  this 
squadron  trained  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  Aviation  Camp  at 
Waco,  Texas,  and  at  the  Carlstrom  Aviation  Field, 
Arcadia,  Florida.  While  in  Arcadia,  Florida,  Scott 
married  Miss  Elsie  Vivian  Drake  on  May  24th,  1918.  Scott 
served  at  Arcadia,  Florida,  until  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  February  26th,  1919. 


William  Arthur  Scott 

William  Arthur  Scott,  was  born  in  the  town  of  North 
Chatham  on  the  23rd  of  April,  1895,  the  son  of  Arthur  and 
Anna  Scott,  both  residents  of  North  Chatham.  He  received 
his  education  in  the  Valatie  schools  attending  the  Valatie 
High  School  until  1913,  when  he  took  a  course  at  the 
Albany  Business  College.  At  the  completion  of  his  course 
he  accepted  a  position  as  clerk  and  was  thus  employed  until 
May  18th,  1917,  on  which  date  he  enlisted  as  a  2d  Class 
Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy.  Scott  trained  at  the 
Naval  Militia  Camp  at  Tarry  town,  New  York,  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  three  months,  after  which  lie  was  assigned  to  the 
U.  S.  Destroyer  Nicholson.  He  served  as  a  member  of  her 
crew  while  operating  in  the  war  zone.  He  served  also 
on  the  U.  S.  S.  Covington  on  which  he  sailed  for  France 
in  October  of  1917.  Landing  was  made  each  time  at  Brest. 
Scott’s  last  trip  brought  him  back  to  the  States  on  January 
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6th,  1919,  and  nine  days  later  lie  was  given  his  honorable 
release  from  active  service.  Scott  is  at  present  a  member 
of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Olan  Oscar  Scoville 

Lakeville,  Connecticut,  was  the  birthplace  of  Olan  Oscar 
Scoville.  He  was  born  there  on  the  24th  of  December,  1895. 
His  father,  John  Scoville  died  at  Lakeville,  Connecticut, 
in  1899,  and  his  mother,  Mrs.  Sarah  Scoville  still  resides  at 
Ancram  Lead  Mines.  Scoville  received  his  education  in 
the  district  schoos  of  Ancram,  leaving  in  1911  to  engage  in 
farm  work  at  Ancram.  May  of  1917,  found  Scoville  a 
volunteer  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  U.  S.  S.  Kroonland,  and  as  one  of  her  crew  he  served 
at  transport  duty  until  honorably  released  from  service. 
He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Force.  In  May  of  1919,  Scoville  married  Miss 
Vanderbelt  at  New  York  City. 


Leo  Scrodin 

Leo  Scrodin,  was  born  in  Schodack 
Landing,  New  YTork,  on  the  26th  of 
February,  1896.  His  parents  Mat¬ 
thew  and  Helen  Scrodin  now  reside 
at  Germantown,  New  York.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the 
district  schools  of  Germantown  after 
which  lie  was  engaged  in  the  fruit 
growing  business  at  Germantown. 
The  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
enrolled  him  for  military  service  on 
December  14th,  1917.  Scrodin  left  Hudson  on  December 
15th  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  served  a 
month  with  the  Infantry,  after  which  he  was  transferred 
to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  two  months  during  which  time  he  was  assigned  to 
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Company  F,  24th  Engineers.  Scrodin  left  the  States  for 
foreign  service  on  March  27th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France  in  the  first  week  in  April.  At  the  front  the  24th 
Engineers  saw  active  service  on  the  Toul,  St.  Mihiel, 
Meuse-Argonne,  and  Verdun  sectors.  May  30th,  1919, 
found  Scrodin  back  in  the  States.  He  was  given  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service  on  June  9th  following. 


Earle  Charles  Scutt 

Earle  Charles  Scutt,  was  born  in  the 
village  of  Phimont,  New  York,  on  the 
2nd  of  August,  1899,  the  son  of 
William  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Scutt  of 
Philmont.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  village  and  was 
a  member  of  the  graduating  class  of 
1917,  Philmont  High  Schooh  Scutt 
then  enrolled  as  a  student  in  the  law 
department  of  Syracuse  University, 
and  while  pursuing  his  studies  there 
on  October  3rd,  1918,  he  enlisted  in  Company  B,  Students’ 
Army  Training  Corps  connected  with  Syracuse  University. 
Scutt  served  as  a  member  of  this  unit  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  December  8th,  1918. 


Clarence  Haviland  Seaman 

Clarence  H.  Seaman  of  Hudson,  was 
born  at  Livingston,  New  YTork,  on 
December  8th,  1886,  to  Delos  W.  and 
Mary  E.  Seaman,  both  of  Blue 
Stores.  He  studied  at  the  district 
school  in  Blue  Stores.  He  later 
studied  accountancy  and  became  an 
employee  of  a  local  bank.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  15th,  1917,  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for 
service.  His  service  was  given  at 
Camp  Devens,  at  Camp  Grant  in  Illinois,  and  at  Hoboken, 
New  Jersey,  as  a  member  of  the  Headquarters  Company, 
Central  Officers  Training  School,  86th  Division,  with  Com- 
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pany  A,  1st  Development  Battalion  and  with  Central 
Officers  Training  Camp,  76th  Division.  During  this  time 
Seaman  was  raised  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant,  Sergeant 
Major,  and  finally  to  that  of  2nd  Lieutenant.  On  March 
27th,  1919,  Lieutenant  Seaman  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service.  _ 

Frank  Seduto 

Frank,  the  son  of  Pasquale  and 
Michelina  Seduto,  was  bom  in  the 
town  of  Rotondo,  Italy,  on  August 
1st,  .  18901.  When  a  young  man, 
Seduto  came  to  the  United  States 
and  procured  work  in  a  brick  yard 
of  our  county.  On  July  14th,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  inducted 
him  into  military  service.  He  spent 
a  few  days  at  Fort  Slocum  in  New 
York  State  and  at  Camp  Dix  in  New 
J ersey  before  going  to  a  camp  in  Georgia  where  he  became 
a  Private  in  the  7th  Company,  158rd  Depot  Brigade.  On 
December  6th,  1918,  while  a  member  of  the  above  outfit 
Private  Seduto  became  an  American  citizen.  He  continued 
his  military  duties  in  the  South  until  January  2nd,  1919, 
when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service.  Upon  his 
return  to  civilian  life  Seduto  came  back  to  Columbia 
County,  where  he  continues  to  live  at  Newton  Hook. 


John  William  Seery 


Beside  the  name  of  John  William 
Seery  shines  the  gold  star  which 
proclaims  —  service  unto  death. 
Although  Seery  volunteered  for 
service  through  the  Local  Board  at 
Hudson,  he  was  born  in  Catskill,  New 
York,  on  November  26th,  1890,  and 
there  spent  the  years  of  his  early 
childhood.  His  parents,  John  and 
Bridget  Seery,  are  both  deceased. 
On  July  20th,  1917,  he  enlisted  in 
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Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard 
which  was  federalized  by  presidential  proclamation.  Com¬ 
pany  F  then  went  to  Fort  Niagara  for  intensive  military 
training  and  thence  to  Camp  Wadsworth  in  the  south. 
There  Seery  became  a  1st  Class  Private  in  Company  F, 
107th  Infantry,  27th  Division,  and  with  his  regiment  sailed 
for  Brest,  France,  on  May  11th,  1918.  He  saw  active 
service  on  the  fighting  sectors  of  Belgium,  fighting  at 
Mount  Kemmel,  Vierstadt  Cross  Boad  and  the  Hinden- 
burg  Line  until  September  29th,  1918,  when  he  was  killed 
in  action.  His  body  lies  beneath  the  soil  of  a  foreign  land, 
but  above  his  grave  is  the  cross,  the  symbol  of  sacrifice. 


Elizabeth  Anna  Seibert 

Elizabeth  Anna  Seibert  of  Ghent  was 
born  in  Mount  Vernon,  New  York, 
on  December  22nd,  1895.  She  is  the 
daughter  of  Mrs.  William  Craft  of 
Chatham.  After  completing  her  high' 
school  education  in  Mount  Vernon, 
Miss  Seibert  entered  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity  from  which  she  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1918,  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts.  In  September 
following  her  graduation  she  volun¬ 
teered  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  for  service  in 
the  Navy  Department  Personnel.  Until  the  signing  of  the 
armistice  Miss  Seibert  served  as  a  1st  Class  Yeoman  in 
the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force  acting  as  instructor 
of  French  and  elementary  subjects  in  a  school  for  Yeoman 
maintained  at  Washington.  After  Armistice  Day  she  was 
transferred  to  the  Release,  Transfer  and  Discharge 
Department,  where  in  January,  1919,  she  was  made  Chief 
of  this  department,  having  charge  of  all  discharges, 
releases  and  transfers  in  the  United  States  Navy  that  were 
handled  at  Washington.  On  June  17th,  1919,  she  was, 
honorablv  released  from  duty.  In  September  of  that  year 
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Miss  Seibert  became  an  instructor  of  physical  training  for 
the  Young  Women’s  Christian  Association  in  Passaic, 
New  Jersey. 


Claude  Kline  Seipel 

Claude,  the  son  of  Catharine  and  the  late  Henry  Seipel 
of  Claverack,  was  born  in  Claverack  on  May  13th,  1893.  In 
1912,  he  completed  his  studies  at  the  Hudson  High  School 
and  from  then  until  1917,  he  held  a  position  as  engineer 
for  the  New  York  State  Commission  of  Highways.  Seipel 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  at  .Hudson  on  October  12th,  1914. 
After  the  national  guards  were  federalized  in  July  of  1917, 
Company  F  was  ordered  to  Fort  Niagara.  From  the  fort 
Company  F  went  to  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina. 
When  he  had  been  at  Wadsworth  for  eight  months  Sergeant 
Seipel  was  sent  to  Camp  Sevier  in  the  same  state.  On 
July  28th,  1918,  he  embarked  for  Brest  with  Company  F, 
51st  Pioneer  Infantry.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic 
he  was  stationed  at  Brest,  Saint  Aignan,  and  at  the  Officers 
Training  School  at  Langres.  He  served  for  three  months 
on  the  Toul  Sector  and  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  offensive.  For 
three  months  Sergeant  Seipel  was  ill  in  Camp  Hospital  No. 
52  at  Le  Mans,  suffering  from  influenza  and  pneumonia. 
On  March  22nd,  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
six  days  later  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Harry  Miller  Seymour 


Harry  M.  Seymour,  was  born  in  Hud¬ 
son  on  March  24th,  1893.  His 
parents  are  Harry  B.  and  Jennie 
Seymour  of  609  Warren  Street, 
Hudson.  He  finished  his  grammar 
school  education  in  this  city,  and 
since  completing  a  course  in  book¬ 
keeping  has  been  emp’oyed  chiefly 
with  clerical  work.  In  1911,  Sey¬ 
mour  enlisted  in  the  local  company 
of  the  National  Guard  and  served 
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with  them  until  1913,  when  he  received  his  honorable  dis>- 
charge  and  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  for  nine 
months.  In  the  latter  part  of  1913  Seymour  re-enlisted  in 
Company  P.  On  August  18th,  1915,  Harry  Seymour 
married  Aliena  J.  Hazleton  in  Bloomfield,  New  Jersey. 
At  the  expiration  of  his  second  term  of  enlistment  in  the 
State  Guards,  on  July  15th,  1917,  he  volunteered  for  war 
service.  After  serving  in  Pittston,  Pa.,  for  three  months 
with  the  rank  of  Private,  Seymour  was  transferred  to 
Camp  Wadsworth  and  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal. 
Nine  months  later  he  was  sent  to  Camp  Merritt,  where 
he  served  with  the  rank  of  Sergeant  and  following  an 
examination  he  was  made  an  Army  Field  Clerk.  During 
the  war  Sergeant  Seymour  served  for  several  months  in 
Company  E,  51st  Pioneer,  Infantry,  and  for  one  year  in 
the  Adjutant-General’s  Department.  After  receiving  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service  Seymour  returned  to 
Montclair,  New  Jersey. 


Stewart  Marion  Seymour 

Stewart  Marion  Seymour,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Chat¬ 
ham,  New  York,  on  the  11th  of  April,  1892,  the  son  of  R.  W. 
and  Carrie  Seymour  of  Chatham.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  at  the  Chatham  High  School  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1908,  from  Borclentown  Military  Academy,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1909,  and  at  Harvard  University 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1913.  He  then  took  a 
course  in  Harvard  Law  School,  graduating  from  there  in 
1916,  after  which  he  took  a  post  graduate  course  at  Colum¬ 
bia  University.  From  then  until  his  enlistment  into  service 
he  practiced  law  in  New  York  City.  While  a  resident 
there  Seymour  served  for  six  months  as  a  member  of  the 
1st  Field  Artillery,  New  York  National  Guard.  On  May 
21st,  1918,  he  enlisted  as  a  2nd  Class  Seaman  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Pelham  Bay  Naval 
Training  Station,  where  he  served  for  the  following  five 
months,  during  which  time  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
1st  Class  Seaman.  He  was  honorably  released  from  active 
service  and  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States 
Naval  Reserve  Force. 
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Leo  Shadic 

Philmont,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Leo  Shadic. 
He  was  born  in  that  village  on  the  24th  of  October,  1895,  the 
son  of  Samuel  and  the  late  Mrs.  Samuel  Shadic  of  Phil¬ 
mont.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  his  native  village, 
later  graduating  from  the  Philmont  High  School.  He 
then  enrolled  as  a  student  at  Rensselaer  Polytechnic.  Insti¬ 
tute  at  Troy,  and  on  January  22nd,  1918,  while  pursuing 
his  course  of  civil  engineering  there  he  enlisted  at  the 
Albany  Recruiting  Station  as  a  member  of  the  Engineer 
Enlisted  Reserve  Corps.  He  served  as  a  member  of  this 
unit  for  the  following  nine  months  after  which  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Students’  Army  Training  Corps  con¬ 
nected  with  Rensselear  Polytechnic  Institute  at  Troy. 
Shadic  served  there  until  after  the  signing  of  the  armis¬ 
tice  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Harry  Shafer 

Harry  Shafer,  was  born  in  the  town  of

Stockport,  New  York,  on  the  2nd  of 
December,  1896.  His  father  died  at 
Mellenville,  on  February  12th,  1913. 
His  mother,  Mrs.  Jennie  Shafer  lives 
at  Philmont.  He  attended  the  Mel¬ 
lenville  district  school  leaving  in 
1913,  to  accept  a  position  as  spinner 
in  a  Philmont  knitting  mill.  On  June 
1st,  1918,  Shafer  married  Miss  Lily 
May  White.  The  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service  on  September 
5th,  1918,  and  on  the  following  day  he  left  Hudson  for 
Camp  Jackson,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  the 
following  four  months,  during  which  time  he  became  a 
member  of  Battery  A,  1st  Battalion,  1st  Provisional 
Development  Brigade.  Shafer  contracted  influenza  while 
at  Camp  Jackson,  and  was  a  patient  at  the  camp  hospital 
for  about  five  weeks.  Shafer  was  honorably  (discharged 
from  service  on  December  2nd,  1918. 
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John  A.  Shamulski 

From  Warsaw,  Russia  came  John  A. 
Shamulski.  He  was  born  in  that 
country  on  the  8tli  of  July,  1896. 
Shamulski  came  to  this  country  with 
his  parents  George  and  Anna 
Shamulski,  and  they  now  reside  at 
Germantown,  New  York.  He 
attended  the  district  schools  in 
Russia  and  after  coming  to  this  coun- 
was  enrolled  as  a  student  at  the  San 
Antonio  High  School,  Texas,  until 
1913,  when  he  left  to  accept  a  position  as  baker  in  New

Owen  Thomas  Sharkey 

Owen  Thomas  Sharkey,  was  born  in 
Catasauqua,  Pennsylvania,  on  the 
17th  of  September,  1889.  His  father 
died  several  years  ago,  but  his 
mother,  Mrs.  Mary  Sharkey  still 
resides  in  Catasaqua.  After  com¬ 
pleting  the  elementary  and  high 
school  courses  Sharkey  accepted 
employment  as  a  structional  iron 
worker.  He  was  thus  employed  until 
April  20th,  1918,  on  which  date  the 
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Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  liim  for  military 
service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for  Camp  Dix, 
New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  for  about  three  weeks,  dur¬ 
ing  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  Company  L,  312th 
Infantry,  78th  Division  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on  May 
20th,  1918,  and  landed  first  at  Gravesend,  England,  and 
later  at  a  port  in  France.  After  training  a  short  time  at 
Camp  De  Mencon  the  unit  advanced  to  the  front  where 
they  served  on  the  Limey,  Grandpre,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  sectors.  While  serving  abroad  Sharkey  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal.  He  returned  to  the  states 
with  his  unit  on  May  24th,  1919,  and  twelve  days  later 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service.

Albert  Roger  Sharp,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Claverack, 
New  York,  on  the  19th  of  March,  1888,  the  son  of  Orrin 
and  the  late  Mrs.  Orrin  Sharp.  He  attended  the  Mellen- 
ville  district  school  and  after  completing  a  business  course 
he  accepted  a  clerical  position,  with  which  he  was  occupied 
until  his  enlistment  into  the  United  States  Infantry  on  the 
19th  of  March,  1918.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  D, 
39th  Infantry,  4th  Division,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit 
he  trained  for  six  weeks  at  Camp  Greene,  North  Carolina, 
and  two  weeks  at  Camp  Mills,  Long  Island.  Sharp  left  the 
states  for  foreign  service  the  middle  of  May  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France,  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  After 
being  stationed  for  two  weeks  at  the  Pontanazen  Barracks, 
the  39th  Infantry  left  for  the  front  where  they  engaged 
actively  in  the  fighting  on  the  Ourcq  Heights,  Vesle, 
Argonne,  Chateau  Thierry  and  the  Marne  sectors.  While 
in  action  on  the  western  front  Sharp  was  severely  gassed 
and  was  a  patient  at  a  base  hospital  in  France  for  a  month 
and  a  half  where  he  received  treatment  for  shell  shock. 
The  4th  day  of  January,  1919,  found  him  leaving  France 
for  Newport  News,  Virginia,  and  about  a  month  later 
Sharp  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service.

Frank  Clarence  Sharp 

Valatie,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace 
of  Frank  Clarence  Sharp.  He  was 
born  in  that  village  on  the  20tli  of 
September,  1889,  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  William  Sharp  of  Valatie.  He 
attended  the  district  schools  of  his 
native  village  and  was  a  student  at 
the  Valatie  High  School  until  1906, 
when  he  left  to  learn  the  barbers’ 
trade.  Sharp  accepted  a  position  as 
barber  and  was  thus  employed  until 
April  2nd,  1918,  on  which  date  the  Local  Board  of  the 
county  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson 
on  the  following  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he 
trained  for  six  weeks.  He  later  became  a  Corporal  in 
Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  The  unit  left 
the  states  for  foreign  service  on  May  19th,  1918,  and  landed 
first  at  South  Hampton,  England  and  later  at  Calais, 
France.  After  a  short  period  of  intensive  training  at  two 
French  military  camps  the  3'lOth  advanced  to  the  front 
where  they  saw  active  service  on  the  Arras,  Limey,  St. 
Mihiel,  Grandpre  and  Argonne  sectors.  Sharp  received  a 
severe  gun  shot  wound  in  the  back,  which  caused  his  being 
a  patient  at  a  hospital  in  France  for  the  following  five 
months.  The  10th  of  January,  1919,  found  Corporal  Sharp 
back  in  America.  He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service  on  February  24th,  1919. 


Earle  George  Sharpe 

Earle  George  Sharpe,  was  born  in 
Canaan  on  January  31st,  1895.  His 
parents,  George  W.  and  Mary 
Sharpe,  have  since  moved  from  this 
county.  He  gained  his  initial  school¬ 
ing  in  Canaan  and  later  attended  the 
Springfield  School  of  Technology, 
leaving  it  in  1912  to  begin  work  as 
an  automobile  mechanic.  On  June 
22nd,  1916,  Sharpe  enlisted  in  Com¬ 
pany  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
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State  Guard  at  Chatham.  In  October  of  the  following  year 
the  10th  Infantry  was  federalized  and  Private  Sharpe  was 
sent  to  Port  Niagara  and  later  to  Camp  Wadsworth  in 
South  Carolina.  On  May  16th,  1918,  he  embarked  for  St. 
Nazaire,  sailing  with  Company  C,  102nd  Field  Signal  Bat¬ 
talion,  27th  Division.  With  this  unit  he  served  for  three 
months  in  Flanders  and  for  two  months  in  the  Cambrai 
and  St.  Quentin  sectors,  taking  active  part  in  battles  at 
East  Poperinghe  Line,  Dickebush  Sector,  Vierstadt  Ridge, 
The  Knoll,  Guillemont  Farm  and  the  Hindenburgh  Line. 
While  in  France  Private  Sharpe  was  in  General  Hospital 
No.  52  at  Le  Mans  for  six  weeks,  suffering  with  influenza. 
On  April  14th,  1919,  he  arrived  in  the  United  States  and 
ten  days  later  received  his  honorable  discharge.  He  now 
holds  the  position  of  chief  mechanic  at  the  Berkshire  Indus¬ 
trial  School  in  Canaan. 


Adrian  Levi  Shattuck 

Adrian  L.  Shattuck  came  from  the 
town  of  Hillsdale,  New  York,  where 
he  was  born  on  the  9th  of  February, 
1890.  Shattuck  lives  with  his 
mother,  Mrs.  Isabella  M.  Shattuck  at 
Hillsdale.  His  father,  Elton  Shat¬ 
tuck,  died  on  June  8th,  1908,  at  Hills¬ 
dale.  Shattuck  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  district  schools  of 
his  native  town  leaving  in  1906,  to 
engage  in  farming.  On  August  5th, 
1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  Shattuck  for 
military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Syracuse,  where  he  trained  until  September  1st,  1918, 
during  which  time  lie  was  assigned  to  the  Gas  Defense 
Division,  Chemical  Warfare  Service.  On  September  1st, 
he  was  transferred  to  the  Astoria  Cantonment,  where  he 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Chemical  Warfare  Service  until 
honorably  discharged  on  March  4tli,  1919.  Adrian  L.  Shat¬ 
tuck  was  the  second  member  of  his  family  to  serve  with 
the  colors. 
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Earl  James  Shattuck 

Earl  James  Shattuck,  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Hillsdale,  New  York,  on  the 
18th  of  January,  1892,  the  son  of 
Isabella  M.  and  the  late  Elton  Shat¬ 
tuck  of  Hillsdale.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  the  district 
schools  of  Hillsdale  leaving  in  1908, 
to  engage  in  farming.  On  September 
28th,  1917,  Shattuck  was  selected  for 
military  service.  He  was  assigned  to 
Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he 
trained  for  the  following  eight  months,  during  which  time 
he  became  a  member  of  Company  C,  310th  Infantry,  78th 
Division.  Shattuck  sailed  overseas  with  his  unit  on  May 
19th,  1918,  and  landed  first  at  Southampton,  England,  and 
a  week  later  at  Calais,  France.  As  a  1st  Class  Private  of 
the  310th  Shattuck  saw  active  service  on  the  St.  Mihiel, 
Argonne,  Arras  and  Grandpre  sectors.  Shattuck  received 
a  severe  shrapnel  wound  on  the  left  hip,  for  which  he 
received  treatment  at  a  government  hospital  in  France, 
for  about  a  month.  He  returned  to  the  States  on  May  29th, 
1919,  and  eight  days  later  he  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


Edwin  Roy  Shaver

Edwin  Roy  Shaver,  was  born  in  Philmont,  New  York, 
on  the  7th  of  August,  1899,  the  son  of  Frederick  and  Luella 
Shaver  of  that  village.  He  attended  the  public  school  of 
his  native  village  being  a  member  of  the  graduating  class 
of  1917,  Philmont  High  School.  He  then  enrolled  as  a 
student  at  Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  and  while  a  student 
there  served  for  a  year  as  a  member  of  the  Reserve  Officers 
Training  Corps.  At  the  'opening  of  the  fall  term  in  1918, 
Shaver  enlisted  on  October  10th  as  a.  member  of  Company 
G,  Student’s  Army  Training  Corps  connected  with  Cornell. 
And  as  a  member  of  this  unit  Shaver  served  at  Ithaca  until 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  December  10th,  1918.

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Archibald  Robert  Shaw 

New  York  City,  was  the  birthplace  of  Archibald  Robert 
Shaw.  He  was  born  there  on  the  16th  of  April,  1889,  the 
son  of  Archibald  and  Florence  Shaw  of  320  West  90th 
Street,  New  York  City.  He  received  his  education  in  New 
York  City  and  was  a  member  of  the  graduating  class  of 
1911,  Lehigh  University.  From  then  until  his  enlistment 
into  service  Shaw  was  director  and  teacher  of  the  Lower 
School,  Hamilton  Institute  for  Boys,  located  at  599  West 
End  Avenue,  New  York  City.  While  a  resident  of  the 
metropolis  Shaw  served  for  four  years  as  a  Captain  in  the 
New  York  State  National  Guard.  On  December  13th,  1917, 
Shaw  enlisted  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yards  as  a  2nd  Class 
Yeoman.  His  service  consisted  of  a  year  at  the  City  Park 
Barracks,  Brooklyn,  one  month  at  Pelham  Bay  Naval 
Training  Station  and  a  month  at  the  Princeton  Bay  Corps 
School.  Shaw  served  in  the  capacity  of  Yeoman  until 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  February  4th,  1919. 


Donald  Schofield  Shaw 

The  second  of  the  Shaw  family,  now  of  New  York  City, 
to  serve  in  the  World  War  was  Donald  Schofield  Shaw.  He 
was  born  in  New  York  City  on  the  18th  of  September,  1898, 
the  son  of  Archibald  and  Florence  Shaw  of  326  West  90th 
Street,  New  York  City.  He  attended  Hamilton  Institute 
for  Boys  in  New  York  City  graduating  with  the  class  of 
1915.  He  then  enrolled  as  a  student  at  Brown  University, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1920.  While  attending 
Brown  University  Shaw  served  for  two  years  as  a  member 
of  the  Rhode  Island  Battery,  Providence,  Rhode  Island. 
From  then  until  his  enlistment  into  service  he  followed  the 
profession  of  commercial  advertising.  On  June  2nd,  1918, 
Shaw  enlisted  as  a  2nd  Class  Seaman  in  the  Naval  Avia¬ 
tion.  He  served  at  the  following  shore  stations:  Newport 
Navy  Yard,  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  and  the  Aviation  Ground 
School  at  Boston,  Massachusetts.  He  was  transferred  to 
the  U.  S.  S.  “  C.  197  ”  on  which  he  served  for  about  a 
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month.  He  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  crew  on  the 
U.  S.  S.  Manchuria.  Shaw  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
1st  Class  'Gunner’s  Mate  and  given  leave  on  special  detail 
in  order  to  continue  scientific  studies.  Shaw  is  at  present 
a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


William  E.  Shaw 

William  E.  Shaw,  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  New 
York,  on  the  20th  of  May,  1888,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  the 
late  Mrs.  William  Shaw  of  C-laverack.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  the  Claverack  district  school  leaving 
in  1904,  to  engage  in  farming.  While  in  Claverack  Shaw 
married  Miss  Katherine  Pulver.  On  October  25th,  1918, 
the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  Shaw  for  mili¬ 
tary  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp 
Wheeler,  Georgia.  He  trained  there  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  October  31st,  1918. 


Andrew  George  Shea 

Philmont,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Andrew 
George  Shea.  He  was  bom  in  that  village  on  the  21st  of 
November,  1896,  the  son  of  Mary  and  John  Shea,  Sr.,  of 
72  Prospect  Avenue,  Philmont.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  Philmont  public  school,  leaving  in  1911 
to  accept  employment  at  a  Philmont  knitting  mill.  On 
August  28th,  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  selected 
Shea  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  August  29th 
for  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  where  he  trained  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  five  months  as  a  member  of  Company  F,  3rd  Replace¬ 
ment  Regiment.  Shea  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  January  6th,  1919. 
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Donald  Vincent  Shea 

Chatham,  New  York,  was  the  original 
home  of  Donald  Vincent  Shea,  he 
having  been  bom  there  on  the  26th 
of  May,  1896,  the  son  of  the  late 
James  and  the  late  Elizabeth  Shea 
of  Chatham.  Since  the  death  of  his 
parents  Shea  has  made  his  home  at 
326  Allen  Street,  Hudson,  with  his 
aunt  and  uncle  Judge  and  Mrs. 
Daniel  A".  McNamee.  He  attended 
the  Hudson  public  schools,  and  was 
graduated  from  the  Hudson  High  School  in  1916,  and  was 
afterward  a  student  at  St.  Bonaventure’s  College.  Later 
he  was  employed  as  a  laboratory  chemist.  On  December 
3rd,  1917,  Shea  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Aviation 
Corps,  and  as  a  1st  Class  Private  of  this  branch  lie  trained 
at  Cornell  University  Aviation  School  from  January  5th, 
1918,  until  February  25th,  1918,  on  which  date  he  was 
honorably  released  because  of  a  physical  breakdown  as 
the  effects  of  pneumonia  for  which  he  received  treatment 
at  the  hospital  at  Cornell  for  over  a  month.  Upon 
recovery  Shea  re-enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  on 
May  20tli,  1918.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Naval  Training 
Station  at  Pelham  Bay  where  he  served  as  a  member  of 
the  medical  corps  until  November  5th,  1918,  on  which  date 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  2nd  Class  Hospital 
Apprentice  and  assigned  to  transport  duty.  In  this 
capacity  Shea  served  as  a  member  of  the  medical  corps  on 
the  U.  S.  S.  Plattsburg,  U.  S.  S.  Louisville  and  the  U.  S. 
S.  Mercy  landing  at  Queenstown,  Ireland ;  Plymouth,  Eng¬ 
land,  Bassens  ;  and  Bordeaux, Cherbourg  and  Brest,  France. 
He  served  also  at  the  Naval  Base  Hospital  No.  4  at  Queens¬ 
town,  Ireland.  On  June  10th,  1919,  he  completed  his 
last  return  trip  to  the  States.  Shea  was  honorably 
released  from  active  service  on  the  same  day,  but  is  at 
present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve 
Force. 
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John  Edward  Shea 

The  second  member  of  the  Shea  family 
of  Philmont  to  serve  with  the  colors 
was  John  Edward  Shea.  He  was 
born  in  Malden,  New  York,  on  the 
12th  of  December,  1892,  the  son  of 
Mary  and  John  Shea,  Sr.,  of  72 
Prospect  Avenue,  Philmont.  He 
received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Philmont,  leaving  in  1909 
to  accept  employment  at  one  of  the 
Philmont  knitting  mills.  Shea  was 
thus  occupied  until  the  14th  of  July,  1918,  on  which  date 
he  was  selected  for  military  service  by  the  Columbia 
County  Local  Board.  He  left  Hudson  on  July  15th  for 
Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the 
17th  Company,  1st  Machine  Gun  Training  Regiment.  Shea 
served  in  this  capacity  at  Camp  Hancock  until  honorably 
discharged  from  service  on  January  4tli,  1919. 


Walter  James  Shea 

The  third  of  the  Shea  family  of  Phil¬ 
mont,  New  York,  to  answer  his 
country’s  call  was  Walter  James 
Shea.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Malden,  on  the  27th  of  March,  1890, 
the  son  of  Mary  and  John  Shea,  Sr., 
now  of  72  Prospect  Avenue,  Phil¬ 
mont.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  Philmont  public 
schools,  leaving  in  1906  to  accept  a 
position  as  knitter  in  one  of  the 
Philmont  knitting  mills.  On  April  2nd,  1918,  the  Local 
Board  of  the  county  selected  Shea  for  military  service. 
The  contingent’s  destination  was  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey, 
where  Shea  trained  for  five  weeks,  during  which  time  he 
was  assigned  to  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division. 
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The  unit,  which  left  American  shores  on  May  20th,  1918, 
for  overseas  service,  landed  first  at  Southampton,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  later  at  Calais,  France.  At  the  front  he  served 
on  the  Limey  and  Grand  Pre  sectors,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  offensives.  Shea  was  severely  wounded  in  the 
head  by  bursting  shrapnel.  He  was  removed  to  a  base 
hospital,  where  lie  remained  a  patient  for  over  two  months. 
Shea  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  May  16th, 
1919,  and  on  the  same  day  he  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


William  James  Shea 

Coldspring,  Putman  County,  was  the 
original  home  of  Wiliam  James 
Shea.  He  was  born  there  on  the 
5th  of  February,  1881,  the  son  of 
Ellen  and  John  Shea,  both  of  Cold¬ 
spring.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  public  schools  of 
his  native  town,  and  was  graduated 
from  the  Holdam  High  School  in 
1898,  after  which  he  completed  a 
course  in  civil  engineering  at  which 
profession  he  has  since  been  employed.  On  October  10th, 
1911,  Shea  married  Miss  Grace  Iv.  Brennan  at  Hudson, 
and  they  now  have  one  son,  William  Hamilton  Shea.  On 
May  15tli,  1917,  Shea  enlisted  as  a  member  of  the  Engi¬ 
neers  Officers’  Reserve  Corps,  and  after  two  months  of 
training  at  Plattsburg  and  the  American  University,  he 
was  commissioned  First  Lieutenant  of  the  Engineering 
Corps,  and  after  serving  a  short  time  at  Washington,  D. 
C.,  he  was  appointed  a  Chief  Staff  Engineer.  He  left  the 
States  for  foreign  service  on  September  12th,  1917,  and 
landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  same  month  at  a  port  in  France.  While  abroad  Shea 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major,  and  in  this  capacity, 
he  served  at  General  Headquarters  at  Chaumont  and 
Tours,  France,  as  Executive  Officer  of  the  Engineers 
Supply  Service,  overseeing  the  procurement  and  deliver}' 
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of  three  and  a  half  million  tons  of  engineering  material, 
for  which  service  Shea  was  awarded  the  French  certificate 
of  the  Order  of  University  with  Pa'm.  While  at  Tours, 
he  contracted  pneumonia  which  caused  him  to  become  a 
patient  at  the  hospital  at  Tours  for  over  a  month.  He 
returned  to  the  States  on  the  22nd  of  February,  1919,  and 
served  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  as  a.  Major  of  the  Engineer 
Corps. 


William  Sheak 

Rhinebeck,  Dutchess  County,  was  the  birthplace  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Sheak.  He  was  born  there  on  the  28th  of  June,  1886. 
His  mother,  Mrs.  Edward  Sheak,  died  at  Rhinebeck  on 
March  24th,  1908,  and  his  father,  Edward  Sheak,  still 
resides  at  Rhinebeck.  Sheak  attended  the  public  schoo1s 
of  his  native  city,  leaving  in  1903  to  accept  a  clerical  posi¬ 
tion.  He  was  thus  employed  until  July  14th,  1918,  on 
which  date  the  Local  Board  of  the  countv  selected  him  for 
military  service.  He  was  assigned  to  Fort  Slocum,  New 
York,  where  he  served  until  honorary  discharged  from 
service  on  July  22nd,  1918. 


Albert  Morton  Sheffer 

Livingston,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Albert  Morton  Sheffer.  He 
was  born  there  on  the  16th  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1895,  the  son  of  the  late  Mr. 
Sheffer  and  Mrs.  Alice  Sheffer,  now 
of  Linlithgo.  He  attended  the  Lin- 
lithgo  district  school  until  1909, 
when  he  accepted  a  position  as  chau¬ 
ffeur.  Local  Board  No.  2  of  the 
Bronx,  New  York  City,  selected 
Sheffer  for  military  service  on  Octo¬ 
ber  10th,  1917.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  E,  306th 
Field  Artillery,  77th  Division,  and  as  a  member  of  this 
unit,  he  trained  at  Camp  Upton  for  the  following  seven 
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months.  Shelter  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on 
April  24th,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter 
part  of  April.  After  a  brief  period  of  intensive  training 
at  Camp  De  Souge,  Shelter  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
Corporal.  At  the  front  the  306th  Field  Artillery  saw 
active  service  on  the  \resle,  Meuse-Argonne,  Oisne-Aisne, 
and  Baccarat  sectors.  The  29th  of  April,  1919,  found 
Sheffer  back  in  the  States.  He  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service  on  May  10th  following. 


Ernest  Reed  Sheffer 

The  second  of  the  Sheffer  family  of 
Linlithgo,  New  York,  to  serve  with 
the  colors  was  Ernest  Reed  Shef¬ 
fer.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Livingston  on  the  28th  of  November, 
1893.  His  father  died  several  years 
ago.  Sheffer  now  resides  at  Linlith¬ 
go  with  his  mother,  Mrs.  Alice 
Sheffer.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  Linlithgo  schools, 
leaving  in  1907  to  follow  the  call  of 
the  sea.  On  the  24th  of  May,  1918,  Local  Board  No.  2 
of  the  Bronx,  New  York,  selected  Sheffer  for  military 
service.  He  was  later  assigned  to  the  140'th  Machine  Gun 
Company,  35th  Division.  Sheffer  trained  for  two  months 
and  a  half  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  after  which  he 
sailed  overseas  on  August  11th,  1918.  After  landing  at 
Liverpool,  England,  he  went  to  the  Rest  Camp  at  South¬ 
ampton,  where  he  was  stationed  for.  a  short  time,  after 
which  he  crossed  the  channel  and  proceeded  to  the  front 
where  he  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  at  Verdun,  the 
Argonne  and  St.  Mihiel.  While  in  action,  Sheffer  was 
gassed  and  in  consequence  of  which,  he  was  a  patient  at  a 
hospital  for  about  six  weeks.  On  April  28th,  1919,  he 
returned  to  the  States,  and  on  the  14th  of  May,  1919,  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Frank  Sheffer,  Jr. 

Frank  Sheffer,  Jr.,  of  Stuyvesant 
Falls,  was  bom  in  the  town  of  Kin- 
derhook  on  May  5th,  1892,  to  Frank 
and  Evelyn  Sheffer.  In  1907  he 
left  the  school  at  Stockport  Center 
to  accept  employment  in  a  knitting- 
mill.  On  July  14th,  1918,  Sheffer 
was  selected  for  army  service  by  our 
Local  Board.  For  about  three 
months  he  trained  at  Camp  Hancock, 
Georgia,  and  then  left  this  country 
for  Brest  on  September  26th,  1918,  later  becoming  a  Pri¬ 
vate  in  Company  C,  147th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  41st 
Replacement  Division.  In  France  this  unit  was  stationed 
at  Lelles-sur-cher.  On  August  23rd,  19191,  Sheffer  again 
entered  an  American  port.  Five  days  later  he  was  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  from  service. 


Le  Roy  James  Sheffer 

Le  Roy  James  Sheffer  the  third  mem¬ 
ber  of  his  family  to  serve  in  the 
World  War.  He  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Livingston,  New  York,  on 
the  21st  of  January,  1898.  His 
father  died  several  years  ago. 
Sheffer  makes  his  home  with  his 
mother,  Mrs.  Alice  Sheffer  at  Lin- 
lithgo.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course-  in  the  district  school  of 
Linlithgo,  leaving  in  1913  to  engage 
in  farming.  February  1st,  1918,  found  Sheffer  a  Seaman 
in  the  United  States  Navy.  After  serving  for  three  months' 
at  the  Naval  Training  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island, 
he  was  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Harrisburg.  Serving  as 
one  of  her  crew  he  left  the  States  on  June  1st,  1918,  and 
landed  at  Liverpool,  England.  The  Harrisburg  served  in 
foreign  waters  until  September,  1918,  and  shortly  after¬ 
wards,  Sheffer  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 
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Percy  Livingston  Sheffer 

Livingston,  New  York,  was  the  origi¬ 
nal  home  of  Percy  Livingston  Shef¬ 
fer.  He  was  born  there  in  July  of. 
1889.  His  parents,  Melvin  and  Kath¬ 
erine  Sheffer,  now  reside  at  Lin¬ 
lithgo.  Sheffer  completed  the  ele¬ 
mentary  course  in  the  district  schools 
of  Linlithgo,  after  which  he  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  farming  until  February 
22nd,  1918,  on  which  date  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  selected 
him  for  military  service.  He  served  a  month  at  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  and  two  weeks  at  Camp  Upton, 
during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  Company  B, 
305th  Infantry,  77th  Division.  The  unit  sailed  overseas 
in  April  of  1918,  and  landed  at  a  French  port  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  same  month.  At  the  front,  the  305th  Infantry 
took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the  Vesle  and  Argonne 
sectors.  While  in  action  Sheffer  was  wounded  in  his  knee 
by  shrapnel.  He  was  removed  to  a  hospital,  where  he 
remained  a  patient  for  six  months.  Sheffer  returned  to 
the  States  on  the  3rd  of  January,  1919,  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service  on  January  15  th 
following. 


Sheridan  Phillip  Sheffer 


Sheridan  P.  Sheffer  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Linlithgo  on  the  4th  of 
April,  1896,  the  son  of  Clifford  and 
Sarah  Sheffer,  both  of  Linlithgo. 
After  completing  the  prescribed 
course  in  the  public  schools  of  this 
county,  Sheffer  assisted  in  the  man¬ 
agement  of  his  father’s  farm  until 
late  in  1915.  On  December  27th  of 
that  year,  he  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  When  his  schooling 
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at  the  Newport  Training  Station  was  finished,  Shelter  was 
assigned  to  the  United  States  Ship  Wyoming,  to  which 
he  was  attached  until  1917.  Soon  after  the  United  States 
declared  war  on  Germany,  he  was  commissioned  and 
assigned  to  the  United  States  Destroyer,  Noma.  The 
Noma  crossed  the  ocean  several  times  during  the  war, 
landing  each  time  at  Brest,  France.  The  Noma  was  tor¬ 
pedoed  while  on  the  high  seas,  and  the  entire  crew  dis¬ 
played  such  unusual  bravery  that  every  member  of  the 
crew  was  cited.  Shelter ’s  last  return  trip  to  the  United 
States  was  completed  on  July  14th,  1919.  Though  honor¬ 
ably  released  from  active  service,  he  is  still  a.  member  of 
the  United  States  Naval  Reserve.  Sheridan  P.  Shelter 
married  Miss  Celia  Huth  at  Hudson,  New  York,  on  August 
12th,  1919. 


Curtis  Miller  Sheldon 

Curtis  Miller  Sheldon  of  Claverack  is 
the  son  of  Malinda  G.  and  the  late 
Jacob  Sheldon.  He  vras  born  at 
Taghkanic  on  August  31st,  1880. 
His  education  was  gained  at  the 
Claverack  village  school.  On  Janu¬ 
ary  2nd,  1901,  Curtis  M.  Sheldon 
married  Miss  Jennie  Avery  at  the 
home  of  her  parents  in  Taghkanic, 
and  they  have  since  become  the 
parents  of  one  son,  Lyle.  Sheldon’s 
principal  work  has  been  that  of  farming,  but  for  almost 
three  years  before  he  joined  the  army,  he  was  proprietor 
of  a  hotel  at  Livingston.  He  enlisted  at  Albany  in  the 
United  States  Guards  on  February  12th,  1918,  and  on  the 
following  day,  he  was  sworn  into  service  at  Fort  Slocum, 
where  he  remained  for  ten  days.  As  a  Private  in  Com¬ 
pany  C,  1st  Battalion,  United  States  Guards,  he  served  at 
the  Plattsburg  Training  Camp  two  months  and  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  New  York,  for  two  months.  At  the  latter  place,  Pri¬ 
vate  Sheldon  guarded  the  piers  along  the  Atlantic  Basin 
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and  assisted  in  several  slacker  raids.  For  ten  days  pre1- 
vious  to  his  dismissal,  Sheldon  was  stationed  at  Camp  Dix, 
and  there  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  January 
10th,  1919. 


Edward  Kipp  Sheldon 

Edward  Kipp  Sheldon  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Greenport,  New  York,  on 
the  20th  of  September,  1885,  the  son 
of  William  and  Anna  Sheldon,  both 
of  whom  are  now  residents  of  Hud¬ 
son.  Sheldon  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools,  after  which  he  accepted  em¬ 
ployment  as  an  auto  mechanic.  Shel¬ 
don  married  Miss  Hazel  Boyle.  On 
March  17th,  1914,  he  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  and 
as  a  member  of  this  unit,  he  served  at  Camp  Whitman 
during  the  Mexican  trouble.  Company  F  was  federalized 
on  July  20th,  1917.  Nine  days  later  the  unit  left  Hudson 
for  Fort  Niagara.  Training  followed  there  for  three 
months,  after  which  the  company  detrained  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  six  months  of 
training  there,  Sheldon  became  a  Sergeant  of  Company  C, 
1st  Anti-Aircraft  Machine  Gun  Battalion.  The  unit  sailed 
overseas  in  April  of  1918,  and  landed  at  Bordeaux,  France, 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  The  1st  Anti-Aircraft 
Machine  Gun  Battalion  served  actively  from  July  23rd, 
1918,  to  November  11th,  1918  on  the  Aisn  e-Marne,  Somme, 
Toul,  St.  Mihiel,  Meuse-Argonne  and  Meuse-Moselle  sec¬ 
tors.  May  1st,  1919,  found  Sheldon  again  in  the  States. 
He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  May 
14th  following. 
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Grant  Elwood  Sheldon 

Grant  E.  Sheldon  of  Livingston  was 
born  in  that  town  on  October  22nd, 
1896.  He  is  the  son  of  Horton  and 
Nellie  Sheldon  of  Claverack.  At 
District  School  No.  12  of  Livingston, 
he  acquired  his  education.  When  his 
days  at  the  village  school  were  past, 
Sheldon  chose  to.  work  at  farming 
and  automobile  repairing.  Our 
Local  Board  inducted  him  into  ser¬ 
vice  on  August  8th,  1918.  As  a  Pri¬ 
vate  in  Battery  A,  7th  Field  Artillery,  he  served  at  Camps 
Jackson,  Hill,  and  Upton,  until  January  2nd,  1919,  when 
Private  Sheldon  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Henry  Christian  Sheldon 

Henry  Christian  Sheldon,  who  now  re¬ 
sides  at  543  Prospect  Street,  Hud¬ 
son,  was  bom  in  Rensselaer,  New 
York,  on  March  2nd,  1895.  His  par¬ 
ents  are  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter  D. 
Sheldon.  He  left  Hudson  High 
School  to  enter  Pratt  Institute  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1916,  after  com¬ 
pleting  a  course  in  engineering.  On 
September  22nd,  1918,  Local  Board 
No.  14  at  Buffalo  inducted  him  into  service.  Private 
Sheldon  became  a  member  of  the  Ordnance  Department, 
serving  at  Fort  Slocum,  New  York;  Washington,  D.  C., 
and  at  Camp  Meigs,  D.  C1.  While  at  Fort  Slocum,  he  was 
ill  with  influenza.  On  December  21st,  1918,  Sheldon  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 
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Ralph  Charles  Sheldon 

Ralph  Charles  Sheldon  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Hudson,  New  York,  on 
the  4th  of  September,  1897,  the  son 
of  Charles  and  Margaret  Sheldon  of 
Warren  Street,  Hudson.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  Hudson  public  schools 
until  1915,  when  he  left  to  accept  a. 
position  as  cement  tester  at  one  of 
the  large  cement  plants  in  Green- 
port.  On  August  1st,  1918,  Sheldon 
enlisted  in  the  Quartermaster’s 
Corps.  He  was  assigned  to  the  1st  Supply  Regiment  and 
after  a  month’s  training  at  one  of  the  camps  in  the  States, 
he  sailed  overseas  on  September  22nd,  1918,  and  landed 
at  St.  Nazaire,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month. 
Sheldon’s  regiment  served  in  France  as  part  of  the  Ser¬ 
vice  of  Supplies.  While  abroad,  Sheldon  develop ?d  influ¬ 
enza.  He  was  a  patient  at  the  Base  Hospital  at  Savenay 
for  about  two  weeks.  Upon  recovery,  Sheldon  returned  to 
the  States  on  March  27th,  1919,  and  on  the  4th  of  April, 
1919,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Earl  David  Sherman 


Red  Hook,  New  York,  was  the  original 
home  of  Earl  David  Sherman.  He 
was  bom  there  on  the  20th  of  De¬ 
cember,  1901,  the  son  of  David  and 
Marie  Sherman,  both  of  whom  are 
now  residents  of  Elizaville.  Sher¬ 
man  received  his  education  in  the 
district  school  of  Elizaville,  leaving 
in  1916  to  accept  employment  on  a 
farm.  He  was  also  later  employed 
as  an  auto  mechanic.  On  June  10th, 
1918,  Sherman  enlisted  at  Philadelphia,  as  second  class 
Seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy.  Sherman’s  service 
in  the  States  consisted  of  six  weeks  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy 
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Yard,  two  months  at  League  Island,  and  five  months  at  the 
United  States  Naval  Training  Station  at  Great  Lakes, 
Illinois.  He  was  then  assigned  to  the  Battleship  Chicago, 
the  flag  ship  of  the  Pacific  fleet,  and  as  a  member  of  her 
crew,  sailed  overseas  several  times  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  each  time.  His  last  return  trip  to  the  States  was 
completed  on  June  12th,  1919.  He  was  honorably  released 
from  active  service  on  the  following  day,  and  is  at  present 
a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Lyle  George  Sherman 

Lyle  George  Sherman  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson  on  the  18th  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1892.  Sherman’s  parents 
both  died  when  he  was  very  young, 
and  since  then,  he  made  his  home 
with  his  aunt,  Miss  Emma  Marshall, 
at  418  State  Street,  Hudson.  Sher¬ 
man  attended  the  Hudson  public 
school  and  completed  a  two  year 
course  in  the  Hudson  High  School, 
leaving  in  1910 to  learn  the  plumbers’ 
trade.  At  the  completion  of  his  apprenticeship,  he  accepted 
employment  as  a  plumber.  On  December  17th,  1913,  Sher¬ 
man  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit,  he  served 
at  Camp  Whitman  during  the  Mexican  trouble.  During  the 
summer  of  1917,  Sherman’s  company  was  called  into  fed¬ 
eral  service  by  presidential  proclamation  and  on  July 
15th,  1917,  he  was  transferred  to  Company  E,  10th  Infan¬ 
try,  New  York  National  Guard.  Four  months  later  he  was 
assigned  to  Headquarters  Company,  105th  Machine  Gun 
Battalion,  27th  Division,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit,  he 
trained  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  until  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  11th  Company,  4th  Regiment,  Air  Service 
Mechanics.  And  as  a  Sergeant  of  this  unit,  he  served  at 
Camps  Hancock  and  Greene  until  July  15th,  1918,  on 
which  date  the  unit  sailed  overseas.  Landing  was  made 
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at  Brest,  France,  on  July  31st,  1918.  The  unit,  though 
non-combatant,  served  on  the  active  sectors  of  France  as 
a  mechanical  and  repair  unit.  While  in  service  abroad, 
Sherman  was  stricken  with  an  acute  attack  of  appendicitis, 
and  was  removed  to  a  hospital  at  Le  Mans,  where  he  was 
a  patient  over  two  weeks.  He  returned  to  the  States  on 
May  '30th,  1919,  and  eight  weeks  later,  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  sendee.  On  June  17th,  1919, 
Sherman  married  Miss  Edna  Yosburg  at  Towanda, 
Pennsylvania. 


Fred  Shook 

Fred  Stook  was  born  in  the  town  of  Copake,  New  York, 
on  the  22nd  of  January,  1888,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Anna 
Shook  of  Copake.  Shook  attended  the  Copake  and  Claver- 
ack  district  schools  until  1904,  when  he  became  engaged 
in  farming.  On  November  30th,  1912,  Shook  married  Miss 
Lillian  Maloney  at  Millerton.  The  Local  Board  of  Colum¬ 
bia  County  selected  Shook  for  military  service  on  July 
14th,  1918.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp 
Hancock,  Georgia,  where  he  served  with  the  17th  Machine 
Gun  Battalion,  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
January  4th,  1919. 


George  Edward  Shook 

George  Edward  Shook  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Stockport,  New  York,  on 
the  27th  of  January,  1892.  His  par¬ 
ents,  Charles  and  Mary  Shook  both 
died  at  Stockport  several  years  ago. 
Shook  attended  the  district  school  at 
Rossmans  until  1906,  when  he  left 
to  accept  employment  in  a  paper 
mill.  On  February  10th,  1912,  he 
married  Miss  Marie  Ellen  Curtis, 
and  they  have  two  daughters,  Mary 
and  Beatrice  Shook.  On  December  8th,  1917,  Shook 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy.  The  following  day 
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he  reported  for  duty  at  the  Naval  Training  Station  at 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  where  he  trained  for  three  months, 
after  which  he  was  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Bali,  and  as 
one  of  her  crew,  lie  left  the  States  on  April  26th,  1918, 
for  the  first  trip  across,  lie  made  several  trips,  landing 
at  St.  Nazaire,  Bordeaux  and  Brest.  Shook’s  last  return 
trip  to  the  States  was  on  January  3rd  1919.  He  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  February  19th 
following. 


John  Elbert  Shook 

John  Elbert  Shook  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Gallatin,  New  York,  on  the 
9th  of  July,  1895,  the  son  of  George 
and  Susan  Shook,  both  of  whom  are 
now  residents  of  Ciaverack.  He 
completed  the  elementary  course  in 
the  district  schools,  after  which  he 
accepted  a  position  as  chauffeur.  He 
was  employed  in  this  capacity  until 
July  17th  1917,  on  which  date  he 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infan¬ 
try,  New  York  National  Guard.  As  a  member  of  this  unit, 
he  was  called  into  federal  service  by  presidential  procla¬ 
mation  on  July  20th  1917.  Nine  days  later  the  company 
left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed 
for  three  months,  after  which  the  company  detrained  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  seven 
months  of  training  there,  Shook  became  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  ,27t,h  Division.  After  a 
month  and  a  half  of  intensive  military  training  at  Camp 
Stewart,  Virginia,  the  unit  sailed  overseas  on  June  18th 
1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
same  month.  After  serving  a  short  time  at  Camp  De 
Souge,  the  102nd  Ammunition  advanced  to  the  front,  where 
he  served  at  Le  Claire,  Cliattr  j  count,  Bois-de-Forge,  Bra¬ 
bant,  Ormont,  and  Verdun  until  the  signing  of  the  armis¬ 
tice.  Shook  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  March 
11th  1918,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  ser¬ 
vice  on  the  3rd  of  April,  1919. 
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Roy  Leonard  Shook 

Roy  L.  Shook,  the  son  of  Charles  and  the  late  Mary 
Shook,  was  born  in  Columbiaville  on  July  24th  1897.  In 
1915  he  left  the  school  of  Columbiaville.  Although  Shook 
is  now  employed  in  a  knitting  mill  in  Columbiaville,  just 
prior  to  his  enlistment  in  the  navy,  he  held  a  position  as 
machinist  in  Michigan.  On  December  11th  1917,  he  vol¬ 
unteered,  enrolling  in  the  navy  in  Albany.  Shook  was 
assiged  to  transport  duty  and  after  training  at  Newport, 
Rhode  Island,  he  was  stationed  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Leviathan. 
Shook  was  aboard  the  Leviathan  when  it  brought  from 
France,  the  first  of  the  returning  soldiers.  For  six  weeks 
he  was  ill  in  the  Naval  Hospital  of  Brooklyn  suffering 
from  injuries  received  while  on  duty.  Shook  remained  in 
service  until  September  16th  1921,  when  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  the  United  States  Navy7. 


William  Glen  Shraeder 

William  Glen  Shraeder  was  born  in 
Speneertown  on  the  6th  of  October, 
1895.  His  father,  William  Shraeder, 
died  on  May  19th  1916.  Shraeder 
still  lives  at  Speneertown,  with  his 
mother,  Mrs.  Ada  Shraeder.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  district  schools  of  his 
native  town,  and  completed  a  two 
year  course  at  the  Chatham  High 
School,  after  which  he  accepted  em¬ 
ployment  with  the  General  Electric 
Company  at  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.  On  December 
15th  1917,  Shraeder  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army. 
He  was  assigned  to  the  11th  Company,  2nd  Air  Service, 
Mechanics  Regiment  and  later  became  Corporal  in  this 
unit.  He  trained  one  month  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey, 
and  a  month  and  a  half  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia. 
Shraeder  left  the  States  with  his  unit  for  foreign  service 
on  March  4th  1918,  and  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England, 
and  later  at  a  French  port.  While  overseas  the  2nd  Air 
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Service  Mechanics’  Regiment  served  at  Charters  and 
Nantes,  France.  Shraeder  returned  to  the  States  on  the 
26th  of  June,  1919,  and  nine  days  later  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Harold  Austin  Shufelt 

Harold  Austin  Shufelt  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Chatham,  New  York,  on  the 
25th  of  October,  1895,  the  son  of  the 
late  Martin  and1  Mrs.  Harriet  Shu¬ 
felt  of  Chatham.  He  obtained  his 
education  from  the  schools  of  his 
native  town,  after  which  he  entered 
the  employment  of  a  railroad  com¬ 
pany.  On  August  15th  1918,  the 
Local  Board  of  the  county  selected 
Shufelt  for  military  duty.  His  ser¬ 
vice  consisted  of  two  months’  technical  training  at  Cornell 
University,  two  and  a  half  months  at  a  southern  training 
camp,  and  a  week  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  all  of  which 
time  he  served  in  the  infantry.  Shufelt  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service  on  December  28th  1918. 


James  Van  Valkenburgh  Shufelt 


James  Van  Valkenburgh  Shufelt  was 
born  in  the  town  of  Ghent,  New 
York,  on  the  27th  of  May,  1891,  the 
son  of  Carrie  and  Cornelius  Shufelt, 
both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of 
Chatham.  Shufelt  attended  the  Cha¬ 
tham  Union  Schools,  was  graduated 
from  the  Chatham  High  School,  and 
in  1915,  was  graduated  from  Syra¬ 
cuse  University  with  a  degree  in 
landscape  engineering.  For  the  fol¬ 
lowing  two  years  he  was  in  the  employ  of  New  York  State 
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as  a  landscape  contractor.  On  May  15th  1917,  he  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Engineer  Corps.  He  entered  the 
Reserve  Officers’  Training  School  as  a  candidate,  and  after 
completing  the  prescribed  course,  was  commissioned  second 
Lieutenant  in  the  Engineer  Corps,  with  which  branch 
he  served  at  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  Indiana,  for  six 
months.  On  September  15th  1917,  Shufelt  married  Miss 
Edith  Knapp  at  Albany.  In  November  Shufelt  was  com¬ 
missioned  Captain  and  transferred  to  Troop  K,  13th  Cav¬ 
alry,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit,  he  served  at  Fort 
Leavenworth,  Kansas,  Fort  Ringgold  and  Fort  Clark, 
Texas,  where  he  was  last  stationed. 


Wallace  Shufelt 

Chatham  was  the  birthplace  of  Wallace  Shufelt.  He 
was  born  there  on  the  10th  of  October,  1892,  the  son  of 
Jerry  and  Jennie  Shufelt,  both  of  Chatham.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  village  and  was  a  student 
at  the  Chatham  High  School  until  1910,  when  he  left  to 
learn  the  plumbers’  trade.  At  the  completion  of  his 
apprenticeship,  he  accepted  a  position  as  plumber  in  Cha¬ 
tham.  Shufelt  married  Miss  Rose  Lea  Page.  He  enlisted 
in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
on  June  2nd  1917.  This  unit  was  mustered  into  federal 
service  on  July  20th  1917.  Nine  days  later  the  company 
left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed 
for  three  months  after  which  the  unit  detrained  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  eight  and  a  half 
months  of  military  training  at  Wadsworth,  Shufelt  became 
a  Sergeant  of  Company  E,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  4th 
Army  Corps.  On  July  18th  1918,  he  left  the  States  for 
foreign  service  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  same  month.  At  the  front  the  51st  Pioneers 
served  on  the  Woerve,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Moselle  and 
Argonne  sectors.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  the 
51st  Pioneer  formed  a  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation 
and  in  this  regiment,  Shufelt  served  for  several  months  in 
Germany.  July  3rd  1919,  found  him  again  in  the  States. 
He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  July 
9th  1919. 
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John  Kenneth  Shutts 

John  Kenneth  Shutts  was  born  in  the  town  of  Hillsdale, 
New  York,  on  the  19tli  of  October,  1896,  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Forrest  Shutts  of  Hillsdale.  Shutts  was  graduated 
from  the  Rye  High  School  in  1915,  after  which  he  became 
interested  in  mechanical  work.  On  April  12th  1918,  he 
enlisted  at  New  York  City  as  a  second  class  Seaman  in  the 
United  States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Naval  Train¬ 
ing  Station  at  Pelham,  and  after  completing  a  course  in 
naval  training  there,  he  served  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Montclair, 
and  also  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Lake  Superior  until  honorably 
released  from  active  duty  on  August  15th  1919.  Shutts 
is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve 
Force. 


Ralph  Shutts 

Hillsdale,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Ralph  Shutts.  He  was  born 
in  that  town  on  the  10th  of  April, 
1888,  the  son  of  Alfred  and  Lillian 
Shutts  of  Hillsdale.  He  attended 
the  district  schools  .  of  his  native 
town,  after  which  he  completed  a 
two-year  course  in  the  High  School, 
leaving  in  1904-.  Since  then  he  has 
conducted  a  painting  and  paper 
hanging  business  in  Hillsdale.  On 
December  12th  1917,  Shutts  enlisted  et  Albany,  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Aviation  Section,  Signal  Corps.  He  was  mus¬ 
tered  into  service  at  Fort  Slocum  on  December  14th  1917. 
He  served  at  Kelly  Aviation  Field,  San  Antonio,  Texas, 
for  the  following  seven  months  as  a  first  class  Private  of 
the  179th,  350th,  and  later  the  5th  Aero  Squadron.  While 
in  service,  Shutts  developed  an  illness  which  kept  him 
for  ten  weeks  a  patient  at  a  hospital.  Tie  was  given  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service  on  July  12th  1918. 
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Jesse  G.  Sigler 

Jesse  G.  Sigler,  the  son  of  Jesse  and  Ada  Sigler  of 
Pine  Plains,  was  born  in  Milan,  Dutchess  County,  on  the 
8th  of  January,  1895.  He  attended  school  in  Columbia 
County  until  1910,  when  he  left  to  engage  in  farming.  On 
October  6th  1917,  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  Sigler  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the 
following  day  for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  lie 
trained  as  a  member  of  Company  C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th 
Division.  Private  Sigler  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  October  20th  1917. 


Abraham  Silverberg 

Abraham  Silverberg  was  born  in  Rus¬ 
sia  on  the  22nd  of  February,  1893. 
His  mother  died  in  Russia  several 
years  ago,  and  his  father,  Samuel 
Silverberg,  now  resides  at  11  Market 
Place,  Hudson.  After  Silverberg 
completed  his  education  in  the 
schools  of  his  native  land,  he  came 
to  America  and  settled  in  Hudson, 
where  he  became  a  naturabzed  citi¬ 
zen  of  the  United  States.  While  a 
resident  of  Hudson,  he  conducted  a  tailoring  establishment. 
On  June  10th  1917,  Silverberg  married  Miss  Fannie  Her¬ 
man  at  that  city.  On  August  28th  1918,  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  service.  He 
left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia, 
where  he  served  as  a  member  of  Companv  K,  3rd  Casual 
Regiment  until  January  6th  1919,  on  which  date  he  was 
given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Louis  Amasa  Silvernail 

Louis  Amasa  Silvernail,  son  of  John  and  the  late  Mary 
Silvernail,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Greenport  on  the 
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27th  of  September,  1894.  He  attended  the  Chatham  Union 
School  until  1911,  when  he  left  to  accept  employment  as  a 
machinist.  Silvemail  was  thus  employed  until  selected  for 
military  service  by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
on  July  14th  1918.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for 
the  training  school  at  Oswego,  New  York,  where  he 
received  a  special  training  course  for  the  following  two 
months.  At  the  conclusion  of  this  training  Silvernail  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Corporal  and  transferred  to  the 
Raritan  Arsenal,  New  Jersey,  where  he  served  as  a 
Corporal  in  the  3rd  Supply  Company,  Ordnance  Depart¬ 
ment,  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  March 
8th  1919. 


Clarence  Howell  Simmons 

Clarence  Howell  Simmons  of  Chat¬ 
ham,  was  bom  in  Chatham  in  1891, 
on  January  26,  his  parents  being 
William  F.  and  Mary  F.  Simmons. 
After  finishing  his  studies  at  the 
Chatham  High  School  he  attended 
the  Albany  Business  College,  and 
later  was  employed  as  a  clerk  and 
chauffeur;  but  on  June  9th  1917,  lie 
volunteered,  at  Boston,  and  entered 
the  Medical  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps 
as  a  Private.  The  first  seven  months  after  his  enlistment 
lie  spent  at  a  camp  at  Allentown,  Pennsylvania.  In 
January,  1918,  he  went  overseas  and  most  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  sixteen  months  were  spent  as. a  member  of  the  Army 
Ambulance  Service.  In  France  his  company  was  attached 
to  the  French  Army  from  March,  1918,  to  April,  1919, 
and  for  a  while  was  stationed  at  St.  Nazaire.  For  about 
nine  months  he  served  on  the  front  near  Rheims  as  a 
mechanic  with  S.  S.  U.  544.  He  took  part  in  the  Aisne 
Defensive  from  May  28th  to  June  5th;  in  Aisne-Marne 
Offensive  from  July  18th  to  August  6th,  and  the  Oise- 
Aisne  Offensive  from  August  16th  to  November  3rd,  about 
one  week  before  the  signing  of  the  Armistice.  During  the 
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attacks  of  October  19tli  and  20th,  he  was  serving  at  the 
dressing  station  at  St.  Gerinainmont,  and  during  this  time 
the  station  was  under  bombardment  by  the  Germans  ;  but 

Private  Simmons  continued  his  duties  with  such  unusual 

* 

courage  that  he  was  cited  for  bravery  and  awarded  the 
Croix  cle  Guerre.  His  section  also  received  a  French 
citation. 

After  hostilities  ceased  he  entered  Germany  with  the 
American  Army  of  Occupation  along  the  Rhine.  On  June 
4th  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  on  June 
11th  following  was  discharged  from  military  service.  At 
present  he  is  a  member  of  the  grocery  firm  of  Ashley  and 
Simmons  of  Chatham. 


John  Edward  Simmons 

John  E.,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Kittle 
Simmons  of  Claverack,  was  born  in 
Taghkanic  on  December  11th  1897. 
ITe  attended  school  at  West  Tagh- 
kanic,  after  which  he  became  a  clerk 
in  his  father’s  store  in  that  town. 
On  May  14tli  1917,  Simmons  enlisted 
in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  In  July  of 
that  same  year  Company  F  was 
called  into  federal  service  and  sent 
to  Fort  Niagara  for  intensive  military  training.  In  the 
following  October  the  Company  was  sent  South  to  Camp 
Wadsworth.  There  Private  Simmons  was  transferred  to 
Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th  Division,  with 
which  he  sailed  for  France  on  June  14tli  1918.  After 
’finding  at  Brest  the  102nd  Ammunition  Train  went  to 
Camp  De  Souge.  From  September  until  November,  1918, 
Private  Simmons  served  on  the  Argonne  and  Verdun 
fronts,  taking  active  part  in  engagements  on  these  sectors. 
While  in  the  army  a  I  ruck  ran  over  his  right  foot  crushing 
it.  Simmons  was  confined  to  a  hospital  for  six  weeks, 
during  which  time  his  foot  was  entirely  cured.  On 
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March  11th  1919,  the  102nd  Ammunition  Train  completed 
its  return  voyage  to  this  country.  Here  Simmons  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  April  3rd  1919. 


John  Benjamin  Simon 

John  Benjamin  Simon  of  Hudson,  was 
born  in  Northampton,  Pennsylvania, 
on  December  22nd  1888.  Both 
parents  died  in  his  youth.  In  his 
native  town  he  attended  school  until 
1907.  While  a  resident  of  Columbia 
County,  our  Local  Board  inducted 
him  into  service  on  September  21st 
1 917.  Simon  trained  for  two  months 
at  Camp  Devens  and  for  five  months 
at  Camp  Gordon.  On  April  25th 
1918,  as  a  Private  of  Company  C,  327th  Infantry,  82nd 
Division,  lie  sailed  for  Liverpool  and  from  there  to  the 
coast  of  France.  For  about  live  weeks  Private  Simon 
served  on  the  Toni  and  Marbache  sectors  and  fought  in 
the  St.  Mihiel  and  Argonne  Offensives.  While  in  the 
Argonne  he  was  struck  in  the  right  ankle  by  a  machine  gun 
bullet.  His  wound  was  so  severe  as  to  require  two  months’ 
treatment  in  a  hospital.  On  March  11th.  1919,  he  landed 
again  in  this  country.  Nine  days  later  was  honorary  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Julius  Charles  Simonson 

From  Wasa,  Finland,  came  Julius  Charles  Simonson. 
He  was  born  there  on  the  17th  of  September,  1889,  the  son 
of  Eliza  and  the  late  Simon  Simonson  of  Wasa.  He 
attended  the  district  schools  of  his  native  country  until 
1901,  when  he  left  to  come  to  America.  Since  then  he  has 
made  Hudson  his  home,  and  while  a  resident  of  that  city 
was  employed  by  the  Gifford-Wood  Company.  On  April 
29tli  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected 
Simonson  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  fol- 
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lowing  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  trained 
for  about  two  weeks,  during  which  time  he  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  E,  312th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  Simon¬ 
son  left  the  States  with  his  unit  for  foreign  service  on  May 
20th  1918,  and  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and 
later  at  Calais,  France,  the  latter  part  of  May.  As  a 
member  of  the  312th  Infantry  Simonson  saw  two  months 
of  active  service  on  the  Limey  sector  and  in  St.  Mihiel  and 
Meuse-Argonne  Offensives.  He  returned  to  the  States  with 
his  unit  on  the  25th  of  May,  1919,  and  six  days  later  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service.  Also  on 
the  same  day  Simonson  was  made  a  citizen  of  United 
States  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey. 


Clarence  Sitcer 

Clarence  Sitcer,  who  was  born  in 
Kinderhook,  New  York,  on  Septem¬ 
ber  17th  1894,  is  the  son  of  George 
E.  and  Catharine  Mary  Sitcer,  now 
residents  of  Valatie.  He  was  a 
pupil  in  the  little  district  school 
known  as  the  Hemlock  School  House. 
For  several  years  previous  to  his 
war  record  Sitcer  farmed  and 
worked  as  a  salesman  in  a  shoe 
store.  On  April  29th  1918,  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  inducted  him  into  the 
army.  Private  Sitcer  was  assigned  to  the  33rd  Company, 
153rd  Depot  Brigade,  and  served  with  this  unit  at  Camp 
Dix  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  war.  Our  last  news 
of  Private  Sitcer  was  that  he  was  still  in  Uncle  Sam’s 
service. 


James  Sitcer 

James  Sitcer  was  born  in  Columbiavillc  on  May  6th 
1899.  llis  parents,  William  and  Katherine  Sitcer,  are  both 
dead.  He  received  his  education  at  the  district  school  in 
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Columbiaville,  and  afterward  was  employed  chiefly  as  a 
textile  worker  and  fireman.  He  was  selected  for  military 
service  on  July  21st  1918,  by  a  local  board  in  New  London, 
Conn.,  and  reported  on  the  following  day  at  Camp  Devens, 
Mass.  There  he  was  assigned  to  Company  E,  74th  Infan¬ 
try,  12th  Division.  He  served  with  this  unit  until  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  on  January  28th  1919. 

Alfred  Benjamin  Sitter 

Alfred  B.  Sitter  of  Parkwood  Boule¬ 
vard,  Hudson,  was  born  in  Auster- 
litz  on  June  10th  1890.  He  is  a  son 
of  the  late  George  A.  Sitter.  His 
mother  who  has  re-married  since  the 
death  of  her  first  husband  is  now 
Mrs.  Annie  E.  Scutt  of  Ancrarn. 
Alfred  Sitter  received  his  education 
in  the  Stottville  school.  He  later 
became  interested  in  the  florists’ 
business  in  which  he  is  still  engaged. 
On  June  12th  1918,  Sitter  married  Miss  Florence  May 
Weaver.  The  Local  Board  of  this  county  selected  Sitter 
for  army  service  on  July  14th  1918.  For  five  and  a  half 
months  he  served  in  the  Headquarters  Detachment,  4th 
Battalion,  Machine  Gun  Detachment  at  Camp  Hancock  in 
Georgia  as  a  1st  Class  Private.  On  January  3rd  1919, 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Leon  Francis  Skala 

The  5th  United  States  Marines  num¬ 
bered1  as  one  of  its  members  Leon 
Francis  Skala  of  Chatham,  New 
York.  Skala  was  born  in  Patterson, 
Puitnam  County,  on  the  27th  of 
January,  1898.  His  father,  Frank 
Skala,  died  at  Chatham,  on  the  27th 
of  October,  1918.  Skala  lives  at 
Chatham  with  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Susan  Jane  Skala.  He  was  a  student 
at  the  Patterson  public  schools  until 
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1912.  On  April  12th  1917,  Skala  enlisted  at  Albany,  in 
the  United  States  Marines.  He  trained  for  the  following 
two  months  at  the  Marine  Barracks  at  the  Philadelphia 
Navy  Yards,  after  which  he  was  assigned  to  the  51st  Com¬ 
pany,  2nd  Battalion,  5th  Marines,  and  as  a  member  of  this 
unit  he  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on  the  20th  of 
June,  1917,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  same  month.  At  the  front  Skala  served  actively 
with  the  5th  Marines  on  the  Aisne,  Vesle,  Marne,  Belleau 
Woods  and  Chateau  Thierry  sectors.  At  Belleau  Wood 
Skala  received  a  severe  shrapnel  wound  in  the  hip.  He 
was  brought  back  to  the  States  as  a  member  of  a  casual 
company  on  the  12th  of  November,  1918,  and  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year  and  a  half  was  a  patient  at  the  Naval  Hospital 
at  Philadelphia,  where  he  is  at  present  an  inactive  member 
of  the  United  States  Marines.  Skala  was  awarded  the 
Croix  de  Guerre  with  palm  for  extraordinary  heroism 
while  in  action  at  Chateau  Thierry. 


Alton  Edward  Skinkle 

On  May  4th  1898,  Alton  Edward,  the  son  of  George  E. 
and  Anna  Skinkle,  was  born  in  Niverville.  The  district 
school  of  Niverville,  Rensselaer  High  School  and  Albany 
Business  College  furnished  his  education.  In  1918  he  com¬ 
pleted  his  commercial  course.  He  had  been  doing  news¬ 
paper  work  for  two  years  in  Chatham  and  Valatie,  when 
on  August  6th  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
Skinkle  was  sworn  into  service  at  Albany  and  given  the 
rank  of  Apprentice  Seaman.  He  served  at  the  Dunwoodie 
Wireless  School,  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  on  the  Receiv¬ 
ing  Ship  at  Philadelphia  for  four  weeks;  and  for  three 
months  he  was  a  member  of  the  568th  Company,  9th  Regi¬ 
ment,  at  the  Great  Lakes  Training  Station.  Over  a  month 
of  the  time  that  Seaman  Skinkle  spent  at  the  Great  Lakes 
Training  Station  he  was  ill  with  tonsil itis  and  influenza. 
On  February  25th  1919,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force  and  honorably  released  from  active  duty. 
He  is  now  residing  at  Niverville,  and  holds  a  position  in 
the  office  of  the  Chatham  Courier. 
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John  J.  Skinkle 

John  J.  Skinkle,  who  is  the  son  of  Mrs.  Emily  Skinkle 
of  Valatie,  was  born  in  Kinderhook  on  November  22nd, 
1864.  His  father  died  in  1904.  When  his  education  in  the 
Valatie  school  was  completed  Skinkle  worked  for  a  time 
in  a  mill,  but  the  call  of  his  country  led  him  away  from 
civilian  life.  On  May  12th  1898,  he  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Army  and  served  with  it  until  May  30th,  1915.  Two 
years  later,  on  May  18th  1917,  he  re-enlisted  in  the  army. 
From  that  date  until  the  following  September  28th  he 
was  stationed  at  Fort  Slocum,  with  a  coast  artillery  unit. 
He  was  then  transferred  to  a  Hospital  Corps  in  which 
he  held  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  Skinkle  continued  his  serv¬ 
ice  on  this  side  as  follows :  at  Camp  Greenleaf,  Georgia, 
from  September  30th  to  November  14th  1917 ;  at  Camp 
Shelby,  Mississippi,  from  September  30th  1917  to  July 
5th  1918,  and  at  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey,  from  the  5th 
to  the  13th  of  July,  1918.  On  July  14th,  1918,  Sergeant 
Skinkle,  with  the  other  members  of  his  unit  boarded  a  ship 
bound  for  Liverpool.  After  landing  at  this  English  port 
they  sailed  for  the  coast  of  France.  There  Skinkle  was 
stationed  at  Arrit  for  a  short  time,  but  soon  advanced  to 
the  tiring  lines  where  he  took  part  in  the  Saint  Mihiel, 
Argonne,  and  Meuse  Offensives.  On  January  10th  1919, 
after  his  arrival  in  this  country  on  December  22nd  of  the 
preceding  year,  Sergeant  Skinkle  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Andrew  Smith 

Schodack,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Andrew 
Smith,  the  son  of  Anton  and  Alvina  Smith,  both  of  whom 
are  now  residents  of  Valatie.  Smith  attended  the  district 
school  of  Valatie  until  1907,  when  he  left  to  accept  employ¬ 
ment  in  one  of  the  large  mills  in  the  county.  He  was 
selected  by  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  for  military 
duty  on  April  29th  1918.  His  service  consisted  of  one 
month  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  one  month  at  Fort 
Niagara,  and  seven  months  at  the  port  of  Newark  as  a 
Private  in  Company  C,  10t.h  Battalion,  United  States 
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Guards.  He  served  as  a  member  of  this  unit  until  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service  on  January  21st  1919. 


Asahel  Blakeman  Waldorf  Smith 

Asahel  B.  W.  Smith  of  Livingston, 
was  born  in  that  town  on  February 
16th  1890.  His  parents  are  Peter 
and  Mary  Waldorph  Smith,  also 
residents  of  Livingston.  Smith 
attended  the  village  school  in  his 
neighborhood  and  then  learned  the 
cooper’s  trade.  Shortly  before  the 
war  and  following  a  course  in  D.  L. 
Moody’s  Preparatory  School  at 
Mount  Herman,  Massachusetts, 
Smith  entered  the  New  Brunswick  Theological  Seminary 
where  he  was  a  student  of  divinity  at  the  time  our  country 
entered  the  European  conflict.  At  Hudson,  on  July  31st 
1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  Heavy  Artillery.  Private  Smith 
served  with  the  New  York  University  Training  Detach¬ 
ment  for  seven  weeks;  at  Camp  Totten,  Long  Island,  for 
five  weeks;  at  Camp  Eustis,  Virginia,  for  four  weeks;  at 
Camp  Stuart,  Newport  News,  Virginia,  for  three  weeks; 
at  Fortress  Monroe,  Virginia,  for  four  days;  and  at  Camp 
Upton,  Long  Island,  for  two  weeks.  His  military  outfit  was 
Battery  C,  36th  Heavy  Artillery,  41st  Brigade.  Smith 
was  in  the  hospital  at  Fort  Totten  for  two  weeks  suffer¬ 
ing  from  influenza.  On  December  18th  1918,  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service.  Since  then  Smith 
has  returned  to  the  New  Brunswick  Theological  Seminary 
where  he  is  a  student. 


Charles  Anthony  Smith 

Charles  Anthony  Smith  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Troy, 
New  York,  on  August  10th  1893.  His  parents  are  Anthony 
and  Catherine  Smith  of  Coxsackie,  New  York.  He  gained 
a  grammar  school  education  in  Coxsackie,  and  for  some 
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time  previous  to  the  war  he  held  a  position  as  agent  for 
the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company.  On  July  17th 
1917,  he  volunteered  for  service  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  In  that  same  month 
Company  F  was  federalized  by  presidential  proclamation 
and  was  ordered  to  report  at  Fort  Niagara.  Three  months 
of  military  training  at  the  Fort  was  followed  by  further 
training  at  Camp  Wadsworth.  In  December,  Private 
Smith  was  assigned  to  the  Machine  Gun  Company,  105th 
Infantry,  27th  Division.  On  May  17th  1918,  this  unit  left 
Camp  Stewart  and  several  days  later  disembarked  at 
Brest,  France.  Smith  with  his  comrades  pressed  on  to  the 
firing  sectors.  He  served  in  Flanders  and  fought  in 
engagements  at  Dickebush  Lake,  Vierstadt  Ridge,  East 
Poperinghe  Line,  the  Knoll,  Guillemont  Farm  and  at  the 
Hindenburg  Line.  While  in  action  at  the  latter  place  on 
September  29th  1918,  he  received  shrapnel  wounds  in  the 
left  shoulder.  His  injuries  kept  him  in  the  hospital  until 
December  29th  1918.  On  March  6th  1919,  Private  Smith 
returned  to  this  country  and  was  here  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  April  10th  following  his  return. 


Charles  Chauncey  Smith 

Charles  Chauncey  Smith,  the  son  of  Frank  J.  and  Mary 
Smith  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  September  27th 
1895.  He  was  a  pupil  in  the  Hudson  public  schools  until 
1914,  after  which  he  took  a  course  in  the  local  night  school. 
For  several  years  Smith  was  employed  as  a  wood  worker 
by  the  William  H.  Traver  &  Sons  Company  of  this  city. 
In  July  of  1916  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard,  which  left  one  year  after  his 
enlistment  for  Fort  Niagara  for  intensive  military  train¬ 
ing.  Private  Smith  received  training  at  Camps  Wads¬ 
worth  and  Devens.  From  Company  F  he  was  first  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  4th  Company,  Depot  Brigade,  1st  Battalion 
of  Infantry,  and  two  weeks  later  he  was  reassigned,  this 
time  to  the  Field  Artillery.  After  a  week  in  the  artillery 
Private  Smith  became  a  member  of  the  301st  Army 
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Remount  Depot,  Veterinary  Corps,  at  Camp  Devens.  On 
May  20th  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  serv¬ 
ice,  but  on  that  same  day  he  re-enlisted.  Smith  is  still  a 
member  of  the  Veterinary  Corps  in  which  he  holds  the 
rank  of  Farrier. 


Chester  David  Smith 

Chester  David  Smith  of  Hudson,  was 
born  in  Fallsburgh,  New  York,  on 
January  28th  1895.  He  is  the  son 
of  the  late  George  and  Ida  M.  Smith. 
In  1913  he  was  graduated  from  the 
Monticello  High  School  and  since 
then  has  worked  as  a  mechanic  and 
chauffeur.  Smith  married  Miss 
Elsie  M.  Seism  of  Hudson  and  they 
now  have  twin  sons,  Charles  and 
Roland  Smith.  On  April  29th  1918, 
he  was  selected  for  service  by  the  Local  Board  at  Monti¬ 
cello.  Only  fifteen  days  after  he  entered  the  army  Private 
Smith  sailed  for  Europe  as  a  member  of  Company  I, 
311th  Infantry,  78th  Division,  which  he  joined  at  Camp 
Dix.  In  France  he  served  for  about  four  days  on  the 
Arras  Front.  Smith  became  ill  and  was  sent  to  England 
where  he  was  a  patient  in  a  hospital  for  three  months. 
In  March  of  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
on  the  27th  of  that  month  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Clarence  Smith 

Schodack,  New  York,  was  the  original  home  of  Clarence 
Smith.  He  was  born  there  on  the  3rd  of  January,  1887, 
the  son  of  Anton  and  Alvina  Smith,  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  Valatie.  After  completing  the  elementary 
course  in  the  public  schools  of  Valatie  Smith  accepted 
employment  in  one  of  the  knitting  mills  of  that  village, 
and  was  thus  occupied  until  selected  for  military  service 
by  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  on  the  29th  of  April, 
1918.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  A,  14th  Battalion  at 
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Camp  Dix  and  later  trained  at  Fort  Niagara  and  Camps 
Curtis  and  Meade  until  honorably  discharged  from  serv¬ 
ice  on  January  27th  1919. 


Clarence  W.  Smith 

Clarence  W.  Smith,  who  is  the  son  of 
William  and  Mary  Etta  Smith,  both 
of  Hillsdale,  New  York,  was  born  in 
that  town  on  July  14th  1889.  Since 
his  graduation  from  the  high  school 
of  his  home  town,  he  has  worked  as 
a  chauffeur  and  automobile  me¬ 
chanic.  At  Hudson  on  May  16th 
1918,  he  volunteered  for  service. 
Private  Smith  served  seven  weeks 
at  University  Heights  with  a  Train¬ 
ing  Detachment,  later  as  a  member  of  Battery  D,  78th 
Field  Artillery,  6th  Division,  and  later  with  Camp  Hospi¬ 
tal  No.  12  Medical  Detachment.  In  July  of  1918,  he  sailed 
for  Liverpool,  England,  with  the  latter  unit.  After  cross¬ 
ing  the  channel  to  France  he  was  stationed  at  Valdabon, 
where  he  served  throughout  the  war.  While  there  he  was 
ill  iu  the  hospital  for  seven  weeks.  In  January,  1919, 
Private  Clarence  Smith  returned  to  the  United  States 
and  here  completed  his  term  of  honorable  service  on 
January  25th  1919. 


Foster  Rensselaer  Smith 


Foster  Rensselaer  Smith  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Clermont,  New  York,  on 
the  27t,h  of  February,  1896.  He  is 
the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philip 
Smith,  who  reside  at  Germantown. 
In  Madalin,  he  attended  school  and 
there  acquired  a  grammar  school 
education.  Since  1911  Smith’s  chief 
industrial  interest  has  been  agri¬ 
cultural  work.  On  October  20th 
1917,  Foster  Rensselaer  Smith 
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married  Miss  Ethel  Inez  Denegar  at  Germantown.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  World  War  the  Dutchess  County  Local  Board  No. 
2  selected  him  for  military  duty  and  enrolled  him  in  the 
army  on  August  9th  1918.  Private  Smith’s  service  was 
rendered  at  Camp  McClellan,  where  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Headquarters  Company,  36th  Field  Artillery,  12th 
Division.  On  February  6th  1919,  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Frank  J.  Smith 

The  town  of  Forest  in  Pennsylvania,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Frank  J.  Smith  who  now  lives  at  52  Chapel 
Street,  Hudson,  with  his  parents  Charles  and  Constance 
Smith.  He  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  on  October  3rd 
1895,  but  when  a  child  his  family  moved  to  Hudson  where 
he  attended  school.  On  July  17th  1917,  Smith  left  his 
employment  as  a  spinner  in  a  mill  to  enlist  in  Company 
F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  On  July 
20th  the  New  York  National  Guard  was  called  into  federal 
service  and  in  the  latter  part  of  July  Company  F  was  sent 
from  Hudson  to  Fort  Niagara  in  the  northern  part  of 
New  York  State.  In  October  this  Company  went  to  South 
Carolina  where  they  entered  Camp  Wadsworth  for  further 
military  training  and  for  re-assignment.  On  May  10th 

1918,  Private  Smith  of  Company  D,  107tli  Infantry.  27tli 
Division,  embarked  for  France  and  on  May  .25th  he  landed 
at  the  port  of  Brest.  After  a  month  of  training  back  of 
the  lines  he  was  sent  to  the  Belgian  front.  While  over¬ 
seas  Smith  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  1st  Class  Private. 
He  fought  at  East  Poperinghe  Line  from  July  9th  to 
August  20th  1918,  on  the  Dickebush  Sector  from  August 
21st  to  the  30th  and  at  the  Ilindenburg  Line  on  Septem¬ 
ber  29th  and  30th,  and  then  on  the  Bony  sector.  He  was 
twice  wounded  in  action,  once  in  the  head  over  the  left 
ear  and  once  in  the  leg.  From  the  second  until  the  27th 
of  October,  1918,  Smith  was  in  a  hospital.  On  March  6th 

1919,  he  completed  the  return  voyage  to  this  country  and 
on  April  2nd  following  his  return  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 
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George  Edward  Smith 

George  Edward  Smith  of  Philmont  was  born  in  Harmon, 
New  York,  on  July  3rd  1894  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Smith. 
His  mother  is  now  dead.  He  attended  school  at  Harmon 
and  after  finishing  his  schooling  he  learned  the  machinists  ’ 
trade.  For  three  years  previous  to  the  war  Smith  worked 
as  a  machinist  in  Philmont.  On  July  11th  1917,  he 
enlisted  in  the  Infantry  and  was  sworn  into  service  at  Fort 
Slocum.  Nine  months  later  he  was  transferred  to  Com¬ 
pany  D,  21st  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  7th  Division.  On 
June  15th  1918,  Private  Smith  sailed  for  France  with  the 
above  unit  which  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and 
continued  from  there  to  France  where  they  pushed  for¬ 
ward  to  the  battle  regions.  Smith  served  for  three  months 
on  the  Meuse,  Puvanelle  and  St.  Dizier  sectors.  On  June 
9th  1919,  he  returned  to  the  States  and  on  the  25th  of 
that  month  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


George  Newell  Smith 

George  N.,  the  son  of  Agnes  B.  and  the 
late  Andrew  Smith  of  Claverack, 
was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  on 
December  8th  1887.  He  received 
his  grammar  school  education  in 
Denver,  Colorado,  and  later  made  a 
study  of  electricity.  Although 
Smith  is  by  trade  an  electrician,  he 
spent  several  years  in  agricultural 
work  in  Claverack.  On  September 
17th  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  Naval 
Reserve  Force,  and  was  sworn  into  service  at  the  Brook¬ 
lyn  Navy  Yard.  Smith  was  then  assigned  to  the  United 
States  Navy  Radio  Department  at  Pelham  Bay,  New  York, 
where  he  held  the  rank  of  Radio  Electrician  until  Novem¬ 
ber  20th  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 
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Harry  Frederick  Smith 

Harry  F.  Smith  of  Hudson  was  born  in  Greenport  on 
April  20th  1890.  He  is  the  son  of  Elizabeth  and  the 
late  James  Smith  of  Hudson.  In  1904  Smith  left  the 
Hudson  public  schools  to  learn  the  millwright’s  trade  at 
which  he  worked  for  several  years.  On  September  4th 
1918,  he  was  inducted  into  service  by  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board.  At  the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp  Private 
Smith  served  with  the  83rd  Regiment,  20th  Battalion,  for 
about  six  weeks.  He  was  then  transferred  to  the  151st 
Depot  Brigade,  2nd  Development  Battalion  at  Camp 
Devens,  where  he  remained  until  the  day  of  his  honorable 
discharge,  December  6th  1918. 


Jared  William  Smith 

Jared  W.,  the  son  of  Frank  J.  and  Mary 
Smith  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Hud¬ 
son  on  December  26th  1896.  He 
gained  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  city  and  at  Saint 
Mary’s  Academy.  After  working 
for  several  years  as  a  blacksmith  he 
learned  the  electrician’s  trade  at 
which  he  was  employed  for  five 
years  previous  to  his  military  life. 
In  1915  Smith  enlisted  at  Hudson  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
In  the  summer  of  1916  he  spent  eight  weeks  at  Camp 
Whitman.  Later  he  served  guarding  the  aqueduct  at  Vails 
Gate.  In  July  of  1917,  the  New  York  national  guard 
was  federalized  by  presidential  proclamation  and 
that  same  month  Company  F  entrained  at  Hudson  for 
Fort  Niagara.  There  the  boys  trained  until  October 
when  they  went  into  camp  at  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina. 
Tn  December  of  1917,  Smith  was  transferred  to  Company 
F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry.  At  the  time  of  sailing,  on  July 
26th  1918,  he  ranked  as  Sergeant  of  his  company.  After 
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landing  at  Brest  the  51st  Pioneers  went  into  a  rest  camp 
in  that  city  and  then  at  Fay-en-bay.  Sergeant  Jared 
Smith  served  on  the  Saint  Mihiel  sector  for  three  months 
and  for  six  weeks  on  the  Woevre  and  Puvenelle  sectors  and 
took  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive,  and  later  served  in 
the  Woevre  sector.  After  further  service  in  Germany 
with  the  Army  of  Occupation  Smith  returned  to  the  United 
States  on  July  3rd  1919,  and  on  the  9th  of  that  same 
month  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Jesse  Benjamin  Smith 

Jesse  B.  Smith,  who  is  the  son  of 
Staunton  B.  and  Katherine  Du  Bois 
Smith  of  East  Chatham,  was  born 
in  East  Chatham  on  December  21st 
1894.  He  studied  in  the  public 
school  near  his  home,  at  the  Albany 
High  School  and  the  New  York 
State  College  for  Teachers,  gradu¬ 
ating  from  the  latter  in  1917.  On 
April  24th  1917,  he  volunteered  at 
a  recruiting  station  in  Albany  for 
service  in  the  United  States  Infantry.  Smith  advanced 
through  the  various  non-commission  grades  and  ultimately 
received  a  1st  Lieutenant ’s  commission.  Lieutenant  Smith 
served  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey;  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kan¬ 
sas;  Plattsburg  Barracks,  New  York;  Syracuse  Recruit 
Camp,  and  General  Hospitals  No.  5  and  No.  38.  Most  of 
this  time  he  was  attached  to  Company  C,  22nd  Infantry 
While  at  the  Syracuse  Recruit  Camp  Lieutenant  Smith 
contracted  sciatic  rheumatism  and  was  sent  to  General 
Hospital  No.  5  at  Fort  Ontario,  New  York,  where  he  was 
a  patient  from  September  10th  1918  to  March  1st,  1919. 
When  last  heard  from  by  the  Committee  he  was  in  the 
Reconstruction  Division  at  General  Hospital  No.  38,  East- 
view,  New  York. 
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Leon  Van  Rensselaer  Smith 

Leon  Van  Rensselaer  Smith  is  the  son 
of  the  late  Leon  and  the  late  Mary 
Frances  Smith  both  formerly  of 
Hillsdale.  Croton  Falls,  West¬ 
chester  County,  New  York,  was  the 
place  of  his  birth  on  June  14th  1887. 
He  received  his  education  at  Dwight 
School,  New  York  City,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1901.  Inducted 
into  the  military  service  by  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  on 
February  22nd  1918,  Smith  served  at  Camps  Devens, 
Upton  and  Merritt,  for  two  months  in  the  Infantry,  for 
one  month  with  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps,  and  finally  as 
a  member  of  the  708th  Company,  Motor  Transport  Corps. 
With  this  unit  he  embarked  for  France  on  April  22nd 
1918.  After  landing  at  Brest  Private  Smith  was  stationed 
at  Le  Havre  until  the  spring  of  1919.  On  May  26th  of 
that  year  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  here 
received  his  honorable  discharge  on  June  5th  following. 


Melvin  Smith 

Melvin,  the  son  of  Anton  and  Alvina  Smith  of  Valatie, 
was  born  in  that  village  on  January  10th  1897.  The  third 
year  of  his  course  at  Valatie  High  School  being  completed, 
Smith  became  a  mill  employee.  On  April  8th,  1918,  at 
Albany,  he  volunteered  to  serve  in  the  United  States  Navy, 
enlisting  as  a  2d  Class  Seaman.  Seaman  Smith  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Pelham  Bay  and  at  the  Signal  School  at  Hamp¬ 
ton  Roads,  where  he  served  throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  war.  On  February  17tli  1919,  Smith  was  transferred 
to  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force  and  honorably 
released  from  active  duty. 
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Walter  Edward  Smith 

Walter  E.  Smith  of  Hillsdale  was 
born  at  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  on 
December  10th  1.888  to  John  C.  and 
Catherine  M.  Smith.  After  gradu¬ 
ating  from  high  school  in  Trenton 
he  entered  college  at  Mercer sburg, 
Pennsylvania.  Smith  was  later  an 
employee  in  the  forestry  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad. 
From  1915  to  1918  he  resided  in  our 
county  and  with  his  brother  man¬ 
aged  the  Mount  Washington  Hotel  at  Hillsdale.  On 
September  21st  1917,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  selected 
him  for  military  service.  Although  upon  reaching  Camp 
Devens  in  Massachusetts  he  was  assigned  to  Company  K, 
303rd  Infantry,  Smith  was  transferred  to  the  medical 
detachment  of  the  317th  Field  Signal  Battalion,  with 
which  he  served  at  the  front  as  a  1st  Class  Private.  On 
July  9th  1918,  this  unit  sailed  for  Brest,  France.  Over¬ 
seas  Private  Smith  served  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  drives.  The  317th  Field  Signal  Battalion  wai 
cited  for  its  work  in  these  two  offensives.  On  June  6th 
1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  six  days  later 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Bernard  Matthew  Snyder 

One  of  the  men  who  went  from  the  town  of  Stockport 
to  the  World  War  was  Bernard  Matthew  Snyder.  He  is 
the  son  of  Albert  J.  and  Mary  E.  Snyder  of  Columbiaville, 
and  was  born  in  he  town  of  Stockport  on  September  21st 
1893.  He  attended  the  Columbiaville  district  school  and 
the  Kinderhook  High  School.  The  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service  on  Sep¬ 
tember  21st  1917,  and  on  the  following  day  he  left  for 
Camp  Devens,  where  he  trained  as  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  K,  303rd  Infantry  until  November  14th  1917.  He 
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was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Gordon  where  he  was 
assigned  to  Company  E,  328th  Infantry,  82nd  Division 
with  which  unit  he  served  as  a  1st  Class  Private.  After  a 
short  period  at  Camp  Upton  and  on  May  1st  1918,  the  328th 
Infantry  sailed  from  Boston  and  landed  first  at  Liverpool 
and  then  at  Le  Havre.  The  82nd  Division  trained  for  a 
short  time  with  the  British  and  then  took  over  the  Toul 
sector.  From  June  27th  1918,  when  he  first  went  into  the 
trenches,  to  August  8th  Snyder  served  in  this  sector,  and 
from  August  15th  to  September  12th  he  served  in  the  Mar- 
bache  sector  in  front  of  Pont-a-Mousson.  He  took  part  in 
the  St.  Mihiel  offensive  from  September  13th  to  16th  and 
in  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive  from  October  6th  to  15th, 
being  attached  to  the  Intelligence  Section,  2nd  Battalion 
Headquarters,  328th  Infantry  as  a  scout.  On  October  15th 
after  his  regiment  had  made  its  last  advance  in  the  Argonne, 
near  Sommerance,  he  was  sent  to  a  hospital  for  treatment 
of  illness  caused  by  exposure,  and  on  December  19th  he 
returned  to  his  outfit.  From  December  24th  1918  to  July 
4th  1919,  he  was  on  detached  service  in  Brittany.  On  July 
6th  he  left  Brest  and  landed  in  New  York  on  July  13th.  Six 
days  later  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Cecil  Edward  Snyder 

Cecil  E.,  the  son  of  Clarence  and 
Mable  Snyder  of  North  German¬ 
town,  was  born  in  that  town  on 
October  10th.  1896.  When  his 

elementary  education  was  completed 
at  the  Germantown  public  school,  he 
entered  Hudson  High  School  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1916. 
After  a  course  in  agriculture  at 
Cornell  University  he  engaged  in 
the  fruit  growing  business  on  the 
home  farm.  Snyder  volunteered  at  Fort  Slocum,  New 
York,  on  November  19th  1917,  he  entered  the  Air  Serv- 
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ice  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  and  continued  in  that  branch 
at  Mineola,  Long  Island,  and  at  the  Cornell  Ground  School 
as  a  Sergeant  of  the  lG8th  and  15th  Aero  Squadrons. 
Sergeant  Snyder  was  then  transferred  to  the  41st  Training- 
Battery,  Field  Artillery,  Central  Officers’  Training  Camp 
at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor  in  Kentucky.  After  two  months 
in  the  training  corps  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  November  30th  1918. 


Edward  Chauncey  Snyder 

Edward  C.  Snyder,  the  son  of  Washington  and  Etta 
Snyder  of  North  Germantown,  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Livingston  on  August  1st  1897.  He  attended  Hudson 
High  School  and  Albany  Business  College,  where  he  com¬ 
pleted  his  education  in  1916.  Since  then  he  has  been 
employed  chiefly  at  clerical  work.  On  August  7th  1918, 
Snyder  enlisted  as  an  Apprentice  Seaman  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  His  service  included  six  weeks  at  Camp 
Farragut,  two  weeks  at  Camp  Devens,  and  four  months 
at  the  Officers’  Material  School  at  Great  Lakes,  Illinois. 
In  February  of  1919,  he  was  placed  on  the  inactive  list  of 
the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force,  but  was  given 
his  honorable  release  from  active  service. 


George  Louis  Snyder 


George  Louis  Snyder  was  born  in 
Claverack  on  May  12th  1895.  His 
parents,  Lorenzo  L.  and  Alice  M. 
Snyder,  are  both  residents  of 
Claverack.  He  studied  at  Hudson 
High  School,  the  Mount  Hermon 
School  in  Massachusetts  and  the 
Albany  Business  College.  From 
1915  until  1917  Snyder  held  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  advertising  and  sales  man¬ 
ager  for  a  collar  house  in  Troy.  On 
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May  14th  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Infantry. 
On  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  he  was  stationed  at  Schenec¬ 
tady  from  May  14th  to  July  25th  1917  and  at  City  Island 
from  July  27th  to  Sepember  23rd  1917.  He  then  went  to 
Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina  where  he  was  sta¬ 
tioned  until  May  of  the  following  year.  On  May  17th 
1918,  as  a  Private  in  the  Supply  Company,  105th  Infantry, 
27th  Division,  he  embarked  for  Brest,  France.  At  the 
front  Snyder  served  on  the  Mt.  Kemmel,  Ypres,  Cambrai, 
and  Saint  Quentin  sectors.  He  took  part  in  the  battles 
at  Hindenburg  Line,  La  Selle  River,  Saint  Souplet,  Jonc 
de  Mer  Ridge,  Vierstadt  Ridge,  Mount  Kemmel,  the  Knoll, 
Guillemont,  Farm,  Saint  Maurice  River,  East  Poperinghe 
Line,  and  Dickebush.  On  March  6th  1919,  he  again  landed 
in  the  United  States  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
on  April  1st  following. 


John  J.  Snyder 

John  J.,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary 
Snyder  of  East  Chatham,  New  York, 
was  born  in  the  town  of  Canaan  on 
February  21st  1888.  In  1904  he  left 
the  district  school  of  Canaan  to 
learn  the  carpenter’s  trade.  He 
volunteered  through  the  Local  Board 
on  June  14th  1918,  at  Hudson  and 
from  there  went  to  Camp  Hancock 
in  Georgia,  where  he  served  for  one 
month.  His  service  continued  for 
five  months  at  Camp  Custer,  Michigan  and  two  months 
in  the  Training  Detachment  at  Cornell  University.  Dur¬ 
ing  part  of  this  time  Private  Snyder  was  associated  with 
Company  D,  41st  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  14th  Division. 
On  February  7th  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 
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Lewis  Carskaden  Snyder 

Lewis  Carskaden  Snyder  was  born  at 
Ancram  on  December  26th  1892. 
His  mother  died  in  1906  and  his 
father  died  ten  years  later.  Since 
the  demise  of  his  parents  Snyder 
has  made  his  home  with  his  sister, 
Mrs.  S.  W.  Boyles  of  Ancram  Lead 
Mines.  In  1906  he  finished  his  edu¬ 
cation  at  the  district  school  and 
devoted  himself  to  agricultural 
work.  The  Local  Board  of  our 
County  selected  him  to  serve  America  in  the  World  War, 
enrolling  him  in  the  army  on  May  24th  1918.  At  Camp 
Wadsworth,  where  Private  Snyder  entered  military  serv¬ 
ice,  he  was  assigned  to  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry, 
2nd  Army  Corps.

Herbert  W.  Southard 

Herbert  W.  Southard  of  2682  Valentine  Avenue,  New 
York,  is  the  son  of  Charles  H.  and  the  late  Emma  Gors- 
line  Southard  of  Mellenville.  He  was  born  in  Mellenville 
on  February  27th  1892.  Southard  was  graduated  from 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  with  the  degree  of  civil 
engineer  in  1912.  He  held  various  positions  which  required 
a  knowledge  of  engineering  and  finally  he  became  an 
employee  of  Vide,  Blackwell  and  Buck,  49  Wall  Street, 
New  York  City,  a  firm  of  exporters,  importers  and  engi¬ 
neers.  At  Westerlo,  New  York,  Herbert  W.  Southard 
married  Blanche  Agnes  Lord  on  November  30th  1916. 
They  now  have  one  daughter  Laurine  Eleanor.  For  five 
months  Southard  served  as  a  First  Class  Private  in  Com¬ 
pany  A,  2nd  Connecticut  Infantry,  at  Nogales,  Arizona;

In  1905  Dr.  Southworth  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Albany  Medical  College, 
and  since  that  time  has  been  a  prac¬ 
ticing  physician  in  Old  Chatham. 
Shortly  after  his  graduation  he

Soon  after  his  marriage,  our  Local  Board  selected 
him  for  army  duty  and  on  March  25th  1918,  he  entrained 
at  Hudson  for  Camp  Wadsworth  at  Spartanburg  in  South 
Carolina,  where  he  remained  until  June  3rd,  training  with 
Company  D  of  the  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  when  he  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Ellis  Stillwell  Staats 

Ellis  Stillwell  Staats  of  Chatham,  the  son  of  Charles 
F.  and  Helen  Louise  Staats  of  that  place,  was  born  in 
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Chatham  on  May  8th  1892.  His  education  at  the  Chatham 
school  was  completed  in  1910,  when  he  became  interested 
in  agricultural  work.  On  August  15th  1918,  he  left  Hud¬ 
son  as  a  selected  man  chosen  for  army  duty  by  the  Local 
Board  at  Hudson.  Staats  took  a  training  course  at  Cornell 
University  for  two  months  and  then  served  ait  Fort  Adams 
one  month,  Fort  Andrews  two  weeks,  and  at  Fort  Standish 
for  two  weeks,  serving  a  part  of  this  time  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  59th  Artillery.

Frank  De  Witt  Staats 

Frank,  the  son  of  Jonas  and  Mary  H. 
Staats  of  Old  Chatham,  was  born  in 
Chatham  on  November  18th  1892.

After  leaving  school 
Staats  became  a  mechanic  inter¬ 
ested  chiefly  in  the  repair  of  motor¬ 
cycles.

At  Camp  Wadsworth,  where 
he  served  for  eight  months,  Private  Staats  was  assigned  to 
the  102nd  Engineers  Train,  27th  Division.  This  unit 
sailed  for  France  on  May  17th  1918,  and  soon  went  to  the 
front.  Staats  took  part  in  battles  at  East  Poperinghe  Line, 
Dickebush  sector,  Vierstadt  Ridge,  Mount  Ivemmel,  The 
Knoll,  Guillemont  Farm,  Hindenburg  Line,  La  Selle  River, 
Saint  Souplet,  June  De  Mer  Ridge,  Saint  Maurice  River 
and  Cotillon.  He  was  once  gassed,  and  upon  his  return  to 
this  country  had  not  fully  recovered  from  the  effects.  On 
February  28th  1919,  he  landed  again  in  America,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  April  3rd  1919.

Garrett  Staats 

Garrett  Staats  was  born  in  Blue  Stores  on  July  23rd 
1896,  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Aaron  Staats,  who  now  live  at  508 
State  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the  district  school  at 
Cheviot,  and  after  leaving  school,  he  became  a  chauffeur. 
On  July  8th  1918,  he  enlisted  at  Albany  in  the  Naval  Avia¬ 
tion  Service.  For  seven  months  Staats  was  stationed  at 
Great  Lakes,  Illinois,  where  he  served  with  Company  L, 
15th  Regiment.  On  April  11th  1919,  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


Philip  Staats 

Philip  Staats  was  born  in  the  town  of  Chatham,  N.  Y.  on 
the  15th  of  April,  1896,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Helen 
Staats  now  of  Chatham  Center.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  at  the  Malden  Public  school,  after  which  he  took  up 
the  electrician’s  trade,  at  which  he  was  afterwards  em¬ 
ployed.

He 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  January 
21st  1919. 


Christopher  Stackman 

Christopher  Stackman,  son  of  Ida  and  Christopher 
Stackman,  Sr.,  of  Stuyvesant,  N.  Y.,  was  born  in  that  town 
on  the  15th  of  April,  1894.  The  public  schools  of  his 
native  town  furnished  his  .education.  From  1910  until 
his  enlistment  into  service  Stackman  was  employed  as  a 
clerk  in  a  store.  On  the  1st  of  August,  1918,  Stackman 
volunteered  through  the  Local  Board  of  the  county  as  a 
member  of  the  Aviation  Service.  He  was  assigned  to 
Kelly  Field,  Texas,  where  he  became  a  member  of  the  14tli

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continued  at  Kelly  Field  until  the  12th  of  September  on 
which  date  Stackman  was  transferred  to  Acceptance  Park 
at  Dayton,  Ohio,  where  he  served  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  June  20th  1919. 


Willard  Edward  Stahlman 

Scliodack,  Rensselaer  County,  was  the  birthplace  of 
Willard  Edward  Stahlman.  He  was  born  there  on  the 
21st  of  April,  1891,  the  son  of  Lewis  and  Florence  Stahl¬ 
man,  now  of  Niverville,  N.  Y.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  district  school  of  Scliodack,  leaving  in 
1910,  after  which  he  became  engaged  in  farming  on  the 
Stahlman  farm  in  Niverville.  On  July  14th  1918,  the 
Columbia  County  Board  selected  Stahlman  for  military 
service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for  Fort 
Slocum,  where  he  served  for  about  two  weeks,  after  which 
he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia.  Service 
continued  at  Camp  Hancock  for  two  months,  after  which 
he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where 
he  was  assigned  to  Company  B,  35th  Machine  Gun  Bat¬ 
talion,  12tli  Division,  and  served  for  the  following  four 
months.  While  at  Devens,  Stahlman  contracted  influenza, 
which  later  developed  into  pneumonia.  He  was  a  patient 
at  the  hospital  at  Camp  Devens  for  about  a  month.  He 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  December 
6th  1918. 


Rhinehardt  A.  Stebner 


Rhinehardt  A.  Stebner  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Kinderhook,  N.  Y.  on 
the  2nd  of  December,  1893,  the  son 
of  Gustave  and  Bertha  Stebner,  now 
of  Hudson.  Stebner  received  his 
education  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools,  after  which  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  as  clerk  by  the  Standard  Oil 
Company.  On  the  25th  of  May, 
1918,  Stebner  was  selected  for  mili¬ 
tary  service  by  the  Local  Board  of 
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the  county.  The  contingent’s  destination  was  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina,  where  Stebner  became  a  member 
of  Company  U,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps. 
Training  continued  at  Wadsworth  until  the  30th  of  June, 
on  which  date  the  unit  sailed  overseas.  After  landing  at 
Brest,  France,  the  2nd  Pioneers  entrained  for  Camp  St. 
Sulpice,  where  most  of  their  foreign  service  was  spent. 
Independence  Day  of  1919  found  the  2nd  Pioneers  back 
again  in  the  States.  Five  days  later,  Stebner  received 
Ins  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Samuel  T.  Steele 

Samuel  T.  Steele,  whose  mother,  Mrs. 
G.  Steele,  lives  at  749  Warren  Street, 
Hudson,  and  who  was  formerly 
manager  of  the  Atlantic  &  Pacific 
Tea  Company  store  in  Hudson,  was 
inducted  into  service  by  the  Local 
Board  of  this  county.  He  left  Hud¬ 
son  for  Camp  Devens  on  September 
22nd  1918,  and  there  became  asso¬ 
ciated  with  Company  K,  303rd 
Infantry,  76th  Division.  With  this 
unit  Sergeant  Steele  sailed  for  France,  where  he  served 
until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  then  returned  to  this 
country  and  here  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


William  Stehle 

ulliam  Stehle  was  born  in  New  York 
City  on  June.  29th  1897,  but  he  and 
his  mother,  Mrs.  Magdalena  Stehle, 
now  live  at  Stottville.  His  education 
was  furnished  by  the  schools  of  the 
metropolis.  After  moving  to  our 
county,  Stehle  was  employed  as  a 
weaver  in  a  mill.  On  January  28th 
1917,  he  married  Miss  Jennette 
Brown  at  Hudson.  Stehle  enlisted 
in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New

York  National  Guard  on  July  20th  following  his  marriage. 
That  same  month  the  National  Guard  was  federalized,  and 
Company  F  was  sent  to  Fort  Niagara,  where  it  remained 
until  October,  1917,  and  then  entrained  for  Camp  Wads-- 
worth  in  the  south.  At  the  southern  camp,  Corporal  Stehle 
became  a  Private  in  Company  C,  .  2nd  Anti-Aircraft 
Machine  Gun  Battalion,  and  sailed  for  Brest  with  his  unit 
on  June  27th  1918.  For  a  time  he  was  stationed  in  training 
camps  at  Noidan,  Saint  Serges  and  Ippecourt,  before 
advancing  to  the  front.  From  October  1st  to  November 
11th  1918,  Private  Stehle  served  in  the  Meuse- Argonne 
sector,  taking  part  in  the  Meuse- Argonne  offensive.  In 
February  of  1919,  he  started  his  return  voyage  to  the 
United  States,  which  ended  on  the  21st  of  that  month.  In 
this  country  Stehle  was  transferred  to  the  33rd  Company, 
9th  Battalion,  153rd  Depot  Brigade  with  which  he  served 
until  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  army  on  March 
8th  1919. 


Ralph  Henry  Steitz 

Ralph  Henry  Steitz  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Hillsdale,  N.  Y.,  on  the  1st 
of  November,  1895,  the  son  of  John 
and  Louise  Steitz,  both  of  Hillsdale. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  the  Philmont  schools,  and  was 
later  a  student  at  the  Philmont  High 
School.  The  Local  Board  of  Colum¬ 
bia  County  selected  Steitz  for  mili¬ 
tary  service  on  July  15th  1918.  He 
was  assigned  to  the  151st  Machine 
Gun  Company,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  trained  at 
Camp  Hancock,  George,  until  October  of  1918,  when  he 
developed  influenza.  He  was  removed  to  the  hospital  at 
Camp  Hancock,  where  he  was  given  the  best  of  medical 
attention.  On  October  23rd  1918,  Steitz  succumbed  to  the 
malady.  Draped  in  the  flag  of  his  country,  his  remains 
were  brought  to  Hillsdale,  where  he  was  laid  at  rest. 
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Lewis  F.  Stemple 

Claverack,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Lewis  F. 
Stemple.  His  mother  died  several  years  ago,  but  his 
father  still  resides  in  Claverack.  Stemple  attended  the 
schools  of  his  native  village,  and  later  the  Hudson  High 
School.  Shortly  after  America’s  entry  into  war,  Stemple, 
then  twenty  years  of  age,  volunteered  in  the  United  States 
Army.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Headquarter’s  Company, 
23rd  Infantry,  2nd  Division.  After  about  a  month  of 
training  at  the  Syracuse  Camp,  the  unit  sailed  overseas 
on  August  25th  1917,  and  reached  St.  Nazaire,  France, 
in  the  first  week  of  September.  Overseas,  Stemple  served 
at  Camp  No.  1  at  St.  Nazaire  and  at  the  training  station  at 
Beau  Monte,  after  which  he  served  actively  as  a  first  class 
private  of  the  23rd  Infantry  on  the  Chateau  Thierry  Aisne- 
Marne,  Toulon  and  Belleau  Woods  sectors  until  the  19th  of 
July,  1918,  on  which  date  Stemple  was  killed  in  action. 
He  was  buried  in  the  soil  of  the  land  he  helped  defend, 
but  his  remains  were  recently  brought  home  and  interred 
at  Cedar  Park  Cemetery  with  full  military  honors. 


Arthur  Harold  Steuerwald 

Austerlitz,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Arthur  Harold  Steuerwald. 
He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the 
2nd  of  July,  1899,  the  son  of  Michael 
and  Elizabeth  Steuerwald  now  of 
Chatham,  N.  Y.  He  received  his 
education  at  the  Spencertown  Acad¬ 
emy,  leaving  in  1914  to  accept  a 
position  as  machinist  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Electric  Company,  Schenectady. 
On  December  11th  1917,  Steuer¬ 
wald  enlisted  as  a  volunteer  in  the  Aviation  Corps.  He 
was  assigned  to  the  4th  Company,  3rd  Air  Service*  Mechan¬ 
ics,  and  served  as  a  corporal  in  this  unit.  He  trained  six 
weeks  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  two  months  at  Camp 
Hancock,  Georgia,  three  months  at  Camp  Greene,  North

Carolina  and  ten  days  at  Camp  Upton,  Long  Island.  Steuer¬ 
wald  left  the  States  for  overseas  service  on  July  9th,  1918, 
and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  on  the  18th  of  the  same  month. 
The  unit  entrained  for  the  aviation  camp  at  Romorantin, 
France,  where  most  of  their  foreign  service  was  spent. 
Steuerwald  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  June

George  Ernest  Steuerwald 

Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  was  the  birthplace  of 
George  Ernest  Steuerwald.  He  was 
born  in  that  city  on  the  8th  of  Octo¬ 
ber,  1899,  the  son  of  Charles  and 
Anna  Steuerwald  now  of  Ancram, 
N.  Y.  He  completed  the  elementary 
and  high  school  courses  in  the 
Brooklyn  public  schools,  and  became 
a  medical  student  at  St.  John’s  Col¬ 
lege,  Brooklyn.  At  the  opening  of 
the  fall  term  of  St.  John’s  College  in 
1918,  he  enlisted  in  Company  A,  Students  Army  Training 
Corps,  connected  with  St.  John’s  College.  He  served  as  a 
member  of  this  unit  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  December  7th  1918. 


William  Hyde  Steuerwald 


William  H.  Steuerwald  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Stockport,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
14th  of  November,  1895.  His  father 
died  in  Hudson,  N.  Y.  on  May  1st 
1914.  Steuerwald  lives  with  his 
mother,  Mrs.  Isabella  Steuerwald, 
at  13  Osterlitz  Avenue,  Schenectady. 
He  attended  the  Stockport  and  Hud¬ 
son  schools,  leaving  in  1914  to  accept 
employment  as  storeroom  clerk. 
He  was  thus  occupied  until  the  14th 
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of  July,  1918,  on  which  date  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
county  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson 
on  the  following-  day  for  New  York  University,  New  York 
City,  where  he  trained  until  September  9th.  He  was 
then  transferred  to  Camp  Eustis,  Virginia,  where  he  was 
assigned  to  Battery  A,  41st  Brigade,  37th  Coast  Artillery 
Corps.  Steuerwald  served  there  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  April  21st  1919. 


Edward  Stevens 

Edward  Stevens  was  born  in  the  city 
of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  on  the  2nd  of 
March,  1893,  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Robert  Stevens  of  36  North 
3rd  Street,  Hudson.  He  completed 
the  elementary  course  in  the  Green- 
port  district  school.  And  from  then 
until  his  enlistment  into  service,  he 
has  been  in  the  employ  of  a  general 
contracting  firm  of  Hudson.  On 
July  14th  1918,  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  Stevens  for  military  service. 
He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for  Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y., 
where  he  trained  for  about  two  weeks,  during  which  time 
he  was  assigned  to  the  1st  Battalion,  Depot  Brigade. 
Stevens  served  for  a  short  time  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey, 
and  five  months  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  and  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  January  5th 
1919. 


Emil  Frank  Stickle 

Copake,  N.  Y.,  was  the  birthplace  of  Emil  Frank  Stickle. 
He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  10th  of  September,  1891. 
His  father  died  at  Copake  Falls,  N.  Y.,  on  March  22nd 
1900.  Stickle  lives  at  Copake  Falls  with  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Ida  Stickle.  He  completed  the  elementary  course  in  the 
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district  school  at  Copake  Falls,  after  which  he  became 
employed  as  telegraph  operator.  On  May  24th  1918, 
the  Columbia,  Comity  Local  Board  selected  Stickle  for 
military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  was  assigned 
to  the  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  He  served 
as  a.  member  of  this  unit  until  June  3rd  1918,  on  which 
date  he  was  transferred  to  Company  C,  318th  Field  Signal 
Battalion.  As  a  member  of  this  unit,  Stickle  trained  at 
Camp  Wadsworth  until  July  9th  1918.  Four  days  later 
the  unit  left  an  American  port  of  embarkation  for  over¬ 
seas  service.-  Landing  was  made  first  at  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  later  at  Brest,  France.  The  unit  entrained  for 
the  2nd  Army  Corps  School,  where  it  received  special  field 
signal  instructions  for  about  a.  month.  At  the  front  the 
318tli  served  actively  with  the  4th  British  Army  on  the 
Somme  and  Wassigney  sectors,  until  the  11th  of  November, 
1918.  March  22nd  1919,  found  Stickle  again  in  the  States. 
He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on 
March  31st  1919. 


George  Peter  Stickles 

George  P.  Stickles  who  now  resides  in 
Waterbury,  Connecticut,  was  born  in 
Dover  Plains,  New  York,  on  Febru¬ 
ary  25th  1892.  His  father,  Chaun- 
cey  Stickles,  is  a  resident  of  Hudson. 
His. mother,  Mrs.  Ella  Stickles,  died 
several  years  ago  in  Hillsdale. 
After  finishing  his  schooling  at 
Hillsdale  in  this  county,  he  worked 
as  a  brass  roller  and  automobile 
mechanic.  On  September  21st  1917, 
the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  Stickles  for 
army  service  and  ordered  him  to  report  at  Camp  Devens 
in  Massachusetts,  lie  was  there  assigned  to  Company  K, 
303rd  Infantry  stationed  at  Ihe  camp.  On  November  22nd 
1917,  Private  Stickles  was  honorably  discharged  from 
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service.  On  November  2nd  1918,  he  married  Miss  Annette 
Florence  Blondin  at  Waterbury,  Connecticut.  They  now 
have  one  infant  daughter,  Olive  Marie. 


Harry  Stickles 

Harry  Stickles  was  born  in  Germantown,  New  York,  on 
the  27th  of  September,  1888.  His  father  died  in  German¬ 
town  in  August  of  1892,  but  his  mother,  Mrs.  May  V. 
Stickles,  still  resides  in  that  town.  After  completing  the 
elementary  course  in  the  district  school  of  his  native  vil¬ 
lage,  Stickles  became  interested  in  fruit  farming  in  Ger¬ 
mantown,  and  was  thus  occupied  until  selected  for  military 
service  by  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  on  September 
21st  1917.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  the  next  ten 
months.  Stickles  sailed  overseas  with  his  unit  in  July  of 
1918.  He  was  still  overseas  when  last  heard  from  by  the 
Committee. 


Robert  Hinsdale  Stickle,  Jr. 

Robert  H.,  the  son  of  Robert  H.  and  Katie  Kilmer 
Stickle  of  Ancram  Lead  Mines,  was  born  at  Ancram  on 
March  27th  1893.  In  his  home  town  Stickles  attended 
school  until  1910,  after  which  he  learned  the  auto  me¬ 
chanic’s  trade.  The  year  before  his  enlistment  he  was  in  the 
automobile  business  in  Poughkeepsie,  New  York.  At  Hud¬ 
son  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the  Ordnance  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States  Army  on  June  15th  1918.  He 
entered  service  at  the  Ordnance  Training  School  ait  Pots¬ 
dam,  N.  Y.  as  a  member  of  the  Ordnance  Machine  Gun 
Training  School,  and  continued  his  service  at  Camp  Han¬ 
cock,  Georgia,  and  at  Camp  Dix  in  New  Jersey.  On  January 
23rd  1919,  Private  Stickle  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 
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Calvin  Frederick  Stickles 

Calvin,  the  son  of  Edgar  and  Amy 
Stickles  of  Claverack,  was  born  in 
Taghkanic  on  June  16th  1900.  After 
completing  his  course  at  the  village 
school  of  Claverack,  Stickles  entered 
Hudson  High  School  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1916.  When  Amer¬ 
ica  entered  the  World  War,  he  was  a 
student  at  Wittenberg  College. 
Through  the  Local  Board  at  Spring- 
field,  Ohio,  Stickles  enlisted  on  Octo¬ 
ber  7tli  1918,  in  the  Students  Army  Training  Corps.  He 
trained  at  the  Wittenberg  Barracks.  On  December  16th 
1918,  Private  Stickles  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Edward  James  Stickles 

Troop  F,  2nd  United  States  Cavalry, 
numbered  as  one  of  its  members, 
Edward  James  Stickles  of  Valatie, 
N.  Y.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Stuyvesant  on  the  15th  of  June, 
1900.  His  mother  died  in  Nassau, 
Rensselaer  County,  on  May  17th 
1903,  and  his  father  is  Charles 
Stickles,  now  of  Valatie,  N.  Y. 
After  completing  the  elementary 
course  in  the  Nassau  grammar 
school,  Stickles  entered  the  Valatie  High  School  and  was  a 
student  there  until  1916.  In  August  of  1917,  he  enlisted  in 
Troop  F,  2nd  United  States  Cavalry,  and  as  a  member  of 
this  unit,  he  trained  at  Fort  Ethan  Allen,  Vermont,  until 
March  of  1918,  when  he  left  the  States  with  his  unit  for 
overseas  service.  After  landing  at  Brest,  France,  the  unit 
served  at  several  camps,  until  about  the  middle  of  July. 
The  2nd  Cavalry  served  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive  and 
later  in  the  Argonne.  Stickles  received  a  citation  for 
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bravery  under  fire.  He  returned  to  the  States  on  the  29th 
of  June,  1919,  and  the  following  month,  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service.  He  re-enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Army  and  served  with  the  colors  in  Germany. 


Ezra  Stickles 

Ezra  Stickles,  who  lives  near  Philmont  in  the  town  of 
Ghent,  was  born  at  Red  Rock,  Columbia  County,  on  June 
1st  1895.  His  parents  are  William  H.  and  Rose  Edwina 
Stickles.  He  attended  a  district  school  in  the  town  of 
Canaan  until  1911,  and  afterwards  worked  as  a  fireman. 
Ezra  Stickles  married  Myrtle  Boice  at  Pittsfield,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  on  October  11th  1917.  In  the  following  spring 
he  was  inducted  into  the  army  bv  the  Local  Board  of  our 
county  on  May  24th  1918.  For  one  month,  Private  Stickles 
trained  at  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina  before  he 
left  this  country  for  Brest  as  a  member  of  Company  D, 
2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps,  sailing  on  June 
30th  1918.  Overseas  he  was  stationed  at  Saint  Sulpice  and 
Saint  Loubes.  While  at  the  former  place,  Stickles  was 
ill  in  the  hospital.  In  the  summer  of  1919  he  returned  to 
America  and  on  July  9th  of  that  year,  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 


Harold  M.  Stickles 


Harold  M.  Stickles  of  38  Grove  Street,  Pittsfield,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Mervelia  Stickles  of  Phil¬ 
mont,  was  born  in  Philmont  on  November  12th  1895. 
After  graduating  from  the  Chatham  High  School,  he 
entered  Albany  Business  College,  where  he  completed  his 
course  in  1914.  For  two  years  he  was  employed  in  Pitts¬ 
field  as  an  accountant.  While  holding  a  position  in  that 
city,  Stickles  enlisted  in  the  Transportation  Corps  on 
December  15th  1917.  He  was  assigned  to  the  869th  Motor 
Transport  Corps,  7th  Grand  Division  and  sailed  for  France 
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lie  was  stationed  at  La  Pallice,  France, 
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where  he  served  until  July  20th  1919,  when  he  returned  to 
the  United  States.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  Julv  29th  of  that  year. 


Philip  Daniel  Stickles 

Philip  Daniel  Stickles  was  born  in  the  town  of  Stuy- 
vesant,  N.  Y.,  on  the  27th  of  January,  1896.  His  mother, 
Katherine  Stickles  died  in  Nassau,  Rensselaer  County,  on 
May  17th,  1903.  Stickles  lives  with  his  father,  Charles 
Stickles,  at  Valatie,  N.  Y.  Stickles  received  his  education 
at  the  Nassau  public  school,  leaving  in  1912  to  learn  the 
electricians’  trade.  At  the  completion  of  lus  apprentice¬ 
ship,  he  accepted  a  position  as  engineer  and  .electrician. 
On  April  19th  1918,  Stickles  volunteered  as  a  2nd  class 
seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  Naval  Training  Station  at  Pelham  Bay,  at  which  he 
trained  until  the  1st  of  August,  when  he  was  transferred 
to  the  United  States  Naval  Air  Sation  at  Montauk,  N.  Y. 
Stickles  served  there  as  1st  class  storekeeper  until  honor¬ 
ably  released  from  service  on  March  31st  1919.  Stickles 
is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve 
Force. 


Royal  Stickles 

Philmont,  N.  Y.,  was  the  birthplace  of 
Royal  Stickles.  He  was  born  in  that 
village  on  the  27th  of  January,  1890, 
the  son  of  Frank  and  Mervelia 
Stickles  of  Philmont.

at  Paris  Island,  South  Carolina.,  three  months  at  the 
United  States  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  Maryland, 
and  fourteen  months  at  the  Radio  Station  at  Greenberry 
Point,  Maryland,  after  which  Stickles  was  made  a  first 
class  private  and  reassigned  to  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy  at  Annapolis,  where  he  served  at  the  Naval  Rifle 
Range  until  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


James  Henry  St.  John 

James  Henry  St.  John  was  born  in  the  town  of  Red 
Hook,  N.  Y.,  on  the  7th  of  August,  1888,  the  son  of  Sarah 
and  the  late  Horace  St.  John  of  43  North  Fifth  Street, 
Hudson,  N.  Y.  St.  John  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  the  schools  of  Red  Hook,  after  which  he  accepted 
employment  with  a  large  manufacturing  firm.  He  was 
thus  occupied  until  the  9th  of  August,  1918,  on  which  date 
the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected  him  for  military 
service.  He  served  for  a  short  time  at  Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y., 
after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  McClellan,  Ala¬ 
bama,  where  he  served  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  35th 
Field  Artillery,  until  honorably  discharged  from  service 
on  March  12th  1919. 


Leo  Francis  Stokes 


her  21st  1917,  the 


Kingston,  Ulster  County,  was  the  orig¬ 
inal  home  of  Leo  Francis  Stokes. 
He  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  26th 
of  December,  1888,  the  son  of 
Charles  and  Mary  Stokes  now  of 
Hudson.  He  attended  the  Kingston 
public  schools,  after  which  he  came 
to  Hudson  with  his  parents.  From 
then  until  his  enlistment  into  serv¬ 
ice,  he  was  employed  as  manager  of 
a  local  bottling  works.  On  Septem- 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
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selected  Stokes  for  military  service.  His  training  consisted 
of  six  months  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  and  two 
weeks  at  Camp  Upton,  where  Stokes  was  assigned  to  Com¬ 
pany  B,  251sit  Military  Police,  77th  Division.  The  unit 
sailed  overseas  on  March  28th  1918,  and  landed  first  at 
Liverpool,  England  and  later  at  a  port  in  France.  Stokes 
saw  active  service  on  Champaigne- Marne,  Oisne-Aisne  and 
Meuse-Argonne  sectors  as  a  1st  Class  Private  of  this  unit. 
While  in  France,  Stokes  contracted  pneumonia  and  was  a 
patient  at  a  base  hospital  for  about  six  weeks.

William  Jack  Stoliker 

William  Jack  Stoliker  was  born  in  the 
village  of  Philmont,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
29th  of  December,  1894,  the  son  of 
Martin  and  Anna  Stoliker.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the 
Philmont  public  schools.  On  April 
5th  1918,  one  of  the  Albany  County 
Local  Boards  selected  Stoliker  for 
military  service.  He  trained  for 
about  a  month  at  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey,  where  he  became  a  first  class 
private  in  Battery  D,  307th  Field  Artillery,  78th  Division. 
Stoliker  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on  the  27th  of 
May,  1918.  Landing  was  made  first  at  Liverpool,  England, 
and  later  at  Calais,  France.  After  training  a  short  time 
at  a  French  camp,  the  307th  proceeded  to  the  front,  where 
they  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the  St.  Mihiel, 
Tout,  and  Meuse-Argonne  sectors.  Stoliker  returned  to 
the  States  with  his  unit  on  May  14th  1919,  and  eight  days 
later,  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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David  Strain 

David  Strain  was  born  in  Darien,  Georgia,  on  the  1st 
of  May,  1900,  the  son  of  William  and  Lucy  Strain  now  of 
Savannah,  Georgia.  Strain  came  north  and  has  made  his 
home  with  a  relative  Miss  Anna  Strain  at  Niverville,  N.  Y. 
He  was  graduated  from  the  Niverville  grammar  school, 
Rensselaer  High  School  and  Albany  Business  College.  He 
was  a  student  for  a  short  time  at  the  Rensselaer  Poly¬ 
technic  Institute,  after  which  he  entered  Union  College, 
Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  and  while  pursuing  his  studies  there, 
on  October  2nd  1918,  he  eidisted  in  the  Students’  Army 
Training  Corps  connected  with  Union  College.  He  served 
as  a  member  of  this  unit  until  honorably  discharged  on 
December  8th  1919. 


Carl  Trimper  Streeter 

Chatham,  N.  Y.  was  the  birthplace  of 
Carl  Trimper  Streeter.  He  was 
born  in  that  town  on  the  22nd  of 
May,  1896,  the  son  of  Harriet  and 
the  late  John  Streeter.  After  com¬ 
pleting  the  elementary  course  in  the 
Chatham  public  schools  Streeter 
became  employed  as  a  painter  and 
decorator.  He  was  so  occupied  until 
selected  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  on  September  21st 
1917,  for  military  service.  He  was  assigned  to  Camp 
Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  ten  months 
as  a  member  of  an  ammunition  train.  He  sailed  overseas 
on  July  12th  1918,  and  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England, 
and  later  at  a  port  in  France.  He  was  transferred  to  the 
166th  Company,  17th  Grand  Division,  Railway  Transport 
Corps,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  served  actively  on 
the  western  front  until  the  11th  of  November,  1918. 
Independence  Day  of  1919  found  Streeter  again  in  the 
States.  He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  serv¬ 
ice  on  July  15th  1919. 
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Adolph  Edwin  Strehler 

Zurich,  Switzerland,  was  the  birthplace  of  Adolph  Edwin 
Strehler.  He  was  born  there  on  the  20tli  of  January, 
1900,  the  son  of  William  and  Barbara  Strehler  now  of 
Kinderhook.  Strehler  attended  the  schools  of  Kinder- 
hook  and  was  a  student  at  the  Kinderhook  High  School 
until  1914  when  he  accepted  employment  at  a  printing 
and  machine  shop.  Strehler  became  an  American  citizen 
through  the  naturalization  of  his  father.  On  December 
15tli  Strehler  enlisted  at  Albany,  N.  Y.  as  a  volunteer  in 
the  Air  Service.  He  served  for  a  short  time  with  Head¬ 
quarter’s  Company,  3rd  Regiment,  Air  Service  Mechanics, 
after  which  he  was  transferred  to  the  463rd  Aero  Con¬ 
struction  Squadron,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  trained 
one  month  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  two  months  at  Camp 
Hancock,  Georgia,  and  three  months  at  Camp  Greene, 
South  Carolina.  The  unit  left  the  States  for  overseas  serv¬ 
ice  on  June  23rd  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  same  month.  While  abroad  the  463rd 
Aero  Construction  Squadron  served  at  the  Aviation  Center 
at  Romarantin,  France,  and  at  Sinzig,  Germany.  Strehler 
returned  to  the  States  on  July  8th  1919,  and  ten  days 
later  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


John  James  Strever 

John  James  Strever  was  born  in  the  town  of  Copake, 
N.  Y.  on  the  10th  of  January,  1892.  His  father  died  at 
Craryville,  N.  Y.  several  years  ago ;  his  mother  Mrs.  Sarah 
Strever  still  resides  at  Craryville.  The  Hillsdale  district 
schools  furnished  Strever ’s  elementary  education,  after 
which  he  completed  a  two  year  course  at  the  Hillsdale 
High  School.  He  was  then  employed  as  telegraph  oper¬ 
ator.  On  May  28th  1917,  Strever  enlisted  in  the  New  York 
State  Guard  which  was  federalized.  He  served  at  Camp 
Meade,  Maryland  for  three  months.  He  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he 
trained  for  about  eight  months,  during  which  time  he  was 
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made  a  Corporal  of  Company  C,  l()2nd  Field  Signal 
Battalion,  27th  Division.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on  May 
7tli  1918,  and  landed  at  St.  Nazaire,  France  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  same  month.  At  the  front  the  102nd  Field  Signal 
Battalion  served  actively  on  the  Hindenburg  Line,  Guille- 
mont  Farm,  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Dickebusli,  Jonc  de 
Mer  Ridge,  La  Selle  River  and  St.  Maurice  River  sectors. 
Strever  was  a  patient  in  a  government  hospital  for  about  a 
month  suffering  from  the  effects  of  being  gassed  while  in 
action.  March  15th  1919,  found  him. again  in  the  States. 
He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  April 
4th  1919. 


Roy  George  Strever 

Roy  George  Strever  was  born  in  Spencertown,  N.  Y. 
on  the  27th  of  December,  1886,  the  son  of  Charles  and 
Alice  Strever,  both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of  the  town 
of  Chatham.  Strever  attended  the  Chatham  public  schools 
and  was  a  graduate  of  the  Chatham  High  School,  class  of 
1906,  after  which  he  was  employed  as  accountant  and 
stenographer  until  the  5th  of  December,  1917,  on  which 
date  he  enlisted  as  a  yeoman  in  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Force.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Naval  Communica¬ 
tion  Service  and  as  a  member  of  this  branch  he  served  for 
the  following  ten  months  at  the  Navy  Yard  in  New  York 
City  and  at  the  3rd  Naval  District  Headquarters  at  280 
Broadway,  New  York  City.  Strever  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Chief  Yeoman.  As  a  member  of  the  Naval  Com¬ 
munication  service  Strever  was  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S. 
Agamemnon  on  which  transport  he  sailed  overseas  several 
times  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  war.  Landing 
was  made  each  t'me  at  Brest,  France.  His  last  return 
trip  to  the  states  was  made  in  the  latter  part  of  November, 
1918.  Strever  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  December  9th  1918. 


Walter  Stuart 

Walter  Stuart  was  born  in  Hurley,  N.  Y.  on  the  1 2th 
of  May,  1897,  the  son  of  Walter  and  Stella  Stuart,  both 
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of  whom  are  now  residents  of  Philmont,  N.  Y.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  of  West  Orange,  New  Jersey,  and  was  a 
student  at  the  West  Orange  High  School  until  1913,  when 
he  left  to  accept  employment  in  a  large  manufacturing 
plant.  The  Local  Board  of  West  Orange  selected  him  for 
military  service  on  the  26th  of  August,  1918.  He  was 
assigned  to  the  Supply  Company  of  the  17th  Infantry, 
11th  Division,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  Stuart  served 
at  Camp  Meade,  Maryland  until  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  August  26th  1919.  While  in  service 
Stuart  contracted  influenza  and  was  a  patient  a  month  in 
the  Camp  Meade  hospital. 


Seymour  Stupplebeen 

Seymour  Stupplebeen  was  born  in  the  town  of  Ghent, 
N.  Y.  on  the  29tli  of  October,  1893,  the  son  of  J.  F.  and 
Jennie  E.  Stupplebeen  both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of 
Craryville,  N.  Y.  Stupplebeen  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  school  of  his  native  town,  after  which 
he  was  engaged  in  farming  and  carpentry  in  the  town  of 
Ghent.  On  April  2nd  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the  county 
selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the 
following  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he 
trained  for  six  weeks,  during  which  time  he  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  The 
unit  left  an  American  port  on  May  19th  1918,  and  landed 
at  Southhampton,  England  on  June  4th  1918,  and  four  days 
later  at  Calais,  France.  The  310th  proceeded  to  the  front 
where  they  saw  active  service  on  the  Toul,  Meuse-Argonne, 
Mon  Plaisie  and  St.  Mihiel  sectors.  While  in  action  in 
the  Meuse  Argonne  offensive  Stupplebeen  was  severely 
wounded  in  his  back  by  shrapnel.  He  was  removed  to  a 
hospital  where  he  remained  a  patient  for  two  months. 
Stupplebeen  returned  to  the  States  on  the  30th  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1918,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  serv¬ 
ice  on  January  25th  1919.

Daniel  James  Sullivan 

Daniel  James  Sullivan  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Hudson  on  the  8th  of  July, 
1896.  His  father  died  at  Rensselaer, 
N.  Y.,  on  the  16th  of  December,  1902. 
His  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  Sullivan 
lives  at  17  North  3rd  Street,  Hudson. 
Sullivan  was  a  student  at  St.  Mary’s 
Academy,  completing  the  elementary 
and  high  school  courses  after  which 
he  completed  two  years  at  the 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute, 
Troy,  N.  Y.  On  August  29th  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  the 
county  selected  Sullivan  for  military  service.  He  left  Hud¬ 
son  the  following  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where 
he  served  three  weeks  with  the  14th  Company,  Depot 
Brigade,  and  six  weeks  as  a  member  of  a  medical  detach¬ 
ment,  after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Zachary 
Taylor  where  he  trained  for  a  month  at  the  Central  Offi¬ 
cer’s  Training  School,  as  a  member  of  the  Field  Artillery 
Unit.  Sullivan  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
December  7th  1918. 


Eugene  Francis  Sullivan 

The  second  of  the  Sullivan  family  of  Hudson  to  serve 
in  the  World  War  was  Eugene  Francis.  He  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Hudson  on  the  4th  of  June,  1894,  and  now  lives 
with  his  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  Sullivan  at  17  North  3rd 
Street,  Hudson.  His  father  died  at  Rensselaer,  N.  Y.  on 
the  16th  of  December,  1902.  After  completing  a  two  years  ’ 
course  at  St.  Mary’s  High  School,  Hudson,  Sullivan 
accepted  a  position  as  cement  chemist  with  one  of  the 
large  cement  companies.  The  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  selected  him  for  military  service  on  April  2nd 
1918.  The  contingent’s  destination  was  Camp  Dix,  New 
Jersey,  where  Sullivan  trained  for  six  weeks  during  which 
time  he  became  a  Corporal  of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry, 
78th  Division.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on  May  19th 
1918  and  landed  at  Southampton,  England,  June  4th  1918, 
and  four  days  later  at  Calais,  France.  At  the  front  the 
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310:ii  Infantry  served  actively  on  the  Limey  sector,  tak¬ 
ing  part  in  battles  of  Mon  Plaisie,  Meuse-Argonne  and  St. 
Mihiel.  While  in  action  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive 
Sullivan  was  severely  wounded  on  the  right  leg  and  both 
arms.  He  was  removed  to  a  government  hospital,  where 
he  received  treatment  for  two  months.  May  29th  1919, 
found  Sullivan  again  in  the  states.  He  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service  on  the  6th  of  June,  1919. 


Harold  James  Sullivan 

New  Lebanon  is  the  present  home  of  Harold  James 
Sullivan.  He  was  born  there  on  May  7th  1897,  the  son 
of  James  Joseph  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Sullivan.  He 
attended  the  school  of  his  home  town  and  in  1915  com¬ 
pleted  a  course  at  a  Pittsfield  business  college.  On  June 
4th  1918,  Sullivan  left  his  position  of  machinist  to  enlist 
in  the  United  States  Navy  in  Albany.  He  spent  three 
months  at  the  Pelham  Bay  Training  Station.  He  served 
also  at  the  Rockaway  Naval  Air  Station  and  on  the  Bay 
Ridge  Receiving  Ship.  Between  May  and  October  of  1919 
Sullivan  made  three  trips  across  the  Atlantic,  sailing  as  a 
2nd  Class  Seaman  aboard  the  United  States  Ship  Platts- 
burg  which  landed  at  Liverpool  and  Brest.  On  October 
6th  1919,  Seaman  Sullivan  was  released  from  active  duty. 
On  the  25th  of  November,  1920,  he  married  Miss  Mary  Ellen 
Guinan.  They  are  now  the  parents  of  one  child,  Mary 
Elizabeth  Sullivan. 


Helen  Elizabeth  Sullivan 

Helen  Elizabeth  Sullivan  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.  on  the  8th 
of  February,  1892.  Her  mother  died 
ait  Hudson,  N.  Y.  on  April  20th  of 
the  following  year,  but  her  father, 
John  Sullivan  now  resides  at  217 
Robinson  Street  in  this  city.  Miss 
Sullivan  attended  St.  Mary’s 
Academy,  and  after  completing  a 
two  year  course  in  St.  Mary’s  High 
School,  she  entered  the  nurses  train¬ 
ing  school  connected  with  St.  Vincent’s  Hospital,  Staten 
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Island.  She  was  later  graduated  as  a  registered  nurse.

William  Henry  Sullivan  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.  on  the  25th 
of  November,  1886.  His  father  died 
at  Hudson  in  July  of  1900,  and  his 
mother,  Mrs.  Sullivan  now  resides  at 
352  State  Street,  Hudson.  Sullivan 
completed  the  elementary  course  in 
St.  Mary’s  Academy,  Hudson,  after 
which  he  was  employed  at  a  ship 
yard  as  a  structural  iron  worker.

He  was  assigned  to  Company  A,  64th  Infantry, 
7th  Division  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  served  at 
Camp  McArthur,  Texas,  and  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey  and 
at  Columbus  Barracks  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  January  2nd  1919.

Harry  G.  Sutton  was  born  in  Hurley, 
Ulster  County,  N.  Y.,  on  the  23rd  of 
January,  1896,  the  son  of  George  and 
Tilla  Sutton,  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  Germantown,  N.  Y. 
Sutton  attended  the  district  schools 
of  Germantown  until  1912  when  he 
left  to  take  a  course  in  engineering, 
at  the  completion  of  which  he 
accepted  a  position  in  a  large  manu¬ 
facturing  plant  in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
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He  was  employed  there  until  liis  enlistment  in  the  United 
States  Engineering  Corps  on  June  5th  1917.  He  was 
assigned  to  Company  E,  7th  Engineers,  5th  Division,  and 
as  a  1st  Class  Private  of  this  unit  he  trained  at  Fort 
Leavenworth,  Kansas,  for  about  eight  and  a  half  months. 
The  unit  sailed  overseas  on- March  6th  1918,  and  landed 
at  a  port  in  France  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At 
the  front  the  7th  Engineers  served  on  Arnould,  St.  Die, 
St.  Mihiel,  Vosges,  Bois  des  Rappes  and  Meuse-Argonne 
sectors.  The  unit  bridged  the  Meuse  River  under  heavy 
shell  fire  which  allowed  the  5th  Division  to  cross.  While 
serving  on  the  Meuse  sector  Sutton  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Corporal.  Sutton  returned  to  the  states  with  his 
unit  on  the  28th  of  July,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  on  the  2nd  of  August,  1919. 


Cyrus  Sweet 

Company  F,  104th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division, 
numbered  as  one  of  its  members  Cyrus  Sweet  of  Hudson, 
N.  Y.  He  was  born  in  Lee,  Massachusetts,  on  the  7th  of 
November,  1897,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Sweet, 
now  of  Prospect  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the  East 
Chatham  district  school  until  1911.  On  April  23rd  1915, 
Sweet  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  and  as  a  member  of  that  unit  he  served 
three  months  at  Camp  Whitman,  N.  Y.,  and  later  served 
with  the  Company  at  Vails  Gate,  N.  Y.  Sweet  entered 
federal  service  as  a  member  of  Company  F  on  July  20th 

1917,  and  nine  days  later  the  unit  left  Hudson  for  Fort 
Niagara,  N.  Y.,  where  training  followed  for  three  months, 
after  which  the  company  was  ordered  to  report  for  duty  at 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  seven 
months  of  training  at  Wadsworth,  Sweet  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  F,  104th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th 
Division.  After  two  weeks  at  Camp  Stuart  the  unit  left 
an  American  port  for  overseas  service.  Landing  Avas 
made  at  St.  Nazaire,  France,  in  the  first  week  of  June, 

1918.  The  104th  Machine  Gun  Battalion  served  actively 
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from  July  23rd  1918,  until  November  11th  1918,  on  the 
following  sectors  :  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Hindenburg  Line, 
Mt.  Kemmel,  St.  Quentin,  St.  Souplet  and  on  the  La  Selle 
River  sector.  March  19th  1919,  found  Sweet  again  in  the 
States.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service 


Lisle  Wells  Sweet 

Lisle  Wells  Sweet  was  born  in  Stephen- 
town,  N.  Y.,  on  the  17th  of  August, 
1895..  His  parents  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W. 
W.  Sweet  now  reside  at  167  Clinton 
Avenue,  Kingston,  N.  Y.  He  com¬ 
pleted  two  years  of  high  school 
work,  after  which  he  took  a  course 
in  business  methods  and  accounting, 
and  since  then  has  been  employed 
as  accountant  with  a  Chatham  firm. 
On  December  20th  1917,  Sweet 
married  Miss  Mvrtice  Payne  at  Binghamton,  N.  Y.  On 
July  14th  1918,  he  volunteered  through  the  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County  and  was  assigned  to  the  30th  Service 
Company,  Radio  Branch  of  the  Signal  Corps.

He  also  served  with  Company 
F  at  Peekskill,  N.  Y.  During  the  summer  of  1917  his 
company  was  called  into  federal  service  by  presidential 
proclamation  and  on  July  29th  1917,  he  left  Hudson  for 
Fort  Niagara,  N.  Y.,  where  training  followed  for  three 
months,  after  which  the  company  entrained  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  Sweet  trained  there  for  six 
months,  during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  C,  106th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division. 
After  serving  two  weeks  at  Camp  Stuart,  the  unit  sailed 
overseas  on  May  10th  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France  on 
the  24th  of  the  same  month.  The  106th  Machine  Gun 
Battalion  served  actively  on  the  East  Poperinghe,  Mt. 
Kemmel,  Iiindenburg  Line,  St.  Souplet,  Dickebush,  and 
La  Salle  River  sector  and  on  Vierstadt  Ridge.  While  in 
action  Sweet  was  severely  gassed.  He  was  removed  to  a 
hospital  in  England,  where  he  remained  a  patient  for  over 
two  months.  Sweet  returned  to  the  states  on  March  18th 
1919,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service 
on  April  2nd  1919. 


Raymond  E.  Sweet 

Raymond  E.  Sweet  was  born  in  Hills¬ 
dale,  N.  Y.,  on  the  2nd  of  April,  1896, 
the  son  of  Harvey  and  Charlotte 
Sweet,  both  of  Hillsdale.  He 
attended  the  district  schools  of  his 
native  town,  after  which  he  com¬ 
pleted  two  years  of  high  school 
work.  On  September  21st  1917,  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service. 
He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day 
for  Camp  Devons,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  ten 
months  during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  K,  303rd  Infantry,  Headquarters  Detachment,  Trans¬ 
portation  Corps,  76th  Division.  As  a  sergeant  of  this  unit, 
Sweet  sailed  overseas  on  July  7th  1918,  and  landed  first 
at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  port  in  France. 
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While  abroad  he  served  with  his  unit  at  St.  Amand,  Uzay- 
le-V enon,  and  St.  Nazaire,  until  July  of  1919,  when  the 
unit  returned  to  the  States.  Sweet  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  sendee  on  July  29th  1919.

During  the  eight  and  a  half  months  of  training  at  Wads¬ 
worth  Swint  became  a  member  of  Company  E,  51st  Pioneer 
Infantry,  4tli  Army  Corps.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on 
July  26th  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  first 
week  in  August.  At  the  front  the  51st  Pioneers  served 
actively  on  the  Woerve,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Moselle 
sectors.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  the  51st 
Pioneers  formed  a  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation  and 
with  his  regiment  Swint  served  several  months  in  Germany. 
He  returned  to  the  states  with  bis  unit  on  July  3rd  1919, 
and  six  days  later  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Elmer  Lewis  Szabo 

Elmer  Lewis  Szabo  was  born  in  Hills¬ 
dale,  N.  Y.,  on  the  10th  of  February, 
1898.

Szabo ’s  last 
return  trip  to  the  states  was  on  January  26th  1919,  after 
which  he  was  ordered  to  report  for  duty  at  the  Navy  Yard 
at  Norfolk,  Virginia.  He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 
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James  Goodale  Tallmadge 

J ames,  the  soil  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lemuel 
S.  Tallmadge  of  133  Warren  Street, 
Hudson,  was  born  at  Rhinecliff,  New 
York,  on  June  8th  1894.  His  educa¬ 
tion  was  supplied  by  the  public 
schools  of  Hudson  in  which  he  was 
a  student  until  1909.  He  has  been  a 
railroad  employee  most  of  the  time 
since  he  left  school.  Prior  to  the 
war  Tallmadge  gained  his  initial 
military  experience  as  a  Private  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
in  which  he  served  for  three  years.  On  May  11th  1918; 
through  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County,  he  enlisted 
in  the  army.  After  serving  at  Fort  Slocum,  Camp  Han¬ 
cock,  and  Camp  Upton,  he  sailed  overseas  on  July  30th 

1918.  In  France  Private  Tallmadge  served  with  Com¬ 
pany  C,  109tli  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  28th  Division,  fight¬ 
ing  on  the  Thiancourt  sector  for  about  a  month  and  tak¬ 
ing  part  in  the  advance  on  Ourcq  and  Yesle  and  in  the 
Meuse- Argonne  offensive.  The  28tli  Division  served  for 
sixty-seven  days  in  the  line  without  relief.  He  was 
slightly  gassed  and  received  care  at  a  first  aid  station.  For 
the  following  five  months  Tallmadge  served  abroad  with 
the  271st  Company,  Military  Police  Corps.  On  July  7th 

1919,  Private  Tallmadge  landed  again  in  America  and  nine 
days  later  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Dewey  Tanner 


Dewey,  the  son  of  Jacob  H.  and 
Minnie  A.  Tanner,  was  born  at 
Ancram  on  August  6th  1898.  The 
Ancram  district  school  supplied  his 
education.  War  called  him  from 
farm  work  to  army  life  and  he 
enlisted  at  New  York  City  in  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserve  Force 
on  April  30th  1918.  Tanner, 
after  training  for  a  short  time  at 
Pelham  Bay  Training  Station, 
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became  a  1st  Class  Seaman  aboard  Submarine  Chaser  No. 
64.  Aboard  this  boat  he  cruised  as  far  as  Ponta  Del  Garda 
in  the  Azores  starting  his  voyage  in  October  of  1918.  He 
did  not  return  to  the  States  until  the  first  month  of  the 
following  year.  On  October  4t,li  1919,  Seaman  Tanner  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Floyd  Gardener  Tanner 

Floyd  G.,  the  son  of  Jacob  H.  and  Min¬ 
nie  A.  Tanner  of  Ancram,  was  born 
at  Ancram  on  February  20th  1894. 
In  1903  he  finished  his  schooling  in 
the  town  of  Ancram  and  became  a 
lumber  worker.  The  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  Tanner 
for  military  service  on  December 
14th  1917.  At  Camp  Devens  he  was 
assigned  to  Company  F,  Motor 
Transport  Corps,  76tli  Division,  and 
after,  more  than  a  year  of  service  in  this  country,  he  was 
ordered  to  sail  for  Liverpool,  England,  on  July  12th  1918. 
After  landing  at  Liverpool,  Private  Tanner  crossed  the 
English  Channel  to  France,  where  he  was  stationed  at 
Nantes.  He  was  on  his  way  to  the  front  when  the  armis¬ 
tice  was  signed,  but  remained  on  duty  in  Europe  for  sev¬ 
eral  months,  and  did  not  return  to  American  until  July  12th 
1919.  On  the  22nd  of  that  same  month,  Tanner  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Lewis  Montimer  Tanner 

Lewis  M.  Tanner,  now  of  Philmont  was  born  in  Buffalo, 
New  York,  on  April  3rd  1894.  His  parents,  Lewis  M.  and 
Jeannette  Tanner,  are  both  deceased.  Tanner’s  early  edu¬ 
cation  was  gained  in  the  schools  of  Buffalo.  In  1917  he 
was  graduated  from  Colgate  University  with  a  chemical 
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engineer’s  degree.  For  three  years  Tanner  was  employed 
in  his  profession  by  the  National  Analine  Chemical  Com¬ 
pany.  At  Buffalo,  New  York,  he  volunteered  to  serve,  with 
the  United  States  Chemical  Warfare  Service,  enlisting 
there  on  September  16th  1917.  From  the  month  of  his 
enlistment  until  March,  1919,  Tanner  was  stationed  at 
Camp  Astoria,  Long  Island,  where  he  served  as  a  Second 
Lieutenant  in  the  Chemical  Warfare  Service.  On  March 
12th  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 
Lewis  Tanner  now  resides  at  Philmont  with  his  wife, 
formerly  Miss  Inez  Hayward.  He  holds  a  position  as 
chemical  engineer  at  Mellenville  with  the  States  Metal 
Company. 


Charles  Raymond  Taylor 

Charles  Raymond  Taylor,  now  of  1029  Garland  Avenue, 
Detroit,  Michigan,  was  born  at  De  Ruyter,  New  York,  on 
July  23rd  1891.  His  father  died  in  1900.  His  mother, 
Mrs.  Nellie  Taylor,  is  now  a  resident  of  Valatie.  Taylor 
started  his  schooling  in  New  York  City,  but  after  moving 
to  Hudson,  he  enrolled  as  a  student  at  St.  Mary’s  Academy, 
and  was  graduated  from  St.  Mary’s  High  School  in  1910. 
Since  then  he  lias  worked  as  an  accountant.  On  May  28th 
1918,  Taylor,  who  was  then  at  New  Bright,  Pennsylvania, 
was  selected  for  service  through  the  Local  Board  No.  2 
of  that  place.  After  training  at  Camps  Upton  and  Meade, 
Corporal  Taylor  of  Company  L,  316th  Infantry,  79th  Divi¬ 
sion,  embarked  for  France  on  July  9tli  1918.  There  he 
was  stationed  at  Brest  and  at  St.  Nazaire.  Corporal  Tay¬ 
lor  served  on  the  Verdun  sector  for  two  weeks  with  the 
316th  Infantry,  Intelligence  Section,  3rd  Battalion.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  time  he  took  part  in  the  Montf ancon  and  Argonne 
engagements,  and  while  in  action  was  wounded  in  the  head 
by  a  machie  gun  bullet.  After  two  months  in  the  hospital, 
he  was  fully  recovered.  Taylor’s  division,  the  79th,  was 
cited  for  capturing  Hill  378,  a  German  stronghold.  On 
May  29th  1919,  he  arrived  back  in  this  country  and  on  the 
seventh  day  of  the  month  following,  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service.  On  June  21st  1919,  Taylor 
married  Miss  Mary  S.  Carson  at  Valatie. 
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Herbert  Vernon  Taylor 

Herbert  Vernon  Taylor  was  born  at 
Mount  Vernon,  New  York,  on  Sep¬ 
tember  19tli  1894,  to  Theodore  and 
Clara  Louise  Taylor.  Although  he 
is  still  a  resident  of  Mount  Vernon, 
for  nine  years  he  has  spent  his  sum¬ 
mers  at  the  Taylor  summer  home  in 
Spencertown.  In  1916  Taylor  com¬ 
pleted  his  college  education  in  New 
York  City.  During  the  early  part 
of  the  year  of  1917,  he  engaged  in 
manufacturing  gasoline  oil;  and  on  June  28th  of  that  year, 
he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Air  Service.  In  the  year 
after  his  enlistment,  on  October  26th  1918,  Taylor  married 
Miss  Jeannette  Hall  L’  Hommedieu  at  the  North  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  155  Broadway,  New  York  City.  While  in 
the  army,  Taylor  ranked  as  a  1st  Class  Private,  and  later 
as  a  Second  Lieutenant  in  the  Air  Service  Aeronautics. 
His  duties  were  those  of  a  pursuit  pilot.  He  served  at  the 
Cornell  Ground  School ;  Dallas  and  Kelly  Field,  Texas ; 
Wilbur  Wright  Field,  Ohio,  and  at  West  Point,  Missis¬ 
sippi.  Lieutenant  Taylor  held  a  record  of  250  hours  in 
the  air.  On  December  26th  1918,  he  was  given  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Leslie  George  Taylor 


Leslie  G.  Taylor  of  159  Green  Street, 
Hudson,  was  born  in  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  on  October  5th  1874. 
His  mother  is  Mrs.  Lydia  A.  Taylor, 
who  resides  with  him  in  Hudson,  but 
his  father,  Robert  S.  Taylor,  died 
twenty  years  ago  in  Wilmington.  In 
1895  Taylor  was  graduated  from  the 
Baltimore  Medical  College,  and  later 
he  completed  his  medical  training  in 
the  microscopical  ward  at  Johns 
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Hopkins  Hospital.  Dr.  Taylor  had  been  a  practicing  phy¬ 
sician  and  surgeon  for  twenty  years  before  coming  to  Hud¬ 
son.  In  1910  his  marriage  to  Miss  Jessie  Rebecca  Arthur 
was  celebrated  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.  On  April  17th 
1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Medical  Reserve 
Corps,  and  on  May  15th  he  was  commissioned  as  First 
Lieutenant.  His  military  training  was  received  at  Fort 
Benjamin  Harrison  in  Indiana,  where  he  served  for  three 
months.  Lieutenant  Taylor  served  at  Utica,  Auburn,  and 
Syracuse,  when  the  New  York  National  Guards  were  fed¬ 
eralized  at  those  points.  He  was  then  assigned  to  Camp 
Gordon  in  Georgia  as  army  surgeon  for  the  troop  trains. 
As  Senior  Regimental  Surgeon  of  the  Quartermasters 
Corps  Infirmary,  76th  Division,  he  served  at  Camp  Devens. 
While  there,  on  November  30th,  1917,  he  was  thrown  on 
the  icy  road  by  a  moving  car,  and  received  serious  injuries 
to  his  knee  and  wrist.  In  December  of  1918,  Lieutenant 
Taylor  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Edmund  Jacob  Teal 

Edmund  J.,  the  son  of  Eugene  and 
Arvilla  Teal  of  Valatie,  was  born  in 
Kinderliook  on  April  26th  1893.  In 
1908  he  finished  his  schooling  at  the 
Valatie  High  School.  The  Local 
Board  of  our  county  selected  Teal 
for  military  service  on  May  24th 
1918,  and  on  May  25th  following,  he 
entrained  at  Hudson  for  Camp 
Wadsworth,  where  he  remained  for 
about  one  month.  Other  camps  in 
which  Private  Teal  trained  were  Stuart,  Mills,  and  Upton. 
On  June  28th  1918,  Teal,  then  a  member  of  a  Machine 
Gun  Company,  306th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  77th  Division, 
started  the  voyage  to  Brest,  France.  Upon  his  arrival  in 
the  French  port  he  was  sent  almost  immediately  to  the 
fighting  sectors,  where  he  served  for  three  months  on  the 
Aisne,  Argonne  and  Meuse  Sectors,  taking  part  in  the 
Aisne,  Argonne  and  Meuse  Offensives.  For  several  months 
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after  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  he  remained  abroad,  and 
did  not  return  to  America  until  April  25th  1919.  On  May 
9th  1919,  Teal  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Frederick  Martin  Teator 

Frederick  Martin  Teator  of  the  town  of  Claverack,  the 
son  of  Robert  W.  and  Rosie  Teator,  was  born  in  Claverack 
on  February  25th  1888.  In  1905  he  left  the  district  school 
of  Hollowville  and  took  up  agricultural  work.  Teator  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Hazel  May  Clapper  of  Philmont,  and  they  now 
have  a  daughter,  Catherine  May  Teator.  He  continued 
working  his  farm  until  1918,  when  the  Local  Board  at 
Hudson  selected  him  for  army  service  on  August  5th. 
Teator  was  assigned  to  Company  C,  Chemical  Warfare 
Service  at  the  Lakehurst  Proving  Grounds,  where  he 
served  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  Decem¬ 
ber  14th  1918. 


George  Dewey  Teator 

George  D.  Teator  is  the  son  of  George 
H.  and  Viola  Teator  of  Claverack. 
He  was  born  in  that  town  on  May 
20th,  1899,  and  attended  the  school 
near  his  home  until  1914,  when  he 
took  up  farming.  On  June  25th 
1916,  Teator  enlisted  at  Hudson  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  As  a  member 
of  this  outfit,  he  participated  in  the 
Mexican  mobilization  and  at  Vails 
Gate,  guarding  the  aqueduct.  In  July  of  1917,  national 
guard  companies  were  federalized,  and  Company  F  was 
sent  to  Fort  Niagara  to  train  for  war  service.  In  October 
this  company  was  ordered  to  report  at  Camp  Wadsworth, 
and  there  Teator  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer 
Infantry.  On  July  26th  1918,  the  51st  Pioneers  sailed  for 
France,  where  they  landed  at  the  port  of  Brest.  Sergeant 
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Teator  served  on  the  Toul  and  Saint  Mihiel  sectors,  and 
fought  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  offensive  and  in  operations 
between  the  Meuse  and  Moselle  Rivers.  On  July  3rd  1919, 
he  returned  to  this  country  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  the  army  six  days  later. 


Anderson  Terry 

Anderson  Terry  is  a  native  of  Virginia,  having  been 
born  in  the  city  of  Richmond  in  that  state,  on  December 
7th  1886.  His  father,  John  Terry,  died  in  1898,  and  his 
mother  resides  in  the  city  of  Hudson.  He  volunteered  for 
service  through  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  on 
April  29th  1918,  and  became  a  member  of  Company  F, 
367th  Infantry,  92nd  Division.  His  military  training 
was  received  at  Camp  Devens  and  Camp  Upton;  and  on 
June  16th  1918,  he  sailed  overseas.  Landing  was  made  at 
Brest.  He  served  on  the  St.  Die  and  St.  Mihiel  sectors 
of  the  front,  and  stood  in  reserve  in  the  battle  of  the 
Argonne.  On  March  1st  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United 
States,  and  nine  days  later  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


David  Terry 

David  Terry  was  born  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  Janu¬ 
ary  3rd  1889.  His  father,  John  Terry,  died  in  the  South, 
and  his  mother,  now  Mrs.  Melinda  Jones,  resides  at  252 
Fulton  Street,  Hudson.  When  a  child,  Terry  came  to  Hud¬ 
son  with  his  mother  and  here  attended  the  public  schools. 
On  April  29th  1918,  he  was  selected  for  army  service  by 
the  Local  Board  of  this  county.  Before  leaving  this 
country  for  France  on  June  10th  1918,  Terry  trained  at 
Camps  Devens  and  Upton,  and  received  an  assignment  to 
Company  G,  367th  Infantry,  92nd  Division.  This  unit 
landed  at  Brest  and  advanced  to  the  Argonne  sector  of  the 
front.  Private  Terry  fought  in  the  Battle  of  the  Argonne 
Forest  and  other  Division  engagements.  On  February 
17th  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country,  where  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  April  15th  following. 
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Ernest  Reed  Thomas 

Ernest,  the  son  of  Alfred  and  Ellen 
M.  Thomas  of  156  Prospect  Street, 
Rockville,  Connecticut,  was  born  in 
that  town  on  October  6th  1891.  His 
education  was  gained  at  the  West 
District  School  of  his  native  town, 
and  at  Business  College.  When  his 
schooling  was  completed,  Thomas 
made  a  study  of  photography,  and 
for  several  years  previous  to  the 
war,  he  practiced  his  profession  in 
the  Vosburgh  Studio  at  Hudson.  On  March  10th  1918, 
he  entered  the  army  by  voluntary  induction  at  Hudson, 
and  shortly  afterward  became  a  private  in  the  6th  Photo¬ 
graphic  Section,  Air  Service.  On  August  16th  1918,  his 
unit  left  this  country,  and  on  the  28tli  of  that  month,  landed 
at  a  European  port.  Overseas,  Private  Thomas  served  as 
a  photographer  on  the  Meuse-Argonne  Sector,  carrying  out 
his  duties  while  under  fire.  He  was  wounded  in  the  right 
hand  by  shrapnel,  but  has  since  entirely  recovered  from 
his  injuries.  On  May  31st  1919,  he  returned  to  this 
country,  and  on  June  7th  following,  received  his  honorable 
discharge.  After  his  return,  Ernest  Thomas  married  Miss 
Clara  Falk  at  Hudson.  They  make  their  home  in  that 
city. 


John  Henry  Thomas 

John  Henry  Thomas  of  Alsen,  New  York,  was  born  in 
Rome,  Georgia,  on  March  1st  1890.  His  father,  also  named 
John  Henry  Thomas,  died  some  time  ago,  and  his  mother, 
who  is  now  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stevenson,  resides  at  Detroit, 
Michigan  Thomas  gained  his  education  in  the  schools  of 
Georgia.  After  coming  to  New  York  State,  lie  was 
employed  in  the  cement  mills  of  Greenport.  On  June  3rd 
1918,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson,  inducted  him  into  serv¬ 
ice.  While  in  the  army,  on  October  22nd  1918,  Private 
Thomas  married  Mary  Frances  Ford  at  Catskill,  N.  Y.  He 
was  stationed  at  Fort  Slocum  for  one  week,  and  at  Wash- 
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ington  Barracks  five  days,  but  most  of  his  service  was 
given  at  Camp  Humphrey  in  Virginia,  where  he  became 
a  member  of  Company  E,  2nd  Development  Battalion. 
After  seven  months  at  the  latter  place,  Private  Thomas 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  January  13th 
1919. 


Robert  Ellsworth  Thomas 

Robert  Ellsworth  Thomas,  the  son  of  Robert  A.  and 
Carrie  Thomas,  was  born  in  Troy,  New  York,  on  October 
12th  1894.  He  studied  in  the  Hudson  public  schools  and 
later  learned  the  sheet  metal  worker’s  trade.  On  March 
13th,  1918,  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the  coast  artillery. 
On  June  30th  1918,  after  training  at  Forts  Slocum  and 
Andrews,  Private  Thomas  of  Company  E,  71st  Coast  Artil¬ 
lery  Corps,  34th  Brigade,  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England. 
From  there  the  71st  Coast  Artillery  Corps  continued  to 
France,  where  they  were  stationed  at  La  Plaissie  and 
Grammouri.  In  1919  Thomas  returned  to  the  States,  and 
here  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on 
March  8th  1919. 


Bradley  Edward  Thompson 

Bradley  E.  Thompson,  who  now  lives 
in  Greendale,  was  born  in  Walton, 
New  York,  on  December  25th  1897. 
His  parents  are  Sylvester  and  Clara 
Thompson  of  Greendale.  In  1914  he 
left  school  in  Catskill  to  take  up 
agricultural  work.  On  August  28tli 
1918,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson 
selected  him  for  military  service. 
Private  Thompson  entered  training 
at  Camp  Gordon,  where  he  served 
until  March  24th  1919,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service.  While  in  the  army,  he  was  affiliated  with 
the  27th  Company,  157th  Depot  Brigade. 
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Charles  Thompson 

Charles  Thompson  was  born  in  North  Chatham  on 
August  12th  1887,  the  son  of  Kate  and  the  late  Frank 
Thompson.  He  is  a  married  man  and  the  father  of  three 
children.  His  wife  was  formerly  Miss  Jennie  Van  Valken- 
burgh.  Farming  was  his  chief  occupation  until  September 
4th  1918,  when  he  was  selected  for  military  service  through 
the  Local  Board,  and  entered  the  811th  Pioneer  Regiment, 
Company  0,  18t.h  Division.  He  was  in  training  for  nine 
weeks  at  Camp  Upton  and  Camp  Dix.  On  October  20th 
1918,  he  went  overseas  and  landed  at  Brest.  For  some 
time  he  was  stationed  at  Marseilles,  and  while  he  was 
there,  the  Armistice  was  signed.  He  returned  to  the  United 
States  on  July  29th  1919,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  at  Camp  Upton  on  August  15th  1919. 


Edward  Tremain  Thompson 

Edward  Tremain  Thompson  of  854 
Columbia  Street,  Hudson,  was  born 
in  this  city  on  May  29th  1900.  He 
is  the  son  of  William  and  Carrie 
Thompson  of  Columbia  Street.  He 
was  a  student  of  the  Hudson  public 
schools  until  1917,  and  afterward 
was  employed  at  clerical  work.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  early  part  of  the  war, 
Thompson  was  clerk  for  the  Colum¬ 
bia  County  Draft  Board.  He  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Navy  on  August  7th  1918,  as  a  sea¬ 
man.  Thompson  was  stationed  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island, 
and  aboard  the  United  States  Ships  Jenkins,  Meredith  and 
Kentucky.  After  the  close  of  the  war,  he  was  honorably 
released  from  active  service,  but  is  still  a  member  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force. 
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Royce  Clarence  Thompson 

Royce  Clarence  Thompson  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Claverack  on  July  28th  1898.  His  father  died  at  Mellen- 
ville  on  the  12th  of  October,  1912,  but  his  mother,  who  has 
remarried  since  the  death  of  her  husband,  is  now  Mrs.

He  suffered 
from  an  attack  of  fever  and  spent  ten  days  in  a  military 
hospital  for  treatment.  On  March  6th  1919,  he  again 
returned  to  the  United  States,  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  March  31st  following. 


Curtis  Leroy  Thorne 

Curtis  Leroy  Thorne  of  Kinderhook  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Stuyvesant  on  July  2nd  1896.  He  is  the  son  of 
Alvin  L.  and  Ada  Thorn  of  Kinderhook.  When  his  school¬ 
ing  at  Stuyvesant  was  completed,  Thorne  learned  cooper¬ 
ing,  but  his  principal  occupation  has  been  fruit  farming. 
On  March  2nd  1918,  his  marriage,  to  Miss  Ida  Esther 
Stackman  was  celebrated  at  Kinderhook.  They  now  have 
one  daughter,  Rebecca  Thorne.  In  May  of  1918,  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  inducted  him  into  military 
service.  At  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina,  Private 
Thorne  was  assigned  to  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry. 
On  July  1st  1918,  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  the  United  States  Army. 
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Waclaw  Tiemaszkiewicz 

Waclaw  Tiemaszkiewicz,  who  is  better 
known  among*  his  associates  as  Wil¬ 
liam  Shutz,  was  born  in  Ivrywiczy, 
Poland,  on  June  30th  1891.  His 
parents  are  Nikeodemus  and  Urs- 
zulia  Tiemaszkiewicz,  who  still  re¬ 
sides  in  Poland.  He  came  to  America 
when  a  young  man,  having  finished 
his  education  in  the  schools  of  his 
own  country.  Tiemaszkiewicz  made

50  Green  Street,  Hudson,  was  born 
in  this  city  on  July  29th  1895.  He 
left  Hudson- High  School  to  enroll  at 
the  Albany  College  of  Pharmacy, 
Union  University,  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  that  institution  in  1916. 
Since  then  he  has  practiced  his  pro¬ 
fession.  Tiffany  married  Miss  Rob¬ 
erta  Flack  Kells  at  Albany  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  27th  1916.  Two  years  later,  on  April  19th  1918, 
she  died  in  Schenectady.  Our  Local  Board  inducted  Tif- 
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fany  into  service  on  July  23rd  1918.  After  one  month  of 
training  at  Camp  Dix,  he  sailed  for  Liverpool  on  August 
24th  1918,  as  a  Private  in  the  Medical  Department,  312th 
Engineers,  87th  Division.  From  England  his  outfit  sailed 
to  France,  where  it  was  stationed  at  Beau  Desert  and 
Saint  Louis  de  Montfarrand.  On  March  3rd  1919,  Private 
Tiffany  completed  his  return  voyage  to  America  and  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  April  9th  following. 


Joseph  Tile 

Joseph  Tile  came  to  the  United  States  from  Russia,  and 
after  his  arrival  here,  he  augmented  his  Russian  education 
with  a  course  in  the  English  language.  He  became  an 
American  citizen,  and  when  this  country  entered  the  Euro¬ 
pean  struggle,  Tile  volunteered  for  service  in  the  United 
States  Army.  He  enlisted  in  the  Army  on  June  7th  1917, 
at  the  Poughkeepsie  recruiting  station.  He  was  about 
twenty-five  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  enlistment.  Tile 
never  returned  to  Stuyvesant,  after  his  enlistment,  and 
as  he  had  no  near  relatives  in  this  vicinity,  we  were  unable 
to  trace  his  military  record. 


John  Lester  Tillson 

At  Flatbush,  Ulster  County,  New  York,  John  Lester 
Tillson  was  born  on  December  15th  1892.  His  parents, 
Oliver  and  Gertrude  Tillson,  with  whom  he  makes  his  home, 
reside  at  107  Green  street,  Hudson.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  schools  of  Brewster  and  Hudson  and  afterwards 
worked  as  an  auto  trimmer.  On  December  14th,  1917,  he 
was  selected  for  service  through  the  Local  Board.  He 
served  two  months  at  Camp  Devens  and  was  ten  days  at 
Camp  Merritt  before  sailing  for  France  on  February  28th 
1918.  Landing  was  made  at  Brest.  He  was  stationed  for  one 
week  at  Nevers,  four  days  at  Is-sur-tille,  and  after  that  at 
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St.  Pere  de  Corps,  which  was  a  base  for  railroad  operations. 
Private  Tillson  was  one  of  one  hundred  men  detailed  from 
the  16th  Engineers  to  the  59th  Railroad  Engineers,  whose 
work  was  to  operate  railroads  for  military  use.  He  was  in 
the  hospital  at  Tours  for  one  week  suffering  with  influenza. 
On  April  27th  1919,  he  returned  to  the  United  States,  and 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  May  7th 
following. 


Floyd  Henry  Tirk 

Floyd  Henry  Tirk  of  411  Washington 
Avenue,  Albany,  was  born  in  Kin- 
derhook  on  May  8th  1893.  His  par¬ 
ents  are  George  and  Grace  Tirk,  now 
of  2208  Broadway,  Watervliet,  New 
York.  He  went  to  school  in  our 
county  in  the  village  of  Kinderhook, 
and  for  one  year,  was  in  the  motor¬ 
cycle  repair  business  in  that  place. 
On  December  15th  1917,  he  enlisted 
in  the  Quartermasters  Corps.  Two 
days  after  his  enlistment,  Tirk  married  Miss  Beta  G. 
Gritman  at  Stottville.  Private  Tirk  served  at  Fort  Slo¬ 
cum  for  one  month,  at  Camp  Meigs  for  two  months,  and 
at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor  for  ten  months.  After  about  six 
months  at  the  latter  camp  as  a  member  of  the  Quarter¬ 
masters  Corps,  he  was  transferred  to  the  342nd  Company, 
Service  Park  Unit,  Motor  Transport  Corps  with  which 
unit  he  served  as  a  Sergeant.  On  January  24th  1919, 
Sergeant  Tirk  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Charles  Tobias 

Charles  Tobias  was  born  in  Nassau,  New  York,  on  the 
3rd  of  May,  1898,  the  son  of  George  and  Emma  Tobias, 
both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of  Chatham  Center.  He 
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attended  the  public  schools  of  Chatham,  and  was  graduated 
from  the  Chatham  High  School  with  the  class  of  1917.  On 
June  4th  1917,  Tobias  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infan¬ 
try,  New  York  National  Guard,  and  was  a  member  of  this 
unit  when  it  was  federalized  on  July  20tli  1917.  Nine 
days  later  the  unit  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where 
military  training  followed  for  three  months,  after  which 
the  unit  entrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina. 
During  the  eleven  months  of  training  there,  Tobias  served 
with  Headquarters  Company,  1st  Provisional  Brigade, 
Corps  and  Army  Troops,  until  April  12th  1918,  on  which 
date  he  became  a  member  of  Company  B,  3rd  Anti-Aircraft 
Machine  Gun  Battalion.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on 
August  14th  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  same  month.  While  abroad,  the  3rd 
Anti-Aircraft  Machine  Gun  Battalion  served  eight  months 
at  the  machine  gun  school  at  Langres,  France,  during 
which  time  Tobias  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant. 
He  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  early  in  May  of 
1919,  and  on  the  7th  of  the  same  month  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


James  Oscar  Tobias 

The  second  of  the  Tobias  family  of  Chatham  Center  to 
serve  with  the  colors  was  James  Oscar.  He  was  born  in 
Nassau,  N.  Y.,  on  the  3rd  of  September,  1894.  He  lives  at 
Chatham  Center  with  his  parents,  George  and  Emma 
Tobias.  Tobias  attended  the  Chatham  schools,  and  was  a 
student  at  the  Chatham  High  School  until  1914,  when  he 
left  to  take  up  a  business  course.'  Later  he  accepted  a 
position  as  Rural  Free  Delivery  Carrier  at  Chatham 
Center.  He  was  thus  employed  until  his  enlistment  in 
Aviation  Corps  on  December  13th  1917.  He  was  assigned 
to  the  73rd  Aero  Service  Squadron,  and  as  a  first  class 
private  of  this  unit,  Tobias  served  twro  months  at  the 
Aviation  Field  at  Waco,  Texas,  and  four  and  a  half  months 
at  Wichita  Aviation  Field,  Texas.  The  squadron  sailed 
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overseas  on  the  13th  of  August,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At  the  front 
the  73rd  Aero  Squadron  served  actively  in  the  St.  Mihiel 
and  Meuse-Argonne  Offensives  from  September  20th,  1918, 
until  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Tobias  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  on  June  18th  1919,  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service  on  July  3rd  1919. 


Andrew  Tomlin 

Andrew  Tomlin  was  born  in  the  town 
of  Livingston,  N.  Y.,  on  the  30th  of 
November,  1897,  the  son  of  Frank 
and  Susan  Tomlin,  both  of  whom  are 
now  residents  of  Germantown,  N.  Y. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course 
in  the  district  school  of  his  native 
town,  after  which  he  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  farming.  He  was  thus  em¬ 
ployed  until  his  enlistment  in  the 
United  States  Navy  on  July  22nd 
1918.  He  was  assigned  to  the  4th  Company,  1st  Regiment, 
and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  Tomlin  served  at  the  Pelham 
Bay  Naval  Training  Station  until  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  December  26tli  1918. 


Frank  Tomlin,  Jr. 

Frank  Tomlin,  Jr.,  was  the  second  member  of  the  Tomlin 
family  of  Germantown,  N.  Y.,  to  serve  with  the  colors. 
He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Livingston,  N.  Y.,  on  the  28tli 
of  December,  1890,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Susan  Tomlin. 
He  completed  the  elementary  course  in  the  district  school 
of  his  native  town,  after  which  he  became  interested  in 
farming.  He  was  thus  employed  until  the  8th  of  March 
1918,  the  date  on  which,  through  the  Local  Board  of  Colum- 
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bia  County,  lie  volunteered  for  military  service,  and  was 
sent  to  Fort  Slocum.  He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
at  Fort  Slocum  on  March  12th  1918. 


Daniel  Davis  Tompkins,  Jr 

Daniel  Davis  Tompkins,  Jr.,  was  born 
in  the  village  of  Chatham,  N.  Y.,  on 
the  1st  of  June,  1891.  His  mother 
died  there  on  the  5th  of  February, 
1916.  Tompkins  makes  his  home  at 
Chatham  with  his  father,  Daniel 
Davis  Tompkins.  He  attended  the 
schools  of  his  native  village  until 
1907,  when  he  became  interested  in 
farming.  He  was  thus  employed 
until  the  5th  of  June,  1917,  on  which 
date  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  which  was  federalized  on  July  20th 
1917.  Nine  days  later  the  company  left  Hudson  for  Fort 
Niagara,  N.  Y.,  where  training  followed  for  three  months, 
after  which  the  unit  entrained  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina.  During  the  eight  and  a  half  months  of  training 
at  Wadsworth,  Tompkins  became  first  a  corporal  and  then 
a  sergeant  in  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry.  The 
unit  sailed  overseas  on  July  26th  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  on  the  6th  of  August.  Tompkins  saw  service  with 
his  unit  on  the  Toul  sector,  but  because  of  illness,  he  was 
shortly  afterwards  removed  to  a  base  hospital,  where  he 
remained  a  patient  for  two  months;  Upon  recovery,  Tomp¬ 
kins  was  transferred  to  the  Quartermasters  Corps,  and  he 
served  in  that  branch  as  Quartermaster  Sergeant  for  the 
following  seven  months.  Tompkins  returned  to  the  States 
on  July  12th  1919,  and  on  the  14th  of  the  same  month 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Augustus  Leutian  Tootell 

Leominster,  Massachusetts,  was  the 
original  home  of  Augustus  Leutian 
Tootell.  He  was  born  there  on  the 
2nd  of  March,  1897.  His  mother 
died  in  1905.  Tootell  now  resides  at 
Stockport,  N.  Y.,  with  his  father, 
William  Charles  Tootell.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  the 
district  schools  of  Stockport  in  1912, 
and  later  accepted  employment  as  a 
mechanic  with  a  railroad  company. 
He  was  thus  occupied  until  May  15th  1917,  the  date  on 
which  he  enlisted  in  Company  H,  71st  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard  at  Hudson.  He  was  later  assigned  to 
Company  H,  105tli  Infantry,  27th  Division,  and  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  unit,  Tootell  trained  for  eight  and  a  half 
months  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  and  was 
two  weeks  at  Camp  Mills,  N.  Y.,  after  which  the  unit  left 
an  American  port  of  embarkation  for  overseas  service. 
Landing  was  made  at  Brest,  France,  on  the  30th  of  May, 

1918.  As  a  member  of  the  105tli,  Tootell  saw  active  serv¬ 
ice  on  the  Mt.  Kemmel,  Dickebush,  Vierstadt  Ridge, 
Hindenburg  Line  and  East  Poperinghe  sectors.  While  in 
action  Tootell ’s  shoulder  was  severely  wounded  by  shrap¬ 
nel.  He  was  removed  to  a  government  hospital,  where  he 
received  treatment  for  over  three  months.  March  6th 

1919,  found  Tootell  again  in  the  States.  He  was  given  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service  on  April  1st  1919. 
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Augustus  Cadman  Tracy 

Augustus  Cadman  Tracy  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
21st  of  February,  1892,  the  soil  of 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Aurelius  Tracy  of  ^10 
Union  Street,  Hudson.  Tracy  at¬ 
tended  the  Hudson  public  schools, 
graduating  from  the  Hudson  High 
School  in  1911,  after  which  he  en¬ 
tered  Princeton  University,  where 
he  was  a  student  for  a  year  and  a 
half'.  He  then  accepted  a  clerical 
position.  In  September,  1917,  Tracy  was  appointed  secre¬ 
tary  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  He  also  trained  at  Plattsburg,  N. 
Y.,  as  a  candidate  of  the  2nd  Provisional  Training  Com¬ 
pany,  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps.  On  June  29th 
1918,  Tracy  married  Miss  Carolynn  Crocker  at  New  York 
City.  On  July  14th  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  selected  Tracy  for  military  service.  He  was 
assigned  to  an  Officers  Training  Detachment,  and  as  a 
member  of  this  unit,  Tracy  served  at  the  machine  gun 
school  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia,  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  January  21st  1919. 


De  Loss  Kellogg  Tracy 

The  second  of  the  Tracy  family  of 
Hudson  to  serve  with  the  colors 
was  De  Loss  Kellogg  Tracy.  He 
was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  N. 
Y.,  on  the  13th  of  January,  1888,  the 
son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Aurelius  Tracy 
of  410  Union  Street,  Hudson.  Tracy 
attended  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  city,  graduating  from  the 
Hudson  High  School  in  1906,  after 
which  he  was  employed  as  an  ad- 
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juster  of  railroad  freight  traffic.  Tracy  is  now  manager 
of  an  automobile  accessories  store  at  Lawrence,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  On  September  21st  1917,  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  selected  Tracy  for  military  service.  He  was 
first  assigned  to  Company  Iv,  303rd  Infantry,  and  later  to 
Company  C,  74th  Infantry,  12th  Division,  and  as  a  certified 
instructor  in  bayonet  training,  he  served  two  months  at 
Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  and  a  year  and  four  months  at 
Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  during  which  time  he  was 
commissioned  2nd  Lieutenant.  He  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  rnrvice  on  March  25th  1919. 


Martin  Tracy 

Martin  Tracy  was  born  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  on 
the  1st  of  January,  1892.  His  father  died  at  Hudson  on 
the  14th  of  March,  1918.  Tracy  lives  at  117  Warren  Street, 
Hudson,  with  his  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  Tracy.  He  com¬ 
pleted  the  elementary  course  in  St.  Mary’s  Academy,  and 
was  a  student  at  St.  Mary’s  High  School  until  1909,  when 
he  left  to  accept  employment  in  the  city  of  Hudson.  On 
March  13th  1918,  Tracy  volunteered  for  military  service 
through  the  Local  Board  of  the  county.  He  trained  the 
following  two  weeks  at  Camp  Greene,  South  Carolina, 
during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  Company  G, 
39th  Infantry,  4th  Division.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on 
April  1st  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  same  month.  As  a  member  of  the  39th  Infan¬ 
try,  Tracy  served  actively  on  the  Chateau  Thierry,  St. 
Mihiel  and  Verdun  sectors  until  October  of  1918,  when 
he  was  severely  wounded  by  the  bursting  of  a  high  ex¬ 
plosive  shell.  He  was  a  patient  at  Base  Hospitals  56,  550 
and  18  from  October  of  1918,  until  March  of  1919.  Tracy 
returned  to  the  States  as  a  member  of  a  Casual  Company 
on  the  5th  of  January,  1919.  He  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  on  March  14th  1919. 
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Van  Belston  Tracy 

Van  Belston  Tracy  was  born  in  the  town  of  Austerlitz, 
N.  Y.,  on  the  5th  of  May,  1890.  His  mother  died  at 
Spencertown,  N.  Y.,  on  March  11th  1916.  His  father 
makes  his  home  at  Spencertown.  Tracy  attended  the 
Union  Free  School  at  Spencertown  until  1903,  when  he 
became  interested  in  farming.  He  was  thus  employed  until 
August  29th  1918,  the  date  on  which  the  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for  service.  He  left 
Hudson  on  the  following  day  for  Camp  Upton,  N.  Y.  Tracy 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  September  4th 
1918. 


Arthur  Traver 

Arthur  Traver  was  born  in  Union  Vale,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
28th  of  June,  1895.  His  mother,  Mary  Jane  Traver  died 
on  May  10th  1903,  and  his  father,  Herbert  Traver,  now 
resides  at  Millbrook,  N.  Y.  Traver  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  district  school  at  Clinton  Corners,  after 
which  he  became  engaged  in  farming  at  Ancram,  N.  Y. 
He  was  so  employed  until  the  21st  of  September,  1917, 
when  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him 
for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the  following  day 
for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained  for  the 
following  six  months  as  a  member  of  Company  K,  303rd 
Infantry.  He  left  an  American  port  for  overseas  service 
on  March  12tli  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  20th 
of  the  same  month.  At  the  front  he  served  with  Company 
M,  165th  Infantry,  42nd  Division  on,  the  Baccarat,  Alsace- 
Lorraine,  Champagne,  Soissons,  St.  Mihiel,  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  sectors.  While  in  action  in  the  Meuse-Argonne 
Offensive,  Traver  was  severely  gassed.  He  was  removed 
to  Base  Hospital  No.  67,  where  he  remained  a  patient  for 
over  two  weeks.  September  29th  1919,  found  Traver 
again  in  the  States.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service  on  October  7th  1919. 
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John  Treanor 

Albany,  N.  Y.  was  the  birthplace  of 
John  Treanor.  He  was  born  in  that 
city  on  the  2nd  of  June,  1887.  His 
parents,  William  and  Ellen  Treanor 
both  died  at  Albany  several  years 
ago.  Treanor  attended  the  public 
schools  at  Albany  until  1901,  when 
he  accepted  employment  in  Hudson. 
He  has  since  then  made  Hudson  his 
home.  On  the  24th  of  May,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  Treanor  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the 
following  day  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina, 
where  he  trained  for  a  month  during  which  time  he  became 
a  member  of  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army 
Corps.  This  unit  sailed  overseas  on  the  30th  of  June,  1918, 
and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  the  first  week  of  July,  1918. 
While  abroad  the  2nd  Pioneers  served  at  several  French 
camps,  but  most  of  their  foreign  service  was  at  Camp  St. 
Sulpice,  France.  Treanor  returned  to  the  States  with  his 
unit  on  the  4th  of  July,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  on  July  9th  1919. 


Charles  Edward  Tremper 


he  enlisted  in  the 


Charles  Edward  Tremper  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Yonkers,  N.  Y.  on  the 
21st  of  February,  1897,  the  son  of 
George  and  Elizabeth  Tremper, 
both  of  whom  are  now  residents  of 
Canaan,  N.  Y.  He  attended  the 
Yonkers  and  Canaan  schools  after 
which  he  completed  a  technical 
course  in  a  high  school.  Since  then 
Tremper  has  been  employed  as  a 
salesman.  On  November  30th  1917, 
Ordnance  Department.  He  later  served 
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as  a  demonstrator  and  instructor  in  machine  gun  opera¬ 
tions,  and  held  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  Tremper  served  one 
month  each  at  Camps  Mills,  Dix  and  Dodge,  two  months  at 
Fairfield,  Ohio,  and  four  months  each  at  Rock  Island 
Arsenal  and  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia.  Tremper  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  in  December  of  1919. 


Edward  Harrison  Tucker 

Edward  Harrison  Tucker,  now  of 
Montclair,  New  Jersey,  was  born  in 
Devonshire  on  the  Island  of  Ber¬ 
muda  on  November  10th  1894j,  (to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Tucker  who 
reside  in  Bermuda,  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  schools  of  his  native 
island.  In  1918  Tucker,  who  was 
then  working  in  the  United  States 
as  a  chauffeur,  secured  his  first 
American  citizenship  papers.  That 
same  year  on  January  30th  he  married  Arlene  Stovel  in 
New  York  City.  In  the  following  summer,  on  August  26th 
1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  British  Motor  Transport  Corps, 
at  the  British  Recruiting  Mission  in  New  York  City.  On 
September  8th  1918,  Private  Tucker  of  the  13th  Motor 
Transport  Corps,  Royal  Army  Service  Corps,  British 
Army,  sailed  for  London.  In  England  he  was  stationed 
at  Hounslow  Barracks,  Grove  Park,  Shortlands  and  Salis¬ 
bury  Plain.  For  fifteen  days  he  was  a  patient  at  the  King 
George  Hospital  in  London  suffering  with  influenza. 
After  arriving  in  France  Tucker  served  for  four  months 
near  Cambrai.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  on  April 
7th,  1919,  and  on  May  8th  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Ernest  Lester  Turner 

Stephentown,  N.  Y.  was  the  original  home  of  Ernest 
Lester  Turner.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  31st  of 
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July,  1895,  the  soil  of  Hiram  and  Lavinia  Turner,  both  of 
whom  are  now  residents  of  Lebanon  Springs.  Turner 
attended  the  district  schools  of  Lebanon  Springs  until  1911 
when  he  became  employed  in  farming.  He  was  thus 
employed  until  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service  on  August  29th,  1918.  He 
left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jer¬ 
sey.  Turner  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
September  3rd  1918. 


Giuseppe  Uliano 

From  the  vicinity  of  Naples  in  Italy 
came  Giuseppe  Uliano  who  was 
born  there  on  August  7th  1893.  He 
is  the  son  of  Frank  and  Angela 
Maria  Uliano.  When  a  young  man 
Giuseppe  Uliano  came  to  the  United 
States  and  for  a  time  was  a  resident 
of  our  county.  He  was  working  in 
Schenectady  at  the  time  of  his 
selection  for  military  services  by  the 
Columbia  County  Local  Board  and 
received  notice  of  his  selection  through  the  Board  at 
Schenectady.  On  April  5th  1918,  he  was  enrolled  in  the 
army  and  ordered  to  report  at  Camp  Dix  in  New  Jersey. 
Late  in  May  of  1918,  he  sailed  for  England  and  from  there 
crossed  the  channel  to  France.  Uliano  served  in  the  Saint 
Miliiel  and  Argonne  Drives  as  a  1st  Class  Private  of  Com¬ 
pany  C,  303rd  Ammunition  Train,  78th  Division.  In  the 
spring  of  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country  and  here 
resumed  civilian  life  after  receiving  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  on  May  28th  1919.  Uliano  is  an  American  citizen 
through  the  naturalization  of  his  father. 
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Edgar  Van  Allen 

Edgar,  the  son  of  Cornelius  and  Alice 
Van  Allen  of  Kinderhook,  was  born 
in  that  town  on  May  30th  1898.  In 
1913  he  completed  his  education  at 
the  Valatie  High  School.  Since 
then  he  has  worked  as  an  electrician 
and  farmer.  On  June  5th  1917,  Van 
Allen  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard. 
Shortly  after  his  enlistment  Com¬ 
pany  F  was  federalized  and  sent  to 
Fort  Niagara.  In  October  this  company  went  south  to 
Camp  Wadsworth  where,  in  December,  Van  Allen  was 
transferred  to  Company  F,  107th  Infantry,  27th  Division. 
Besides  the  time  spent  at  the  above  stations  he  was  for 
two  weeks  each  at  Jacksonville,  Florida,  and  New  Port 
News,  Virginia,  before  embarking  for  Brest  on  May  9th 
1918.  Overseas  Van  Allen  served  as  a  Corporal  and  as 
an  acting  Sergeant.  He  served  in  battles  at  Mount  Kem- 
mel,  Vierstadt,  Cross  Roads,  Hindenburg  Line,  La  Sellc 
River  and  the  Dickebush  Sector.  During  his  service  in  the 
lines  Van  Allen  was  wounded  in  action  receiving  severe 
injuries  from  shrapnel  in  back  and  shoulder.  He  was  also 
gassed.  He  was  three  months  in  an  army  hospital.  He 
arrived  in  this  country  on  March  6th  1919,  only  partially 
recovered,  and  on  April  2nd  1919,  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 


Louis  Henry  Van  Allen 

The  town  of  Stuyvesant  was  the  birthplace  of  Louis  H., 
son  of  Warren  II.  and  Elizabeth  Van  Allen  of  Schodack 
Landing.  He  was  horn  at  Stuyvesant  on  the  23rd  of  May, 
1897.  Until  1911  he  was  one  of  the  pupils  of  the  school  at 
Schodack  Landing.  Since  then  Van  Allen  has  earned  his 
livelihood  as  a  fisherman  and  ice  worker.  On  August  31st 
1918,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  selected  Van  Allen  for 
military  service  and  ordered  him  with  several  other 
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selected  men  to  report  for  training.  He  served  at  Camp 
Upton  in  the  33rd  Company,  152nd  Depot  Brigade,  and  at 
Camp  Dix  with  Company  H,  63rd  Pioneer  Infantry.  On 
December  18th  1918,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Willis  J.  Van  Alphen 

Willis  J.,  the  son  of  Joseph  M.  and  Jennie  G-erdina  Van 
Alphen,  was  born  in  Holland  on  November  27th  1895, 
but  he  is  now  a  resident  of  Hudson.  Schools  in  the  states 
of  New  York  and  Illinois  gave  him  his  education  before 
he  learned  the  machinist’s  trade.  He  worked  at  that 
trade  until  October  25th  1918,  when  he  was  inducted  into 
the  United  States  Army  by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County.  At  Camp  Wheeler  in  Georgia  where  Private  Van 
Alphen  began  his  training,  he  was  assigned  to  Company  12, 
Replacement  Regiment.  He  served  with  this  company 
until  December  2nd  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Walter  Isaac  Van  Alstine 

Walter  Isaac  Van  Alstine  of  560 
Seventh  Avenue,  North  Troy,  was 
born  in  Columbia  County,  in  the 
town  of  Canaan  on  November  27th 
1893.  He  is  the  son  of  Isaac  P.  and 
Louise  Van  Alstine  both  of  East 
Chatham.  Van  Alstine  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  the  district  school  of  East 
Chatham.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
World  War  he  was  employed  as  a 
machinist  at  the  Watervliet  Arsenal, 
but  was  inducted  into  service  by  the  Local  Board  at  Hud¬ 
son  on  July  14th  1918.  He  sreved  for  six  months  at  Camp 
Hancock  in  Georgia,  acting  as  machine  gun  instructor 
with  Company  E  at  the  Machine  Gun  Training  Center, 
Main  Training  Depot.  On  January  4th  1919,  he  was 
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honorably  discharged  from  service.  In  the  summer  follow¬ 
ing  his  return  north,  Walter  I.  Van  Alstine  married  Miss 
Ethel  Tate  of  Troy  on  June  4th  1919. 


Albert  Henry  Van  Alstyne 

Albert  H.,  the  son  of  Sarah  and  the  late  Jacob  Van 
Alstyne  of  Stuyvesant  Falls,  was  born  in  that  town  on  April 
3rd  1896.  He  attended  school  in  his  home  town  and  after 
completing  his  high  school  course  in  1915,  he  took  charge 
of  the  Van  Alstyne  farm.  On  June  28th  1918,  he  volun¬ 
teered  at  Albany  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  served 
eight  weeks  at  the  Yale  Boat  House,  New  Haven,  two 
weeks  at  the  City  Park  Barracks,  Brooklyn,  two  weeks  at 
Bay  Ridge  Barracks  and  one  month  on  the  Receiving  Ship 
in  New  York  City.  His  unit  was  the  10th  Company  of 
Armed  Guards.  Seaman  Van  Alstyne  also  served  aboard 
the  United  States  Ship  Seattle.  On  December  23rd  1918, 
Van  Alstyne  was  honorably  released  from  active  service, 
but  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve  Force. 


Jacob  Van  Alstyne 

Jacob  Van  Alstyne  of  Ghent,  the  son  of  Robert  and 
Sarah  Van  Alstyne,  was  born  in  'Stuyvesant  Falls  on 
February  2nd  1876.  When  his  schooling  was  completed 
he  took  up  agricultural  work  which  has  since  been  his 
chief  occupation.  His  wife  died  at  Old  Chatham  some 
years  ago  and  he  has  one  son,  Robert,  now  about  sixteen 
years  old.  Van  Alstyne  applied  for  enlistment  in  the 
army  and  was  inducted  into  service  at  Hudson  on  July 
31st  1918.  He  trained  at  Camps  Upton  and  Hampton. 
Later  in  the  summer  of  1918,  he  went  to  France  with  Com¬ 
pany  C,  547th  Engineers.  At  the  front  Private  Van 
Alstyne  served  in  the  Argonne  Campaign.  He  was  gassed 
three  times  and  once  severely  wounded  in  the  leg.  On 
July  23rd  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country,  and  on  the 
same  day  was  honorably  discharged  from  service, 
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Lewis  Van  Alstyne 

Lewis  Van  Alstyne  was  born  in  Stnyvesant  Falls,  New 
York,  on  the  12th  of  October,  1895,  the  son  of  the  late 
Jacob  and  of  Sarah  Van  Alstyne  of  Stuyvesant  Falls. 
After  completing  the  high  school  course  at  the  Hudson 
and  Cobleskill  schools  Van  Alstyne  became  interested  in 
the  automobile  business  and  was  thus  occupied  until 
August  of  1916,  when  he  enlisted  in  Troop  B,  New  York 
National  Guard  with  which  he  served  for  eight  months. 
He  then  served  a  month  with  the  22nd  Engineers.  Van 
Alstyne  then  applied  for  a  transfer  to  the  Tank  Corps. 
This  was  obtained  through  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  on  April  29th,  1918.  He  was  then  assigned  to 
Company  C,  303rd  Battalion,  Tank  Corps  and  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  unit  he  served  at  Fort  Slocum  and  Camp  Colt, 
Gettysburg,  until  June  of  1918,  when  he  left  the  states  for 
foreign  service.  Landing  was  first  made  at  Winchester, 
England,  from  where  his  unit  entrained  for  Camp  Worget, 
England,  where  they  served  for  a  short  time.  The  unit 
shortly  afterwards  crossed  the  channel  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France.  The  303rd  Battalion  served  actively  with 
the  British  on  the  St.  Quentin  sector  for  a  little  over  two 
months.  While  overseas  Van  Alstyne  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Corporal.  He  returned  to  the  states  about 
the  first  of  March,  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month. 


Pruyn  John  Van  Alstyne 


Pruyn  J.,  the.  son  of  the  late  Edward 
and  Elizabeth  Pruyn  Van  Alstyne, 
was  born  in  Kinderhook  on  January 
20th  1897.  He  attended  the  Sixth 
Street  School  in  Hudson,  High 
School  and  Cornell  University.  In 
1915  Van  Alstyne  served  for  three 
months  as  Corporal  in  the  New  York 
National  Guard.  In  1917  having 
completed  his  course  at  Cornell,  he 
began  his  professional  life  as  a 
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physical  director.  In  the  autumn  of  1918  he  volunteered 
for  service  in  the  aviation  corps,  enlisting  in  New  York 
City.  Van  Alstyne  received  a  1st  Lieutenant’s  commis¬ 
sion  and  was  assigned  the  duties  of  physical  director.  He 
served  at  Mitchel  Field,  Mineola,  Bablyon,  and  Lutfbury 
Field  on  Long  Island  and  at  Fort  McHenry  in  Maryland. 
Early  in  1919  Lieutenant  Van  Alstyne  married  Miss 
Pauline  Carroll  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  In  March,  1919, 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States 
Army.  Following  his  discharge  Van  Alstyne  sailed  for 
France  as  a  hospital  re-construction  aid  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
After  several  months  of  .  this  post-war  work  at  Amiens, 
France  and  Warsaw,  Poland,  illness  made  it  necessary  for 
Van  Alstyne  to  return  to  this  country.  In  the  fall  of  1921 
he  died  at  his  home  in  Sunnyside. 


Robert  Van  Alstyne 

Robert,  the  son  of  Sarah  and  the  late  Peter  Van  Alstyne 
of  Hudson,  was  born  in  this  city  on  August  12th  1897.  He 
attended  school  in  Hudson  and  was  a  resident  of  this  place 
when  the  Local  Board  selected  him  for  army  service  on 
July  31st  1918.  Private  Van  Alstyne  was  assigned  to 
the  27th  Company,  7th  Battalion,  152nd  Depot  Brigade 
at  Camp  Upton  and  served  with  that  outfit  until  shortly 
after  the  close  of  the  war.  On  December  14th  1918,  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  the  Army. 


William  Alden  Van  Bramer 


Stockport  is  the  birthplace  of  William 
Alden  Van  Bramer,  who  was  born 
there  on  October  25th  1891,  and  who 
still  resides  in  that  town  with  his 
parents  Grant  and  Carrie  Van 
Bramer.  The  schools  of  his  native 
town  supplied  his  education.  He 
later  learned  the  automobile  me¬ 
chanic’s  trade.  On  May  24th  1918, 
while  Van  Bramer  was  employed  at 
automobile  assembling,  he  was 
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selected  by  our  Local  Board  for  military  service.  He 
served  first  with  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry  at 
Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina  and  he  continued  to 
serve  there  until  January  16th  1919,  when  he  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge. 


Edward  W.  Van  Buren 

Edward  W.,  the  son  of  Maria  and  the 
late  Edward  Van  Buren  of  Valatie, 
was  born  in  Kinderhook  on  January 
20th  1896.  The  schools  of  Kinder¬ 
hook  and  Valatie  were  the  sources 
of  his  education.  Previous  to  the 
war  he  was  employed  at  clerical 
work.  On  May  18th  1918,  Van 
Buren  volunteered  at  Hudson  for 
service  in  the  Signal  Corps.  From 
May  until  September  of  1918,  he 
was  stationed  at  Camp  Vail  and  there  assigned  to  Com¬ 
pany  D,  418th  Telephone  Battalion,  Signal  Corps.  On 
September  15th  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest  and  after  arriv¬ 
ing  at  that  port  he  served  at  various  camps  and  military 
stations  in  France.  On  July  12th  1919,  Private  Van  Buren 
returned  to  this  country  and  on  the  21st  of  that  same  month 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  the  army. 


Harry  Leonard  Van  Buren 

Harry  Leonard  Van  Buren,  who  is  the 
son  of  John  and  the  late  Ruth  Van 
Buren  of  Stockport,  was  born  in  that 
town  on  June  22nd  1888.  In  1912 
he  was  graduated  from  Cornell 
University  and  from  then  until  1915 
he  was  employed  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture.

Van  Buren  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England,  on  July  28tli 

1918.  From  Southampton  he  crossed  the  channel  to  Le 
Havre.  In  France  he  was  transferred  to  the  41st  Division 
Headquarters  at  Saint  Aignan.  He  served  on  the  Tout 
sector  from  October  25th  to  November  11th  1918.  After 
the  signing  of  the  armistice  he  was  stationed  at  Ligny  en 
Barrois  and  at  Treves  in  Germany  with  the  Headquarters 
Troop,  Advanced  General.  Headquarters.  On  June  10th 

1919,  Corporal  Van  Buren  returned  to  the  United  States 
and  on  the  16th  of  that  same  month  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey.

Raymond  James  Van  Buren 

Raymond  J.  V an  Buren  of  541  State 
Street,  Hudson,  was  born  in  Phil- 
month  on  February  19th  1893.  His 
mother,  Mrs.  Laura  Burton,  who 
has  remarried  since  her  first  hus¬ 
band’s  death  in  1912,  is  now  a 
resident  of  Hudson.  In  1909  Van 
Buren  finished  his  schooling  in  Phil- 
mont.  From  1914  until  his  entrance 
into  the  army  he  was  employed  in 
ammunition  factories  at  Ilion  and 
Bridgport.

Donald  Higgins  Van  Deusen 

Donald  H.  Van  Deusen  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  this  city 
on  July  6th  1891.  His  parents,  Charles  A.  and  Grace  T. 
Van  Deusen,  reside  at  441  East  Allen  Street,  Hudson. 
After  graduating  from  the  Hotchkiss  School  at  Lakeville, 
Connecticut,  he  entered  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  in  Boston,  from  which  he  received  his  degree 
in  1913.  From  1914  until  1917  he  was  a  member  of  the 
C.  A.  Van  Deusen  Company  in  Hudson.  On  May  12th

On  June  9th  1917,  he 
volunteered  for  service  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard.  In  the  following  month  the  national 
guard  was  federalized  and  Company  F  was  sent  to  Fort 
Niagara.  In  October  Company  F  went  to  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth  and  there  Van  Deusen  became  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  A,  106th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division.  He 
sailed  for  Brest  on  May  10th  1918.  Overseas  Private 
Van  Deusen  fought  at  East  Poperinghe  Line  in  the  Dicke- 
bush  Sector,  the  Hindenburg  Line,  La  Selle  River,  St. 
Souplet,  Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge,  the  Knoll,  Guillimont  Farm, 
and  St.  Maurice  River.  He  was  gassed  while  in  action  and 
spent  some  time  in  a  hospital.  On  March  8th  1919,  he 
returned  to  this  country  and  on  April  2nd  following 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Leslie  Marshall  Van  Deusen 

Leslie  Marshall  Van  Deusen  of  Hud¬ 
son,  is  the  son  of  Charles  A.  and 
Grace  Van  Deusen  of  441  East 
Allen  Street,  this  city.  He  was 
born  in  Hudson  on  May  15th  1890, 
and  there  acquired  his  grammar  and 
high  school  education.  In  1912  he 
was  graduated  from  Williams  Col¬ 
lege  and  that  year  entered  the  C.  A. 
Van  Deusen  wholesale  provision 
house  at  Hudson.  He  continued  in 
this  business  until  October  5th  1917,  at  which  time  he  was 
vice-president  of  the  firm.  On  that  date  our  Local  Board 
inducted  him  into  military  service.  Van  Deusen  served 
at  Camps  Devens,  Lee  and  Meade  in  the  ranks  of  Private, 
Corporal  and  Sergeant,  and  finally  as  a  2nd  Lieutenant  of 
Headquarters  Company,  72nd  Infantry,  11th  Division. 
On  January  20th  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
53  ‘ 
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service.  Van  Deusen  then  returned  to  Hudson  where  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Helen  Doland  was  celebrated  on  February 
5th  1920. 


Luther  Van  Etten,  Jr. 

Luther,  Jr.,  the  son  of  Luther  and 
Martha  H.  Van  Etten  of  239  Warren 
Street,  Hudson,  was  born  at  Rose- 
ton,  New  York,  on  May  6tli  1896. 
In  1914  he  left  Hudson  High  School 
and  for  the  next  three  years  held  a 
position  as  salesman  in  the  H.  S. 
Speed  shoe  store.  Before  the  wTar 
Van  Etten  served  with  the  local 
company  of  the  New  York  National 
Guard  and  later  with  the  Home 
Guard.  As  a  member  of  the  latter  organization  he  assisted 
in  guarding  the  aqueduct  near  Newburgh.  On  July  14th 

1918,  he  enlisted  in  the  Quartermaster  Corps.  On  Novem¬ 
ber  11th  1918,  he  embarked  for  Brest  after  four  months 
of  training  at  Camp  Joseph  E.  Johnston  in  Florida.  Over¬ 
seas  Sergeant  Van  Etten  was  assigned  to  Headquarters 
Detachment,  Army  Service  Corps  and  was  stationed  at 
Base  Headquarters,  Base  Section  5,  Record  Department 
at  Brest.  He  returned  to  this  country  on  October  28th 

1919,  and  on  November  3rd  of  that  year  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  seiwice. 


Charles  Ruthiford  Van  Hoesen 


Charles  Ruthiford  Van  Hoesen  who 
resides  in  Hillsdale  with  his  widowed 
mother,  Mrs.  Sarah  Elizabeth  Van 
Hoesen,  was  born  in  that  town  on 
October  20th  1896.  His  father  died 
in  Hillsdale  in  1918.  Since  he  left 
the  village  school  in  1911  he  has 
devoted  most  of  his  time  to  agricul¬ 
tural  work.  On  September  4th  1918, 
he  was  inducted  into  the  army  by 
our  Local  Board  and  sent  to  the 
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Syracuse  Recruit  Camp.  Private  Van  Hoesen  was  stricken 
with  influenza  and  spent  six  weeks  in  a  hospital.  When  he 
recovered  he  was  assigned  to  the  83rd  Company,  20th 
Battalion,  Construction  Division.  Two  and  a  half  months 
after  his  enrollment  in  the  army  Van  Hoesen  was  sent  to 
Camp  Wheeler  in  Georgia,  where  he  served  until  Decem¬ 
ber  30th  1918,  when  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Henry  Raymond  Van  Hoesen 

Henry  R.,  the  son  of  Henry  Ralph  and 
Carrie  E.  Van  Hoesen  of  Niverville 
was  born  in  that  town  on  April  21st 
1889.  In  Niverville,  Valatie,  and 
Albany,  he  attended  school,  graduat¬ 
ing  from  high  school  in  1908. 
Although  Van  Hoesen ’s  chief  work 
has  been  that  of  an  accountant,  for 
about  four  years  he  was  in  the  hotel 
business  at  Niverville.  The  Local 
Board  of  our  county  inducted  him 
into  service  on  May  24th  1918.  At  Camp  Wadsworth, 
Private  Van  Hoesen  was  assigned  to  Company  C,  2nd 
Pioneer  Infantry.  His  service  terminated  on  September 
2nd  1918,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


William  Chester  Van  Kuren 

William  Chester  Van  Kuren  of  Columbiaville,  New  York, 
was  born  in  Stockport  on  April  5th  1895.  He  is  the  son 
of  Mrs.  Sara  Van  Kuren  of  East  Greenbush  and  of  the 
late  John  Van  Kuren  who  died  at  Rensselaer  in  1911. 
William  Van  Kuren  attended  the  district  school  at  Stock- 
port  until  1910  after  which  he  became  a  spinner  in  a  nearby 
cotton  mill.  On  May  8th  1917,  he  came  to  Hudson  and 
there  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
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National  Guard.  In  July  the  national  guard  was  called 
into  federal  service  and  a  few  days  after  being  federalized 
Company  F  was  sent  to  Fort  Niagara  for  military  train¬ 
ing.  There  Private  Van  Kuren  became  ill  with  bronchial 
trouble  and  was  a  patient  in  the  military  hospital  for  six 
weeks.  At  the  expiration  of  that  time,  on  September  17th 
1917,  Van  Kuren  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Howard  William  Van  Loan 

Howard  William  Van  Loan  was  born 
in  Coxsackie  on  March  1st  1885,  to 
Katherine  and  the  late  Charles  Van 
Loan.  After  one  year  of  study  in 
the  Coxsackie  High  School  he 
entered  the  Albany  College  of 
Pharmacy  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  with  the  class  of  1912.  At 
Chatham  and  at  Middletown,  New 
York,  Van  Loan  was  employed  at  his 
profession.  For  three  years  he 
owned  and  managed  the  “  Park  Pharmacy  ”  in  Hudson. 
On  September  22nd  1910,  he  married  Miss  Anna  Louise 
Fellows  at  Chatham,  and  they  became  the  parents  of  one 
son,  Howard  Malcolm  Van  Loan.  While  in  Hudson  Van 
Loan  was  a  member  of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  NeAV 
York  National  Guard,  and  later,  in  Middletown,  he  joined 
the  Hospital  Corps,  1st  Infantry,  which  unit  was  federal¬ 
ized  on  July  16th  1917.  His  service  on  this  side  was  given 
at  Middletown,  at  Van  Cortland  Park,  at  Camp  Wadsworth 
and  at  Camp  Stuart.  During  this  time  he  was  transferred 
to  the  106th  Infantry  and  later  to  the  105th  Field  Hospital 
Company,  27th  Division,  and  promoted  to  the  .rank  of 
Sergeant.  On  June  30th  1918,  Sergeant  \7an  Loan  left 
an  American  port  and  on  July  13th  he  landed  at  Brest 
where  he  was  stationed  at  the  Pontanezen  Barracks.  He 
then  served  at  Rouen  and  Calais  in  France,  and  Oudezeele 
and  Remey  Siding  in  Belgium.  During  the  operations  at 
East  Poperinglie  Line,  Dickebush  Lake  and  Mount  Kemmel 
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he  served  in  the  Main  Dressing  Station.  After  a  short 
rest  he  went  to  Tinconrt  and  by  march  to  Villers  Faucon 
where  he  served  during  the  27th  Division’s  attack  on  the 
Hindenburg  Line,  and  the  engagement  at  Vierstadt  Ridge. 
Pie  served  at  Premont  in  the  Main  Dressing  Station  and 
at  Saint  Sonplet  he  served  in  the  Advance  Dressing  Sta¬ 
tion  ;  although  ill  he  served  during  the  battles  at  La  Selle 
River,  Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge  and  Saint  Maurice  River.  When 
he  finally  left  Saint  Souplet  Sergeant  Van  Loan  was  sick 
with  influenza..  His  last  service  was  given  during  the  battle 
of  the  Saint  Maurice  River  on  October  20th,  and  on  Octo¬ 
ber  25th  1918,  Sergeant  Van  Loan  died  in  Base  Hospital 
No.  6  at  Rouen,  France.  He  was  buried  with  military 
honors  in  the  cemetery  of  Saint  Sever,  France. 


Frederick  Van  Patten 

Frederick,  the  son  of  John  and  Carrie  Van  Patten  of 
Rossman,  was  born  at  Richmondville,  New  York,  on 
September  25th  1889.  In  1908  he  left  school  to  earn  his 
livelihood.  On  June  18th  1918,  Van  Patten  volunteered  at 
Hudson  to  serve  in  the  Infantry.  For  seven  months  he 
served  at  Van  Couver  Barracks  where  he  was  assigned 
to  the  129th  Company,  39th  or  Spruce  Division.  One  week 
of  his  service  was  spent  at  Camp  Upton.  On  January  28th 
1919,  Private  Van  Patten  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Edward  J.  Van  Vaulkenburg 

Edward  J.  is  the  son  of  William  and  the  late  Ellen  Van 
Vaulkenburg  of  Philmont.  He  was  born  in  that  village  on 
February  26th  1897.  After  he  left  the  Philmont  High 
School  in  1914  he  learned  the  machinist’s  trade.  While 
employed  at  Bridgeport,  Connecticut,  he  volunteered  for 
service  in  the  United  States  Navy,  afterwards  serving  at 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  for  eighteen  days  and  on  the 
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Receiving  Ship  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  for  three 
months.  Van  Vaulkenbnrg  was  then  assigned  to  convoy 
duty  and  served  in  the  ranks  of  Apprentice  Seaman  and 
Quartermaster  aboard  the  United  States  Ships  Gloucester 
and  Braley.  He  made  eight  trips  across  the  Atlantic  start¬ 
ing  his  first  voyage  aboard  a  transport  on  July  4th  1918. 
He  returned  from  foreign  service  on  September  7th  1918, 
and  continued  his  service  as  Quartermaster  on  the  United 
States  Ship  Mugford. 


Frank  James  Van  Vaulkenburg 

On  November  23rd  1895,  Frank  J.  Van 
Vaulkenburg  was  born  in  Philmont. 
He  was  another  son  of  William  and 
the  late  Ellen  Van  Vaulkenburg  of 
that  same  town.  He  studied  at  the 
Philmont  school  until  1908.  Before 
the  World  War  Van  Vaulkenburg 
served  for  three  years  at  Fort 
Slocum  as  a  Corporal  in  Company  I, 
3rd  United  States  Infantry.  On 
May  11th  1918,  through  the  Local 
Board  at  Hudson,  he  re-enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army. 
In  August  of  1918,  he  sailed  to  England,  and  thence  to  a 
French  port.  Van  Vaulkenburg  served  at  the  front  with 
Company  C,  109th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  28th  Division. 
He  fought  in  the  Aisne-Marne  and  Oise-Aisne  offensive 
and  in  the  Argonne  Forest  from  September  25tli  to  October 
5th  1918.  He  was  wounded  in  action,  receiving  a  bullet 
wound  in  the  left  thigh.  His  injury  was  so  serious  as  to 
detain  him  in  various  hospitals  for  four  months.  On 
New  Year’s  Day  of  1919,  Sergeant  Van  Vaulkenburg 
returned  to  America.  He  had  served  faithfully  in  the  face 
of  the  enemy’s  fire  but  when  back  in  his  own  country  death 
overtook  him.  While  still  in  the  service  of  his  country  he 
was  injured  in  an  automobile  accident  near  Albany  and 
died  on  October  2nd  1919. 
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James  M.  Van  Vaulkenburg 

James,  a  third  son  of  William  and  the 
late  Ellen  Van  Vanlkenburg  of  Phil- 
mont  to  serve  in  the  World  War, 
was  born  in  Stockport  on  April  6th 
1890.  When  his  education  at  the 
Philmont  school  was  completed  he 
learned  the  machinist’s  trade  and 
worked  as  a  machinist  until  1917. 
On  August  27th  1917,  Van  Vaulken- 
burg  enlisted  in  the  Infantry.  He 
trained  at  Fort  Slocum,  New  York, 
for  two  months;  at  Camp  Syracuse,  New  York,  for  three 
months;  and  at  Camp  Greene,  North  Carolina,  for  five 
months.  In  April,  1918,  he  sailed  for  Brest,  going  as  'a 
Corporal  of  Company  G,  38th  Infantry,  3rd  Division. 
This  unit  by  its  valiant  fighting  in  the  second  battle  of 
the  Marne,  earned  for  itself  the  name  of  the  “  Marne 
Division.”  Corporal  Van  Vanlkenburg  was  wounded  in 
action  on  August  4th  1918.  From  then  until  September 
1st  he  was  in  the  hospital  suffering  from  shrapnel  wounds 
in  his  legs.  On  September  5th  he  again  entered  the 
trenches  and  fought  in  the  Saint  Mihiel  Drive.  From 
October  1st  1919,  until  he  was  again  wounded  in  action 
five  days  later,  he  fought  in  the  Meuse- Argonne  offen¬ 
sive.  The  injuries  received  this  time  held  him  in  the  hospi¬ 
tal  until  December  4th  1918.  On  December  16th  1918,  he 
returned  to  this  country  and  on  the  24th  of  that  same  month 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Clarence  Van  Vleck 

Clarence,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  C.  Van  Vleck 
of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Claverack  on  July  21st  1900.  In 
1918  Van  Vleck  was  graduated  from  Hudson  High  School 
and  the  next  autumn  he  enrolled  at  the  Albany  College  of 
Pharmacy.  On  October  8th  1918,  he  enlisted  through 
the  Hudson  Local  Board-  He  was  assigned  to  Company 
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A,  Student  Army  Training  Corps,  connected  with  Union 
College  at  Schenectady,  New  York.  He  served  at  Schenec¬ 
tady  until  December  5th  1918,  when  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge. 


Harry  Jacob  Van  Vleck 

Harry  J.,  the  son  of  Charles  C.  and  Mrs.  Van 
Vleck  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Livingston  on  November  7th 
1894.  From  Hudson  High  School  Van  Vleck  went  to  the 
Albany  College  of  Pharmacy  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1915.  He  practiced  pharmacy  until  May  25th 
1918,  when,  in  New  York  City,  he  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Navy  Hospital  Corps  as  a  second  class  Hospital 
Aid.  For  six  months  he  served  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island, 
and  for  six  months  at  the  United  States  Naval  Hospital, 
Pelham  Bay,  New  York.  Our  last  news  of  Van  Vleck  is 
that  he  was  a  second  class  Pharmacist’s  Mate  aboard  the 
United  States  Ship  Mercy. 


Lester  Decker  Van  Vleck 

Lester  D.,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Aaron  Van  Vleck  of  Claverack,  was 
born  in  that  village  on  September 
27th  1898.  He  was  graduated  from 
Hudson  High  School  with  the  class 
of  1917,  after  which  he  held  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  bookkeeper  in  the  Farmer’s 
Bank  of  Hudson.  Before  enlisting 
in  the  navy,  he  served  six  months 
with  the  local  national  guard  com¬ 
pany.  On  February  14th  1918,  Van 
Vleck  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  in  New  York 
City.  As  a  member  of  the  1st  Company,  10th  Regiment, 
Bluejacket  Guard,  he  served  at  the  Naval  Training  Station 
at  Newport,  Rhode  Island.  After  receiving  his  honorable 
discharge  on  February  8th  1919,  Van  Vleck  returned  to 
his  duties  in  the  local  bank. 
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Roy  Abram  Van  Vleck 

Roy  Abram  Van  Vleck  was  born  in  the  town  of  Claver- 
ack  on  May  13th  1896.  His  parents  are  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Charles  Cornelius  Van  Vleck  of  Hudson.  He  received  his 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  Hudson,  after  which  he 
engaged  in  electrical  work.  Previous  to  the  World  War  he 
saw  service  on  the  Mexican  border,  with  Battery  F,  1st 
Massachusetts  Field  Artillery  at  Fort  Bliss.  At  Camp 
Framingham,  Massachusetts,  he  was  mustered  into  federal 
service.  He  was  placed  in  Battery  F,  101st  Field  Artillery, 
26th  Division.  On  September  9th  1917,  he  sailed  overseas 
and  landed  at  Liverpool.  From  there  he  was  sent  on  to 
France,  where  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Cocquidan,  and 
the  First  Corps  School  at  Gondrecourt.  At  the  front  he 
served  in  the  Chemin  de  Dames  engagement,  the  Toul  sec¬ 
tor  and  at  Chateau  Thierry,  St.  Mihiel  and  Verdun  from 
February  6th  to  November  11th  1918.  He  took  part  in  the 
engagements  at  Apremont,  Seicheprey,  Marvoisin,  and  in 
the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  offensives.  He  served  at 
the  front  with  the  rank  of  Corporal  until  May  25th  1918, 
when  he  was  nromoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  On  his 
return  to  the  United  States,  he  landed  at  Boston  on  April 
9th  1919,  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service 
twenty  days  later. 


William  K.  Van  Zandt 

William  H.  Van  Zandt  was  born  in  the  village  of 
Valatie,  the  son  of  Mrs.  and  the  late  William  Van 
Zandt.  After  completing  a  grammar  school  course 
in  the  Valatie  public  schools,  he  became  a  mill  opera¬ 
tive  and  married  Miss  Florence  Hamm.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Van  Zandt  have  two  children.  On  December  14th 
1917,  he  was  selected  for  service  through  the  Local  Board, 
and  became  a  Private  in  the  65th  Coast  Artillery  Corps. 
He  sailed  overseas  on  February  10th,  1918,  and  landed  at 
Brest.  He  served  in  the  St.  Mihiel  engagements,  at  the 
Argonne,  and  at  Bois  de  Hesse,  and  afterward  north  of 
Verdun  from  October  8th  to  12th  1918.  From  November 
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1st  to  the  signing  of  the  armistice  he  stood  in  reserve  in 
the  Mousson  sector.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  on 
January  30th  1919,  and  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  February  14th  following. 


Raffaele  Vatalaro 

Raffaele  Vatalaro  was  born  on  June 
15th  1895,  in  the  town  of  Castagna, 
Province  of  Catanzaro,  Italy.  His 
parents  are  Dominick  and  Mary 
Vatalaro.  The  schools  of  Italy  and 
the  district  school  at  Rossman  fur¬ 
nished  his  education.  Vatalaro  was 
called  away  from  his  occupation  as  a 
brick  maker  when  on  November  7th 
1917,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  selected  him  for  military 
service.  On  November  14th  he  swore  allegiance  to  the 
United  States  and  received  the  full  rights  of  American  cit¬ 
izenship.  His  service  in  this  country  included  one  month 
each  at  Camp  Devens,  and  at  Kelly  Field  and  Waco,  Texas, 
besides  three  weeks  at  Hemstead,  Long  Island,  and  five 
months  at  Camp  Morrison,  Virginia.  During  part  of  this 
time,  Private  Vatalaro  was  associated  with  the  371st  Aero 
Squadron,  4th  Regiment,  Air  Service.  In  August  of  1918, 
he  sailed  for  Liverpool.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic 
he  was  stationed  in  England  until  December,  1918.  On 
the  10th  of  that  month,  Private  Vatalaro  landed  in  America 
and  on  the  20th  of  December  following,  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service. 


Archie  Miller  Vincent 

Archie  M.,  the  son  of  Seymour  and  Maria  Vincent  of  13 
Worth  Avenue,  Hudson,  was  born  in  Hudson  on  November 
13th  1893.  The  schools  of  Hudson  and  of  Syracuse  sup¬ 
plied  his  education.  Previous  to  his  enlistment  he  was 
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employed  as  a  steel  worker.  On  May  30th,  1917,  at  Beth¬ 
lehem,  Pennsylvania,  he  enlisted  in  Company  M,  149th 
Machine  Gun  Battalion,  42nd  Division.  In  November, 
1917,  after  several  months  of  training  at  Camp  Mills,  Pri¬ 
vate  Vincent  sailed  for  Liverpool,  England.  Overseas,  he 
was  stationed  at  Winchester,  where  he  remained  until 
January,  1919,  when  he  returned  to  the  United  States, 
and  here  received  his  honorable  discharge  in  the  same 
month. 


Elbert  Harold  Vincent 

Elbert  H.,  the  son  of  Anna  and  the  late  Stephen  B. 
Vincent  of  Ghent,  was  born  in  that  town  on  February 
14th  1896.  After  completing  three  years  of  the  course  in 
Chatham  High  School  he  enrolled  at  the  Albany  College 
of  Pharmacy,  and  was  a  student  in  that  institution  on 
October  6th  1917,  when  he  was  selected  for  army  duty 
by  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County.  At  Camp  Devens 
he  was  assigned  to  the  Infantry,  and  two  months  later 
was  transferred  to  Hospital  Unit  No.  91,  Medical  Detach¬ 
ment,  attached  to  the  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  On 
July  5th  1918,  the  303rd  Infantry  sailed  for  Liverpool, 
England,  and  finally  to  Cherbourg,  Prance.  In  France 
Sergeant  Vincent  was  stationed  at  St.  Amant  and  Cher. 
For  five  months  he  served  at  Commercy.  August  1st  1919, 
was  the  date  of  his  return  to  the  United  States,  where 
he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  September 
2nd  1919. 


George  Chester  Vincent 

Although  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania,  is  the  present  home 
of  George  Chester  Vincent,  he  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
December  27th  1889,  to  Maria  and  Seymore  Vincent  of 
13  Worth  Avenue,  in  this  city.  Vincent  attended  the  Sixth 
Street  school  in  Hudson,  later  worked  as  a  chauffeur,  and 
while  in  Hudson,  served  for  five  years  in  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard.  On  September  6th 
1918,  Local  Board  No.  1  of  Lehigh  County,  Pennsylvania, 
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inducted  Vincent  into  service.  At  Camp  Dix  in  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  lie  served  for  over  five  months  as  a  Private  in  the 
31st  Company,  8th  Battalion,  153rd  Depot  Brigade,  after 
which  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Frederick  Vogel 

Frederick  Vogel  of  Chatham  is  the  son  of  Frederick  A. 
and  Bridget  Vogel  of  that  same  village.  He  was  born 
there  on  March  28th  1897,  attended  the  school  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  his  home,  and  the  Chatham  High  School 
until  1916.  Although  Vogel’s  trade  was  that  of  an  auto¬ 
mobile  mechanic,  he  worked  for  two  years  as  an  electrician 
in  a  paper  mill.  Following  his  selection  for  military  duty 
by  our  Local  Board  on  August  28th  1918,  he  went  to 
Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  where  he  served  with  the  band 
attached  to  the  Central  Officers’  Training  School.  Vogel 
served  also  as  a  first  class  Musician  in  the  6th  Replace¬ 
ment  Regiment.  For  two  weeks  he  was  in  the  Base  Hos¬ 
pital  at  Camp  Gordon  suffering  from  influenza.  On  Janu¬ 
ary  22nd  1919,  Vogel  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Charles  Henry  Voigt 

Charles  Henry  Voigt  was  born  in  Johnstown,  New  York, 
on  November  3d  1893.  He  is  the  son  of  William  and  the 
late  Theresa  Voigt  of  Johnstown.  He  studied  in  the 
schools  of  his  home  town  and  then  entered  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity,  where  he  took  a  course  in  agriculture.  Upon  his 
return  to  this  country  Voigt,  took  up  dairy  work.  Shortly 
after  this  country  declared  war  on  Germany,  Voigt 
enlisted  in  the  Engineers,  and  was  assigned  to  Company  B, 
1st  Engineers,  1st  Division.  With  his  unit  he  sailed  for 
France,  and  there  served  at  Cantigny,  Soissons,  Saint 
Miliiel,  Argonne,  and  later  he  served  on  the  Rhine.  While 
at  the  front  he  was  transferred  to  the  air  service.  He  was 
twice  wounded  while  in  action,  and  was  decorated  for 
bravery  under  fire.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  Voigt  was  sta-

tioned  at  Coblenz,  Germany,  and  while  there,  he  married. 
Sergeant  Voigt  was  still  in  service  abroad  when  his  record 
was  obtained  by  the  committee. 


Frank  Edward  Vosburgh 

Frank  E.,  the  son  of  Walter  and  Car¬ 
rie  Vosburgh  of  Chatham,  was  born 
in  that  town  on  December  11th  1892. 
In  1913  he  left  the  Chatham  school 
to  learn  the  plumbing  trade.  The 
Local  Board  of  our  County  inducted 
him  into  service  on  April  2nd  1918. 
After  a  few  days  each  at  Camps  Up¬ 
ton,  Hill  and  Dix,  Private  Vosburgh 
of  Company  D,  310th  Infantry,  78th 
Division,  sailed  for  Southampton, 
England,  and  thence  to  Calais,  France,  on  the  16th  of  May, 
1918.  After  his  arrival  in  France,  he  was  stricken  with 
cerebro  spinal  meningitis.  On  June  22nd  1918,  he  was 
taken  to  the  hospital  at  Boulogne  suffering  with  this 
malady.  Between  the  above  date  and  November  2nd  1918, 
Vosburgh  was  treated  in  various  hospitals  and  after  that 
date  he  was  sent  to  several  convalescent  camps  in  France 
and  England.  On  February  1st  1919,  almost  entirely 
recovered,  he  returned  to  the  States  and  here  received 
his  honorable  discharge  on  February  13tli  1919. 


Lee  Vosburg 

Lee  Vosburg,  the  son  of  Jacob  H.  and  the  late  Mary 
Vosburg  of  Hudson,  was  born  in  Livingston  on  July  29t,h 
1889.  His  grammar  school  education  was  acquired  in 
Hudson,  and  his  business  education  at  Albany  Business 
College.  For  about  eight  years,  Vosburg  was  employed  as 
a  stenographer  and  bookkeeper.  He  enlisted  in  the  Air 
Service  at  Albany  on  March  8th  1918.  Kelly  Field,  Elling¬ 
ton  Field  and  Garden  City  were  the  scenes  of  Private 
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Vosburg’s  service  in  this  country  as  a  member  of  the 
Aircraft  Acceptance  Park  No.  1.  He  embarked  for  Liver¬ 
pool  on  August  30th  1918.  In  England  he  was  stationed 
at  Floradown  and  at  Failsworth.  On  December  2nd  1918, 
Vosburg  landed  in  this  country  where  he  was  honorably 
discharged  from  service  on  the  next  day. 


Harry  Lewis  Voss 

Harry  L.  Voss  was  born  in  Kinderhook  on  December 
22nd  1890.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  Voss,  still  resides 
there,  and  his  father,  C.  Voss,  is  now  dead.  Harry  Voss 
gained  his  education  in  Kinderhook,  and  later  entered  the 
automobile  business  in  that  town,  where  he  still  resides 
with  his  wife,  formerly  Miss  Alida  May  Clark,  and  their 
children,  Harriett,  Hazel  and  Gilbert.  On  August  9th,  1918, 
the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  selected  Voss  for  military 
service  and  ordered  him  to  report  at  Fort  Slocum.  From 
there  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  McClellan,  where  he 
served  for  some  time  in  the  Quartermasters’  Corps.  On 
December  20th  1918,  Private  Voss  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service. 


Robert  Bert  Wager 

Robert  B.  Wager  of  West  Lebanon  was  born  in  Troy, 
New  York,  on  February  1st  1890.  His  parents  both  died 
in  Green  Island  near  Troy.  Wager  attended  school  in 
his  native  city  and  later  became  interested  in  farming  at 
Garfield,  New  York.  On  April  16th  1918,  he  volunteered 
for  service  in  the  artillery,  enlisting  through  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County.  He  trained  for  a  short  time 
in  this  country  being  stationed  for  two  weeks  at  Camp 
Devens  and  for  the  same  length  of  time  at  Camp  Upton. 
On  May  2nd,  1918,  he  left  this  country  as  a  private  of 
Battery  B,  321st  Field  Artillery,  82nd  Division.  Overseas 
Wager  served  from  August  21st  to  September  12th  1918, 
on  the  Marbache  Sector,  and  from  September  12th  to  the 
16th  1918,  lie  served  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive.  Private 
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Wager  was  gassed  while  in  action  and  after  receiving- 
treatment  in  a  hospital  for  one  month,  he  was  able  to 
return  to  the  ranks.  On  May  20th  1919,  Wager  returned 
to  the  States,  and  here  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service  on  June  3rd  following. 


John  Arthur  Wagner 

Saratof  in  Russia  was  the  birthplace 
of  John  A.  Wagner,  who  later  re¬ 
sided  at  339  State  Street,  Hudson, 
with  his  parents,  John  and  Eliza  K. 
Wagner.  He  was  born  on  January 
23rd  1895,  and  when  a  small  child, 
his  family  immigrated  to  America 
and  made  their  home  in  Hudson. 
Here  John  attended  school,  and  later 
became  employed  as  a  baker  in  a 
local  bakery.  Upon  coming  of  age, 
he  secured  his  first  citizenship  papers.  On  September  7th 
1917,  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  selected  him  for  military 
service,  and  sent  him  to  Camp  Devens  for  training. 
John  Wagner  married  Hazel  May  Keene  at  Kingston, 
New  York,  on  June  16th  1918.  On  July  5th  1918,  Wagner, 
then  a  private  in  Company  C,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Divi¬ 
sion,  left  a  port  of  embarkation,  several  days  later  landed 
at  London  and  thence  continued  the  journey  to  France.  In 
France  he  was  stationed  at  Montrond  and  St.  Amant,  and 
also  served  on  ths  Verdun  Sector.  On  August  30th  1919, 
he  returned  to  the  States.  Here  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  September  5th  of  that  year. 


Ray  Waldorph 

Ray  Waldorph  of  Copake,  who  is  the  son  of  Elmer  and 
Ada  E.  Waldorph,  was  born  in  Harlemville  on  June  5th 
1897.  When  his  schooling  at  Copake  was  finished,  he 
worked  at  farming.  The  Columbia  County  Local  Board 
selected  Waldorph  for  military  service,  and  on  August 
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30tli  1918,  he  entrained  at  Hudson  for  Camp  Dix.  On  Sep¬ 
tember  31st  1918,  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


John  James  Walker 


John  J.,  the  son  of  John  E.  and  the 
late  Alma  Walker  of  Philmont,  was 
born  in  that  village  on  November 
10th  1898.  He  was  graduated  from 
the  Philmont  High  School  in  June 
of  1917.  On  October  10th  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  Walker  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army  and  was  as¬ 
signed  to  Company  A,  Students’ 
Army  Training  Corps  at  St.  Ste¬ 
phen’s  College,  Annandale,  New 
York.  On  December  13th  1918,  Private  Walker  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


William  Henry  Walker 

William,  the  son  of  William  E.  and 
Lillian  Walker  of  Chatham,  was 
born  in  Troy  on  November  28th 
1898.  The  Chatham  Union  School, 
Chatham  High  School  and  Sheffield 
Preparatory  School  furnished  his 
education.  While  a  student  at  the 
latter  school,  Walker  enlisted  in  the 
Medical  Corps  on  December  2nd 
1917,  and  was  stationed  first  at  Fort 
Slocum.  Four  months  at  Fort  Ogle¬ 
thorpe  in  Georgia  and  one  month  each  at  Camp  Crane  in 
Pennsylvania  and  at  Mineola,  Long  Island,  completed  his 
training  in  this  country.  On  May  10th  1918,  he  started  on 
his  voyage  to  France,  where  he  served  as  a  Private  in  the 
4th  Evacuation  Hospital  attached  to  the  42nd  Division. 
Private  Walker  was  stationed  in  France  and  Germany. 
He  served  on  the  Lorraine,  Marne,  Baccarat,  Saint  Mihiel, 
Verdun  and  Champagne,  Chateau  Thierry,  Soissons,  and 
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Meuse-Argonne  sectors.  He  served  three  months  in 
Germany  and  returned  to  this  country  on  May  12th  1919. 
Since  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  May  15th 
1919,  William  H.  Walker  has  returned  to  his  studies. 


William  Wallace 

William  Wallace  was  born  in  the  city  of 
Athens  in  Greece  on  July  25th  1897. 
He  is  the  son  of  Gust  and  Katherine 
Wallace  of  that  city.  His  first 
voyage  across  the  Atlantic  was 
made  in  his  early  boyhood  when  he 
came  to  the  United  States  and 
settled  at  Martin’s  Ferry,  Ohio. 
When  his  schooling  was  over,  Wal¬ 
lace  began  work  as  a  fireman.  In 
1913  he  was  living  in  Columbia 
County,  and  at  Hudson  joined  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard.  The  National  Guard  was 
federalized  in  July  of  1917,  and  that  same  month,  Company 
F  was  sent  to  Fort  Niagara  to  prepare  for  overseas  serv¬ 
ice.  In  October  the  company  went  to  Camp  Wadsworth 
in  South  Carolina.  While  in  the  south,  Wallace  was 
assigned  to  Company  D,  107tli  Infantry,  27th  Division,  as 
a  First  Class  Private.  In  the  spring  of  1918  the  27th 
left  an  American  port  of  embarkation  and  several  days 
later  landed  on  the  coast  of  France.  Private  Wallace 
served  on  the  Belgian  front  and  took  active  part  in  the 
battles  on  the  Hindenburg  Line.  He  was  wounded  in 
action.  For  four  months  he  was  in  a  hospital  receiving 
treatment  for  shrapnel  wounds  in  the  hands  and  shoulder, 
and  recovering  from  the  effects  of  mustard  gas.  In  March 
of  1919  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  that  month 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


John  Harold  Walsh 

In  1896,  on  September  1st,  John  Harold  Walsh,  now  of 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  but  formerly  of  Hudson,  was  born 
in  Boston,  Massachusetts.  His  father,  Patrick  Walsh,  died 
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in  1902,  and  his  mother,  who  remarried  and  became  Mrs. 
Michael  McQuillan  died  in  1917.  While  living  in  this  city, 
Walsh  attended  Saint  Mary’s  Academy,  and  later  learned 
the  machinist’s  trade.  On  Julv  26th  1918,  he  enlisted  at 
Albany  as  a  second  class  Machinist  Mate  in  the  Navy. 
He  served  at  the  Traing  Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island; 
at  the  Naval  Operating  Base,  Hampton  Roads,  Virginia; 
and  aboard  the  United  States  Ship  Indiana.  On  January 
14th  1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Albert  Louis  Waltermire 

The  story  of  Albert  Louis  Walter - 
mire’s  life  starts  with  his  birth  in 
Hudson  on  August  15th  1898,  con¬ 
tinues  through  his  school  days  to  the 
time  he  entered  military  service,  and 
closes  with  his  death  on  October 
21st  1918,  when,  while  still  in  the 
service  of  his  country,  lie  died.  He 
was  the  son  of  Nelson  and  Lillian 
Waltermire  of  Philmont.  In  1917 
he  was  graduated  from  the  Philmont 
High  School  and  for  several  months  thereafter,  he  was 
employed  as  a  drug  clerk.  On  October  1st  1918,  at  Ithaca, 
New  York,  he  enlisted  in  the  army  and  received  an  assign¬ 
ment  to  Company  A,  Students’  Army  Training  Corps  at 
Cornell  University.  About  October  11th,  he  became  ill 
and  was  taken  to  a  hospital  in  Ithaca.  The  illness  devel¬ 
oped  into  pneumonia  of  which  he  died  on  October  21st 
1918. 


Homer  George  Waltermire 

Homer  G.,  the  son  of  George  M.  and  the  late  Agnes 
Waltermire  of  Ghent,  was  born  in  Ghent  on  December 
5th  1894.  He  went  to  school  in  his  home  town.  Before 
the  war  Waltermire  worked  at  farming,  and  for  two  years 
as  an  employee  of  the  American  Express  Company.  On 
June  5th  1917,  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
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New  York  National  Guard,  and  in  the  following  month,  after 
the  company  was  federalized,  Waltermire  went  to  Fort 
Niagara  and  thence  to  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina.  After  nine  months  in  the  south,  where  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  Corporal 
Waltermire  sailed  for  Brest,  France,  in  July  of  1918. 
From  September  23rd  1918,  to  October  7th  1918,  he 
served  on  the  Toul  sector.  He  took  part  in  the  Saint 
Miliiel  offensive  and  served  in  the  Meuse  and  Moselle  and 
Woerve  sectors.  His  unit  formed  a  part  of  the  Army  of 
Occupation  which  served  in  Germany  after  the  close  of 
the  war.  On  July  2nd  1919,  he  returned  home  and  on 
July  9th  following,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service. 


Harold  D.  Walters 

Harold  D.  Walters,  who  now  lives  at  22  Warren  Street, 
Hudson,  with  his  wife,  formerly  Miss  Esther  Hasbrook, 
was  born  at  Germantown  on  September  8th  1895.  He  is 
the  son  of  Edward  and  Fannie  Walters.  When  his  edu¬ 
cation  at  the  Castleton  school  was  finished,  Walters  became 
an  employee  in  the  signal  department  of  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  Company.  On  August  29th  1917,  he 
appeared  before  the  Local  Board  at  Hudson  and  enlisted 
for  military  service.  He  was  sent  to  Camp  Dix,  where,  on 
September  3rd  1918,  he  received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Arnold  Wamback 


Arnold  Wamback  of  Ghent  was  born 
in  Austerlitz  on  July  18th  1890.  He 
is  the  son  of  Anna  and  the  late 
Arnold  Wamback  of  this  county. 
Since  finishing  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  in  1908  he  has  worked 
as  a  carpenter  and  chauffeur.  On 
May  22nd  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the 
Engineers  at  New  York  City.  At 
Fort  Totten,  Wamback  served  for 
six  weeks  before  sailing  from  this 
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country  on  July  14th  1917,  as  a  member  of  Company  E, 
11th  Engineers.  After  stopping  at  Plymouth,  England, 
he  proceeded  to  Boulogne,  France.  In  France,  Sergeant 
Wamback  served  for  about  two  months  each  on  the  Cam- 
brai,  Arras,  Chateau-Thierry,  Saint  Miliiel  and  Argonne 
sectors.  On  April  27th  1919,  he  returned  to  this  country, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  May  6th 
following. 


Joseph  Harry  Ward 

Joseph  Harry  Ward  of  Ancram,  is  the 
son  of  Edgar  H.  and  Carrie  Ward, 
both  of  whom  are  deceased.  He  was 
born  at  Jamaica,  New  York,  on  Octo¬ 
ber  11th  1891,  but  since  his  parents’ 
death,  he  has  made  his  home  at 
Ancram  with  his  aunt,  Miss  Kate 
M.  Tripp.  Ward  entered  the  State 
College  at  Albany  after  his  gradu¬ 
ation  from  the  Pine  Plains  High 
School.  In  1914  he  was  graduated 
from  the  State  College  and  has  since  taken  courses  at  the 
summer  school  of  Columbia  University.  At  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  he  was  a  science  teacher,  but  was  called  away 
from  his  profession  on  September  21st  1917,  by  the  Local 
Board  No.  2  of  Fulton  County.  The  first  six  months  of 
his  service  were  spent  at  Camp  Devens  as  a  non-commis¬ 
sioned  officer  in  the  Infantry.  He  then  served  for  six 
months  at  Camps  Devens  and  Hancock  as  a  Sergeant  in 
the  Ordnance  Department.  From  then  until  his  discharge, 
Ward  served  as  a  2nd  Lieutenant  of  the  42nd  Machine 
Gun  Battalion,  14th  Division  at  Camp  Custer.  Lieutenant 
Ward  was  honorably  discharged  from  service  on  February 
7th  1919.

James  McClure  Wardle 

James  McClure  Wardle,  who  resides 
at  827  Columbia  Street,  Hudson, 
with  his  mother,  Mrs.  Alena  Mc¬ 
Clure  Wardle,  was  born  in  Hudson 
on  November  19th  1899.  In  1916, 
with  one  year  of  high  school  work 
completed  in  the  local  high  school, 
he  accepted  employment  as  a  garage 
stock  clerk.  He  left  his  position  to 
enlist  in  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps  on  August  6th  1918.  With 
the  Marines,  Private  Wardle  served  at  Paris  Island  in 
South  Carolina.  After  two  and  a  half  months  at  the 
Island,  on  October  20th  1918,  he  sailed  for  France  and 
landed  on  European  soil  on  November  3rd  following, 
where  he  was  assigned  to  the  43rd  Company,  5th  Marines, 
2nd  Division.  For  two  months  Wardle  was  in  the  hospital 
at  Mesues,  France,  suffering  from  a  sprained  ankle.  His 
musical  talent  made  Wardle  useful  as  an  entertainer,  and 
from  January  19th  to  May  28th  1919,  he  traveled  through¬ 
out  France  on  an  entertainment  circuit.  On  July  3rd  1919, 
Private  Wardle  landed  in  the  United  States  and  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  August  13th  follow¬ 
ing  his  arrival. 


Earl  James  Warner 

Earl  James  Warner  was  born  in  Val¬ 
ley  Falls,  New  York,  on  October 
20th  1897.  His  parents  are  Henry 
and  Grace  Warner  of  Westerlo, 
New  York.  The  schools  of  Albany 
and  Nassau  gave  him  his  education. 
For  several  years  he  worked  on  a 
farm  in  Philmont,  and  while  there, 
on  June  19th  1916,  he  enlisted  in 
Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  Nationa7  Guard  at  Hudson. 
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On  April  18th  1917,  Earl  Warner  married  Miss  Anna  Emily 
Hamm  at  Pliilmont.  In  July  following  the  national  guard 
was  federalized.  That  same  month  Company  F  was  sent 
to  Fort  Niagara,  where  they  trained  until  October.  Com¬ 
pany  F  then  went  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  where  Private 
Warner  was  transferred  to  the  headquarters  detachment 
of  the  105th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division.  On 
May  17th  1918,  he  left  this  country  for  Saint  Nazaire, 
France.  After  a  short  period  of  training,  his  battalion 
advanced  to  the  front,  where  they  served  on  the  Ypres 
and  the  Dickebush  sectors  and  in  the  battles  of  the  Hinden- 
burg  Line,  La  Selle  River,  Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge,  Vierstadt 
Ridge,  the  Knoll,  Sant  Maurice  River,  and  at  the  East 
Poperinghe  Line.  He  was  twice  wounded,  the  first  time 
only  slightly  in  the  head,  shoulder  and  hand;  the  second 
time  he  received  a  machine  gun  bullet  wound  in  the  right 
leg  and  shrapnel  wounds  in  the  left  leg.  He  was  in  differ¬ 
ent  hospitals  for  some  time  as  a  result  of  these  injuries. 
On  March  6th  1919,  Private  Warner  returned  to  America, 
and  on  April  1st  following,  he  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service. 


Elliott  Rhodes  Washburn 

Elliott  Rhodes  Washburn  was  born  in 
Blaekinton,  Massachusetts,  on  May 
23rd  1895.  He  is  the  son  of  Charles 
E.  and  Jennie  Rhodes  Washburn  of 
165  Green  Street,  Hudson.  His  edu¬ 
cation  was  gained  in  East  Rochester, 
New  Hampshire,  Hudson,  and  at 
Cornell  University  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1917.  Washburn 
has  specialized  in  the  study  of  mill 
chemistry.  On  May  24th  1917,  at 
41  Hamilton  Street,  New  York  City,  he  volunteered  for 
service  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force.  He  was  stationed 
for  six  months  at  Pelham  Bay,  and  for  three  months  at 
Section  Base  No.  6,  Bensonhurst,  New  York.  Washburn 
did  convoy  duty  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Seattle,  which  plied 
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between  New  York  City  and  Brest,  France.  He  has  been 
released  from  active  duty,  but  still  ranks  as  a  Quarter¬ 
master,  3rd  Class  in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve. 


James  M.  Washington 

James  M.  Washington  who  lives  in 
Hudson  was  born  in  Merlin,  Mary¬ 
land,  on  July  4th  1884.  His  parents 
are  Rachel  and  Madison  Washing¬ 
ton  of  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia.  He  attended  school  at 
the  national  capitol.  After  coming 
north  to  New  York  State  Washing¬ 
ton  worked  as  a  teamster.  On  May 
4tli  1918,  through  the  Local  Board 
at  Poughkeepsie,  he  enlisted  in  the 
army  and  served  at  Fort  Slocum  and  at  Newport  News 
until  June  6t.h  1918,  when  he  left  this  country  for  Brest. 
He  was  stationed  at  La  Sellest  where  he  served  as  cook. 
In  the  summer  of  1919,  Private  Washington  returned  to 
this  country  where  he  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  June  20th  of  that  year.  On  August  1st  1919, 
following  his  return  to  civilian  life  he  married  Miss  Bertha 
Hughes  at  Hudson. 


Albert  Oscar  Weaver 


Albert  0.  Weaver,  the  son  of  Oscar 
and  the  late  Anna  Weaver,  was  born 
at  Manheim,  New  York,  on  February 
21st  1898,  but  he  now  resides  at 
Kinderhook.  At  Camden,  New  York, 
he  attended  school  until  1912.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  the  war  Weaver  was  a 
printer.  On  January  9th  1918,  at 
Fort  Slocum  he  enlisted  in  the 
Aviation  Service.  Private  Weaver 
trained  at  Fort  Slocum,  and  at  Waco 
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and  Wichita  Falls  in  Texas,  and  in  Mineola  Field  on  Long 
Island,  before  starting  across  the  Atlantic  on  August  13th 
1918,  as  a  member  of  the  Second  Bombardment  Company, 
73rd  Aero  Squadron.  After  landing  at  Brest,  he  served 
as  a  1st  Class  Private  at  Colombes  Les  Belles,  Saint 
Maexint,  and  Ourches,  after  which  the  73rd  Aero  Squadron 
moved  up  to  the  Toul  sector  where  it  served  for  some  time. 
On  June  18th  1919,  Weaver  returned  to  this  country  and 
on  June  24th  1919,  was  given  his  honorable  discharge. 


Russell  Arthur  Weed 

Russell  A.  Weed  of  Philmont,  is  the 
son  of  Willard  B.  and  Emma  Weed 
of  that  village.  He  was  born  in 
Philmont  on  September  14th  1895, 
attended  school  in  his  native  village, 
and  later  worked  in  a  mill  until  he 
was  selected  for  military  service  by 
the  Local  Board  at  Little  Falls.  He 
served  at  Camp  Wadsworth  in  South 
Carolina  with  Company  E,  1st 
Pioneer  Infantry,  and  at  the  Edge- 
wood  Arsenal  in  Maryland.  In  December  of  1918,  Private 
Weed  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Norman  Lewis  Weinstein 

Norman  L.,  the  son  of  Isaac  and  Rachel  Weinstein  of 
21  Fairview  Avenue,  Hudson,  was  born  in  Hudson  on 
September  12th  1896.  In  1912  he  completed  the  first  year 
of  his  course  at  Hudson  High  School  and  since  then  has 
been  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  grocery  business.  On 
August  29th  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service  and  sent  him  to  Camp 
Gordon  for  training.  In  September  of  1918,  Private  Wein¬ 
stein  left  this  country  for  Liverpool,  England.  He  soon 
crossed  the  channel  to  France  where  he  was  assigned  to 
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Company  H,  168th  Infantry,  42nd  Division,  with  which  he 
was  in  reserve  during  the  fighting  around  Sedan,  and  part 
of  the  Meuse-Argonne  Offensive.  After  the  signing  of  the 
armistice  Weinstein  served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation, 
and  returned  to  this  country  on  May  25th  1919.  On  June 
14th  following  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  army. 


Ethel  Marion  Wells 

Ethel  Marion  Wells  of  Chatham  was 
born  in  that  village  on  July  9th 
1896.  Her  father  was  Oscar  James 
AVells  and  her  mother,  who  is  now 
Mrs.  Frank  Massoit  resides  at 
Springfield,  Mass.  She  was  a 
student  in  the  Chatham  Union 
School,  from  which  she  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1914.  She  entered  a  train¬ 
ing  school  for  nurses,  and  on  August 
15th  1918,  after  she  had  been  admit¬ 
ted  to  practice  as  a  registered  nurse,  she  enlisted  through 
the  Eed  Cross  Nursing  Association  at  Albany.  She  served 
with  the  Army  Nurse  Corps  at  Fort  Oglethorpe  in  Georgia. 
Our  last  news  of  Miss  AVells,  in  1919,  was  that  she  was 
still  serving  as  an  army  nurse. 


George  W.  Wenk 

George  W.  Wenk  of  Spencertown,  was 
born  at  AVakefield,  New  York,  on 
May  13th  1896.  He  is  the  son  of 
Anton  and  Emma  AVenk  both  of  15 
Beach  Street,  Mount  Vernon,  New 
York.  AVenk  gained  his  education  in 
the  New  York  City  schools  where  he 
was  enrolled  as  a  pupil  until  1911. 
At  the  time  of  his  enlistment  he  had 
been  working  as  a  machinist.  On 
May  7th  1917,  at  the  recruiting  sta- 
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tion  at  6th  Avenue  and  14th  Streets,  New  York,  he  volun¬ 
teered  to  serve  in  the  Engineers.  After  six  weeks  of  train¬ 
ing  at  Fort  Totten  on  Long  Island,  Private  Wenk  of  Com¬ 
pany  D,  11th  Engineers,  sailed  for  Plymouth,  England,  on 
July  14th  1917.  After  a  short  stay  at  Camp  Gtorden  the 
11th  Engineers  embarked  for  France.  There  Private 
Wenk  saw  service  in  battles  at  the  Meuse  River,  the  Saint 
Mihiel  and  Argonne  offensives  and  at  Cambrai,  remaining 
at  the  front  for  about  six  months.  On  April  26th  1919,  he 
returned  to  the  United  States  and  on  May  6th  following 
received  his  honorable  discharge. 


Charles  Jacob  West 

Charles  Jacob  West,  is  the  son  of 
Thomas  J.  and  Isabelle  West  of 
Hudson,  and  was  born  in  that  city  on 
June  25th  1892.  He  was  educated 
at  St.  Mary’s  Academy  and  upon  his 
graduation  in  1909  became  engaged 
in  clerical  work.  That  continued  to 
be  his  employment  until  April  2nd 
1918,  when  he  was  selected  for  mili¬ 
tary  service  through  the  Local 
Board.  At  Camp  Dix  to  which  he 
was  assigned  he  became  a  member  of  Company  I),  310th 
Infantry,  78th  Division.  He  trained  there  for  six  weeks 
and  on  May  19th  following  embarked  for  Southampton, 
England,  and  then  crossed  the  channel  to  France.  After 
training  for  a  short  period  back  of  the  lines  his  unit  went 
to  the  front  and  for  five  months  served  on  the  Arras,  St. 
Mihiel  and  Argonne  sectors.  He  took  part  in  the  St. 
Mihiel  and  Meuse  Argonne  offensives,  and  was  promoted 
to  rank  Supply  Sergeant.  In  October,  1918,  Sergeant  West 
was  so  severely  wounded  that  after  being  taken  to  a  hospital 
he  was  never  able  to  return  to  active  service.  Pie  suffered 
from  extensive  mouth  wounds,  parts  of  his  jaw  bones, 
teeth  and  tongue  being  blown  away.  On  March  13th  1919, 
he  returned  to  the  United  States  and,  farther  treatment  for 
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his  wounds  being  necessary,  he  was  placed  in  General 
Hospital  No.  2  at  Fort  William  Henry,  Maryland.  After 
being  discharged  he  returned  to  Hudson  and  in  the  fall  of 
1919  was  elected  to  the  office  of  city  treasurer.  He  married 
Miss  Ethel  Begley  on  November  29th  1920,  and  with  his 
wife  resides  in  Hudson. 


Edward  Jacob  West 


Edward  J.,  the  son  of  Jacob  and 
Bridget  West  of  Hudson,  was  born 
in  this  city  on  June  3rd  1897.  Until 
1912  West  was  a  pupil  at  the  Fourth 
Street  School  of  Hudson.  He  was 
selected  for  military  service  by  our 
Local  Board  and  on  September  8th 
1918,  he  was  enrolled  in  the 
army.  At  the  Washington  Barracks, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  West  was 
assigned  to  the  71st  Engineers,  with 
which  he  served  until  he  was  given  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service. 


George  Ernest  Westover 

Hillsdale  is  the  native  village  of 
George  Ernest  Westover  now  of 
Austerlitz.  He  was  born  there  on 
September  17th  1896  to  Wells  and 
Isabella  Westover  who  also  live  in 
Austerlitz.  His  education  took  him 
through  the  grammar  school.  West- 
over  left  the  farm  to  join  the  United 
States  Navy,  enlisting  at  Albany  on 
July  16th  1918.  He  served  at  Pel¬ 
ham  Bay  Park  and  on  the  U.  S.  S. 
Northern  Pacific  until  August  15th  1919,  when  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  active  service. 
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George  Jerome  Westover 

George  Jerome  Westover,  the  son  of  Charles  Le  Roy 
and  Mary  Matilda  Westover  of  Chatham,  was  born  in 
Ghent  on  August  26th  1896.  He  attended  school  in  the 
town  of  his  birth  until  1912.  Previous  to  his  enlistment 
he  was  employed  as  a  transformer  winder.  On  July  3rd 
1917,  at  Albany  he  enlisted  as  2nd  Class  Seaman  in  the 
United  States  Navy.  Westover  served  at  the  Brooklyn 
Navy  Yard  for  one  month  and  the  remainder  of  his  serv¬ 
ice  was  given  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Hopestill,  at  Bay  Ridge. 
On  August  4th  1919,  he  was  released  from  active  duty,  but 
he  is  still  a  member  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve 
Force. 


Jesse  Edwin  Westover 

On  November  8th  1895,  Jesse  Edwin 
Westover  was  born  at  Austerlitz, 
New  York.  He  is  the  son  of  Alice 
and  the  late  Edwin  G.  Westover. 
The  district  schools  of  Austerlitz 
and  of  North  Hillsdale  furnished  his 
education.  After  leaving  school 
Westover  worked  at  farming  and 
for  a  time  was  an  employee  of  the 
Chatham  Grain  Company.  On  May 
24th  1918,  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  service.  At 
Camp  Wadsworth  in  South  Carolina  Private  Westover  was 
assigned  to  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  and  with 
that  unit  he  sailed  for  Brest  on  June  30th  1918.  In  France 
he  was  stationed  at  Saint  Sulpice,  Saint  Loubes  and  at 
Bayonne.  On  July  4th  1919,  Private  Westover  returned 
to  this  country  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  on 
July  9th  following. 


Harold  Joseph  Whalen 

Harold  Joseph  Whalen,  the  son  of  Sebastian  and  Mary 
Agnes  Whalen  of  Chatham,  was  born  at  Dover  Plains,  New 
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York,  on  March  10th  1900.  At  the  age  of  18  years,  Whalen 
volunteered  to  serve  in  the  Naval  Hospital  Corps.  He 
enlisted  at  Albany  on  May  24th  1918.  For  two  months 
previous  to  his  enlistment  he  was  a  member  of  the  Home 
Defense  Unit  of  Chatham.  Following  his  enlistment 
Whalen  became  a  2nd  Class  Hospital  Apprentice  in  the 
Hospital  School  at  the  Naval  Training  Station,  Newport, 
Rhode  Island.  In  June  of  1918,  he  received  his  diploma 
from  the  Chatham  High  School.  Whalen  remained  at 
Newport  until  several  months  after  the  signing  of  the 
armistice,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service 
on  February  24th  1919. 


Sebastian  Dennis  Whalen,  Jr 

Sebastian  Dennis  Whalen,  Jr.,  of  Chatham,  is  another 
son  of  Sebastian  Dennis  and  Mary  Agnes  Whalen  of  that 
village.  He  was  bom  in  Wappingers  Falls  on  March  1st 
1897,  but  he  left  that  place  when  a  child  and  lived  in  Chat¬ 
ham  where  he  attended  school  until  1914  when  his  educa¬ 
tion  was  completed.  Whalen  procured  a  position  with  a 
railroad  company.  On  June  3rd  1918,  he  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Navy  at  Albapy.  His  service  included 
eleven  months  at  the  Naval  Training  Station,  Newport, 
Rhode  Island,  as  a  2nd  Class  Seaman  in  the  3rd  Company, 
Blue  Jacket  Guard.  On  April  26th  1919,  Whalen  received 
his  honorable  release  from  active  service. 


Edward  Wheeler 


Edward  Wheeler  was  born  at  Seneca 
Falls,  New  York,  on  June  5th  1896. 
His  parents  George  and  Anna 
Wheeler,  still  reside  there.  He 
studied  in  the  public  schools  of  Hud¬ 
son  until  1912  and  afterwards  be¬ 
came  employed  as  a  butcher. 
On  February  15th  1916,  Wheeler 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infan¬ 
try,  New  York  National  Guard.  He 
served  his  country  through  the 
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World  War  and  later  as  a  member  of  the  Army  of  Occupa¬ 
tion  until  death  released  him  from  duty.  In  the  summer 
of  1917  Company  F,  was  called  into  federal  service  and 
sent  to  Fort  Niagara.  About  four  months  later  in  October, 
this  company  was  moved  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South 
Carolina.  There  Wheeler  was  transferred  to  Company  F, 
51st  Pioneer  Infantry  with  which  he  sailed  for  France  in 
August  1918.  From  the  time  of  his  arrival  in  France 
until  November  11th  1918,  Sergeant  Wheeler  served  faith¬ 
fully  at  the  front  with  the  51st  Pioneers.  After  the  sign¬ 
ing  of  the  armistice  his  unit  became  a  part  of  the  Army  of 
Occupation.  He  continued  his  military  service  in  German 
territory.  While  on  duty  he  was  stricken  with  pneumonia 
and  was  taken  to  the  hospital  at  Coblentz.  There  he  passed 
from  this  life  on  February  16th  1919,  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
two  years.  His  body  was  first  interred  in  German  soil  but 
was  later  brought  to  this  country  and  was  laid  to  rest  with 
full  military  honors  in  Cedar  Park  Cemetery,  Hudson. 


Perry  Hermance  Wheeler 

Perry  H.  Wheeler  of  Hudson  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  army  in  July,  1918.  He  saw  overseas  service  as 
Sergeant  in  the  330th  Infantry,  83rd  Division,  serving  at 
Le  Mans  and  Castres.  The  committee  is  without  further 
information  concerning  his  military  service. 


Thorne  Lake  Wheeler 

Thorne  Lake  Wheeler  of  450  Riverside  Drive,  New  York 
City,  was  bom  in  Chatham  on  June  8th  1888.  His  mother, 
Mrs.  Gertrude  Lake  Wheeler,  is  a  resident  of  Chatham, 
and  his  father,  John  Thorne  Wheeler,  died  at  Chatham  in 
1908.  The  schools  of  Chatham  gave  Wheeler  his  elemen¬ 
tary  education,  but  in  1904  he  left  the  High  School  of  that 
village  to  enter  the  Albany  Academy  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  the  succeeding  year.  Four  years  later,  in  1909, 
Wheeler  received  his  degree  from  Yale  University  and 
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after  two  years  as  a  student  at  the  Massachusetts  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Technology  he  received  the  degree  as  a.  chemical 
engineer.  Thorne  L.  Wheeler  married  Miss  Edna  A. 
White  at  Chatham  on  November  10th  1904,  and  they  now 
have  two  small  daughters,  Jean  Louise  and  Nancy  Bell 
Wheeler.  Just  before  the  war  Wheeler  was  associated 
with  the  Southern  Cotton  Oil  Company  in  Bayonne,  New 
Jersey.  On  December  31st  1917,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  he 
enlisted  in  the  Sanitary  Corps,  and  received  a  captain’s 
commission.  From  the  day  following  his  enlistment  until 
July  1st  1917,  Captain  Wheeler  served  in  the  Sanitary 
Corps  at  Astoria,  Long  Island.  On  the  latter  date  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Gas  Defense  Division,  Chemical  War¬ 
fare  Service.  On  November  1st  1918,  he  was  given  a 
major’s  commission  in  this  branch  of  the  service,  in  which 
he  was  an  assistant  in  charge  of  the  manufacture  of 
chemicals  used  in  gas  masks.  Throughout  his  service 
Major  Wheeler  was  stationed  at  Astoria.  On  May  15th 
1919,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Worthy  Nathan  Wheeler 

Worthy  Nathan  Wheeler  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Clermont,  on  the  21st  of 
January,  1895,  the  son  of  William 
and  Elvena  Wheeler,  both  residents 
of  Mellenville.  After  completing  the 
elementary  course  in  the  district 
school  Wheeler  became  engaged  in 
farming.  On  October  5th  1917,  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service. 
Ilis  training  consisted  of  four 
months  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  and  three  months 
at  Camp  Greene,  South  Carolina,  where  Wheeler  was 
assigned  to  Company  A,  61st  Infantry,  5th  Division.  The 
unit  sailed  overseas  in  April  of  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France.  At  the  front  the  61st  Infantry  was  engaged  in 
the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse  Argonne  offensives  and  on  the 
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St.  Die  and  Anould  sectors.  Wheeler  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  on  July  20th  1919,  and  six  days  later 
he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Sylvester  Sagendorph  Whitaker 

Binghamton,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Sylvester  Sagendorph 
Whitaker.  He  was  born  in  that  city 
on  the  5th  of  June,  1893.  His  father 
died  at  Binghamton.  His  mother, 
Mrs.  Adelia  Whitaker,  resides  at  66 
North  Sixth  Street,  Hudson. 
Whitaker  attended  the  Hudson  pub¬ 
lic  schools  and  was  a  student  in  the 
Hudson  High  School  prior  to  enter¬ 
ing  the  postal  service,  in  which  he 
was  employed  until  the  time  of  his  enlistment.  On  June 
23rd  1914,  Whitaker  married  Miss  Clara,  Bell  Best  at 
Claverack,  and  they  now  have  two  children,  Louise  and 
Sylvester  Whitaker,  Jr.  November  13th  1917,  found 
Whitaker  a  volunteer  in  the  Air  Service.  He  trained  at 
Fort  Slocum,  for  two  weeks,  Camp  Mills,  two  weeks,  and 
at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  two  months.  He  sailed  overseas  on 
January  13th  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  lat¬ 
ter  part  of  the  same  month.  Whitaker  served  with  his  unit 
in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  After 
the  signing  of  the  armistice  his  unit  became  a  part  of  the 
Army  of  Occupation.  He  served  with  Headquarters,  Air 
Service,  3rd  Army.  Whitaker  returned  to  America  on 
June  30th  1919,  and  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service  on  July  8th  1919. 


William  John  Whitbeck 

William  John  Whitbeck  is  a  resident  of  Chatham,  New 
York,  having  been  born  there  on  the  17th  of  September, 
1892,  the  son  of  the  late  Isabelle  and  the  late  Jeremiah 
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Whitbeck.  After  completing  the  elementary  course  in  the 
Chatham  district  school  Whitbeck  became  interested  in 
electrical  work  and  was  employed  as  an  electrician  until 
April  29th  1918,  the  date  on  which  the  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  service.'  He 
was  later  assigned  to  Company  C,  9th  Battalion,  United 
States  Provost  Guard,  and  trained  two  months  at  Fort 
Niagara  and  three  months  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey.  He 
served  five  months  at  the  New  York  City  Military  Police 
Barracks.  Whitbeck  married  Miss  Ethel  B.  Siter  at  East 
Chatham,  on  July  26th  1918.  Whitbeck  was  later  detailed 
on  special  military  police  duty  in  New  York  City.  He 
served  in  this  capacity  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  January  10th  1919. 


Frank  Thomas  White 

Poughkeepsie  was  the  birthplace  of  Frank  Thomas 
White.  He  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  20th  of  February, 
1888.  His  father,  Anthony  White  died  in  Poughkeepsie  in 
1890.  White  lives  with  his  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  White,  at 
224  Robinson  Street,  Hudson.  The  public  schools  of 
Poughkeepsie  and  Hudson  furnished  White’s  education. 
He  was  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company  until  May  24th  1918,  on  which  date  the  Local 
Board  of  the  county  selected  him  for  military  service.  He 
was  assigned  to  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  with 
which  he  served  for  a  short  time.  He  was  later  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Utilities  Detachment,  Quartermaster’s  Corps, 
and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he  served  for  the  following 
ten  months  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  While 
at  Wadsworth  White  was  a  patient  at  the  camp  hospital 
for  about  two  weeks  receiving  treatment  for  influenza. 
He  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on 
March  20th  1919. 
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1899,  the  son  of  Peter  and  the  late  Harriet  White.  He 
completed  the  elementary  course  in  the  public  schools  of 
his  native  town  leaving  in  1914.  Previous  to  his  enlist¬ 
ment  he  was  employed  as  an  electrician  with  the  Western 
Union  Company  at  Albany.  On  July  29th  1917,  White 
enlisted  in  the  Infantry.  He  was  assigned  to  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  about  eight 
months,  during  which  time  he  became  a  1st  Class  Private 
of  Headquarters  Company,  108th  Infantry,  27th  Division. 
The  unit  sailed  overseas  on  May  10th  1918,  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At  the 
front  White  was  detailed  as  a  radio  despatcher  and  in  this 
capacity  he  served  on  the  East  Poperinghe  Line,  Hinden- 
burg  Line  at  Bony,  Vierstadt  Ridge,  the  Dickebush  and 
other  Belgian  sectors.  While  in  action  White  was  severely 
wounded  by  shrapnel  and  gassed.  He  was  removed  to  a 
hospital  in  France  where  he  was  a  patient  for  two  and  a 
half  months.  White  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit 
on  the  6th  of  March,  1919,  and  on  the  last  day  of  the  same 
month  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Peter  White 

Peter  White  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Ancram,  New  York,  on  the  9th  of 
November,  1873,  the  son  of  the  late 
John  and  the  late  Frances  White. 
He  received  his  education  in  the 
Ancram  and  Hudson  schools,  after 
which  he  became  engaged  in  farm¬ 
ing.  He  was  thus  occupied  until  his 
enlistment  in  •  Company  F,  10th 
Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard, 
on  May  24th  1917.  This  unit  was 
called  into  federal  service  on  July  20th  1917.  Nine  days 
iater  the  company  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where 
they  trained  for  about  three  months.  The  unit  was  then 
transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where 
White  trained  for  e’ght  months  during  which  time  he 
became  a  member  of  Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train, 
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27th  Division.  The  unit  sailed  overseas  on  June  14th 
1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
same  month.  White  saw  two  months  of  active  service  with 
his  unit  in  the  Verdun  sector  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne 
offensive,  at  Chattancourt,  Cote  295,  Bois  de  Forges,  Bras, 
Ormont  Farm,  Gerecourt  and  Charny.  He  returned  to 
America  in  March  of  1919.  On  the  3rd  of  April,  1919,  he 
was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Russell  Deane  White 

Russell  Deane  White  was  born  in  the  village  of  Pliil- 
mont,  New  York,  on  the  6th  of  June,  1892,  the  son  of 
Frank  and  Helen  White  of  Philmont.  He  received  his  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  village  and  was  a 
member  of  the  graduating  class  of  ■  1909,  Philmont  High 
School.  Previous  to  his  enlistment  he  was  a  salesman 
and  a  manager  of  a  hardware  store.  White  was  selected 
for  military  service  on  July  5th  1918,  by  Board  No.  4  of 
Media,  Pennsylvania.  He  served  for  eight  months  at  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  part  of  this  time  as  a 
Sergeant  of  the  Camp  Supply  Officers’  Detachment,  dur¬ 
ing  which  time  he  successfully  passed  the  Officers’  Train¬ 
ing  School  examinations.  White  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  March  10th  1919. 


Arthur  Edward  Whitehouse 

Rugby,  Warwickshire,  England,  was  the  birthplace  of 
Arthur  Edward  Whitehouse.  He  was  born  in  that  town 
on  the  15th  of  September,  1898,  the  son  of  Arthur  and 
Agnes  Whitehouse  now  of  139  Garden  Street,  Pough¬ 
keepsie,  New  York.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of 
England  and  after  coming  to  America  with  his  parents  he 
completed  his  education  in  the  Hudson  public  schools 
leaving  in  1916.  He  accepted  a  position  as  tester  and 
inspector  of  cement.  On  December  10th  1917,  he  en¬ 
listed  as  an  apprentice  Seaman  in  the  United  States 
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Navy.  He  trained  six  weeks  at  tlie  Naval  Training 
Station  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  and  thirteen  months 
at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  after  which  he  was  as¬ 
signed  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Binggold.  He  served  for  about 
six  months  as  one  of  her  crew.  He  also  served  as  1st 
Class  Seaman  on  Destroyer  No.  89.  He  was  later  honor¬ 
ably  released  from  service  and  is  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Naval  Reserve  Force. 


Jarvis  Setchuel  Whiteman,  Jr. 

Jarvis  S.  Whiteman,  Jr.,  was  born 
in  the  town  of  Ghent,  New  York,  on 
the  8th  of  August,  1896,  the  son  of 
Jarvis  and  Alice  Whiteman,  both  of 
Ghent.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  in  the  district  school  of 
his  native  town  after  which  he  was 
engaged  in  the  meat  business.  He 
was  thus  occupied  until  July  16th 
1918,  on  which  date  he  enlisted  in  the 
Motor  Transport  Corps.  He  was 
assigned  to  Company  B,  Repair  Unit  No.  307,  M.  T.  C. 
with  which  lie  trained  in  Maryland  and  at  Camp  Merritt, 
New  Jersey,  from  September  10th  to  October  18th  1918,  on 
which  date  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  first  at 
Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  port  in  France.  As 
a  member  of  the  Motor  Transport  Corps,  Whiteman 
served  at  the  Motor  Park  at  Langres,  France.  While  in 
service  there  he  developed  lobar  pneumonia  and  was 
removed  to  the  camp  hospital  at  Langres,  where  he  was  a 
patient  from  December  4th  1918,  until  February  3rd  1919. 
As  a  member  of  a  casual  company  Whiteman  arrived  at 
Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  on  May  13th  1919.  He  was  given 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  June  2nd  1919. 


Edmund  Alward  Whitty 

Edmund  A.  Whitty  was  born  in  Hudson,  New  York,  on 
the  17th  of  November,  1889,  the  son  of  the  late  Laura  and 
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William  Whitty.  He  attended  St.  Mary’s  Academy  until 
1907,  when  he  left  to  accept  a  position  as  chauffeur.  On 
May  24th  1917,  Whitty  enlisted  in  the  Motor  Transport 
Corps.  He  was  assigned  to  the  307th  Company,  Motor  Sup¬ 
ply  Company,  and  as  member  of  this  unit  he  trained  two 
weeks  at  Camp  Merritt,  New  Jersey,  and  about  five  months 
at  Fort  Jay,  Governors  Island.  He  was  later  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Sergeant.  Whitty  left  the  States  for  foreign 
service  on  November  14th  1917.  Landing  was  first  made 
at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  port  in  France. 
After  serving  a  short  time  at  Tours,  the  unit  proceeded 
to  the  front  where  they  saw  service  on  the  St.  Mihiel  sector. 
Whitty  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  July  26th 
1919,  and  a  week  later  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Vincent  Joseph  Whitty 

Hudson,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace 
of  Vincent  Joseph  Whitty.  He  was 
born  in  that  city  on  the  28th  of 
September,  1894,  and  is  another  son 
of  William  and  the  late  Laura 
Whitty.  He  completed  the  elemen¬ 
tary  course  at  St.  Mary’s  Academy 
after  which  he  accepted  employment 
as  a  hospital  orderly.  The  Local 
Board  of  the  county  selected  him 
for  military  service  on  May  24th 
1918.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  about  a  month, 
during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  Company  D, 
2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  He  left  the 
States  for  foreign  service  on  June  30th  1918,  and  landed 
at  Brest,  France,  in  the  first  part  of  July.  The  2nd  Pion¬ 
eers  served  at  Camp  St.  Sulpice,  in  France,  for  about  a 
year.  While  at  St.  Sulpice  Whitty  contracted  influenza 
and  was  a  patient  at  the  hospital  there  for  about  a  month. 
July  4th  1919,  found  Whitty  again  in  the  States.  He  re- 
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ceived  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  July  9th 
1919. 


Delbert  Jared  Wilber 

Delbert  Jared  Wilber  was  born  in 
Spencertown,  New  York,  on  the  4th 
of  March,  1896,  the  son  of  Jared  and 
Mae  Wilber,  both  of  whom  are  now 
residents  of  Chatham.  Wilber 
attended  the  Spencertown  Academy 
and  was  graduated  from  the  Chat¬ 
ham  High  School  with  the  class  of 
1912.  Previous  to  his  enlistment  he 
was  assistant  purchasing  agent  for 
the  Bosch  Magneto  Company  at 
Springfield,  Massachusetts.  Wilber  married  Miss  Lillian  N. 
McCarthy  at  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  on  May  31st  1918. 
On  June  27th  1918,  and  after  a  previous  effort  to  enlist, 
Wilber  was  selected  by  the  Local  Board  of  Pittsfield,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts.  He  trained  one  week  at  Camp  Stuart,  Virginia, 
one  week  at  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  and  eight  weeks 
at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey.  On  August  27th  1918,  he  left 
the  States  for  foreign  service  on  the  Mauretania,  with 
Headquarters  Company,  336th  Field  Artillery,  87th 
Division.  He  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later 
at  a  port  in  France.  Wilber  was  appointed  Personnel 
Sergeant  and  in  this  capacity  was  on  duty  in  the  Personnel 
Office  of  the  336th  Field  Artillery  at  Le  Blanc  (Indre), 
France,  for  seven  months.  His  unit  did  not  serve  on  the 
front  but  Wilbur  reached  the  artillery  lines  on  convoy 
duty  on  several  occasions.  While  abroad  Wilber  con¬ 
tracted  influenza,  for  which  he  was  treated  at  the  hospital 
at  Paiullac,  France,  for  about  a  month.  He  returned  to 
the  States  on  the  Martha  Washington,  landing  at  Newport 
News,  Virginia,  on  the  8th  of  March,  1919.  Wilber  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  March  21st  1919. 
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Lloyd  Clifton  Wilber 

Austerlitz,  New  York,  was  the  original 
home  of  Lloyd  Clifton  Wilber.  He 
was  born  there  on  the  21st  of  July, 
1895,  the  son  of  Edward  and  Kath¬ 
erine  Wilber,  both  of  whom  now 
reside  at  Spencertown.  Wilber 
attended  the  district  schools  of  Hills¬ 
dale-  until  1911,  when  he  left  and 
later  accepted  employment  as  a 
mechanic.  On  October  20th  1917, 
Wilber  married  Miss  May  Belle 
Stupplebeen  at  Chatham,  New  York.  The  Columbia 
County  Local  Board  selected  Wilber  for  military  service 
on  August  9th  1918.  He  served  at  Fort  Slocum  three  weeks 
and  at  Camp  McClellan  where  he  was  assigned  to  Com¬ 
pany  B,  9th  Ammunition  Train  until  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  December  23rd  191 8. 


Oscar  Wilcox,  Jr. 

Dover  Plains,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Oscar 
Wilcox,  Jr.  He  was  born  there  on  the  4th  of  August, 
1898,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oscar  Wilcox,  Sr.,  now  of 
Chatham.  He  acquired  his  education  from  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  town,  graduating  from  the  Chatham 
High  School  in  1917.  On  December  6th  1917,  Wilcox  en¬ 
listed  in  the  Medical  Corps.  He  trained  at  Ports  Crane, 
Slocum,  and  Oglethorpe.  On  May  9th  1918,  Wilcox  left  the 
States  with  the  5th  Evacuation  Hospital  which  was  later 
attached  to  the  First  Army  Corps  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  The  5th 
Evacuation  Hospital  served  on  the  following  sectors: 
Champagne,  Chateau  Thierry,  St.  Mihiel,  Marne,  Soissons 
and  in  Flanders.  February  15th  1919,  found  Wilcox  again 
in  the  States.  He  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  March  11th  1919. 
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Wallace  David  Wilder 

Wallace  David  Wilder  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Ghent,  New  York,  on  the 
25th  of  June,  1894.  His  father, 
John  Wilder,  died  at  Chatham,  on 
December  15th  1914,  where  his 
widowed  mother,  -Mrs.  Frances 
Wilder,  now  resides.  Wilder  at¬ 
tended  the  public  school  at  Chatham 
until  1914.  He  later  accepted  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  lineman  with  a  telephone 
company  in  whose  employ  he  was 
until  his  enlistment  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard,  on  June  5th  1917.  He  trained  for 
four  months,  with  this  unit,  which  was  federalized  in  July, 
after  which  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey. 
While  at  Dix,  Wilder  was  a  patient  in  the  base  hospital 
for  over  six  weeks,  and  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  June  28th  1918.  On  October  19th  1918,  Wilder 
married  Miss  Birdella  Laurange  at  Livingston,  New  York. 


James  Bailey  Willets 


Another  Columbia  County  boy  gave 
up  his  life  for  his  country  when 
James  Bailey  Willets  was  killed  in 
action  on  October  22nd  1918.  Wil¬ 
lets  was  born  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  on  the  23rd  of  April, 
1889.  His  father,  George  Willets, 
died  at  Germantown  on  the  30th  of 
November,  1913.  His  mother,  Mrs. 
Mary  Jane  Willets,  now  resides  at 
Germantown.  After  completing  the 
elementary  course  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  city, 
Willets  moved  to  Germantown  with  his  parents.  While  a 
resident  of  that  town,  he  became  interested  in  farming, 
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and  was  thus  occupied  until  the  Columbia  County  Local 
Board  selected  him  for  military  service  on  September 
21st  1917.  Willets  left  Hudson  on  September  22nd 
for  Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  trained 
for  the  following  ten  months  as  a  member  of  Company  K, 
303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  The  unit  sailed  overseas 
in  July  of  1918,  and  landed  at  a  French  port  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  same  month.  Shortly  after  going  overseas, 
Willets  was  transferred  to  the  26th  Infantry,  1st  Division, 
and  as  a  member  of  this  unit,  he  served  actively  at  Can- 
tigny,  Soissons,  St.  Mihiel  and  in  the  Argonne  until  the 
22nd  of  October,  1918,  on  which  date  Willets  was  killed 
in  action.  He  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  soil  of  France, 
having  made  the  soldier’s  great  sacrifice  for  his  country. 


Charles  Fuller  Williams 

Charles  Fuller  Williams  was  born  in  the  village  of 
Chatham  Center,  New  York,  on  the  5th  of  December,  1890, 
the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  V.  Williams.  He  received 
his  education  at  the  Chatham  public  schools,  leaving  in 
1904.  He  later  accepted  employment  as  a  painter.  He 
was  thus  occupied  until  his  enlistment  into  service  on  the 
14th  of  August,  1917.  He  served  with  the  Field  Artillery 
until  January  10th  1918,  on  which  date  he  was  transferred 
to  Battery  D,  First  Separate  Brigade,  42nd  Coast  Artil¬ 
lery  Corps.  As  Corporal  of  this  unit,  Williams  served 
at  Fort  Slocum,  New  York,  and  Fort  Meyer,  Virginia. 
The  unit  sailed  overseas  on  December  12th  4  917,  and 
landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  port  in 
France.  At  the  front  the  42nd  Coast  Artillery  took  part  in 
the  St.  Mihiel  offensive,  and  served  in  the  Toul  sector. 
Williams  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on  February 
18th  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  serv¬ 
ice  on  March  10th  1919. 
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David  Andrew  Williams 

David  Andrew  Williams  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Stuyvesant  on  the  lltli 
of  February,  1895,  the  son  of  David 
and  the  Late  Katherine  Williams. 
Williams  now  lives  at  Valatie,  with 
his  father,  David  Andrew  Williams. 
Williams  attended  the  district 
schools  of  Valatie,  and  was  a  stu¬ 
dent  at  the  Valatie  High  School 
until  1909,  when  he  left  to  accept 
employment  as  a  winder  in  one  of 
the  Valatie  Knitting  Mills.  The  Local  Board  of  Columbia 
County  selected  him  for  military  service  on  April  29th 
1918.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for  Camp  Dix, 
New  Jersey,  where  he  trained  for  a  month  after  which  he 
was  transferred  to  Camp  Lee,  Virginia.  Williams  trained 
there  a  month,  during  which  time  he  was  assigned  to 
Company  A,  147th  Infantry,  37th  Division,  which  unit 
sailed  overseas  on  June  22nd,  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  in  the  first  week  of  July,  1918.  At  the  front  lines 
the  147th  Infantry  took  active  part  in  the  fighting  on  the 
Baccarat,  Escaut  Biver,  Meuse-Argonne  and  Flanders 
sectors.  Williams  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on 
March  19th  1919,  and  on  the  first  of  the  following  month 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


George  Stanley  Williams 


George  Stanley  Williams  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Chatham,  New  York,  on 
the  25th  of  March,  1898,  the  son  of 
Samuel  and  Sarah  Williams  of 
Spring  Street,  Chatham.  Williams 
acquired  his  education  at  the  dis¬ 
trict  schools  of  his  native  town,  and 
he  Avas  a  student  at  the  Chatham 
High  School  until  1916,  when  he 
left  to  accept  a  position  with  a 
railroad  company  as  a  punch  press 
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operator  and  repairman.  On  June  11th  1918,  Williams  en¬ 
listed  at  Fort  Slocum  in  the  Field  Artillery.  He  was  later 
assigned  to  Battery  D,  21st  Field  Artillery,  5th  Division. 
He  trained  one  week  at  Fort  Slocum  and  two  months  at 
Camp  Jackson,  South  Carolina,  after  which  he  sailed  over¬ 
seas  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  on  the  3rd  of  September, 
1918.  After  a  brief  stay  at  Camp  Hunt,  France,  he  was 
held  in  the  Field  Artillery  Emplacement  Eeserve.  For  two 
weeks  he  saw  active  service  on  the  Puvenelle  sctor  with 
Battery  D,  21st  Field  Artillery,  5th  Division.  While 
abroad,  Williams  developed  bronchial  pneumonia,  which 
held  him  in  a  hospital  in  France  for  over  two  months. 
Upon  recovery  he  returned  to  the  States  on  June  12th  1919, 
and  a  week  later  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


Harry  V.  Williams 

Chatham,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Harry  V. 
Williams.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  2nd  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1894.  His  mother  died  in  January  of  1918,  and  his 
father,  Fletcher  Williams,  of  Chatham  Center,  is  still  liv¬ 
ing.  Williams  attended  the  Chatham  schools,  and  was 
a  graduate  of  the  Chatham  High  School  in  the  class  of  1913. 
For  the  following  three  years,  he  was  employed  by  an  Al¬ 
bany  firm  as  electrician.  Williams  served  for  three  years 
as  a  Corporal  of  the  2nd  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Gruard,  enlisting  at  Schenectady  on  May  1st  1914.  At  Amer¬ 
ica’s  entry  into  war,  Williams  was  transferred  to  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  for  about  ten 
months,  during  which  time  he  was  made  a  Sergeant. 
Overseas  he  served  with  Company  I,  165th  Infantry,  42nd 
Division.  He  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on  May 
15th  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  same  month.  At  the  front,  he  saw  active  service  in 
the  Aisne-Marne,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse- Argonne  offensives. 
Williams  was  wounded  in  action  by  shrapnel  which  se¬ 
verely  lacerated  his  left  leg  and  caused  his  being  held  at 
a  hospital  for  over  a  month.  While  in  service  abroad, 
Williams  was  commissioned  a  1st  Lieutenant.  He  returned 
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to  America  on  September  18th,  1919,  and  on  the  31st  of 
October,  1919,  he  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Lawrence  Williams 

Lawrence  Williams  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Ghent,  New  York,  on  the 
3rd  of  October,  1894,  the  son  of 
Samuel  and  Sarah  Williams,  now 
residents  of  Chatham.  He  com¬ 
pleted  a  course  in  the  Chatham  High 
School.  In  1912  he  left  to  accept  a 
position  as  railway  postal  clerk. 
Williams  married  Miss  Louise  Marie 
Potts  at  Hudson  on  June  19th  1917, 
and  they  now  have  a-  daughter, 
Helen  Shirley  Williams.  On  September  21st  1917,  the 
Local  Board  of  the  county  selected  him  for  military  serv¬ 
ice.  His  contingent  left  Hudson  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  Williams  served  for 
the  following  fourteen  months,  part  of  this  time  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Company  K,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  He 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  December 
1st  1918. 


Roger  Williams 

Chatham  Center,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Roger 
Williams.  He  was  born  there  on  the  5th  of  November, 
1879.  His  father  died  at  Chatham  Center  on  November 
1st,  1913;  his  mother,  Mrs.  A.  Ford  Williams,  still  resides 
at  Chatham  Center.  Williams  attended  the  district  school 
at  Chatham  Center  and  the  High  School  at  Chatham.  He 
then  took  a  post  graduate  course  at  the  Newark  High 
School.  In  1897  he  entered  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy  at  Annapolis,  saw  active  service  in  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  and  graduated  from  the  Academy  with 
the  class  of  1901.  On  November  7th  1906,  Williams  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Frances  Randall  Mcllmaine,  and  they  have 
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three  children,  Roger,  Jr.,  Frances,  and  Evelyn  Williams. 
In  1912  he  received  an  appointment  to  the  United  States 
Naval  War  College  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island.  At  Amer¬ 
ica’s  entry  into  war,  Williams  was  in  command  of  the 
U.  S.  S.  Duncan,  a  destroyer  attached  to  the  Atlantic  fleet. 
It  was  sent  on  convoy  duty,  arriving  at  Brest,  France, 
the  first  week  of  September,  1917.  Williams  served  with 
the  destroyer  force,  based  at  Queenstown,  Ireland,  where 
he  took  part  in  submarine  hunting  and  commanded  the 
destroyer  escort  for  about  400  troopships  through  the  war 
zone  without  losing  any  through  submarine  attacks.  On 
June  1st  1918,  Commander  Williams  was  ordered  to  report 
to  General  Pershing  for  duty  as  aid  on  his  staff.  He  was 
stationed  at  General  Headquarters  at  Chaumont,  France, 
where  he  was  naval  liaison  officer  in  charge  of  transport 
operations  and  tonnage  problems.  He  returned  to  the 
States  on  January  3rd  1919,  and  at  present  is  serving  as 
a  Commander  in  the  United  States  Navy. 


Sidney  Fletcher  Williams 

Sidney  Fletcher  Williams  was  born  in 
the  town  of  New  Glasgow,  Virginia, 
on  the  25th  of  November,  1898,  the 
son  of  John  and  Clara  Williams, 
both  of  New  Glasgow.  Williams  has 
made  his  home  with  Mrs.  Katherine 
Williams  at  Chatham  Center.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  Chatham  schools  and  was 
graduated  from  the  Chatham  High 
School  with  the  class  of  1916.  Since 
then  he  has  been  connected  with  the 
American  Iron  Products  Company  of  New  York  City.  On 
June  28th  1916,  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry, 
New  York  National  Guard.  As  a  member  of  this  unit,  he 
served  for  two  months  at  Camp  Whitman,  New  York, 
during  the  Mexican  trouble.  As  a  member  of  Company 
F,  Williams  entered  federal  service  on  July  20th  1917. 
Nine  days  later  the  unit  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara, 
where  they  trained  for  about  three  months.  They  were 
then  transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina, 
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where  Williams  was  transferred  to  Company  D,  1st  Anti- 
Aircraft  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  with  which  unit  he 
served  as  a  Sergeant.  After  six  months  of  training  at 
Wadsworth,  the  unit  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Bor¬ 
deaux,  France,  in  the  first  week  of  May,  1918.  The  battalion 
received  special  instructions  in  machine  gun  training  at 
the  machine  gun  schools  at  Noidant,  Autun  and  Langres, 
France.  At  the  front  the  battalion  served  on  the  Marne, 
Aisne,  Toul,  and  Thiaeourt  sectors.  He  took  part  in  the 
second  battle  of  the  Marne,  the  Aisne-Marne  offensive, 
the  St.  Mihiel,  and  Meurthe-Moselle  offensive.  After  the 
signing  of  the  armistice,  Williams’  unit  became  a  part  of 
the  Army  of  Occupation  and  he  served  at  Coblenz,  Ger¬ 
many.  He  was  also  at  Rome  and  Turin,  Italy.  Williams 
returned  to  the  States  on  September  29th  1919,  and  re¬ 
ceived  his  honorable  discharge  from  service  on  October 
6th  1919. 


Reginald  Wilt 

Reginald  Wilt,  now  of  Claverack,  was 
born  in  Hudson  on  July  12th  1894. 
His  father  died  in  New  York  City 
in  1903,  and  his  mother,  who  has 
isince  remarried  and  is  now  Mrs. 
Augusta  Minkler,  is  still  living  at 
Claverack.  In  1913  Wilt  left  the 
Hudson  public  schools,  and  was  later 
employed  as  a  fireman.  On  June 
22nd  1916,  he  enlisted  in  Company 
F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard.  Three  months  after  America  entered  the  world 
war,  the  national  guard  was  called  into  federal  service  and 
the  latter  part  of  July,  1917,  Company  F  went  from  Hud¬ 
son  to  Fort  Niagara.  Private  Wilt  was  later  assigned  to 
the  102nd  Trench  Mortar  Battery,  27th  Division,  with 
which  he  trained  at  Camp  Wadsworth.  While  at  Camp 
Wadsworth,  Wilt  was  severely  injured  by  a  horse.  Three 
months’  treatment  in  the  hospitall  was  necessary  before 
Wilt  was  partially  recovered,  and  on  March  20th  1918, 
he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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Stanley  Bailie  Wiltse 

Stanley  Bailie  Wiltse  of  145  Eighth 
Street,  Troy,  New  York,  was  born 
in  Albany  on  December  4th  1895. 
His  parents  are  Dr.  James  W.  and 
Elizabeth  B.  Wiltse,  both  of  Chat¬ 
ham.  He  was  educated  at  the 
Albany  Academy  and  at  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute  in  Troy,  from 
which  he  received  a  degree  as  Elec¬ 
trical  Engineer  in  1918.  At  the 
Albany  Academy  he  served  in  the 
Cadet  Battalion  of  that  institution  for  four  years.  While 
a  student  in  Troy,  he  enlisted,  on  February  16th  1918,  in 
the  Engineers  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps,  with  which  he 
served  until  October  14th,  1918.  During  this  time,  he  had 
been  graduated  from  the  institute,  and  had  been  engaged 
as  an  instructor  in  electrical  engineering.  On  October 
14th  1918,  Private  Wiltse  was  transferred  to  Company 
A,  Student  Army  Training  Corps,  connected  with  Rens¬ 
selaer  Polytechnic  Institute.  On  December  14th,  1918,  he 
was  honorably  discharged  from  service.  Stanley  Wiltse 
married  Miss  Dorothy  May  Ring  at  Delanson,  New  York, 
on  January  18th  1919.  He  now  resides  in  Troy,  where 
he  is  an  instructor  at  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute. 


John  Henry  Wiltsie 


John  Henry  Wiltsie  of  Valatie  was 
born  in  Hudson  on  December  23rd 
1895,  to  John  D.  and  Elizabeth  E. 
Wiltsie,  both  of  Valatie.  His  school¬ 
ing  was  gained  in  Valatie,  where  he 
later  was  employed  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  ice  cream.  John  H.  Wilt¬ 
sie  married  Miss  Florence  Eliza¬ 
beth  Rrignull  on  February  17th 
1918,  at  Ivinderhook.  Only  a  few 
months  later  the  Local  Board  of 
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Columbia  County  inducted  him  into  service,  and  on  May 
25th  1918,  he  left  Hudson  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  where 
he  became  associated  with  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infan¬ 
try,  2nd  Army  Corps.  On  June  30th  following  his  selection, 
Private  Wiltsie  boarded  a  ship  bound  for  France.  On 
the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  his  company  was  stationed 
at  Bordeaux.  AViltsie  returned  to  the  United  States  on 
June  21st  1919,  and  two  days  after  his  arrival,  he  was 
honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Raymond  A.  Winne 

Raymond  A.  Winne  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Kinderliook,  New  York,  on 
the  12th  of  January,  1894,  the  son  • 
of  Lester  and  Rose  Winne  of  that 
town.  He  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  district  schools  of  liis 
native  town,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  class  of  1912,  Kinderhook  High 
School.  He  then  engaged  in  elec¬ 
trical  contracting,  and  was  thus  em¬ 
ployed  at  Kinderhook  until  April 
29th  1918,  on  which  date  the  Local  Board  of  the  county 
selected  him  for  military  service.  The  contingent  Is  des¬ 
tination  was  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  where  he  served  for 
three  months,  during  which  time  he  trained  in  the  Infantry. 
He  then  became  Company  Clerk  of  Company  C,  16th 
Battalion,  United  States  Guards,  and  as  a  member  of  this 
unit,  served  for  eight  months  at  Fort  Niagara,  and  at 
Schuylkill  Arsenal,  Philadelphia.  He  was  also  in  charge 
of  the  electrical  construction  and  maintenance  at  the 
Quartermaster's  Terminal  at  Philadelphia.  Winne  served 
in  this  capacity  until  honorably  discharged  from  service  on 
January  27th  1919. 
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Leo  Winstian  , 

Leo  Winstian  of  27  Union  St.,  Hudson, 
was  born  in  Worcester,  Massachu¬ 
setts  on  June  16tli  1887.  He  is  the 
son  of  Harris  and  Sarah  Winstian 
of  Hudson.  When  he  had  com¬ 
pleted  the  second  year  of  his  high 
school  course  in  this  city,  he  became 
employed  as  a  salesman  and  worked 
as  such  until  September  19tli  1917, 
when  the  Local  Board  of  Newark, 
New  Jersey,  selected  him  for  mili¬ 
tary  service.  After  three  months  at  Camp  Dix,  and  a 
similar  period  of  time  at  Camp  Greene,  he  embarked  for 
France  on  March  28tli  1918,  as  a  Corporal  of  Company 
M,  38th  Infantry,  3rd  Division.  Corporal  Winstian  fought 
in  the  Aisne  Defensive  from  the  1st  to  the  5th  of  June,  at 
Chateau  Thierry  from  June  6th  to  July  14th,  and  again 
from  July  18th  to  the  27th,  on  the  Vesle  sector  from 
the  4th  to  the  12th  of  August,  at  Saint  Mihiel  from  the 
12th  to  the  14th  of  September  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne 
offensive  from  September  30th  to  October  13th  1918. 
While  in  France,  he  was  in  the  hospital  for  over  three 
months,  ill  with  pneumonia.  On  August  20th  1919,  Cor¬ 
poral  Winstian  returned  to  this  country,  and  five  days 
later  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  service. 


Philip  Winstian 

Worcester,  Massachusetts,  was  the 
birthplace  of  Philip  Winstian.  He 
was  born  there  on  the  10th  of  Au¬ 
gust,  1892,  the  son  of  Harris  and 
Sarah  Winstian,  now  of  27  Union 
Street,  Hudson,  New  York.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  Hudson 
public  schools,  after  which  he  be¬ 
came  engaged  in  the  upholstering 
business.  On  April  17th  1916,  Win¬ 
stian  enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th 
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Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard,  and  as  a  member  of 
this  unit  he  entered  federal  service  in  July  of  1917.  The 
company  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  on  July  29th 
1917,  and  trained  there  until  October,  when  they  detrained 
for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  eight 
months  of  training  there,  Winstian  became  a  first  class 
Private  of  Company  D,  102nd  Ammunition  Train,  27th 
Division,  which  unit  sailed  overseas  on  June  14th  1918, 
and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  June. 
After  serving  a  short  time  at  Camp  De  Souge,  the  102nd 
advanced  to  the  front,  where  they  served  on  the  Verdun 
sector  and  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive,  at  Chattan- 
court,  Marne,  Reville,  Le  Claire,  Gerecourt,  Charney,  and 
Forges.  Winstian  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit 
on  March  lltli  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service  on  April  3rd  1919. 


William  Louis  Winters 

William  Louis  Winters  was  born  in 
Glasco,  New  York,  on  the  4th  of  No¬ 
vember,  1896,  the  son  of  James  and 
Emma  Winters,  now  of  220  State 
Street,  Hudson.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  the  Kingston 
public  schools,  leaving  in  1911.  On 
October  25th  1915,  Winters  enlisted 
in  Company  F,  lOtli  Infantry,  New 
York  National  Guard,  and  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  unit,  he  entered  federal 
service  on  July  20th  1917.  Nine  days  later,  the  company 
left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed 
until  October  of  1917,  when  Company  F  entrained  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  the  eight 
months  of  training  there,  Williams  became  a  member  of 
Company  B,  105th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  27th  Division, 
which  unit  sailed  overseas  on  May  17th  1918,  was  landed 
at  St.  Nazaire,  France  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month. 
The  105th  saw  active  service  on  the  Hindenburg  Line, 
Jonc  de  Mer  Ridge,  Vierstadt  Ridge,  the  Knoll,  East  Pop- 
eringhe  Line  on  the  Dickebush  sector,  at  St.  Maurice  and 
the  La  Selle  River.  March  6th  1919,  found  Winters  again 
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in  the  States.  He  received  liis  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  April  1st  1919. 


Edward  Wise 

Hudson,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Edward  Wise. 
He  was  born  in  that  city  on  the  7th  of  March,  1892,  the 
son  of  the  late  Joseph  and  the  late  Emma  Wise,  formerly 
of  Clinton  Street,  Hudson.  He  attended  the  Hudson  public 
schools  until  1906,  when  he  left  to  accept  a  position  as 
belt  repairer.  He  was  occupied  in  this  capacity  until 
the  2nd  of  April,  1918,  on  which  date  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left 
Hudson  the  following  day  for  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey, 
where  he  trained  for  about  a  month,  during  which  time  he 
became  a  member  of  Company  D,  310tli  Infantry,  78th 
Division.  Wise  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on  May 
19th  1918,  and  landed  at  Southampton,  England,  the  latter 
part  of  the  same  month.  After  a  short  stay  there,  the 
unit  crossed  the  channel,  and  landed  at  a  port  in  France. 
After  a  short  period  of  training,  the  310th  advanced  to  the 
front,  where  Wise  saw  service  on  the  St.  Mihiel  and  the 
Limey  and  Arras  sectors.  While  serving  on  the  Limey 
sector,  Wise  was  wounded  by  a  machine  gun  bullet  in  the 
right  knee.  He  was  removed  to  a  hospital,  where  he  was 
a  patient  for  over  a  month.  Wise  returned  to  America 
on  June  2nd  1919,  and  four  days  later,  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Francis  Henry  Wisewell,  Jr. 

Phelps,  Ontario  County,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Francis  Henry  Wisewell, 
Jr.  He  was  born  there  on  the  23rd 
of  June,  1883,  the  son  of  the  late 
Isabelle  and  Dr.  Francis  Henry 
Wisewell  of  Phelps.  Wisewell  was 
graduated  from  the  high  school  of 
his  native  town  with  the  class  of 
1901,  after  which  he  entered  Pratt 
Institute  at  Brooklyn,  from  which 
he  later  received  his  degree  in 
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mechanical  engineering.  In  1913  he  was  engaged  as  chief 
draftsman  with  the  Gifford-Wood  Company  of  Hudson, 
and  continued  in  its  employ  until  May  13th  1917,  on  which 
date  he  entered  the  First  Officers  Training  Camp  at 
Madison  Barracks,  New  York.  Upon  completing  his 
course  of  training  he  was  commissioned  as  1st  Lieutenant 
and  assigned  to  the  Engineer  Corps.  Wisewell  served  a 
month  at  Belvoir,  Virginia,  three  months  at  Camp  Shelby, 
Mississippi,  and  two  months  at  Washington,  D.  C.  and  left 
the  States  for  foreign  service  on  December  15th  1917. 
He  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same 
month.  While  abroad  he  served  at  Brest,  Paris  and 
Langres,  France,  and  London  and  Portsmouth,  England, 
where  he  was  appointed  United  States  Resident  Engineer 
having  in  charge  the  construction  of  Base  Hospital  No.  33. 
He  served  in  this  capacity  from  July,  1918  to  February, 
1919.  On  September  lltli  1918,  Wisewell  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Captain.  He  was  appointed  supply  officer 
of  B.  S.  No.  3,  London,  England,  where  he  had  charge  of 
depots,  contracts,  sales  and  liquidations.  This  appoint¬ 
ment  was  made  in  April  of  1919  and  his  work  there  did  not 
terminate  until  the  following  July.  Wisewell  returned  to 
the  States  on  the  20th  of  July,  1919,  and  three  days  later 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service.  On  Novem¬ 
ber  17th  1919,  Captain  Wisewell  married  Miss  Hazel  In¬ 
galls  at  Phelps,  New  York. 


Stasis  Wisockis 

Olita,  Russia,  was  the  birthplace  of  Stasis  Wisockis. 
He  was  born  in  that  country  on  the  1st  of  October,  1892, 
the  son  of  Stasis  and  Anna  Wisoskis  who  still  reside  in 
Olita,  Russia.  He  attended  the  schools  of  his  native 
country  until  1909,  when  he  came  to  America  and  made  his 
home  at  213  Robinson  Street,  Hudson,  New  York.  The 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  Wisockis  for 
military  service  on  February  22nd  1918.  On  the  following 
day  the  contingent  left  Hudson  for  Camp’Devens,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  where  Wisockis  served  for  two  weeks  after  which 
he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Upton.  He  trained  at  Upton 
for  a  month  during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of 
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Company  A,  305th  Infantry,  77th  Division.  The  unit 
sailed  overseas  for  foreign  service  on  April  15th  1918, 
and  landed  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  port 
in  France.  At  the  front  the  305th  Infantry  fought  actively 
on  the  Vesle,  Lorraine,  and  Argonne  sectors.  While  in 
action  Wisockis  was  severely  wounded  by  shrapnel.  He 
was  removed  to  a  hospital,  where  he  was  a  patient  for 
two  and  a  half  months.  April  28th  1919,  found  Wisockis 
again  in  the  States.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  May  9tli  1919,  after  having  been  admitted  to 
citizenship  on  the  preceding  day. 


Michael  Edward  Witkowski 

Michael  Edward  Witkowski  was  born 
in  the  town  of  Stuyvesant,  on  the 
21st  of  September,  1898.  His 
mother  died  in  Stuyvesant  on  Janu¬ 
ary  31st  1919.  Witkowski  lives  with 
his  father,  John  Joseph  Witkowski 
at  Stuyvesant.  Michael  completed 
the  elementary  course  in  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  town  leaving 
in  1913  to  accept  employment  in 
Stuyvesant.  On  July  9th  1917, 
Witkowski  enlisted  in  the  Infantry.  He  was  assigned  to 
Company  G,  56th  Infantry,  7th  Division,  and  as  a  member 
of  this  unit  he  trained  at  Camp  Forrest,  Georgia,  six 
months,  and  at  Camp  McArthur,  Texas,  seven  months. 
On  August  3rd  1918,  the  unit  left  an  American  port  for 
overseas  service.  They  landed  at  Brest,  France,  a  week 
later  and  entrained  for  the  2nd  Army  gas  school,  where 
they  received  a  short  course  of  training.  The  1st  of 
October,  1918,  found  the  56th  Infantry  in  action  on  the 
front  lines.  They  served  actively  on  the  Puvenelle  sector 
west  of  the  Moselle  River  and  in  the  Bois  du  Tron. 
While  abroad  Witkowski  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Corporal  and  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross 
and  the  Croix  de  Guere  for  extraordinary  heroism  during 
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the  2nd  Army  Offensive  in  November  of  1918.  After  the 
signing  of  the  armistice  Witkowski  entered  the  University 
of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  where  he  received 
a  course  of  training.  He  returned  to  the  States  on  July 
7th,  1919,  and  nine  days  later  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


Ivan  Wolcott 

Ivan  Wolcott  was  born  in  the  town  of  Hillsdale,  New 
York,  on  the  6th  of  April,  1897,  the  son  of  John  and 
Georgianna  Wolcott  both  of  Hillsdale.  Wolcott  obtained 
his  education  from  the  schools  of  his  native  town,  being 
graduated  from  the  Hillsdale  High  School  in  1915.  He  then 
accepted  a  position  as  auditor  with  the  Acme  Wire  Com¬ 
pany  of  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  and  was  in  their  employ 
until  his  enlistment  in  the  Infantry  in  April  of  1917.  He 
trained  for  the  following  six  months  at  Camp  Devens, 
Massachusetts,  during  which  time  he  became  a  Corporal 
of  Company  F,  102nd  Infantry,  26th  Division.  Wolcott 
sailed  overseas  on  September  23rd  1917,  and  landed  at 
Brest,  France,  on  the  7th  of  October.  At  the  front  the 
102nd  Infantry  saw  active  service  on  the  Toul,  Chemi 
des  Dames,  Chateau  Thierry  and  Chavignon  sectors,  in 
the  engagement  at  Seicheprey,  and  in  the  Aisne-Marne  and 
Meuse-Argonne  offensives.  The  8th  of  April,  1919,  found 
Wolcott  again  in  the  States.  He  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  on  April  29th  following. 


Vernon  Wolven 

Claverack,  New  York,  was  the  original  home  of  Vernon 
Wolven.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  13th  of 
January,  1894.  His  mother  died  in  November,  1899  at 
Philmont.  His  father,  Silas  Wolven,  is  still  living  at  Phil- 
mont.  Wolven  attended  the  public  schools  of  Philmont 
and  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1910  Philmont  High 
School.  He  then  took  a  course  of  training  in  stenography 
and  accounting  at  the  completion  of  which  he  was 
employed  as  an  accountant.  On  June  30th  1917,  Wolven 
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enlisted  in  tlie  United  States  Marines  and  as  a  Quarter¬ 
master  Sergeant  served  for  three  months  at  Philadelphia, 
one  month  at  Winthrop,  Maryland,  and  eighteen  months 
at  Quantico,  Virginia.  Wolven  was  honorably  discharged 
from  service  on  April  29th  1919. 


Cornelius  Jones  Wood 

Cornelius  Jones  Wood  was  born  in  the  town  of  Chat¬ 
ham,  New  York,  on  the  12th  of  September,  1894.  His 
mother  Mrs.  Luella  Wood  still  lives  there.  His  father 
Cornelius  Wood  died  in  Chatham  in  August  of  1916.  Wood 
attended  the  public  schools  of  his-  native  town  and  was  a 
graduate  of  the  Chatham  High  School.  He  then  entered 
Albany  Law  School  and  after  a  four  year  course  received 
his  degree  in  law.  From  1916  until  his  enlistment  Wood 
practiced  law  in  New  York  City.  The  Local  Board  of 
Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  service  on 
May  25th  1918.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  trained  for 
a  month  in  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army 
Corps,  with  which  unit  he  served  as  a  Corporal.  The 
unit  sailed  from  Newport  News,  Virginia,  on  June  30th 
1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  in  the  first  week  of 
July.  While  abroad  the  2nd  Pioneers  served  at  Camp 
St.  Sulpice,  until  the  latter  part  of  June,  1919,  when  pre¬ 
parations  were  made  to  return.  July  4th  1919,  found  the 
unit  again  in  the  States.  On  July  9th  1919,  Wood  received 
his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Harry  Doty  Wood 

Ghent,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Harry  Doty 
Wood.  He  was  born  there  on  the  3rd  of  August,  1894. 
His  father  died  in  Ghent  on  the  12th  of  May,  1903.  His 
mother,  who  has  since  remarried  and  is  now  Mrs.  Sarah 
A.  Cornelius,  lives  at  Ghent.  Wood  attended  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  town  until  1911  when  he  left  to  accept 
employment  as  a  mechanic.  On  June  19th  1916,  Wood 
enlisted  in  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
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Guard,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  served  at  Camp  Whit¬ 
man,  during  the  Mexican  trouble.  Wood  served  later  on 
the  New  York  Aqueduct.  Company  F,  was  called  into 
federal  service  in  July,  1917.  Nine  days  later  the  unit  left 
Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  training  followed  for 
three  months,  after  which  the  company  entrained  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  During  Wood’s  serv¬ 
ice  there  he  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  51st  Pioneer 
Infantry,  4th  Army  Corps.  As  a  member  of  this  unit  he 
trained  at  Wadsworth  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service  on  February  4th  1918.  Wood  married  Miss  Rose 
Collins  at  Ghent,  on  October  19th  1918. 


Winthrop  Adams  Wood 

Winthrop  Adams  Wood  was  born  in  Arlington,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  on  the  24tli  of  October,  1897,  the  son  of  William 
B.  and  Mabel  Wood  now  of  Prospect  Avenue,  Hudson. 
Wood  attended  the  public  schools  of  Arlington  and  Hud¬ 
son  and  was  a  member  of  the  graduating  class  of  1919 
Harvard  University.  On  October  12th  1918,  while  Wood 
was  a  junior  at  Harvard  he  enlisted  in  the  Student’s 
Army  Training  Corps  connected  with  that  university.  He 
served  at  Harvard  until  honorably  discharged  from  serv¬ 
ice  on  December  8th  1918.  He  then  engaged  in  the  broker¬ 
age  business  in  New  York  City. 


Fred  Woodward 

Fred  Woodward  was  born  in  German¬ 
town,  New  York,  on  the  15th  of 
October,  1896,  the  son  of  Frank  and 
Alida  Woodward  now  residents  of 
Gallatinville.  The  district  schools 
of  his  native  town  furnished  his 
education  after  which  he  became 
engaged  in  farming.  Woodward 
was  thus  occupied  until  September 
21st  1917,  on  which  date  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  selected 
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him  for  military  service.  His  contingent’s  destination  was 
Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  Woodward  trained 
for  about  ten  months  as  a  Corporal  of  Company  C,  301st 
Supply  Train,  76th  Division.  On  July  16th,  1918,  Wood¬ 
ward  sailed  overseas  and  landed  at  Bristol,  England,  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  After  crossing  the 
channel  the  unit  served  as  part  of  a  depot  division  at  St. 
Amant  and  Montrond.  Woodward  was  later  transferred 
to  the  Motor  Transport  Corps  with  which  branch  he  served 
for  about  ten  months.  He  was  later  detailed  as  a  member 
of  the  Military  Police,  at  Bordeaux,  France,  where  he 
served  for  about  two  months.  He  returned  to  the  States 
with  his  unit  on  July  11th  1919,  and  a  week  later  he 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Clarence  Joseph  Worth 

Clarence  Joseph  Worth  who  was  born  in  Hudson,  New 
York,  on  the  11th  of  September,  1894,  was  another  Colum¬ 
bia  County  boy  who  gave  up  his  life  while  in  his  country’s 
service.  His  father  died  at  Hudson  on  the  1st  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1904.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Julia  Worth  resides  at  105 
Warren  Street,  Hudson.  Worth  attended  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  city  until  1909.  He  was  employed  as 
a  steamfitter  until  the  4th  of  September,  1918,  on  which 
date  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him 
for  military  service.  He  was  assigned  to  the  83rd  Com¬ 
pany,  20th  Battalion,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he 
trained  at  the  Syracuse  "Recruit  Camp  for  three  weeks  at 
the  end  of  which  time  he  was  stricken  with  influenza.  He 
was  removed  to  the  camp  hospital  but  it  was  discovered 
that  his  case  had  developed  into  pneumonia,  to  which  he 
succumbed  on  September  26th  1918.  Worth’s  remains 
were  brought  to  Hudson  on  the  following  day  and  he  was 
laid  to  rest  in  the  Cedar  Park  Cemetery  at  Hudson  with 
full  military  honors.  _ 

Matthew  Wortz 

Rhinebeck,  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  was  the  birth¬ 
place  of  Matthew  Wortz.  He  was  born  there  on  the  10th 
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of  August,  1891,  the  son  of  George  and  Laura  Wortz  now 
residents  of  Philmont.  Wortz  completed  the  elementary 
course  in  the  public  schools  of  Philmont,  after  which  he 
accepted  employment  as  mechanic.  He  enlisted  in  the  Air 
Service  on  the  6th  of  March,  1918.  He  was  assigned  to 
the  76th  Aero  Squadron,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he 
served  two  months  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  and  ten  months 
at  Dorr  Field,  Arcadia,  Texas.  Wortz  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  the  8th  of  March,  1919. 


Frank  Wurstel 

Frank  Wurstel  was  born  in  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  on  the  11th  of  April, 
1891,  the  son  of  Louis  and  Anna 
Wurstel  both  of  54  Harrison  Avenue 
Brooklyn.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  city  until  1905 
when  he  accepted  a  position  as  clerk. 
He  was  occupied  in  this  capacity  in 
Columbia  County  until  the  Local 
Board  of  the  county  selected  him 
for  military  service  on  May  29th 
1918.  He  trained  at  Camp  Upton  and  later  at  Meade 
where  he  was  assigned  to  Company  M,  315th  Infantry, 
79th  Division.  He  left  the  States  for  overseas  service  on 
July  9th,  1918.  Landing  was  made  at  Brest,  France,  after 
which  the  315th  advanced  to  the  front  where  they  engaged 
in  active  service  in  the  Argonne  offensive  and  St.  Mihiel 
sector  until  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Wurstel  returned 
to  the  States  early  in  February  of  1919,  and  on  the  21st 
of  the  same  month  he  received  his  honorable  discharge 
from  service. 


John  Sterling  Wyckoff 

Jamaica,  New  York,  was  the  original  home  of  John 
Sterling  Wyckoff.  He  was  born  there  on  the  27th  of 
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March,  1896.  His  father,  John  Wyckotf  died  at  Copake 
Falls,  on  the  13th  of  May,  1911  and  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Jennie  Wyckotf,  now  resides  at  79  Clinton  Avenne, 
Jamaica.  After  completing  the  prescribed  high  school 
course  Wyckotf  attended  a  preparatory  school  in  New 
Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  and  was  graduated  from  Rutgers 
College  in  1913.  For  the  following  three  years  he  was 
engaged  in  farming  at  Copake  Falls.  On  April  13th  1917, 
he  enlisted  in  the  Infantry.  He  served  at  Garrison,  New 
York,  for  four  months,  guarding  the  New  York  City  aque¬ 
duct,  after  which  he  was  assigned  to  Company  E,  106th 
Infantry,  27th  Division,  and  as  Supply  Sergeant  of  this 
unit  he  trained  for  the  following  seven  months  at  Camp 
Wadsworth,  South  Carolina.  As  Regimental  Supply 
Sergeant  of  the  106th  Infantry  Wyckotf  left  the  States 
for  foreign  service  on  May  6th  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest, 
France,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  At  the  front 
the  106th  served  actively  on  the  Mt.  Kemmel  sector,  Ypres 
salient,  Cambrai  and  St.  Quentin  sectors.  He  fought  at 
the  battles  of  the '  Hindenburg  Line,  La  Selle  River  and 
the  capture  of  St.  Souplet.  Wyckotf  returned  to  America 
with  his  unit  on  the  6th  of  March,  1919,  and  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service  on  the  2nd  of  April  fol¬ 
lowing. 


Amedeo  Yacone 


Chieti,  Italy,  was  the  original  home 
of  Amedeo  Yacone.  He  was  born 
there  on  the  21st  of  May,  1897,  the 
son  of  Francesco  and  Julia  Yacone, 
of  Chieti,  Italy.  He  attended  the 
district  and  high  schools  in  his 
native  country.  Shortly  afterward 
he  came  to  America  and  made  his 
home  at  336  State  Street,  Hudson. 
While  a  resident  of  Hudson  Yacone 
was  employed  in  one  of  the  knitting

mills  of  the  city.  He  later  became  a  naturalized  citizen  of 
the  United  States.  He  volunteered  through  the  Local 
Board  of  Columbia  County  for  induction,  and  on  July  14th 
1918,  he  left  Hudson  for  New  York  University,  where  he 
received  a  two  months  course  in  motor  mechanics,  at  the 
completion  of  which  he  was  assigned  to  Company  A,  307th 
Motor  Repair  Unit,  and  as  a  Corporal  of  this  unit  he 
trained  at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  until  October  20th  1918, 
on  which  date  the  unit  sailed  overseas.  Landing  was 
made  first  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  later  at  a  port  in 
France.  While  abroad  the  307t,h  Motor  Repair  Unit 
served  at  Yerneine  Nevre,  France,  for  about  eleven 
months,  during  which  time  Yacone  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Sergeant.  He  returned  to  the  States  on  the  1st 
of  September,  1919,  and  five  days  later  he  received  his 
honorable  discharge  from  service. 


Edward  Joseph  Yerick 

Edward  Joseph  Yerick  was  born  in  the  village  of  Phil- 
mont,  New  York,  on  the  12th  of  April,  1894.  His  father, 
John  Francis  Yerick  died  in  Philmont  on  the  17th  of 
November,  1908.  Yerick  lives  at  Philmont  with  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Mary  Katherine  Yerick.  After  completing  the 
elementary  course  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
village  he  took  a  course  in  bookkeeping  and  accounting 
after  which  he  entered  the  employ  of  W.  M.  Whitney 
Company,  Albany,  as  manager  of  their  music  department. 
On  August  15th  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  Yerick  for  military  service.  He  was  assigned  to 
Company  H,  Training  Detachment  at  Syracuse  University, 
Syracuse,  which  unit  was  receiving  a  special  course  of 
instruction  at  the  University.  Yerick  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  that  unit  until  honorably  discharged  from  service 
on  December  18th  1918. 
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Frank  George  Yerick 

Stockport,  New  York,  was  tlie  original 
home  of  Frank  George  Yerick.  He 
was  born  in  that  town  on  the  21st 
of  December,  1893,  the  son  of  Frank 
and  Emma  Mary  Yerick  both  of 
whom  are  now  residents  of  Stott- 
ville.  Yerick  attended  the  district 
schools  of  Ghent,  and  St.  Mary’s 
Academy,  Hudson,  until  1907,  when 
he  left  to  accept  employment  as  a 
weaver  in  a  woolen  mill.  He  was 
thus  occupied  until  the  21st  of  September,  1917,  on  which 
date  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for 
military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Devens,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  assigned  to 
Company  K,  303rd  Infantry,  76th  Division.  He  sailed 
overseas  on  July  7th  1918,  as  a  Sergeant  of  this  unit  and 
landed  first  at  Tillbury  Dock,  England,  and  later  at  a  port 
in  France.  While  abroad  the  303rd  Infantry  served  as 
part  of  a  depot  division  at  Jeriolle  France.  Yerick  after¬ 
ward  served  two  months  with  Company  D,  524th  Engineers 
and  three  months  as  a  member  of  the  1st  Replacement 
Depot  Unit,  at  Crontes.  St.  Amant  and  Dijon,  France. 
Yerick  returned  to  the  States  on  the  30th  of  June,  1919, 
and  on  the  9th  of  July,  1919,  he  received  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service. 


John  Francis  Yerick 

The  second  of  the  Yerick  family  of  Philmont,  to  serve 
with  the  colors  was  John  Francis,  Jr.  He  was  born  in 
the  village  of  Philmont,  New  York,  on  the  9th  of  July, 
1895.  His  father  John  Francis  Yerick  died  at  Philmont 
in  1908.  Yerick  lives  in  the  village  with  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Mary  Katherine  Yerick.  After  completing  the  elemen- 
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tary  course  in  the  district  schools  he  accepted  employment 
in  one  of  the  knitting  mills  of  Philmont.  The  Local  Board 
of  Columbia  County  selected  him  for  military  service  on 
May  24th  1918.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following  day  for 
Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he  served  for 
about  three  weeks  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  2nd  Pioneer 
Infantry,  2nd  Army  Corps.  Yerick  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  on  June  12th  1918. 


Earle  Delbert  Young 

Earle  Delbert  Young  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Copake,  New  York,  on  the 
29th  of  March,  1896.  His  mother, 
Mrs.  Anna  Young,  died’  at  West 
Copake  on  the  2nd.  of  March,  1914. 
Young  lives  at  78  Green  Street, 
Hudson,  with  his  father  Adelbert 
Young.  The  district  schools  of 
West  Copake  furnished  Young’s 
education,  after  which  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  as  a  carpenter  until  the  24th 
of  May,  1918,  when  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  the 
following  day  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina, 
where  he  trained  for  six  weeks  during  which  time  he 
became  a  member  of  the  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry,  2nd  Army 
Corps.  His  unit  sailed  overseas  in  July  of  1918,  and 
landed  at  Brest,  Prance,  in  the  latter  part  of  that 
month.  While  abroad  the  2nd  Pioneers  served  at  St.  Sul- 
pice  and  Is-sur-Tille,  France.  Young  was  made  a  1st 
Class  Private  and  transferred  to  the  207th  Company, 
Military  Police  Corps.  He  served  as  a  member  of  this 
unit  for  about  ten  months.  Young  returned  to  the  States 
with  his  unit  in  July  of  1919,  and  on  the  7th  of  the  same 
month  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from  service. 
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George  Henry  Young 

Germantown,  New  York,  was  the 
birthplace  of  George  Henry  Young. 
He  was  born  there  on  the  20tli  of 
February,  1895,  the  son  of  Frederick 
and  Nellie  Frances  Young  now  resi¬ 
dents  of  Cheviot.  Young  completed 
the  elementary  course  in  the  Cheviot 
district  school  after  which  he 
became  engaged  in  farming,  at 
which  he  was  occupied  until  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County 
selected  him  for  military  service  on  May  11th  1918.  He 
was  stationed  for  six  days  at  Fort  Slocum,  ten  days  at 
Camp  Upton,  and  two  months  at  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia. 
He  left  the  States  for  foreign  service  on  July  30th,  1918, 
and  landed  first  at  Liverpool  England,  and  at  St.  Nazaire 
the  middle  of  August.  After  a  brief  stay  at  La  Mans, 
he  went  to  the  front  where  he  saw  active  service  in  the 
Meuse-Argonne  and  Oise-Aisne  offensives  and  in  the 
Thiaucourt  sector  from  October  15th  to  November  11th 
1918,  as  a  1st  Class  Private  of  Company  C,  108th  Machine 
Gun  Battalion,  28th  Division.  Young  returned  to  the 
States  with  his  unit  on  the  16th  of  May,  1919,  and  ten 
days  later  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service. 


Harold  Young 

Harold  Young,  son  of  Charles  and 
Edith  Young  of  68  Green  Street, 
Hudson,  New  York,  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Claverack  on  the  2nd  of 
September,  1887.  He  received  his 
education  in  the  Hudson  public 
schools  and  the  High  Bock  Institute. 
For  the  following  seventeen  years 
he  engaged  in  the  meat  business  in 
the  city  of  Hudson.  On  November 
3rd  1 917,  Young  enlisted  in  the 
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United  States  Army.  He  served  a  month  at  Fort  Slocum, 
four  months  at  Camp  Jackson,  South  Carolina,  and  a  year 
with  Headquarters  Supply  Company  at  Camp  Hancock, 
Georgia.  Young  was  given  his  honorable  discharge  from 
service  on  February  20th  1919. 


Philip  Henry  Young 

Oraryville,  New  York,  was  the  birthplace  of  Philip 
Henry  Young.  He  was  born  in  that  town  on  the  21st  of 
November,  1897.  His  father  died  at  Craryville  on  Novem¬ 
ber  22nd  1908.  Young  lives  at  Philmont  with  his  widowed 
mother,  Mrs.  Carrie  Young.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Philmont  until  1914.  Previous  to  his  enlist¬ 
ment  he  was  employed  as  a  knitter  in  one  of  the  Phil¬ 
mont  knitting  mills.  He  was  thus  occupied  until  May 
29th  1918,  on  which  date  he  enlisted  as  2nd  Class  Seaman 
in  the  United  States  Navy.  After  two  months  of  training 
at  a  naval  training  station  at  New  York,  Young  was 
assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Frederick,  which  ship  did  convoy 
duty  during  the  war.  He  served  as  a  member  of  her  crew 
until  honorably  released  from  active  service  on  January 


Roy  Young 

Roy  Young  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Taghkanic,  New  York,  on  the  11th 
of  June,  1896,  the  son  of  Irving  and 
Anna  Young  now  of  Philmont.  He 
completed  the  elementary  course  in 
the  district  schools  of  his  native 
town  after  which  he  learned  the 
carpenter’s  trade,  at  which  he  has 
been  since  employed.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  5th  1918,  the  Columbia  County 
Local  Board  selected  Young  for 
military  service.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Supply  Company 
of  a  field  artillery  regiment  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit 
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lie  served  for  four  months  at  Camp  Jackson,  South  Caro¬ 
lina.  After  the  signing  of  the  armistice  he  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  from  service. 


John  Joseph  Yozwak 

John  Joseph  Yozwak  was  bom  in  the 
village  of  Stuyvesant  Falls,  New 
York,  on  the  20th  of  May,  1894.  He 
now  lives  at  Valatie,  with  his 
parents  Michael  and  Mary  Yozwak. 
He  attended  the  district  schools  of 
Stockport  until  1908  when  he 
accepted  employment  in  one  of  the 
knitting  mills  in  the  county.  On 
May  24th  1918,  the  Columbia 
County  Local  Board  selected 
Yozwak  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  day  for  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina,  where  he 
trained  for  a  month  during  which  time  he  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  2nd  Pioneer  Infantry.  This  unit  sailed  over¬ 
seas  on  July  1st  1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  about 
the  second  week  of  the  same  month.  As  a  member  of  the 
2nd  Pioneers  Yozwak  served  at  St.  Sulpice,  and  on  the  Lor¬ 
raine  sector,  until  October  20th  1918,  on  which  date  he  was 
transferred  to  Company  G,  306th  Infantry,  77th  Division. 
At  the  front  he  served  actively  for  about  a  month  in  the 
Meuse-Argonne  offensive.  He  returned  to  America  with 
his  unit  on  April  25th  1919,  and  received  his  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  service  on  May  9th  1919. 


Dominic  Zanchilli 

Dominic  Zanchilli  was  born  in  Italy  on  the  18th  of 
February,  1890,  the  son  of  Maria  and  Peter  Zanchilli, 
After  completing  the  elementary  course  in  the  district 
schools  of  his  native  country,  Zanchilli  came  to  Ajnerica. 
He  was  made  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  prior  to 
57 
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the  war  was  employed  on  a  farm  in  Germantown.  On 
May  24th  1918,  the  Columbia  County  Local  Board  selected 
him  for  military  service.  He  left  Hudson  on  the  following 
day  for  Fort  Jay,  New  York  where  he  served  for  a  short 
time,  after  which  he  served  at  Edgewood,  Maryland,  until 
honorably  discharged  from  service  on  November  11th 
1918. 


Joseph  Charles  Zegular 

Joseph  Charles  Zegular  who  was  born 
in  West  Ghent,  New  York,  on  the 
17th  of  July,  1895  was  another 
Columbia  County  boy  who  made  the 
supreme  sacrifice.  His  father, 
Joseph  Zegular,  died  at  West  Ghent 
several  years  ago.  His  widowed 
mother,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Zegular,  now 
resides  at  417  Ridgeway  Avenue, 
Rochester.  Zegular  received  his 
education  in  the  district  schools  of 
his  native  town,  after  which  he  was  employed  as  a  weaver. 
After  several  unsuccessful  attempts  to  enlist  in  the  United 
States  Army  Zegular  finally  entered  service  through  the 
Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  on  May  12th  1918.  He 
trained  for  the  following  two  months  at  Camp  Hancock, 
Georgia.  He  sailed  overseas  in  July  of  1918  and  landed 
at  a  French  port  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month.  As  a 
member  of  Company  B,  108th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  28th 
Division  he  saw  active  service  in  the  Oise-Aisne  and 
Meuse- Argonne  offensives.  While  in  action  on  the  7th 
of  October,  1918,  Zegular  was  severely  wounded.  He  was 
removed  to  a  hospital  back  of  the  lines  where  he  suc¬ 
cumbed  to  his  injuries  on  the  following  day.  Zegular 
was  laid  to  rest  in  an  American  cemetery  in  France  with 
full  military  honors. 
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Philip  Zellmer 

Philip  Zellmer  was  born  in  the  town  of  Claverack,  New 
York,  on  the  26th  of  October,  1895,  the  son  of  William 
and  Louise  Zellmer,  both  of  Mellenville.  He  attended  the 
public  school  of  Philmont  and  was  graduated  from  the 
Philmont  High  School  with  the  class  of  1912,  after  which 
he  took  a  four  months  course  at  the  Capital  Commercial 
School  at  Albany.  Zellmer  then  accepted  employment 
with  the  General  Electric  Company  at  Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts.  On  the  18th  of  June,  1917,  he  en¬ 
listed  in  Company  P,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
National  Guard,  and  as  a  member  of  this  unit  he 
entered  federal  service  in  July,  1917.  Nine  days  later 
the  company  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  where  train¬ 
ing  followed  for  three  months,  after  which  the  unit  was 
ordered  to  report  at  Camp  Wadsworth,  South  Carolina. 
During  the  eight  and  a  half  months  of  training  there 
Zellmer  became  a  Sergeant  of  Company  F,  51st  Pioneers, 
4th  Army  Corps.  His  unit  sailed  overseas  on  July  26th 
1918,  and  landed  at  Brest,  France,  on  the  6th  of  August, 
1918.  At  the  front  the  51st  Pioneers  served  on  the  St. 
Mihiel,  Woevre  and  Meuse-Moselle  sectors.  After  the 
signing  of  the  armistice  the  51st  Pioneers  formed  part  of 
the  Army  of  Occupation  and  Zellmer  served  seven  months 
in  Germany.  He  returned  to  the  States  with  his  unit  on 
July  3rd  1919,  and  six  days  later  he  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  service. 


Anthony  Joseph  Zenovitch 

Anthony  Joseph  Zenovitch  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Hollowville,  New  York,  on  the  2nd  of  November,  1892. 
His  father,  Adam  Zenovitch,  died  in  Hudson  on  the  23rd 
of  January,  1913.  Zenovitch  lives  in  Hudson  with  his 
widowed  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  Zenovitch.  He  completed  the 
elementary  course  in  St.  Mary’s  Academy,  after  which 
he  was  employed  at  a  ship  building  yard.  On  September 
4th  1918,  the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  selected 
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him  for  military  service.  He  was  assigned  to  the  310th 
Company,  3rd  Battalion,  Fire  and  Guard  Regiment,  and 
as  a  member  of  this  unit,  he  served  at  the  Syracuse  Recruit 
Camp  at  Syracuse,  until  honorably  discharged  from 
service,  on  January  28th  1919. 


Herman  C.  Zimmerman 

Herman  C.  Zimmerman  was  born  in 
Ivastel,  Germany!,  on  the  23rd  of 
July,  1871.  His  parents,  Karl  and 
Katherine  Zimmerman,  both  died  in 
Germany  several  years  ago.  The 
schools  of  his  native  country  fur¬ 
nished  his  education.  He  later  came 
to  America,  became  an  American 
citizen,  made  his  home  in  Philmont 
and  while  there,  he  engaged  in  the 
upholstering  trade.  Zimmerman 
married  Miss  Ellen  N.  Abbe  several  years  ago,  and  they 
now  have  four  children.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish- 
Ameriman  War  in  1898,  Zimmerman  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army,  served  at  the  Phillipines  during  the 
war,  and  since  then  he  has  served  in  the  regular  army. 
Zimmerman  was  honorably  discharged  but  re-enlisted  in 
order  to  serve  in  the  recent  war.  He  was  commissioned 
Major  and  assigned  to  the  Quartermaster’s  Corps,  with 
which  he  served  throughout  the  war  at  Fort  Slocum. 
He  is  still  stationed  at  that  fort. 


INCOMPLETE  DATA 

WHERE  BIOGRAPHIES  WERE  NOT  POSSIBLE 


WHILE  the  number  of  biographies  appearing  in  this 
work  is  about  700  in  excess  of  the  entire  number 
of  persons  whose  names  appear  on  the  records  of 
the  Local  Board  of  Columbia  County  as  having  served,  still 
it  is  probable  that  there  were  some  identified  with  this 
county  concerning  whom  the  Home  Defense  Committee  has 
been  unable  to  procure  any  information  at  all.  This  class 
might  include  those  not  of  draft  age,  those  who  entered  the 
service  before  June  5th,  1917,  those  entering  the  service  in 
a  foreign  jurisdiction,  women  nurses,  regular  army  and 
navy  men,  and  those  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  service  from 
the  service  of  a  foreign  country.  There  were  some  men  and 
women,  however,  who  entered  the  federal  service  from  this 
county  during  the  World  War  concerning  whom  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  some  information,  but  not  sufficient  to  make  a 
biography  possible,  although  repeated  and  continued  efforts 
over  a  period  of  more  than  a  year  were  made  to  secure 
reliable  information  concerning  these.  Accordingly  a 
table  is  herewith  presented  containing  such  facts  con¬ 
cerning  these  men  and  women  as  have  become  available. 

Akelaitis,  John,  age  21,  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  enrolled  July  13,  1918,  assigned 
to  Camp  Upton,  N.  Y.

CHAPTER  VII 

COMPANY  F,  NATIONAL  GUARD 


N  February  4th,  1917,  our  country  severed  diplomatic 


relations  with  Germany.  At  midnight  of  the  same 


day  Division  Quarters  in  New  York  City  ordered 
the  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National  Guard  on  active 
duty.  Company  F  of  this  city  was  a  part  of  his  command. 
The  officers  at  the  time  were  Captain  A.  M.  Best,  First 
Lieutenant  Tristram  Coffin  and  Second  Lieutenant  Carlton 
T.  Harris.  Captain  Best,  who  was  in  Wyoming  on  business, 
was  summoned  home,  and  Lieutenant  Coffin,  who  was  in 
Boston,  was  also  summoned  home  and  arrived  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day  and  took  command.  On  the  morning  of  Febru¬ 
ary  5th  orders  were  received  from  Division  Headquarters 
to  equip  the  company  with  winter  hats,  arctics,  gloves, 
underwear,  etc.  Lieutenant  Coffin,  Sergeant  Broszio  and 
Private  Evans  at  once  went  to  New  York  City  and  pro¬ 
cured  the  necessary  equipment.  That  night  Division  Head¬ 
quarters  was  notified  that  the  company  was  ready  for  duty 
and  on  the  following  morning  orders  were  received  to  pro¬ 
ceed  at  once  to  Cornwall,  N.  Y.  for  duty,  guarding  the 
aqueduct  supplying  water  to  New  York  City.  The  company 
marched  through  heavy  snow  down  Warren  Street  and 
across  the  Hudson  River  to  West  Athens,  where  they  took 
a  troop  train  to  their  destination. 

The  company  guarded  the  Cornwall  section  of  the  aque¬ 
duct  until  relieved  on  April  14th,  1917  by  the  47th  New 
York  Infantry.  During  that  tour  of  duty  there  were  many 
nights  when  the  men  walked  their  posts  in  blinding  snow 
storms,  plowed  through  snow  banks  -  several  feet  deep, 
faced  bitter  winds,  and  endured  temperatures  as  low  as 
fifteen  degrees  below  zero.  Between  the  time  that  the 
company  returned  home  and  until  it  was  mustered  into  the 
federal  service,  the  company  was  recruited  up  to  war 
strength.  During  this  time  Lieutenant  Harris  resigned 
to  accept  a  commission  as  First  Lieutenant  in  the  dental 
corps,  and  Lieutenant  Robert  W.  Evans,  Jr.,  was  appointed 
in  his  place. 
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On  Sunday,  July  15th,  1917  the  three  ‘‘Sevens”  sum¬ 
moned  the  men  to  the  Armory  again.  Later  they  were 
mustered  into  Federal  Service  and  on  July  29th  the  Com¬ 
pany  left  Hudson  for  Fort  Niagara,  N.  Y. 

At  Fort  Niagara,  where  an  officers’  training  camp  was 
located,  the  company  was  quartered  in  the  original  old 
fort  which  changed  hands  between  the  French  and  Eng¬ 
lish  several  times  before  we  became  a  nation.  This  Com¬ 
pany  furnished  the  guard,  orderlies  for  the  training  camp 
officers,  details  and  military  police.  Those  who  were  not 
on  the  aforementioned  duties  drilled. 

The  company  entrained  in  October,  1917  for  the  South 
where  the  regiment  was  to  be  concentrated  at  Camp  Wads¬ 
worth  near  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina.  On  arriving  at 
Camp  Wadsworth  four  days  later,  their  first  task  was  to 
chop  trees  and  stumps  in  a  pine  wood  in  order  to  make 
camp.  After  a  short  time  of  intensive  training  all  of  the 
enlisted  men  were  transferred  to  fill  vacancies  in  units  of 
the  27th  Division.  The  two  Lieutenants  were  also  trans¬ 
ferred,  leaving  Captain  Best  and  about  twenty-five  “non- 
coms”  all  that  remained  of  the  original  Company. 

In  January,  1918  Company  F  became  a  part  of  the 
51st  Pioneer  Infantry,  U.  S.  A.  In  May  of  the  same  year 
the  Company  was  filled  up  with  drafted  men.  Intensive 
training  then  started  in  earnest  and  continued  until  July 
26th,  1918,  when  they  left  the  United  States  for  duty  in 
France,  arriving  at  Brest  on  August  6th.  The  Company 
was  in  Brest  five  days  when  orders  came  to  entrain  for 
the  front.  Three  days  later  they  were  in  the  Toul  Sector, 
and  on  the  first  night  the  Company  were  treated  to  an 
air  raid  since  they  were  located  very  near  an  amunition 
factory  which  was  visited  every  night  by  German  air¬ 
planes. 

Company  F  participated  in  the  St.  Mihiel,  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  engagements  and  were  also  in  the  Toul-Woevre, 
and  Moselle  Sectors. 

The  St.  Mihiel  drive  started  on  September  12th,  and 
this  was  the  real  test  for  the  Company.  In  this  drive  a 
record  of  the  war  was  made  when  one  million  rounds  were 
fired  by  the  United  States  Artillery  in  four  hours,  and 
sixteen  thousand  prisoners  were  captured  in  this  drive. 
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To  Company  F  fell  the  task  to  keep  the  roads  opened 
that  were  shattered  by  shell  fire  and  to  string  barb  wire 
entanglements,  all  of  which  work  had  to  be  done  under 
the  cover  of  darkness. 

After  the  St.  Miliiel  drive  came  the  Meuse-Argonne. 

When  the  Armistice  was  signed  the  Company  wTas  near 
Metz.  Immediately  after  the  Armistice  the  51st  Pioneer 
Infantry  became  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation  and  hiked 
to  Coblenz,  Germany,  a  distance  of  240  miles.  The  men 
suffered  considerably  during  the  first  of  the  hike  on  account 
of  cold  and  rainy  weather. 

The  men  will  never  forget  the  day  that  they  crossed  at 
Moselle  into  German  territory  with  the  band  playing  and 
the  stars  and  strips  flying.  When  the  Company  arrived 
at  Coblenz  they  did  all  sorts  of  work  such  as  military 
police  duty,  guarding  the  big  bridge  across  the  Rhine  and 
Moselle  Rivers,  patrolling  streets,  and  when  not  on  any 
special  duty,  training  eight  hours  every  day. 

On  May  25th,  1919,  the  Company  started  homeward  in 
United  States  box  cars  with  bed  sacks  filled  with  straw 
and  the  cook  car  in  the  middle  of  the  train.  On  June  29th, 
1919  the  Company  sailed  from  St.  Nazaire  for  the  United 
States  on  the  “Whilemina,,,  and  on  July  3rd  they  landed. 
They  were  mustered  out  of  service  on  July  9th,  at  Camp 
Upton,  N.  Y. 


CHAPTER  VIII 

COMPANY  F,  10TH  INFANTRY,  NEW  YORK  GUARD 

(STATE  GUARD) 


ON  June  12th,  1917,  Captain  A.  M.  Best,  commander 
of  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New  York  National 
Guard,  was  notified  by  the  Adjutant  General  that 
before  his  command  could  be  federalized  it  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  that  a  Depot  Unit  be  formed  to  take  its  place  in  pro¬ 
tecting  property  in  the  State  of  New  York.  Captain  Bene¬ 
dict  Gifford  was  then  commissioned  and  authorized  to  form 
a  depot  unit,  which  was  organized  on  June  26th,  1917, 
with  122  enlisted  men  and  the  following  officers :  Captain, 
Benedict  Gifford,  1st  Lieutenant  Edward  L.  Harder  and 
2nd  Lieutenant  A.  Tremain  McKinstry.  The  unit  con¬ 
sisted  of  a  number  of  ex-members  of  Company  F,  New 
York  National  Guard  and  a  number  of  citizens  of  the  city 
of  Hudson  who  offered  their  services.  The  unit  was  sup¬ 
plied  with  uniforms  and  all  necessary  equipment  by  the 
State  of  New  York  and  two  drills  a  week  were  held  to  get 
the  Company  in  condition,  in  case  of  an  emergency  call. 

On  August  3rd,  1917  Captain  Gifford  received  S.  0.  198 
A.  G.  0.  from  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State  ordering 
the  unit  out  for  active  duty  on  the  New  York  City 
aqueduct  to  relieve  the  National  Guard  troops  who  had 
been  federalized.  On  August  8th,  1917  the  unit,  consist¬ 
ing  of  three  officers  and  119  enlisted  men,  entrained  for 
Camp  Rose,  Highlands,  N.  Y.  to  guard  New  York  City’s 
water  supply.  Three  enlisted  men  were  left  in  Hudson  to 
act  as  an  Armory  Guard. 

After  two  day’s  encampment  at  Highlands,  the  Com¬ 
pany  was  assigned  to  the  1st  Provisional  Regiment,  New 
York  Guard,  in  command  of  Colonel  John  B.  Rose  and 
was  assigned  to  guard  Division  D,  Section  1,  extending 
from  Vails  Gate  Junction,  Cornwall  to  Saint  Elmo  Siphon, 
a  distance  of  twelve  miles.  Headquarters  were  established 
at  Vails  Gate  in  command  of  Captain  Gifford  and  two 
outposts  were  established,  one  at  Burns  with  1st  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Harder  in  command,  and  the  other  outpost  at  Cochec- 
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ton  Turnpike  in  command  of  2nd  Lieutenant  McKinstry. 
Company  F  was  numerically  the  strongest  Company  in 
the  State  and  when  ordered  out  had  the  honor  of  being 
the  first  Company  assigned  to  duty. 

Mess  was  prepared  and  cooked  at  Mother  Wiley’s  at 
Vails  Gate  and  was  carried  to  the  men  at  the  outposts  by 
the  Ford  Truck  which  was  generously  donated  to  the  unit 
by  Mrs.  Charles  R.  Van  de  Carr  of  Stockport  before  the 
unit  left  Hudson.  The  truck  covered  the  line  three  times 
daily,  a  total  distance  of  seventy-two  miles.  This  was 
the  only  way  the  men  could  get  their  mess  as  at  that  time 
no  provisions  had  been  made  for  the  outposts  to  do  their 
own  cooking.  Our  unit  was  the  only  one  along  the  line  that 
furnished  its  own  sustenance.  It  was  allowed  seventy-five 
cents  a  day  per  man.  The  Company  had  the  best  of  every¬ 
thing  in  the  way  of  food  under  the  direction  of  Mess 
Sergeant  Everett  Kline. 

On  August  20th,  1917  Captain  Gifford,  Sergeant  Kline 
and  Private  Carroll  were  injured  in  an  automobile  accident 
while  going  to  Newburgh  to  purchase  supplies  for  the 
Company.  This  mishap  cast  a  gloom  over  the  whole  out¬ 
fit.  They  were  taken  to  the  hospital  at  Newburgh  and 
given  the  best  of  care.  1st  Lieutenant  Harder  was  placed 
in  command  of  the  Company  until  Captain  Gifford  left  the 
hospital. 

There  were  forty  married  men  in  the  Company  who  had 
dependents  at  home  and  the  Home  Defense  Committee  of 
which  Judge  D.  V.  McNamee  was  chairman,  took  the 
matter  np  with  the  Adjutant  General  to  see  if ‘these  men 
could  not  be  relieved  from  active  duty  to  return  to  their 
families.  On  September  18th  1917  a  special  order  was 
received  from  the  Adjutant  General  which  permitted 
thirty-five  married  members  of  the  Company  to  return 
home.  This  made  it  very  hard  for  the  remaining  members 
to  guard  the  twelve  miles  of  line.  On  September  20th, 
fifty  men  under  command  of  Captain  Decker  from  Middle- 
town,  New  York,  were  assigned  to  our  Company  to  take 
over  part  of  the  line  of  Company  F.  This  shortened  our 
line  to  eight  miles  with  headquarters  and  one  outpost. 
The  line  then  extended  from  Culvert  92  to  Cornwall.  The 
Relief  Company  was  a  part  of  the  2nd  Battalion  in  com- 
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maud  of  Major  Charles  J.  Lamb  of  Utica  with  headquar¬ 
ters  at  New  Paltz. 

On  October  26th  Captain  Gifford  was  relieved  from 
further  duty  with  the  regiment  and  returned  home.  He 
later  received  a  commission  in  the  United  States  Army 
and  served  overseas.  The  men  were  sorry  to  see  Captain 
Gifford  relieved  as  he  was  an  efficient  officer  and  was  well 
liked  by  the  regimental  officers  as  well  as  by  the  members 
of  his  command.  1st  Lieutenant  Harder  was  placed  in 
command  of  Company  F  and  Lieutenant  McKinstry  was 
put  in  charge  of  the  outpost.  A  few  weeks  later  Lieuten¬ 
ant  McKinstry  was  assigned  to  take  charge  of  building 
barracks  for  the  use  of  the  men  during  the  winter.  A 
number  of  our  members  were  drafted  into  the  United 
States  Army  and  November  1st  found  the  Company  with 
one  officer  and  sixty-five  men. 

On  November  7th  1917  the  Depot  Unit,  consisting  of 
two  officers  and  eighty-five  enlisted  men,  was  mustered 
into  the  state  service  as  Company  F,  10th  Infantry,  New 
York  Guard,  by  Colonel  Charles  E.  Walsh,  C.  0. 

On  November  24th  Sergeant  Mark  Rosenthal,  who  was 
then  relieved  from  active  duty,  returned  home  to  take 
charge  of  and  drill  the  other  members  of  the  Company 
who  had  been  relieved  from  duty  on  the  aqueduct. 

Winter  began  to  roll  around  and  it  was  getting  too  cold 
for  the  men  to  sleep  out  doors.  Headquarters  were  estab¬ 
lished  at  Burns  Hotel  and  barracks  were  put  up  at  the 
outpost  and  the  men  were  made  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
The  winter  was  very  rough  and  the  men  on  guard  suffered 
many  hardships,  often  getting  to  their  posts  in  the  blind¬ 
ing  snow  storms  and  whirling  drifts.  The  men  received 
warm  clothing,  and  very  little  sickness  prevailed  among 
them.  During  the  winter  months  a  number  of  dances  and 
parties  were  held  by  the  Company  at  Burns  Hotel  and  the 
fair  damosels  from  Newburgh  and  the  surrounding  towns 
in  Orange  County  were  invited.  The  people  of  Newburgh 
and  other  towns  where  the  company  was  stationed  were 
very  good  to  the  soldiers.  The  men  were  invited  to 
Christmas  dinners  at  homes  of  the  good  people  of  Little 
Britain.  The  Newburgh  Y.  M.  C.  A.  gave  a  membership 
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ticket  to  each  member  of  the  Company,  and  also  the  free 
use  of  shower  bath  and  pool  tables.  These  were  a  few 
of  the  things  done  to  keep  the  men  in  good  spirits  during 
the  winter. 

On  January  20th  Lieutenant  McKinstry  was  relieved 
from  active  duty  to  enter  the  aviation  service  of  the  federal 
government.  Lieutenant  Harder  was  commissioned  Cap¬ 
tain,  Sergeant  Cornelius  Van  de  Carr  was  commissioned 
1st  Lieutenant  and  was  left  on  the  line,  and  1st  Sergeant 
Mark  Rosenthal  was  commissioned  2nd  Lieutenant  and 
put  in  charge  of  the  men  on  duty  in  Hudson.  Lieutenant 
Higgs  of  New  York  was  assigned  to  our  company  to  take 
the  place  of  Lieutenant  McKinstry. 

During  the  winter  months  a  number  of  men  were 
relieved  and  returned  home,  so  in  March  our  Company 
consisted  of  one  officer  and  twenty-five  enlisted  men  in 
command  of  Captain  Harder.  About  fifty  men  who  had 
enlisted  when  the  unit  was  formed  enlisted  or  were  selected 
for  service  in  the  federal  army  and  all  made  good  records 
in  serving  the  government. 

Regimental  headquarters  in  charge  of  Colonel  John 
B.  Rose,  commander  of  the  First  Provisional  Regiment, 
were  established  at  Mount  Kisco  overlooking  Croton  Lake. 
The  First  Provisional  Regiment  was  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  guarding  the  New  York  City  aqueduct  and  it 
was  cited  many  times  by  the  federal  government  as  one 
of  the  best  regiments  guarding  private  property  in  the 
United  States.  Private  Therkildsen  of  the  1st  Provisional 
was  commissioned  Captain  and  attached  to  regimental 
headquarters  and  later  was  made  secretary  of  the  National 
Guard  Commission  of  the  United  States. 

In  March  of  1918  the  company  on  active  duty  was 
formed  into  a  Machine  Gun  Company,  taking  men  from 
other  companies.  The  new  Machine  Gun  Company,  con¬ 
sisting  of  eighty-six  enlisted  men  and  the  three  following 
officers:  Captain  Harder,  Lieutenant  Cleary  and  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Higgs,  had  charge  of  guarding  what  was  known  as 
Sector  N-6. 

On  June  7th  Captain  Edward  L.  Harder  was  relieved 
from  active  duty  and  the  few  enlisted  men  of  the  original 
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company  who  were  left  at  the  aqueduct  were  assigned  to 
different  companies. 

The  company  was  on  active  duty  from  August  17th 
1917  until  June  7th  1918.  But  about  six  men  of  the 
original  company  were  not  relieved  until  the  whole  regi¬ 
ment  was  disbanded  in  November,  1918.  Lieutenant  Van 
de  Carr  entered  the  federal  service,  2nd.  Lieutenant 
Rosenthal  was  commissioned  1st  Lieutenant,  and  Sergeant 
Harry  Propst  was  commissioned  2nd  Lieutenant,  leaving 
the  personnel  of  Company  P,  10th  Infantry,  New  York 
Guard  composed  of  the  three  officers  listed  above  and 
eiglity-five  enlisted  men  in  November,  1918,  when  the 
armistice  was  signed.

CHAPTER  IX 

HOME  DEFENSE  CORPS 
Chatham 


DURING  the  World  War,  by  proclamation  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Wilson,  all  of  New  York’s  National  Guard  was 
ordered  withdrawn  from  the  state.  This  action 
would  have  left  unprotected  a  large  amount  of  public  and 
private  property  such  as  water  works,  power  plants,  tele¬ 
graph  and  telephone  plants,  railroad  tunnels,  bridge,  and  so 
forth,  which  should  be  guarded  and  guarded  well  against 
injury  and  destruction  by  those  whose  sympathies  were  not 
with  the  United  States  in  the  war.  As  the  New  York  con¬ 
stitution  provided  that  a  militia  of  10,000  troops  should  be 
maintained  within  the  state,  the  organization  known  as  the 
Home  Defense  Reserve  was  created  to  meet  such  an 
emergency  as  might  arise  by  the  withdrawal  of  the 
National  Guard  from  the  state. 

In  Columbia  County  there  were  two  reserve  units.  The 
Chatham  unit  was  organized  first  and  the  Hillsdale  unit 
was  organized  'shortly  afterward.  The  Home  Defense 
Corps  of  Chatham  was  organized  on  May  14th,  1917,  and 
the  company  was  mustered  into  service  by  Major  Lang 
Britter  with  a  full  quota  of  100  men  on  July  15th,  1917. 
The  company  was  uniformed  at  the  expense  of  the  County, 
and  was  furnished  with  rifles  by  the  state.  It  had  also  a 
uniformed  military  band. 

The  men  received  military  training  and  drilled  once  each 
week.  Being  trained  by  Major  A.  S.  Callan  and  other 
military  officers,  they  became  very  efficient,  and  were  soon 
ready  for  service.  The  men  of  this  company  who  after¬ 
ward  entered  active  service  were  thankful  for  the  advanced 
military  training  received  while  members  of  the  Chatham 
corps. 

The  company  aided  in  the  entrainment  of  troops,  doing 
guard  and  escort  duty.  It  participated  in  many  parades 
for  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  war,  and  furnished  a  mili¬ 
tary  escort  and  bugler  at  the  burial  of  many  a  soldier. 
The  Company  was  mustered  out  on  January  27th,  1919. 
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Following  is  a  list  of  those  who  served  in  Home  Defense 
Corps  of  Chatham,  that  being  the  110th  Company,  New 
York  State  Defense  Deserve.

Hillsdale. 

The  town  of  Hillsdale  which  lies  at  the  foot  of  the 
Berkshires  in  Columbia  County,  arose  to  the  demand  of 
the  crisis  which  was  brought  about  by  the  withdrawal  of 
the  National  Guard  from  the  State  in  1917,  and  in  that 
same  year  organized  a  Home  Defense  Corps.  Once  each 
week  the  Hillsdale  troops  met  to  drill.  They  were  mustered 
into  state  service,  supplied  with  uniforms  by  the  County 
and  equipped  with  Boss  rifles  and  bayonets  by  the  state. 

These  men,  without  remuneration,  gave  their  time  and 
energy  to  military  drills.  They  were  prepared  for  guard 
and  escort  duty  and  were  ready  at  all  times  to  respond  to 
the  call  to  protect  government  and  private  property  from 
injury  by  enemies  within  our  county.

CHAPTER  X 

FEDERAL  FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 


NOT  long  after  the  war  began  it  became  evident  that 
the  question  of  food  would  be  a  large  one,  and  that 
food  itself  would  play  an  important  part  in  winning 
the  war.  After  the  war  began  in  1914  we  began  to  ship 
enormous  quantities  of  food  to  Europe;  and  now  that  we 
were  in  the  war  ourselves,  with  obligations  to  the  Allies, 
the  question  of  food  became  one  of  the  highest  importance, 
because  it  was  necessary  for  us  not  only  to  supply  our  own 
fighting  men  with  proper  food,  but  to  supply  the  Allied 
armies  in  a  similar  way,  and  to  feed  a  large  portion  of  the 
populations  of  Europe  as  well  as  out*  people  at  home.  The 
questions  of  the  amount  and  quality  of  food  were  not  the 
only  ones  with  which  this  country  was  met;  but  as  soon  as 
there  was  any  sign  of  scarcity,  many  who  were  able  to  buy 
bought  more  than  their  share  and  began  to  hoard  food¬ 
stuffs,  while  many  of  the  dealers  took  advantage  of  the 
possible  scarcity  of  food  to  raise  prices  to  a  point  where  it 
was  quite  impossible  for  some  to  buy. 

Thus,  to  prevent  these  abuses,  to  do  away  with  waste 
of  food,  and  to  teach  and  enforce  economy  in  the  use  of 
foodstuffs,  and  thus  make  certain  that  we  would  be  able 
to  feed  our  armies  and  navy  and  our  people  at  home,  and 
meet  the  reasonable  demands  made  upon  us  in  Europe, 
the  Federal  Food  Administration  extended  its  organiza¬ 
tion  to  the  state  of  New  York.  Laws  were  not  only  passed 
by  Congress,  but  rules  and  regulations  were  formulated 
by  the  Federal  Food  Administration,  and  representatives 
were  appointed  throughout  the  country.  William  H. 
Hearn,  Esq.,  of  Hudson,  was  appointed  food  administra¬ 
tor  for  Columbia  County.  It  became  his  duty  to  enforce 
the  federal  food  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  well  as  to 
sit  in  judgment  upon  those  who  were  accused  of  violations. 

These  regulations  were  very  stringent  in  their  character, 
and  prohibited  not  only  the  hoarding  of  foodstuffs,  but 
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also  their  sale  at  excessive  prices,  and  compelled  the  sub¬ 
stitution  of  other  cereals  in  the  place  of  wheat  flour,  etc. 
The  making  of  bread  entirely  from  wheat  was  not  per¬ 
mitted,  and  each  person  was  limited  to  a  half  pound  of 
sugar  each  week.  The  dealers  were  called  upon  to  make 
weekly  reports  of  the  amount  of  sugar,  wheat  flour,  and 
other  cereals  sold  by  them,  and  were  not  permitted  to 
sell  wheat  flour  unless  at  the  same  time  they  sold  to  the 
purchaser  a  certain  quantity  of  “substitutes.” 

And  although  huge  quantities  of  food  were  exported  to 
feed  our  own  armies  and  navy  and  to  feed  the  armies  and 
navies  of  the  Allies  and  their  peoples,  the  production,  sale 
and  use  of  the  food-stuffs  was  handled  with  such  economy 
as  to  prevent  general  distress,  or  any  distressing  shortage 
of  food.  Although  the  great  majority  of  the  merchants 
co-operated  with  the  food  administration  in  the  carrying- 
out  of  the  acts  of  Congress,  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Federal  Food  Administration,  there  were  here  and 
there  to  be  found  men  who  placed  large  profits  above 
patriotic  duty,  and  as  a  result  there  were  occasional  viola¬ 
tions.  Several  trials  were  held  in  Columbia  County  for 
hoarding  and  profiteering,  some  at  the  Common  Council 
rooms  in  the  City  Hall,  Hudson,  and  others  at  the  Morris 
Memorial  Building  at  Chatham.  In  these  trials  both  sides 
were  represented  by  counsel,  and  in  several  instances 
very  substantial  fines  were  imposed.  Over  $2,000  of  the 
fines  collected  by  the  Food  Administrator  in  this  county 
were  turned  over  to  the  Red  Cross  Chapter  for  the  general 
purposes  of  that  organization. 

The  work  of  educating  the  public  to  the  necessity  for 
restrictions,  and  economy  in  the  use  of  foods  and  in  the 
use  of  substitutes,  was  a  considerable  task,  and  to  effect 
this  result  resort  was  had  by  the  Administrator  to  the 
Home  Defense  Committee  which  distributed  various  kinds 
of  literature  throughout  the  county,  and  secured  signa¬ 
tures  to  pledge  cards  in  the  homes,  as  well  as  at  gatherings 
like  the  Chatham  fair  and  other  places  where  large  num¬ 
bers  of  people  had  come  together.  The  people  responded 
cheerfully  and  generously  to  this  effort,  and  made  great 
sacrifices  from  their  general  course  of  living  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  regulations.  It  seemed  to  be  the  general 
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determination  that  if  our  soldiers  and  sailors  were  to  be 
short  of  food  that  such  shortage  should  not  be  due  to  those 
who  were  in  a  position  to  restrain  themselves  at  home.  It 
is  probable  that  there  never  was  a  period  during  the  life 
of  anyone  living  now  when  there  was  such  a  general  self- 
control  exhibited  by  the  people  in  the  consumption  of  food, 
and  it  was  thought  by  many  that  this  self-restraint  was  not 
only  an  expression  of  fine  patriotism  and  a  help  in  winning 
the  war,  but  that  it  inured  to  the  benefit  of  the  general 
health  of  the  county.

CHAPTER  XI. 

FEDERAL  FUEL  ADMINISTRATION. 


THE  Federal  Fuel  Administration  was  instituted  in 
the  State  of  New  York  in  October,  1917.  There¬ 
after,  County  administrators  were  selected  and 
appointed  for  every  county  of  the  state,  including  Colum¬ 
bia  County,  the  administrator  of  the  latter  county  being 
Samuel  B.  Coffin,  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  who  served  as  a  volun¬ 
teer,  without  pay,  from  October  25th,  1917,  to  March  1st, 
1919.  He  selected  associates  to  act  with  him  as  a  committee 
as  follows :  Charles  A.  Van  Deusen,  who  served  from  Octo 
her  26th,  1917,  to  June  24th,  1918;  John  W.  Gillet,  who 
served  from  October  26th,  1917,  to  March  1st,  1919;  and  E. 
Washburn  Scovill,  who  served  from  October  2'5tli,  1917,  to 
March  1st,  1919. 

All  of  these  associates  served  as  volunteers,  without 
pay,  and  were  from  Hudson. 

Thomas  Cookingham  served  as  a  deputy  from  December 
16th,  1917,  to  July  30th,  1918,  and  was  succeeded  by  Tris¬ 
tram  Coffin  who  served  from  August  1st,  1918,  to  March 
1st,  1919. 

During  the  administration,  Miss  Hazel  R.  Ivroll  of  Hud¬ 
son,  was  employed  as  stenographer. 

Before  this  organization  was  completed  the  unusually 
cold  winter  of  1917-18  set  in.  A  violent  snow  storm 
occurred  about  the  middle  of  December,  accompanied  by 
very  low  temperature  which  not  only  caused  much  suffer¬ 
ing  throughout  the  state,  but  completely  blocked  trans¬ 
portation  for  several  days.  The  severe  winter  continued 
practically  without  cessation  for  more  than  two  months 
and  was  conceded  to  be  the  coldest  winter  within  the  mem¬ 
ory  of  any  person  living  and  since  the  establishment  of 
Weather  Bureau  records. 

In  order  to  secure  a  supply  of  coal  to  the  people  of  the 
county,  it  became  necessary  to  establish  a  system  of 
reports  from  the  coal  dealers  showing  amounts  on  hand 
and  received  and  sold  each  time;  to  fix  a  set  of  prices 
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for  coal  at  the  various  localities  in  the  county;  to  limit 
the  amount  of  coal  sold  to  consumers ;  and  finally  to  oblige 
consumers  to  obtain  written  orders  from  the  Fuel  Admin¬ 
istrator  for  coal  to  be  purchased. 

In  this  way  a  complete  control  of  the  coal  in  the  County 
was  had  and  when  stocks  were  depleted  it  became  neces¬ 
sary  to  secure  Coal  from  large  dealers  and  from  miners. 

All  of  the  dealers  in  the  County  co-operated  with  the 
Fuel  Administration  in  its  efforts  to  prevent  suffering 
and  with  the  result  that  no  person  in  the  County  was  ever 
necessarily  without  coal,  although  at  times  the  amount 
delivered  to  consumers  on  any  one  day  was  limited  to 
as  low  as  one  hundred  pounds. 

While  all  other  commodities,  with  the  exception  of  some 
foods,  increased  to  almost  prohibitive  prices  during  the 
war,  the  price  of  coal  was  kept  down  to  practically  pre-war 
prices  during  the  continuance  of  the  Fuel  Administration. 

At  one  time  it  was  thought  necessary  by  the  Federal 
Administrator,  Dr.  Garfield,  to  direct  heatless  and  light¬ 
less  days  for  a  period  of  nearly  a  week,  which  applied  to 
almost  all  business  places  and  places  of  amusement,  but 
the  public  generally  met  this  radical  order  more  than 
half  way  and  were  loyal  in  obeying  the  same. 

While  many  counties  throughout  the  country  and  many 
localities  at  times  suffered  severely  from  shortage  in  fuel, 
Columbia  County  was  an  exception  and  it  was  due  largely 
to  the  loyal  co-operation  of  the  coal  dealers  with  the  Fuel 
Administration  Committee. 


CHAPTER  XII 

AMERICAN  RED  CROSS 


N  February  7th,  1917,  the  President  of  the  Red  Cross 


chapter  in  Hudson  called  a  meeting  for  the  purpose 


of  reorganizing  the  chapter  for  war  work.  At  this 
meeting  President  Arthur  Gifford  announced  the  retire¬ 
ment  of  the  entire  original  board  of  officers.  The  follow¬ 
ing  officers  were  thereupon  elected  and  they  remained  in 
office  throughout  the  war: 

Charles  Esselstyn,  President. 

John  F.  Brennen,  Vice  President. 

Sarah  G.  Bradley,  (Mrs.  0.  H.),  Secretary. 

S.  Mitchell  Rainey,  Treasurer. 

While  it  was  no  easy  task  to  keep  the  interest  alive  in 
such  work  when  the  sufferers  were  in  distant  lands  or 
even  when  the  war  seemed  to  concern  only  European 
countries,  the  new  Board  realized  the  changes  brought 
about  by  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  war 
and  efforts  were  directed  immediately  to  the  obtaining 
of  a  large  increase  in  membership.  A  campaign  was 
designated  for  the  week  of  April  16-21,  and  a  committee 
of  five  was  appointed  by  the  President  to  superintend  and 
direct  the  same.  The  following  composed  the  committee : 
Arthur  Gifford,  chairman;  Miss  Rachel  DuBois,  Mrs.  Wil¬ 
liam  E.  Granger,  Mrs.  M.  J.  O’Hara  and  Mrs.  Frank 
Chace. 

This  committee  worked  faithfully  and  at  the  end  of  the 
campaign  with  the  assistance  of  the  many  able  volunteer 
canvassers  they  were  able  to  announce  a  membership  of 
over  one  thousand  members  in  the  City  of  Hudson  and 
two  hundred  members  in  the  village  of  Chatham.  Some 
additional  members  were  also  secured  in  Philmont  and 
Clermont. 

Meanwhile  the  people  of  the  county  arose  to  the  emer¬ 
gency  and  constant  additions  were  made  to  the  member¬ 
ship.  Branches  were  organized  in  the  various  towns  in 
the  county  and  appeals  for  members  made  by  the  officers 
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of  the  various  branches.  Every  town  in  the  county  was 
organized  into  a  branch  or  auxiliary. 

With  a  membership  of  about  six  thousand  the  organiza¬ 
tion  made  the  appeal  for  the  1917  Christmas  Roll  Call. 
The  President  designated  Harold  B.  Wood  as  County 
Chairman  to  conduct  the  drive.  Mr.  Wood  appealed  for  ten 
thousand  members,  created  an  organization  in  twenty-three 
different  places  and  increased  the  membership  to  10,357. 

Although  there  was  a  general  feeling  that  the  membership 
was  at  high  tide  on  account  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice, 
the  1918  Christmas  Roll  Call  resulted  in  another  large 
increase  in  membership.  The  President  appointed  Alfred 
B.  Chace  as  County  Chairman  to  conduct  the  drive.  Mr. 
Chace  visited  every  town  in  the  county,  creating  organi¬ 
zations  in  twenty-eight  different  places  and  increased  the 
membership  to  12,114  members,  which  was  more  than 
twenty-seven  per  cent  of  the  total  population  of  the  county 
based  upon  the  previous  Federal  census. 

It  is 'impossible  in  this  brief  historical  sketch  to  mention 
the  names  of  the  hundreds  of  willing  and  devoted  volun¬ 
teer  workers  who  were  tireless  in  their  efforts  to  help 
accomplish  this  wonderful  result.  In  every  community 
their  names  are  known  and  their  efforts  appreciated.  In 
some  cases  sacrifices  were  made  that  only  they  who  made 
them  will  ever  know  or  appreciate.

Mr.  Wood  appealed  for  ten 
thousand  members,  created  an  organization  in  twenty-three 
different  places  and  increased  the  membership  to  10,357. 

Although  there  was  a  general  feeling  that  the  membership 
was  at  high  tide  on  account  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice, 
the  1918  Christmas  Roll  Call  resulted  in  another  large 
increase  in  membership.

The  first  appeal  for  funds  was  conducted  by  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  twenty  members  appointed  by  the  President,  of 
which  ten  were  from  Hudson  and  ten  from  the  various 
towns  of  the  county.  William  Wortman  was  chairman  of 
the  city  portion  and  Mrs.  Albert  S.  Callan  was  chairman 
from  the  county  portion.  While  they  were  handicapped 
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by  lack  of  publicity  and  uncompleted  organization  in  many 
of  the  towns,  the  committee  worked  zealously  and  raised 
approximately  $17,000  in  this  drive.  The  second  drive 
was  conducted  by  William  J.  Delamater  who  was  ap¬ 
pointed  County  Chairman  by  the  President  to  conduct  the 
same.  Mr.  Delamater  spent  much  time  in  organizing  com¬ 
mittees  throughout  the  entire  county  and  collected  the 
magnificent  sum  of  $72,000,  nearly  multiplying  the  quota 
by  three. 

The  real  work  of  the  chapter,  however,  was  done  by  the 
women.  During  the  long  days  of  anxiety,  wherever  one 
went  this  vast  army  of  women  workers  was  knitting  and 
hustling  to  furnish  the  garments  and  articles  required  by 
the  loved  ones  called  to  service.  It  often  seemed  that  the 
requests  could  not  be  answered  but  after  the  clouds  had 
rolled  away  we  realized  that  the  fears  were  groundless. 
The  magnificent  total  is  incomprehensible.  Among  the 
countless  articles  prepared  and  sent  to  the  soldiers  and 
the  war  sufferers  were :  3,665  sleeveless  sweaters,  9,592 
socks,  710  helmets,  1,443  mufflers,  2,246  wristlets,  105  chil¬ 
dren’s  sweaters,  105  children’s  stockings,  25  children’s 
mufflers,  4,026  refugee  garments,  4,144  hospital  garments, 
1,150  Christmas  packets,  1,085  army  and  navy  kits,  quan¬ 
tities  of  hospital  supplies  and  bandages,  including  over 
200,000  surgical  dressings.  The  details  of  this  work  were 
so  admirably  worked  out  that  nothing  was  ever  returned 
to  be  done  over  again. 

Headquarters  were  maintained  from  the  beginning  of 
the  war  and  as  the  organization  grew  larger  rooms  were 
required.  A  secretary  was  in  constant  attendance  and 
nearly  all  of  the  church  and  fraternal  organizations 
formed  permanent  working  forces-.  Day  and  night  the 
attendance  labored  not  only  at  the  chapter  headquarters, 
but  also  at  the  various  branches  scattered  throughout  the 
county.  Aid  and  advice  were  freely  given  to  all  the  sol¬ 
diers  and  their  families.  In  this  connection  great  credit 
should  be  given  to  the  achievements  of  the  two  local  insti¬ 
tutions  whose  inmates  worked  constantly  in  behalf  of  the 
chapter,  the  New  York  State  Training  School  for  Girls,  and 
the  Hudson  Orphan  Asylum.  Generous  aid  was  given  also 
by  the  residents  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged. 
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The  Junior  Red  Cross  registered  nearly  1,400  members 
and  did  much  to  interest  the  children  in  patriotic  work, 
and  to  give  something  in  the  great  struggle  through  which 
the  country  passed. 

Several  residents  of  Columbia  County  also  engaged  in 
the  overseas  service  of  the  Red  Cross. 

Prominent  among  these  was  Miss  Harriet  Moore  Bonne- 
son  of  Hudson  who  in  1918  entered  the  Red  Cross  Nursing 
Service  and  was  stationed  first  at  the  French  Hospital  at 
Luxeuil,  and  later  at  hospitals  near  Paris.  From  March 
to  October  of  1919  she  carried  on  her  duties  in  Serbia,  and 
received  a  decoration  from  the  sovereign  of  that  country  in 
recognition  of  her  heroic  devotion  to  duty. 

Miss  Rlioda  Baxter  of  Kinderhook  volunteered  as  a 
nurses’  aid  in  the  American  Red  Cross  on  July  18th,  1917. 
Her  foreign  service  was  given  chiefly  at  Asile  Caserne  du 
Luxembourg,  Toul,  the  American  Red  Cross  Military  Hos¬ 
pital  No.  1  and  Neuilly-sur-Seine,  France. 

Miss  Harriet  Berry,  now  Mrs.  James  Wood  Tyson,  was 
for  several  years  a  resident  of  Hudson.  She  volunteered 
her  services  to  the  Red  Cross  on  September  7th,  1917,  and 
shortly  afterward  left  the  States  for  foreign  service. 
After  landing  at  LeHavre  she  was  appointed  Red  Cross 
Casualty  Searcher,  and  in  that  capacity  served  at  Base 
Hospital  No.  38,  and  Evacuation  Hospital  No.  31.  In  July 
of  1919  she  returned  to  the  States. 

Miss  Adelaide  Youmans  Heath,  who  resided  for  a  time 
at  Kinderhook,  served  with  the  Red  Cross  at  Paris  and 
Bordeaux. 

Miss  Elsie  Howard  Underhill  of  Hillsdale,  after  train¬ 
ing  as  a  nurses’  aid  entered  the  service  of  the  Red  Cross. 
She  sailed  overseas  in  September  of  1918,  and  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  American  Red  Cross  Hospital  No.  102  in  Paris 
until  January  of  1919. 

Miss  Nora  Lenalian  of  Hudson  served  in  a  clerical  ca¬ 
pacity  with  the  Red  Cross  in  France. 

John  Byard  Pruyn  of  Kinderhook  served  for  one  year 
in  France  with  the  Red  Cross. 

Other  residents  of  the  county  of  whom  the  committee 
has  not  been  given  information  may  have  served  abroad 
with  this  organization. 
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CHAPTER  XIII 

BOY  SCOUTS 


WHILE  the  spirit  of  scouting  is  not  militaristic,  the 
experiences  of  the  last  war  have  completely  de¬ 
monstrated  that  outdoor  scout  training,  with  its 
cooking,  camping,  hiking,  signaling,  map  reading,  wireless, 
electricity,  knowledge  of  woodcraft,  and  ability  to  care  for 
oneself  in  the  open,  helps  immeasurably  in  fitting  a  man 
for  the  duties  of  a  soldier. 

While  scouting  is  not  militaristic  from  a  technical  stand¬ 
point,  it  is,  however,  patriotic  as  proven  by  the  two  years’ 
wonderful  record  of  Boy  Scout  nation-wide  war  service. 

The  motto  of  the  Boy  Scouts  is  “  Be  Prepared.”  Be¬ 
fore  he  becomes  a  scout,  a  boy  must  promise : 

On  my  honor  I  will  do  my  best — 

1.  To  do  my  duty  to  God  and  my  Country,  and  to  obey 
the  Scout  Law; 

2.  To  help  other  people  at  all  times; 

3.  To  keep  myself  physically  strong,  mentally  awake 
and  morally  straight. 

The  Scout  Law  is :  A  scout  is  trustworthy,  loyal,  helpful, 
friendly,  courteous,  kind,  obedient,  cheerful,  thrifty,  brave, 
clean  and  reverent. 

The  first  Boy  Scout  Troop  of  Hudson  was  organized  by 
Charles  B.  Benson,  who  is  now  chief  scoutmaster  of  this 
city,  and  since  its  organization  the  scout  movement  has 
continued  to  grow  in  numbers,  enthusiasm  and  achieve¬ 
ment,  throughout  Columbia  County. 

Despite  the  exigencies  of  war,  the  loss  of  scout  leaders 
in  military  service,  the  Boy  Scout  movement  in  Columbia 
County  progressed  continuously  during  the  years  of  the 
war.  Scoutmasters  Duncan,  Francisco  and  Rossman  of 
Hudson  left  their  troops  of  scouts  to  join  the  American  war 
forces.  Most,  of  the  organization  of  troops  was  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  churches.  Churches  of  practically  every  denomi¬ 
nation  were  making  use  of  the  scout  program  in  attract¬ 
ing  and  holding  the  boys  of  the  parish. 
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At  the  close  of  the  war  there  were  five  uniformed  troops 
of  Boy  Scouts  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  representing  the  fol¬ 
lowing  churches,  in  which  the  troop  or  combined  troops, 
originated:  the  Reformed,  Presbyterian,  Episcopal  and 
colored  churches.  Chatham  had  several  troops  of  Boy 
Scouts,  which  did  some  fine  work  in  parades,  drives,  and 
other  war  activities.  The  beautiful  Morris  Memorial 
building  was  the  headquarters  for  most  of  the  Chatham 
troops.  Crusaders  Hall  at  Philmont,  was  the  home  of  its 
scout  troop.  Stottville,  Hillsdale,  Kinderhook,  Mellen- 
ville,  Canaan  and  other  villages  in  the  county  also  had 
their  scout  troops. 

Most  of  the  scout  war  work  was  along  the  same  general 
lines.  To  avoid  repetitional  details,  a  resume  of  scout 
troop  activities  in  war  time,  except,  perhaps  in  a  very  few 
special  cases  should  suffice. 

Before  our  scouts  began  the  work  of  actually  soliciting 
subscriptions  to  war  loans,  invaluable  service  was  ren¬ 
dered  as  follows :  They  distributed  literature  and  posters, 
took  part  in  Liberty  Loan  parades,  served  as  messengers 
and  ushers  at  public  meetings,  acted  as  messengers  and 
clerks  in  banks  in  connection  with  loans,  made  Liberty 
Loan  speeches  in  theatres,  schools  and  other  public  places, 
invented  and  circulated  Liberty  Loan  slogans,  made  house 
to  house  canvass  with  Liberty  Loan  pledge  cards,  scoured 
rural  districts  for  possible  bond  buyers,  and  served  in 
every  capacity  in  which  the  scout  uniform  and  what  it 
stands  for,  would  give  prestige  to  the  occasion  or  help  sell 
bonds. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  other  Boy  Scout  war 
achievements  in  Columbia  County:  In  the  four  Liberty 
Loans  they  sold  as  “  gleaners  after  the  reapers  ”  nearly 
100,000  subscriptions;  to  July  1st,  1919,  sold  about  5,000 
War  Savings  Stamps;  collected  fruit  pits  for  gas  masks, 
conducted  forty-four  war  gardens  and  war  farms,  distrib¬ 
uted  over  10,000  pieces  of  Government  literature,  rendered 
valuable  services  to  the  Red  Cross,  the  United  War  Work 
Committee,  and  other  National  organizations  serving  with 
the  Government ;  co-operated  in  the  American  Library 
Association’s  drive  for  better  books  by  collecting  books 
for  camp  libraries;  served  well  in  food  and  fuel  conserva- 
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tion  drives,  performed  countless  individual  acts  of  service 
to  the  Government,  not  recorded  under  any  special  classi¬ 
fication;  participated  in  all  of  the  parades  given  in  honor 
of  the  departing  soldiers  ;  in  aid  of  a  Liberty  Loan,  escorted 
the  big  2-ball  and  the  Liberty  Coach  in  the  parade  at  Hud¬ 
son  when  they  arrived  here  on  their  journey  from  Buffalo 
to  New  York,  and  to  further  other  Liberty  Loans,  acted  as 
escort  to  parades  of  war  tanks  in  their  progress  through 
the  city. 

Scouts  Granville  Hills,  Elbert  Payne  and  John  Benson, 
of  Troop  2,  received  War  Service  emblems  for  gardening 
in  the  summer  of  1918.  Other  scouts  than  those  mentioned 
may  have  won  these  medals  of  which  we  were  not  advised. 

As  marking  perhaps  the  highest  point  in  Boy  Scout  en¬ 
deavor  in  Columbia  County  for  the  advancement  of  the 
war,  was  the  speech  of  Chester  Eckstein,  scribe  of  a  Hud¬ 
son  troop  of  scouts.  He  roused  the  audience,  composed  of 
the  church  members  of  the  city,  at  the  Playhouse,  to  round 
after  round  of  applause,  as  he  related  the  services  which 
the  Boy  Scouts  were  doing.  His  statement  of  what  the 
money  received  from  a  bond  sale  would  do  in  helping 
America,  was  put  with  a  forcefulness  which  was  direct  in 
the  intelligence  that  it  carried. 

Scouts  Martin  and  Hills,  of  Troop  2,  during  the  scout 
campaign  in  the  Victory  Liberty  Loan,  spoke  at  the  even¬ 
ing  performance  at  the  Playhouse,  in  the  interval  between 
the  pictures. 

We  have  almost  overlooked  the  Victory  Boys’  Drive  — 
possibly  because  scoutmasters  had  so  little  to  do  with  it. 
A  gift  of  five  dollars,  earned  by  his  own  labor,  and  contrib¬ 
uted  to  the  United  War  Work  campaign,  was  the  minimum 
amount  which  would  give  any  youth  the  privilege  of  call¬ 
ing  himself  a  “  Victory  Boy.” 

Nearly  one  hundred  scouts  earned  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment  medal  for  selling  ten  or  more  bonds  in  the  Liberty 
Loan  drives.  Almost  half  of  that  number  qualified  for  bars 
in  addition.  About  a  dozen  achievement  buttons,  for 
selling  twenty-five  War  Savings  Stamps,  have  been 
awarded  and  presented  to  the  Columbia  County  Scouts  in 
appropriate  ceremonies. 
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Three  Industrial  Honor  Flags  of  the  Victory  Loan  were 
sent  to  each  of  our  scoutmasters,  in  July,  1919,  by  the 
Treasury  Department,  Bureau  of  Publicity.  One  of  these 
is  for  a  permanent  preservation  by  the  troop,  in  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  great  service  performed  by  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  in  co-operation  with  the  War  Loan  Organizations 
of  the  Treasury  Department  in  the  Liberty  Loan  cam¬ 
paigns.  The  other  two  have  been  awarded  to  those  indi¬ 
vidual  scouts  who  have  achieved  the  highest  records  of 
Liberty  Loan  service. 
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CHAPTER  XIV 

FOUR-MINUTE-MEN 


WHEN  America  entered  the  World  War  it  became 
apparent  that  not  only  the  physical  but  also  the 
mental  and  spiritual  powers  of  the  Nation  must 
be  mobilized,  that  all  the  people  of  the  Nation  must  be 
advised  of  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  and  that  they 
must  be  advised  truthfully  and  through  effective  sources. 
With  that  purpose  in  view  the  Division  of  Four-Minute 
Men  was  made  a  part  of  the  Federal  Committee  on  Public 
Information  in  June  of  1917. 

State  and  county  chairmen  and  chairmen  of  cities  and 
towns  were  appointed,  and  they  in  turn  organized  commit¬ 
tees.  At  the  close  of  the  war  the  number  of  Four-Minute 
Men  in  the  country  was  approximately  75,000. 

The  speakers  were  furnished  with  an  official  government 
paper,  “  Four-Minute  Men  News,”  which  was  published  at 
intervals  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Information  and 
provided  authentic  material  for  their  four-minute 
speeches.  They  were  directed  to  speak  on  designated  sub¬ 
jects  during  designated  intervals,  dependent  on  the  cur¬ 
rent  activities  of  the  Government.  Their  subjects  in¬ 
cluded  preparedness,  the  liberty  loans,  the  Red  Cross, 
registration  of  the  military  classes,  the  income  tax,  food 
preservation  danger  to  America,  German  propaganda 
and  meaning  of  America. 

Prior  to  the  organization  of  the  Four-Minute  Men  in 
Columbia  County,  the  work  had  been  efficiently  carried  on 
by  the  speakers’  committees  of  the  various  drives,  and  to 
this  end  a  number  of  business  and  professional  men  vol¬ 
unteered  their  services.  It  was  not  until  the  early  sum¬ 
mer  of  1918,  that  a  county  organization  was  attempted, 
when  Mr.  H.  N.  Smith,  of  Hudson,  was  appointed  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Four-Minute  Men  in  Columbia  County. 
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Through  his  efforts,  chairmen  were  appointed  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  places :

Unfortunately,  Mr.  Smith  was  suddenly  called  away 
from  Hudson,  but  in  September  of  1918,  William  Wallace 
Chace  was  appointed  his  successor  as  County  Chairman.

In  addition  to  the  above,  Mr.  Alfred  A.  Elliot,  the  man¬ 
ager  of  the  local  Playhouse,  and  Mr.  Julius  Thompson, 
the  manager  of  the  Star  Theatre,  were,  named  as  an  ad¬ 
visory  committee,  both  of  whom  co-operated  with  the  local 
committee  in  every  possible  way,  and  their  theatres  were 
always  open  to  the  Four-Minute  Men  for  the  purpose  of 
presenting  public  appeals  in  connection  with  all  the  drives. 

An  active  committee  was  also  developed  at  Philmont 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  E.  Carney  as  chairman, 
and  was  composed  of  the  following:

All  the  committees  of  Four-Minute  Men  in  the  county 
rendered  valuable  service,  not  only  in  their  own  imme¬ 
diate  vicinity,  but  frequently  in  going  to  distant  parts  of 
the  county  for  the  purpose  of  speaking  at  meetings.  They 
often  spoke  to  two  or  three  audiences  in  one  evening.  The 
meetings  were  held  in  churches,  schoolliouses,  motion  pic¬ 
ture  theatres,  grange  halls,  lodge  rooms  and  sometimes  in 
the  open  air,  the  Four-Minute  Men  allowing  no  opportun¬ 
ity  to  pass  when  it  was  possible  to  present  the  cause  of  the 
country’s  needs.  This  can  be  no  better  illustrated  than  by  a 
single  instance  in  Hudson.  On  the  day  of  the  Prepared¬ 
ness  Parade,  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Albany 
Southern  Railroad,  a  car  was  turned  over  to  the  Four- 
Minute  Men,  who  addressed  the  crowds  at  the  street  cor¬ 
ners  in  Hudson,  the  car  stopping  each  time  long  enough 
for  a  short  speech  to  be  made. 

While  no  method  of  bookkeeping  could  account  for  the 
contribution  of  the  Four-Minute  Men  in  Columbia  County 
to  the  advancement  to  the  common  cause  of  our  country,  it 
must  be  said  they  all  gave  of  their  time  and  their  talents 
freely  and  unstintedly.

CHAPTER  XV 

JEWISH  WELFARE 


HE  Young*  Men’s  Hebrew  Association  and  the  Young 


Women’s  Hebrew  Association  were  local  organiza¬ 


tions  in  the  city  of  Hudson  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  and  had  a  combined  membership  of  about  sixty-five. 
Among  the  purposes  of  these  organizations  was  to  enable 
the  members  to  act  collectively  in  matters  of  public  welfare, 
and  to  instill  in  the  membership  a  patriotic  devotion  to 
their  country.  When  war  was  declared,  about  30  per  cent 
of  the  membership  was  subject  to  call  by  the  President 
under  the  Selective  Service  Law.  This  fact  raised  a  very 
grave  problem  whether  these  associations  could  continue, 
although  for  war  work  and  other  patriotic  purposes  the  two 
had  combined  their  efforts  and  membership ;  and  although 
many  of  the  members  were  called  into  service,  through  the 
enthusiastic  efforts  of  the  young  women,  as  well  as  of  those 
of  the  elder  women  and  men,  the  organizations  continued 
and  took  a  substantial  part  in  the  war  work  of  the  county. 

A  welfare  board  was  organized  within  the  membership 
to  aid  in  maintaining  the  morale  of  the  men  who  had  been 
called  into  service,  and  kept  up  a  continued  communication 
between  the  families  at  home  and  the  boys  in  the  trenches 
by  means  of  letters,  boxes  of  candy,  cigarettes  and  home 
cooked  food  sent  from  Hudson  to  the  boys  “  Over  there.” 

The  Hebrew  Associations  supported  the  various  pa¬ 
triotic  movements  that  were  carried  on  within  the  county, 
both  morally  and  financially.  They  took  their  full  share  of 
their  responsibility,  and  co-operated  generously  in  the  ef¬ 
forts  to  sell  liberty  bonds,  war  savings  stamps,  and  in  the 
United  War  Work  Campaign.  A  substantial  part  of  this 
work  was  done  through  the  Boys’  Working  Reserve.  The 
women  members  co-operated  and  assisted  generously  in 
the  work  of  the  local  Red  Cross,  and  the  making  of  band¬ 
ages,  refugee  garments,  socks,  sweaters  and  mufflers. 
Perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  achievement  of  these  asso¬ 
ciations  was  the  work  accomplished  by  them  at  the  close  of 
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the  war  in  the  Jewish  Relief  drive  for  funds,  which  was 
held  in  the  fall  of  1919.  Committees  worked  zealously  to 
raise  the  quota  assigned  to  Columbia  County,  and  $9,- 
182.82  were  raised  for  this  cause. 

Since  the  close  of  the  war  the  Y.  M.  H.  A.  has  moved 
into  its  permanent  headquarters  in  the  Community  Build¬ 
ing  at  247  Warren  Street,  Hudson,  where  it  continues  to 
carry  on  its  welfare  work. 


CHAPTER  XVI 

KNIGHTS  OF  COLUMBUS 


0  similar  organization  in  Columbia  County  played  a 


more  important  part  in  the  county’s  war  activities 


or  did  more  sincere  or  effective  work  than  the 


Knights  of  Columbus.  In  Columbia  County  there  are  three 
councils  of  this  order,  located  in  Hudson,  Philmont  and 
Chatham.  These  councils  are  all  small  compared  with 
many  others  in  the  country  but  when  the  war  broke  out 
each  of  them  did  its  part  in  a  very  fine  and  in  a  very  large 


wav. 


As  soon  as  the  call  for  men  came,  the  young  men  of  all 
these  councils  responded,  and  before  the  war  was  long 
under  way,  it  was  hard  to  find  at  home  a  member  of  this 
order  who  was  of  military  age  and  fit  for  service.  About 
twenty  per  cent  of  the  entire  membership  in  this  county 
were  in  service. 

In  addition  to  the  men  that  the  order  sent  to  the  front, 
the  organization  found  plenty  of  work  to  do  at  home  and 
did  it  with  an  enthusiasm  and  effectiveness  that  was  re¬ 
markable.  Knights  of  Columbus  club  rooms  and  meeting 
halls  were  immediately  placed  at  the  service  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  or  of  any  organization  doing  war  work  that  could 
make  use  of  them.  The  rooms  were  used  as  recruiting  sta¬ 
tions,  for  meeting  places  of  committees  and  for  many 
other  purposes  in  connection  with  the  work  of  carrying  on 
the  war.  Every  man  in  uniform  found  a  hearty  welcome 
at  these  rooms  at  all  times,  and  the  full  and  unrestricted 
privilege  of  making  use  of  them  for  rest  or  recreation. 

In  the  Liberty  Loan  campaigns  the  order  responded  en¬ 
thusiastically  by  urging  and  encouraging  its  members  to 
subscribe  and  by  recruiting  and  helping  to  recruit  work¬ 
ers,  canvassers  and  speakers.  Each  council  subscribed  to 
all  the  bonds  that  its  resources  permitted.  Hudson  Coun¬ 
cil  had  the  distinction  of  being  the  largest  subscriber 
among  fraternal  or  social  organizations  in  the  county  as  it 
invested  in  Liberty  Bonds  the  entire  fund  which  it  had 
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accumulated  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  council  build¬ 
ing. 

The  Knights  of  Columbus  of  Columbia  County  also  as¬ 
sisted  in  supporting  the  work  done  by  the  National  Order 
of  Knights  of  Columbus  of  which  these  councils  are  a 
part. 

In  the  beginning  the  order  intended  to  carry  on  its  wel¬ 
fare  work  upon  its  own  resources  and  made  an  appeal  to 
the  membership  for  one  million  dollars.  Each  of  the  coun¬ 
cils  in  Columbia  County  had  the  distinction  of  raising  the 
quota  assigned  to  it  in  a  day.  It  soon  appeared  to  the 
National  Council,  however,  that  the  work  which  it  had 
undertaken  could  not  be  financed  by  the  order  itself  be¬ 
cause  so  many  demands  and  opportunities  for  its  services 
appeared  that  the  cost  was  entirely  beyond  the  means  of 
the  order  and  its  members. 

To  carry  out  its  plans  it  was  necessary  to  raise  great 
sums  of  money  and  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  member¬ 
ship,  which  had  just  given  one  million  dollars,  to  raise 
three  million  dollars  by  such  means  as  it  could.  The  coun¬ 
cils  in  Columbia  County  worked  zealously  and  tirelessly 
to  do  their  part  in  this  drive  and  as  result  each  greatly 
exceeded  its  quota.  In  the  third  Knights  of  Columbia 
drive,  fifty-seven  thousand  dollars  was  raised  in  this 
county. 

The  money  collected  in  the  Knights  of  Columbus  drives, 
to  which  the  citizens  of  this  county  gave  their  loyal  sup¬ 
port,  was  turned  into  the  national  fund,  thus  making  our 
county  a  participator  in  the  disbursement  of  nearly  forty 
millions  of  dollars  which  were  used  in  the  following  ways: 
In  providing  recreation  and  comforts  for  the  men  at  the 
front;  in  supplying  secretaries  overseas  who  gave  what 
aid  they  could  to  our  men  at  the  front  and  other  secretar¬ 
ies  who  traveled  back  and  forth  on  transports  with  men 
who  were  going  to  and  returning  from  the  fighting  sectors. 
Tn  carrying  out  this  work  the  order  purchased  and  distrib¬ 
uted  free  to  our  soldiers  and  sailors  hundreds  of  talking 
machines,  records  innumerable,  thousands  of  gallons  of 
ink,  millions  of  sheets  of  writing  paper,  envelopes  and 
cigarettes,  playing  cards  by  the  thousand  gross,  thousands 
of  towels,  sets  of  athletic  outfits,  papers  and  periodicals, 
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boxes  of  soap,  thousands  of  pounds  of  tea,  coffee  and 
drinking  chocolate,  cases  of  condensed  milk,  beef  cubes,  of 
chewing  gum,  gum  drops,  hard  candy  and  chocolate,  chew¬ 
ing  tobacco,  pipes  and  cigars  in  abundance.  And  in  order 
that  the  transportation  of  these  supplies  might  be  proper¬ 
ly  taken  care  of,  hundreds  of  motor  vehicles,  including 
trucks,  camionettes  and  motorcycles  with  side  cars  were 
supplied.  All  war  workers  for  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
worked  under  the  slogan  “  Everybody  Welcome  and 
Everything  Free.” 

Peace  brought  a  change  in  the  character  of  the  work  to 
be  done.  The  order  still  had  large  sums  of  money  in  its 
hands  which  it  felt  it  held  as  a  trustee,  and  that  it  was  its 
duty  to  disburse  every  penny  of  it  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  given,  and  it  took  up  with  its  usual  great  zeal, 
the  work  of  fitting  the  discharged  service  men  back  into 
civil  life. 

Its  first  step  in  this  direction  was  to  establish  scholar¬ 
ships  in  the  most  important  schools  and  colleges  in  the 
country.  More  than  four  hundred  scholarships  of  this 
kind,  which  were  awarded  to  ex-service  men  irrespective 
of  creed,  were  distributed,  and  one  was  awarded  to  a  Co¬ 
lumbia  County  boy.  The  order  also  maintained  employ¬ 
ment  bureaus  which  were  very  effective.  Any  ex-service 
man  by  applying  to  the  officers  of  any  local  council  or  by 
applying  to  the  employment  bureaus  maintained  by  the 
order,  could  secure  employment  at  the  work  he  was 
fitted  to  do.  The  councils  in  Columbia  County  played 
their  part  in  this  work  in  a  very  effective  manner. 

The  order  also  established  council  schools,  where,  with¬ 
out  charge  and  with  no  condition  except  that  they  be  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  from  our  military  forces,  men  could  take 
up  courses  in  various  useful  arts  and  trades. 

To  every  one  of  these  activities  the  councils  of  Columbia 
County  contributed  their  money,  their  energy  and  their 
support  in  every  way  possible. 


CHAPTER  XVII 

YOUNG  MEN’S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION 


HE  record  of  the  local  association  during  the  World 


War  was  one  of  distinguished  service.  Shortly 


after  the  beginning  of  hostilities  the  Secretary, 
Harold  S.  Duncan,  left  Hudson  to  take  charge  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  hut  established  at  the  Plattsburg  barracks.  Later 
he  was  Camp  Secretary  at  Port  Ethan  Allen  and  finally 
Associate  Secretary  at  Camp  Meade  where  he  remained 
until  August,  1919. 

Howard  N.  Smith  succeeded  Mr.  Duncan  and  he  willing¬ 
ly  undertook  many  activities  brought  on  by  the  war  in 
addition  to  his  regular  duties.  Mr.  Smith  was  County 
Chairman  of  the  Pour-Minute  Men.  The  immediate  pre¬ 
decessor  of  Mr.  Duncan,  Howard  Flewellyn,  four  years 
Secretary  here,  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy. 

Columbia  County  was  represented  also  in  the  overseas 
service  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Frank  B.  Harder  of  Philmont, 
a  member  of  the  state  board  of  the  association,  offered  his 
services  and  was  appointed  a  secretary.  He  served  in 
Prance  from  June  to  November  of  1918.  Miss  Jessie  Lee 
Bradshaw  of  Canaan  offered  her  services  in  June  of 
1918.  Her  service  abroad  was  given  chiefly  as  a  canteen 
worker  at  the  “Y”  station  at  Gondrecourt.  Archibald 
Townsend  Brown,  who  held  the  position  of  general  secre¬ 
tary  at  the  Morris  Memorial  at  Chatham,  was  given  a  sec¬ 
retaryship.  He  served  at  the  “  Octagon  ”  and  the  ‘  ‘  May¬ 
flower  ”  at  Plymouth,  England.  John  Carl  Yager,  pastor 
of  a  Kinderliook  church  became  a  secretary  of  the  Young- 
Men’s  Christian  Association  and  served  at  Chauteauroux, 
Tours  and  Dijon,  France.  George  C.  Becker,  a  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Christian  Becker  of  Philmont,  served  as  a  chauf¬ 
feur  and  executive  in  the  transportation  department  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  Maryland.  Tlieames  P.  Proper  of  Gal¬ 
latin  served  as  a  secretary  in  the  South.  Lewis  J.  Van 
Alstyne  of  Kinderliook  was  associated  with  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  on  this  side.  Alfred  T.  Ogden,  a  resident  of  Kinder- 
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hook  and  a  member  of  the  Columbia  County  Home  Defense 
Committee,  and  Paul  Judson,  a  resident  of  the  same  town 
spent  many  months  in  Europe  in  the  service  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A. 

The  rank  and  file  of  the  organization  were  alert  in  their 
efforts  to  serve.  When  the  first  call  for  financial  aid  came, 
the  financial  needs  of  the  local  institution  were  entirely 
overlooked.  Headquarters  were  maintained  in  the  city 
building  and  under  the  leadership  of  John  W.  Gillette  as 
County  Chairman  and  Secretary  Walker  of  the  State  Com¬ 
mittee,  a  drive  was  conducted  throughout  the  county  and 
about  $18,000  was  raised  for  foreign  work. 

Again  in  1918  when  the  second  call  came  and  the  United 
War  Work  campaign  was  undertaken  with  the  same  Coun¬ 
ty  Chairman,  the  allied  associations  received  contribu¬ 
tions  aggregating  more  than  $57,000. 

During  the  period  of  the  war  the  rooms  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  and  the  services  of  its  secretary  were  at  the  disposal 
of  any  soldiers  desiring  aid,  comfort  or  instruction.  On 
various  occasions  when  contingents  of  army  trucks 
passed  through  this  city  the  soldiers  were  entertained  at 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  They  were  provided  with  sleeping  rooms 
and  sometimes  with  meals  free  of  charge. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Columbia  County  gave  greater  aid  in 
winning  the  World  War  than  is  recorded  here.  We  have 
talked  and  had  extensive  correspondence  with  local  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  officers  and  members  in  an  endeavor  to  present  an 
adequate  article  touching  the  activities  of  that  organiza¬ 
tion  and  efforts  have  been  made  by  some  of  these  to  gain 
more  detailed  information.  But  unfortunately  the  men 
who  were  in  charge  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work  here  during  the 
war  have  since  left  the  county  and  efforts  of  the  members 
to  locate  them  and  gain  more  specific  information  have 
been  futile. 
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CHAPTER  XVIII 

LIBERTY  LOANS 


WAR  costs  money!  How  much,  American  realize 
more  fully  now  than  ever  before.  It  is  stagger¬ 
ing  to  the  senses  to  contemplate  the  vast  sums 
needed  for  America’s  part  in  the  World  War.  To  raise 
these  many  billions,  the  Government  had  but  two  means 
within  its  power  —  taxation  and  bond  issues.  Both  were 
considered  necessary  and  were  used  with  discretion  and 
success. 

Had  the  Government  deliberately  planned  an  educa¬ 
tional  campaign,  for  the  purpose  of  informing  the  Ameri¬ 
can  people  upon  the  great  issues  at  stake  and  of  arousing 
the  indifferent  to  their  responsibilities,  it  could  not  have 
done  better  than  to  have  launched  its  campaigns  for  the 
several  liberty  loans.  The  nation  was  organized  to  the 
smallest  hamlet.  Progressive  citizens  were  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  appealing  to  every  citizen  in  the  land. 
Advertising  matter  and  posters  were  prepared  on  a  scale 
hitherto  unknown.  Patriotic  meetings  were  held  in 
churches  and  theatres  and  schools.  Thousands  upon 
thousands  of  loyal  citizens  gave  their  services  freely  in  ad¬ 
dressing  mass  meetings.  Pour  Minute  Men  appeared  in 
audiences  of  every  description.  Wherever  people  congre¬ 
gated  for  any  purpose,  Liberty  Loan  speakers  managed  to 
present  their  country’s  needs. 

Monster  parades,  airplane  flights,  personal  appeals, 
rivalry  between  factions  and  localities,  all  helped  to  roll 
up  the  sinews  of  war  which  kept  our  men  at  the  front.  And 
through  it  all  America  learned  why  we  went  to  war,  and 
learning,  met  the  need  by  placing  its  money  at  the  services 
of  the  Government. 

Columbia  County  did  its  full  share  in  these  campaigns. 
In  common  with  most  rural  counties  and  districts,  the  first 
loan  was  the  hardest,  for  people  were  uninformed  as  to 
bonds  and  were  not  fully  awakened  to  the  dangers  that 
threatened  the  nation.  For  this  reason  the  quota  set  by 
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the  Liberty  Loan  Committee  for  the  first  loan  was  not 
fully  met.  But  in  all  other  loans  the  quotas  were  largely 
oversubscribed. 

It  would  be  of  little  value  to  enumerate  at  length  the  de¬ 
tails  concerning  the  several  loans.  The  following  tabula¬ 
tions  give  the  essential  facts  for  both  the  county  and  the 
four  banking  districts  of  the  county.

When  Secretary  McAdoo  announced  the  second  loan,  he 
called  upon  American  women  to  bear  a  part  in  the  great 
task  of  floating  it.  A  national  woman’s  committee  was 
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organized  which  participated  in  the  succeeding  loans. 
Local  Women’s  Liberty  Loan  committees  were  organized 
in  towns  and  cities  to  co-operate  with  the  committees  of 
men  and  assist  in  the  soliciting  of  subscriptions.  Such  a 
committee  was  organized  in  Hudson  for  the  second  loan 
and  for  the  succeeding  loans.  During  the  third  loan  a 
county  organization  of  women  was  attempted  with  some 
degree  of  success.  During  the  fourth  and  fifth  loans,  the 
county  was  fully  organized  by  the  women  as  well  as  by  the 
men,  with  a  woman’s  committee  in  every  hamlet  or  town¬ 
ship.

It  would  not  be  possible,  nor  advisable,  to  mention  the 
names  of  all  those  who  rendered  valuable,  patriotic  serv¬ 
ice  in  connection  with  the  liberty  loans.  The  country’s 
need  appealed  to  all  alike.  No  County  Chairman  was  ap¬ 
pointed  for  any  of  the  loans,  the  appointments  and  quotas 
for  the  different  banking  sections  coming  from  the  Liberty 
Loan  Committee  of  the  Second  Federal  Reserve  District. 
Mr.  Charles  W.  Clapper  filled  the  difficult  position  of 
Chairman  of  the  Hudson  Liberty  Loan  Committee  for  the 
first  loan.  Ex-Mayor  William  Wortman  was  the  efficient 
Chairman  of  the  city  for  the  last  four  loans.  Of  the 
Women’s  Committee  Mrs.  Charles  S.  Williams  was  Coun¬ 
ty  Chairman  for  the  fourth  and  fifth  loans  and  also  acted 
as  City  Chairman  for  the  last  four  loans.  The  work  of 
Henry  M.  James,  County  Publicity  Director,  in  caring  for 
the  advertising  and  providing  speakers  for  the  many  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  county  which  requested  them,  is  worthy  of 
special  mention.  But  it  was  the  sacrifice  and  effort  of  the 
many  patriotic  American  citizens  of  Columbia  County 
which  put  the  Liberty  Loans  “over  the  top”  and  thus 
helped  crush  Prussianism  and  “make  the  world  safe  for 
democracy.” 


CHAPTER  XIX 

WAR  MONUMENTS 


Ancram  Monument 


N  the  14th  day  of  November,  1919,  amid  ceremonies 


simple  yet  impressive,  was  unveiled  on  Ancram 


Square  the  monument  commemorating  the  heroes 
of  three  wars  from  that  township. 

The  services  were  conducted  in  the  open  amid  splendidly 
decorated  surroundings,  with  Old  Glory  flying  to  the 
breeze  and  with  the  Union  Jack  and  the  Tricolor  at  either 
side  in  fine  tribute  to  our  friends  across  the  sea. 

At  twenty-five  minutes  after  three  in  the  afternoon  the 
service  boys,  seventeen  strong,  assembled  in  ranks  of  two, 
Lieutenant  Joseph  H.  Ward  of  the  World  War  and  Cor¬ 
poral  Lebius  McArthur  of  the  Spanish- American  War 
leading,  and  marched  across  the  Ancram  Square  and  came 
at  rest  in  two  lines  at  either  side  of  the  monument.  Serv¬ 
ices  were  opened  with  a  prayer  by  the  Reverend  Arthur 
Schwab  of  the  Ancram  Lutheran  Church.  At  three  thirty, 
as  the  thrilling  song  “  America  ”  rang  full  and  clear  upon 
the  populace  the  monument  was  unveiled  by  Miss  Virginia 
Tanner. 

The  first  speaker  to  address  the  people  assembled  from 
every  part  of  the  township  and  its  environs,  .was  Ancram ’s 
well-beloved  townsman,  Reverend  F.  J.  Belcher  whose 
father,  John  A.  Belcher,  served  and  was  killed  in  the  Civil 
War,  and  whose  son,  Sheldon  C.  Belcher,  saw  service  in 
the  recent  World  War.  Reverend  Belcher  dwelt  at  length 
upon  Ancram ’s  part  in  the  Civil  War  and  concluded  with 
a  peroration  upon  the  grave  social  problems  of  the  present 
day  and  their  solution.  Judge  Daniel  V.  McNamee,  of 
Hudson,  followed  with  a  superb  address  which  carried  his 
hearers  with  zealous  fervor  along  the  highway  of  national 
achievement  from  the  birth  of  America,  Honorable  Wil¬ 
liam  W.  Chase  of  Hudson  finished  the  speaking  with  a 
masterful  oration  recounting  the  historic  and  heroic  deeds 
of  three  wars. 

Following  the  addresses  the  service  boys  passed  in  re- 
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view  before  the  speakers’  platform  and  were  presented 
with  honor  medals  by  the  town’s  supervisor,  George 
Knickerbocker.  The  services  were  concluded  with  the 
Benediction  by  Reverend  Elmer  E.  Benn  of  the  Ancram 
Methodist  Church. 

The  honor  of  unveiling  the  monument  fell  without  ques¬ 
tion  to  Miss  Virginia  Tanner,  for  four  of  her  brothers  and 
one  sister  saw  active  service  during  the  World  War.  This 
same  high  mark  was  attained  by  the  George  family  of  An¬ 
cram  in  the  Civil  War,  five  brothers  having  seen  service  in 
that  struggle.  The  reception  committee  for  the  unveiling 
was  representative  of  the  entire  township.  Headed  by  the 
supervisor,  their  names  are  as  follows :  George  Knicker¬ 
bocker,  Dr.  Ellwood  Oliver,  Floyd  Barton,  Bernard  Burch, 
Grant  Card,  Allen  B.  Downing,  Cliauncey  Felts,  Asa  Hoag, 
Percy  Hoysradt,  Robert  Lind,  Harmon  Miller,  Otis  Palen, 
Edward  Roche,  Allen  Smith,  Barendt  Van  Valkenburgh, 
Edward  White  and  Paul  Woodnut. 

The  finance  committee  which  so  successfully  garnered 
the  funds  were:  Earl  Knickerbocker,  Roy  Blass,  AValter 
B.  Hill  and  William  H.  Porter,  Jr. 

On  the  monument  rests  three  bronze  tablets.  The  Civil 
War  tablet  shows  the  names  of  forty-five  men,  three  of 
whom  are  still  living.  The  Spanish- American  War  tablet 
records  one  name,  Lebius  McArthur.  Dressed  in  his  dark 
blue  uniform  of  ’98  he  gave  a  striking  contract  to  those  in 
khaki  at  the  unveiling.  The  World  War  tablet  presents 
thirty-three  names  and  all  of  these  men  are  living  and 
have  been  mustered  out  of  service  with  honor. 

The  full  cost  of  the  monument  with  its  material  and 
settings  was  over  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

The  monument  is  the  people’s  modest  gift  to  the  cour¬ 
age,  the  sacrifice,  and  the  devotion  to  American  ideals  of 
the  men,  both  past  and  present,  who  went,  who  saw  and 
who  conquered  for  freedom,  truth  and  right.  And  thus  it 
shall  stand  throughout  all  time  bespeaking  principles,  per¬ 
petuating  the  memory  of  heroes  and  displaying  a  harmon¬ 
ious  blending  of  strength  and  beauty.  Its  majestic  silence 
gives  to  every  passerby  an  inspiration  more  eloquent  than 
words.  To-day  it  is  magnificent  but  its  grandeur  will  in¬ 
crease  as  future  generations  behold  it  and  more  fully  com¬ 
prehend  its  deep  and  abiding  significance. 
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Chatham  Honor  Roll 

On  Monday  afternoon,  October  15th,  1918,  an  honor  roll 
was  erected  in  the  Village  of  Chatham  to  commemorate 
the  war  service  of  the  boys  of  that  village  and  its  environs. 

The  honor  board  itself  was  donated  by  Mrs.  Hannah 
Bain  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  K.  Rockefeller.  It  contained 
one  hundred  and  thirty-two  names,  twenty-six  of  the  men 
named  being  officers.  At  the  top  of  the  board  are  the 
words  “  Chatham’s  Honor  Roll  ”  and  below  are  the  names 
of  the  soldiers  inscribed  in  black  letters.  At  night  it  is 
electrically  illuminated. 

The  principal  speaker  at  the  services  of  dedication  was 
Judge  Sanford  W.  Smith  of  the  Court  of  Claims  of  New 
York  State. 

On  the  same  day  the  “  Trophy  Train,”  which  was  sent 
out  by  the  Government  in  the  interest  of  the  Liberty  Loan 
Campaign,  visited  Chatham.  At  eleven  o’clock  a  parade 
of  Civil  War  veterans,  the  village  Red  Cross  Chapter,  Boy 
Scout  troops,  school  children  and  other  citizens  marched 
to  the  train  to  view  the  exhibit. 

Chatham’s  Honor  Roll  stands  on  the  grounds  of  the 
beautiful  Tracy  Memorial  Hall  and  is  a  lasting  memorial  to 
the  soldiers  of  that  village. 


Copake  Honor  Roll 

The  dedication  of  Copake ’s  honor  roll  occurred  on  the 
evening  of  June  7th,  1919,  at  eight  o’clock. 

The  village  school  children  marched  in  a  body  and  as¬ 
sembled  at  the  honor  roll  on  the  lawn  of  Mr.  Ward  Lang- 
don’s  residence,  and  opened  the  program  by  the  singing  of 
“  The  Star  Spangled  Banner.”  A  short  prayer  was  then 
offered  by  the  Reverend  G.  W.  Morse.  This  was  followed 
by  two  recitations,  “  In  Flanders  Fields,”  given  by  Avery 
Dean,  and  “  America’s  Reply,”  given  by  Grace  McGee. 

Mr.  Randall  N.  Saunders,  the  principal  speaker  of  the 
occasion,  was  then  presented  by  Mr.  McIntyre,  the  super¬ 
visor  of  the  town.  Mr.  Saunders’  impressive  address  was 
devoted  chiefly  to  the  soldiers  whom  all  had  come  to  honor, 
and  partly  to  the  parents  of  those  soldiers.  It  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  unveiling  of  the  monument  by  Fred  Shook 
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and  Sterling  Wyckoff.  The  monument  contained  thirty- 
six  names  and  one  gold  star. 

A  wreath  of  yellow  roses,  presented  by  Edward  Mc¬ 
Intyre  in  memory  of  Lester  Raught,  who  died  in  service, 
was  placed  at  the  base  of  the  monument. 

With  the  singing  of  11  America  ”  the  ceremonial  dedica¬ 
tion  of  Copake’s  honor  roll  was  concluded. 


Germantown  Monument 

A  monument  in  honor  of  the  men  from  Germantown  who 
served  in  the  World  War  was  unveiled  on  the  26tli  day  of 
July,  1919.  Many  of  the  people  of  Germantown  and  near¬ 
by  places,  including  Hudson,  gathered  on  the  bank  of  the 
river  to  do  honor  to  the  men  who  served.  Many. of  the  sol¬ 
diers  who  had  returned  were  present  in  uniform,  and  the 
women  of  the  Red  Cross  in  their  white  regalia  marched 
from  their  rooms  in  a  body  to  the  place  of  the  ceremony. 

Mr.  Harry  George  was  the  able  master  of  the  ceremo¬ 
nies,  which  commenced  when  Richard  Barringer  gave  the 
bugle  call.  Then  Supervisor  E.  R.  DeWitt, /  who  had  been 
chosen  chairman,  introduced  the  first  speaker. 

Mr.  John  R.  Greene  gave  a  short  address  which  in¬ 
cluded  the  reading  of  the  poem,  “  The  Graves  of  the 
Household.”  During  his  address  the  monument  with  fifty 
names  inscribed  on  it  was  unveiled. 

The  principal  speakers  of  the  afternoon  and  who  gave 
most  inspiring  addresses  were  Honorable  Amasa  P. 
Disher  and  Reverend  Benjamin  P.  White. 

The  citizens  secured  the  Hudson  Band  which  added 
greatly  to  this  patriotic  ceremony. 

It  was  Mr.  John  R.  Greene  who  generously  presented  the 
monument  and  executed  a  deed  of  the  plot  on  which  it 
stands  to  the  town  of  Germantown. 


The  Ghent  Monument 

Ghent  is  one  of  the  places  in  Columbia  County  that  dedi¬ 
cated  to  its  service  boys  a  monument  of  bronze  and  gran¬ 
ite.  Soon  after  the  Armistice  was  signed  the  people  of 
that  place  determined  to  erect  a  monument  in  honor  of

the  World  War  veterans  of  Ghent.  A  finance  committee 
was  appointed  consisting  of  Clarence  Kittle,  Fenton  K. 
Allen,  Mrs.  Emma  Moore,  Mrs.  Fred  Lane,  Christopher 
Berninger,  Horace  McGinnis,  Aaron  Garner,  John  I.  Kit¬ 
tle  and  Mrs.  David  Harder.  When  it  was  certain  that  a 
substantial  sum  could  be  raised  by  subscription  for  this 
patriotic  project  another  committee  was  appointed  to  se¬ 
lect  the  monument  and  arrange  a  program  for  its  dedica¬ 
tion.  This  committee  was  made  up  of  Christopher  Ber¬ 
ninger,  chairman ;  Thomas  Iiartigan,  William  Moore, 
George  Garner,  Charles  Vosburgli,  A.  J.  Gaddis,  Adam  R. 
Kerner,  George  Wooding,  George  Seestadt,  and  Harry 
Waltermire. 

Finally  all  the  preparatory  work  was  completed  and  the 
monument  set  in  place.  The  people  of  Ghent  had  chosen 
Memorial  Day  of  1920  as  a  suitable  date  to  honor  the 
World  War  veterans  as  well  as  those  of  the  Civil  War. 
Nature  added  her  blessings  to  the  chosen  day  with  a  cloud¬ 
less  sky  and  mild  temperature. 

The  dedicatory  exercises  were  solemn  as  befitted  the  day 
set  aside  in  memory  of  men  who  had  gone  through  hard 
struggles  that  nations  might  live  in  freedom.  Near  the 
monument  was  erected  a  platform  for  the  speakers  and 
directly  in  front  of  it  were  seated  the  men  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
and  the  gold  star  mothers  of  the  town  whose  sons  were 
never  to  return  from  “  over  there.” 

The  Chatham  Post  of  the  American  Legion  also  held  a 
place  of  honor. 

At  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  Christopher  Berninger 
opened  the  program  with  the  announcement  that  the  audi¬ 
ence,  led  by  Professor  Condit  Snyder,  would  sing  “  Amer¬ 
ica,”  The  Reverend  Mr.  Ferris  of  Ghent  offered  the  invo¬ 
cation,  which  was  followed  by  a  short  address  by  the  Rev¬ 
erend  Otto  Voigt.  Then,  while  the  band  played  the  “  Star 
Spangled  Banner,”  Mrs.  David  Harder  and  Mrs.  Emma 
Moore,  two  mothers  whose  sons  gave  their  lives  in  the 
World  War,  were  escorted  to  the  monument  by  a  soldier, 
Harry  S.  Plass,  and  a  sailor,  Harold  Whalen.  Two  little 
girls,  Jean  Cowan  and  Elizabeth  Waltermire,  nieces  of 
men  who  died  in  service,  concluded  the  procession.  The 
two  mothers  drew  back  the  veil  of  flags  revealing  the  gran¬ 
ite  monument  bearing  the  bronze  tablet  inscribed  with  one 
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hundred  and  eleven  names.  After  the  unveiling  the  two 
children  placed  floral  offerings  at  the  base  of  the  monu¬ 
ment.  Dayton  LaPointe  decorated  the  monument  with 
flowers  which  had  been  sent  in  memory  of  Willis  Harder 
by  the  members  of  his  former  regiment. 

When  the  band  ceased  playing  the  national  anthem  Har¬ 
old  Vincent,  a  former  veteran,  sang  11  Jesus,  Lover  of  My 
Soul.”  Secretary  of  State  Francis  M.  Hugo  of  Albany, 
one  of  the  principal  speakers  of  the  day,  gave  a  most  inter¬ 
esting  address.  Major  Callan,  County  Chairman  of  the 
American  Legion,  then  spoke,  accepting  the  monument  on 
behalf  of  the  former  soldiers  and  sailors.  Major  Callan ’s 
address  concluded  the  exercises. 


The  Hillsdale  Monument 

Hillsdale,  situated  among  the  foothills  of  the  Berkshires, 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  spots  in  Columbia  County. 
The  well  kept  village  is  surrounded  by  fine  estates,  fertile 
farm  lands  and  wild  forests  of  the  mountains. 

At  one  o  ’clock  on  May  30th,  1920,  the  people  of 
this  town  held  services  in  memory  of  the  men  who  fought 
in  the  Civil  War.  These  exercises  over,  they  gathered  in 
the  public  square  to  witness  the  climax  of  that  day’s  cere¬ 
monies  —  the  unveiling  and  dedication  of  a  monument  to 
the  men  of  Hillsdale  who  served  in  the  World  War.  This 
monument  was  in  the  form  of  a  bronze  tablet,  graven  with 
names  of  the  town’s  World  War  veterans  and  mounted 
before  the  public  library.  Plans  were  under  way  too  at 
that  time  to  erect  a  much  finer  library  and  it  was  decided 
to  place  this  bronze  tablet,  in  the  new  building  when 
completed. 

The  ceremonies  began  with  a  prayer  offered  by  the 
Reverend  Dr.  Davis  and  continued  with  a  short  oration 
by  the  Reverend  James  Brimelow.  While  Mr.  Brimelow 
was  speaking  Theodore  and  Louis  Bullinger,  brothers,  of 
Harlemville,  both  of  whom  were  wounded  in  the  World 
War,  unveiled  the  tablet.  The  names  of  thirty-eight  heroes 
adorned  the  monument.  Two  wreaths  of  immortelles,  one 
in  memory  of  Ralph  Steitz  of  Harlemville  and  the  other 
in  memory  of  Clarence  L.  Closson  of  Hillsdale,  both  of 
whom  died  in  service,  were  placed  beside  the  monument.

With  the  close  of  Mr.  Brimelow’s  oration  the  ceremonies 
were  completed.  Thus  did  the  citizens  of  Hillsdale  honor 
their  living  and  dead  heroes  of  the  World  War. 


The  Hudson  Honor  Board 

Hudson,  the  county  seat  of  Columbia  County  and  the 
third  oldest  city  in  the  state,  paid  reverence  to  its  veterans 
of  the  World  War  on  January  12tli,  1919.  On  that  date, 
which  fell  on  Sunday,  at  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  the 
honor  board  erected  in  honor  of  Hudson’s  warriors  was 
unveiled  in  the  public  square  at  Seventh  street. 

For  some  time  previous  to  the  occasion  a  committee  had 
been  preparing  for  the  raising  and  dedication  of  the  honor 
board.  The  Hudson  Morning  Republican,  of  which  the 
late  Henry  Esseltyn  was  editor-in-chief,  initiated  the  plan 
to  collect  funds  for  this  war  monument.  The  work  of 
carrying  out  these  plans  was  turned  over  to  a  committee 
with  Lieutenant  Tristram  Coffin  as  chairman  and  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Mark  Rosenthal  as  treasurer. 

Finally  the  work  was  completed  and  the  monument  stood 
in  the  public  square  swathed  in  canvas  awaiting  its 
ceremonial  dedication.  A.  A.  Elliott  of  Hudson  designed 
this  monument.  On  one  side  was  carved  a  sailor,  on  the 
other  side  a  soldier  standing  at  attention  and  between 
them  stretched  the  board  bearing  the  names  of  those  who 
went  forth  from  this  city  to  serve  in  the  World  War.  The 
seal  of  the  city  of  Hudson,  depicting  Neptune  and  a  whale, 
reminiscent  of  bygone  days  when  Hudson  was  a  whaling 
port,  crowned  the  monument.  R.  D.  Wentworth  and 
Augustine  Costa  did  the  lettering  and  other  decorative 
work,  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  Michael  J. 
O’Hara,  took  charge  of  the  setting  up  of  the  honor  board. 

At  the  hour  set  aside  for  the  unveiling,  the  Hudson 
Band,  Company  F,  and  a  multitude  of  other  citizens,  many 
of  them  relatives  of  our  youthful  veterans,  gathered  in 
the  square.  At  three  o’clock,  when  the  strains  of 
“  America,”  played  by  the  Hudson  Band,  died  away,  the 
Reverend  R.  Irving  Watkins,  D.  D.,  opened  the  services 
with  a  prayer.  Then  Lieutenant  Tristram  Coffin  and 
Seaman  Edward  Thompson,  as  representatives  of  the 
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army  and  navy,  withdrew  the  veil  which  until  that  time 
had  covered  the  Honor  Roll  with  its  560  names.  The 
Honorable  Frederick  J.  Collier  delivered  an  oration  in 
which  he  spoke  of  our  pride  in  those  whose  names  were 
inscribed  on  the  honor  board  and  paid  a  special  tribute  to 
those  whose  passionate  patriotism  had  taken  them  from 
this  life.  At  the  close  of  this  speech  the  Reverend  Father 
William  Keefe  offered  the  benediction  which  was  followed 
by  the  singing  of  the  “  Star  Spangled  Banner.”  And  so 
the  exercises  were  finished. 


Kinderhook  Monument 

The  village  of  Kinderhook  which  sent  many  of  its  sons 
to  the  World  War  and  so  well  took  its  share  in  the  war 
work  of  the  county,  dedicated  a  monument  in  honor  of  its 
service  men  on  the  anniversary  of  Armistice  Day  in  1921. 

Kinderhook  was  most  anxious  to  place  a  suitable  monu¬ 
ment  in  honor  of  the  men  who  gave  their  lives  and  in 
recognition  of  the  services  of  those  living  who  had  taken 
part  in  their  country’s  service.  It  was  finally  decided  to 
place  in  the  village  square  a  Barre  granite  monument  with 
bronze  tablet  upon  which  was  cast  the  names  of  those  who 
lived  within  the  corporate  village  limits  and  were  of  the 
fighting  forces  of  the  United  States.  This  of  necessity 
omitted  many  names  that  it  was  thought  should  appear. 
Probably  the  most  notable  case  was  that  of  Michael 
Witkoski,  a  young  man  living  less  than  one-half  mile  from 
the  village  limits,  who  through  his  valiant  service  received 
the  D.  S.  C.  medal. 

This  monument  was  dedicated  on  November  11,  1921. 
The  American  Legion,  the  school  children,  Boy  Scouts  and 
the  Kinderhook  Band  took  part  in  the  ceremony.  The 
Honorable  Martin  H.  Glynn,  former  governor  of  the  state, 
and  former  resident  of  our  county,  made  the  address.  He 
told  of  the  great  work  Columbia  County  has  accomplished 
for  the  United  States  from  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the' 
Declaration  of  Independence  until  the  end  of  the  World 
War. 

The'  monument  stands  as  a  public  and  lasting  tribute 
of  the  village  to  the  patriotism  of  its  World  War  soldiers. 
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Philmont  Honor  Roll 

The  village  of  Philmont,  which  was  most  prominent  in 
all  the  county’s  patriotic  endeavors,  was  the  first  com¬ 
munity  in  the  county  to  erect  an  honor  roll  in  tribute  to 
its  service  men  and  women.  And  Saturday,  September 
14th,  1918,  was  the  day  that  was  devoted  by  the  village  to 
the  ceremony  of  its  public  dedication. 

The  ceremony  was  carried  out  on  the  village  square 
and  was  opened  with  the  invocation  “  God  Save  Our 
Land,”  which  was  sung  by  the  Red  Cross  double  quartet. 

Mr.  William  Vanderpoel  then  announced  the  order  of 
the  program.  “  Unfurl  the  Starry  Flag  ”  was  sung  by 
a  male  quartet  composed  of  George  Neal,  Sidney  Craven, 
Harry  Ham  and  Lorenzo  W.  Nichols.  Philip  M.  Harder, 
who  gave  so  generously  of  his  efforts  to  all  patriotic  move¬ 
ments  and  has  since  passed  from  this  earth,  then  made  an 
address. 

The  impressive  unveiling  of  the  honor  roll  which  stood 
in  the  center  of  the  square,  draped  with  flags  and  flanked 
by  evergreen  trees,  then  occurred.  Miss  Irene  Yerrick 
song  “  Traumerei,”  “The  Star  Spangled  Banner,”  and 
“  Soldiers’  Chorus.”  While  she  sang  the  large  draped 
flags  gradually  unfolded  to  each  side  and  revealed  the 
honor  roll. 

Immediately  a  Boy  Scout  carried  to  the  Methodist 
Church  the  message  that  the  roll  was  unveiled,  and  three 
taps  were  sounded  by  the  bell  for  Guy  Minkler,  who  had 
been  killed  in  France.  Then  a  draped  ornament  which 
hung  over  the  street,  and  carried  on  each  side  one  of  the 
Allied  flags,  was  opened  by  a  wire  leading  to  the  stand 
and  a  shower  of  flowers  fell  in  grateful  benediction  upon 
the  mothers,  wives  and  sisters  of  the  soldiers.  These 
women  were  seated  directly  in  front '  of  the  stand,  and 
beside  them  were  seated  the  G.  A.  R.  men  of  the  village. 

At  this  point  in  the  program  Governor  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Whitman  arrived  and  were  escorted  to  the  stand  by  Dr. 
George  W.  Yedder.  Charles  Reiss  and  Edward  Yerrick, 
soldiers  of  the  training  detachment  at  Syracuse  Univer¬ 
sity,  William  Miller  of  the  destroyer  Preble,  and  Charles 
Johnson,  Jr.,  of  the  Pelham  Bay  Naval  Station,  all  home 
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on  furlough,  left  their  seats  in  the  stand  and  stood  at 
attention  along  the  steps  as  the  governor  came  on. 

The  governor  was  presented  by  Mr.  William  E.  Carney 
who  spoke  of  the  executive  as  the  commander  in  chief  of 
the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the  state,  and  “  our 
Governor.” 

After  the  governor  spoke  an  inspiring  address  was  given 
by  the  Honorable  Alfred  D.  Van  Buren,  an  attorney,  of 
Kingston. 

A  telegram  was  received  and  read  from  the  Daughters 
of  Columbia  County,  then  in  session  at  Chatham,  con¬ 
gratulating  the  village  of  Philmont  upon  its  ceremony. 

The  next  number  was  a  solo,  “  God  Bring  Them  Safely 
to  Our  Arms  Again,”  given  by  Sidney  Craven.  For  an 
encore  he  sang  the  “  Marseillaise.”  The  whole  assemblage 
then  joined  in  singing  “  America,”  and  the  program  was 
closed. 

The  instrumental  music  of  the  occasion  was  furnished 
by  William  Finley’s  orchestra  of  Hudson.  The  artistic 
honor  roll  was  the  work  of  Robert  D.  Wentworth  of  Hud¬ 
son.  It  is  in  the  form  of  an  open  book  with  the  names 
of  the  service  men  of  Philmont  and  Mellenville  covering 
the  two  exposed  pages.  On  the  day  of  its  dedication  the 
roll  contained  one  hundred  twenty-nine  names,  but  others 
have  been  since  added.  Above  the  volume  is  draped  an 
American  flag,  and  the  flag  is  surmounted  by  an  eagle  with 
wings  outspread. 

It  was  Wm.  E.  Carney,  C.  C.  Rion,  and  George  A.  Lock- 
wood,  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  of  Philmont,  who  initiated  the  idea  of  erecting  a 
public  monument  to  honor  the  service  men  and  women,  and 
the  zealous  response  of  the  people  made  possible  this  first 
honor  roll  of  the  county. 

The  general  committee  in  charge  had  the  following 
members:  William  E.  Carney,  C.  C.  Rion,  G.  A.  Lock- 
wood,  W.  G.  Vanderpoel,  G.  J.  Scutt,  J.  J.  Brennan,  W.  J. 
Russell,  Sherman  L.  Mead,  G.  J.  Anderspn,  all  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  assisted  by  Dr.  G.  W.  Vedder. 
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Stockport  Monument 

The  town  of  Stockport,  which  includes  the  three  villages 
of  Stottville,  Stockport  and  Columbiaville,  has  erected  a 
permanent  memorial  in  honor  of  its  soldiers  and  sailors 
in  the  World  War,  a  monument  fashioned  of  lasting 
granite  and  bronze,  as  a  most  fitting  memorial  of  the 
everlasting  gratitude  of  the  townspeople,  to  the  men  who 
so  nobly  represented  them  in  the  great  war  for  liberty 
and  justice.  The  monument  is  located  on  the  main  road 
between  Hudson  and  Albany,  at  its  junction  with  the  road 
leading  to  Stockport  Centre,  an  imposing  site  near  the 
geographical  centre  of  the  town.  Upon  the  granite  shaft 
is  a  bronze  tablet  containing  the  names  of  the  ninety- 
three  veterans  of  the  war  who  represented  the  town  in 
the  various  branches  of  the  American  service. 

The  history  of  this  memorial  takes  us  back  to  Labor 
Day,  1919,  when  there  was  held  in  Stottville,  a  Home  Com¬ 
ing  Celebration  in  honor  of  the  return  of  our  boys  from 
the  war.  A.  rousing  Field  Day  was  held  and  a  banquet 
served  in  Bennett  Hall  for  the  veterans.  The  success  of 
this  event  was  so  great  and  the  money  raised  by  subscrip¬ 
tion  and  otherwise  was  found  to  be  so  much  more  than  was 
necessary  for  the  expenses  of  the  occasion  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  charge  concluded  that  the  only  possible  way 
to  fully  discharge  the  obligation  thus  laid  upon  them,  was 
to  erect  a  suitable  permanent  memorial. 

The  committee  consisted  of  the  following  citizens  of 
Stockport :  Chairman,  H.  C.  Templeton,  Messrs.  Charles  B.

Bobert  N.  Turner 
and  Bev.  Charles  H.  Hathaway. 

The  land  upon  which  the  memorial  was  erected,  was 
presented  to  the  Committee  by  the  Bundell  Estate  and  is 
now  the  property  of  the  town  of  Stockport. 

Two  years  passed  while  the  plans  were  being  consum¬ 
mated  and  the  work  of  the  quarry  men  and  the  artificers 
in  granite  and  bronze  was  completed;  and  on  Saturday, 
November  12th,  1921,  the  day  after  the .  anniversary  of 
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Armistice  Bay,  the  monument  was  ceremonially  dedicated. 
The  event  began  with  a  procession  of  the  veterans  and  the 
Citizens  ’  Committee  from  Bennett  Hall  in  Stottville  to  the 
memorial  site.  The  veterans  placed  themselves  under  com¬ 
mand  of  Sergeant  Joseph  Gordon  and  were  escorted  by 
the  Stottville  Troop  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  under 
command  of  Scoutmaster  Robert  N.  Turner  and  Senior 
Patrol  Leader  Arthur  Brown.  The  children  of  the  several 
Public  Schools  of  the  town  were  present  in  a  body  to  lend 
their  voices  in  the  singing  of  patriotic  songs  under  the 
direction  of  F.  W.  Morris.  The  program  of  the  day 
follows :

Valatie  Monument 

During  Old  Home  Week  in  1919  the  people  of  Valatie 
dedicated  a  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  monument  to  their  fellow 
citizens  who  had  served  in  the  World  War. 

The  trustees  of  the  village,  who  were  then  Nathan  P. 
Wild,  Theodore  Tannenwald,  C.  C.  New,  W.  H.  Peterson 
and  Henry  J.  Noerling,  united  with  an  executive  committee 
composed  of  John  J.  Snyder,  H.  L.  Lamont  and  F.  M. 
Glynn  to  devise  what  form  the  monument  should  take  and 
to  plan  for  its  dedication.  It  was  determined  to  build  a 
permanent  monument  and  place  it  in  suitable  surround¬ 
ings.  In  accordance  with  these  plans  a  small  park, 
bordered  with  a  stone  coping  and  low  iron  railing  was 
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made  at  the  junction  of  the  roads  near  the  Valatie  depot. 
A  granite  boulder,  the  gift  of  William  J.  Harder,  formed 
the  foundation.  To  one  side  of  the  granite  was  affixed  a 
bronze  tablet  bearing  the  names  of  Valatie ’s  eighty-seven 
ex-service  men,  three  of  which  names  were  marked  with 
gold  stars.  Another  tablet  told  the  names  of  the  village 
officials  and  the  executive  committee. 

August  31st,  the  last  day  but  one  of  Old  Home  Week, 
was  chosen  for  the  unveiling.  Hundreds  of  people  from 
all  parts  of  Columbia  County  gathered  about  the  flag- 
covered  memorial  to  participate  in  the  exercises.  The 
Reverend  M.  Paris  offered  the  invocation.  Nathan  P.  Wild, 
village  president,  then  introduced  Major  General  John  P. 
O’Ryan  —  a  man  whose  valor  in  the  recent  World  War 
endeared  him  to  all  Americans,  and  who  stirred  the 
Valatie  assemblage  with  his  patriotic  address.  The  next 
speaker  was  the  former  chief  executive  of  our  state,  ex¬ 
governor  Martin  H.  Glynn,  known  throughout  the  country 
for  his  gift  of  eloquence.  Another  feature  of  the  exercises 
was  the  concert  rendered  by  Scofield’s  Military  Band. 

Finally  the  music  and  oratory  were  over,  and  the  monu¬ 
ment  stood  unveiled,  a  lasting  tribute  to  those  men  of  the 
town  who  had  fought  for  that  freedom  that  lies  nearest 
to  the  hearts  of  all  Americans. 
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CHAPTER  XX 

THE  AMERICAN  LEGION 


THERE  is  probably  no  spirit  of  comradeship  more 
lasting  than  that  which  is  gained  in  the  common 
cause  of  national  defense.  It  is  the  embodiment 
of  a  unified  purpose,  stimulated  by  noble  ideals  and  con¬ 
summated  in  the  offering  of  the  most  precious  possessions 
one  may  hold.  It  finds  its  inception  in  the  desire  for  the 
preservation  of  national  life  and  integrity. 

It  is  the  comradeship  which  results  from  long  hours, 
days  and  months  spent  together,  when  thought  of  self  is 
lost,  when  each  is  laboring,  for  the  common  cause.  It  is 
the  comradeship  which  grows  from  a  time  when  selfishness, 
meanness  and  that  which  is  narrow  and  debased  is  un¬ 
known,  and  when  men  are  found  at  their  very  highest  point 
of  brotherly  affection. 

Following  the  precedent  established  by  the  veterans  of 
the  past  wars  that  this  nation  has  participated  in  and 
following  the  purposes,  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic,  there  was  created  in  Paris  in  the  early  spring  of  1919, 
an  association  of  men  and  women  who  served  in  the  World 
War  to  be  known  as  the  American  Legion. 

The  preamble  of  its  dedication  reads:  “For  God  and 
Country  we  associate  ourselves  together  for  the  following: 
To  uphold  and  defend  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  to  maintain  law  and  order;  to  foster  and 
perpetuate  a  one  hundred  per  cent.  Americanism;  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  memories  and  incidents  of  our  association  in 
the  Great  War,  to  inculcate  a  sense  of  individual  obliga¬ 
tion  to  the  community,  state  and  nation;  to  combat  the 
autocracy  of  both  classes  and  the  masses,  to  make  right 
the  master  of  might;  to  promote  peace  and  good  will  on 
earth;  to  safeguard  and  transmit  to  posterity  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  justice,  freedom  and  democracy;  to  consecrate 
and  sanctify  our  comradeship  by  our  devotion  to  mutual 
helpfulness.’  ’ 
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With  the  return  of  the  troops  from  France,  or  at  least 
the  vanguard  of  that  mighty  host  which  went  over  and 
beyond  the  seas  to  do  battle  in  a  worthy  cause,  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  Legion  in  the  home  land  was  commenced. 
In  every  city,  village  or  hamlet  where  fifteen  former  serv¬ 
ice  men  or  women  might  be  found,  encouragement  and 
assistance  was  given  for  the  formation  of  a  local  organiza¬ 
tion  or  branch  of  the  parent  body  to  be  known  as  a  post. 

The  movement  reached  Columbia  County  early  in  the 
development  of  the  Legion  and  under  Major  Albert 
Callan  as  acting  County  Chairman,  the  following  posts 
were  organized:  Chatham  Post  No.  42  at  Chatham,  June 
12th;  John  W.  McConnell  Post,  No.  47  at  Valatie,  June 
24th;  Hudson  Post  No.  184  at  Hudson,  July  29th;  Minkler- 
Seery  Post,  No.  252  at  Philmont,  August  11th,  and  Ger¬ 
mantown  Post  No.  346  at  Germantown,  August  29tli,  1919. 

The  posts  were  named  after  either  the  communities  in 
which  they  were  organized  or  in  memory  of  comrades  who 
.  had  paid  the  supreme  test  of  patriotism,  it  being  a  strict 
rule  of  the  Legion  that  no  post  should  be  given  the  name 
of  a  living  person. 

To  the  membership  of  the  Legion  is  admitted  any  man 
or  woman  who  received  an  honorable  discharge  from  the 
United  States  Government  for  service  rendered  in  the 
Army,  Navy,  Marine  or  Nurses  Corps,  between  April  6th, 
1917,  and  November  11th,  1918. 

No  person  entitled  to  membership  is  barred  because  of 
the  lot  or  location  of  his  service,  the  rolls  being  open  to 
all  whether  the  enlistment  was  served  in  France,  Italy, 
Russia,  the  United  States  or  its  insular  possessions. 

It  was  perfectly  natural,  as  with  all  similar  bodies,  that 
the  beginning  of  the  Legion  should  be  attended  by  diffi¬ 
culties.  Men  returning  from  the  service'  viewed  with  con¬ 
siderable  suspicion  the  word  Legion.  To  many  its  name 
was  confusing  with  the  much  heralded  and  famed  Foreign 
Legion  of  France ;  and  there  arose  the  thought  that 
membership  in  the  American  Legion  carried  with  it  the 
prospects  of  availability  for  additional  emergencies  of 
once  more  being  called  to  the  colors.  They  had  suffered  all 
manner  of  hardships  and  their  dominating  desire  was  to 
return  to  their  former  civilian  pursuits,  a  reasonable  and 
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normal  mental  attitude  when  one  takes  into  consideration 
the  individuals  who  went  to  make  up  the  Army  and  the 
Navy,  a  group  of  persons  who  had  never  before  shouldered 
a  rifle,  manned  a  gun  or  trod  a  deck,  totally  ignorant  of  the 
ways  of  war,  civilians  essentially,  but  men  arising  to  the 
occasion  which  demanded  their  presence  in  a  new  and 
strange  role.  Inspired  by  patriotism  and  led  to  many 
brave  acts  while  engaged  in  the  new  profession,  there  yet 
lingered  in  the  breast  of  each  a  desire  to  return  to  the  even 
tenor  of  his  natural,  everyday  antibellum  existence. 

This  is  but  one  of  the  many  difficulties  early  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Legion  was  to  meet.  As  time  goes  on  however 
the  fear,  if  it  may  be  called  such,  of  the  name  is  gradually 
being  dispelled  and  the  ex-service  men  and  women  to  the 
number  of  over  a  million  have  enrolled  with  and  cast  their

lot  in  the  Legion  today. 

Gradually  is  the  Legion  passing  out  of  the  period  of 
organization  and  assuming  the  duties  and  obligations 
incidental  to  the  welfare  and  even  rights  of  the  former 
service  men  and  women,  a  part  which  the  organization 
must  play  and  to  a  greater  scope  as  the  years  roll  by. 
It  has  been  the  Legion  which  has  frequently  solved  the 
problem  of  the  man  in  difficulty,  the  man  entitled  to  assist¬ 
ance  but  who  found  slow  moving  government  agencies 
with  their  abundance  and  maze  of  red  tape,  obstacles  which 
he  could  not  surmount.  It  has  been  the  Legion  which 
has  cut  the  Gordian  knot  and  brought  relief  and  aid  where 
it  was  due  in  many  instances. 

With  its  great  growth  the  Legion  is  reaching  a  posi¬ 
tion  of  commanding  importance  in  the  Nation.  Resolved 
at  its  birth  to  keep  itself  free  of  partisan  politics,  it  is 
endeavoring  to  seek  legislation  by  united  and  persistent 
action  for  those  benefits  and  rights  to  which  the  veterans 
of  every  war  have  been  entitled.  The  field  before  this 
veteran  organization  for  the  next  quarter  of  a  century  is 
wonderful  in  its  prospect.  Being  representative  of  the 
highest  type  of  citizenship,  of  manhood  which  has  been 
tested  and  not  found  wanting,  of  loyalty  bespeaking  kin¬ 
ship  with  the  loftiest  ideals  of  national  life,  it  typifies  true 
Americanism. 
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If  it  serves  its  purpose  as  it  should  and  is  not  led  away 
by  false  ideas  or  misdirected  effort,  it  will  prove  a  bul¬ 
wark  five  million  strong  dedicated  to  the  finest  spirit  of 
patriotism.  It  will  prove  likewise,  if  it  holds  to  its  course, 
and  agency  whose  influence  must  be  felt  by  generations  yet 
to  come  in  keeping  alive  the  spirit  of  this  land  and  the 
faith  of  its  founders.  It  will  serve  as  an  example  of  a 
group  of  individuals  dedicated  to  the  service  of  their 
country,  not  alone  in  the  hours  of  war  but  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  true  citizenship  in  times  of  peace. 

Upon  the  American  Legion  rests  great  responsibility 
and  if  it  remains  true  and  steadfast,  it  shall  prove  to  the 
United  States  a  defense,  now  in  body,  later  in  spirit,  which 
will  ever  be  ready  to  give  of  its  best,  as  its  members  did 
in  the  hour  when  the  whole  world  shook  and  the  cause  of 
freemen  looked  darkest.
